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MOTION    FOR    CENSURING    MINISTI-RS. 

Mr.  Patten  rofe  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  to  his 
long  prom i fed  motion,  and  fpoke  to  the  following  ciFed : 
— •'  Sir,  in  bringing  forward  the  motion  which  I  am  about 
to  fubmit  to  the  Houfe,  I  mud  fay,  I  feci  great  regret  that 
the  taflc  has  -not   been  undertaken  by  many  Gentlemon  in 
every  refpeiSl  more  calculated  from  their  talents  and  rank  to 
give  to  it  the  efFc<5l  which  I  think  it  deferves ;  and  I   muft 
Confcfs,  that  in  rifmg  this  day»  my  reluctance  is  very  con (i- 
derably  increafed  by  the  iipportance  of  the  refolutions  which 
have  been  fandlened  (^  the  vote  of  this  Houfe.     It  is  novr 
the  third  time  that  I  have  trefpaiFed  upon  their  indulgence, 
and  in  the  review  of  the  conduS  of  his  Majefty's  Minifters 
"which  I  b^vp^tO't^ke,  and  in  the  obfervations  I  have  to  offer, 
I  (hall  endeavour  to  repay  the  indulgence  I  have  fo  liberally 
^perienced,  by  detaining  the  Houfe  as  Ihortly  as  I  poflibly 
C2II.     Jt  h^  however,  neceflary  for  me  to  detail  the  particQ- 
tkw^  reafons.'by. which  I  have  been  a£luated  in  fubmiiting  to 
.Ccntlclnen  f^  xeG[>lutions  I  mean  to  propofe,  and  to  juAify 
the  line  of  condudl   1  have  felt   it  incumbent  upon  me  tu 
'^dept.     A  (hopt  lime  before  the  recefs,  I  gave  notice  of  a 
jnoiion,  the  obje£l  of  which  was,  an  inquity  into  the  dale 
«of  the   nation.     At  that  time  I  was  perfedly  convinced, 
4Tom  the  condudt  of  his  Majefty's  Miniilers,  in  withholding 
aU  cprnmuoication  flnce  the  conclufion  of  the  Treaty  of 
Amiens,  to  the  period  when  his  Majefly's  gracious  meifag^* 
tivas  delivered,  that  they  had  given  (Irong  grounds  for  ap  in« 
quiry.     During  fo  long  an  interval  nothing  was  allowed  to 
tranfpire,  whigh  could  either  enlighten  Parliament  or  the 
public  mind,     So  far  were  they  ircun  communicating  the 
real  fituation  of  this  cotmtry  wiih  refpcdl  to  France,  thajt 
they 'Went  fo  far  as  to  hold  out  confident  hopes  of  peace; 
that  a^t  one  modoent  they  gave  orders  for  refloring  colonies 
and  conquered  pofleffions,  the  next  moment  counter-orders, 
mnd. in  every  important  ioflanc^  (hewed  themfclves  fo  little 
acquainted  with  the  real  views  of  the  French  Government, 
and  the  ti'ue  fpirit  and  objedl  of  their  own,  .as  to  furnifh 
agalnft  therofelves  grounds  of  inveftigation,  which  %vere.ir* 
tefiflible.     However,  Sir,  I  may  be  found  inadequate  to  tho 
talk  1  have  this  day  undertaken,  permit  me  to  affure  thq 
Houfe  thai  I  have  been  induced  to  it  by  the   feotiments  I 
Entertain  for  the  welfare  and  happinefs  of  my  fellow^fubjeiSs 
of  Great  Britain.'    Fthought  that  Parliament  and  this  Houff 
were  entitled  to  every  kind  of  communication  which  could 

be 
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bcfttForded,  conflftent  with  circuraftances  and  the  duty  of 
his  Majefty's  Ministers      I  felt  that  iq  undertaking  it>  I  . 
¥ras  juftifi.cd  by  the  opinion  of  the  people  of  Great  Britain, 
which  left  no  doubt  upon  ihe.fubjed.     If  Gentlemen  took 

the  trouble  to  look  to  the  commercial  interefls  of  the  coun-*

try,  or  to  the  tianfadioBs  of  monied  people,  they  would,* 
fiod  the  fufpenfe  which  then  prevailed  fatal  to  every  kind  of 
commerce  and  fpeculation.     They  would  find  that  iridc  was  , 
locked  up  in  our  ports,  and  that  the  fpirit  of  enterprize,  the 
great  fource  of  our  opulence  when  properly  direfted,  wa& 
nearly,  if  not   altogether,  extinguilhed.     Bu;»  Sir,  it  rpay  ^ 
beaiked,  why  I  undertook  a  talk,  to  the  execution  of  wt)jc)^ 
I  candidly  confefs  myfelf  incompetent.     It  was  upon  this, 
ground,  that  Gentlemen  of  great  talents  and  rank*  not  only  ' 
in  the  opinion  of  this  country,  but  of  Europe,  have  beea> 
sccufed  of  aiming,  by  their  difference  ?f  fent^/nent  from^is 
Majefty's  Minifters,  at  places  and  emoluments,  and  in  order 
to  prevent  an  accufation  of  fo  unworthy  a  nature  from  being; 
in  the  flighteft  degree  countenanced,  I  came  lor  ward,  and 
propofcd  the  inquiry.     It  was  from  that  motive,  that  I^  an. 
humble  individual,  both  in  talents  and  fitiiation,  was  indu- 
ced to  ofFcr  myfelf  to  the  attention  of  the  Houfe      I  have,  . 
however,  to  ftate  that,  which  I  think  will  not  lower  me  iaf{ 
the  opinion  of  the  Houfe,  that  I  have  nothing  to  hope  qti 
to  ftar  from  the  event  of  my  motion  ;  that  I  feel  a  grateful:; 
and  honeft  pride  in  obferving,  I   belong  to  no  party,  an4<- 
that  I  cannot  be  accufed  of  having  for  my  oWje^  the  graiifi-  • 
cation  of  perfonal  or  felfilh  feelings.     I  knotiv  that  1  have,  • 
iioce  the  fir  ft  notice  which  I  had  the  honour  of  giving,  fub- 
jeded  myfelf  to  a  variety  of  calumnie^out  of  this  Honfe^  to  t 
many  mifreprefentations. andioinve6livesof  (begrufrc(t  kind. 
Asto'my(«lf,  Sir,  i  confide r  the fe  calumnies,  mifreprefen*- 
tations,  and  invectives,  beneath  my  notice.     I  feel  tor  them 
the  mod  abfolute  contempt,  but  with  refpedt  to  other  Gen« 
tlemen,  who  are  implicated  in  ihcm,  i  cannot  avoid  expref* 
fmgmy  concern  that  they  fhould  have  taken  plaCe.     1  have 
b«n  rcprefenied  in   fome  of  the   public  papers  as  the  t<H)l 
ar»d  inftrument  of  thefe  Gentlemen;  and  in   noticing  the 
accufation,    I  do  it  merely  fr*)m  my  wKh  to^cfcuJ  the  ri'^hc 
hnn.  Gentlemen  below  me  (pointing  to  vhe  Dencti  i»n  which 
Mr.  Windham,  Mr.  T.  Grenvllle,  Lord  Temple,  &c.   (at) 
f^m  any  imputation  which  might  attach  to  them  upon  that 
account.      Let  me,  at  the  fame  time,  aiFure  the  llotiic,  that 
1  feel  no  coaioion  pride  in  hf^ing  clalfcd  with  fuch  men; 

B  2  men 
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man  who  hare  eftablifhed  their  chara£ler  on  the  higheft  pof- 
{i(yle  grounds  in  this  country,  and  who  are  looked  up  to  with 
refpe€l  rn  every  Cabinet  of  Europe.     Upon  the  fubjeft  of 
the  attacks  that  have  been  made  againft  the  condu6t  of  the 
Firft  Lord  of  the   Admiralty,   I  have  very  Httle   to  offer. 
It  has»    indeed,   been   faid,    that  fifty   (hips    of  .the  line 
would  be  ready  for  aftual  fervice  in  the  courfeof  a  very  fliort 
tihote,  and  that  and  many  other  things  were  to  be  found  ia 
pipers  fuppofed  to  be  conne£ted  with  Minivers.     An  hon. 
Oentlem^n  ynder  the  gallery  has,  on   a  former  occa(ion» 
^Ihided  to  the  fmmenfe  preparations  carrying  on  in  the  ports 
of  ihe  French  Republic,  but  I  cannot  bring  myfelf  to  believe, 
iiirhatever  thefe  preparations  have  been,  that  they  were  de- 
figntrd  agatnft  this  country.    Upon  this  head,  which  has  been 
the  fource  of  much  comment  and  fpeculation,  I  have  fome 
information  to  (late,  derived,  I  have  reafcm  to  think,  from 
undoubted  authoritv.     It  has  been  the  catife  of  confiderable 
ahrm  to  the  country,  to  hear  that  formidable  naval  arma- 
inrn<s  were  carrying  on  in  the  ports  of  France;  yet  I  have 
heard,  from  a  quarter  which  leaves  no  dcHibt  upon  the  fub- 
je£^,  that  when  Lord  Whitworih  received  his  Mijefty's  mef- 
fage  to  Parliament,  communicating  that   intelligence,    he 
himfelf  did  not  know  of  any  ftich  armaments.    That  this  was 
the  fafl  is  confirmed  by  the  ftatemept  of  thcFirft  Conful, 
and  by  the  pofitive  aflurances  of  Monfieur  Talleyrand.   I  am 
aVfo  informed  of  the  fentiments  of  an  officer  of  great  eminence 
in  the  civil  lii^  in  prance,  whb  declared  that  the  naval  force 
preparing  in  the  ports  of  the  Republic,  was  not  fufEcient  for 
the  wants  and  exigencies  of  the  colonial  fervice.    I  now  come 
to  a  view  of  the  papers  and  documents  which  are  upon  your 
table,  relative  to  the  late  negotiation,   and  the  immediate 
cartifcs  of  the  prefent  rupture.     I  cannot  concei^^e  that  there 
is  a  fing^e  man  in  this  Houfe,  or  in  the  country,  with  a  fpark 
of  Englifli  fpirit  in  his  bread,  or  a  drop  of  Englifli  Mood  in 
his  veins,  who  is  not  fatisfied  that  the  Firft  Conful  ultimately 
timed  a  fatal  blow  at  the  ruin  of  our  power  and  independence. 
But  although  this  is  a  propofition  which  cannot  be  contro* 
vrrted,  it  does  not  go  lo  extenuate  the  meafures  ptirfued  by 
his  Majt  fly's  Miniflers,  in  (heir  difcufljons  with  the  Govern- 
ment ot  France.     We  are  called  upon  to  take  into  confider- 
ation  ihecondudi  of  the  Kmg's  Miniiiers,  as  ir  arifes  out  of 
the  papers  on  the  table ;  and  the  refult  is,  that  they  have 
b^n  kept  in  a  continual  ftaie  of  ag^reflton,  infult,  and  de* 
gradatiuOf  by  the  Firft  Cooful.     1  conieody  Sir,  that  the 
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firft  ^St  of  aggreflion  ought  not  to  have  been  fufferedt  fh^t  4 
firm  and  determined  (land  (hould  have  been  made  to  it,  an4 
that  fuch  an  opportunity  to  conteR  and  invalidate  the  preten- 
tions of  France,  and  to  enforce  our  own  juft  claimsi  ought 
nor  to  have  been  paflcd  by  unnoticed  and  ncglcfted,  as  I  la- 
ment to  fay  it  was.     But  his  Majeffy's  Minifters  not  only 
did  not  think  proper  to  refift  a  firft  and  finglc  z6Jt  of  aggref-  ' 
fion,  but  they  openly  admit,  from  the  evidence  of  the  papers 
upon  your  table,  that  ihcy  have  fuiFercd  patiently  and'igno- 
minioufly  a  long  feries  of  aggreflion,  injuries,  and  degrada- 
tions.    It  is  to  fo  (Irange,  fo  unaccountable  a  line  of  con- 
d«€l,  that  i  feel  it  my  duty  this  day  to  objeS.     Have  they, 
or  have  they  not  complained  of  the  unjuft  views,  the  t^n- 
bounded  ambition,  the  extravagant  fpirit  of  aggrandifempnt 
atid  encroachment  mani(e(\ed  by  the  Government  of  France? 
We  know  irom  their  own  admiflion,  that  they  have  no^ 
done  fo  when  they  ought  to  have  been  mofl  a6iive  in  their  re- 
monftrartces  and  complaints.   But  at  the  fame  time  I  readily 
grant,  that  all  thefe  injuries  and  caufcs  of  complaint,  when 
taken  in  the  aggregate,  form  an  irrefiAable  ground  for  the 
vi^oroiis  profecution  of  hodilities;     We  have  indeed  fomc- 
•hing  like  a  new  fubjedl^  of  the  hoftile  views  of  the  French 
Government  in  the  appointment  of  commercial  commiflion- 
ers )  but  in  that  cafe,  I  mod  decidedly  contettd,  that  no  re- 
monftrance  on  our  pari  was  neceffary.   A  remonftrance  wns, 
in   my  humble  opinion,  on   the  contrary,  a  proof  of  our 
weaknefs  and  fears.     What  was  the  conduct  which  his  Ma- 
jofty's  Minifters  were  in  that  indance  bound  to  purfue  ?  They 
•oght  to  have  Tent  them  away  at  once,  as  uqwotthy  of  credit, 
and*  then  they  ihould  have  followed  it  up  by  a  demand  of 
faiisfodion.     In  adverting  to  the  me)ancholy   fituatton  of 
Switzerland  and  Holland,  1  feel  my fetf  actuated  by  conHder- 
atio^s  which  affcft  my  own  country  very  •nearly.    1  cannot  be 
ignorant  that  they  have  contended  for  their  independence  and 
liberties,    and  cannot   but  lament  that  their   ftruggie   ha$ 
prnvtd  ineffeflual.     Tlwry  have  even,  in  the  wretched  and 
ahjKl  cuntiiiion  to  which  they  are  reduced,  lefs  to  hope  for 
than  the  mim?  fervile  province  dependant  upon  France.  Thp 
pctfy  States  of  Italy  liiay  exift,  and  even  polTefs  fome  grdiifi- 
cation  under  the  power  of  France^  bccaufe  that  graiiHcaiion 
ncceOarily  arifcs  from  a  comparifon  between'  their  prcfent 
and  their  former  fituation,  but  neither  Switzerland  nor  HdU 
land  can  be  contented  under  the  controiil  of  the  French  Re- 
public.    France  can  never  forgive  the  impotence,  the  bold*? 
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nefs^  and  the'defire  to  reCcue  themfclves  from  the  yoke,  ma- 
ntfencd  by  Swiucriand  and  Holland,     lu  the  feelings  and  • 
wrongs  of  rhefe  counties  we  are  deeply  implicated,  becaufe 
we  have  ihe  fame  tyranny  to  oppcife  which  enflaved  them. 
At  the  time,  when  orders  were  ilTued  for  the  fgrrender  of 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  were  not  Minifters  as  tiilly  ac- 
quainted wiih  every  aft  of  aggreflion  and  injury  oflfered  by  . 
France  as  they  are^now,  when  I  have  the  honour  of  addrclT- 
ing  you,  wiih  the  Hngie  exception  of  Colonel  Seb  .(Hani's 
million   to   Egypt  ?     There  are,    Sir,    many  other   llrong 
grounds,  on  the  juRice  of  which  I  could  reft  my  charges 
againft  his  Majefiy's  Minifters,  but   I   Iball  content  myfelf  . 
with  accufing  ihcm  of  withholding  all  communication  from 
Parliament  ^  of  fufpending  the  functions  of  this  Houfe ;  of 
having  ilTucd  fuch  orders  as  they  were  not   warranted  to  do 
from  their  own  knowledge  and  conviction  :  of  compromifing ' 
the  honour  and  dignity  oi  his  Majcfty's  crown  ;  and  of  eficn-  , 
t tally  injuring  the  intereHs  of  his  people.     1  beg,  Sir,  I  may 
be  clearly  underftood  when  I  ftaie,  that  at  this  moment  Gen- 
tlemen are  called  upon  to  direft  their  aitention  fulely  to  ex-* . 
ternal  objects;  that  this  is  not  a  time  for  them  to  enter  into 
difputes  and  contefts  with  refped  to  internal  regulations ;  . 
and  that  queftions  of  a  more  important  nature,  involving  as  ' 
they  do  the  very  exidence  of  the  country,  demand  their  con* 
fideration  and  deciflon.     We  are  now  in  a  crifis  which  calls 
for  all   the  talent,  all  the  mental  ability,  the  country  can 
afford;  and  as  we  require  of  the  people  every  aid  which  their 
refources  and  property  can  fupply,  we  Ihould,  in  our  turn,  ' 
contribute  to  their  fi^curity,  by  the  exertion  and  combination  , 
of  thofe  mental  powers  that  are  beft  calculated  to  enfure  their 
fafety,  and  promote  their  deareft  interefts.    1  (hall  not  trouble  • 
the  Houfe  any  longer,  more  particularly  when   1  reflect  that 
I  have  trefgafled  more  upon  their  indulgence  than  I  originally 
intended,  •  I  (hall  therefore,  Sir,   read  the  refoUuions  which 
I  intend  to  fubmit  to  their  confideration. 

•*  T.  Refolved,  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  from  the 
declaration  of  his  Majefty,  which  has  been  laid  before  the 
Houfe  by  his  Majefly's  command,  that  the  conduft  of  the 
French  Republic,  fince  the  concfufiun  of  the  definiiivc  treaty, 
has  been  iuch  as  to  be  confidered  by  his  M'ijt*lly'ji  Miniflers 
as  inccttfilKnt  with  good  faith,  moderation,  and  juiiice,  and 
as  forming  a  fcries  of  aggreflion,  purfued  by  France  lor  tlie 
purpofc  of  degrading,  vilifying,  and  iufuhing  his  Mujt  fty's 
Government* 

*<  2.  That' 
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"  2.  That  his  Majefty*s  Minifters  have  not  fincc  the 
treaty  of  peace  to  the  time  of  ilfuing  his  Majt:fiy*s  deciara- 
tiooi  neither  communicated  to  Parliament  the  real  fenfe 
which  they  entertained  of  the  fyitem  of  condu6>-  purfued  by 
France,  nor  the  ftep«  taken  by  his  Majefty's  Government 
thereupon  ^  and  that  they  have  thereby  prevented  this  Houfe 
from  having  the  opportunity  of  pMperly  difcharging  its  real 
funfiions;  and  that  by  their  having  thus  improperly  with- 
held fuch  communications,  they  have  materiafly  embarraflTed 
the  commerce  of  the  country,  deceivcd'the  expedlations,  and 
deprtfled  the  fpirit  of  the  people. 

*'  3.  That  it  was  the  duty  of  hi&  Majefty's  Minifters  to 
embrace  (bme  more  early  opportunity  of  obtaining,  reparation 
for  this  country  for  the  infulis  which  had  been  offered  to  it 
by  ihe  continued  aggreflions  on  the  part  of  France,  and  that 
fuch  reparation  was  to  be  procured  by  dignified  and  temperate 
remonfirances ;  and  that  if  fuch  condufl  had  been  purfued 
more  feafonably,  this  country  might  have  avoided  the  necef^- 
illy  of  going  to  war,  even  before  his  Majefty,  by  the  reduc* 
lion  of  his  forces,  had  in  a  manner  jput  out  of  his  hands  the 
moft  eflential  means  of  procuring  reparation  after  the  failure 
of  all  others ;  and  that  fuch  a  conduct,  on  the  part  of  Mini- 
fters:, was  a  manifeft  negleiS  and  omifiion  highly  injurious  to 
the  public  intcreft." 

"  I  beg  leave.  Sir,  to  ftate  here,  that  I  (hall  move  the 
two  firft  refohjtions,  and  then  wait  the  pleafure  of  the  Houfe^ 
which,  if  favourable,  I  ftiall  follow  by  two  more,  and  con** 
elude  with  a  fifth. 

••  4.  That  it  appears  to  this  Houfe,  that  upon  the  4th 
day  of  06lober  laft,  counter  orders  were  ifliied  by  his  Ma- 
jeily's  Government  for  the  evacuation  of  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  and  that  on  the  i6th  of  November,  the. fpirit  of 
France  had  been  manifefted  by  aggreffion,  violence;  and  in- 
fults,  for  which  no  redrefs  had  been  attempted  to  be  obtain- 
ed; that  the  Spanifti  and  o^her  priories  had  been  withdrawn 
from  the  Order  of  Malta,  and  that  Parma  and  Placentia  had 
been  added  to  the  dominion  of  the  French  Republic ;  Swit- 
teriand  had  been  attached,  and  the  territory  of  the  Batavian 
Republic  occtipied  by  armies  of  the  French  Government ; 
ih^i  ihe  Firft  Coiiful  of  France  at  the  fame  time  entertained 
all  hit  plans  relative  to  the  Turkifh  empire,  which  appear 
from  the  papers  before  the  Houfe :  and  from  all  thefe  cir- 
cumftances  it  is  evident,  that  by  the  evacuation  of  the  Cape, 
during  fuch  tranfa£tioos,  his  Majefty's  Minifters  have  adted 
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contrary  to  their  dntyi  and  have  imprudently  expofed  to  dao^ 
ger  his  Maj^fty'.*  Government. 

**  5.  That  by  all  thefe  inftances  of  mifconducl  in  the  prt-» 
fcnt  Minilters  of  his  Majefty's  Government,  they  have 
proved  themfelves  unworthy  of  the  confidence  xepofed  m 
them^  in  fuch  an  important  crifis  as  the  prefent  undoubtedly

The  firft  refolution  was  fecondcd  by  Mr.  T.  Grcnville^ 
and  read  from  the  chair. 

When  the  firft  rcfoliitton  was  put,  Cotnnel  Graham  wi(Ked 
to  be  allowed  to  fay  a  few  words,  which  he  fliould  have  done 
before  the  hon.  Gentleman  had  made  hisi  motion,  but  he  was 
not  in  the  Houfe ;  he  (bould  have  no  other  opportunity,  as 
this  was  the  lad  time  he  (huuld  be  in  the  Houfe.     The  cir- 
cumftance  which  he  had  10  difclofe  was  fuch  as  he  was  con* 
vinccd  would  induce  the  Houfe  to  give  it  attention ;  and  as 
it   related  to  Malta,   of  courfe,  in  fomc  manner,  it  came 
M(ithin  the  view  of  this  debate.     About  two  hours  before  be 
came  down.  General  Pigot  called  upon  him  with  Cobbett's 
paper,  which  purported  to  contain  the  fame  papers  moved 
for  by  an  hon.  Gentleman  the  preceding  day  ;  but  when  he 
had  read  it  to  the  Houfe,  he  rather  fuppofed  they  would  not 
confldcr  it  as  an  official  d()cumenty  and  he  was  particularly 
reqiieded  to  fay,  from  General  Pigot,  that  the  paper  con* 
faincd  the  moft  grofsmifreprcfentations  and  charges  againd 
his  charader.      The  hon.  Gentleman  then  read  an  extrafl 
from  the  paper,  which  aflerted,  that  General  Pigot  had  al- 
lowed I  hie  French  garrifon  to  capitulate,  and  take  away  all 
iheir  effeds,  to  the  injury  of  his  Majefty's  fervice  ;  and  that 
this  capitulation  had  been  acceded  to  by  the  Britiih  Generals 
en  their  offer  to  return  all  the  money,  under  the  name  of 
forded  taxes.     This  afTertion  Colonul  Graham  denied  in  the 
iifoft  pofitive  terms,  not  a  fyallable  of  it  was  true»  no  fucli 
oflTer  had  been  made  or  acceded  to  ;  all  the  t  ran  factions  took 
place  when  Bonaparte  was  at  Malta.    He  had  received  orders 
from  General  Pigot,  to  agree  with  Captain  Martin  of  the 
navy,  in  making  the  moft  liber:)!  terms  tor  the  evacuation. 

General  ^^^^  here  called  the  hon.  Gentlctxxan  to  order, 
Dot  being  entitled  to  argue  from  newfpaper  reports.  Th« 
Houfe^  however,  defired  the  hon.  Gentleman  to  proceed. 

Colonel  Graham  again  threw  himfclf  upon  the  indulgence 
of  the  Houfe,  and  there  being  a  laud  cry  of  <'  Go  on^"  he 
proceeded.  It  was  flated^  he  faid,  in  the  publication  to 
Hrhich  he  had  alluded^  that  the  Britifb  Generali  though  very 
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%e)l  acqiiamted  i/vith  the  fcarcity  of  provifions  in  the  to^n^ 
laci  yet  allowed  the  French  troops  to  take  away  provi(ion$, 
ih  coofequence  of  which  they  again  pliinriered  the  inhaMtaflfk, 
7%k  (bteknentt  he  faid|  was  fo  far  irne,  that  th^re  w^s  a  very 
.finall  quantity  of  wheat  in  the  garrifon,  afnd  as  it  was  polSbte 
\  that  in  the  coiirfe  of  a  fingle  night  fliips  Slight  land  wheit 
there,  though,  at  the  fame  lime,  he  did  not  m^rt  to  throw 
the  flighted  blame  upon  vhofe  who  conduded  tht  blockade, 
viih  rcTped  to  which  i:  was  admitted  hy  the  French,  that 
they  thought  it  impuitibie  that  a  blockade  could  bt  fo  well 
•kept  up,'  yet  in  confequenceof  thefe  circumfta'nceK,  C^piaih 
Markham  and  htmfelf  thought  it  heceflary  to  concltKr<6  ^hb 
capitulation  as  foon  as  pofiible.  It  was  true  that  the  garriTon 
had  only  24  hours  proviiions.  There  was  one  article  in  ihb 
capitulation  by  which  the  French  were  allowed  t^  Cj^rry  awaV 
their  efeds,  bur  the  French  Admiral  and  General  both 
pledged  ihtir  honour  that  the  troops  (hould  carry  away  ho* 
thing  but  their  private  property.  As  to  any  plunder  before 
Captain  Markham  abd  himfelf  arrived  in  the  ifland,  thejr 
knew  nothing  of  it. 

'  Mr.  Qnming  fpoke  to  order;  he  thought  it  was  hardly  fair 
that  wbeti  an  hon.  Gentleman  had  juft  made  a  motion,  that 
the  atiehffion  of  the  Houfe  (hould  be  diverted  from  it  in  the 
manner  in  which  it  had  been.  The  hon.  Gentleman's  (CbL 
GrabaiD's)obrervations  would  have  come  better  when  ihefub* 
jt&  of  Malta  was  mentioned^  which  had  hut  been  the  caft 
atprefenr. 

The  Speaker  obferved,  that  it  certainly  was  not  in  the  fc6^ 
of  the  qiseftion,  but  ihe  Houfe  had  permitted  the  gallant  Of-> 
fioer  to  (late  the  circumflance,  and  therefore  he  was  entitled 
to  the  ioduleence. 

Coianel  Graham  then  Oiortty  obferved,  that  he  had  done 
no  more  thati  his  duty  in  ftaiing  the  {^lSl  for  the  connjeration 
of  the  Houfei  in  order  to  do  away  whatever  unfavoura'ble 
prejudices  might  arife,  if  any  fhould  arife,  to  the  chara<5^er 
and  condufl  of  General  Pigot.^—fjf  rry  of  hear  !  hear  I) 

Colouel  h4iftardvi\%  of  opinion  that  it  was  of  very  little 
Conleqiience  whether  the  (ituatioh  of  the  country  was  Owing 
to  the  former  or  p'refent-  Admitijftration.  If  taken  fiogly 
there  could  not  be  found  a  fuiEcientlcaufe  for  war  in  any  one, 
adion;  be  infided  that,  taken  in  the  aggregate^  there  war 
tnoft  ample  ground  for  it ;  and  now  th^t  we  weris  entered  oh 
if,  he  hoped  that  we  would  go  through  |c  with  fpirit  and  with« 
vkour.  He  was  glad  to  hear  there  will  one  hooi  Gehtltinan. 
Yql.  iV.  xJk2-3.  C  uf 
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,€if  Ctlmtf  md  fuppofed  that  he  would  1>rtn^  all  his  party  ki 
.'WiKh  him.  At  the  hfnc  time  he  lamented  that  There  AbiiM 
Jbe  XttCh  inCQBgruitjf  tof  fentiment  amdog  Gentlemen^  vi4ib 
•vere  all  lookihgat  the  fame  thing;  foinexeiifisTed  the  tieme- 
fity  of  ruflHng  ioto.A  war  without  «ftsfficient  proirbc^tiok^ 
rwhile  others  bUoied  tbcir  timidity  in  procrifttnating  tbelittte 
.of  war  r<9  tottg»  and  bearing  (b  mvcfa  in  fait.  For  his  part, 
be  thought  it  Required  more  fortitude  to  bear  hiAihs  than  to 
ffcfift  them..  He  ooly  required  that  .the  war  (houldbe  ofl&il- 
jiiye*  not  defenfive,  and  hoped  we  were  nut  yet  So  low  but 
jhat  we  might  readily  have  theaffifiancerof  flrougandpoweY- 
M  continental  aUiea>     - 

Mr.  PatUn  explained.  He  Was  fatisfied  if,  hfi  a  general 
Cenfet  we  had  the  afliftance  of  the  men  of  the  firfi  abilities  ih 
the  direction  of  the  affairs  of  the  .ftate,  without  partiality  or 
jFriendfliip  for  ahy  man,  but  only  in  confifkcatkin  of  the  talent 
wlpich  he  poflefled. 
;    Mr.  7.  H:  Pro%vn€  obferved,  that  the  difficulties  and  dai^- 

f;.^r^  to  which  the  hon.  Gentleman  alluded  originated,  with 
he  former,  and  not  with  the  prefent  Adminiftraiion. :  Wbea 
^embers  fppkeofillufory  hopes  held  opt  by  Mioi^er$«  he 
would  be  glad  that  (liey  would  meniioa  the  particular  ex*- 
preffions  and  the  particular  dates,  that  he  migt\t  ^fcert^Lin  if 
Gentlemen  were  miftakcfn.  He  did  no^  think  it  rig^i);.at 
this  critical  moment  and  at  tliis  critical  hour,  wh^i^tho 
Hon.  Gentlemen.  themCeives  agree,  and  the  Houfe  ^11  ^greq^ 
in  the  propriety  of  fupporting  the  country  againU  the  dai|* 
gers  whiph  threaten  it ;  he  ^id  not  think  it  right  at  fuch,  a 
period  to  interrupt  the  harmony  and  unanimity  of  the  HoAifc 
by  any  vote  of  cenfure  on  his  Majefty's  Government,  nc 
was  well  convinced*  however,  that  the  generality  of  the 
Houfe  was  as  unanimous  againft  the  Firft  Conful  as  he  ap* 

f)eared  to  be  determined  againft  our  enjoyment  of  thc^  liber- 
ies of  Englithmen;  and  he  thanked  6od,  9nd  h^  thanlced 
the  prefent  and  the  late  Adminiftratlon  for  the  prefent 
exiftence  of  our  freedom.  He  adverted  to  iht  dreadful 
fcenes  of  confufion  and  rebellion  which  elided  in  wh^t  was 
then  our  fifter,'"but  now  fo  happily  united  in  one  kingdona^ 
and  thought  4he  fuppreffion  of  fuch  fhocking  revolt  and  out- 
rage was  an  ob)c£t  highly  creditable  to  the  Gepllepien  who 
compofcd  the  late  Adminiftration.  The  conclufioo  of  the 
Treaty  of  Amiens  he  thought  as  praifcworthy  in  the  prefent 
Adminiftraction.  While  France  continued  to  violate  only 
the  fpmt  of  the  ti«aty,  he  thought  it  mod  wife  to  avoii 
h(^ities»  if  poffible;  but  when  (he  came  to  violate  the 
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IqCter  of  the  tteatyv  that  was  a  point  to  Aa^d  on,  there  ht 
tiiouglit  it  fit  to  reft)  as,  indeed,  for  every  rupture  qf  the 
Uod  it  was  wccttikty  to  begin  at  fome  point.  He  did  not» 
bowever*  know  how  to  decide  wbeilier  that  utas  a  proper 
point  <tfi  which  to  reft  i  he  thought  indeed  1^  was  impoffibte 
far  any  Geotietuan  who  was  not  more  than  a  mere  Membec 
of  Pariiamentt  to  decide  4ipon  the  proniiety  of  the  point  otf 
which  a  fiand  fhould  be  made»  amidu  fo  many  ads  of  ag- 

Savatioa  and  infult.     Particular  ftrefs  had  beeix  laid  upoi\ 
e  circumftance  of  the  armaments  in  the  ports  of  France 
ancl  Holland,  and  fome  Gentlemen  feenaed  to  think  it  vaftl^ 
material  that  an  alarm  fliould  not  be  excited  too  foon;  but» 
if  St.  Domingo  were  to  be  abandoned,  we  had  caufe  fo^ 
alarm,  and  for  great  alarm.     Oilier  Gentlemen  found  fault  ^ 
that  a  meflage  had  not  l)een  fent  down  to  thatHoufe  fooner 
than  it  had  been  ;  in  his  opinion  thai  would  be  extremely 
'  improper  alfo,  as  we  might  thereby  be  plunged  into  a  war» 
when,  by  a  differeht  line  of  conduA,  the  horrors  of  war 
ittigbt  probably  be  averted.     To  fend  an  addrefs  up  to  Ins 
Majefty  at  this  critical  moment  for  the  removal  of  his  con-r 
fidential  Tervants  Would,  in  his  opinion,  alfo  be  extremely 
improper.     A  wifti  had  been  exprefled  by  an  hon.  Gentle- 
man oppofite  him  (Mr.  Patten)  to  fee  all  the  talents,  all  the 
ability  of  the  country  on  that  bench  below  him  (the  Trea- 
fury  Bench).   He  agreed  in  the  fentiment  of  the  hon,  Gen» 
rteman  fo  far ;  but  it  w^s  not  high  founding  words  or  elo- 
quence of  language ;  it  was  not  idle  and  iniignificant  rumour; 
it  was  dot  attachment  to  names  or  perfons  which  Ihould  at- 
trad  bis  voice  or  bias  his  judgment.    He  had  never  heard  a 
fpecch  of  fo  great  importance  in  its  conclufion,  and  which  * 
contained  fo  litck  to  convince  his  judgment  in  the  courie  ot 
it.   7  he  motion  therefore  fliould  have  his  moft  decided  ne» 
gative.. 

Ijord  £tftfimgt0H  declared  it  was  his  opinion,  that  at  the 
prcfeat  critical  moment  the  Houfe  had  a  right  to  know 
whatever  concerned  their  political  fituation.  He  did  not 
agr^e  in  opinion  with  either  of  he  honourable  Gentlemeh; 
but  an  exp!eili«)n  which  fell  from  the  honourable  Gentle- 
man who  fpoke'laii,  drew  forth  obfervations  from  him 
which  perhaps  he  nrtght  not  othcrwife  have  thought  of. 
The  honourable  Gentleman  had  obferved,  that  the  diffi- 
culties and  dangers  to  which  we  were  now  expoied,  had  origi- 
nated with  the  former  Minifters.  The  honourable  Gentle- 
man fliould  have  recoiie£led,  that  th^  expedition  to  tl)e 
Ba/Cic  was  planned  and  executed  under  the  diie6lion  of  the 
Idle  Aclminiflration,    That  was  an  expedition  which  made 
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pur.Dame  xefpedable  in  Europei  and  Wja9.^t)rieus..lo  tbe^ 
^i  Ltifh  arms.  The  -Aoble  Lord  then  re^d  s^n  extf a£t  from 
Jus'  Mdjefty's  t>eeIaiation,  ^xprcilive  of  the  repeated  aOa  of 
infult  and  aggreflion  on  the  pait  Qf  the.  French  .Govern*^ 
plenty  ever  mice  the  time  of  the  figning  tbel  reaty  of  Amiens  • 
Thehon.  Member  oppoiite  (Mr.  I.  th  Browne)  badparticu^ 
^rly  required  that  be  might  have  the  precife  dates.  He 
would  therefore  take  tb?  trouble  to  inform  him:  the  Treaty 
qf  Amiens.,  ^as  difcufled  on  the  ]  Hh  of  May;  after  that« 
the  fequeftration  of  the  property  belonging  to  the  Spaniih 
Langue,  the  annexation. of  the  iidand  of  Elba».  &c.;  imt  ail 
dor  to  the  2:id  of  N  >vember,  the  day  on  which  the  right 
ion.  Gentlexinan  9ppofite  to  him  (the  CbanceJtor  o^  thd 
^rXchequer)  aillired  that  Hoi|fe,  there  was  na  probability  of 
the  treaty  being  broken.  In  reviewing  tlie  repoit  of  Se^*. 
baftiani,  be  conceived  there  was  nQthing  new  in  it;  Go- . 
vernment,  and  he  fuppofed  almoft  every  Gentleman  in  the. 
kingdom,  knew  pretty  well  what  was  (he  intention  of  the 
Freoch  Government  before  the  publication  of  that  report* 
Whatever  of  infult  or  reflexion  fuch  a  pamphlet  cootairied, 
be. could  not  think  it  a  fuf&cient  caufe  for  war.  fie  con<>' 
eluded  by  jgiving  hjs  fupport  to  the  refolijtions  for  inquiry. 

Lord  Temple  rofe,  and  fj^id  that  the  fubjeft  ofioied  to  the 
coniideration  of  the  Houfd  on  that  night,  was  to  him,  as  he  ^ 
had  no  doubt  it  was  to  many  other  Members;  caufe  of  con* 
£derabiie  fatisfa£lion      it  afforded  to  his  Majefiy's  Minifters 
a  fair  opportunity  of  vindicating  themfelves;  and  to  tlie 
country  the  gratification  of  being  enabled  to  apportion  its 
appUufe  or  cenfure  in  the  degree  that  Minifters  might  de* 
fei  ve.     It  inuft  be  in  the  rccolledion  of  the  Houfe  that  his 
Majefly's  Minifters^  fince  the  ra^tification  of  the  Definitive 
I'reaty,  on.  the  2:id  of  April,  1802,  until  the  8tb  of  March, 
when  his  Majefty*s  MciTage  was  communicated  to  Pariia* 
ment,  did  invariably  hold  out  to  the  country  the  moft  flat- 
tering hopes,  and  be  might  add  certainty  of  peace.     How,' 
he  would  <Jk,  could  they  juilify  tliemfelvesfor  having  done  , 
fo }  Have  tiiey  not,  and  do  they,  not  now  offer  as  a  juftiii-  « 
ration,  that  the  ambitious  views,  infults  and  aggreffions  of 
France  iiuce  the  figning  of  that  di^rdceful  treaty,  are  a  juft  • 
ground  of  recommencing  hoftilities — do  they  not  roundly 
declare,  that  it  is  indifpeufably  neceflary  for  Great  Butain,   . 
even  fingle- handed,  to  t»ppore  the  giganUc  flrides  of  the 
FirftConful?  Peiufe  with  attention  the  papers  they  have 
laid  b(;fore  us«  and  it  n^uft  appear*  tliat  liis  Majcfty*s  Mi- 
nifters 
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mStn  were  cottvinced^  from  the  figningpf  th€  treaty,  th^t 
*  hrcouhi.  not  be  e^cfcutttd.  ll  is- the  fame  principles  whicfi 
^ftriSed  and. degraded  France  interhailYt.^hichTubverted 
feme  fiales  and  TXienuced  the  deiVruSfon  of  jvUro|^e*  In  the 
cwiffe  of  the  reTOlution  have  they  not  been  devejoped  an4 
partly  executed^  before  the  23d  of  NoTcmber,  -when  Par- 
liBiDent  and  the  country  were  led  to  believe,  by  the  aflur<uice| 
uf  Mhiiilers»  that  peace  was  certatq,  and  that  aifurance  w^s 
given  at  a  time,  and  after  a  convifitton  in  their  own^  mirTd9^ 
tbat  the  treaty  was  incapable  of  being  executed  ?  From  the 
hoAUe  difpoGtion  of  the  Firil  Coniul  to  this  country,  and 
the  ieveral  a£b  he  had  aheady  commirtcd  in  direA  viplatiov^ 
ufitsfpirit  and  oHje^,  Could  any  thing  eilie  be  cxpcded 
from  ihe  man  who  i enounced  the  religion  of  his  country ^ 
and  enrhraced  that  of  Mahomet?  who  fupported  the  {qU  ^ 
Iut»ei's  of  Mahomet's  dodots,  Ali  and  Omar?  and,  as  h  bci| ' 
fuited  his  intereft,  profeflcd  with  either,  that  the  abJuiioii 
Ibould  or  flioutd  not  begin  at  the  poiius  of  the  elbows?  Hovy  - 
could  it  be  expected  that  a  tieaty  could  be  held  facrcd  by  4 
n)an  «^ho  bad  murdiered  his  prifoner?,  and  pojfoncd  his  own 
bufpitais?  Notwiih (landing  the  provocations,  the  injurips, 
and  ag^reflions,  offered  4nd  committed'  by  this  very  map, 
now'arttie  Read  of  the  French  Republic,  Miniftcrs  came 
duwR  to  the.  Houfe  and  gave  every  afliHsncc  of  the  pcrma- 
sence  of  peace,  although  there  is  fcarccly  any  ground  fub- 
fcquent  to. the  2:id  of  Oftober  that  did  not  exift  before  that 
period,  and  confcqucntly  Minifters  niuft  acknowledge,  that 
tliey  fold  lis  what  they  did  not  believe,  what  could  riot  take? 
place,  and.what  ihcy  were  determined  (hould  not  take  p'acc,  . 
n^niejy,  the  cxecotion  of  a  treaty  which  had  been  already 
violated  by  the  French  Governnfient.  But  it  was  not  untfl 
the  report  of  Colonel  Sebaftiani  that  Minifter?  fecmed  to 
t^Le  the  alarm,  and  inform  the  country  of  the  hoilile  in? 
temidns  ijf  the  Firft  Conful.  Was  not  the  fending  of  com- 
mcrciil  agents  to  this  country  antecedent  and  fuflicient  ' 
gnmnd  for  war?  Need  he  mention  what  had  happened  tc- 
Jpcfting  the  Krng  George  Vacktt  on  the  iruh  of  Oftbher? 
\verr  i\«  not  giv«n  to  undei-ftand  that  Hdiand  was  feed 
from  the  Frendi  tfoops?  artd  on  the  *h)ih  fki^en  dp-'7,(iom 
and  Breda  were- occupied  by  therri  ;  and  ftr.inc;e  as  it  may 
appear,  Mr,  Lifton  wrote  a  letter,  in  whicli  he  recommended 
to  leave  them  tliert*,  artd  this  at  a  time  when  the  annexa<p 
lion  of  that  cotintry'to*  France  was  a^tially  in  the  cbntciri- 
plation  of  (be  French  Govefnndtnfy  all  this  ivas  known  pre- 
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vious  tothes(3ci  of  November.  But  aftei"  »!]  thfSi  the  i^b 
«ii'iicU  of  ih<^  Treaty  of  Amiens  comes  to  be  confidered,  amd  * 
it  i»  fotind  imponiMe  to  carry  it  into  tffed.  it  \%  difcovered 
that  the  general  (Qiertfls  of  the  gciaran teeing  powers,  of  all 
Kuropcy  and  of  Great  Britain  in  particulari  render  the  cxe« 
cuiipn  of  iii  under  exifling  circuttiftances^  totally  impofli- 
bic.  Minifters  knew  iSX  this  before  the  ajd  of  ]S.ovember« 
and  de  ercntned  to  ad  upon  it,  and  flill  the  eountry  was  kd 
to  indulge  the  fallacious  hope  of  peace.  On  the  twenty* 
feventh  of  April,  1802,  a  Madrid  Galette  had  announced 
the  annexation  of  the  poileflions  of  Malta  in  Spain  by  the 
GoverniTtcnt  of  that  country;  tvas  not  that  a  eattfe  why  tiie 
treaty  could  not  be  executed?  But  on  the  2ad  of  Auguft  the 
noble  Secretary  writes  to  the  French  Government,  inform- 
ing it  that  if  the  guaranteeing  powers  could  be  fndoced  to 
accede  to  the  withes  of  both  Governments  rcfpefling  iVfahat 
there  cchjUI  be  no  further  difficulties  in  the  way  of  peace  ;  atitt 
this  was  done  at  a  time  when  fufficient  ground  tor  hoflility 
had  I'^ng  before  ( cctiired,  and  when  Miniiters  knew  that  even 
t'x  10th  article  of  the  treaty  could  not  be  carried  into  eflTeA* 
He  would  cotne.  now  to  Switxeriand^  and  fee  what  had  oc- 
curred. Before  the  23d  of  September  Mr.  Moore  Was  ne* 
gotiaiing  at  Conflance.  Was  that  a  moment  for  MtniOeri 
to  come  down  atid  lull  the  country  into  an  almofi  fatal  fecu- 
rity,  when  they  had  alfo  known' the  policy  that  was  to  be 
obferved  letative  to  the  fiaics  of  the  Empire,  and  that  the 
Stadiholder  would  not  be  indemnified?  On  the  9th  of  Fe- 
bruary his  %tews  on  Egypt*  on  Turkey,  and  on  India^  were 
known;  the  re  four  ces,  the  wealth,  the  commerce  of  thit 
country  in  the  Eaft  were  to  be  cut  oiF;  Turkey,  was  to  be 
difmembered,  difinembcred  at  leaft  in  part,  and  of  this  Ml- 
niilers  were  in  poflcrTton  long  before  that  communication  of 
his  Majefly's  Minifters  on  the  8th  of  March.  He  wotild 
not  go.  info  the  queftion,  of  how  far  it  was  advifeable  or 
politic  for  this  country  t(>  engage  in  the  fuppori  of  the  in^le* 

Eendcnccof  Switzerland,  or  whether  the  ctratrmflancef*  b^, 
Europe  were  fuchas  to  make  it  anohjc^^  that  Aioiild  be  pur«- 
fucd  at  (he  hazard  of  renewing  War  ;  but  he  Vv<Hild  ^trnfidcr 
(he  condud  (if  Miniflcis  towards  it,  and  prove  their  inC»n«» 
ftdency  and  weakfiefs.  On  the  ijih  of  July  the  Cahtons  t^ 
Swltterlaud  remonftrated  agatnit  the  oppreffion  tbey  tor»>» 
dufcd;  o<i  the  t2th  of  Septcunber  ihey  were  in  arms;  anA 
on  the  ia<h  of  Q&obcr,  Mr..  Merry  writes  that  «  -bwMs, 
deputy  had  applied  to  him  for  the  interference  of  England, 

and 
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and  on  the  icth  of  06).  MiniRers  j-emonftfared  to  M.  Odd. 
What  the  anfwer  was,- we  ate  not  toldi  or  whether  there 
wafany,  Bttt  there  undoubtedly  wa<  an  anfwer^  an4  the 
:iaoft  iar«lenc  that  was  ever  given  to  the  M>nifter$  of  any 
•iCounti^y^  ihoy  were  told  that  they  Ihotild  have  nothing  10  do 
^iviftvihe  Contloent ;  th^y  (hnuld  have  ^hc  bene5f  of  the 
.Trei^y  of  Amiens  aed  oothlog  more.  Oh  the  very  day  that 
.this  iiirutiiog  aofwer  wat  received,  Mr.  Moore  fei  off  with 
his  if^firudtofis,  and  on  the  23d  of  October  arrived  at  his 
defticatioA.  He  had  fcarceiy  ftepped  ont  of  his  carnage 
w|ien  he  was  informed  ihat  the  Diet  had  withdrawn*  and 
kzTCtly  bad  he  recovered  from  hia  fatigue  and  afloniftiment, 
when  on  the  25th  Minifters  let  him  know  that  he  tnight 
xoaie  home.  la  not  this  inconfiHent  condui^i,  a  fevere  rev- 
flexion  on  the  government  andeharaderof  thi.«  country?  No 
anfwi^r  was  ever  given  to  the  Swifs  depuiy  in  Paris.  On  the 
iiih  of  Mart^  Talleyrand  tells  Lord  Whit  worth  that -on  tho 
evaciAation  of.  Malta  by  the  EngUOi  troops  depended  either 
peace  or  war,  and  that  the  Treaty  of  Amiens  mpSi  be  ftridly 
execttted.  Was*  this  information  Minifi^rs  were  ,no.t  pre- 
paid iiy  receive}  Did  they  not  |cnow  long  fmce  that  it  would 
,be  impoBiblc  to  execute  it  ?  And  yet  with  ail  the  gfouruls  of 
vact  which  he  had  already  dated,  arifing  out  of  the  infuhsi 
ambition,  and  the  infradion  of  the  treaty,  Minjfteiv  did 
preleot  an  utiiat^um  as  incapable  of  being  execiued  on  any 
pereunent. grounds,  or  with  any  hope  of  removing  the  fe« 
yorifii  uncertainty  which  had  pervaded  the  country,  and  de^ 
preffed  the  fpirit  of  commercial  enterprife.  What  was  this 
nltimaiiun?  That  this  country  (hal)  keep  pofleinon  of  Malta 
Sot  ten  years,  during  which  time  we  (hall  be  colonizing  and. 
improving  Lampedofa,  and  enlarging  its  harbours;  and  at 
the  expiration  of  that  term  we  fhall  be  re^juited  with  tbd 
ibvexeignty  of  that  invaluable  iiland,  which  wcmM  he  the 
lefort,  AOt  of  feamen,  but  of  fea-gulls.  On  the  .  fubje^ 
«lf  the  prefa  I  do  feel  like  an  Englithman,  and  hope  Kt^g*^ 
land  will  never  be  reduced  to  the  necefiity  of  regulating  it  to 
gratify  any  power.  But  when  the  inrnit  refpeAiiig  it  wzs 
fifered — for  I  will  call  ii  the  grofleft  iiifuh  he  could  oifer*^ 
was  there  a»y  remonftran^zc  .prefented?  M'as  his  infolenQe 
TrpcUedL  with /that  firmnefs  and  iridignatim  which  (houid  be. 
fell  by  every  EngUfhman?  Next  comes  the  demaivd  that  the 
French  Nobles  (hall  be  Jcportatet'  to  Canada -*^is  not  this  AilJ 
HMrede^c^diog?  What  opinion  can  he  entertain  of  Minify*, 
fMlowhaaa  lie  could  m:d(e  fucb  an  application?  Whj|t( 
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they  thn]]  hot  dare  even  to  wear  their  badges  of  dimn^^n-*^ 
Ihofc  honourable  rewards  of  ferVices  rendered  to  their  cfilU)- 
tfy,  or  ^he  memorial  perhaps  of  iltuftHous  ahceftor$.  H^r 
tht  hoWfe  Lord  read  the  anfwer  tranrmitted  by  our  Govern- 
ffieni ;  and  ifferted  that  it  conceded  too  much.  He  cahcUMed 
viih  obfervingy  that  it  was  manifeU  from  the  documents 
ind  papers  fubrhifted  to  the  Houfe,  that  his  Majedy's  MtniC* 
icfrs  had  feen  ffocrt  the  firft  moment  that  ihe  treaty  could  not 
becKecuted;  and  he  would  not' hefitate,  therefore,  to  fay, 
that  they  had  (hanfiefully  fported  with  the  feelings  of  the 
country,  deluded  it  with  falfe  hopes,  and  abufcd  its  ^enero« 
fity.  He  charged  them  with  hoi  having  remonflMed  with 
the  deciGon  and  energy  which  fhould  charaderize  the  Minrf- 
Icrs  of  this  great  nation.  But  he  hoped,  that  after  having 
the  fad  €)^pcrience  of  two  years  of  peace,  as  they  we^e  called^ 
ti6  perfoh  would  be  found  fo  degraded  as  to  facrifice  any 
lohgcraf  the  fhrine  of  fuch  Miniflers  ;  efpecklly  at  this  ma. 
tii^Klt/when  every  thing  which  was  helJ  moft  dear  and  facred 
ftiay  be  at  ilTue  in  the  conteft. 

M"f.  Ifobhfiufe  regrctte^l  that  the  hoii.  Gentleman  (Colonel 
i^aften)  fliould  have  direfled  his  attack  fo  pointedly  againll 
MJfitfterS,  or  impute  to  them  motives  by  \vhich  they  were 
ifiot  a£^uated.     It  iwas  Rated,   that  grofs  rhifreprefentations 
had  been  circulated  refpe£ting  certain  Members  who  had 
been  in  oppofiiion:  that  they  were  tharged  with  iuiiing  for  .. 
power,  by  the  minifterial  prints;  and  by  inference^  that  thefo 
calumhics  originated   with   the   Adminiftration  itfelf:    he 
\vof)ld  boldly  fay,  that  his  Majefty's  Miniflers  had  always  .. 
given  the  oppofiiion  credit  for  their  integrity^  for  the  purity  * 
6f  their  principles^  and  for  their  patriotifm.     As  to  the    , 
^harget  exhibited  agatnft  theni.  he  would  undertake  to  fay, 
fhey  ivould  prove  to  be  unfounded:  the  firft  was,  having 
lie^leded  to  come  to  the  Houfe  from  time  to  time,  and  com- 
mifilica'teihedifporitioh  of  the  French  Government,  as  it  wasi 
ptogreffivcly  developed  in  the  courfe  of  the  negotiation,  and' 
ivery  a^  of  aggreflion  juft  as  it  had  «)ccurrtd.     It  appeared 
fo  hTm  that  they  canie  precifely  at  the  time  they  (houid,  and 
fhatt  they  would  have  been  highly  reprehenfible  if  they  made 
Ihe  communication  fooner     True,  they  might  have  expe- 
rienced a  great  deal  to  irritate  and  diflatisfy  them ;  hay,  they 
ihight   rcctivc  fufficieht  provf»cation,  were  they  to  yield  to 
fheir  feelings,  fo  break  oifF  the  negotiation,  and  recal  their 
Ambaffador ;- but  do  they  not  deferveapplaufe  inftead  of  CK*n.* , 
ftfra  forTDpprefTingi.thurefeelings  and  their  indignationi  and  . 

"  (of  > 
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for  waiting  until  they  had  unequivocal  ground  for  going  to' 
War.  If  they  came  to  Parliament  and  told  how  the  liberty 
of  the  prefs  was  attacked,  how  this  palladium  (when  pro^ 
perly  regulated)  of  Englilh  liberty,  was  menaced  with  de- 
finition ;  if  they  referred  to  Parliament  the  demaod  which 
was  made  relative  to  the  tranfportation  of  the  emigrant  n^ 
Ues,  and  their  previous  degradation,  by  not  allowing  them 
to  wear  their  badges,  would  it  not  be  faid,  **  You  come  here 
lodifturb  ihe  harmony  which  would  otherwife  exift  between 
both  countries ;  you  mean  to  relcindle  war  under  any  pre* 
fence.** — He  denied  that  the  Minifter  had,  on  the  23d  Sep« 
tcmber,  u  fed  the  language  attributed  to  him;  on  the  con* 
trtry,  his  Majedy's  fpeech  contained  thefe  words,  or  words 
to  the  fame  import :  **  It  is  neceflary  to  look  with,  vigilance 
at  what  fliali  take  place  on  the  continent,"  &c.  alluding  moft 
certainty  to  thofe  occurrences  which  it  was  deemed  impolitic 
then  to  notice  in  a  more  open  manner.  What  more  could 
his  MajeRy's  Minifters  do?  When  they  were  required  to 
fend  the  Princes  out  of  this  country,  they  anfwered  with 
finhnefs  and  moderation,  *<  We  ihali  make  arrangements 
to  remove  thofe  who  are  really  obnoxious,  and  whofe  con* 
diid  is  reprehenfible.*'  But  not  complying  to  the  full  extent^ 
was  a  caufe  of  war  with  Bonaparte  and  not  with  his  Ma- 
jcfly's  Government.  We  were  called  upon  to  fubmit  to  re- 
gnlatiens  of  oiir  Prefs. — The  Minifters  replied,  that  xhtf 
would  nor.  This  furely  was  caufe  for  recommencing  hofti* 
iiry  on  the  ptrt  of  France.  And,  becaufe  (he  did  not  do  fo, 
are  his  Majefty's  Minifters  to  inctir  the  charge  of  timidity, 
irrtfolntion  and  inconfiftency }  But  this,  I  think,  is  the  pro* 
per  time  for  us^  when  Bonaparte  has  violated  the  treaty, 
when  he  tells  us  authoritatively  we  (hall  evacuate  Klalta,  He 
fell  the  full  force  and  effed  of  many  obfervations  made  hf 
the  hont)krable  Members  who  had  preceded  him,  but  not 
one  furel/  more  than  that  which  recommended  unanimity 
and  fpitW  ;  in  that  recommendation  he  did  moft  heartily  con« 
cur;  and  irufted  that  every  connderatioh  of  a  private  na^ 
ture  woald  be  poftponed  to  the  general  intereft  and  the  fafety 
of  the  country. 

Sir  ff^liiam  fovng  fully  coincided  in  the  fenilmcnt-s  which 
had  been  avowed  fforti  all  fides  of  the  HouPe,  touching  the 
^greffiooary  and  hoftile  fpirit  of  the  French  Governtiient, 
toiaAed  towards  this  country,  in  every  quarter  of  tKe  globe^ 
from  iheTreaty  of  Aihiehs  to  the  prefent  hour.  This  prin- 
ciple was  evinced  in  the  exertion  of  her  (lower  an^  infiuenct 
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txy  csx^ludcoiir  mtnuftdures  from  every  country  in  Europe 
i^n^er  her  contxpul,  in  the  wanton  an4  rapacious  feizure 
andx:Qnfiicationof  our  fliips  in  her  pons,  in  her  conduct  tg^ 
.  ^ard^Briiifli  fubje^  ai  Martinique^  on  the  furrender  of  that 
Iflandy  wboai  it  obliged  to  quit  theifland»  and  all  connexion 
t^fein,  and  fell  oiFall  their  goods  for  what  they  would  bring 
Vya^ertainday — all  marked  her  rooted  and  determined  fpirit  of 
bofliUty, .which  would  allow  thi^  country  to  view  that  Govern- 
ment «oply  in  the  light  of  an  implacable  enemy»  bent  on  our 
lUtimate  denru£Uon.  At  the  conclufion  of  the  former  war»  a 
^pmmefcial  treaty  had  been  formed  with  France,  under  the 
aufpices  of  a  right  hon..Genileman9  then  Chancellor  of  the 
£.xi;hequer,  which  was  hajled  by  this  country.  Under  the 
pr^fent  AdminiQratipn,  It  did  not  appear  that  any  fuch  arr 
fangcmient  had  been  attempted,  though  it  might  have  been 
done  with  fo  much  reciprocal  advantage  to  the  commerce  and 
mutual  amity  of  both.  To  fuch  an  arrangement  the  Firft 
jConful  had  marked  his  averfion;  andt  in  his  mind^  the  true 
policy  of  this  country  to  be  adopted  towards  France,  was  to 
view  it  as  a  great  military  republic,  beaded  by  a  man  too  for- 
midable and  too  eminent  in  enterprize,  to  be  defpifed  or  dif- 
fegarded  ;  a  man  whoy  when  became  to  put  into  a£lion  hU 
real  defigns^  would  not  be  found  intoxicated  with  loofe,  vague» 
and  und^gcOed  projeds^  but  prepared  to  follow  up  his  real 
plans  with  the  moft  determined  and  defperate  fpirit.  We 
mud  therefore  be  prepared  againft  his  attempts.  It  was  of 
the  very  nature  of  a  military  republic  to  find  conftant  em- 
pigment  fqr  its  troops  ;  without  this  it  mud  ccafe  to  exid  ; 
;ind  thus,  fo  long  as  France  retained  this  formt  it  was  im- 
i^aterial*whether  Bonaparte,  Moreau,  or  who  effe  might  be 
at  her  head  ^  it  would  be  her  policy  to  vomit  forth  her  troops 
viipon  every  furrounding  nation,  which  offered  them  enter- 
.  jtrizes  to  intereft  their  avarice  or  ambition.  He  concluded 
.  by -voting  for  the  refolutions. 

.    Mr.  FonUanqne  faid,  that  he  had  applied  htmfelf  with  the 

.jmod  anxious  attention  to  the  conflderation  of  the  papers 

which  had  been  prefented  to  the  Houfe :  and  felt  the  mofl: 

^  Jively  pleafure  in  being  able  to  congratulate  the  Houfe  and 

...^umle)^'  that  MinUlers  are  able  to  redeem  the  pledge  ihe^ 

.' Jbfd.given.     The  third  chai'ge  urged  againft  them  is  a  feriqns 

•  one  ipdeed— rnot'  that  they ,  withheld  communications,  but 

.^'that  t^y  hf:ld  forth  delu five  hopes :  if  they  did  fo,  they  KV^ 

iorf^cd  fivery^^claina  to  confidence  ;  but  he  had  not  hea/d  thf 

'f  hargq  ut^lf^^^'  .^.^hat  were  f he  aggreflions  ?     XV'ouid 
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not  every  one  of  ^hcm  jiiftMy  his  Majcfty*s  MInlftcrt  fn  goftig'* 
to  war  ?  How  (lands  the  cafe  as  to  Switzerland?  Were  his 
Majc(ly*s  Mitiiftvrs  indifferent  ?  Did  they  behold  frhh  apa-' 
thy  ihe  independence  and  liberty  of  that  brave  belt  'ilUfaVed 
people  trampled  upon  ?  No :  they  fend  a  confidential  agenr^ 
who  interpufes  and  inrerefls  himfelf  as  much  as  the circtfowi^' 
ilances  of  the  cafe  would  admit;  but  becaufii  complete  ftjcedtl 
did  not  attend  his  miflfibn,  are  Nfinifters  to  be  diarged  wirii 
incapacity  to  difcharge  the  high  truft  repofed  in  them  ?  But 
if  Bonaparte  be  deemed  atrogartt,  fo  is  England :  he  tnetilt 
liot  to  become  his  apologift,  and  he  hoped  this  country  W011I4 
be  long  charged  with  that  fpecies  of  arrogance.  It  tras  by 
aflerting  our  rights  and  ropremacy  at  Tea,  that  we  grew^to 
be  the  envy  of  the  world.  As  to  Malta,  he  confidered  th^ 
poflfeilioti  of  it  fo  efleniially  necefTary  to  the  exigence  of  out 
commercial  greatnefs  and  independence,  that' he  thotlghl  it 
could  not  be  given  up  ott  any  account.  Minifters  are  alfo 
charged  with  having  fubmitted  to  itifults,*^  and  forborne  to 
retnonftrate*  with  firmnefs  agalnft'the  conduA  of  France  t6 
Holland.^  But  this  is  ijnfotinded  \  for  it  h  well  known  that 
their  forbearance  was  at  ihelnftance  of  Holland  itlelf.  They 
are  likewife  charged  with  abandoning  the  unfortunate  Swifs. 
What  could  England  do  atone  in  fuch  a  conteft  f  The 
.powers  of  the  continent  refiifed  to  interfere;  and  is  their 
^criminal  indifference  chargeable  in  this  Houfe  as  a  crime  to 
his  Majefty's  M'^i'^^^  ^  As  to  infults,  he  would  Rate  it  as 
a  caufe  of  exi^Itation  to  himfelfy  that  the  Firft  Coiiful  had 
rpoken  of  the  freedpm  pf  our  prefs,  and  found  hithfeTf  at 
length  conftra{ne4  to  recur  to  the  judicial  decifions  of  th9 
,  country.  And  as  to  Sebaffianiy  he  thought  that  if  the  French 
Governixient  choPe  to  deny  the  objed  of  his  miffioDt  the  Go- 
vernment, this  Hotife,  and  the  country,  were  abundantly 
iaiisfiedy  and  could  ppt  feel  any  longer  an  infult  upon  this 
point.  He  concluded  ^ith  obferving,  that  hon.  Mem* 
bers  fubftituting  aflertions  for  fafis,  and  their  private  opinions 
for  ofEcial  papers,  fh^y  cou|d  t\o%  eyped  t|ie  fuppon  of  the 
Hbufe. 

Mr.  Archdali  profefltd  his  approbation  of'the  condu£t  of 

Mmders  through  the  whole  negotiations.     He  thought  they 

hd  been  throughout  animated  with  s^  flncere  defire  to  pre* 

ferre  the  peace,  cqnfiRent  with  the  honour  and  tlie  intei'^fts 

of  rhe  country.     He  earneftly  recommende4  utianimlty  at  To 

important  a  crifis,  and  was  happy  to  fee  a  detertiiinattort  ap-i 

peario^  to  drop  all  piirty  differences  and  diftraAlofis.  *  He

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congratulated  the-Houfe  on  the  imp43Vt«ntiaiproveiiMDt  wbici) 
}|ad  taken  place  in  the  (emper  and  dirppfition  of  the  people 
of  Ireland.  The  condud  of  the  Firft  Conful  had  opened  the 
•yes  of  the  deluded,  and  all  ranks  now  detefled  biin  ais^the 
common  enemy  of  the  independence  and  the  liberty,  of  m«n« 
kind*  Even  at  BelfaQ,  if  be  (hoiild  dare  to  make  his  appeafi* 
ance,  he  would  meet  with  a  Vj^ry  w^rm  reception  from  the 
yffdU^fk&td  from  principle^;  and  from  feme  of  our  Jacobint 
ffom  (evenge*  {^J  laugb.y  The  ban.  Member  condisded 
by  enforcing  his  recommendation  tounanimiiy, 

Mr.  C  frynne  condemned  Minifters.ftroBgly,  for  deluding 
the  lution  with  hopes  of  peace«    when  every  a&  of  thp 
French  Government  manifefteda  hoflile  and  dangerous  fpirit». 
^hich  rendered  any  hope  of  continued|>eace  abfurd.    He 
was  warmly  iii  favour  of  the. motion. 
.  Mr.  Caurtimtf  exgrefled  himfelf  willing  to  join  iflue  with 
tjiofe  who  fuppofcd  the  ^ggrei^on^  of.  France  ha(i:£arf:ed  the 
country  into  a  war.     At  the  fame  time  he  approved  pf  the 
plan  of  the  hpn«  Gentleman  (Archdale)  who  wilhed  taf^con* 
cile  all  parties.     Ife  ^onGdered  the  new  .oppoiiiigqi^  bo  re« 
fpefiable  and  enlightened,  becaiife.they  fupporte(|  the  waf 
after  condemning  i$ie  peace,  as  it  argqed  a  meriiocious  con- 
fjftency.    He  w%s  followed  by  anpther  hon.  Gentleinant 
whofe  argument  put  him.  in  mindx>f  a  fage  legislator  of  old,. 
^ippQcrates:  he  fays,  if  a  broken  leg  in  the  fetting  beconoes 
crooked  and  difioried,  the  only  way  to  regain  iiis.  original 
beaiJty  is  by  breaking  it  again.     So  Minifters  had  done  with 
the  Treaty  of  Amiens,  and  it  was  left  to  the  Houfe  tp  corv- 
tjcmpla^te  the  ikill  and  prudence  with  which  the  cafe  would- 
be  managed*    He  had  juft  faid  fo  much  by  way  of  faying 
JTomething,  and  fiiould  fit  down  witb.ooe  obferyation,  namely^. 
*'  that  he  had  nothing  more  to  fay «" 

.  Sir  ly.  Milder  thought  that  the  prefent  rnotion^  yftxt  iU 
red  attacks  againfi  his  M^J^^y''  Adroiniftration,  while,  ia 
bis  opinion,  thofe  who  compofed  that  Adminiftraiion  were 
men  who  bad  deferved  the  approbation  of  the  country.  He 
approved  of  their  coudud  in  every  inftance,  and  thought  they 
bad  aded  properly,  in  the  qianner  they  had  fpllowed,  in  order 
to  get  the  petter  of  the  pajfions  of  a  man  who  was  fo  a£luated 
by  pride  and  ambition,  as  the  Fir(l  Conful  certainly  was. 
If  any  fault  could  at  all  be  afligned  to  them,  it  muft  be,  thai 
they  had  not  gone  far  enough  in  their  endeavours;  for  jn  hia 
opinion  we  Ihould  not  have  valued  any  of  the  tnfuhs  and  in<> 
dignities  which  bad  been  offered  to*  this  coomry^  if  ptdc^

mintftratioD  had  plainly  (hewn  to  the  country,  that  th^y  liked 
their  conftiturion. 

bir  T.  TbiophUus  ^/r^i^thought  the  motion  pd'nictotts  in 
itfelf,and  particularly  inexpedieni»  at  a  time  when  imanimity 
was  fodefiraUe.  It  might  giveinformation  tathe  enenty  [n  ri)r 
ffhfarffrwi  Mr.  IVi^ihum  0id  hisfrknds]^  ami  unhinge  the 
fpirit  <RtiM.country  at  home.  He  paid  the  right  hon«  G^n*- 
tlemao  at  the  head  of  his  MajeOy's  councils  fome  very  warm 
jcompliments.  He  bad  loft  an  honourable  Ijtnatioh,  where  he 
was  ttoiverfally  beloved  and  refpeded,  and  accepting  of  -the. 
commands  of  hit  SovereigOt  had  taken  on  himfelf  the  ma* 
jiagement  o£  aiRurs  at  a  very  difficult  crifis.  Through  that 
crifis  he  bad  conikided  the  country  wjth  honour.  He  had 
given  us  peace  when  it  was  infinitely  deiirable.  He  had 
iifed  every  means  to  preferve  it,  and  now  that  the  ambition 
of  the  enemy  had  forced  us  to  renew  the  war,  he  trufled  that* 
he  would  condud  it  with  ability  and  fuccefs.  He  was  cer- 
tain be  ilood  high  io  the  confidence  of  the  country,  and' 
thoif  ht'tbat  his  condud,  and  the  condtiA  of  his  colleagues^ 
jdefennad  praife  inAead  of  beflig  expofed  to  cenfure. 

Mftf  Gregor  confidered  the  refolutions  as  neceflary;  in 
prder  to  inveftigate  the  condu£^  of  Minifters  :  if  the  con- 
dud  of  France  has  been  a  fyftem  of  oppreilion  and  infult  to 
this  country,  be  was  aftoni(hed  we  mould  have  given  up 
any  of  our  conquefts,  which  now  would  be  of  the  utmoft 
importance  to  us,  or  difembody  our  military  and  naval  force. 
This  did  ao(  ar^ue  much  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Miniiler, 
and,  therefore,  he  did  not  fee  but  the  Houfe  were  juftified^ 
in  making  it  the  fub|e£k  of  remark. 

Mr.  Burhni  aflurcd  the  Houfe,  that  the  people  were  io' 
well  latisfied  with  peace,  that  Mr.  Pitt  could  not  hav)?  car* 
ried  on  the  war  another  year ;  and,  from  being  a  magiftrate 
|Otf  a  very  populous  neighbourhood,  he  bad  an  opportunity 
of  knowing  the  fentiments  of  the  people,  who  confidered 
jthe  peace  as  a  bleiEng  to  them. 

Mr.  T,  GrtfTuille  then  |t)fe  and  fjud,  before  he  ofiered 
bimifelf  tothe  attention  of  the  Houfe,  he  had  been  anxious  to' 
bear  irqva  Minifters  fome  anfwer  in  juflification  of  their 
condud,  which  had  on  this  and  various  other  occafioos  been, 
fo  powerfully  aflTailed.    Perceiving,  however,  that  .the  exir* 
peftation  of  receiving  this  explanation,  on  which  he  vKiflied 
to  found  what  be  had  to  fubniit  on  the  fubjedt  of  the  refo* 
hauon  i&aved  t»y,biii)ioo.  Friend  was  vaio,  he  (bould  aoiw' 

beg 
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beg  lekve  to  folicit  the  attention  of  the  Houic»  while  he  en<* 
deavouted  to  ftale»  with  as  much  brevity  as  poHible,  the 
reafons  on  which  he  felt  it  his  duty,  as  an  independent  mem* 
ber  of  Parliament,  to  give  his  decided  fupport  to  thcfe  refo* 
luiions.  He  expreiTed  his  unwillingnels  to  offer  many  ob« 
fervations  on  the  objeAions  which  had  been  adduced  by 
moft  of  the  Members  who  had  fyiiktn  that  night.  He  was 
ftilllefs  willing  to  detain  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  byre« 
plying  to  falfe,  malicious,  and  unfounded  inlimiationSt-  which 
had  been  thrown  dut  in  certain  quarters  againft  thofe  Gen-^ 
tlemen  who,  fi-om  coniiderations  of  public  duty,  were  de«* 
termined  to  fupport  the  refolutions  which  had  been  propofed 
by  the  bon.  Member  who  began  the  difouflion.  The  mo* 
tion  had  been  afcribed  to  mean  confidCFations  of  party 
fpii  it ;  to  the  mere  wilh  of  one  fet  of  Gentlenien  to  drive 
others  from  confidential  iituations  under  Government,  with 
the  view  of  occupying  their  places.  For  Inmfeifhe  muft. 
moft  uoequivocally  reprobate  fuch  infinutitons,  .  and  he 
would  not  ro  far  forget  wteu  be  owed  to  the  Houfe  and  to 
his  own  charaAer,  as  make  tbem  the  fubjeft  of  any  greater 
length  of  animadverfion.  But  having  adverted  to  this  objec^ 
tion,  be  had  only  to  fay  a  few  words  to  the  only  other  which 
had  been  adduced  in  the  courfe  of  the  dilcumoA.  •  It  had 
been  argued  that  the  prefeat  was  not  the  time  for  bringing 
forward  refolutions  or  the  nature  which  had  that  evening 
been  iubmittcd  to  the  Houfe.  This  country  was  now  ea- 
gaeed  in  a  conteft  where  unanimity  among  ail  ranks  and 
orders  in  the  ^tate  was  of  the  higheft  importance,  and  when^ 
confequently,  it  was  highly  to  be  wilhra  for  tbatnoilifaif* 
lion  midit  be  provoked  which  might  have  the  appearance 
of  a  wiSi  to  dtftuib  this  unanimity.  Of  all  the  poffibie  ob- 
jedions  which  could  be  urged,  he  had  no  difficulty  in  <ky«i 
ing  that  he  confidered  this  as  one  of  the  moft  extraordinary. 
He  could  liardly  bring  bimfelf  to  believe  that  that  evening  hp 
had  heard  it  gravely  ftated  by  an  hon.  Member  on  the  other 
fide  (Sir  T.  Metcalf),  that  by  agreeing  to  the  refolutions* 
or,  even,  by  prefling  the  djrcuilion,  information  might  be 
conveyed  to  the  enemy.  It  was  not  very  eafy  to  fee  what 
was  Uie  fpecies  of  information  to  which  the  ban*  Member. 
alluded.  For  himfelf,  he  had  no  fort  of  difficulty  in  faying, 
that  a  principal  object  which  he  had  in  view  by  fupportiiig 
the  refolutions,  was  to  convey  both  to  the  enemy  and  iu 
the  people  of  this  country  information  which,  at  a  crifis  like 
the  prelcQty  was  in  all  points  of  view  fo  i^iportfint.    He 
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was  anxious  that,  at  a  moment  when  we  were  engaged  in  a 
conteit  more  trying  and  more  hazardous,  in  a  conieft  in 
which  great  exertions  and  great  Sacrifices  would  be  more 
powermlly  required  than  in  any  former  flr^iggle  in  which  tlie 
country  ^as  ever  engaged^  that  an  inquiry  (hould  be  infiituted 
idloxhe  capacity  of  thale  who.were  todtre^l  the  application  of 
tiie  national  relqurces,  and  the  national  ftrength ;  toafcertain 
whether  the  battle  which  was  to  befought  would  be  fought 
with  proportionate  energy  and  courage ;  to  fee  that  every 
department  of  the  public  fervice  was  properly  admiiiiilered; 
to  take  care,  that  if  the  country  was  to  uibmit  to  extraordi- 
nary facrificesY^he  exertions  which  were  made  were  dire^cd 
by  tbofe  to  whom  all  ought  to  look  up  with  confidence.    In 
this  fenfe  he  certainly  wiihed  that  the  enemy  and  tlie  people 
'  of  Great  Britain  ihould  be  put  in  poflei&on  of  that,  which  it 
.  was  the  objed  of  the  refolutions  to  procure.     Having  faid 
th]S»  he  would  not  pretend  to  deny  that  the  objeS  of  the 
reiblutions  was  to  call  in  queilion  the  conduft  of  Minifters 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  negotiations  and  difcuf&ons 
.which  had  taken  place  between  the  two  Governments,  from 
the  time  that  the  definitive  treaty  of  peace  was  concluded. 
To  have  a  full  and  fair  view  of  this  fubjed  it  would,  how* 
ever,  be  in  the  fiift  place  neceflary,  briefly  to  advert  to  the 
fituation  of  the  country  at  tlie  time  when  the  treaty  was 
concluded.     By  the  2d  of  the  refolutions  it  was  declared, 
that  Minifters  had  not  made  to  Parliament  fuch  full  and 
ample  communications  as  could  lead  to  any  eftimate  of  the 
real  fituation  of  the  country,  and  therefore  the  Houfe  was 
debarred  of  the  conftitutioual  right  of  giving  any  opinion  on 
the  ftate  of  public  affairs.  A  difpofition  had  been  manifefUd 
to  lay  a  great  deal  of  ftrefs  on  particular  expreflions.     He 
was  not  at  any  time  difpofed  to  queflion  the  words  which 
gentlemen  themfelves  were  diCnclined  to  difavow»  but  he 
would  contend  that  it  was  perfedly  parliamentary  to  draw 
an  inference  from  the  general  fpirit  and  complexion  of  the 
language  employed  by  thofe  in  official  fituations,  which  gave 
.  to  that  language  a  degree  of  weight  and  c^nfequence  which  ' 
it  did  not  otherwife  poilefs  ;  which  was  the  foundation  of 
important  conclufions,  and  which  was  confequemly  in  all 
calesmore  narrowly  canvafied.    He  was  deikous,  therefore, 
of  diflin£lly  recolle£ling  and  ftating  to  the  Houfe  the  views 
and  cxpeAations  whidi  had  been  held  out  at  the  time  of  the 
figaature  o(  the  definitive  treaty.     He  could  not  better  ex- 
.  plain  what  tUofe  views  and  expectations  were  at  that  period, 
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than  by  referring  to  the  language  which  bad  then  been  em- 
ployed  by  the  right  hon.  Gentlenuui  on  the  other  fide  (Mr. 
Addington),  when  the  merits  of  the  definitive  treaty  were 
fo  fully  difcufied.  [The  right  hon.  Gentleman  alluded 
to  the  debate  on  the  14th  of  May  i8os.}  At  that  time»  in 
anfwcr  to  fome  arguments  to  ^rove  that  the  peace  could 
not  pofltbly  be  of  long  duration,  the  tight  honourabfe 
Gentleman  had  fatd,  *^  I  am  imprelled  with  a  thorough 
conviAion  that  the  peace  which  has  now  been  con- 
cluded will,  in  all  probability,  be  of  as  long  duration  as  any 
of  the  pacifications  concluded  at  various  periods  of  the  laft 
century.  I  fee  nothing  in  the  appearance  of  the  prefent 
times,  in  the  prefent  Government  of  France*  or  the  charac- 
ter  of  the  individuals  of  whom  that  Government  is  compofed» 
which  at  all  induces  me  to  think  that  the  peace  will  not  be 
lafiing.**  On  that  occafion  he  was  among  the  fmall  number 
of  thofe  who,  fortunately  or  unfortunately  was  not  then  to 
be  confidered,  had  uniformly  ai^ued  in  favour  of  the  pro- 
priety of  anaddrefsto  hisMajefty^  recommending  an  imme* 
diate  fettlement  of  the  various  points  which  the  treaty  had 
left  open  to  difcuffion,  and  from  which  we  anticipated  a 
Tupture  at  no  very  difiant  period,  unlefs  an  adjuftment  was 
effefled.    Tliis  propofition  had,  however,  been  refitted  by 

'  Miniflers  and  rcjcfted  by  the  Houfe.     What  then  was  the 

•ftate  of  the  information  which  Miniflers  communicated  to 
Pariiament  f  The  fad  was,  that  no  information  of  any 
kind  was  communicated  to  the  lad  Parliament  after  the  fig- 

'  nature  of  the  treaty,  except  what  was  communicated  tlirough 
his  M^efiy's  gracious  fpeech  at  the  conclufion  of  the  feiiion. 

*  In  that  fpeech  an  expeflation  was  certainly  held  out  that 
there  was  a  profpeA  of  the  continuance  of  peace,  and  a  re* 
commendation  was  given  to  cultivate  the  advantage  which  a 
flate  of  peace  prefented.  Witli  this  general  imprcflion  the 
kft  Parliament  was  dilltilved.  He  certainly  had  never 
heard  it  aflerted,  and  he  could  in  no  cafe  admit  the  pofition, 
that  the  profped  of  a  fpeedy  diflblutiun  of  Parliament  at  all 
kflened  the  obligation  of  Miniftei-s  to  communicate  full  and 
hit  explanation  of  the  (late  of  public  a/Fdirs. 

In  this  ftate  the  matter  continued  till  the  opening  of  the 
new  Parliament  on  the  23d  of  November,  and  then,  as  be-* 
fore,  all  communication  was  withheld.  Here,  however^ 
it  became  important  to  inquire  what  were  the  fa6ls  which 
hud  occured  during  the  interval.  When  thofe  who  fup* 
ported  the  refolutions  contended  tliat  no  information  of  the 
teal  ftate  of  the  country  was  laid  before  Par^anueot,  at  the 
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opening  of  the  fe£on  in  hi^  Majefty's  Tpeech*Yf6m  the 
(brone,*  tiiey  at  the  fame  lime  argued  that*  every  one  of  the 
-gmaiids.xsf  war:eiiTimerated  in  his  Majefty's  declaration  had 
then  takea-piaire,  and  were  as  well  known  to  Minifters  as' 
at.ibcipcfiod  when  Ae  declaration  was  publifKed.   To  iTiew 
:Uut  thntafliertion-was  well  founded,  he  (hould  beg  leave  to 
dtreA  the  attention  of  tire  Houfe  to  a  few  of  the  principal 
grounds  of  cofflplainC  and  aggrelfion  which  the  declaration 
contained.     The  fh-ft  to  which  he  would  advert,  was  the 
complaints  of  the  moleftafion  to  which  our  commerce  was 
expofed.     From  documents  now  on  the  table,  it  ippcaredy 
that  from  December  1  HOI,  to  the  fame  period  in  the  fot- 
iowing  year,  a  feries  of  ^lieie  complaints  had  been  preferred 
to  Mioifters,  and  no  fpiVited  remonfirance  had  taken  place 
nn  the  fubjcft.  *The  Vifit  of  the  mili(ary  confuls  was  known 
i>efare  his  Majefty's  fpeech  was  delivered,  for  it  appeared 
by  a  paper  which  was  a  few  days  fincc  laid  before  the 
Uoufe,  tl<ieit  the  inriruAtons  of  Talleyrand  to  Fauvelet,  who 
had  been  f^nt  16 ^ake  foundings  of  the  harbour  of  Dublin^ 
that  they  were  dated  at  an  early  part  of  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber, and  confeqaently  were  known  to  Minilters  when  Parlia- 
taent  was  opened.     That  the  dcfigns  of  the  Firft  Conful  of 
Kfance  with  refpeS  tb  Switzerland  were  known*  was  a  mat* 
iter  of  general  hotorie^y.    Mlnifters  ihemfelves  had  prefented 
a  ren^nftrance  long  before  that  period.     On  this  part  of  the 
robjedl  he  (holild,  before  he  fat  down,  fubmit  fome  Impor- 
tdilt  cpnOderations.     With  the  annexation  of  Piedmont  to 
France^  Miniders  were  not  unacquainted.    The  confifcatioa 
bf  the  revenue  of  the  Spanilb  priories  of  the  Order  of  Malta^ 
^here  was  alfo  every  reafon  to  think  that  Minillera  were  ac» 
Inuainted  with  even  before  the  definitive  treaty  was  concluded. 
The  miilioh  of  Sebafliani,  Mioiiflers  were  fully  apprized  of 
long  before  they  thought  proper  publicly  to  allude  to  it* 
They  were  not  ignorant  of  the  time  when  he  left  France, 
iaiid  on  the  29th  of  November  a  difpatch  from  General 
Siewart  innounced  bis  arrival  in  Egypt.  Thus  did  it  appear^ 
that  alt  the  principal  grounds  of  the  declaration  were  per-^ 
(cQ]y  well.know^  to  Minifters  long  before  the  declaration 
made  Its  appearance.     But,  he  would  not  confine  hictifclf  td 
thefe  circumftancesy  but  would  refer  to  others  of  not  lefs  im- 
jj^ortance,  though  they  were  not  introduced  into  the  declara* 
tion,  and  Very  materially  implicated  the  condii£t  of  MiniAers. 
The  firft  pf  thefe.  points  to  which  he  begged  leave  to  aiiudci 
was  the-  arrfpg^meot  of  the  German  iackmniiiesy  which 
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to  a  confiderabte  degree  Involved  Britith  intere(h.    When  ho 
faid  this,  he  meant  to  allude  to  the  infult  which  had  been  of* 
fered  to  his  Majefty*  by  niuldling  a  part  of  his  Hanoverian 
dominions  to  latisfy  the  avarice  of  the  greater   powers. 
Complete  mydery  had  almoft  wholly^  covered  the  whole  bufi- 
nefs  of  the  indemnities  to  the  Houfe  of  Orange    For  this  ar- 
rangement an  article  had  been  introduced  into  the  treaty ; 
but  till  the  papers  were  laid  on  the  table  the  Houfe  had  been 
totally  ignorant  in  what  train  the  negotiation  on  this  fubjc£t 
had  been  left  by  Minifters.     The  whole  bufinefs  about  the 
order  for  the  evacuation  of  the  Cape,  and  its  fubfequent  re« 
tention*  was  entirely  paiTed  over  in  filence.     By  papers  fub- 
fequenily  called  for,  it  appeared,  that  on  the  i6th  of  Odober^ 
Minifters  had  difpatched  orders  to  retain  the  Cape,  though, 
by  a  folemn  treaty,  it  was  to  be  given  up  within  a  limited 
period.     Miniflers,  by  this  treaty,  entered  into  a  flipula- 
lion,  which  ftated,  that  within  a  certain  period  the  Cape 
ifaould  be  furrendered  to  the  Batavian  Republic,     The  treaty 
containing  this  ftrpulation  had  been  laid  before  both  Houfes 
of  Parliament,  and  had  received  their  approbation*     Under 
fuch  circumftances,  Miniders  had  taken  on   thcmfelves  to 
violate  a  dire6l  (lipulation  of  the  treaty.     They  had  chofen 
particularly  to  difpatch  orders  to  iufpeiid  the  execution  of 
the  treaty,  and  of  confequence  to  declare  the  country   in  a 
(late  of  war.     At    what  time,   he  defired   the   HouTe   to 
confider,  was  it  that  this  extraordinary  flep  had  been  taken 
by  Minifters?  It  was  juft  about  one  month  from  the  time  . 
that  Parliament  aflembled.    Did  Minifters,  when  Parliamenc 
aflembled,  inform  the  Houfe  of  the  extraordinary  meafure 
to  which  they  had  reforted?  They  had  not  faid  a  Gngle  word 
on  the  fubje^.     In  a  very  few  weeks  after,  it  had  appeared' 
proper  to  them  to  evacuate  the  Cape,  and  then  a  war  virtu- 
ally intervened ;  dill  Miniders  continued  to  obferve  the  fame 
frlence.     Some   hon.   Members,    and  particularly  an  hon. 
Gentleman  under  the  gallery  (Mr.  I,  H,  Browne),  whom  he 
mud  ever  edeera,  had  commended  Miniders  for  the  filence 
they  had  fo  long  obferved  on  the  date  of  public  affiiirs.     I  le 
could  not  at  all  accede  to  this  do£^rine.     The  fydem  purfued 
by  Miniders  would,  under  the  cloak  of  refponfibility,  de- 
droy  every  conditntional  principle  of  parliamentary  right, 
of  difcuflion,  and  inquiry.     He  flncerely  believed,  for  him- 
felf,  that  if  the  negotiation,  which  had  lately  terminated, 
had  taken  a  favourable  turn,  we  (hould  have  heard  nothing 
of  the  whole  of  the  orders  and  counter-orders,  of  Miniders  ; 
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the  whole  would  in  a  fliort  time  have  been  involred  in  the 
darken  night.     Every  difcuilion  would  have  been  dtfcoume- 
nanced  by  Minifters,  and  converfation  in  the  public  prints 
woutd  have  fupplied  the  place  of  official  documents  on  a  mat^ 
ter  of  the  highefl  importance.     It  would  not  be  forgotten 
what  the  documents  were  which  Minifters  had  laid  down  on 
this  fubjed.     in  cafe  of  war  they  were  not  unwilling  to 
grant  what  information  was  required.     On  the  other  hand, 
if  there  had  been  a  favourable  period  put  to  the  negotiat iunfs, 
Minifters  did  not  indeed  fay  that  they  would  refufe  all  ex- 
planation, but  they  refcrved  themfelves  a$  to  the  cafes  on 
which  they  confidered  fuch  information  expedient,  ufefu)« 
or  neceflfary.     Having  grine  throngh  thefc  obfervatlons,  as 
tending  to  (hew  the  propriety  of  the  two  firft  refoluttons,-the 
right  hon.  Gentleman  proceeded  to  examine  in  detail   the 
groumts  on  which  the  third  refolution  was  founded.     Froth 
the  two  firft  refolutions,  the  third  appeared  10  flow  as'  a  ne- 
celFary    inference.      It   involved  a  variety  of  ferious  and 
Weighty  obfervatlons.     Firft,  in  the  attacks  which  had  been 
made  on  our  ihips  by  the  officers  of  the  French  Government. 
One  hon.  Gentleman  feemed  to  confider,  that  on  this  point 
there  was  no  reafonable  grnuhd  of  complaint.     If  injuries 
bad  been  received,  Britiih  fnbje£ls  had  only  to  appeal  to  the 
naiioflal  courts  of  juftice.     But,  what  he  begged  the  Hbufe 
to  confider,  were  ihefe  national  courts  of  juftice. 

The  principal  grou rid  of  complaint  was,  that  thefe  courts 
of  appeal  decide  only  by  taking  immediate  poflefTion  of  (he 
prizes  fabmitted  to  their  decifion.     But  what  does  the  Firft 
Conful  fay  to  the  complaints  of  Britifli  fubjeSs?  Why,  he 
tells  them  they  mnft  appeal  to  the  tribunals  of  the  country, 
to  the  vT^ty  tribunals  from  which  all  the  injuftice  complained 
of  had  been  received.     Let  juftice  take  its  courfe,'is  the  lan- 
guage oi  the  Firft  Conful ;  and  the  grofleft  injuftice  h  the 
courfe  which  this  pretended  juftice  invariably  purfues.     The ' 
capture  Is  divided,  and  the  Britifli  claimant  is  forced  to  bear 
thofe  lodes  againft  which  the  remonftrances  of  Minifters 
had  failed   ro  protc£l  them.     In  failing  to  remonftrate  with 
vigour  againft  a  fpccies  of  aggitffion,  fo  contrary  to  every 
principle  of  intercourfe  between  civilised  natior^s  Minifters  ^ 
had  incurred  a  very  grave  and   ferious  refnonfibility.     The' 
tniflion  of  the  Frcticii  military  conful  did  not  appear  to  him 
to  be  defcribed  in  his  Majefty's  declarationi  in  terms  at  all 
corrcfpondent  to  the  nature  of  the  infult.     It  was  an  out* 
rage  in  all  refpedsTo  grufs,  that  Minifters  ought  with  much' 
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gretXcf  ff^rit  to  have  rerenied  (he  attempt  to  violate  the  ufages 
of  independent  nations.  It  afforded  him  no  inconfiderable 
.degree  of  fatj^fa^lion,  on  a  former  occafiont  to  find  that 
two  eminent,  and  thq  moft  cod fiderable Members  cf  the  Houfe» 
ivere  completely  agreed  in  opinion  that  the  minion  of  thefe 
.individuals  was  a  groTs  infult,  and  thai  in  twenty-four  hours 
.after  their  arrival  they  ought  to  have  been  peremptorily  re- 
quired to  quit  the  country.  But  this  was  an  inadequate  fatis- 
.tadion;  aodi  if  the  French  Government  refufed  to  give 
fatisfaflion,  there  could  be  no  doubt  that  var,  to  avenge  this 
.national  infultt  would  have  been  juftifiable.  In  vain,  how- 
.ever,  had  thefe  two  great  chara^^er?  exprefled  fuch  an  opinion. 
Minifters  had  chofen  to  purfue  a  courfe  totally  difierenr. 
No  memorial  could  be  Uid  before  the  Houfe,  not  becaufe 
they  had  not  remonilrated,  but  becaufe  the  remonftrance  had 
taken  place  merely  in  a  verbal  conference  with  the  French 
Ambaiiador.  Here,  as  well  as  with  refpeA  to  many  other 
parts  ot  the  documents  on  the  table,  he  could  not  but  lament 
that  every  thing  had  not  been  reduced  to  a  regular  memorial^ 
inOead  of  being  Tubcnitted  to  a  flatement  dependent  on  verbal 
reci)lie£tion.  This  was  an  evil  in  diplomatic  proceedings 
which  was  frequently  attended  with  very  ferious  confequen- 
ces.  It  left  too  much  dependant  on  memory,  nectflarily 
liable  to  conAderable  deficiency.  It  placed  important  (laTe* 
ments  too  much  expofed  to  be  diftortcd  by  party  prejudice 
and  private  views  of  iutered.  The  next  point  on  which  he 
wiOicd  to  touchy  was  one  which,  he  faid,  he  confidered  as  of 
the  highefl  importance.  He  meant  to  allude  to  the  fituation 
of  Holland. 
'  On  this  fubjedt  it  alfo  afforded  him  real  delight,  as  he  was 
fure  it  muft  have  done  to  the  Houfe  at  large,  to  find  the  two 
right  hon.  (gentlemen  (Mr.  Pitt  and  Mr.  Fox),  to  whom  he 
had  alieady  alluded,  fpeakihg,  with  rcfped  to  the  policy 
which  this  country  ought  to  purfue  with  refpefl  to  Holland, 
thofe  truly  Britifli  fentiments,  which  every  true  Englifliman 
could  not  fail  cordially  to  approve.  For  his  own  part  he  had 
no  difficulty  in  faying,  that  he  confidered  the  conduct  of  the 
French  Government  to  the  Batavian  Republic,  independent 
of  all  other  confideraiiqns,  to  be  a  full,  fair^  and  unanfwer- 
able  ground  of  war.  What  he  had  to  complain  of  in  the 
conduct  of  Miniftjrs  was,  that  they  had  not  (hewn  that  zeal 
and  a£liviiy  with  regard  to  the  ncceflity  of  remonflraiing 
againd  the  violence  and  injuftice  of  the  French  Government 
to  the  Dmch,  which  their  duty  to  the  public  imperionfly 

called 
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•  Called  on  them  to  difpiay.     Sq  far  from  making  tbt  canfc  of 

the  Bauvian  RepubliQ  diftindUy  the  caufe  uf  this  cuuntry^ 

they  appeared  on  a.11  occafions  backward  to  takQ  up  the 

bufiners.     So  far  from  availing  themfelves  of  opportunities 

which  occurred  uf  reviving  the  foiid  conne£lion  of  fri^iidihip 

and  intereft,  virhich  it  vra^  fo  obvioufly  the  mutual  iDiert:fl  of 

both  countries  to  maintain,  their  condud   was  mark^  by 

weaknefs,  irrefolution,  and  timidity.     It  had  been  remarked 

by  one  hon.  GeDtleman»   that  in  making. their  ftand  far 

Mahsi  Miniilers  had  made  their  (land  fur  a  truly  Btitifli 

objeS.     When  he  confidered  ihe  manner  in  which  the  Aaod 

was  made,  whatever  he  might  think  of  the  importance  of 

Malta,  he  could  not  perfeiSlly  coincide  with  that  fcntiment. 

But  even  granting  that  Malta  was  a  fair  Britiih  objed,  be 

would  aik  of  Miniflers  whetbert  on  their  own  principles,  a 

fiand  in  favpur  of  Holland  was  not  of  infinitely  more  import-* 

9nce  in  a  national  point  of  view.     Was  there  any  man  who 

did  not  think  th^t  Miniders  ought  firmly  and  manfully  tp 

have  remooftrated  againft  the  continuance  of  the   French 

troops  in  Holland?  Was  there  any  man  who  e^pevSled  that 

Minillers  iiad   neglected  making   fuch  rcmonftrance   with 

energy  and  fpirit  ?  It  was,  he  mud  coniefs,  10  his  infinity 

aftoniflimcni,  that  he  found  that  no  memorial  had  been  pre- 

fcnred  to  the  French  Government  on  the  fubjefi;  not  that 

no  memorial  or  remonftrance  had  been  drawn  up  with  the 

view  of  being  prefcnted;  not  that  it  had  been  tranfmitted  to 

Paris,  Yfiih  the  view  of  being  laid  before  the  Fir(l  Conful ; 

but  that  after  being  in  the  hands  of  our  AmbaflTador,  Minif* 

ters  had  at  length  difcovered  that  it   would  be  more  wMfe, 

pmdenry  and  proper,jthat  ii  (bould  not  be  delivered*     And  on 

what  motive  was  it  that  fo  extraordinary  a  negle£t  of  the 

moR  imperious  duty  was  attempted  tobe  juAified?  The  jufli- 

fication  was  more  humiliating  and  degrading  than  the  ncgltfl 

hfelf.     it  was  not  true  that  Minillers  were  not  fenfibte  of 

the  importance  of  getting  the  French  troops  removed  from 

the  Batavian  Republic;  it  was  not  that  they  did  not  conceive 

that,  according  to  the  cleat  eft  principles  ot  the  law  of  na-* 

lions,  and  the  mod  obvious  maxims  of  a  national  policy, 

ihey  had  an  undeniable  right  to  interfere  ;  but  they  declined 

ioferferingf  00  the  bafe  and  difhonourable  principle,  that 

their  interference  might  have  excited  the  jealoufy  of  the 

French  Government.     Was  fuch  language  to  be  endured  irt. 

an  Englifti  Parliament?  Was  a  Briiilh  Secretary  of  State  'o. 

tell  a  Bxici/h  Houfe  of  Commons,  that  a  memorial  drawn  up 

• 
in 
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in  belialf  of '  am  ancient  and  valuable  ally,  in  fupport  of  the 
independence  of  a  power  with  which  we  have  a  mutual  inte* 
ittif  fliouldy  from  confiderattons  of  prudence,  propriety^  or 
wifdom,  from  a  dread  of  irritating  France,  be  cancelled  or 
buried  in  oblivion.     Such  was  the  difgraceful  piflure  which 
the  condt^ft  of  Minifters  to  the  Hatavian  Republic  prefented. 
NoWy  as  to  their  condtid^  to  Switzeriatid,  he  conFefTed  that 
here  too  Minifters  feemed  to  prove  highly  reprchenfible      In 
offering  a  few  obfervations  on  this  fubjed,  he  begged 'leave 
to  go  back  a  good  deal  farther  than  had  been  gone  by  any 
of  thofe  by  whom  the  fubjeft  had  been  mentioned.     What 
he  (hould  flate  in  the  firft  inftance,    he  ihould  (late   on 
the    authoiity   of    very    prevalent     rumours,     though     he 
tirould  nor  take  upon  himfelf  to  fay    that    thefe  rumours 
were   in  all    lefpefts  accurate  as  to  the  fa£h.      He   had 
good  reafon,    however,   for  believing  that   as  early  as  ttie 
fpring  of  lad  year,  feveral  perfons  of  eminent  chara6>cr,  and  ' 
invefted  with  conftderable  iituations,  had  come  from  Swit* 
'aerland  to  London,  with  the  view  of  confuliing  about  the 
beft  means    of  providing   againft  that  interference  of  the 
French  Government  in  their  internal  aiFairs  they  had  even 
then  begun  to  dread.     He  had  heard  that  thefe  individuals 
fo  far  from  being  received  with  favour  or  with  kindnefs,  it 
vras  not  till  after  a  foliciiaiion  of  near  two  momhs  that  they 
could  gain  admifTion  to  ^ny  one  of  his  Majefty's  Minifters. 
This  was  a  circumftance  of  con(iderablc  importance,  and 
could  not  fail  to  make  a  ftrong  impreffion  on  the  Houfe.   But 
he  wifhed  to  point  out  particularly  the  application  of  this 
circumftance,  as  throwing  light  on  thecondiift  of -Minifters. 
They  inuft  have  known   long  before  Oftober,  when  their 
remonftrance  in  behalf  of  Switzerland  was  prefented,  what 
was  the  real  fttuaiion  of  that  country. 

In  June,  the  fears,  the  wifhes  and  the  views  of  the  inha- 
bitants had  been  explained  to  them.  He  wKhed  to  know 
from  Miniflers  what  circumftances  exifted  to  induce  them  to 
remt)nftratc  in  October,  which  did  not  operate  with  equal 
fnrce  in  June?  Was  not  the  right  of  interference  equal? 
Were  not  the  claims  ot  the  Swifs  as  powerful  ?  Was  not 
therr  fitifation  as  much  recommended  to  proteflion  ?  Was 
there  not  then  a  much  greater  probability  of  fifccefsful  reKft- 
ance  thaH  at  the  time  when  the  remonftrance  was  prefented, 
M  hen  in  fa6^,  that  was  done  bf;  ond  the  power  of  reparation, 
^hich  it  was  the  objc6l  of  Mr.  Moore's  journey  lo  prevent  ? 
Djd'MiniftersexpcA  that  any  thing  myfterious  was  to  refult 

from 
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from  this  journey  ?  Did  they  hope  to  find  an  Audrtan  arcny 
at  Con(lance»  ready  to  afford  proteAion  to  a  perfacuted 
country..  The  whole  remonftrance  evinced  neither  dignity 
nor  forefight.  It  was  equally  dellitute  of  policy,  wildoai» 
or  ability. 

But»  there  was  another  circunaftance  attending  this  remon« 
ftrance,  to  which  he  thought  it  might  not  be  improper  (o  call 
the  attention  of  the  Hnufe.  The  memorial  had  been  pre* 
fented  to  the  French  Government  on  the  loth  of  Odobefy 
and  nothing  more  is  heard  of  it  till  the  27th  of  February^ 
when  Lord  Whitworth  is  inftni(9ed  to  demand  an  anfwer  to 
the  remonRrance.  Was  no  inquiry  made  during  the  whole 
intermediate  fpace^  in  what  light  the  memorial  was  regarded 
by  the  French  Guvernment  ?  Was  this  a  matter  of  fuch 
trifling  importance*  that  Miniders  chofe  to  overlook  it  ? 
Was  not  this  reCufal  to  give  any  anfwer^  an  indired  way 
of  telling  Miniflers,  that  the  French  Government  was  deter* 
mined  not  to  permit  them  to  interfere  on  the  continent  ? 
Was  it  not  a  tacit  mode  of  eftablifliii^  what  Minifters  could 
not  but  know  was  the  avowed  and  favourite  objeiQ  of  the 
ambition  of  the  Firft  Conful ^  MiniAers»  on  every  confidera* 
tion  of  wifdom  and  policy,  ought  much  earlier  to  have  de-. 
manded  explanation.  But  this. wasjuft  a  part  of  their  geaeral 
IVftem.  As  to  Piedcnonty  he  had  to  offer  a  few  obfervations*. 
On  a  former  occafion  the  fituation  of  the  King  of  Saiv^inia; 
had  given  rife  to  a  good  deal  of  difcuffion.  On  the  debates 
on  the  definitive  treaty »  when  it  was  objeSed  that  no  provi*. 
fion  was  obtained  for  that  Sovereign,  a  noble  Secretary  of 
Slate  oppofite  (Lord  Hawkefbury)  had  faid,  that  he  had  not 
only  loft  all  right  to  interference  on  his  behalf  on  the  part  of 
this  country,  but  had,  from  his  conduA»  placed  bimfelf  in 
the  fituation  of  being  confidqred  as  an  enemy. 

Againft  fuch  a  view  of  the  i'ubjedt  he  did  proteft  at  the 
time,  and  niuft  at  all  tiroes  proteift  in  the  flrongefl  terms. 
Becaufe  a  Prince  who,  fighting  in  our  caui'e,  had  been  ftrip* 
ped  of  his  dominions,  and  deprived  of  his  all,  was  for  a 
while  obliged  to  aflame  the  nominal  appearance  of  a  feet  • 
he  could  never  admit  the  dodrines  which  the  nQble  Locd 
had  laid  down.  But  on  a  fudden  a  moft  important  changa 
is  introduced  in  the  fituation  of  tliis  Sovereign.  From  being, 
fomctbine  little  lliort  of  an  avowed  enemy,  he  is  at  once 
converted  into  a  favouicJ  ally,  for  whom  ample  fecurjty  is 
to  be  obtained  for  all  his  iofTes.  And  how  is  this  new  in« 
indemnity  ;o  be  procured  ?  Wliy,  by  the  rare  fcbenie  of  the ' 

ceffioo 
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ceffion  of  Lampedafa,  and  by  tacking  the  poor  King  of 
Sardinia  to  the  end  of  ihc  projet,  which  cqntains  two  »rli^ 
cles  which  may  be  cither  admitted  or  not,  as  the  Fi each 
Minifier  for  foreign  affairs  choofes  to  receive  them.  Whc^ 
tlier,  however,  the  menace  of  war  or  the  proffer  of  peace 
was  confidered»  the  whole  cundud  of  Minifters  to  that  un- 
fortunate Prince  appeared  equally  difgufling.  Now  as  to 
the  direct  fubjefl  of  Malta.  He  could  not  but  think  that  jk 
total  want  of  policy  with  regard  to  Ruflia  had  been  difco-  , 
fered  by  Minifleis,  while  negotiations  were  going  forward 
<>n  this  fubjc^.  Ruflia  is  allowed  on  all  hands  to  have  been 
the  principal  power  on  which  Minifters  relied  for  the  gua- 
rantee of  Malta  at  the  time  the  tenth  article  of  the  treaty 
was  formed.  Now,  what  happened  while  fuch  was  the 
avowed  wifli  and  defign  of  Minifters  ?  Minifters  figned  a 
treaty,  by  one  article  of  which  Ruflia  is  to  be  invited  to  be 
ohe  of  the  guarantees  of  the  independence  of  the  ifland  of 
Malta;  and  this  Minifters  do,  while  at  the  very  moment 
they  were  making  this  rcqniiition,  they  wcreconfcious  tha,t 
iuch  a  guarantee  wouMbe  dircftly  contrary  to  a  previous 
arrangement  betwixt  this  country  and  Ruflia — ("Here  the 
rij^ht  hon.  Member  read  an  extraftfrttm  Count  Woronzow's 
Note  on  the  1 2th  of  November,  ftatiog  this  fadl.] 

The  hiftory  which  he  bad  now  to  prcfcnt  to  the  Hotife 
on  the  fubje^  of  Malta  was  fliort  and  fimple,  unlefs  the 
note  to  which  he  had  alluded  was  a  6\tt€L  forgery,  which 
there  was  no  reafon  whatever  to  fuppofe.  The  language  of 
the  Emperor  of  Ruflia  to  the  Minifters  of  this  country,  or  to  * 
the  French  GoTcrnmeni  is—"  You  wifli  me  to  be  one  of 
the  guarantees  of  Malta,  agreeably  to  the  tenth  article  of  the 
Treaty  of  Amiens,  which  I  am  far  from  wlfhing  to  under- 
take ;  but  if  I  were  willing,  I  cannot  accept  the  invitation  % 
it  is  not  in  my  power,  as  you,  the  Minifters  of  Great  Britain, 
muft  be  perfedly  aware.  You  know  that  I  have  already  en- 
tered into  an  agreement  with  your  Court  relative  to  Malta » * 
in  its  nature  entirely  contrary  to  the  guarantee  you  require.** 
]%  it  really  true  that  the  King's  Minifters  knew  that  fuch  was ' 
the  iiiuation  of  the  Emperor  of  Ruflia  with  regard  to  Malta  { 
ahd  did  they  really  form  an  article  which  they  muft  have 
be^n  confciou^  at  the  time  could  never  be  fulfilled.  Thofe 
who  objected  to  the  article  originally,  did  fo  on  the  ground 
of  the  difficulties  which  could  not  fail  to  attend  its  bein^ 
cai^ried  into  execution.  How  much  ftronger  reafons  had 
Minifters  to  entertain  fuch  an  opinion.    They  knew  that  it 

wais 
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tras  eontraiy  to  the  wtili^  cff  the  Fntperor  of  RiifHa  to  iindeiw 
tftkethe  guanmiee.  Thty  knew  further  <har  it  was  impAffible 
heoMikl,  confldemly  wirh  a  foritier  folemn  engagement, 
ondcrtake  it,  and  yei  with  fuch  knowledge  they  conclude  ihe 
treaty,  atid  gravely  call  for  the  guarantee.  In  the  whole  an* 
Bib  of  diplomacy,  he  believed,  it  would  be  difficult  to  find 
%ay  para.'lel  %o  the  condiidt  of  MiniQers  in  this  point ;  of  a 
piece  with  this  was  the  manner  in  which  they  hdd  a^ed 
wtth'Tefped  to  the  fate  of  the  pri(»riesof  the  Older  of  Maltft 
ki  Spain.  They  knew«  that  without  revenues  the  reftoration 
of  the  Order  was  utterly  impraAicsble,  but,  at  the  very  ttm'e 
irhen  the  Dtrfinitive  Treaty  was  finned,  they  had  every  rea« 
tan  for  thinking  that  in  Italy ^  in  Bavaria,  and  in  Spain,  the 
serenues  of  the  Order  wera  ei-iher  confifcated,  or  on  the  eve 
of  being  confircatedy  in  thefe  (everal  countries.  After  all 
Ais  knowUrdge,  they  come  forward  and  call  for  the  guaran- 
tees, to  pave  the  way  for  the  reftoration  of  the  Onler.  He 
was  anxious  to  hear  what  account  MiniAers  ^ould  be  able  to 

five  of  thefe  circumftances,  to  which*  he  had  now  alluded, 
f  they  were  falfe,  he  Ihould  rejoice  to  find  that  this  wais  the 
cafe.  If,  however,* on  the  other  band,  they  were  not  falfe, 
how  was  it  pofliblefor  any  man  lo  conceive  that  Miniftcrs  ever 
could  have  entertained  the  remoteft  idea  of  the  refloraiion  of 
the  order  of  St.  John  of  Jeiufalem  in  Malta?  Before  he'cph- 
chided,  he  wilhed  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  a  few 
moments  on  the  fubje£t  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope.  Of 
the  importance  of  the  Cape  as  a  naval  ftaiion,  no^dtverfity^ 
of  opinion  prevailed.  All  thofe  whofe  habits  of  life  led 
them  to  form  the  moft  accurate  ideas  of  its  value,  were  ihofe 
who  fpoke  moft  highly  of  its  importance.  It  was  merely  with^ 
tke  view  of  an  abfoluie  neceflity  of  \\s  furrender  at  (he  con* 
clofion  of  peace,  that  the  ctflion  was  ever  attempted  to  be 
juflificd.  On  this  ground  alone  had  the  expediency  of  ceding 
the  Cape  been  argued,  both  in  the  Preliminary  Aiticles  and 
file  Definitive  Treaty.  With  this*tmpreflion  powerfully 
operating  on  his  Aiind,  it  was,  he  faid,  with  no  fmali  degree 
of  furprife  that  he  found,  on  referring  to  ihe  French  official 
papers,  that  the  propofiiion  for  ceding  the  Cape  originated 
with  the  Minifter&of  this  country  ;  that  it  was  brought  for-  * 
wardeven'fo  early  as  the  fecond  conference.  He  begged 
leiYe  to  prefs  this  on  the  attention  of  the  Houfs,  which  in. 
the  minds  of  many  Gentlemen  could  not  fail  to  excite  very 
coofiderabie  furprife.  He  recurred  to  the  order  for  retaining 
the  Cape,  and  on  thil(  fubje^t  he  made  fome  very  pointed  ob- 
VuL.  IV*  1802*3.  F  fcrvations. 
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Cervations.  It.  was  generatlf  underftoed .  tha  otdetirfat  |ji# 
uerencion  were  Tent  out  on  the  r6th  of  Odober»  withrefe» 
rcncc  to  the  profpcA  of  a  war.  with  France,  on  account  of 
her  unjtiftifiable  interference  with  Switserland,  He  would 
not  now  decide  how  far  this  was  politic  or  wife.  But.  this,' 
however,  he  wotild  fay,  thit,  if  the  interference  of  France 
with  SwiTzerland  was  a  jufl  ground  of  war,  the  fame  mter-» 
ference  with  refpeft  to  Holland  was  a  ftill  more  powerful 
i^eafon  for  hoftiliiies.  If  the  occupation  of  Switzerland  hf 
f  rench  troops  was  a  fair  ground  of  remonftrance,  ic  furely 
Vras  not  lefs  fo  with  regard  to  Holland.  Now  how  did  tho 
cafe  (land  herein  Miniderson  the  i6th  of  Odoberdifparched 
orders  to  retain  the  Cape  of  GockI  Hope,  under  an  appte* 
benflon  of  the  renewal  of  war,  on  account  of  the  unjuft  au 
tempts  of  the  French  Government  to  impofe  a  form  of  go* 
vernment  on  the  Swifs  people.  On  the  14th  of  November 
they  receive  a  difpatch  from,  the  firitith  Minifter  at  the 
Hague,  which  gives  them  no  room  to  entertain  any  hope  of 
the  French  troops  being  fpeedily  withdrawn  from  Holland. 
Now.  what  fteps  do  they  take  on  receiving  this  intelligence  ? 
Po  they  difcover  new  jealoufy,  and  adapt  new  meafures  of 
precaution?  On  the  contrary,  they  fend  out  orders  for  the 
evacuation  of  the  Cspe  E  He  defired  Gentlemen  to  coritraft 
this  with  the  order  of  the  fame  day  on  the  preceding  month, 
and  then  judge  of  the  talents  or  the  confiftency  of  Miniflers. 
The  right  hon.  Gentleman,  after  recapitulating  and  enforcing 
all  his  arguments,  fat  down  by  giving  his  cordial  vote  for  dc«. 
daring  his  Majefty's  prefent  MiniHers  unworthy  of  the  con- 
fidence of  Parliament,,  and  uo&t  to  aianage  the  affairs  of  the 
empire  at  fo  perilous  a  crifis. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  next  rofe.  I  Ihould  not. 
Sir,  faid  he,  rife  in  the  prefent  difcuilion,  were  it  not 
that  feveral  of  the  charges  and  obfeivations  that  have  been 
fo  forcibly  infifted  upon  by  the  right  hon.  Gqntlemaa  * 
who  fpoke  laft,  feemed  perfonaliy  to  be  directed  againft 
roe,  and  that  I  am  but  too  fenlibie  of  the  weight  they  muft 
carry  with  them  when  they  come  under  the  fanAiun  and 
a(jthority  of  his  name.  Much,  Sir«  has  on  the  piefeiU  and 
on  former  o/ccafloos  been  remarked  upon  tlie  1*reaty  of 
Amien$.  I  Ihall  now  opiy  repeat  what  I  arl  ways  have  felt  an4 
faid  refpeding  it,  via.  that  confcientioufly  aud  delibctately* 
I  enteilain  the  fan^e  opinion  of  it  as  I  did  at  the  time  it  was 
immediately  under  dircuflion,  and  that  opinion  prunipts  me 
to  prgoounce,  that  it  was  a  meafure  not  only  wii<;i  prudent,  * 

and 
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'ind  neceflary  at  the  time  it  was  adopted,  but  that  it  has 
face  been  prroduftive  of  the  moft  beaeficial  confequences  i 
nor  ^11  I  beittate  to  affirm,  tliat  I  &ouJd  not  have  now  to 
rnngratulate  you.  Sir,  tlieHoufe,  and  the  countryi  on  the 
fjpirit,  tfae  vigour,  and  the  iinanimity,  whicii  the  prefent 
tmergeocv  has  called  /orth,  were  it  not  for  that  very  treaty 
.which  is  fo  loudly  arraigned  and  fo  feverely  lligmatized* 
Of  the  wtfdutn  and  beneficial  confequences  of  that  treatyy 
not  only  do  I  continue  to  retain  a  hardened  fenfe,  but  I  ant 
ready.  Sir,  now  to  go  further,  and  to  affirm  that  it  was  alio 
.wife  and  deilrabie  to  endeavour  to  maintain  it;  and  until 
•the  cauies  have  occurred  which  produced  the  prefent  rup* 
lure,  caufes  which  have  been  flated  with  all  poflibte  truth 
and  accuracy,  it  was  the  firft  wifh  of  my  heart.  Sir,  and  I 
think  I  may  venture  to  fay  that  it  was  likewife  the  firft  wifh 
of  tlie  hearts  of  my  colleagues  in  office,  that  the  peace 
might  have  been  maintained,  if  it  could  be  maintained  con<* 
fifiently  with  the  honour,  the  dignity,  and  the  intereils  of 
the  country.  But  fince  our  anxious  wiflies  in  that  refpedt 
have  been  fruftrated,  and' war  has  necefTarily  arilen,  I  truft, 
Sir,  I  am  prepared  lo  meet  the  crifis  with  the  feciiligs  of  an 
Kngiifhman ;  and,  anxious  as  I  was  to  fheath  the  fword,  I 
fhall  now  be  found  no  iefs  determined  to  un(heath  it,  until 
it  appears  that  \ht  honour  of  the  country  remains  un« 
touched,  and  that  its  fafety  and  independence  are  more 
efieduaily  fccured. 

Let  me  now,  Sir,  be  permitted  to  advert  to  what  has  been 
rather  harfkly  obferved,  refpedihg  the  temper  which  ,his 
Majefty*s  Minifters  are  faid  to  have  borne  with  the  con* 
duft  of  the  French  Government.  Tlieir  defire  of  peace 
had,  no  doubt,  iMuQcd  them  to  manifeft  no  inconfiderable 
Aiare  of  patience  anH  forbearance;  but  they  felt  that  the 
fitiiation  of  France  itfelf,  and  the  circumftances  in  which 
was  placed  the  perfun  who  held  the  chief  rule  in  that  coun- 
try, called  for  fome  aflowances.  Thefe  circumftahces 
might  feem,  perhaps,  for  a  time  to  juflify  the  condud  of  that 
peribn.  His  mind  was  To  pampered  with  viflories;  it  was 
li  dazzled  wiih  c!ie  additional  fj^tendor  that  was  (hed  upon 
Ih  name,  thjt  it  might  not  be  fair  to  expeS  he  would  im« 
mediately  fit  down  quiet,  and  foberly  examine  what  might 
beft  belong  to  his  new  fituation.  Under  that  imprefiion  it 
was  judged  wife  to  obfcrve  a  certain  degree  of  forbearance 
with  vcipeA  to  what  fhould  otherwife  be  noticed  in  the 
French  Government  at  other  times  and  under  other  circum- 
Raoces.     A  dclire  to  make  thefe  allowances  producedL  the 
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forbeafan^e  wh  cli  had  ^marked  the  condud  of  Mmifiers ;  A 
condtifi:,  Sir,  to  which  i  feel  is  now  owing  the  fpiiit  und 
the  energy  wbioh  the  country  feems  prepared  to  difpUf. 
'l*hd!t  forbearance  which  fonie  Gentlemen  are  fb  prone  t^ 
tenfure,  Minifters,  I  think.  Sir,  have  reafon  to  boafl  of. 
It  has  produced  no  bad  confequcnce^,  if  we  are  to  go  t« 
war;  it  has  neither  delayed  too  long,  nor  has  it  brought  it 
on  one  hour  too  fuon.  if  it  had  been  brought  on  fooner^ 
we  fhouid  nut  be  adtuated  by  that  fpirit  and  courage  whtcb^ 
under  the  guidance  of  Providence,  wiilp  I  trufi,  enable  us 
to  get  through  a  contell  with*  honour  and  fuccefs  1  will 
again  repeat  it.  1  am  free  to  confefs,  the  condud  of  his 
Majelly*s  Minifters  has  argued  throughout,  an  uniform  fpi* 
rit  of  foi^earance,  which  might  appear,  perhaps,  to  have 
been  carried  to  an  extreiiie;  but  1  am  at  the  Came  tiitie 
warranted  in  aflerting,  that  in  no  inftance  has  it  exhibited 
a  fingle  proof  of  unmanly  and  unbecoming  conceffion;  and 
in  no  inftance  has  it  been  maiked  by  any  one  a&  of  that 
deicription.  Let  me  next,  Sir,  briefly  advert  to  the  lan- 
guage which  I  am  faid  to  have  held  upon  different  occaiions. 
i  have  been  chained.  Sir,  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  of 
boJding  out  expedations  of  the  continuance  of  peace,  which 
expectations  have  lince  been  proved  not  (o  be  juAified  by 
circumftances  of  the  moment.  His  Majefiy's  Minifters 
have  alio  been  charged  with  withholding  from  Parliament 
thofe  communications  which  Parliament  had  a  right  to  ex* 
peA,  and  which  it  was  their  duty  to  have  made.  As  far, 
oir,  as  my  recolleAion  will  bear  me  back,  I  am  ready  to 
Feftate  the  expreflions  to  which  the  right  hon.  GentlemaQ 
feems  to  allude.  My  noble  Friend  (Lord  Hawkeibury)  alfo 
exprefled  himfelf  in  the  fame  language.  We  ftated  that  we 
bad  no  reliance  at  any  time  on  the  continuance  of  peace» 
but  fuch  as  arofe  from  a  view  of  the  fituation  of  the  enemy, 
and  the  confcioufnefs  of  our  own  ftrength.  .France  might 
have  difcovered  the  fame  refllefs  fpirit  of  ambition  that  has 
ever  marked  herchaiader.  Yet,  on  the  occafion  to  which 
the  right  hon  Gentleman  feems  to  refer,  i  did  fay,  that  the 
peace  might  lad  as  long  as  any  other;  and  1  then  alfo  added, 
that  the  only  chance  of  its  continuance  arofe  from  theeneigy 
6f  our  ftrengih,  and  the  impregnable  fecurii)  of  our  refources. 
I  was  of  the  fame  opinion  when  the  prtliminaries  wcredif- 
cufled.  l*he  fame  language  have  I  held  in  the  debates  of 
laft  feiEon^  But  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  obfervcs,  that 
the  condud  of  the  French  Gorernment  lliould  have  infpired 
different  apprebenfioos.    I  am  fure,  &r,  1  am  hot  very  much 
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difpofed  to  flatter  an^  compliixvent  the  perfon  who.  U  DQW

Let  ihein 
ednfult  the  fpeech  of  bis  Majetty  at  the  beginning  of  the 
feflioni  the  adklrefs^  and  eyen  the  amendment  to  the  addrefs^ 
Whkb  were  moved  on  that  occalion.     Do  they  impfy  any 
thing  like  the  ot>inion  whkb  I  am  aflerted  to  huve  uttered  > 
Oft  the  contrary  I  did  not  the  fentiments  there  exprtflctf 
trteaie  great  anxiety  in  the  tnlnds  of  foroe  Oenilcmen  f  Is  ft 
to  be  fuppofcd  that  I  (hOuW  liave  expreflcd  a  perfeA  con^ 
virion  tli^t  no  renewa!  of  hoflilitles  would  take  place*  at  a 
time  when  I  was  agreeing  to  a  large  tiaval  and  military 
cftablifhment  ?      Why   then   (hould   thofc    who   propofed 
fuch   precautloftSi    be    imagined   to    be   wholly    without 
any   apprehenfiun   of  war?    This  fOrely  Would  argue   a 
flraflge   and   unaccountable  inconfiftency    between    theit 
opinions  and   their  meafures.     The  preparations  then  ad- 
tifed  and  purfucd,  are   therefore  the  beft  proof  of  wliat 
were  the  real  ientimcnts  of  Minifteis — and  if  that  proof 
Were  not  fufficient,  an   additional  one   niiglit  He   found. 
Sir,  in  the  obfeivations  which  i  made  at  the  time  it  wa^ 
propofed  to  reftcw  the  reftriflion  on  the  cafli  payments  of  the 
baftki  Vlt.  that  the  ftate  of  Europe  was  the  bed  argvnnefit 
that  tt)u\A  be  urged  in  favour  of  its  adoption.     Miniftera 
Were  alfo  accufcd  of  rta'T  making  formal  communications  to 
parliament  of  the  matters  that  gave  rife  to  the  difcuffions. 
Such  commnnications   might  be  attended  with  the  wortl 
effefts,  and  t'lcrcfore  it  was  prudent  to  withhold  them  unril 
the  time  came  for  making  them  with  fafety.     As  to  the  ap- 
plication from  Swnzerland,  ir  is  true,  Sir,  that  it  took  place 
before  the  meeting  of  Parliament,  but  it  was  then  earneflly 
Wifbed  rhat  no  refiltance  (hould  be  made  on  their  part.    Nof 
Was  there  then  any  combinatron  that  could  give  any  eflcSt 
to  a  fcmofiftrance  in  their  behalf.     When  that  combination 
^fterwdrdf  took  place,  it  was  too  late  to  make  any  fucccfs* 
ful  remonflrahce.     It  is  not  now  tny  intention  to  enter  into 
the  difcufTinn  of  all  the  poinds  that  have  been  referred  to  in 
his  Majefly^s  declaration,  and  which   have  been  confidered 
as  jufi  caofes  of  war.     With  regard  to  Holland,  the  right 
hon.  Qcnitttnan  complained  that  (irong  and  vigorous  remon* 
ftrances  had  not  been  made  for  the  removal  of  the  trench 
troops  from  that  couotry.    The  contrary  would  appear  from 
the   Inftruftio/iS  given  to  Lord   Whitwonh.     Hopes  wcr^ 
giVv  n  by  Mr.  Lifton,  on  the  jth  November>  thai  the  Frencb 
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troops  would  evacuate  Holland ;  but  on  the  lath  that  eKper-r 
Ution  was  djfcouraged.     1  he  Fretich  Govemaientexprefled 

Jwilh  that  the  troops  defiincd  for  Louifiana  fpight  continira 
uine  time  longer  in  ihe  Batavtan  territories;  with  which 
wi(h  the  Batavian  Government  feemed  dirpofed  to  comply  j 
for  they  hinted  a  deGre  thai  we  (hould  forbear  to  interpoff 
in  their  behalf.     On  the  fubjcdl  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope» 
j^iuch,  bir^  had  been  fjidy  and  more  valu?  has  been  ^ttachecl 
lo  that  ptiirdTmn  than,  peihapSi  it  defer ves.     In  my  opinion 
i%  is  of  qnuch  Icfs  value  than  other  poiFedions  which  his  Ma* 
jefly*s  Miniftcrs  were  anxious  to  retain  ;  and  in  this  opiqton.^ 
1  have  been  confirmed  by  the  conctirrence  of  thofe  who  are 
bed  qualified  to  decide  upon  that  queRion.     Befides,  the  fc^ 
tainii.gotit  wiuld  involve  a  large expence ;  for  during  ibe 
Ume  we  were  in  polTeflioa  of  it,  that  expence  amouatodto 
DO  lefs  than  two  million,.

Previous  to  the  conclufion  of  the  preiiniinaricSp  a.CPiTUPuni*' 
catiop  had  been  made  to  the  Ruffian  Goyeroment  of  the 
heads  of  ih^  airangement  refpefiing  Malta:  apd.  tbeo  no 
cbjefiion  was  made  to  the  afrangement^  except. to  ^bat  pajrP 
which  related  to  a  Maltefe  JLraQgue«     We^ierwaxdsy  iinfeadt 
a^eed  to  adopt  the  Ruflian  mode  of.eltdiog  the.  grand  ipaT* 
t^r,  and  hopes  were  given  by  J^rd  St,  Helen's  that  Jiufliai 
.i^'ould  on  ber  part  confent  to  grant  hcr.g|iaraatee»  but  thrAr 
hopes  were  afiprwards  Jifappoiiitpd.     Bpt  with  refpe^l  to 
any  other  engagement,  I   may  again  repeat  it,  that,  th^r^ 
WAS  none,  and  confequently  there  was  no  breach  of  fgiih  on 
o>ii  part  with  fefped  to  Ru^flia*    The  right  hon.  Qentleniao 
is  alfo  pleafed  to  complain  oiF  the  infulis  and  indignities  ofir 
fpred  to  this  country  by  the  French, Goyernii}enr ;  and  of 
t|)cir  difregard  of  our  remohftrances  againft  them,  which,  in 
his  mind,  i&  a  (iiiiicient  ground  for  war.

Could  any  mair  coniider  the 
tdnfetj^eitrofe  of  this  fyftcfm  of  deceit,  and  not  think  fome 
Marked^  dtnfure  upon  thofe  who  had  dared  to  employ  it^ 
aBfolutelV  rieJccfrary«  to  mark  the  refentme«it  of  Parliament? 
SliOiild  it  be  borrfe  tliat  Parliament  (houkl  have  bceif  called 
irpon  to  Vote  uitdet  falfe  pretences  t  that  Member^  fhould 
have  been  fern  down  among  their  conilituertts  (as  had  hap* 
fenedat  ttie  Chrilhnas  recefs)  to  fpread  falfehoodahd  error 
fftrooghoot  the  countrv  ;  and  that  the  confiding  countrjf 
ihould  hai^e&een  mifled  into  incorred  and  groundlefs  view5« 
end  deluded  into  viffi^jitary  hopes,  only  that  it  might  feel 
more  ferioufly  the  blow  of  difappointment  ?  Poi*  what  por- 
j*ofe  could  it'  be  ihnt  Minifters  had  thought  ibis  fyftem  of 
deception,  this  trick  upon  the  nation*  advifeable  ?  Was  it 
deiign  ?  Wba'  polflble  |;ood  could  arife  from  it }  Are  men 
l^^tter  prcpahrd'  for  action  when  they  are  rouzed  out  of  a 
fl^ep,  atidt  as.  they  fancy,  fecuiie  ilumber?  or  wa$  it  ifl 
fport  only  that  Minifters  fpread  ihefe  gjv  ddufiom  ?  Was 
it  matter  of  amufemeni  to  them  to  engage  the  cummerce  of 
the  country  in  wide  fpeculations,  and  hazandous  eBterprizes^ 
that  drey  might  fee  how  men  would  look^  when  afudden 
limt  oncxpefled  check  wrefted  their  progrcfs,  or  presented 
their  e:(pe£led  returns  ?  or  was  it  Iheer  ignorance  ?  Did 
they  not  know  what  they  were  about  f  Is  their  excufe  fur 
hiring  duped  England*  that  they  were  themfclves  the 
dupes  of  France  ?  Had  they  in  iheir  poflefGon,  had  they 
fcefore  tlirt^eyes,  and  in  their  minds,  (hole  documents  which 
tb^v  have  noW  at  length  put  into  the  hands  of  Fbrliatncnt« 
thoife  itrotds  of  infult,  injury,  and  aggreilinri,  fuf&cient, 
O^tt*^  ihodld  think,  to  av^kcn  the  moft  lloggilh  fulpicion  ; 
ilut  did  tiity  fuij^eA  ndtbing  of  the  insecurity  of  tlicir  peace  t 
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TUpre  was  but  thb  altcwtive,. either  thf*y  niiift  havq  be^ 

deceived  iheoifelVes,  or  they  muft  wilfully  and  wantonJy>  . 
aod  mod  audacioufly  haVe  iQippfed  upon  the  public ;  In  re&  ' 
prefenting  as  foUd*  fiibftantial*    and  durable,  .that  peact# 
wliofe  bafelefs  fabric  w,a§  at  that  very  moment  crumbling 
uadcr  theii;  feet.   .  He  would  not  refer  to  ibh  inftances  wlucb* . 
had  been  piiticularly  quoted,  to  thofe  exprelUpns  of  the 
rinht  lion.  Gentleman  below  him  in  particular  (the  Chad-: 
cciJur  of  the  Excliequer)  fo  ralbly  haiarded,  and  now  fa . 
ingenioufly  explained.     He.did  nut  fay,  '*  fro/cund  p^%ct.*\. 
Did  he  nol?    1  he»many  who  thought  they  heard  him  mutt' 
have  been  wondci fully  miflaken  ;  oi:  if  he  Jdj  fay  *^  pr§* 
/oufidt*  (he  might  ha\e  f^id  it  then,,  it  appeared)  it  wa» 
only  becaule  **  |)rofound'*  and  **  peacj?"  were  fo  apt  to  come'        . 
tc^ether.     Happy,  dignified,  and  fatisfadory  explaiiatioa  1 .        | 
He  would  not  dwell  upon  this  point.    He  would  content.       9 
himfelf  with  exprefting  his  hearty  adoption  of  e^rery  wordi| 
of  a  i:e(olution,  w^hicb  went  to  mark  ^%iih  cenfure^  repro*. 
bation,  and  contempt,  afyilemfo'onworthvofthc^QoVern^/ 
luent  of  a  couniry  like  this;  a  fyftem  wjiich  tnuft  lower  ^ 
that  Government  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  world,  and  eipeciall/t 
of  the  enemy  We  had  to  contend  with  ;  and  which  tended^ 
to  unneiye  and  uoprepare  thfc  minds  of  the  people;  fox  tho 
crifis  which  they  weie  to  mef^t,  «and  the  eiSsertions  which- 
they  muit  neceflarily  make  to  meet  it.     tJnprepared,  bt^ 
flili  trufted,^  they  would  not  be  found  i  but  if  not,  it  itraar ' 
oaly  becaufe   the  fpirit,  courage,  and  magnanimity  of  the> 
nation  were  fuperior  to  all  the  efforts  of  their  Government' 
to  extinguilh  and  overlay  them.  i 

I'he  Uiird  refolution  no  man  couid  Compare  firil  with, 
tl^  papers  upon  the  table,  and  fecondly  with  the  avowais- 
efi^ied  tliis  night  from  his  Majefty's  Minifters,  without 
f^^^utg.^si  painful  convidion  .of  its  truth — of  a  troth  evea' 
m(>re  afil^ing  and  more  difcreditable  ev'en  thati  that  refo^. 
li^tioa  flates.  it.  Not  only  did  it  appear,  beyond  contradict 
tion,  that  opportunities  had  been  loll,  for  checking  tl)e  ag-  . 
greffions  of  France,  by  timely  reprefentation  and  firm  and 
dignified  iemo.nHrance-^npt  only  had  the^^grofleft  infults 
been  pailed  by  without  any  attempt  to  obtain  reparatiocit 
tl^  Q^oA  flagrant  violations  of  treaty  fuffered  to  cootinu0 
without  obi'ervation  i  but  it  appeai^ed  noWt  from  tlie  avowat 
of  the  Chancellor  of  the  £xcbec}uer,  tlut  thefeomimoos^tuk, 
th'e  part  of  his  Majefly's  Governoient,  had  been  oiniflioa» 
not  of  negligence,  not  of  inadvertency*  but  of  deflgia.  They^ 
had,  it  feen^*  been  reiotfs  upon  fy0em;  tkey.  had  HudUu 
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oiifty  fuffered  their  wrongs  to  accumulate ;  €hey  had  diii- 
gCnUy  noted  theoi,  to  be  Aire,  as  they  occurred,  but  that 
was  all— they  noted  them  for  their  own  private  fatisfadioQ 
ooJy,  not  with  any  idea  of  applying  for  redrcfs-wand  why  ? 
tb.e    reaibn    was^  truly    admirable — why — becaufe    they 
thoitght»  in  iheir*  profound  wifdom,  they  thought  the  Go- 
vernment of  Bonaparte  entitled  to  peculiar  indulgence  ; 
that  it  did  not  become  any  regular  eftablilhed  Government 
to  find  fault  with  tlie  accidental  extravagancies  and  eccen- 
tricities of  {o  extraordinary  and  undefinable  a  power.    With 
other  governments  they  would  liave  been  all  courage,  and 
vigilance,  all  high  point  of  honour,  and  quick  lefentment 
of  injury.     But  Bonaparte,  truly,  was  to  be  treated  *^with 
forbearance ;  Bonaparte  was  not  to  be  bound  to  common 
rules^  or  expefted  to  conform  himfelf  to  the  ordinary  re- 
litidns  of  political  intercourfe  !     His  green  and  raw  ufur* 
pation  .was  entitled   to  pj-ivileges  and  indulgences  which 
WQutd  have  been  denied  to  hereditary  monarchy,  and  an- 
tieot,  recognised,  legitimate  fway  !     I  am  glad.  Sir,  (faid 
Mr.  Canning)  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  ha^  fairly* 
avowed  his  fyilem.     It  is  exaAly  what  I  have  all  along  fui- 
pe&ed  it  to  be ;  though  I  own  I  did  not  fufpeft  that  be 
\^ould  fo  openly  have  avowed  It.*  I  fay.  Sir,  that  this  is; 
the  very  error,  the  fundamental' fault,  the  radical  vice  and 
itiifchief  of  the  fyftem  upon  which  the  conduft  of  our  Go- 
vcrftmcBt  towards  Prance  has  been  regulated;  and 'in  my' 
dbnfcience  I  believe  it  is  to  this  that  we  ate  in  a  great  mea- 
Aire  to  attribute  the  fkrugglein  which  we  are  now  involved/ 
I  do  not  mean  to  fay  that  fooner  or  later  that  ftruggle  might- 
dot  at  all  events  have  come.     But  I  do  fay  that  it  has  been 
hailened,  that  it  has  been  enfured,  that  it  has  been  ']>ro*- 
Voked  (not  wilfully«--far  be  it  from  me  to  impute  to  the  pre«> 
fent  Government  de%n,  or  at  leaft  fuccefsful  defign,  dcfignr 
which  iias  adually  produced  the  object  to  which  it  was  di*' 
yeded)  by  a  fyftem  of  condtiQ  the  mofl  diametricaUy  oppo« 
file  4o  that  which  ought  to  have  been  adopted ;  to  that 
wlikh  every  feeling  of  honour,  of  prodence,  and  of  fafcty^ 
pla4nly  recommended.     Our  ilandtiught  to  liave  been  made 
soc  on  tbelaft  infult,  but  on  the  firil ;  be  it  what  it  might. 
Vnufual  iod«ilgence  to  Bonaparte  I  He  ought  to  have  been 
watched:  and  to 'have  known  that  he  was  watched  with 
HAufual  jealoufy.  •  The  firil  moment  that  he  outftcpped^ 
with  negard  to  this  coitatry,  the  line  of  refped«  of  decency* 
of  hopounybie  confideracion  to  which  we  feci  ourfeives  en« 
tilled  (at  i^aft  I  bopc^we  continue  to.  feel  ourfeives) »  he 
1.  ..  -»  '  ihould 
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fliould  have  been  met  with  firmnefs — with  temper,  to  b« ' 
fure,  with  moderation,  if  yuu  will — but  wfth  firmnefs  aboYO 
all>    and  plainly  giveii  to  underfhtnd  that  it  was  not  (a* 
that  Great  Britain  was  accuftomed  to  be  treated ;  that  fach* 
was  not  the  footing  of  intercrvurfe  upon  which  (he  was' 
picpared  to  place  berfetf ;  that  ihe  would  herfeif  refpe^l  a^ 
power  with  whom  (be  bad  made  peace>  but  that  Ihc  ex-- 
pefted,  and  wottid  demand,  urge,  and,  if  neceflary,  would* 
cofoixe,  equal,  reciprocal  refpeft  in  her  turn.     Would  you. 
then  have  precipitated  the  war?     In  my  confcience  i'b^* 
Jieve  I  (hould  have  retarded,  poilibly  hare  prevented  it, ' 
One  infult  tamely  borne  is  an  invitation  to  a  fecond.     An 
injury  helplefsly  acquiefced  in,  is  a  (ignal  for  more.    Tern* 
perately  and  (leadily  pppofed  in  his  firft  attempt  upon  our, 
intercfls,  or  upon  our  honour,  Bonaparte  would  have  hetU, 
lated  before  he  tried  a  fecond  experiment.    As  it  was,  he  had 
nothing  to  deter  him.     He  had  every  temptailon  10  proceed.-* 
He  faw  plainly  enough  that  he  was  confidered,  as  the  right' 
hi>u.  Gentjeman  now  owns  he  did  confider  hinii  as  a  privi-. 
legcd  perfoo — that  ap  untitled  ufurper  was  in  (he  eyes  of  the, 
Britith  MioiAry  ^  favoured  power-^and  he  ufed  his  privilege 
accordingly.     I  do  not  wonder  at  him. ,,  I  hardly  blame  him.  ^ 
FIcih  af>d  blood — at  lealt  a  tyrant's  fieih  and  blood»  couldf. 
h?fdly  icfid  the  temptation  of  uampling  upon  un/efiJUng,  im- 
hjeciUiy.     J^ut  for  my  country  {  do  complain,  that  its  ho*. 
oour  has  been  facrificcd^  and  its  interc(ls  trifled  with.  In.  a. 
vain  and  foolifli  attcn^pt  to  propitiate  violence  by  Xi/|^pniiIion,[ 
and  |o  r^pelaggrellion  by  tamenefsand  indulgence. .  I  docom**^ 
plain,  that  inlieadof  having  taken  the  bed  chance  of  avert*., 
lAg  war  altogether^  by  a  timely  notice  of  our  determination. 
ta  encounter  it  rather  ihao  fubmit  to  oppredion,  or  to  fham^j,. 
wt  have,  I  fay»  enfured  the  war,  fuch  as  ii  now  comes  vpqi^. 
us»  and  luve  gained  by  uurfyAem  of  forbearance  no  othei:, 
advantage  than  this  whining  catalogue  of  unredrclfed  grievr. 
aacesy  lo  which  the  right   hon.  Gentleman  appeals,   as  4^ 
pr<iot  of  his  wildom  and  moderation,  but  which  {  confider  asi 
itie  (trongeft  evidence  of  weaknefs  and  mifcondu£t.. 

With  regard  to  the  fourth  refolution,  which  related  to  tiie^ 
furreiidcr  of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  at  the  time»  and  tindc:r 
the  circumftances  of  its  final  furreAder—« while  HollamI,  to 
which  it  was  nominally  reftored,  was  yet  occupied  by  French 
armies,  which  our  temporary  retention  of  the  Cape  had  fur« 
ni(hed  a  pretext  for  re-inforcing-^while  many  maxrial  poinia  . 
wefii  in  difcuffioa  between  the  two  Governmeiits^-^wbtn  chat « 
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yerjr  poinVy  upon  wMch^  as  it  novr  appears^  our  Govern- 
tneni  was  'refolved  at  length  to  nnake  a  ftand,  was  lull  ii^ 
▼Mw,  and  to  be  fpeediiy  brought  to  a  deciflon:  with  regard 
t#  this  re^Dlutloft,  as  it  had  been  fo  unanCwerably  ai^ed  by 
hts  right  hon.  Friend  (Mr.  Grenvine)^  andas  a  reply  to  his 
ilatetnent — if  reply  there  could  be— yet  remained  to  be  of- 
fered on  the  part  of  Minifters,  he  would  not  detain  the  Houfe 
by  entering  inCo  any  additional  argument.  Ho  would  con« 
t^nt  himfetf  with  exprefling  his  firm  perfuafion  that'  the 
ptefieni  Minif^ers  of  Great  13ritain  were  the  firft  ftatefmen 
who  ever  imagined  that  ihe  moft  likely  way  oi  bringing  to  a 
happy  conclofion  any  point  upon  which  they  intended  to 
make  a  ftand,  was  to  put  previoiifly  out  of  their  hands  all 
collateral  fneansof  prefimg  it  to  acivantage  ;  that  when,  from 
the  beginning,  they  were  determined  to  fake  their  ftaud  ttpon 
the  article  of  MaIra-?^not  to  fur  render  Malta  dtre6)ly  tO' 
France,  nor  under  any  arrangement  but  fuch  as  Ih'ttild  pro- 
vide t'ffe£)Ual  fccurity  againft  France  rAjtatnrng  pofleifion  of 
it  ;'  when  wl^h  this  determination,  they  forefaw,  as  they 
mnft  have  forcfecn,  that  the  Firft  Confol  was  bent  upon 
preffing  the  eyacuatijn  of  that  ifland  onder  circumflances 
^hich  c«»nfd  not  fail  to  place  it  within  his  grafp  ;  and  when 
fb  detefrmlned,  and  fo  iorefeeing,  they  had  thought  it:  right 
(for  no  matter  what  reafon)  to  retain  the  Cape,  or  any  other 
pbffeffwm  which  had  efcaped  the  general  furrender^  it  did 
feett)  to  hifh  to  be  the  very  height  ot  inconfiftency,  weaknefs^ 
«t)d  im provide' nee,  not  to  have  turned  this  pofleilion  of'  the 
Capet6'the  obvious  advantage  of  which  it  wascapable,  that 
oT  making  it  tell  upon  the  fettlement  of  their  othar  difpaies« 
i|nd  fpeciftcallyupon  that  of  thedlfputc  rcrpe(*Jing  Malta.  All 
the  evils,  whatever  they  wtre,  attending  the  recapture  of 
the  Cape  they  i^W  already  incurred.  They  Aati  by  this  aft 
riVctted  Holland  in  the  chains  of  France.  But  having  done 
this,  having  enTured  all  the  mifchicf  arifing  from  their  own 
aft,  that  they  Ihnuld  wantonly  throw  away  aH  the  poffible 
good,  implitd  a  degree  of  folly  titterly  irreconcilcable  with 
the  charafler  and  condtift  of  any  Miniftry,  except  that  whofe 
miftakesand  mlftnanagcments  were  the  fubjeft  of  the  rcfo- 
lotions  now  bcfort*  the  Houfc.  This  only  was  wanting  to 
hhHth  the  war,  which  their  previous  neglcft  of  their  f»bviuua- 
duty,  and  furrender  ef  the  honour  of  the  country^  had>  per- 
haps, already  rendered  unavoidable.  It  was  to  throw  away 
the  only  reiti:iining  chance  of  an  adjiiftmrnt,  the  only  means 
for  the  preftrvation  of  peace  with  fafety,  which  their  for* 
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iqef.  profu(e  cpncdGons  had  lefi-  (on,  ^.mQmwX  in  l\^tlr. 
hands. 

SidbCcxibiiig,  rb«refQre,ashenit>(bcordi4lly'iind  idipUpitlydid, 
to  thr^rm^  oi  evexy  allrgarion  coot^inpd  in  ttvc  ri:ii)ly-tuif)f  to 
which  he  had  referred,  Mr,  Canaing  faid)  hi;  coiiM  haver  nQ 
hefhaiioo  io  giving  a  hearty  aileui  to.  that  whiph  waf  the 
naiuial  and  inevirable  inference  from  the  foregoing*  the*  re-  . 
foUuion  which  aflerts,  that  by  thefe  inAances  of  rnirconduft 
the  Miniiicrs  had  proved  ihefnfclves.unwrort^^y.uf  the  conii* 
dencft  of  PariiameiU,  arid  incapable  of  adoiinilUring  iho 
public  affairs  to  advantage  at  a  crifis  of.  fuch  di(I)cuJty.^and 
danger.  In  Ms  confcience  he  fjiiily  rubfcrib&d.t^,  and. 
adopted*  the  averment  of  thU  refilution  alfo ;  and  wiib  aU  the 
foleaiiiity  which  he  felt  to  belong  ro  fuch  a  dfO^^ryitipf^j  he 
declared  in*  tho  face  of  that  Houfe  and  of  ihQ  cofini.fy,  |har 
he  did. not  think  the  ^untry  fafe  while  the:adn)iuiiUaM9i)  pf 
its  affairs  was  AifFered  to  coniinne  i|i  fuch  hand3.  .  * 

Tliis  Sir,  (faid  Mr^  Onniog)  is  4he  opininr), ..which 
I  cor\feicmiotifly  enteruin;  which  I  h^ve  r)pt.  formed 
Jighily>  but  upon  the  be(l  ci^nHdersii ion,  that  1  arp.  cap^blf  of 
giviog  to.a  fubjed  of  the  hjgheA  and  mod  a>yful  inipofuqc^; 
and  which  baying  thus  formed,  andbeirig  thqs  convinced  of  it| 
trinh,  I  cannot  confent  toabandon^ or  to abflaio  from^fiirniing 
by  my  vote. .  To  give  this  yotci  I  a)u.ft«  in  the  ^rft  inltai^e,  vote 
againif^thcpreviouainotionof  my  right hon  fricnd(Mr  Pjtt), 
It  is  with  infinite  pain  that.l  do  fo.  But  if  all  the  pain  w.bich 
I  feel  in  being  compelled  to  take  acourfe  fo  new<to  (p^,  if. 
noi  fufficicnt.  to.  withhold  me  from  ibe  difcharge  of  what  [ 
cqniidcras  an  indifpenribleduty*  it  is  not  likely  ihat  I  (H^uld 
be  deterred  from  it  by  other  con ftderat ions,  which  h;ive  be«i| 
adduced  this  night,,  to  deter  Gentlemen  from  ex pr^ng  what 
they  think  of  the  incapacity  of  the  prefent  AdminiOr.aionf 
It  has  been  iq[iputed  by  more  Gcntlernen  th^n  one,  s^^d  ^inong 
others*  in  a  particular  pointed  manner  by  an  hot).  Baronel 
(Sir  Theo.  Metcalf)  who  fits  near  me,  that  thofe  only  yvi(h 
to  difplace  the  prefent.  Miniftrr.«|  .who  look  for  power^  or* 
emolument,  or  honours,  from  'heir  removal  i  ^n-tjuly 
f^iny  that  the  hon.  Baronet  (h^qld  havn  been  perfir^dcd  to 
ji<rn  in  this  trite  and  vtdgar  cry,  becaufc  I  (ho^lci  be  ^oth 
that  any  thing  Imay  fay  Ihouid  hurt  his  feelings  .or  4ero« 
gate  from  the  rcfpcct  to  which  .1  believe  hi^  chara<^er  M>  be 
trntiiled.  But.  one  general  remaik- 1  iimll  in4kf,<j'n  ;inJrwer 
to  thefe  imputations,  that  I .  believe,  (hofe  only  to  be  capable 
of  ferioofly  impjuting  fuct^nioiivfs  of  cvnilfi4,iQOthcKS,..who 

are 
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•re  ConrdoM  of  feeing  tduatcd  by  flmilar  mbtires  them*' 
felves. 

•  Lon!  Caftkrtogh  imprefled  npem  the  Hdofe  the  tcry  un- 
pleafftnt  rutiation  Minifters  would  be  In,  were  Tuch  a  charge ' 
as  thaf  preferred,  fuffered  to  remain  hanging  over  them.  It 
^Duld  be  tmpoflrble  for  them  to  ferve  the  country  with  the 
energy  requtfitey  unlcrs  their  conduft  were  placed  paft  all 
dotibf.  Moderate  talents  and  good  intentions,  fupported  by 
the  conftdcnce  of  Parliament  and  the  country,  were  infinitely 
pref<*rable  to  fuperior  talents  not  fo  fupported,  and  which,  tn 
f  hit  cafe,  could  only  exhibit  a  pidure  of  feebtenefs,  which 
might  occaCon  the  empire  to  perifli  in  their  hands. 

Mr.  AJhtbn  was  agatnft  the  order  of  the  day  and  the  pro*, 
pofltidtis,  and  defended  the  condud  of  Minifters. 

'The  Majttr  sf  the  Rolb^  in  a  (hort  argumentative  fpeech^ 
defended  the  condaded  of  Minifters,  and  oppofed  the  pre- 
vious queftion,  becaufe  the  fair  way  was  to  come  to  a  cfeci- 
frve  TOte.  He  faid  it  was  unfair  to  try  the  condoA  of  Mini^ 
fitn  on  the  principles  of  thofe  who  oppofed  the  treaty  of 
Amiens.  The  part  of  Minifters  in  concluding  the  peace 
was  arraigned,  and  on  the  fame  grounds  their  endeavours  to 
prcferve  it.  Miniders  (bould  be  tried  on  the  principle  re* 
cdgnifed  and  approved  by  almofl  the  whole  nation,  that  it 
was  fk  and  proper  to  endeavour  to  put  an  end  to  the  war. 

Sir  R,  Pecle  difapproved  of  the  co'ndud  of  Minifters  ftncc 
iMe  definitive  treaty,  and  was  for  the  refolutions.  He  faid, 
ihat  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  laft  glorious  war,  Miriifters 
bad  l«ceiv6d  the  national  firm  of  army  and  navy  in  the  bed 
condition,  but  (ince  that  time  a  great  part  of  the  army  had 
been  disbanded,  and  the  (Irength  of  the  navy  had  been  allowed' 
Id  fall  away.  He  did  not  think  that  Mintfters  were  adequate 
to  the  prefent  crifis. 

■  The  Secreiary  at  War  called  for  a  decifive  vote,  on  the 
fame  grounds  with  his  colleagues.  He  faid  that  the  militiajt 
anf^  ^  certain  portion  of  the  army  had  been  difbanded  on 
peace;  but  he  faid  that  the  military  force  of  this  country 
was  ntytr  in  a  better  flate  than  it  was  at  prefent.  He  de- 
fended the  conduit  of  of  the  Admiralty.  He  (ho wed  that  we 
hid  a  fMiva!  force  in  every  quarter  fuperior  to  the  enemy  ;

VlT.*Joh'ftilaUiiut  Bereifori^  adverting  to  the  condofl  of 
France^  obfervcd,  that  at  tbe  moment  when  the  "Govern-- 
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men!  of  that  cqjLintry.wfs  (ocnpl^ining^Qt  Ub^ls  publifhed  in 
this  country  againit  FrAnce,  a  let  of  traitors  were,  encouraged 
and  pau1|  at  Paris,  and  f  piper,.  Cfitulfid  Ti^  Arius^  adualty 
let  up  fur  the  cxprefs  purpoie  of  calumniating  this  coum/y, 
and  endeavouring  to  Air  up  rebellion  in  Ireland.  He  cen* 
(iircd  the  condud  of  Minmers,  and  fupported  tbc  inoiioii  of 
Mr.  Pitt. 

Mr.  Lee  comtnenced  an  able  argument  in  fupport  of  Mini* 
ftersy  but  the  Houfe  becaine  clamorous  for  the  queftioo. 
The  hon.  Member  concluded  with  contending,  that  the  war 
was  a  war  of  aggreflion  on  the  part  of  France*  and  wa^p 
therefore,  on  our  part  unavoidable. 

Mr.  ^haw  Lefeve  faid  ir  wa^  the  bounden  duty^  of  th« 
Hoiife  to  decide  the  point  before  it  (bould  fcparate :  <<  for 
what/'  faid  he'»  *^  is  an  adjournment  but  a  continuation  of 
torture?**  {Lwd!auih\  and  a  leud  and  univerfiU  fnH fir  thg 
fuejikn  ) 

Colonel  Eyre,  Mr.  G.  Vanfittart,  Lord  Dunlp,  and  Mr* 
Leigh,  were  againft  the  propofitions*

The  Houfe  then  refumed ;  Mr.  Pitt  and  feverai  of  bli

Mr.  Fmt  faid,  that  it  was  not  his  Intention  to  vole  for  the 
MfoJtitioDS,  though,  at  the  fame  time*  it  was  impoflible  for 
kim  f<F  approve  of  the  condufi  of  his  Majefty'^  MiniAera.' 
He  had  exprefled  his  opinion  upon  a  former  occaTion,  and 
lie  conceived  that  the  time  was  pad  for  moving  a  trote  of  cen* 
fnre  upon  their  conduQ;  upon  the  prefent  fufajeft,  Yet  ht 
hoped  that  what  had  occurred  would  be  a  warning  totfaetn 
how  they  kept  the  Houfe  in  future  in  the  dark  90  thelaft 
mooaenr.     Mr.  Fox  concluded  by  paying  fome  warm  com«- 

EKments  to  Mr.  T.  Grenville  upon  his  mafterly  fpeech,  and 
y  faying  that  he  could  not  agree  to  a  vote  of  cenfure,  becaufa 
he  did  not  know  but  that  the  fucceflbrs  of  the  prefent  Miniftry 
Blight  be  more  objeilionable  to  bin  than  the  prefent*

Convictions  by  justics  of  peace. 

Lord  Shefidd  faid,  be  fubmitted  for  their  Lordfbips*cmu 
^deration,  tf  hill  intiiu1ed»  *'  An  Ad  to  regulate  the  fortnsof 
ConviAions  by  Jtifticesof  the  Peace<  and  to  render  Puch  Juf- 
(ices  more  fate  in  the  execution  of  their  o£ce/'-^In  refpe<% 
(o  convidions,  he  obferved,  the  principle  of  the  bill  had  been 
adopted  in  every  inflance  where  a  fummary  jurifdidion  waa 
given  during  th^-  lad  40  or  50  years.  He  wiChcd  the  faoie 
principle  and  advan  age  to  be  communicated  to  ihe  ftartites 
of  the  fame  nature  pafled  previotifly  to  that  period,  and  he 

datieredhimrelf,*hit,  with  the  afliftance  of  the  Hoofcir  might 
be  rendered  generally  ufeful.  He  obferved,  it  was  well  knowa 
to  their  LordlhipSt  that  JjHices  were  originally  merely  Con- 
servators of  the  peace,  and  that  in  a  coUffe.of  time  an  inii« 
fifty  of  other  bulinefs  has  been  impofed  upon  them.  Not  4 
felfions  pafled  which  did  not  add  fome  new  duties^  and»  un- 
fortunately tor  them,  among  the  reft  a  fummary  jurifdii^iont 
in  thofe  cafes  where  the  expence  of  the  common  la«r  would 
l^reVent  the  punifliment  of  offences,  it  mud  be  admitted  at 
tbe  fame  time,  that  in  very  many  cafes,  were  it  not  for  fummary 
jurifdidions,  it  would  be  impoffible  to  give  eflTeft  to  the  lawf 
<if  the  coimtry  i  hot  the  JuOlces  are  required^  under  a  penalry, 
to  draw  up  a  convidiom  and  it  muii  be  according  to  the  foroi 
prefcribed  by  the  common  law,  that  is,  a  complete  technical 
fecord  of  the  whole  pr«>Ceeding.  Thefe  convidions  being 
attended  with  great  difficult y,  the  ends  of  public  juftice  weitf 
defeated,  and  cite  Legiflature  found  it  necelfary,  during  th€ 
lad  and  the  prefent  reign*  to  annex  a  pecSiliar  and  milcil 
•ihorter  form  of  convidton  to  thofe  flatutcs  which  gave  a  funw 
rsary  jurifdidion;  but  in  refped  to  laws  pafled  previously 
(hare  is  no  provifion,  and  it  is  become  a  maxim«  that  not 
one  convidton  in  a  thoufand,  if  attached,  cotild  (land^  ati4 
he  knew  the  cafe  where,  after  upward<»  of  thirty  years  exp»«> 
fience,  when  applicatioa  was  made  to  refpedabic  Membera 
of  the  law  to  draw  up  a  convidion,  they  agreed  in  the  opi- 
ftipa  that  has  juft  been  dated,  namely,  that  not  ode  in  a 
fhoufand  would  (land  if  attached  ^  and  where  abarriderof 
didingulQied  itleots  and  experience  in  fiich  matters  was  con* 
.fultedy  he  faid^  fcarce  an  attorney  in  England  eotild  dra«v  up 
i  coQv'^ioOi  tod  that  none  but  a  fpeciai  pleader  was  ca- 
pable 
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pable  of  it.  He  coiikl  not  believe  that  ir  w«srh^ intention  of 
f  he  Legiflatiire  to  place  the  law  and  the  magiftracy  in  fucfk  4 
predxameni — a  fixid  form  of  con  vidian  Is  neceifary  to  pro- 
tect both  the  ta<v  and  the  magillrate  againlt  ihrpiadiceS  of 
ihofe  -whnfc  trade  it  is  to  prevent  the  due  execution  of  th« 
la*»  li  would  be^neceflfary  to  pafs  fotne  fuch  bill  as  is  pro* 
pofcd  if  tt  vi^err  only  to  corrcA  the  imperfections  in  the  forins 
of  coAVftdions  aniKXed  to  k6\s  palTcd  during  the  laft  40  or  5^0 
years  r  on  exatninaiion  it  is  found  that  they  are  dcfedlve  in 
no  Icfs  than  hity-threc  inftanccs  or  a^ls  of  Parliament^  and 
he  was  alliired  that  others  might  he  pointed  ou^.  His  Lord- 
(hip  fiiid  it  was  a  matter  of  great  importance  that  all  judicial 
pniceedingj:,  when  the  guilt  is  clear,  (hould  not  be  quafhed 
lor  Mant  of  form.  Thefe  unfeemly  nicetieSi  as  Lo«d  Hale 
calls  them,  fend  maAy  huUifireds  back  upon  fociety  every 
year,  encouraged  thereby  to  repeat  their  offences. — Mahy 
offenders  efcape  ju(lice»  not  becaufe  ihey  are  not  guilty,  buc 
becaufc  there  is  a  word  too  little  or  a  word  too  much,  or  fome 
technical  inaccuracy  in  the  tnode  of  proceeding.  The  ma- 
giftrate,  although  ihei-e  is  not  the  leaft  ground  to  fuppofe 
oppreCi  n.or  ill  intention  on  his  part,  and  not  the  (lighted 
doubt  of  tb«  ^uilt  of  the  offender,  is  liable,  on  the  fuggeUion 
of  pcrfoBS  .who  are  a  difgrace  to  the  profeiiion  of  the  lawS| 
to  be  brought  from  the  m^d  diiiant  part  of  the  kingdom^ 
from  the  Ia(l  parilh  in  Northumberland,  before  the  King  at 
Weftminftcr,  where  although  the  court  may  wifti  to  prote£l 
the  mugillrftie,  the  proceeding  mud,  of  courfe,  in  man/ 
inOanccs  be  qua  (bed  on  account  of  fome  mere  informality ; 
and  the  Judges  cannot  prefcrve  the  magiiirate  from  ati  action 
of  trefpafs  on  the  part,  of  the  culprit,  although  the  upright* 
nefs  of  the  one  and  the  guilt  of  the  01  her  are  perfcdlly  evident. 
Everv  circumlUnce  fo  revolting  and  difcouraging  fliould  be 
done  away«  ..nd  every  means  to  encourage  men  of  confi- 
deration  and  property  to  tmdcrtake  an  office  which  at  prefent 
is  troublefome  and  difguiling  in  the  cxtrehne,  fo  much  fo^ 
thaf.it  is  with  difficulty  gentlemen  can  be  found  toadt  as  ma« 
gilirJites,  and  many  extenfive  diilri.£^s  have  not  a  Hngle  ma- 
gifirate:  ualcfs  the  dignity  of  the  office  is  fupported,  unlrfs 
U  is  proteded  it  mufl  tall  into  the  hands  of  thofc  who  mean 
to  give  tlicmfclves  a  little  Cunfequence,  but  who  will  always 
fuffer  ih«  culprit  to  efcape  rather  than  rillc  a  legal  proceeding 
oa  the  quibbles  of  the  law,  with  the  mod  worihlef!}  of  its 
profeffufs«  The  preient  bill  docs  not  propofc  to  give  the 
Juftiges,  in  any  Cafe,  ^  power  of  convidiooi  where  it  wa^ 
.    Voi-.  IV,   i8o>-3.  I  not 
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not  before  given  them  by  particular  ftarotcs.^Ie  givfes  the 
advantages  pniTefled  by  llatuies  paflfed  within  40  or  50  years; 
namely^  a  form  of  conviAion  to  thofe  which  pafled  previ* 
oufly  to  that  period.     The  piirpofe  of  the  bilt  is  to  put  all 
end  to  the  uncertainties  and  tnconfiftency  apparent  on  the 
face  of  the  feveral  exifting  flatutes,  by  Tonne  of  which  it  !a 
declared,  that  convidtons  (hall  not  be  quafhed  for  want  of 
form,  though  no  form  is  prelcribed — by  other*  forms  ana 
prefcribed,  but   it  ifi  not  declared   that   they  (ball  not   be 
quafhed  for  informality,  and  in  the  inftances  where  forma 
are  prefcribed,  they  appear  inadequate,  incomplete,  and  eni 
tirely  different  from  each  other.     The  forms  in  the  fchedtile 
are  drawn  upon  the  principle  of  (hewing  that  in  the  convic- 
tion of  the  offender,  all  the  rules  required  by  the  Common  law, 
for  afcertaining  the  guilt  of  the  aocufed,  have  been  complied 
tvtth,  but  without  explicitly  dating  all  the  minute  fa£ts  and 
circumflances  of  the  cafe.     Claufes  are  inferted — ^firft,  al-* 
lowing  Jtiflices  to  ufe  cither  the  form  here  prcfcribed,  ihe 
feveral  forms  already  prefcribed  by  exifting  aSs,  or  any  othef 
form  fufficient  in  point  of  law;  and  fecoiully,  exprefUy  re- 
ferving  the  right  oC, appeal  as  exifting  under  the  ftatutes: 
claufes  are  alfo  added,   giving  the  right  of  appeal  to  the 
Quarter  SefHons,  in  all  cafes,  where  the  conviAion  it  made 
in  the  form  prefcribed  by  the  fchedule;  and  alfcs  giving 
power  to  the  Judge  who  tries  any  adion  againft  a  Jufiicei  in 
confeqtience  of  any  convi£lion  whatever,  to  certify  on  the 
record,  that  fuch  JuOice  had  a  good  ground  of  proceeding  ; 
In  which  cafe  a  verdid  Ihall  be  given  for  the  defendant,  for 
which  fuggeflion  the  country  is  obliged  to  the  Lord  Chief 
Jufticc  of  the  King's  Bench.     He  concluded  by  faying,  it 
is  prefumed  there  is  nothing  in  the   propofed  bill,  the  leaft 
tnconftftent  with  the  general  principles  of  law  for  the  admi- 
niftration  of  judice,  and  for  the  protedion  of  thofe  who 
adminifter  it  uprightly ;  but  that,  on  the  contrary,  the  re« 
gulations  fuggefted  will  facilitate  thofe  purpofes  on  which 
the  internal  peace  of  the  kingdom  fo  peculiarly  depends. 

The  bill  was  read  a  firft  time  and  ordered  to  be  prihred. 

The  Duke  of  Norfolk^  who  had  recently  entered  the. 
Houfe,  called  the  atte.ntion  of  their  Lord(hips  to  a  circum-* 
ftance  which  he  deemed  to  affcfl  the  privilege  of  Mcmberi  of 
that  Houfe. 

The  Lord  Chancellor ,  before  his  Grace  proceeded  further, 
obferved,  that  the  matter  was  of  that  peculiar  nature,  that 
It  was  cuftomary  ftrangcrs  ibould  be  excluded  during  the 

difcuiSoA 
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difcuflionT^hc  tb«xefore  pro^ofed  ibe  order,  and  the  llrangers 
withdrew  accordingly. 

The  (iibje(3  of  their  Lordihips'  deliberations  was,  a  lettea 
addrefied.by  tt»e  Rev.  Mr.  Brydges,  claimant  of  the  Baron/- 
o(  ChandpSy  to  the  Duke  of  Norfolk  and  other  Peers,  ad-* 
yerted  ip  by  his  Grace  on  a  former  evening.

.  Mr.  W ttijams,  from  theCommiflionersof  naval  inquir/f 
prefentcd  the  fecond  report  from  the  faid  CommitTionerSf 
which  was  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  table. 

A  con flderable  number  of  bills,  of  a  private  or  local  de« 
fcription,  were  brought  up-  from  the  Commons  by  diiFereat 
members,  and  were  feverally  read  a  iirft  time.

*  The  order  of  the  day  being  read,  that  their  Lordfliips  b^ 
iofnoaoncd  to  attend  on  this  day, 

*  -Lovd  Fitzwiiltam  rofe,  according- to  the  order  of  the  day^ 
H  f^ropofe  his  additional  refolutions  relative  to  the  conduA 
of  Minifters  :  he  adverted  to  the  arguments  that  had  been 
ofed  on  the  iide  of  Adminifiration,  on  occalion  of  the  for- 
mer debates  a«d  combated  them.  So  far  from  giving  fa-* 
lisfadioA  to  Ills  mtnd,  they  had  only  more  firmly  impreiled 
11  with  the  conyi£ton,  tlut  the  conduS  of  Miniftry  bad  been 
iiicb  86  jufily  merited  the  cenfure  which  it  was  the  objeA  of 
hisre£blutions  to  fix  upon  it.  As  his  Lordlhip  only  traverfed 
V^  fame  ground  precifely  which  had  been  gone  over  before 
lathe  couift  of  the  former  debate,  it  would  be  needlels  to 
give  bis  Xenttnients  in  detail  on  the  prefent  occaiion.  Hi% 
LordOiip  concluded  his  obfervations  on  the  queftion,  and 
the  arguments  which  had  been  adduced  againft  his  propo« 
fitionSf  by  declaring,  that  tlie  effeft  of  the  whole  upoH  his 
oiiod  bad  been  fuch  as  induced  him  to  perfevere  in  his  for- 
mer  intentions  of  fubmittingthe  additional  refolutions  to  tb^ 
confid^rttUon  of  the  Houi'e.  I'hefe  refolutions  were  iit 
fubflaoce  a^  follow  : — ^*  That  no  firm  and  adequate  reprew 
fenttftiohs  had  been  made  by  hisMajefty's  Minillersrelacivcr.

petfcvered  fince  the  conclufion  of  the  Treaty  of  Amicns.t 
'f  hat  his  Majefly's  Minifters  had,  by  i^efe  means,  negledte^ 
the  opportunity  of  bringing  France  to  fiich  an  explanation  air 
would  either  have  prevented  the  renewal  of  the  war,  or  ob«* 
Iked  her  to  difclofe  l^r  real  intentions  before  the  forcesr 
^f  this  country  had  been  to  aiyy  coi^d^rable  degree. dif«*

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banded.  And  that  their  condufl  had  proved  of  the  utmoft 
injury  and  delncnent  to  the  nation.  'Ihefie  were,  t)iat  the 
tenth  aviicle  of  the  'J  reaty  of  Amiens  was  conftruftcd  in 
liieh  a  wav  as  rendered  it  incupahle  of  heing  executed  : — 
that  in  thefe  ciauraftanccs  Minifters  had  neglcded  to  ^nieVt 
till  loo  late,  into  a  dilcuffion  witli  France,  reUtive  to  the  beft 
mode  of  applying  a  reniedy  to  this  defed ;  and  theconfcqiience 
had  been»  ihat  the  qtieflion  how  it  was  to  be  adjufled  had, 
by  th(:re  means,  produced  another  rupture  between  ihe  two 
countries  Rcfolvcd,  •'  That  it  was  the  duiy  ot  his  Majef<» 
ty's  Minifters  to  have  made  early  and  fpirhed  remonRrances 
againft  alt  ihofea<5is  which  conlUiuted  a  feries  of  aggrefiions, 
infuhs,  &c.  on  the  part  of  France,  and  by  fuch  reprcrentancma 
to  have  endeavoured  to  afcertain,  whether  their  courfe  and 
progrefs  c^ukl  have  been  arrefted  without  the  ne^ellity  of  re- 
curring to  forceof  arms.  Th^t  before  the  determination  of  the 
French  Government  was  afccrtaincd,  they  (hould  not  havQ 
proceeded  to  a  reducVipn  of  our  forces ;  and  that  the  negird 
of  fuch  duties  on  the  part  of  his  i\jaje(ly*s  Miniilers,  was  tn« 
jurious  to  ihe  public  iniereds." 

-  The  Dpke  of  Clannce — ••  My  Lords,  in  whatever  ftiape 
this  motion  has  been  introduced,  I  cannot  help  confidering 
it  as  a  motion  expre^^ly  made  for  the  removal  of  his  Majefty'a 
Minifters.  I  rife,  becaufe  I  wi^h,  my  Lords,  to  fay»  that 
though  I  diflfer  completely  from  the  noble  Karl,  yet  I  give  him 
esedit  for  his  conGftency,  as  his  motion  is  in  the  fpirit,  and 
conftitutes  apart,of  the  fyQem  which  he  hasuniformlypurfucd 
from  the  commencement  of  the  French  Revolution.  There 
are  many  parts  of  that  fyllem  in  which  I  cordially  agree,  and 
which  I  have  highly  approved  but  the  continuation  of  the 
war  is  not  in  the  number.  Upon  that  point  certainly  I  did 
differ  from  the  noble  Earl,  as  I  always  thought  that  no  op- 
portunity Ihould  be  I6(l  to  put  an  end  to  the  horrors  of  war^ 
and  that  the  chance  which  tl^e  (late  of  ihings  appeared  to  af- 
ford fur  the  attainment  of  that  end,  (houUl  not  have  been  re- 
jefied.

I  dfe 
oot  remember  the  ex  adl  wortls,  but  I  recolledl  their  Impor  wclK 
It  faid  France  (hall  uota^graiKliie  herftlf ;  (ht  (halt  not'  purfne 
a  fyrtcin  of  violence  and  cm  roachment  wi  h  impunity;  and 
tviihout  reflraint.  We  (hall  be  prepared  for  our  detenCe  an4 
for  our  refiftanre  to  ihat  f)ftem,  (hould  (he  atictnpt  ttiperfcVer^ 
in  it  Utider  Ihcfe  trirci.milance?:,  the  a  my  tltin^aics  w^.e 
voted  Jo  an  amount  that  had  been  held  (cffictcnf  tor  i-hd  el^ 
fablithment  in  any  war  in  which  the  eoun  ry  had  b  enevef 
before  engaged.  '  So  fir  then  for  ti;c  charge  of  a  too  great 
fedufiion  in  the  aimy.    With  tegaru  to  the  na\y,  there  are 

'       '  many 
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many  opinions,  and  I  own  I  have  not  been  without  formtog  a< 
judgment  upon  it.  There  is  one  circiimftancey  which  it  wilt 
Beobfervcd,  is  pecnliar  to  our  nary.  Wc  arc  a  great  com- 
nicrcial  nation,  and  che  manning  of  the  navy  muft  greatly 
inierfere  with  our  tgade.  A  (ailor's  life  is  a  profefliun,  and 
therefore  it  is  not  foeafy  to  procure  Tailors  as  marines  and 
foldtcrs,  who  can  Team  their  bufinefs  in  a  fhon  time.  So 
early  as  the  firft  week  in  Auguft,  the  marines  were  reduced; 
but  ftill  there  was  a  large  eftablifhrnent  of  them.  The  army 
was  alfo  conHderably  reduced  ;  yet  Hill  on  the  8th  of  March, 
)t  was  in  as  good  a  Date  as  in  the  time  of  any  preceding 
war.'  Now  let  us  fee  what  was  the  conduft  of  Minifters  at 
this  time.  Upon  the  17th  Odober,  they  fcnt  out  orders  to 
retain  the  Cape.  This  was  done  in  confequence  of  the  cpn- 
duA  of  France  towards  Switzerland  ;  and  though,  I  confefsi 
in  the  November  following,  another  order  was  feni  out  for 
its  evacuation,  yet  what  does  this  conduct  (hew  ?  Was  it  not 
faying  to  France  we  are  not  afraid  of  you  ;  >ou  muft  con- 
iu6\  yonrfelves  as  you  ought,  or  dread  our  reififlance?  For, 
my  Lords,  we  muft  defpife  the  boaft  that  England,  fingle* 
handed,  is  not  able  to  contend  with  France.  England,  in 
fa6t,  never  beat  France  to  fo  much  advantage,  as  when  (he 
fought  her  fingle-handcd. — [^Cheering,'] — The  man  who  fays 
otherwife  muft  know  bimfelf  in  his  heart  to  be  a  liar,  or  he 
muft  be  grofsly  deficient  in  hiftorical  information.  Now 
coupling  his  Majeft)'s  fpeech  with  the  date  of  the  order,  I 
think  it  a  fair  policy  to  fay  to  France,  as  they  imply,  we  are 
ready  to  meet  you  ;  but  at  the  fame  time,  you  fee  in  us  our 
ardent  and  fmcere  difpofitton  for  peace.  On  thefe  grounds, 
therefore,  I  did  feel  myfelf  difpofed  to  negative  the  propo* 
fition  of  the  noble  Earl.  I  do  not  think  that  the  prefent  Mi« 
nifters,  who  came  into  power  under  fuch  difficulties,  de* 
fcrve  cenfure.  As  far  as  1  have  had  yet  an  opportunity  o£ 
j.idgtngof  their  condufl  it  has  notdefcrvcd  cenfure.  Ltbink 
the  noble  Earl  is  perfeftly  confiftent  in  making  the  oaotEon, 
but  it  has  the  objcSion  of  being  very  like  the  propofitioit 
which  was  made  a  few  nights  fmccand  was  fupported  by  thofe 
Very  men  who  brought  us  into  our  prefent  fituation  by  their 
grofs  and  (hameful  rptrcondu<a,  God  forbid  they  iliould 
ever  come  again  into  his  Majefty's  Councils!  Under  thefe 
tircumnances,  I  wi(h  to  negative  the  inotioo  of  the  noble 
Earl. 

Lord  Country  faid  a  few  words  in  favour  of  Adminiftra- 

tion. 
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riott.     He  faid,  that  they  had  a  third  enemy  to  contend  wltht 

and  that  was  lukewarm  friends,  which  were  excellently  de*  i 

fcribed  in  thofe  fine  lines  of  Pope  applied  to  Addifoni  bar  j

Who  but  mud  laugh  if  fuch  a  man  there  be  ? 
Who  would  not  weep,  if  Attieus  were  he  {*'

Lord  Atinto  began  an  able  fpeech  with  declaring,  that  he 

did  not  confider  the  peace  a  hollow  truce,  as  fome  were  pleaf*- 

ed  to  call  it,  nor  an  armiftice,  but  a  continuation  of  the  war. 

He   thought,   however,  that  the  change    that    had    taken 

place  was  placed  upon  too  narrow  a  ground.      He  did   not, 

however,  mean  to  fay  that  Malta,  the  ground  on  which  it 

was  fo  placed,  was  fo  narrow  as  not  to  admit  the  conciufion 

that  was  drawn  from  it  in  favour  of  war.  He  only  meant  to  fay 

th«t  it  was  not  abfolutely  neceflary  to  reftridl  it  to  that  ground, 

the  principle  of  the  ftipulations  of  the  Treaty  of  Amiens  to 

fecure  the  Independence  of  Malta,  and  to  prevent   its  re- 

oecupationby  France.    Thefeflipulations,  however,  became 

anpradicable,  and  in  that  fituation  of  things,  what  courfe 

we  (hould  purfue  became  a  queftion.     A  noble  Lord,  a£^uat* 

cd  by  a  liberal  policy,  had  recommended  the  next  bed  fccu. 

rity  that  could  be  devifed  ;  but  the  advice  was  irreducible  to 

praAice  ;  for  in  ctkA  there  was  no  approximation  of  terms, 

there  was  no  fubftitule  that  could  be  adopted  in  lieu  of  the 

original  fiipulations,  except  its  occupation  by  the  troops  of 

Engfaind.    The  troops  of  no  friendlypower  cotild  anfwer  the 

porpofe ;  for  there  was  no  friendly  power  on  the  contineni 

lifff&ciently  free  from  French  influence,   or  force,  or  that 

sroukl  undertake  the  talk,  upon  whom  we  could  rdy.     But 

this  was  not  the  only  objedion.     France  had  acquired  an  tm» 

Bies&fe  acceffion  of  power,  which  entirely  changed  the  rela«* 

ttve  fituation  of  the  two  countries  fince  the  time  of  the  rati* 

iication  of  thelreaty  of  Amiens;  and;  therefore,  had  the 

terms  been  even  pradicable,  we  would  bejuftified  in  infiding 

upoo    even  a  better   fecurity  for  the  independence  of  Malta 

than  that  fiipulated  by  the  Treaty,  if  fuch  could  be  obtained.. 

With  this  acceflion  of  power  on  the  part  of  France,  and  her 

hoftilc  4crtgns  openly  avowed  and  confciTed,  it  furely  would

fluence fo  ^reat  over  the  powers  thar  border  upon  that  fea. 
To  defeat   l;cr  views  in  the  Modircrfcnrnn  \vfe  ini.ft  have  a 
fuperioif  fl.iet  in  ii,  but  \ha\  could  noi  be  done  v  ithoiit  the 
polTcflloi^pt  M  ilta.      ForoKtly  we  had  the  ports  ot  Leghorn 
orNaplts  open  to\JS»  but  ifiai  was  an  accommodation  upon 
HVj)ich  we  Could  hoi  in  future  rely.    -Without  tliereforc  fdlne 
f«»ch  pj^ce  as  Mai^a  for  fafety,  (helrcr,  aftd  rcftiting.  even  a 
Vifloty.  ipuft  prove  fatal,  as  it  was  nnr  to  be  expe(!:»ed  thai  our 
ibips^ could  triiiirph  wifhoui  fnfftring  fotrff  injury,  and  ctm* 
fequenUy  waniii\g  lepaifs.     A  war  !(fr  Malta    he  therefore 
Coiifidcftrd  a  war  of  policy  and  jiffTice,  bnt  his  could  rtot  be 
content  to  leave  it  there.  '  He  fhoiiW  place  if  upon  a  higher 
ground  4  he  meant  the  epofmous  'Sirgr^ffdiferrtem  ofiFrance 
ftoctf  i)te  Trea'y  oi  Amiens.      In  that  Interval  Ike.  hart  'ac* 
quired  Elba.,  Parma,'  Flaccntia,  and  Switzerland.  -  'Thef«r« 
met  ^ere  all  great  acqnintions,  btrt  he  adfnitied  'tht*y  were 
fiothing  <x>mpared  i^ii.h   that  of  Sv^itzerlanU,  ttnA  this  nof 
0iereiy  on  account  of  the  population  of  that  country,  but  iis 
firengih.and  pofjtiftn.     By  ihispoifcflion,  and  the  hal-ian  Rc"* 
piri>lic,  France  had  extended  herfelf  beyof^d  the  Alps  to  tho 
Adigq  on  the  one  fide,  and  on  the  other  to  the  naked  frontier 
pf  Audi i^,  (he  old   friend  of   England,  and  the   fival   c»f 
Franco    He  difapprovtd,  therefore,  of  the  Treaty  of  Amimi>« 
bectufci'  in  the  ficil  place,  it  did  not  abridge  her  power.     On 
.ihecontrary^  it  confolidated  and  confirmed  it,  and  threw  imo 
her  already  heavy  fcalc,  thofe  very  polTcffions  uf  which  P^ 
had  divefted  ourfelves.     In  the  fecond  place  if  bfltiHcr  at 
liberty. Co,  purfue  the  fyflem  of  aggrandiftinent  iu'wehich  ilie 

«.li«4  ncfcr  relaxed  for  a  moment,  it  euablcfd'hcf  tafetvp 
ibtl  ftrangfi  ncw-fangVcd  do(5lrir.c,  tha?  becaufe  this  is*  a

fleet  and  flourishing  commerce,  ft  nuilt  have  no  cnmnection 

"'triib.tha:4^r;;tf /rwfl  of  the  contij^ent.  He  cowfntered  the 
Coududl'pf.  Nlinillers  as'a  fanvtion  tor  the^  polincfti  excom^ 

'  mimif  4tipn  of .  the  country  from  the  naions  of  Europe. 
Thcy»figflcd  the  pceliminaritS  at  the  very  time  he  w.^^acquir-> 
liigy.aod  not  with  very  great  difpatch,  the  Italian  Kepati4tc. 

•  Ihcy 
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TbqriKd  ibis,  and  jret  we  never  heard  of  any  remonflrance 
upon  the  fuhjed.     But  it  muft  be  confell^d  they  were  not 
totally  paflive.     They  fent  out  Mr.  Moore  to  Switzerland, 
upon  a  private  mtflion,  which  was  the  very  line  a  tioiid  and 
imieilafe  wcmid  adopt  towards  a  powerful  neighbour.   Mr. 
Moore  was  an  -able  and  proper  perion ;  bur  he  hoped  bis  next 
niffion  would  be  of  a  more.,  honourable  defcription.     And 
what  waa  the  rcfuh  of  the  miflion?     The  fubjugation  of 
Switxertand  was  conoplete  before  his  arrival.     As  to  the  dif- 
pofition  of  the  Swifs,  it  was  of  little  importance,  unlefs 
AoAria  could  be  induced  to  interfere  ;  and  fur^ly  Mioiftcrs 
omild  not  have  been  ignorant  of  the  difpoGtion  of  Auftria.    It 
oioft  be  alfo  admitted  that  they  Tent  out  orders  to  retain  the 
Cape,  but  ihey  were  ftcret  orders.     What  good  could  refuU 
mm  fiich  oiders  he  did  not  fee.     Jf  the  war  was  produced  by. 
ihecofMlod  of  France  towards  Switzerland,  as  was  avowed, 
ibatiy^  the  true  courfe  would  have  been  to  ilTue  public  orders, 
aad  §ntw  France  the  confequence  of  her  during  to  perfcvtre 
ia  her  dcfigns  upon  Switzerland*   Upon  the  whole  then,  he 
Ofluld  not  bur  i^onfider  the  condiif!  of  Minifters  as  timid  and 
ifierotaffe,  and  as  having;,  by  the  extent  of  their  conceflions,^ 
bioag^ihe  country. into  fuch  a  (late  that  nothing  further, 
aoold  be  conceded  confident  wjih  its  interefl  and  hoiimir. 
He  then  faid,  that  though  France  were  gorged  with  Ger* 
aMttfy  flK  muft  have  the  heart's  blood  of  this  country  adde«t 
to  her  acquifiiions.     He  recolleded  a  ftory  of  two  knights, 
which  waf  related  by  Chaucer.     One  of  them,  well  fed, 
flffong,  and  vigorous,  found  his  enemy  (hut  up  in  a  dungeon, 
maciaicd  by  confinement  and  want  j  he  liberated  him,  fed 
him,  fiouriflied  him,  till  he  had  recovered  his  (Irength,  and 
then  fupplied  him  with  armour,  that  they  might  meet  on 
eqaat  terms.     Precifely  fuch -had  been  the  condud  of  his 
Ma|efty*s  Mintfters:  they  had  a£ted  mcift  glorioully,  mod 
chtvalnNsfly,  by  the  treaty  of  peace.     He  faid  the  Treaty  of 
Amiaoa  had  now  expired  ;  it  lived  only  in  memory.     He 
flKmid  be  difappointed  if  all  our  efForts  and  exertions  (hould 
be  only  for  the  fake  of  one  article  in  the  treaty*    He  hoped 
ibere  would  be  a  negotiation  as  Toon  as  a  fdafonabte  oppor- 
•aniiy  dflered  |  but  he  hoped  wd  trtiRed  that  it  wouM  not  be 
vpoo  the  bafis  of  the  Treaty  of  Attiicns. 

Lord  Gr^Jvenwr  faid,  that  in  his  opinion  no  war  had  ever 
been  conduced  with  more  fpirit  and  ability  than  the  UlK 
He  waa  farptifed  the  noble  Earl  (hould  have  again  bronght 
fenrant  bia  motioo,  after  noble  Lords  had  (b  dbcidedty  tx- 
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prefled  their  opinions  on  the  faipe  CubjeiEl  on  a  foroier  night; 
He  faidy  that  fomfr  noble  Lords  Q;iight  have  doubis  ccfpc ding 
the  propriety  of  fome  parts  of  the  condu(5l  of  hi«;  Majefty's 
I^inifters,  thuuah  they,might  thinic  the  whole  not  reprcben* 
fible  :    Now,  if  any  of  the  particular  points  io  lUe  fcfolu* 
lions  before  their  Lord(hip&  (hould  be  thofe  on  which  any  of 
their  Lordfhips  (hou)d  doubr,  upon  the  noble  Earl's  owi» 
views,  he  thought  the  motion  not  likely  to  anfwcr  his  in^ 
tentfon.     He  thought  nothing  of  the  kind  IbouU  at  the  pre«. 
fent  time  be  urged^  as  it  mud  tend  to  cramp  the  exertions  o( 
Minifters*    With  refped  to  the  idea  of  a  vote  of  thanks  to 
Miniders,  he  thought  they  were  fully  fatisfied  with  what  had. 
taken  place— [^  cry  of  hear  !  from  the  mini/ieriaj  AmcA.  j— 
fuch  a^'proceeding  would,  he  thought,  bcunnecflfary. 

Lord  Bolton  faid,  he  was  among  thofe  pcrroaS;whodidncit) 
ivholly  approve  of  the  condud  of  Adminiftratioa.  •  if  a  pro« 
pofition  had  been  made  to  enter  into  a  Committee  upon  tbe 
i!ate  of  the  nation,  he  (hould  have  deprecated  difcuflioo,  as 
likely  to  prevent  that  unanimity  and  temper  which  dow  pre*' 
vails.     In  his  opinion  his  Majefty's  A(Iiai(lers  ihjould  be  con^i 
tent  with  the  vote  obtained  on  a  former  occafiOa  ^  there 
\(rere  circumftances  which  precluded  him  froui  giviRg  that 
total  approbation  which  Gpvernment  mud  defire.     He  faid^ 
at  the  time  the  Treaty  of  Amiens  was  niada,  there  was  a 
.general  wi(h  for  a  return  of  the  blcilings  of  peace  \  fo  fp  the 
treaty  was  a  gain  ;  but  even  the  failure  of  that  treaty  was  ai 
gain ;  for  it  had  taught  us  that  our  own  exert iop^  wore  to  be 
our  giiarantee  ;  and  he  acquiefccd  with  a  noble  Lord  on  the. 
other  fide,  that  upon  them  we  (hould  depend.,    Hje  faid  it. 
had  alfo  taught  a  leflbn  to  the  other  powers  how  they  fuffered 
France  to  repofe  in  peace  ;  and  he  had  nodoubt,  that,  from 
the  attacks  and  fpoliations  of  that  power,  they  could  afcer^^^ 
tain  the  confeqneoces  of  fupporting  this  countiy,  whenever 
an  opining  may    prefent  itfelf.      He,  for  one,  was  glail. 
France  did  not  accept  the  propofitions,  which  it  appeared 
our  Government  had  made  refpe£ling  Malta. 
^  The  Earl  of  Warwick  took  occafion  to  repeat  his  fentimenta 
refpeding  the  Treaty  of  Amiens,  which,  inSead  of  iiaef- 
fefiing  a  peace,  he  confidered  merely  as  a  tryce^  and  as  a 
tneafure  of  experiment.     With  refpc£l  to  the  quefiioo  more 
immediately  before  the  Houfe,  though  be  agreed  with  many 
of  the  points  advanced  by  the  noble  £art»  yet,  under  the  pre* 
ient  circttmfiances,  he   thought  it  would  be  advifeabic  to 
withdraw  it.    He  wai  not  aware  what  good  ciSeds  coul4 
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mrife  from  fnch  diicuflioos  at  prefent ;  th^Xi  ^ould  gtveat 
lead  an  appearance  of  divifion  in  th^  country,  at  a  timo 
when  the  moft  general  and  decided  unanimiiy  waselTenttalljr 
aeceflary. 

The  £arl  of  Scarborwgh  faid,  that  he  had  given  his  fiip^ 
port  to  the. late  Adminiftrationy  on  the  ground  that  it  bad 
iaved  this  country,  nay,  the  world,  from  annihilation. 

hotA  Dt  DimftantnUty  in  a  (hort  fpeech,  flatcd,  that  a« 
Piedoiont'Wiis  in^a  (lat^  of.military  arrmdiffement^  before  the 
Firft  Confiil  annexed  Piedmont  to  the  French  territory,  ir 
made  no  great  difference ;  as  to  the  French  troops  invading^ 
Switaerland,  Minifters  had  remonftrated  with  the  French 
Government  upon  ir,  and  done  their  duty  to  prevent  the  oc* 
ctirreiice,  by  an  offer  of  pecuniary  afljftance.  Upon  tl}e 
French  troops  not  evacuating  Batavia,  they  had  Tent'  the 
order  to  vetain  the  Cape.  With  regard  to  the  declaration  of 
the  noble  Earl  who  moved  the  refoluttons^  that  the  people 
were  in  high  fpirits,  and  better  reconciled  to  the  war  than  at 
the  former  period  of  it ;  the  reafon  was,  an  invafinn  was 
threatenedv  and  the  people  joined  heart  and  hand  \o  I'cpel  ir, 
and  he  doubted  not  they  would  do  fo  again,  and  crnfh  the 
nan  who  dared  to  attempt  an  invaGon.  His  Lordihip  faid 
he  ihould  vote  againft  the  propofitions. 

Lord  Qifton  (Earl  Darnley}  faid,  he  did  not  rife  to  take  up 
tbc  time  of  the  Houfe,  after  having  fo  lately  occupied  fo 
moch  of  it.  He  rofe  briefly  to  (late,  that  he  wiflied  the  rc- 
folutions  had  not  been  purfued,  after  the  fenfe  of  the  Houfe 
had  been  taken  upon  the  firfl,  and  the  whole  tendency  of 
them  fo  fully  debated  laft  Thurfday..  With  regard  to  the 
firfV,  he  did  not  objcS  to  it,  but  he  could  not  vote  for  the 
other  two ;  nor  did  he  at  all  approve  any  thing  that  bore  the 
appearance  of  a  fadious  oppofition  toMiniflers;  up  to  the- 
"  making  of  the  peace,  he  thought  they  a£led  perfedily  rigl>t, 
and  had  his  cordial  fupport.  Some  parts  of  their  condu£l  he 
did  not  quite  approve,  but  he  would  always  difcriminate, 
and  not  oppofe  all  their  meafures  becaufc  he  diillked  one  of 
them* 

Lord  Carysffrt  fofc  next,  and  faid,  he  wiflied  to  call  back 
the  attention  of  the  Houfe  to  what  was  the  real  object  in 
dlfcuffiun.  To  do  this,  his  Lordfliip  went  regularly  througlib 
the  feveral  charges  which  he  bad  to  urge  agalnft  Minifters, 
for  not  making  iho  neceflary  reprefentations  and  reraon- 
ilrances  to  the  French  Government  on  the  various  grounds 
of  grievance  ftated  in  hi*  Majcfty*s  declaiaiion,  comment- 
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ing  uJJon  each  as  lie  procee<led.  Hlj  Lordfhip  followed  the 
bi^r  irt  iJirhlch  ttiey  flood  enumerated  in  the  three  refolu* 
tion^  which  Iwd  beeA  reatl,  and  thcfiift  of  which'had  been 
nioved  by  his  fioWe  Friend,  the  noble  Earl  neat  him  ;  as 
the  kft  df  thefe  refcrlutions  turned  upon  thft  ceffion  of- the 
Gape  of  Gfiod  Mope,  Jnconftioaenc*  df  the  oVder'tofxhc 
i7di  of  November,  ^aiPter  they  had  feni  out  an  otrier  to  Ytl 
tain  it,  dated  tlie  16th  of  Odober.  He  argued  at  fdmt 
length  on  theinconfifteney  of  fucbcftmduA, and ia^d  pattjco- 
iar  ftrefs  on  die  criminality  of  it.  He  concluded  with  de- 
claring, that  lie  (houid  vote  for  the  refolutions,  the  objtd 
of  wliich  was  to  pafs  a  cenfure  on  bis  Majefty^S;  Minifters. 
r  Lard  IJoiart  Fofe  to  repel  the  arguments  which  the  noble 
Lord  who  had  ji^(k  hi  ^wn  had  titge;d  againft  Mi«ifterSt 
on  tbei  ground  of  the  charge  of  a  cunfiderabie  redu^HiOfl.  of 
Uie  military  force.  He  faid.  that  in  faA  no  iTdufiton  had 
been  made  by  MioiftciS)  except  of  th^  cavalryi  reijpediog 
the  propriety  of  keeping  up  which,  cvien  in.tifne  of  war^.verf 
gi:e^t  d.oul)t^  bad  hcepi  4nd  wcje  flill  entertained.  '1  b^oniy 
torce  that  was  .obliged  to  bciliibandqd,  was^lhc  militia*  aod 
th^t  mufi.always;necc;narily,  be  the.  cafe  when  pes^cid  was 
i)iade.  The  fcniibie  regiments  alfo  were  (iifb^ndcd  oq  ^bc 
fame  account,  as  well  as  tliofc corps  wkid)}hac)Jt)^Qi)xaifed 
to  icive  only  to  tfic  ejid  of  the  war,  under  die  autborify  i^f 
various  afls  of  ParllamcDt.  With  regard. U).Ui,e  lh;ppipg|  a 
lafger  number  were  kc-pt  in  conimiflion  than  jwd^beep  don^ 
during  any  former  peace.  His  Lordflijp  produced  ,ao  ac- 
count of  fliips  of  tlie  line,  fioops,  &c.  in  commiffion  in  the 
ycai's  neij.nJiJ-,  and  in  the  prefcnt  year  UOj,  from  which 
it  appeared,  that  thole  in  commiffion  in  the  year  17H4  ex- 
ceceded  ihe  number  of  thofe  in  commi^rion  in  the  year  ilGh 
very  ronfiderably  ;  but  that  thofe  in  commiiTion  in  .1803 
excTcdcd  the  number  of  ihofe  ifi  commiffion  in  nS4,  fo 
nuK  hinorc  confidcrablv  fo  as  almoft  to  double  that  number. 
Having  thus  clenrly  {hewn  that  Minitlcrs  had  not  di (arm- 
ed the  country  In  the  manner,  and  to  ihc  extent,  with  which 
ihry  Had  been  charged  by  the  noble  Lord  oppofitc  to  him^hls 
T.orcHftip  proceeded  to  take  notice  of  what  had  been  faid 
about  the  inconfiHency  of  their  condudl,  in  lefpcft  to  ihc 
nTficrs  fent  out  by  ihemi  OAobcr  the  l5lh,  to  retain  the 
jt^ap'e  of  Good  Hnpc,  and  that  apoiher  order  to  make  the 
beflinn  of  it  to  the  Dutch  Wna  fcni  out  on  the  I7lh  of  iJo-. 
v^^mhpr.  '  ills  f,ordfhip  remarked,  that  it  was  necclTary  to 
:^(lv^^!  lb  the  rucumflanccs  under  which  ihcfe  orders  had 
trjfn  Ornt.6iH*6y  his   \lajcflyU  Miniftcrs.     Tbcy  had  Keen 

applied 
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apptied  k>  by  deputies  from  SurMzerlami*  for  the  afliftaoce 
of  i^is  countryi  when  the  I^irft  CoAfiil  men«ce4  Switzor^ 
htnif  aod  threatened  ihai  he  would  pour  in  a  confiderable 
iiumher  of  French  troops  in  order  to  ^iye  it  a  free  conftitu* 
lion.  In  ponfetioeoce  of  the  application,  Minifter^  caufed  a 
lemooftraoce  on  the  fubjeA  to  be  pi;elented  to  the  French 
Goi'ernment^  and  at  the  fame  time  fent  Mr.  Moore  into 
Switxef  land  to  fee  in  what  (ituation  aflPairs  were  there ;  and 
Id  offer  the  Swifs  pecuniary  afli (lance,  provided  he  flipuld 
fad  them  able  and  willing  to  fight  for  their  liberty,  and  de« 
fend  their  confiiiution.  On  his  arrival,  Mr.  Moore  found 
that  the  Dtet«  thinking  themfelves  unable  to  refift  the  over* 
whelming  power  of  France,  had  determined  to  yield,  aiid 
the  French  troops  were  aSually  in  poirefCon  of  Switzerland* 
To  our  remonftrance  the  Kirft  Conful  gave  no  anfwer  at  all. 
fiefides  this  nGt  of  Sig^reflion  and  violence,  the  Firft  Conful 
had,  in  breach  of  the  Treaty  of  Amiens,  fent  iriore  French 
forces  into  the  Batavlan  Province^j  which,  by  the  treaty,  he 
bad  engaged  to  evacuate,  ai^d  withdraw  the  French  trorvps  alt(v> 
gethcr.  Alarmed  at  this  extraordinary  couduft,  his  Majefty's 
Mlnitlers  thought  ir  their  duty  to  fend  out  orders,  t^ot  merely 
fothe  Gape  of  Gciod  Hope,  but  to  the  Weft  Indict,  to  their 
officers  eritrufted  with  the  care  of  the  different  iflands  ;  and 
which,  (by  the  Treaty  of  Amiens,  were  to  be  ceded  tn  the 
French  and  the  l!)uich),  to  retain  them  refpeflively,  Unfor. 
funately  thofc  orders  arrived  in  the  Weft  Indies,  and  at  Dc- 
merara,  Surinam,  &c.  too  iate  to  anfvver  the  defired  purpofe, 
tho(e  iflands  having  been  already  ceded.  The  holding  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  ilicn  became  a  very  different  coiifidcra- 
fioo  from  what  it  would  have  been,  if  they  (hould  have  had 
the  good  fortune  to  have  been  able  to  detain  the  whole  of 
the  cefHons  which  had  been  (liptilated  for  under  the  cxprefs 
agreement  that  Batavia  (hould  be  evacuated,  and  the  French 
troops  marched  out  of  it.  Upon  cdnfultation,  therefore,  ft 
was  deemed  proper  to  comply  with  the  Treaty  of  Amiens 
refpefitng  it,  and  hence  it  was  that  Minifters  tt>Qught  it 
their  duty  to  fend  out  the  order  of  the  «i^(h  of  November,' 
i8oa,  to  cede  it  to  the  Dutch.  With  regard  to  the  value 
fet  lipon  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope  by  a  noble  Vifcvunt^ot 
then  pre(ent,  and  by  the  nuble  Lordis  pppodie  to  him,  h^ 
would  again  repeat  what  he  faid  the  other  night,  that  .he  did 
not  hold  it  in  eotial.eftimation.  J[f  he  was  aflced,  VheiHer. 
he  tb?Jught  it  of  no  value?  Certainly  he  fbouUi  not  go' the. 
length  of  anfi/veri/ig  in  the  aflirmaiivei  '  it  h#d  hs  v4ue  un* 

'-'dbubtc4fj,' 
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doubtcdiyt  but  not  to  the  extent  that  other  noble  Lords  at- 
tached to  It.  In  the  firft  place,  it  was  not  neceflfary  that  (hips 
coming  from  or  failing  to  India  (hould  touch  at  it,  and  he 
had  been  informed  from  thofe  bed  acquainted  upon  the  fub* 
jedy  that  no  French  cruizcrs  could  derive  any  advantage 
from  it.     The  ufual  and  the  bed  pradice  of  our  indiamea 
was  to  keep  at  lead  the  didance  of  thirty  leagues  from  the 
Cape  in  their  voyages  to  and  from  India.   In  the  next  place. 
It  ivas  to  be  confidered  that  Cape  Town  could  hardly  be 
deemed  a  port ;  during  the  favourable  feafon  of  (ix  montha 
in  the  year,  (hips  might  lay  in  Table  Bay  ;  but  during  the 
ftvtre  and   tcmpeduous   feafon,     (hips  could  only  lay    in 
Fatfe  Bay,  from  whence,  on  account  of  the  boidcrous  fea,  the 
word  of  any  part  of  the  ocean,  a  French  man  of  war  or 
cruizer  bould  put  to  fea.     But  another  confidcration  was  the 
immenfe  charge  the  Cape  put  us  to,  while  it  was  in  our  own 
hands.'    It  cod  this  country  no  lefs  than  one  million  and  a 
fialf,  whereas  it  would  not  cod  us  above  four  hundred  thou- 
fand  pounds  to  fend  out  convoys  with  the  fcveral  fleets  of  In* 
diamen   which  failed  from  our  ports  at  home  to  India,  and 
from  India  home  again.     His  Lordlhip  (auU  before  he  fat 
down,  he  mud  take  that  opportunity  of  anfwering  a  charge, 
which  he  underdood  had  been  urged  againd  himfeif,  in  ano« 
ther  place.     It  had  been  faid,   that  he  refufed  to  fee  the  de* 
puties  from  Switzerland  at  his  o(Ece,  and  had  aflligned  as  a 
reafon  for  fo  doing,  ^*  led  his  doing  fo  (hould  give  umbrage 
to  the  Fird  Confut,  and  the  French  Reptiblic."     He  did  af- 
fure  the  Houfe,  that  the  report  was  wholly  without  founda- 
tion ;  the  fa£l  was,  that  he  did  receive  the  Swifs  deputies 
twice  ;  once  at  his  odice,  and  once  at  his  own  houfe ;  and  he 
hdped  the  Houfe  knew  him  better  than  to  believe,  that  for  a 
fingle  fTioment  he  have  could  either  degraded  himfeif,  or  dtf- 

Saced  the  honour  of  the  country  fo  much,  as  to  have  aflligned 
edread  of  giving  umbrage  to  the  Fird  Conful,  or  the  French 
Republic,  as  a  ground  of  any  one  part  of  his  conduct  as  a  Bri* 
tiAi  Minider. 

'  The  Earl  o^ Suffolk  faid»  he  conHdered  our  Fad  India  pof- 
fc(fidns  the  (beet  anchor  of  this  country,  and  confeqiientljr 
that  Malta  was  a  military  portion  which  it  was  of  the  high- 
eft  iftiportance  to  retain  inourpoffedioh. 

Lord  Gr^//ti72r  daicdf  ihat  the  obje£l  of  the  refolutions  was 
to  infer,  that  it  was  the  duty  of  his  Majedy's  Minifters  to 
have  retnondrated  with  the  French  Government  for  the  ag- 
gteinons  they  bid  Commuted  ;  and  be  conteodeili  that  in  not 
• .  having 
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having  dofie  fo«  their  conduA  had  been  highly  crimioaL 
He  argued  againft  that  f^lem  of  acquiefcence  in  inruh,  which 
charaderi^d  the  prefent  Government.  His  IjOidtbip  was 
of  opinion  the  refolotion  (hould  have  been  taken  fe'paraiel]r» 
He  fecapitul^ed  the  charges  which  they  contained,  obfervtng 
chai  h  waa  ibe  duty  of  his  Majefly's  Minifters  to  have  foilow- 
cdup»  by  8rong  reinonftrances  and  reprcfentations,  the  afis 
q£  vioiencf  of  the  French  Republic.  The  fecoiid  charge  io 
the  rerolutions  was  partly  a  proof  of  the  former  one,  attend- 
ed with  an  affertiou,  that  if  the  aggreflions  of  Fi:artce  had 
been  follawed  np  with  becoming  fpirit/  it  would  have  beea 
prpdu£iive  of  a  proper  anfwer  ;  or,  at  lead,  if  that  anfwer 
bad  been  contemptuonfly  rcfufed;  the  filence  of  the  French 
Government  might  have  been  conftrued  jnto  a  declaration  of 
"war-  Jt  certainly  would  have  been  fo  conftriied  by  any  go« 
vernment  than  fuck  ar  one  as  at  prefent  dircded  the  affairs  of 
fbis  country.  The  noble  Lord  then  proceeded  to  enumerate 
the  aggreflions  this  country  had  endured  on  the  part  of 
France.  They  confided,  he  faidj  f n  prohibitionf,  to  the  pre* 
judice  pf  ou^  comtnercr,  between  the  figning  of  the  Preiimi^ 
Sirica  and  the  Definitive  Treaty  of  Peace.  He  cotild  not 
difcover  that  any  remonftt  ances  had  been  made  on  the  fuhjeft 
of  tbeio>  no  notice  had  been  taken  of  them  in  the  DeBnitive 
Treaty*  Hia  Lordlhip  alfo  referred  to  the  unjuA  feizurea 
on  the  patt  of  France,  infifting  that  they  had  never  been 
/  made  the  fubjed  of  the  (lighted  remonftrance.     He  next  ad- 

verted to  the  trreft  of  Captain  D'Auvergne  in  fhe  ftreets  of 
Paris  ;  a  naore  grofs  affront  was,  he  faid,  never  ofFered  to  anjr 
government,  tbon  that  was ;  yet  this  flagrant  dettntion  of  an 
officer  wearing  the  King's  uniform  had  never  been'refentcd, 
%ven  by  the  flighted  remonftrance.  He  exprefled  his  entira* 
difapprobatioQ  of  the  condud  adopted  by  Miniflcrs  during  the 
negotiaiions  ;  and  intimated  his  intention  to  enter  into  art 
enquiry  refpoAing  the  reprefentations  which  he  conceived 
they  had  been  backward  in  affording.  He  fpoke  of  *the  man* 
ner  in  wiiich'they  had  cftabUfhed  the  different  articles,  at  the 
Treaty  ol  Amiens,  aa  unfonnd,  and  was  (Irongly  Inclined  ^o 
believe,  that  at  the  period  on  i^^hich  the  Treaty  was.  figned^ 
Minifters  were  perfuaded  that  the  fubje^t  of  Malta  would  be- 
come a  fobjeft  of  future  contention.  It  was  a  matter  of  rnuch 
wonderythiat,  notwiihftanding  the  various  points  which  ex- 
ifted  At  the  making  of  the  peifce  for  further  negotiation,,  as 
«  oeceflarylo  their  ftnalfettlement,  that  though' tliey  hiid  been 
generaUy  coniidered  as diilicuit^  aod  eveotinlikety  lo  be  eftab* 
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bIiQ)c4.  during  the  drTcuiBoriSi  that  from  the  month  of  Af  rHt 
^8o),  lint!)  fehtuzTjt  1803,  nooomraunieatioAB  (hoold  be 
made  with  refpejl  to  Switzerland.     In  Maji  1802,  deputies 

.  were  fent  from  that  country  to  England,  and  his  Mt^efty'a 
icr^ants  were  in  pofleflion  of  all  the  ta^  relaiiTV  tofhoie  peo« 
pie,  ye(  no  reprefentatlon  took  place ;  they  were  acquainted 
with  ihe  aflPaiis  of  Holland,  and  feveral  months  )>revioua  to 
bis  MajeHy's  Mcflage,  all  the  information  which  has  fince 
been  laid  before  the  Parliament  was  known.  With  regard 
lo  Maha»  il  had  hem  forefcen  by  MiniOers  that  that  I  (land 
could  not  be  under  the  keeping  of  either  power  without  be* 
eoming  a  Aihjed  of  the  moft  animated  inquiries  ;  and,  in  thtt 
idifcufiions  to  that  end,  Miniders  l^ad  b6en  trifling.  New  pro* 
pofitions  were  continually  made,  and  inftrudions  tranftnlttcd 
to  JLord  Whitworth  to  require  farisfadioh.  The-  Frendi 
Miniflec  would  demand*  what  fatisfadbn  do  youwaili  ?  but 
Lord  Whitworth  was  unable  to  telK  It' was  then  ftat^, 
that  totako  poiTcflion  of.  Lampedofa,  aind  forfufitr  the  Repubr 
lie  10  occupy  Malta  for  any  time^  would  be  to  give  it  to  them 
forever.  As  to  the  guarantee  appointed  for  that tOand,  the 
nobW  iord  did  not  conceive  RufHa  to  be  a' fit  powc#  ;  atNlho 
had  to  Aate,  that  the  paper  which  had  been  laid  bcFovts  the 
Hottfc  to  that  purpofe,  was  tinaccompam*ed  by  anote^'whlclr 
.  the  Aepubiic  of  France  had  publi(hed ;  it  had  been  fupprcfl^ 
fd«  by  Miniflers,  and  related  to  a  declaration  made  by  the 
Ruffian  AmhaflTador,  that  many  meafures,  which  had  been 
taken  refpeAiogthe  iiland  of  Malta,  were in  oppofltioo  to  bia 
iiiftruAioos. 

The  noble  Lord  called  the  confideration  of  the  Houfeto 
Xht  object  for  which  the  war  was  undertaken.  Was  ihia 
gre^l  and  iiiufliious  nation,  he  obfcrvcd,  to  involve  ilfeiriif 
•4  war  00  (he  dii'pute  refpeAing  the  paltry  ifiapd  of  Lapipc* 
dofa*  If  war  had  been  undertaken  to  vindicate  the  honour 
^nd  dignity  of  our  gracious  and  cfteemed  Sovcrefgn,  thai 
would  h^e  been  a  caufe  of  fuffictent  magnitude ;  if  war 
bad  taken  place  to  cfpouie  the  part  of  Holland,  or  the  people 

»  of  Swilaerland,  we  ibokxld  then  have  been  juflified ;  but 
their  LordHiips  wotild  fee  that  fumetliing  more  tlian  Malta* 
Lampediija*  and  the  dilfereiit  cauies  at  prefcnt  ur.((ed  by 
MioiAerSv  was  jiecefla<y  to  piove  the  grounds  of  the  conteil 
whitb  was  likely  to  t^fi^.  If  the  Cape  wai^  fpoken  of,  it 
would  be  obvious  that  Minifters  bad  violated  the  Tr^n^y  of 
Amiens  by  not  having  given  it  up  at  the  appointed  time. 
On  the  ntli  of  Augull  the  troops^  weie  to  4a> deleft,  that 

place. 
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place.  Oil  the  1 6th  of  November  we  find  the  I^utch  troopi 
there,  and  the  Engliih  in  pofleffion,  and  if  a  battle  had  takea 

Slace  in  confequence,  many  lives  would  have  been  loft,  and 
linifters  Would  have  added  one  more  charge  to  the  many 
brought  agaioft  them^  The  noble  Lord  could  not  avoid 
conceiving  that  Minifters  were  in  full  poflei&on  of  moft  of 
the  documents  which  bad  been  advanced,  before  Colonel 
Sebaftiani*s  report  was  ma^e,  and  that  their  conduA  was 
higbiy  repreheniible  in  having  failed  to  make  communica- 
tion at  an  earlier  period  than  they  had  done^  He  con» 
eluded  with  remarking,  that  the  importance  of  the  conteft 
we  were  now  engaged  in>  had  been  kept  back  from  public 
obfervation  by  Minifters,  whofe  meafures  fince  the  Treaty 
of  Amiens,  had  led  to  hoftilities  in  confequence  of  making 
nn  infecure  peace. 

The  l*9rd  CAanctflor  claimed  tlie  attention  of  the  Houfe^ 
While  he  exprcflcd  hisaftonifhmept  at  the  ezprei&ons  tkiade 
ufe  of  by  a  noble  Lprdj  who  had  advanced  opinions  refoeA- 
ing  the  cobduA  of  Miniftcrs>  which  he  certainly  coula  not 
.wi(h  tp  fee  realUed»  I'lie  iTreaty  of  Amiens  and  the  peace' 
made  by  Mlniflers  had  fallen  under  fhis  cenfure.  It  waa» 
however*  well,  known^  that  at  tlie  end  of  the  laft  wari  a 
war  which  ttie  noble  Lord  coniidered  as  a  juft  and  neceflary 
war,  the  people  in  general  were  averfe  to  itj  from  not 
knowing  the  principles  upon  which  it  was  maintaioed« 
/  and  the  neceility  there  was  for  fupportirig  it    When  fiich 

I  was  the  wifh  for  peace  among  all  ranks  of  fociety,  his  Ma* 

I  jefty*s  Minifters  made  peace,  and  during  the  difficulties  they 

I  had  to  ftruggle  with,  they  afforded  fatisfadion  to  the  people 

and  relief  to  the  country.  The  objed  at  fuch  a  time  aa 
the  prefent  was  not  to  inveftig^te  the  conduft  of  Miaift^s* 
or  ta  fay  they  did  right  or  wrong  upon  former  occaiionSt 
but  to  unarrimoufty  join  in  defence  of  the  common  good*, 
The  i^oble  Lord  difclaimed  the  principle  of  impeaching 
Minifters  upon  charges  that  had  no  foundation,  and  ob- 
ferved  that  the  Britifh  Legiilatore  would  not  fufier  th« 
rod  conflantly  to  be  hanging  over  the  beads  of  perfons 
whofe  actions  appeared  to  be  produced  by  the  t>ttreft 
motives.  *        ♦ 

After  going  through  the  thrfee  ^topofitiont,  or  c$taurc£  the 
impeachment,  (as  his  Lo^dfhi^  termedthem);  and  atifweringf 
the  charges  imputed  tb  his'Majelhf's  Minifters  very  greatly 
at  length,'  €f6ttAMj  the  various  allegations  ftated  iu  thefirft 
count,  his  Lofdfliip  went  into  a  courfe  of ^general  reaibning 
CO  the  wMe  view  of  the  cbnduA  of  his  Majcfty's  Minifters* 
¥•!•  IV*  1802-3.  L 
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in  fiift  making  the  peace,  and  in  fince  ufiag  thttr  nidft 
anxious  endfcivours  to  preferve  the  continuance  of  it  to  their 
country  ;  and  he  contended,  that  the  verdift  of  therr  Lord- 
fliips  of  gMy^  or  n9t  guilty ^  muft  be  pronounced  upon  the 
wh6te  of  it,  and  not  upon  parts  picked*outy  as  are  fubjefiy 
perhaps,  to  the  charge  of  i>einR  erroneous;  or  not  the  very 
bed  mode  of  proceeding  that  might  have  been  adopted  under 
\th  difficult  or  \t(%  arduous  circumftances.  He  faid  he  per- 
fectly agreed  with  the  noble  Lord  who  had  lately  (jpoken,  as 
to  the  latter  part  of  his  fpeech,  that  this  was  not  a  war  for 
Malta  or  a  war  for  the  ifland  of  Elba»  but  a  war  for  the 
peate  of  Europe,  a  war  to  check  and  reflrain  the  ambitious 
fpirit  of  aggrandizement,  aggreflion,  infult,  and  violence  of 
the  French  Governmenti  which  had  by  a  fyftem  of  oiFenfive 
and  injurious  conduft  fliowed  that  no  country  could  repofe  in 
fafety  till  that  ryftem  was  put  an  end  to.  It  was  a  war  at 
once  juft  and  neceflary,  a  war  for  the  prefervation  of  our 
dearell  rights. and  interefts,  to  fecure  to  us  our  glorious  con** 
flitution,  and  all  the  bl^ftings  which  it  held  out  to  us,  which 
retired  the  Britifli  people  the  envy  and  the  admiration  of  all 
Europe.  His  Lordiiiip»  In  a  mod  animatcil  and  emphatic 
flrain,  .worked  up  a  warm  and  glowing  eulogy  on  Briti(h  laWf 
Britifli  freedom,  and  Britifli  happincfs,  to  a  perfeA  cUmax  ; 
and  concluded  with  faying,  for  the  reafons  ho  had  (laiedt  he 
would  oppofe  every  one  of  the  refoluiions. 

In  the  courfe  of  his  Lordfliip'sjpcecb,  be  adverted  to  the 
cafe  of  Capt*  D'Auvergne,  who,  he  faid,  was  opt  a  fubje^  of 
this  kingdom,  and  that  confequently  his  cafe  ftood  on  very 
diflferent|;rounds  from  that  on  which  the. cafe  of  a  fuhjed  of 
this  country  would  do.  He  atfo  dented  that  his  Majefiy*i 
^tnificrs  had  any  information  of  Colonel  Scbaftiani'a  ooiu 
dufik  in  Egyptf  till  his  report  was  publiflied,  and  they  jre« 
ceived'adripalcb  from  Geaeaal  Siuart,  informing  sbem  eC 
Sebaftiaoj's  conduA  inEgypt^  with  refpeA  to  his  appliciitioil 
to  hkn  (General  Smart)  a;^  c»  the  non-evacuation  of  Egypt. 

Earl  Sptnctr  (atdt  h^  lad  no  intention  to  have  fpoken  that 
night,  but  having  liflened  With  the  greateft  attention  to  the 
argirnientsof  the  nobfe  and-ietmed  Lord  on  the  woolfack, 
and  being  perfefiJy  conicioua,  that  no  man  was  more  capable 
of  defeiiding  the  conduft  of  Ms  Majefiy*s  MioiRers,  if  it 
rouid  bc'defended,  yet  be  muft  ftill  find  bioifdf  under  the 
neceiTiCy  nf  voting  for  tiie  T^ibluttoiis  moved  by  his  noble 
Friend.  The  arguments  of  the  nobie  and  learned  Loixi  ap- 
peared to  liioi  to  be  very  poor  ones,  where  arguments  lb 

much

much  Wronger  were  neceilary  to  be  i|rged.  ^At  that  late 
hour  of  the  night,  the  Earl  fsadf  he  would  not  gp  intp.  de-*  - 
tail,  or  attempt  to. follow  the  noble  and  leanied  Lord  iivhis.  * 
extenfive  courfe  pf  reafonii^g  upon  the  refoiuc^ns,  which  he 
hjid  fi;pDe  ^thipugh  ia  a  retrograde  way ;  he  woul^  content 
himleif'  with  making  two  or  three  obfervatipns  on  points 
which  had  fallen  from  the  Qoble  and  learned  Lord.  In  tlie 
fixft  place  the  npble  ai\d  Jearned  Lord  had  faid,  that  the  cafe 
of  Captain  D'Auvergne  was  not  before  Tarliament.  He 
inrould  afk,  whofe  fault  was  it  that  ic  was  not  before  Parlia- 
ment ?  He  had.himfeif  a&ed  for  papers  refpcding  it«.and 
a  noble  Secretary  of  State  had  promUed  to  lay  iaforraation 
refpeAing  it  before  the  Houfe,  but  he  never  had  mad^  good 
his  promife.  Witli  regard  to  there  having  been  a  difference 
as  to  the  ground  of  complaint  between  the  treattnent  of  a 

f)erfon  who  was  a  fubje^  of  two  countries,  he  could  not 
peak  to  fuch  diftindions,  becaufe  he  diil  no(  underiland  , 
tnem.     But  to  admit  that  the  diftinftion  was  a  foUd  one» 
as  applied  to  Capt.  D'Auvergne,  what  could  be  faid  as  to  . 
the  cafe  of  Captain  DomaTefque,  who  was  not  a  fubje£l  of 
France,  but  a  niitive  of  Jerfey  or  Guemfey  ?,  With  rctiird  • 
to  Miniilers  not  knowing  of  Colonel  Scbaftiaoi^s  nriillion,  tiH 
his  report  was  puWiihed,  he  begged  leave  to  refer  them  to  • 
one  of  Lord  Hawkelbury's  lett^s,  written  antecedent  to 
the  publication  ^f  that  report,  in  which  letter  they  would- 
find  Colonel   Sebafiiani  and  his  million  mentioned. .   His 
Lordlhip  added  one  obfervation  or  two  relative  to  the  con-* 
dufil  of  Mtnifters,  refpedling  the  ceffion  of  the  Cape  of 
Good  Hope,  and  concluded  with  repeating,  that  be  mould 
vote  for  tlie  refulutions.  ' 

'  Ijord  PeUiam  ,rofe  to  reply  to  the  obfervatiOns  of  the  noble 
Earl,  andfirft  as  to  Captam  D*Auvergne.  He  admitted  that 
be  was  miftaken,  when  on  a  former  day  be  had  faid  that 
Cq>t^n  D'Auvergne  was  liberated  immediately  on  the  ap-* 
plicatkm  of  the  Britifh  Minifter,  as  he  had  fince  found,  that 
he  had  been  confined  three  or  four  days  afterwtirda^  His. 
lifleoce  oh  that  AibjeA  had  been  in  confequence  of  an  appli- 
entiion  /jroff)  the  friends  of  Captaiad'Auyergne,  who  fieared 
that  t}ifi  agitation  of  that  matter  in  the  Bi:itilh  Pafliament 
niiglit  inj^ire  his  iiyter^fis  at  Paris.

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Lord  Grentitie  snd  Lord  Clifton  feverally  but  Ib^rtly  oc* 
plained.

The  Secretary  at  War  brought  in  a  bill  for  iiHdfiJng  far^ 
ther  proviiioiis  for  the  pay  and  cioa(hing^f  the  militia  of 
Great  Britainy  wbieb  was  read  a  iirft  time ;  and  the  right 
bon.  Gentleman,  after  dating  that  this  bill  was  in  fome  jHir- 
ticulars  materially  different  from  any  former  a£l  on  the 
fame  fubjeft,  moved .  that  it  fliouid  be  printed  and  read  a 
fecond  time  next  day.

SUPPLr-*^AKMV  ESTIMATES. 

The  Hoofe  refolded  -  aito  a  committee  of  fopply,  to 
which  the  papers  piefented  by  the  Secretary  at  War  on  the 
Sd  mfUmt,  and  the  ordnance  eilimates,  were  referred. 

The  S0tntafy  Mt  fFar  fiiid,  thai  in  rifing*  to  fubmii  to  the 
conGdeiarioii  of  the  Committee,  the  remaining  army  eAimates^ 
he  wiOied  toobferve,  that  they  confifted  of  two  parts: — One 
c^  them  related  to  thofe  eftimaies  that  were  not  prefented  to 
the  Houfe  ar  the  commencement  of  the  feflions.  They  were 
the  ttfual  eftimates  for  fnpernumerary  officers,  peafioners  at 
the  Royal  Hofpiials  of  Chelfea  and  Kilmainham,  the  Royat 
Military  College,  and  the  Military  Afylumt  thefe  eftimates 
could  not  be  prefented  before,  becaufe  the  whole  of  the 
expence  could  not  be  afcertained  until  the  feven  garriPon  bat* 
talions  ivere  complete.  The  fecond  head  of  eftimates  related 
to  tome  augmentation  that  had  been  ordered  in  the  regular 
forces^  to  the  militia  and  fuppletiientary  miliiia,  and  to  fome 
further  expences  which  had  taken  place  In  the  barrack  depart- 
ment. Tbofe  eftimates  which  related  to  the  fnpernumerary 
officfrft  penfioners  at  Chelfea  and  Kilmainham,  &c.  %vere 
much  thefame  as  before.  The  expcnce  of  the  Royal  Military 
GcdlegCv  ^/>s  greater  than  that  of  laft  year/  it  amounted  to 
81  xol-  Xhi^lncrAafe wasowlngto a fccondcomjpany of cadeis 
being forr^ecC  This  inftitntlon  being.found  loaiifwerfo  well 
all  the  purpo(*cs  for  w,hicH  it. was  formed,  it  had  been  thought 
^^(pedieat  to  ad4  i  fccoijd  compjjny  of  cadets,  ;  Atijf  hoij 
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who  confidcreJ  fairly  the  fiaiurcof  thU  inftituiiotiy  wouM,- 
he  was  furci  agree  with  hiniy  that  it  was  an  expence  well 
laid  out  on  the  part  of  the  put>lic.  He  trufted  that  it  was 
s|n  inftiiution  that  would  be  conftantly  kept  up,  as  it  aiForded 
to  young  men  deftined  for  the  army»  better  q>eaA$  of  iq« 
ilrudion  than  ihey  could  otherwife  obtain  in  this  country :  he 
hoped  alfo,  that  it  would  always  be  managed  with  economy, 
and  without  any  partiality  or  favour.  He  now  came  to 
the  Royal  Military  Afylum;  for  this  fervice  he  (bould  move 
for  a  fum  of  31,000!.  of  this  fum  21, cool,  was  to  be  applied 
10  complete  the  building.  He  was  forry  to  fay^  that  the 
bnildings  which  were  completed,  cod  more  than  had  been 
originally  eflimated,  though  every  attempt  had  beeii  made  to 
make  the  eftimates  as  accurate  as  poflible — This  increafe  of 
the  expence  beyond  the  eftimate,  arofe  partly  from  thiscir- 
ctTmftance,  viz.  that  foon  after  the  eftimate  was  formed,  the 
fJifpute  with  the  Northern  Powers  toolc  place,  which  caufed 
a  great  increafe  in  the  price  of  many  of  the  mticles  ufcd  in. 
the  building— This,  however,  would,  he  hoped,  be  the  whole 
expence  of  the  building,  and  he  (hould  only  afk  jo,oooI.  for 
fitting  up  the  rooms,  &c.  He  came  now  10  ihc  fecond 
bead  of  tfiimatcs,  viz.  thofe  which  rc)a*cd  to  the  aug- 
mentation of  the  forces. — The  augmentation  which  had  bcca* 
ordered  y\as  not  to  a  very  confiderablc  extent,  f^r  ihe  Com- 
mittee would  recoUedl,  thai  when  the  arrriy  was  voted  in  De- 
cember bfl,  It  v»'as  upon  an  unufualiy  high  cftablifhiBerit,  the 
higheil  that  ever  was  propofed  in  time  of  pcaqe.  It  wai 
thought  thai  completing  ihe  army  by  a  fmall  augmentation 
would  be  fufficteut— as  the  army  voted  xvas  130,000  men. — -' 
The  augmentation  that  would  take  place,  would  be  princi- 
pally in  the  cavalry.  The  Committee  would  recolledi  thai 
by  the  plan  which  he  propofcd  in  December  laft.  ten  men  per 
troop  of  the  cavalry  were  to  rernain  difmountcd ;  thofe  men 
were  now  to  be  mounted,  and  their  place  to  be  fupplitd  with 
recruits;  this  would  make  70  inen  per  troop.  There  was 
alfo  to  be  an  augmentation  in  the  fopt.guards.  The  next 
augmentation  arofe  from  a  regulation  which  had  beeti  adopted 
of  abolifhing  the  field  officers  having  companies;  in  coufe- 
quence  of  which  there  would  be  three  additional  captains  in 
each  regiment.  He  would  not  now  enter  into  any  argu* 
ments  upon  the  propriety  of  this  regulation^  he  woul^  only 
fay,,  that  it  was  rne  that  met  with  the  approbation  of  the 
mofl  cxpci-ienced  officers  of  the  army  ;  by  this  ptan»  the  Gtu- 
^tion  of  captain-lieutenant  would  be  aboFfihedy  and  he 
would  of  courfe  have  one  of  the  three  companies;  another  pf 

the 
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the  companies  was  to  be  given  to  a  captain  on  half-paj ;  and 
the  fenior  lieuteoant  was  to  have  the  thifcl  company  on  con- 
dition of  raiHtig  thirty  men »  and  the  fenior  enfign  to  fiicceed 
him  on  raifing  ten  men.  The  expence  of  this  meafure  would 
be  about  35iOOol.  viz.  16,000  for  Great  Brhain,  and  Qoool* 
fur  Ireland.  1  he  greateft  part  of  the  expence  of  thcTe  eHi* 
mates  arofe  from  the  militia,  it  amounted  to  a  fum  of 
1926790001.  for  Great  Britain,  and  4801497I.  for  IreJand. 
Contingencies,  13,3451.  cloatbing,  143,891!.  The  militia 
of  Great  Br?taio  would  amount  to  60,893,  fupplementary 
militia,  24,oco,  making  (exclufive  of  officers,  non-commif* 
fioned  officers,  &c.}  the  number  of  rank  and  file  above  73,000 
men.  The  militia  of  Ireland  amounted  to  18,000  men, 
making  all  together  above  90,000  men.  And  he  was  happy 
10  fay,  that  a  very  Ihort  time  indeed  would  elapfe  befoxe 
they  were  all  embodied  and  fit  for  fervice. — The  additional 
expence  for  liic  fupplementary  militia,  woiikl  amount  to 
4i6,oocl.  the  additional  expence  of  the  barrack  depart- 
ment 15,0001.  making  the  total  expence  of  Great  Britaiiiy 
2,540,000).  and  for  Ireland,  570,0001.  bring  ail  together^ 
3,iio>oooK  Having  thus  dated  the  general  items,  be  would 
uoc  trefpafs  at  prefent  any  longer  upon  the  Committee,  buc 
woufd  be  perfeflly  ready  to  give  any  Gentleman  every  infor- 
mation in  his/power.     He  then  amoved  his  fird  refolution. 

Mr..ff^ii'dham  declined  to  ent^r  into  any  detskil  of  the  fe* 
vera!  items  alluded  to  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  but  took 
4iccafion  to  repeat  his  obje£lions  to  the  fyftem  purfued  by  the 
pr«feiK  MiniiVerSy  and  particularly  with  refped  to  the  mi« 
litia.     It  feemod  to  be  their  obje^  to  purfue  quite  an  opp>- 
Irre  courfe  from  that  whkh  good  policy  would  prefcribe.     It 
leemed  their  refolution  to  fuckle  the  militia,  and  to  dry-nnrfe 
the  army— -Ya  laugh,)     He  contended,  that  as  \\ui  country 
was  not  fufficiently  populous  to  fuppiy  both  thofe  defcrip. 
tiofis  of  force,  that  the  regular  army  (hould  have  ihe  prere- 
jimce.     Minifiers  did  not  appear  to  him  to  have  duly  cun(i« 
dered  the  nature  and  chara6erof  the  war  iu  which  th;:  coun- 
try was  engaged,  nor  to  have  yet  made  u^  their  minds  as  to 
the  plan  of  operations  they  ought  to  purfue.     Ei'her  they 
had  hot  determined  on  any  plan  at  all,  or  that  which  they 
adopted  was  exceedingly  fallacious.     They  were  evidently 
forced  into  war,  and  their  refolution  was  fcarcely  formed 
wheq  they  got  jnto  it ;  therefore  they  had  not  yet  prepared 
their  meafures.     Perhaps  they  looked  upon  it  as  an  ordinary 
war,  and  that  ordinary  buttle  and  adivity  vims  fufficient  to 

meet 
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mcei  it<*^thtt  it  was  enough  to  co1Ie£t  a  force  without  an/ 
diftinA  view  to  its  application,  but  probably  •they  had  no- 
thing in  view  beyond  mere  deifence — that  they  looked  for  . 
fome  mediation  to  fave  the  country,  and  meant  again  to  feek 
an  opportunity  of  fneaking  into  peace.  Unleis  fuch  was 
their  intention  and  hope*  he  could  not  conceive  the  purport 
of  their  proceedings.  If  defence  alone  was  their  defign,  he 
could  not  but  regret  it,  for  that  was  a  ftate  in  which*  though 
we  might  not  )o(e,  we  could  not  gain  any  thing.  Minifiers 
had  already^  by  the  peace  of  Amiens,  forfeited  the  advan-* 
lages  of  ten  years  great  exertion  and  glory,  and  fuffered  the 
country  to  go  to  leeward;  and  by  a  merely  defenfive  fyftem, 
were  now  holding  out  the  deplorable  proFpeA  of  an  indeter- 
minable war,  a  war  in  which  none  of  the  objeda  which 
urged  its  commeiicement  were  in  the  lead  degree  likely  to 
be  attained — a  war  for  which  (here  was  no  precedent  in  our 
hiftory,  and  in  which,  in  fad,  we  (hould  be  only  wrtftling  . 
wiik  deftrudion,  while  thfe  feeling  and  fpirit  of  the  country  * 
muft  be  Wafting  away.  If  defence  alone  even  wa$  intended, 
he  did 'not  think  tlie  fort  of  force  propofed^o  be  raifed,  fhat 
which  found  wifilom  wouM  recommend;  for,  }f  invafioa 
fliould  take  place,  the  militia  was  not  the  moft  deflraUe 
force  to  employ — a  regular  army  ought  to  be  met  by  a  regu- 
lar army— It  ftould  be  •*  diamond  cut  diamond/' — ^The  riglft 
honourable  Gentleman  exprefled  hts  decided  eonvidiion  that, 
unlefs  fome  very  ftrong  meafures  were  immediately  taken^ 
nothing  efie6^ual  could  be  done.  Minifters  (hould  adopt  thtfl 
vigour  in  the  firft  indance,  to  which  they  muft  be,  ere  long# 
obliged  to  refort,  or  the  objed  could  not  be  attained,  and 
the  country  might  be  loft.  Provifions  (hould  be  made  to 
raife  the  people  en  majfe^  if  neccflary  ;  for  the  pctiod  might 
fuddenly  come,  when,  without  exertion,  our  fate  would  be 
precarious  indeed.  This  was  the  more  defirable,  when  it 
was  coniidered  that,  unlefs  fomething  of  a  great  and  extraoi^-  ' 
dinary  nature  was  devifed,  it  would  be  utterly  impoflible  for 
us  to  take  any  flep  towards  reftoring  that  balance  of  power 
on  the  Continent,  which  it  was  material  for' our  own  fafety 
to  feck ;  and  it  alfo  behoved  us  to  think  very  feriouflv  on 
Ineafurcs  of  precaution  even  at  home,  when  we  coniiaered 
the  daring  enterprize,  the  inveterate  hoftility,  the  undif- 
guifed  wilh  to  deihoy  us  which  charaderiz^d  the  govern* 
ment  of  France.  It  vtras  come  to  this  witli  Great  Britain^ 
thateiilicrfhcffluftfhifngthen  herfelftuateriall)  indeed,  or 
weakea  the  oiemy  coniiderahly,  or  (he  caimot  fublifl:.    It 

was 
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wa»  tbe  wUh  of  moftrmen  Jjpdng  the  laft  war,  aii^»  iq  th2^ 
opJUEuoQ  of.  many*  it  ought  to  have  been  the  main  objed  of 
that  war,  to  attack  the  government  of  France*  and  a  Jimilar 
plan  of  policy  ought,  in  his  judgment,  to  govern  Nflniftersin 
the.pre(ent  conteft ;  but  thofe  right  hon.  Gentlemen  feemed 
entirely  to  rely  on  chances,  and  mediation,  and  tttere  de* 
fence :  that  courfe  was  more  fuitable  to  their  nature  and 
habits ;  as  Mother  Coie  faid  of  tbe  Catholic  Religion,  it 
was  the  moft  comfortable  p^rfuafion  for  one  of  her  calling 
(€  generai  laurh)^  He  confciled  he  did  not  fee  any  good 
that  couid  relutt  from  the  hope  of  mediation ;  when  fad 
looked  at  the  iron-bound  coaft  which  the  Continent  pre* 
fented  to  us,  not  a  creek  or  harbour  to  receive  us,  he  couid 
not  hope  for  any  efFeAual  afliftancc  from  thence,  however 
fonie  Gentlemen  might  talk  of  fuch  profpeds  in  language 
rather  calcuialed  to  unnerve  the  public  mind  than  to  pro-  « 
duce  any  benefit.  The  peace  of  Amiens  had  Ihut  out 
Gfeat  Britaiii  from  ^e  Continent.  The  declaralion  by  the 
adyocates  of  that  peace  waa,  that  this  cotMtry  could  do 
nothing  for  the  Continent,  and  (hecefore  would  l^ve 
it  to  ftraggle  for  ijifelf,  and  upon  that  ground  the-  peace 
was  concludedr.  How  (hen  conld  it  be  expeded  that  tha 
ContineDt  MouM  no^.  feel  any  iatexeft  iaibe  advance nMni 
of- a  firhotn^'of  policy  puroly  confined  to  Britifli  pbjeAsi  fb9 
fo  the  Udk  paragraph  ot  bis-  Majefty's  decUration  defined  it ; 
thfit-paragragh,  which  imprefied  on  tlie  minda  of  the  Coa« 
ijqcQt  that  Great  Britain  had  nothing  in  view  intimately 
coM^ed  with  their  iQtrreib,.and  Uiat  it  would  be  very 
liable  to  be  abandoned  again  when  any  difficultjr  fhould 
arife-rwhen  any  clamour  tnould  prefs  to  demand  it  He 
lamented  that  Miniflers  had  not  couched  that  declaration  ia 
fuch  tfirnoa  as  might  have  a  tendency,  to  b^ing  with  us  the. 
fyoipathies  of  the  Continent ;  but  their  plan  of  policy  waa 
narrow  and  felfilh,  and  had  been  fo  uniformly — ^it  was  fuch' 
policy  that  produced  the  Treaty  of  Amiens.  He  was  aware 
that  be  was,  called  an  obftinate  . (inner  in  continuing  to  con« 
dcmii  the  treaty^  and  in  not  acknowledging  that  it  was  a  faJir< 
aiid  juft  experiment ;  but  be. believed  that  the  right  hen. 
GeotlemaAon.the  Treafury  Bench  muft  now  ^dmit  that  in' 
that  e:)cperimeot.he  and  his  colleagues  were  very  much  out 
ia  their  calculations. 

He  again  urged  the  adoption  of  a  liberal  and  dignified. 

plgo  of  policy,  which  fhould  make  cbtnoioh  caufe,  not  only 

with  th^  ro^jilifi^  of  La  Vendee,  or.  any  other  part  of  France, 

bui  with  the  patriots  of  HttUand,  Switzerlaudf  and  Italy*

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This  was  the  connexion  which  Miniders  fhould  iludy  {0 
cultivate*  and  if  fo  there  would  not  be  much  reafon  to  ifear 
the  Government  of  France,  however  apparently  foimidable^ 
for  there  was  a  very  material  difference  between  the  fti  ength 
and  durability,  between  the  vigour  and  longevity  of  a  Go* 
vemmentt  as  well  as  of  an  iadividual.  Even  in  the  mo- 
ment previous  to  dl^olution,  the  one  or  the  other  .might  be 
10  the  plenitude  of  power.  Such,  perhaps,  was  the  cafe 
with  the  French  Government,  and  if  proper  means  were 
taken,  be  did  not  fear  it ;  but  he  would  not  rety  on  chance 
for  the  protcdion  of  this  country  ;  it  ftruck  him  as  a  pufiU 
lanimous  and  retiring  condu£^  in  Miniilers,  to  Hand  back  and 
look  fo  much  to  hope  that  foniCthing  would  turn  up  in  their 
favour.  It  was  alio  abfurd  to  indulge  fuch  fanguiae  ex* 
pr£lations.  He  was  often  charged  with  being  too  fan* 
guine  i  but  that  charge  came  from  perfons  who  would  not 
take  the  trouble  of  diilinguifliing  between  the  expreiCon  of 
liis  hopes  and  his  wilhes.  He  was  never  inclined  to  defpair, 
nor  was  ever  very  fanguine  in  his  hopes  as  to  the  events  of 
wart  though  he  fometimes  thought  it  preferable  to  peace ; 
hut  that  was  from  a  conviction  that  fuch  peace  ««froided  no 
ground  for  hope  at  all,  wDJIe  war  afforded  fume ;  yet  if,  in 
the  war  which  accorded  with  his  wiihes  as  neceflary,  he  faw 
90  teafon  to  hope,  from  the  plan  purfued,  that  the  fecurltjr 
of  the  country  could  be  improved,  he  of  courfe  would  wim 
rather  a  relapfe  into  peace,  with  all  its  difadvautages,  than 
fuperadd  to  their  diiadvantages  the  calamities  of  war,  and 
he  confcllcd  that  he  faw  not  that  energy  in  Minifiers  which 
would  juilify  expectation.  If  be  faw  better  hopes  in  war 
than  he  did  in  peace,  he  would  be  for  war :  but  he  feared 
he  might  fay  with  the  poet — 

**  Creatures  that  love  night,  love  not  fuch  nights  as  thefe.** 

So  he  might  adds 

"  People  that  love  wars,  love  not  fuch  wars  as  thefe/* 

He  would  not,  he  faid,  add  any  thing  further  on  this  head  ; 
but  be  thought  the  army  eflimafes  ciofely  couneSed  with  it» 
and  a  want  of  vif^our  and  energy  may  ruin  every  meafure. 
They  did  not  juftly  appreciate  the  dangers  of  the  country. 
They  were  proceeding  by  half  meafures,  and  perhaps  would 
fo  continue  until  invaiion  fhould  adlua^ly  come  on  them» 
'and  then,  like  the  fhip  in  a  dorm,  whofe  officers  Ihould  be 
negligent  and  incapable,  and  whofe  ciew  fhould  be  intoxt* 
ca(ed  and  inattentive,  the  Hate  would  probably  go  down. 
\Vh|creaS|  if  (he  have  a  brave  anci  active  crew,  good  officers, 

and 
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and  able  pilots,  there  is  every  hop^  and  expcflation'  the 
Ihip  may  get  fafe  into  port.  It  feemed  to  hira  that  we  hav6 
a  crew  who  make  ufe  of  language  tliat  nobody  undeiilands« 
'J^hey  talk  of  the  fpirit  of  the  country,  and  that  the  peopled 
wilf  rife  to  a  aian  ;  but  they  do  not  tell  us  how  they  will  be 
officered ;  and  if  we  have  no  better  pilots  than  they  have 
hitherto  proved  themfelves,  we  cannot  flatter  ourfelves  with 
laving  our  bark.  Tiie  country  he  looked  upon  to  be  what 
it  ever  had  been,  and,  if  its  refources  were  properly  called 
fiirtb,  he  had  no  fear ;  but  our  prefent  Miniftcrs  were  men — •' 

**  Who  never  fet  a  iguadron  in  the  fieldj 
*'  Nor  the  divifion  of  a  battle  know, 
«*  More  than  a  fpinfter." 

From  fuch  men,  therefore,  he  could  have  no  great  rea&h 
to  hope  extraordinary  matters,  and  he  thought  it  more  pe*' 
eoliarly  his  duty  to  remind  them  and  the  Houfe  of  the  ex- 
traordinary difficulties  we  had  to  encounter.  In  the  high 
feundiog  words  which  were  fo  often  ufed  by  fome  Gentle-« 
men,  he  faw  iio  ^und  for  fecurtty  whatever :  any  meafure 
of  vigorous'  exertion  woufd  afibrd  him  much  more  fatis&c- 
tion ;  for,  from  lofty  language  which  conveyed  xio  diftindr 
meaning,  he  believed  no  man  could  derive  the  hope  of 
ftfiety.  When,  then,  Gentlemen  talked  of  the  people  o£ 
the  country  ftopping  an  invading  army,  he  confeflfed  that;: 
though  he  admired  the  fpirit,  and  confided  in  the  loyalty  of 
his  countrymen  as  much  as  any  man,  he  could  not  help- 
imiiing;  for  where,  he  woold  dk,  was  the  precedent  of  a 
populace,  without  difcipllne  or  arrangement,  oppofing  with 
Ibccefs  the  progrels  of  a  regular  army  ?  An  experienced 
officer  would  apprehend  little  from  that  kind  of  reiiftance ; 
aTorenne,  or  a  Marlborough  would  laugh  at  it;  and  i£ 
Miniflers  were  to  rely  on  its  power  and  go  on  declainciin^ 
about  it,  without  taking  effeftive  meafures  of  refiftanceand 
attack,  the  country  would  be  without  means  or  minds  to 
meet  the  dangers  which  threatened.  He  faid  attack ;  for 
he  mufl  repeat  that  he  would  not  be  underftood  to  approve 
of  the  confinement  of  our  refources  to  mere  defefilive  opem- 
tions.  lliat  would  be  to  place  us  in  a  moft  unfortunate  ntua* 
tioB  jodeed ;  for  it  muft  be  obvious  that  the  &(iaiiant  has  zW 
ways  great  advantage  over  the  aflailed,  and  thebefieger  over: 
the  bcfieged.  He  therefore  deprecated*  the  daftardiy  and 
in^rudent  policy  of  keeping  our  forces  locked  up  in  our  uvni 
illaad,  waiting,  as  it  were,  until  the  French  (honld  come* 
over  to  attack  ud. 

M  2  Mr. 
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M^  Fia  raid,  he  (houM  fay  only  a  very  few  words  iipoti 
this  fubjcA ;  he  merely  wtfhed  to  alk,  whether  the  force 
which  it  was  now  propofed  to  vote,  included  the  whole  of 
the  regular  force  that  was  to  be  propofed,  or  whether  they 
were  to  cxpeA  in  the  prc^fent  femon>  any  more  fobftamial 
Augmentation  to  that  which  eeitainly  was  an  uniifually  large 
peace  bftablifhtnent  ?  He  was  acverfe  to  difcoffing  la  that 
Hotlfe  any  queftion  Te(pe6ting  the  amount  of  the  fetee  tie^ 
eelTary  for  the  pnMic  iafety.  That  ought  certaroly  to  Teft 
fai  the  firft  inftance  witli  Mitdftets,  under  the  refponfibility 
of  their  iituatioa.  It  was  a  confidence  that  Parliament  ought 
to  place  in  tlietn,  and  if  they  did  not  poflefs  that  confidence 
they  ought  not  \o  retain  their  Atuation.  But  he  really  did 
not  apprehend  that  it  was  proper  to  difcufs  in  that  Houfe 
the  dntribution  of  the  public  force,  he  therefore  would  not 
enter  mto  any  detail  upon  the  febj^EL  if«  however,  he  heard 
frdm  Miniflers,  that  Usis  was  aU  die  foice  they  meant  to 
provide,  it  Would  give  him  real  tmeaiineft ;  however^  he 
would  not  fay  a  W6ni  more  ^pon  that  fubjeft,  vatii  he  knew 
whether  that  vras  the  tafe  or  not. 

^  The  Setretmrj  at  War  ebfenrod,  tint  altheugh  wha^  the 
right -boa,  Oentlensaa  had  dated,  was  a  *f«rjF  able  milkary 
and  polfticai  ledure,  yet  tfaeae  were  maay  at  the  topics  into 
(be  detail  of  which  he  fliouM  not  at  prefeat  eater,  becaufe 
this  did  not  appear  toiitm  to  bethe  »&«  iorfo  doing;  he 
fliould  rather  apply  himfetf  to  the  aalwer  whioh  he  bad  to 
give  to  the  eueftion  of  his  right  hon.  Friead,  Mn  -Pittr  and 
he  bad  the  latisfaaion  of  iayiag,  that  the  allmtaea  ofBIi* 
aifters  had  been  direfted  to  the  -prq»aratian  of  a  plan  which 
appeared  to  them  to  be  eiieattai  for  feouringt  not  on^  the 
domeftic  defence  of  the  country,  hut  aUb  to  enable  as  to  put 
forth  our  arms  an  a  manner  thataiight  beefie6bual  for  other 
objefts ;  and  here  he  could  not  help  tbinbiag  that  the  right 
hon.Gendematt  opposite  toliim  bad,ia  Ibmemeafiire,  taifed 
a  phantom  which  he  was  afterwards  to  coiisbat»  for  be  had 
&id  thatali  our  force  wasto  be  purely  adefoniivewar.  Where 
he  found  that  out,  and  how  he  came  to  that  oondefioiit  he 
did  not  know.  He  had  alfe  fiated,  that  ever]r  e£5brt  ihould 
be  imade  for  our  defence  at  this  importaot  cafis;  this  was 
an  ai&rtion  the'  truth  of  which  nobodv  doabted ;  nor  was 
this  all,  for  it  was  proper  that  we  fliould  put  ourfelves  in  a 
fituatioa  that may  become  oflenfive  as  opportunity  nnay  oc- 
cor  abroad  ;  he  did  not  tbiok  that  we  mould  coafiae  oar- 
felves  to  ftrift  defence,  but  that  we  ihoiild  look  at  this  war 
in  a  diffetem  View,  to  confider  its  nature  aad  Its  dianider» 

and 
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and  Ihatwewereeot  to,  be  content  with  mere- (elf defence  or 

.    domeftic  ikfetyv  battliatwe  ihould  hold  ourrelv|!s,in  readiuel's 

to  mTiil  ourfetves  of  the  heft  opportmiity  which  might  occur 

•to  ioffiAoa  the  enemy  the  fevereft  and  moft  efiedual  blow 

«e  may  lie  able ;  thefe  were  the  feelings  of  his  Mdjciky's 

.*  MifU&eraiftpaa  thia  moft  importat  matter ;  but  when  vigour 

*    waa  talked  of*  he  would  obierve,  that  vigour  did  not  cooiiit 

ifttlie  ufe  of  bigti  Ibunding  wordsy  but  on  what  may  adualiy 

be  done ;  and  much  bad  adually  been  done.    He  fpokc  of 

afiaii^cmeata  fubfequent  to  the  Treaty  of  Amiens ;  we  had 

'    been  mcbal  ihort  peiiod  of  peace  adive  in  many  refpefts : 

we  bad  placed  our  miiicary  force  on  a  much  ftronger  foot* 

lag  tfaaa  it  had  been  in  any  former  period  of  peace,    Our 

rq^iar  army  waa  much  more  confiderabie  now  than  it  had 

keen  at  the  commencement  of  any  war;  our  militia  in  like 

flKumec  iRa&  in  a  much  better  ftate  for  military  purpofes 

tkas  it  had  been  bI  any  former  period  of  the  commence* 

meiK^.a  war;  wehiud  in  every  refpeSa  much  greater 

-    faroe  ifaao  weaver  bed  before  at  the  beginning  of  hoflilities ; 

but  was  he  laying  that  this  was  therefore  iiifficieot  ?  No,  he 

waa  am ;  but  theenet^y  of  the  country  muft  be  called  forth, 

and  tlieM  i|uift  be  fucli  a  di^ofal  of  that  force  as  to  ihew 

our  enefnieK  i^nomat  as  they  are  of  this  country,  of  the 

diipoficion  of  its  pecypie,  of  its  internal  vigour,  of  its  re- 

Somce$f  and  almw  every  thing  about  itr  for  very  ignorant 

isdeed  weae/oorcnemiea  of  ail  thefe  things;  there  muft  be 

iiicli  a  di^Hnial  of  our  farce  and  firen^th  as  may  thew  tliem 

horn  much  they  have  been  aoiftaken  in  this  country ;  but  it 

was  not  a  vote  for  a  laige  fum  of  money  that  would  raife  a 

laqjr  di^fable  force,  that  would  depend  much  more  on  the 

nature  of  Che^aieafures  to  be  adopted  for  raifing  (uch  force, 

than  upon  the  vote  for  paying  them  ;  and  he  flattered  him* 

ielf  that  the  meafures  about  to  be  propofed  for  tliat  purpofe 

would  be  efficacious ;  tliat  the  men  woul^  be  furjhiihed  as 

.  tbey  ihouJid  be  found,  to  be  neceflarVf  and  they  Ihould  be 

prapofed  to  be  under  the  command  of  officers  of  the  regular 

troops,  and  intended  to  be  as  a  iupplement  to  the  regular 

army ;  and  after  this  plan  was  completed,  then  thae  would 

reaaain  to  be  done  that  which  it  would  be  lit  this  country 

more  eafy  perhaps  to  do  than  the  reft  of  it,  namely,  to  iin^ 

the  QDoney.    The  fij-ft  and  the  main  objefi  was  to  have  an 

eficAual  command  of  the  men,  and  tlien  it  would  noi  be 

difficult  to  raife  the  money.     Voting  a  number  of  men,  how- 

avef  great,  and  voting  a  funi  of  money,  however  large,  to 

paj  theda,  did  not  appear  to  liim  to  be  wife,  until  the  plan 

for 
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for  raifing  the  men  fhould  have  been  matured  ;  becaufe  until 
that  was  dune  it  was  only  raifing  men  upon  paper,  which- 
W4$  liot  what  we  wanted ;  neither  did  large  votes^  without  a 
method  of  carrying  them  into  efFefl:,  prove  very  ufefuK 
Having  faid  thus  much  generally,  he  would  now  take  up  a 
few  of  the  points,  brought  forward  by  the  right  hon.  Gen- 
tleman oppoiite  to  him,  but  not  ail  of  them,  for  of  fome 
he  could  not  help  faying,  (hat  although  they  were  like  every 
thing  delivered i>y  that  right  hon.  Gentleman,  very  ingeni«. 
ous,  yet  in  this  cafe,  they  did  not  appear  to  him  to  have  an 
immediate  reference  to  the  queftion  now  before  the  Com* 
mittee.  Such,  therefore,  he  ihould  take  the  liberty^ of  paf* 
(ing  over,  for  the  prefent,  profefling  a  readinefs  to  enter 
on  their  difcuflion  when  occafion  might  require.  He  could 
not  help  thinking  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  had  given 
way  a  little  too  much  to  a  tone  of  defpondeimy,  as  applica- 
ble either  to  the  manner  in  whidi  we  were  now  preparing^ 
fcfr  war,  or  to  the  manner  in  which  we  concluded  peace; 
He  agreed,  however,  with  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  that 
it  was  right  to  ftate  the  iituation  of  this  country  fairly,  to 
itate  the  poifible  chance  of  an  invaiion,  but  he  thought  he 
might  be  permitted  to  fay  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
bad  confidered  that  fuhjed  a  little  too  acutely. 

He  thought  that  the  queftion  between  the  two  Govern* 
menta  was  now  brought  to  this  point*  and  it  was  high  time 
that  we  (hould  Oiow,  not  by  words,  but  adions,  that  we 
are  not  to  be  infulted  by  France — that  we  are  not  la  be  In- 
timidated by  any  menace  they  may  throw  out — that  it  is  not 
their  fliowing  themfelves  in  large  numbers  oppofite  to  our 
coafts,  which  is  to  throw  us  into  a  panic.-^'^  1  hat  they  may 
throw  a  body  of  men  into  this  country  is  certainly  pradi- 
cable  "  ''  It  may  be  done  certainly  under  favourable  circum* 
flances,  that  is,  if  they  are  not  drowned  in  the  attempt :  but 
really,  I  think  it  would  not  be  long  before  they  would  be 
made  prifoners  ;  and  that  very  few  of  them  would  ever  re- 
ttirn.  I  think  it  is  high  time  to  (bow  (hat  we  are  not  to  be 
tauntrd  ^n  this  Wciy  wi  h  invafiony  or  intimidated  with  the 
threat  of  ft."  There  was  another  part  of  the  fpeech  of  the 
light  hon.  Gentleman,  which  he  (hould  now  (hortly  notice': 
hefeemed.tofuppofc',  that  by  thcTrcSty  of  Amiens,  we  had 
rdinquiflied  for  ^vcr  all  right  to  confider  of  the  affairs  of  the 
cominent;  and  he  faid,  that  fince  the  peace  we  had  gone  very 
much  to  leeward:  that  >^ as  not  fo.  As  to  the  Treaty  of 
Amiens,  ht  approved  of  it  at  the  timcj  under  all  the  circum- 
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ftaiices  in  which  it  was  condadeii*     He  was  fatislied,  even 
J10W,  of  the  propriety  of  this  country  having  entered  into 
that  treaty;  but   it  was   not    correA  to  fay,  (hat  by  that 
treaty  we  had  given  up  the  continent :  we  had  done  no  fuck 
thing;  nor  was  it  our  inclination  to  do  anything  lilce  it. 
If  there  had  betrn  any  chance  of  any  continental  co*operation 
with  us — if  we  had  the  continuance  of  any  convin<:ntal  aU 
Itance,  then  the  Peace  of  Amiens  was  a  peace  of  which  he 
fliould  noi  approve:   but  as  we  had  no  continental  alliance  left 
for^irrying  on  the  war,  bethought  that  no  advantage  was  to 
have  been  gained  by  the  profecution  of  the  war ;   nor  did  he 
fee  how  any  one,  however  fanguine,   could  expedt  any  real 
advantage  *o  us  by  that  continuance,  under  fuch  circum- 
fiances.     We   herrfore  had  agreed  to  the  peace ;  and  in  hit 
opinion,  we  aded  wifely  by  fo  doing.      But  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  had  aflced,  wbetlier  the  la(t  peace  was  not  merely 
atf  expcriinont  ?    Yes,  it  was;  and  whether  it  had  not  failed  ? 
Why,  ye»,  it  had  failed,  as  was  evinced  by  our  being  now  at 
war:  but  we  clofcda  difcnfTion  about  objefls,  the  com  inn- 
anceof  which  would  only  have  tormentedthe  people  of  thiS' 
country.    At  prcfcnt  ihe  conduft  of  the  French  Government 
had  roufed  their  indignation  to  a  pitch   which  he  conceived 
to  have  decided  the  charader  of  the  caufe  in  which  we  are 
engaged,  fur  that  it  has  united,  the  people  of  this  country, 
and  made  themi  as  it  were,   one  man  againft  France ;  and 
there  exiited  a  ftedfaft  determination  to  regard  France  as  the 
oppreflbr  of  Europe  in  general,  and  as  withing  to  be  the  op« 
preflor  of  this  country.    To  have  this  fentiment  thoroughly 
rooted  in  the  hearts  of  Englilbmen,  was,  to  fpeak  the  Ian* 
guage  of  another  Gentleman,  on  another  occafion,  worth  ten 
or  twenty  Weft  India  iilands  :  this  was  an  opinion  which  he 
had  no  hefiration  in  delivering.     But  the  right  hon.  Gentle* 
man  had  faid,  that  the  hopes  of  this  country  were  gone.    He 
did  not  think  fo.     He  did  not  think  that  we  were  a  people 
like  10  give  up  our  hopes*     He  found  nothing  in  the  hiftory 
of  this  country  to  juRify  that  idea;  nor  did  he  think  there 
was  any  thing  in  the  condufi  of  this  country  to  warrant  the 
expreffion  that  we  had  given  up  all  concern  in  the  afFairS  of 
the  continent.     On  the  contrary,  the  hiftory  of  this  country 
proved   that  our  obje£t  had  alway.%  fince  the  revolution, 
been  to  preferve  (he  balance  of  power  on  the  continent  ;•  we^ 
hsd  made  a  glorious  effort  to  do  fo  in  the  lad  war'^^we  had 
continued  in  the* conteft  for  that  purpofe  long. aft^r every. 
objeA   had  been  attained^  and  as  long  as  it  was 
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poffibU  with  any  hopes  of  making  an  imprefiion  favourable  to 
the  general  interefls  of  Europe ;  we  had  continued  in  the  coo* 
teQ  until  we  were  left  without  alliance  for  perfeverance  in  it, 
and  then,  we  did  whati  under  fuch  circuinflances,  it  was  wi£i| 
in  us  to  do;  but  there  was  not,  what  the  right  hon.  Gen* 
lleman   had     faid,    any   difgraceful    or    ihabby  abandon* 
ihent  of.the  caufe  on  our  part.     The  right  hon.  Gentlemaat 
afier  having  charged  us  wiih  negle£ling  our  true  interefls,  by 
adopting  a  fyflem  purely  defeofive^  which  he  denied,  had 
proceeded  to  flate  that  the  force  we  had  hitherto  propofed  to 
fdopt  is  not  applicable  to  our  cafe,  and  alluded  lo  the  Militia* 
Now  upon  this  fubjed  he  mufl  be  allowed  to  lament  a  iittle^ 
that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  had  not  brought  forward  bia 
objcAion  to  that  fyflem  at  the  time  it  was  firft  brought  before 
x\\e  Houfe,  becaufe  abundant  opportunities  had  been  afforded 
to  hear  the  reafoning  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  upon  the 
fubjeA,  and  indeed  upon  the  fyflem  of  the  miliiia  altogether* 
He  (ho^ld  have  been  happy  to  have  hestrd  the  opinion  of  the 
right  hon.  QentUman  upon  that  as  well  as  upon  any  oihef 
iiibje£V.    He  was  perfediy  open  at  any  time  to  convidion» 
and  To  he  wiihed  to  be  ftiH»  but  he  only  wanted  to  know 
what  (he  fyftem  of  this  country  had  always  beeo»  and  who^ 
iher  the  meafure now  propofed.  wasnot  an improvemeiu  upoa 
that  plan,  and  whether  the  obfervations  of  the  right  boo» 
Gentlen^an^  if  ihey  had  been  made  iaft  year,  would  haveaa* 
dttced  Parliament  to  vote  an  additional  ioo»ooo  men  on  the 
cftabUlhaient  of  the  army.     He  thought  not ;  our  meafuna 
)aft  year»  however,  enabled  us  to  fet  a  flronger  force  on  fool 
than  was  ever  known  at  the  commencement  of  a  war,  and 
we  had  at  this  moment  a  confiderable  body  of  the  beft  troopa 
we  ever  bad ;  4oi  which  reafons  he  thought  that  Government 
was. not  liable  to  reproach  for  negUgence.    He  Ibouldiiot 
follow  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  through  his.obfervationa 
on  the  militia^  as  be  had  ftated  alteady.     He  lamented  that 
the  Houie  had  not  been  favoured  with  the  opinion  of  the 
light  hon.  Gentleman  fully  on  this  occafion  formerly  ;  but 
the  queftion  now  was*  whether  the  Committee  would  not 
vote  the  maintenance  of  a  forcct   which  on  confideration  Iaft 
felliont  was  thought  necefiary  ?     The  right  hon.  Gentleman 
faid,  that  a  regular  army  invading  a  country  could  be  oppof- 
ed  only  by  a  regular  army ;  that  was  true,  but  it  admitted 
of  certain  qualifications :  it  was  true  with  regard  to  an  en- 
gagement, but  not  to  a  protracted  war.  America  was  a  proof 
^  tbis*^the  regular  army  indeed  beat  ibe.  Americans  in  every 
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engagcmfm  ;  bur  at  laft  ihey  barafTcd,  andfinaHy  avcrpowcr- 
ed  the  regular  arnly.  This  wasaifo  tlie  eafc  ot  France  her- 
fcif  againil  Pruilia — the  PriHfian  army  was  comfn 'fed  ()fihc 
be(t  regular  troops^  and  he  believed  that  the  French 
who  were  oppofed  to  them  confided  ptincipaily  of  National 
Guards,  or  trot>ps  of  that  defcription,  and  ho  muft  fay;  that 
whatever  charadler  the  French  troops  had  acquired,  and 
whatever  they  may  now  be,  they  had  gone  through  a  gresfl 
deal  of  hard  Hghiing,  and  much  beaming  ;  but  thty  did  not 
fuffcr  themfelves  todefpond,  or  to  be  alarmed  on  account  ol 
their  not  being  regular  troops »  although  ihey  were  to  beofy«> 
pofed  by  regulars  ;  they  exevted  fhemfelves  with  a  refolutioh 
which  enabled  them  to  get  the  better  of  theit  diifiailties-^ 
and  if  this  country  had  the  fame  refolution,  of  which  there 
could  be  no  doiibt,  becaufe  we  all  felt  the  propriety  of  it, 
we  (hould  not  only  get  over  our  difficuhiest  but  we  (hould 
teach  4his  our  ihfolent  enemy  we  are  not  to  be  infulied  ivith 
impunt(y»  and  if  they  attempt  us,  to  ufe  their  own  wonb^ 
OD  our  owrt  dunghill,  woeb«  to  the  afTailants. 

Mr.  Pitt  faid,  he  was  in  a  great  degree  fatisfied  by  what  he 
had  juft  heard  from  his  right  hon.  Friend.     He  was  happy 
to  underfland  from  him,  that  Minifters  did  not  think  that  the 
prefent  Mtlitia  was  all  the  additional  force  which  the  public 
fcnrice,  at  this  intertfting  moment,  requires,  atxi  if  rhey  did 
tiot  enter  upon  the  fubjetSt^  at  prefent,  it  was  only  becauft^ 
ihey  ha<f  meaftires  of  angmenlation  in  view  which  wiere  n^ 
mature ;  that   they  had  not  laid  before  the  Comcnittee  the 
means  of  knowing  the  plan  now  for  that  reafon,  but  that 
ihey  are    faiisfied  a   conflderabie  atigmentation    mult  take 
place  ;  being  of  that  opinion  himfelf,  he  (hould  hardly  have 
'^occafton  totnakemore  than  one  remark,  which  was,  tha'  in 
\m  view  of  the  fubjed,  on  the  principle  which  MiniRers  had 
adopted,  that  of  more  vigorous  meafu res  than  had  been  hU 
'fherto  ever  tried,  to  obtain  that  force  which  was  of  (he  beft 
'fort,  that  of  fupplemental  force  to  the  army,   adiug  under 
Comtiriflioned   and  non-comiriiflioned  officers  in  the  regular 
army.     It  did  not  appear  that  it  would  have  been  fortunate 
'if  they  had   rather  begun   by  eOabH(bing  in   the  opinion  of 
'Parliament  and  of  the  country,  the  neceilityof  the  thing  to  be 
done,  by  preparing  the  public  mind  by  an  adequarie  vote  for 
that  purpofe  ;  becaufe  by  commencing  the  courfe  and  puriu-^ 
ing  the  means  which  may  be  now  oefirable  to  animate  the 
publtc  mind  to  the  adoption  of  whatmay  be  thniight  elfential 
either  for  the  fafety  of  the  iflatid,  o  what  we  flKjuld  couple 
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w^ith  itf  the  vigorous  profecmion  of  the  war  with  France^ 
that  of  carfying  on  war  with  a  force  which  may  be  at  once 
adapted  either  for  offence  or  defence,  the  bffl  tfTedts  may  b(; 
cxpedfd;  but  we  are  not  inaQateht  irr[w3r  with  France  until 
we  are  in  a  fituaiion  to  avail  ourfelves  of  every  opportiiniiy 
which  may  occur  for  ofFenfiveas  well  asdefenliveoperaiiona. 
He  wouki  go  furl  heft  and  (ay,  that  as  we  wanted  ibb  means 
of  offlnfive,  we  Ihould  have  the  more  of  defenfive  war.     He 
applauded  every  defire  which  Minifters  could  manifefi  to  la* 
b'>ur  with  perfewrance  to  confiJer  of  the  befl  means  for  the 
fafeiy  of  the  (late ;  but,  faid  he,  do  it — do  it  effedually  !  and 
to  do  it  tffe<£iually,  you  mud  do  it  foon*     Doingit  foon  will 
^e  better^  though  you  doit  with  difficulty,  than  if  you  do  it 
fome  time  hence,  and,  after  much  dclibaration,  eafily.     I 
think  it  is  better  that  ihe  thing  (hould  he  done  at  once,  or  as 
foon  as  po(7ible,  than  that  you   (hould  delay  it ;  that  h^  I 
think  it  better  that  it  (h^uld  be  voted  without  delay,  and  than 
that  you  (hould  firft  confider  about  ihe  means  ;  firft  vote  the 
meafure,  and  ihencnme  forward  wiih  the  vote  for  defraying 
theexpence,  becaufe  by  bringing  the  matter  forward  imme- 
diately, you  will  call  the  fpirit  of  the  people  into  adUon    The 
quedion  now  ig,  will  you  fave  your  c<mntry  i    Save  it  in  the 
bed  and  mod  prudent  way,  if  you  can  ;  but  fave  ii !     But  if 
you  arc  to  take  any  mode  for  that  purpofe,  in  which  you  may 
have  to  encotmter  prejudices!,  o?  in  which  you  may  attach  to 
yourfelvea  a  temporary  odium;  btit  the   opinion  I  have  of 
the  people  of  England,  will  not  allow  me  to  think  fo,  if  you 
do  but  inform  them  rightly  of  your  objedl.  However,  if  any 
prejudice  (hould  rife  againd  you— ifanv  temporary  odium 
(hould  attach  to  your  meafure—if  it  be  for  the  fafety  of  the 
country,  or  for  its  honour,  purfue  it — purfue  it,  although  you 
may  have  to  contend  with  prejudice — purfue   it,  although 
you  m'jy  have  to  encounter  odium — purfue,  it  although  you 
may  have  to  fubdue  refidance !  Do  it !  for  the  country   mud 
be  faved  !  I  am  ready  to  take  my  full  (hare  of  the  inconve- 
nience.    If,   therefore,  gentlemen   concur  with  me,  a^  in* 
deed  1   believe  the  Houfe  does,  that  the  prefent  force  is  in- 
fudicicnt,  I  widt  them   now  lo  pledge  themftlves  ;  to  pledge 
Parliament,  to  pledge  the  nation  too  (in  which  you  will  have 
nodidiculty,  if  you   proceed  rightly),  that  a  f^rong  meafure 
ihall  betaken  for  the  defence  (d  the  nation,  wi  hout  any  lofs 
of  time.     I  mud  fay  too,  that  at  a  period  when  the  Itatement 
of  the  finance  of  the  country  js  ab(  ut  to  be  laid  before  us, 
tt  is  fit  you  (hould  bring  tlijs  meafure  for  our  fafety  forward, 
together  Miih  an  cdimaie  of  the  rxpence  of  it  ;  for  it  is  fie 
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ihe  people  (hoiild  fee  ihc  exreni  of  their  biirihens  ;  tell  them 
their  expences,  and  tell  them  at  the  fame  time,  their  duty  to 
themfelves  ;  (hew  them  that  their  reprefentatives  are  deter- 
-  mined  to  a^  f<»r  their  wcltarc,  and  for  their  giory  !  You  can* 
not  now  go  info  ihe  detail,  but  yon  can  have  no  difficulty 
about  the  number  of  men,  nor  of  the  vote  to  cover  the  ex* 
pcnccs  of  It.     My  thjefl,  by  all  I  have  Paid,  is,  that  the coun* 
try  (hotild  now  be  told  ai  once,  that  it  is  to  prepare  for  mea^ 
fure^  ol  an  unufual  extent ;  that  the   people  (hoiikl  be  irn* 
preifed  wtih  a  notion  ihai  extraordinary  preparanons   mu(i 
be  made,  that  extr^iordinary  means  muft  be  ufcd.    Whatever 
circumUances   of  difficulty  may  occur  in  the  detail  of  th« 
means  for  carrying  the  tnatter  into  elFed,  which  I  believe  to 
btf  tirenttal  to  the  public  fervice,  I  am  anxious  that  at  lead 
as  early  a  day  as  polTible  (hould  be  taken  for  this  fubje^^ ;  that 
MiniOers,  inftead  of  talking  of  what  they  wilt  do,  fhould 
pledge' themfelves,  and  that  this  Houfe  fhould  pledge  itfelt; 
thai  the  thing  (hall  be  done.  Le;  each  perfon  do  his  duty,  l^t 
Mtniflers  biing  this  matter  forward,  and  I  atp  afTtired  that 
every  Member  in  this  Houfe  will  affitt  in  it.     Whatever  de- 
gree of  odium  may  be  endeavoured  to  be  caft  on  us  for  not 
choofing  perhaps  the  mildeft  ourfe   that  poflibly  might  be 
found,  if  we  had  full  leifure  10  confiiier  it,  we  Ihould  not 
mind — the  thing  muft  be  done — mu(t  be  done  immediately.'* 
Mr    Piit  then  proceeded  to  obferve,  that  if  he  had  to  (bie 
here  his  objedion,  it  would  not  be  that  the  militia  wastoa 
much;   he  thought  iliat  a  militia  to  this  extent   we  couid 
bear,  and  he  was  ready  to  favt  that  another  force  calculated 
fur  oflfcrnfive  as  well  as  dcfenfive  war,  was  fuperior,  as  a  force,. 
In  a  militia.     He  could  not,  however,  ag/ee  with  the  right 
hon  Gentleman  npnnthisfubjed^altogether — he  thought,  that 
with  ail  due  relpetl  to  the  militia,  he  thought,  as  they  them- 
fcU'es  thought,   that  it  was  a  great  advantage  t^i  the  iervice 
thjr  the  militia  were  affifted  with  a  great  proportion  of  regu- 
lars of  the  army — he  (hould  not  go  into  any  detail  — he  ihooghi 
that  a  iaige   porr.on  of  regular  troops  might  be  added  to  the 
j't.onn  militia,  and  nnifl  be  kept  at  home,  or  we  Oiould  not 
baire   a  tniHci/ni  force  tor  home  fccurity. 

He  then  proocciled  to  make  fcveral  obfervarions  on  thi$ 
fiihjed  as  it  regarded  the  numhers  of  the  miUtia.  &c.  and 
then  faid,  he  hoped  that  the  additional  force  to  be  railed  wa9 
njt  to  depend  upon  a  fyfitm  of  ^ardy  and  precarious  recrijlir 
ing,  and  that  the  forces  ihould  not  be  confiiKd  to  ferve  at 
hoaicr,  as  a  force  ncceifary  merely  for  home  deiencCjand  that

at  all  events  we  (bonld  fecurc  the  advantages  of  the  forces 
being  under  officers  regularly  trained  He  begged  pardon 
for  the  tr  ubie  he  had  given  the  Commitice,  bui  he  begged 
to  fay  one  word  more.  He  had  given  his  opinion  very  much 
in  the  r<uigh  upon  this  fubje6t,  but  he  wilhed  the  Houfe  to 
benefit  from  recoilefiion,  and  judge  of  what  we  can  do  from 
what  we  have  done.  We  knew  that  we  had  raifcd  by  ballot, 
without  interfering  with  the  agriculture  or  the  indnftry  of 
the  country,  100,000  jnen.  He  knew,  from  the  concurring 
opinion  ot  a)mo(l  all  militia  officers,  that  we  could  not  hope 
to  have,  rtn  the  militia  plan,  officers  for  more  than  70,000 
men.  He  faid  he  would  not  go  beyond  that,  without  en-* 
grafting  on  the  militia  officers  from  the  regular  force.  Some 
means  ought  to  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  army.  If  any  better 
mode  could  be  devifcd  than  any  which  had  been  yet  ftated,  he 
(huild  be  glad  ot  it ;  he  woul }  engage  to  give  it  his  fupport. 
The  country  muft  be  piit  in  a  proper  (late  of  military  prepa- 
ratirm;  the  bt ft  means  might,  perhaps,  not  be  readily  feen 
— vvhai  he  looked  to  was  the  thing.  It  muft  have  as  much 
time  for  its  confideration  a.>  was  abfolutely  neccifary  to  un- 
dcrftand  it,  but  no  more ;  for  whatever  was  wanted  for  the 
public  defence,  fome  how  or  other  muft  be  obtained 

The  ChciTicelkr  of  the  Exehequer  faid,  he  was  very  glad  that 
the  queftions  put  by  his  right  hon.  Friend  had  given  Govern- 
ment an  opportunity  of  declaring,  that  they  did  not  rely,  at 
the  prefent  crifis,  upon  the  militia  confifting  of  70  co::  men, 
great  part  of  whom  were  at  prefent  in  arms ;  that  they  did 
not  rely  upon  the  regular  force  of  the  country,  which  was  at 
prefent  gieater  than  at  any  other  period,  except  when  an 
embarkation  was  about  to  take  place  ;  that  they  did  not  rely 
upon  the  brave  and  loyal  yeomanry  of  the  country,  but  that 
they  were  prepared  to  bring  forward  mcafures  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  providing  a  lafgc  fubfidiary  force,  to  be  officered  in 
the  manner  pointed  out  by  his  right  hAn.  Friend.  The  right 
hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Win'  ham)  had  complained  of  the 
JaTge  proportion  of  militia  force,  but  that  had  been  complete- 
ly anfwered  by  his  right  hon.  Friend,  at  lead  that  part  of 
tne  right  hon.  Gentleman's  argument  which  related  to  a  fyf- 
\tiT\  entirely  dcfenlive.  Jn  lo<»king  to  the  population  of  the 
country,  and  the  means  of  conftituiing  a  large  and  cfftftive 
force,  it  was  not  merely  an  option  on  the  part  of  Govern- 
mefit,  whether  fuch  a  force  (hould  b^  called  out  ;  it  was  not 
becuifeth^  right  hon.  Gentleman  or  Government  might  think 
it  poffible  to  procure  a  large  proportion  of  regular  troops,  but 

I  hey 
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they  muft  conGder  how,  conGAently  with  the  feelings  an4 
opinions  of  the  country,  and  the  avocations  of  oicn  of  bu(i- 
nefs,  the  largeft  and  cnoff  efFe.iive  force  could  be  provided 
for  defenfive  and  ofFenfive  operations ,  it   appeared  to  hitn* 
that  thofe  means  ought  to  be  re  for  ted  to  which  were  calcula«> 
ted  to  provide  fuch  a  force  with  the  grcatcit  public  advamagef 
and  the  lead  poiiible  inconvenience.     The  righi   bon.  Geo* 
lleman  had  adverted  iq  the  dan  ;cr  arifing  from  an  invadii)g 
enemy ;  that  right  hon.  Gentleman  woiild-dp  him  (Mr*  Ad- 
dington^  the  jullice  to  recoiled  thai  he   never  undcr*rated 
that  danger,  though  he  thought  at  the  fame  time  that  it  had 
been  greatly  over-rated  :  it  was  their  duty,  howevert  to  pro«- 
vtde  againd  fuch  a  danger,  and  that    withopt  delay.     H9 
hegg^d  leave  to  refer  the  right  hon.  Geitileman  to  the  conr 
dudt  ot  Government  in  the  fummer  of  i8oi>  and  many  indi- 
viduals then  in  the  Houfe,  upon  whofe  jultice  he  confidently 
relied,  wmld  atteft  that   there  was  during  that   period  no 
want  of  exertion  on  the  part  of  Government.     The  country 
was  not  genef  ally  aware  of  the  extent  of  the  preparations  in 
the  FrciKh  ports  at   that  period,  nor  of  the  fteps  taken  by 
Government  to  meet  the  threatened  danger.    At  the  timg 
when  the  idbips  which  defended  our  rivers  were  fent  ta  thQ 
Baltic,  then  was  the   period  of  real  danger.     Govprnment 
neither  flumbered  nor  flept,  but  adopted  ail  thofe   meafures 
which  the  exigencies  ot  the  moment  required,  with  a  fixed 
determination  to  call  forth  all  the  exertions  of  the  country 
to  repel  the  danger  which  then  threatened  us,  but  which  did 
not  happen.     He  was  therefore  intititd  to  refer  to  their  con- 
duct a*  that  period  as  a  pledge  of  their  difpofiiion.     It  had 
been  ftated,  that  a  pledge  ought  to  be  given  on  the  part  of 
Parliameni,  that  it  would   make  fuch   provifion  as  circum«» 
ftances  (hould  require.     He  conceived  that  Parliutpent  had 
given  that  pledge;  he  conceived,  that  when  it, carried  to  the 
fool    of  the  Throne  the  addrefs  in  anfwer   to  liis  Majcfty's 
meflTage,  though  there  was  no  fpecific  pledge  as  to  any  par* 
liciilar  meafure,  yet  that  a  diflii)£i  and  foiemn   pledge  was 
given  on  the  part  of  the  country,  that  they  would  make  every 
exertion   which   the  exigencies  of  the  cafe   might   require, 
1  hat  tfntfe  exertions  mud  be  gresit   he  nut  only   admititd, 
but  c<i|itcnd<;d  ;  but  ht   flafered  himfelf,  that  v\hencvcr  he 
Ihould  appeal  u>  the  H^ufe  either  to  meet  hnancial  difficuU 
ties,  or   to    provide  for  increafcd    military    txenions,  fuch 
ai)  appeal  would  not  be  made  in  vain.      It  any  cbloquy   was 
attached  to  any  fuch  meafures^  he  would  cheerfully  iharc  it  ^ 

but 
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but  he  trtiftecl,  that  on  the  part  of  the  people  there  woitld 
bci  on  fuch  an  occafiony  but  one  fenumeni  and  one  opinion.  ' 
Mf.  Windhafh  fiid,  that  with  refpcd  to  the  dcfponiling 
tone  which  he  wai  chargd  with  iifmg,  it  was  in  fonfie  mea- 
fure  founded  upon  a  diftrud  of  thofe  who  were  to  lead  the 
cx^rtlons  of  the  country. 

General  Tar'ehn  cxprelTed  his  fatlsfaAion  at  fiearing  of  the 
())an,  which  was  in  contemplationi  for  providing  a  targe  an4 
effedtive  force  for  the  defence  of  the  country,  as  well  as  for 
cffcnrive  operaticinsy  and  pralfcd  the  fpirtt  and  promptiitide 
of  the  irohinteers,  as  an  infiance  of  which  he  dated  with  re- 
fpe£t  to  the  corps  which  had  been  offered  to  be  raifed  by  Mr. 
Bolton  in  Lancafhire^  conftfiing  of  6oO  tnen,  that  on  TueC- 
day  lafl,  the  day  on  which  they  were  to  be  enrolled,  500  men 
immediately  came  forward  to  tender  their  fervices. 

General  Noiton  faid  a  few  words,  but  in  a  low  tone;  pro- 
bably they  alluded  to  fomething  Paid  by 

Mr.  Prindham,  whf)  faid  in  explanation,  that  if  the  people 
t%'ete  itff  ihcir  guard|  they  might  go  down  as  the  KoyalGeorge 
did  at  Spiihead. 

General  Norton  fald,  he  had  no  fear  the  people  wotiKI  be 
off  their  guard,  and  mentioned  one  or  two  itiftances  in  which 
he  had  witnciTcd  their  vigilance  on  the  coift  during  the  laft 
war. 

Sir  yames  Pulteny  faid,  he  had  no  doubt  of  the  good  will 
of.ihe  people  to  defend  the  country,  but  that  is  not  fufiicient 
ftgainft  an  invading  army ;  a  body  of  people  haiiily  armed 
and  got  together,  could  not  be  fnfficient  to  (fop  the  progrefs 
of  a  regular  difciplined  army,  and  therefore  fome  fuch  plan 
as  that  propofed  by  Minifters  was  ahfoliitely  necefiary.  He 
in'as  convinced  great  exertions  mud  be  made  in  order  to  fccure 
the  country. 

'I  he  Sesrttnry  at  Wat  faid,  he  had  omitted  to  notice  one 
objedlon  of  tlic  n^ht  hon.  G^^ntleman  (Mr.  Windham)  which 
related  to  the  raifing  of  men  for  rank.  It  was  true  that  a 
litntenant  to  obtain  the  rank  of  captain  mulf  raife  tliiriy  men, 
and  an  enftgn  to  obtain  that  of  ticruienant,  ten,  which  wasa 
fmafler  number  than  had  formerly  been  the  cafe;  but  the 
bounty  money  was  to  be  fixed,  and  they  were  not  to  give 
more  Ohcy  were  only  therefore  to  make  ufc  of  their  perfo- 
ml  e:xert«ins,  and  whattv.  r  influence  they  could  ofe  ior  the 
pood  of  the  fcrvicc.  It  was  confcquently  a  diflerent  plan  to- 
that  wlirch  was  purfutd  at  the  commtnceaient  of  the  bft 
war.

Previous  to  the  fecond  reading  of  the  bill,  intituled, 
Aft  to  difTolve  the  marriage  of  Edward  James  Footc,  Kfq. 
and  Nina  Harries  his  now  wife  ;  Mr.  Garrow  and  Mr.  No- 
lan, ascounfcl  for  Capt.  Footc,  proceeded  to  call  the  necef- 
fary  witneifes  to  prove  the  marriage,  which  took  place  fird 
in  the  chapel  at  the  city  of  Madrid,  belonging  to  his  Majef* 
ty's  Ambaifador,  by  the  chaplain  of 'the  Swedifh  Atnbalfa- 
dor,  who  was  a  pried  of  the  Lutheran  church,  and  whicb 
afterwards,  in  order  to  obviate  any  doubt  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  faid  marriage*,  was  again  folemnized  at  the  parilh  church 
of  St.  James,  Wcftminfter ;  to  prove  the  fafi  of  the  adulter- 
ous convcrfation  and  intercourfe  of  Mri.  Foote  wiih  Mr. 
Owen  Jones,  and  to  produce  evidence  that  an  aftion  was 
commenced  in  the  Court  of  King's  Bench  agatnft  the  faiJ 
Owen  Jones,  and  damages  of  5,ccoK  obtained  ;  and  that  at 
a  fubfcquent  period,  viz.  in  Hilary  term  tad,  a  fenterice  of 
divorce  a  menja  et  thoro  was  obtained  againft  the  faid  Maria 
Foote. 

All  the  evidence  neceflary  to  be  heard  in  this  ftage  of  the 
hill  having  been  gone  through,  the  fiirther  hearing  was  ad- 
journed to  Friday  following. 

CLERGY    FARMING    AKD    RESIDfiKCI    BILL. 

The  order  of  the  day  for  the  fecond  reading  of  this  bill 
having  been  moved, 
previous  to  putting  the  queAlon, 

Tie 
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The  Li^rd  fhancfUor  left  the  wool  Pack,  and  ftid  he  belitv- 

ed  their   Lordihips  were  no  ftraagers  fo  the  neccffity  of 

amending   the  A^  of  Henry  VI 1 1,  which  went  to  enforce 

regulations  lipon  each  of  the  two  diflind  heads,  to  which 

diffierent  parts  of  the  bill  which  he  held  in  his  hand  referred. 

Certainly  fotne  provitions  or  other  were  abfolntely  r<q  lired, 

as  \\\t  enadments  of  the  Adl   of   Henry  VIII,  were  in 

both  poinds  ill  adapted  to  the  prefent  linnes ;  and  in  regard  to 

the  penalties  10  enforce  relidtnce,  >perfec)ly  inadequate,  and 

conrequently  nnjtift.     Having  Hiid  ihu.s  much,  he  fhould  not 

think  it  neceflary  at  ihat  motnent^  10  go  into  anv  detail^  as 

he  could  not  conceive  bin  that  every  one  of  rheir  LordHiips 

would  think  with  hiiti«  that  a  bill  having  fucb  important  in^ 

trrefts  as  the  eafe*  accommodairon,  and  corrifc^rt  of  the  clergy 

for  its  objeds,  interelis   involving  the  prefervation,  difci- 

piine,  and  fecurity  of  the  chutch  eflablifhrnent,  was  a  bill 

ill  at  lead  to  go  to  a  Committee,  rn  order  to  fee  if  fuch  parts 

of  it  as  might  poffibly  bo  liable  to  objedion,  could  be  fo 

amended  as  ta  render  the  whole ~of  ths  bill  fit  to  become  si 

pan  of  the  law  of  ihe  land; 

TheloAxlof  SuJMh  exprefTed  great  anxiety  on  the  fubje^fj-j 
being  ear neft)y  deiii'ouK  that  the  income  of  the  clergy  (bould 
be  foch  as  wotild  enable  them  to  live  decently  and  corrf** 
fortably.  iie  had  on  a  former  day  moved,  that  an  account 
of  theamouni  of  the  incomes  refuliing  from  all  the  redories 
and  vicarages  in  the  kingdom,  under  tool,  (hould  be  laid 
before  the  Houfe  ;  but  it  was  faid  it  could  hot  be  got  at.  He 
Was  furprifed  ai.thifi.  as  it  muft  have  been  done  in  Q(ieef> 
Attne's  time,  when  the  firft*fruits  were  granted.  His  Lord- 
fliip  faid,  he  underftood  that  the  livings  of  one  half  of  the 
inferior  clergy,  at  lead,  did  not  produce  loK  a  year,  and 
many  nothing  like  it.  He  had  one  particular  proof  of  the 
poverty  of  fome  of  the  clergy»  who  held  livings  which'  he 
would  flute.  Many  years  fmce  he  viflted  the  Lakes,  and  at 
t  particular  place,  he  was  told,  there  was  a  (lite  mine  well 
wofth  bi«  feeing.  He  aiked  if  he  could  have  any  accommo- 
diMon  there  ?  He  was  told  he  might  at  the  clergyman's.  He 
Kplied,  he  could  not  obtrude  himfelf  on  a  gentleman,  to 
whom  he  was  a  flraogcr.  <*  Oh,"  faid  the  perfon,  with 
whom  heconverfed,  <*  you  need  not  mind  that,  the  clergyman 
keeps  a  public  houfe  !'*  He  then  aiked  what  his  living  pro* 
duccd,  and  the  anfwer  was  **  i4h  a  year,  but  he  makes  out 
a  maintenance  by  playing  upon  the  fiddle,  and  can  pUy  a*

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COUAtfy-dancCy  .9  jig»  mi  a  liofnpip«  adroirably;**  Upon  hia 
hearing  tj>t?»  Ms  Lordflitp  faid,  he.gave  up  goingi  as  he  did 
not  wifli  to  fee  a  dergyrDan  ifi  (o  iudecorciU9  and  unbecom^ 
inga  fltualion.  There  w<re»  he  next  obfervedt  many  pre« 
t)^tvlariqs,  the  incovv;  of  whicfa  bad  nfen  to  twoi  three»  ob 
four  hmivdced  a  year ;  they  he  thought  oiigbt  to  give  a  iiift 
fruit  and  ;i  tenth,  in  addition  to  Qi^en  Anne's  bounty,  whidi 
had  done  ai  gveat  deal  of  goofi»  but  only  averaging  about 
15^,0001.  a  year/  was  not  equal  10  what  was  ncceffiry  lo  fupi^ 
port  the  Inferior  clergy  as  the)  ought  to  be  fiipported.  Ha> 
lieflred  their  Lordfliips  to  call  to  aiind  that  the  clergy  of 
Fran^  having  joined  the  tiers  e fats i  was  one  gieat.leadina 
caM^e  of  the  revolution.  •  They  ought,  to  be  onat)led  to  hol3 
t;hcir  flat  Ion  as  an  independent  and,  refpe^ablc  body.  U0 
added,  that  if  the  wealth  of  the  church  was.  more  eqvally 
flivided  among  the  clergy,  it  wopid  be  much  for  the  better. 
7  Lord  Auckland  rofe,  not,  he  faid,  io  detain  their  Lord<r 
0)ips  at  any  length,  (indeedt  if  he  were  derm4«a  or  doing  fo^ 
he  vyas  not  then  iible,  from  obvious  indifpoiitioa)  but  ro  gtv^ 
notice  that,  thinking  the  bill  of  the. 6/(1  importaDce»  and  no^ 
Vei«^a'ble:to  Tatisfy  himfeif  with  if  a$  it  now  (loodt  though 
he  did  not.  (hink:  his  objcdions  (uch  as  Were  wholly  usftir4 
mountablei  ,(aod  he  (bonld  be  extremely  glad  to  have  theoii 
aefnovedj.when  it.lbould  be  in  the  Cofl9t&ittee».he  fliouldi 
lokq  the  .liberty  of  propofing  an  ameiukneni,  or»  perbapSi  9f 
cbQfe^.for  the  purpofe  of  limiting  the  duratiot)  of  the  bill* 
When  he  did  fo,  he  (hould  pr^viouQy  (late  the  reafons  whicii 
induced  him  to  think  fuch  an  amendment  neceffary. 

.  The  Bi(hop  oiSu  Afaph  (aid,  when  he  confidcred  the  higK 
gharaderi  the  gceat  abilities,  and  the  cordial  efleem  and  re- 
gard (or  the  intereds  of  the  church  eftabliftiment.  which  be- 
longed to  the  right  hon.  and  learned  Genilemany  who  had 
with  great  labour  apd  attcntjon  framed  the  prefent  bill,  he 
Qould  nqt  but  with  great  diffidence  prcfume  to  differ  from  hin» 
in  any  refped  or  on  any  occafion.  He  admitted  the  princi-. 
pie  of  the  prefent  bill  to  be  a  fit  and  expedient  one,  and  ^ 
principle  neceflary  to  be  adopted  at  prefent,  but  he  was  not 
(atisHed  with  the  fabric  of  the  bill^  meaning  thereby  the 
fliape  and  form  of  all  its  claufes.  His  Lordflbip  was  pro<» 
pecding  to  a  difcudton  of  fuch  claufes  to  which  he  moft  for** 
fibly  objeflgj^  when  he  was  called  10  order  by

•jg)vt  rcrv.  Frfcndf  but/aid*  be  found  it  abfolntely  necefTary* 

Xihe  q^iiinn  h'l^d  not  yet  been  put,  <<  tbstf  |he  bill  be  read

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ft  fecood  Italic  ;'*  ami  whftt  hid  faliei)  from  the  tight  rev« 
Prelate  was  only  for  to  be  urged  io  .the  next  (lage  of  the  biU^ 
viz.  when  they  ctme  to  the  qiieffjon  **  that  the  bill  be  com- 
mitted  *'  His  Lordfhip  faid,  if  the  forms  of  the  Houfe  Wet^ 
not  ftri£l1y  adhered  to^  their  Lordfhips  Would  find  themfelvet 
ntoning  into  u(ter  confu(i6nt 

The  Bifliop  of  Si.  AJaph  faid,  he  faw  he  had  miffakeii 
the  fttge  of  the  bill,  he  thought  it  had  been  resld  a  fecond 
lime. 

The  Duke  of  Richmond  faid,  he  obje£);ed  to  the  principle 
of  the  bilU  and  therefoie  he  trulled  that  he  was  in  order* 
His  objedion  to  the  priticiple,  his  Grace  faid,  was,  that  it 
Went  to  take  away  from  the  juries  the  ri^t  of  trying  \\ii 
caufes  brought  againft  fuch  of  the  clergy  as  Wefe  fued  for 
iKHi.re(ideffce»  and  to  lodge  that  power  in  the  hands  of  the 
fiifliop«,  for  whom  he  begged  to  be  underftood  to  entertain  i  ^' 
very  high  refpcA ;  but  he  could  not  but  confider  that  thft 
laity,  whether  affluenti  or  only  moderately  able  to  keej^ 
houfe,  paid  the  clergy  of  every  defcrlption  for  the  religious 
dalles  they  performed,  and  therefore  he  cduld  not  but  be  of 
opinion  that  the  jurifdiSion  to  enforce  the  refidence  of  their 
redor  or  vicar  (hould  remain  in  their  hands,  and  ought  not 
lobe  transferred  to  the  right  rev.  Prelates.  In  order  to  (hew 
that  the  fame  principle  pervaded  many  of  the  cUufes  of  th^ 
bill,  his  Grace  proceeded  to  touch  upon  a  fcfw  df  them  in 
ifvfatch  it  was  perceptible,  and  to  argue  upon  what  appeared 
to  htm  to  be  an  unjuft,  a  partial^  and  an  operation  likely  td 
refiili  from  them ;  when  he  was  called  to  order,  on  thi 
ground  that  what  he  was  adverting  to  wsis  fitter  for  the  Com* 
tniitee. 

The  Earl  of  Rofslyn  rofe  again,  and  faid,  the  noble  Duk^ 
was  certainly  in  order.  He  had  begun  with  declaring,  that 
be  objefled  to  the  principle,  and  was  only  adverting  to  fucli 
cUufes  as  front  their  enactments  ferVed,  in  his  view  of  th^ 
bill,  to  fupport  that  obje£lion.  '   . 

The  Duke  of  Richmond  refumed  his  arguments,  and  fpoka 
seneratly  to  fpiritual  perfons  not  being  allowed  to  hold  or  let 
unds  and  eftates  of  their  own  Corcultivation^  without  licenco 
of  the  Bifbop— «to  the  limitations  upon  fpiritual  perfons,  wlrH 
refped  to  the  means  of  occupation  ana  cdltiVatton  of  their 
glebe^to  the  poiSbiliiy  of  partiality  in  granting  the  licetw 
ces ;  one  Bllhop  might  do  it  with  facility  to  his  clergy,  while 
another  might,  from  caprice,  or  fome  other  motive,  refufd 
it|  which  might  fet  him  and  the  clergy  of  his  diocefe  ix  vari«

mnce,  and  produce  ill  blood  among  them,  which  muft  necef- 
farily  bring  them  into  difi^eputc,  and  prejudice  the  cbaraAer 
and  interetU  of  the  cUrgy  and  the  church  ;  but  above  all,  tKe 
Duke  thought  that  the  power  of  granting  licences  would  be 
exAreoAcly  inconvenient,  and  not  to  be  defired  by  theBiihops 
themfelves;  it  would  lodge  an  invidious  power  in  their  hand^, 
which  they  would  find  thtrmfelves  eader  without.  His  Grace 
alfu  pointtd  out  the  difficulty  of  apportioning  the  peiulties  to 
the  means  of  ihofe  who  were  to  pay  them  How  were  they 
to  get  at  the  amount  of  the  produce  of  a  re£iory  or  a  vicar- 
age f  The  entries  of  their  amount  in  the  King's  books  were 
all  of  them  notorioufly  far  fhort  of  the  real  produce.  His 
Grace  made  feveral  other  general  and  curfory  obfervations 
on  the  bill. 

The  Lord  Chane^lhr  left  the  woolfack,  and  difcHflcd  the 
bill  in  a  fummary  Way  at  fome  length.  He  faid,  if  he  him* 
fwlf  underftood  the  bilt»  he  was  perfuaded  the  noble  Duke 
did  not  underdand  it  ;  at  lead  the  noble  Duke  underAood  it 
very  differently  from  the4ight  in  which  he  viewedit.  His 
Lordfhip  read  a  claufe  from  the  ad  of  Henry  VI H.  to  (hew 
the  violetit  injuitice  that  might  be  pra£)ifed  under  It  ;  and*he 
remarked,  that  in  trying  a  caufe  upon  a  penal  ftatme,  nodif- 
crction  was  vefled  either  in  a  judgcor  juryl  "  Thejudgcmuft 
be  biHind  by  the  cxprefs  letter  of  the  law,  and  myiH  iif  1iis 
dired^ion  lay  down  the  rule  of  law  for  them  to  go  by,  with* 
out  referring  to,  or  obferving  upon,  the  hardfhip  of  the  cafe, 
be  it  ever  fo  great.  He  mentioned  two  caufes  which  had 
been  tried  by  himfelf  in  one  week,  that  of  the  exemplary 
clergyman  of  Bow-church,  for  non-refidence,  although  the 
parfonage  houfe  was  the  little  pocLct-book  (hop,  the  corner 
t>f  the  church-tard,  a  reficence  not  (it  to  put  a  clergyman 
into,  and  therefore  he  was  obliged  to  refide  inK4y-place: 
and  the  other  caufe  that  of  a  clergyman,  who  held  two  or 
more  livijigs  in  the  city,  but  had  lived  for  nine  years,  fport* 
ing  an'd  taking  his  pleafure  in  Sumerfetihire.  Both  were 
obliged  to  be  fined  the  penalty  of  iiol.  though  their  cafes 
irere  fo  diffimilar.  He  alfo  mentioned  a  caufe  of  non-reli- 
dcnce,  tried  before  a  noble  and  learned  Lord  now  dead,  who 
had  been  provoked  tu  declare  in  court,  that  it  was  the  moft 
impudent  caufe  he  had  ever  tried.  The  caufe  was  this  :  — 
A  cunning. attorney  i«i  a  country  town  lived  in  a  houfe  rather 
too  fmali  for  hts  family,  and  obfcrving  that  the  parfonage 
bnufe  was  much  larger,  and  the  incumbent  .a  fingle  man, 
propofcd  an  i:xciunge  upon  his  paying  rent.  When  he  de- 
manded 
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manded  his  rent,  the  attorney  Paid,  **  Don't  trouble  me  about 
rent,  or  I  (hall  profccute  you  for  non-refidence ;  aifd  then 
there  will  be  a  confiderabie  balance  in  my  favour."  He 
did  pvofecute  the  tnioifter,  and  obtained  the  penalty.  His 
Lordihip  added  a  great  variety  of  additional  obfervalions. 

The  Duke  of  Richmond  replied  at  (bme  length,  and  was 
called  to  order  as  fpeaking  twice^  which  was  contrary  to 
order.    The  Duke,  however,  was  heard  to  an  end. 

The  Bifhop  of  Norwich  began  a  very  perfpicuous,  corrcd, 
and  well-arranged  fpeech,  with  obferving,  that  the  noble 
I>uke  had  proved  his  fuperior  knowledge  how  to  avajl  him- 
fclf  of  the  forms  of  the  Houfe,  fincc  he  had  contrived  to  be 
heard  in  detail  on  the  claufes,  although  the  right  rev.  Pre- 
late had  not  been  permitted  the  fame  liberty.  With  rcfpcft 
to' the  ncceffity  of  fume  fuch  bill  as  the  prefent,  it  llood 
acknowledged  in  the  conduA  of  Parliament,  who  had  for 
fome  lime  fucceffively  fufpended  the  aft  of  Henry  VIIL 
thereby  acknowledging  that  an  a£l  ougiit  no  longer  to  exift, 
which  was  better  calculated  to  promote  perfecution  and  en« 
rich  common  informers,  than  to  improve  the  fyftcm  of  ec- 
cleiiaftical  difcipline.  To  one  of  three  things  the  Houfe 
was  now  ui^ed,  by  the  preiTure  of  exifting  circumftances,  at 
this  advanced  period  of  the  feflions,  either  to  ena£l  the  pi«« 
fent  bill,  with  fuch  aracndracnls  as  (hould  be  thought  nt:<:«f- 
fary,  which  was  calculated  to  obviate  the  obnoxious  mis- 
chiefs of  the  a£l  of  Henry  VIII.  or  again  to  fulpend  that 
obnoxious  aft,  or  by  fufFering  it  to  revive,  to  renovate  all 
thofe  mifchiefs,  which  four  times  already  Parliament  by  its 
own  afts  had  declared  unfit  any  longex  to  exift ;  and,  by 
this  renovation,  to  give  new  energies  to  the  perfecuting  fpirit 
of  thofe  mfen  who,  after  a  five  years  fufpenfion  of  their  lu- 
crative perfecuiions,  would  i*eturn  to  their  trade  with  accu- 
roulutea  rancom:.  As  to  the  prefent  bill,  he  appri^ved  its 
principle,  but  he  did  not  think  the  bill  altogether  faullieti. 
His  Lordihip  flated  the  iaw  as  it  ilood,  with  regaixl  to  the 
reiidence  of  the  clergy,  under  the  aft  of  Henry  VIII.  tnd 
went  through  its  regulations  and  reftriftions,  Ihcwing  their 
operation  in  all  refpefts,  and  thence  evincing  the  hardflrips 
It  impofed  on  the  clergy,  and  the  great  inequality  of  its  pe- 
nalties. Having  gone  through  this  bill,  he  addrefled  his 
argument  to  the  bill  he  held  in  his  hand,  and  went  through 
a  fummary  ftatement  of  the  objeftlj  of  each  claufe.  'J  he 
firft  part  of  the  bill,  he  oblervcd,  refeired  jolely  to  what 
WiiS  termed  the  farming  facilities  given  to  the  clergy,  -and 

the 
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the  latter  to  their  refideace.  He  took  notice  of  the  noble 
Duke's  obfervations,  as  to  taking;  the  trial  of  penal  fuits  out 
of  the  liands  of  the  temporal  and  putting  it  into  thofe  of  the 
fpiritual  powers,  and  faid,  the  bill  did  not  do  that  in  the 
manner  or  to  the  extent  which  the  noble  Duke  conceived. 
With  refpefl  to  empowering  the  Bifhops  to  exercife  aa 
undefined  and  unlimited  authority,  they  could  not  defire  it» 
but  if  he  himfcif  were  afked,  in  what  hands  could  that  con- 
troul  be  moft  conftitutionally  placed?  he  would  anfwer  con- 
fcientioufly)  in  none  that  he  knew  of  fo  fitly  as  thofp  pro- 
poi'ed  by  this  bill ;  certainly  under  due  rcftii^lons,  and  with 
all  that  awful  refponiibility  which  did,  as  it  alwavi  ought, 
attach  to  every  public  department  under  the  conilitutional 
layi^s  of  this  country.  As  he  had  before  declared,  there  were 
many  claufes  in  this  hiil  to  which  in  their  prefent  form  he 
bad  objedtions,  which  he  Ihould  explain  if  the  bill  Ihould 
go,  as  he  hoped  it  would,  to  a  Committee  of  the  Houfe. 
]n  one  obfeivation  more,  he  hoped  to  be  indulged;  it  was, 
that  whatever  might  be  the  uliimate  fate  of  this  bill,  the 
laudable  motives  which  afluated  the  condu£k  of  the  right  bon^ 
Gentleman  who  brought  it  forward,  and  the  laborious  afli* 
duity  and  zeal  which  marked  his  condud,  as  well  Jnthepre* 
paration  of  the  bill  as  in  his  attendance  and  fupport  through 
every  ftage  of  its  progrefs  in  another  Houfe  of  Parliament, 
never  would  be  obliterated  from  the  grateful  feelings  of  that 
order  of  men,  for  whole  relief  it  was  intended,  and  rauft  draw 
down  upon  him  the  blcllings  of  every  friend  to  ^ccleliaflical 
difcipline,  to  public  morals,  and  to  the  intereft  of  the 
Chriftian  religion.  When  the  bill  ihould  have  been  ma« 
tured  in  the  Committee,  and  becon^e  a  law,  it  would  be  a 
laOing  monument  of  fame  to  its  very  refpedable  author. 

The  queftion  was  put,  and  the  bill  read  a  fecond  time. 

The  Bilhop  of  «SV.  Afaph  repeated,  that  he  fully  approved 
tJie  principle  of  the  bill,  but  was  not  fatisiied  with  its  fabiick, 
and  the  frame  of  its  claufes.  Underftanding  that  an  oppor- 
tunity was  to  be  given  for  going  into  detail  upon  it,  previous 
to  the  Houfe  reiolving  itielf  into  a  Committee,  he  (hould 
then  explain  on  what  principles  he  Ihould  feel  it  neceilary 
to  propofe  feveral  amendments  in  the  Committee ;  but 
thole  would  not  be  mere  verbal  amendments,  thofe  of  leav- 
ing out  one  word,  and  infeiting  another,  but  amendments 
that  wQuld  go  as  it  were,  to  new  cafting  feveral  of  the 
claufes. 

The  bill  was  cooimiued  for  Friday.

ACCOMMODATION    TO    MEftCHANTS. 

The  Houfd  rcfolved  itfelf  into  a  Committee  of  the  whoU 
Houfe,  to  ConCdcr  To  much  of  his  Maje(ly*8  mod  gracious 
fpeech  to  both  Houfes  of  Parliament,  on  the  23d  of  November 
laft,  as  related  to  mercantile  tranfadlions. 

Mr.  Vanfittart  fubmitted  to  the  Committee  the  following 
propofitions,  viz,  '*  That  there  (hould  be  a  fmali  duty  laid 
pn  horQc  hair,  amounting  to  the  value  of  20I.  imported  into 
this  country ;  that  the  drawback  on  the  exportation  of  that 
article  (hould  ceafe,  and  determine;— >a  duty  of  41$.  to  be 
charged  on  every  yard  of  thread- lace,  exceeding  the  value  of 
/  20s.  imported  into  Great  Britain  ;  a  duty  of  is.  3d.  on  every 

fquare  yard  of  damafk  table  cloth  imported  into  Great  Britaia 
from  Germany^  in  order  to  give  encouragement  to  the  Bricifii 
manufafluresj  and  particularly  to.thofe  in  Jrelaiid;  adraw^ 
back  of  iod.  on  damaik  table-cloths  exported  from  Great 
pritain;  a  duty  of  6s.  6d.  on  every  hundred  weight  of  foreign 
barley  imported ; — is.  6d,  on  <very  huridred  weight  of  pearl 
barley  imported; — 2s.  6d»  on  every  i2olb.  of  (lock-ii(h  im* 
ported  ; — 64I.  is.  on  every  ton  of  Hungary  wines  imported; 
— 54-1*  18.  6d.  of  drawback  on  every  ton  of  the  like  wines 
exported  ; — 681.  5s.  on  every  ton  containing  250  gallons  of 
Rheniih  wines  imported  ;^-a  drawback  of  59I.

,    Lord  liawi'f  faid,  he/  underOood  that  tne  ^handos  peer- 
age ftood  far  the  next  day  ;  Jiis  LocdChip  hoped  thatir  would 
then  be  proceeded  on.  The  Houfe  OiouM  coniidef  the  incon- 
venience

An 
libfle#[  howtver,  harf  already  entered  into'  the  tntlitia,^  and 
^lakcii  the  oatiM,  it  was  intended  that  thctraDsfcr  Ihould  be 
nothing  el(e  than  voluntary  on  their  parts ;  and  that  they 
(kovid  gointo  the  navy  only  by  their  own  cunfeni^  I'here 
would  be  lonie  diffecence  between  the  bill  now.  mejnt  to  be 
tntfoducedt  and  a  iimilar  one  pafled  during  the  late  war; 
The  prefent  bill  would  not  admit  the  transfer  of  any  bat 
thole  wbi^were  profeilional  feameir;  and  before  they  ibiain- 
ed  their  difihargey  they  Ibuuld  be  examined  by  a  naval  offi. 
pert  in  order  to  have  it  afcertuined,  whether  they  were  of 
that  deTcriptton  or  not.  The  bill  (hoiild  airo  provide,  that 
the  fubftitute.who  entered  the  militia  in  the  room  of  the  Tea* 
man  fo  tranaferrtd,  fliould  ferve  out  the  whole  time  other  fub- 
ftitotes  ferved.

Mr.  Hatviy  €>bfervedt  that  during  the  laft  war»  many  peri- 
foRs  took  bounties,  to  go  into  the  militia,  and  afterwards  got 
the  faounts.for  going  into  the  army.  He  would  therefore  aflc 
the  right  mn^ 'Gentleman^  whether  fcameu  might  not  now 
do  tbe  "^ittj  fitM  thing  \ 

The  iecMary  at  /fcr  replied,  that  there  was  a  bill  now 
^m  tfieffeuiisut  Lords,  to  which  he  expedrd  the  royal  aflcnt 
.would  be  given  in  a  day  or  two ;  and  by  that  bill  it  waft 
Cfiadedf  tl»t  no  feaman  Ihould  be  allowed  to  be  inrolled  in

The  further  hearing  of  eyidcnce  previmis  to  iht  (econA 
reading  of  this  bill  being  refumed,  Mr.  Garrow  called  two 
^ittieflisto  prove  the  identity  of  Mrs.  Foote,  and  th^t  Mr* 
Jimts  and  ihcflept  in  the  fame  room  at  Dieppe.  After  whicl^ 
evidence  was  about  to  be  acFduced  to  (hew  that  Mrs.  Footfe 
had  avatled^herrelf  of  th^  priv\l<;ge  given  her  by  her  hn(band', 
when  he  went  to  India»  to  rUaw  upon  his  banker  for  fucti 
'lum  QT  fnms  as  (he  might  (land  in^  need  of  for  h^r  mainte- 
Yiane^y  and  had  by  that  ngk.ans  obtained  a  very  confiderable 
fum,  which,  ir  was  beiieved,  the  had  placed  in  her  pikra^-» 
tntmr's  hands. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  obieftcd  to  receiving  this  evidence^ 
as  altogether  nnne^eflary. 

Mr.  Garrow  faid,  he  had  himfelf  been  uniformly  of  pp)# 
TTioh  that  the  evidence  was  not  material,  excepting  in  one 
fenfe  only,  viz.  to(hew»that  if  a  claim  for  a  provifion  ior  Mrs« 
Foote  was  fet  up,  the  proving  that  (he  had  taken  fo  unfair 
Sind  fraudulent  an  advantage  of  her  hulband'-;  iib^ralUy  an^ 
confidence^  ought  to  operate  as  a  barto  it.

CLF.I-CY   PARMTKC  AND  RESIDENCE  BttL. 

On  the  queition  being  put  **  that  the  Houfe  do  refolve  i|« 
fdf  imo  a  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  upon  this  bill,*' 

Thtt  Bifhop'of  Si.  A/aph  rofe  to  make  fome  obrervatiuna, 
Mc  had  given  notice,  he  Paid,  of  his  intention  to  oppofe  the 
fabric  6f  the  bill,  but  the  proper  time  Cor  carrying  that  in- 
tention into  eflfed,  he  conceived,  would  be  when  the  feveral 
cisufes  fhould  come  to  be  difculfed  in  the  Committee.  He 
Ihoiild  therefore  at  prefent  confine  himfelf  to  the  principle^ 
upon  which  alone  he  could  obferve  conliRenily  with  the  riile^ 
grid  pradlice  of  the  Houfc.  Tlie  ptinciple  of  the  bill,  ac  ho 
tinderftood  it,  embraced  two  points:  firft»  to  enforce  the  r€* 
fident:e  of  the  clergy  ;  and  (^condly,  to  prefeive  thenr  pore 
and  feparate  in  a  proper  (late  of  ccclefianical  difciplinet  iin*s 
Contaminated  by  fordid  occupations  and  purfuits.  Re^ 
deuce  ht  con(idered  of  fird  rate  importance,  and  efletitially 
neceflary  to  rhe  welfare  of  the  church.  Without  if^  it  waa 
impolTible  for  any  clergyman  todifcharge  the  duty  which  ho 
owes  his  fluck.'*  Tiie  public  performance  of  that  duty,  fuch 
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fts  attendance  at  church  on  Sunday,  confiitqted  but  a  very 
rmall  part  of  it. 

The  pari(b  pried  Oiould  live  atpong  bis  flock»  he  ib,oul4 
Watch  over  them,  and  be  an  example  coniUnily  before  theif 
cye$  of  re£litudey  enforcing  the*  precepts  of  vinuef  which 
it  is  his  duty  to  inculcate.     He  fliould  attend  the  bed  of  tht 
fick  ihd  the  dying,  and  adminiAer  to  themthoHi  qooiforta 
which  alone  they  are  capable  at  fuch  a  moment  of  recpiving^ 
thofe  c6idforts  which  are  adminiftered  to  tliem  through,  the 
iacraiments  of  the  church.  '  The  mere  enurp^rarilin  of  thefe 
flttties  was  furely  fuflicient  to  (hew  that  reiidenc^  is  eflential 
to  their  perfontlance.     Refidcnce^  at  the  tiqfie  of  the  Rcfor- 
knaiiont  was  a  mere  rnacter  of  ecclefiadical  difctpline^  ami 
thte  civil  power  never  interfered  with  it.     It  was  o^je{ted  tQ 
the  pl-efent  bfll,  that  it  takes  the  power  of  inforcing  refi« 
dence  out  of  the  hands  of  the  civil  auihorltyy  and  places  it 
Undbf  ecctellaftical  jurirdidioq.     For  his  part,  be  wa3  not 
anxious  to  take  the  ^ueftion  Cut  of  the  hands  of  judges  and 
juries.     On  the  conttary>  were  a  propofition  made  to  repeal 
fhc  Ad  of  .Henry  VIII.  by  which  juries  have  thai  po«/er, 
hft  woiild  oppofe  it  upon  that  very  ground^  unlefs  it  provided 
Ibme    regulaiii)n  that   might   prove  an  .adequate  fubilittife 
in  that   pahiCular  point.      The  ftatiifc  cf  Henry   VllU 
with  all  Its  vices  on  its  head^  had  dotye  more  good  titan 
halm. '   He  admitted,  however,  that  it  was  certainly  dtfeC'^ 
tive,  in  as  much  as  it  inflidled  equal  penalties  upon  unequal 
degrees  of  delinquency^  and  alfo  upon  ut|equal  meanSf  the 
fbrfdrtire  not  being  proportioned  to  the  amount  of  i\\t  living. 
It  wni  alfo  defective  In  not  leaving  a  difcreti^nary  power  to 
Judges  10  reduce  the  pet^alty,  in  cafes  where  the  Utter  of  the 
faw  Could  bot  be  inforced  without  peculiar  rigour  and  hard^ 
Ihip. 

The  pjefctif  bill  reihedied  that  defedi  |S  it  ha)  providad 
afcaie  of  penalties  proportioned  to  thfc  kpeans.of  the  party.# 
and  the  diflferieht  degreeii  of  delinqueticy.  With  regard  t^ 
eccK(iltfticalJurirdidion»  the  old  aA  goe^  the  length  of  do^ 
privtrig  the  contumacious  dergytpan  of  bis.bcneii^^,  ripm 
de!ay,  elcpence,  and  a  variety  of  other  circiimilaaCi^S  ii  ]iM 
iffipoiHble,  however,  to  carry  the  |£t  into  execution,  an4 
thctcfore,  it  was  no  monp  than  a  dead  letter.  lu  fi)meoMI 
diocefes,  (lich  as  Winchefter^  the  proceediligs  of  the  eccle^ 
fiafttcal  court  were  corred^;  andjuitice  was  adminlftcr^at 
Well  as  in  Weflminfter-halt.  That,  however*  yras  not  ih0 
cafe  10  the  ^rpviocial  courts.     He  remcflijllfrai^ giving*  wHia^ 

Q.i  *l*ap 
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bifliap  of  St.  David's*  a  living  of  700t.  a  year«  the  bed  in 
bis  dtocefe,  to  a  clergyman  who  promifed  to  refide  \  the  cler- 
gyman hady  however*  a  living  in  Glam6rgan(hife»  and  did 
not  change  his  place  of  refidcncei  of  this  he  complaiheJi 
butat  leng;th  confented  to  admit  of  fix  niohths  reildencet 
which  the  clergyman  pronTifed.  Even  this  promifcy  how« 
ever,  was  not  kept*  and  he  proceeded  to  enforce 'the  aA;  to 
l^ompcl  refldence,  or  deprive  him  of  the  benefice*  but*  by 
the  connivance  of  his  own  court*  the  party  flipped  through 
his  linger^fi^and  remains  to  this  very  day  in  potTeffion  of  ib« 
living*  without  having  refided  upon  it.  This  cafe  (hews 
the  infufficiency  of  the  provincial  courts  in  this  particular. 
It  became*  therefore*  neceflfary,  that  a  power  fliould  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  bifhops ;  and  as  this  was  done  by 
the  prefent  bill,  that  part  of  it  alfo  had  his  approbation.  With 
regard  to  the  other  part  of  the  aft  of  Henry  VIII. 
which  retrains  the  clergy  from  having  any  thing  to  do  with 
(he  low  purfuits  of  the  world,  he  Ihoutd  beg  leave  to  make  a 
few  obfervation^. 

When  he  fpoke  of  the  clergy  being  nothing  but  clergy* 
he  did  not  mean  to  be  an  advocate  lor  that  pnritaniical  cant 
that  would  entirely  cut  them  off  from  alt  commerce  with 
the  world.  To  advife  his  flock  required  a  knowledge  of  the 
world.  The  duty  of  a  clergyman  could  not  be  adequately 
performed  by  any*  but  by  a  man  of  knowledge  and  informa- 
tion. To  expound  the  Bible  he  Oiould  be  acquainted  with 
every  fcicnce.  The  clergyman*  therefore*  could  not  be 
confidered  as  mifpendtng  his  time*  who  was  (ludying  a  ma« 
thetnatical  propofiiion*  or  calculating  the  proportions  of  a 
piece  .of  architeAure.  No*  the  clergyman  (hould  be  re-> 
ilra<rled  only  from  thofe  things  that  degrade  him.  Re 
fliodld  not  be  engaged  in  fordid  purfuits.  Agriculture*  he 
ildmitted*  was  of  old  faid  to  be  the  bufmefs  of  Heroes  and 
the  g  ds.  It  did  honour  to  Ceres  and  Triptolemus.  It  was 
a  ^uAnefs  worthy  of  men  in  the  mofl  exalted  fbuioni;  but 
vhen  a  clergyman  engaged  in  agriculture*  he  did  not*  Tike 
their  LordOiips*  engage  in  it  for  amufement^  or  from  public 
fpiriti  but  from  fordid  views.  Now  this  was  what  he  con« 
demned.  He  cotild  by  no  ineans  allow  of  the  profeflion  of  a 
farmer  as  Compatible  with  the  grave  dignity  of  the  clerical 
charaAert  it  tnufl  lead  the  farming  clergyman  to  afloclate 
with- il^  labourer  in  the  field,  towWld  the  Gckleand  fcythe» 
Jto  carry  his  famples  to  market*  and  to  tl^iri^and  drive  bar- 
gains about  hfs-commodiciesi  inconlpatibte  with-hts  charac- 
'-    '    ^  ^  ler. 
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Ur,  and  degrading  to  his'dation.    tt  was  true,  the  ftatuttof 
Henij  VIII.  prevented  this  abufe,  but  the  provifions  in 
that  particular  were  eXtretnely  feVefe.     He  feared,  howevert 
that  the  relaxation  was  carried  too  far  in  the  prefent  bill. 
Thist  however,,  would  be  matte^  fot  confideration  in  the 
Committee,  when  the  claufe  fliould  coine  under  difcuflionp 
and  it  might  be  jproper  to  fee,  if  the  defefl  exjfls,'  whether 
it  might  not  he  refiified.    Adverting  again  to  non-refidencet 
his  LordOiip  Taid  there  might' be  leveral  cafes  of  abiifes  as 
ibc  bill  then  ftoud.     The  minor  canons  of  St.  Paurs,  for 
In(Lince»    might   fet    the    Bifliop    at    deftahce,'  i(nd   ex* 
empt  themfelves  from  refldence  as  long  as  they  pleafed^r 
^nd  yet  there  were,  he  fancied,  fume  good  livings  aifiong 
them.    There  was  alfo  another  claufe  which  he  confidered 
a,  public  advertifement  for  pretences  for  noft*reridence.    At- 
tendance upon  a  Hclc  child,  or  a  (ick  wife,  he  admitted  to 
he^  very  good  excufe ;  but  as  the  claufe  was  worded,  if  the 
clergyn^an's  wife  wjfhed  to  go  to  a  watering  place,  <ke  had 
only  to  ztfcSt  i  nervous  complaint,  and  matters  might  be 
eafily  managed  to  procure  the  apothecary's  certificate  of  her 
Indtiporuion.     The  hufband    would  thus    be  excnfed  for 
non  refldence,  and  might  amufe  himfclf  for  the  fea!oii  at  a 
watering-place.     To  prevent  this  and  fuch  like  abufes,  h^ 
fhouldpropofey  that  no  licence  (hotild  be  granted  by  the  bilhop 
withoiH  fpecifying  the  caufe,  and  that  he  (bould  make  a  re- 
turn of  the  number  of  licences  granted  by  him  every  year. 
ThiSv  he  faid,  would  operate  better  than  the  proviHon  |n 
the  bin,  as  a  reflraint  upon  the  difcretioii  of  the  bi(bop  in 
granting  licences,  aiKl  there))y  prevent  an  improper  liTue  of 
ihcm.     We  had  the  fame  fecurity  for  the  g(H>d  condu£l  of 
bi (hops  as  We,  had  for  that  of  our  judges.    The  men  and 
their  condnfi  were  public  and  before  the  eyes  of  the  world, 
Althot^b  be  recommended  that*  the  licence  (hoiild  fpecify 
the  cauicy  he  did  not  mean  the  rule  to  be  uniyerfal.     It  was 
obviouif  that  in  fome  cafes  it  might  be  improjper  to  aflign  the 
CBufe.     He  next  adverted  to  the  claufe  which  fuhje^s  the 
Aon-refidtht  to  the  forfeiture  of  one-third  the  income  of  his 
living,  if  abfent  more  than  three  months;  and  fo  on  in  a 
proportionate  fcale  of  forfeiture  to  the  degree  of  delinquen- 
cy. But  he  thought  thcf  time  ought  not  to  be  fo  long  as  three 
months,  as,,  with  a  very  Utile  decree  of  ingenuity,  the  non- 
refident  might  extend  the  time  oT  his  abfence  to  fix  months, 
without  incurring  any  farther  penalty.     Another  principle  to 
which  he  objeilcd  in  the  bill  was,  ttfat  it  enabled  the  bilhops| 
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if/Q  faiht  tQ  mxil  licfnfes  for  non-rcGdence  at  dtfattipin 
without  rpeciiying  any  Mroimd ;  ^  circomfiapco  tirhiclx  mtil| 
ftril^e  the  public  m»  as  if  ttie  obj^  of  the  bill  wa» \tp  makQ 
Ipop-hoies  through  vhich  th^  beneficed  cleigjr  fni^ht  fclud^

Thefiilbopof  Oxford  (^\i^  he  agreed  i«  mP&  of  the  a^-? 
guments  oi  the  right  je^.  Prelate,  but  \\t  jpfc  for  the  fpe-l 
ci^l  purpofe  of  entering  bis  prof  eft  againit  .that  part  of  tbi) 
fight  fev.  Biihop's  argument,  which  referred  tp.tbe  appeal  td 
the  archbifhppi  in  cafes  of  refuiing  to  ordain  (hofe  who  ^t%ti 
applicants  to  be  admitted  into  orders.  J^e  lf)ough.t  the  ap«: 
peal  a  wife  and  eapedient  prpvifion»  becaufe  although  il.  vra$ 
true  that  the  metropolitan  could  nut  commaivi  hial  or  an)t 
Other  bifl^op  to  ordain  any  perfobi  to  whom  from  any  plibUc 
prprivate  motive  he  (hoiildref life  ordinatiqih,  ^^t^lhe  biChioit 
fo  refiifing,  ought  to  aflign  his  reafons  in  writing,  for  Cuck 
refufal,  that  they  might  be  Infefted  in  thp  ciccular  iMer  fent 
round  to  the  clergy  atid  bl0|ops,  thereby  afFprdiag  them  the 
means  of  afcertaining  the  validity  of  the  objodiqitf»  rcfpc^l^ 
ing  which  they  would,  be  enabled  to  judge  for  thi^q^ifelvesi  »fA 
another  biQiop  might  then  ordain  the  perfoo  .or  aot.  i^il 
X^ordlhip  faid,  there  w^re  Geveral  cjapf^s  of.  tbtbill  to 
which  he  felt  much  objed^ioOf  but  not  ^fafing  in  the 
habit  of  Irpeakingin  pubHc«  he  (hould  Leave,  wh't  he  had: 
to  fay  of  that  nature  to  abler,  and  more  experictlPed  l^rda.; 
^od  perhaps  the  mod  fit  time  for  bringiiig  forwas^  fuctkob-^: 
fervations  would  be,  when  th^  Houfe  caiidc  to  tho^fcoffipd 
of  the  claufes.  He  would,  therefore^  only  r?pW#  ibat  hi^ 
rcafon  for  rifing  was  for  the  purpofe  pf  jCtitcrloK  hja  proUSft 
againfl  the  part  of  the  ipeqch  of  the  right  rev..]rrclaiep  wh<) 
had  juft  fat  down,  which  referred  to  tile  appeal  to  the  arch^- 
bifhpp,  and  to  the  refufal  of  inflitution,  i;i  bothi.of  which 
points  he'difFered  entirely  from. the  right  rev.  Prdate.  *  ^n 
appeal  to  the  archbifliop  having  bceti  ^  part  pf  the  ancient 
conditutionpf  the  catholic  thorch^  he  was  the  ibore  aoAioRKS 
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fe  tfktet  his  ^oleft  Itjimedtatcff ,  -from  a  cotifciournefs  pF  thd 
|fefti  authority;  Ir^khowledged'  talents,  profound  learnings 
Mrf  loAg^lbeiiehde  of  the  fibbit  afiti  tight  rev.  Prelate,  wMch 
t^uul^  not  fMt  to  nMke  a  deef}  itnpindlion  on  the  public  mind,  ff 
hkargiitnttntt  W<Ait  forth  utiobfdfved  upon,  which  would  inr* 
^fz  genml  aditiinioh  of  iTieit  ttHith  and  talidity. 

Lord  jfudtlitnd  (kid;  that  he  did  not  rife  to  oppofe  the  coai«> 
initiMiit, '  tnd  ytl  the  bfl)  kppea^d  to  him  tp  have  defedf, 
fticH  i|s  I)e*6d1i1d'  tiot  i-econciile  to  the  principles  on  which  k 
hm  foft  enfordng  the  reftd^nce  of  fpirtiuil  perfons  withifi 
their  benefices  might  to  reft.  He  had  made  up  liis  mind  rathei* 
to  take  the  prefent  tneafure  with  all  its  imperfedions  on  \\M 
head,  than  to  let  it  fall  to  the  ground:  ftill,  however,  h« 
fbouid  feel  it  his  duty  to  fugi^eft  feveral  amendments,  in  the 
hope  "that  they  would  be  either  adopted  by  the  Comtbi'tee, 
or  be  ftilde  hereafter  the  objeAs  of  fome  new  bill.    AVith 
thefe  y}6wf  he  requefled  their  Lordlhips'  indulgence,  if  iti 
the  prefent  ftage  of  Hte  proceediitfl;,  he  (hould  pc^nt  ci^^the 
flaofes  and  pfbViRons  which  he  thought  defeAive  or  objec- 
litwable.;    1^  ^rfuihg  this  Ithe  he  was  forry  to  fbr^efee,  that 
lie  (bftiitdvaife  fbnie  queflton^  which'  might  lead  to  much 
flifcii46mi  At  fe  Yafe  a  pcribd  of  the  fcflion,    'And;  here  he 
iQfiA  agMlf  eftpreft  the  regret  which  he  had  intimated  feveral 
fnnfifhs  agOi  that  a  bill  fur  enforcing  the  refidenc^  of  the 
piergf  ha<i  not  originated  among  their  f  ordfhips.  T^i'e  wholb 
ftifafjcA  waf  more  congeniahto  theconftitution  of  their  Hmife 
than  of  the  other.     I'heir  Lordfhips  would  have  fecnred  to 
theoi&lve  more  time  for  the  mature  connderati(^n  of  the  bu« 
pncfs  ;  fhey  would  alfo  have  had  the  combined  afltftance  of 
the  learned  I^brds  and  of  the  right' reverend  bench':  and  in<« 
deed  it  feetned  hard  to  be  now  placed  ttndcr  the  neceflity  or 
flectding  within  the  limited  period  of  a  few  days,  all  the  muU 
lifavioua  pnmfions  of  a  bill  which  had  been  twenty  m(Aithi| 
bdopt  the  other  Houfe  of  Parliament. 
'  It  'wa^9  however,  too  late  to  look  back;  bnt  tt  was  not 
too- Isfte to e^camine  the  prefent  bill  fairly  and  candidly,  whh 
aidifpofition' and  anxiety  to  make  it  adequate  to  the  purpofe 
/orwbicfa'the  tntervention  of  the  Legiflature  had  been  re* 
qirived.     That  bin  purported  to  effeiSuatea  general  and  fub^' 
fiauKiSil  refid^ence  of  clergymen  Within  their  benefices,  fbf 
the  per&Aat  difchirge  of  theji  faered  duties,  and  at  the  fhtmi 
titoe  to'ptt>ied  them  againflr illiberal  re(!raint  and  pprfeta* 
lion :  in  Other  wdrds,  it  waimmeant  to  fubftitute  a  wife  atidf 
efEcicnC  arrangement  in  iht  place  of  x)brdett  and  opprelfiie 
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lawf.  He  hoped  it  was  fuperfloous  fa  declare  iiimfelf  an 
enemy  to  morofe  dirciplinc  in  any  line  or  walk  of  life :  he 
vrasy  however,  a  friend  to  the  great  and  cflTential  precept 
which  is  the  befi  guide  and  fafe  guard  of  the  facial  fyftem 
among  mankind ;  the  precept,  which  requires  thofe  to  do 
their  duty  in  the  ftate  of  life  to  which  it  has  pleafed  God  to 
call  them.  It  is  the  influence  of  that  precept  which  carries 
forwards  the  many  thoufands  who  ferve  fo  t^r^vely  in  our 
Heets  and  armies,  to  lacrifice  the  beft  part  of  their  exigence, 
and  their  exiftcnce  itfelf,  in  dangerous  fcrvices*  in  unhealthy 
climateSi  and  at  a  dlRance  from  thejr  families..  It  is  the 
fame  precept,  to  the  (lri£l  obfcrvance  of  which  all  dtt^ymcn 
fubjeA  themfelves  in  the  fight  of  Qod  and  man*  when  they 
dedicate  their  life  and  labours  to  the  duties  of  their  holy  pro- 
feflion.  He  did  not  (late  this  pofition  in  the  fcrupulotis  fenfe 
€)f  Madame  de  Sevigne's  curate,  who  would  not  go  for  a 
fmgle  day  beyond  the  bounds  of  his  parifli,  leA  death  (hould 
furprife  him  off  his  poll.  But  he  meant  to  defcribe  that  hor 
neft,  moral,  and  religious  attendance,  without  which  there 
will  arife  a  fcandalous  inference  that  the  profefTioo  of  holy 
orders  is  a  mere  pretext  and  qualification  to  obtain  an  income. 
The  duty  of  refidence  ftated  as  a  theory  could  not  admit  a 
doubt ;  but  that  theory,  like  to  other  theories,  muft  bend 
to  the  contingencies  and  circumftaoces  of  the  age  in  which 
we  live. 

Keeping  thcfe  leading  obfervations  in  his  view,  and  re* 
ferving  details  for  the  proper,  period  of  difcuflion  in  the  Com^ 
tnittee,  he  would  now  (hortly  ftate  his  objeAions  to  tiie  pre* 
fent  bill. 

He  faw  no  reafon.  why  perfons  holding  digi\ities  and  pre* 
bends  (hould  not  be  fuhjeded  to  the  fame  proviflons  as  tbofc 
who  hold  parochial  benefices. 

With  reipedl  to  the  exemption  claufe,  he  confelTed  that  he 
fliould  have  been  more  fatisfied,  if  the  law  had  been  left. 09 
its  old  footing,  or  even  if  every  defcription  of  fpiritual  per- 
fonshad  been  placed  tmder  the  coniroul  of  their  diocefans* 
At  any  rate*  he  muft  fay  that  many  exemptions  were  intro* 
dnced,  which  he  faw  with  pain  and  concern,  it  was  invi« 
dious  to  fpecify  the  cafes  ;  but  furely  it  might  be  doubted* 
whether  a  fellow  of  a  college,  or  an  academical  tutor  ought 
to  be  exempted  from  refidence  yrithin  his  parochial  benefice* 
Was  it  right  and  decent  that  an  individual  fo  circunilianced, 
ihould  he  permitted  by  law  to  n^gleA  the  greater  duty  in  fa- 
vor of  the  minor  duty,  and  to  withdraw  hknfclf  frpm  the

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charge  p£  6ve  or  fix  hundrec)  pariQiioners  in  favour  of  five  ojt 
£?(  piij^ils  y  or,  in  fprnepoillble  inftanceSt  fur  a  life  of  indo" 
L;Q(;e  ^nd  JniUjUty  in  the  walks  of  the  Ainiverfity  and  com^ 
inon.roi)ms^t>f  the  college.  , 

.    With  rtfpett  tg  the,  propofed  licences  for  non-fc'efidencet 
hq  certainly  catjJJ  not  objcdl  to, the  propofed  fyrteni  of  a  diC- 
creiif>ni^ry  authority  to  he  repufcd. in  the  Bilhop^  ,fubje£t  to 
ihe  Jiipcrvid  in  of  the. metropolitans,  who  Ihou Id  report  to 
the  Kti\g  in  conqcilyin  order  to  bring  the  whole  under  the 
)£xecijtlvc  Governmetit»  and  eventually  uAder  the  eye  of  Par- 
liament. He  had  Qriginally  dated  fuch  a  fvftetn  fevcral  weeks 
ago.  as  ihatBod  conltitutional  and  mod  efficient.     He  ncver^ 
thelcfs  conceived,  that   the  powers  fo  given  to  the  hi  (hops 
ihould  be  betier  defined   than  they  are  in  the  biil ;  and  this 
not  merely  (ox  the  objedt  of  ecclefiadical  dirctpline,  but  for  the 
fake  alfoof  the  hii[hops  themfelvest  on  whom  a  new  weight 
of  fun6lior\&  wil)  be  thrown,  very  heavy  at  the  bed,  and 
fuch  aS  ought  out  to  be  aggravated  by  any  uiineceflary  re* 
pQnfiUliUy.   ...... 

.  H^  bad  ti^.o  other  objeftions  to  the  bill  as  at  prefent 
fraoij^d.  .^\e  foft  lelaicd'.to  tjie  farming  claufes,  which 
gave  iu  fpifltual  peifons  a  power  to  farm. to  any  extent^  pro- 
viclcd.tlut  they  could  obtairi  the  licence  of  their  diocefan* 
Surely  fotzie  woidsjhould  he  introduced  to  confine  that  pro* 
vition.  He^had  no  objeflion  to  th6  allowance  of  a  kvf 
acres  in  addition  to  the  glebe  for  the  purpofes  of  comfoLtft 
of  maintenance,  of  charity,  and  even  of  amtifemcnt.  But 
the  whole  idea  of  a  farming  clergy  was  iiiadmilliWe.  Tha 
indifution  of  tlie  church  inipiies^  that  fpiritual  perfons  fliail 
be  exempted,  as  far  as  may  be,  from  the  details,  etnbar<* 
ralTinems,  and  occupations  incident  to  layfnem  The  main* 
tenancy  by  tithes  was  grounded  on  the  notion  that  the  clergy 
fhould  receive  the  fruits  of  the  eartii  without  anxiety  or  the 
avocations  of  labour,  'I'hc  intereft  of  a  pra3ical  farmef 
and  tile  duties  of  a  parochial  pried  are  incompatible. 

He  mnv  came  to  what  lie  coniidcred  as  the  great  and 
principal  dtiXA  of  the  bill ;  the  want  o.f  due  provition  to 
fecove-  to  every  pariih  a  good  and  fufEcient  curate^  The 
allowance  of 'non-refidcnce  in  every  yearwas  propofed  to 
be  extended  from  two  months  to  thrte  months :  the  ex- 
emptions'fiflrmtrefidencfe  v^re  greatly  and  mod  qiaedionabiy 
multiplied,  -^n  aft  otJier  cafes,  nort-refidence  by  licence  was 
permitted  for  t^o  years  atatime;  and  yet  no  provilion 
'Was  made  to.iiapfrly.the  abfence  of  the  beneficed. clergy  man^ 
bv  rhe  fervices  of  a  reiidcnC  curate*.  He  kntw  tliat  in  the. 
^VaL.  iV.  ib02-i.  k  caie 
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cale  of  pturalUies  non-refidence  was  ncceffary.  He  ac* 
knowledged  that  in  other  cafes  beneficed  c)ci*gv men  of  goo^ 
talents  may  be  more  ufeftjllycraplayed  in  the  metropolis 
and  in  great  towns,  than  in  remote  churches- in  the  interiolh 
parts  of  the  kingdom.  But  he  mud  itiiift^  tliat  in  ever/ 
mftance  where  the  income  of  the  benefire  could,  bear  the 
txpencc,  tl«rre  ought  to  be  a  good  and  fufScimt  curate  aC 
ail  times  refident  ii>  the  parish  during  the  abfence  of  the 
beneficed  perfon.  It  was  an  old  faying,  that  «♦  Talh  efi 
populus  qtiaih  eft  facer dosi*  and  certainly  there  can  be  no. 
greater  blefiing  to  a  parifh  than  a  good  and  exemplary  refi* 
dent  clergyman.  Speaking  as  a  fincere  friend  to  the  intcrefls> 
of  the  church,  he  could  not  feparate  the  intercfts  from  the 
duties.  The  recent  hiftory  of  other  nations,  and  of  the 
difaftrous  times  on  which  we  are  thrown,  has  made  it  more 
than  ever  important,  that  the  intelligence,  the  loyalty,  the 
benevolence,  the  religious  fenfe,  and  all  the  Chriftian  vir- 
tues of  our  churchmen  (liould  exert  their  utmoft  adivity  and 
energy  in  every  part  of  the  empire.  Amidfl  the  awfui 
leilbns  which  this  turbulent  and  disjointed  age  has  given,. 
we  have  found  that  vce  owe  our  fafety  to  our  being  leis  dif-* 
folute  than  other  nations,  and  to  that  moral  and  religious 
impreflion,  however  weakened  and  imperfeft  it  may  be, 
which  ftill  prevails  in  the  middle  claf»  of  our  countrymen*. 
It  was  the  firft  duty  of  the  Legiilature  to  give  fovce  andeiied: 
to  an  impreilion  fo  falutary  and  fo  efiential ;.  for  the  reft  we 
Inufl  repofe  ourfelves  on  the  infcrutable  v^ill  of  that  Provi- 
dence wWch  **  rides  on  the  whirlvrind  and  dire£ls  the  ftorm.*' 

Lord  Auckland  having  here  clafed  his  general  remarks, 
vras  proceeding  to  ftate  fome  doubts  whether  it  would  not 
be  right  to  introduce  aclaufe  to  limit  tlie  duration  of  the 
bill ;  when 

The  Earl  of  Carnarvon  fpoke  to  order,  and  faid,  thai 
both  the  nobJe  Lord  and  the  right  rev.  Prelate  who  pre- 
ceded him^  had  been  irregular  in  difcufiing  the  claufes  of 
the  bill,  and  ought  to  have  referved  thrir  obfervations  to^ 
the  Committee.  The  noble  Lord  wholi^  he  iiad  called  to 
<^rder,  had  not  faid  one  word  againft  going  into  the  Com- 
mittee, which  was  the  fole  qjjcftion.  under  eunfideration.. 
He  was  anxious  to  attend  tlie  Committee,  hut  he  wifhed  to 
know,  wliether  the  Houfc  meant  to  go  into  it  that  evening 
or  not  ?  Becaufe  he  Ihould  be  very  glad  to  withdraw,  if  it 
was  not  meant  to  go  into  the  Committee  that  night,  as  be 
did  not  wifh  to  liften  to  arguments  wliiclx&a  ;]»u&bCar  over 
;»gain  ia  the  Conuziitiee. 

Lord 


Lord  Attcllani  peplied,  that  iic  and  his  right  rev.  Kifend 
liad  fpoken,  with  the  indulgence  of  the  Uoule,  under  aa 
underilanding  that  it  wouJd  be  eUgible  to  (late  their  objecV 
lions,  as  bearing  aconnedioo  with^the  whole  plan  of  the 
bill.  Butcertainly  that  the  noble  Earl  was  entitled,  if  he 
thought  proper,  to  enforce  the  ftrid  order  of  debate ;  an4 
he  would  give  way  with  a  cheerfulnels,  which  the  nobie 
Kari  would  be  the  firit  to  imitate  on  any  iiiiiilar  occafion.  ' 

The  Lord  ChancelUr  faid,  that  without  deciding  whether 
the  debate  had  been  regular,  he  was  ready  to  lay,  that  it 
bad  brougiU  torward  many  ohjo6ts  of  conli  ieration,  whicii 
would  engage  his  thoughts  pieparatory  to  the  Coaimittee^ 
£f|^d  which  he  hi)ped  would  Ihoten  theiuhfequentdifcuiiion. 

The  further  proceeding  ir  ilie  Conamiiiee  was  adjourned 
lo  Monday.

I>urpofe,  and  it  woiid  be  inconvenient  to  them  to  continue

The  iiarl  of  SuffAk  faid,  he  would  yield  to  tiie  wilh  of  the 
illuftiious  perron;ige  who  had  jt^  fat  down. 

CLERGY. 

The  Earl  of  Suffilk  faid,  he  had  been  mifreprefented, 
probably  from  havin»  been  mifconceivcd,  in  whit  he  had 
laid  on  a  former  niglit,  relative  to  the  tiers  etats  or^  f'ra  ice. 
He  had  faid,  that  tiiey,  making  a  fourth  parttyf  Oie  Mational 
Aflembly,  had  been  the  means  of  the  revolution,  and  the 
overthrow  of  the  monarchy,  but  he  had  not  faid  a  word  to 
■convey'an  imputation  againll  the  right  reverend  bciKii  op- 
pofite  lo  hira :  on  the  contrary,  he  had  cx|)rcfslY  declared 
his  conviftion,  that  under  limilar  circunilUiices  the  conduct 
«fthe  right  reverend  bench,  whofe  virtue- and  picty  were 
undcniaj^le,  would  have  been  dirertly  the  reverfe. 

The  Bifhop  of  .SV.  Afiph  laid,  the  pr(>[>er  cojife  foj  the 
oohle  Karl  t)  purfue  vould  be' ro  move,  if  any  mifrcnre- 
lentation  had  be -n  m  .dc  of  wfiat  he  laid  in  that  Houie, 
that  the  prinler  bi  cillcd  upon  to  attend  at  the  bar,  and 
anfwer  for  his  mifcondyft. 
The  Earl  very  liberally  did, '« No,  that  I  do  not  chufetodo.'* 
X^rd  AucLland  moved,  that  the  proper  officer  do  prctienC 
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to  the  Houfe  a  ftatement,  to  tl)e  latefi  period  for  which  the 
fame  Can  be  made  up*  of  the  proceedings  of  the  commif- 
fioners  appointed  under  the  great  teal,  by  virtue  ut  an  a<5t 
of  the  30th  of  his  prefent  Majefty*  for  the  puipofe  of  regu« 
Jating  alt  faies  and  contrads  for  faic-made  up  by  bodies 
politie  or  corporate,  or  companies,  for  the  purpofe  of  re>- 
deeming  their  land  tax,  with  their  dates,  and  the  amount  of 
the  fame«  with  a  ftatement  of  the  total  fsivefl  to  Govetnmtnt 
by  fuch  redemption,  &c.  ^c.     Ordered. 

Lord  Auckland  alfo  moved  an  hunible  addrcfs  to  his  Ma- 
jefly,  that  he  would  be  pleafed  to  order  an  ac^-^unt  of  the 
revenue. of  the  Poft  Office,  from  April  5,  niJU,  tp  the  5th 
of  April  1803,  with  an  account  of  the  charges  and  pcnfiu4is 
thereupon ;  and  alfo  of  ail  the  remittances  from  th^  poft 
ofiice  in  Scotland  during  the  fame  period.    Ordeied,

snittee  had  determined  ought  to  be  defrayed  by  an  ailefTment 
on  lands  and  houfes.

Lord  G!enbervie  moved  for  an  account  of  the  ftatements, 
made  to  the  lateft  periods,  of  the  proceedings  made  by  the 
eommiffioners  from  fales  of  the  land  tax  on  the  property  of 
bodies  corporate  and  poljtic ;  the  quantum  of  dock  pur* 
ehafed,  and  the  gain  to  the  public.     Ordered. 

Mr.  Htzgerald  brought  up  a  peiition  from  the  debtor^ 
confined  in  the  priion  of  the  Four  Courts  Murflial,  praying 
relief.     Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

The  report  pn  the  exchequer  bills  defeft  bill  was  agree4 
fo,  and  ihe  bill  ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time  the  next  day. 

The  aflcfled  taxes  confolidation  bill,  and  theconrolidatiun 
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Collc£tion  WIl  of  the  aflTefled  faxes,  were  fevcratly  committed, 
{and  the  report  ordered  to  be  received  the  next  day.  *

COMMITTEE  OF  SUPPLY. 

The  Secretary  a^t  War,  before  the  Speaker  left  the  chair* 
moved  that  the  eftimates  of  the  barrack  board,  and  tbofe  of 
rtc  tranfporl  office  in  Ireland,^  be  referred  to  the  faid  Com- 
mittee. The  Houfe  then  went  into  the  Committee,  Mr^ 
Alexander  in  the  chair* 

-  Sir  P.  Sieveus  moved,  thatan  additional  number  of  40^000 
fjeamen,  from  7th  June,  for  fcven  months,  be  granted,  for 
the  fervice  of  1803,  including  8oco  marines. 

A  Member,  whofe  name  we  could  not  learn,  obf<?rved^ 
that  the  marine  fervice  was  f^ene rally  looked  to  as  the  molt 
kifeful  in  our  military  eflabli(hment  ;  he  thought,  therefore^ 
8000  marines  igo  few,  and  could  have  wlihed  the  number 
liad  been  20,000. 

Mr.  Btijhrd  faid,  the  marine  fervice  was  a  favourite  fcr- 
yice,  as  wcl)  as  a  mod  ufcful  one;  and.he  believecl  that  aU 
moft  any  number  of  men  might  ealily  be  raifed  for  it  in  the 
lifual  way  of  recruiting  ;  and  he  thought  this  (Dode  of  raifmg 
men  would  be  infinitely  more  conftitutional.  and  more  conw 
fonunt  to  the  wi(hes  of  4he  people,  than  any  forced  levies^  the 
idea  of  which  had  been  thrown  out  on  a  former  night, 

TheSiufftafy  ai  fVar  faid,  that  this  vote  of  800Q  marines 
yfz%  only  intended  for  prefent  purpofes  ;  that  more  could  be 
}i{Ki  if  they  (hogld  be  wanted,  and  more  in  fuch  cafe  would 
be  moved  for. .  He  hoped,  therefore,  the  hon.  ^fembcr  who 
piade  ijhe  objeQioo  would,  for  the  prefent,  be  contented- 
yvitbtbe  number  moved  for. 

Lord  7/i«r//<  aiked,  what  number  of  men  were  now  oq 
board  the  ileet. 

Sir  P.  SfevtfJS  faid,  the  number  that  hid  been  voted  was 
gf^fOCO,  but  not  more  than  70,000  were  on  board  as  yet. 

The  Lhtnciiior  of  the  Exchequff  faid,  that,  to  prevent  any 
n>i(t«ke,  he  begged  ihe  Houfe  to  recolledf,  that  his  h(>n. 
Friend  had  dated,  that  there  were  now  about  70,0  o  men 
employed  in  ihe  fleet,  but  that  So,ooo  had  been  voted,  foihat 
tjbe  completncnt  wasdefe<Hive  by  to  000.

The  Houfe  refumed^  and  the  report  was  ordered  to  be  re* 
ceiled  next  day. 

CONSOtfDATION  OP  THE  CUSTOM  DUTIES. 

''  On  the  order  of  the  day  for  the  Houfe  to  go  into  a 
Committee  on  the  bill  for  confolidaiing  the  duties  on  cuf* 
lorn  9. 

'\\{t  ChrificelLr  of  the  Exchequer  xoh  2inA  faid,  that  before 
the  motion  tor  the  Speaker  to  leave  the  chair,  he  begged 
to  make  a  few  obfervations,  which  he  doubted  not  would 
confiderably    fave   the  time  of  the  Houfe,    as    he   would 
ihorily  (tate  to  the  Houfe  the  feveral  alieraiions  propofed  to 
be  made  in  the  bill.     Several  petitions,  he   faid,  h.d  been 
prefenicd  from  the  thread  lace  manufacturers  of  the  counties 
of  Buckingham,  Bedford,  Northampton,  &c.  &c.  complain- 
V    Ing  of  the  duthes  intended  to  be  laid  on  goods  of  this  defcrip« 
fion  propofed  to  be  allowed  to  be  imported.     The  intention 
nf  this  was  as  much  as  poilible  to  affiit  the  fair  trader,  and  to 
counterad,  as  far  as  coukl  be  done,  the  defigns  and  fchemes 
of  the  fmtiggler.     He  imagined  that  in  this  article  there  was 
to  the  amount  of  400,000!.   brought   into  the  countryi  of 
which  not  more  than  20,ocol.  paid  duty.     Some  alteratioOf 
therefore,  was  "abfolutcly  neceilhry.     The  attempt  fo  pro^ 
hibit  it  entirely,  would  pofttively  be  nugatory  and  inLffe£lualf 
the  article  being  to  be  brought  into  the  country  in  fo  fmall 
t  compafs.     It  was  propofed,  on  this  account,  to  lay  a  duty 
ad  Valorem  ;  and  it  had  been  determined  to  fix  on  a  ium  that 
Ihoiild  difcountenance  the  fmuggler,  and  give  every  poflible 
Sidvantage  to   the   fair  trader.       He    had   found   from    the 
beft    information  he   had   been  able   lo   procure,    that   the 
fmuggler   Could    enfure   his    profits   in   time  of  peace    at 
10  per  cent,  and  in  time  of  war  at  15  per  cent.     Hcs  there* 
fore  propofed  the  ad  valorem  duty  fhould  be  fixed  at  20  per 
cent,  which  he  thougtit  would  be  fuch  a  medium  or  average* 
fta  Would  not  fail  lo  fecure  the  fair  trader.   The  only  difficulty 
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he  thooght  would  be  to  (leer  cIczt  of  fixtr>g  the  duty  fo  firgh^ 
ts  to  endanger  the  intereft  of  the  manufa^urer,  or  To  low  zi 
to  injure  competition  at  home.  Under  the  prefent  circum- 
ftances  of  thecoiintryy  he  thought  there  was  no  rcafon  to 
fear  for  our  home  manufaclurea,  as,  during  the  continuance 
of  the  war,  our  thread  lace  manufadures  had  gfcatly  flou* 
Yifhed,  and  ilnce  the  peace  it  had  confiderably  fallen  off.  In 
general  it  had  been  found,  that  immediatety  after,  and,  in- 
deed, for  fome  confiderable  time  fubftquent  to  the  making 
of  peace,  contraband  trade  was  befl  and  mod  efFtdually  fup» 
preiftrd,  by  fixing  a  low  duty,  which  took  away  the  induce^ 
ment  the  fmuggler  had  to  make  exertions  and  run  rifles^ 
when  his  profits  would  be  little  or  nothing ;  and  if  at  any 
time  afterwards  it  fliould  be  found  neceflary,  a  higher  duty 
may  be  laid  on  :  hut  there  was  no  principle  more  clear  than 
this,  that  a  conirabjnd  trade  cannot  bcdtmolifhedall  at  otKe^ 
It  had  been  the  ftudy,  and  was  the  continual  with  of  his  Ma* 
jefty's  MiniHers,  to  ufe  every  means  in  their  power  to  pro-> 
tt€t  the  manufactures  of  ahe  country,  and  they  were  very 
glad  to  receive  every  degree  of  information  which  (hould 
enable  them  to  allay  any  alarms  that  might  take  place  in  ihd 
minds  of  our  own  manufadurers.  Another  refpcSable  de- 
fcrtption  of  perfbns,  he  faid,  had  been  confiderably  alarmed 
at  the  permiilion  that  was  ro  be  given  to  the  importation  of 
foreign  porcelain.  The  duty  on  this  had  been  105  per  cent. 
»nd  it  was  propofed  to  reduce  it  to  50  per  cent,  whiclv  he 
thouglie  would  have  been  a  complete  proteAing  duty.  It 
was  not,  however,  confidered  to  be  fo  by  the  manufadtureri 
of  this  article  in  this  tountry,  who  have  urged  in  the  flrongeft 
terms  f  heir  apprehenfion  that  this  manufadure  would  be  greatly 
injured,  if  this  alteration  in  the  duty  was  to  take  place. 
Under  thefe  circumftances,  he  had  undertaken  to  recommend 
it  to  the  lioufe  to  increafe  the  duly  from  50I.  to  goL 
per  cent,  and  if  that  (bouid  not  be  found  rufficient,  to 
increafe  the  duty  nill  more,  and  make  it  higher,  as  the 
liature  of  the  cafe  might  be  found  to  recjiitre.  The  third 
point  he  had  to  notice,  he  faid,  was  the  petitions  from 
perfons  in  the  filk  trade.  It  was  well  known,  that  the 
importation  of  manufaflured  filk  from  Bengal,  was  alto- 
gether prohibited.  All  precautions  to  prohibit  it^ntire^y 
kad  been  found  tneflFcAual ;  but  he  thought  that  by  a  duty  of 
^5  P^i*  cent,  on  that  article,  the  trade  of  the  fmuggler  would 
foon  be  entirely  dcmolitlied.  He  had  propofed  that  the  im«> 
portatioA  of*Alki -handktrohtefa  (hould  be  con&ned  to  the. 
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average  on  ihe  faks  of  the  Eaft  India'  comptaoy  for  the  tail 
fcven  years,'  but  he  now  recommended  thti  ihe  prohibition 
Ihould  be  renewed  during  the  war,  %vi.t;h.the  power  of  ruf* 
pending  it  afterward»f  as  the  Hoofe  Qtay  think  proper;  He 
fald,  he  thought  he  Oiould  not  be  doipg.ju(Hcc  toihofc  re>» 
fpedable  perfons  who  had  p^eienied  petitions,  a^  well  al 
thofe  who  had  waited  on  hitB  on  the  occafion,  it  he  did  not 
fay  that  he  believed  they  had  not  the  fma}}e(t  wiih  or  inten* 
tton  in  what  they  had  done,  or  in  the  further  ftcps  they  in* 
tended  to  purfue,  to  emharrafs  bis  M^jcfty's  Mintfters  in  the 
execution  of  the  pre(eni  ineafure,  but  that  they  had  a£led 
purely  from  the  juil  caufe  of  alarm  they  thought  they  were 
bound  to  maimain,  for  the  intereft  of  the  dl&reni  important 
matiufaSurcs  in  which  ibcy  .were  feverally  engaged.  He 
believed,  however,  they,  were  all  (a  perfectly  fatibfiect  with 
the  modifications  and  alterations  propofed  to  be  inadr  tn  tbt 
bill,  that  they  w,oulddecliiiB  giving  the  Houfe  thetroubib  of 
hearing  counfcl  on  ibeir  behalf.  He  begged  pardoiY  for  hair^ 
ing  fo  long  detained  the  Houfefrom  going  into  the  Commit* 
tee,  but  he  bad  been  induced  iio  fay  fo  muoht  in  hope)i  ol 
faving  their  time  after  the  Speaker  (hould  leave  the.cbaif«     * 

LofdTfmpk  thanked  the  ChanccUorof  tiie  Exchequer  for' 
the   very    candid  manner  in  which  be  had  made  known 
the  modifications/ and  faid  jht  (lioukl  withhold  all  furrher- 
oppoQtion  to  the  bill,  on  the.  patt  of  thoiie  from,  whom -^ he 
had  prefented  petitions  againft  it* 

JLord  G.,L,  Gow€Y  alfo  thanked  the  right  hon»  GentJeman 
for  his  candour  in  explaining  his  mutives,  as  wellas  for  rbd 
feveral  modifications  and  alterations  he  piopofed  lo  m&k«  lo. 
the  bill.  He  had  in  bis  hand,  he  faid,  a  petition  from  tlitf 
lace  manufacturers,  which,  after  what  had  jud  tallen  from 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  he  (houUi  not  prefs  any  further.*.  - 

Mr.  MacnaiKora^  in  behalf  of  the  filk  manufa^lurars^  ex«* 
prelfed  himfelf  highly  fatisfied  with  what  the  CbauccUor  oj 
the  Exchequer  had  focahdidly  Itaied.  •     * 

Mr.  Alderqian  Combe  reuirn^d  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
his  warmed  acknowledgments,  i)ot  only  for  his  candour  on 
the  prefent,  but  tor  his  general  candour  on  all  occafions  id 
tvhich  be  had  an  opportunity  of  Ihowing  it.  1-Ie  faid,  that 
at  any  future  time  he  (hoold  be  happy  to  give  every  affiQanee 
and  facility  to  fuch  further  mcdificaiiona  oc  altcraiiims  ai 
mitsht  be  deemed  necetfary^ 

General  Cafcoyui  faid^  he  was  forty  he  watobligcdlto  obf 
jed\  lo  the  Speaker's  leaving  the  cbair^  bvt  ms  hi^  had  119 
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tb»nks  to  return  to  the  right  honourable  Geotlemaa  for 
any  candour  he  had  fliewn^  as  to  that  part  of  the  bill  whic^ 
he  had  the  greatcft  objedion  to,  he  hoped  he  (bould  be  exr 
cured  if  he  made  a  few  obPervations  on  the  fubjed.     He  obr 
jefied  to  this  bill,  in  To  far  as  it  feemed  to  introduce  a  new 
|>rinciple  in  tnakifig  a  dittinAion  on  the  taxes  to  be  charged 
IR  one  part  of  the  empire  more  than  another.     He  was  well . 
aware  that  what  might  be  oppreflivr  to  Ireland  might  not  be 
fo  to  England;  and  he  was  impreff  d  with  the  tdea^  that 
there  ought  itn  be  so  clfference  Gibfiiiing  betwixt  liieCs  two 
pans  of  the  Britith  domininn«,  b  reXped  to  trade  and  navi- 
gation.    The  laying  taxes  on^ne  part«  and  leaving  the  other 
exempted,  was  obvioufly  prqudLciaJ  to  that  equality  in  trade 
which  ought  to  fubfif^,  according  to  the  articles  of  the  Union« 
He  was  far  from  wifbing  to  extend  a  tax  to  Ireland,  which 
might  be  reckoned  in  any  degree  oppreflive;  but  he  wilhed 
that  the  trade  of  the  country  thould  he  put  upon  an  equal 
footing.     If,  however,  it  be  faid  that  the  trade  of  Ireland 
requires  Tome  encouragement  Which  this  coimtry  does  not,  he 
flioold  not  be  againft  allowing  it ;  though  he  could  uot  think 
that  fuch could poflibly  follow asa  matter  of  right.  He  would 
aik,  what. advantage  has  the  trade  of  £ngland  received  from 
the  Union  with  Ireland?    [Here  be  begged  leave  to  read 
part  of  the  A£l  of  Union,  relative  to  the  equality  in  point 
of  naTigation  and  commerce,  which  went  to  ihew  that  ihi 
encouragement  given  to  the  one  was  always  'o  be  prr»pur- 
tioned  to  that  of  ihe  other  ^     He  did  nor  intend  to  cieny,  that 
there  tnight  not  be  a  difference  of  taxes  in  the  two  countries^ 
upon  any  other  fubject  ^han  commerce  and  navigation.     If 
ftich  a  dirpariiy  was  lawful  io  regard  to  Ireland,  Scotland 
Slight,  with  equal   propriery,  claim  the  fame  privilege  of 
exctnptioo,  notwithfianding  the  articles  of  Union,  by  which 
It  was  agreed  that  all  fubjecls  of  the  unii'd  kingdom  fliuiild 
have  free  inrercourfe  with  the  BritiQi   feitlement^,  except 
where  it  was  exprefgly  agreed  to  the  contrary.  The  principle 
on  which  thi^  bill  proceeded  was  .uot  new;  fur  he  icmcmt 
ber(;d  that  noJater  than  Jaft  .year  the  iTame  thing  was  attempt- 
^,   with  rcfped  to  ibe  ^ui^y  lyf  exports  and  imp(  rts.     it 
was  ihen  faid.  that  Ireland  was  exempted  from  vhe  txienfioa 
of  that  prinoipie,  and  a  right  h'^n.  Gentlemjri,  nor  now  la 
lits  placc«  came  to  the  Houfe  for  the  pnrpofe  of  defending 
ihat  meafure  ;  but   he  foon  acknovvltdgt*d  that  it  wa>  im^ 
aroper,  and  unjuftifiable ;  and  the  Chancc^ar  of  the  Ex- 
^   ^^9^.  iya8o2-3«  S  fhcquec 
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chequer  was  convinced  of  its  aT>fiiTdtty ;  smd  all  thofc  who 
fiipported  the  principle,  were  thus  obliged  to  give  a  negi« 
tjve  lo  what  fhey  had  thus  brought  forw;ird  themfelvcs.  A 
yrght  hon.  Gchtfetnan  had  Qbferved,  ifiat  any  alteration  in  * 
the  propofeil  tax  would  not  only  be  prejudicial  to  iTelarrd, 
but  even  to  hi«  conftituenrs  but  for  his  part,  he  could  not 
conceive  how  the  latter  could  pofltbly  be  affefled,  fincc  aH 
fliips  from  Ehgland  to  Ireland  are  confidcred  as  Coaftert^ 
and  are  exempted  from  the  tax,  fo  that  this  country  could 
r^'t  be  injured.  The  only  queftion  be  withed  at  prefent  to 
have  determined  was,  whether  or  not  the  trade  of  t>ne  coun- 
trv  Otuild  have  fuch  a  tax  impofed  upon  it  as  to  pr^Tve  in  any 
refpe*^"t  injurious  to  the  other  ;  and  he  "begged,  ificrcfore,  tq' 
fubmit  to  the  Houfe  the  following  refoluiion  : 

••That  there  fhould  be  an  inflru^^ion  given  to  the  Cotn» 
lYiittee  on  the  prefent  bill,  to  extend  the  tonnage  rftity  ot^ 
the  importation  of  any  article  of  commerce  brought  into  the 
ports  of  Great  Britain,  equally  to  Ireland,  according  to  the 
6th  article  of  the  Union." 

The  Speaker  obfervcd,  that  fvich  a  motion  as  the  ofte 
which  the  hon.  Member  had  juft  now  made  could  not  bb 
Accepted  of  in  the  prefent  (lage  of  the  bufijiefs,' as  the  pur- 
pofe  of  it  went  to  impofe  a  duty  which  dt>es  hot  nowexif^, 
and  which  could  only  be  done  by  the  Committee  upon  *'*? 
bill  previous  to  the  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe:       .  •'- 

General  Gnfcoyn^  was  ftill  Inclined  to  think  that  Iris  motion 
ought  10  be  received,  even  in  the  prefent  ftage  of  the  bill. 
He  could  not,  befide^,  underidand  upon  what  principie^  the 
framcrs  of  the  bill  had  proceeded,  when  they  pmpofed  to 
lay  a  duty  of  only  6s.  a  ton  on  importation  into  the  port  if 
London,  while  they  made  the  duty  into  the  otitporti  atneunt 
lo  upwards  of  ten  times  ai  much,  being  no  lefs  than  3I.  14'* 
He  thought  that  fuch  4  ftep  would  be  perfe6Hy  impolitic,  and 
a  complete  innovation'. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  JLxchequrr  faid,  that  he  perceived  tho 
tion.  Gentleman  was  extremely  defirous  to  bring  forwsird  hift 
motion,  while  the  Speaker  was  fliil  in  the  chair,  biit  hebeg* 
ged  leave  to  inform  him,  that  fuch  an  inftrudloh  never  was 
prnpofcd  on  any  former  occafion.  It  wa$  no  left  ^h^n  ari 
ihftrnflion  to  a  Coin  m  it  tec  not  to  pcrfift  in  that  whtcll  thi 
Jioufc  had  formerly  adopted,  although  the  bill  had  mmr 
reached  to  the  prefent  flage,  attd  was  about  to  go  into  \ 
Comrtluec  of  the*  whole  Houfe    Whenever  the  queJK^ii 
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caami  to  be  pat  wtih  ra^rd  10  th«  nmount  of  (he  duly  on 
the  whole  imponaiion,  ihen  it  would  be  open  10  the  huh. 
Oentleman  to  propofc  ihat  ihere  fhould  be  an  alteration  in 
the  duty,  about  10  be  impored  on  wipe  imponed  inio  London^ 
and  ibai  imported  into  any  of  the  (iut-por'5.

He  propofed  an  addiiiona)  duty  of 
Sol.  on  every  tool,  real  value  of  China-ware,  impotted  into 
this  country  by  the  Ead-india  Cumpanv^and  xjn  -very 
pound  of  opium  imported,  an  additional  duty  of  55.  with  a 
drawback  of  6s.  on  exporraiiun  ;  and  a  duty  of'  i2S.  6d«  -^ 
every  pound  of  opium  imported  from  the  Levant,  not  the 
pUCe  t)f  its  natural  growtbj  with  a  drawback  pf  7s.  on  eapori*

taiiioii#  He  ad(k4«  <hat  in  the  biH  which  had  paiTed  Ia(lye«r, 
reUtive  to  brewers,  every  pofliblc  care  had  been  ^kep  fo  pre* 
vent  the  adulteration  of  that  neceiFary  article.  It  was  pro* 
videdy  that  every  brewer,  in  whofe  poireflion  ^ny  op.um 
fboiild  be  found,  (hould  pay  a  penalty  of  500I. 

Mr.  Pattifon  obfervcd,  that  the  right  hon  GeQtIemaa  had 
broii^hX  f^rwanVa  charge  of  a  very  ferious  nature  sigatnft  the 
Vf ower«.  He  was  cpnne^led  with  pcrfons  of  g/eat  refpecn 
Vpbiiiiy  in  that  Une,  and  he  never  had  heard  of  iuch,a  prac* 
ticc.

I  now  come  to  the  ways  and  means  by  whtcfa  I  propofe  to 
niie  ihe  amotmt  of  the  fum  which  I  have  Aated  to  be  necef- 
.£iry  for  the  Cervice  of  the  year. .  The  three  great  objefis  to 
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Hrhicb  1  took  at  the  fources  of  this  revenue  are  the  excife  an4 
cuftoai  duties*  on  which  I  intend  to  fubmit  to  ibe  Commit* 
Ut  a  large  augmentation ;  and  a  tax  upon  property.  If  it 
ibould  be  tlie  pkalbre  of  the  Committee  to  agree  with  mp 
as  to  the  propriety ,  I  wi(h  it  to  be  diilindly  underftood  that 
I  confider  thefe  dutiet  as  applicable  to  war  only^^and  I  intend 
to  propofe  that  they  (bould  ceafe  within  a  certain  period,  pror 
bably  fix  nfMSths  after  the  reftoration  of  peace. 

In  the  firfi  place,  then,  confidering  the  advantaged  which 
Ihe  Weft  Indiai  merchants  and  proprietors  mud  derive  from 
theprefent  circumft^ncea  of  Europe  and  of  this  cotmiry,  by 
which  they  will  have  almoft  a  monopoly  of  all  Weft  In* 
dia  produce  in  evelry  marl^et,  I  thinly  that  the  commodities 
in  which  they  are  interefted  preient  a  fair  objeS  of  taxaiion, 
My  intention,  thereforei  is  to  propofe  to  lay  a  very  confide- 
rable  additional  duty  on  what  may  now  be  deemed  a  ntceflary 
of  life— I  mean  sdqaIi.  The  increafe  of  duly  in  qontem* 
platioQ  ia  4s.  per  cwtr  or  20  per  cent,  on  the  duty  .now  paid, 

Ipropofe  alfo  that  twelve  and  a  half  per  ceQt.  on  the  exitt* 
102  duty  (ball  be  paid  oi^xall  imports,  with  the  exception 
offour  great  aiticles,  tea,  coQee,  woo),  and  wjne,  which  I 
do  not  referve  in  the  view  of  complete  exemption,  but  with 
the  view  of  fubjeding  theoft  to  the  tax  in  a  di^r^nt  manner. 
On  this  branch,  pombined  with  the  preceding,  I  eftiiBate  iho 

5 produce  at  1,300,000!.  (Mr.  A.  did  not  here  read  ihe  refuUst 
b  that  we  could  not  learn  how  he  didributed  the  propor* 
tion,  but  we  believe  it  was  lyooo^oool.  to  the  former,  and 
300,0001.  to  the  latter.) 

The  fame  advantages  which  Weft  India  produce  will 
obtain  in  eyery  market,  otir  home  man u fad u res  will  enjoy, 
lioiwiihftanding  every  endeavour  to  oppofe  their  cii^ulation* 
While  that  monopoly  continues,  it  is  but  juft  that  ihcy  (houhl 
t^intribute  to  the  public  fervice  a  part  of  that  advantage.  I 
jhould  therefore  hold  myfelf  without  excufe  if  I  did  not  fuh* 
mir  to  the  Committee  a  propofal  for  drawing  a  conftderabltt 
fupply  from  this  fource.  I  therefore  propofe  that  one  per 
cent,  ad  valorem  (bould  be  impofed  on  aH  £xforts  to  any 
part  of  Europe,  and  three  per  cent,  on  exports  to  all  other 
parts.     This  branch  I  eftimate  at  460,000!. 

When  the  import  duty  was  firft  impofed,  manufadured 
(Otton  was  exempted  from  ^uty,  and  it  was  thought  iijdvife* 
able  to  lay  the  btsrdeo  upon  the  raw  material.  A  duty  of  one 
penny  pfcr  pound  was  therefore  laid  upon  /Cotton  wool, 
Pn  tw  £|tne  groufids  I  novtr  propofe  to  e^iempt  inanufaflured 
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ie<ytton  from  the  tat,  ¥?hilc  the  duty  is  Increa^cl  toiboi  f 
one  penny  per  pound  on  c6t:on  wool  exported*  T^oin  ibifi 
I  etpcdl  that  there  will  be  received  250,0001.

TbeneJ5^t  branch  is  thL^exciTe.  It  is  not  my  TntentTon  to 
propoTe  any  alieraiion  on  the  great  mafs  of  cxcifeable  arti- 
cles. }  intend  tD  cohfine  tnyfelf  to  fonie  leading  ones  00 
which  a  war  tax  ifaail^  wiih  the  approbation  of  FarKasncnt^ 
belaid. 

The  firft  objift  ften  is  tea,  T  am  ready  to  conftfa  ihat,^ 
cMept  during  war,  when  we  pofTefs  ihe  means  of  Inierccpt- 
log  the  commnnicat ions  of  the  fmuggters,  and  protediing' 
the  fair  trader,  any  addiiiona!  tax  might  be  impolitic.  But, 
cofivinted  that  the  entcrpHfesof  the  iJlicii  dealer  m^jy  be  de- 
feated, and  fuffictent  fccurity  given  to  the  fair  trader,  it  ap- 
pears to  me  that  this  article  is  a  fair  objedt  of  taxation  in  the 
prefent  circumflancer.  I  therefore  propofe  that  an  additional. 
dary  of  15  per  cent,  advahrem^  fliall  be  laid  on  coarfcr  teas* 
aiKi  45  per  cent,  cd valorem^  on  teas  of  a  higher  tjualify.  The 
cffcAot  this  addition  will  be,  to  raife  the  price  of  higher  feat 
foRiewliat  above  what  they  were  previous  10  thecommutatioA 
aft,  and  to  leave  the  coarfer  teas  fomewhat  lower.  This  I 
calculate  at  1,3^0,000!. 

The  nextapicle  is  WtNE.  In  no  re{peft  does  it  appearto 
me  that  any  objection  Will  lie  againf^  this  tax>  either  as  to  the 
(everiiy  of  its  operation,  or  its  tffe£^  upon  the  general,  pro- 
duce of  the  revenue.  In  the  year  1795,  lol.  per  pipe  wa». 
ifnfxofed  ^n  wine,  but  it  has  been  found  by  experience  that 
the  confiunption  has  continued  to  advafice,  and  ihal  b(>th  the 
nid  and  new  duties-have  increafed.  I  propyfc^j  titerefore>  tiiat  ~ 
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joli  person,  additional  duty,  fliall.be  laid  oa^wii^y  the  pcor 
diice  of  which  I  eftimate  at  500,0001. 

The  fame  confideraiions  lead  me  to^Qpofe^  tlut  both  fo* 
TeigD  fpirlts  aiid  home  rpirit$  (hould.be  iubjeded  to  an  ad- 
ditional tax.  At  prefent  the  rate  U  5$.  2d.  per  gallon  on  fo- 
reign and  home  fpirits ;  and  ray  intenuon  is,  that  th^re  (ball 
be  an  increaTe  of  five  per  cent,  on  the  exifting  duties*  The 
amount  of  the  additional  revenue  I  eftimate  at  14500,000). 

Then^xt  article  ia  oiie  upon  which  I  touch  wiihreluc* 
tance ;  but,  however  I  nr^ay  leel  oiyfelf  unwilling  to  propofe 
any  burden,  extenfivcin  its  operation,  and  confiderable  in  its 
prefTure  upon  thofe  comforts  we  mud  all  be  diiinclined  to 
abridge,  yet  I  Ihould  think  myfelf  wanting  in  duty  if  I  did 
not  propofe  to  reinforce  (be  public  revenues  at  fuch  a  mo- 
snent  from  every  quarter  from  which  there  is  a  profpeA  of 
obtaining  with  leaA  comparative  inconvenience.  I  aq[i  con* 
vinced,  however,  that  ihofe  who  feel  the  importance  of  the 
caufe  in  *which  we  are  embarked,  andtheftakeii.it  which 
we  contend,  will  bear  with  cl  e.*rfuliiefs  the  burdens  it  iou 
pofes.  The  mafs  of  the  commimtcy  are  fenfibU  of  the  litu- 
ation  in  which  we  are  placed^  and  will  ctiiYCribute  evety-ef- 
ii>rt  and  make  every  facrifice  to  the  public  fafeiy.  The  ar- 
ticle (>f  taxation  to  which  I  now  allude  isMAf.T.  AU  muft 
agree  iliat  the  prefent  profits  of  the  brewer  are,,  to  fay  nothing 
.more,  very  confiderable^  though  I  admit  that^  for  alongpe* 
tiod  'luring  (he  lad  war,  they  carried  on  their  trade  with 
very  linle  advan»nge,  if  not  with  lofs.  At  prefent,  however, 
I  Ovall  propofe  fuch  an  augmentation  of  tax  as  will  give  to  the 
public  its  full  amount,  leaving  to  the  brewer  the  whole  be- 
nefit of  his  profits  as  they  now  flandi  which  are  underflood  t4> 
be  large  and  liberal.  I  propofe,  therefore,  that  an  additiooal 
duly  of  two  (hillings  per  bufhel  fliall  be  laid  on  malt ;  and 
.this  I  eflimate  will  pr4>duce  2,700,000!.  Lafi  year  the  addU 
tionai  tax  on  malt  was  2, 500, cool,  and,  as  far  as  can  be 
collefled  ftom  the  receipts  hitherto  m.idei  there  isevery  rea- 
fon  to  believe  that  it  will  be  available  to  the  full  extent  of  the 
calculation.  Allowing  for  the  operation  of  the  tax  now  pro- 
pofcd,  there  will  l>e  one  ihillingper  barrel  to  be  divided  be» 
tw/ecn  the  maliter,  the  brewer,  and  the  coniumer.  The 
brewer  may  be  allowed  eight  pence  per  barrel  for  the  addi- 
tional capital  whkh  the  tax  will  oblige  him  to  employ,  and 
wiildffbrd  him  a  fullicient  pmfit  on  his  trade. 

It  would  have  been  improper  hadl  propofed  a  lax  like  the 

.    prelent 
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prefent,  which  willaffed  the  numeroas  claPs  of  the  commu- 
nity, without  laying  an^diiitionai  tax  alfa  upon  the  bieveragcf 
of  the  higher  clafles;  and  it  will  be  found  on  comparifon 
that  the  beverage  of  the  latter  has  boen<afle^ed  in  by  far  the 
greateft  proportion.  It  will  be  foundi  that  even  including 
this^incireaf^d  t^x^  the  additional  duty  on  beer  has  not  been 
more  than  45  peir  cent,  for  the  laft  40  years,  while  in  the  taxes 
on  wine  and  fpirits  \\^^  increafe  has  been  upwards  of  200  per 
oent.  (hoUld  the  prefent  additioBai  duties  be  approved  by  the 
Committee.  I  cannot  think,  therefore^  that  the  tax  on  malt 
can  be  liable  to  any  very  confiderablc  objedion.

In  addition  to  thofe  refources,  on  which  I  calculate  with 
fome  degree  of  confidence,  I  have  to  propofe  another  mea* 
fure  of  extendve  operation,  which  in  principle  refembles  the 
income  tax  now  repealed.    That  tax,   however  reprobated 
by  fome,  however  unpopular  out  of  doors,  though,  indeed, 
I  am  convinced  that  the  principle  of  it  mufl  always  have  been 
approved  by  the  majority  of  intelligent  men,  I  mud  ever 
contend,  was  produAive  of  the  greatell  benefit  to  the  pubUc. 
lever  did  think,  and  fiill  think,  thatihe  income  tax  was  the 
great  inftrument  of  fupporting  public  credit,   and  carrying 
us  fafe  through  the  late  arduous  conteft.     This  I  do  not  ftate 
as  matter  of  opinion,  but  as  that  which  is  capable  of  pofiti  ve 
proof*     I  do  not  mean  to  fay,  that  in  its  operation  it  was 
tioC  liable  to  objefUons,  but  Avhat  meafure  of  finance  is 
wholly  free  from  objeSions  ?  and  if  we  were  to  look  merely 
at  what  might    be  plauftbly  urged  againft  any  tax  with- 
out   viewing    its   cctnparative    advantages,    it    would  be 
•impciflibic  to  raife  any  fuppltes  for  the  fervice  of  the  (late. 
One  of  the  great  inconveniencies  of  the  income  tax  was,  that 
the  colledion  of  ic  made  a  dtfclofure  of  the  circumnances  of 
individuals  neceflsiry,  and  this  inconvenience,  in  as  far  as  it 
inay  attach  to  the  meafure  I  am  now  about  to  propofe,  it 
fliall  be  our  endeavour  by  every  means  in  our  power  to  prevent.

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The  great  outline  of  this  propoftd  tax  upon  propvtty^  i$ 
to  diftinguifli  between  that  pcopertj  whtcb.depeodf  upon  the 
flcill  and  induflry  of  individuals*  and  that  which  does  not« 
Under  the  head. of  that  which  is  lefs  a  dependant  on  ikill  and 
indudryt  Is  comprehended  lalid»  the  intereft  of  inoney  in  the 
fxiMs.  property  belonging  to  Qorpora(ion8»  tiCi  WithTefpe^ 
to  this  fpecies  of  property^  there  is  lefsnecelEty  for  difdo^* 
fure  in  applying  to  it  any  given  rate  of  cooitrilMition.  As  toF 
property  arifing  out  of  Gilaries,  trades^  profeffioM,  it  would 
be  more  Decefiary  to  inveftigate#  and  for  that  reafon  it  would 
be  requiHte  to  employ  the  intervention  of  cOmmiffioners^ 
fomewhat  upon  the  principle  adopted  io  the  aiieflment  of 
the  income  tax.  It  is  propufed,  howeVer»  that  the  neur 
commidioners  (hould  be  invefted  with  fuch^  powers,  and  aA 
in  fujch  a  manner  as  to  weikeR^  if  not  recfiove  the  objedion 
as  to  dirclofure. 

It  is  propofed,  that  in  regard  toiand»  that  (he  tax  fliooTd  be 
laid  upon  the^net  rent,  as  far  as  that  can  be.afcertained  ;  and 
I  conceive  that  it  may  be  generally  afcertained^  without  any 
Mnpleafant  inveflSgation,  The  rale  propofed  Is  ts. per  potmd, 
or  5K  per  cent,  on  the  proprietor,  and  ^d.  per  pound  on  the 
tenant.  In  England,  where,  almo({  in variabfyr  the  tenant 
pays  the  poor's  rate,  that  proportion  of  aflkflmefif  would  «p» 
pl.y  ;  but  in  Scotland,  where  the  tenant  does  not  pay  any 
poor*s.ra(e,  is  is  intended  that  the  teliafit  fiiofild  pay  6d.  in 
the  pound  on  his  rental. 

I  have  endeavouied  to  find  out  by  varioffs  inqtiiries  and 
grounds  of  conjed^ure,  what  eftimate  might  be  made  of  th« 
amount  of  the  different^  branches  of  ^  revenue  that  Af  not 
depend  upon  the  ikill  and  indnftry  of  individuails-— but  t  am 
aware  that  what  I  can  flate  on  this  fubjed  is  eatremeljp 
doubtful.  At  the  time  of  the  income  tax,  the  whole  income  of 
tfiis  narion  vm^  ellimated  at  80,000,000,  of  this  the  part  which 
could  he  aflclfcd  might  be  taken  at  from  60  to  ^o  milltoos.

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very  cumfideribly  below  what  experience  has  proved  to, be 
iheir  a£lual  amount.  I  believe,  ^ir,  I  am*  not  going  too 
far,  when  I  fay  that  their  amount  will  turn  but  to  be  little 
ihort  of  five  tnilHons.  At  a  period  like  the  prefent,  h  is  a 
circuroftance  which  cannot  fail  to  afford  the  higheft  fatisfac* 
tton  that  every  thing  conne£ied  with  the  bed  interefts,'  every 
\  thing  efleniial  to  the  Tupport  of  the  (tate  exifled  and  operated 

in  full  vigour.     It  is  not  lad  year  alone  that  this  general  im<« 

Kovement  is  apparent,  it  is  an  improvement  which  baa 
en  going  on  gradually  from  year  to  year.

The  order  of  the  day  for  going  into  a  Committee  of  the 
whole  Houfe  on  this  bill,  having  been  diovedand  read^  Lord* 
Walfingham  took  his  feat  at  the  table. 

Having  poftponed  the  (jreinlble,  the  Committee  pro- 
ceeded 10  dircufs  the  claufes ;  and  the  firft  which  Came  under 
debate  was  the  fecond,  that  which  ena£ts  that  any  perfon 
againft  whorh  an  adHon  (hall  have  been  Commenced,  before 
the  palling  of  the  Ad,  may  apply  to  the  court  in  which  fuch 
aftion  may  have  commenced,  if  fuch  Court  be  (itiingt  or  to 
any  judge  of  fsch  troilrty  if  not  fitting,  for' an  order  to  fiay 
proceedln|s;  on  payment  bt  ten  pounds,  in  every  cafe  where 
a  verdid  mall  have  been  obtained,  together  with  the  cofis  ;' 
and  where  no  Vetdidt  (hall  hive  been  obtained,  upon  payment 
of  the  cofis  incurred  Up  to  the  time  of  fuch  application  being 
madt^  all  fuch  cofts  to  be  taxed  according  to  the  pradice 
df  fuch  court ;  in  which  csife  thb  Judge  is  authorized  to  make 
luch  order. 

Regret  and  reludahce  was  exprefled  by  fome  noble  Lords, 
that  an  apparent  breach  of  legiflaiive  faith  was  efieded  by 
ibis  claufe,  becaufe  it  deprived  the  informer  of  the  obtainhnent 
of  the  penalties  on  fuch  fuits  as  he  had  commenced  under  the 
iuthorfry  of  the  then  exifting  zSt  of  Parlianrienh  To  this  it 
was  anfM^eredt  that  the  informer's  beihg  allowed  to  recover 
a  ten  pound  penalty  and  coits,  in  the  one  eafc,  and  cods,  as 
taxed  between  attoriiey  and  client,  Ivhere  no  verdi^  had 
been  obtained,  was  an  ample  ret>arat ion  to  the  informer. 

The  noble  Lords  who  took  part  in  the  difcufTion  of  this 
daufc/ were  Lord  Auckland,  Lord  Alvanley,  the  Bifliop  of 
^.  Afaph,  Earl  Rofslyn,  and  JEarl  Radnor.     The  claufe. 
paflcd  with  one  or  two  verbal  athendfneAts. 
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The  next  ^If  qfe,  that  wiborizing  rpirhml  peftot  to  take 
houfes,  thou^b  not  lo  any  city;  and  fpirhaal  pcvfonsAot 
paving  fufficicnt  glebci  to  take  a  portion  of  land  by  licence 
of  the  Bifl>op,.  gave  rife  to  a  very  long  and  copioiis  dilcofficm* 

The  Duke  of  NorfM  faid,  he  bad  no  objefiton  to  fuRer 
fpiritual  perfonsy  who  choTe  to  lay  down  their  clerical  cha^ 
j^&tu  to  turn  farmers — but  then  tie  would  move  an  amend- 
ment, vix.  after  the  words  *<  fpiritual  perfons/*  In  thd  fecond 
line  of  the  claufe,  to  infert  the  words,  «  having  no  cure  of 
fouU/; 

This  called  up  the  Lard  Chanatter^  who  gave  a  very  per- 
fpicuous  ejcplanaiion  of  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the 
claufe^  which  did  not  fay  one  word  to  authorife  fpiritual 
perfons  to  turn  farmers.  He  faid,  he  perceived  that  the 
noble  Duke  had  utterly  mifconceived  the  wh6le  claufe  and  its 
real  objed,  which  arofe  from  his  Grace's  not  knowing  that 
what  is  underftood  by  lawyers,  by  the  words  *<  to  take  to 
farm,"  which  means  not  to  turn  farmer,  but  to  have  and  to 
hold  in  farm,  meaning  the  power  to  demife,  and  the  expief- 
fion  of  '*  to  take  to  farm,*'  is  taken  from  the  Latin  tener^ 
in  firmsm.  According  to  2x  Henry  VIII.  a  clergymah 
couM  not  take  a  houfe  wi;h  garden  and  orchard  in  any  viU 
lage,  for  his  refidence,  without  being  fubjedl  to  the  penalties 
of  that  ad,  and  therefore  it  was  neceflEiry  to  give  the  power 
of  Taking  fuch  refidence  to  every  fpiritual  perfoo  with  licence, 
of  the  Biihop. 

The  Duke  of  Norfolk  fai#,  he  faw  he  had  miftakea  the 
claufe,  and  defired  to  withdraw  his  amendment. 

Amendment  on  motion  withdrawn,  llic  difcuiCoo  on 
tbe  claufe  was  then  coniidercd  for  a  confiderable  time,  by 
the  Bifliop  of  Durham,  the  Bifhops  of  Oxford,  Norwich, 
and  London,  and  Lord  Auckland,  Lord  Alvanley^  the  Kart 
cff  Rofslyn,  the  Earl  of  Carnarvon,  the  Earl  of  Carlifle, 
Lord  Ellenborougl),  the  Dul^e  of  Richmond,  and  the  Loid 
Chancellor. 

The  Eail  of  Carnarvon  ol^cAed  to  lodging  the,  power  of. 
granting  tlK5  licence  to  the  Biihops,  or  to  any  dcilnptions  cf 
perfons  whatever.  He  did  not  mcau  to  fay  this  out  of  drtl 
rcfpfft  to  the^Bifhops,  nor  to  convey  any  vjiifinualion  of 
their  being  likely  to  cxcrcife  any  difctetton,  (hat  might  be 
lodged  in  their  hatlds,  in  any  other  hut  the  mod  honounible 
manner  ;  i">ut  It  was  the  pnncij»lc  that  he  objeScd  to,  and 
the  poflibility  of  fuch  a  power  being  abiifcd  and  pcivjs^cd 

to  pofitiral  or  otiior  pmpufcs.  "*  

'     th» 
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Tte  Earl  of  C/if/^<r  wifhed  fonie  fcale  of  lEc  extent  t<> 
which  the  Biihop  fhouM  exercife  fuch  dircretion. 

The  Biihop  of  Durham  propofed  a  maximum,,  which 
fhotdd  limit  the  extent  of  the  exercife,  if  a  fit  one  could  be 
4bund — or  if  not,  a  minimum^  below  which  the  BiihoB9 
fliould  hot  allow  their  clergy  to  take  ddditional  lands  to  cul« 
ttvate.  His  Ijordlhip  returned  his  thanks  to*  the  noble  and 
karned  Lord  for  the  luminous  explanation  of  the  clauie 
which  he  had  favoured  the  Committee  wiih,  and  affured 
till  the  Lords  prefent,  that  he  himfelf  (and  he  was  furc  b? 
fpoke  the  feafe  of  his  learned  brethren)  would  infinicelj 
rejoice,  if  be  was  invefted  with  a  Kmited  and  defined  dis- 
cretion, and  not  with  an  unlimited- difcretion,  which  was 
an  invidious  power,  and  mud  put  them  to  ojuch  inconveni- 
ence, at  the  fame  time  that  it  would  provoke  the  envy  and 
anger  of  their  clergy,  tet  their  endeavours  to  exercife  it  be 
ever  fo  impsrtiaL 

The  Bifliop  of  Notivich  propofed  a  limitation,  by  a  ical^ 
of  eftimation  of  the  livings  of  the  inferior  clergy,  and  he 
would  take  them  rather  largely,  at  lOOl.  for  inflance,  to 
liffbrd  the  Bifliop  the  greater  latitude  as  to  the  quantity  of 
additional  land  that  he  fltould  licence  his  clergy,  accotdin^ 
to  the  nature  of  the  cafe,  to  take  in  farms*  Ais  LordOiip 
objefied  to  any  limitation  by  the  number  of  acres,  becauie 
from  the  great  variety  of  the  foil,  and  the  richnefs  or  poverty 
of  the  land,  in  different  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and  irrdifierent 
parts  of  the  fame  diocefe,  twenty  acres  in  one  part  or  place 
might  he  of  very  different  value  to  what  it  might  be  in  an- 
other. The  Bifliop  concluded  with  moving  an  amendment, 
founded  on  the  proportion  which  he  had  ftated. 

Every  Bifhop  who  fpoke  exprefled  a  wife  to  have  the  dif- 
cretion  they  were  to  exercife,  as  to  the  power  of  granting 
the  licence  under  this  claufe,  put  under  fome  limitation  % 
and  faid,  that  in  refped  to  the  difcrction  in  the  clauie,  the 
daufe  itfclf  was  a  folirary  one,  as  in  every  other  claufe  4U8 
iioritatioas  were  provided. 

So^e  noble  Lords  propofed  to  limit  the  pifhop's  licence 
fo  twenty  acres,  Ibme  to  thirty,  and  fume  to  forty, 

i*he  Duke  of  HUhmond  thought  it  was  unjult  that  ,the 
power  of  taking  farms  was  not  extended  lo  filpcndiary  cu« 
rates  and  the  unbeneficed  clergy,  as  well  as  to  bcnef^^Kd 
clergy.     His  Grace  fpoke  at  fome  length  on  tbi&. 

Lord  FAlenboreugh  profeficd  himfelf  to  have  been,  much 
ftruck  with  the  arguments  of  the  noble  Duke,  and  thought 
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tbe  noble  Puke*s  fuggeftions  entitled  to  very  ietious  con- 
fideracion. 

The  Lord  Chanalhr  could  not  thinlc  that  any  wife  or  pro- 
ber limitations  could  be  provided,  or  that  theclaufe  CQuld  b^ 
altered  with  any  advantage  "whatever.  If  the  Committee 
would  now  agree  to  it,  iinder  the  undeiftood  ide^that  it  ws^ 
in  another  ftage  to  be  reconfidered^  he  would  endeavour  to 
reconcile  his  mind  to  fuch  an  alteration  of  it^  a(  fo  many 
pther  noble  Lords  feemed  to  approve. 

Lord  Elkn^orou^h  i^ndertook  to  frame  fome  amendments 
that  would  meet  the  obje^iops  which  had  been  dated  by  dif* 
fcrent  noble  Lords,  if  tJhe  Conoa^ittee  would  agree  to  receive 
the  claufe. 

The  Pukfs  of  Rlcbmsnd  faid,  that  4  more  proper  way  of 
proceeding  would  be,  not  to  adopt  a  claufe  which  they  all 
thought  ougjit  to  undergo  f^r^he^*  coofideration  at  another 
timer  but  to  poftpone  the  claufe,  and  he  moved  it  accord- 
ingly. 

The  Earl  of  St/ffolh  objecfted  to  the  latter  part  of  the  next 
claufe,  th2|t  of  enabling  fpiritual  per(bns  to  hold  lands  and 
eftates  as  property  in  the  maaner  herein  provided,  as  he  was 
perfuaded  it  would  enable  them  to  fwallow  up  the  tjthes  of 
all  the  land  in  the  kingdom. 

After  niuch  further  difcuflton  of  this  claufe, 

The  Committee  divided  uq  the  Duk^  of  Richmond's  tno-r 
lion  to  poftpone  the  claufe —

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The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  confider  the  other 
claufes  of  the  bill,  and  feveral  difcufHons  took  place  on  each, 
particularly  on  that  which  enads  that  the  entry  of  the  value 
of  each  living  in  the  King^s  books  ihall  be  the  fcale  tomea- 
fure  the  amount  of  the  feveral  penalties  by  which  the  com- 
mon informer  Oiould  be  entitled  to  recover. 

The  Lotd  Chancellor  moved,  that  this  claufe  be  reje£}ed^ 
on  the  ground,  that  it  went,  in  a  great  meafure,  to  defeat  the 
whole  objed  of  the  bill.  Every  body  knew  that  the  King's 
books  formed  a  moft  fallacious  and  uncertain  criterion  $  liv- 
ings therein  entered,  as  pn»diicing  two  guineas  only  per  an- 
num, in  feveral  indances,  hisLordlbip  faid,  to  his  own  know- 
Uiji^t  were  worth  feven  or  eight  hundred  a  year,  while  other^ 

entered 
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entered  as  of  fcventeen  or  eighteen  pounds  a  yeat,  only  prot 
duced  twenty-five  or  thirty.  ,         .   -     . 

"  Lord  Ahanley  agreed  in  the  principle  of  the  objefl  Jon  ftitpJ 
1>y  his  nobte  arid  learned  friend,  but  he  had  rather  hayp  that 
claufe  continued  in  the  bill  than  no  ctaufe,  tinlers  fonie  bj^r 
fer  criterion  coufd  be  fuggefted.  The  informer  mufl  have 
Tome  means  to  enable  him  to  recover  his  perialtj^s^  and.^ 
knew  not  what  other  coul^  be  found.  Would  his  npbi.e  tn4 
learned  Friend  have  Informers  file  a  bill  in  equity  again  ft 
the  fpiritual  perfons  he  meant  to  bring  an  a^ionagainR^ 
previous  to  inftituting  the  profecution  ?  Or  by  what  means 
^¥as  the  informer  to  afcertain  the  value  of  the  living  ? 

The  Lord  Chancellor  f:i|id,  he  would  rather  have  the  informer 
file  a  (hort  bill  of  difcovcry,  rather  than  allow  a  clauTe  giving 
fo  fallacious  and  incorrect  a  Criiicifm  as  the  duties  in  tbc 
King's  books  aflPorded. 

The  BiQiop  of  St.  Afaph  fafd,  the  error  of  the  Kmg^i 
books  went  further.  There  were  many  livings,  the  value  of 
which  were  not  entered  at  all  in  the  King*s  books. 

The  Bifhop  of  London  confirmed  this,  efpecially  in  refpeft 
to  many  livings  in  London  and  WeftminRer. 

Lord  Auckland  faid,  it  was  not  pofljble  that  the  plante, 
containing  fo  abfurd  and  falfe  a  criterjon,  could  ^e  allowed 
10  (land  in  th^  t^ill. 

At  length  the  claufe  was  rejetSted. 

The  Committee  then  went  through  the  other  clauTes.  as 
Ht  as  the  exemption  claule,  when 

Lord  Ahanley  rofe,  and  faid,  that  as  that  cIanre'Wou|d  cer- 
tainly call  for  much  difcaflion,  and  as  his  noble  and  1eame4 
Friend,  as  well  as  himfeif,  mult  be  in  his  court  in  Weftmio- 
Aer  Hall  early  in  the  diorning,  he  thought  that  It  was  fit  time. 
to  adjourn. 

The  Bifhop  pf  St.  Afaph  faid,  undoubtedly  the  exetnption 
would  require  a  great  deal  of  time  to  difcufs  it,  as  he  aD(| 
other  Right  Rev.  Prelates  had  many  objedions  to  it. 

Lord  Alvanley  then  moved,  **  That  the  noble  Lord  In  the 
Chair  do  report  progrefs,  and  alk  leave  to  fit  again  ** 

Lord  n'aljlngham  reported  progrefs,   and  a(ked  leave  to  Qx 

The  farther  fitting  of  thie  Committee  was  adjourned  to' 
Thnrfday  next,  at  three  o'clock- 

The  clerk  then  fwore  fome  witneifes :  and  the  Houfe  ad- 
iourned.

.  Mr.  H^wkings  Brcume  prefented  the  third  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  to  coniider  the  furveyof  the  Highlands 
of  Scotland9  which  was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table, 

FISH    COMPANY. 

A  report  was  prefented  from  the  Committee  on  the  bill  for 
iheeftabliQiment  of  a  Company  to  reduce  the  high  price  of 
fiQiy  and  to  ellabliOi  an  additional  Market  for  the  fate  thereof, 
in  the  city  of  London.  On  the  motion  for  the  fecond  read* 
Sng  of  the  bill, 

Mr.  HaU  rofe  and  obje£led  to  the  bilt,  as  it  went  mate« 
lially  to  afFcd  the  intereft  qf  a  numerous  dafs  of  indivtduais 
upon  the  fea  coad  .near  Harwich,  all  of  whom,  he  faid,  had- 
on  that  account  figned  a  remonft ranee  ag^init  the  bill  paffing 
into  a  law.  This  remonftrance,  he  fard,  he  was  ready  to 
prefcnt  in  their  names,  and  hoped  that  the  Houfe,  after  con- 
iklering  their  cafe,  would  not  fuffer  any  new  bill  to  be  in^ 
irodticed  for  the  purpofe  of  benefiting  one  fet  of  men,  wbH^ 
|t  tended  fo  much  to  the  prejudice  of  others. 
'  Mr.  Harvey  aifo  difapproved  of  the  bill,  and  tmfled  that 
it  would  not  receive  the  fandtion  of  the  Haufe.  He,  how- 
ever, did  not  objed  to  the  principle  of  the  bill,  in  fo  far  as 
it  tended  to  reduce  the  price  of  fifh  in  the  city  of  J^ondont 
which  had  there  rifen  to  a  moft  exiormous  height;  biH  he 
difapproved  of  it,  as  he  faw  that  it  tended  to  renikr  a  ufeful 
inlUtution,  denominated  the  Marine  Society,  fubferfieAt  t^ 
that  obje6i.  This  was,  he  faid,  a  fociety  by  which  his  Nf>* 
jefiy's  navy  had  been  upon  many  occafions  very  much  bene* 
filed,  in  dt  far  as.it  had  been  the  means  of  clothing  and  tnatti* 
taining  a  great  number  of  boys  reduced  to  unfortiinate(iiua«- 
flons,  and  of  educating  and  innruding  them  in  maritimq 
affairs,  till  ibey  were  fit  for  his  Majcfty's  fervice*  It  was 
fuch  a  fucieiy  of  men,  who  had  carried  their  fiftieries  to  that 
degree  of  perfediion  which  they  had  now  reached,  who  wer^ 
about  to  be  injured  by  the  introduAion  of  this  billj  and  not 
thofe  who  hnd  at  this  moment  acquired  ths  total  monopoly 
of  that  mod  ufeful  article  when  brought  into  the  metropolis. 
He  thought  that  the  moft  proper  mode  to  be  followed,  iu 
order  to  accomplifli  the  end  propofed  by  this  bill«  was  to  re- 
gulate properly  and  more  flri^ly  the  prefent  ftfli  marlict  in* 
tiic  ci^y  of  I^uidon*  Tlii.s  bill,  he  obferved,  had  alfo  in 
vievy  an  increafe  of  the  number  of  fcamen,  both  for  the  uk 
of  biic  ivAvy  iind  mercantile  traufa^ions;   and  hci  nodoubt^ 
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thought  thtt  Aich  i  Company  might  have  that  a<fditIonal  and 
beneficial  cfFed,  were  this  a  time  of  peace-;  but  now  that 
.fire  were  involved  in  war^  be  begged  the  Hoiife  to  recone(^, 
that  in  the  tnftfpAioH  of  two  hundred  boys  propofed  by  the 
bill,  a  great  aiimbcr  of  men  wereatfo  rcquiflte  for  that  very 
purpofe  of  inftruf^ion.  He  might  venture  to  fay,  that  at 
leaft  150  men  would  hy  this  oneans  be  prevented  from  aiFord^ 
ing  their  afliftance  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  the  country,  at 
^  fioie  when  the  afliftance  both  of  men  and  boys»  howevet 
unintereRed  the  latter  might  be»  was  fo  loudly  demanded  by 
the  exigencies  of  the  flaie.  He  therefore  begged  leave  to 
roove,  that  indeed  of  this  bill  being  now  read  a  fecond  timc^ 
it  (hould  be  pofiponed  till  this  day  three  months. 

Sir  ff^Uiam  Geary  oppofed  this  motion^  and  fupported  the 
principles  of  the  bill.     He  thought  it  would  neither  tend  tor 
If  injure  the  fifliermen  of  Harwich/  nor  the  Marine  Society. 

He  approved  highly  of  the  mode  propofed  to  leflen  the  price 
of  filh,  which  he  thought  was  far  greater  than  it  ought  to 
be.  Though  the  capital  of  this  Con%pany  was  intended  to  be 
50,000!.  yet  that  circutiiftance  was  not,  he  thought,  te  oc- 
cafion  a  monopoly  of  any  trade  whatever.  He  had  no  idea, 
however,  of  excluding  that  fet  of  people  employed  by  the 
Company  from  being  liable  to  be,pre(fed  into  his  Majefty^s 
fervice.  He  thought  that  the  means  held  forth  b^  the  prefent 
hill  of  fending  200  boys  to  be  thus  educated,  for  the  fervice* 
of  his  Majefty's  navy,  was  an  objed  of  confiderable  iitiport- 
aoce,  and  worthy  the  attention  of  the  Houfe,  notwfthftand- 
ing  that  the  advantage  was  conflderably  narrowed  by  the  war. 
He  knew«  that  in  the  latter  end  of  laft  war,  the  Marine  So- 
ciety were  the  means  of  furniihing  agreat  nui/iber  of  ufefnt 
feamen  towards  manning  the  navy;  and  he  t^herefore  thought 
that  fuch  an  objedion  againft  the  prefent  bill  might  be  done 
away.  If  the  (erm  of  50,000!.  (hould  be  reckoned  too  great 
4  capital,  be  wouldf  rather  agree  to  limit  it  to  fome  other 
(bm«  but  the  more  limited  that  capital  was  the  lefs  good 
would  arife  from  the  Society. 

Mr.  H.  Bnumt  approved  of  the  objed  and  the  principles 
of  the  bill. 
i  The  Atiofnty  Central  faid^  that  he  could  not  doobt  but 

[  that  the  meafure  propofed  by  the  bill  would  tend  to  reduce 

the  price  of  fifli;  but  he  took  this  opportunity  of  dating,  that 
he  thought  great  inconvenience  would  arife  to  the  Houfe 
were  they  to  admit  of  applications  of  this  fort  being  made  xo 
Parliament^  without  a  charter  iu  the  regular  form.     It  was 
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ott  account  of  Iharlhregtibriry  that  he  begged  to  be  filent  in 
legard  tiwfupparttrtg  the  bill.  '  . 

:The  bill  W4S  ordered  to  be  committed  to  ^  MtSt  Com*  * 
jnitier  above  ftaifiy  conftfiing  of  the  Members  for  the  thy  of 
LbndM   and   thfe  maritime  counties ;   artd  the  petitfooertf 
a^ainft  ^e  bill  were  to  be  allowed  to  be  heard,  dther  b]^ 
themfelves  ot  coonfeU 

WAYS  AKD  means; 

*Mr.  Alexander  pi  efented  tile  report  of  the  Committee  of 
\yaysand  Means^  on  which 

-Lord  Folkfione  rofe,  for  the  purpofe,  he  faid,  of  making  . 
a  few  obi^etvaeions  upon  the  taxes^  which  had  been  refolved 
upon  by  'll>e  Committee.     Hc»  for  one,  had  great  objec- 
tions  to  the  i'yftem  of  what  axe  called  war  taites^  or  fuch  aS 
were  on^  to  be  continued  during  the  war.    Such  taxes: 
niightv  he  faid^  be  verv  proper  and  confiderate,  but  the 
giving  them  fuch  an  appellation  wa^»  he  thought,  the  very   • 
sxil?ans  of  creating  a  reiudance  in  the.  ptople  to  pay  them. 
When. people  are  very  anxious  for  war»  it  was»  no  doubt, 
fair,  not  to  burden  their  pofterity  with  a  continuance  of 
fudi  a  mode  of  t*axation  \  but  a$  the   inhabitants  of  this 
coVntry  feem  rather  willing  to  fubmit  to  infults,  and  bear   : 
Willi- MinHlers,  who  were  willing  not  to  rcmonftiate,  or 
when  they  did  remonftrate,  to  acqutefce  with  the  filence 
and  total  inaiteution  with  which  their  remomlrances  were 
fteated,'  he  thought  it  was  ablulutcly  wrong  to  lead  people 
into  a  difinclinaiion  towards  that  war^  or  to  create  felfilh 
feelings'  to  render  it  unpopular.    Tliis  was  the  reafon  of    • 
his-  ohjefilingto  the  principles  of  war  taxes,  a^  at  pr^fent    - 
brought  forward.     With  rcipe£)L  to  the  detail,  he  laid,  he     • 
would  not  at  pvefent  enter  into  it ;  but  he  only  wilhcd  to 
avail  himfeif  or  the  opportunity  of  takiu^a  view  of  the  con* 
du6t  of  his  Majefty's  MInifters.     He  objected  intotQ  to  the 
iVftcm  propoied,  of  faying  that  we  naiuft  provide  only  for  a 
dcfcnfive  war.     The  faying  fo  only  tended  to  difcourage  the 
people,  and  evCiyone  knew,  that  Rome  was  never  better  de- 
fended than  when  waging  offcnfive  war.    The  only  means  of 
.ofFeniivc  war  which  he  could  diftover  that  wfc  at  prefent  pof* 
cfieii,  were  three : — The  firft  was,  either  openly  to  attack  the 
power  ofKrarce ;  or,  fccondly,  that  we  (hould  attempt  tocon- 
neft  ourfelvcs  with  tl  e  pnvvers  of  the  continent,  and  to  excite 
themtoattatkourcomm  m  enemy ;  or,thirdlv>  thi't we  Ihould 
ciKieavinif  to  attack  ih^. Government  of  Frahcc>  and  the 
pnnciples  of  that  Govcrnmc  nt.    With  refpeil  to  the  firft,  be 
ihoaj^ht  that  eur  tticiuis  wtre  very  fmail  fndeed,  and  coh- 
Icqucntr^  veiy  liiUe  hope  of  fucceli  could  be  entertained, 
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We  rpxght,  no  iovhu  plan  expi?<U^ionsagaiaft  Frabce»  and 
Ittcceed  (o  far  as  to  get  poucilioa  uf  a  tovHOy  oi^  even  a^ 
iiland  i  but  that  would  do  w^iys  lend  to  protr^  iis>  and 
\V4DuId  be  attended  .with  very  liitJe  advantage  to  U9  in  regard 
to  injucipg  the  enciny.     As  to  the  fecond  and  thifd  modes^ 
of  ofier.fivc  War,  he  cpntcudeJ  that  his  Mjijefty'i  prefetilr 
Miniftcrs  wefe;  of  all  others,  the  leaft  <jualilicd  tp  iafpire. 
the  continental  powers,  jviih  any  ijegrcc  of  confidence,  in 
ocder  to  excite  them  to  join  in,  or  efpoufe  our  caufe  ;  and 
tbfey  vrcrc  atfo  the  moft  improper  fet  of  men  to  iofpire  con- 
fidence in  gny  of  the  rojalifts  in  France,  for  the  putpafe  of 
prbcurtng  their  co-operation  with  this  country,  toftrike  at 
the  Governnient  of  that  country.    He  faid,  he  had  found* 
^rom  a  view  of  the  whole  tranfaftions  of  the  Admioiftrar 
tion,  that  they  not  only  by  their  wprd«»  but  by  deeds,  ba4 
abandoned  all  the  allies  of  this  country  gn  the  one  hand» 
and  the  myalifls  in  France  on  the  other.     Were  a  negotia- 
tion at  prefcnt  to  be  entered  into  beiwixt  this  country  and 
any  of  the  continental  powers,  for  the  pui  pofe  of  co*opera-* 
tion,  he  would  atk  any  man,  if  the  miniflers  of  fuch  powers 
would  not  be  jufiificd  in  refuting  to  plate  any  confidence  lii 
the  prefent  Admin:ilration,  from  the  manner  in  which  thef 
bad  alreadt  afted  ^    They  would  fay,  how  can  wc  be  fure 
that  yo^'Wtll  nx)t  abandon  us  in  the  fame  manner  in  which 
yoQ  abandoned  the  King  of  Sardinfa  ?  In  the  fame  manner 
might'tlie  royaHfls  in  France  objcft  to  repofing  any  confi- 
dence ill  fuch  Kiihiftcrs,  as  they  have  feen  how  theyaban* 
doaed  others  in  fuch  a  cruel  manner.     Though  offenfive 
waf  would  be^  the  bcfl  calculated  to  animate  the  people  of 
Ibis  country,  our  principal  means  of  doing  lb  are  thus  in  a 
manner  dcftroyed  by  fuch  a  conduft  ;  but  ftill  they  arc  big 
Majefty's  Mrnifters ;  and  on  that  account  they  ftill  hav^ 
tlie  confidence  of  his  Majefty,    and  the  fupport  of  this 
Houfe.     He,  for  one,  wilhed  principally  to  aim  at  the  de- 
flrij£lf<m  of  the  Government  of  France,  and  therefore  was 
an  advocate  for  a  more  fpiritcd  conduft.     He  was  far  frona 
imaginifig  Chat  the  peace  was  a  peace  of  experiment,  a^ 
had  been  Aated,'  but  he  had  all  alonjz  been  convinced*  aad 
thc-evenf  had  'tirow  Juftificd  his  conviction,  thai  peace  could 
not -long  fiibfifl  betwixt  the  two  Governments.     U^  our  pre-. 
I  fcnt  iituatioo,  however,  he  was  inclined  to  think  that  fuc* 

ce(s  might  yet  follow  our  undertakings  againft  our  ambitiou^ 
foe,  could  we  infphr  all  the  continental  powers,  as  well^ 
tJic  people  of  this  country,  with  confidence  and  ardour  ia 
our  caufe/by  openly  and  avowecUyj  WiUiQitt  ap^  Coneealk 
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ntent  whatevert  publifhing  il  to  the  world,  that  our  fixecf 
determination,  ^s  the  deftruAion  of  the  Government  of 
France  • 
Mr.  Gi^egpr  rofe,  and  ftated  to  the  Houfe  (brae  particular? 
of  the  propolcd  taxes,  which  he  did  not  perfealy  under-- 
ffand  fnim  the  fpeech  of  tlie  rigiit  hon.  the  Chancellor  oF 
the  Excheqaer,  and  begged  to  have  a  further  e^&phnation. 
'  'I  he  Ckanceilor  of  the  Exchtquer^  in  explanation,  faid,. 
that  ft  w;!$  propofed  to  raife  4,500,0001.  as  voted  in  laib 
Parli^iment  far  war  taxes;  and  it  was  propofed  in  the  pre-> 
fbnt  feflion  to  add  the  funi  of  to  6,100,0001.  the  former,  as 
the  growing  prikduce  of  the  confolidated  fund  to  the  4th  of 
April  1804.  He  fatd^  tiiat  this  was  not  the  time  for  enter- 
nic:  intt»-a  minute  coniidsration  of  what  the  bon.  Member 
had  alloded  to ;.  and  he  owned  that  he  could  not  at  prefent 
do  rt  with  fufficient  accuracy  to  fatisfy  the  Houie  as  to  cvery^ 
particular  information  which  might  be  required  ;.but  be  wa^^ 
^erfe^lv  ready  and  wiHingat  preient,  if  it  was  infifted  on,  Uv 
nate  the  grounds  on  which  he  founded  the  ftatement  whicU 
he  Va6  fubmitled  to  the  ComiTiktec  of  Ways  and  Means,. 
|)revi<>us  to  the  Clirtftmas  jfecefs.  The  hon.  Gentlemai> 
wiv)  had  D'ated,  that  he  (the  ChaneelK>r)  had  held  out  to 
^diament  expe3ations  of  a  furplus  arifing  from  the  con* 
fijlidated  fund  of  1,500,0001.  had  been  roUtaken  In  makinc 
fuch  a  ftatcilicnr,  fur  qo  fuch  expedations  were  ever  hela 
.  nut  hy  him  to  that  efFeft.  There  were  two  rcfolucions 
which  he  begged  to  advert  to  more  particularly  : — .\s  to 
.the  duty  on  wine,  it  was  propofed  to  make  it  the  fame  a» 
in  'be  year  1795,  and  he  had  therefore  ftated  it  at  lOl.  per 
tun,  which  would  poduce  no  lefs  than  half  a  million*  to 
Oovenmcnt.  As  to  th«  duty  on  tea,  he  had  before  flated 
that  it  was  intended  to  pr4?pofe  an  augmentation  equal- 
to  the  whole  amount  of  tlie  lubiifting  duties,  which  woulcf 
make  it  45  percent,  ad  valorem  on  the  finer  kind,  and  ijp 
per  c  ent.  on  the  coarfer,  which  would  produce  one  million 
ti>ree  hundred  thoufand  pounds.  He  begged,  however,  to 
'mention,  that  finim  the  prefent  refolutions  it  would  appear^ 
tliat  a  duty  of  no  lefs  than  4^7  per  cent  was  at  firfl  intended 
to  be  impofed  upon  all  teas^  both  fine  and  coarftr  by  which 
It  was  \tft  ill  the  power  of  the  Commiitcc  to  reduce  thc 
taxjtion»^  if  they  thought  proper,  in  the  manuer  whicii  he 
lad  propofed;  and  which-  lie  had  jud  now  rc-flatcd.  The 
Vc^afiH  tvhy  tlri^  dutv  had  been  put  fo  d/>vvn  in  the  refohl* 
tions  was,  that  it  had  been  at  iirft  fuggefted  to  him,  that 
t>y  making  a  difference -in  the  ta^^-ition  on  the  tiue  and  the 
"                                        ^oarfe 
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coaife  tea,  'it  would  be  a  means  of  affun^ng  to  ifKlucesicot 
to  dealers  in  that  article  to  adulterate  tbejine,  roasU>coqir 
frehcnd  it  within  the  jnferior  delcriptioiu  This,  however, 
be  had  thougJit  ^noft  proper  to  rleave  to  the  coDfideratiun  of 
<he  Houfe. 

Mr.  fViUiam  Smjfti  rofe,  he  ftfid,  only  to  lay  tn  hiscIaiK^ 
to  oppoi'e,  on  fome  fuUire  day,  feveral  of  the  taxes  in  de* 
tail  i  for  however  m^Krh  he  might  approve  of  the  lylteni  of 
war  taxes  in  general,  ,he  was  fliti  inclined  to  think  th«it  ti^re 
we«e  many  articles  of  luxury,  x:ven  perniciiius  aiucleb  of 
luxury,  wbtdi  ought  with  equal  propriety  to  be  taxed,  as 
well  a€  tho(e  which  bad  bcenllatcd  to  the  Houle. 

I4r.  i^^^r^  obferved,  that  he  fince rely,  hoped  the  rignt 
hon.  Member  woiild  prove  himfelf  to  -be  as  vigorous  andi 
detemiined  in  fpending  the  !money  firoperlyt  as  he  had 
been  in  ilating  and  calculaiiag  the  fum  which  be  had  found 
j)rudent  to  exa^ 

Mr.  /K.  JHndas  dated,  that  as  the  barley  an  Scot^nd  waf 
of  an  inferior  quality  v^hen  compared  witk  thai  piouucedia 
r.ngland,  if  the  duty  on  that  article  f^ere  to  be  the  lame  in 
both  countries,  it  would  injure  the  agriculture  in  ^icoLUnd» 
by  difcouragtng  the  <fuitivution  of  it.  He  then^fore  ihoUl4 
oropoie^  th^t  (he  duty  on^  barley  in  jKcotland  ^ouid  be 
^alr  of  that  to  be  *impoft9d  in  £ngla«d« 

Sir  R,  Buxti^n  f<^id,  he  was  one  of  thofe  who  would  vot^ 
(uiEcient  fums  rorcariying  on  the  war,  liut  he  thought  iC 
Ihould  be  dotte  with  as  much  regard  to  public  conveni* 
cflce  as  p)^ble,  InRead  of  the  tax  on  barley,  Jip 
would  recommend  a^  additional  ilan^p  duty  on  couj;itrj 
bank  notes 

Mr.  Fcrgujfon  adverted  tortie  inferio>;ity  of  Scotch  barley^ 
and  thought  the  tax  was  too  higii. 

Sir  W,  Klford  found  fault  with  the  ta^c  on  land. 

General  Hafcoyne  fiaid,  every  Gentleman  took  tbatoppor^ 
^unity  of  menttomng  his  clifapLprobation  of  fuch  taxes  as  they 
did  not  nice,  and  heibouid  therefore  jcxprefs  his  obicJlion 
$0  the  tax  on  logar,  which  he  thought  vWas  now  bcrv.ii.e  a 
necedary  of  lift,  and  which  he  thought  was  infinitely  too 
high. 

Lord  G.  L,  Gov/er  exprefled  his  difapprobation  and  fur- 
frifc  at  the  duty  on  malt.  After  the  number  of  pcii lions 
which  had  been  prefented  agaiull  it  Jalt  ycar,^he  was 
^flwilhed  the  right  hon.  Geniiemaa  lhu^i4  .thjnk  of  ipakr 
jng  /b  heavy  an  addition  to  \t. 
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Mr.  Balbington  faid*  he  could  not  avoid  taking  that  op« 
j^ortunity  of  giving  his  decided  difapprobatibn  of  the  lottery, 
which  he  coniidcn::d  as  higlily  prejudicial'  to  the  morals  of 
ihe  people,'  and  a  mode  of  raifing  money  which,  in  a  com- 
mercial country  like  this,  (hould  not  be  reforted  to,  as  it 
encouraged  gaming,  and,  in  fad,  in  fomc  degree,  went  io 
far  as  to  legalife  it,  though  the  law  was  very  icvere  againft 
every  olJicr  fpecies  of  gambling. 

yiw  Johnjlone  .ia\d^  that  notwithftanding  fo  many  hon. 
Gentlemen  had  given  their  decided  opinion  in'  favour  of 
raifing  a  certain  and  coniiderabie  part  of  the  fupplics  with- 
in the  year,  he  could  not  bring  himfclf  to  fee  that  meafure 
in  the  fame  point  of  view.  This  he  knew,  ihat  it  had  been 
the  praftice  of  all  nations  to  raife  money  by  loans  as  long 
^s  they  could.  He  could  not  but  objed  to  the  whole  of  the 
ways  and  means ;  for  large  and  unprecedented  as  the  de- 
mands were  which  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  had 
tnade  on  the  country,  he  was  convinced  in  his  own  mind 
tliey  would  not  anfwer.  Rcafoning,  he  faid,  upon  all  ex- 
perience, it  was  too  much  to  affume  that  the  old  taxes  (hall 
De  as  produftive  as  they  were  before.  H^  then  went  into 
a  conhderation  of  the  taxes  as  laid  down  by  the  right  hon^ 
Gentleman, '  and  contended  tfiat  from  the  Aatcment  [of 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  there  would  be  a  deficien* 
ky  of  two  millions.  He  aiked  how  the  right  hon.  Gen- 
tleman,  could  pretend  to  fay  the  annual  expence  would 
be  only  96  millions?  The  eftablifhmcnt  of  i 00,000  fea- 
ineii  was  Wot  complete,  nor  would  be  this  year.  It  was  the 
£tme  with  bur  army  ah'd  niilitia  ;'  fo  that,  he  contended,  the 
expences  of  the  war  this  year  only,  would  be  30  millions. 
For  taking  three^uarlers  of  a' year,  the  cofts  incurred 
could  not  belefs  than  26  millions;  andfroin  thatconfidera<» 
tton  he  infilled  that  he  had' a  right  to  afTumei  that  the  war 
fannot  be  carried  on  at  a  lefs  expence  than  40  millions  a 
year.  '  He'faid,  he  did  not  fcruple  to  give  his  opinion  that 
we  might  at  this  moment  have  been  at  peace,'  either  by 

Eermitting  Malta  to  remain  for  a  term' of  years  in  our  hands, 
r  by  ceding  it  into  thofib  of  Ruflia  ;  and  he  could  not  but 
eoodemn  Minidcvs  for  having  plunged  the  country  into  a 
War,  as  he  thought  it  of  very  little  confequehce  whether 
Malta  wasMn  the  hands  of  the  Ruflians  or  in  our  own. 
.  Mr.  y^fiart  begged  leave  to  make  a  few  obfervations 
on  what  had  fallen  ht>m  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  fpoke  laft. 
He  aiked  the  hon.  Gentleman  if  he  could  lay  bis  band  aii 
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kts  heiirt  and  (&y,  that  if  *  peace  had  been  preferved  by  giv* 
ing  up  Malta,  that  peace  could  have  been  prei'eived  fjjf, 
man^S'  longer?  He  iniifted  the  bon.  Gentleman  was  verjf 
far  out  in  his  catculationy  when  he  contended  that  the 
t»ar  would  colt  40  oiiUions  a  year,  for  that  no  one  year  of 
tliclal\  war,  even  the  moft  expenfive,  ha,d  coft  more  than 
;))  fnii-lions.  He  faid  the  hon.  Gentleman  had  not  ftatcd 
the  matter  fairly,  wlien  he  had  faid  that  thcChancclJor  of 
the  Kxchecjuer  had  eitimated  this  year  at  no  more  than  26 
n>iili<>ns;  the  propoition  laid  down  for  England  and  Ireland 
was  'II  millions  for  the  former,  and  little  more  than  three 
millions  for  the  latter,  which  was  taking  it  one  xuillion 
higher  than  his  right  hon.  Friend  had  done.  He  then  went 
into  a  ftatement  of  the  I'ums  which  the  Government  had  i» 
meet  the  feveral  exigencies,  viz.

So  that  the  whole  expenditure  of  the  War  woutJ  be  cora^ 
pfletely  defrayed;  and  he  hoped  that  until  peace  can  be  con* 
eluded  with  honour  and  fecurity  to  the  country,  the  Houfe 
pnll  not  be  induced  to  lofe  fight  of  thofe  efFcAual  means^ 
whicb  had  l>ecn  fo  unanimoufly  refortcd  to,  and  which  could 
not  fail  to  enable  us  to  profecule  the  war  with  vigoUr  and 
fcffea.  _  ^ 

Mr.  Banvftt  faid,  that  in  the  prefent  crilkal  fituation  of 
the  country,  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  Houfe  Ihuuid  he, 
Jibeml  in  voting  fupplies.  if  a  twentieth  is  wanted  it  Ihould 
be  given,  and  if  that  won't  do,  Minifters  ought  to  have 
nwre.  He  thought,  however,  there  ought  lo  be  an  ec^oa^ 
|»x  on  f4>gar  in  general ;  and  he  had  no  doubt  he  fhould  be. 
able  10*  prove,  that  the  inicrcft  of  the  revcnut,  and  every 
other  con(ideration,  require  the  tax  to  be  on  the  value,  an(^, 
iiot  on  the  quantum.  ,    .  ,     ;

Mr.  jV<>flrf  laid,  that  wliatevcr  the  taxes  of  the  country. 
a'noumedto,  they  niurt  be  paid  ;  anJ  it  was  much  to  the 
Jnniour  and  happinefsof  the  country  to  rcflcdl,  lh*it.]i^ljc  opi- 
nion was' unanimous,  of  our  being  very  well  a^^lc^tp  pay^ 

Mr.  FuUer  thought  the  tax  on  fugnr?>  would  bear  very  Hard 
pi^  the  planters,  and   that  if  lac  illaads  were  vilited  by 

droughts. 
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droughts,  to  wliich  they  were  fonetioiet  liable,  they  woiakl 

i^nd  It  very  difficult  to  pay  it. 

VLx.  jQhnftone  i'aid,  that  in  anfwer  to  tlie  queftion  put  to 
him  by  an  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Vanfittarc)^  he  diought 
*the  peace  would  have  held  fiic  months,  and  that  it  was  at 
likely  to  have  Iveld  as  any  peace  we  can  make  now.  He 
had  boen  charged  with  hoJding  out  tlie  language  of  dcf^ 
pondcncy,  but  he  thought  there  was  a  charge  of  a  much 
more  mifchicvou^  kind  attributable  to  others,  which  was 
that  of  inflaming  the  minds  of  Ihe  people  in  <irder  to  plunge 
them  into  a  war,  the  effeAs  and  oonfequeaces  of  which 
they  will  Ion?  and  feverely  fed.  He  contended  that  the 
Aatement«  of  the  hon.  Sccretaiy  were  not  corrcft. 
'  Mr.  Vanjittarl  explained. 

Mr.  Dent  aflced  the  Chanodlor  of  the  Exchequer  why 
foreigners  were  excepted  from  the  tax  oa  funded  pro^rty  ? 

The  ChanceUor  ofthf  Exchequer  faid,  be  wifticd  foreign- 
ers to  be  excepted  becaufe  they  were  «not  chargeable  with 
any  other  tax.  71ie  principle  on  which  Biitifh  fi/bjed« 
were  taxed  in  this  refpc^l  was,  becaufe  they  were  liable  to 
all  other  taxes,  and  it  was  his  objed  at  prefent  to  tax  all 
Britilh  property  in  as  ecjual  a  degree  as  poffible.  Foreignei« 
were  not  reprefented  in  thatHoufe,  but  placed  a  conficknce 
in  the  honour  and  juflice  of  the  nation,  and  there^e  he 
thought  foreignei«  were  well  entitled  to  tlie  exemption  froap 
this  tax,  and  to  receive  their  dividend  widiouc  any  dioaiiu* 
tiofl  whatfoever. 

..  Mr.  Dent  acqulcfccd  in  the  juflice  of  the  argument,  and 
reafons  ^ven  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman;  but  thought  it 
might  be  produftive  of  confidei^able  frauds,  as  Britilh  fub- 
Jeds  ifiight  place  large  fums  in  the  funds  in  foreign  nsimes^ 
and  by  that  means  evade  the  tax. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  admitted,  that  the  mat- 
ter would  require  great  precaution  ;  but  ttill  the  exception 
was  abfolutcly  neceflary.  What  precaution  would  be  re- 
^uifite,  however,  it  was  not  now  the  proper  time  to  dtfcufs* 

Mr..G?/<rr/7/>  faid.  he  thought  the  exception  was  highly 
honourable  tp  the  charafter  of  the  nation,  as  well  as  to  the 
tight  hon.  Gentleman  who  had  madeit  He  confideied  this 
as  aa  income  tax,  not  as  a  tax  on  the  funds,  oihcrewife 
foreignei^  would  be  liable  to  it.  He  thought  the  property  of 
thofe  who  have  placed  money  in  thcfundsfrom  national  con* 
£dence,  ahJ  wTi'>  were  not  reprcfented  in  that  Houfc,  (hould 
'  he  held  facred,  and  fpeciaUy  proteScdi  and  fuch  a  f  onduQ 

was 
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was  truly  worthy  and  defcriptive  of  the  dipAfksi  feelingt  of 
Ac  Houfe  in  cireumftanccs  of  esiigeacy. 

Mr.  IV.  Smith  approved  of  the  principle  of  not  taxing  the 
poperty  of  foreigners  in  our  funds*  He  could  not,  how. 
rrer«  avoid  mentioning  his  difapprobation  of  the  principle  of 
the  iacome  tdS — the  iiK^uifitorial  part  of  it  particularly.  H« 
llioughl  it  the  moft  oppreflrve  and  unjuft  that  was  ever  laid 
en  hj  aBririfh  Heufe  of  CoRHDons  ;  and  if  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  had  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the  fentimentsof 
llie  various  clafl^s  of  people  he  had  done*  that  right  hoo. 
Gentleman  wou4d  alfo  be  convinced  how  feverely  it  was 
reprobated  by  a  vaft  majority  of  the  people.  He  thought 
this  tax  might  have  been  avoided,  and  a  larger  revenue 
faifed  by  laying  a  larger  tax  on  malt ;  and  he  wifhed  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  had  tried  that  cxpeiiment,  a» 
he  was  convinced  it  would  have  been  found  much  more  po« 
pufar. 

The  ChanccUar  of  the  E^ckequir  faid,  it  was  very  much 
his  wifh  that  taxes  fhould  be  raifed  with  as  much  regard  to 
the  feelings  of  the  people  as*  f  oflible.     The  hon.  Gentle- 
man had  laid,  that  by  making  an  addition  to  the  duty  oq 
maltv  the  inquifiiron  of  the  other  tax  might  be  avoided  ;  but 
.  It  would  be  a  great  iojufUce  to  the  brewers  to  levy  futh'  » 
tax,  without  admitting  then^to  the  right  of  raiiing  ttie  price 
of  beer»    The  rife  could  not  well  be  lefs  than  a  halfpenny  a 
poty  or4s.  6d,  a  barrel,  which  would  be  produ£live  of  inor- 
dinate profkto  the  brewei^  ;  and  if  you  did  not  af low  thenar 
to  raife  the  price,  you  would  be  guilty  of  great  tnjuftice. 
Be  bad  taken  the  greateil  pofiible  care^  he  faid,  in  modifying 
the  ux»  fo  as  not  to  afFe&  perfons  pofliciled  of  that  defcrip- 
•tion  of  property  below  701.  a  year.     With  sefpcft  to  the  diC- 
.  ^lofore*  he  regretted  it ;  but  if  you  have  a  tax  of  that  kind,, 
It  was  impoilible  to  ttkSi  its  chief  purpofes  without  exami<- 
nntiofi,  and  you  muft  therefore  adopt  one  or  other  of  tliefe 
ailernatives  of  having  a' difclofurcir  or  exempting  it  alto- 
gether. If  any  Gentlemen  will  turn  their  minds  to  tlie  (ubjeft, 
and  can  devife  any  o^her  mode,. he  would  be  glad  to  adoplf 
it*  .  It  had  ever  been  his  moft  ardent  and  anxious  wifH  to 
carry  public  feeling  and  public  opinion  alt^ng  with  him :  F91? 
while  he  was  determined  to  look  aU  our  difficulties  fairly  ti» 
the  face,  be  was  convinced  that,  with  the  public  feeling  hi 
its  favour,  the  arm  of  Government,  or  rather  the  arm  Of 
Jbis  great  country,  mgft  prove  irrefiftibPe.

'I'hc  Chancelhr  of  the  Exchequer  moved,  that  the  Haufc 
do  next  day  rtlolve  itlelt'  into  a  Commiitee  of  the  whole 
Houie,  to  confider  of  l*o  much  of  his  Majefty's  fpeech  of 
fl)e*2id  of  November  as  rclaies  to  mercantile  traniadiunst*^  • 
Ordered. 

He  aifo  giktc  notice,  that  he  would  the  next  day,  in  the 
Committee  of  Supply,  iu«>ve  the  confolidation  of  the  excile. 

Alfo,  that  he  wouid  on  Friday,  in  the  Committee  of 
Suppt4'»  move  the  ;irmy  cxtraordinaries  and  mii'celtaaeous 
fervices  tor  Kngland.

Mr.  /.  //.  Browne  faid,  that  as  the  report  now  referred  to 
the  Comniittee  had  been  feveral  days  printed,  and  in  the  hands 
of  Members  time  enough  for  full  confrderation,  it  would,  of 
courfe,  be  unneceflary  fbrhim  to  trouble  the  Committee  at 
any  length  upon  the  fubjefl  of  the  motion  he  was  abotit  to 
propofe  for  their  adopiion,  namely*  That  a  fum  not  ex- 
ceeding apfOOol.  be  granted  to  his  Majefty,  for  the  piirpofe 
of  making  roads  and  erecting  bridges  in  the  Highlands  of 
Scotland.  One  of  the  great  objeds  in  view,  was  to  iniprovie 
the  valuable  fifheries  in  the  eaftern  and  wedern  coads  of  th« 
Highlands;  the  interefts  and  improvements  of  which  had 
been  conndcrably  impeded  and  retarded  by  the  want  of  that 
communication  between  both  fldes  of  the  country,  which 
under  the  prefent  motion  it  was  propofed  to  efFe£l.  No  niati 
felt  more  deeply  than  he  did  the  neceflary  caution  which 
(hould  at  all  times  be  obferved  in  voting  away  the  public 
money,  more  efpecially  at.fuch  acriflsas  the  prefent,  when 
the  country  is  involved  in  an  expenfive  war.  But  the  exig- 
ence of  that  very  war  was  amongft  the  ftrongeft  arguments, 
10  prove  that  the  grant  for  which  he  had  now  the  honour  to 
move,  fo  fiar  from  being  improvident  or  unfeafonable,  would 
prove,  in  fa£J,  a  meafure  of  the  founded  political  economy  ; 
as  by  opening  a  communication  between  all  the  inhabitants 
of  that  part  of  the  empire,  who  hitherto  had  always,  in  the 
wintry  months  and  rainy  feafons  which  prevail  there,  been 
cut  of  for  great  part  of  the  year  from  all  communication 
with  each  other,  by  the  deep  fnows  and  drenching  rains, 
which  lodge  for  months,  or  roll  in  perpetual  torrents  through 
the  deep  ravines  that  interfefl  the  country,  and  ifolate  whole 
diRrids  from  the  reft.  By  opening  the  communications  withf 
roads  and  bridges,  not  only  the  conveyance  to  and  from  the 
filheries  would  be  facilitated,  but  the  bufinefs  of  agriculture 
promofed  ;  and  the  country  being  thus  rendered  tolerable  to 
its  hardy  and  induftrious  inhabitants,  they  would  be  no  longer 
induced  "to  emigrate,  as  for  many  years  paft  they  have  conti- 
nued to  i\o\  and  thus  one  of  the  moft  valuable  fources  for 
reccuiting  our  armies  with  a  hardy  and  valiant  race  of  fol- 
dicrs,  Would  be  ftrengthened  for  our  defence,  which,  in  tho 
prefent  ftatc  of  that  diftri£t,  was  hourly  exhaufted  by  a.de- 
populating  fpirii  of  emigration.  The  objeft  in  view  was 
not  to  produce  tliofe  improvements  folely  at  the  public  ex- 
pcocf,  but  to  Encourage  the  land-holders  of  the  country  to 
cootiibute  at  lead  one  half  the  amount  of  the  eftrmates  for

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ipaking  ftich  ^o^ds  and  bridges,  the  other  half  to  be  defr^yeci 
pirt  of  this  fund.  No  land  owners  to  be  cooipeljed  to  opeif

couraged  by  an  allowance  of  half  the  elUmate  ;  the  exceed- 
ingSt  if  anyi  to  be  difcharged  by  the  laqi-holder^.

thanks.     He  alluded  to  a  Mr.  Burton,  of  the  excire<ibpart. 
menti  and  Mr.  Jackfon,  who  had  fo  fimplified  and  arranged 
the  whole  fyflem,  as  to  be  of  mod  material  advantage  to  the 
public.     As  he  had  before  mentioned,  no  very  con(iderabte 
augmentation  of  revenue  was  intended  by  the  fyftem  in  ge« 
reral ;  the  principal  changes  confifted  only,  for  the  fake  of 
clearnefs,  in  raifing  the  duty,  where  it  made  a  fradion,  to 
the  next  integral  fum  above  it.     There  were,  however,  fome 
points  upon  which  material  alterations  were  intended,  through 
the  whole  of  which  he  would  not  now  go,  but  confine  him- 
felf  to  a  ftatement  of  the  principal  heads : — and  (ir(l,  with 
regard  to  the  breweries,  in  which  it  was  the  intention  to 
place  the  country  brewer  as  much  as  poHible  on  a  footing 
with  the  town  brewer,  by  making  his  allowances  the  fame. 
It  was  intended  alfo  to  impofe  a  duty  on  what  is  called  table* 
drink*     It  was  alfo  intended  to  reduce  the  duty  on  cocoa- 
nuts  and  coffee,  coming  from  BriiKh  territories  abroad,  and 
give  them  a  preference  (on  the  fame  principle  as  that  adopted 
}a(l  year  upon  fugar)  over  all  fuch  articles  coining  from 
other  p^rts  of  the  world.     Alfo,  to  raife  the  duty  on  cider 
Md  peny  now  paying  i8s.  6d.  to  20s.     To  impofe  a  dutv 
«n  mead,  manufactured  for  fale,   the  fame  as  on  Britilh 
wines.     To  grant  alfo  a  duty  of  2S.  6d.  per  cwt.  on  fait  in 
Scotland,  in  order  to  countervail  the  advantage  of  fait  pro-> 
vifions  coming  from  that  country.    The  whole  of  the  fche- 
dule  he  meant  to  be  printed,  in  order  to  give  Gentlemen  an 
opportunity  for  a  full,  and  he  trufted  a  fpeedy  confi deration, 
in  order  that  it  might  pafs  into  a  law  with  as  much  expedi^ 
fion  as  poflible,  antecedent  to  another  great  meafure  to  be 
brought  forward  ;  namely  the  land-tax,  time  enough  to  pafs 
into  law  before  the  clofe  of  the  feflian. 

ADULTERATTON   OF    MALT    LK^ORS. 

Mr.  IVhlthread  felt  himfelf  indifpenfably  called  on  to  vin*- 
-dicate  htmfetf,  and  many  other  refpedlable  perfons  concerned 
in  the  brewing  trade,  from  a  general,  antl  very  injurious 
charge,  ftated  to  have  been  generally  and  indifcriminatcly 
thrown  upon  the  trade  by  an  hon.  Gentleman  oppofite  to 
him,  on  Saturday  laft  (Mr.  Vanfi'taft),  in  propofmg  addi- 
tional doiy  upon  opium ;  on  which  occafi<jn  the  hon.  Mem- 
ber was  ftaied  to  have  faid,  that  the  only  motive  for  impofing 
an  additional  duty  on  thar  deleterious  drug  was,  that  Govern- 
ment 
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ment  had  received  authentic  fuggeflions,  tliat  it  was  ufed 
by  the  brewers,  as  a  noxious  aduiieration  in  the  conipoiiiion 
of  their  liquor.  H  Government  had  received  information 
that  any  perfons  in  the  brewing  trade  had  been  guilty  of  fo 
criminal  a  condud»  as  that  of  uiing  noxious  or  deleterious 
ingredients  to  adulterate  their  liquor,  they  owed  it  to  the 
public  to  bring  fuch  individuals  forward,  to  fubftantiate  their 
guilt,  and  punifh  them  as  they  deferved.  The  fair  traders* 
unjuftly  and  illiberally  implicated  under  a  general  and  indif- 
criminate  charge  of  this  nature,  had  a  right;  in  their  own 
viiidiqation,  to  challenge  the  profecution  and  punilhment  of 
the  guilty  individual,  that  they  might  ftand  exculpated  from 
an  imputation  fo  unfounded^  as  to  them,  but  fo  leverely  in- 
jurious to  their  interells  and  their  charaders.  '  He  now 
fpoke  not  only  what  he  himfelf  felt  to  be  bis  own  due,  but 
what  was  the  fenfe  very  acutely  felt  by  many  very refpeftable 
perfons  in  that  trade,  with  whom  he  had  that  day  converfed 
upop  the  fubjeft. 

Mr*  Fanfittart  rofe,  and'obferved,  that  the  hon,  Mem- 
ber ntiuft  be  aware,  that  fuggeftions  were  very  often  commu« 
iiicated  to  Government  rclpedingthe  maUprajlices  of  many 
parties,  which  they  had  not  the  means  of  bringing  home  to 
the  convidlion  and  punilhment  of  delinquents,  Which,  eer«* 
tainly,  it  wo«ild  be  their  duty,  if  in  their  power,  to  do.  Ilie 
hon.  Member,  however,  was  mifinformed  in  ftating  that  ho 
had  made  any  general  charge  of  this  maUpraCtice  againft 
the  perfons  concerned  in  the  brewing  trade  ;  for  he  had  ex* 
preisly  exculpated  the  refpefiable  part  of  the  trade  in  town 
from  any  concern  whatever  in  fuch  mal-pra£Uces.  The 
pniAice  alluded  to  obtained  with  certain  brewers  in  \\\t 
country ;  againft  whom,  though  the  circumfiance  was  too 
well  iuBK>wii  to  exift  for  the  entertainment  of  doubt  on  the 
matter^  yet  the  circumftanccs  could  not  be  maintained  fo 
as  to  convif^.  Neverthelefs,  Government  felt  it  their  duty 
to  ufe  the  beft  means  in  their  power  to  break  down  the  in* 
dncemeats  of  thofe  who  u£ed  that  deleterious  drug  as  an  in* 
gredient  in  their  liquor,  by  laying  upon  it  fuch  a  duty  aa 
would  deftroy  all  advantage  from  its  ufe  as  a  cheap  ingte« 
dieaj:. 

Mr.  Langmead  faid,  that  the  indifcriminate  term  of  coon* 
try  brewers  went  to  implicate  a  number  of  refpeCtable  peiw. 
fons,  as  innocent  of  the  charge^  and  as  incapable  of  incur* 
ring  it,  as  any  brewer  in  town,  however  refpedable.  Ho 
was  himfelf  concerned  in  a  country  brewery,  where  no 
noxious  or  deleterious  ingredients  were  ufed. 

Mr. 
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Mr*  Vtifijitiatt  could  afTurc  the  hbrt.  Member,  lie  did  net 
ftliude  to  any  uf  the  brewers  at  Plytnonth. 

Mr*  Sheridan  obfervedi  thai  if  a  prafticc  fo  mifchietooa 
Was  known  by  Govergment  to  exift,  \'o  dangerous  to  the 
health  of  the  community,  furely^  it  waS  the  duty  of  Go- 
vcrnoient  to  puniih  them  under  the  exiding  laws,  or  to 
briflg  forward  more  efficient  Jaws*  if  the  prefent  were  in- 
ttdeq^uate.  But  it  was  in  vain  io  cxpeft  that  fu<Jh  crimes 
were  to  be  deterred  by  excife  duties.  1  he  attempt  ia  pie- 
vent  them  by  fuel)  means  was  like  taking  half  the  pixjtits  for 
the  liberty  of  poiioning  the  people. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  fupportcd  the  argument 
4if  Mr.  Valifittart,  and  faid,  the  heavy  duty  was  the  only 
means  by  which  the  Gorernltient  could  at  ptcfent  coun- 
teract the  delinquency  of  vcit:n^  who  found  means  to  elude 
the  fevcriiy  of  penal  law  by  the  privacy  of  their  praGicc ; 
but  wliofe  jguilt  it  would  certainly  be  tlie  duty  of  Govera- 
ment  to  punifli,  if  ihey  could  efFed^ually  prove  it. 
-  iVIr.  Whhbredd  thanked  ihe  hon.  Gentleman  for  his  e*^ 
planatiodf  which  he  confidered  as  exculpating"  the  bi-eweri 
in  Loflddn  from  this  charge.  He  ondetfUod^  however, 
there  wfere  fome  individuals  convi£ted  and  iiried  upon  limi* 
lar  charges  in  Lotidon.  There  was  orie  advamaj^e  the  hon^ 
Membef  had  over  htm,  in  his  appealing  to  kilow  how  opitim 
uas  ufed ;  for  his  part  he  did  not,  nor  was  he  acquainted  witit 
the  ul'cs  or  properties  of  that  or  any  other  noxious  ingredient* 
in  the  i^LifilTefs  in  which  he  was  concernedi 

Mr<  liohkovfc  faid,  the  truth  Was,  the  hon.  Member's 
tpi^i^ehentiuns  as  to  any  chaises  implied  as  againft  himfeif^ 
were  influenced  by  miftateiucnt*  liis  hon.  Friend  ricar 
Inm  (Mr«  Vaniiitart)  certainly  made  one  general  charge, 
but  partirularly  excepted  the  refpedable  brewers ;  and  tin- 
lefs  the  hon.  Member  was  difpofed  to  deny  his  name  was 
amongft  the  lift  of  thofe,  it  could  not  be  properly  aflbmed 
by  hitn.  fle  (Mr.  Hubhoufe),  as  being  ccmcei'ned  in  the 
iame  bufinefs  with  the  hofi.  Memberi  certainly  did  not  ftel 
the  charge  as  any  way  allufive  to  him< 

Mere  ended  the  convtrfation,  and  the  Chaticettor  of  the 
Exchequer's  refolution  for  the  expediency  of  confolidatirig 
the  cxcife  dutieSf  agreeable  to  a  fchcdule  fot  that  purpafe^ 
Was  agreed  to,  and  ordered  to  be  reported  the  next  day* 

Oil  the  order  of  the  day  fpf  bringing  up  the  report  of  the 
£aft  India  fhipptng  bill  being  read, 

Sir  W.  Fulieniy  oppofed  the  bringing  up  the  fatne.  He 
^bjeAed  to  the  |>rincipi«  of  tb«  bill^  which  had  bstn  read  a

tiftoner't  elahA  ;  m^hertas  the  ftoMe  and  learrtetl  Lord  had  ex- 
prefsly  faid,  thaflie  mochdcibbTed  whether  he  (faooid  vote  or  * 
iR^/aiid  in  truth  had  given  no  opinion  at  all,  btlt  had  confined 
bimfelf  to^  clear  and  cothprehenfive  detail  bf  the  whole  oF 
the  evidence,  and  (hewed  the  bearings  of  each  part  on  both 
fides  of  the  cafe ;  fuch  ntifrepreleatiii  Ions  were  extremely  un- 
juftifiable.  His  Lordfhip  would  fay  no  more  updxi  that 
point;  but  he  would  jiift  add,  without  gb?ng  into  an?  re'a- 
foning,  on  what*  grounds  he  refted  Hisf  opinion :  that  he  con- 
curred entirely  with  thofehoble  Lords  who  had  contended^ 
that  the  petitioner  had  not  fufiicientiy  f>rovcd  his  claim.  The 
rtafoo  why  he  had  not  fpiHce  on  Monday  Uft,  in  the  Com- 
lAittee  of  Priviiei^sj  ^as*,  boeaufe  he  had  delivered  his  fentt- 
dients  on  the  fubjeCt  in  a  former  (lage  of  the  proceeding. 

ThcJLorJ  CkartceUor  left  the  woolfack  to  confirm  what  his 
noble  and  learned  friend  had  fald,  rcfrpeSihg/his  cbndud  on 
Monday  taft  if>  the  Cortitnitted  of'  Privileges*  He  had. 
thought  an  exarnination  of  the  wholeof  the  evidence,  pcnnt- 
ilig  oiic  its  beafings  on  ^ach  fide  of  the  ca(t,  both  in  nvour 
of  the  petitioner  and  againft  him,  might  be  highly  nfeful  to 
their  I^rdAips  of  the  Committee,  previous  to  their  prbceed- 
iffg  to  a  d^inve  vote  upon  the  fubjed.  In  endeavouring  to 
amft  the  Committee  with  fuch  an  examination,  he  had  mod 
caotioufly  abftained  from  letting  fall  one  word  that  Aoulcf 
be  conftrued  into  an  opinion  either  one  way  or  the  other;

The  Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe  on  this  Bill' having 
lH^n  refum^d,  the  Committee  proceeded  to  the  confideration 
df  the  tenth  clanfe,  that  ^  for  exempting  certain  fpiritual 
jpfrfons  from  penalties  for  non-refidcnce." 

I^he  fmfhoifoi  Si.  Jifaph  repeared  his  objedion  to  the  enu- 

llierating  of  the  various  perfons  who  were  to  be  exempted 

'  ffdm  the  penaHies  for  noo-refidence;'  becaufc  it  would  raife 

A  a  a  the 
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thejealoufy  o£  the  public,  by  holrlingup  fuch  a  number  of 
exemptions  to. their  view,  and  create  alarm  and  appre- 
henfion  among  the  ferious  frietids  of  the  church.  He 
would,  however,  proceed  to  Tpeak  to  the  claufe  at  it 
ftood.  To  the  extending  the  exemption  to  the  chaplain  of 
the  Houfe  of  Commons,  he  had  no  objection  ;  the  bill  was 
fent  up  by  the  Commons,  and  it  was  a  mark  of  refptdt  due 
to  that  branch  of  the  Legiflature,  to  exempt  their  chaplain 
from  the  penalties.  With  regard  to  the  chaplain  general  <*f 
his  Majefly's  forces,  the  chaplains  on  board  his  Majefly's 
(hips,  the  chaplains  in  his  Majefty's  dock  yards,  of  the  corps  of 
artillery,  and  fomfe  others  enumerated  in  the  claufe,  the  nam- 
ing them  was  altogether  unneceflaryv  becaufe  they  were  ex* 
empted  already  by  an  ad  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  previous  to 
the  palling  the  21  (l  of  that  King. 

The  Lrrd  Chancellor  read  the  claufe  of  the  afl  to  which 
the  JBilhop  referred,  to  (hew  him,  that  it  was  by  00  means  fit 
to  cover  any  one  of  the  defer ipi ion  of  the  perfonsenumeraied 
in  the  claufe.   . 
,  Lord  Aivanley  argued  to  the  fame  effc£l« 

The  Bllhop  of  St.  AJaph  reafoned  againd  licen<;ing  chap* 
lainsof  fa£lories  abroad,  and  minor  canons;  the  Utter,  ge- 
nerally fpeaking,  had  good  livings,  though  it  was  not  the 
cafe. in  ihe collegiate  church  of  Wcflminftcr,  QiKe  by  'the  re- 
gulations of  the  chapter,  the  minor  canons  were  wholly  Oii2t 
out  from  any  (hare  of  the  patronage  of  that  cathedrah  With 
regard  to  chaplains  in  fadtories  abroad,  if  that  circum fiance 
was  to  entitle  men  poflfcired  of  benefices  in  England  to  ex- 
emption from  the  generality  of  non-refidence,  a  clergyman 
with  a  living  had  nothing  to  do  but  to  accept  of  a  chaplain- 
ihip  of  a  fadory  abroad,  and  fecure  his  exemption. 

The  Lord  Chancelhr  contended  thai  it  was  of  the  utmoft 
importance  to  the  ini^refls  and  prefervatlon  of  (he  Chriflian 
religion,  that  in  countries  where  a  different  religion,  prevail- 
ed, the  Britifli  failories  Ihould  have  a  Protcflant  clergyman 
a'mong  them,  to  do  the  duties  of  the  Protcftant  church  ;  to 
celebrate  divine  fervice,  and  to  adminifler  all  the  ofHceS  of  a 
religious  nature  to  the  Brit  id)  fubjetls  which  canftiiuted  the 
fa£lory,  as  well  as  other  ProteRants,  who  might  be  at  he 
place  when  the  fa£lory  was  eflablifhed.  InQead  of  vexing 
and  harafling  clercyman  of  this  defctiption,  they  were  cn- 
tifledio  every  poinblc  conGderaiion  and  encouragement,  and 
therefore  they  ouuht  10  be  favoured  with  the  exemptif»n  the 
claufe  exieodctl  to  ihcm.     Befide,  feveral  of  them  had  fmall 

livings. 
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livings  bat  infufBcient  to  enable  their  incumbents  to  main* 
tain  their  families ;  they  therefore  accepted  of  chaplain(hipi 
to.  faAories  abroad,  under  the  hope  that  they  might  in  time 
acquire  fufScient  to  enable  them  to  return  to  England^  and 
refide  upon  their  livings. 

Lord  Aivanley  (zidf  it  was  a  mod  extraordinary  conjecture 
of  the  rev.  Prelate,  tofuppofe  that  a  man  with  a  good  living- 
would  acce^^t  of  the  chaplainfhip  to  a  fadtory,  merely  to  ob- 
tain an  exeniption  from  thr  ptn  il'ies  for  non-iefidence. 

The  Bifliop  of  London  faiif,  he  had  hithcriu  taken  but  little 
(bare  in  the  difcuflion  of  the  claufcs,  but  he  was  a  friend  to  the 
cnuoieratton  of  the  fpiriinal  perfons  to  be  exempted,  and  he 
meant  to  increafe  their  iitimber,  by  moving  an  amendment 
to  induct  others,  viz.  the  matters  of  three  tftaWilhed  C0rpo« 
rate  fchools  Sr,  Paul's  fcho'il,  the  Charter  Houfe,  and  Mer- 
chant Taylors,  which  he  moved  to  have  infertcd.    Carried. 

The  BMbop  of  IVinchefer  alfo  moved  to  infert,  the  chap- 
lain of  the  military  afyluni  at  Clvelfea,  and  of  the  military 
College  at  High  Wycombe,  which  was  put  and  agreed  to.^ 

Lord  Juckl4n4  iaid,  it  was  whimncal  enough  to  hear  their 
Lordftiips,  who  came  down  to  tlie  Houfe  to  objedl  to  the 
cfiuixleration  of  fpiritual  perfons  to  be  exempted  from  the 
penalties,  themfelves  adding  to  the  numbers.  His  L.ordfhip 
concurred  with  what  had  fallen  from  the  rev.  Prelate  behind 
him,  viz.  tfiat  fomeof  the  prebends  of  Oxford  had  better  be 
away  from  the  univerfity  than  in  It,  as  they  did  no  good  there. 
He  had  himfelf  been  a  member  of  Chrift  Church,  and  while 
there,  fome  of  the  fellows  of  different  colleges  did  little  more 
than  read  the  newfpapers  at  the  cofFee-honfcs  in  the  morn- 
ing* and  at  and  after  dinner  foak  port,  and  perhaps  play  a 
game  at  chefs  or  drafts  in  the  evening ;  others  certainly  were 
fliidious  men.  There  was  a  chaplain,  which  if  behoved  him 
asoneof  thediredors  of  that  hofpital  for  upwards  of  30  years, 
to  move  to  have  inferted,  viz. -the  chaplain  or  chaplains  of 
Greenwich  hofpital.  Thefe  gentlemen  had  a  very  fevereduty 
to  perform  at  the  hofpital,  and  having,  he  believed,  fmall 
livings,  ought  in  fairnefs  to  be  exempted  from  the  penalties 
for  non-fefidence.  He  therefore  moved* it.  It  was  put  and 
■greed  to. 

The  Bifbop  of  Oxford  objcfled  to  the  exemption  of  fellows 
df  colleges,  and  detailed  a  hiftory  of  the  pra£ticc  of  the  fel- 
lows at  Oxford  ;  thefe  men  came  to  college  livings  at  fomt 
dif^ance  from  the  univerfity,  but  fome  of  them,  preferring  an 
indolent  and  eafj  Ilfci  chofe  to  refide  at  the  univerfity,  not  to 
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aflift  in  the  good  works  of  educattort  aild  fciente,*  tW  weiie 
[^ing  on  (here,  but,  in  h€t,  contributing,  by  their  example,' 
to  retard.     He  did  not  mean  to  fav,  that  all  the  fellows  of 
colleges  afied  in  this  improper  manner,  biit  feveral  did. 
Very  many  fellows  of  colleges,  he  mufi  do  them  the  juftice 
to  fay,   led  exemplary  lives,  and  were  worthy,  ftudious,  and 
learned  men ;    but  he  thought   thofe  vrho  pofTelled  livings* 
would  do  more  fervice   to  their  parifhioncrs,  if  they  refided 
lefs  at  the  univerfity  and  more  in  their  owvn  parities.     The 
pretext  of  a  defire  to  comply  with  the  ftatutes  of  their  Te- 
fped^ive  colleges,  was  but  a  (hallow  cover  for  the  pradice  of 
fhofe  who  negled  the  duty  of  their  offices  as  paftors  of  flock, 
to  Itve  in  the  univerfity,  and  be  ufclefs  members  of  it.   They 
had  much  better  be  away. 

Earl  Grovf/nor  gave  ^n  account  of  the  pra£lice  of  fellows 
of  the  King's  college,  Cambri«lge  ;  he  ftated  the  number  of 
them,  and  the  regulations  whkh  had  obtained  within  tbefe 
ten  years  refpeditig  their  livings,  which  they  had  rcdraioed 
ibemfelves  to,  merely  livings  within  twenty  miles  difTant  froni 
the  univerfity.  His  lordfliip  fupported  the  words  of  fhe 
claufe. 

The  Bifhop  of  Norwich  circumdantially  enhrAerated  the 
number  of  fellows  belonging  to  each  college  if^  Cambridge, 
txiA  defcribed  the  fort  of  livings  that  catiie  to  their  lot,  fhew. 
Ing  that  the  colleges  had  very  few  good  livings  in  their  gift, 
and  that  mod  of  them  were,  as  the  noble  Lord  had  flated,  re<r 
Urained  to  within  twenty  miles  of  the  univerfity.  Hii^  Lord- 
Arip  gave  a  high  character  of  the  cohdufl  of  all  its  officer^  of 
every  defcription,  and  faid,  for  difcipline,  regularity,  learn- 
ing, and  every  branch  of  fcience,  he  was  perfuaded  the  uni** 
verfity  of  Cam^  ridge  never  flood  higher  than  at  prefent. 

The  LQrd  Chan  elhr  faid,  he  differed  entirely  from  a  rev. 
Prelate  who  had  lately  fpoken  (Bifhop  of  Oxford)  refpefilng 
fhe  fellows  refiding  in  their  colleges  The  rev.  Prelate  was 
for  driving  as  many  of  them  as  he  could  from  the  univerfity. 
Kow,  hb  wifii  was  to  keep  them  as  much  as  poflible  at  the 
univerfity.  The  more  learning  and  fcience  ^here  could  be 
coUe^ed  at  each,  that  of  Cambridge  and  that  of  Oxford* 
the  more  advantageous  would  it  be  for  each  of  thofe  highly 
bfeful  and  glorious  inftituttons. 

1  he  Bifliop  of  St.  ifaph  faid,  certainly,  if  the  fellowtf  6f 
colleges  did  fpend  therr  time  in  college  merely  in  foakiog 
port  and  reading  the  newspapers,  as  had  been  faid,  it  wai  ex« 

trembly 
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trembly  wron^;  bpt  he  (bould  hppe  thepradicc  was  npt  ge- 
neral. 

A  variciy  of  oiher  obfervations  were  made  upon  different' 
parts  of  the  claufe. 

The  Bifliop  of  Durham  faid^  he  had  been  an  E;oniani  and 
he  well  knew  the  prefent  maften  and  could  anfwer  for  his 
bein^  an  excellent  and  mod  refpefUble  charaAefi  well  en- 
liiK'd  to  the  benefit  of  the  claufe. 

The  Bifhop  of  St.  Afaph  faid,  he  had  no  objedion  to  ex-, 
etnpting  the  mafter  of  VVcftminfter  fchool,  but  he  had,  to 
exempting  the  ulher.  7*he  former  was  appointed  by  the 
Dean,  but  he  had  no  authority  over  the  uihcrs ;  and  it  was 
liot  impodible  for  a  mader  of  Weftminder  fchool,  who  him- 
ielf  appointed  his  ufhers  or  affillants,  to  abufe  that  power, 
and  make  nominal  ufhers,  merely  to  entitle  thofe  nominal 
tiQiers  toexemptioi)  from  non-refidence. 

It  was  anfweredy  that  it  was  not  probable  that  any  mafler 
of  Weftminder*  f^hool,  who  mud  hin^ifelf  be  a  refpedable 
i^nd  unquedtonable  chara£ier|  would  be  guilty  ot  fo  groft  an 
abufe  of  his  office  and  his  power. 

All  iheBidiops  objeded  to  the  different  per fons  who  they 
thotight  ought  not  to  be  among  the  lidof  pofitive  exempHpns, 
but  to  be  obliged  to  obtain  licences  from  iheir  diocefan^,  and 
by  that  means  fubjeA  the  grounds  on  which  they  requeued 
fychlicenre  to  the  cognizance  and  ditcret  ion  of  their  Bi  (hops. 

At  length  the  Committee  divided  on  the  words  *'orb(her.** 
Contents  that  it  Aand  apart  of  the  claufej  19.  Npt  coa- 
len*s  19. 

HaviBg  gone  through  the  claufe^  the  Bifliop  of  Lsndon 
propofeda  provifo  to  be  annexed  to  the  clanfe,  or  to  follow  it^ 
the  effedl  of  which  was.  that  each  non-refident  was  to  Rate  to 
theBidiopy  that  during  his  non-rcfldence  a  curate  or  curates 
would  be  refident  on  his  benefice  to  perform  al!  the  clerical 
duties  of  the  parifh,  and  that  he  or  they  wece  to  receive  an 
adequate  compenfation  out  of  the  income  of  the  i!Ving«  of 
ffhich  adequacy  the  Bifhop  was  to  judge,  and  Fuch  Curate 
or  curates  was  not  to  be  abfent  from  the  cure,  or  nonrcfident, 
but  in  fuch  cafes  as  the  Bilhop  (hould  think  rufficiently'fatts- 
fadory  to  ji»dify  his  confent  to  his  or  their  non-refidenCe. 

Lord  Auckland  and  Lord  AlvanUy  fnpported  this  amend- 
vient,  declaring  feverally 9  that  they  could  not  hatre  becnTa- 
tisfied  in  agreetng  to  the  whole  of  the  claufe  juff  |;onc 
through)  if  they  had  not  believed  it  would  have  been  foKuwed 
by  fomc  fuch  provifo  as  the  rev.  Prelate  had  piopofed. 

Tb^ 
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:  t^Tlie  L^rd  Pjancelhr  faid  he  had  great  doubts,  whether  fuch] 
aprovifo  would  ultimately  be  necelfary.  He  knew  that  th^ce 
Vfi^s  a  bill  in  preparation  on  the  exprefs  Tuhjefft  of  eftabliJbing' 
a^better  provifion  for  the  inferior  clergy,  and  refpefUhg  .cu^ 
rates  and  their  refidence.     With  regard  to  the  provifo,  he 
mighty  after  due  time  for  his  conndering  it,   bring  Msmind 
ott  another  day  to  agree  to  ic,  ;4nd  he  would  end::ayour  tpdci. 
fO|  but  it  had  not  been  heard  of  before  that  day^  ai;ul  to  prefs 
it  now  would  be  to  take  the  Committee  by  furprize^  Befides, 
it  need  not  come  in  jud  in  thit  part  of  the  bill,  but  after 
fonae  fubfequent  claufes,  which  it  would  more  properly  fol- 
low ;  he  requerted,  therefore,  that   the  right  rev.  Prelate, 
who  had  done  himfelf  the  highed  honour  in  enforcing  red* 
dencein.  his  own  diocefe,  would  content  to  withdrawing  it 
for  the  prefent. 

The  Bifl[ipp  of  London  falJ,  he  took  no  credit  for  bis  con- 
dufl  in  ihe'rcrped  to  which  ihe  noble  aiid  learned  Lord  re* 
ferred  \  he  had  merely  done  his  duty  ;  and  he  t^td  not  the 
fmatlefl  doubt,  but  that  every  one  of  his  reverend  and  learned 
breibr^n^ would  have.adeJ  in  ihe  fame  manner  under  the 
faoie  circumstances.  It  certainly  had  been  efficacious,  and 
produced. benencial  advantages,  as  there  were  at  p.refcnc  .oa)o. 
hundred  more  refident  inciimbents  in  his  diojcefe  than  he 
found  when  he  firft  was  appointed  to  it.  With  regard  to  the 
provip>|  out  of  refpeiS  to  the  noble  and  learned  Lord,  under 
the  idea  t^  it  was  hereafter  to  be  attended  to,  be  would  rea- 
dily withhold  it  for  the  prefent. 

The  claufe  was  then  agreed  to. 

The  next  claufe  was  to  ena£l,  that  perfons  entitled,  under 
aj  Henry  the  Eighth,  to  privilege  of  non-reddenceuniil  forty 
Jpearsof  age,  are  not  to  be  enti;led  till  after  twenty.fix. 

TheBiibopof  St.  AJaph  objefled  to  this  on  ibe  ground^ 
that  men  of  twenty-fix,  who  had  livings,  could  not  at.that age 
be  fuppofed  to  have  acquired  a  fufficient  (hare  of  theological  . 
learning,  to  qualify  them  for  a  due  performance  of  the  fa- 
cred  duties  or  ^heir  clerical  chara5ler,  and  that  they  ought 
to  be  allowed  to  continue  longer  refiJent  at  the  univeriity,* 
where  they  might  acquire  much  theology  from  the  valuable 
volua>es  to  be  read  in  the  various  public  libraries.     If  they 
went' to  their  livings  they  would  perhaps  take  no  books,  with 
them,  but  a  Latin  Didionary,  a  Lexicon,  a  Concordance^' 
and  fome  hodge-podge  popular  expofition  of  the  Bible.  They* 
could  acquire  no  more  theological  or  literary  knowledge,  than, 
ihey  carried  with  them  to  it  \  when  they  went  to  their  liv^ 

ings 
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ings  at  a  dtftance.  At  ihe  univcrfitics  they  bad  every  affiftf 
aoceand  improvement,  he  therefore  would  move  to  omit  the 
words,  *•  twciny-fix  years,"  in  order  to  inferi  the  words 
**  thirty  years,"  and  ihen  their  Lordfhips  would  have  cut  off 
ten  years  out  of  the  forty,  granted  by  the  old  a£l  of  Henry 
VIII.     His  Lordfliip   moved  accordingly. 

Lord  Aluanky  faid,  four  years  were  not  worth  Contending 
lor,  and  therefore  the  claufe  had  better  (land  as  it  did.

The  Committee  went  through  the  next  claufes.  That, 
cnafiing,  **  that  no  penally  fhall  be  recovered  by  execution 
againft  the  perfon  of  a  fpiritual  perfon,  where  they  can  be 
recovered  by  a  fequeftration  of  the  profits  of  the  benefice  ;'* 
and  that  enading,  '<  that  archbifliops  and  hiihops  may,  on 
petition,  and  fuch  proof  as  may  be  required  by  foch  arch- 
biOiops,  &c.  grant  licences  in  cafes  enumerated  in  this  a6l," 
with  but  few  obfervations ;  and  as  the  next  claufe,  enaAing, 
**  that  licences  may  be  giantcd  in  certain  cafes,  and  that 
fpiritual  perfons  aggrieved  by  refufal,  may  appeal  to  the 
archfailhap,"  was  likely  to  occupy  a  good  deal  of  remark 
and  tine,  it  vras  agreed,  on  the  fuggeilion  of  the  Lord  Chan* 
cellor,  to  order  tlie  Chairman  to  report  progrefs,  and  adjonm 
till  the  next  day— Ordered. 

As  foon  as  the  Houfc  was  refumed,  the  Chairman  re- 
ported progreis,  and   aiked  leave  to  ilt  again.     Ordered.

Vol.  !¥•  i8ca-3,  ^  ^  relieving 
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relieving  the  poor  of  Che  expeuce  attending  the  ercdiim  of 
additional  workhoufes. 

On  the  mbtlon  of  Mn  Wickham,  the  Houfe  went  into  k 
Committee  on  the  bill  for  empowering  the  Comini£of»eri 
of  the  iirft  fruits  in  Irefaind,  to  lend  out  a  fum  of  mooejr, 
intereft  free,  for  the  purpofe  of  improving  the  Irilh  parfon- 
iige  houfes. 

Mr.  Wickham  explained  fully  the  nature  of  the  billy  amK 
ftated  that  there  were  in  Ireland  no  lefs  than  ^246  pariflies, 
and  only  about  500  glebe  houles»  and  that  one  of  the  piia- 
cipal  objedts  of  the  bill  would  be  to  procure  at  leaft  an  ad*^ 
<fitional  number  of  600,  befides  the  reparation,  of  the  pre- 
fent  ones. 

Colonel  Bagwell  laid,  that  he  tliougbt  much  praife  wa§ 
\lue  to  the  hon.  Gentleman  whd*  bad  tlius  patronized  the 
deigy  of  Irelandt  and  brought  forward  the  prefent  bill^  a9 
ht  for  one  was  fully  convinced  of  the  neceffity  of  the  mea^ 
fures  propofedt  and  highly  approved  of  the  iflanner  by 
which  the  remedy  was  tone  ended. 

The  Chairman  reported  progrelS)  and  the  report  was  or- 
dered to  be  received  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Alexander  prefcnted  tlie  report  of  the  Committee  of 
Supplyi  finding  that  the  fum  of  20}000l.  fliould  be  provided 
for  the  improvement  of  the  roads  and  bridged  in  Scotlandt 
"The  refolutions  were  agreed  to,  and  a  bill  ordered  to  be 
brought  in  agreeably  thereto.

It  appeared  to  bhxl 
abfplutely.  neqeflary^  that  all  poffible  information  ihouU 
immediately!^  laid  before  the  Houfe  on  this  fubjed ;  and 
be  could  fee  Ap  objedion  which  the  noble  Lord  at  the  head 
of  the  AdmiraUy  (who  had  hitherto  ferved  hia  country  with 
fo  much  advantage  to  it^  and  honour  to  himfeif)  eould  pof* 
fibly  eotertatn.  relative^  to  what  he  was  about  to  propofe. 
In  profecuting  the  navtl  inquiry,  that  noble  ^I^ord  had

was  made  outandprefentedto  the  Houfe,  it  bad  oqcafioned 
much  converfation,  and  ixiDph.  obloquy  bad  bee.n  incuned. 
There  waf  in  the  firH  page  of  thi:  report  now  before  the 
Houfe,  not  onk  a  dire£t  alhiiion  to  the  minutes  made  out

ntentarry  gtk)uAd$;  and  it  was  on  that  account,  bdides  others; 

that  1^  was  induced  him  to  think  himfeif  bound  to  refift 

the  molion.     He  heaniiy  concurred  in  the  anxiety  which 

the^hon.  Gentleman  had  exprefied,  to  vindicate  the  condu£k 

.  of  the  noble  Lord  and  his  colleagues;  but  he  muft  confefSf 

that  his  anxiety  was  fomewhat  more  limited  than  tliat  ex* 

prefied  by  the  lion.  Gentleman,  becaufehe  could  hot  bring 

bimieif  to  imagine,  that  fuch  a  motion  was  neceflary  to  be 

made  on  the  prefcnt  occaiion,  in  forder  to  vindicate  a  cha« 

t^dtr  which,  even  in  the  particular  circumftance  alluded 

to,  already  flood  fo  high  in  the  public  eflimation.     That 

ccmfideralion  could  not  of  itfelf,  clterefore,  be  ftated  as  a 

fufScient  reafon  for  a  motion  of  that  kind,  for  it  was  necef- 

fary  on  all  occaiions,  when  a  Member  was  moving  for  th^ 

produdion  of  of&cial  documents,  that  be  fhould  hold  out 

lome  proper  parliamentary  ground  or  inducement.     The 

bon.  Member  might,  in  the  pr^fent  infUnce,  have  dated, 

that  he  meant  to  elucidate  fome  fubfequent  proceeding,  or- 

any  objeft  he  had  in  view  to  accompitfli ;  but  nothing  of 

this  kind  has  even  been  hinted  at.     He  would  wUh  to  ftato 

the  ikuation  in  which  the  Houfe  nowilood,  relative  to  the* 

matter  in  queflion.

994. t^ir, 
vorld.  He»  however,  begged  leave  to  opp(>le  Aich  A  prpri 
cedure,  not  withflanding  that  noble  Lord's  prefent  iooiinatibnit: 
and  to  difcharge  the  duty  incumbent  upon  htoi  in  the  prefent- 
idRance,  on  mere  parliamentary  grounds;  and  to  pcev^t 
Aich  a  dirdofure  taking  place  ^t  prefent,  without  proper 
realbns  alined,  he  would  move  the  previous  qucftion. 

Capt.  ilarkham  faid,  that  on  .this  occailan  he  found' him*" 
felf  very  aukwardly  iituated,  both  with  refpeA  to  bimfelf 
and  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  had  made  the  nriodon.  Ca« 
lumniated  as  the  Board  of  Admiralty  had  been,  according 
to  the  reports  in  circulation,  which  attributed  to  them  grois 
a{ls  of  injuflice,  in  turning  out  perfons  from  their  iituations 
without  afligning  any  proper  caufe,  be  was  inclined  to  thinks 
that  the  papers  fought  for  Ihould  be  produced;,  for  he 
thought  that  it  was  impoflible  for  the  Board  of  Admiralty  to 
do  their  public  duty  with  advantage,  were  they  thus  to  be 
continually  abufed  in  the  ditcbarge  of  it ;  and  he  therefore 
expreded  the  with  of  the  noble  Lord  himfelf,  as  well  as  of  the 

Eublic.  If  there  were  delinquents,  thofe  delinquents  Ihould 
K  punifh^d,  and  that  too  immediately  ;  for  engaged  as  we 
now  were  in  a  flate  of  active  wai-fare,  fuch  an  inveftigation- 
coold  not  come  too  early.  It  had  been,  he  thouditi  already 
retarded  too  long,  to  the  great  inconvenience  of  the  public» 
aftd  therefohe  he  ihould  vote  for  the  immediate  produAion 
of  what  Was  alluded  to  in  the  motion. 

Sit  William  Elford  faid,  that  it  had  been  mentioned  in 
regard  to  him,  that  he  had  lately  made  a  motion  in  order  to 
criminate  the  Board  of  Admiralty,  relative  to  ihedifmiilioa 
of  a  Mr.  Marfhali  from  his  iituation,  and  that  that  n^otsoxi^ 
was  not  feconded.     He  did  not  know  from  what  caufe  that 
had  fo  happened,  but  he  aifured  the  Houfe  that  he  would 
rather  be  placed  in  that  fituation,  than  in  the  flate  of  thua 
criminating  perfons  who  flood  perfeSly  unconvidedj  and* 
the  accufations  againft  them  unanfwered.     He  womI$1  have 
fdpported  the  prelent  motion,  had  it  been  not  only  for  the- 
pit^duAion  of  thofe  minutes,  but  all  fubfequent  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Admiralty  in  confequence  of  that  ioveftig^-' 
tlon,  for  it  would  then  have  been  propoling  the  means  by, 
which  the  Houfe  could  form  ^  judgment  how  far  tl^econ;:^ 
duA  of  the  board  was  confiftent  with  what  was  alleged.  Np^ 
man  was  more  inclined  to  beftow  panegyrics  and  the  bigbeft^ 
compliments  on  the  noble  Lord  and  his  coadjutors  tbaa^bp. 
I^as,  becaisle  he  thought  that  the  public  owed  ii>uch  to 

them. 
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them  in  their  military  capacity ;  but  be  was  fotiy  to  fajt 
that  it  was  not  fo  in  regard  to  their  civil  capacity.  He  im* 
^  put^d  nothing  improper  to  them,  however,  even  in. this  re* 
IpeA.  but  thought  that  the  injury  to  the  public  had  arifea 
frond  the  nature  of  the  inveftigaiion  itfelf.  There  w^re,  lia 
faidy  foroe  parts  of  the  proceedings  which  ought  not  even  to 
be  repeated.  It  was  highly  competent  to  repre^nt  any 
general  abufe,  but  not  to  accufe  individuals  on  ^jt  faru 
evidence ;  and  if  there  really  were  delinquents,  they  ought 
moft  undoubtedly  to  be  punilhed,  but  that  objed  muft  be 
accomptifhed  in  a  proper  manner. 

^xx.Charles  Pole  agreed  with  the  hon.  Baronet,  and  thought 
that  it  was  moft  improper  to  accufe  perfons  on  txfaru  evi- 
dence, as  had  been  done  in  the  preient  inftance. 

Sir  Andrew  Hammond  faid,  that  the  Board  of  Admiralty 
deferved  ^reat  praife  for  the  attention  with  which  they  made 
tlie  invefligation  :  and  they  had  fat  no  lefs  than  fix  or  feven 
bouts  every  day  for  that  purpofe.  But  he  was  forry  to  io^ 
form  the  Houfe,  that  from  the  moment  they  came  into 
power  there  had  been  (o  firong  a  prejudice,  that  it  was  im« 
pofGt)!e  to  go  on  as  t!)ings  now  ftood.  Many  matters  were 
changed  from  what  they  were  formerly.  The  commiifioji 
had  now  fat>  and  it  was  faid  that  they  have  all  the  informa- 
fion  that  can  be  given  them.  It  was  (Irangc  to  deOMiid 
p'apci-s  which  were  aheady  in  the  hands  of  the  commi(^oiir 
trs ;  but  he  was  told  it  was  only  copies  of  papers  which  were 
wanted.  'i*he  Navy  Board  and  the  Vidualling  Boaud  were 
4eliroU$  of  the  matter  being  tried,  I'hefe  boards  ihould  be 
heard  in  their  juftification.  It  was  fuiely  fair  to  do  fo,  and 
for  them  to  have  a  copy  of  the  report  ;.then  let  thein  be 
called  on  to  muke  then*  anfwer  to  it.  At  the  fame  timcy 
fuch  a  confcfed  department  as  the  Navy  Board  woMldt  ne 
doubt,  etped  a  coniiderable  degree  of  candour  .in  this 
Houfe,  If  what  they  were  charged  with  were  mere  omiiHons 
and  no  mifconduA.  A  circumilance  in  the  firft  report  cer^ 
tainly  appeared  a  coniiderahle  negleft,  but  that  would  bje 
iVatcu'ih  their  anfwer.  So  far  as  he  himfelf  was  concer|^4| 
he  was  ready  to  go  into  it  completely. 

My.  Cottrtenay  ftated,  th  tt  lie  acquiefed  in  the  prefcnt 
cnotiori  the  more  particularly,  as  one  great  motive  ofil  waS| 
in  oixler  more  clearly  to  demonftrate  to  the  public,  what 
fecm^  to  be  the  general  lenfe  of  the  Houfe,  bow  much 
they  were  indebted  to  the  noble  Lord  at  the  head  of  the 
Admiratr^'  for  hi^  cood^id  in  this  affair.     It  was  highly 

honourable 
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honourable  to  that  noble  Lord,  and  all  his  friends^  and  for 
Us  part  be  could  not  difcover  the  nicety  of  that  real  parlia- 
mentary ground  which  bad  been  ftated  in  oppofition  to  the 
diotioh ;  for  it  appeared  to  him  to  be  a  flrange  dof^rine  to 
'ftate,  that  it  would  be  improper  to  place  that  noble  Lord  ia 
)bo  high  a  point  of  eftimatian.  Every  man^  however,  was^ 
luckily,  pretty  well  convinced  of  his  (Loid  Vincent's)  real 
chara£ler,  and  ic  was  furely  to  be  reckoned  a  fioguJarly  great 
honour  to  the  country,  that  there  wa^,  at  lead,  one  of  i£i 
Minifters  who  was  looked  up  to,  even  on  the  continent  of 
Europe,  with  fume  degtce  of  confidence,  approbation,  and 
rcfpec^. 

-^A6mirif  Berkeley  conimcnted  upon  the  acknowledged 
difference  between  the  two  boards,  which  he  thought  pf  tl)e 
utmoft  importance.  At  the  fame  time,  he  was  copviQced, 
that  the  whole  mutter  uf  inquiry  was  already  lodged  jn  pro* 
per  hands;  and  confidering  the  prefent  iiiuatlon  of  public 
affairs,  he  thought  this  was  a  very  improper  time  for  ififij^ 
tnttng  innovations,  with  regard  to.  matters  whkb  were  fo 
fikelv  to  be  well  conduced.  l     •  • 

-'"•  Tne  Attorney  General  laid,  that  any  inquiry  ot  tht$.  nature 
t6tqg;ht,  in  the  firft  indance,  to  be  fubmitted  to  \\\^  Moufe  by 
ftc  cofttmifBbners  appointed  by  Parliament.  ,  Tlic  very 
ijbiiiiutes  alluded  to  were  at  prefent  under  the  confideratiott 
tof  iAofe  Comiiniflioners,  and  their  attention  wa^'  at  this  mo^ 
nent  dlreded  towards  an  inquirv  into  thofe  vcry.objeiQs^ 
fliich  bring  (he  csrfe,  he  would  alK,  would  it  not  be  highly 
pTe|>ofterous  ftif  the  Houfe  to  enter  into  a  fcrutiay  of  thoief 
fery  matters  whidi  they  had  found  expedient  to  fubmit  t(» 
ihc  charge  and  confideratiort  of  a  feleft  few  ?  If  (he  Houfe 
(Bd  fb,  it  would  juft  amount,  in  other  words,  to  withdraw^ 
ing  the  authority  repofed  in  that  Comn-ittee.  He  could  ieef 
tfo  reaffoif  for  thefe  minutes  being  brought  forward,  in. ordqf 
to  be  made  the  foundation  cvf  criminal  profecutions  by  the 
flotiie,  while  fuch  profecutions,  if  neceflary,  would  be  more 
properij  eondu^d  by  the  Board  of  Admiralty,  whether  they 
were  of  a  trivial  or  henious  naiure.  It  was  by  the  commtu 
fiotterr  reporting  their  progrefs  in  thofe  matttrs  to  the  Houfef 
that  the  Houfe  and  the  publk  were  to  be  informed  of  the 
wBolebircumflances  of  the^afe  prefcmly  under  dtfcuflions 
if  it  fhoald  th^n  appear  that  thirre  has  been  any  defe£l  in  the 
cteidttA  of  thefe  coonm.ifGoners,  it  would  not  be  teckoped 
onrearonable  to  bring  fuch  accufations  forward*  For  thefe 
itefons  he  thought  that  the  prefent  was  a  moA  nnreafonable 
ipplidtion,  and  would  be  prejudicial  to  the  ends  of  jnftice^ 

He 
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He  was  far  from  being  inclined  to  bring  any  degree  of  ex 
parte. tfldcnccf  fo  as  to  hurt  the  feelings  of  any  perfon,  and 
he  was  certain  that  the  Houfe  were  convinced  of^the  impro«> 
prjety  of  doing  fp.  He  concluded  with  hoping,  that  the 
boo.  Gentleman  would  now  be  convinced  of  the  propriety 
of  withdrawing  his  motion,  or  at  lead  of  delaying  it,  till  he 
faw  the  eiFefi  of  thefe  proceedings  in  the  commiffioners. 

Colonel  BafiardtMt  that  he  could  not  agree  with  the  hon. 
Gentleman,  who  had  (lated  that  the  prefent  fituatton  of  the 
country  rendered  this  inveftigation  improper.  He  thought, 
that  the  more  dangerous  the  fituation  was,  the  more  neceflary 
the  inquiry,  and  tW  no  time  ought  to  be  loft  in  inftttuttng 
it ;  the  more  efpecially,  as  the  reports  were  fo  contradidory* 
relative  to  the  public  (ervice  having  been  mifconduAed.  Ii\ 
order,  therefore,  that  matters  might  immediately  be  fet  to 
rights,  he  gave  the  motion  his  hearty  concurrence ;  but,  at 
the  fame  time,  he  begged  leave,  along  with  others,  to  ftate 
his  convidion  of  the  upright  and  commendable  condud  of 
the  Lords  Commiflioners  of  the  Admiralty.  He  believed 
them  to  be  men  who  were  neither  biafled  by  felf-interefted  - 
coiiduA  nor  Improper  views,  but  entirely  guided  by  the  con* 
fideration  of  their  own  honour  and  the  duty  they  owed  to  the 
public.  He  was  happy  to  think  that  by  their  exertions,  and 
the  exertions  of  the  Houfe,  many  glaring  abufes  were  now 
about  to  be  redrefled. 

Mr.  Harvey  obferved,  that  as  the  honourable  Member  who 
brought  forward  this  motion,  avowed  as  his  objcd  the  vindi- 
cation of  the  coiidufi  of  a  noble  Lord  at  the  head  of  the 
Admiralty,  againft  whom  he  alleged  that  unfounded  oblo- 
quies had  been  circulated,  and  urged  even  within  ihofe  walls, 
though  he  himfelf  had  high  refpeA  for  the  profeflional  cha* 
ra£ler  and  public  fcr vices  of  that  noble  Lord,  dill  he  thought 
he  had  his  faults,  lilce  other  men.  Whenever  his  condu& 
ibould  be  really  brought  forward  as  the  fubjed  of  inquiry 
in  that  Houfe,  he,  for  one,  ihould  conflder  it  his  right,  and 
feel  it  his  duty  as  a  Member  of  Parliament,  to  fpeak  his  felk- 
timents  fully  and  freely  on  the  fubjed^.  If  he  was  erroneous 
in  fuppofing  the  noble  Lord's  condud,  as  a  member  of  an 
higher  affembly,  could  properly  come  before  that  Houfe,  be 
hoped  to  be  cxcufed  as  a  young  Member  of  Parliament  not 
Well  converlant  in  parliamentary  ufage.  However,  he  did 
not  feel  difpofed  to  fupport  the  prefent  motion,  as  being  only 
for  a  part  of  the  evidence  before  the  navy  commiflioners,  and 
thinking  that,,  whenever  the  Houfe  fliould  think  fit  to  go

Mr.  Sheridan,  vbdioued  the  motives  of.  hrs^hbn.  Friend,

and  exprefied  fomc  furprife  at  the  extraordinary 'demadtl 
from  hen,  MtmberK  on  the  other  fide  of  the.

If  motiYcs  exifted  to  render  the  com^ 
pliance  with  his  motion  impolitic»  if  fqtiabbles  exifted  be- 
tween the  admiralty  and  navy  boards*  they  were  none  of  his 
Cf  eating.     Me  concluded  by  withdrawing  his  motion. 

Mr.  ff^itbread  again  rofe*  and  obferved,  that  the  righl 
hon.  Gentleman  oppofite  to  him»  when  he  ^ft  propofcd  the 
in^iry  on  navy  abufes  to  the  Houfe*  propofed  aifo  to  found 
upon  it  a  flrong  parliamentary  meafure.  He  therefore  withed 
to  know,  from  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  at  what  time  he 
intended  to  bring  fuch  a  meafure  forward  ? 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  anfwered,  he  certainty 
did  intend  to  bring  forward  a^  ftrong  parliamentary  meafune 
upon  that  ground ;  but  in  the  prefent  ftage  of  the  bufinefs, 
it  was  impoflible  to  fay  precifely  at  what  time  it  would  be 
brought  forward. 

MJIrlTIA- 

Sir  James  Sinclair  Erflcine  preCented  the  Scotch  militia 
J)illt  which  was  read  the  firft  time. 

Mr.  £i4gwell  exprefled  his  warmeft  approbation  of  the  bilU 
and  his  fincere  wiflijhat  a  fimllar  bill  mould  be  brought  in 
for  Ireland,  which  at  this  crifis  would  be  not  only  detirablp 
Jn:a  high,  degree,  on  the  ground  of  humanity  and  benevo- 
lence, but  extremely  important  to  the  public  fervice.    There 
iiad  been  a  fimilar  bill  enabled  by  the  Parliament  of  Ireland 
during  the  late  war,,  which  had  expired,  and  which  law,  or 
jbme  other  for  the  like  purpofe,  it  was  extremely  deCrabfe 
to  revive.     In  Ireland  more  efpecially,  where  poverty  (6 
generally  prevails,. and  poor  laws  do  not  exift  as  in  England 
^nor  did  he  ever  deGse  they  fliould),  the  fituation  of  the  wive9 
and  children  of  thofe  men  who  devoted  themfelves  to  the 
public  fervice,  .was Vtily  deplorable.     They  had  no  other 
tefource  for  livelihood,  when  the  hufbandand  father  entered 
the  army,  and  went  on  foreign  fervice,  but  an  appeal  to  public 
b.*nevolence  ;  and  to  this  was  it  in  a  great  meafure  owing, 
that  the  ftreets  of  every  town  were  crowded  with  wretched 
women  and  children^  begging  for  food.     Even  thofe  militia 
foldiers,  who  in  the  laft  war  had  volunteered  for  foreign 
fervice,  the  very  moment  they  had  done  fo,  had  the  mortifi- 
cation to  behold  their  poor  '^wives  and  infants  flruck  off*  the 
allowance  to  miiitiai-men's  families ;  and  thofe  who  accom- 

Jaoied  their  htifbands  with  a  wifh  to  go  abroad  with  them, 
ad  the  mortification,  at  the  moment  of  embarking,  to  be 
lorn  from  them^  and  left  to  beg  their  way  homcj  when  the 

wives 
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wives  of  EogliA  foUiers  Were  fent,  with  the  means  of  carry- 
ing them,  TO  their  refpedive  parilhes ;  and  even  to  this  okv- 
fiienty  Ireland  was  crowded  with  the  hogging  widows  and 
orphans  of  men  who  had  facrtficed  their  lives  in  the  fervitne 
of  their  country.  He  finCerely  wiChed'  that  fome  provifion 
coaldhemade  to  alleviate  thofe  lamentable  circumftances, 
and  hoped  the  Gentlemen  who  compofed  the  government  tor 
Ireland  in  this  country,  would  bring  forward  fome  medfuref 
on  the  fiibjed. 

Mr.  IViMam  faid,  that  certainly  the  extreme  diftrefles  of 
the  poor  in  Ireland  wj^s  a  fubjeA  which  neither  efcaped  the 
notice,  nor  failed  to  intereft  the  feelings  of  the  Government 
In  Ireland ;  and  no  man  would  be  found  more  ready  to  con«> 
cur  than  htmfelf  in  any  well  digefled  meafure  that  couM  be 
devifed  for  their  relief.  If  the  hon  Member. vi^ould  himfelf 
fay  that  he  was  now  prepared  with  any  iriigtble  plan  for 
aflefling  upon  his  own  country  the  means  of  relieving  its  poor, 
he  would  find  him  ready  to  fupport  it.  At  prefenti  howeycr» 
he  faw  no  immediate  plan  eligibly  praAicable  for  the  pur* 
pofe,  though  there  was  one  in  contemplation,  which  To  fooa 
as  it  could  be  properly  matured  and  digefled,  would  be 
brought  forward  for  confideration  ;  but  he  could  not  confenc 
to  entertain  any  plan  but  one  which  upon  the  fulled  delibe* 
ration  (hould  appear  eligible. 

Mr.  Maurice  Fitzgerald  entertained  an  opinion  diredly 
contrary  to  that  ptofeffed  by  art  hon.  Member  near  him  (Mr^ 
Bagwell)  upon  the  fubjed,  and  (incerely  deprecaited  the  re* 
vival  of  fuch  a  law  as  that  to  which  he  had  alluded,  the  aiTeiT- 
oieots  under  which  were  felt  with  (b  much  feverity^  He 
truRed  the  ri^ht  hon.  Secretary  for  the  Irtih  Government 
would  not  bring  forward  any  meafure  upon  this  fubje£l«  until 
he  Ihould  have  firft  confultcd  the  general  fentiments  of  xb% 
gentlemen  of  Ireland. 

Mr*  Wilberforce  rofe,  ind  was  proceeding  to  fpeak  on 
the  fame  fubjed,  but  was  reminded  by  the  Secretary  at  War, 
that  the  confideration  was  irrelevant,  as  not  upon  the  bill 
tefore  the  Houfe. 

The  bHI  was  ordered  to  be  read  the  fecond  time  the  ne^t 
day.

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^hank  notes  and  biHs  of  exchange  in  Ireland.     Jlefolved  9c^ 
cordtngly. 

Mr.   Carry  then  ftatedyihts  motive  for  going  into  thi^ 
Committee  was,  to  takis  into  confideration  the  perntdous 
pra6)ice  which  had  long  prevailed  in  Ireland,  of  liTuing  hank 
notes  for  fmali  fums  under  20s.  value,  under  a  pretence  of 
fcarcity  of  filver  coin.     The  refpeftable  private  provincial 
'banl^s  in  Ireland  had  longdifcontiniicd  this  pradice,  as  one 
infinitely  lefs  lucrative  than  troublefome,  and  it  had. been 
taken  up  by  an  infinite  variety  of  perfons  in  different  trades, 
for  whofe  ultimate  refponfibility  the  public  had  no  fecurity 
whatever.     So  far  from  remedying  the  evil  which  this  prac- 
tice was  profefTed  to  remedy,  it  was,  in  his  mind,  the  true 
caufe  of  it.     It  had  originated  in  confcqucnce  of  the  bank 
reftridion  afi»  which  flopped  the  iflue  of  ca(h  from  the  bank 
of  Ireland ;  and  its  cffcA  had  been  to  abforb  all  the  filvcr 
currency,  in  thofe  parts  of  the  ccnintry  where  thefe  notes 
were  current,  into'  the  hands  o^  the  perfons  who  pafled  them, 
which  they  difpofed  of  in  fome  mode  that  took  it  completely 
out  of  circulation.     He  was  the  more  convinced  of  this, 
becaufe  in  the  province  where  he  refided  (Ulftcr)  filvcr  coii^ 
was  as  plenty  as  in  London,  and  no  fuch  notes  were  in  cir* 
eolation;    whereas,  in  the  fouthern  and    wedern  dtftrids, 
there  was  no  filver  money  to  be  feen,  and  the  only  fubftiiutc 
was,  notes  payable  to  bearer,  iflfued  by  obfcure  perfons,  for 
three,  fix.  and  ten  (hillings  Britifh,  which  they  continually 
ifTued,  and  took  the  difference  of  change  in  filver  from  their 
cuftome'rs,  until  they  had  ^ot  all  the  filver  of  the  country  into 
their  hands.  '  Under  the  facility  of  putting  thofe  notes  into 
circulation,  they  were  ilfued  to  fuch  an  extent,  as  10  give 
ground  for  ferious  apprehenfion  as  to  the  folvency  of  a  great 
tnany  of  thofe  perfons,  and  therefore  he  would  move,  as  the 
fenfe  of  the  Committee,  that  the  Chairman  be  inftriided  tp 
move  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  reftrain  the  iflue  and 
currency  of  fuch  notes  after  the  firft  of  January  next.    This, 
he  faid,  was  to  avoid  the  confequences  which  might  be  apt 
to  refult  from  too  fudden  a  fioppage  of  their  currency,  and 
to  give  the  parties  who  had  ifTued  them  time  for  a  gradual 
recal,  as  well  as  to  allow  time  for  the  Gentleman  of  Ireland 
to  examine  and  colledi  th^  real   fenfe  of  their  refpedive 
counties  Upon  the  fubjed,  preparatory  to  the  meeting  of  next 
parliament,  when,  if  neceflary,  a  meafure  might  be  adopted 
for  extending  the  period  of  their  circulation.

Report  agreed  to,  and  leave  given  to  bring 
in  hi  Us  purfuant  thereto. 

Colopei  Vereker  prefehted  a  petition  from  the  tanners  of 
Liiperick.  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  irifli  tanners 
bill. 

Read  a  fecond  time  the  twelve  millions  loan  billi  and  the 
import,  export,  and  lontuige  bill-^Copimitied  for  the  itex.t 
day.

Lord  Pelham  prefented  the  folloyving  meflage  from  hit 
Majefty. 

"  G.  R. 

**  His  Majefly  thinks  it  right  to  inform  the  Houfe  of 
Lrrds»  that  from  an  anxious  defire  to  prevent  the  caUmitief 
of  war  being  extended  to  the  Batavian  Republic,  he  com** 
municaied  to  that  Government  his  difpofhion  to  refped  their 
neutrality!  provided  that  a  (imilar  difpofition  was  manifeflcd 
on  the  part  of  the  French  Government,  and  that  the  French 
fcirceit  were  forihwiih  withdrawn  from  the  territories  of  ihe^ 
fiatavian  Republic.  This  propofition  not  having  been  ac. 
ceded  to  by  the  Government  of  France,  and  meafures  having 
been  recently  taken  by  them  in  dircSt  violation  of  the  inde* 

Eendence  of  the  Batavian  Republic,  his  Majefty  judged  it 
xpedtent  to  direct  his  Minifter  to  leave  the  Hague  ;  and  he 
has  fince  given  orders,  that  letters  of  marque  and  general 

reprifaU 
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rcprirals  (boufd  be  ifliied  againft  the  Batavian  Republic  and 
its  fubjcfts. 

«•  His  Majefty  has  at  all  tittiei  maniftfted  the  deepeft  and 
moft  lively  intcrcft  for  the  profperity  and  independence  of 
the  United  Provinces:  he  has  recourfe  to  thefe  proceed- 
tngi  with  the  moft  (incere  regret,  but  the  condufi  of  the 
French  Government  has  left  him  no  alternative;  and  in 
tidopting  thefe  meafures,  he  is  aduated  by  a  fenfe  of  what 
is  due  to  his  own  dignity,  and  to  the  fecurity  and  eflential 
interefts  of  his  dominions.

Lord  Pelham  moved,  "  That  an  humble  addrefs  be  pre* 
feiited  to  his  Majefty,  thanking  him  for  his  gracious  com* 
munication."    Ordered. 

CLEROV    FARMING   AND    Rl'.SIDENCE    BILL. 

The  order  of  the  day,  for  refuming  the  Committee  on 
this  bill,  being  moved  and  read,  the  Honfe  refolved  itfelf 
into  a  Cdmmittec,  when  the  clerk  having  read  the  iirft  line 
or  two  of  the  14th  ftatute. 

The  Biihop  of  St.  Afaph  role,  he  faid,  to  oppofe  the  claufe 
altogether.  He  objeAed  to  it  on  two  grounds,  firft,  that  it 
tvas  unconftitutional^  and  next,  that  it  interfered  with  the 
voluntary  jurtfdtdion  of  the  biOiop.  It  was  unconftitutionali 
becaufe  it  was  a  dire£t  violation  of  the  conftitiition  of  the 
church,  and,  for  the  firfl  time,  mixed  the  authority  of  the 
archbifhop  or  metropolitan*  with  the  authority  of  the  bifhops, 
than  which  notbing  could  be  more  feparate  or  diftinA.  A 
right  rev.  and  truly  learned  prelate  had  on  a  former  night 
attempted  to  Rate,  that  there  was  an  analogy  between  the 
archbilhop  or  mHropoIitan  and  the  biftiops,  in  like  manner 
as  between  the  biihops  and  the  clergy  ;  but  he  denied  the 
fa6h  The  metropolitan  hiid  no  coniroul  over  the  biihop, 
Except  as  he  had  before  Rated,  viz.  with  lefped  to  his  viltia- 
torial  powers.  The  bi(hop  did  not  derive  one  atom  of  his 
authority  from  the  metropolitan.  The  metropolitan  could 
not,  as  he  had  on  a  former  night  obferved,  compel  him,  or 
any  other  biihop,  to  grant  ordination  or  inOitution  to  any 
'man  applying  for  orders,  or  to  be  inflituted.  In  faA  the 
analogy  could  not  poflibly  be  made  out,  nor  had  the  bifbop*! 
power  been  fubjed  to  the  controul  of  the  archbifhop  ever 
(ince  the  connexion  was  firft  formed  between  church  and 
Rate.  A  great  part  of  the  biihop's  privileges  was  the  crea* 
ture  of  the  civil  and  temporal  power.  His  Lordthip  enlarged 
ypon  thefe  pofiiicnsi   and  faid,  he  coofidered   himfclt  a$ 

bound 
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btMind  to  pay  the  metropolitan  of  the  province  no  other  obe- 
dience t^an  fo  far  as  regarded  the  canons  of  the  church ;  and 
if  the^  metropolitan  «?ere  to  interfere  with  the  bifiiops  in  re»> 
yoking  their  licences,  or  granting  licences,  where  they^ 
for  reafons  cogent  in  their  conceptioni  had  refufed  them ; 
and  the  flanrie  of  difcord  Ibould  burft  forth  between  the  me^ 
tropolitan  and  the  biQiops,  the  latter  would  perhaps  refttb 
to  grant  any  licence  or  ordination,  and  teJl  applicants  to  go 
to  the  metropolitan!  and  let  him  take  care  of  all  of  them. 
His  Lordfliip  faid,  he  was  decidedly  adverfe  to  the  claufe« 
and  the  more  fo,  as  the  end  could  be  more  effe£lually  an* 
fwered  by  other  means,  and  in  bis  mind  better  anfwered* 
His  Lordfliip  then  read  a  provifo,  which  he  had.  ^drawn  up 
to  fub(litut&  in  the  ilead  of  the  claufe,  and  which  obliged 
the^biQiop»  who  refufed  one  or  moreUcences,  toaffign.his 
reafons  for  fo  doing  in  writing,  and  fubmit  them  to  the  arch* 
bifliop  of  the  province,  who,  if  he  difapproved  them,  the 
perfon  fo  refufed  a  licence  might  appeal  to  the  King  ia 
Chancery  ;  for  it  was  in  the  court  of  Chancery  that  his  Ma» 
jefty,  in  virtue  of  his  fupremacy,  exercifed  his  ecclefiaftical 
jurifdiAion*  The  provifo  contained  a  variety  of  guards  and 
fureties,  to  operate  as  checks  upon  the  bifhop,  if  he  (hould 
abufe  the  difcretion  veiled  in  him..  His  Lordfliip  fully  ar^ 
gued  the  fubjed  and  fat  down. 

The  Bifliop  of  Oxford  began  by  obferving,  that  he  had 
been  perfonally  addrefled  by  the  rev.  prelate,  and  therefore, 
though  but  little  ure4  to  public  fpeaking,  he  felt  himfelf 
called  upon  to  attempt  fome  reply  to  what  had  fallen  from 
a  right  rev.  Lord,  of  fo  much  more  experience  and  authority 
than  himfelf^  In  the  fir(l  place,  he  mud  recur  to  his  formef 
argument,  and  aflert,  that  the  analogy,  or  fcale  of  relation 
between  the  archbifliop  and  the  biihop,  and  between  the 
bifi&op  and  his  clergy,  were  fimilar  and  flood  upon  fimilar 
grounds.  That  the  archbifliop  had  always,  from  the  earlieft 
periods  of  the  church  of  Chrifl,  been  held  to  be  the  head  of 
the  church,  he  could  prove  from  indifpuiable  authorities, 
which  be  had  collected,  and  then  held  in  his  hand.  The 
firft  he  would  refer  to,  was  of  fo  early  a  date  as  the  year  303* 
It  was  a  canon  of  the  council  of  Nice,  which  he  read  to  the 
Committee  in^the  original  Latin,  and  which  ftated  that  tho 
archbifliop  was,  according  to  the  ancient  ufage,  to  be  cou-v 
fidered  as  the  head  of  the  church  in  ail  things,  and  that  the 
bifliops  t^ere  to  be  amenable  and  obedient  to  the  arcbbiihop 

ill  all  things.    The  next  documet^t  be  refeiied  to,  was  at  the 

time 
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tfmcoftheRtforaiaiionj  wfiichhealforead  tolhcComihirtce;  . 
afid  (he  next  in  more  modern  times.     His  Lordihip  pointed 
<nit  the  eflTefl  of  the  Pope's  aiTuming  the  fupreipacy  over  the 
catholic  church,    and  ftated  the  mirchifvons  cffcfls  of  his 
baneful  influence  in  this  kingdom.     After  dwelling  for  fome 
lime  on  the  learned  authorities  whith  he  had  referred  to,  \n 
order  to  prove  that  the  archbishops,    in  all  times  of  the 
church  of  Chrift,  hid  ejcercifed  fovcrcigrt  authority^  as  far 
as  related  to  fpiritual  afFairs,  over  blQiopsand  their  clergy,  he 
i'ald  It  vvasa  miftake  to  confider  the  cure  of  fouls  as  folcly 
Under  the  care  of  the  incumbents  of  livings,  or  parochial 
clergy.     The  bithops  themfclves  were  refponfihie  for  the 
cure  of  fouls  throughout  the  whole  kingdom^  and  aS  the)^ 
CQuId  not  ipoflibly  do  the  duties'  of  every  pari|h^  they  font 
Iheir  clergy  to  perform  them,.   With  refpedi  to  what  other 
rev.  prelates  might  think  the  oath  they  to6k  to  the  arch-^ 
hifhop  bound  them  to^  was  a  msltter,  for  them  to  fettle  With 
their  confciences;  but  he  conceived,  that'  having  taken  an  ^ 
09[th  to  be  obedient  to  the  archbifhop  or  metropolitan,  he  was' 
bound  to, pay  him  obedience,  and  fubmit  to  his  authority  in 
all  matters  of  church  difcipline.     With  refped  to  its  being 
an  infringement,  he  would  refer  the  rev.  prelatei  to . the  a5 
'of  the  ^Oth  Geo.  III.  commonly   called  the  curates  ^Gt^   ' 
'Where  that  z6t  was  recognized ;  and  the  rev.  prelate  on  that 
occafuin  had  given  his  fuir  approbation  of  the  me^tfure  ;  he 
bad  even  gone  farther,  and  in  a  (Public  charge  to  his  clergy; 
had  exprefsly  and  diftin£lly  made  that   acknowledgment. 
The  learned  prelate  then  referred  td  fcvefal  ancient  cafes,  to 
Ihew  that  the  right  was  vefted  in  the  atchbifliop  from  time    ' 
irtfnIemoriaL 

After  having  fully  difcufTed  this  point,  his  Lordfliip  pro- 
ceeded to  exprefs  his  wonder,  that  any  rev.  prelate  (hould 
object  to  there  being,  by  the  enadments  of  the  bilt^  an  ap* 
peal  to  the  archbiihop.     So  far  from  objedling  to  it|  or 
confidering  it  as  any  hard(hip,  it  was  a  great  confdiatiot)  to 
his  tntnd  that  the  exercifc  of  the  difcreiion  with  which  hb 
urds  to  be  invefted^  was  to  be  made  fubjeA  to  revifiiorl.     It    ' 
let  him  at  once  at  reft,  and  removed  alt  the  irkfome  feelings 
that  would  otherwife  have  goaded  him,  in  the  exercife  of 
that  difcretion.     Nor  could  he  by  any  means  coJnlider  it  as  a 
<Krgf  ace.  or  a  degradation  of  a  bi(bop,  that  an  appeal  would 
lie  agulnft  bift  difcretional  condtid;  indeed,'  he' had  ever  co^:« 
fidertd  it'to  be  ooe  of  the  great  beauties  of  our  conftttutioni     ' 
that  in  ituoy  cales,  andefpecially  in  cafes  of  propertyi  tho 

deciiloos 
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dccillons  of  the  courrs  of  law,  nay,  the  decifions  of  the  firft 
Uw  authority  in  the  kingdom  (the  Lord  High  Chancellor} 
could  be,  and  daily  were,  appealed  from,  at  the  bar  of  that 
Hou(e ;  and,  did  any  man  iiving  imagine  that  fuch  appeal^ 
operated  as  a  dilgrace  ordegraJation  of  thofe  high  charadlers  ? 
Nay,  were  not  the  Lord  Chancellor  anfj  the  judges  pleafed 
and  gratified  at  having  their  decifions  revifed ;  Dccairfe,  if 
they  had  fallen  into  error  in  forming  their  judgments,  aa 
opportunity  was  afforded  of  fetiing  ihofe  errors  right,  if  they 
Were  proved  to  be  errors,  on  the  heasing  of  an  appeal.  .  His^ 
Lordlhip  having  preflcd  his  arguments  very  ftrongIy,'fat 
down,  declaring,  that  if  the  Committee  dividcdi  be  fliould 
vote  for  the  claufe  (iandlng  in  the  bill. 

The  Lord  Chancetlor  faid,  he  rofc  chiefly  to  repel  a  prin- 
ciple mifchiev6us  in  iistendency,  which  had  been  introduced 
by  a  rev.  prelate  (the  Bllhop  of  Norwich)  the  preceding  day, 
and  ftill  more  mifchievoufly  applied  by  the  rev.  prelate  who 
opened  the  debate  that  day.  A  rev.  prelate  the  preceding. 
day  had  thrown  out  an  idea,  that  where  the  legiflature  veiled 
a  difcretion  in  the  bifhops,  they  were  to  conHder  it  as  a 
legiflative  intimation  of  its  wiOi.  No  principle  could  be 
more  falfe.  A  difcretional  power  had  been  repeatedly  dele- 
gated by  tbe-Jegjflature  in  cafes  in  which,  from  their  nature 
itnd  circumtlances,  no  pofiiive  rule^of  condud  could  be  de« 
fined  or  enaded  ;  but  could  any  man  imagine,  that  when  it 
was  left  to  his  difcretion,  that  he  was  not  freely  to  exercife 
that  difcretion  according  to  thebeft  of  his  judgment  ?  What 
was  the  ufe  of  trufting  him  with  the  difcretional  power,  if  he 
did  not  fq exercife  it  ?  He  was  rcfponfible  for  the  exercife  of 
it;  but  if  it  appeared,  that  in  exercifing  it,  he  had  not  boea 
influenced  by  any  bad  motives,  no  idea  of  his  having  abufed 
his  truft  could  be  imputed  to  htm.  With  regard  to  the  ex- 
travagant extent  to  which  the  rev.  prelate  oppofiie  to  him 
had  pufhed  this  falfe  principle,  he  was  aftonifhed  that  a 
eight  rev.  bifhop,  of  his  great  learning  and  abilities,  fiiould 
have  qonceived  fo  ftrange  an  idea,  that  if  the  metropolitan 
txercifed  that  authority,  which  the  conftituHon  of  the  church 

(;ave  him,  of  exercifing  his  fupremacy,  by  revoking  the 
icecices  granted  by  a  bifhop,  or  by  granting  licences  to  pa- 
liQi  pricfts  to  whom  a  bifliop  or  bifhopshad  refufed  licences^ 
that  the  bidiops  would  be  provoked  to  fuch  unfeemly  anger, 
as  to  refufe  afterwards  to  g^rant  any  licence,  but  fend  all 
who  applied  for  them  to  the  archbiihop  himfelf.  He  coold 
VoL*IV*  1802-3.  Dd  not 
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not  for  a  moroeht  believe  that  fuch  a  captious  confequence 
MTould  be  the  refult  of  the  operation  of  the  claufe,  which  he 
he  had  much  rather  have  (land  as  it  was,  than  accept  the 
rev.  Prelate's  provifo.  But  the  rev.  Prelate  had  faid,  the 
dlaufe  was  unconditutional.  What,  was  the  object  of  the 
bill  wholly  loft  Tight  of !  Was  it  not  to  give  faciliiies  to  fpiri* 
tual  pcrftms,  and  refcue  them  from  the  penal  feverities  of  the 
a£t  ctf  the  21ft  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  at  the  fame  lime  that  ic 
was  meant  to  "enforce  the  refidencc  of  the  clergy  ?  Where  the 
Icgiflauire  was  inclined  to  grant  a  benefit  to  any  defcription 
of  fiibjecns,  was  ii  unconftituional  to  prefcribe  the  con* 
ditions  on  which  it  granted  it?  Surely  no  fuch  argument 
could  be  maintained  Tor  a  moment,  .  With  icfpeGt  to  an  ap- 
peal being  a  difgrace  or  a  degradation  to  a  rev.  Prelate,  were 
not  appeals  repeatedly  brought  into  that  Houfe,  and  was  not 
a  confidcrable  part  of  their  Lordfbips  titne  occupied  moft  ufe- 
fully  for  the  public  in  hearing  theqfi  ?  His  Lordlhip  con* 
eluded  by  recommending  it  to  the  Committee  to  fupport 
the  claufe  as  it  Rood  in  the  bill. 

The  Bi(hop  of  St*  Afaph  rofc  to  reply  to  the  very  learned 
i(nd  able  fpcech,  which,  he  faid,  had  fallen  from  the  right 
r^v.  Prelate  behind  him  ;  and  he  could  not  but  obferve,  that 
the  very  firft  of  the  Jearned  authorities  that  that  right  rev. 
Prelate  had  referred  to,  was  a  canon  of  the  Council  of 
Nice — 

1  he  BI(hop  of  Oxford  interrupted  the  right  rev.  Prelate  to 
remind  him,  that  in  that  canon  were  the  words  *^  according 
to  the  ancient  ufages,"  which,  of  courfe,  were  to  be  under* 
flood  as  **  ufages  of  the  church  in  times  then  long  pad,'*  or 
the  word  ancient  could  not  have  been  of  any  meaning. 

The  Bifhop  of  AV.  Jfaph  purfued  his  reply,  which  was 
not  a  long  one,  and  was  more  an  iteration  of  his  former 
fpeech  than  a  feries  of  much  new  argnment. 

At  length  the  queftion  was  put  on  this  claufe,  and  the^ 
Committee  divided. 

Contents  24 — Non  Contents  2. 

The  Committee  then  proceeded  to  the  provifp  which 
follows  the  claufe  jud  agreed  to,  aitd  which  enafis,  *'  that 
licences  may  be  revoked  by  the  bifhop  who  granted  themi  or 
by  his  fucceflTors  ;"  and  after  that  to  the  five  next  claufes,  ia 
i/^'hich  feveral  verbal  amendments  were  moved,  and  various 
obfervations  were  tnade  by  the  Bifhop  of  London*  the  Bifhop 
of  St.  Afaph,  Lord  Alvanley,  and  the  Bifhop  of  Oxiord, 
ivhich  were  anfwered  by  (he  Lord  Chancellor^  who  in  fome 

infiances 
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inftances  declared  himfelf  unprepared  at  that  jnhbment  to 
offer  the  amendments  which  his  Lordfhip  faid  would  b« 
neceflPary  to  be  made  in  fomeof  the  claufesi  and  wJiich  he 
w#uld  pledge  himfelf  to  prepare  and  fubmit  to  their  Lordr. 
fliips  another  day. 

Lord  Auckland  made  feveral  pertinent  obfervations  ;  and 
the  BiQiop  of  St,  Afaph  gave  notice,  that  he  ihould  move  for 
the  rejection  ofa  claiife  in  the  latter  part  of  the  bill,  which 
adually  went  to  the  re-enadment  of  the  9th  of  Edward  the 
Second,  a  flatutCi  on  a  former  day,  two  noble  and  learned 
Lords  had  aflerted  was,  by  implication,  repealed  bythe  2i(l: 
of  Henry  the  Eighth. 

When  the  Committee  arrived  at  the  monition  Claufe,  (the 
23d) 

Lord  Auckland  fatd,  that  they  were  got  fo  far  in  the 
bill,  that,  as  he  underftood  they  were  to  fit  the  next  day,* 
and  as  more  claufes  remained  to  be  difcufled,  than  theV 
could  conveniently  go  through  that  evening,  yet,  if  nob^ 
Lords  would  attend  early,  they  might  accomplifh  it  in  two 
or  three  hours  next  day;  he  fubmitted  it,  therefore,  to  the 
Committee,  whether  they  might  i^ot  then  adjourn  ?  ,  ^ 

The  J^fliop  of  St.  Afaph  faid,  he  thought  in  one  half  hour 
more  they  might  get  Through  the  bill. 

The  Ltrd  Chancellor^  being  called  upon  by  the  whole 
Committee,*  faid,  it  was  with  regret  he  confeifted  tafit  onf 
Saturday,  which  was  a  neceflary  day  of  reft-  to  him  ;  but  if 
he  was  aflced,  whethtfr  he  v^ould  prefer  fitting  longer  that: 
flight,  or  coming  to'<fdAClude  the  other  claufes  the  next  day^ 
he  (hould  fay  he  preferrAi  the  latter. 

The  Bifliop  of  Durham  {z\A,  after  what  the  noble  and 
teamed  Lord  had  faid,  there  could  be  no  doubt  but  that  they 
ought  to  adjourn.  «  •  * 

Lbfd  li^offingham  put  the  ufnal  queftion  ;  the  Committee 
yoTe,  *and  the  Houfe  was  refumed.

The  Committee  on  4he  London  port  bill  was  poflponcd  Id 
Tucfday  next. 

.  A  meflage  from  the  Lord&  informed  the  Houfe,  that  their 
l,ord(h]ps  had  agreed  to  the  foldiers'  relief  bill  withoot- 
amen^lmentf. 

Mr.  I.  H.  Browne  moved^  that  it  be  an  inflnidion  to  the 
Commit  tee  appointed  the  preceding  day,  to  make  a  provifion  to 
enable  proprietors  of  lands  in  Scotland  to  charge  their  eftatea 
ivith  certain  fums  of  money,  for  the  purpofe  ot  makiiig  and 
repairing  roads  ^nd  bridges  in  Scotland.    Ordered*  ' 

The  bribery  oath  bill  was  read  a  third  time,  andpafled. 

Ordered,  that  the  two  reports  relative  to  the  coal  trade, 
made  to  the  Houfe  in  June  and  December^  i8co,  be  refened 
to  the  Committee  oh  the  bill  now  pending,  for  r^nlating  the 
coal  market  in  the  city  of  London. 

The  Scotch  militia  family  relief  bill  was  read  a  fecond 
lime,  and  ordered  to  be  committed  on  Monday. 

Mr.  iiheridun  wifhed  to  aik  a  queflion  of  his  Majcfty'a 
Minifters,  none  of  whom  happened  to  be  then  in  their  pieces, 
ivhether  any  fuch  ttieafure  as  the  foregoing,  was  in  their 
Contemplation  on  behalf  of  the  families  of  I  ri  A  men,  whether 
in  the  militia  or  army  ?  He  mentioned  feyeral  cafes  ofdAT- 
trefs  of  the  families  pf  unfortunate  men  of  that  part  of  tho 
united  kingdom,  who  had  loft  their  lives* in  ^tiefutt  of  their 
country,  and  thought  it  fo  highly  necef&ry,  that  fome  means 
of  relieving  their  families  in  future  fliould  be  immediately 
provided;  and  that  if  it  was  not  the  intention  of  Goverocnent 
to  bring  forward  a  meafure  of  that  kind,  he  Ijhould  think  i|' 
a  duty  incumbent  on  himfelf  to  do  fo. 

Mr.  AhsamHir  faid,  that  in  the  ftbfence  of  the  right  hon: 
the  Secretary  fof  Ireland,  he  conldunly  fay,  the  matter  hatfc 
been  mentioned  the  pYeceding  diay,  and  thai  right  hon.  Geti- 
lleman  had  affured  the  Houfe  of  the  anxiety  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  do  all  in  its  power  to  forward  fuch  a  meafure,  but 
that  it  was  found  to  be  a  matter  of  conliderable  diflkulty.

ADDtTIONAL  CUSTOMS. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  moved  the  order  of  thef 
day,  for  the  Honfe  lo  refolve  itfeif  into  a  Committee  on  the 
additional  cuftom  duty  bill.  On  the  queftion  that  the  Speaker 
do  leave  the  chair. 

General  Gtj/cope  rofe  to  objc<f^  to  it.  He  faid,  he  wa» 
as  fully  imprcffcd  with  the  neceflity  of  raifing  taxes,  and 
ftibmitting  to  facrifices,  as  any  other  Member  could  be  ; 
but,  in  duty  to  his  conftituents,  he  mud  oppofe  a  certain 

f»art  of  this  bill — the  duty  on  fugars.  It  was  no  proof,  he 
aid,  that,  becanfe  his  conftitvents  were  able  to  pay  thofe 
duties  during  the  late  war,  they  were  able  to  do  it  now.  In 
1793,  the  Weft  India  merchants  of  Liverpool  were  under 
ihe  neceffityof  applying  to  Parliament  for  relief,  which  was 
granted.  In  1795  ^^^^y  ^'^  ^^^  fame;  and  he  was  forry  tor 
fay,  they  mud  foon  do  fo  again  ;  and  all  thefe  applicfations 
were  for  relief  againft  the  old  duties,  and  to  enable  them  to 
fupport  the  fame,  whilft  the  Hovife  were  going  'to  lay  on 
new  doties.  He  in  lifted  it  was  a  lofing  trade.  He  did  not 
alkfor  any  exemption  or  diminution  of  the  duty,  but  only  « 
fufpenfion  of  it,  till  fome  outport  on  the  continent  (houitt 
be  open  to  us.  At  prefent  we  had  not  one  ;  and  therefore 
could,  have  no  export.  He  contended  alfo,  that  every  in- 
creafed  duty  muft  decreafe  the  confumption,  befides  the  ad^ 
ditional  duty  on  tea  muft  decreafe  the  confumption  of  fugar; 
That  the  traders  in  Liverpool  were  not  like  thofe  in  London, 
agents  who  receive  their  profits  on  what  they  difpofe  of ; 
they  were  in  the  fame  fituation  zi  the  planters,  participated 
in  the  misfortunes  of  the  iflands,  and  purchafed  their  goods 
tn  their  own  account  and  rifle ;  this  had  been  done  oil 
encouragements  dropped  from  time  to  time  by  theQiancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  as  to  the  continuance  of  peac^  He  faid, 
that  while  Parliament  t^as  laying  on  4s.  a  cwt.duty  on  fugar, 
it  S*as  falling  in  price  to  the  fame  amount ;  and  if  the  duties 
were  continued  to  be  fo  laid  on,  thofe  concerned  in  the  trade 
muft  withdraw  from  it.  He  afkrd  if  it  was  of  no  confe- 
quence  that  we  were '  excluded  from  Hamburgh,  Bremen, 
knd  all  the  p^i^s  on  the  continent  ?-He  Bid  not  blame  Mini- 
ftcrs  for  this,  but  they  ought  toconfider  whether  they -can 

remedy 
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remedy  it.  That  if  the  n^xt  cropis  came  fafei  they  would 
be  the  ruin  of  the  houfes  concerned  in  thefn>  vfho,  having 
no  market  for  them  by  export,  would  not  be  able  to  meet 
the  bills  that  would  accompany  them.  He  afluied  the  Houfe 
he  was  not  inftigated  by  thofe  who  are  to  much  interefted, 
to  take  the  part  he  now  did  ;  fur  his  conftituents  could  not, 
have  known  it,  fo  as  to  apply  to  him  for  the  purpofe ;  he 
did  it  as  an  zGt  of  duty*  which  he  thought  he  owed  them* 
He  repeated,  that  he  neither  a(ked  for  exemption  nor  dimi* 
nution,  but  only  a  rufpennon.  He  therefore  moved,  **  That 
it  be  an  inftrudion  to  the  Committee  to  infert  aclaufe  in  the 
bill  to  empower  his  Majefty's  Council  to  fufpend  the  faid 
duties  on  fugar  whenever,  and  for  fuch  period  of  time  as  ic 
Ihould  appear  to  them  neceflary  fo  to  do." 

The  Speaker  informed  the  Houfe,  that  he  was  of  opinion 
the  motion  was  neither  regular  nor  neceflary.     The  Com-^ 
mittee  was  the  proper  place  for  fuch  a  motion,  and  there- 
fore it  was  irregular }  and^  if  irregulari  it  muft  be  unne-« 
ceflfary. 

The  Chancelht^  of  the  Exchequer  fupported  this  opiniod^ 
and  the  Houfe  immediately  went  into  the  Committee.  Mr« 
Alexander  in  the  chair. 

General  Gafcajne  then  moved  a  claufe  to  the  fame  efFed. 

On  the  quedion  that  the  claufe  be  read  a  fecond  time^ 

Mr.  Vanftttart  rofe,  and  denied  the  aflTertioos  of  the  hon.' 
General  as  to  the  home  confumption,  and  indfted,  that,  not* 
witbdanding  the  duties,  the  confumption  during  the  laft  war 
increafed  no  lefs  than  yoojooo  cwt.  It  was  the  faine  as  to 
the  exports ;  for  we  are  not  now  excluded  from  any  ports  ou 
the  continent,  from  which  we  were  not  (hut  out  during  laft 
war,  es^cept  Hamburgh  ;  and  it  is  remarkable,  that  in  the 
year  during  which  we  were  excluded  from  that  port,  pur 
expoits  were  far  greater  than  during  any  other  year  of  .the\ 
war.  '  The  hon.  General  had  faid,  that  the  imports  of  fugars 
were  encourased  by  the  aflertions  of  Minifters  relative  to 
peace  ;  but  this  h^  denied,  and  faid,  Miniflers  had  (ini- 
ibrmly  cautioned  the  public  as  to  the  poflible  dangerof  rifk- 
log  too  nMtiti  on  that  fpeculation, 

GeDerat^ar/^/0/f  faid,  that  taxes  miift  be  impofed,  and  tbe^ 
country  fuppported.  If  at  any  time  he  (hould  receive  tnftruc* 
tions  from  hic'conflituents  on  any  fubjefl,  he  Ihould  be 
happy  to  ohjcy  them,  if  confonant  to  his  own  opiuion;  but  his 
conitituents''  had  returned  him  free,  and  he  hoped  he  ihould 
always  a£tonthe  fame  principle.    Looky.  fiud  hpi  to  any 

^       period 
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period.of  ten  years  during  the  lad  cenmry,  and  you  will  find 
that,  both  in  peace  and  war,  the  town  of  Liverpool  has  in- 
creaf&d  in  opulencet  populattoni  and  confcqaenee;  and  he 
believed^  tliat  if  his  hon.  colleague  would  leave  the  inhabitants 
to  foitow  ihcir  own  fpeculations  in  regard  to  trade  andcom^ 
mercey  they  will  yet  be  found  as  forward  in  acKancing  the 
commerce  of  their  townt  and  the  iiitereft  of  the  nation  in* 
^neral,  and  would  as  cheerfully  pay  the  taxes  they  (houM 
be  liable  to  be  charged  with,  as  any  other  part  of  this 
country. 

.  General  Gafc^yne  faid,  it  would  have  been  more  for  the 
credit  of  the  righx  hon.  Gentleman,  if  he  had  made  hif  pro- 
portion fuoner^  At.  the  time  ihe  Houfe  was  called  on  firft  to 
agree  to  this  dmy,  they  were  left  in  total  ignorance  of  a  fa*^ 
inen  known  to  Miniders^and  which  Once  came  out.  namely^ 
that  there  .was  not  4  fingle  port  open  to  the  trade  of  tbi3 
country  on  the  continent  of  Europe  ^  and  the  firft  communi- 
cation to  the  mercantile  iniere(fs  on  this  topic  was  by  a 
Britifb  frigate*  ftatlpnod  at  the  mouLth  ef  the  Eibe«  Which 
Earned  the  Sriiiib  (hips»  laden  with  Aigtr,  and  approaching 
that  river,  not  to  enter,  as  they  would  certainly  fal)  into  the- 
bands  of  the  enemy  ;  and  thus  thofe  (hips  with  their  car- 
goesy  weie  fent  back  to  this  country,  with  thofe  very  cargoes 
which  were  purchaTes  uiuler  the  aflurancc  of  permanent 

2eace»  gjiven  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman.  •  The  hon. 
ientlemaii  fpeaks  of  the  profits  ariGng  to  Liverpool  from  the 
prelent  war  i  it  is  but  a  (hort  month  fince  it  has  com- 
menced: how  then  was  a  criterion  to  be  formed  for  fuch  a 
conctufion  ?  An  hon.  General  too^  (lus  hon.  Friend) 
bad  talked,  generally  ofthe  improvement  of  the  town  and 
trade  of  Liverpoof:  no  argument  he  had  ufed  could  be  con<^ 
flrued  into  a  denial  of  that  general  profperity  ;  but  he,  (Gen. 
Gafcoync)  was  j^eaking,  of  a  particular  branch  of  trade* 
D^mely^  the  Weft  Indian ;.  his  only  object  vtias,  not  to  evade,, 
but  oi»ly  to  fufpend  the  duty  and  he  hardty  thought  the 
hon.  General  would*  Be  bold  enough  to  deny  that  the'  mer« 
chants  of  Liverpool  wiihed  for  fuoh  a  fufpenfibo.  The  hon. 
Qooeral  baddefiredbim  to  leave  the  merchants  of  tiferpool 
to  tjiemtblves  ;  this,  iadead,  had  been  pretty  much  tbe  prac«» 
ticeof  the  hon.

The  Committee  having  been  refumed,  they  proceeded  to 
the  confidcration  of  the  monition  claufe,  which  occafiooed  a 
good  deal  of  converfaiion,  and  fome  amendments  wei^e 
moved.  The  aBih,  ^th,  and  30th  claufes  paflcd,  fubjcd  to 
the  (amecircumftances.

Th^  Lord  Chancellor,  and  Lord  Alvanley  took  the  lead  in 
the  difcuffion ;  and  as  foqn  as  the  latter  had  concluded 
hi^  obfervations. 

The  isiri  ChmaUor  rofe  and  faid,  be>  really  did  not  know 
by  what  means  any  man  who  had  folemnly  taken  an  oath, 
wasr  to  .diAsharge  his  confcience   from  the  obligation  pf  it., 
^e  had  qq  conception  that»  having  pctce  tal^cntfae  oath,  hot

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c«uM  gfft  fMof  the  pefforf^iance  of  reiideiicey  if  thait  wcrd 
the  nbligation  of  it. 

<  'Th9.  Bifl^op  of  Stw  Jfiffh  entered^  mors  at  large  into  ihe 
qfitfiion.  He  went  back  ?o  the  ijiQ>iutioa  of  vicara,  or  a| 
iA^y  w«r«  then  teimed,  vicmni.  7'he re£ipr  tindouhu4Iy  was, 
a-  the  firft  ipftiuition  of  redortesi  entruftcd  with  ihe  fouia 
6f  thofe  in  his  parilh,  and  fo  he  was  to  this  dj^y.  Finding 
^tat  havihg  the  cure  of  fouls  compelled  him  to  refidence,  he 
faid  to  himfclff  *^  Tii -have  my  vicurius^  ox  deputy,  and  thea 
]  need  Mi  feftde/V  Upon  this  ground  the  vacarii  or  vrcara 
"were  originally  introduced  ;  but  the  latter  foon  found  out 
ihitt  the  eure'6't  folds  >vas  entrufted  to  the  redor,  andihere^ 
foreKi'r-nied  that  they  were  bound  to  refiJence,  faying»  tbaf 
the  re£^or,'  having  the  cure  of  fouls,  was  to  be  the  refufent  pa« 
ri(h  pricft.  His  L^rdihip  faid,  he  would  go  no  further  into 
the  argument,  thdntp  fay,  that  m6ft  indifputably  the  redor, 
and  the  vicar^  from  the  alteration  of  the  circumftances 
which  the  times  had  occafioned,  ought  to  be  placed  on  one 
and  the  fame  footing.  With  regard  t6  the  difchargeoFa 
man'^  confcience  from  the  obligation  of  ao  oat hr  which  he 
bad  taken,  be  h^d  himfelf  been  m^d^  embarralTtrd  as  to  the 
condufl  he  ought  to  pni  fne  under  an  oath,  which,  when  he 
was  Dean  of  Weftmmfter,  he  had  neceffariiy  taken.  The 
ohliga'inn  of  the  oath  was  fMindcd  on  the  flatut^sof  the 
^hajj.ef,a!l  proceeding  from  the  King,  and  as  dean  he  fhould 
(^(^  no  public  aft,  biW  in  the  prefcnce  of  fix  prebends,  atid  with 
fhe  (fotifenr  of  the  majority  of  the- fix.  It  was*  not  a  tei-y  eafy 
flatter  to  c<'1)c^^^  flic  prcbendi?  together.  To  remove  th'6 
difficulty,  the  chapter  prefentcd  a  peiition  to  his  Majelly  to 
fc'eganalrera'lhhbrtlft  flatute,  4nd  his  Mojefty,  by  and  with 
tW  advice  of  hts  pnvy  c<Mmci},  wa«  pleafcd  to  order  that 
the  prefience  of  ftHir  prebends,  and  the  produSion  of  three 
proKies,  fhc^iild  be  ftiffr-rient,  bs  far  as  went  to  gtye  autho« 
flty  totheadt  of  tlie  Dean  of  Weflminftcr;  but  no  confide* 
ration  what t;ver  was  h^A  in  this  regulation  to  the  Oath  which 
he  had  taken ;  the  whole  was  pafTtd  over,  and  he  felt  hinafcK 
m  a  very  unpieafanl  and  uneafy  fitua^on.  His  oatd  bnund 
him  to  one  lineof  condufl,  and  the  new  regulation  direQed 
him  to  another.  There  certainly  was  one  way  of  rnabliug  a 
ri^li)  c<Hifcrentiotifly  to  difpenfc  with  the  obligation  of  an 
oikth,  and  that  was,  to  difcharge  him  from  the  duty  which 
the  A^th  impofed.  That  mode  was  adopted  in  his  cafe,  and 
)^  belitv(:d  the  nroble  an^l  learned  jLord  aiGfi^  ia  4C0(>mmo. 

4^iing 
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lUtiog  hit  Ccnfeiciiee,  by  flicwififf  him  that  W  wraafcli^vill 
from  the  doty  that  his  oath  impoled  on  bim»  as  his  Ma)«ftyt 
iirom  vrhom  all  tha  ftatoies  of  the  chapter  of  WaftnuAftor 
.proceeded^  had  thought  proper  to  correS  and  change  thiif>d» 
gutat ions  laid  down  by  them.  As  to  the  prefeot  claule^  hit 
Juordflitp  faid,  that  he  thought  the  redtir  and  the  vicar  ought 
%o  (land  precilely  on  the  fame  footing,  and  he  owncdt  he  had 
Aiiich  rarhercunfefrffhat  ihcclaufe  (hould  (land,  and  the.vtoar 
lake  nooath«  *iian  thai  the  re£lor  (houtd  be  obliged  lotate 
an  oath  of  refidence.  If  the  one  did,  certainly  the  olhcf 
ought  to  do  the  farre. 

Thefcbfift:  was  agreed  to,  and  the  remaining  claufes  of 
<be  bill  patftd  with  only  a  few  verbal  amendments. 

After  the  bill  hjd  been  gone  through, 

The  Biftiop  of  Durham  rofe,  and  began  by  faying,  th((t 
be,  his  brethren,  and  the  public,  felt  the  liigheft  ubiigationa 
to  the  right  hon.  and  y^ry  learned  and  refpeftable  Gentle* 
tnan«  who  had  ventured  to  undertake  lu  arduous  a  tafk  as 
framing  a  bill  of  that  compreheniivc  nature ;  a  bin  calcu<^ 
lated  to  carry  into  effcdt  the  important  objed  of  enforcing 
the  reiidence  of  the  clergy  in  a  very  confiderable  degree, 
an  obje^  which  all  their  Lordfliips  muil  be  anxious  to  at- 
tain. The  effort  to  atchieve  fo  great  a  point  mvift  be  en- 
titled to  the  gratitude  and  the  thanks  of  every  ferious  and 
fincere  well-wifher  of  morality  and  religion.  They  had  ne3(t 
to  confefs  their  very  great  obligations  to  the  noble  and 
learned  Lord  on  the  Woolfack,  who  had,  throughout  the 
.trhole  proceedings  of  the  Committee,  taken  fo  much  pains 
to  throw  light  on  every  claufe  of  the  bill,  and  moft  efpe- 
ctally  for  the  great  afliftance  he  had  afF«>rded  the  Houfe  ifi 
his  iiluilration  of  the  2lft  of  Henry  the  Eighth,  which  he 
had  not  only  explained  to  the  advantai;e  of  the  Houfe,  but 
to  the  fatisfa^Ion  of  himfelf ;  as  the  noble  and  learhed  [jord 
tfad  owned,  he  was  not  aware  of  ^11  the  mifchievoiis  (fon^ 
fequences  of  that  ftatute,  till  his  attention  was  imperatively 
called  to  the  examination  of  it.  Much  good  hHd  Icfultlsd, 
his  Lordlhip  faid,  from  the  very  laborious  difcuffions  wliich 
the  prefent  bill  had  undergone,  though  there  ftill  remained 

Ijarts  of  it  that  were  not  quite  fattsfaftory ;  but  irs  the  noble  and 
earned  Lord  had  promiled  to  prepare  and  bring  forward  the 
neccWdry  amendments,  he  had  no  doubt  but  that  the  clauletf^ 
which  remained  imperfcft  and  incomplete,  wouW,  •  under 
the  correftive  hand  of  the  noble  and  learned  Lbrd,  bo  ren*- 
de/cd  pradticabte  and  eifeAual.    He  ownedy  that  he  could 

have 
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^▼e  wiflied  the  provifo  moYed  hj  the  right  rev.  Prelate 
'(the  fiilhopof  Loadon)  and  at  the  infiance  of  4he  noUe 
«flid  learned  Lord  withdrawn,-  had  been  made  part  of  the 
•^11.    The  objeft  of  that  provifo  was  aa  objeA  which  ail 
tweli-wi(hers  to  the  clergy  deiired,  viz.  that  the  refideii^ 
.  of  fome  fpiritual  perfon  ftiould  be^nfured  to  every  parifli  ia 
:ihe  kingdom,  which  WQuid  admit  of  reiidence.    Some  pai- 
'  riihes,  for  want  of  parfonage  houfes  and  for  other  reafooa, 
certainly  would  not.     If*  however*  the  paffing  ot  this  bill 
'^were  followed  up  by  the  introdufiion.of  another  bill,  with 
a  view  to  anfwer  the  purpofe  of  the  right  rev.  Prelate's  pro- 
ivifo^  the  objed  might  be  as  well,  if  not  more  effi.Aualiv 
obtained.     One  mpft  important  obje6>»  his  Lordfliip  Vsdd^ 
was  the  amelioration  of  the  provifion  f  »r  the  inferior  cleigy/ 
'Which  was  neceflarily  conneded  with  the  quelHon  of  en* 
,forcing.rciidence;  a  qucflion,  which  every  feiious  friend  to 
4he  church  eflablidiment  mufi  be  anxious  to  iee  latisfac- 
7lorily  difpofed  of.    There  were,  he  believed,  at  nrefent 
.between  eleven  and  twelve  thoufand  livings  in  Kngland» 
five  thoufand  of  which  were  under  lOOl.  a  year;  fo  that 
.there  remained  only  fevcn  thoufand,  tlie  income  of  which 
.was  above  that  fum.    The  bounty  of  Queen  Anne  w^is, 
perhaps,  the  moft  wifely  difpenfecl  charily  of  any  in  exift^ 
ence;  it  had  been  applied  hitherto  with  the  utmoft  pro- 
priety to  the  relief  of  the  inferior  clergy,  but  it  would  talce 
at  leaft  a  century  and  a  half  before  it  could  he  rendered  in 
its  application  extenfively  operative.  I'he  noble  and  leamcfl 
Loro  had  given'tbeir  Lordfhips  to  hppe,  that  a  bill  would 
fpeedily  be  brought  in  for  the  eftablifhment  of  a  means  of 
.provifion  for  curates,  and  the  enforcement  of  their  t;eiidence« 
during  the  abi'ence  of  the  re£lor  or  vicar  of  their  pariiheSb 
He  truAcd  that  the  hope  would  foon  be  realized.     Ihe 
/objefi  was  a  moft  4^ijrable  one,  and  the  fooner  it  was 
Adopted  ihe  better.     With  refpe£t  to  the  bill,  he  was  highly 
gratified  witli  the  degree  of  good  that  it  would  effect.     In 
thefe  times,  when  infidelity  prevailed  and  gained  ground^ 
too  much  care  could  not  be  taken  of  the  church  eftabli(h*> 
inent. .  Strange  and  extravagant  opinions  were  daily  broached 
by  ignorant  mechanics,  and  men  totally  devoid  of  literal* 
tnre  and  knowledge,  who  came  forward  vnder  the  charac- 
ter of  entiiuflails,  and  perfuaded  themfelves  that  their  zeal 
.was  a  fuiScient  apology  ^r  their  ignorance.     When  he 
.talked  of  enthufiafts,  his  Lordihip  faid,  he  by  no  means 
sntcndcd  to  convey  any  ccnfure  on  iba^t  very  refpedabli^ 
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de1crit>iion  of  p^tfonir  ^Wkv,  thoughr  they  differed '  itcm'ttio 
doSrine  and  difcipHoe  of  the  Cborch  ••£  Efigland,  wne 
tificerelf  pio^s,  and  only  wUbed  to  woiftfp  Ood^  in  tfab^ 
4»wn  way.  Such  men,  adingwith  due>iubordinatioii  to  ther 
goveroment  of  the  countfyf  weie  as*  vifluable  Aibjeds  aa 
aof  in  the- kingdom*  His  Lotdfhipx^afcet  adverting  to  » 
tariety  of  fubjefb,  in  fome  mode  rebtiveiy  conneded  with' 
the  bill,  faid,  he  triifted,  that  by  the  noble  and  learoof 
Lofd's  valuable  affift^nce^  the  bill  would  be  rendered  sal 
|>erfeft  as  the  nature  of  the  caft  would  admit (  and,  aes  it 
was  a  bill  calculated  to  promote  and  fecurethe  iatereils  of 
molality  and  rel^ioo,  he  could  not  end  what  be^had  fiiid 
better  than  in  the  words  of  the  Roman  x^rator,-  ^«  fer^ 
petum: 

llie  Lord  Chancellor  izxdy  Yit  feithimfelf  bi^ly  indebted^ 
to  the  Tight  rev.  Prelate  for  the  handibme  opimoii  whieb 
he  had  exprefied  refpeAing  him.  He  thou^t *4t  nebeffiuiy 
in  the  Dreient  jnftance  to  nate  to  the  Committee^  wfaat^ 
limit  ot  condud:  was  .which  he  thought  it  aecefiaryto  pmt. 
file.  He  meant  on  Monday  to  move,-  that  tfaei  liili'be  tq^ 
commbtedv  and  he  hoped  they  (hould  be  abte  ta  go  through 
the  Committee  that  nigbt,*  a»  he  conceived  ther:  woald  not 
IbtBk  k  neoeflary  to  debate  the  claofes  t)ver  again.  >He  ^It 
him&tf) pledged  to  frame  amendments, 'aifdbroigtbierofoit^ 
wfard  on  ieverai  of  the  claufes,  which  hadJxen  ileferveil 
ibciiitttie  conlideratifMi,  and  henvouid  prepare.iiimiiUf  fiir 
that  pbq^ofe.  '  Thei;e  then  would  remain  ckiiy  two  Objeds, 
naoiely^  t6  introduce  a  claufe  in  lieo  Of  thacsof  which  te 
iiad^moved  the  rejeftion,  and  inftead  of  iakii^  the  vahxfiiif 
iivicigs  as  tliey  ftood  in  the  King's  books  as  a  critsciobsif 
tb^  value,  to  order  a  certificate  to  be  rehdered^of  the  fdl 
fiUted  value  of  each  living,  which,  upon  bising  pradoeedtti 
jBoortamimCiCerof  evideaee,  would  be  open  to  theqaefticMi 
0r  rchnlieage  of  the  defeiidant.^  His  Lmdfbip.  faid,  te 
jtnew:no  criterion  muTe^fair:that  could  be  referred  to.  Tliia 
inattee  being  difpofcd^of^  JiisLordlhip  fatd,  *iic  knew  not 
kit  nf  jsne  important  point  *more  that  remained,' ^namdyi

barf 
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had  propofedy  or  to  make  it  part  of  another  and  a  (horf  bill^ 
which  would  probably  follow  dofe  upon  the  heels  of  the  pre- 
fent  bill*  and  be  immediately  introduced,  both  on  the  fub- 
y&  of  lefldence  of  curates  and  the  better  proviflon  of  the 
inferior  clergy.     The  noble  Lord  behind  him  (Lord  Auck- 
land j,  he  was   fure,  would  nor,  from   wnat  he  had  faid« 
charge  him  with  having  pledged  himfelf  to  bring  in  fuch  a 
bilL  but  he  would  fairly  fay,  that  he  would  give  it,  both  in 
and  out  of  the  Houfe,  the  bed  affiftance  he  had  it  in  his 
power  to  give;  and  he  could  not  help  thinking,  that  tne 
©bjc^  of  fnch  a  provifo  as  the  right  rev.  prelate  had  pro* 
pofed,  might  be  belter  fecured  in  that  way,  than  by  clog- 
iDg  the  prefent  bill  with  it.     His  Lordlhip  faid,  he  believed 
he  had  now  fpoketi  to  all  that  it  was  neceflary  for  him  to 
ftaiejefpefling  the  prefenl  bill.     He  knew  not  whether  he 
had  made  himfelf  clearly  underftoody  but*  his  opinion  was^ 
that  11  had  better  pafs  as  a  permanent  than  a  temporary  bill. 
The  difference  between  the  two  was  this:  A  permanent  bill 
Was  opt-n  to  the  difcretion  of  Parliament,  anS  if  great  in-' 
conveniences  were  found  to  refult  from  it.  Parliament  might 
think   proper  to  revifeand  to  re-confider  it;  whereas,  if 
it  were  a  bill  for  a  limited  duration,  Parliament  qauft,  at  the 
expiration  of  a  certain  period,  take  it  into  revifion*     He 
had  already  faid  enough,  to  (hew  that  he  thought  it  hadi 
better  pafs  as  a  permanent  bill.     His  Lordihip  added,  that^ 
he  meant  on  Monday  to  move  for  its  recomnnitmenti  and  he 
hoped  that  the  Committee  would  go  through  and  complete 
all   the  rcfcrved  parts  of    the  bill  before  the  Committee 
feparated.     He  then  meant  to  move  that  the  bill  be  printed, 
and  he  hoped  they  would  be  able  to  read  it  a  third  time  on' 
Wednefday. 

Lord  Auckland  rofe,  and  declared  that  he  thought  that  the 
annexation  of  a  claufe  to  the  tflfed  thus  propofed  by  the  noble 
and  right  rev.  Prelate,  an  abfolutely  receifary  qualification 
of  the  prefent  bill.     Without  it,  he  fliould  confiderthe  bill 
not  asa  bill  to  fecure  refidence,  but  as  a  bill  to  invite  to  non- 
refidence.     The  noble  and  learned  Lord  had  faid,  that  they 
were  all  agreetl,  that  to  fecure  the  refidence  of  a  clergyman' 
in  every  par'iih,  village,    and  hamlet,  were  defirable.      If 
they  wete  all  agreed  iti  that  eflenttal' point,  why  rctufe  to 
ma^e  ufe  of  the  prefent  opportunity  to  enforce  it  ?,  He  hkd- 
great  deference  and  gre^t  rcfpeft  for  every  thing  that  fell 
from  fuch  high  authority  as  the  noble  and  learned  Lord,' 
biH  he  could  not  think-  that  It  wa&  right  tp  trpft  to  chance" 
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vhat  might  be.  made  a  matter  of  certainty.  For  his  part» 
thinking  as  he  did,  that  the  fecuring  the  reftdence  of  fome 
clergyman  in  every  parifli,  wher*  fiich  refidence  could  be 
ipade  praSicable,  was  as  great  an  object  as  any  one  obje£t 
of  the  bill ;  he  could  not  reconcile  it  to  his  confcience  an4 
turn  his  back  upon  it,  under  the  confolation  that  it  would  be 
endeavoured  to  be  done  at  another  time.  With  regard  to  the 
fate  of  the  billy  the  Houfe  ought  to  do  their  duty,  regardiefs 
of  future  confequences.  He  did  not  believe  that  the  rifque 
which  the  noble  and  learned  Lord  apprehended  was  any 
rifque  at  all.  The  other  Houfe  would  probably  throw  the 
bill  over  the  table,  but  they  would  immediately  bring  in  an- 
other, adopting  fome,  if  not  all,  of  their  Lordihips'  amend- 
ments ;  and  he  would  feel  bound  to  acquiefce  in  it,  if  that 
were  the  line  of  condud  the  Commons  purfued;  but  he  mu(t 
contend,  that  the  hour  of  acquiefcence  was  not  yet  arrived. 
He  had  it  in  his  power,  as  yet,  to  slA  individually  as  a  Pee^ 
of  Parliament,  and  he  mud  again  remind  their  Lordihips, 
that  they  ought  not  to  be  governed,  in  a  con fcient ions  dif- 
charge  of  their  duty,  by  any  confideration  of  what  might  hap- 
pen elfewhere ;  they  were  to  think  and  zSt  for  themfclves, 
and  while  the  bill  was  before  them  to  make  it  as  perfed  as 
poflible. 

,  Lord  Jlvanky  faid,  he  entertained  the  utmod  refpe^l  foi 
his  noble  and  learned  Friend,  and  thought  higher  of  his  opi- 
nion than  of  that  of  any  man  In  exiitence;  but  the  noble 
Rod  learned  Lord  had  not  accompanied  his  objcdions  with 
his  reafons  for  not  agreeing  to  a  motion,  in  fubftance  and 
etfed  fimilar  to  the  provifo  moved  by  the  right  rev.

Deferred  tflt 
Monday  the  fecond'  reading  of  the  Scotch  cotton  manti«* 
fadurers  bill,  and  leave  given  to  the  petitioners  againft  tha 
bill  to  be  heard  by  counfel.  Ordered  that  the  Scotch  High* 
land  road  and  bridge  bill  be  printed. 

On  the  queftion  being  put  oo  the  fecond  reading  of  the  tax 
on  property  bill, 

Mr.  Fergufoti  obferved,  that  the  bill,  in  his  opinion,  i&« 
fringed  the  A£t  of  Union  with  Scotlandf  as  it  was  agreed  by 
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nrhat  might  be.  made  a  matter  of  certainty.  For  his  part» 
thinking  as  he  did,  that  the  fecuring  the  refidence  of  foroe 
clergyman  in  every  parifh,  wher*  fiich  refidence  could  be 
made  prafticable,  was  as  great  an  obje£):  as  any  one  objedt 
of  the  bill ;  he  could  not  reconcile  it  to  his  confcience  and 
turn  his  back  upon  it,  under  the  confolation  that  it  would  be 
endeavoured  to  be  done  at  another  time.  With  regard  to  the 
fate  of  the  billy  the  Houfe  ought  to  do  their  duty,  regardiefs 
of  future  confequences.  He  did  not  believe  that  the  rifque 
which  the  noble  and  learned  Lord  apprehended  was  any 
rifque  at  all.  The  other  Houfe  would  probably  throw  the 
bill  over  the  table,  but  they  would  immediately  bring  in  an* 
other,  adopting  fome,  if  not  all,  of  their  Lordihips'  amend- 
ments ;  and  be  would  feel  bound  to  acquiefce  in  it,  if  that 
were  the  line  of  condud  the  Commons  purfued ;  but  he  miifl 
contend,  that  the  hour  of  acquiefcence  was  not  yet  arrived.

'  The  order  of  the  day  was  moved,  for  taking  his  Majefty^s 
xneflage  into  confideration. 

-  Lord  Hoiart  fzidf  that  in  ri(h)g  to  propofe  the  order  of 
the  day,  he  did  not  think  it  neceflary  to  occupy  much  of 
their  Lordfliips  time. in  order  to  induce  them  to  adopt  the 
recommendatioo  contained  in  his  Majefly's  meflage.     He 

0  was 
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Was  convinced,  that  whateverdtflerence  of  opinion  might  arife 
as  to  the  manner  of  adling  on  the  addrefs,  there  could  he 
none  with  regard  to  the  neceiTity  of  following  it  up  by  fuch 
meafurcs  as  w^re  required  by  the  prefent  ftate  of  the  country. 
He  therefore  deemed  it  his  duty>  in  confequence  of  the  (itua- 
lion  he  held,  to  throw  out  a  general  outline  of  the  intentions  of 
Government  with  refpcA  to  the  object  of  the  addrefs  anil 
the  pledge  he  meant  it  (hould  contain.  He  was  fure  all  their 
Lordfliips  mud  feel  the  indilpenfible  neceRity  of  placing  th^s 
country  in  fuch  a  fituation,  as  not  only  to  render  it  (ecure 
from  the  attack  of  the  enemy,  but  alfo  to  render  fuch  an 
attempt  fo  Utile  likely  to  fucceed/  as  to  deter  the  enemjr 
from  carrying  thofe  defigns  into  execution,  which,  it  was 
evident,  they  had  in  contemplation.  With  refpedl  to  the 
plan  itfflf,  their  Lordfhips  would  underfiand,  that  what  he 
had  to  propofe  was  nothing  more  than  ap  outline.  Much 
would  depend  on  the  variety  of  the  roeafures  that  would  oC"- 
cur  tocarry  the  plan  into  execution  ;  thexefore,  with  refpedl 
to  the  detail,  it  was  not  his  intention. to  enter  into  it.  He 
ihould  jRate  thetntUine,  merely  that  their  Lord (bip$^  might 
carry  it  in  their  ipinds,  and  be  the.  better  enabled  ts^hjclircurs 
it  when  it  was  f)rought  forward.  Their  Loidfliips  wero 
awar^  how  extremely  effential  it  was,  that  the  plan  (hould 
be.  carried  into  effefl  with  as  much  expedition  as  polTible*  A 
large  and  confiderable  force  was  neceflary  to  be  colleded  in 
i^is  country  for  refifting  the  enemy ;  and  he  had  no  difficulty 
ill  ^ting,  tha%  on  the  part  of  the  military,  every  exertion 
had  been  made,. ;and  was  makino;,  to  increafe  the  force  of 
the  regular  army  by  every  pofllible  means ;  but  it  was  appa.- 
rentthat  thofe  exertions  coljld  not  have  the  cfFedl  of  producing 
that  force  we  wifiied  to  have  ftationed  in  the  country.  To 
produce  fuch  a  force  by  ordinary  means  would  be  fo  difficulty 
that  it  was  incu[mbent  in  his  Majelly's  lyiiniAers  to  fuggeffc 
extraordinary  means,  and  he  was  forry  to  fay,  that  neceffity 
required  thofe  means  (hould  be  of  a  coppulfory  nature.  He 
fliould  have  much  regretted  if  it  had  fallen  to  his  lot  to  have 
recommended  a  meafure  which  the  country  had  never  been 
accudomed  to.  Be  was  fenfible  of  the  difBcultv  of  obtaining 
fo  great  a  number  of  men  as  were  requTrcd,  without  incon- 
venience to  the  induftry  of  the  country.  ,Upon  that  fubje6jt 
,  he  bad  only  to  fay,  that,  although  the  meafure  he  (hould 
propofe,  would  to  a  certain  degree  have  the  efFt:£l  of  preffing 
updn  the  induilrv  of  the  country,  yet  it  was  triflingicompare^ 
10  the  danger  oi  expofing  th6  country  to  the  cunfequenbes 

which 
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noble  Secretary  of  State,  after  which  he  referred  to  the  flate 
of  the  country  with  regard  to  its  internal  flrength  in  the  reign 
of  Elizabeth,  when  an  invaGon  was  threatened  by  means  of 
the  Spanifli  Armada,  and  the  difFcrent  periods  when  there 
exited  a  danger  of  invafion,  particularly  after  the  expiilfion 
•f  the  S'uart5,  at  the  dliFcrent  periods  of  17139  1742,  and 
X745*     He  entered  into  a  warm  panegyric  of  the  fyHem  of 
the  militia,  a  fyilem  to  the  operation  of  which,  he  laid,  his 
family  owed  the  throne — he  (lated  the  great  increafe  that  had 
been  made  to  the  militia  in  the  courfe  of  the  war,  which 
commenced  in  the  year  1783;  it  was  ho  lefs  an  addition 
than  from  32,000  to  114,000.     He  exprefled  his  fatisfadlion 
At  the  increafed  ftrength  of  the  country.     He  faid,  he  (hould 
always  be  attached  to  ihe  militia  ryftcra,  and  he  truAed,  that 
in  recrni*ing  the  militia,  reference  would  be  had  to  that  por- 
'tion  of  the  ftrength  of  the  country  which  was  to  be  found  in 
the  Highlands  of  Scotland.     It  was  a  part  of  the  country  in 
which  the  men  were   particularly   qualified    for    fuldiers. 
Thinking,  as  he  did,  the  prefent  mea Cure  could  not  obtain 
his  fupport.     He  had  no  wifh  or  dtfire  to  oppofe  his   Ma- 
jefly's  Miniders,  for  he  was  of  opinion,  that  had  his  Maje(ly*s 
Minifters  broke  oiF  the  negotiation  fooner,  they  would  have 
done  an  improper  aA:  but  havingf  at  length  broken  it  offp 
and  commenced  war,  it  was  their  duty  to  have  advifed  oflFen- 
five  and  not  defenfivc  meafnres.  He  believed  no  country  efer 
went  to  war  with  fo  much  unanimity,  and  it  was  therefore 
the  duty  of  his  Majefly's  MiniOers  to  recommend  ftrong 
mea fares.     He  (hould  wi(h  to  propofe  to  raife  40,000  men 
for  EngJand,  and  8^000  men  for  Scotland:  if  the  population 
of  that  country  would  admit  of  more,  he  would  have  more 
taifcd:  18,000  men  were  as  much  as  Ireland  could  afford. 
Confideringjthe  prefent  (ituatiort  of  Europe  ;  confidering  the 
condufi  of  that  madly  ambitious  tyrant,  the  Coffican  harle-^ 
qiiin  of  mifchief,  he  faw  nothing  that  ought  to  excite  alarm. 
He  was  not  afraid  of  him,  or  any  attempt  he  had  it  in  his 
power  to  make;  he  would  find  ihofe  who  were  ready  to 
meet  him,  if  he  ventured  to  come  here.     He  wi(hed  to  raife 
40,000  men  throughout  the  United  Kingdom  for  general  fer- 
vice,  to  po  north,  ibuth,  eafl,  and  weft,  and  to  be  ofl[icere»!  by 
his   Majefly's  officers   only ;  he    would   have  them   raifed 
imdcr  the  piomife  that  they  (hould  be  difcharged  at  the  end 
of  the  war.     He  alfo  propofed  that  they  (hould  have  his  Ma* 
jeHy's  bounty  the  fame  as  other  foldiers  ;  that  they  (hould  be 
cccafionaily  replaced,  and  be  liable  to  ferve  in  America,  the 
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£a(l  or  Weft  Indies,  or  any  part,  of  Europe,  where  theif 
fervice  might  be  neceflary.  The  force  now  to  be  raifcdy  it 
vfas  true,  amounted  to  50^000  men ;  but  thefe*  he  con- 
tended, would  not  be  fo  efficient  as  40,000  to  go  all  over  the 
world.  He  whs  defirous  of  having  an  oflFcnfive  force,  and  not 
merely  a  defrnHve  one.  His  Royal  Highnefs  faid,  he  was 
at  no  time  difpofed  to  fupport  motions  for  the  produdion  of 
papers,  but  he  colild  wiih  to  move  far  an  account,  (hewing 
the  amount  of  the  exiding  naval  force  of  France  and  Spain. 
He  (hbuld  rejoice  to  fee  the  whole  force  of  France  and  Spain 
venture  out.  Sure  he  was  it  would  never  find  its  way  back, 
but  would  be  brought  into  the  ports  of  Great  Britain.  He  * 
obferved,  that  while  France  was  governed  by  an  ambitious 
man,  the  plan  of  an  invafion  of  this  country  might  be  attempt- 
ed; it  therefore  became  us  to  be  fully  prepared;  and  think- 
ing the  meafure  propofed  inadequate,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to 
oppofejr. 

Earl  Grojvener  obferved,  that  it  was  defirable  every  degree 
of  exertion  poflible  (hould  be  made.  He  was  happy  to  find 
there  was  that  vigour  in  thf  meafures  of  his  Majefty's  Minif- 
ters  which  he  always  expeSed  from'  them*  The  only  doubt 
leemed  to  him  to  be  with  regard  to  the  application  of  the 
force  to  be  raifed.  The  noble  Secretary  of  State  bad  given 
merely  the  outline  of  his  plan.  He  hoped  care  would  be 
taken,  when  the  bill  was  brought  forward,  that  there  (hould 
be  no  impediments  with  refped  to  recruiting  for  the  line. 
The  mfide  of  railing  thefe  50,000  men  was  by  the  fyftein 
which  had  been  adopted  for  the  lad  fifty  years.  Their  Lord-  ' 
Chips  woiild  obferve,  that  the  perfons  ballotted  for  the  militia 
were  reprefented  by  others.  This  (Iruck  him  as  a  defeft  in  the 
Qfiilitia  fyftem  If  it  was  a  defef^,  it  was  necefTary  10  con* 
fider  what  other  mode  could  be  adopted.  The  other  that 
prefented  itfelf  was,  that  thofe  ballotted  for  (hould  be  obliged 
to  (erve  perfonally.  To  this  there  were  objedions  ;  it  ap- 
proached too  much  to  the  fyftem  adopted  in  France,  and 
befides  was  not  according  to  the  general  principles  of  the 
militia  fyftem.  Another  was,  that  they  ihouid  ferve  unlefs 
they  could  find  fubftitutes  for  a  given  fum,  fuch  as  would 
not  interfere  wiih  raifing  troops  of  the  line.  This  he  threiv 
out,  that  his  Majefty's  Mlniflers  might  turn  the  fubjeft  in 
their  mitids.  He  undoubtedly  rejoiced  that  this  propofition 
had  been  made,  becaufe,  condu£ted  as  he  had  tio  doubt  the 
f(»rce  to  he  raifed  would  be,  it  mud  be  more  efficient  than  if 
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the  defence  of  the  country  was  intruded  to  volunteers.  No 
one  was  more  dtfpofed  than  himfelf  to  do  juftice  to  the  zeal 
and  bravery  evinced^  by  the  volunteers  in  the  courfe  of  the 
lad  wa^,  but  it  mud  be  evident  to  every  one,*  it  was  impof- 
iible«  with  regard  to  thera,  that  fuch  a  fyftem  of  difcipline 
c«uld  be  carried  into  efficAy  as  would  render  their  fei  vices 
efficient  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  the  country. 
'  The  Earl  of  Carnarvon  fa  id,  It  is  difficult,  without  a  fuller 
detail  of  the  plan  opened  by  the  noble  Secretary »  to  enter  at 
large  into  the  projeAed  fyOem  of  defence,  though  I  certainly 
have  (Irong  objections.  The  outline,  however,  h<i$  been 
fufficiently  maiked  to  render  it  impoflibie  to  let  it  pafs  with- 
out  fome  obfervaiion>,  left  filence  (hould  be  in'erpreted  into 
acquiefcence,  whilft  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  refift  the  priacip»es 
from  whence  it  flows,  and  any  plan  derived  from  luch  a 
Iburcc  in  every  flage  in  which  it  (hall  prefent  itfelf.  '1  he 
illuftrious  perfon  in  the  feat  below  me  has  truly  obferved,that 
this  fyftcm  of  defence  is  objectionable,  for  the  very  reafon 
tiiat  it  is  a  fyOcm  of  defence  fimply,  and  onjhat  account  not 
calculated,  according  td  the  King's  meflage,  to  profecute  the 
war  with  vigour  :  the  objedion  is  mod  forcible,  and  of  the 
utmoft  importance ;  for  a  greater  folly  cannot  be  committed 
than  to  prcfs  into  a  war  for  any  reafon,  and  prepare  only  for 
defence  ;  in  this  obje£lion  I  entirely  concur  with  the  illuf* 
trious  perfon  ;  nor  is  the  objection  leflTened  by  the  intended 
refervaiion-  to  the  men  raifed  by  the  propofed' ballot,  that 
they  may  at  their  pleafure  enlilt  from  the  ftipulated  dcfen*. 
five,  into  the  regular  unlimited  fervice.  This  refervation 
vn  the  very  z&.  that  creates  the  limited  fervice  is  an  acknow- 
ledgment of  its  efficacy,  admits  the  want  of  what  is  called 
a  difpofeable  force  without  providing  for  it ;  leaving  it  to 
change,  and  to  a  double  enliftment,  which  is  a  grufs  wafte  of 
the  public  refources,  firft  by  the  plunder  of  the  ballotted 
man  who  individually  pays  for  his  home  defence  and  is  dc* 
prived  of  it»  and  by  the  fecond  purchafe  of  the  fame  recruit 
from  one  public  fervice  to  another.  The  illuftrious  perfon 
alfo  faid,  that  we  are  not  at  war  fpecifically  for  Malta,  but 
Ibr  the  infupportable  infults  and  ambitious  encroachments  of 
France:  I  muft  in  this  take  the  liberty  to  differ  in  opinion, 
though  indeed,  by  the  fingular  management  of  his  Majefty's 
Mtniliers,  every  man  avoids  the  minifterial  reafon  for  the 
war,  and  adopts  fome  caufe  in  his  own  opinion  more  ade- 
quate and  juftifiable  ;  but  aoman  who  has  read  the  negofia- 
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lions  on  ihe  table  can  difguife  to  himfelf,  that  if  ten  years 
leafe  (as  a  noble  Earl  termed  it  in  a  former  debate)  of  Malta 
and  the  reverfion of  Lannpedofa  had  been  concededto  the' ul- 
timatum of  Minifters,  we  (hould  not  now  be  at.  war  ;  they 
leave  us  indeed  to  fight  io  imagination  for  any  of  the  infults 
or  encroachoiicnts  we  pleafe  \  but  when  we  have  bled  and 
paid  lor  our  own  imaginary  wars,,  tbey  will»  if  they  ad  up 
to  their  own  fenfe  of  their  duty  and  of  the.  public  intereft, 
Diakc;.  peace  when  the  objects  of  their  war  are  obtained. 
Whether  thecaufe  for  which  they  have  plunged  the  country 
into  war  is  an  adequate  caufe,,  or  whether  the  in/ulljs  and 
encroachments  which  MiniHers,  by  ^onceflionsy  fubmif- 
fions^  and  feeble  remon(lrances,  bave  encojuraged^  are  better 
groundsi  is  aot  4  matter  at  prefent  of  material  difcuflioo  ; 
the  lad  ifi  certainly  not  the  war  which  Mlnifters,  under  his 
Maje(iy's  prerogaiive»  have  engaged  us  in.  But  whatever 
may  be  the  caufe  of  the  war,  we  mud  be  the  vi£lims  if  we 
do  not  prepare  to  profecuteit  with  vigour ;  inllead  of  which, 
the  noble  Secretary  has  opened  his  plan  of  defence,  which  is 
highly  obj«Sionable  in  its  limited  objedl,  and  in  its  fource 
isan.unjud  and  oppreflive  levy  by  requifition,  falling  un- 
equally^ cruelly  bunl)enromeon  fome  individuals,  and  ex- 
empting large  dafles,  equally,  or  mure  able  to  take  their 
(hare  ot  the  public  burthens.  A  ballot  is  a  tax  to  raife  mo* 
ney  under  the  pretence  of  raifmg  men;  it  is  calculated  only 
to  difcharge  ihe  public  purfe  from  the  expence  of  the  levy, 
and  throw  it  on  any  individual,  rich  or  poor,  without  any  con- 
fideraiion  of  juftice,  without  attention  to  any  principle  of 
equitable  diflribution  of  public  burthens,  according  to  the; 
abilities  to  bear  them  ;  it  is  a  tax  founded  on  po  found  prin- 
ciple of  taxation.  The  pretence  is,  that  men,  nor  money,  is 
fought ;  this  is  a  fraudulent  artifice.  A  ballot  has  no  pecu^* 
liar  advantages  in  raifrng  men;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  not  in 
any  view  comparable  for  that  purpofe  to  the  old  mode  of 
raifing  recruits  by  what  the  illuftrious  perfon  who  lately 
(jpoke,  calls  the  Kind's  bounty.  Is  it  the  fcarcity  of  men 
which  has  forced  Government  to  this  mode,  which,  con- 
trary to  their  wi(h,  involves  an  nnjud  tax  ?  The  fcarcity 
equally  exii(s  to  the  fortner,  if  it  in  fa5t  exids,  notwic:  (land- 
ing the  increafed  population.  The  faimcr  can  no  more  find 
the  non-exiding  man  than  Government  can  ;  but  it  will  be 
faid,  1  fuppofe,  that  the  balloited  man,  who  would  not  be 
tempted  to  become  a  recruit  and  ferve  in  the  ranks,  from  cafy 
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fortune  aod  npugnam  habits  of  life,   will,  by  a  btHor,  be 
forced  to  fervc  himfelt  if  m.  fubftitutc  cam  be  found,  and  the 
Jcarciiy  wiil  by.tWs  means  be  removed.     Do  the  authors  of 
this  plan  mean  ferteufly,  or  cxpea,   that  men  whom  fcduca- 
lion,  fominevand'habit  in  li>e,  render  unfit  for  tho-ftatton, 
will  fubniit  to  (erve  in  the  raRks  and  do  the  duty  of  a  coixw 
mon  foldicr,  mixed  with  tJiem,  liable  to  the  fame  tj^aimenc 
of  every  fort,  and  fubjeft  to  the  fanie  cocrciorf^  if  ihey  do 
cxpeflihis,  they  will  involve  the  country  in  the  uimoftcon- 
fufion,  in  the  mod  difficult  and  preffing  moments  ;  for  no  Ic- 
grflative  authority,  or  common  courfe  of  legal  coercion,  can 
produce    fuch   fubmilTion  ;    men  may  be   compelled  by  a 
fine  to  pi/rchafc  a  fubftitutc,  if  he  is  to  be  found  wHh^  the 
amount  of  the  fine :  this  I  have  heard  called  a  Voluntary  tax» 
becaufe  chofen  by  the  party  in  preference  to  a  greater  evil  im- 
pofed.     Money  extorted  by  the  piftol  of  a  highwayman  is  as 
voluntary.     The  argument  is  infult  added  to  the  oppreflioo  t 
a  greater  evil  redeemable  by  a  fine,  is  a  tax«(and  meant  as 
fuch)  enforced  by  a  heavy  penal  coercion  ;   it  is  a  tax  in  in- 
tention as  well  as  cfFed,  and  the  mod  oppreflUve  bncaufe  the 
mod  unequal  that  can  be  devifcd :  it  is  a  tax   which  ought 
to  be  levied  in   proportion  to  the  pecuniary  abilities  of  the 
Country  at  large,    without  partial   exemptions;  it  is  a  tax 
which  docs  not  affed  the  wealthy  body  of  the  clergy  ;  it 
reaches  no  property  poflefTed  by  perfons  above  45  and  under 
15  ;  it  exempts   the   univerfities,  -women,  and  all  peifons, 
whom  the  ballot,  under  the  pretence  of  raifing  foldiers,  doed 
not  fubje«fi  to  the  pecuniary  fine  ;  to  thofe  who.are  too  poor 
to  pay  the  fine,  it  is  a  mcreprefs  warrant,  except,  perhaps,  that 
the  pari(h  may,  as  in  the  militia  ballot  (to  which  the  nobie 
Secretary  aHimilaics   it)  be  called  upon  to  give  a  pecuniary 
gratification  to  fuch  paupers  as  are  drawn,  in  which  cafe  the 
operation  of  the  tax  is  more  extenfively  unjufland  unequal ; 
for  then  not  only  the  above  lift  of  exemptions  from  the  bai- 
lor, but  the  lift  of  exemptions  from  the  payment  of  this  pe« 
cuniary  gratification,  is  moft  oppreffively  increafed,  as  it  in- 
cludes all  the  monied  inierefts  of  the  kingdom,  ftock-holders, 
merchants,  rradefmen,  placemen,  penfioners,  and  the  nume- 
rous claffcs  of  wealthy  perfons  who  have  efcaped  the  opera- 
lion  of  the  poor  rates.     Will  any  noble  Lord  venture  to  af- 
fcrt  that  this  exemption  from  the  pecuniary  burthen   for  the 
defence  of  the  country  is  reafonable  ?     Will  they  venture  to 
fay  that  thofe  who  will  be  more  grrevoufly  oppreffed  by  ijiofii 
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cxemptionsi  voluntarily  acquiefce  In  the  operation  of  this 
taXy  To  circumftanced  ?  No  perron  will,  I  am  fure,  aflen  it ; 
but  it  is  wi(hed  that  it  ihould  pafs  unobferved  that  it  is  a 
pectmiary  levy,  and  be  fuppofed  a  levy  of  nncn  from  »he  ne- 
cefliiy  of  getting  men  fpeedily«  If  expedition  in  raifmg  the 
men  is  the  motive,  fine  inftead  of  ferving,  defeats  the  purpofe, 
atid  forced  iervice  in  the  ranks,  of  all  claflea,  is  impracii« 
cable  ;  and  I  wi(b  the  reafon  for  fuppofrtig  a  ballot  the  moft 
expeditious  mode  of  getting  n^efi  was  ftated — It  is  certainly 
paft  my  comprehenfion.  The  delay  in  forming  the  plan» 
which  has  wafted  the  whole  fpace  between  the  King's  mef'- 
fage  till  the  prefent  moment  ;  the  pi-odudion  and  dtrcuflion 
oi  the  bill  in  both  houfes  before  it  pafTes,  the  preparation  for 
the  ballot,  the  ballot  and  appeals,  miift  alt  produce  a  necef- 
fary  lofs  of  time,  before  the  farmer,  the  agent  of  the  gen<» 
lleman,  of  the  tradefman,  &c.  on  Whom  the  ballot  falls,  be- 
^ns  his  attempt  to  recruit.  The  recruiting  ferjeant  would 
have  begun  on  the  King's  meflfage  of  expeded  war;  but  let 
the  farmer,  >pari(h  officer,  or  gentleman's  agent,  ftart  at  the 
fame  moment  with  recruiting  ferjeants,  does  any  n^ble 
Lord  really  perfuade  himfelf  that  this  lad  clafs  of  people  are 
better  calculated  for  the  purpofe  of  tempting  recruits  to  the 
ferviccT  than  a  ferjeant  ?  The  theatre  of  the  ferjeant  is  the 
alehottfe ;  his  drefs,  figure,  the  ftory  of  the  deeds  he  had 
done,  of  his  fuccefsful  amours,  work  powerfully  on  all  the 
paflions  of  youth,  aided  by  liquor,  and  the  ferjeant  has  no 
competitor  in  his  objed  :  the  other  recruiting  clafs  is  not 
the  aleboufe  aflbciate  of  the  man  he  is  to  tempt ;  he  has  nei*- 
ther  the  feducing  drcfs  and  improved  figure,  nor  can  he  raife 
ihe  tempting  image  of  profperous  heroifm  and  gallantry  ;  he 
cannot  be  fuppofed  to  have  equal  means  to  allure,  and  he  has 
in  every  corner  of  the  market  a  competitor  in  his  diftreiTed 
neighbour.  The  recruit  foon  fipds  that  he  is  bid  for,  and 
whbbolds  himfelf  for  a  higher  price.  In  the  ferjeant's  ne- 
gotiation money  is  not  the  obje6l ;  for  that  is  fixed,  and  the  in- 
clination for  the  fervice  is  alone  to  be  excited ;  but  if  any  per- 
foncould  fuppofethat  the  farmer  and  ferjeant  with  equal  levy 
money,  hadequal  talents  for  the  buHnefs,  the  farmer  muft  make 
up  for  the  long  loft  time,  before  the  ballot  has  called  him  into 
Action  ;  fo  that  the  ferjeant  has,  under  thefe  circumftances, 
l^eatly  the  advantage  in  fpeedily  completing  his  levy  of  men. 
But  admitting  his  fuperior  (kiU  and  addrefs,  whfdh  cannot 
be  doubted,  the  expedition  with  which  he  will  have  com- 
pleted 
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pleted  his  levy  will  bear  no  comparifon  with  the  flower  pro- 
grefs  of  any  other  man  ;  and  no  imaginary  advantage  can  be 
fuppofed  in  the  balloted  man»  if  the  farmer's  fine  and  the  re- 
cruiting ferjeant';*  bounty  is  the  fame.  But,,  iuftead  of  fpe- 
cific  fines,  the  farmer,  the  opulent  tradefman,  and  gentle- 
man are  to  be  dragged  from  their  domeltic  occupations^  to 
endure  the  nnaccuilomed  fwerities  of  fervice  in  the  ranks; 
unlefs  they  canon  any  terms  find  a  ful>(titute  within  a  li/nit- 
cd  time,  it  reverts  to  the  cafe  of  an  oppreflive  tax  enforced 
i>y  torture*  Minifters  feem  ignorant  of  the  principle  of  tax- 
ation, or  that  the  refources  of  the  country,  which  ihey  have 
fo  often  in  their  mouths,  lay  in  the  equitable  diftribution  of 
the  burthens  of  the  (late,  in  proportion  to  the  abilities  of  each 
perfon  tobearthecn.  Where  thcfe  equitable  rules  are  ob- 
served, the  country  may  detetl  the  rulers  who  involve  them  in 
the  hard  neceility  of  diminifhing  their  comforts ;  but  if  they 
felt  perfeci  jufiice  and  equality  in  thedlitribution  of  the  bur- 
thens, they  would  acquiefcc  with  more  readinefs  and  pa- 
triotifm  in  the  neceflities  of  the  times  ;  but  called  upon  with 
mod  palpable  and  obvious  contempt  of  every  equitable  prin- 
ciple; as  when  an  unequal  levy  of  money  is  called  a  levy  of 
men  ;  a  land  tax,  to  avoid  itsoppreilive  and  partial  weight, 
and  to  cad  a  veil  on  the  breach  of  faiih  to  Scotland,  is  called  an 
income  tax*;  or  a  grofs  a6t  of  public  bankrup<cy  is  to  be 
fanctiBed  by  the  equitable  name  of  an  equal  tax  on  income, 
whild  the  commercial  intereds  efcap^  through  channels  art- 
fully provided  by  themfelves.  When  Mlniders,  unfit  for 
their  dations,  harafs  the  country  with  thefe  abfurd  projed^, 
the  interedsof  the  nation  mudfuiTer,  anddifcontentSiarKlprO- 
babl)  refidance  to  their  meafures,  may  arife  when  nothing 
but  unanimity  ought  to  prevail.  Indeed,  from  the  obferva«> 
tions  which  my  mind  has  been  led  to  on  the  condu^  of  his 
Majedy's  Minidcrs  in  the  negotiation  of  the  Treaty  of 
Amiens,  and  on  all  their  rubfcquent  adminidration  of  the 
public  intercds  to  this  moment,  it  feems  that  much  more 
danger  is  to  be  apprehended-  to  the  nation,  from  thofe  in 
whofe  hands  the  diredion  of  the  public  intereds  is  placed^ 
than  from  the  rancour,  malevolence,  and  power  of  the  ene« 
my  who  aflails  us.  ; 

Th^  Earl  of  Suffolk  fuid,  he  was  perfectly  renfible  that  at 
the  prcfent  crifi^  men  mud  be  ruiied  :  whether. the  prefest 
mode  of  raifing  them  was  the  bed,  he  did  not  know.    Whaf 

be 
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he  rofe  to  (Iste  was,  merely  as  a  military  man,  his  opinion 
as  t » the  application  of  the  force  to  be  raifed.  Firft  of  all, 
he  wiihcd  to  aflc  whether  his  Majedy's  Minifters  had  any 
military  plan.  A  Roman  general  was  never  fent  to  com- 
mand a  province,  without  having  a  military  plan  with  him, 
containing  the  roaJs,  rivers,  and  bridges.  He  was  confident 
every  ihing  had  been  done  by  his  Majefty's  Miniders  that 
ought  to  have  been  done ;  but  he  wilhed  to  know  'Whether 
their  plan  embraced  the  whole  country,  and  whether  it  em- 
braced Ireland.  It  ought  to  go  to  the  whole  extent  of  the 
country.  He  had  propofed  five  years  ago,  that  there  Ibould 
be  a  military  furvey  of  the  country,  and  that  20,000  men 
fliould  be  raifed  and  placed  in  the  centre  of  the  country.  He 
was  of  opinion,  a  force  (hould  be  aifembled,  which,  by 
means  of  carriages,  might  be  at  any  point  of  attack  in  30 
hours.  If.  this  pbn  was  adopted,  we  might  always  have  a 
greater  force  than  France  could  bring  together  at  any  one 
time.  He  had  dated,  that  plans  (bould  be  arranged  for 
enabling  Lords  Lieutenants  to  raife  troops,  and  that  an  effi- 
cient Deputy  Lieutenant  (hould  be  appointed,  who  (hould 
give  orders  for  every  thing  necelfary  to  be  done.  His  Lord- 
fliip  obferved,  that  the  accidents  of  war  were  not  in  our 
power.  Providence  dire£led  them  ;  but  it  was  our  duty  to 
adopt  the  beft  means  in  our  power.  He  hoped  there  vrould 
be  an  army  of  referve  commanded  by  an  officer  of  whom  the 
country  had  an  high  opinion.  He  would  name  that  officer 
— it  was  l^ord  Grey.  He  knew  he  might  br  trufied  with 
the  command  of  the  army  of  referve.  H9  could  name  ano- 
ther noble  Lord  near  him  (Moira)  whofe  military  conduA 
equally  qualified  him.  It  was  a  reAe6lion  on  the  country 
not  to  make  ufe  of  the  talents  of  fnch  men.  He  could  men- 
tion another  gallant  officer  who  had  faved  the  country  by 
gaining  poiTeflion  of  Egypt  from  the  French.  His  Majefly's 
Minifters,  fmce  the  peace,  had  been  tearing  the  laurels  from 
bis  brows ;  they  had  not  given  him  any  feparate  command. 

Earl  Gro/venor  czWed  the  noble  Lord  to  order.  He  did  not 
think  it  regular,  when  the  objeA  of  their  Lordships*  difcuf- 
fi(*a  was  to  fend  up  an  addrefs  to  his  Majedy,  for  any  noble 
Lord  to  enter  into  ^e  merits  of  any  other  part  of  the  condu<5l 
of  his  Mfljedy's  Minifters. 

7  he  Duke  of  Ch^^nce  defended  the  line  of  argument 
which  had  been  adopted  by  the  noble  Lord  ;  and  faid,  that, 
if  his  fpeecb  had  been  irregular,  the  mode  of  arguing  which 

had 
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bad  been  ufei|  by  himfelf  ia  addreffing  their  LordAipSt  pre^ 
viouily  on  the  fubjcdt  in  every  word  which  he  uttered  mud 
have  been  irregular  alfo. 

.  Lord  Suffolk  obferved,  that  he  knew  the  propriety  of  the 
diflPerent  rules  which  had  been  adopted  by  their  L^rdlhipsy  as 
points  of  order,  and  was  as  ready  to  comply  with  them* 
as  any  noble  Lord  in  that  Hpu(e.  He  had  often  been  called 
to  order,  but  had  no(  ever  but  once  been  proved  to  be  out 
of  order. 

Earl  Grofvenor  appealed  to  the  Chancellor. 

The  Lefd  Chancellor  obfervcd^  that  in  point  of  faA  not  one 
of  their  Lord(hips  had  fpoken  ftriQIy  to  order.  The  pro- 
polition  was  to  addrefs  his  Majefty  for  his  gracious  meflTagey 
and  give  him  an  afliirance  that  efficacious  means  would  be 
taken  to  fupport  him  in  the  meafures  recommended  for  the 
iecurity  of  the  kingdom  and  the  profecution  of  the  war. 
The  noble  Secretary  of  State,  who  moved  it,  was  rather  out 
of  order  in  dating  what  the  plan  was,  but  he  thought  he 
Oiould  have  deferved  animadverfton  if  he  had  interrupted 
him.  1  he  courfe  adopted  by  the  noble  Mover  had  led  to  a 
difcuffion,  jto  limit  which  was  beyond  his  power. ' 

Lord  Carjsfiri  exprefled  his  furprife  at  what  had  juft 
fallen  from  the  noble  and  learped  Lord,  and  from  the  noble 
Earl  who  fird  darted  the  fubjed  of  order.  The  noble  Secre- 
tary of  State  had  flated  the  outline  of  a  plan  propofed  to  be 
adopted,  in  conformity  to  the  fentiments  exprelfed  in  the 
meiVage  ;  andfbe  thought  it  was  perfe^ly  competei^  to  every 
noble  Lord  to  deliver  his  approbation  or  difapprobation  of 
that  plan,  without  being  liable  to  the  charge  ot  being  either 
irregular  or  out  of  order ;  and  he  conceived  iheir  LordfUips 
being  told  fo  was  an  infringetnent  on  the  privileges  of  the 
Houfe,  and  of  the  freedom  of  debate. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  ^^\n  left  the  woolfack,  and  denied 
that  in  any  thing  that  he  had  faid,  he  had  infringed  in  the' 
fmalied  degree  ihe  privileges  of  the  Houfe.  The  noble  Earl 
had  been  called  to  order,  and,  in  his  opinion,  very  properly, 
for  having  deviated  from  the  qiiedion  immediately  before  the. 
Houfe,  which  he  again  infixed  was  folely  relative  to  the  ad* 
drefs,  and  that  the  ditculGon  with  regard  to  the  plan  itfelf, 
ought  not  regularly  to  take  place  lili  the  day  appointed  for 
the  con  fide  rat  ion  of  the  fame. 

The  Duke  of  Clarence  declared  the  great  deference  he  paid 
|o  th^:  opioiuna  of  the  learned  Lord  on  the  woolfack,  but 
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TC94  that  pan  of  bia  Majefty 's  fneflage  which  exprefles  a  wi^ 
that  their  Lordfliips  would  concert  meafures  ''for  the  defjcnce 
and  fecurity  of  tne  united  kingdom/*  and  obfenred  that  thp 
noble  Lord  was  only  fQljawtng  up  the  deiire  ei^prefled  in  hU 
^ajeily's  CDoft  gracious  communicationt  by  pptniing  oiii 
what  means  appeared  to  him  moft  likely  to  ca^  the  objed 
of  the  meflage  into  execution* 

Lord  Carlijli  faidi  that  as  to  the  point  of  wder,  he  (hoiikl 
(ay  nothine,  but  he  thought  that  any  noble  Lord  rififig  in 
his  placcy  in  that  Hou(e»  and  giving  bis  opinion,  as  to  Ivhait 
general  or  generals  ibould  be  appointed  to  oommandSf  wsis 
certainly  an  inierferenof  Mriih  the  prerogative  of  the  Crown, 
in  wbom  was  veiled  the  fole  power  of  making  fwch  ^poinu 
ments,  either  in  cafe  of  peace  or  war. 

The. Earl  of  SuffiH  (aidf  he  woujd  go  to  anmhcr  point. 
He  then  mention^  the  great  utility  of  the  martiiesy  a  corpis 
that  would  be  of  the  inoft  efleatial  fervice  both  at^  (ea  and 
on  fliprt.  Hp  lecommended  Government  to  empby  as  nuny 
IdC  tKecyi  aa  pofliUe.  In  the  condufion  he  approved  of  the 
addrefs^  becaofe  oo  man  could  objefi  to  thanking  his  Ma-^ 
jefty  for  his  gracious  meflage,  and  additional  forces  oouil  ba 


The  Earl  of  Mnru  fpoke  next. — In  anfwer  to  the  fUtter-* 
ing  compliments  which  the  partiality  of  a  noble  Friend  of 
mint  (Lord  Suflblk)  has  induced  him  to  beftow  upon  tat^  I 
have  only  to  fay,  my  JLords^  that  1  am  perfeSly  (atisfied  with 
whatever  dcftinatioo  my  Sovereign  has  been  gractouflypleafed 
to  allot  to  nK»  and  that  were  his  Majefty  to  call  upon  me  to 
ferve  in  the  ranks  as  a  private,  I  (hould  in  that'  (obordiaatc 
ftation  onibeath  my  fword  with  the  fame  cheerful  >lacrity 
and  ardent  zeal  as  if  I  were  called  to  the  chief  command  of 
the  moft  numerous  and  gallant  army.  While,  however,  F 
feel  eager  toexprefs  thefe  fentimeAts,  and  tofecond  with  my" 
bed  en«leavoars  whatever  plan  ^ay  be  propofed  for  a  vigorous' 
and  eltAoal  defence  of  the  country,  I  cannot  forbear  »ying,' 
tiuiit  as  to  iheluro  which  the  debate  has  taken,  I  do  not  ima- 
gine that  there  is  aiiy  thing  irregular  in  what  has  been  ob» 
ferved  by  my  noble  Friend  (Lord  Suflfolk).  The  ohjcdl  of 
his  Mpje(ly^  me0age,  now  under  the  confideration  of  your 
Lordfliips,  is  the  moA  e2c6loal  mode  to  be  adopted  to  prepare 
the  defetvt  and  eftablifla  the  fecurity  of  the  country ;  and  on> 
diis  fubjcA  it  calls  for  the  fentiments  and  advice  of  your  Lordr 
Ihips.  In  order,  therefore,  to  chalk  out  that  line  of  defence- 
which  it  may  be  moft  expedient  to  purfuc,  it  is  dopbtlcfs  o(

-any  thing  like  a  fatisfaSory  aiifwer  in  the  propofe'd  achlrers  to 
tiis  Majeliy..  It  ii-by  no  means  indeed  my  intention  to  make 
any  obj^iort  to  it,  .for'I  perfc£My  agree  with  my  learned  and 
noble  Friend  on  the  *  woolfack,  that  ic  is  Impollible .  for  thb 
Houfe  not  to  concor  in  it.  Nerther  am  I  indiqed  to  obJe6l  tp 
•the  meafbre  Whicti'hii  Majefty's  Mintilers  iniend  to  pi^opofCt 
(for  I  c^fieeive  it  to  be'thfe  duly  of  oVci^indivlfl6W,*'at  a  trifis 
'like  the  prefent,  to  exert  every  effort"f6  fmooth  away ,  die  dif*. 
fbiiities  that 'may  *ftand  in  the  vvay  6f  ¥he  exect^'tite  powerj  afid 
tD*funxiihitberxi'with  every  pofftbte  afliftance  ih^^iVi^it  pru-> 
dent  and  energetic  dire<Slion  to  thei  nefourCes  oPthfe  couiifry. 
ln«t}lat  viewv  myLm-ds,  I  am  thoroughly  convincerf^ttibt  the 
h|mdsof.Mihifters  (houid'he  lefrunfliJckled^  and  tlWtp^We^ 
>!rJioiiy  oncontrouled  ;  for  more  dangermigPif  b^  JppttyJtMti 
from.  harajli»g  them  in  the  plan  they  laid  doviiiniUhaVi  tx^h^t 
^ould  •b6'  derived^  frohi  proje^ing  a  better  plan,  ^hich*  rduM 
qdI^  pro^rad:  tlie  execution  o£  the  former.  There  is  nc!t' i 
tnotneiu  to  be  loft,  and  what  I  moft  anxiouilv  apprehend  ii^ 
that  the  noble  Secretary  (Lord  Hobart)  is  not  fufikriently  award 
of  the  expedition  and  difpatcli  which  fhould  be  ufetl  in'g^umg 
effect  to  his  Majefly's  moft  gracious  aieflage.

proye  and  mature  the  plan,  of  whtch  at  prefent  he  had  only 
iketched  xhe  outline.  To  fuclj  •prpcr4ftination^%under  fdich 
oircu(n(l.auqes,  I  cannot  bring  myf^lf  Iq  i(&nt.  There  it  not 
an  hour,  not  a  momeiu  to  be  loft,  j  "^y^hile  your  Lorchhips  are 
debating  the  enemy  is  adling;  w^Ile  WA-^re  devifing  plans  of 
defence,  they  are  executing  ancs^ns  of  attack ;  whUbi^iare 
idly  preluding  in  a  war  of  word$^  they  vfUl  j^ooie  on  us  in.  a 
war  of  aflion;  they  will  furprize  us  unprepared*  and  lOvtr* 
powirr  us  ilumbering  at  our  fire-ildes.

On  the  aSivity  of  Miniftcrs  it  is  not  in  my  p6virer  to*be«> 
flow  any  high-ftrained  panegyric.  On  the  8»h  of  March 
they  brought  down  a  melFage  from  his  Majcfty,  intimating 
the  hoflile  projcdls  of  France,  and  they  have  fmce  laid  upon 
your  Lordlhips'  table  papers^  which  amply  unfold  t^e  le- 
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petted  infults  and  injuries  which  have.bee^  oSeredto  thjs  cqifP^  i 
tiy  bjT.tbat  po\yer.  If  rh^ir  feelings  were  at  (Ki^x\ie,k  proyaqt* , 
tions»  as  no  cioubt^hofe^of  your  Lbrd(hipr;|nd  the  country, 
muft  be,  muft  they  not*  have  forefeen  ihat  war  was  inevita- 
ble?   nauft  they  not,  and  have  they  npt»  conjedturcd  that. 
event,  from   the, very  qoiifequences  of  the  nieffage  which, 
they  then  delivered^  and  from  the  chara£ler,  with  which 
they  do  not  prufefs  themfelves  to  be  urracquainted,  of  th^ 
perfon  who  now  holds  the  helm  of  French  affairs  ?  All  tliis, 
my  Lords,  they  muft  have  been  thoroughly  acquainied  with 
in  the  month  of  March,  yet  it  is  late  in  the  month  of  June 
before  they  come  forward  to.propofe  meafures  of  fecuriiy  ; 
smd  evtn  .when  they  are  thus  late  in  propofing  (hem,  they 
wouM  ftill  advife  protrad^ing  their  execution,  in  the  hopes  of 
their,  being  iniproved  by  parliamentary  difcufliop.     This, 
furjcly  is  not  the  way  jpf  meeting  fucb  an  enemy  as  that  with 
whom  we  have  to  contend. 

Un.der  that  impreflion,  my  Lords,  it  cannot  be  my  wifli 
to  enter  into  any  detailed  examination  of  the:  ^cafure  now 
brought  forward:,  my  anxious  wi(h  is,  that  every  poflible. 
means  of  defence  may  be  Immediately  reforted  to;  and  I 
cannot  but  partake  in  the  9pprehenfions .  of  the  illuftrious 
perfon  (the  Duke  of  Clarence)  who  has  To  ably  difcufled  the 
<)ueftion  before  your  Lqrdfliips,  that  t|ie  meafufe  in  agitation^ 
will  not   prove  adequate   to  the  emergency  in  which  the 
cotmtry  is  now  placed :  it  (hould  open  a  wider  view,  a  broader 
fcene  of  a£tion  ;  it  Ihould  look  to  other  poinis.^b^n  thofe  of 
mere  internal  defence,     preadful,  indeed,  is  the  fcourge  of. 
an  boftite  force  invading  our.  native  foil,  but  nexi  to  it  is  the 
march  of  an  hoilile  army  pervading  the  bofum  of  a  friendly, 
country.     The.  enemy  who  thus  threatens  qr  ravages  whftt 
we  are  mofi  vitally  intereded  in,  we  (hould  endeavour  to  ein- 
barrafs  and  annoy  at  every  pofTible  point — we  (bould.more 
efpecially  endeavour  to  alTail  him  where  every  feeling  groans 
under  his  tyranny,  and  pants  to  be  re  (cued  froth  fuch  icrvilq 
fubjugation.     Since  I  iaft  had  the  honour  to  .addrefs  your 
Lordfhips  on  this. topic,  events  have  occurred  clofcly  con- 
ncfied  with  rheobjed  of  his  Majefty*smefiVgc,and  wbicji  muft 
flill  copie  more  npily  homc^  to  the  feelings  of  yfturLord* 
i^ips.    Since  that  period  hi$^  MajeOy's  pa^ri;p(3|ptal  po(re(I'on& 
have  been  wreftfsd  from  his  paternal  ca^rc  ;|^ar)d  even^  (hould 
ITnglatid.be  Ipojced,  upon  ap  difaonnededwif)^  HanoVer^  (till 
fixould  jtJB  .loTi^.fH^dsiiKqply Jacpe^  ^uw  o^h^K'  mor^^Ou^d 
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ic  aflvd  us  when  ^11  Its  reltddtis  are  duljr  confidared,  tticte' 
efbectallf  when  we  behold  the  noUe  exftnfiple  of  difinteteft^ 
edners  thus  Tet  to  us  by  his  MajelW,  who  fo cheerfully  feOgpi: 
hltttfelf  to  the  facrifice  of  his  ^rfbnal  Intereft,  when  he  fees' 
the  interefts  of  Britons  endangered,  as  they  now  undoubtedly 
a^e  ?     But  it  were  a  fatal  error  to  fuppole  that  the  inti^refls' 
of  this  country  were  not  conneded  with  thofe  of  Hanover  1 
If  We  ire  to  lock  unconcerned  on  the  fate  of  that  country, 
in  wh^t  light  fiiall  other  countries  be  difpofcd  to  confider  us? 
Can  Europe  any  longer  look  with  confidence  to  the  broad 
ihteld  of  Britilh  proteAion  ?    This  was  a  point  on  which 
we  arc  moft  eflentiSiIly  concerned ;  it  is  one  on  which  youf ' 
I^ordfliips  tannot  beftow  too  much  attention.    Let  your 
Lordfliips  but  confult  the  map,  and  you  moft  quickly  per- 
ceive in  what  fitoation  we  are  placed.    Whh  tUt  poifcffion 
df  the  coafts  of  Holland  and  Hanover,  how  can  we  now 
poflibly  cum^  upon  the  back  of  the  enemy  ?    It  miift  there-' 
fbre  be  no  light  cha>ge  againf^  Mfniflers  that  they  have  loft 
fuch  a  point ;  that  they  have  deprived  thefnfeTves  of  ftich  a 
guard,  and  difarmed  thetkifelves  of  means  fo  material  to  tl>t 
termination  of  the  war. 

As  to  the  caufe  of  the  war,  I  muft  agree,  my  Lords,  with 
the  illuftrious  perfbn  who  could  not  permit  himfelf  to  believe 
that  it  was  the  poiTeilbn  of  Maha.  It  has  indeed  aftonifhed 
the  not  a  little  that  Minifters  Ibould  have  held  it  forth  in  that 
fliape.  In  their  general  convidion  the  real  cauTe  of  the  war 
Was,  no  doubt,  tim  impoflibility  of  continuing  to  fubmit  to 
the  injuries  and  infults  of  the  French  Gover nmcot«  Tamely 
to  peifevere  in  fuch  a  date  of  peace  would  be  nothing  Ibort  of 
lAevitAble  rain.  We  may  have  attempted  tncautloufly  to  fhim- 
bier  Under  its  fhade  ;  but  it  has  proved  to  be  the  Ihade  of  a 
poifobous  tree,  the  droppings  from  which  havd  btillered  us 
into  fenfe.  But  now  that  we  feemed  to  awake  to  our  (itoation, 
>^hat  was  propofed?  A  defenfive,  a  merely  defenfive* war! 
•From  fuch  a  war  couM  any  fuccefs  be  rationally  expeded  ? 
What  could  be  the  ciFed  of  fuch  a  war  but  to  wrap  up  the 
^irit  ind  energies  of  the  country  in  the  night-gown  and  flip- 
j)trs  of  routine?  Were  we  not  tlireatened  with  a  danger  of 
a  nature  and  mafgnitude  that  never  before  hung  over  this  na^ 
tioo)  How  i»yas  it  to  be  warded  ctFi  By  vigilance,  by 
pfomptittfde,  by  decifion.  Ytfs;  rife,  rife,  my  country!  rife, 
dr  you  mod  peri(h  WYou  have,  no  doubt,  my  Lonls^  the 
(Veltngs-  of  Britons ;  hot  you'  mufl  infjpire  them  Into  orbers. 
Bk'itifh  blood  continues  to  flow  in^our  veins^  but  tis  influence 

mud 
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tettft  vibrate  throtigh  the  he^rt  ot  the  nation.  No  meafMrn 
can  be  too  vigorous  to  repel  the  giaot  miichief  that  afl^ils  us., 
f'or  my  part,  my  Lords,  I  mutt  again  Repeat  it,  I  am  as 
l^roud  to  enter  the  ranks  as  a  private,  as  to  march  at  the, 
head  of  an  army.  No  perfooal  feeUngs  <;an  be  now  in*, 
bulged.  The  common  danger  calls  for  common  exertion.. 
By  that  alone  can  we  repel  it;  and  can  we  indeed  continue 
to  flirink  and  (hudder  under  the  (hade  of  a  coloflus  that  de- 
ptives  us  of  the  fight  of  heaven,  and  of  the  cheering  in» 
fluence  of  the  fun  ?  In  vain  would  we  look  to  Auilria,  to 
Ruflia:  no;  our  fecurity  mud  be  in  our  own  fpirh,  our 
(afety  in  our  own  (liength.  Did  we  not  become  timely 
aware  of  otir  danger,  we  might  again  have  become  the  dupes 
of  a  miferable  accommodation.  But  Providence  Teems. to 
have  at  length  opened  the  eyes  of  Mini(ters,  and  fnatched  u^ 
from  the  gulf  of  irretrievable  ruin,  to  which  the  acceptance  of 
the  enemy^s  terms  would  have  burled  us.  What  have  we 
DOW  to  look  to  but  to  meafure  the  ftrengih  of  that  enemyt 
and  to  prepare  adeouate  powers  to  refift  him.  RtHS  him! 
DO ;  we  muft  cniih  him,  or  we  perifli.  For  that  pufpofe 
there  is  no  facrifice  or  privation  for  which  we.  mud  not  be 
prepared ;  our  purfes  and  perfons  muft  be  at  the  difpofal  of 
the  country.  Let  us  but  hope  that  the  hands  that  are  to 
wield  our  ftrength,  may  know  how  to  guide  its  energies,  and 
where  to  point  its  exertions.  To  the  plaa  propofed  i  fhall 
oiler  no  objeAions;  convinced,  my  Lords,  that  obje£lionable 
as  ic  may  be,  it  is  wifer  and  more  expedient  to  put  it  into 
immediate  execution,  than  to  lofe  time  in  devifing  a  better,, 
the  operation  of  which  muft  be.  deferred.  In  profecuting 
the  meafure  now  propofed,  experience  may  fuggeft  a^nend* 
mcnts ;  but  no  time  is  to  be  loft.  As  to  the  point  of  brdert 
I  am  glad,  my  Lords,  that  it  has  not  been  fo  ftri£)ly  adhered 
to  as  a  noble. Earl  feemed  to  defire:  if  any  irregularity  has 
occttffredy  I  own  I  rejoice  in  what  has  been  called  diforder^

of  the  tine  to  a£t  ofiet^ely  ;  they  will  be  an  annoyance  to 
the  enemy  whenever  it  (hall  pleafc  the  Government  in  fur- 
therance of  its  defigns  to  employ  them  in  afiive  and  offennve 
fervice;  but  without  fuch  a  plan»  the  regular  force  to  this 
amount  would  be  confined  to  our  fliores,  and  be  in  a  great 
fneifure  ufele/s.  And  why  fhould  they  be  reftrifted  at  fuch 
a. time — or  why  fhould  their  proud  fpirit  be  repreflcd?  He 
^elt  knew  the  feelings  and  lentimcnts  of  an  Englifli  fol- 
<Ker,  and  he  would  advife  to  have  them  called  forth — they 
were  thefe:  "  Tell  me  what  I  am  to  do. — Define  my 
duty.  I  regard  not  the  difficulties  that  are  to  be  encountered 
— let  me  but  know  wha*  I  am  to  do,  and  mv  life  (hall  be  (a- 
crificed,  or  the  objed  (hall  be  accomplifhed."  But,  if  he 
thinks  vou  trifle  with  hitn,  or  mean  to  impofe  oh  'him|  in 
v^in  will  you  hope  for  cordial  or  efficient  exertion.  He 
flrongly  reprobated  the  delicacy  that  may  be  felt  with  regard 
to  perfons  who  may  be  ballotted  to  fervc  in  the  caule  of  their 
country,  and  confequently  in  their  own.

^  force  tb6obvionfly  ufdful  to  be  neglefied  by  0bvernn^ent.» 
With  regard  to  the  railing  4b,0pb  men  b^  bartpt^  his  Qraci^, 
Apeated   if,    that  he  doubted  of  ,its  praaiCabilityj      Tba 
latl  fup]A(£met>tary  militia  reginieats  were  not.^et  compleat- 
ed.     H)^  own  regiment  was  defictenl  txvo  ^hundred  .|Qc;ti| 
ebdthey  were  extremely  dtiR^ult  to  be  got.  Oi^j^r'regtments,- 
lib  his' knowledge,  were  equally  incomplete.'  He  endeavoured! 
jto  get  eighty  f^eh,  and  "fixt)rof  them  p^id  the*ict.'per  ipatv. 
for  ihe^r  exemption,  (t^  t^at  in  fa6t  yoM  ralfed'  mbney  ana 
n^  tjnetv,  when  a  fartKef  attempt  was  n\ade  ^to  feife'rupr^l 
sAen  by  ballot.     In  fuch  ||  War  as  we  are  engs^o  in,  men'S'' 
opimibi^s  and  prejudices  Ouj^t  to  be  attended  .to.    We  opght*^ 
%h  take  A\t  heart  and  good  wilt  of  the  country  wi^  us  ;  bu^ 
diftreffing  f he  agriculture,  for'thbre'th^  prellyre  would  be  mofti 
felt,  Was  not  the  beft  means  oFreCuring  that  '|mpqriant  oV» 
jeA.     Having  added  fevefal  citlicr.  obiervations,,  ttie  Dukc\ 
fald,  that  h<^  had  nfen  Vheif  hi;  Ad>  bccaiiiye  fie  bould  not  fit . 
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out  a  long  debate,  bdng  a  very  old  man,   and  vci^'  infTrm.t 
Me  concluded  with  declaring  that  he  ihould  vote  for  the  ad- 
drefs. 

The  Earl  of  Linurick  felt  it  incumbent  upon  htm  to' 
apologife  for  trefpafling  upon  their  Lordfliips*  patience 
ivhtlft  he  delivered  his  fentiments  :  fentiments  which 
had  been  already  exprefled  to  a  certain  extent,  by  a  noble 
Earl   (Moira)    whofe    eloquence    was    unequalled,    whofe 

Slowing  and  patriotic  fpirit  and  feelings  would»  he  had  no 
oubt,  pervade  the  country,  and  call  fonh  its  utmod  ener- 
gy. He  diflferedi  however,  from  the  nqble  Eatl  in  Tome 
things,  and  regretted  extremely  to  be  of  a  different  upinion 
frc^.ihe  iHuilrious  Duke  who  fpolLe  third  in  the  debate. 
What,  though  troops  are  fent,  or  even  if  it  will  be  fo,  forced 
to  the  Eaft  or  Weft  indieSi  or  eire\\herey  they  have  befuifQ 
theoi  thofe  rewards  which  never  fail  to  animate  the  truly  ge- 
nerous breaft.  They  have  honour,  laurels,  and  the  approba* 
tion  of  their  country  ;  they  are  enrolled  for  (he  fervice  like 
-freemen,  and  not  like  the  ilaves  of  a  neighbouring  country, 
who  are  compelled  to  quit  their  homes,  their  wives,  their 
children,  their  fathers  and  mothers,  in  obedience  to  an  arbi- 
trary and  tyrannical  mandate.  He  lamented  that  he  did^not 
fee  a  noble  Earl^  who  had  fpoken  early  in  the  debate  (the 
Earl  of  Caernarvon)  as  he  wiQied  to  make  a  few  obferva- 
lions  on  fome  parts  of  his  fpeech,  which  be  owned  had  a  good 
deal  furprifcd  him.  The  noble  Earl,  he  faid,  no  man  could 
perfonally  refped  more  than  he  did,  but  he  could  not  but 
take  notice  of  one  or  two  extraordinary  things  which  had 
fallen  from  .him.  He  had  complained  ftrongly  arid  warmly 
againft  the  meafure,  the  outline  of  which  had  been  given  by 
the  noble  Secretary  of  State,  and  had  faid,  that  raifing  more 
regiments  by  ballot,  was  picking  the  pocket,  of  individu^ils, 
ioUead  of  paying  for  the  force,  as  it  ought  to  be  paid 
for,  out  of  the  public  purfe.  He  could. not  agree  to  that  po- 
fition,  but  what  mod  aftoniflied  him  was^  to  hear  the  noble 
Earl  declare,  lh';^t  if  the  40,000  men  propofed  were  raifed  by 
ballot,  the  meafnfc  would  not  be  fubmitted  to,  and  that  both 
in  and  out  of  that  HouTe,  hewould  continue  to  oppofe  it« 
Surely  the  expredion,  the  words  of  which  he  (L<»rd  Li-' 
merick)  took  down  at  the  time,  mud  have  fallen  from  the 
noble  Earl  in  the  warmth  and  hurry  of  debate,  and  on  cool 
reflexion  the  noble  Earl  would  regret  that  he  had  made  ufe 
of  if.  Such  opinions  and  wiihes  could  only  lead  to  the  defeat 
of  all  our  plans  for  fecuring  our  independence  and  rights^

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udfuriiiih  to  our  iRtttterate  foe  the  fuceft  rntfUns  of  foeceed-' 
ing  10  bis.deiferaie  enter^riro.  H«v4Dg  fpokeii  10  two  or 
three  other  points  in  the  Earl  of  Caernarvon's  fpeech,  hiS' 
Loidflwp  proceeded  to  fay  a  few  wofdal  as  to  hia  owd  opi- 
nion of  the  ffteafur^t  10  which  the  Addtefs  referred*  He* 
tiwned  he  thought  Minifters  entitled  to  his  thanks  for  having' 
propofod  it ;  Im  tboughi  ihe  coming^^forward  witli  fuch^a^ 
meafurei  taken  together  with  the  various  other -atealbresoj 
pveparation,  whkh  MiniReri  had  brought  forward  within 
thefe  three  tnooths^  was  a  feriea  of  proofs  not  of  procra<VJna« 
tion  and  delay,  but  of  a^vify,  energy,  and.  vigour*  With 
mgard  to  nBCniUhig  the  army*  a  foldtery  Hko  a  vyittnany  fell^ 
a  diiScttliy  in  prevailing  on  himfelf  to  take  the  firft  (lep^  btit 
laving  once  put  dn  a  tei  coat  and  become  a  fotdit r,  he  wouid 
always  be.  a  foldier.  He  thought  the  ikiode  of  ndfing  Ibcf 
men  eaceUent  in-  every  point  of  view ;  but  mot^  efpeciaiiy/ 
lia  4he  aacpn  were  not  reftri<9ed  to  fei^e  in  their  refpeAivo 
C0Uk)tie6»  or  countries*-*ihe  onty  difficulty,  he  faw  was  oM, 
and  that  was,  to  gi^t  the  clothes  on  the  recruit,  for  when  once 
hewtiS'drelled  in  a  rod)  blue,  or  grey  coat,  he  feared  no  danger ; 
the. man  who  before  would  dread  to  crofsa  bf€x>k%  would 
Aen  fteoi  the  torrent  without  difmay ;  give  him  faoings  asid 
atockttfein  his  hat»  then  hefies  away  to  glory.     He  ap* 

E'oved  the  ratfing  the  men  by  ballot,  becaufe  our  iionoe  de^ 
noe  waa  neceflfariiy  the  objcA  firft  to  be  provided  for.  He 
had  rifen,  however,  chiefly  10  take  notice  of  what  hud  fallen 
friMn  the  noble  Earl,  whom  he  dhl  not  now  fee  in  the  Hotife. 
He  had  oiily  to  add,  tint  he  fliouKd  vote  for  the  Addreia. 

Earl  fUzwiOiam  obferved,  that  thp  cBoA  of  raififig  fo  okP 
l|y  miliUa,  eaclofive  of  the  difadvantage  of  their  not  being  ap^ 
plicflbte  togeneral'lervice,  put  an  end  to  the  regular  recrtiiiing 
farvice  of  the  army ;  it  was  impoifible  that  the  two  Csrvioea 
ftiouldgaan  together ;.  and,  upon  the  prefent  occafioiH  he 
fliouldhave  ihoupht  it  a  much  wifer.and  more  effe6^oal  pro* 
eeeding,  to  have  lufpended  the  completing  the  fupplemantary 
militia,  and  applied  themfetves  wholly  to  adding  to  the  reg<t^ 
lar  army  by  every  poffible  means.  The  army  waa  a  fuificiefit 
difpofeablc  force^  and  could  be  (ent  anjf  where.  His  LorA* 
fliip  took  notice-of  what  the  Duke  ot  Ri^haaoffMi  had  faid^ 
^(\>eding  rhe  two  bumhred  men  being  deficient  in  hit  rcgi*- 
aoem  of  militia ;  the  fame  was  the  care,  he  ftid^  in  the  regi^ 
ments  for  the  North  jgd  Weft  Ridings  of  the  county  of 
York.  The  men  heidtS^  in  hopes  that  tho'  )>ffice of  fub^ 
ftituiea  would  he  ratfed,  and  tfaeveface  they  vtAould  tiot  como 
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fontsrd'foi^  tbeflrflifia.  At  any  ratejf  would,  he  wtt)per«'i 
fiMMicd;  be  wilcr  tp  «cpMil  the  td  for  the  fiippieirieiitJirjr  tat^- 
litli,  er  fiirpend  ^ii,  and  recruit  ihenroiy.  He  rofc^  Mf 
Ii^a0dflii{)  &id,'to  ftate^  <that  Tccmiting  and  raiftng  the  mU 
Ikia  in  greater  nomberB  could  not  be  done  at  •one  and  tber 
fame  time. 

:  LtifAGfmrailk  agreed  with  the  noble  and  illuftrious  Dake, 
in  his  detcftpthm  ofthe  real  and  ffoptr  oft  of  a  mtKtiai  a  -de^^ 
fcdption  which  the  illttftrioos  Diike  bad  gitren  with  the  iw* 
moft  accorscy  and  correAnefs.    He  could  not  but  join  with . 
thoTo noble  Lords  who  had.  complained^of  the  want  of  aAi#-' 
fity  of  Minifters  in  not  conning  earlier: forward* with -this* 
or  feme  more  efficient  meafure  of  (iefence.

wiU  be  cegatded  by  all  the  generals  uf  the  French  aemy 

(and  even  by  thqfe  who  have  fo  lately  and  fo  eameftly  {or* 

Ucited  the  honour  of  accompanying  the  Firft  Conful  in  the 

veflei  which  is  to  bear  to  the  (bores  of  this  countrv  the  deC  . 

times  and  the  vengeance  of  France)  as  e<}ually  bazardouf  ^ 

and  trenaendous  as  the  parage  of  the  Styx  itGel^      .

Tbefe  veflehiy  it  is  faid,  are  to  coavey  to  tills  ea^Otry  the 
vengeance  and  the  deftiny  of  France.  What  nuiy  be  the 
deftiny  of  France  I  know  not^  that  refls  with  the  Alm^bty 
Difpofer.of  EveatSf  but  I  hope  it  may  be  fuch  aa  to  be  pro>- 
dudiye  of  liberjty  and  happineft  to  the  unhap|iy  people 
of  France  ixfelf,  and  of  tranquillity  to  the  reftjof  Europ«^ 
the  ivpoie  of  which  has  fufkred  fo  much  diflurbaiKe  frond 
the  coavi|Uiooa  of  that  country  and  their  confequencea* 
Afi  to  the  other  part  of  the  cargo,  the  vengeance  of  France, 
or  rather  tbe  deiire  of  the  Fiiil  Conful  to  be  revenged  of 
this  country  for  couftterai^ng  his  inordinate  defigqs,  td£atia 
fufficiently  certain  and  indubitable. 

Thedefigss  of  this  iinguinr  cbarader  egainft  the  vital  in- 
terefiSy  the  kidependeacet  and  even  tbe  exiftence  of  otnf 
Juttoo,  zffcax  to  be  too  clearly  developed,  and  too  4i^ 
tin£tly  asfcertained.  It  is  evident  that  nothing  lefs  than  the 
abibliite  degradation  and  defiruAion  of  tbe  British  power 
and  di^gnity  is  now  meditated  ;  and  that,  as  it  ieeipa^  to  me, 
upon  no  rational  or  ftatefmaa like  prin^iplev-or  pbp  of  aiftios 
l$at  is  coneeivable.  The  views  as  weU  as  tlie  means  op penr 
'  to.be  &«mfied  by  tbe  feelings  of  a  wounded  pride,  ^nahf 
tbe  workuigs  of  a  Mifid  moFe  abtbrbed  in  the  fiStSih  eon^ 
Hsmpiatioa  of  perianal  and  &lfe  gjkrv»  than  Iji  any  rati^fifl 
KluHQiea  foa  Uhs  r^eftabUAment  and  foU4advMMge  of  tlie 
Mitieo.iit  ibe  Jieed  of  vidbMx  fttrtuM  has  ptUiCie4  It*  ' 
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**  Faflus  animus\  immbJeratat  incredibilia^  nbnis  alia  semp^ 
cufaiat.*' 

,  But  although  the  ruling  mind  and  direding  faculty  of  the 
enemy  ma)  be  faid  to  be  of  this  irregular  and  extraordinary 
defcription.  it  is  not  on  that  account  the  lefs  necedary  to  be 
tnoft  carefully  prepared  againift  the  irregular,  but  violeni 
and  decifive  paroxyfms  of  its  rage  and  fury.  If  whole  armies 
and  fleets  are  to  be  fucceflively  facrificed,  in  order  at  laft  to 
obtain  the  precarious  chance  of  throwing  a  few  thoufand 
men  upon  our  (hores,  there  to.  introduce  confufion,  and 
bloodfhed,  and  fire,  and  rapine,  and  defolation  into  this 
landy  fo  long  and  fo  happily  exempted  from  fuch  miferies — 
when,  I  fay,  fuch  entcrprizes  are  denounced  to  us  from 
high  authority,  it  furely  becomes  the  bounden  duty  of  the 
fiate  to  leave  nothing,  to  chance,  but  to  provide  moft  feri- 
ouOy  and  efRcaciouuy  againft  every  poifible  contingency. 
Upon  this  .ground,  therefore,  it  appears  expedient  to  take 
the  neceflary  meafures  without  delay,  for  immediately  levy* 
ing,  aflembling,  and  equipping  a  large  force,  in  addition 
to  the  army  now  in  the  field  ;  in  oider  that  it  may  be  readt' 
to  fupport  fuch  points  as  occafion  may  acquire.  And, 
upon  coofultation  with  the  beft  military  opinions  it  is  con- 
-fidered,  that  an  army  of  referve  of  50,Q00  men,  (40,QOO  for 
Great  Britain  and  10,000  for  Ireland)  in  addition  to  what  is 
•at  pieicnt  on  foot  (which  may  be  calculated,  excluiive  of 
Inoia,  at  110,000  regulars,  and  90,000  militia)  will  not 
only  give  the  moft  complete  fecurity  and  prote£tion  to  the 
united  kingdom,  under  the  blefSng  of  Providence,  but  en- 
able bis  Majeity  to  employ  a  much  larger  proportion  of  his 
regular  and  veteran  force,  for  ofieniive  operations  againft 
the  enemy. 

This  brings  me  to  the  confideration  of  the  fecond  objeft 
of  his  Majefty's  mefTage,  which  is  at  leaft  as  important  ais 
the  firft  ;  and  this  will  lead  to  an  explanation  of  the  fpecies 
and  fyflem  of  referve  force,  which  it  is  the  intention 
of  his  Majeily's  Minifters  to  propofe  in  the  prefent  con- 
jandure. 

The  policy  and  even  the  neceflity  of  providing  for  the 
latgeft  poiiible  augmentation  of  our  difpoiable  and  move- 
able force,  at  the  fame  time  when  we  are  providing  eiFec- 
tuatly  for  the  defence  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  is  fuf- 
ficiently  obvious.  It  would  beabfurd  to  fuppofe,  that  Paf- 
-liament  would  a&  upon  this  oocafion  on  any  other  princi- 
ple.   Perhaps  ofnc  fyftem»  as  a  fyfiem,-  and  notwithflaoding 
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the  iiQiTieafe  armies  which  this  country  has  h^d  Dti  (oq^ 
and  in  its  pay  at  difFereht  periods  of  war,  noay  i^lll  b^  con* 
fidered  as  extremely  defeflive ;  at  leaft  inapplicabJe  to  the 
pjrefem.miHtary  and  political  fituation  of  EuW|^e.  t  tliinic 
(he  time  rhuft  come,  if  it  is  not  already  arrived^  iifhen  it 
will  be  tti^  duty  of  the  Executive  Govcrnmefnt,  as  well  as 
of  Parliament,  to  probe  thiis  fyftetn  to  thtf  bottoms  and  to 
analyse- it  \h  uil  its  parts,  with  a  view  to  ci^Mifhiiig  the 
military  force  oFthe  firitifli  empire  on  a  baiifr4>pon  which 
we  may  reft  fecure,  without  the  •  ncceffity  of  h^ving^  re- 
eoQrfe  on  tvery  emergency  to  fudden  and  extraordinanr 
leries,  and wl^ich may  place  the  land  defehceof ihe  Britifh 
empire  on  a  level  in  point  of  ft rengtfa/ efficacy;,  and  utility. 
With  oOr  moft  pcHivertol  and  well  conftruded  natal  bulwaxk. 
1  do  not  mean  that  all  parts  of  our  mUitary  force  ftwuld  bo 
e<]ually  moveable  and  dtfpofeable  for  oft^ndve  operations; 
Uiat  perhaps  is  neither  neceflary  nor  practicable  ;'butiineKly 
fliat  this  defcription  of  force  ftiould  always  bear  4  larger 
proportion  to  our  fiationary  and  merely  defensive  force^ 
Qfld  fhouM  habitually  and  fyftematically  he  kept  moro  com- 
plete for  the  fervices  which  it  may  be  required  <o  perform. 
This,  however,  is  not  tlie  time  for  the  con(ideration<of  any 
radical  refdnn  in  our  military  fyftem  ;  and  I  bave-'alhided 
to  it  ontfto  ftiew,  that  in  the  formation  and  coaft{tutioftx>£ 
this,  new  army  of  referve  (fhould  the  Committee  tiiink  fit 
to  adopt  •  tlve  meafure),  it  will  be  advifeabie  to  keep- our 
eyes  fteadtt-y  iixed  on  thefe  three  leading  principled.    '     ' 

I.  lltat  it  fhould  be  levied  as  fpeedij^  and  be  made  as 
cffidieTit  as  poffible. 

'  '^.  That  it  fhould  be  made  available  for  the  general  de« 
fencef  of '  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  and  thereby  enable  us 
in  the  fhorteft  time  to  fet  at  liberty  as  large  a  portion  as 
poilible  of  l4ie  regular  army  for  ofFenfive  operations. 

3.  That  as  far  as  may  be  confiftent  with  the  two  former 
objefis,  it  fhould  be  levied  with  the  leaft  poilible  preflure 
on  individuals,  and  in  a  manner  the  rooft  uiual  and  accuil 
tomcd. 

With  thefe  views,  I  would  propofe,  that  the  army  of 
rerervc  (houM  he  formed  by  a  levy  on  all  the  male  inhabi* 
tarns  in  the  kingdom  between  18  and  4^5»  fit  to  b^ar  ann8» 
(with  ceruin  exemptions  which  Ithall  mention  prefentiy) ; 
that  when  levied  itlhall  be  immediately  aftembled^  oa  ter- 
tain  points  to  be  fixed  upon  by  the  Executive  GoremiDejit^' 
atrnedt  clothed ,  and  equipped  in  all  refpe3sioF<  the*  fields 
and  placed  under  the  conmiaad  of  officers,  takearas  mucb

as  pofHble  from  the  regular  forces,  or  from  half  pay,  to  be 
appointed  and  commH&oned  by  his  Majefiy. 

I  fhould  further  propofe,  that  the  fervices  of  the  army  of 
refervc  Ihdl  extend  to  every  part  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land interchangeably,  as  well  as*  the  iflands  of  Jerfey  and 
Guernfey ;  and  that  the  men  fhall  be  held  to  lervice  for 
four  years,  that  is,  the  ballotted  men  ;  and  where  fubftitutes 
are  provided,  they  (hall  be  held  to  fervice  for  four  years, 
and  for  one  month  after  the  ratification  of  any  definitive 
treaty  of  peace.  And  further,  that  the  levy  in  quefttoa 
ihall  be  made,  upon  the  foundation,  and  according  to  the 
})ra£lice  and  machinery  of  militia  ballot,  wherever  practi- 
cable. I  will  now  (hortly  advert  to  the  leading  features  of 
the  propoiition  which  has  been  made,  in  order  to  explain  a 
little  the  particular  grounds  and  bearings  of  each  part  of  the 
fyftem.     ' 

Firft,  I  think  it  neceflSiry  to  have  recourfe  to  a  levy  by 
ballot  rather  than  to  attempt  the  raifing  of  the  requifite 
number  by  volunteers  exclufively,  or  by  a  mcafure  (imilar 
to  that  which  took  place  under  the  ftatute  37  Geo.  III.  c^^ 
4  and  5,  for  raifing  the  parifli  quotas  ;  ift,  bccade,  though 
1  have  the  greateft  reliance  on  the  vDluntary  zeal  and  exer- 
tion of  the  people  in  a  caufe  in  which  every  man  muft  feel 
at  the  bottom  of  his  foul,  that  the  honour  and  exiftence  of 
his  country,  as  well  as  the  perfonal  prote^lion  and  fafety  of 
his  family,'his  property,  his  liberty,  in  Ihort  of  every  thing 
that  is  dear  ancl  facred  to  man,  is  abfolutely  bound  up  and 
committed  ;  and  though  great  recourfe  will  be  had  in  the 
details  of  the  plan  to  voluntary  impulfe  and  zeal,  as  will  be 
feen  when  the  bill  is  prefented  ;  yet,  t  am  of  opinion  that 
if  the  attempt  is  made  to  raife  fo  large  a  force  entirely  by 
volunteers,  conflderable  delay  might  intervene,  and  that  it  . 
would  have  the  efFeft  of  intejfcring  more  inconveniently 
with  the  general  recriiithig  fervice  of  the  army,  than  is 
likely  to  take  place,  as  I  conceive,  at  leaft,  ultimately, 
a'ccording  to  the  plan  which  I  am  to  hare  the  honour  of  pre- 
fi-nting.     2d,  I  objeft  to  the  fyftem  of  the  parifh  quotas  in 
1797,  becaufe,  in  reality,  it  was  found  nearly  inefficacious 
in  all  its  parts,  and  inftead  of  raifing  about  7,000  men  for 
land  fervice,  as  waslntended,  it  did  not  produce,  as  I  have 
been  well  informed,  more  than  12  or  1,400  men  who  were 
really  fit  for  the  fervice,  and  who  could  adually  be  retained 
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Secondly,  With  a  view  to  the  'immediate  reinforcement 
and  fupport  of  the  army  in  the  field,  as  well  as  to  the  ren- 
dering 
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dering  the  referve  force  as  efficient  as  circumftances  will 
permity  I  deem  it  eiTential  that  the  whole  force  when 
levied  fhould  be  forthwith  afiembled  and  equipped,  and 
that  it  Ihould  be  officered  as  much  as  p9ffible  by  men  of 
fervice  and  experience  in  arms,  to, be  commiffioned  by  his 
Majefty,    .The  fuperior  efficiency  of  a  force  thus  officered 
U  too  obvious  to  require  any  particular  iliufbration  ;  and,lo-> 
deed*  it  is.  rendered  neceilary  by  the  coniideratioa  that  it 
would  be  found  abfoluteiy  inipoffible  to  officer  it  upon  the 
militia  principle,  as  every  ojmcer  of  that  defcription*  witli 
many  others,  are  wholly  taken  up  by.  the  exifting  militia 
force  of  j90,Q00  men,  and  none  whatever  can  be  fpared  from 
it.    That  the  meafure  is.pra^cable  to  a  great  extent  is  ap- 
parent from  a  reference  to  the  prefcnt  ftate  of  the  half- 
pay  lift,  which  has  very  much  encreafed  in  the  courfe  of  the 
laft  year^  by  the  number  of  fecond  battalions  and  new  corps, 
confifting  principally  of  men  for  limited  fervice*   which 
were  then  reduced.    In  addition  to  the  number  of  gallant 
and  experienced  officers  who  will  be  thus  immediately 
brought  again  into  the  fervice  of  their  country,  I  feel  per- 
fuaded  that  gi^at  and  important  affiftanjce  will  be  derived 
from  the  volimtary  offers  of  many  very  excellent  officers, 
who  having  at  diflerent  times  been  permitted  to  quit  the 
army  for  family  reafons,  will  be  eager,  in  the  prefent  emer- 
"  gencies  of  their  country,  to  ftep  forward  again,  to  give  their 
affiftance  in  forming  and  conducing  the  battalions  of  re- 
ferve*    In  addition  to  thefe,  many  very  excellent  officers 
may  be  obtained  from  the  marine  half-pay,  as  well  as  from 
fuch  of  the  Eaft  India  Company^s  officers  as  are  now  m 
Europe.      Finally,   the  recruiting  ftafF  throughout  JGreat 
Britain  and  Ireland,  belonging  at  prefent  to  regiments  m, 
foreign  fervice,  affords^  very  efficacious  though  temporary 
affiftance,  both  in^refpeft  to  commiffioned  and  non-commif- 
^oned  officers,  which  will  be  found  particularly  uieful  at 
the  commencement  of  the  levy,  in  receiving  the  men  at 
their  places  of  enrolment,  and  in  afterwards  conducing 
them  to  the  places  of  general  rendezvous.    In  addition  to 
thefe,  a  number  of  excellent  ferjeants  may  eafily  be  pro- 
cured from  the  out  penfioners  of  Cheifea  and  Kilmainhara, 
who  could  not  be  provided  for  when  the  feven  new^garrifoa 
battalions  were  formed  ;  and  what  is  further  neceflary  to  be 
fupplied  will  be  obtained  without  much   difficulty  from 
among  the  fojdiers  of  the  veter^i^r^gimeats  of  the  line  new 
in  Grej^  Britain  aad  Ireland. 

K  k  ^   .  .  Thirdly, 
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Thirdly,  I  deem  it  eflential  to  the  real  efficacy  and  utility 
of  this  great  meafure,  that  the  fervices  of  the  arjny  of 
refervc,  Thould  extend  to  the  whole  of  the  United  Kingdom 
interchangeably^  as  well  as  to  the  illands  in  the  chaimcj. 
This  interchangeablenefs  of  fcrvice  is  obvioufly  of  the 
higheft  importance,  for  various  reafons  with  whicli  it 'is  ui]- 
ileceffary  to  trouble  the  Houfc.  Ireland,  if  attacked,  caj^ 
be  moil  eiFeftually  fupported  upon  this  principle;  and  ihp 
fettifig  at  liberty  of  a  larger  difpoieable  force  for  ofTenfive 
operations,  is  moft  intimately  connedled  with  it.  I  would 
further  fay,  thatiince  the  union,  fuch  a  meal*ur<:  is  become 
equally  juil,  natural,  and  indifpeniibfe  ;  and  if  Parliament 
did  not  think  it  proper  laft  year  to  apply  it  to  the  militia 
fyftem,  fuch  an  omiflion  may  be  properly  afcribed  to  thp 
nature  of  the  law  then  under  confidcration,  which  was  intro- 
duced merely  for  the  purpofe  of  confolidating  and  amend- 
ing the  exiiiing  militia  inftitutions,  and  not  for  the  purpofe 
iof  examining  and  reforming  the  fyftem  itfelf.  1  wouM 
likewife  obferve,  that  at  that  time  the  confid^ration  of  the 
IrUh  militia  laws  was  not,  and  could  not  conveniently  be 
brought  before  the  Houfe,  without  which  it  muft  be  wholly 
imprafiicable  to  reform  and  renovate  the  militia  fyftem  qf 
the  empire.  That  muft  be  left  to  future  times  of  ieifure 
and  opportunity,  fhouid  fuch  occur. 

Admitting,  therefore,  the  propriety  and  necefl^ty  of  extend- 
ing the  limits  of  fervice  in  the  army  of  referve  to  Gre^t 
Britain  and  Ireland,  I  think  it  will  be  but  fair  and  reai- 
fonable  totontraft  theduration  of  fuch  fcrvice  to  four  year?, 
(being  one  year  lefs  tlian  the  militia,  whoferve  only  within 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  refpc£lively,)  or,  as  in  the  cafe  of 
fubftitiites,  to  the  continuance  of  the  prefent  war. 
'  Fourthly.  I  conie  now  in  the  fourth  and  laft  place  to  fpeak 
of  the  mode  in  which  the  levy  in  cjueftion  is  to  be  con- 
duced, which  will  be  as  nearly  as  pofl^ble  in  conformity 
to  the  exifti'ng  regulations  and  praflice  of  the  mifitia  ballot. 
I  ftiould  'propofe  that  in  general  all  the  powers,  duties, 
methods  ancl  niachinery  at  prefent  in  ufe  for  railing  the 
tniiitia,  fhould  bb  applied  to  the  raifiiig  and  enrolling  the 
army  of  rcfcrve  as  far  as  the  fame  can  be  applicable  ;  that 
the  lieuteh^iits  and  deputy  lieutenants,  with  the  aftlftance 
of  the  mngiftrates  where  neceflary,  fliall  forthwilh'procced 
to  apportioti  the  men,  among  the  diftrift's  and  paiiflies,  as 
they  nave  already  done '  for  the  fupplemcntary,  and  that 
tl^e  bitljiot  Ihail  be  taken  upon  the  exifting  lifts  of  men  Ifa* 
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ble  to  fcrvc,  only  completing  and  amending  them,  in  con- 
formity to  the  exemptions  which  I  am  gwing  to  mention; 
and  with  a  power  in  every  cafe  to  make  new  fifts,  if  found 
^bfolutely  neceffary.  Upon  this  point,  t  (hould  wifh  to 
mention,  that  it  will  be  propofed  to  levy  34,000  men,  out 
of  the  40.000  to  be  raifed  by  Great  Britain,  in  England  and 
Wales,  and  the  remaining  6,000  in  Scotland.  Of  thofe 
34,000  men,  about  31,000  will  be  levied  on  the  counties 
and  diftrifts  in  England  and  Wales  antiently  contributing 
to  the  militia ;  and  3,000  upon  the  city  of  London,  the 
Tower  Hamlets,  and  the  Cinque  Ports,  which  have  b'ccA 
hitherto  coniidered  as  a  privileged  diftrift.  The  3 1 ,000  men 
from  the  Englifh  and  Welfh  coDnties  will  be  railed  nearly  in 
the  relative  proportions  of  the  old  militia,  as  dircflcd  by 
ilat.  42Ge0.  III.  c.  12,  previous  to  thcpaffingoftheconfo- 
lidation  and  augmentation  aft,  at  the  latter  end  of  the  laft- 
f^on.  Thefe  proportions  will  however  be  further  rcflified, 
and  their  juftice  aicertained  and  correfted,  by  a  reference  to 
the  lateft  returns  fent  to  the  Privy  Council,  by  the  clerks  of 
lieutenancy,  as  well  as  by  the  returns  of  the  whole  popu- 
lation of  Great  Britain,  given  in,  in  obedience  to  the  aft 
which  palled  for  that  purpofe  a  year  or  two  ago.  With  the 
afliftance  of  thefe  documents,  I  flatter  myfelf,  that  we  fhatl 
)oc  able  to  afcribe  to  every  county  and  diftrift  in  Great 
Britain  the  fair  and  juft  proportion  of  the  numbers  of  fight- 
ing men  which  it  ought  to  contribute ;  and  that  no  place 
will  find  reafon  to  complain  of  being  called  upon  to  furnifh 
more' than  its  due.  The  proportion  to  be  levied  in  Ireland 
will  be  10,000  men ;  to  be  raifed  by  reference  to  the  quota 
furnidied  by  each  county  to  the  exifting  militia.  I  muft 
here  be  permitted  to  remark,  that  the  whole  levy,  to  be 
taken  on  the  principle  of  the  militia  ballot,  adding  the  total 
army  of  referve  to  .the  militia  army  fuch  as  it  now  exifts, 
will  not  be  found  to  amount  to  more,  in  the  prefent  difSciil- 
lies  and  emergencies  of  the  empire,  than  when  under  the 
preflurc  of  ihe  late  war,  a  fupplcraentary  militia  was  or- 
dered to  be  rnifcd  in  iLngland,  to  be  added  to  the  original 
numbers,  and  a  new  militia,  for  the  fiifl  time,  ordered  to  be 
levied  in  Scotland.  [The  Secretary  at  War  here  referred 
to  the  number  of  fupplcraentary  men,  and  Scots  militia,  di- 
reftcd  to  be  raifed  in  the  courfc  of  laft  war.] 

It  ap]>ears,  therefore,  from  this  ftatement,  ^hat  the  num- 
bers to  be  raifed  by  ballot  upon  the  prefent  occafion  within 
Orcat  Britain,  will  very  little,  if  at  all,  exceed  thofc  which 

were 
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were  ordered  to  be  raifed  by  AA  of  Parliament)  po  a  former, 
but  not  a  more  prefling  exigency  of  the*  ftatc.  The  mode 
to  be  reforted  to,  will  be  in  both  cafes  (he  famt»  being^ 
that  to  which  the  country  has  been  long  accufloraed.  The 
oiily  diiFerence  is,  that  in  the  prefent  inAance,  90,000  only 
out  of  the  total  number  are,  iiridly  fpeaking,  miUiia;  the 
remuininq;  40,000,  though  levied  as  militia,  will  be  put 
under  tlie  com^)and  of  officers  of  a  different  defcriplion;  or 
Tather,  ihcy  will  receive  their  commiffion^  from  his  Majclly 
'inftead  of  from  the  lieutenants  of  counties* 

I  will  here  ihortly  t^ke  notice,  that  it  appears  from  the 
lateft  returns,  that  the  whole  number  of  meo  liable  to  ferve 
in  the  mijiiia  of  Great  Britain,  a£tually  on  the  lifts,  amounts  to 
about  900,000 — confequently  a  levy  of  1 10,000  wilJ  give 
jnoie  than  one  in  nlne^  and  lefs  than  one  in  eighth  There  are 
no  materials  of  a  fimtlar  fort,  within  my  reach,  in  reference 
to  the  number  of  men  actually  liable  to  ferve  in  the  miliiia 
of  Ireland.  I  muft  here  take  notice  that  every  prafticable 
encouragement  will  be  given  to  pavi(bes  and  diftrifts  to  raife 
their  quota  of  volunteers  from  among  their  own  inliabilants; 
ai)d  that  particulaHy  in  Ireland,  where  the  people  are  not 
fo  much  accufiomed  to  a  ballot,  it  will  be  propofed  to 
allow  of  tlieir  raifing  their  men  by  means  of  a  moderate 
and  limited  bounty,  as  has  already  been  fo  judicioufly  and 
fucceiifully  attempted  with  refpeS  to  their  militia. 

I  come  now  tp  ftate  the  exemptions*  it  being  under- 
flood  that  ail  perfons  from  the  age  of  18  to  that  of  45 
are  general  I  v  fuhjeft.  Thefe  exemptions  will  be  generally 
the  fame  with  thofc  of  the  fupplcmentary  militia,  with  a 
few  alterations.  The  exemption  is  not  to  extend  to  Peers, 
All  commiiTioned  officer;^,  officers  on  half  pay,  allnon-com«> 
miffioned  officers  and  privates  in  his  Majcdy'sferviccare  to 
be  exempted,  "^rjie  exemption  is  alfo  to  exclude  all  refident 
members  of  the  univerfiiies,  all  clergymen,  and  licenfed 
preachers,  but  this  under  certain  relbiAions.  In  the 
committee  I  mean  to  call  the  attention  of  gentlemea 
more  particularly  to  this  point,  becaufe  I  am  perfuaded, 
that  though  it  can  never  be  the  with  of  the  Houfc  to  devi^ 
r'.e  from  that  fvficm  of  toleration  which  has  been  perfe- 
vcred  in  ever  fince  the  Houfe  of  Brunlwick  came  to  the 
throne,  it  mufr  appear  highly  proper  to  put  a  (lop  to  the 
frauds  praftifed  bv  perfons  affuniing  this  character,  to  with- 
draw themfelves  from  the  claims  which  the  cc^untry  has  oo 
them.  No  articled  clerk  is  to  have  the  bcnciit  of  the  ex- 
emption>  whofe  articles  Vixre  not  figued  on  the  16th  June,

18039  the  day  on  which  his  Majefty's  meilage  was  brought 
down.  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  regulations  refpeftifg  ap- 
prentices is  of  too  wide  and  extended  a  nature^  and  very^ 
proper  for  theinterpofition  of  Parliament,  as  it  cieatea  / 

much  difficulty  in  the  recruiting  fervice.  Seamen  and  fea*. 
faring  men  will  be  exempted,  but  great  caution  will  be 
ufcd  in  wording  the  elaufe  with  refpeft  to  them.  All  per-  . 
fonsmuftered,  trained,  and  doing  duty  in  his  Majefty's  dock- 
yards will  be  exemp)ed  with  a  fimiiar  caution.  Alfo  every 
poor  perfon  having  more  than  one  child  under  ten  years  of 
age,  making  fome  diftinf^ions.  This  with  refpe^  to  the 
ballotted  men^  with  refpeft  to  the  ftibftitutes  I  (hall  propofe 
a  little  i^laxation  of  this  principle,  fo  far  as  accepting  the 
fervices  of  fubftitutes  with  a  greater  iHumber  of  children.  I 
come  now  to  the  yeomanry,  and  firft,  I  muft  exprcfs  my  grati- 
tude for  the  zeal  which  they  difplayed  in  the  pubHc  fervicd 
during  laft  war ;  but  I  muft  fay,  with  every  refpeit  for  them, 
ihat  there  was  formerly  a  difpoiition  to  carry  the  fyftem  of  ex- 
emptions rather  too  far  with  regard  to  them.  I  do  not  think 
it  fhould  be  carried  further,  in  the  prefent  inftance,  thai;  to 
comprehend  all  officers,  non*commi(Iioned  officers,  and 
privates  now  fetving,  who  have  complied  with  the  regula- 
tions, provided  their  fervices  were  accepted  before  the  16th 
June  1803  ;  and  thefe  fervices  are  underftood  to  extend  to 
the  whole  of  the  military  diftrift  In  which  they  reiide.  I 
truft,  that  when  fo  confiderable  a  burthen  is  impofed  on  thcf 
reft  of  the  people,  this  will  not  be  conceived  too  great  a 
hardfhlp  oh  them.  I  have  now  ftated  all  the  particulars, 
and  the  Houfe  is  to  determine  on  the  policy  of  the  meafui^, 
and  its  efficacy  towards  attaining  the  objefts  of  hi  J  Majefty'* 
roeflage.  If  this,  or  fomething  like  it,  is  adopted,  it  will 
lead  us  not  only  to  fecurity  but  to  glory;  it  will  alfo 
Ihorten  the  duration  of  the  conteft,  byfhcwipg  the  ene- 
.iny,  that  we  have  a  large  difpofeable  force  to"a6t  offen-i 
fively  againft  him ;  for,  certainly,  nothing  can  fo  much  tend 
to  fhorten  a  war,  as  ihewing,  that  Grpat  Britain  and  Ireland 
have  a  large  difp6fable  force  a£ling  in  conjundion  with  their 
navy,  in  the  manner  in  which  it  is  always  difpofed  to  do. 
Nothingxan  contribute  more  to  produce  that  effcA,  than  to 
fliew  the  Government  or  rather  the  Governor  of  France, 
that  we  are  ready,  not  only  to  meet  thofe  financial  difficul- 
ties by  which  he  has  fo  longflattered  himielf  that  we  fhould 
be  worn  down  ;  but  atfo,  that  we  are  able  to  attack  him  on 
his  vulnerable  points,  for  vulnerable  points  he  has;  nothing 
can  fo  much  tend  to  teach  him,  that  iiis  fyftem  of  conduft

with  refped  to  this  country  has  entirely  failed ;  and  tliat  he 
mull  look  at  home  to  provide  for  his  own  fecurity.     Uncier 
thefe  impreflionSt  I  move,  that  the  Chairman  be  dire^ed 
to  move,  <<  1  bat  an  humble  Addrefs  be  prefented  to  his 
Majefty,  to  thank  hitn  for  his  gracious  meflugey  and  to  aflurc 
his  Majeily,    that  this   Houfe  will   adopt  every  meafure 
that  oould  tend  moft  efiedually  to  countera<£l  the  defigns  of 
the  enernvt  and  to  promote  the  vigorous  profecution  of  the 
war.    I  alio  propofe,  that  he  be  directed  io  move,  that  leave 
be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  or  bills  accordingly."     I  fay  a  bill 
or  bills,  becaufe  poflibly  a  feparate  bill  may  be  necelTar  j 
ibr  Scotland,  and  certainly  a  feparate  one  would  be  neoefikry 
for  Ireland^  as  the  militia  is  an  imperfeA  inAitution  in  that 
country,  and  it  is  to  be  permitted  to  raife  men  by  bounties. 
Ilie  fame  permiflion  is  intended  to  be  given  with  refpeA  to 
this  force,  but  the  bounty  would  be  limited  by  the  a(k, 

Mr.  Windham  faid,  Sir,  I  will  take  the   prefent   oppor- 
tanity  of  Hating  my  opinion  on  the  bufinefs  that  has  been 
juil  brought  forward.     I  agree  as  fully  as  any  man  in  the 
neceility  of  extraordinary  exertions  at  this  time;  I  waited 
impatiently  to  hear  what  plan  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
meant  to  prupofe  for  the  defence  of  the  country ;  and,  I 
tnuft  confefs,  that  1  have  been  moil  grievouily  difappointcd 
in  the  expeftations  I  had  formed  of  it.     I  acn  convinced  we 
are  threatened  with  dangers  of  no  ordinary  kind.     We  are, 
Sir,  in  a  new  ftate,  which  is  pregnant  with  new  difTicultics 
and  dangers ;  and  hiuft,  therefore,  have  recourfe  to  new  and 
"^  extraordinary  remedies.     If  we  go  on  in  the  old  courfe, 
fuch  as  was  puvfucd  under  a  difierent  ftate  of  fociety*  our 
deflru£lion  is  inevitable ;  and  my  objeflion  now  offered  to 
the  Committee  is,  that  it  goes  on  in  the  old  courfe,  that  it 
^ifiers  in  nq  refpe£t  from  the  pradicq  of  former  times  ;  and, 
inftead  of  curing,  will  only  aggravate  the  evils  that  fur- 
round  us.     My  lirft  and  principal  obje£tion  to  this  plan  is 
this:  it  tends  to  do  away,  and  completely  cut  up  the  army  $ 
and  will  make  it  utterly  impoflible  that  wefhould  ever  have 
a  ftanding  army.     For  many  years  pad  we  have  had  the 
.  aniiitia  of  the  country  raifed,  not  by  tlie  perfons  ballotted 
for,  hut  by  fublHtutes:  the  confcquence  of  which  has  been, 
(bat  fo  large  a  bounty  has  been  given  for  fubilitutcs,  as  to 
do  away  all  competition  between  the  army  and  militia.     It 
has  therefore  become  almoft  impoffible  to  recruit  the  army, 
and  that  difficulty  will  be  increafed  by  the  preientmcafurc. 
How  will  it  be  poiTible  to  get  men  to  enter  the  army,  when 
they  have  a  much  lai*|;er  bounty  by  entering  as  fubflitutcs 
(  inta 
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ffiio  the  militia?  Men,  who  happen  to  be  drawn  for  the  mi- 
litia, will  give  any  fum  of  money  fooner  than  ferve.     It 
would  be  impoilible  for  many  of  them  to  enter  into  the 
fervice,  and  I  know  that  to  compel  thera  to  ferve  peribnally 
would  be  a  bardihip  fo  intolerable,  as  not  to  be  endured, 
and  which  nothing  could  juftify.    The  evil,  therefore,  refted 
with  the  inftitution  itfelf,  by  which  fubftitutes  were  allowed  ; 
for  by  that  means  the  market  was  railed  fo  high,  that  tlie 
army  had  no  chance  of  coming  in  for  any  Hiare  uf  the  com- 
modity offered  for  fale.    I'here  was  a  mode  once  fuggeded 
WHicb  I  think  it  would  be  very  proper  to  adopt  at  this  time : 
it  was,  that  when  men  were  drawn  for  the  militia,  if  they 
did  not  wilh  to  ferve  perfonally,  you  ihould  commute  their 
icrvices  for  a  fixed  fine,  to  be  impofed  by  Government,  who 
fhould  lav  up  the  money  in  order  to  prociuro  fubftitutes  by 
means  of  it ;  and  that  thefe  fhould  not  ferve  in  the  militia, 
but  in  the  army.     There  is  one  pointy  however,  of  the  pre-f . 
fent  plan  which  I  approve  of,  and  that  is,  the  part  by  which 
the  force  to  be  raifed  is-  to  be  commanded  by  oficerr  of 
experience.  .  But,  at  the  fame  time,  1  muft  deny,  that  this 
can  ever  be  coniidered  as  a  difpofable  force ;  or  that  any 
of  thofe  advantages  can  be  derived  from  it  which  wc  might 
exped  from  a  {landing  army.     Inflead,  therefore,  of  pur- 
fuing  fuch  a  plan  as  this,  I  will  flate  what  my  ideas  are  with 
regard  to  the  kind  of  force  I  would  have  in  the  country.    I 
would  recommend,  that  a  commutatioa  ihopld  be  made  for 
perfanal  fervlce  for  a  fixed  fine;  and  that  all  fubfkitution 
m  the  militia  fliouid  be  abolifhed  for  a  fixed  time.     I  would 
by  that  means  encreafe  the  army  as  much  as  pofiible.     If, 
indead  of  adopting  a  plan  of  this  kind,  you  reft  your  de- 
fence on  a  large  military  force,  and  nevc^r  carry  on  any 
offenfive  operations,  the  nation  mull  inevitably  be  undone* 
Without  waiting  for  that  tranquillity  which  we  cannot  ex- 
pert for  we  know  not  when  it  will  come,    I  would  have 
you  encreafe  the  regular  array  by  every  pof&ble  means.     I 
would  have  you  change  the  footing  of  the  fervice,  and  let 
it  be  for  a  certain  term  of  years ;  and  then  you  would  fland 
a  better  chance  of  getting  recruits.     I  know  of  no  objections 
that  can  be  made  to  this  plan  ;  I  knowofhcers  of  great  ex- 
perience, who  at^  perfuaded  that  many  advantages  would 
arife  from  it.     An  author  of  fome  eminence  has  faid,  that 
the  firfl  merit  of  a  book  is  that  it  fhould  be  read.     I  fay 
then  the  firfl  merit  of  laws  relating  to  the  army  is,  that  they 
fiiould  give  us  an  army.    I  would  not  only  remove  all  oom- 
Vql.  IV,  1802-3.  L I  petitions 
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petitions  in  tiie  market,  between  the  army  arid  the  mtlitisit 
put  I  would  bring  in  other  circumftances  in  aid  of  the  re* 
cruiting  of  the  army.  The  great  bounties  hiiherto  given, 
bave  done  incalculable  mifchief ;  and  perhaps  it  migh^ 
bappen,  that  when  thefe  fliould  be  done  away,  men  would 
for  a  time  rcfufc  to  enter,  from  an  expectation  of  the  bouki* 
ties  being  again  ehcreafed.  In  order,  therefore,  to  obviate 
the  inconvenience  arifing  frorh  men  not  coming  forward 
voluntarily,  I  would  reibrt  to  other  meafures,  which  I  (hali 
fuggeft.  We  are.  given  to  underftand,  Sir,  that  one  kind  of 
force  will  anfwer  very  well  for  home  fcrvice,  while  the  re- 
gular force  may  ht  applied  to  general  femce :  and  it  is 
iuppofed  that  the  regular  ^nd  irregular  troops  are  all  of  the 
fame  quality.  That  I  deny  :  there  is  a  moft  material  difTe- 
rence  between  them.  I  do  not  mean,  in  any  refpeft,  to 
depreciate  the  fervices  of  the  militia  force,  nor  to  take 
away  from  the  great  merit  of  many  officers  in  that  fervice, 
1  know  they  have  diftinguiftied  therafelves  by  their  zeal  for 
the  advantage  of  the  country,  and  that  their  aftive  exer- 
tions have  contributed  to  bring  their  corps  to  a  high  ffate  of 
difcipline.  But  I  muft  fay,  ttiat  after  they  have  done  the 
utmofl,  which  zeal,  adlivity,  ardoin*,  and  courage,  could  do,. 
it  is,  from  the  very  nature  and  conftilution  of  that  force, 
impoflible  they  can  poflefs  the  qualities  of  a  regular  army  : 
they  either  cannot  have  the  difcipline  orthe  experience  of  an 
army.  You  may  as  well  fay  that  men  can  become  faiiors 
before  they  get  into  **  deep  water  "  Tbev  muft  nccellarily 
wantthe  opportunities  of  feeing  fervice,  an3  withoutthatthey 
inuft  be  deilitute  of  the  advantages  of  a'regular  army.  The 
officers  cannot  have  the  (ame  authority  over  their  men  that 
officers,  of  the  line  have  over  tlieirs:  they  cannot  have  the 
iame  reputation  for  fcrvice,  and  therefore  they  will  never 
be  looked  up  to  with  the  fame  confidence  :  and  on  thefe 
grounds  I  muft  contend,  that  the  militia  cannot  he  fo  effi- 
cient even  for  the  purpofes  of  defence  and  home  fervice,  a^ 
an  army.  We  can  never  rely  on  them  as  we  fhuuld  on 
veteran  foldiers;  nor  expcft  that  they  could  do  as  much  as 
men  taken  firom  a  diftant  fervice,  and  who  had  been  in 
different  parts  of  the  world.  Is  it  nothing  that  your  enemy 
knows  all  this?  Is  it  nothing  that  he  knows  you  have  a 
force  which  is  confined  within,  and  cannot  n&  out  of  your 
ownifland?  If  any  openings  (hould  prefent  themfelves,  by 
which  we  might  carry  on  offcnfive  operations  on  the  Con- 
tinent, with  a  profped  of  fuccefs:  if  any  cbafm  (hould 
•  appear 
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appear  tlirough  which  we  might  hope  to  overthrow  the  re- 
volutionary power  of  France;  is  it  nothing  that  your  enemy 
knows  the  conftituiion  of  your  force  tp  be  fuch  as  to  render 
the  attainment  of  that  great  objeft  imprafticable  ?  Is  it  no- 
thing for  him  to  know  that  he  can,  whenever  hp  pleafes, 
corae  and  attack  you  here,  in  a  ftate  of  inaftivity,  refting 
on  your  oars,  and  waiting  for  his  approach  ?  Therefore,  i 
contend  that  this  fpccies  of  force  is  inefEcacious  and  mif- 
ichievous;  and  that  a  {landing  army  is  the  only  force  on 
which  you  can  place  a  full  dhd  complote  reliance,  whether 
you  mean  to  uie  it  [ox  the  purpofes  of  defence  or  attack. 
In  anfvver  to  my  arguments  it  may  be  admitted,  that  the 
.avrny  is  the  bejil  force  ;  but  that  it  cannot  be  encreafed  im- 
mediately ;  that  militia  is  the  nextbeft ;  and  the  volunteers 
next  after  them.  You  may  fay  as  fchoolboys  do,  '•  the 
malculine  is  more  worthy  than  the  feminine,  and  the  fei^i- 
nine  more  worthy  than  the  neuter."  You  make  choice  of 
the  militia  iiifl.  Why  not  take  the  army,  firft  and  the  militia 
after  ?  I  again  repeat,  that  by  this  injudicious  and  mifchicv- 
ous  praflicc  you  put  it  out  of  your  power  to  get  an  army. 
1  have  the  fame  gbjeAion  to  officers  raiiiqg  men  for  rank, 
namely,  that  they  will,  in  order  to  get  their  rank,  give  large 
^bounties  to  procure  men.  There  is  a  danger  that  they  will 
do  fomething  worfe,  that  they  will  floop  to  improper  prac- 
tices to  get  men.  The  officers  of  the  Britifti  army  have 
never  done  fo;  and  I  am  happy  to  fay  they  have  this  great 
fuperiority  over  all  other  officers  in  the  world,  tha|  they  are 
better  gentlemen.  What  1  have  already  faid^  contains  the 
fum  of  my  obje£tions  againft  this  mcafure,  which  I  consi- 
der as  a  mod  dangerous  one',  and  one  that  will  cut  up  the 
defence  and  fecurity  of  the  country.  Now,  Sir,  in  conii- 
dering  the  real  filuation  in  which  we  f):and,  there  is  one 
great  problem  which  it  would  be  highly  iifeful  and  iiecefTary 
to  folve ;  and  that  is,  how  to  manage  the  great  phyficaf 
force  of  the  country,  fo  as  to  make  it  an  over-matcli  for 
any  force  the  enemy  may  bring  againft  it  f  Such  is  my  opi- 
nion of  the  military  force  we  ha^e  already  on  foOt,  ttiat  if 
the  enemy  fent  a  force  here  no  more  than  equal  to  our  own, 
1  (hould  entertain  no  fear  for  the  refult.  But  it  rs  more 
probable  that  the  enemy  will  fend  a  much  greater  force 
than  any  which  wc  can  immediately  apply  for  the  pufpbfi 
of  refiiling  them.  How  then  are  we  to  make  up  for  this 
deficiency  in  our  means  of  defence?  In  every  invaded 
country  the  phylical  force  of  the  people  is  much  greater 
than  that  of  the  invaders  can  be.     If  the  enemy  fent  I  fXJ,0(>(> 
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men  to  invade  us,  the  very  popul^ttlon  of  this  town  would 
he  able  to  fend  out  a  force  equal  to  them  in  point  of  num- 
bers. This  idea  may  lead  us  to  indulge  hopes  that  can  ne« 
ver  be  realized.  We  (hould  confidcr  the  difference  between 
thofe  two  bodies  when  oppofed  to  each  other,  and  know 
that  phyiical  force  alone  could  not  decide  the  queflion.  If 
that  could  be  done,  no  country  would  ever  be  invaded. 
Hanover  would  not  have  been  lately  taken  pofleilion  of  by 
the  army  under  Gen.  MoitiCr,  which  was  very  fmall,  com- 
pared to  the  population  of  the  invaded  country.  We  fhould 
not,  therefore,  rely  on  our  phyfical  force,  and  fall  into  a 
blind  confidence  with  refpeft  to  our  flrength.  We  fee  that 
immenfe  bodies  of  people  in  other  countries  fubmit  to 
thofe  who  may,  comparatively,  be  called  a  handful. 

Of  what,  I  would  aflc,  Sir,  what  is  the  whole  of  that 
force  vkhich  governs  his   Majcfty's  kingdom-;  what  are  all 
the  members  of  the  Government,  the  legiflaiure,  and  even 
the  military,  but  a  handful  of  men,  compared  to  the  great 
mafs  of  our  population  ?  Was  it  not  upon  this  very  ground, 
that  the  Jacobin^  made  their  chief  attack  againft  us  fome 
years  ago,  when  they  complained  that  a  fmall  minority  go- 
verncd  a  large' majority  ?  And  happy,  indeed,  is  it  for  manr 
kind  thit  a  handful  of  men  can  govern  the  many,  for  other-, 
wifi^  wo  flioul.d.have  no  hope  of  repreiiing  the  injuftice,  the 
"turbulence,  the  licentioufncfs,  and  the  fury  of  an  immenfe 
body  of  people,  when  left  to  themfelves  without  any  con* 
troul.     Bonaparte  has  the  power  of  keeping  the  population 
of  France  in  order.     While  we  have  the  controul  over  the 
phyfical  force  of  this  country,  we  ought  to  try  in  what  man- 
ner we  can  bed  make  ufe  of  it,  in  repelling  the  immenfe 
:vrmles  by  whivh  there  is  a  probability  of  its  being  attacked. 
If  we  make  this  difcovcry,  if  we  folve  this  great  problem,  we 
fliall  go  a  great  way  in  accomplifhing  our  objedl,  andenfur- 
.ing  ourfelves  againfl  ruin.     Surely  the  way  to  do  this  is,  not 
by  increafing  the  militia  ;  for  the  force  now  propofed  is  to  be 
jaifed  by  the  common  machinery  of  the  militia;  and,  ex- 
cept in  the  mode  of  its  being  otficered,  it  will  be  in  every  r^ 
fpedl  like  the  militia.     I  wotild  not,  in  the  drd  indUnce, 
apply  to  a  force  of  that  kind*     Brought  down  lo.fhedc* 
graded  fituatiou  in  which  we  now  find  ourfelyes,  after  hav- 
ing, in  the  midfl  of  a  fallacious  peace,  had  our  armies  and  our^ 
navies  difbandj^d,  on  the  pretence  of  purfuing  a  plan  of  econo- 
my ^  and  after  having  the  prefcnt  meafure  delayed  for  fo 
Jong  a  period  aftei  the  bringing  down  of  his  Majefly's  mef^ 
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fage,'and  until  the  enemy  is,  perhaps,  within  two  or  three 
months  of  coming  upon  us;  in  fuch  a  fituationjou  muft 
look  to  a  great  plan  of  immediate  defence.  For  this  fituar 
lion  in  which  we  are  placed,  a  great  and  heavy  refponfibilitjr 
reds  upon  his  Majefty's  Minifters ;  but  this  is  a  fubje^ 
which  I  will  not  now  dwell  upon.  Thefe  nricafurcs,  Sir, 
will  no  doubt  fell  very  well  in  Parliament,  as  being  the  (irft 
lime  they  are  broached  ;  but  I  am  convinced  that  they  will 
not  be  approved  of  by  thofe  people  who  have  acquired  ex* 
periencein  fuch  matters,  nor  will  they  afford  fatisfadion  in 
the  end.  Thefe  propofals  or  meafures,  which  have  been 
thus  inconfiderately  planned,  put  me  in  mind  of  goods  ex- 
pofed  for  fate  in  the  windows  of  our  /hops,  which  (hew  to 
great  advantage  when  artfully  and  judicioufly  placed,  and 
pleafe  the  gazing  patfenger;  but  which,  on  trial,  'do  not  af- 
ford that  degree  of  benefit  or  fatisfadion  which  was  ex- 
pefied,  nor  at  all  anfwer  the  purpofcs  intended.  Volunteers 
ratfedupon  the  footing  of  thoie  we  have  already  reaped  forhe 
confiderable  advantage  from,  are  not  at  all  to  be  looked  upoa 
as  a  proper  body  of  men  to  oppofe  a  French  army.  Thejr 
are,  I  muft  confefs,  very  ufeful  in  regard  to  rendering  in- 
ternal fervices  to  their  country  ;  but  we  all  know  that  they 
are  io  general  men  who,  from  their  conditutions,  mode  of 
life,  and  refpeSive  profeflions,  are  ill  adapted  for  the  op- 
pofition  of  an  enemy.  I  would  wiih  that  our  whole  military 
force  were  one  which  an  experienced  officer  would  really  ap«> 
prove  ofj  had  he  the  ^mmand  of  our  army.  Were  I  to 
encreafe  my  regular  force,  I  fhould  conceive  myfelf  in  k 
mtidti  better  fituation  of  defence,  although  I  might  oth^r^ 
wife  poffibly  have  a  greater  nominal  force.  After  making 
the  army  as  great  as  you  can,  then  is  the  time  to  refort  to 
militia ;  and  after  this  laft  mode  has  been  found  prudent  and 
expedient,  then  you  may  have  a  volunteer  force  of  a  different 
defcription;  and  fuch  as  would  be  no  burthen  to  the  country, 
oor  be  the  means  of  drawing  men  from  their  homes.  I  al- 
Itide,  Sir,  to  the  mod  efficacious  and  fpirited  dep  of  raidng 
the  coisuwy  tn  majfe ;  and  I  think  we  ought  at  the  prefent 
moft^  alarming  criiis,  to  be  employed  in  adopting  fuch  meslHs 
as  may  be  neceflary  for  that  purpofe.  By  this  mode  wk 
might  bo  enabled,  upon  all  necelTary  occafions,  to  command 
our  armed  peafantry.  I  am  well  aware,  Sir,  that  a  force  of 
this  fort  can  do  nothing  of  Itfelf ;  and  I  know  that  a  regular 
army  may  do  without  fuch  affidance ;  but  where  that  regular 
army  happens  not  to  be  fufficient  for  the  exigencies  of  the 
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Aate^  the  oiber'  may  afi^rd  very  great  and  important  aid*  Bf 
4his  mcan^  you  .will  have  an  incorporated  force  without 
j>uning  the  Qovernment  tp  unncceir^ry  .ex pence.  The  ad<- 
3Pantage$  of  ihis  kind  of  armament  are  co-extenfive  v^ith  the 
b&uj\  population  of  the  country.  The  peafantry  and  oihcr 
fuch  inhabitants  of  the  country ,  I  would  propofe  to  be  aflu* 
ciated  and  collided  by  people  of  influence  and  confidera- 
tioHf  dwelling  in  the  neighbour hood«  without  troubling  theih 
with  forming  to  a  nicety  particular  linea  and  columns^  with 
]k>Uow  fquaresy  with  eyes  right,  and  eyes  left  [a  laugk']^  and 
all  the.  trifling  pundilios^  which  are  now-a-days  o*bferved  in 
the  xnacnal  exercife  of  this  country.  I  know,  indeed,  that 
this  pradtice  was  originally  introduced  by  a  moft  experienced 
officers  and  it  is»  no  doubt,  very  proper  and  eligible  in  a  cer- 
tain degree^  and  in  certain  places,  but  not  neceflary  on  all 
i^ccafiojns*  .  1  would  wifli  people  to  refleA  how  much  of  what 
is  moft  pra6lifed.  in  our  army,  was  thought  quite  unneceflary 
in  former  time$»  fuch  as  in  the  campaigns  of  the  Duke  of 
iMarlboroiigh.  At  that  period,  I  believe  it  was  not  even.the 
puftotn.of  hi^  armies  to  march  all  with  the  fame  leg  al  the 
iame  time.  [AUugh.]  The  great  King  of  Pruffia»  if  I 
^r^;EnemJber  right,  alio  pradifed  fuch  a  fyAem ;  and,  ifl  am 
PQX  miftakeni  the  French  them£elves  have  done  fo.  In  (hort, 
they  foefn  to  have  adopted  this  plan  for  the  purpoCb  of  caftr 
ing  away  the  huA:,  and  keeping  the  kernel,  [a  lau^\  and 
JbMS  have  g<»ne  back  tp  the  old  fyftem,.  in  order  to  effeftiheir 
<nntnerous  and  hafty  fohemes.  A  obtain  knowledge  of  tac^  ' 
itics.  will  by  thU  odethod  be  more  eafily  infufed  intoinrery  fot 
oi  pfsQple ;  even  in  (he  very  cottages  you  will  find  the  peafiuita 
convi^fing.w  military  aiFairs,  and  about  what  fchemosXheiy 
will  purfue  in.  cafe  of  an  invasion*  The  prefence  of  fuch  an 
!iE>ificer  ^s  I  widi  for,  would  be  the  means  of  training  his  dif* 
^f\&,  almoft  ifftoa  military  corps  i  he  yrould  foon  be  able  to 
teach  the  pea£aetry  tfac  priticipal  tadks  of  war  ;  and  would 
.be  ft  kind  of  clinical  ledurer  upon,  the  aft  of  war.  [if  laugh  J\ 
1  may  add,  that  with  regard  to  this  force^  I  am  inclined  to 
reckon  it  vijine  qua  non  ;  for  if  we  are.noi  in  pofleffion  of  fuch 
;Bnt  irf  egular  force,  we  cannot  altogether  rely  upon  our  rega» 
lar  force,  [ji  cry  of  hear!  hear!]  I  agree  with  the  right 
ihon.. Secretary  at  War,  who  opened  this;  difcuffion  with  fo 
in^uqh  propriety,  with  regard  to.  the  fit  nation  of  the  counuy : 
J .  .leokcifi^  however,  that  it  is  damnable  >and  heretical  for 
^averntmnt  aot  lo  -inform  the  cooatcyifif  its  real  dangers. 
.Jliis  a  bad  figaaf  the  pccqpleof  the  couotiy,  if  they  cannot 
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be  told  of  their  daT)gers,  I  am  certain  of  iHis  for 'one  thingt 
that  if  fuch  information  U  not  alForded  them,  they  cannot  be 
properly  prepared  when  the  danger  comes.  Early  tears  ans 
n^ceflfary  :  it  is  proper  to  give  them  time  to  foruty  their  re- 
fplntiony  to  endure  what  they  will  have  to  fnffer.  '1  here  ia 
pothing  in  my  mind  To  alaroiing  as  a  kind  of  calm  indiffer- 
ence; 1  mean  that  calm  of  fomc  men,  who  look  wiihccA-^ 
tempt  at  their  dangets.  There  are  many  forts  of  calm  ;  the 
calm  of  fangutne  hcpe,  the  calm  of  defpair,  the  calm  of 
grief,  and  the  palm  of  people  who  have  inadtiyity  jt)ined  \b 
Ihat  calmnefi*  There  is  even  another  kind  of  calm,  I  mean 
the  calm  of  cowardice,  in  a  certain  defcription  of  men,  who 
would  hide  themfeives  under  their  bed-clothes  in  order  to 
avoid!  danger  [a  laugh^  \  but  of  thefe  I  hope  and  truft  there 
ilre  few  in  this  country.  IJot  with  landing  all  the  pompous 
expre(nons  I  have  heard  ufed  by  fome  people  in  defence  of 
fume  of  thefe  ftates  of  calmnefs  and  filence,  which  they 
have  conceived  moft  proper  to  be  adopted  on  particular  occa- 
fions^  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  it  is  rather  an  erroneous 
do£trine,  that  Government  Ihpiild  appear  to  be  extremely 
filent  and  tranquil  at  the  yery  moment  they  are  doing  a  great 
deal.  That  may  be  very  prudent,  I  muft  confefs,  on  fome 
peculiar  occafions.  I  know  that  Bonaparte  is  at  prefent  pro- 
ceeding ^ith  great  fecrefy,  perhaps,  too>  even  with  more 
fecrefy  than  his  fchetpes  may  require.  I  (Iiould  not  be  fur- 
prifed  to  hear  it  faid*  that  the  right  hon.  Gentlemen  cnmpof- 
ing  the  Government  of  this  country  are  adually  endeavour* 
in^^  to  imilate  Bonaparte.  \_A  laugh. '^  Such  a  principle, 
l^owever,  may  be  very  goqd  and  commendable  on  the  part  of 
thofe  who  are  planning  an  attack,  but  it  is  very  different  in 
regard  to  thofe  who  are  to  be  iheobjefls  of  that  attack.  In 
prder  to  expofe  yet  further  the  abfurdiiy  of  adopting  fuch  a 
plan  of  filence,  1  would  beg  leave  to  (late  this  ihort  and  plain 
caftr :  If  an  officer  were  to  fay  ta  his  guard,  *<  we  arc  to  bo 
attacked  to-night ;  but  huHi !  don't  fay  a  word,  otherwife  it 
Would  be  dangerous;"  I  would  a(k  thofe  Gentlemen  whether, 
ih  their  opinion,  fuch  an  impofed  filence  could  be  reckoned 
prttdent  ?  It  is  not  becoming  in  Miniflers  to  exhibit  this 
aflfeQed  calm  ;  they  mu(l  (hew  the  country  its  real  danger  ; 
that  the  people  may  not  be  difmayed  when  it  arrives.  I 
however  think,  whatever  may  be  the  difmay  occafioned  b/ 
fuch  a  condud,  that  the  people  will  dti  their  duty,  be  the 
conduct  of  Governtnent  in  this  particular  what  it  may.  But 
i  wiflr  to  imprifs  upon  the  Houfe,  (hat  Gover&mcnt  itfelf 
'    '  •  :      '  muft 
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nitid  alfodo  its  duty.  Every  thing  ought  to  be  done  that  the 
mind  can  invent  or  genius  plan.  Every  officer  of  cohfidera- 
tion  in  the 'country  Ihould  be  called  on  to  give  his  opinion  ; 
not  fli^htly,  or  in  word^y  but  deliberately,  and  ia  writing  ; 
and  for  fuchopinion  he  ou^ht  to  be  refponfible.  A  Aumberof 
new  ideas  which  no  (ingle  man  could  produce,  would  thus 
be'ftruck  out.  I  am  forry  to  be  under  the  neceflity  of  thus 
ohjt'fling  to  the  only  mode  of  raifing  a  force  which  Miniders 
have  propofed ;  and  mufl  enter  my  protefl  againd  it,  fo  far 
as  ft  tends  to  cut  up  the  regular  army.  Upon  the  whole  it  is 
the  mod  impolitic  dep  that  could  be  taken  in  the  prefent 
fituation  of  the  country* 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  faid  it  was  not  his  intention 
to  follow  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  through  the  great  variety, 
of  obfervations  he  had  thought  proper  to  make ;  but  he 
would  Aibmit  it  to  the  cand'ul  judgment  of  theHoufe,  whether 
his  Majefly's  Miniflers  were  liable  to  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man's charge  of  bringing   forward  tardy  and  ill  confidered 
nieafurcs  ot  preparation.      It  was  now  only  five  weeks  (ince 
his  Majcfty's  mcfrage  had  been  delivered  to  the  Houfe,  and. 
within  that  period -50,000  tnen  had  been  voted,  and  the  fup- 
plementary  militia  had  been  calle<l  ont.  Therefore  he  thought 
Minifters  had  not  prefcrved  that  kind  (?f  dignified  calm  which 
ihc  nghi  Hon.  Gentleman  would  afcribe  to  ihem.     He  dif- 
claimcd  the  imputation  which   the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
would  attach  to  him  and  his  colleagues,  of  wifliing  to  con- 
ceal the  adual   date  of  the  country  ;  and  the  fafls  he  had 
liated  relative  to  the  incrcafe  of  the  navy  and  the  calling  qut 
of  the'fupplementary  militia  were  fufficient  to  ihew  that  the 
aflenion  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  that  Miniders  were 
(ecret  in  their  preparations,  was  quite  imfounded.     In  ad- 
dition to  iluife  fa<51s  it  was  now  propofed  to  raife  50,000  men 
by  ballot,  (imiiur  to  the  militia,  and  free  from  two  great  ob-» 
je<5lions  which  that  right  hon.  Gentleman  himfeU  had  fre- 
qu(?nily  urged  againd  the  militin  fydt-m.  namely,  4hat  it  was 
to  be  more  extended  in   its  fervice,  and  that   it  was  to  be 
officered  by  men  of  military   experience  ;  a  circumflance 
which  mud  fecure  that  difcipline  which  conlUtuted  the  life 
i^nd  foul  of  an  army.     The  propofed  force,  therefore,  was. 
not  liable  to  the  objedions  which  the  right  hon   Gentleman 
would  apply  to  the  militia.     Many  of  the  arguments  of  the 
fight  hon.  Gentleman  he  was  ready  to  adtnit  were  entitled  10 
^reat  weight ;  and  if  it  was  nqw  a  matter  of  option  whether 
it  was  beiitr  to  have  a  regular  than  a  oxilitia  force,  be  was 
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free  to  fay  that  he  would  have  no  difficulty  in  preferring  the 
former*  if  in  the  prcfent  circumftances  it  were  prafiicable  to 
raife  foch  a  force  by  the  ordinary  means  within  reafonable 
lime.     The  greater  parr,  however,  of  the  objedions  which 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  advanced  that  evening  to  the  mi- 
litia fyftcm,  wotld  have  come  with  more  propriety  in  the 
courfe  of  the  difcuflions  which  took  place  laft  feflions  upon 
that   fubjedt ;  bur,  though  the  right   hon.  Gentleman  now 
thotight  proper  fo  ftrongly  to  urge  his  oppoHtion  to  the  mea- 
fure  before  the  Committee,  bectiufe  it  was  founded  on  the 
plan  of  the  militia,  yet  he  admitted  that  the  raifmg  of  a  re- 
gular army  in  lieu  of  it  was  quite  impradicable.    Therefore* 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman's  only  realon  for  declining  to  vote 
againil  this  meafure  was,  that  it  was  better  to  have  the  pro- 
pofed  force  than  none  at  all :  but  the  right  hon.  Gentleman*s 
chief  charge  againft  Miniilers  was,  their  delay  in  bringing 
forward  this  meafure.     That  delay,  however,  was  defigned 
with  this  view,  that  both  the  regular  and  fupplementary  mi- 
litia fliould  be  fully  fupplied  before  the  balloting  neceflary 
for  the  force  now  under  confideration  fliould  commence. 
Such  was  the  motive  which  influenced  that  conduct  in  Mi- 
nifters  of  which  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  complained,  and 
the  reQitude  of  this  motive  he  fubmitted  to  the  confideration 
of  the  Committee.     Minifters  had  proceeded  by  a  gradual 
fuccetlion  of  meafures  to  provide  for  the  complete  refifiance 
of  the  enemy,  and  in  a  way  which  he  trufted  would,  on  the 
fulleft  and  faireft  review,  meet  the  approbation  of  the  Houfe. 
As  to  the  right  hon.  Gentleman's  revifion  of  the  militia  fyf- 
lem,  he  would  fay  that  this  was  not  the  proper  time  for  that 
difcuflion  ;  and  he  would  aflc  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  how 
he  CJuld  fuppofe  it  poflible  to  recruit  a  regular  army  to  the 
number  of  50,000  men  without  reforting  to  means  of  com- 
pulfion,  which  he  hoped  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  would  not 
himfelf  approve  ? 

With  refpedl  to  the  danger  of  the  country,  he  had  no  hefi- 
tatton  in  faying  that  he  never  underrated  it — neither  in  pub- 
lic nor  private  did  he  ever  attempt  todifguife  it.  He  felt  it  to 
be  of  that  natur*  which  could  be  contemplated  without  dif- 
may,  but  which  no  rational  man  could  contemplate  with  in- 
difference. To  the  right  hon.  Gentleman's  ideas  U|M)n  the 
propriety  of  raifing  men  for  the  regular  army  for  a  limited 
lime,  there  were  many  johje^ipns,  the  force  of  which  he  felt, 
particularly  iv  coi)fequence  of  our  colonial  pofie(Huns  ;  fof» 
J4ipp<»f(ng,fnen  were.jnliiled  for  only  five  or  fix  years,"  (and 
Vol.  IV.  1802-^.  Mm  he 
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he  doubted  whether  recruits  in  general  cared  mach  whe- 
ther the  period  was  for  life  or  for  a  limited  period)  what  nil- 
merous  inconveniences  would  arife  to  the  fervice,  efpeciaUy 
"Where  regiments  Were  ftaiioned  in  Americai  the  Weft  In- 
dies,  or  any  remote  quarter  of  the  empire.     Perhaps  in  the 
event  of  a  whole  regiment  being  ordered  home,  or  on  any  ex- 
pedition,  only  the  (keleton  of  fuch  regiment  would  be  forth- 
coming.    In  fad,  he  remarked,  the  fyftem  of  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  fcarcely  ever  prevailed  in  any  nation  which  had 
colonial  poITediunSy  and  in  this  country  it  would  be  quite  ab- 
furd.     Returning  to  the  meafure  before  the  Committee,  and 
the  obfervation  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,   that  it  wouki 
create  a  difUcuhy  and  impediment,  if  not  an  infurmountable 
obftacle,  in  the  way  of  recruiting  the  arVny,   he  would  a(k  of 
the  Houfe  toconHder  l^s  charaifler  and  object  fully,  and  if  any 
belter  fhould  be  fuggcfled,  to  prefer  it.      If  any  Member 
could  devife  a  plan  for  raifrng  a  force  within  the  proper  time 
by  means  more  ^flPedual  and  conditutional,  hecertainly  (houM 
embrace  it  ;  but  even  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  himftlf  ad- 
mitted that  it  was  impoilible.     Why  then  did  he  oppofe  it  ? 
But  bis  oppofition  was  not  quite  corre£lly  fcninded,  for  his  ar- 
guments generally  applied  to  extremes.     He  always  dwelt 
upon   comparifons  between   the  regular  aritiy  and  the  mi- 
litia, and  overlooked  that  middle  con rfe  between  ihem  which 
was  precifely  the  defcription  of  the  force  now  under  con fKler- 
ation  ;   therefore  the  right  hon.  Gentleman's  objeflions  did 
.qot  (Iridly  apply  to  this  meafure.     He  highly  valued  the  fer- 
vices  of  the  regular  army,  of  which  the  right  hon   Gentleman 
had  faid  To  much  ;  but  however  he  relied  on  the  afliftance^  or 
upon  the  zeal  and  exertions  of  our  other  forces,  he  begged 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  the  Houfe,  and  the  country  to'un- 
derftand,  that  Government  did  not  mean  entirely  to  rely  on 
thefe  means,  and  that  the  propofition  now  before  the  Com- 
mittee was  not  the  limit  of  the  arrangements  in  which  they 
meant  to  confide  for  the  attainment  of  thofe  objeds  which 
induced  the  commiencement  of  the  war ;  for,  independently 
of  the  means  already  referred  to,  he  had  no  doubt  whatever, 
fhould  circumdances  render  it  necefiary,  the  great  body  of 
the  population  of  the  country  would,  tipon  an  appeal  frrnn 
iheir  Sovereign*  fland  forward  in  defence  of  their  rights 
ftnd  independence.      Upon  the  prompt  afliftance  of  fuch 
a  voluntaiy   force  he  confidently  reckoned;   fuch  a   force 
:is  mud  render  the  country  impregnable,   and  as  mud  con- 
.vince  the  perfon  who  now  diieAs  the  gover^imcnt  of  France^ 

that 
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that  it  «rould  be  abfurd.td  fpeculate  upon  a  fuccefsful  inva* 
liQii  of  this  coufitry.  Perhaps  it  is  happy  for  the  future  in* 
terefts  of  tbb  empire  that  the  occafion  now  oiFers,  of  which 
we  (houid  dccifiveiy  avail  ourfelves,  to  fliew  that  any  proje6la 
of  attack  upon  our  finances  and  independence*  fuch  as  the 
Fmnch  Government  Ceems  to  entertaioy  muft  be  vain  and 
futile,  l^he- right  honourable  Gentleman  again  exhorted  iht 
Cammittee  to  look  at  the  plan  before  them*  to  fuegeft  anjr 
improvements  that  might  occur  to  them,  or  a  complete  Tub* 
ilitute^  if  they  could  devifeit.  ^Without  enquiring  into  the 
general  fyftems  .alluded  to  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman^ 
which  it  was.  not  now*  heceflaryto  difcufs*  he  begged  the 
CptBmUtee  toconfider  whether  the  plan  fubmittod  to  tbeir 
judgment  was  or  was  not  fit  to  be  adopted  in  the  prefenttpot 
tiiftto£affairs,aiid  calculated  duly  tofecondihe  other  arraif^e^ 
mentB  made  to  nieet  the  fituation  of  the  country.  •  If  it  waa 
fothoughty  he  begged  of  Gentlemen  tp^Mita  m  their  mioilSy' 
and  to  reconmn^id  the  bed  means  which  migbt  occur  to  iheitl. 
of  rcfidering  it  more  eSe6lual»  and  carrying  it  into  complete 
esecutioiu 

.  Mr.  Pin  exprefled  his  fincere  concurrence  in  the  lad  fenh 
tioaeat  of  his  right  hon.  Friend  (the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex- 
chequer)^ ^  aiHl  his  entire  approbation  of  the  principle"  of  the 
plan  hciore  the  Committee,  but  that  he  difapproved  of  f(xmo 
ofits!  pfovifions.  Hewifliod,  howevery^o  referve  al)  difcuiB^n 
of^the  detail  for  a  future  opportunity. 

Colonel  B*t/hirJ  rofe  to  vindicate  the  militiai  which  he 
could  not  fubmit  to  heardlified,  traduced,  and  degraded*  ^t 
it  had  been  by.  the  rigbihon.  Gentleman  00  the  floor.  H0 
did  not  wonder  at  the 'language  now  ufed^bjr  tbe.righf  hop* 
Geosleman,  for  he  reiiiemberd  a  circular  letter »  which  h$4 
iiliicdfirom  the  War  Oflioe  on  a  former  occafioOi  in  wbicb 
nt^'ODly  militia  officers,  but  the  officers  of  the  acmy  h^d  been 
vilified*  Tile  letter  had  iiTued  on  the  bihjeS  of  fome  tbufes^ 
and  the  aofwei  which  be  had  himfelf,  9a  a  miliHa officer,;  lOr 
turned  to  the  commandant  of  the  diftci<^»  and  vvliich  be  hoped 
had  been  returned  to  the  War  office,  wa^,  thait  if  anyo^or^ 
were  guikty,  they  ought  to  be  punilhed,.  without  infulting 
the  whole  b<Nlyandifi:rimuiateiy;  He  ^nlnd  the  hon.-  Gpn-  , 
tleman  bad  brought  the  fame  feotiaMiits'withfhio^i  out  ofi^Tf 
fice,  which  be  IukI  enteitained  while  si>fO0!ce.  :  Th^' right 
hoD. Gentleman  hadra]d,.tbat  miliita  ofHcers.wete  not  asca* 
pabfte.of  eflabltihing  and  mainuimng  fubordinatiun,  as  offi- 
cers of  the  line;  but,  be  would  aflc  what  veas .inoce  Uk^ly 
f  M  m  2  10 
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tO'pr<miote  a  due  fubordtnation,  thao  fbldiers  of  the  miiif  ia  ; 
what  more  capable  of  animating  them  to  confidence  iri  each 
othefy  in  the  hour  of  danger  ?  This  was  the  chief  excel- 
lence of  the  militia  fyftemi  and 'one  of  the  greateft  beauties  of 
the  EngliOi  conftitution.  He  recollected  to  have  heard  that 
right  hmi.< Gentleman  talk  much  of  ftandingarmiesasdaoge- 
roQs  to  the  conftitution,  and  of  the  militia  as  the  conftstu-^ 
tional  force  of  the  kingdom.  Ht  had  known  an  inilaiiceof 
riots,  where  the  peafantry  had  joined  the  militia,  and  had  been 
the  infirument  of.  fupprefling  the  difturbances»  on  which  oc»: 
cafion  the  thanks  of  Government  had.  been  returned  to  the 
people.  There  was  one  part  of  his  fjpeech  in  which  every 
man  muft  agree*  that  if  a  French  force  landed  inthe  countryi 
every  man  fhould  bear  arms. 

-Cplonel  ff^ood  ftrongly  recommended  the  appointment  of 
a  oermaneni  military  counciU  in  order  to  direA  the  condud: 
or«the  war.  It  was  to  a  fimilar  fyftem  of  management,  he 
beiievedy  the  fuperior  plans  of  the  French  army,  and  their 
(ignal  fuccefs  during  the  laft  war,  were  to  be  attributed.  He 
thought  it  would  be  wifer  to  have  a  large  body  of  marines 
raifed  than  aiiy  other  difpofeable  force  that  had  been  fuggefted. 

Mr.  Windham  faid,  he  could  not  agree  with  his  right  hon. 
F/iend  (Mr.  Pitt)  that  the  prefent  was  an  unfit  day  to  enter 
into  difcuflionson  the  fubjed  now  bronght  forward.  On 
thb  contrary,  he  thought  it  highly  proper,  even  at  the  outfer, 
for  every  Gentleman  to  give  his  opinion  ;  becaufe  Govern- 
ment would  by  that  means  receive  the  benefit  of  their  fug- 
geftions.  He  could  aflure  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  bad  en* 
teredinto  a  defence  of  the  militia  officers,  that  he  did  not  in 
the  ieaft  degree  fpeak  fligjhtjngly  of  that  refpedable  and  ufe- 
ful  body  of  men.  As  to  the  right  hon.  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  he  feemed  furprifed  that  no  plan  had  been  re* 
commended  in  the  room  of  the  prefent.  He  (Mr.  Windham) 
theiighthe  had  fpent  a  confiderable  deal  of  time  in  recom- 
mending another  plan,  which  was^  that  at  prefent  men 
miight  be  raifed  by  ballot,  but  there  fliould  be  no  iubftitution ; 
or  if  ihere  were  fubflitutes,  that  Government  fhould  raife 
thdtn.  With  refpe£l  to  the  plan  for  the  improvement  of  tlie 
army,  he  wiflied  to.  fee  it  a£led  upon  at  this  very  moment ; 
and'he  thought  it  could  be  done  without  interfering  witli 
any  othtffe*  one  thai  might  be  immediately  neceflary. 

Mr.  Pitt  difclaimed  any  intention  of  conveying  an  idea 
that  this  was  not  a  prdper  time  for  the  difcuflion  of  the  mea- 
fure  before  the  Comauttee  with  thofe  who  aught  difapprove 
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of  its  principle  ;  md  as  his  right  hon.  Friend  (Mr.  Wind-' 
ham)  ftdod  in  that  (ituatioD*  his  ideas  were  of  courfe  quJTc 
corre^  in*  point  of  time.  With  almoft  the  whole  of  thofe 
ideasi  however,  he  completely  difFered,  though  he  concurred 
in  the  code  upon  which  his  right  hon.  Friend  profefled  to 
found  them,  but  to  which,  in  hh  judgment,  they  did  not  ap- 
ply. He  had  ftatcd  before,  that  iis  he  agreed  in  the  prin<;  pic  of 
the  plan  before  the  Connmittee,  he  did  m)t  think  it  would  be 
juftifiable  in  him  to  obtrude  himfelf  on  the  time  of  the  Com- 
mittee ;  for  as  his  only  defire  yrasto  render  this  plan  cfFcc* 
taal  for  iisobjed,  it  would  atifwer  of  courfe  to  (late  his'ppi* 
htons  in  a  future  flage  ;  but  as  he  was  on  -his  legs  he  took 
ocoafion  to  fay  that  his  objedions  applied  to  fome  of  the  ex- 
emptions, and  particularly  to  the  propofal  of  allowing  a  pe«. 
cliniary  commutation  for  fervicesy  for  he  had  very  ferious 
doubts  whether  it  would  be  right  in  any  cafe  that  a  pecuniary 
fine  fliouid  be  accepted.  His  opinion  was,  that  unlefs  the 
individual  balloted  (hould  have  his  fubftitute  forthcoming,  « 
perfonal  fervice  fhould  be  required.  He  declared  that  he  felt 
great  fatisfadlion  at  the  outline  of  the  plan  under  confider*  - 
ation,  and  he  was  therefore  difpofed  to  give  a  (ilent  vote  (if 
his  right  hon.  Friend  had  not  mifconceived  him),  unwilling  to  * 
throw  out  any  expreflloh  of  difference  that  might  tend  to  in- 
terrupt that  unanimity  which,  for  general  reafons,  was  lb 
imich  to  be  wifhed  for  at  this  conjundure,  and  which,  he 
hoped,  would  prevail.  , 

..Sir  Mf\  Toung  warmly  approved  of  the  refolution  exprefled 
by  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  to  adopt  ftill  farther 
meafures  of  defence,  and  hoped  that  if  the  French  army  ' 
flioold  be  ra(h  enough  to  vi fit  our  country,  they  would  find  a 
people  every  where  ready  to  fly  to  their  bayonets,  and  to  re- 
fili  them,  not  lefs  with  courage  than  with  (kill. 

The  Sceretary'at  War^  in  reply,  remarked  that  the  right 
honourable  Gentleman  (Mr.   Windham)  had  complained, 
among  otiier  things,  that  the  meafure  was  tardy  and  iil-con*  . 
fidered.     That  it  was  tardy  he  could  not  allow,  for  it  could 
nor  have  been  brought  forward  earlier  after  the  declaration 
of  war  than  it  had  been,  which  was  only  a  few  weeks  ;  and 
whether  it  was  ill-confidered  remained  for  the  Houfe  to  de-  ' 
termine.    It  was  open  to  the  criticifm  of  alK  The  fameright    • 
hon  Gentleman  had  faid  that  Minifters  had  fcandaloufly  ne- 
glected their  duty  in  regard  to  all  military  operations.    To 
thta  charge  he  pleaded  not  guilty.  Minifters  had  not  been  in-  ' 
gitentivc,  either  fin^e  the  war  or  previous  to  ity  to  the  means  * 
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of  ctllrng  forth  and  rendering  efficient  the  fatcb  of  the  court* 
try.  He  venrared  to  aiTert  that,  whether  with  refpe^^  to  the 
force  which  Parliament  left  in  the  hands  of  MintAer^i  or  the . 
fprce  which  the  war  found  in  their  hands,  the  military  Gt«a- 
f^nof  this  country  would  bear  a  coroparifon  with  our  fituatiun 
at  the  commencement  of  any  war  in  which  we  ever  were  en- 
gaged, li  would  be  found  that  every  e^ort  had  been  .em* 
played  to  keep,  up  a  force  adequate  to  our  fecurity,  and  ca- 
pable of  being  called  forth  with  energy  on  any  emergency. 
With  many  of  Mr.  AVindham's  opinions  he  agreed*  though 
he  looked  upon  fome  of  them  as  ill  placed.  What  he  had 
faid  on  the  fubje6)  of  the  militia  woi>Id  have  oooie  with  bet- 
ter grace,  or  wrth  better  chance  of  anaining  the  obje6^»  had 
it^been  oi&red  wh^n  the  fiibjed  of  the  militia  was  undercon*  . 
fideration  lad  yeaf .  With  refped  tp  commuting  the  penally 
for  not  ferving  perfonaliyi  the  Secretary  at  War  contended 
that  the  ob;e6^y  which  was  to  raife  men  fpeedilyi  would  not 
be  anfwered.  High  bounties  alone  would'not  del,  ftnd  had 
that  been  coniidered  a  fit  and  efficient  mode  of  raifing  ment 
Governmerit  woeld  have  propofed  to  Parliament  to  grant  funds 
for  that  purpofe,  without  waiting  to  levy  them  in  the  (hope 
of  Penalties  on  indrvidnals.  But  it  was  found  that  another  . 
fyjiem  mull  be  reforted  to.  It  was  men  ^Mid  not  money  that 
were  wanted,  andit  was  no  objediontothis  meafure  toXay#  . 
that  it  was  not  (Ironger  than  the  neceiiity  in  which  it  waa 
founded.  He  denied  that  the  meafure  propofed  would  git^e 
giire  us  nothing  hot  -z-  mitiiia..  The  right  hon.  Genileman» 
however,  had  (hown  one  prcpe^y  df  regular  troops  by  re- 
turning fo  often  to  the  charge, and  ro<>ft£n  repeating  hiaafgu- 
ments  as  to  the  inferioctty  of  the  militiattd  aregular  army.  Aa 
to.  what  <had  been  faid  on  rhe  fubjed  of  yount;  officers  being 
'  allowed  to  raife  men  for  rank,  he  denied  that  any  fuch  thing 
was  now  done  or  intendcKi.  He  foppofed  that  rhe  right  hoo, 
Gentleman  had  aUiided  to  the  circuit) (lance  which  had  tarken 
place  Hnce  the  abolition  of  the  field  officers  company,  by 
which  three  more  captains  had  become  neceifary  in  a  regi- 
ment. Heexpiained  the  nature  of  the  changei  and  (hewed, 
that  allowing  the  firft  lieutenant  to  raife  30  men,  was  in  no 
refpe(S(  allowing  officera  to  riiife  men  for  rank.  When  theftf 
men  were  raifed»  .iv  ^as  dt  the  regulated  bounty,  and  one 
half  of  the  money  was  paid  back  t(>  the  officer.  If  oloie 
bounty-money  was  given  than  the  reg«iUte<l  fum,  it  waa  a 
Contravention  of  the  orders  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  com- 
maoder  inqhief^  which  would  be  feverely  puniiheJ,  if  found 
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cut.  The  raifing  the  men  in  this  way  was  not  the  price  of 
rank,  but  it  promoted  (he  recruiting  fervice  by  inducing  men 
to  pay  attention  to  the  recruiting,  which  was  not  eagerly 
performed  when  the  officer  had  no  particular  objedl  to  Simu- 
late his  exertions. 

Sir  JV.  Toung  faid  a  few  words  in  explanation. 

The  queQion  was  then  put  and  agreed  to  nem^  con.  The 
report  was  brought  up  and  agreed  to,  the  addrefs  ordered  to 
be  prefented,  and  bills  to  be  brought  in. 

IRISH    BUDGET. 

The  Houfe  refolved  itfclf  into  a  Committee  of  ways  and 
means.       "^ 

Mr.  Corry  faid,  he  truded  that  he  (hould  meet  with  the 
concurrence  of  the  Committee  when  he  dated  that  the  bufi- 
nefs  of  Ireland  had  not  fmcc  the  Parliaments  of  the  two 
countries  were  united,  occupied  any  undue  portion  of  the 
time  of  the  Houfe  ;  at  the  fame  time  he  ihoiild  be  wanting 
in  juflice  on  his  part,  if  he  did  not  acknowledge  the  willing 
attention  and  impartial  favour  which  every  fubjedt  concern«- 
ing  Ireland  met  with  in  that  Houfe.  He  hoped  that  if  upon 
fuch  an  occafion  as  the  prefent  he  took  up  more  of  their 
time  than  he  was  accuAomed,  he  (hould  be  excufed.  He  had 
the  fatisfa£lion  of  adding,  that  it  (hould  be  not  for  any  long 
rpace  that  he  fhould  be  under  the  neccflity  of  occupying  their 
attention*.  He  ftiould  confine  himfelf  (iridly  to  the  rcfoUi- 
tions,  to  which  he  wi(hed  particularly  to  call  the  attention 
of  the  Committee.  After  all  that  had  been  faid  with  regard 
to  the  ftate  of  Etirope  at  large,  and  the  prefent  fituation  and 
circumftaiKesof  the  Britilh  empire,  it  would  be  iin.ncce(rary 
for  him  to  enter  into  any  difcuifion  upon  the  general  fubjedt. 
It  was  the  more  unnecelfary  for  him  to  do  fo,  bccaufe,  though 
the  line  of  condu<5t  which  had  been  adopted  by  Great  Britain 
muft  meet  with-  the  admiration  of  every  man  of  wifdom, 
good  fenfe,  and  patriotifm  in  Ireland ;  yet  as  the  war  begun 
fo  (hort  a  time,  was  fo  young,  it  was  obvioufly  impoflible  ' 
that  Ireland  could  adopt,  upon  this  occafion,  t))at  fpecies  of 
noble  exertion  of  which  Great  Britain  had  fet  the  example.' 
That  part  of  the  fubjeA  muft  necelTarily  form  the  con  fide- 
ration  of  a  future  day.  This  being  the  cafe,  he  had  now  to 
propofe  to  the  confideration  of  the  Committee  not  hi  tig  new, 
being  under  the  neceffity,  from  the  diltance  of  that  part  of 
,  the  United  Kingdom,  from  the  latenefs  of  the  felHon,  and' 
from  the  recent  commencement  of  the  war^  to  purfue  the 
•Id  track  in  railing  the  fuppUes.     He  (hould  now  proceed  to 

fubmic 
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fobmit  to  the  Committee,  in  the  moft  plain,  fimplc,  and  con- 
cife  manner,  the  points  which  he  had  to  (late ;  but  if  any 
Gentleman  vvi(}>ed  for  more  minnte  explanation,  he  fhoahl 
give  it  wich.thegreateA  fniiffa^ion.  In  the  mean  time,'  he 
hoped,  thai' by  avoiding  entering  into  aqy  thing  extraneous 
to  tlic  pvefent  lubjcft,  he  {hould  the  more  recommend  himfclf 
to  the  attention  of  the  Committee.  The  charges  of  Iteljnd 
confillcd  in  that  which  4he  wjs  to  hear  conjointly  with  Eng- 
land, and  that  vyJuch  live  was  to  fuftain  feparately,  in  confe- 
quencc  of  her  leparatc  debt,  and  htr  fcparate  u^idertaking 
^cfore  the  union*  Theamoont  of  the  joint  cxp^diture  had 
been  already  n^ted:  thufc  ferv  ices  con  filled  of  the  army,  the 
navy,  the  ordnance,  the  vote  of  credit,  the  com  bounties, 
the  American  claims,  and  msfcellaneous  fervices ;  thefe 
amounted  to  27,000,000!.  Of  this  fum  the  part  which  was 
,to  he  lx)rneby  Ireland  was  in  Britifh  money,  3,187,000!.  and 
in  Irifh  3,450  ocol. ;  he  faid,  as  the  Iri 111  accounts  were  kept 
in  lri(h  money,  ht  fliouid  ftatc  the  reft  of  the  accounts  in 
Irilb  cuircniy.  To  tliis  fum  w.is  to  be  added  the  fepara^e 
charges  which  Ireland  was  to  bear,  confifting  of  the  intercft, 
finking  fund,  and  other  charges  of  her  debt,  including  annui- 
ties and  every  fpecies  of  charge,  '.vhich  ainiounted  to  2,040,000!. 
The  next  head  of  fcparate  charge  was  the  compenfation  inttal- 
ment  ppyabte  in  Ireland,  and' he  was  h<tppy  to  ftare  that  tliis 
wouki  be  the  laft  application  to  Parliament  upon  that  fubjcS; 
this  amounted  to  300,000!.;  for  inland  navigation  150000!* 
^nd  for  trea fury  hills  payable  in  18039  386,oooL  Thefe  (ums 
made  togeilier  about  2,870,000!.  and  when  added  to  the  Turn 
which  Ireland  was  to  hear  as  her  proportion  of  the  joint 
charge,  would  make  6,328,000!.  To  this  was  to  be  ^dded 
150,000!.  as  the  proportion  to  the  BTiti(h  civil  lift,  which 
would  make  the  whole  of  the  charge  to  be  borne  by  Ireland 
6,478,ocol.  There  was  the  fum  of  700,000!.  in  Treafury 
bills  (wiiich  were  nearly  the  fame  as  Exchequer  hills  in  Eng«* 
l.ind)  in  the  po^Ieffion  of  the  bank  of  Ireland,  which  did  not 
circulate,  which  the  bank  of  Ireland  were  difpofed  to  renew, 
and  which  there  was  authority  under  an  a£i  of  Parliament  to 
renew.  He  had  now  done  with  the  charges  :  he  came  next 
to  confidcr  tlje  means  by  whicli  thofe  charges  were  to  be  de- 
frayed. The  balance  remaining  in  the  Exchequer  of  Ireland, 
whicli  had  fonje  rcfemblancc  to  the  furplusof  the  confolidatcd 
fund  of  tJ'ns  country,  amounted  to  above  one  million,  from 
w!i:ch,  deducing  ihc  aneais  of  payments  which  were  due

it  (ktistafiory  to  his  mind,  as  his  ofajedions  perVjided  everj 
part  of  the  bill.     The  firft  objtd  of  its  framers  (hould  bave 
been  toafcertain  the  principle,  and  to  have  made  that  their 
polar  flar  in  conducing  them  through  tht  detail.     I'he  true 
principle  is,  that  in  a  chriftian  country,  and  under  Aich  A

bttt-CbecoaftitutioncDuldnot  be  maintained  long,  if,  inflead

.'Ttiis:iie  conceived  to  be  the  cafe  of  theprefent  bill.     It  ap- 
peased that  the  law  as  it  flood  was  defedive ;  but  it  was  evi- 
dent thai  the  provifions  of  the  prefent  meafure  would  defeat 
their  own  purpofe,  as  they  would  put  the  clergymen  in  a 
fiate  of  rivallfaip  with  little  farmers,  which  would  deprive 
him  of  all  the  refped  due  to  his  charaSer.

He  b^aa  by  expr^ng  bis  ro- 
gret,  rhat  the  noUe  Lord  had  not  aittfii^ed  the  preceding 
€Kfcu(fion8  on  4he  hill,  as  he  would  then  liave  been  aware, 
that  every  topic  he  had  ufed  had  been  again  and  9ga^«  da^T 
cutredy  and  ev«ry  obje£lion.oA  thefe  heads-iatiafafiotily  lui^ 
fvered^  it  was,  therefore,  chielyhis  refpeA  £ar  his  nioble 
]PtiieniJ,  that  could  induce  htm  .to  a  recapitulation  ofthbCb. 
•rgumonts  wjiich  had  been  fa  fticcefsfidly  advanced  in  Cayour 
of  the  meafuce.  The  noble  and  learned  Lord  theni  in  a  lioo 
of  detailed  argutnentation,  followed  the  noble  Lord  througti* 
fHit  the  various^  objedions  he  hadx>^ed  to  the  meafurf.

The  E»rt  of  HsfsIyH^  in  the  coiirreof  his  obfervattonir,  ad- 
verted  to  the  diigraceful  and  injurious  operations  of  the 
(latuttf  6f  rienry  VIII.  H6  complimented  his  noble  Frjtfnd 
M  his  very  afble  fpeech*oh  the  fiibjefl,  fome  parts  of  which, 
he  trufted,  wouTd  not  lofe  its  eiFedl,  alluding  principally  to 
the  intended  plan  fot  the  relief  of  the  inferior  orders  of  the 
ele^y. 

Lord  Ahanley  explained. 

Lord  Aucilana  made  feverat  obfervattotts  6tt  the  fubj^d. 
He  inptefkd  his  acqiriefcence  in  almoft  every  prInctpFe  laid 
down  by  his  noble  Friend,  yet  he  thought  the  biFl  was  n«;vrly 
iacfa  as  oiight  to  pafi^.

The  Elifhops  of  London  and  St.  Ajaph  Ihortly  delivered 
(heir  lentimcnts,  in  the  courfe  of  which  the  latter  exprefled 
his  opinion,  that  the  bill  fliould  be  confidered  on  its  own 
feparate  merits,  and  not  as  part  of  any  proje£lcd  meafure* 

The  quedion  was  then  put  and  carried,  the  report  was  re** 
ceivedj  and  the  Houfe  immediately  proceeded  to  the  con- 
lideration  of  the  amendments*  Thefe  produced  fome  difc^uf- 
fidii  between  fbveraf  of  their  Lord  (hips,  and  one  or  two  pro- 
pofed  by  Lord  Grenville  were  adopted.

The  bill  to  make  a  provifion  for  writers  to  the  fignet  in 
Scotland  was  read  a  third  time  and  paflcd. 

Sir  John  Stewart  brought  up  the  report  of  the  Committee 
on  the  Irilh  tanners  petition.     Ordered  to  lie  on  the  tobie. 

Captain  Foote's  dirorte  bilii  from  the  Lords,  was  read  a 
firft  time. 

I^rd  Stopford  reported,  that  bis  M^efty  had  been  waited 
upon  with  the  addrefs  of  Monday  lafl,  to  which  bis  Majefty 
was  pleafed  to  return  a  moft  gracious  ani^er. 

Lord  De  Blaquiere  took  the  oaths  and  his  feat« 

Sir  William  Geary  prefented  a  petition  from  feveral  per^ 
fons  in  favour  of  the  new  fifhing  company  bill. 

The  report  of  the  Iriih  militia  transfer,  biil  was  brought 
up>  agreed  to,  and  the  bill  ptdercd  to  be  read  a  third  time 
the  next  daj. 

Mr.  Vanhtlart  moved,  that  the  Houfe  fhould  refolvc  it* 
felf  into  a  Committee  on  the  aflefled  taxes  confolidation 
bill ;  and  as  feveral  alterations  were  to  be  propofed  in  it, 
be  (hould  move  that  the  report  be  brought  up»  in  order 
that  it  might  be  taken  into  confideration  again  on  a  future 
day. 

Mr.  Alderman  Coombe  wiihed  to  iknow,  whether  there  wa^ 
any  exemption  to  be  made  in  this  bill  in  favour  of  (hop- 
keepers  i  If  there  was  not,  he  gave  notice,  that  he  ibouid 
move  one  when  the  biil  came  to  be  difcuiled  in  a  Commit* 
tee  \  hecaufe  he  thought  it  a  very  great  bardfliip  that  (bop^ 
keepers,'  being  obliged  to  take  large  houfes  for  the  purpofc 
of  carrying  on  their  buiinefs,  fhould  be  compeUed  to  pay  as 
much  houfe  and  window  taxes,  as  were  charged  upon  noufes 
occupied  for  the  purpofes  of  luxury. 

Mr.  Vanftttart  faid,  that  houfes,  to  which  (hops  wtre  at- 
tached, Ihould  be  put  upon  the  fame  footing  as  they  bad 
hitherto  been  on. 

Sir  H.  Milimcj  afked,  rf  there  were  not  to  be  exemptions 
in  the  houfe-taxes,  in  favour  of  perfons  having  children  \ 

Mr.  Venjiuart  anfwered,  that  fuch  exemptions  were  in- 
tended to  be  made ;  but  they  muft  be  introduced  in  another 
Ihape,  as  they  could  not  regularly  be  introduced  into  tlie 
prefent  bill,  whofe  objeft  was  to  adopt  a  more  efib&ua( 
fDode  of  coUeAing  the  aflefled  taxes. 
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The  Houfe  then  refolved  itfelf  intoa  Committee  on  he 
bill :  the  report  was  brought  up,  and  ordered  to  be  taken 
into  coniideration  on  Monday  next. 

The  Secretary  at  War  gave  notice,  that  he  fliould  the 
next  day  move  for  leave  to'  bring  in  a  bill  for  increafing  the 
number  of  officers  in  the  militia. 

The  bill  for  making  allowances  to  militia  ofiicers,  when 
difembodied,  Was  read  a  third  time  andpailed.    .    , 

The  Secretary  at  War  brought  up  a  bill  to  enable  his 
Majefty  to  raife  a  military  force  for  the  defence  of  tl>e  king^ 
dom,  and  for  the  more  vigorous  profecution  of  the  >yar.  It 
Was  read  a  firft  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  fecond  time  the 
next  day.  'The  Secretary  at  War  faid,  it  was  his  intentioii 
to  move,  that  the  bill  be  printed  after  the  fecond  reading 
that  it  Ihould  then  be  committed,  merely  to  fill  up  the 
blanks ;  and  that  a  day  Ihould  afterwards  be  fixed  |or  re- 
committing and  difcuifing  it. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  gave  notice^  that  on 
Friday  next,  in  the  Committee  of  ways  and  means,  he 
Ihould  ftate  the  terms  on  which  he  had  agreed  for  the  three 
lotteries,  for  the  enfuing  year. 

Mr.  Spencer  Stanhope  rofe  to  aik  whether,  in  the  bill  for 
taxing  income  arifing  from  land,  it  was  intended  to  allow 
an  exemption  for  the  intereft  paid  by  land-owners  on  debtSf 
for  which  their  land  was  a  lecurity.  The  right  hon*  the 
<iH-inceHor  of  the  Exchequer  had  told  the  Houfe,  on  a  for- 
mer day,  that  no  difclofures  Ihould  be  required  in  taxing 
had^Owners ;  but  that  the  tax  was  to  be  laid  on  the  net 
*ent«  It  frequently  happened  that  Gentleman  owed  fums 
of  money  on  mortgages,  and  he  .wifhed  to  know  whether 
the  int^refl  they  paid  to  their  creditors  was  to  be  dedu£ted 
from  the  part  of  their  incomes  on  which  iht  tax  was  to  be 
laid. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  replied,  that  the  hon. 
Gentleman  might j  if  he  c  ofe,  refer  to  the  bill  which  was 
now  before  the  HoufCy  aiid  he  would  be  able  to  fatisfy  hipi- 
felf  with  regard  to  the  queflion  he  tiad  put.  The  charges 
lipoii  land  would  undoubtedly  be  a  fit  fubjed  for  enquiry» 
and  might  be  dHcuflfed  in  the  Committee  on  the  bill. 

Mr.  Rofe  aiked  if  it  was  intended  to  tax  the  property  in 
the  funds  which  belonged  to  benefit  focieties?  tie  iaid^ 
that  when  the  bte  income  tax  had  been  laid  on»  a  report 
was  induflrioully  propagated,  that  property  of  this  kind 
Would  be  fubjeA  to  the  tax,  and  the  confequence  was>  that 
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^everal  of  thefe  ufeful  focieties  were  diflblved.  He  had 
within  a  few  days  paft  been  applied  to  by  fcveral  pcrfuns 
belonging  to  fuch  focieties,  to  enquire  whether  tbeii*  pro* 
perty  wuuld  be  taxed  ;  and  as  they  expreiled  great  anxiety 
on  the  fubjeOy  he  wilhed  they  might  be  informed  as  fpeedily 
as  poilible. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  faid,  he  had  the  pleafure 
to  inform  the  hon.  Gentleman,  that  it  was  intended  to  exr 
empt  fix>m  ihe  income  tax  the  funds  of  ail  friendly  ibcieties, 
jin«!  all  charitable  ioflitutions. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  the 
perfonal  property  tax  bill  was  committed,  and  ordered  to  be 
re-committed  on  Tuefday  next. 

The  Houf<?  having  refolved  itfelf  into  a  Committee  to  re- 
confuler  the  cuftoms  duty  bill, 

Mr.  Vanfittart  introduced  a  ciaufe  for  exempting  all  mili- 
tary {lores  exported  by  the  Eaft  India  company  to  India. 
I'he  bill  was  then  reported,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  thiid 
time  the  next  day. 

'J  he  report  of  the  Scotch  militia  families  relief  bill  was 
ordered  to  be  re-confidercd  on  Monday. 

On  taking  into  further  confideration  the  report  of  the 
aflefled  ti^xes  correftion  bill, 

Mr.  Kinnalrd  afked,  if  the  power  of  diftrefs  and  imprifon- 
ment  was  not  given  to  the  colleftors  of  taxes  ? 

Mr.  yanfittart  anfwered,  that  the  bill  gave  no  powers 
'  which  did  not  exift  by  virtue  of  other  adls  already  in  force. 

Mr.  ty.  Smith  recommended  the  making  of  fome  pro- 
vifion  to  prevent  vexatious  furcharges,  and  to  punilh  thofe 
who  made  them. 

Mr.  Spencer  Stanhope^  and  Mr.  Atkins  Wright,  wi(hed  that 
fuch  provifion  might  be  made;  and  faid,  they  knew  feveral 
indances  of  vexatious  furcharges,  which  operated  as  a  great 
hardfhip. 

'J 'he  Attorney  Gemral  faid,  the  Houfc  fhould  take  care  not 
to  deter  olhccrs  from  doing  their  duty,  by  holding  too  heavy 
.a  puniOiment  over  their  heads,  whenever  they  Ihould  haph- 
pen  to  outftep  the  bounds  of  their  duty.  It  might  happen 
that  an  officer  might  be  punilhcd  for  making  a  furcharge, 
which  the  Judges,  on  an  appeal  mac'e  to  them,  fhould  after- 
wards determine  to  have  been  a  juft  one. 

The  report  was  then  brought  up,  and  orJeied  to  be  taken 
into  further  confideration  on  'i  uefday  next. 

A  bill  for  granting  certain  additional  duties  on  excife  w^s 

brought 
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brou:;;ht  up,  read  a  firft,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  fecond 
time  the  next  day- 

The  Irilh  qualification  indemnity  bill  was  read  a  third 
time,  and  palled. 

Mr,  Lorry  (the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  for  Ireland) 
moved  the  order  of  the  day,  for  the  Houfe  refolving  into  a 
Committee  for  the  further  coniideration  of  the  ways  and 
means  for  Ireland.  The  Houfe  accordingly  went  into  a 
Committee,  and  Nff.Corry  propofed  the  following  addi- 
tional duties  of  excife,  relatiye  to  that  country :  That  thero 
be  charged  on  every  tun  of  Madeira  and  Spanifh  wines,  im- 
ported into  Ireland,  the  fum  of  4l«  lOs.  Irilh  currency  ;  on 
Khenilh  and  Hungary  wines,  31*  \Os.feri\H\;  and  on  all 
otlier  fpecies  of  wines,  :il.  5s.  feriua;  lOd.  l-Stli  upon 
every  gallon  of  fpirits  made  in  this  country  and  imported 
iuto  Ireland;  and  9^.  on  every  barrel  of  beer  and  ale. 
The  Houfe  refumed,  and  the  report  was  ordered  to  be  re- 
ceived the  next  day.  ^ 

The  Committee  of  fupply  was  ordered  to  lit  again  on 
Friday* 

Mr.  Vandttart  moved,  that  certain  accounts  refpeding 
the  dHlilleiies  in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  which  were  pre- 
fented  to  the  Houfe  on  the  14th  infant,  be  printed  for  the 
ufc  of  the  Members.     Ordered* 

The  bill  for  regulating  the  importation  and  exportation  of 
cprn  in  Ireland,  was  read  a  third  time  and  pafled. 

'Adjourned* 
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THURSDAY,   JUNE  23. 

The  loan  bill,  and  two  others,  were  read  a  third  time. 

The  Houfe  refolvcd  itfclf  into  a  Committee  on  ihe  elcflioij 
bribery  oath  bill,  which,  after  fome  explanation  and  appro* 
bation  of  its  principle,  from  Lord  Alvanley  and  the  Lord 
Chancellor,  pafled  the  Committee. 

Some  converfation  took  place  on  the  convi£)ion  refortt) 
bin,  between  Lord  Ellcnborough,  Lord  Sheffield,  and  Lord 
Alvanley.  At  length,  upon  the  fuggeftion  of  Lord  Ellen- 
borough,  Lord  Sheffield  confented  to  whhdraw  all  the  claufes 
of  the  bill,  excepting  the  lafl,  and  the  introdndory  words  of 
that  were  agreed  'to  be  altered.  Reported  progrcfs^  and 
9ikci  leave  to  fit  again  next  day. — Ordered*

Ppa  CLERGY 
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CLERGY   FARMING  AND   RESIDENCE    BILL.    • 

The  Houfe  refumed  their  confiderat  ion  of  the  report,  bc« 
ginning  where  (hey  left  oflF  the  preceding  day,  viz.  at  the 
^  exemption  claufe^  to  alrooft  every  one  of  which  Lord  Greo- 
ville  Ipecifically  objeAed,  and  three  feveral  divifions  took 
place.  His  firft  bbjcftion  was  to  exempting  the  chaplain  of ' 
the  Speaker  of  the  Houfe  of  CommonSy  or,  as  he  was  termed 
in  the  bili^  the  chaplain  of  the  Houfe  of  Commons.  His 
LordOiip  grounded  his  objeflion  on  his  own  knowledge, 
acquired  while  he  was  conne£led  with  the  chair,  that  it  was 
not  necefiary  that  a  perfon  holding  the  office  of  chaplain  to  that 
houfe,  fliould  hold  a  benefice  with  ctire  of  fouls,  in  aid  of 
the  chaplainfliip,  becaufe  it  was  cuflomary,  after  three  or 
four  years  fervice,  always  to  recommend  the  chaplain  to  his 
Majefty's  notice ;  and  he  was  fure,  in  confequence,  to  have 
either  a  good  canonry,  or  a  valuable  prebendary  bellowed 
upon  hip. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  replied,  and  defended  the  exempt  iopf 
although,  he  could  not  but  admit,  that,  probably,  the 
fpecial  exemption,  of  the  chaplaiii  of  the  Houfe  of  Com- 
mons was  matter  of  furplufage,  St.  Stephen's  chapel  b^ing 
part  of  the  King's  palace,  and  the  chaplain  confequcntly  one 
of  the  King's  clerks  or  chaplains. 

The  Houfe  divided,  and  the  words  were  carried  of  ''about 
terr." 

To  the  words  ''  the  clerk  of  his  MajeAy's  clofet,  or  his 
deputy  clerk,"  iLord  'Grenville  did  not  obje<Sl ;  but  he  (lre« 
nuoufly  oppofed  the  exemption  of  '*  the  chaplain  general  of 
his  Majefty's  forces,"  and  was  fupportcd  by  Lord  Ellen - 
borough,  and  the  Bifliop  of  St.  Afaph  in  the  principle,  that 
the  duties  of  the  office  were  duties  that  were  of  a  lay  na«^ 
ture,  and  that  a  layman  might  execute  ir. 
'  The  Bifiiop  of  Norwich  faid,  ecclefiaftical  matters  were 
connected  with  the  office,  as  the  chaplain  general  appointed 
clergymen  of  different  diftrifls,  and  font  orders  to  them  to 
adminifter  the  neceflary  offices  of  the  church  to  the  feveral 
regiments  quartered  in  thofe  diftrids.  He  added  alfo,  that 
the  chaplain  general  refided  neceiTarily  in  London,  to  receive 
the  direSions  of  the  commander  iii  chief,  whofe  chaplain  he 
was. 

Thefe  arguments  were  oppofed,  and  it  was  fliU  contended 

that 


that  a  layman  could  execnte  that  duty  as  wellais  a  dergyman.^ 
The  houfe  divided  nh  this  exemption.

The  exemption  of  the  brigade  chaprain  on  foreign  fcrvicet* 
and  the  exemption  of  the  chaplain  on  board  of  his  Majefty's^ 
fliips,  called  forth  a  good  deal  of  difcuffion,  *• 

The  Lord  Chancellor  h^y'ity^  faid,  that  the  former  wasco-' 
equal  to  the  parochial  prleA^,  having  a  large  flock  under  his' 
cure;  ind  the  thaplains  of  the  navy,  in  every  fcrifc  qfthir 
words,  fliip  pafochiat  chaplains. 

The  Bifliop  of  Noru'ich  proved  the  necefTity  and  imixor-* 
tance,  that  captains  in  the  navy  fhould^e  encouraged  to  look 
up  to  the  better  fort  of  the  clergy,  ineh  of  governed  man- 
ners, uilqueftion^tile  nAorals,  deep  learning,  and  pcrfuaOve 
eloquencci  capable  of  wlnning^upon  the  minds  of  their  pa- 
rifiiioners,  within  whofe  light  and  touch  they  cont in i/ed  to 
be,  from  day  to  day.  From  fuch  a  defcriprion  of  fpiritOal  . 
perfons  only  could  the  nectflary  good  effeflj,  of  religion, be 
^xpedied  to  be  impreflecf  on  the  minds  of  the  crew  of  a  man  of 
tvar — and  not  from  'aw,  inexperienced  young  men,  ivho  bad 
juil  taken  orders,  and  fcarcely  knew  ihcir  own  dutfes. 

Lord  hllenborough  argued  (Irongly  in  Fupport  of  the  exemp* 
tion,  and  it  was  carried. 

Lord  Grenville  moved  an  amehdmcnt  to  the  exemption^ 
of  *«  chaplains  in  any  Bri'ifli  fa'^ory,  or  in  the  houfeholdof 
any  Britifh  ambaflador,  or  public  minifler  rc^fiding  abroad,** 
by  inferting  words  in  fubttance'  and  efFe<^,  **  adually  doing 
t.he  duties  and  duly  performing  the  offices  of  fuch  chaplains/^ 
The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

Some  converfation  look  place  on  the  exemption  of  the 
preachers  or  readers  to  the  Inns  of  Court;         ^ 

Lord  Grenville  faid,  thofc  whofe  exemption  he  rppofcdt 
here,  he  faw  clearly  would  not  want  idvocafes  to  fupport 
iheir  caufe.  The  Matter  of  the  Rolls',  he  thought,  ftioulj 
pay  achaplaih  out  of  his  own  official  revenues. 

The  Lord  Chancellor,  Lord  /Mvanley, 'and  Lord  Eilcn* 
borough  flrenuritjfly  fupported  the  exemption. 

The  Lord  (Chancellor  faid  the  noble  Lord  could  not  rppo?8 
Ms  objeflibn  very  fericufly,  as  he  was  unable  to  retr'aia 
from  a  fiiit  when  he  did  oppofe  the  exemption,  but  it  wdS 
highly  necelTary  the  wordp  (hould  (land. 

Lord  Alvanley  faid  the  Mafler  of  the'Rc^lls'  fi*uatiSn*was 
pot  fo  good  a  one  as  the  noble  Lord  had  imagined.    -His 

Lordihip 
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Lordfliip  /poke  in  great  praire  of  the  utility  of  the  ihflitution 
of  preachers  or  readers  to  the  Rolls ;  and  faid,  many  eoii- 
Henily  learned  and  religious  men  had  greatly  diftinguifhed 
ihemfeives  in  the  execution  pf  that  duty ;  among  others 
Biihqp  Biirnet. 

*  Lord  £iieniorough  took  (imilar  ground  with  regard  to  the 
Maitcr  of  the  Temple*  and  mentioned  Dr.  Sherlock,  of  cele« 
braied  memory,  who  had  held  that  office  with  great  advan- 

2ge  lo  ih/e  focipty  of  the  Inner  Temple  in  hi5  time,  and  the 
me  benefit  would  be  derived  from  the  prefent  Mafter  of 
the  Temple's  great  abilities,  by  the  young  men  of  the  prefent 
day.  ^  ' 

The  words  were  carried. 

A  converfation  alfo  took  place  on  the  exemption  of  the  bur- 
far,  dean,  vicc-prefident,  public  tutor,  or  chaplain,  or  other 
Itich  officer  in  any  college  or  hall  in  either  of  the  univerfitics 
of  Oxford  or  Cambridge.  ^ 

Lord  GnnvllU  qb|e&ed  to  the,  exemption. 

T^\t  Lord  Chanc€llor,rt[\\tA, 

Lord  Eilenlorough  difapproved  of  ufiiig  the  word  btirfar^ 
vho  was  only  a  fort  of  Reward,  and  might  be  a  layman ; 
and  he  a\fo. thought  that  the  words  ''  or  other  fuch  officer," 
were  indefinite  in  their  meaning.  The  words  of  the  exemp- 
tion were,  however,  carried. 

The  exemptiou  ,of  fellows  of  colleges  gh^^llenged  cohfider'* 
abledcbat^,  in  which  many  of  the  arguoients  urged  in  th<; 
many  former  difcunions  of  the  bill,  were  again  brought  fof- 
lyard  by  the  Lo.id  Chancellor  in  reply  to  Lord  Grenville, 
^ho  objefled  to  the  exemption  of  fuch  perfons. 

Lord  Alvanhy  dated  the  pradice  of  the  college  he  belongej 
|oat  CambriJge,.as.to  the  pradice  of  beneficed  fellows,  and 
referred  to' i he  fiiAiop  of  Norwich  for  confirmation  of  what 
be  had  faid» 

.  The  niihop  of  N^rwuh  rbfe,  and  in  few  words  rcpeatc4 
what  he  had  laid  on  a  former  night,  viz.  that  there  were  but 
fi)c!een  fellows  of  Trinity  college,  who  were  entitled  to  hold 
one  living  each,  and  not  one  half  of  them  had  a  living.

Carrivd^ 

The  ,e^emption  of  the  profeflbr  of  Grefliatn  college  was 
ilrongly  .objected  to  by  Lord  Grenville  and  the  Biihop  of  St* 
Ai'aph,  as  a  farce  and  a  mockery  :  as  the  duty  of  the  profef- 
fofihipi'wa^done  by  deputy  in  a  lumber  room  over  ihci  Royal 
}!«xchange|  wtiere,  not  unfrequently,  nobody,  but  fome  old 

woman 
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woman  or  girl,  who  came  to'  g^ipe  about  and  f^  what  was 
going  on* .  were  given  a  (hilling  to  one  and  fixpence  to  the 
other,  to  go  away.  His  Lprdfiiip  faid,  the  cpllege  was  long 
iince  demolifhed  (at  (he  death  of  an  archbifliop  or  bUhopp 
whofe  name  we  did  not  diftindtly  hear,)  and  t)ie  iibraryi  hebor 
lievedy  fold.  He  faid  the  profeflbrfliips  were  mere  flnecures^ 
and  that  if  he  was  to  aflc  the  profeffor  of  aftronomy  the  dif* 
tin£lion  of  one  Oar  from  anotheri  he  doubted  much  whether 
he  could  tcl}  it ;  and  in  other  matters  of  fcience  and  (earning* 
he  nruich  queftioned  whether  the  other  profelTors  wero.nof 
equally  ignorant  and  unlearned. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  read  a  jpaper  which  had  been  put  inter 
bis  hands,  to  explain  what  the  duty  of  theprofeflbrs  was  under 
the  will  of  Sir  Thomas  Gre(ham«  As  to  its  being  executed 
by  a  deputy,  in  a  lumber-room  over  the  Royal  Exchange,  it 
V^as  evident  that  the  right  rev.  prelate  bad  occarionally  vifiteil 
that  lumber-room,  from  (he  information  which  he  had  givcft 
the  Houfe,  that  it  often  was  the  pradice,  if  only  an  old  wo* 
man  and  a  little  girl  came,  to  give  one  a  (hilling,  and  the 
other  fixpeuce,  to  go  away,  in  order  to  avoid  reading  thf 
!e£lure. 

The  fii(hop  of  St.  AJafh  faid,  he  had  his  information  oi| 
this  fubjed  from  a  very  refpeAable  clergyman,  refident  near 
the  Royal  Exchange,  who  lamented  his  proximity  to  that 
buildings  as  he  was  perpetually  fent  to,  and  intreated  to  g9 
and  read  the  ledure  for  One  profelToror  other,  and  was  thence 
often  obliged  to  give  up  engagements  of  a  more  agreeable 
nature..  His  Lordihip  (aid,  he  believed  the  appointments' to 
the  Grefham  profe(ror(hips  lay  with  fome  one  or  other  of  tbf 
city  companies. 

The  exemption  was  carried  in  the  negative* 
.    Lord  Grenville  moved  fome  verbal  amendments  to  the 
other  parts  of  the  daufe,  to  make  them  correfpond  with  tbf 
preceding  condition  of  c)ccmptio|is  of  the  cUufe. 

As  foon  as.  the  claufe  was  gone  through.  Lord  Alvapley 
moved  a  pruvifo  to  be  added  to  the  claufe  fubftantially  the 
fame,  though  not  fo  in  fubftance,  as  that  which  had  been 
propofed  in  the  Conrimittee  by  the  Bifliop  of  London- 

1  he  Lord  Chancellor  objeAed  to  it,  as  the  ino(t  mifchlevous 
that  could  pofiibly  be  introduced  into  the  bill.  It  would 
endanger  its  fate  in  the  other  Houfe,  and  was  urinecefikry, 
Hi^  Lordfhip  enlarged  upon  this^  and  he  ufed  his  arguoif  m 
in  fome  degree  on  his  having  reafbn  to  believe,  that  the  ob« 
jedl  4)f  the  propofed  provifo  would  make  part  ofmnoiher  kilif 


tobe  pro^crfed  ta  F^dfttiAent  in  rhe  jprefent  feflionj  which 
irould  alfo  go  to  che  better  provifion  of  curates,  as  well  as 
their  refirfcnce. 

The  Biibop  of  Lftndt^  dated,  that  he  had  given  up  and 
t^hhdrawn  a  |>rovifo  fimilar  in  efFed^  which  he  had  moved  in 
the  Committee^  on  the  ground  now  ftated  by  the  noble  and 
teamed  Lord,  and  therefore  he  conkf  not  fupport  the  claufe 
now  moved  by  the  noble  and  learned  Lord  oppofite  to  hira* 

hord'Grefwillei  in  a  very  arguit>entative  fpeech'^  Tupported 
Lord  Alvantey*s  charge,  denying  that  the  afTertion  of  any 
man,  however  refpeftable,  that  another  bill  would  come  into 
Parliament  this  feffion,  with  a  provifion  of  the  nature  of  that 
now  moved,  was  a  fit  parliamentdry  gi^ound  for  fufpending- 
a  neceflary  provifo.  Who  would  aitfwcr  for  the  Houfe  of 
Commons,  or  even  what  that  Houfe  would  do  with  fuch  a 
blHi  if  after  the  end  of  June  it  ^ere  pradicable  to  bring  it 
In?  ^  ^  * 

The  Lord  Chanc/lkr  replied ;  and  after  nitther  debate. 

Lord  Alvaniey  Oonfented  to  withtiraw  it,  and  move  it  on 
file  third  i^adtni.     •   • 

The  Earl  (X- Radnor  and  Lord  Gremnlk  moved  feveral 
amendments  in  othet  fubfecjuent  claufes,  which  were  nega- 
tived. 

'  /The  Lord  Chaneellirvtiovii&  feveral  omiAlons  and  infer-* 
tlons,  which  were  agreed  to. 

One  claufe  his  Lordibip  undertook  to  revife  in  the  morn* 
Ing,  and  bring  it  forward  properly  amended  the.  next  day. 
*'  Lord  GrenviHe  propofed  one  amendment  in  the  claufe  eq* 
'  ifiing  that  «*  lifts  of  the  Hceiiccs  fliould  be  laid  annually  be* 
fore  the  King  in  council,  with  the  caufes  of  granting  them,'* 
which  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

'  At  length  the  Houfe  got  through  the  bill,  and  the  further 
tonfideration  of  the  report  vvas  adjourned  till  the  next  day. 

The  clerk  having  fworn  fome  witneSes,  the  Houfe  ad* 
joumed.

The  Secretary  at  fVar  Rated  to  the  Houfe,  that  it  was  re- 
quifite  to  increafe  the  number  of  officers  for  the  militia,  and 
he  ftiould  therefore;  pniTuant  to  his  notice,  move  the  Houfe 
for  a  bill  to  that  cfFcft ;  as  the  meafure  was,  howevct,  nothing 
differing  from  that  of  a  fimilar  nature  adopted  during  the  late 
war,  he  would  not  trouble  the  Houfe  with  enlarging  iiponf 
it,  but  content  himfelf  with  ihoving,  *'  That  leave  be 
given  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  incrcafing  ihe  number  of  field  and 
other  pfBccrs  for  the  mililia."  Leave  w^s  accordingly  given-; 
and  the  bill  bt'ing  brought,  in,  was  rearf  a  firft  time,  and 
ordered  for  a  fecond  reading  the  next  day* 

ARMV   OF    RESERVE. 

'  On  the  order  of  the  day  being  read  for  the  fecond  reading 
of  the  bill  to  enable  his  Majelly  U)  raifc  40,000  men  in  Great 
Britain,  and  10,000  in  Ireland,  bv  ballot,  -^ 

Mr.  Calcraft  rofe  and  faid,  that  whatever  might  fall  from 
him  upon  the  fubjcS  of  this  armament,  he  truftcd  i*  would 
at  lead  be  believed,    th^t    nothing    was  farxher  from    his 
thoughts,  than  to  be  the  means  of  impeding,  even  if  he  could, 
the  efforts  of  Government,  in  the  great  objeft  which  they 
were  fo  anxious  to  accomplish,  as  that  of  dcfeaung  the  inli- 
dious  or  defperate  defigns  of  France  at  this  impor»ant  crifis. 
At  the  fame  time,  jealous  as  he  certainly  was  for  the  honour 
and  fafcty  of  his  country,  he  (hould  indeed  be  guilty  of  a 
breach  of  his  duly  to  that  country,  which,  in  common  with 
all  others  of  his  fellow  fubjcfls,  he  was  bound  to  feel  for  it, 
and  of  a  dereli£lian  of  his  duty  as  a  Member  of  that  Houfe, 
if  he  did  not  declare,  that  the  meafure  now  propofed  by  his 
Majcfty's  Miniflers  was  inadequate  to  the  end  dLfircd.     It 
ivas  underftood,  at  lead  he  hoped  fo,  that   this  was  but  the 
part  of  a  fnore  general  plan  and  fyftem.     If  that  were  the 
cafe,  he  contended,  that  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
flit>uM  have  fubmitted  to  the  H6ufe  the  whole  of  the  plan  he 
had  arranged  or  had  in  contemplation  ;  when  the  country  is 
told  that  defence  IS  the  objedt,  he  feared  that  defmcc  would  bfe 
of  little  avail,  udefs  it  was  capable  of  aOing  offenfively.  For 
that  reafon,  he  thought  it  would  have  been  infinitely  tnore 

VpJL.  IV.  1802.3.  <;^<i  wife 
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wife  and  prudent,  to  have  filled  up  tlic  regiments  of  the  I mc», 
and  provided  each  of  ihem  wih  that  complement  of  men  that 
belongs  to  them  firfl,  and  then  turned  the  refources  of  the 
country  towards  fupplying  it  with  This  augmented  militia.  In 
faft  this  5C,ooo  fo  given  to  the  militia  he  confidcrcd  were  fo 
many  taken  from  the  line.  The  very  fame  complaint  pre* 
vailed  during  the  tatc  war,  when  thefencible  regiments  were 
raifed ;  and  (government  ought  xo  have  profited  by  expert* 
ence,  and  not  have  recourfe  lo  means  which  would  ultimately, 
be  was  fully  perfuadcd,  pioduce  fimibr  effects.  Men^  it 
was  irue^  may  be  go:,  but  he  was  very  apprehenfive  that 
pflicers  would  not  and  could  not  be  obtained  in  the  period 
fuppofed  by  MiniAcrs,  to  command,  at  «lea(l  to  difcipline 
ihem.  The  fituation  of  the  country  will  therefore  be  fuch,  if 
this  bill  pa(Tes  in  its  prefent  (bape,  that  it  will  have  regt* 
men.s  of  the  line  not  poflefTing  their  full  complement  of  men, 
and  regiments  of  militia  p'>irefl[!ng  men  without  oflScers.  He 
concluded  by  vindicating  the  condu£l  of  Mr.  Windham,  and 
thofe  who  a(3ed  with  hi<n,  from  the  charge  of'  faiSious  op* 
pofition.  I'hey  were  above  all  fuch  mean  confiderationsy 
and  acted  from  motives  of  the  moft  honourable  nature. 

Mr.  Sheridan  conddered  this  difcudion  as  prematiire.  He 
obferved  that,  until  the  fevera]  blanks  in  the  bill  were  filled 
up  in  a  Committee,  it  would  be  altogether  unfair  and  unpar* 
liamentary  to  difcufs  them  by  anticipation,  the  more  efpe* 
cially,  as  Gentlemen  could  not,  without  fome  time  to  reflet 
upon  them,  rightly  underfland  the  true  purport,  extent,  or 
.  forc^  of  the  meafure  propofed  ;  to  enable  Gentlemen  to  do 
that,  it  was  intended  to  fill  the  blanks  in  the  Committee, 
have  the  bill  printed,  and  appoint  a  convenient  day  for  ita 
'further  confideration.  He  was  as  anxious  as  the  honourabti^- 
Gentleman  who  hadjnlt  fat  down,  to  a£i  with  vigour,  with 
bolunefs,  and  with  manlinefs  and  he  was  alfo  as  earnef^  for 
flrong^jneafures  as  any  man  in  the  Houfe.  But  when  that 
Gentleman  talks  of  fupplying  the  regiments  of  the  line  by 
ballot  and  by  compujfion,  he  muft  ftand  up  in  his  place,  and 
at  onqe  raife  his  voice  again  ft  it.  He  appealed  to  the  can* 
dour  of  the  Houfe  whether  it  was  the  fame  to  compel  a  man 
to-^  to  foreign  parts,  and  be  a  fotdier  for  life,  and  to  call 
upon  him  to  defend  his  fire-fide  in  the  moment  of  imminent 
danger  ?  There  was  no  kind  of  comparifon  in  the  cafe.  No 
man  would  hefitate  a  moment  when  his  country  was  in  dan* 
ger;  but  tu  the  defence  of  the  realm,  the  King,  by  the  pro*. 
ciamation  of  the  Iheriff  of  the  county,  can  call  on  all  the 

inhabitants. 
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inhabilantSy  by  Royal  prerogative,  to  arm,  and  they  muft 
obey;  but,  then,  their  arming  and  their  fervice  has  its^..ite 
termination;  whereas  the  man  who  is  forced  into  the  Hiie 
agajnft  his  confcnt  has  no  ^hernaiive,  and  miift  remain  a 
foldier  for  life.  With  refpefl  to*  the  meafure  now  befqre 
the  HouTe,  he  would  refcrve  till  the  proper  feafon  what  he 
had  to  offer,  an  J  give  it  fuch  aid  as  he  could  afford. 

Mr.  Calcraft^  in  explanation,  faid,  that  he  only  reforied 
to  the  vindication  of  bailotting  for  men,  btcaufe  he  heard  it 
dated  on  the  other  Tide  of  the  Houfe,  that  inea  could  not  be 
obtained  by  bounty. 

Sir  Gilbert  Heathcoie  fupported  the  plan  which  Minifters 
fubmitted  to  the  Houfe,  and  complimented  them  upon  t^e 
prudence  of  it,'  as  wdl  as  on  its  efficacy. 

Mr,  IV,  Elliott  began  by  Bating  his  opinion,  that  this  mea* 
.  fure  was  not  of  a  kind  calculated  to  meet  the  end  propolied. 
If  the  country  were  in  danger,  and  in  a  (tate  that  requiivcd 
extraordinary  exertions,  then  he  exprclfed  his  decifive  fenii- 
mentson  the  neceffity  of  having  a  large  army  ;   bur  it  {honld 
be  fuch  an  arniy  as  was  calculated  to  a6l  on  general  fervice, 
and  become  an  efficient  difpofable  force.     In  the  prefexit 
awful  and  momentous  crifis,  fomething  more  was  required 
than  force  ;  Hcill  was  an  adjun<£l  of  weighty   import,  and' 
;  without  it  all  our  force  would  be  confufed,  and  all  our  exer- 
tions inefficacious.     An  army  well  calctOated  for  this  couYi- 
.  try  (bould  be  fuch  a  difpofable  army.      The' army  which 
is  mofi  beneficial  in  defence  is  moft  capable  of  offenfive  ope* 
.  rations,  and  this  wasfo  plain,  that  it  was  impoffible  for  a 
Tyr^in  tadics  to  mifnnderltand  it.     Withrefpeft  to  the 
matter  of  recruiting,  it  was  a  circumftance  exceedingly  fin* 
,  gular,^hat  it  bore  no  eomparifon  whatever  to  the  population 
.  of  the  country,  and  that  its  progrefs  in  times  of  the  greateff 
.  emergency  iTiade  little  or  no  difference  to  its  progrefs  and  fuc« 
«  cefsin  times  of  the  m6ff  profound  peace.     But  when  it  w^as 

•  corifidered  how  much  the  marine  detracts  from  it,  how  much 
-  the  agriculture  of  the  country,  its  commerce  and  its  arts,  ope- 
rate as  a  drawback  againff  it,  the  difficulty  of  accounting  for  it 
is  confiderably  diminiffied.    So  many  inducements  to  civil  life 

•  proceeded  from  thefe  fources,  that  lefs  encouragement  is  pre- 
(ented  to  enter  into  a  military  life  in  this  country,  and  thefe 

•  ac'Count  for  the  prevailing  deficicricy  of  the  army  recruiting, 

'and  have,  in  a  conffderable  degree,  countoracted  it ;  particu* 

larly  when  it  is  conlidered,  that  the  extent  of  the  bounty  for 

militu  fubfiittttec  bais  bedn  increafed  from  ten  guineas'  to  fif- 

Q^qa  teen 
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teen  guineas  a  man.  The  great  incoaveniencearifing  from 
tbis  is,  that  wc  have  taught  the  people  to  look  fur  large 
bounties,  and  the  difficulty  hence  to  procure  tecruits  of 
the  line  increafes  in  proportion.  He  profeiTcd  hiir.lelf  a 
friend  tb  thife  militia  fyftcm  upon  its  oiigin  li  Icale,  and  in  that, 
although  he  differed  fomewhat  from  his  hon.  Fvicud  near 
hinr)  (Mr.  Windham),  yet  he  by  no  means  coniidcied  it  as 
. an' eiied^ive  force,  calculated  forhazardous,  fkilful,  and,, at 
the  lame  time,  important  enteipiizes.  By  ballot  a  force  of 
10  or  >0,00U  could  easily  be  v.iifed;  but  he  was  perfuaded 
fuch-  a  force  could  not  be  railed  by  bounty,  without  ex- 
hautlinf^  the  recruiting  refources  of  the  line.    He  contended, 

'  there  Ihould  be  fair  competition  in  that  refpeft,  or  the  line 
would  never  have  juOice  done  it.     The  line  is  our  beft  hope, 

-  and  if  this  mealure  be  put 'into  efFefl,  recourfe  muft  be  had 

•  to  compulfory  means  to  complete  the  line.  It  was  his  firm 
opinion,  thar  unlcfs  by  regular  forces,  corireflly  and  faith- 
fully difciplined,  we  meet  an  invading  enemy,  fuch  anene. 
my  as  France  prefents  heifelf  at  this  njoment,  theiuin  that 

.  will  follow  cannot  be  Cafculated.     A  militia  force  mav  be^ 

'  animated  with  as  much  courage  as  the  boldeft  veterans,  Injt 
when  it  is  found  tu  be  but  a  raw  undifciptincd  mafs,  it  is  not 

.  their  courage  on  the  day  of  trial  that  will  fail  them  ;  iiwill 
be  by  their  capacity,  joined*  it  is  true,  with  a  fupeVior  nnfa 

.  of  regular  troops,  that  their  efficacy  may  be  manifefted. 
Young  men,  with  old  and  experienced  officers,  will  do  much. 
We  have  ample  proofs  of  that,  from  the  militia  of  Ame- 
rica, who,  by  conilant  fervicc,  were  at  laft  cionflituted  rcy 
gujar  troops.  But  if  this  country  be  left  without  a  dif||ofubIe 
force  to  employ  the  enemy  on  his  own  ihores,  we  fhall 

.  have  nothing  to  keep  them  from  our  own.  To  tho(e| 
if  any  there  be,  who  are  deiirous  of  an  army  without  aim 
or  end — to  thofe  he  fpoke,  ahd,  he  trqfled,  not  ufelefsly. 
Having  glanced  then  at  tli^  inJM^y  the  noilitia  fyftem  of 

,  Scotland  and  of  Ireland  did  to  the  recruiting  fyilem  in  ge- 
neral throughout  the  empire,  the  hon.  Gentleman  next  pro- 
ceeded to  ilate  his  objeflion  to  the  abufe  t)iat  crept  into  the 
fervice  by  raifing  men  for  rank,  for  young  men  deiirous  of 
rank  will  not  comply  with  the  regulated  prices,  but  ci^tend 
to  haden  their  promotion.  This  gives  precedence  to 
wealth  in  preference  to  merit,  and  conftitutes  thpfp  wl^o 
are  the  principals  in  it  little  better  than  crimps.  In  all  he 
faw  It  ^vas  evident  that  Miftiftcrs  were  but  retracing  p^ft 
errors;  aduU  fyfteinqf  defeiice  was  fubftitutedalfo  for  i^?e 
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bold  fpirit  of  enterprise  ;  and  when  he  beheld  this,  he  could 
not,  with  fincerity  of  heart,  look  up  to  any  happy  iffue  froin 
thecunteft  Minilkrs  ought  to  have  been  prepared  before  now  « 
'  they  otight  to  have  been  ready  now  to  meet  an  enemy.  When 
his  Majefly's  rnefTage  on  the  i(l  of  March  was  delivered  tQ 
this  Houfe,  they  ought,  on  that  moment  to  have  commenced 
their  prep  rations.  Nay,  when  they  were  apprifed  th^t 
the  buhnets  of  thofe  fpies  called  **'  Commercial  agifnts*'  W|t$ 
dete£tedin  December  laft,  they  ought  to  have  armed  thct] ;  they 
knew  the  temper  of  the  man  with  whom  we  had  to  <;on(end» 
and  they  might  have  anticipated  his  deflgns.  If,  inftead  of 
the  high  founding  accounts  hey  reported  of  the  flourifbing 
fta»e  of  our  arts,  maun  failures,  commerce,  and  agriculiure| 
they  had  devifed  a  formidable  plan  to  check  the  coii)rnQa 
foe,  they  would  have  aded  more  conformably  tn  their  r^^ 
fpedlive  duties,  and  to  their  country's  ad  vantage,  than  by  tt|C 
condud  they  have  purfued. 

The  Secretary  at  IVar  faid,  I  rife.  Sir,  tp  (late  to  the  Hoqfc 
a  fevv  obiervations  which  occur  to  me  in  regard  tp  obje£tiQO? 
which  I  have  heard  this  evening  urged  againft  the  plan  of  th9 
prefcnt  bill»  and  with  reference  to  thofe  in  particular  which 
have  juft  now  fallen  from  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  has  jujt 
fat  down.  I  am  my'lined  to  think  that  many  of  his  ohjedioQS 
and  obfervations  mi^ht  have  been  entirely  avoided,  had  lh»lt 
hon.  Member  thought  proper  to  wait  till  tht?  hill  was  p<-inted, 
for  then  I  conceive  he  would  have  met  with  fome  coulVlerablc 
fatisfadliou  upon  looking  into  it,  relative  to  the  particular 
points  on  which  he  has  touched.  He  is,  however,  at  prefctit 
•perfeflly  juftificd  in  f^gie  of  the  obfervations  vvhich  he  has 
niado,  bijt  I  am  pirticulirly  dcfirous  of  giving  my  opimon  as 
to  thofe  which  appear  to  have  arifcn  from  mere  mifcoiH'cption 
or  millake.  I  ihall  afterwards  have  a  further  opportunity  pf 
convincmg  him  of  his  erroneous  view  of  the  fubjedt,  wi)en  on 
fome  future,  \^>ix  early  occjjlion,  I  extend  yet  more  n^y  flare- 
ment  of  the  geneiul  outlines  of  the  plan  about  to  be  avlopred, 
I  mull,  in  the  fitfl  place,  advert  to  what  he  has  faid  relative 
to  our  now  treading  back,  ftep  hy  ftep,  all  our  fonder 
prrors.  I  am  ready  to  admit  that,  in  the  mijitia  fyftem  of  this 
(country,  there  have  really  been  fome  error?  allowed  to  creep 
in,  but  fofar.  Sir,  froni  treading  bac|c  upon  thofe  errors,  fte^i 
hy  ftep,  as  the  hon.  Gentleman  has  been  plcaffd  tp  fay,  I 
fhink  1  am  juftified,  from  the  very  words  of  ^he  bill  itfelf,  in 
^verring  that  it  has  be«n  framed  e.i  rely  with  a  vjew  to  avoid 
fhofc  errors     ^'^  ^on«  Qc^atIcnM^|,  after  nuking  that  obfer- 

vation, 
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iration,'  h9&t4iotight  pitopcr  to  enla-ge  pretty  fully  in  fhtiilg 
h(s  fentiinents  os  to  thf  time  which  hi^i  ietn  hft ;  and  ftatrs 
his  opiinioDi  that  fome  vigorous  and  ftrong  naeafures  of  tfiis 
prefcnt  kind  ought  long  dgo  to  have  been  adopted.  This,  he 
fays,  he  is  intittcd  to  infer,  in confcqucnce  of  the  words  made 
t}fe  of  in  hi^  Majefty's  late  declaration.  That  declaration  he, 
no  douhr,  feems  to  have  ready  hut  at  the  fame. time  he  feems 
inofl  grofsly  to  have  midakcn  or  mifappteh ended  that  declare* 
tion  In  anfwcr  tohisobfervationi  on  ihi$hcad,  however, « I 
can  fafcly  lay,  that  from  the  moment  the  definitive  treaty  was 
'  (igned,  every  meafure  which  could  be  adopted,  confiflent  wi^h 
the  ideas  conceived  by  all,  relative  to  the  lituaiion  of  the  coun- 
try nt  the  time,  "was  reforted  to  in  order  to  maintain  our  army 
snd  navy  upon  a  proper  footing:  I  mean  upon  fuch  a  fopting 
fiS  the  then  exigencies  of  the  Haie  fee.ned  to  require,  and  uppn 
a  footing  as  exrenfivc  as  we  could  poilibly  be  juAified  in  afpir- 
'ing'to.  Thofe  who  could  tliink  the  meafures  which  have  ever 
fince  been  adopted  relative  to  thcfe  particulars,  impolitic  and 
Itnprudent,  ought  undoubtedly  to  have  come  forth,  and  dated 
their  reft!  fcntimcnts  and  reafons  for  thinking  that  a  military 
iyftenii  or  laige  military  eflablilhment,  ought  to  have  been 
rcfoited  to.  1  would  not  have  expefled  the  hon.  Gentleman 
to  have  come  forth  in  this  Houfe  and  ftate  his  meafures  at  that 
timc^  but  he  might  at  Icafl  have  ventured  to  fay  llut  Govern- 
ment did  not  go  far  enough.  ^  He  might  thus  have  endea- 
voured to  enlighfen  thp  public  mind^  by  ftating  what  we  had 
omitted  to  do.  After  haviiig  thus  taken  notice  of  two  of  his 
ttloft  general  topics,  I  will  now  advert  to  another,  I  mean  as 
to  his  obfervations  relative  to  the  fuperiority  of  a  regular  aroiy 
ovc^  that  of  any  oihcr  defcription.  I  muft  undoubtedly  unite 
ivlth  that  hon.  Gentleman  in  ih.U  opinion,  when  I  fay,  that 
there  is  no  perfon  who  can  doubt  of  the  jufticc  of  his  reniai;!^. 
It  is,  I  think,  infinitely  preferable  to  any  other  kind,  hut  the 
hofi.  Gentleman  did  not  advert  to  fomc  of  the  caufes  why  this 
Country  could  not  have  a  reguhr  and  difj>ofable  army,  equal 
to  the  real  neccffiiics  of  the  ftate,  upon  every  oCcafion,.  Th^t 
Circuinftance  may,  I  thiiik,  be  attributable  to  various  caufes*^ 
the  infular  fjtuat*»on  of  the  country,  the  civil  and  commcc- 
rial  occupation  of  its  inhabitants,  and  their  extreme  opulciiCQ, 
Thefc,  and  other  like  circumftances,  all  tend  to  exempt  ihecn 
from  turning  their  attention  continually  to  a  flate  of  warfare, 
TMow,  Sir,  the  hon.  Gentleman  fays,  that  the  recruiting  fer- 
vice  has  never  been  a6iually  and  tairly  tried.  1  aq^i  pertcftly 
{^eriuadcd  that  the  contrary  is  tiicfacl.     A  great  deal  has  be^p 

done, 
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done,  and  indeed  as  much  as  poflibly^  could  be  done  on  that 
point.  He  has  argued  that  it  was  the  mere  competition  of 
bounty »  which  prevented  the  regular  army  from  being  carried 
to  a  greater  extent-  I  deny  it.  It  is  the  want  of  experience 
aJone  that  makes  men  form  fuch  a  judgment  upon  this. parti* 
Cttlar  topic.  It  is  not  money  alone  which  procures  foldien 
for  the  ragular  fervicc,  to  that  extent  which  the  generality  of 
people  fuppofe.  Thofe  who  enter  into  the  army  are  fuch  ag 
generally  feel  a  ftrong  propenfity  towards  the  fervice,  who 
entertain  a  violent  defire  to  go  abroad,  and  to  change  entirel|r 
their  lituation  of  life.  In  fhort,  (here  are  many  other  weightf 
reafons  which  hold  out  to  men  a  greater  incentive  to  dieir 
inlifting.in  the  regular  army  of  their  country,  than  the  mere 
acquifitioo  of  the  money  which  is  paid  them  by  government* 
It  will  be  found,  Sir,  in  point  of  fa^S,  that  in  the  courfe  of 
laft  year,  a  very  great  nurnber  of  recruiis  were  procured. 
There  were,  I  may  fay,  much  more  than  the -average  number 
on  any  former  occaiion.  During  the  lafl  five  or  fjx  montliSf 
the  acquifition  of  men  to  lerve  in  tlie  regular  army  iocreafei 
in  a  very  peculiar  degree.  I  only  ftate  thefe  circumflances  to 
(bew»  that  the  recruiting  of  the  army  is  not  in  any  meafurtf 
ftopped  during  the  very  period  of  the  raifing  of  the  militia* 
I  do  not  know  whether  or  not  the  hon.  Gentleman  may  be 
better  informed  upon  the  fuhjefl  than  I  ami  but  from  what  [ 
know,  I  can  pofitiveiy  aver,  that  the  regular  nrniy  is  greater 
at  this  moment  than  at  any  period  fince  the  (ignature  of  tlie 
definitive  treaty.  You  have  obtained.  Sir,  an  acquiiition  of 
pen  to  join  your  army  to  the  rate  of  looo  or  i  aoo  a  month^ 
linft  which  vou  mav  fet  certain  cnfualtiesand  de&rtion.  If 
^ntlemen  can  fuppofe  that  the  recruiting  of  the  army  eta 
be  caiTied  to  a  greater  extent  by  anv  other  means,  1  fufpedt 
they  will  find  themfelves  much  miHaken.  With  i^very  f^ 
fpe£k  which  I  may  entertain  for  the  Gentlemen  wliocompofe4 
die  Governmient  of  the  country,  at  the  commencement  of 
laft  war,  I  muft  fay,  that  I  i>elieve  the  BpitiHi  army  was  not 
at  that  period  in  fuch  a  fiourifliing  ftate  as  it  is  at  this  ver^ 
moment.  1  would  beg  to  knox«r,  what  were  the  number  of 
regular  regiments  in  the  year  1796,  when  the  army  wm  under 
tlie  command  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  York?  It 
was  at  that  time  found  expedient  to  make  an  intire  change  in 
the  military  fyftem^  and  to  cut  down  the  regular  army  to  abput 
ninety-fix  regiments.  At  that  time  there  was  not  a  man  who 
was  not  put  into  the  regular  fervice,  and  it  Became  nccefftrj  to 
lake  every  man  who  cuuld  be  induced  to  pficr  himiclf,  h(^w« 

ever 
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^  cvcf  impropf  r  for  the  purpofe,  and  a  great  number  were  dif- 
charged  on  account  of  their  unfitnefs.  It  was  with  the  urmoft 
difficulty  that  the  army  which  was  fcnt  to  Egypt  under  the 
^ojtimand  of  the  brave  and  renowned  Sir  Ralph  Abercrortiby 
Was  Compkated.  Under  all  thcfe  circumftanccfc,  Sir,  it  ap- 
pears furprifing  how  Gcrttlenrjen  can  conceive,  that  this  prc- 
fent  bill  ofFers  an  improper  meafure  for  the  adoption  of  this 
Moufe.  We  have  a  great  army  at  prefent  on  foot ;  bur,  Sir, 
we  are  at  the  fame  time  very  hard  preffed  at  this  moment, 
and  it  therefore  becbmcs  indifpenfably  neccflary,  to  form  a 
ffjuch  more  confidcrftble  force  than  on  any  former  occafioil.  I 
deny  that  one  (ingle  individual  will  in  the  end  be  loft  to  your 
regular  army,  by  any  of  the  means  now  propofed  for  raifing 
fills  fupplemcntafy  force^  The  hon.  Gentleman  has  faid,  that 
the  ftrongeft  and  moft  energetic  mcafures  ought,  on  this  oc- 
Cafiori,  to  be  adopted,  I  heartily  agree  with  him  in  that  par^* 
tfcular,  and  highly  applaud  him  for  teftifying  that  opinion. 
He  has  faid,  go  on  with  your  ballot  for  your  militia,  but  you 
fiiuft  either  admit  fubftitutes,  or  imp6fe  a  heavy  fine  to  re- 
C^^uil  your  army.  What  are  tht  principles  on  which  you 
proceed  in  forming  your  militia  ?  It  is  furely  on  this  principle 
tftat  every  man  is  bound  to  ferve  his  country.  He  muft,eithcr 
ferve  it  pqrfonally  or  procure  another.  The  prefent  mode  I 
COntreive  to  be  founded  on  fuch  principles.  The  prefent  emer- 
gency of  affairs  calls  on  us  to  provide  art  army  immediately,  in 
order  to  defend  Great  Britain  aiul  Ireland,  and  you  arc  bound 
fo  call  upon  the  people  to  furnifh  that  armament.  It  is  there- 
fore, by  the  prefent  lavvs,  the  duty  of  every  man  in  the  united 
kingdom  to  come  forth  ;  and  I  cannot  prevail  upon  myfclf  to 
go  beyond"  ibefc  laws,  for  I  would  think  it  unconflitutionaL 
The  bill  contains  no  provifion  for  the  purpofe  of  enlifting  the 
men  afterwards  into  the  regular  army.  In  1799  we  were 
obliged  to  have  an  a£l  for  that  purpofe,  becaufe  the  exifting 
adls  did  not  permit  you  to  extend  their  fervices.  If  it  be  the 
opinion  of  the  Houfe,  that  fuch  a  claufe  (hould  be  introduced 
into  the  prefent  bill,  I  have  no  objeSion,  as  it  will  enable 
any  of  thefc  men  about  to  be  raifcd,  to  enter  into  the  regular 
corps,  when  they  are  inclined  ,  but  I  would  wi(h  it  to  be 
tinder  fuch  reftri(5\ion  as  (houlJ  prevent  too  many  from  leav- 
ing the  militia*  Such  a  claufe  as  that  would,  I  think,  remove 
the  hon.  Gemleman's  objeftion  on  that  point.  He  has  ob* 
fervedy  among  other  things,  that  Scotland  may  be  ftyled  the 
cffiani  militum,  and  that  the  government  of  the  Country  do  not 
^cap  that  advantage  which  they  ought,  in  raifing  foldiers  from 

amongft 
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amongft  tnen  who  are  fo  well  adapted  for  the  fervice.  I  agree 
with  the  hon.  Gentleiiun^  that  Scotland  mi^ht  really  at  xmio 
time  have  becii  (lykd  fo;  \f^t  many  cir-umftances  ha^e  v\qw 
contributed  to  creati;  difficuUicvs  .^n  that  part  of  the  country* 
Jt  is  now  rcdviced  much  to  a  pdr  with  the.  othpr^  parts  of  ihcj 
kingdom  by  meaHs  of  its  bpuleoce  and  manufa£larcs.  .Ther^ 
are  now  a  jgreat  ipiiany  {^cotc))  ilighlander^  ffi  J^ondon*  .and, 
without  any  degradation  to "thiit* country,  as  many  SJngliftimcn 
ancf  Irifhmen  in  the  Scotch  mifvtia ;  and,  I  thii;ik,  it  wa6  a 
wife  hieafure  when  adopted.  On  the  whole,  Sir,  sj^  I  wiflied 
only  to  advert  to  the  leading  obfervations  of  the  fion.  Gentle- 
man, I  flialf  noW  conclude  witH  hoping,  under  all.fhc  prcum- 
iflances  Wf  the  cafe,  "the  'Houfe  will  fee  the  propriety  *  and 
eligibility  of  the  mcafure  p*ropof(fd  by  this  bill ;  tliatthere  fs  ii^ 
It  nothing^  which  <^al1  at  all  Be  looked  on  as  deifihiental  to  the 
recruitmg  of  our  reeular  army  ;  that  it  is  the  only  weans, by 
whicb  fueh  a  neccujiy  force  could 'polTi hi y  be  piled  ^ri  the 
(hortefr  f pace  of  d  me,  arfdthat  he  could '  not  l^e  jufti^cci,  in 
the  pfefent  fituation  of  affairs*,  in  adopting  any  other  meafure 
for  tiie  ;ecuniy  of  the  realm. 

•    Mr,  P/// then  rofe,  and  tnoft   ably 'dated   the  grounds  n 
which  Vfe  had^  after  the '  matured  tdhfideration,  dctcrmincdi 
to  give  his  decided  approbation  to  the  pi  inc'iple  of  tiie  >b;ll.     It 
vraj  generally  on  the  fame  principles  on  which  opjx)fiiion  to 
ihe  mcafure  harf'bcen  founded  by  his  right  hori.  Friend  on  the 
o&ttt  r!Je'(Mr.  ElliotV)  that  he  felt  himfelf  called  on  to  give 
it  \ih  "warm  fupport;  a^id  all  his  previous  motives  for  this  fup- 
port  ftadbccn  materially  flrengthencd  and  confirmed  by  what 
had  jdft  fallen  from  his  right  hon.  Friend,  the  Secretary  at 
War.      No  one  was  more  ready  than   he  was  to  admit  the 
importance  of  having  a  latge  difpofable  force  forofRrnfivc 
operations  j  but  there  was  one  grand  confideration  which  took 
precedctice  of  all  others,  and  that  was  an  adequate  proyifion 
for  thc'immcdiate  defence  6f  the  country  againft  tliofc  me- 
naces of  invafioft  which   tite  enemy    had    fo  openly   avow- 
ei^      After  this  great   obj::^  was  provided    for  elfeitualiy, 
no    one.  wotrld    b^  more    ready    than    himfelf  to    fupfiort 
an f  meafure  for  forming  fudi 'a  regular  force  as  nv^hr  lead 
toithe  vigoioas  and   lucvefsfd  profccution  of  llie  war;  for 
rilabliibing  fuch  a  difpofable  force  a&  might   furnidi   us  with 
the  ;OncanSy  Whenever  a  fair  opening  pr'ef<;nred  itfelf,  of  ftnk^. 
f0^an.effi:ftual  blow  4igain(V  the  afTiiling  enemy.     He  would 
20  aa  far  as  any  one  in  his  wi flics  to  fee  the  infolence  wlilcli 
mmvc  rife  to  thefc  threats  of  invafioh  checked «  the  attacks  of 
iJbie  cownr  effeAuaJIy  jepcUed,  and  bis  vcizi  ambition  rq-

(yrefTed ;  but  he  thought  that,  in  the  principle  of  the  mca- 
fure»  there  would  be  fouM  the  only  means  of  accomplifhing 
thefe  great  objefls.  Important^  however,  as  thefe  confider- 
aiions  were,  there  was  one  to  which  we  were  called  upon  to 
eWe  paramount  aftemion,  and  that  wa$;  as  he  had  alreadjr 
faid,  the  e(Fe£lual  defence  of  the  country.  What  we  had  in 
the  (ird  indanc e  10  attend  to,  was  the  beft  hiode  of  giving 
tis  complete  fecurity  againft  any  fudden  attack  ;  we  had  to 
collect  all  the  i:erources  and  the  energies  of  the  country,  and 
then  we  tfttght  think  of  the  means  of  mod  flgnally  infliAing 
on  the  enemy  the  vengeance  which  his  unprovoked aggreflion 
dcferved.  It  would  be  ftrange,  however,  that  fiiuated  as  we 
tiow  were,  we  (hould  think  it  a  talk  too  humble  to  look  our 
fituation  fully  in  the  face,  to  think  lightly  of  the  menaces  of  a 
power  by  whom  one  half  of  Europe  had  already  been  fubdued^ 
and  to  refort  to  no  meafures  by  which  alone  our  f^fety  could  be 
obtained.  If,  indeed,  we  were  willing  to  fwell  the  lid  of 
degraded  yaffals  of  the  conqueror,  we  might  hold  fuch  a  lan- 
guage, hut  it  was  utterly  inconfident  with  every  principle  of 
proper  rcfpe£l  for  the  national  fecurity  and  honour.  Puflied, 
however,  to  the  extent  in  which  the  objedions  to  the  bill 
might  be  carried,  though  he  was  pei-feSly  convinced  that 
nothing  was  farther  from  the  intention  of  his  hon.  Friends^ 
they  would  defeat  all  efFcdlual  meafures  for  accompHQiing 
the  grand  objed  of  immediate  confideration,  the  defqiceof 
the  country.  If  it  were  the  obje<^  of  Miniders,  of  if  it 
could  be  the  ede£l  of  the  bill,  to  withhold  the  means  of 
offenilve  operations,  arifing  from  a  large  difpofaUe  force  for 
general  purpofes,  then  indeed  the  objefiions  of  his  right 
hon.  Friend  might  have  applied  with  great  force.  The  billy 
however,  had  no  fuch  effe^.  The  fa£l  was,  it  was  defigned  to 
provide  for  the  efFed^ual  fecurity  of  the  country,  to  raife,  mote 
ipeedily  than  could  be  effected  in  any  other  way,,  a  Urge  force 
for  limited  fervice,  which  force  might  at  no  very  didant  period 
be  capable  of  being  applied  to  general  purpofes.  If  within 
two  month.*;  the  enemy  might  adiially  attempt  an  invafloiif 
and  within  that  period  a  force  adequate  to  the  proteSion  of 
the  country  might  be  raifed  ;  and  if  within  the  fame  period 
zn  equal  number  of  troops  for  general  fervice  could  not 
by  any  poflible  exertions  be  procured,  he  left  it  to  every 
refleSing  man  to  confider,  whether  he  could  hefitate 
9t  moment  in  adopting  the  fird  in  preference  to  the  lad 
of  thefe  plans^  however  much  he  might  be  a  friend  to  tht 
pprieiy  of  edabltlbing,  with  all  podiblc  ex(>editiony  ft   Iarg4 

-     .     '.   «{orcc 
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force  for  general  fervice.  It  was  quite  impoffible,  oil  any 
fair  principle,  todifpute  th?  propriety  of  a  meaFiir^  whic^, 
in  the  firilinHance,  ihould  have  the  cflFcrcl.  of  providing  com* 
plete  fecuriiy  for  this  iiland,  and  ihould  at  the  fame  tin  e 
furniih  the  means  of  availing  ourfclves  of  the  -firfl  opcnirg . 
for  endeavouring  10  repair  the  fliame  and  ruin  of  the  con« 
tinent.  It  was  on  this  piain.  principle  that  the  mtafure  had 
his  approbation,  Jf  the  prefcnt  force  of  ihe  country  w^is 
about  80  or  90,000,  and  if  that  number  could  in  a^  very 
(hurt  period  be  doubled  by  employing  men  for  limited  fer* 
vice,  and  nothing  like  the  fame  effcd  could  be  produced  by 
lequiring  a  iimilar  number  (or  offcnfive  operation,  he  would 
alk,  becaufe  the  latt  objedi  could  not  be  effe^^ed,  whether 
thefird  was  to  be  wholly  abandoned?  He  could  not  conceive 
that  any  man  would  come  forward  and  fupport  fu  monQrous 
a  propuliiioo.  While  wc  were  difcuIFing  the  fuperior  uiility 
oi  emplo)]ng  troops  of  ihc  line,  and  dreaming  of  the  impnr*- 
ancc  of  iff!;nr)vc  c>peraiii)ns,  ruin  might  in  ibe  mean  lime 
be  at  our  duots.  So  far  was  he  from  thinking  that  the  mea* 
fure  could  at  all  injure  the  increafe  of  the  regular  army,  that, 
after  J  he  mod  ferious  conGderatioa  of  the  fubjefi,  and  he 
allured  the  IJoufe  that  lon^  before  the  bill  was  prefenteil 
the  fubjc£l  had  mod  gravely  occupied  his  thoughts,  he 
thotigtu  thaty  united  wiih  the  regulations  which  would  be 
JDgrafted  on  it,  it  would  be  found  to  be  the  very  bed  plan 
which  could  be  adopted,  for  providing*  fooner  than  by  any 
4>ther  inetliod,  Z'  large  difpofable  force  for  general  purpofes. 
lie  conceived  it  to  be  the  (Irotigelt  recommendation  of  th« 
jneafure,  that  in  one  way  it  provided  wiih  more  expedivton 
tlun  by  any  other  plan  which  can  be  ad  )pted,  a  large  force 
lor  limited  fervice,  and  that  a  fervice  which  was  the  primary 
ofajedl  of  confideration;  and  in  another  it  laid  the  cerlaia 
foundation  of  fecuriirg  a  vad  acceffion  to  the  regular  army, 
at  the  time  when  that  accclHon  might  be  applied  to  purpofcg 
^f  tile  mod.important  nature.  Not  only  did  it  not  preclude 
the  augmcntaiion  of  the  regular  army,  but  it  afforded  the 

!;featc(t  facilities  for  obtaining  this  augmentation  with  the 
ead  ppflihie  difficulty.  Even  if  the  militia  were  tn  be  en- 
lirely  difbanded,  if  the  influeqee  of  competition  which  did, 
he  allowed,  to  a  certain  degree,  interfere  with  the  recruiting 
of  the  regular  army  was  removed*  though  by  no  means  to  ' 
the  extent  for  which  Tome  Gentlemen  were  difpofed  to  con- 
fend,  he  would  argue  that  no  fydem  of  recruiting  could 
witibia  a  fbon  period  procure  fuch  a  oumber  pf  troops  as  the 
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exigencies  of  the  country  required.     He  dcHred  Gentlernefi 
not  to  allow  thcmfclvcs  to  be  carried  away  with  the  nbtirtn, 
that  the  exigence  of  a  large  militia  force^  was  iftcompatible 
with  the  exiftencc  of  a  large  regular,  ariny.     1  he  experience 
of  forty  years  clearly  difprovcd  fuch  an  opinion.     It  ought 
not  to  be  alferted  as  a  matter  of  courfe,  that  the  militia  fyf* 
tern  was  incompatible  with  offcnCve  operationsi  or  neceffa* 
yily  chained  down  the  exertions  of  the  country  to  the' limits 
of  fhe  ifland.     1  he  conlraty  was  abundantly  proved  by  the 
"hiftory  of  rhe  country.     The  fad  was,  that  the  period  whch 
the  mil  Ilia  was  eftabliflied,  was  the  period  which  wouM  be 
tnentioncdin  hiftory  as  the  height  of  the  military  glory  of  the 
tountry,  'wiih  the  exception  of  the  triumphant  campaigns  of 
Marlbiroiigh.     It  was  at  the  time  when  iht  militia  fyftem 
was  eflablilhed,  that  our  army  was  on  the  beft  poflible  eflab- 
lifhment,  and   offcnHve  operations  were  canieti  on   on  the 
mofl  exienfive  fcale.     A  goud  deal   had  been  faid  about  the 
comparative  value  of  the  ferviccs  of  the  militia  and- the  re- 
gular army,  but  at  the  fame  time  it  was  admitted,  that  this 
%vas  merely  a  qucAion  of  degree.     Now  the  fddL  was,  that 
at  the  prefent  moment  we  wanted  a  force  of  all  kinds*     It 
had  been   (hewn  by  the  experience  of  the  count rji^  forty 
years  ago.  that  30,000  militia  c-uld  be  maintained  withotit 
at  ali  injuring  the  edablifliment  of  the  army ;  and  the  queftioh 
now  was,  whether  a  much  greater  number  could  not  no^t 
\yt  kept  up  without  producing  any  fcrious  injury.     It  would 
not,  he  conceived,  be  drnied  that,  fnnaitd  as  the  countr)r 
tiow  was,  there  was  a  much  greater  neccflityfor  having  a 
large  aiigmenta:ion    of  force  10   be  employed  for   the  de- 
fence of  the  country,  than   of  a  force  ior  oflPenfivc  opera- 
tions abroad.     Unqueflionably,  our  means  of  defence  ought 
to  bfe  more  anaKigous  to  the  means  of  oilcnce  in  the  hands  of 
the  enemy  than  our  means  of  offervfive  warfare,  however 
Smponani  thefe  might  be,  when  a  favourable  opportunity  of 
refoning  to  them  pefented  iifeir.     The  queftion  then  cam^ 
to  be,  what  was  the  mode  by  which,  with  the  leaft  difficulty, 
onr  force  might  "be  doubled,  or  even  trebled,  if  fuch  an  au]^ 
mentation  ihould  be  called  for  by  the  circumftances  in  which 
the  country  was  placed?    .He  was  as  ready  as  any  of  hil 
hon.  Friends  on  the  other  fide,  to  admit  that  a  force  foi*  ge- 
neral  fervice  was,  with  the  view  of  availing  ourfelves  of  the 
openings  which  might  occur  in  the  courfe  of  the  war,  much 
belter  calculated  for  offcnfive  operations  than  a  force  whofe 
ftrviccs  Were  limited  to  the  defence  of  the  country.     He 

would 
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would  tibt  deny  that,  even  with'  reference  •<•  iheoSje^^lT 
defence,  they  were  preferable.  He  admitted  that  umfpa 
under  the  comm&nd  of  officers  who  tn  foreign  Countries  had 
'fcen  fevere  fcrvices,  and  had  reaped  the  glories  of  thefr  Cotf"- 
rage  and  their  labours,  and  who  themfelves  had  (hared  id 
thefe  gloried,  were  by  ihcir  experience  and  their  fkiil  infiTlcd 
to  mnch  more  conndence  than  troops,  who,  with  the  filing 
bravery,  never  enjoyed  the  means  uf  improving  themfcives 
in  the  fchool  of  difficulty  and  danger.  Allowing  all  this  lA 
the  fitUefl  extent,  he  confelFed  he  did  not  kc  hovi-  a  great 
many  genera)  dodrfnes,  on  which  fo  mnch  Rref}*  had  btea 
laid,  wtrre  at  all  applicable  to  ihc  TubjeA  before  the  Houfe. 
A\  hen  Gentlemen  talked  fo  much  of  the  value  of  rcgulaV 
troops  at  the  prefent^  moment,  he  (hould  be  glad  to  hear 
where* they  were  to  be  procured.  They  feemed  fo  argue  ifki 
if  we  wtre  to  ballot  not  for  the  men,  but  for  the  experience, 
for  the  fkill,  for  the  difciplinc  of  veteran  foldicr^.  If  tht 
miliiia  were  atf'ually  difbanded,  and  the  fyftcni  6(  balloting 
were  to  be  fofpended,  would  more  difcipline,  more  flci^t, 
more  exfv^Mtnce  be  obtained  ?  Would  the  individuals  brought 
Into  the  ranks  pofTefs  more  df  the  character  of  regular  troops? 
As  to  t4rgreat  queOk)n  bcffore  the  Houfe  then,  thefe  gene- 
ral>dod)'rines  led  to  a  mere  delufion.  It,  indeed,  the  menaced 
of  invafion  could  be  fufpcndcd,  ifBonjparte  would  tonfent 
*to  delay  his  pnjed  of  attacking  thi»  country  till  we  had 
time  to  form  a  large  army  for  general  fcrvice,  and  would 
fuiTer  this  army  fo  go  abroad,  and,  after  learning  experience 
4n  the  art  of  war,  return  in  fafety  to  the  defence  of  the  coun* 
4ry,  this  would  be  nil  very  well;  and  certainly  he  (hould  not 
lie  at  all  difpofed  to  controvertthe  po(iiion,  that  in  all  cafes 
regular  troops,  while  they  could  bt  procured,  were  prefeiable 
to  thofe  poiJeirmg  inferior  difcipline  and  more  limited  expe- 
rience. As,  however,  the  number  of  men  necelTary  for  the 
exigencies  of  the  public  fer^ice  couM  not  b^  obtained,  a 
fneafare  of  the  nature  now  before  the  Houfe  was  rendered 
indifpenfably  neceflary.  In  judging  of  -the-  merhs  of  the 
mcafure,  gentlemen  oiighr  to  bear  in  mind  that  U  did  not 
lU  all  interfere  wi.h  the  future  ai»gmeniaii<wi  of  ihrtrgulit 
forces.  If  there  is  in  the  bill^nothing  to  prevehtihe  reciuir: 
ing  of  the  army  from  the  Y^ryfJrce  now  t<rheraifod;  if 
this  recruiting  is  even  fanfiloned  by  a  pofiiive^  claufe  In  the 
bin,  which*  for  his  part*  he  thought  highly  expedient,  he 
fi»bmitted  to  the  Houfe  whether  there  was  not  a  btiter 
chance  of  procuring  a  very  large  augmentation  to  the  army 

by 
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•hjrJndWKhsfaift jfdrAing  into  the  regular  army  cut  of  the  rc^ 
jrimcnts  uuw  to  be  raired,  than  there  would  be  by  endea- 
^vottring  to  procure  (his  atigmentation  by  recruiting  iti  the 
iirft  inOance.  In  this  way  not  only  would  the^ public  he 
fivcd  a  very  toniiderahle  expence,  but  individucils  would  be 
freed  from  ma'.enal  iiiconven  encc.  ^yuppoflng  then  that  the 
punfkher  of  men  lo  be  raifed  by  the  provifions  of  the  bill  arc 
9&vtMy  embodied,  and  that  the  recruiiiug  fer vice  continues 
to  go  on  as;  ufual,  h:?  aflccd,  whether  any  man  doubted  that 
^ftc-en  or  twenty  thoufand  men  could  be  ibund  ready  to 
inUA  into  the  regular  army,  if  fnch  a  niuiiber  as  that  was 
thought  neceflTary  for  undertaking  ofFenfive  operaiions  r  Af- 
ter the  experience  r>f  what  had  been  the  alacrity  of  the  militia 
jn  volunteering  iheir  fervices,  he  was  fure  that  this  could 
fioi  be  confidered  as  an  exaggerated  anticipation. 

It  was  to  be  confidered  that  the  militia  had  made  their  of#- 
fers  of  fervice  under  ci re imi (lances  very  diflPcrtnt  from  tnofe 
f  nder  yvhich  individuals  in  the  regiments  n'»w  to  be  railed 
wqt|)d  be  called  on  to  offer  thcmfeives  for  adtoiilion  into  itie 
jeg^lar  army.  The  oflficers  of  the  mititia«  after  all  the  exer- 
tions which  they  had  made  in  brioging  their  regiments  to  a 
(late  of  high  comparaiive  difcipline.  haci  naturally  (Irot;^ 
fibje£)ions  to  their  being  mutiiated  by  the  inliiiing  of  vail 
^timbers  into  the  regular  army.  'I  lie  fnuation  of  the  oXcera 
in  the  regiments  now  to  be  raifed  was  totally  diflfc'rent,  .  80 
far  were  they  from  having  any  wifli  that  the  men  (hould 
not  enter  into  the  regular  army,  thatthey  would  be  inclined 
to  encourage  thefe  (.flPers  of  fervice,  and  lot)W  forward  to  a  ^ 
period  when  they  tliemfelves  might  have  a  command  in  a 
rcgtilar  regiment.  1  hat  before  the  end  of  the  year  a  numbef 
e<}ual  to  thai  which  he  had  already  (lited  would  be  fuund  to 
volunteer  their  fervicet,  was  therefore  not  a  matter  of  coi>- 
•jedlure  and  experiment,  but  of  almod  abfolutc  certainty.  If 
jfnch  was  then  :he  cafe,  he  put  it  to  the  confideration  of  the 
Jloufe  whether  there  coulU  be  any  thing  like  a  reafonable 
pr{)f|)ecl  of  fo  great  a  boily  of  trodps  being  raifed  for  the  re- 
gular army  by  the  mod  adive  recniiiing  lor  that  pci:iod.  H^ 
>vas  fure  that  ?  great  majority  of  the  Houfe  would  agrees 
^vith  him  in  chinking  that  the  thing  was  utterly  impofnhlf:* 
.On  thi-i  pact  of  the  fvbjid  he  i\ad  <uily  oiii:t  doubt,  and  it  was 
one  of  very^  o>D(iderablc -importance. .  Ii*  had  ngt  hitherto 
been  meniioned,  but  it  is  neceiElry  ta mention  it  noW)  ac«^ 
companied  by  a  few  obfervatipns.  7'he  ohjedion  wa$»  that 
to  permit  recruiting  from  the  regiments  now  to  be  raifed,  ^ 
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Would  be  utterly  fnbvcrfive  of  their  difcipHnc.  He  was  wil- 
ling to  allow  that  %hi$  wotild  be  the  cafe,  if  the  recruiting 
weiY* allowed  ^o  bcf  indlfcriminate,  if  it  wcft  to  he  permtttedt 
at  nil  times,  and  above  all  if  ihc  flagitious  pra^ice  of  cHmp«- 
ing  wasenduiied«  «  By  proper  regulfliions,  however,  all  the 
hiconveniencies  which  were  made  the«gro<mds  of  obje&ioHy 
might  be .Temoved.'  The inlilUng might  rakeplaceon  partir^ 
cular  days  of  mufier ;  on  th^fe  days  theX>fficers  might  be  aU* 
ihorized^to  receive  offers  of  (Service  from  41  certain  propOrtioo 
of  the  men,  anda$  in  all  prohabiHty  three  or  four  times  tnoic 
that)  were  wanted  wouldoffiir,  it  would  femain  wfihih^ofic<fr« 
to  make  the  Choice  of  the  indivfduals-v^hdrecffers  tntght  be 
accepted.  What  x\\e  partfeulardayii  were.on  Hhich  the  pro- 
portions (bouid  be  made,  it  was  not  nedelTarv  for  thb  officels 
previoufly  to  difoiofe.  A  power.  Ihight  b^  griinted  tofaMt 
Majefty  to  appoim  the  days  of  mufter  whenever  there  appeal'^ 
ed  any  particufair  neceiTity,  by  tht  prevlofi^  notke  bf  a  fore-* 
night.  By  this  means  no  foldier  wotiM  k|)^'' when  ii^'Wat 
to  qiiH  hbofficer,  and  the  danger  of  Wam'uf  diicipli^e  would 
,bo  avoided.  If  hc>jwas  at  a)i  right  in  thefe  ideiis— rif  he  was 
at  all  borne  out  in  the  conehifions  which  l^e  hdd  endeavoured 
10  eftablifhi  the  me^fure  could  not  b^  denied  *tii  be- one 
which,  while  it  made  the  ttioft  effedifal  prbiifioti  for 'the 
fafety  of  the  ^country,  held  out  the  moft  effefliiart^profpeQ  of 
firovidln^,  with  the  great^ft' expedition,  for  the  Increafeof 
t4ie  regtotir  army. 

One  \)f  the  principal  leafons  which  induced  himpafti- 
culariy  to  give  his  fupport  to  the  plan  was,  t^iat  it  was  diT^ 
tinguiihed  by  the  utiDoA  iimplicity.  The  regulsttions  appli:^ 
cable  to  tlie  miiitia>  which  the  ei^petience'iof  foitv  yhkti 
had  proved  to  be  highly  ufefuU  were  to  be  continued,  and 
the  only  difiin&ion  betorixt  the  force  now  to  be*ratl4Bii'ttlill> 
the  ordinary  mili(ta  of  the  trountry  was,  that  the  fofos>^ot«{ 
lo  be  eilabliflied  was  (o  be  pUced  under  regu(an.dAoels> 
For  this  alteration  tiiecattfes  were  .obvious  and  iatisfedory« 
h  wfi$  found  that  ofSccrs  having  the  qualifications  rcquiiizd 
by  the  militia  laws,  could  not  be  oblciined;  ai>d  Uia^Uher 
cpnfiderations  jpade  it  highly  defirable  to  haVe  pffioort/to 
difcipline  ihis  new  force  who  had  kndwn  a  go<i|d  deafc^if 
a£lual  (ervice.  As  far  ss  the  fyilem  of  appointing^  lh< 
officers  yvas  concerned,  there  was  no  fair  ground  of  objc^ioii 
to  the  bill.  The  right  bun.  Gentleman  jriext  adverliedL  t3if 
the  propofed  commuiaiiofi  of  fci-vice  by  pajii^  a£ne  fofftod 
He  was  much  difpoTed  to  doubt  the  ppHcy/pr^.thpefpcfti^iyS 
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of  fucbfli  commuUlioo.  He  thought  thitt  the  principle  of 
%U€  militia  fyAem  ought,  in  (his  as  in  other  inflanccs,  to  be 
ilri£lly  adhered;  to«  He  was»  therefore,  '.inclined  to  contend, 
th-it^Ujilefs  perfpnal  fervi^e  vras  gi^^ent .  every  indivt^iijai 
ba^otfiid .  for  (h4>uld  be  coqipclled  to,  procure  a  iubdi* 
xtiie*  At  all  events, -if  the  principle .  of  conuxiuiaiion 
was  to  be  ada|ttted,  he  could  not  ftgree'to.iis. being  ^dtpittfdd 
on  ii^  prcfent  .foojingv.  The  fine  a^  nqw  propofed  to  be  Ic-* 
'vJiejJi^w^pId;  ^U  eqiA?H3f  pn  s^U  ranks  of  the  comniunity, 
^mong^hofiP, orders. pf  fociety  from  whom  our  army. was  to 
ho  O^^Ued,  the  fin^  would  operate  as  a  con^pulfiofi  of  per-f 
fonal  fervice.'.  Among  the  higher  orders  of  focieiy,  no  fuch 
cflfed  would  be  prpdMoed.  '  1  hpfe  unwilling  lo  ferve,  an4 
to  wbon^  the^paytneni'of-  the  fine  is  a  matter  of  no  confide- 
ration,  wotild,  |iy  oflfer^g  a  hi^h  boupty,^  procure  a  fubftl- 
tute.  an(|  avoid  ^11- tKe«^rotible  and . idcodveoience  which  th^ 
produdipn  of  one  might  obiiain.  He  was-swxious  either  to 
pu^  U  oji^t  of  the  ppwer  of  ihofe  ballottod  hr  to  procure  ^e-» 
fief  by  the  payment  of  a  fine,  or,^  if  thafrCQuld  not  be  ifFecu 
ed,  to  icppofe.rhe  fine  \i\  a  proportion,  eoffefponding  to  the 
fituation  iskj  Ufe  in  which  they,  are  placed.  Perfons  of  rank 
and  ability,  If  they  would, not  contribute  their  perfonal  (er!i 
vices,  oijght  to  be  under  the  i)cce(Iiiy  of  employing  their 
influence  in  procuring  able  fubditutes;  and,- if  forgetful  of  all 
|hat  they  owe:to  ihemfelves  and  the  oountfy,  they  are  relucy 
tant  in  granting  their  equitable  (hare  in  fuppprlipf  the  puUio 
honour  and  dignity,  then  it  was  but  fair.trhat  they /oiight  to 
be  made  to  comribute  in  that  proportion  in  which  they  cm 
be  made  to  pomtniire  iheir  fervices.  lo  the  Comiftittee,  hp 
Irufted  that  tiiis.pari  of  the  £ubje&  would  undergo  parttcuiai 
}nvenigatiofr|(>arid-he.ju&now  thought  it  his'duty  to  call  the 
Mention  of  ihc  Houfc  to  k  by  a  few  obfervations  on  tho 
prefent  occafionr*  The  objefi  of  the. fine,,  if  it  was  at  ail 
calculated  to  pnxhice  any  advantajge;  was  to  force  thofe'  on 
whom  itfwas.  levied,  to  lufe^U  thtit  exertions  in  procuring 
(ubilitutes,  and^dinjthisinftance  it>4h«-capacity  of  recruit- 
ing  officers  for  the  fervke.  Unltfs  it  was  iinpofed  in  fuch  a 
vniyas  to  produce  thii  eflfeS,  it  would  be  tbtally  ufdefs,  and 
Dot  ofelefs  alon6,  but  highly  inexpedient  and  dangerous^* 
He  had  little  tnore  to  add^o  the  obfervations  which  he  had 
taken  the  liberty  of  fubmitting  tothc^Houfe.'  Hfe  was  wiU 
H^ng  to  give  a  r^ht  hon.  Friend  of  his  (Mf:  Windham)  full 
credit  for  tbe  purity  of  his  intentions  in  bppofing  the  bill; 
Ht  afldwcd  that  fa  all  \Mt  he  fatd'bn  thb.  iubjedW  he  was 
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'animated  by  the  tnofl:  earned  dedre  to  promote  the  bed  in^ 
terefts  of  bis  country*  He  knew  that  no  one  could  be  more 
defiroDS  of  taking  every  (lep  to  refciie  Europe  from  the  cala- 
mities, the  difgrace  and  the  mifery  with  which  fo  great  a 
proportion  (rf  it  was  now.opprefled*  He  was  fenfible  that 
in  no  man^s  heart  there  burned  a  more  ardent  flame  of  atii. 
tachment  to  the  bed  intereds  of  mankind,  or  was  more  deir* 
rous  of  making  any  exertions  which  in  their  confequences 
might  relieve  nations  now  groani  ngunder  the  mod  gallant 
tyranny*  That  his  right  hon.  Friend  wonlj  be  the  forcmoft 
in  fupporting  thefi?  great  objects,  he  cordially  admitted  ;'  and 
it  was  not  from  any  difference  of  opinion  refpefling  iheit 
importance,  that  he  was  at  all  inclined  to  give  the  bill  his 
warmed  fupport.  Their  opinions  on  the  fuhjedl  were  in 
i2QiConv1)ut  it  was  bccau/etbc  bill  was  better  calailatedihan 
any  other  mode  which  occurred  to  his  mind  to  hold  oti^  a 

S^rofped   that,  when  a  favourable  opportunity  pre  fen  ted  lu 
elf,  a  large difpofable  force  may  be  mod  rpeeiiily  prepared.  . 

Mx  Pitt,  after  a  few  more.  oSferv  at  ions,  concluded  by  vot- 
ingfor  the  fecond  reading  of  the  bill. 

The  Sttretary  at  War  faid,  that  there  fhduld  bca  claure 
introduced  into  the  bill  to.enafble  the  men  belonging  to  thta 
force  to  volunteer  their  fervices  for  the  army. 

Mr.  IVlndham  faid,  his  opinion  concerning  this  meafurd 
dill  continued  unchanged.     So  far  from  being  calculated  for 
offenfivc  operations,  it  was  not  even  fit  for  defence  ;  and  i£ 
in   confequence  of  fuch  an    ill-digeded    plan    the  country 
ihould  perifh,  then  adieu  to  all  off&nfive  operations,  and  to* 
every  chance  of  faving  Europe  from   fubjugatiiin  and  ruin! 
ije  would'lay  out  of  his  view  every  thing  which;  at  this  mo- 
ment, was  necelFary  to  bring  the  druggie  we  were  engaged  in 
to  a  fpeedy  termination  :  he  would  look  at  the   hnmediate 
means  of  defence  about  to  be  adopted  ;  and  on  this  principle 
he  could  not  without  dread  and  tcpror   behold  the  meafure 
now  propofed.    His  right  hon.  Friend  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
Houfe  had  afleried,  that  this  meafure  would  afiid  the  recruitr 
ingof  the  army:  though  he  differed  dire£ily  in  opinion  with  him. 
he  would  not  argue  on  that  topic  at  pre  Tent.  He  would  admiK 
that  by  the  prefent  meafure,  more  men  ini^ht  be  procured  at 
the  prefent  moment  than  could  be  got  any  other  way  :  but, 
in  confidering  the  value  of  ftjch  a  force,   it  was  neceflfary  not 
to  conlider  the  number,  "but   the  qnality  of  the  men  to  be^ 
raifed.     An  experienced  ofBcer  coiiid  at  once  point  out   the . 
difference  between  recruits  taken  into  a  regular  regiment  of 
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the  line,  regularly  trained  and  well  difcipHned,  and  a  num* 
iierof  new-raifed  men  forming  new  regiments  without  thfe 
advantages  of  training  or  difcipline.  But  thtis  diflindioft 
never  entered  the  minds  of  fomc  gentlemen  ;  with  them  **  a 
regiment  is  a  regiment ;  no  matter  what  materials  it  is  com- 
^ofed  of."  When  his  right  hon.  Friend  talked  of  thefc  new 
troopSy  he  reprefented  them  as  likely  to  pofTefs  all  the  quali- 
ties of  a  regular  arn^y,  becaufe  they  were  to  be  under  the  dU 
rcflion  of  experienced  officers.  Now  upon  this  point  he 
wiOied  the  Houfe  would  for  a  moment  confider,  who  and 
^hat  fort  of  men  thefc  officers  were.  Without  meaning  to 
fpeak  any  thing  in  difparagement  of  officers  on  the  half-pay 
lift,  he  mud  aifcrty  that  it  would  not  be  poffible  to  get  officers 
from  that  lift  of  the  famedefcripiion  of  thofe  who  are  exadly 
ferving  in  regiments  of  the  line.  Undoubtedly  many  were 
put  on  half-pay  for  no  other  reafon  but  becaufe  their  regi- 
ments were  redticed;  others  in  confequeitce  of  wounds  whitHi 
they  had  received,  and  of  being  otherwife  difabted.  The  very 
caufe  for  which  the  latter  defcrtptton  of  officers  were  put  on 
half-pay»  proved  they  were  unfit  for  adual  ferriee. 
There  were-  alfo  officers,  whofe  conduA  had  been  foch 
as  to  exclude  them  from  the  fervice,  but  who  trere  permit- 
ted to  retire  upon  half>pay.  What  advantage  theli  could 
be  derived  from  the  fervices  of  fuch  men  as  thcfe,  or  were 
they-  fit  to  be  put  into  command  again  ?  Befides,  it  could 
bot  be  faid  that  officers  on  half-pay  ^ad  the  experience  of 
thofe  who  were  in  conftant  and  adive  fervrce,  nor  that  theV 
could  be  as  ufeful  as  officers  at  the  head  of  well  difciplined 
then.  Therefore,  confidering  the  manner  in  which  this 
force  was  to  be  brought  together,  he  did  not  think  it  was  on«- 
that  could  in  any  degree  conduce  to  the  fafety  of  the  country. 
With  refped  to  the  danger  in  which  the  country  was  placed, 
what  was  he  tounderftand  by  that  danger,  except  an  invafion 
of  this  country  on  the  part  of  France.  Did  any  one  know 
when  this  invafion  would  be  attempted?  Suppofe  the  French 
fiiould  come  upon  us  at  the  end  of  two  months,  what  fort  of 
ft  fttuation  (hould  we  be  in  then,  with  a  bill  not  pafTed? 
And  if  it  was  pafled  and  aded  upon,  we  might  have  the  ene- 
my invading  us  in  the'midd  of  the  ballot  for  this  new  militia. 
And  if  they  were  raifed  before  the  enemy  came,  what  time 
Ihoti  d  we  have  to  put  the  men  in  a  ftate  that  would  enable 
them  to  defend  us  ?  What  could  we  expeQ  from  an  unin- 
formed and  undtfciplined  nufs  of  men>  difiatisfied  perhaps 
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with  their  novel  fitusition  ^  their  mi/ids  irritated  at  the  re«> 
CulledioQ  of  being  talcen   from  their  families?      Could  any 
expe<^ation,  therefore,  be  formed  from  this  "  army  of  re- 
(erve  r" — a  name  at  which  he  Ifauddered.      Better  would  it 
be  to  have  an  irregular  mafs  at  once,  without  any  appearance 
of  an  army  or  of  difcipline.     Such  wasthe  force  that  had  for 
a  long  time  prevailed  in  I«a  Vendee,    where  the  gieat  repub- 
lican armies,  that  had  been  fweeping  every  thing  before  them 
id  all  other  places,  were  continually  defeated.      The  'Very 
ilrength  of  thofe  people  confided  in  their  weaknefs.    Like  a 
reed,  they  bent  under  and  withliood  the  force  of  the  biaft, 
and  rofe  again  when  the  ftorm  was  over.     The  whole  of  that 
force  in  La  Vend£e  was  irregular,   and  it   withftood  the  ar* 
rnies  of  France  until  the  year  1796.     Let  us,  therefore,  in- 
(lead  of  this  ufelefs  army  of  referve,  have  an  irregular  force, 
and  not  21^  force  which  appeared  as  if  it  were  the  lall  refort 
Q^the  country.     Great,  indeed,  would  our  danger  be,  if  we 
nad  nothing  more  to  decide  the  fate  of  the  cotintry.      Were 
the  enemy  to  take  the  city  of  London,  that  would  not,  un- 
der a  proper  Tyftem  of  national  defence,  decide  the  fate  of  the 
country.      There  would  be  much  more  danger  to  the  coun- 
try in  the  capture  of  our  dock  yards  or  arfenals.     He  objed- 
ed  to  the  prcfcnt  meafure,  becaufe  the  force  about  to  be  rdifed 
was  a  falfe  force,  and  led  tc  falfe  conclufions.  He  obje.^}ed  to 
it,  becaufe  men   would  look  to  others  more  tQ  thcmrelves. 
Thefe  would  have  nothing  to  do  but  to  pay  down  a  fum  of 
money  for  perfons  to  ferve  in  their  dead  ;  and  then  they 
would  fay,  *•  here  are  men  who  will  defend  us."      They 
^ould  no  longer  conceive  it  neceflary  to  make  any  exertions 
themfelves.     The   French,  with  their  immenfe  population, 
had  left  the  country  almoft  defulate,  by  raiflng  confcripis,  and 
availed  themfelves  of  levies  en  majji^   in  a  way  which  the  go- 
vernment of  Great  Britain  could  not  be  juftified  in  reforting 
to.     The  government  mud  rely  00  the  voluntary  exertions 
of  the  people,  which  were  to  be  u fed  in  a  variety  of  ways. 
But  the  prefent  meafure  would  not  only  check  all  exertions, 
but  create  difcontent  in  the  country.      He  would  much  ra- 
ther fee  »confcript  ion  for  filling  up  regiments  of  the  line  : 
jind  in  order  to  induce  men  to  enter,  there  might  be  a  provifion 
made,  that  their  fervices  weri;  not  to  extend  beyond  Europe^ 
He  was  fure  fuch  a  meafure  would  be  really  advantageous* 
Let  Gentlemen  confider  the  time  it  would  take  before  this 
force  could  be  got  ready;  before  it  could  begot  out  of  barracks, 
kcfore  it  could  be  drawn  up  in  a  line ;  before  the  men  could 
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hatre  their  new  clothes ;  before  they  could  be  breeched.  But 
whether  it  could  or  could  ijiot  be  got  leady  in  time,  this  was 
certain^  thai  there  mnft  ever  be  an  eternal  difference  beiweca 
the  army  and  the  miliiia.  It  was  in  the  nature  of  the  militia* 
that  it  could  nevcr|be  brought  tofuch  perfe(flion  as  an  effeftive 
force.  As  much  had  been  done  to  improve  it  as  p^ofTible  ;  and 
it- was  aflonifhing  (hat  it  had  been  fo  much  improved  as  it 
was.  The  militia  was  a  machine  which  had  been  wrought 
up  to  all  the  perfedion  of  which  it  was  capable;'  hut  it  never 
would  anfwer  for  the  purpofe  of  ofFcnfive  or  defenfivc  ope- 
rations;  but  the  prefent  plan  he  would  oppofey-becaufeitrc* 
fcmhled  a  militia  force 

'Mr.  Piti  rofe  in  explanation:  he  faid  his  right  hon.  Friend 
had  mifunderftood  him  in  one  or  two  points.  What  he 
&id  was,  that  this  plan  would  furnifh  better  means  for  re* 
Cruiting  the  army,  than  any  that  could  be  adopted  for  two  or 
three  years  to  come.  As  to  an  irregular  force,  he  had  faid^ 
it  was  one  which  certainly  ought  tobeattended  tOybecaufehe 
was  perfnaded,  that,  befides  the  army  now  to  be  raifed,  there 
ought  to  be  another  army  of  referve. 

Lord  Cajllertagh  pcrfcdiy  agreed  with  the  fentiments  which 
had  been  delivered  by  a  right  hon.  Gentleman  oppofite  to 
him  (Mr.  Windham),  when  he  looked  at  the  hoAile  inten- 
lions  oft  the  enemy  ;  but,  when  he  looked  at  the  tneans  which  ^ 
ihey  hid  in  their  power  for  the  accompliflimejit  of  fuch  in- 
tention, heconfidered  it  as  nothing  but  pufillanimity ;  he  con- 
fidered  it,  rii  fadl,  as  a  meannefs  unworthy  the  charader  of 
the  country,  to  contemplate  ihat  power  with  any  degree  of  ap« 
prehenfion.  He  could  by  no  means  give  his  aflent  to  the' 
opinion  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  that  the  noffcflion  of 
our  capital  was  but  a  fecondary  ohjed  ;  he  could  not  for  a 
moment  entertain  the  idea  that  the  enepny  were  capable  of* 
making  any  impreffion  on  ourfliores.  The  right  hon  Gen- 
tleman had  alluded  to  the  inhabitants  of  La  Vendue,  and  yet^ 
he  confeflcd,  he  was  uiteriy  at  a  lofs  to  account  for  the  tran- 
fition  which  he  had  made,  or  by  what  train  of  reafoning  he 
qotild  afterwards  fuppofe  that  the  prefent  force  would  be  found 
inadequate  to  the  purpofes  for  which  it  was  defigned.  This, 
be  confelFed,  apprared  to  him  as  giving  a  fort  of  colouring 
to  his  arguments  which  could  not  he  fupported  by  any  regu- 
lar courfe  of  reafoning.  He  trufted  in  the  unanimity,  the 
feelings,  and  the  eftablifhed  cool  and  determined  bravery  of 
the  country,'  not  only  that  they  would  manfully  defend  their 
invaluable  free  cqnilitution,   which  was  the  i^dmiration  and 
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the  envy  of  thcworld,  bot  that  they  would  refill  any  attempt 
to  deprive  them  of  that  blefling  in  fuch  a  manner  as  would 
utterly  and  completely  crulh  the  invaders  of  our  happy  land, 
ind  hold  out  fuch  an  example  as  would  deter  others,  in  fit» 
ture  ages,  from  enieriaining  the  mad  idea  of  making  any  im* 
prelEon  on  a  country  fo  long  pre-eminently  diftingnlQied 
for  the  bravery  and  freedom  of  its  inhabitants..  He  ob- 
}e6led  in  the  llrongeft  manner  to  the  great  preference  ^hich 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  wllhed  to  give  to  the  regular  ar- 
my ;  he  thought  that  by  too  (tri£l  an  attention  to  that  de* 
fcription  of  force,  we  would  either  go  beyond  the  juft  terms 
^f  our  financial  policy  in  times  of  peace,  or  that  we  would 
find  ourfelves  too  weak  at  the  outfei  of  a  war.  The  right 
Hon.  Gentlema  \  had  delivered  a  jufl  eulogium  on  our  mirria 
force  as  a  conflirutibnal  body  ;  but  then  he  had  expreOed 
fomething  like  a  dcfire  that  they  (hould  be  limited  to  30,000 ; 
that  was  by  no  means  dequate  to  the  increaicd  population  of 
llie  country.  Under  the  prefent  circumftancesof  the  country, 
and  confidering  that  the  amount  of  the  militia  we  had  in  thefe 
iflands  lad  war  was  114,000,  he  trufted  the  Houfe  would 
agree   whh  him  in  faying  that,  by  granting  an  addition  of 

JiO,QOo  to  the  90,oo6f^hich  h  id  been  already  voted  by  Par- 
iamenti  they  would  not  go  too  far.  It  was  the  defire  oC 
many,  that  the  miliiia  (hould  be  difpofableto  anyphcc  withia 
the  United  Kingdom;  that  dcfideratum  was^accomplifhed 
by  the  prefent  bill,  as  far  as  refpeded  the  force  which  it 
purpofed  to  raife.  Another  difli  ulty,  the  ofEcering  of  thp 
n^ilitiat  was  frequently  the  objcfl  of  difcuflion  ;  that  was  in 
a  great  meafure  removed  by  (he  provifions  of  the  prefent 
^illy  as  far  as  reganted  the  force  raifed  by  it  ;  the  officers  fur 
that  force  might  poiTcfs  either  of  the  two  qualifications,  4 
confiderable  (lake  in  (he  country,  or  that  of  having  ferved 
iQany  years  in  the  regular  military  fervice  of  the  Crown,  ac* 
cording  to  the  rank  whici}  they  were  to  hold.  The  right 
hon.  Gentleman^  in  his  eagernefs  to  defend  t|)e  fervice  of 
the  line,  had  feemed  to  have  lofl  all  tafte  for  the  fervice  or 
naerits  of  any  other  clafs  of  oi\t  military  forces.  He  (hould 
confider,  however^  the  gre^t  nt^qfiber  of  the  militia  iha:  had 
been  dijfbanded  at  the  conclufion  of  our  treaty  of  peace,  and 
rccolledt  that  they  were  officered  by  many  per  Tons  of  the 
(reateft  lefpedability,  both  for  charader  and  military 
talents,  and  thgt  many  of  them  would  in  fa£|  be  glad  of  the 
pppprtupity  which  the  prefent  meafure  afforded  them  of  re- 
fuming 
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(utning  the  rank  wK}ch  they  formerly  held  in  his  Majefty*i 
fervicey  and  no  doubt  they  wobld  be  found  emineutly  ufeful 
in  the  defence  of  their  country,  if  etrer  there  fliould  be  occa-i 
fion  to  bring  their  talent  into  adion  \  he  had  no  doubr  that 
ibey  would  be  found  as  efficient  as  any  b^Kiy  made  up  accord- 
ing  to  the  right  hon*  Gentleman's  prefcription  fur  making 
foldiers.  It  had  been  fuppofed  that,  unlefs  the  forces  of  the 
line  poflc^cd  a  monopoly  of  the  recruiting  market,  they 
could  not  hope  for  any  fuccefs  in  filling  up  their  ranks.  Ex« 
perience  had  confiderably  tended  to  weaken  the  force  of  the 
fight  hon.  Gentleman's  reafoning ;  for,  at  a  time  when  we 
ivere  raiflng  the  fupplementary,  and  filling  up  the  old  militia^ 
it  was  a  fad  that  we  recruiccd  more  for  our  regular  army 
than  at  a  time  when  they  had  the  market  completely  at  their 
difpofal.  In  every  point  of  view  he  believedand  tailted  that 
the  Houfe  and  the  country  would  agree  with  him  in  pcrceiv. 
ing. the  necediry  of  immediately  giving  effc6\  to  this  pUn« 
and  that  EngKllimcri  would  not  fleep  while  an  enemy  had 
openly  pnhliihed  their  threats  againfl  our  cotmtry. 

Mr.  IVindfuim^  in  explanation,  obterved,  that  what  he 
faid,  was,  if  we  could  not  have  a  force  completely  regular^ 
we  ought  to  have  one  completely  irregular. 

Sir  Kyre  Cct:*te  fiipportcd  the  meafure,  and  obfcrved  that, 
trhen  it  was  the  iniention  of  the  enemy  to  annihilate  his 
Majefty's  Government  and  fuhjugate  the  united  king- 
dom»  he  was  conMdent  that  Engiifhmen  would  not  hedtate 
to  fhcw  the  Firft  Conful  and  the  world  what  Englilhmcn 
Could  atchievc  in  fuch  a  glorious  caufe. 

Dr    Laurence^  in  a  fpeech  of  coniiderable  length,  fup- 

J)oricd  the  portions  of  Mr.  Windham.  He  laid,  the  irregu* 
ar  force  of  La  V>udee  was  fo  powerful,  that  he  could  l^ate 
from  the  beft  authoiity,  that  more  republicans  had  been 
(Icilroyed  by  royulifls  tlierc  than  by  all  the  combined 
arttiics.  The  prefent  force  he  confidcrcd  wholly  inade- 
quate to  the  end  in  view.  The  men  were  to  be  locked  up 
in  the  country,  nailed  like  bafe  metal  to  the  counter,  with- 
out bci::g  able  to  a(^  uli'fully  for  the  public.  Wiih  refpefl 
to  men  going  into  legiments  of  the  line  ;  if  thev  did  fo,  it 
Would  only  be  a  proof  that  they  liked  not  the  fervice  they 
were  in  ;  and,  therefoie,  no  great  dependance  could  he 
placed  on  thai  force.  Ihe  learned  Gentleman  concluded 
with  reading  a  letter,  partly  written  and  partly  dictated  by 
the  late  Mr.  Burke  in  his  laft  mumeots,     This  letter  fc* 

verely 
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▼erely  benfiired  the  fyftem  of  railing  a  rupplcmentary  militU 
for  defenfive^  inftead  of  a  ftanditig  atmy  for  oiffeniive  opet:a- 

UORS. 

The  ChancclUr  of  thi  Ex^hique'r  faid,  that  notwithftand- 
ing  the  very  high  authority  of^  t^at  name,  which  was  fub- 
fcribed  to  the  letter  juft  now  read  by  the  learned  Gentle-  . 
mm,  it  was  veiy  iboii  afterwards  proved,  that  fronr  the 
fupplementary  militia  we  derived  thofe  means  of  exertion^ 
by  which  this  country  derived,  in  India  and  elfewhere,  thofe 
advantages  which  had .  added  fo  much  to  its  gloiy  and  it* 
tnterefh.     He  did  not  by  any  means  intend  to  enter  at 
length  into  tlie  fubjed  of  the  various  arguments  u(ed  b|r 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  but  he  wifhed  tlie  Houfe  to  im- 
derftand  diftinAiy  the  Point  at  iflue  between  him  and  his 
Majefty*s  Minifteit^    This  was  the  nomber  of  men  to  ht 
obtained  by  this  fneaas,  without  prejudice  to  the  recruit- 
ing the  regulair  armr.      An  hon.  Gentleman;   who  had 
fpoken  early  in  the  (febate»  had  ikid,  that  he  would  hav« 
been  content  with  30,000,  in  order  not  to  impede  the  raif^ 
ing  recruits  for  the  regular  army ;  but  this  was  reaiir  a 
vague  furmife,  for  it  had  been  incontcftibiy  (hewn  by  his 
ri^t  hon.  friend,  that  the  progrefs  of  the  recruiting  fer<» 
▼ice  was  nearly  as  great  daring  the  laft  three  months  as  ever 
it  was  at  any  fcfhoier  period.     What,  thei-eFore,  was  tba 
deduction  to  be  drawn  from  the  fpeech  of  the  right  hott^ 
Gentleman?  No  other  than  this :  that  it  called  00  Govern- 
fbent  to  put  out  of  their  hands  at  fuch  a  critical  conjunduiie 
as  this,  the  beft  means  of  providing  for  tlie  defence  and 
fecurity  of  the  country  ;  for  it  was  a  fad  well  eftablilhed^ 
that  when  the  militia  was  kept  up  at  its  largeit  amount^ 
there  never  was  a  period  in  which  men  coiild  be  raifed  in 
greater  numbers;  and,  on  the  contrary,  when  25v00f)  n^ 
litia  were  difbanded  in  Ireland,  it  had  not  the  efled  of  re* 
cruiting  to  any  coniiderahle  degree  the  regular  army  ;  which 
is  a  very  ftrong  proof  that  they  do  not  interfere  with  each 
other.     The  Houfe  had  been  a'^vilied  by  the  right  hon. 
Gentteman,  and  the  hon.  Member  who  followed  him,  to 
rejed  the  meafiire ;  and  the  reafon  for  this  extraordinary 
proceeding  was,  that  there  was  no  other  means  of  raring 
the  country,  but  by  reforting  to  compulfory  means.     He  aU 
furcd  the  Houfe,  that  no  man  in  thrs  country  was  willing^ 
or  could  be  willing  to  go  further  than  he  would  for  its  de^r 
fence  and  protedion,  but  he  could  not  agree  that  men,  who 
were  to  be  called  on  for  the  defence  of  this  country,  (hould 
be  fbrcc4  to  ferve  in  any  part  of  the  bofiile  globe,  where 
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their  fcrvices  ihight  be  required — ^fuch  a  proceeding*  be 
thought,  could  not  fail  to  produce  what  the  right  hon. 
Gentleman  fays  the  prefent  meafure  will  mod  aKTuredly 
produce^-^univerfal  tHfcontent  and  averfion.'  There  was  at 
prefent  in  the  kingdom  a  larger  regular  force  than  had  ever 
been  at  the   commencement  of  .any   war;    the   militia 
amounted  to  90^000  .men»  to  tbefe  he  propofed  to   add 
50,000 ;  befides,  there  Was  a  very  large  and  moil  refpeflable 
body  of  yeomanry,  which  was  of  feven  or  eight  years  ftand* 
sng,  and  to  all  thefe  was  to  be  added  the  volunteer  corps. 
When  he  r^efleded  on  all  thefe  conftitutional  means  of  de» 
fence,  he  could  not  without  abhorrence;  think  of  ircur- 
ring  to  the  unheard-of  means— the  abominable  principle  in 
a  free  Government — of  recurring  to  the  q;ieafure  of  a  con* 
fcription,  and  thereby  putting  this  free  country  on  the  fame 
lamentable  footing  with  that  whirh  was  governed  by  the 
execrable  tyrant^  whofe  ambitious  views  aiid  continually 
repeated  aggrelfions,  had  compelled  us  to  have  occaiion  to 
recur  to  the  means  propofed  by  the  prefent  bill.    The  right 
hon.  Gentleman  had  fpoken  at  confideCable  length  on  the 
criminal  remifliiefs  of  the  prefent  adminiAration :  he  denied 
the  jufticeof  the  accufation»  and  would  never  con fent  to 
liften  to  the  charge  without  repelling  it;   and  he  had  no 
hefitation  in  declaring  that  it  was  a  weak  and  groundlefs 
calumny.    From  the  period  of  .the  peace  every  attention 
had  been  paid  by  his  Majefty's  Miniilers  to  keep  up  the 
mod  refpedable  force  that  could  be  dcvifed  for  the  lafety 
and  defence  of  the  empire,  and  for  that  purpoie  not  a  fingle 
company  of  the  regular  forces  had  been  difbanded.     I'he 
fpeech  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  had  accufed  his  Ma- 
jefty's Miniilers  of  ilmnbering  and  fleepiog,  but  he  thought 
he  had  no  occaiion  to  ^go  further  than  to  the  votes  of  Par* 
liamenty  and  the  journals  of  the  Hoiife  to  repel  fo  foul  a 
charge.     He  confeflcd  that  he  had  liftened  to  the  fpeech  of 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  with  the  greateft  furpriie,  and 
with  feelings  alfo  which  he  would  not  then  name.     He  dit 
daincd,  he  faid,  to  make  any  concealment  of  our  circuni- 
ilances:  the  people  of  tliis  country  loved  truth,,  and  from 
him  they  (hould  always  have  it;  but  he  equally  difdained 
to  (ink  or  droop  their  fpirits,  by  drawing  a  pi£lure  of  their 
fituation  in  colours  of  ex^geration.     He  difdained  to  alarm 
them,  as  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  wi(hq.d  to  do>  with  the 
idea  of  foon  feeing  the  enemy  in  the  environs  of  the  capi-» 
tal.     With  the  hearts  of  the  people  in.  our  favour,  he  was 
aiTured  we  bad  the.  means  of  rendering  the  country  impreg- 
nable 
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liable,  and  he  could  coaiider  the  oppofitloA  to  this  bill  as 
tending  only  to  dcftroy  the  credit^  fpiiit*  aad  independence 
of  tlie  cijunlry..  He  wiis  pofiiively  jconfidcot  of  our  abiUtf 
to  b.ifRc  the  etForts  of  ail  our  foes,  and  he  would  never  for 
«  moment  fubmit  to  the  idea,  that  we  ibauld  owe  out 
iafetv  10  tlie  forbearance  of  the  F4dl  ConfuU  or  even  uf  all 
Europe  combined.  lie  wks  deternuoed  to  take  the  moft 
eafy  and^videot  nieausto  latibfyXbe  people  of  thisxountrjr* 
th^t  if  they  cbooit;  to  he  fafc,  it  is  in  their  power  to  be  fo; 
and  to  evince  to  all  f'.urope,  that  if  they  are  determined  t9 
attack  us,  they  will  fiiid  us  prepared  at  all  points  to  i«pel 
their  attack,  an  J  to  ihew  the  woiid,  that  in  a  jull  cauie 
like  our^,  the  people  of  this  couji  ly  will  brave  every  dao« 

J|ery  and  preler  an  honouiable  dciitJi,  to  the  alXeu^iive  of 
ubmicing  to  the  ai1>iirarY  mandates  of  the  greaLeit  tyrant 
that  ever  by  his  dc^ds  dilgraced  the  pages  9f  modera 
hiftofy. 

Mr.  Etlioti  explained. 
'  M..  JohnjUne  Uated^'ibat  it  wsis  his  intention  to  offer  bis 
fentimtnts  very  fully  upon  tliis  lubjedl  on  a  future  ilage  of 
the  bill.  "

but  dill  entcrtciining  the  renttmentSv  and  adhering  lo  «he  priii«

^^rife  to  the  public  would  be  315,000!.  OerKng,  which/onfe. 
ivhat  ei^ceedcd  the  profit  of  lad  year's  lotteries.  The  num«> 
ber  of  tickets  propofed  in  the  prefent  lottery  would,  at  thi^ 
xate  of  13I.  3s,  od^*  yield  the  total  amounr  of  3,380,000!. 
It  was  his  with,  and  he  was  fure  that  it  was  the  wifh  of  the 
Houfe,  to  guard  againft  large  infurances,  whiph  the  pUa 
adopted  lad  year  tended  greatly  to  encourage.  He  had  found 
from  experience,  that  coofiderable  inconvenience,  hurry, 
andconfunonjufuallyarofefiom  the  modeof  limiting  thenun;^ 
ber  of  lotteries.  It  was  now  intended  toraife  by  three  lotteries 
the  fum  of  1,523,033!.  6s.  8d.  of  which  fum  1,166,257!.  9S< 
Hvould  be  appropriated  to  the  fervices  of  Great  Britain  ;  and 
the  fum  of  356,775!.  178.  8d.  towards  the  fervices  of  Iie<* 
land. 

,  .  Mr.  Bahiftgioriy  in  a  fpeech  of  above  an  hour's  contintifmcef 
objeded  tp  the  prin<;iple  of  lotteries  altogether,  as,tend^^g4ii( 
excite  gambling  and  immorality.  ■.    -,     -^ 

The  Charxellor  of  the  Exchequer  obfcrved,  that  the  fpirKo^ 
gambling  to  which  the  hon.  Member  principally  al|u4ed, 
namely,  low  infurance^  had  been  entirely  done  away  by. I h« 
mode  of  drawing  the  lottery  lad  year  ;  and  as  to  lotiBrh;s4o; 
general,  he  was  convinced  they,  were  fo  regulated  as*to  hsrve 
DO  fuch  tendency  ;  and  as  the  country  iri  general  bad  a  bias  in 
their  favour,  he  thought  it  fair,  particularly  at  Cuph  a  crlfii^ 
as  the  prefent,  to  turn  that  bias  to  the  public  advantage. 

Mr.  ff^m.  Smith  and  Mr.  WHberforce  njade  alfo  fomc  obje<!«. 
tions  to  the  principle  of  lotteries,  which  were  anfwered  by 
Mr.  Vanjittart  and  Mr.  Corry^  when  the  Chancellor  o^  the^ 
Exchequer's  motion  was  put  and  agreed  to^  and  ordered  tb 
be  reported  on  Monday.  *    > 

On  a  qiieflion  put  by  Sir  Henry  Miidmayi  the  Ch^ncellof' 
of  the  Exchequer  propufed  that  the  bill  for  the  defence  of  the 
country  (hould  be  taken  into  further  confideraiion  on  Mon- 
day following  ;  and  that  the  report  on  the  bill  for  raifing  a 
contribution  from  real  property,  (hould  be  poftponed  till 
Tnefday,  and  that  from  perfonal  property  till  WedneClay 
following.

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EXCrSE  DUTIES. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Jixchcqucr  moved,  that  the  HouHf 
rpfolve  into  a  Commitiee  o|i  the  bill  for  raifipg  additional 
(duties  of  excifc. 

Mr.  Plumer  rofe,,  he  faid,  before  the  Houfe  (hould  go 
into  a  Committee,  to  ma)ce  a  propofal  or  motion  to  the. 
HUife.  As  there  were  four  articles  united  in  the  prefcot 
bill,  t(>  fome  of  which  he  entertained  objedions,  he  thought 
that  he  was  entitled  \o  move,  that  there  (hould  be  an  inftrup- 
tion  given  to  the  Commitiee  to  divide  all  of  thefe  articles 
into  two  or  more  feparate  bills.  If  this  was  not  done,  h^ 
imagined,  that  there  was  a  probability  of  fome  Members 
voting  againft  all  the  four  articles,  while  they  might  happen 
tp  have  dhjeftion  again fl  one  only. 

The  (fjancflhr  of  the  Exchequer  obferved*  that  if  the  motle 
adopted  in  thi^prcfent  bill  had  been,  in  the  leafl  degree,  in- 
confident  or  irregular,  it  could  not  poflTibly  have  been  al- 
Ipwed  to  advance  to  its  prefent  flage.  He  was  entitled  10 
aflumc,  that  the  forms  had  in  no  manner  been  violated,  yet^ 
at  the  fame  time,  he  ^as  far  from  being  difpofed  to  adhere 
ip  rigid  principles  of  form,  could  it  be  Oiewn  to  him  that- 
any  advantage  could  refult  from  an  infringement  of  thofe 
forms.  It  was  the  obje£^  of  the  prefent  bill  to  grant  ad* 
ditional  duties  of  excifeon  four  difFerent  articles,  by  t^e  fame 
ipode  of  cnlledion.  Such  a  method  was  entirely  confident 
\yith  practice,  convenience,  and  common  fenfe.  During 
the  twenty  years  in  which  he  had  fat  in  Parlian^ent,  he  was 
ajmoft  certain  the  journals  of  the  Houfe  could  not  aiFord'an 
inftarice  of  fuch  a  pradice  having  been  adopted.  In  the 
Coitimittee,  and  in  every  flage  of  the  bill,  every  Member 
would  have  a  fufjiciept  opportunity  of  flating  his  objedions 
tp  any  particular  article,  aiid  o(  having  his  amendments 
adopted,  if  foimd  reafonable. 

On  the  motion  being  put,  it  was  carried  that  no  fuch  in* 
i|ru£lion  was  neceflary  to  be  given  to  the  Committee. 

The  queflion  was  then  put,  that  it  be  an  inflruSiion  to  the 
Committee  to  divide  the  bill  into  two  or  more  parts,  when  it 
paired  in  the  negative.

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The  Chancellor  9/  the  Exchequer  rofc,  and  with  refpefi  to 
the   additional  duty  on   malt,  as  relating  to  Scotland^  re- 
capitulated the  regulations  made  on  the  malt. tax  of  Scotland 
Comparatively  with  England,  from  the  eflablilhmcnt  of  the 
union  till  the  prefent  time.    At  the  time  of  the  union  it  was, 
on  full  confidcratton,  laid  down  as  a  principle,  that  the  malt* 
rax  in  Scotland  Ihould  be  half  the  rate  of  that  tax  in  England  ; 
and  in  every  fubfequent  increafe  upon  the  malt-tax   with 
England,  half  as  much  (hoiild  belaid  upon  tnalt  in  Scotland. 
This  rate  was  adjuOed,  and  continued  until  the  la(t  S^flion 
of  Parliament,  principally  on  account  of  the  b.  ckward  ((ate 
of  agriculture  in  Scotland,   which  was  unfavourable  to  the 
growth  of  barley  ;  and  confequently  the  almofi  exciuGve  life 
4>f  an  inferior   fpccics  of  gram,  called  beer  or  bigg,  iu  the 
,  manufadure  of  malt,  and  its  fi^Ie  ufe  in  the  breweries  and 
and  diflilleries  of  Scotland.     Malt  made  from  this  grain  was 
by  no  meatis  fo  produdiive  of  fpirir,  or  (Irong  beer,  as  barley^ 
and  hence  it  was  always  ihiughi  a  fair  principle  to  charge  it 
nviih  an  inferior  duty.     But  of  late  yiars,  the  agiiculiuie  of 
Scotland  having  in  a  very  rapid  degree  improved,  and  ihe 
culture  of  barley   introduced   there   with  very  corifiderable 
fuccefs,  the  produce  being,  on  an  average,  equal  in  quality 
to  that  of  the  barley  coimtics  of  England  in  general,  and* 
therefore,  in  the   lad   feflion,  it  had  been  thought  fair  to 
equalize  the  duty  on  barley  m<ilt  in  England  and  Scotland^ 
in  order  to  put  the  brewers  and  diftillcrs  in  each  country  upon 
an  equal  footing  with  each  other.     Laft  year  the  additional 
duty  of  one  (hilling  per  bu(hel  was  impofed  on  Scotch  barley 
malt,  as  upon  Englidi ;  and  now  it  was  propofcd  to  fubjeft 
it  to  the  additional  duty  of  (wo  (hillings,  as  in  England,  upon 
the  fame  principle  as  a  war  tax  ;  but  intlead  of  chargtng  the 
rnalt  from  beer  or  bigg,  with  one  half  the  duty,  it  was  pro* 
pofed  to  charge  it  with  fixlecn  pence.     It  was  his  wi(h  to 
have  inflituted  a  Committee  of  Enquiry  this  fcflS  in,  for  the 
purpofe  o\  fairly  afcertaining  the  comparative  quality  of  the 
malt  in  both  countries,  fronf  a  fair  comparifon  of  average 
prodiid:  and  on  ihis  principle  to  charge  Scotch  malt  with 
only  its  fair  proponioh,  whatever  that  might  be.     For  this 
defirable  purpofe,  however,  the  felT:on  was  too  faiLadvanced; 
but  he  trufted,  that  early  in  the  next  fe(]ion,  a  Coipmittec 
would  be  adopted  for  the  purpofe  of  this  enquiry*  and  of  ob« 
taining  every  pofl>b)e  iDfornation  en  (be  TubjeQ.

Sir  Ja^es  Sinclair  Erjklne  had  no  objedion  for  the  prefent 
to  accede  to  the  propofed  tax,  provided  the  right  hon.  Gen<^ 
tieman  would  pladge  himfclf  to  the  Committee  he  had  men^ 
fioned,  early  in  the  c^ext  fcffion  ot  Parliament. 

The  ChancelUr  of  the  Exchequer  did  repeat  his  pledge; 

The  Majier  of  the  Rolls  faid  he  highly  approved  of  the  pro<i 
pofition  of  hi$  tight,  hon.  Friendi  to  let  this  fubje£V  be  invefx 
tigated  by  a  felt^  committee^  who  fliould  arcertain  thedti* 
ties  that  ought  to  be  paid  by  t)ngl  and  and  Scotland;  for  U 
was  very  well  known,  that  the  grain  of  Scotland  was  of  % 
quality  muoh  inferior  to  tliat  of  England. 

Sir  William  Erjklne  and  Mr.  Lha.  ks  Grant  thought  fuch 
an  inveftigaiion  would  be  highly  proper  and  neceflary.  . 

The  Chancelhr  ofike.E:ichequcri  in  reply  to  fome  obHer* 
▼atioos  made,  by  Lord  Archibald  Hamilton,  faid  it  was  hi^ 
intention,  early  in  the  next  fenton,  to  move  the  appointment 
of  a  fele&  committee,  tp  coniiiler  of  the  relative  duties  whicli  ^ 
ought  to  be  paid  by  both  coijntries. 

<  Mr.  Piumer  took  notice  of  the  duty  paid  by  malt  in  thd 
Ij^ginnji^g  of  the  Ameri(;anwar^  which  amounted  to  no  mord 
than  6fi.  per  qvrarter ;  if  the. duty  now  propofed  to  be  laid  oti 
was  to  take  place^  the  whole  amount  o£.  the  malt  tax  would 
be  34s,  8,4.  per  qi^arter.  Such  a  tax  as  this,  coupled  with  th«k 
intended  (axron  land,  would  forn)  a  burthen  To  heavy  that  it 
could  not  be  born^.  He  wi^uld  therejEDre  move,  as  an  amend«4 
ment,  that  inltead  of  tn  additional  duty  of  i28*  there  be  laid  « 
duty  of  only  is.  per  hufhel  on  malt. 

Mr.  Za^  feconded.this  amendments  <  \ 

Mr.  Charlfil^undas  fupported  it;  b^caule  this  new  tislA 
would  be  a  great  hard(bip  on  maltfters,  whofe  flock  in  hand 
was  now  to  pay  the  additional  duty.      ,        *        - 

The  Secretary,  at  War  faiJ,  that  as  the  retyrcfentative  of  Sk 
great  agricvtltur^il  county,  which  mqft  be  materially .affe£led 
by/this  taxy  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  fupport  the  amendment  pro** 
p>fed.by  his  hon^  Friend.  The  malt-tax  had  been  car* 
ried  to  an  ,^\tent  much  greater  than  it  (hould  have  been  \, 
and  tnuch  greater  than  fhouid  ever  have  extlled  with  re-*. 
gard  t9  the  produce  of  land.  His  conilituents  i^ere  as- 
loyal  men  as  any  in  the  country ;  and  they  were  ready  to: 
contribute  evcty  thing  in  their  power  towards  its  defence ;  but' 
be  confidered  the  prefent  tax  as  a  great  grievance^  which 
"woijld  have  a  very  injurfous  operation  on^tgrieulture. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  exprefled  his  fears,  that 

if  the  Committee  adopted  the  amendment  juft  propofed,  the/ 
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5vouId  foriego'ihe  principal  means  of  carrying  on  the  juft  ah3 
neccflar^  war  in  which  we  wereengaged;.  as  the  public 
would  be  deprived  of  no  lefs  a  fuRi  than  two  millions  fter* 
ling.      Unlefs  a  tax  was  to  be  laid  on^  which  would  carrf 
into  the  pocket  of  the  public  the  whol^  amount  of  that  rum9> 
wc  (hould  forego  a  coniiderable  portion  of  what  the  public 
was  judly  entitled  to.     Either  this  tax  mud  talce  place  to  ths 
whole  extent  of  what  was  intended,  or  the  brewer  would 
have  a  moft  enormous  profit  on  his  commodity ;  unlefs  a  re* 
gulalion  was  made  that  would  impofe  a  great  hard  (hip  upon 
him.  If  he  wasre(lri(5led  with  regard  tothe  price  of  his  beery  he 
would  alter  the  quality  of  it  fo  9ts  to  do  a  great  injury  to  the 
public.     What  he  propofed  was,  that  the  brewer  fliould  have 
alprofit  no  greater  than  the  amount  of  the  tax  ;  and  if  the  tax 
was  to  be  le(s  than  the  amount  propofed,  the  brewer  would 
ftill  charge  an  additional  halfpenny  per  pot  for  his  porter,  and 
his  profit  would  be  equal  to  the  fum  of  which  the  ptiblic 
would  be  thus  deprived.  He  would  declare  to  the  Committee 
that  he  had  maturely  confidered  this  fubjed,  and  from  every 
thing  he  could  learn  concesning  it,  he  knew  not  where  te 
find  a  mode  of  carrying  on  the  war  fo  little  liable  to  obje^ion 
as  that  of  the  prefent  duty.    If  the  Houfe  was  determined 
not  to  have  taxes  for  the  vigorous  pro&cution  of  the  war,  it 
was  better  to  make  peace  at  once  on  any  terms  that  could  be 
obtained.     Gentlemen  muftdo  fo,  unlefs  they  made  up  their 
viinds  to  fupport  the  conteft  they  were  engaged  in.     Every 
body  knew  that  great  facrifices  muft  be  made,  and  great  pri- 
vations fuifered,  in  order  to  carry  us  through  this  ftruggle. 
Alt  tile  difierent  claOes  of  the  comtkiunity  muft  bear  their 
ibare  of  the  burthens,,  and  the  bed  mode  was  to  lay  them  on 
manfully  at  once.    He  was  fure  that  the  lower|.clafles,  who 
mud  always  fee)  the  weight,  even  of  taxes  laid  upon  the 
9ich»  wereafive  to  the  fituation  of  the  country,  and  ready  to 
contribute  their  ibare  to  the  exigencies  of  the  public.  He  had 
had  many  opportunitjies  of  knowing  the  fentiments  of  the 
lower  clafles  of  people ;  and  he  could  fay  they  were  manly 
and  patriotic  in  the  higheft  degree.     He  faw  thetB  grieve  for 
any  misfortuae  that;  might  Have  befallen  their  country; 
and  he  law  them  participate  in  the  joy  occafioned  by  any  fa* 
vourable  turns  of  fortune.     He  faw  them  cheerfully  contri- 
tributing  their  mite  towards  the   voluntary  contributiont 
which  had  been  raifed  In  a  period  of  great  difficulty.     Every 
body  knew  that  an  emhufiaftic  fpiriud  patrtotifm  pervaded 
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JJiisdafs  of  people  pwho  compofed  our  fleets  and  our  armies. 
They  knew  that  their  bed  intereft  was  to  fuftatn  the  liberty 
And  the  conditutidn  of  this  country  ;  which  could  only  be 
done  by  making  great  facrifices^  He  could  hot  agree  with 
thofe  who  faid  the  prefent  meafure  would  be  injurious  to 
agriculture.  The  continuance  of  the  tax  wouM  be  onty  com* 
menrurate  to  the. continuance  of  the  war,  and  if  this  tax  was 
now  got  rid  of,  he  could  aflure  the  Committee,  that  it  would 
sot  be  poflible  to  put  another  in  its  place  which  tvotild  not  be 
liable  to  flill  greater  objeftions.  With  regard  to  the  malt- 
ilerSf  he  was  ready  to  afford  them  every  poflible  relief  as  to 
paying  the  duty  on  the  ftock  in  hand.  But  if  the  prefent  mo* 
fion  was  to  be  carried,  the  fum  of  1,300,000!.  would  be 
placed  in  the  pockets  of  the  breWers ;  and  therefore  he  (hould 
confider  himfelf  as  abandoning  his  duty,  if  he  lidened  to  any 
propofition  by  which  the  produce  of  the  tax  could  be  limited. 
Let  Gentlemen  for  a  moment  confider  ihe  nature  and  tt^ 
couife  of  the  war  we  were  engaged  in,  and  fay,  whe* 
iher  we  ought  to  (brink  from  a  tax  on  tea,  or  on  malt  :-«r 
a  thing  which  was  trifling  compared  to  the  magnitude  of  the 
objed  it  was  to  accompli(Ii« 

Sir  Rtiert  Buxton  faid,  he  confidered  the  prefent  as  an  nn- 
equal  tax  upon  landed  property.  Befides,  he  did  not  think 
the  tax  would'be  (o  productive  as  was  expeAed,  and  wiQied 
that,  inflead  of  this,  a  tax  might  be  laid  on  the  notes. of 
country  bankers. 

Mr.  Vanfittart  pointed  jut  the  following  as  the  times  when 
tnalifters  fliould  be  required  to  pay  the  duty  on  the  flock  in 
hand: — The  firft  inftalmcnt  on  the  15th  of  September;  th« 
fecond  on  the  14th  of  OAober ;  the  third  on  the  i6th  of 
I>ecember  ;  and  fourth  on  the  15th  of  January. 

Mr.  Atkini  and  Mr.  Whithread  wJflicd  the  firft  inftalmeni 
might  not  be  made  till  the  ift  of  November.  After  a  long 
converfaiion,  in  which  feveral  other  Members  took  a  part, 
the  Hon fe  divided.  For  Mr.  Plumcr's  amendment,  n— 
Againfl'it,  6i.     The  bills  were  thea ordered  to  be  reported. .

The  ijoni  Chancellor  left  th^  Woolfack,  gnd  gave  notice, 
that  he  ihould  move,  that  the  Houfe  be  (bmmoned  on  VVed- 
nefday  next»  to  take  ii)to  confider^tion  the  Handing  order, 
IVo.  126.  His  Lordfliip  faid,  that  yfh^n  any  private  prQ- 
perty  was  purchafed  for  a  public  purpofe,  fuch  as  tp  accom- 
inoaate  a  turnpike,  an  enclofure,  a  panal,  or  any  other  oh- 
jeft  of  that  fort,  and  the  title  could  not  be  qyite  faiisfac- 
torily  made  out,  although  perhaps  a  few  months  would  hav^ 
inade  the  title  complete,  it  was  ufual  for  the  feller  todcpoiit 
the  purchafe  money  in  that  great  refervoir  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  and  theie  to  let  it  be  till  a  fufticiqnt  title  wa^ 
made  out.  This  circumftance  naturally  invited  perfons  to 
pome  forward,  as  claimants,  although  they  niight  have  but 
a  ihadow  of  a  claim,  and  who  would  not/ otherwife  havQ 
thought  of  fetting  up  their  claim.  If,  therefore,  the  depofit 
was  "ZOOI.  it  frequently  put  the  feller  to  the  cxpence  of  40 
or  501.  cofts,  to  recover  his  2001,  He  meant,  therefore,  oi^ 
Wednefday,  to  move  an  amendment  of  the  (landing  order, 
viz.  that  the  cofts  (hould  be  paid  by  thofe  who  fet  up.a  claim ; 
and  he  was  prompted  to  move  his  propofed  amendment  frooi 
circumftances  which  came  under  his  own  experience^  In 
confequence  of  the  prpfeiQonal  office  which  he  hcld.-^*

.  Lord  Sheffield^  in  ponfequence  of  the  converfation  w;tl^ 
t4io  law  Lords  on  a  former  day,  poftponed  to  another  feflions,, 
that  part  of  the  Ml!  whfch  rec:ulates  the  fortns  of  convidions^ 
and  the  part  "  to  render  juftiges  inore  fafe  in  the  execution 
of  their  duty,^'  was  agreed  to  in  the  Committee,  and  ordered 
^o  be  reported.  By  this  bill,  any  a£tipn  brought  againft  any 
juftice^,  on  account  of  any  conviction  made  by  virtue  of  any 
ytd  of  Parliament,  or  for  or  by  reafon  of  any  aCV,  matter,  or 
^hint;,  done  of  commanded  to  be  done  by  fuch  juftices,  foe 
ibe  levying  any  penalty,  appre}if  nding  any  party,  pr  carry* 
|n|^  of  anv  fuch  conviction  Iptp  fi)ch  efFe£t ;  and  wherein^ 
jipgo  the  tfial  of  tl^ e  fame,  icihaU  ^pppar  Xp  the  fjitisfa^ion 
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pf  the  judge,  that  the  defendant  had  a  reafoirable  ground 
for  making  fuch  conviftion,  (although  fuch  conviftion  (hail 
hare  beeu  quafticd)  and  the  (aid  judge  fliali  accordingly 
certify  the  iame  upon  the  back  of  the  record,  then  the 
plaintiff  (hall  not  be  entitled  to  recover  more  than  the  fum 
of  twopence,  nor  any  cofts  of  fuit  whatever. 

Their  Lordflxips  then  difpofed  of  fome  private  buflnefe, 
and  adjo^iiied  till  next  day.

A  meflage  from  the  Lords  informed  the  Houfe,  that  their 
Lordfliips  had  agreed  to  the  clergy  refidence  bill,  to  which 
their  Lordfhips  had  made  feveral  amendments,  in  which  they 
defired  the  concurrence  of  that  Houfe. 

The  Speaker  informed  the  Houfe  that  he  had  received  ^

Mr..  JVifberforce  rofe  to  prcfcnt  a  petition  in  behalf  of  a 
large  body  ofpe^fonsinterefted  in  the  woollen  manufaflures, 
and  who  compofcd  a  large  portion  of  the  induftrious  manu- 
fttfiurers  of  Yorkfhire.  The  petition  was  of  a  nature  which, 
Ja  his  opinion,  defci*ved  thie  ferious  attention  of  the  Houfe. 
The  claufc  in  the  bill,  refpefting  the  ufe  of  machinery  and 
mpventices^  againft  which  they  wifhed  to  petition,  the  pe« 
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tltioners  were  not'at  firft*  aware  was  likely  to  afleft  them. 
*— They  imagined  that  its  operation  extended  only  to  the 
Counties  of  Wilts,  Somerfct,  and  Glouceftcr.  He  begged 
h  to  be  recolleftcd  that  the  perfons  who  brought  forward 
the  prefent  petition  formed  a  very  confiderable  and  very  re- 
fpeAahle  body,  not  colleded  in  one  town  or  one  roanufac-* 
Xory*  but  fprinkled  over  a  large  portion  of  the  country,  and 
conflituting  the  larger  part  of  its  induftrious  clafs.  It  was 
true,  indeed,  that  they  might  appear  late  in  their  applica- 
tion to  Parliament,  but  the  Houfe,  lie  trufted,  would  in- 
dulgently interpret  their  conduct  in  that  refpe£t,  as  they  had 
no  means  of  ah  early  acquaintance  with  the  particular  claufes 
I  and  provifions  of  the  bill.  Here  the  honourable  Gentleman 
entered  into  a  minute  detail  of  the  manner  in  which  the  pe- 
titioners carried  on  their  bufinefs,  and  of  the  principles  by 
which  they  were  influenced— principles  which^had  tor  ob- 
jeA  national  opulence,  individual  comfort,  and  focial  hap*> 
pinefs.  The  prayer  of  the  petition  was,  that  the  petitioners 
might  be  heard  by  their  counfel  againft  the  claufes  on  the 
third  reading  of  the  bill,  a  prayer  to  which  he  made  no 
doubt  the  Houfe  would  accede,  when  they  duly  confidered 
the  number,  the  refpedability,  and  the  particular  defcription 
of  the  perfons  who  had  iigned  the  petition.  The  hon.  Gen* 
tleman  then  brought  up  the  petition,  and  after  it  was  read 
moved,  that  it  do  lie  on  the  table,,  and  that  the  petitioners 
be  heard  by  their  counfel  againft  the  objeAionaole  claufes 
on  the  third  reading  of  the  bill. 

Admiral  Berkeley  was  as  anxious  as  his  hon.  Friend  could 
be  that  itri£l  juAice  might  be  done  to  the  petitioners,  but 
he  could  not  fubfciibe  to  every  thing  which  bis  hon*  Friend 
had  advanced  on  the  fubjeA.  The  petition  now  prefented 
was,  in  almoft  all  its  features,  the  fame  as  that  which  had 
been  rejeded  not  long  iince  by  the  Houfe.  BefideSi  the 
petitioners  who  now  required  to  be  heard  at  the  bar  of  the 
Houfe,  had,  in  fact«  already  been  heard  by  their  counfel 
before  the  Committee.  For  they  had  commiffioned  a  dele«» 
gate  to  'dGt  for  them,  who  had  appeared  and  pleaded  their, 
caufe  before  the.  Committee.  The  bill  had  been^before  a 
Committee  from  before  Chriflmas  till  laft  week,  and  furely 
full  time  had  been  allowed  for  hearing  every  kind  of  ob» 
jeflion  and  explanation.  Yet,  after  the  bill  had  been  under 
ihe  confideration  of  a  Committee  for  fuch  a  leneth  of  timet 
an  attempt  was  now  again  made  to  have  counfelheard  upon 
it  at  the  bar  of  the  Houfe.    The  time  of  the  Houfe  could 
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and  fliotild  not  ihus  betriflcd  with  and  abufed,  and  tipon  th^ 
ground  he  miift  oppofe  the  prayer  of  the  petition.  Befide^^ 
out  of  the  64  perfuns  who  ftgned  the  petition  which  had  al- 
ready becin  rejected,  not  nnore  ihan  two  were  clothiers,  and  it 
could  not,  therefore,  be'  fuppofed  that  the  prefent  petition 
came  from  that  clafs  of  perfons, 

Mr.  Wilherforce  contended,^  that  he  had  never  faid  that  all 
the  perfons  who  objeded  to  the  bill  were  eminent  clothiers'; 
lie  reprefented  thenn  only  as  an  uFeful  body  of  manufadurer^ 
which  was  in  part  compofed  of  journeymen  as  well  as  mafteis^ 

Admital  Berkeley  was  certain,  that  though  they  (bould  ht 
•Mowed  to  be  heard  by  their  counfel,  they  would  be  unable 
10  produce  a  fingle  new  fa<5t.  He  (hould  therefore  m^ove  a^ 
an  amendment,  that  the  latter  part  of  the  motion  Jbe  omitte4, 
vis.  that  they  be  heard  by  their  counfel  on  the  third  readiniE 
of  the  bill. 

Mr.  Spencer  Stanhope  and  Mr.  Brooke  faid  a  few  wordf, 
after  which  the  queftton  was  put  and  a  divifion  called  for  op 
the  propofed  amendment ;  but,  though  Grangers  were  ordered. 
ro  withdraw,  no  divifion  took  place.  Mr.  Wilberforce 
tgreed  to  the  amendment,  but  left  it  to  be  underftood  th)t  be 
ftould  renew  his  motion  on  Wcdnefday  next. 

Mtv  Vanjktari  i>rought  up  the  bill  fbr  confolldating  th« 
means  of  colte^ing  the  afTeffed  taxes. — Read  a  firft  time,  aoi) 
ordered  to  be  sead  a  fe(!ond  time  the  next  day. 

The  further  confiderat  ion  of  the  report  on  the  Scotch  oilr 
Ktia- family-  bill  was  deferred  till  the  next  day.

The  Secretary  at^ff'nr  then  mo^d  the  order  of  theday  fot 
taking  into  further  confideration  the  report  of  the  bill  to  en* 
Able  his  Majefty  more  cffeSnally  to  raife  and  aflembte  an  ad* 
dittional  military  force  for  the  better  defence  and  fccuiitjr 
of  the  United  Kingdom,  and  for  the  more  vigorous  profe* 
cation  of  the  war.  Previous,  however,  to  the  Hoi^fe  j;ping 
into  the  further  cbnfider^tion  of  the  bill,  it  was  his  Wrflbt  tha( 
if  might  be  re-commi(ted,  io  order  to  move  that  it  be  an  ia* 
ilrufit^iv.tothe&Cbmmittee  that  they  have  power  to  divide  th^ 
kill  into  two;  the  one  as  it  regarded  England  and  Treland; 

tb« 
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the  other  as  it  regarded  Scotland.  This  divifion  would  be 
found  very  commodious  on  many  accounts,  and  would  c)cc»- 
'iion  no  delay.  On  the  contrary,  it  would  facilitate  and  ac^^ 
celerate  the  execution  of  the  meafure. 

The  Houfe  then  lefolved  itfelf  into  a  Conhmittee  on  the 
bill  (Colonel  Stanley  in  the  chair),  when  the  Secretary  at 
.War  moved  an  inftrudion  to  the  above  efFed,  which  y^as 
'  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  at  fFarntxi  requeued  the  Committee  would 
'now  permit  him  togo  t  hrough  t  he  bill,  and  to  point  out  the  mote 
material  amendments  which  it  was  thought  advifable  to  make 
in  it.  If  he  (hould  not  enter  into  a  very  minute  explanation 
of  all  of  them,  it  was  becaufe  they  were  not,  in  his  opinion^ 
of  fo  much  importance  as  to  call  for  fuch  an  explanation* 
*He  (hould,  however,  holdhimfelf  ready  and  tvjllipg  to  offer 
every  further  explanation  which  Gentlemen  might  be  inclined 
to  dcfire  from  him.  He  (hould  now  begin  with  the  claufe 
Vhich  prefcribed  the  quotas  to  be  furni(hed  by  the  differeoi 
counties.  The  quotas  for  Scotland  he  (hould  not  now  enter 
into,  but  referve  what  he  had  to  fay  on  that  point  when  the 
feparate  bill  was  brought  in  refpeAing  Scotland,  which  he 
eXpeded  would  be  done  the  next  day. '  What  was  to  be  fur« 
ni(hed  by  England  amounted  to  about  three-fourtbs  of  the 
force  to  ))e  raifed.'  The  quotas,  however,  for  the  Engli(h 
icounties  would  not  be  regulated  exadly  in  the  proportions  oi 
the  militia  bills  of  the  (aft  year,  but  (hould  be  regulated  on 
the  returns  which  had  recently  been  made  by  the  Lords  Lieu^^ 
tenants  of  each  county,  and  which  were  now  almoftall  be** 
Ibre  the  Privy  Council,  and  where  they  were  npt  as  yet 
complete,  the  proportion  atui  return  might  eafily  be  made 
out  from  the  returns  of  laft  year.  The  number  of  perC^na 
liable  to  be  balloued  for  the  diflPerent  militias  was  computed 
Sft  900,000.  After  the  drawing  of  the  ordinary  and  fupple* 
tnentary  militias,  there  would  yet  remain  liable  to  be  drawn 
for  the  Army  of  Rcfeive,  750,000.  Out  of  this  number, 
the  quotas  for  each  county  would  be  regulated  by  the  retufue 
already  alluded  to,  and  corredted,  moreover,  by  a  reference 
to  the  population  ad.  As  to  Scotland,  the  quotas  might 
tikewife  be  regulated  on  the  fame  principle  of  the  lateft  re- 
turns of  the  male  population.  It  was  thought  better  by  fome 
to  refer  to  the  principle  of  the  miliiia  aA  of  laft  year  v  but 
fo  that  4X),ooo  men  could  be  raifed  in  due  time,  it  to  him 
appeared  imniaterial  upon  which  of  the  two  principles  rhey 
were  raifed* 

The 
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The  next  claufe  to  which  he  had  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Committee  was  that  whicli  included  the  exemptions  ; 
but  previous  to  entering  upon  that  claufe,  he  had  to  (late 
another  alteration  which  had  been  made  in  the  bill.  7'he 
bill  in  its  original  form  proceeded  in  the  fcale  of  the  militia 
ballot,  and  took  the  age  at  which  perfons  were  liable  to 
fcrve  at  from  eighteen  to  forty-five  years.  Property,  as 
well  asperfonal  fervice,  was  alfo  to  be  attended  toon  the 
fame  ground ;  and  perfons  above  forty>five  years,  if  pof- 
fefled  of  a  certain  property,  ihould  likewife  be  made  liable 
to  a  certain  extent ;  and  if  they  were  ftruck  on  the  ballot^ 
they  IhouId  be  obliged  to  find  a  fubftitute.  The  age  for 
thofe  able  and  liable  to  ferve  perfdnally  would  now  be  from 
fixteen  to  forty-five,  and  the  fize  five  f^et  two  inches,  as 
ufually  prefcribed  for  the  militia,  though  not,  perhaps,  very 
rigidly  to  be  obferved.  The  criterion  which  he  was  dii- 
pofed  to  fix  for  thofe  who  were  liable  to  be  ballotted  for 
above  forty- five  was,  that  they  paid  30l.  and  upwards  to 
aifefled  taxes.  Such  perfons,  where  the  ballot  fell  upon 
them,  fhould  be  obliged  to  find  a  fubftitute.  A  claufe  was 
alfo  provided  to  enable  lieutenants  and  deputy  lieutenants 
of  counties  to. amend  the  lifts,  which  might  eafily  be  done 
by  ftriking  out  thofe  who  had  left  a  parifti,  and  inferting  in 
their  ft«ad  thofe  who  had  come  into  it. 

He  fhould  now  proceed  to  the  exemption  claufes,  and 
thefe  would  be  fbnnd  nearly  the  fame  as  thofe  enaded  by 
» the  fupplementary  militia  bill,  to  which  and  to  the  prefent 
bill  he  begged  leave  to  refer  the  Committee  for  particulars. 
He  fhould  propofe  to  take  the  2<2d  June,  the  day  on  which 
the  bill  was,  brought  in,  for  the  period  beyond  which  tha 
exemptions  were  not  to  extend.    All  articled  clerks,  there- 
fore, who  bad  not  entered  into  their  articles  on  or  before 
that  day,  were  not  exempted;  neither  were  volunteer  or 
yeomanry  corps ;  and  to  prevent  frauds,  which  he  was  in^ 
formed  had  oft6n.  occurred  among  a  certain  defcription  of 
clergymenv  no  perfon  who  bad  not  obtained  licenfe   to 
preach  a  twelvemonth  before  the  22d  of  June,  1803,  Ihould 
avail  himfelf  of  the  exemption  propofed  for  the  clergy. 

Volunteer  and  yeomanry  corps,  whofe  ferviccs  bad  been 
accepted  on  or  before  the  22d  inftant,  or  to.fujch  corps  of 
tbat  defcription,  who,  even  after  that  period,  fhould  be 
willing  to  extend  their  fervices  to  their  refpe£live  military 
di(lri£ts,  were  alfo  t^  be  included,  in  the  exemptions  ;  and 
likewifep  if  they  offered  to  perform  the  garrifon,  or  police 
fervice,  of  great  towns,  fuch  as  London,  Kdinbprgh.  Briftol» 
Vot.  IV.  1802  3.    *   .     X  X  Glafgow, 
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Glafgow,  York,  Birniingham,  &c.  The  exemption  might 
alfo  be  extended  to  fuch  individuals  belonging  to  the  volun- 
teer corps,  who,  though  their  fervices  were  not  accepted  oi> 
or  before  the  22d  inftant^  wodid  be  willing  to  appear  at 
inufler  for  a  certain  number  of  days ;  the  number  of  day^ 
he  (hould  propQfe  for  that  purpofe  would  be  two  days  m  th^ 
month,  or  a  certain  number  of  days  equal  to  two  days  in 
the. month.  Another  amendment  he  fhould  have  to  pro- 
pofe  related  to  fubftitutes.  No  fubftitute  Ihould  be  admit- 
ted who  had  mere  than  three  children,  and  for  the  modo 
of  providing  for  their  families,  he  woqld  refer  to  the  pro- 
¥ilion$  of  the  fupplementdry  militia  bill. 

He  would  now  proceed  to  coniider  the  claufes  for  im« 
poflng  fines.  According  to  the  militia  every  perfon  was 
liable  to  a  fine  who  did  not  find  a  fubftitute.  Fpr  the  ordi** 
jnary  militia  the  fine  was  IQl.  but  it  was  increafed  to  15f» 
fince  the  fiipplementary  militia  was  introduced.  The  fame 
principle  (hould  now  be  fallowed,  hut  fome  difference  fhould 
be  made  with  refpeft  to  perfons  of  different  ^efcriptions  of 
property.  He  fhould  propofe,  in  the  firft  place,  that  every 
perfon  from  fixteen  to  forty-five  fliould,  if  draVn,  and  not 
difpofed  to  ferve  in  perfon,  pay  a  fine  of  201.  which  fum 
ihould  go  to  the  parifh  that  is  obliged  to  find  its  quots^^ 
Should  the  parifh  be  able  to  find  a  fubflitute  fpra  fm^ljer 
fum,  the  furplus  fhould  go  in  aid  of  the  poor's  rates  of  fuch 
parifh,  and  hence  an  interefl  wo^ld  arrfe  to  keep  4own  the 
price  of  fubflitutes  as  low  as  polfiblc.  The  foweft  fine 
would  therefore  be  201.';  but  withrefpeft  to  thofe  who  paid 
ten  pounds  and  upwards  to  the  afieffed  taxes,  they  fhould 
pay  five  pounds  more  for  every  ten  they  paid  to  the  afieffed 
taxes,  till  the  fine  amounted  to  lOOh  The  furplus,  after 
finding  the  fubftitute  in  fuch  cafes,  fhould  be  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  receiver-general,  and  by  him  to  be  employed 
for  the  recruiting  fervice  of  the  army. 

Moft  of  the  other  claufes  were  the  fame  as  in  the  fupple* 
mentary  militia  bill,  cfpecially  with  fcfpeft  to  raifing  men 
by  volunteeifs ;  and  the  fpeedy  and  eroftual  accompiifh* 
men(  pf  the  meafure  muft  chiefly  depend  on  the  ftrengpus 
exertions  of  gentlefnen  in  their  refpeftive  diftrids*  As  to 
the  price  to  be  giten  to  volunteers,  he  fhould  propofe  that 
they. fhould  receive  half  the  price  paid  for  a  fuoftitate,  and 
qioreover  two  guineas  from  the  receiver-general.  The  next 
claufc  relates  to  the  power  vefted  in  his  Majefty  formddeliv 
fing  this  army,  apd  appointing  its  officers.  Out  of  the  linet 
none  w?re  to  be  appointed  upder  tbc  rank  of  cplonek  cur 

lieutenant^ 


li«utpnaBt'Cel0nebi  and  fuch  effisftive  ofliccrs  of  that  de- 
fcription  Who  would  be  ready  to  go  down  afid  iafpc(t  tlie 
driUing  of  their  refpe£liv;e  corps.  Of  tlie  half  pay  officers^ 
many  were  always  difpofed  to  volunteer  tlieir  fervices  when 
any  emergency  called  for  them  i  and  he  wifhed  a  claufe  to 
be  inferted  in  th^  bill,  granting  a  power  to  difcharge  from 
time  to  time  fuch  as  might  be  difpofed  to  become  volun-* 
leers  in  the  line.  His  -Majefiy  was  likewife  to  be  em* 
powered  to  accept  the  offers  of  thofe  to  ferve  with  the  rd- 
ftulars  who  had  been  enrolled  for  a  limited  fervice,  as  had 
been  done  during  the  late  war,  when  o^any  of  the  militia 
offered  their  fervices^  on  condition  of  not  being  fent  out  of 
Europe.  The  new  raifed  (battalions  were  to  be  formed  as 
much  as  poflibie  from  the  fame  counties.:  and  where  a 
county  did  not  furnifh  enough  to  form  a  battalion,  itihouU 
be  collided  and  made  up  out  6f  the  neighbouring  coi/nties. 
They  fhould  correfpofid  in  a  ereatmeafur^  with  the  regulars 
of  each  couilty ;  they  Ihould  be  accoutred  and  bear  the  fame 
facings  as  the  battaliohs  of  iht  regulars,  ah4  indeecl  he  con-* 
fidered  as  fo  many  ausdiiary  battaliofis,  ready  to  be  called 
out  and  affift  in  the  fame  fervicc.  Their  fervices  to  be  cort- 
fined  to  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  unlefs  they  volunteered 
them  for  more  diftiairt  fccnes  of  aftiotf,  but  without  their 
free  option  no  power  on  earth  fhould  renlove  ihtm  {rota 
Inhere  they  were  originally  deflined  to  ^d:.  . 

The  fight  hon.  Oentle'maft  next  adverted  to  the  claufb 
fchltivc  to  the  proportion  of  the  itieit  to  be  fbrnifiicd  by  the 
Cinque  Porti  and  the  City  of  Lortdbn.  He  had  no  objed- 
fiofi  Cbtc  London  fhould  Riniifh  iti  Proportion  of  men  in  the 
fame  way  as  had  been  done  formerly  in  raifing  its  propoiP« 
fions  of  the  ihititia.  Re  trufted,  however,  that  the  public 
fpirit  of  the  city  of  London  would  not  be  Wantirig  in  givitig 
«very  degree  of  facility  to  the  expeditious  fupply  of  the  men 
to  be  railed.  The  right  hon.  Gentleman  then  concluded  by 
moving  the  firfl  claafe  refpefting  the  quotas. 

Mr.  PiM  tM,  in  relation  to  the  Cinqne  Ports,  from  the 
iitufttion  which  it  had  pleafed  his  Majeflfy's  gracious  kindneft 
to  place  him  in^  he  could  not  avoid  requefiing  the  attention 
of  the  Commiitee»  and  of  his  right  hon.  Friend  who  brought 
forward  the  prefent  meafiire,  to  a  few  obfervafions'which  he 
had  to  foggeft  ort  the  ftibjefl.  The  Cinque  Ports,  from  the 
nature  of  their  conflituiioni  had  always  been  left  to  ralfe  their 
*quoia  in- their  own  wayj  He  did  not  mean,  however,  toltaie 
thisbywayofexemptiTig'thenvfrom  the  opera ! ion  ot  this  bill, 
but  he  looked  on  this  as  a  new  kind  of  levy,  and  therefore 

X  X  2  did 
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did  not  knoifir,  that  under  this  or  any  other  regulation,  they 
can  forqn  a  true  judgment  of  the  true  numbe)rs  which  ought 
to  be  the  quota  for  the  Cinque  Ports;  and  he  was  by  no 
means  certain  that  400  was  that  which  would  be  fair  and 
equal.  He  had  no  reafon  to  believe  it  would  make  any  great 
diiFerence  how  their  quota  was  raifed,  but  he  wiflied  to  at- 
tend as  much  as  poflible  to  the  juftnefs  and  fairnefs  of  the 
proceeding.  As  he  did  not  wi(h^  he  faid,  to  trouble  the 
Committee  more  than  once  on  a  local  fubjeft,  he  would  then 
beg  their  attention  to  the  claufe  relative  to  the  Cinque  Ports 
at  the  end  of  the  bill.  By  the  ad  of  the  42d  of  the  King, 
,  they  were  direded  to  raife  them  as  they  chofe,.  but  this  was 
a  new  levy^  and  made  an  eftimate  of  their  quota  on  a  new 
principle.  The  deputy  lieutenants  were  every  way  compe* 
tent,  in  thediiFerent  countiesy  to  the  taflc  of  raiflng  the  militia, 
and  of  judging  of  the  quotas  to  be  provided  for  each,  but 
there  were  no  fuch  perfons  in  the  Cinque  Ports.  The 
mayors  and  difFerent  officers  in  the  fcveral  towns  had  always 
performed  this  office,  and  raifed  their  quota  in  their  own 
W9y.  He  wi(h«d,  therefore,  to  apprife  his  riglit  hon.  Friend 
and  the  Committee  of  thefe  circum(lances»  in  order  that  they 
might  turn  their  minds  to  the  fubjed,  and  prevent  any  delay 
which  a  mifconceptton  on  this  point  might  occafion.    . 

The  Secretary  at  IVar  faid,  he  hoped  he  had  not  formed  the 
eRimate  top  high}  in  fixing  the  quota  of  the  Cinque  ports  at 
400.  It  had  been  made  according  to  the  .fame  calculation  as 
the  other  parts  of  the  county,  and  there  was  a  power  given 
to  the  proper  officers  to  alleviate  any  circumftances  that 
might  be  thought  to  prefs  too  hard  on  them. 

Sir  \V.  Young  found  fault  with  the  number  of  men  fixedoa 
as  the  quota  of  the  county  of  Buckingham,  viz.  443.  This 
county,  he  faid,  had  already  raited  a  corps  of  volunteers, 
who  had  agreed  to  go  to  any  part  of  the  country,  which 
amounted  to  520  men,  who  have  already  been  out  for  the 
iaft  three  weeks ;  the  proportion  Was  not  eqtial  to  that  ftated 
by  the  Secretary  at  War,  of  ond  to  fixteen  As  a  magiftrate 
of  the  county,  therefore,  he  could  not  avoid  exprefling  his 
fcrntiments.  as  well  as  thofe  of  his  brothpr  magiitrates,  and 
as  this  would  probably  not  be  the  lad  levy,  he  thought  the 
number  of  443  was  much  too  greaft  for  their  proportion. 

Mr.  Pitt  faid  it  woijld  be  Very  injurious  to  the  operation  of 
the  bill  if  this  fort  of  competition  for  exemption  was  indulged 
.in  I'he  county  of  Bucks  was  certainly  entitled  to  great 
praife  for  its  exertions  in  furnilhing  a  volunteer  force, 

but 
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but  he  could  not  conceive  how  their  having  embodied '500 
voiunicers,  could  make  it  neceflary  to  ballot  one  man  out  of 
16  in  that  county,  which  was  fo  much  more  than  in  other 
countiofi. 

The  Secretary  at  JVar  then  moved,  that  the  number  of 
men  to  be  furniihcd  by  the  city  of  London  (honld  be  &oo> 
and  by  the  Cinque  Ports  400.  ^    > 

Mr.  Alderman  Combe  faid,.  it  was  not,  he  Was  fure,  the 
wi(h  of  the  city  of  London  to  provide  lefs  thaa  their  fair 
proportion,  but  as  they  had  peculiar  privileges  upon  this  (ub<* 
jed,  he  hoped  t,his  claufe  would  be  fofpended  until  fome 
further  conflderation  coiild  be  had* 

The  Secretary  at  W'ar  faid,  if  it  was  U^  defire  of  the  ma- 
giftrates  of  London,  he  had  no  ohjedlioh  to  poftpone  the 
claufe.  There  were  however  precedents,  in  which  (he  city 
of  London  had  been  called  upon  to  provide  men  for  the  public 
fervice.  If,  however,  the  magiflrates  would  take  this  duty 
upon  themfeives,  and  bring  in  a  bill,  he  certainly  had  no 
objection  to  poftpone  the  claufe. 

The  Lord  Mayor  of  London  faid,  he  was  fure  the  city  o^ 
London  was  anxious  to  provide  their  full  proportion  of  men^ 
-and  if  this  claiife  was  left  out  he  had  no  doubt  but  that  the 
city  would  come  forward  in  a  way  that  would  be  perfeAly 
lati&fadory. 
,  It  was  agreed  that  the  claufe  Ibould  be  fufpended* 

The  claufe  regulating  the  mode  in  which  the  lifts  an  Co 
be  formed  gave  rife  to  a  very  long  converfatioo. 

Sir  Robert  Buxton  argued,  that  if  any  change  of  the  ages 
was  to  be  introduced,  the  exifting  lifts  would  be  found  very 
inadequate. 

Mr  EUifon  cordially  concurred  in  this  opinion. 

Mr.  fT.  Smith  animadverted  on  the  idea  thrown  out  of 
compelling  perfons  paying  qiore  than  30L  annually  for  the 
afleffed  taxes,  even  though  they  were  above  the  age  for  per* 
fonal  fervice  as  now  fixed,  for  being  ciilled  on  to  furnifli 
fubftitutes,'  to  contribute  by  a  certain  fum  to  the  eftablifii* 
mem  of  this  new  force.  He  wi(hcd  not  to  be  guilty  of  any 
thing  like  want  of  gallantry  to  the  other  fex,  but  if  property 
was  to  be  made  the  criterion  of  liability,  it  was  not  cafy  to 
fee  how  ladies  were  to  be  exempted  from  the  ballot,  from  the 
liability  of  procuring  a  fubftiiute,  or  the  pecuniary  compen* 
fatlon,  in  which  their  fervices  were  to  be  difpenfed  with 
alt^ether. 

The  Sicretarj  (^  War  replied  to  the  laft  fpeaker. 

General 
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Gtniral  Maitldnd  foggtfkd  thati  by  extendirig  the  ige  id 
fifty  inftead  of  fony-fivei  :l  number^df  mien  whofe  ferviceo 
for  the  army  would  be  highly  beiisficial  at  a  moment  likd  the 
prefent  would  be  obtained. 

Sir  H*  Mildmaf  wiihed  to  khow  how^  if  the  age  of  fix** 
teen  si^as  to  be  eflabliflied,  the  bill  coiild  be  carried  into 
practice  ?.  By  one  part  of  the  bill  yondg  men  attendant  on  ~ 
vniverlifies  above  that  age  were  to  be  exempted^  while  boys 
»  fctaool  might  come  tinder  the  operation  of  the  a6l.  He  had 
thoiighi  it  his  dofy  to  (tate  this  dif&culty  with  the  tiew  of  ob<* 
Mining  explanation. 

Mr.  Sheridan  thoijght^  that  without  employing  the  ffirvices 
of  boys  of  fixtefYe^r  reforting  to  thofe  individuals  whofe 
height  was  nor^«ofe  than  iive  feet  two  incbcsi  that  the  po^ 
putation  of  the  country  could  afford  a  much  fturdier  propor<« 
lion  of  men  for  the  defence  of  the  country,  or  for  the  pur{)ofe 
of  oflFenfive  operaticm^.     He  had  been  hiinfelf  informed,  and 
that  not  on  very  fliglit  authority,  that  the  number  of  perfons 
employed  in  the  metropolis  and  its  vicinity  in  building  ele^ 
gant  manfionsi  or  in  pi^eparifig  works  of  general  utility,  was 
not  lefs  rhan  the  whole  regular  army  of  Great  Britain.     Ad- 
verting to  fuch  a  faA^  he  cnuM  not  entertain  any  apprehen*> 
fioot  of  the  means  of  procuring  a  fuppiy  of  men  fully  ade- 
quale  to  the  defence  of  the  country.    A  good  deal  had  been 
faid  about  thofe  who  had  reached  that' period  when  ihey  Were 
deprived  of  vigour  fufitcient  for  a<Sive  fervice.     He  would 
not  call  on  thofe  at  the  age  of  fifty  or  fixty  to  contribute  theif 
perfonal  fervices,  but  even  at  the  age  of  feventy^  they  might 
furely  poflefs  vigour  enough  to  pm, their  hards  in  thett 
pockets,  and  bring  forth  the  fum  for  which  their  perfonal 
exertions  might  be  commuted.     As  to  the  thirty  poundspay<> 
able  on  rhe  atiefTed  taxes,  he  coi>ld  not  admit  it  to  be  a  fair 
principle  of  con(ribl3tion  on  the  prefent  occcaiion.     There 
were  at  this  moment  a  number  of  perfons  in  this  and  othef 
great  towns  who  had  no  public  cftablifltment ;  who  con*- 
tributed  comparatively  nothing  to  the  a(feired  taxes;    but 
^ho,    nevertheief^,    fported  their  dogs,  their  curricle,  and 
their  horfes,  and  over  whom  this  arrangement  would  have  no 
influence.     The  much  preferable  way  appeared  to  him  to  be 
fo  fubjedl  ihofc  above  forty-five  either  to  the  neceflity  of fnr- 
nilhing  a  fubdituie,  or  paying  an   equivalent  to  the  fiato. 
He  was  inclined  alfo  to  think,  that  in  applying  this  prin<« 
ciple,  much  greater  regard  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  proportions 
of  income  in  the  various  orders  of  fociety.     He  contended 

that 
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that  the  fcaie  ought  to  be  much  reduced,  and  brought  to 
include  a  much  wider  clafs  of  the  community.  With  re« 
fped  to  the  fize  of  five  feet  two,  he  would  fay  notl^ng  of  il 
by  itfeif,  bur  )ie  would  argue  that  it  was  very  hard  that  in 
relation  to  the  property  of  thofe  perfons  they  fhouid  not  hm 

Ginnitted  to  give  their  fair  proportion  to  the  public  iervice. 
e  need  not  remii^  the  Commtttee  of  tlie  welt. known  faft^ 
that  there  were  many  little'  men  with  great  fouls,  Thejr 
might  wifii  to  revive  the  age  of  chivalry,  and  go  about  ia 
fearcb  of  fubOitutes. 

The  Secretary  at  War  ftated,  that  he  had  no  objeft  la 
adhering  to  his  original  amendment*  He  did  not  fee  that  a 
regulation  fixing  the  ages  at  IS  and  50,  could  be  attended 
with  2(ny  inconvenience.  , 

Mr.  Kinnaird  wifhed,  that  before  the  bill  went  any  fur- 
theri  he  might  be  informed,  whether  it  was  to  be  on  th« 
bafis  of  property,  or  of  perfonal  fervice?  By  proposing  to 
take  away  the  exemptions  from  )>erfons  of  above  a  certain 
age,  who  pofleiled  much  property,  it  would  appear,  that 
the  former  was  the  principle ;  and  therefore  he  fawno  rea- 
fon  why  bifhups  and  beneficed  clergymen  fhould  be  ex* 
empted.  If  the  bill  then  went  upon  that  principle,  he  gave 
notice,  that  he  ihould  move  to  exclude  tliofe  perfons  from 
exemption. 

Sir  W.  Geary  fpoke  in  warm  terms  of  the  neceffity  of 
ftanding  by  the  Government  at  fo  perilous  a  crifis,  but  in 
fome  degree  difapprovcd  of  the  bill,  as  approximating  to  a 
fyftem  of  confcription. 

Mh  Gregor  ftrongly  approved  of  the  bill,  as  being  %hp 
beft  calculated  to  raife  the  greateft  number  of  men  in  the 
fliorteft  poflible  period. 

Mr.  Pin  obferved,  that  the  lifts  air^rady  made  out  in* 
eluded  afi  perfons  from  19  to  45  years  of  age  ;  and  if  per- 
fons between  45  and  50,  and  from  that  to  60,  were  now  to 
be  Hiehided,  new  lifts  muft  be  made  out,  the  efFe£t  of  whieb 
would  be  the  lofsof  an  entire  week  before  the  bill  could  be 
carried  into  effaft.  In  the  prefeht  critical  fituation  of  tb<Q 
country,  this  delay  would  be  an  injury  which  could  never  be 
compenfated  by  any  advantage  likely  to  arife  froixi  taking 
in  a  certain  clafs^of  men,.whofe  numbers  were  fmall  in 
proportion  to  perfons  whofe  ages  were  between  1 8  and  45 
y^rs.  He  was  ftiil  more  confirmed  in  this  argument,  when 
he  confidered,  that  the  defence  of  the  country  was  ilot  to  be 
(onfined  tp  this  fReafuKCi  and  that  tiie  otlier  |rfans  which 

would 
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would  be  a<)upCed  towards  our  defence,  might  include  per« 
Ions  above  the  age  of  45,  wlio  roi'ght  now  be  referved  for 

Jnother  fervice.    He  would  aik,  tiicrefore,  if  it  was  not 
etter  to  adhere  to  the  original  liUs,  and  particularly  fo 
when  expedition  was  fo  necellary. 

Sir  Robert  Buxton  obferved,  there  vfas  great  force  indeed 
in  what  h^d  juft  fallen  from  the  right  hon.  Gentleman. 
When  parochial  conftables  came  to  make  out  the  lift«  and 
to  prepare  it 'for  the  ballot,  and  to  do  that  part  wbicU  be* 
longed  to  them,  it  would  be  found  there  was  difficulty 
ctiough  in  the  execution  of  .the  bill,  even  although  the  old 
lift  was  adhered  to.  It  would  not  be  an  eafy  matter  to  make 
^them  underfland  the  bill ;  and  fome  time  he  feared  would 
be  taken  up  in  intruding  fome  of  th.em  in  the  part  they  were 
to  take  in  carrying  this  ineafure  into  execution ;  but  it  would 
be  fini  more  io  if  the  lift  was  to  be  altered,  and  then  a  great 
deal  of  time  might  be  loft;  for  thefe  reafons  he  thought  it 
would  be  infinitely  wifer  to  adhere  to  the  former  age,  and  to 
make  no  difterence,  or  at  leaft  as  little  di£Ference  as  poilible 
in  the  old  lift. 

General  Maitland  faid  there  was  great  neceflitv  in  point 
of  time  in  this  cafe;  but  he  wiihed  to  underftand  how  the 
age  was  now  to  ftand  in  the  biih  he  underftood  it  to  be  now 
from  the  age  6f  18  to  45.  He  Agreed  with  the  fentiments 
of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Pitt)  as  to,  fome  addi* 
tionai  and  fupplemental  force,  which  may  hereafter  ht 
raifed,  be/Ides  the  prefent  meafure,  for  the  ftill  further  de- 
fence of  this  country,  upon  a  principle  with  reference  to  tb^ 
ability  of  perfons  to, defray  the  expence  of  it.  He  thought 
fuch  a  meafure  ought  alfo  to  be  adopted  foon,  and  he  agreed 
entirely  with  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  that  time  was  ex^ 
tremely  valuable  \x\  this  cafe,  and  (hat  nothing  (hould  be 
adopted  in  the  prefent  hill  which  would  have  the  effeA  of 
imneceftarily  confuming  time  ;  and  he  believed,  that  if  the 
)ift  was  to  be  altered,  we  Ihould  lofe  more  in  time  than  we 
Ihould  gain  in  numbers. 

Sir  Ipibert  Buxton  faid,  that  if  different  ages  from  the  old 
lift  of  militia  were  to  be  adopted,  there  muft  be  new  lifts^ 
and  that  would  take  up  more  time»  the  whole  of  which  might 
be  favcd  by  taking  the  old  lift. 

The  Secretary  at  War  faid,  that  firft  he  had  intended  to 
propofe  the  age  to*  be  between  16  and  45,  liable  to  per* 
ibnal  fervice,  or  to  find  a  fubftitute,.and  then  from  the  age 
of  46  to  :^0,  liable  in  like  manner^  provided  the  perfon  wa^ 

alTelTcd 
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Afft&d  301.  a  year  for  the  afllefled  tales  ^  but  now  he  coi- 
le^ed  that  the  Committee  wifhed  the  age  fhduld  be  from 
18  to  45»  and  then  from  the  age  of  45  to  50,  in  cafe  the 
ailefled  taxes  of  the  perfon  were  what  he  had  ftated  tbeni 
to  be  ;  but  it  was  indifferent  to  him  as  to  the  ages  between 
45  and  50,  provided  the  bill  was  carried  with  fpeed,  and  the 
number  he  had  ftated  raifed.  He  had  thought  that  the  ag€ 
between  45  and  50  might  be  taken  in  upon  the  prefent  oc« 
caiion,  but  there  might  be  another  mealure  by  which  they 
might  be  calJed  upon  for  fervice,  or  for  fubuitutes»  as  he 
had  already  .ftated.  As  to  the  lift^  he  had  a  claufe  in  his 
hand  to  regulate  the  mode  of  maicing  ne^  lifts,  in  cafes 
Inrhere  that  would  be  neceffary. 

Mr.  Pitt  thought  the  prefent  lifts  preferable  with  the.view 
to  expedition,  and  recommended  the  propriety  of»  for  the 
|>refent,  overlooking  trifling  defe£ts. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  concurred  in  thefe  fenti* 
inents ;  and»  however  much  he  lamented  the  fevere  prefture 
of  the  biii»  thought  that  confiderations  of  expedition  ought 
to  prevail  over  views  of  every  other  nature. 

Sir  L.  Parfons  was  againft  any  alterations,  as  interfering 
i^ith  that  expedition  which  was  fo  infinitely  defirable. 

Mr.  Sheridan  explained. 

Colonel  Bajlard  alluded  to  fume  parilhes  in  Devonfhirey 
«rhere  the  number  of  volunteers  was  fo  great  that  the  necef- 
fary  number  of  militia  could  not  be  ballotted  for.  The  fame 
thing  would  happen  now,  and  therefore  a  change  of  lifts 
Mras  quite  indifpenfible. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  begged  to  enter  his  pro-' 
teft  againft  the  fuppofition  that  the  men  to  be  provided  by 
the  bill  could  not.be  procured  without  the  greateft  difficulty; 
The  fad'  was,  that  the  number  now  to  be  raifed  did  not 
tiiuch  exceed  what  was  the  number  of  the  militia  during, 
the  lafi  War.  It  was  to  be  confidered,  befid^s,  that  the 
number  of  volunteers  were  now  much  lefs  coniiderable,  and 
therefore  the  chance  in  favour  of  thofe  to  be  ballotted. for 
Was  more  coniiderable. 

Colonel  Bafiard't  in  explanation,  ftated,  that  he  did  not 
at  all  mean  to  fay  that  the  numbers  required  could  not  be 

Jrocured,  but  thati  in  order  to  procure  them,  new  lifts  would 
c  neceffary. 

*   Mr.  Pitt  obfcrvedj  that  Jtlie  whole  number  of  men  liable 

to  be  batlptted  for  the  40.000  men  to  be  raifed  for  Great 

Britain  was  §00,000.    As  fur.  as  his  recoUeflion  extended^ 

Vol.  IV*  ^802  3.  Y  y  the 
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the  nuitibcr  of  thofe  paying  at  the  annual  rate  of  30l.  to 
•  the  aifefled  taxes  was  not  more  than  1*^,000.  He  put  it, 
therefore,  to  the  conlideration  of  the  Committee  whether 
fo  frnatl  an  addition  to  the  number  of  men  to  be  ballotjed 
for  was  at  all  fit  to  be  put  in  competition  with  the  difad- 
vantages  which  might  refuit  from  the  delay  even  of  a  few 
days. 

Sir  J,  St.  Clair  Erjkine  argued,  that  when  it  was  con- 
iidered  that  the  exienfion  of  the  age  would  increafe  the 
number  of  fubftitutes,  the  alteration,  inftead  of  being  bene- 
ficial, would  be  attended  with  efFcdts  of  a  very  prejudicial 
nature. 

Mr.  Eyjhine  was  againft  the  alteration.  He  approved  of 
the  original  claufe  as  being  more  iimple,  and  more  con- 
genial to  the  principles  on  which  the  militia  fyftem  was 
eilabiifhed.  He  allowed  that  the  people  of  the  country 
ought  to  be  impreiled  with  the  idea  of  their  fecurity  refting 
with  ihemfelves.  I'here  muft  however  be,  in  the  firft  in* 
ftance,  a  nucleus  to  which  the  great  mafs  of  the  national 
ftrength  might  be  attraded.  He  regretted  that  by  the  terms 
of  the  prefent  bill  he  had  no  fhare  in  the  lottery  which  it  ^ 
provided,  but  trufted  that  the  time  would  come  when  aH 
would  have  an  opportunity  of  contributing  their  full  propor- 
tion to  the  exigencies  of  the  public  fervice. 

Here  the  dilcuflioii  ended,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  age 
Ihould  be  from  18  to  45. 

On  the  claufe  relative  to  the  exemption  of  clergymen^ 
fume  obfervations  were  offered  relative  to  licences. 

Alludons  were  made  to  former  frauds,  but  it  being  at 
length  agreed  that  the  claufe,  as  it  now  flood,  was  adequate 
to  the  pi'evention  of  their  recurrence,  it  was  agreed  to. 

The  next  claufe  refpeded  the  exemption  of  the  volun* 
tecrs.     A  difcuffion  of  fome  length  enfued. 

Sir  J.  *S.  Krfkhu  entertained  the  highefl  idea  of  the  zeal 
and  loyalty  of  our  volunteer  corps,  but  at  the  fame  time  he 
thought  that  it  would  be  rcquiiicc  to  guard  againfl  a  pradice* 
which  might  in  fome  individual  inftances  be  adopted,  that 
was,  that  men  ihould  not  enter  the  volunteer  fervice,  and 
then  lay  down  their  arms  as  foon  as  the  ballot  was  over.  At  ' 
prefent  he  believed  there  was  no  fvifiicient  tie  on  them  to 
continue  their  ferviccs  to  any  given  period. 

Mr.  Sturges  fuggcfted  the  propriety  of  inferting  the  6th  of 
June,  the  day  <hi  which  he  believed  the  array  cflimatcs  had 
been  prcfciUed,  for  the  time  of  volunteer's  fcryices  having 

been 
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been  accepted;  that  novferTice  tendered  after  that  day 
fhouid  exempt  them.  He  was  well  convinced  that  many  ' 
had  entered  volunteer  corps  merely  for  theprofpc6t  of 
being  exempted  from  other  fervice)  in  confequcnce  of  iome- 
thing  that  h^d  fallen  from  the  right  hoa.  Secretary  of  State 
in  tlie  courfe  of  that  day's  debate. 

After  a  few  more  obi'eivationS)  the  queftion  wasput,  and 
carried  without  a  divifion. 

Colonel   Craufurd  propofed  that  perfons  enrolled  for  the 
army  ofreferve  (bould  alfo  be  tnade  liable  to  (erve  in  the 
regiments  of  the  line  any  where  within  the  Untied  Kingdonn 
He  did  this  to  avoid  the  trouble  and  delay  of  watting  for  vo* 
Inntary  oflFcrs,  and  that  the  country  might   be  fufficienily 
guarded  at  any  moment  to  meet  thef  extraordinary  defigtis  of 
the  enemy.     It  was  a  fad  which  any  man  who  has  Teen  the 
ports  of  Holland  nnift  admit,  that  ihe  enemy  had  the  means 
of  fending  certainly  60  or  701000  men  from  their  ports,  and 
perhaps  of  fending  100,000.     There  were  an  immenfe  num^* 
her  of  fchuyts,  doggers,  &c.  in  the  different  ports  of  HoU 
land,  which  were  all   well  manned  with   hardy  and  (kilful 
failors.     It  was  a  matter  equally  notorious  that  the  Dutch 
iifiiermen  were  acculiomcd  to  cruize  about  the  channel,  and 
that  they  even   brought  their  fiQi  in  peaceable  times  into  our 
markets;  and  therefore  mnd  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
our  coad  and  with  our  harbours.     Any  perfon  who  has  leen 
or  read  of  engagements  on  an  extended  fcale,  muft  know, 
and  indeed  he  knew,  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  many  AtHlrian 
generals,  that  an  army  of  70,000  men  was  a  fuSicient  force 
to  trtift  with  thedecifion  of  the  moft  important  engagements. 
The  enemy  having  fuch  means  at  their  command,  he  thought 
it  necfffary  that  flrong  meafures  Ihould  be  apopted  to  oppofe 
them^  he  thought  that  it  (hould  be  diamond  cut  diamond.     In 
America,'  it  had  been  faid  that,  if  there  had  been  a  particular 
place  at  which  America  could  be  conquered,  we  could  have 
cfFe£ied  that  objed  feveral  times  \  but  it  was  not  to  be  con* 
quered  at  New  York,  it  was  not  to  be  co'nquered  at  Phila* 
delphia,  nor  at  any  other  given  point.     Here  we  had  to  la« 
VYent  the  iituation  of  a  capital  (ituated  fo  near  the  fea  that  it 
was  no  fevere  march  to  reach  it,  and   the  poileflion  of  our 
capital   would  be  of  the  mod  ferious  confequences  to  the 
country. 

T:\it  Secretary  at  War  faid,  that  it  was  intended  to  veft  a 
power  in  his  Majefty  to  tranfmit  any  of  the  perfons  enrolled 
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by , virtue  of  this  bill,  from  the  army  of  refervc  to  any  of  tht 
regiments  fervtng  within  the  United  Kingdom;  and  that  the 
blanks  ihould  be  Blied  up  accordingly  when  they  came  to 
the  claufe.  They  might  either  be  fororied  into  regiment! 
within  themfelveSy  or  they  might  be  ordered  by  his  Majefty 
to  fill  up  regiments  of  the  line  ferving  within  the  United 
Iv'tngdom,  <!7iiernfey«  or  Jerfey ;  or  they  might  give  their 
own  voluntary  fervice  to  regia)ent€  ferving  in  any  quarter  of 
the  world. 

Mn  M^Naghtfti  rofe  to  fay  a  few  ^ords  in  anfwer  to  an 
bon.  Member  who  had  mentioned  the  fituation  of  L  >ndon. 
He  would  have  the  hon.  Gent,  to  know,  and  he  woii'd  hav» 
Bonaparte  to  Icnow,  that  we  were  not  to  be  fubdued  in  Lon<» 
don,  we  were  not  to  be  fubducd  in  Scotland,  we  were  not  to  be 
fubducd  in  Ireland,  nor  (n  any  particular  part  <of  l^ngU^* 
He  coniidered  the  people  of  this  country  as  a  brave  and  loyal 
people,  who  would  fight  for  their  country  inch  hv  inch 
egamft  the  attempts  of  any  invader.  He  fhould  thmk  that 
tighting  for  our  invaluable  conflitutioni  and  when  4ve*  were 
clefending  his  Majedy's  Crown,  they  mui^  drive  us  thto  the 
fea  before  they  cotitd  obtain  ponfeflion  of  it.  Of  invaders 
iimier  fuch  circumftances,  it  might  be  faid,  in  the  manner  of 
the  addrefs  from  the  Gladiators  of  Rome-— 

Mcrituritejalutant. 

Mr.  Windham  expreflcd  himfelf  pleafed  to  find  the  change 
»vhich  had  taken  place  in  the  minds  of  a  great  number  of  the 
Members  of  that  Houfe  within  the  courfeof  a  few'days.  Bf|t 
|i  few  days  fince,  when  he  mentioned  the  ferious  ohjcfl  which 
it  would  be  for  an  enemy  to  take  pofleflion  of  London,  he 
bad  incurred  the  difplcafure  of  feveral  Kon.  Gemlemen  op- 
pofite  htm.  Now,  another  bon.  Member  had  uttered  nearly 
the  fame  fentiment,  and  it  was  received  by  that  part  of  the 
H^ufo  with  certainly  the  appearance  of  very  different  feel- 
ings. He  was  glad  that  he  had  now  the  auihoHty  of  an 
hon.  General  who  had  feen  fervice  on  an  exter)ded  fcale,  for 
entertaining  a  juft  fenfe  of  our  danger  ;  and  he  lamented,  if 
not  that  apathy,  at  lead  the  want  of  energy  and  cheerful 
fupport  to  thofe  extraordinary  meafures.  We  certainly  could 
not  now  fee  that  (bower  of  addrefles,  which  on  other  oc- 
cafions  manifefted  ^  becoming  fpirit  of  imanimity  and  a  juft* 
fenfe  of  the  danger  they  were  in.  From  the  teftimonies  of 
approbation  which  feme  right  hon.  Gentlemen  gave  to  the 
fpeech  which  had  been  juft  now  delivered,  he  faw  an  evident 
ctiange  in  their  opinion ;  and  be  was  glad  that  he  had  had  that 
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opportunity  of  iindcxftanding  them»  as  he  did  not  know  the 
feBtimenr^  of  Government  before. 

The  Chnnceitor  of  the  Exchequer  complained  of  fomeex«» 
preflRons  which  had  been  made  ufe  of  by  the  right  hon.  Gen- 
tleman who  had  jufl  fat  down.  He  had  done  more  than  juf- 
tice  to  himfelf,  and  he  had  done  an  injuftice  to  an  hon.  Gen- 
lleman  whofe  fpeech  breathed  nothing  but  Inyahy  and  infi/f* 
mation^  becoming  the  ciircumftances  in  which  we  were 
placed^  The  fpeech  of  the  right  hon,.  Gent,  on  a  former 
night,  to  which  he  had  alluded,  whatever  might  be  his  feel- 
ings (and  of  his  loyalty  and  patrioiifm  there  could  be  no 
4loubt  m  the  mind  of  any  perfon  who  knew  the  right  hotf^ 
Gentleman),  yet,  the  fpeech  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  oi| 
that  occaiion  undoubtedly  contait^ed  the  language  of  defpon*- 
dency.  At  the  prefent  moment  he  could  not  think  it  becomt- 
1  ng  in  any  Member  of  that  lioufe  to  make  ufe  of  language 
Mrhich  might  ferve  to  encourage  the  ambitious  mind  of  Bona- 
parte, already  too  much  elevated.  The  caufe  of  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman's  opinions  was  obvious.  Thofe  opinions 
4)e,  "was  certain  did  not  a-rife  from  any  feeling  of  diftnay  or 
defpondency  as  to  the  powers  of  the  coumry,  and  he  was 
forry  to  find  fuch  expretiicns  coming  from  fuch  great  ati- 
thorilies.  Such  fentiments,  l^e  was  furry  to  fay,  arofp 
from  a  want  x>f  confidence  in  the  perfons  at  prefent  compof- 
ing  his  Majefty's  Government.  The  right  hon.  Gentleman, 
however,  (hould  recoiled^  the  (ituation  the  country  was  in 
when  he  was  in  office  ;  he  Oiould  compare  it  wiih  the  pre- 
fent, and  fee  if  the  country  was  at  any  time  of  the  late  war 
|n  fuch  a  powerful  fituation  for  ofFenfive  or  for  defenfive  opc«P 
rations  as  we  are  at  prefent.  We  had  been  now  five  weeks 
at  war,  and  we  had  90,000  miliiia  already  ballotted  for, 
jind  we  were  concerting  the  means  for  raifin^  50,000  more 
with  the  utmoft  poflible  expedition  ;  we  had  alfo  a  number  of 
battalions  of  the  line  exceeding  our  eftablilhment  at  any  pe- 
rtod  of  the  late  war.  He  knew  it  ought  to  be  fo,  and  our 
military  eftablKhment  was  likely  to  be  greater.  He  con- 
curred in  the  opinion  which  had  already  been  given,  that  the 
prefent  plan  was  only  the  nucleut  of  a  (tronger  and  more  ei^ 
tenfive  plan»  which  undoubtedly  would  be  agreed  upon  if  x\\€ 
war  continued  for  anv  condderabie  duration.  He  would  alfo 
Wi(h  to  acquaint  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  and  the  Houfc<, 
that  the  forces  we  had  already  raifed  were  in  fuch  a  ilatebf 
dircipline,and  that  fuch'meafures  had  been  concerted  as  would 
^able  Government  to  have  theni  at  the  place  of  their  defti- 
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nation  in  »  week's  time*  and  that  they  would  then  be  com* 
plefely  capable  of  meeting  the  enemy  in  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom.  Gentlemen  had  fpoken  of  the  means 
which  (he  enemy  pofTeired  ofcmbarkinga  prodigious  force  from 
tbe  ports  of  Holland,  and  other  neighbouring  parts  of  their 
territory.  The  danger  of  the  metropolis  had  alio  been  pien- 
tiooed.  Gentlemen  (hould  alfo  take  into  their  confideration 
ibe  very  diflant  chance  that,  notwiihflanding  the  great  num* 
ber  of  fmail  craft  they  had  in  their  poflVllion,  they  would  ever 
venture  a  great  bo<iy  uf  men  to  be  conveyed  in  that  defence- 
lefs  (late,  from  the  (heliet  of  their  own  harbours,  in  tbe 
£sicc  of  the  powerful  navy  which  we  had  at  our  command. 
They  Hioiild  alfo  take  into  their  confideration  the  very  great 
probabtiity  thrre  was,  that,  if  they  had  the  hardihood  to  put  to 
fea  under  fuch  circumftances^  they  (hould  never  be  able  to 
teach  our  coafis,  or  return  to  their  own.  They  Olould  alfo 
i»ke  imo^heir  confuieration,  that,  even  fuppofing  they  had 
made  good  (heir  1  ^ndirtg,  the  enemy  woiiid  then  have  to  con^ 
lend  witi)  a  moll  powerful  military  vforte,  and  alfo  with  the 
fteady  ftrmnefs — the  cool  and  determined  bravery,  and  tjie 
well-known  patrtotifm  of  Englilbmen — which  would  becoU 
}cQ.iag  ob(taclcs  in  the  way  of  their  deffgns,  and  impeding 
their  progrefs  every  inch  of  the  way  trom  the  fea-fhore ; 
fo  that  even  in  that  cafe  there  was  very  Utile  probability  that 
they  \vnul4cver  be  able  to  reach  London,  i  he  right  hon. 
GeQtl(;man  oppofite  him  might  mi  flake  it  for  apathy  when 
we  relied  wiih  confidence  on  the  (Irength  and  fpirit  of  the 
country;  with  fuch  a  commandng  naval  force  as  we  pof* 
feiiedf  we  might  with  confidence  defy  the  world  ;  and  when 
we  contemplated  themilitary  force  which  Government  would 
AOw  have  at  their  difpofal,  and  the  fpirit  of  EngHHiment 
when  roiized  to  a  defence  of  their  birth-right,  bethought  it 
iPsAS  not  too  much  to  fay  that  we  might  reckon  with  the  ut- 
mod  confidence  on  their  efficiency  to  repel  an  army,  however 
lumK-rous,  who  might  by  any  unaccountable  chance  have 
efcaped  the  vigilance  of  our  navy.  He  did  rely  moft  cor^fi- 
dtfntly  on  what  the  fpirit  of  KnglKhmen  would  achieve  ;  but 
yet  he  (hould  think  himfclf  highly  criminal  if  he  had  left  a 
fia[;le  iota  of  our  means  of  defence  untouched.  But  he  had 
thought  it  necciTary  to  make  a  few  obfcrvations  that  might 
coired  the  error  of  the  right  hon.  Gentlemen,  in  fuppofing 
that  his  fpeech  nn  a  former  occafion  refemblcd  that  of  the 
kon.  Member,  which  had  been  received  with  fuch  an  enihu- 
tbilic  Ueliugby  the  Houfc ;  and  alfo  that  he  mij^ht  refcue 
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the  Houfe  from  the  imputation  of  having  changed  their  feii« 
•^iments,  or  of  having  received  two  fpeeches  of  a  fimiJar  in^- 
port  with  fuch  oppoHte  demonftrations.  of  the  iitipreflioii 
which  Jhefe  fpeeches  had  made  on  the  feelings  of  the  Houfe. 
He  had  thought  ii  neceflary  alfo  to  prevent  the  tendency  which 
fuch  a  fpeech  from  fuch  authority  might  have  to  cripple  the 
operations  of  Government. 

.  General  Tarliton  declared  that  he  was  confident  that  both 
this  country  and  a  neighbouring  ifland  would  fight  until  they 
were  driven  into  the  Tea,  as  had  been  very  properly,  as  well 
as  emphatically,  exprefled  by  an  hon.  Gentleman  oppofite  to 
him,  rather  than  fubmit  to  an  invader.  He  had  on  the  25th 
of  February  lad  fuggefted  the  propriety  of  examining  into 
the  Hate  of  the  army,  thinking  it  bed  to  be  prepared  for  a  ibite 
of  war  in  every  time  of  peace.  But  he  confefled  that  he  was 
ignorant  of  the  machinations  of  the  enemy,  he  had  not  heard 
of  their  expeditions  toLouifiana,  &c.  or  if  he  had  poflefled  the 
ineans  of  information  which  Miniftershadf  by  virtue  of  their 
official  (ituation,  he.lhould  perhaps  have  beea  more  cautious* 
as  he  was  always  of  opinion  that  it  was  more  neceflary  to  be 
guarded  againft  a  fecret  than  againft  an  avowed  enemy*  It 
did  not  require  much  military  talent  to  underftand  what  was 
notorious  throughout  the  country,  that  is,  that  the  recruiting 
fur  the  army  did  not  go  oh  well  laft  winter ;  it  was  alfo  cer- 
tain, from  the  returns  made  by  the  War-office,  that  we  bad 
sow  a  more  effective  regular  force  than  we  had  at  any  pe- 
nod  of  the  late  war.  We  were  about  five  weeks  at  war, 
and  we  were  now  raifing  our  third  army.  He  did  not  think 
that  fuch  exertions  of  Miniders  could  be  fuppofed^  in  die 
leaft  degree,  to  favour  of  apathy.  As  to  theconiiderataonof 
pffenfive  operations,  that  required  a  great  number  of  n^n  ; 
and,  in  his  opinion,  it  muft  ftrike  every  retfonable  man,  that 
it  was  more  urgent  to  think  of  defenfive  plans  firA,  particu- 
larly  when  we  heard  open  and  avowed  threats  of  invadon  held* 
out  in  the  moft  unqualified  terms  by  the  enemy.   > 

Col.  Graufurd  obferved,  that,  fpeaking  of  it  In  the  mildeft 
manner,  the  pofleifion  of  London  being  obtained  by  the  ene- 
mjt  mud  be  confidered  as  a  difaftrous  event,  or  even  the  pof- 
feffiqo  of  the  coaft  of  Eflex  and  Kent ;  he  therefore  thought 
that  00  Member  ihould  be  cenfured  for  calling  the  attentioa 
of  the  Houfe  to  an  obje£t  which  fo  immediately  concerned 
their  welfare*  He  would  fay  again,  as  he  had  (aid  before, 
that  he  thought  it  neceflary  that  we  fliould  have  an  army  of 
veterans  to  oppofethem:  and  that  it  muft  ht  diamond  cui 
dlatMnd. 

o. 
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On  that  part  of  the  6fl!  which  makes  the  atmjr  of  refer W 
liable  to  ferve  in  the  United  Kingdom^  and  In  the  iilands  of 
jcrfery  and  Gucrnfev, 

Mr.  A/i^n^jff  obferved,  that  a$  thef  rCe  to  be  raifed  by  this 
tneafure  a  goud  deal  refembled  the  old  militia,  he  thought  the 
fervice  (hould  be  nearly  the  fame,  and  thcefore  he  did  not  fee 
%hy  Jerfcy  and  Guernfey  Ihould  be  included. 

7  he  Secniary  at  IVat^  faid,  it  certainly  was  not  of  much 
Confe()irence  to  include  them,  but  thefe  idands  being  part  of 
the  domains  of  the  country,  it  had  been  thought  as  well  to  ex- 
tend the  fervice  to  them. 

On  the  claufe  fettling  the  period  of  fervicr^ 

Mr.  PIti  obferved  that  the  iniliiia  he  underftood  were  to 
ferve  for  five  years  or  during  the  war,  and  he  wifiied  that  th6 
terms  of  the  fervice  (hould  be  the  fame.  He  hoped  fincerely  that 
the  duration  of  the  war  would  not  be  of  longer  duration  than  fotfr 
years,  but  he  was  fuj-e  that  the  only  way  to  fhorten  it  was  to 
prepare  for  carry rng  it  on  with  vigour.     He  thought,  there- 
fore, that  it  might  be  attended  with  great  inconvenience,  if 
a  greater  part  of  the  army  were  to  be  difbanded  during  the 
war;  one  month  too  after  the  ratification  of  peace  was  too 
fliort  a  period  to  allow  the  Government  time  to  adopt  mea* 
fiires  for  replacing  the  army.     He  hoped  that  by  a  vigorous 
and  foccefsful  war  we  (hruTd  at  laft  arrive  at  a  peace  more 
permanent  than  the  laft,  but  ftill  he  thought  that  any  peaci; 
wotild  neceflarily  demand  a  greater  degree  of  precaution  and 
ef  military  force,  than  had  been  found  requillte  at  any  f6rmet 
oertod.     It  would  be  in  peace  that  our  military  fyftem  would 
be 'adopted,  and  then  there  would  be  time  to  fettle  it  upon  fuch 
»  footing  as  to  enable  us  in  cafe  of  any  emergency  to  call 
forth  a  force  applicable   to  any  emergency.     }  hat  fyftem 
ought  to  he  formecf  on  th&  principle  of  fecuring  a  body  of 
fupplementary  recruits  in  the  fpeedieft  manner  whenever  they 
ihould  t>e  wanted.     In  order,  howeveri  that  this  might  done. 
Government    (h.ould  not  be  Cuddenly  left  without  an  army*# 
and  therefore  he  thot^ght  that  the  period  of  fervice  (hould  be 
five  years  or  during  the  war»  and  fix  months  after  the  ratifi* 
cation  of  peace. 

The  S-iietary  at  War  admitted  the  jufticc  of  Mr.  Pitt's 
remarks.  He  faw  no  objeftion  to  the  term  of  fervice  fof 
fubftitutcs  beinj  five  years.  As  to  thofe  who  (houid  fcrve 
io  peifon,  we  underftood  him  to  fay  that  a  diflin^lion  ought 
to  be  made. 
After  Ibme  farther  conyerfalioni  it  wafS  fixed  that  the 
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period  of  fcrvicc  for  fubftitutes  (hould  be  five  years  or  during 
Ibe  war,  and  fix  months  after  the  ratification  of  peace. 

Several  other  amendments  were  made. 

The  claufe  for  fending  deferters  from  the  army  of  referv^ 
into  the  line  was  entirely  omitted,  the  Secretary  at  Wkt 
ftating  that  it  was  thought  better  to  leave  fuch  peribns  to  h6 
punifhed  according  to  the  mutiny  aft. 

Several  amendments  were  adopted  conformably  to  the 
defcription  of  the  Secretary  at  War  in  his  opening  fpecch. 

The  Secretary  at  War  propofcd  a  clai^fc,  at  the  fuggeC- 
tion,  he  faid,  of  fome' Weft  country  gentlemen,  that  if  any' 
parifii  apprentice,  of  the  age  of  1  y,  Ihould  confent  to  have 
nis  name  inferted  in  the  roll,  to  be  ballolted  for  in  place  of 
his  matter,  fuch  a  fubftitution  Ihould  be  accepted,  and  thei 
mallei's  name  erafed ;  and  that  if  fuch  apprentice  fhould 
not  afterwards  be  ballotted,  he  fhould  be  at  liberty  to  en- 
lift  as  a  fubftitute,  or  into  the  line,  if  he  chofe,  upon  paying 
half  his  bounty  to  his  mafter. 

Mr.  Kinnaird  Wrongly  difapproved  of  this  claufe,  as  calcii- 
lated  to  extend  moft  unconftitutionally  the  power  of  mafters 
over  their  apprentices. 

Mr.  Pitt  did  not  fee  any  reafon  that  the  mafter  fhoulci 
himfelf  be  exempted,  becaufe  his  apprentice  Ihould  think 
proper  to  volunteer  his  fervices. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  thought  the  claufe  alto- 
gether objeftionable*,  as  it  would  hold  out  a  temptation  to 
mafters  to  ufe  very  improper  means  to  induce  their  appren- 
tices to  ftand  forward  in  their  place. 

The  claufe  was  rejcfted. : 

The  Secretary  at  War  propofed  that  every  perfon  who 
fhould  not  ferve  or  provide  a  fubftitute,  ftiould  pay  a  fine  of 
,201.  but  if  fubjcdi  to  the  payment  of  lOl.  to  the  affcfled 
taxes  (hould  be  liable  to  a  further  fine  of  51.  additional  for 
every  additional  lOl.  of  aflefled  taxes  which  fuch  perfon 
may  pay,  and  fo  on,  up  to  lOOl.  which  ftiould  be  the  higheft 
penalty. 

The  fcale  of  penalties  was  oppofed,  on  the  ground  that  it 
would  tend  to  raife  the  bounties  fo  high  as  to  render  it  ex- 
tremely difficult  to  procure  fubftitutes,  and  alfo  throw  ma- 
terial obftacles  in  the  way  of  recruiting  for  the  regular 
army. 

The  whole  of  the  claufe  was  therefore  left  out,  except- 
ing that  part  which  fixes  the  penalty  at  201.  which  ftands  as 
the  fine  for  all  perfons  declining  to  ferve  or  to  procure  a 
fubftitute. 
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Clairfes  were  adopted,  that  tlie  payment  of  a  fine  fhould 
exempt  the  perfon  paying  from  the  ballot  only  for  one  year  3 
alfo  that  if  any  perfon  fhould  accept  earned,  or  any  part  of 
the  bounty  for  becoming  a  fubftitute,  and  ihould  notwitli* 
Handing  refufe  to  come  forward,  it  Ihall  be  competent  to 
two  deputy  lieutenants  or  magiftrates  to  iiTue  warrants  to 
have  fuch  perfon  brought  before  them,  and  if  he  (hall  ftill 
Recline  to  fcrve,  and  is  unable  to  return  the  money  fo  ad- 
vanced, he  may  be  committed  to  the  common  jail  without 
bail  or  mainprize. 

.  Upon  the  feveral  amendments  a  great  deal  of  defultory 
converfation  took  place.  Upon  reading  that  which  em- 
powers his  Majeily  to  auihortze  the  commanding  officer  of 
any  regiment  in  the  atmy  of  rcfervc  to  difcharge  fuch  men 
of  his  corps  as  may  chufe  to  volunteer  for  the  regular  army, 

Mr.  Sheridan  ftrongly  recommended,  that  fome  meafures 
Hiould  be  taken  that  tlie  enliflment  of  fuch  men  in  the  re- 
gular army  ihould  be  a  fair,  bona  fide  voluntary  a£t,  and  not 
of  fuch  a  defcription  as  the  enliilment  from  tlie  militia  in 
the  courfe  of  the  laft  war.  . 

The  Houfe  refumed,  the  report  was  received  and  agreed 
to.^     . 

The  bill,  as  amended,  was  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  to 
be  farther  confidered  on  Wednefday  next. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  gave  notice  of  his  in- 
tention to  move  the  next  day  that  an  order  on  the  Journals 
for  the  produflion  of  papers  refpefting  certain  proceedings 
of  the  Admiralty  courts,  upon  the  fubjeft  of  prizes  and  ap* 
peals  in  the  year  1799,  fhould  be  difcharged. 

Captain  Cochrane y  upon  whofe  motion  on  a  former  day 
this  order  had  been  made,  was  proceeding  to  explain  hi& 
reafons  for  moving  it,  when 

The  Speaker  called  the  hon.  Member  to  order,  as  there 
was  no  queftion  before  the  Houfe. 

Ordered,  on  the  motion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exche- 
quer, that  the  amendments  made  in  the  clergy  refidence 
bill  by  the  Lords  fhould  be  taken  into  coniideratiun  the 
next  day. 

Kir.  Alexander  brought  up  the  report  of  the  CommittCQ 
on  the  additional  excife  bill. 

Mr.  Plumcr  afked,  at  what  periods  it  was  meant  that  the 
inflalments  of  malt  duty  fliould  be  paid  ? 

I'he  Chancellor  of  thi  Exchequer  in  leply  ftated,  that  the 
^rfl  inflaluieut  was  to  be  paid  on  the  l^  Uh  of  Odober,  ooe- 

eighlh ; 
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eighth  ;  the  lecond  oti  the  5th  of  December,  one-fdurth  ; 
the  tliird  on  the  1 6th  of  January,  one-fourth ;  and  the  fourth' 
on  the  3d  of  March,  one-eighth. 

Mr.  Plumer  then  aiked  whether,  in  the  event  of  peace,^ 
it  was  intended  to  make  any  return  to  the  maltfler^  and 
brewers,  for  the  additional  duty  now  charged  on  the  ftock* 
on  hands.  ^ 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  faid  he  oould  give  no  de- 
cifive  anfwer  to  this  queftion. 

On  the  propofition  of  Mr.  Vanfittart  an  amendment  wasK 
adopted,  reducing  the  duty  on  wine  to  12l.  a  ton  on  Portu^* 
gal  wine,  and  to  l5l.  a  ton  on  French  wines. 

Mr.  Plumer  remarked  that  it  would  make  a  very  on- 
£sivourabie  impreflion  on  the  public  mind,  to  fee  that  a  tc^* 
duftion  was  made  on  the  tax  on  wine,  which  was  the  con- 
fumption  of  the  rich^  while  it  was  refufed  to  make  any  re- 
duAion  in  that  on  malt,  from  which  the  beverage  ot  the' 
poorer  dalles  was  produced. 

Mr.  Vanjittart  ftated,  that  this  redudion  was  made  in  the 
wine  tax»  with  a  view,  to  .the  advantage  of  the  revenue,  us 
order  to  encourage  a  larger  importation. 
.  Colonel  Hutchlnfon  requ^fied  to  know  when,  it  was  in- 
tended that  the  operation  of  the  fpirit  tax  fhould  com-* 
mence  ? 

Mr,  Vanjittart  anfwered  on  the  4th  jof  July,  and  that  no 
fpirits  which  (hall  have  been  diililled  before  that  day  fliali 
be  liable  to  the  new  duty. 

Colonel  Hutchlnfon  faid,  that  this  exemption  would,  in  its 
confec^uences,  fubjed  the  Irifh  difiillers  to  a  great  difadvan- 
tage,  in  their  competition  with  the  Englifli  diftillers,  which 
would  involve  a  violation  of  the  Aft  of  Union,  as  the  pro- 
duce of  the  Irifh  diftillers,  which  might  be  imported  into  this 
country  fubfequent  to  the  4th  of  July,  would  be  fubjedt  to 
the  increafed  countervailing  duty,  although  diftilled  previous 
to  that  day. 

Mi'.  Vanfittart  vindicated  the  policy  of  the  exemptioni^ 
and  contended  that  the  fpirit  or  the  Aft  of  Union  was 
ftriftly  prcferved.  He  fuggefted  to  the  hon.  Gentleman 
that,  although  Ireland  might  now  complain  of  thedifad^^ 
vantage  alluded  to,  it  was  to  be  confidered  that,,  when  this 
tax  (^mild  ceafe,  the  Irilh  diftillers  would  have  a  decided 
advantage  over  thofe  of  England.  '  • 

After  a  few  words  from  Sir  Laurence  Parfons,  the  repori 
was  agreed  to,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time 
th|i  next  day. 

Zz2  Tfl* 
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^  The  bill  to  prevent  unlawful  c6inbinations  among  the 
YTprkmen  in  Ireland  went  through  a  Committee,  and  the 
report  was  ordered  to  be  received  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Vanfittart  was  about  to  propofe  that  the  biii  fo^ 
lowering  the  duty  on  faltpetre  imported  into  Ireland  bo 
read,  when 

Colonel  Hutchinfon  rofe  and  obferved,  that  he  faw  with 
regret  for  the  whole  feffion  that  Irifh  buiincfs  was  brought 
forward  at  a  late  hour  and  in  a  thin  Houfe.  He  wilbed 
that  a  different  fyilem  Ihould  be  adopted,  in  order  that  it 
might  became  a  fafhion  to  pay  morfe  attention  to  that  buii« 
nefs  than  now  w.8|$  done.

•  Mr,  Corrjr  faid,  that  the  meafurc  to  be  brought  forward,, 
b^d  already  in  principle  received  the  concurrence  of  the 
Houfe.  It  was  to  lower  a  duty,  and  he  himfelf  had  atte-ndecl 
tJpye.wboJe  d;iy,  during  the  important  difcuflions  which  Kad 
yrecediedf  in  *  order  to  bring  forward  meafiires  Telatrve  to 
Ireland. 

'After  fome  conve'rration,  in  which  Mr.  Addington  fpoke

8OUTHERK   WHALB    FISHERY. 

The  Houfe  having,  purfuant  to  the  order  of  the  day,  re- 
fblved  itfelf  into  a  Comitiittee  on  this  bill, 
■  Mr,  Z^^  drew  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  a  circum- 
ftance,  which  he  coiild  not,  without  neglcft  of  his  duty,  pafs 
over  on  this  occafion— he  meant  the  great  advantage  which 
Englifli  had  over  Irifti  veffels  concerned  in  this  trade.  Bc- 
^des  granting  a  licence  for  the  trade,  the  Eaft  India  Company 

alfo 
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alfo  allowed  a  ootifiderable  bounty  on  tbe  arrival  of  the  firft 
cargoes,  who  brought  the  greateft  quantity  of  whale  oil.  or 
blubber  into  any  of  the  ports  of  England,  while  no  fuch  ad- 
vantage was  held  out  for  cargoes  of  a  fimilar  defcription, 
which  (hcm\i  arrive  at  Irifli  ports.  This  benefit  was  alfo 
increafed  by  further  encouragements  from  the  cuftoms^ 
while  veiTcls  failing  from  Ireland  were  excluded  from  them 
all-  It  was  plain,  however,  that  this  was  in  direct  oppofition 
t6  thea£t  of  union^  which  (lipulated  for  an  equality  in  point 
of  trade  to  the  veiTels  of  both  ports  of  the  united  country^  and 
yet  nothing  could  be  more  unequal  than  the  terms  on  which 
a  veflel  would  fail  for  the  fouth  fea  whale  fifliery  to  and  from 
the  port  of  Waterford,  and  thofe  on  which  the  fame  voy^gs 
would  be  performed  from  any  of  the  ports  of  England.  He 
gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  move  for  a  claufe  to  remedy 
tfae'drfefi. 

^hoidJGUfiltnfie  replied,  that  if  what  the  hon.  Gentleman 
advanced,'  exhibited  any  well-founded  complaint  on  the  part 
of  Ireland,  it  would  undoubtedly  receive  all  the  attention  it 
deferved.  But,  on  more' mature  examination,  he  believecl 
it'WooMf  appear,  that  nothing  was  more  difconneded  than 
the  encouragement' here  propofed,  and  the» commercial  pro-' 
vifionsmade  by  the  articles  of  union,  and  the  general  fubje£k 
of  the  complaint  now  made*  In  the  year  1795,  in  the  in- 
fancy of  this  trade,  a  premium  was  allowed  on  the  greateft 
cargo  of*  whale  oil  or  blubber  from  the  South  Seas;  and, 
though  we  hhd  no  union  at  that  time,  the  Houfe,  in  it^  li- 
berality, confented  to  open  that  trade  to  Ireland.  The  pre- 
miums paid  could  not  have  been  more  than  to,ooo1.  which 
were  neceflarily  confined  to  the  ports  of'England,  where  the 
money  was  paid,  s^nd  even  raifed  and  defrayed  out  of  the 
EngliA  cuftoms,  without  at  all  coming  into  the  account  of 
the  national  expenditure  or  revenue.  By  the  aft  of  iaft 
fe(Eon,  it  was  thought  proper 'that  the  premium  fhould  be 
allowed  to  remain  five  years  longer.  The  prefent  was  only 
a  continuation  of  that  ad,  and  the  money  being  paid  out  of 
the  colle£lioR  of  tbe  Englifh  cuftoms, ;  formed  no  part  what- 
ever of  the  aggregate  of  the  Irifli  contributions.  Should  it, 
however,  be  thought  advifable  to  make  a  fimilar  provifioo 
from  Ireland,  he  (hould  for  one  be  happy  to  (hew  his  re- 
gard for,  and  gratitude  tp,  the  Irifh  nation,  for  the  kind- 
nefs  he  experienced  while  in  an  officFal  fituation  there,  by 
giving  it  all  afliAance  and  attention  in  his  power ;  but  thei| 
it  mm  neceflarily  be  brought  forwardi  as  a  diftind  and  fpc- 

cific 
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cific  mtttnre.  Were  this  bill  to  be  novir  flopped  ia  119 
.pTogrefsy  it  would  be  attended  with  the  greated  inconvenience 
to  many  .individuals,  who  had  made  preparations,  relying 
on  the  faith  of  the  bill  being  paiTed.  The  trade,  after  all, 
he  faid,  was  only  a  boon  from  the  £a(l  India  Company,  as 
k  would  not  be  granted  without  a  licence  From  them,  wbicb 
they  bad  liberally  granted. 

Mr.  Lee  rejoined,  that  if  the  fum  of  ioi,oool.  was  necef-^ 
fary  to  be  granted  for  the  encouragement^ of  this  trade  in, 
England,  it  was  furefy  proper  that  the  fame,  or  a  propor- 
tionate fum^lhould  be  appropriated  out  of  the  Irilh  cuftomSf 
for  the  encouragement  of  the  trade  from  Ireland.  He  pro- 
teded  againft  the  propofitions  for  a  di(lin£l  bill,  becaufe, 
where  a  joint  trade  was  to  be  carried  on  by  two  united  na- 
tions, the  mode^  regulations,  and  advantages  of  it  (hould  be 
equal  to  both.  Any  other  method,  in  his  opinion,  would  be 
objefiionable. 

Mr.  JV.  Dundas  acknowledged,  that  it  might  be  yery  de- 
firable  to  have  ^  general  meafure  for  all.  The  hon.  Gentle- 
man, however,  would  have  the  kindnefs  to  recoUeSy  that 
this  was  not  a  new  meafure  with  England,  but  a  continua- 
tion of  an  old  one.  The  hon.  Gentleman  was  at  liberty  ta 
bring  in  a  bill,  if  he  thought  proper,  for  the  obje£l  be  pro-* 
pofed ;  but  it  wa^  not  right  that  this  bill  (hould,  on  that  ac- 
count|  be  delayed  or  ftopped  in  its  progrefs. 

General  Gafcoyne  faid,  if  he  was  rightly  informed,  not  a 
iingle  Irifh  fhip  had  ever  been  engaged  in  the  South  Sea 
whale  fifliery.  Forhis  own  part,  he  wilbed,  and  had  all 
along  been  defirous,  that  the  whole  trade  of  both  countries 
ihould  be  placed  on  the  fame  footing  in  point  of  bounties, 
taxes,  and  regulations.  At  the  fame  time,  however,  he 
thought  it  fomewhat  unreafonablethat  Ireland  fhould  demand 
to  participate  in  a  fund,  which  weliad  eftablilhcd  fome  years 
back  for  ourfelves,  and  towards  which  ihe  had  never  couiri* 
bnied. 

Mr.  Lee  ftill  infifted  that  it  was  not  confiftent  wiih  the 
equality  of  union,  that  a  (hip  failing  from,  and  returning  to 
England,  (hould  be  intitled  u\  a  bounty  of  400I.  and  that  a 
(hip  making  the  fame  voyage  from  and  to  IrcrbnJ,  ihojiild 
not  be  intitled  to  a  bounty  of  400  pence.  Were  fo  p^irticubr 
an  advantage  given  to  the  port  of  London,  lie  fancied  tluit 
Briftql,  Liverpool,  and  other  places,  would  not  be  Qaw  in  ' 
making  their  complaints.  He  then  moved  a  clatife.  enacl- 
ingy  that  any  Ibip   failing  from  or  to  any  of  the  ports  of 

Ireland 
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Ireland  oo  (his  tradt»  fliould  be  entitled  to  the  fanie  advaa^ 
tagcs  of  premium  as  veflels  failing  from  the  poruef  Eng- 
land.      .  . 

The  Chantellor  of  the  Exchequer  reminded  his  hon.  Friend* 
that  as  the  tS^BL  of  bis  motion  would  be,  to  grant  a  bounty 
to  the  ports  of  Ireland,  it  could  not  be  done  confiftetitly 'with 
the  orders  of  the  Houfe.  but  by  an  inftrudfon  foufided  en' 
the  report  of  a  previous  Committee.  No  fu^b  Committee 
could  fit  th^t  day,  but  his  hou.  Friend  wofild  haif  e  en  oppor- 
tunity of  moving  for  it  the  next  day,  fliould  he  think  propei^ 
fo  to  do. 

Mr.  Lee  f  heo  confented  to  withdraw  his  motion,  and  tbeF 
bill  was  ordered  to  b&  engrofled. 

Captain  cochrane's  memorial^ 
The  Chancelhr  of  the  Exchequer  remitided  the  Houfe  of  hw 
having  the  preceding  day  given   notice  of>  his  intention  t<l 
move  for  difcharging  the  order  that  had  palTed  during  his 
abfence  tq  an  early  part  of  the  day,  for  the  produdion  of 
the  memorial  delivered  in  to  the  Board  of  Admiralty  by  thd 
hon.  Captain  Cochrane,   on  the   17th   of  January,  I7$9» 
He  owned  that  he  was  much  furprifed  at  fuch  a  motion  hav- 
ing paffed,  without  any  notice  having  been  given,  according 
10 -the  received  pradice  and  ufage  of  the  Houfo,  dn  any  fub-  * 
jeft  vrhich  might  be  made  the  foundation  of  fotne  public 
proceeding.     It  was  true,  the  hon.  and  gallant  Member  corn-* 
munkated  to  him  more  than  he  conceived  himfclfifi titled  to, 
his  wiOi  to  bring  forward  fuch  a  motion.     I  tvtflied  for  time 
to  inquire  into  the  fubjedt,  arfd  probably  it  was  my  filence 
which  induced  him  to  propofe  the  motion  fo  fuildenly.    Had 
the  hon.  Member  ftated  the  grounds  of  his  motion,  it  muft 
have  appeared  to  be  of  fuch  a  nature  as  could  not  have  paf- 
fed without  obje£lion.     Such  a  flatement  would  fhcw,  that 
the  motion  would  throw  an  imputation  on  the  Board  of  Ad- 
miralty and  on  his  Majefty's  late  executive  government,  an<f 
furely  fome  good  reaion   (hould  be  given,  and   feme  parlia-* 
mentary  ground  made  out,  before  the  Houfe  would  counte- 
nance innnnations  againft  fuch  charaflers  as  the  King's  Ad-* 
vocatc  General,  his  Proftor,  and  his  Attorney  General  par- 
ticularly;   as  well  as    a^ainfl  the  whole  of  the  executive 
govern (xient.   He  declared,  that  he  had  had  not  the  lead  com- 
munication whatever  wi  h  the  eminent  perfons  to  whom  he 
alluded,  on  this  rubjc6t,  but  would  move  for  the  order  to  be 
difcharged,  as  being  irregular,  unparliamentary,  and  unpre- 
cedented.    Before  he  fat  down,  be  wilhed  to  Itate  one  fad,

C^ptsAvr  C9tilii^knt  (M,'thtLt  tbe'reaffen  which  inddcied 
him  tirft  to  in6im>ffat'  the  Admiralty  waiP,  that  6n*  his  return 
finAn  America,  tn  fbe  year  1'788,  he-eiKjuirdd  intofeveral 
prizes  that  had  been  lent  home,  and  the  refult  was  a  'dii« 
covei7  that  no  atteotion  had  been  |AiU  to  them,  aiAl  tlie 
proper  times  for  taking  ieverai  prclceedings  TufFer^<t  to 
eldpfe.  One  veilel,  wjiufe  cargo  was-'ftfltted  at.l7;000l« 
was  condemned  for  the  King.  The  condemnation  wiB  ap^ 
pealed  againft,  and  he  found  the  Kiffg'B  proSor  a£Hog  for 
the  appellants,  which  precluded  hiib£rDia»  effectually:  {iVo- 
fecuting  bis  claiai.  Ue  tlien,  he.ikldvxy^oyened.'a  meeting 
of  naTH I  officers,  Md'dfterwarda.a-gOBsral  meeting'^  tbe 
Crown  and  Ancbfir,  to  whom  l>&'<xi4dc  •»  addrefs,  aceaai«> 

f^nied  wiili  refalutionSj  wtiiclt  wei-ei  uaaoimoufly  ^oted* 
n  the  addrefs  it  was  ftated,  that  tberQwere  100  failof  cap«» 
tured  vcffela  defende<J  in  tlie  Cpi^Xt^^^f  Admiralty,  by  the 
King's  pro£lor.  Xhe|e,  were  i  50  mere  In  the  fame  fixation* 
which,  by  this  fort  of  .management,  were  loft  t^  the  proc* 
tors.  Allowing  Uiem.one  hundred  pounds  fos  e^cb  of 
them,  would  pro^ucetbe  fum  of  2f5,pool»  a  fmall'c^lcuUi* 
tion  indeed^  wben  he  confidered  that  for  tlie  coils  of  five 
captures  of  hi5»  in  the xonderooation  of  which  he  was  de- 
feated, be  was  obliged  to  pay  17,6qu1.  The  real  value  of 
the  J 03  captuj7^3  could  not  be  lefs  than  a  million  and  a  half^ 
or  two  millions  flerlinj^,  and  th^  defence  of  moft  of  them 
was  cundu£^cd  by  the  lecret  agents  of  the  King's  prodior, 
who  was  thus  keeping  both  the  profecution  and  defence  in 
his  own  hands,  and  facriiicing  the  interefts  of  the  Britifh 
navy  to  his  private  emolument ;  for  furely  the  intereft  of 
the  navy  muft  be  very  indifferently  attended  to,  when  ene» 
xnies  of  the  country  found  it  their  intereft  to  employ  the 
King's  civil  officers  to  defend  them  a^ainfl  the  claims  of 
the  officers  of  his  navy.  Finding,  belaid,  tlwt  the  noble 
Lord  at  the  head  of  the  Admiralty  would  not  fland  by  him 
on  tliat  occafion,  he  was  refolved  to  fland  or  fall  by  whut 
he  had  done.  To  put  the  Houfe  the  better  in  poffefiion  bf 
his  memoiiul,  he  would  take  the  liberty  of  reading  it  as  a 
part  of  his  fpecch.  It  began  by  dating,  that  the  officers  of 
his  Maj<;fty's  navv  were  obliged  to  employ  the  King's  proc- 
tors exclufively,  in  the  prosecution  of  their  claims

Capt.  C^chi^^ne  then  faid,  that  ^itli  the  permiffidn  'e(f  tbt 
Houfe,  "he  would  proceed  to  read  Aieh  extraAs-ag^pp^atei 
to  hihi'  neceflkry  for  the  better  information  of  the  Moofel 
Commenting  on  his  extrads  as  he  went  on^'  he  faid  he  w^s 
ob1igid-to  pay  i^^jfii\.  for  theex^pences  fot  loflesof  V4flel$ 
in  the  Court  of  Appeals.  This>  ic  aHiftbeaUorwed,  wast 
great  deal  of  moneyi  his  pocket  felt  it ;  but  the  King'^  proc- 
tor went  on  always  a&ingagainft  his  Majefty's  otficers.  Ho 
had  a  \ift  (Vvhich  he'produced)  of  ^otcaufes,  in  whkh  the 
King's  prodor  appeared  againft^he  intetiiilis  *of  the  navy; 
He  was  glad  that  an  enquiry  wiis  feton  foot  imo  ihtfTiefa-* 
riou^  proceedings  of  the  cudbmsvfor  hiJhad  fnlRf^^dcauch  by 
them.  The  cuftotns  anU  th«?  other  boards  knew  v^t^  wdl 
how  to  fticic  together ;  but  the  offiCefs  of  the  tiavy  hhd  never

"  He  conipliitied  that  the  officers  had  nt»  wiilof  their  owit. 
That  the  prodors  and  their  feCret  a^nts  ted  them  Into 
whatever  bifls  and  expences  the^  p4eafddy  whkh  they  wera 
obliged  to  pay*4  tindthus  was  the  money  taken  ^ut  of  their 
pockets.  What  fccurity,  upon  any  purification' ihade,  could 
the  6Sicers  have,  that  the  pro<^or^  did  not  retain  the  fam^ 
fecret  agents  ftill  ?  All  he  wifhcd  was,  that  in  whatever  bid 
tnay  be  brought  in,  the  Houfe  would  guard  their  rntiereds  ra 
future,  and  let  them  ptit  up  with  the  lofles  they  had  hitherto 
fuOained.  The  objed  of  his  memorial,  and  all  he  wanted 
from  it,  was,  that  ihcy  may  be  permitted  to  choofe  their  owt> 
agents;  or  if  they  fhould  be  obliged  to  employ  the-  King'« 
pro£lors,  the  Time  pro<5lors  Ihould  be  Confined  to  that  fervice,* 
and  nm  allowed  to  ztX  both  for  them  and  againft  ihem*  He 
concluded  witH  fayiTig,  *^  Thmigh  people 'talked  much  of

Dr.  Launnce  faid,  that  it  'Wotild  be  very  much  -  to  his  in- 
divldtial  intered,  that  the  noble  and  gallant  ofBi^er  Aouki 
f\icceed  in  his'objeft,  but  he  feared  tiie  memorial'Was  fuch 
as  the  Houfe  could  not  coftfent  to  receive.

In  rpcakjiigof  the  effe£l  of  .memorials,  he  would  puta  fupr 
pofed  C9kf  and  imagine  that  a  memorial  (hould  be  prefented 
by  fome  foreign  Rate  comp^lainring  ihat.a  Britilh  officer  coiii'- 
poandingoii  a  (lation»  had  thrpwn  as  it  were  a  drag-nei^cwi^ 
the  fea  to  haul  io  eyeiy  veflici  that  (hould  come  in  his  way  ; 
fuppofi^.that  foreign  (late  (hould'  complain  of  the  injuripuf 
laches,  and  incoovenienQies  it /experienced  from  fuch  cond4id» 
be  YioxAA  leavciit  to  tb9Candpur  of  the  hon.  {ind  gallant 
officer  t^imfislff  to  fay  whether,  wi1h94.it  furrhftsr  eniquiryi 
fuch  chai|;cs,j(o|^uidK^  in:a  b^r^ipf  n^oiial,  ou^ht^^be  takj^n 
as  fufficiont  ground  of  accufation  ?  But  taking  the  fubjecl  on 
its  fpecial  merit vhe  contended,  that*  according  to  the  gallant 
officer's.ftatement  gl  his  own  cafe,  he  (hould  have  fpiti  mote 
than  he/lid|  for  he*  had  a  right  to  be  charged  with  tthe.iiiHFei)' 
as  weU  .as  |he  .w.earing  and  damages  06  the  cargoes  of  the 
ihip  Gi/riT's/OtiiKhieh  hedetaiiurdi  and  which  had  been  reilored 
without' any. :fl^peal»  as  having   been  clearly  proved  to  bq 
American  property.     He  aifured  the  hon.  olFicer  that  it  rcr 
i^uired.a-good  deal  of  diflEculty  and.  addrefs  to  favf  all  thefo 
ex^nces  ofl  the  occafioo  he  alluded  to«     He  did  )i)ot  feem  ici 
know  that  the  fubje^  of  his  complaint  was  always,  and  muft 
aver  be,,  interwoven  with  the  policy  and  juftice  of  a  country 
wbicb.was  mindful  of  the  laws  and  e(fabli(hed  rights  of  na* 
^kms.     The  general  officers  he  complained  of  had  duties  tu 
pcuform  and  ftfotedion.to  afford  to  the  rights  of  neutral  na« 
tionSf  an  well  as  to  our  own  officers,  if  we  wifbtBd  to  avoid  be* 
ing  involved  asaggreflTors  in  wars  which  .might  even  threaten 
our  exjftence.     The  appeals  of  neutral  veiTels  mnft.  be  pur- 
fued  by  his  Majefty's  officcrst  and  it  had  often  been  a  fubjedl 
of  complaint  amongfi  thefe  neutrals  that  our  own  officers  had 
the  monopoly  in  their  poviFer  of  all  the  qualifications  which 
kd  the  ci own  officers  to  their  eminent  fitiiationF.     The  hun. 
CSentleman  complainedi  that  on  his  return  from  AmcHrica,  h« 
fotind  that  fome  prQce€din^s  had  been  taken  without  hia 
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jcnowtedge,  and*  ot|i€'r9  bad  been  omHte4« '  Thefts  otniflion% 
however,  he  beiieted  would  be  found  unavoidable  and  proper « 
and  ars  to  the  proceedings  takeni  it  was  fufficienc  ihat  notice 
had  been  ferved  upon  the  agents ;  for  it  would  bt  bard  i«i. 
deed»  if  nfcutral  veifets  under  claim,  were  to  Wdit  rill  perfo- 
nal  notices  could  be  ferved  on  officers,  in  all,  and  even  the 
tnoft  diRant  quarters  of  the  world.  As  to  the  charges  of 
corrtiptKMi  and  fecret  agency  brought  forward  againft  fooic 
moft  refpeAable  Gentlemen,  he  need  only  fay,  that  it  was 
not  in  their  power  to  be  exennpt,  even  if  thiey  had  the  diC 
p<>ritinD ;  for  the  proSors  were  only  ibe  channeb  thrbugh 
which  a  cafe  came  in  the  fird  inftance^  and  was  afterwards 
brought  befoftf  the  council,  when  their  fundions  altogether 
Ceafed.  ,  .

'ilic'  Speaker  bepged  Captain  Cochrane  would  confine 
biinfelf  to  explain  the  particulars  contained  in  tbe  p^peis; 
and  not  reply  to  the  arguments  uicd  by  the  lK)n,  Membet 
who  fpoke  laft. 

Captain  (  ochran^  then  faid  a  few  words  in  explanatiuo.   .

'  The  Chmcelhr  of  the  Exchequer  faid,  he  did  not,  when  hai^ 
made  the  motion^  entertain  any  other  opinion  than  that  iho 
appeal  did  not  red  upon  parliamentary  ground,  therefore  di(^ 
not  fee  why  it  (bouM  nut  be  difcharged. 

Sir  IVilliam  ScaU  fpoke  in  behalf  of  the  King's  proflor,  and 
th^.*pro<;eedings  which  took  place  relative  to  the  prize  caufes^ 
He  obfcrved,  that  thofe  who  turned  cut  to  be' their  own 
lawyers  frequently  found  themfelves  deficient  in  ta-lents*  ^ 
greater  fyAem  of  juflice  had  never  )exl(led.in  any  tribunaU 
than  in  that  wherein  the  prefent  pomplaints  were  deprived ;  ^ 
complaints  which  ipight  create  fufpicion  in  weak  minds,  to 
the  injury  of  refpeSable  perfons.

Suppose 
cv«n  vbere  had  bsen  an  undue  intereft  ufed,  there  i^ere  other 
means  of  redrefs  than  an  appeal  to  the  Houfeof  Commons* 
H  a  gtsnthsman  found  his  attorney  had  overcharged  his  bill, 
he  c^uld  j)o(  i^earoAably.  make  appeal  to  Parliament ;  there 
were  cdhtr  ways^to  pr^tcure  juftice,  and  jtiftice  in  all  in- 
ftances  would  imdoubtedty  be  found,  if  properly  fought  for. 
Wa«  the  hon.  Member  to  bring  in  a  bill  >ike  a  taylor*$  bill, 
and  beg  the  Houfe  to  cut  the  fame  fhort  with  tl>eir  (hears  f 
Thr  hon.  Mctnbcr  had  complained  much  refpecting  the  vcf- 
felsealled  the  BJack  ych^and  Poor  Jack  ;  he  had.  only  to  fay 
on  that  point,  that  it  they  had  proceeded  longer  than  they  di^ 
i»'tho«b(ifiacfs  refpeding  ihofe  veflfels,  there  w<>uid  have  been 
added  fomc  feet  more  in  length  to  the  hon.  Member's  bill. 
He  wasXurprifcd  that  a  pcffon  pofleifed  of  the  fenfe  which 
he  knew  the  hon.  Member  was,  fhould  have  doubted  the  ho* 
Doi>r  M\i  juAice  of  fuch  a  refpedlable  Court.     If  the  hon. 
Mctnbcr  vi^as  not  fafe  in  their  hands,  in  what  hands  wai 
fcfetT'ta  be  found?  He  obferved  that  he  (houid  difmifs  the 
fubj^  with  giving  a  piece  of  advice  to  the  hon.

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Colonel  Ba/turJ  (Mj  \f  the  hon.  Memb^  could  p^ove 
there  badbeen  a  collurion,  every  perfoA  Wha^iad  be^n  aoccf4 
Ciry  to  the  fame  ought  to  bfc  dlfftiiired  from  his  Majcftjit*!

The  Houfe  having  refolved  itfelf  into  a  Committee, 

The  Secntarf  ai  War  then  proceeded  to  propofe  his  amend* 
ments,  many  of  which  were  merely  verbal.  In  the  claufe 
which  empowered  the  deputy  lieutenant  to  regulate  the  num- 
ber of  men  to  be  raifed  by  the  hundred^  he  propofed  an 
aiBeiKiment,  thepufport  of  which  was,  that  in  mstkin^  thefe 
r^ulations,  .doe  regard  (hould  be  had  to  the  number  of  vo- 
lunteers raifed  by  the  hundred^  which  was  adopted.  He 
alfo  prapoTed;  among  the  exemptions  granted  to  volunteer 
corps,  ta  iiffert  'the  4ionouraMo  the  artillery  company  of* 
London,  which  was  agreed  to. 

^Mr.  0^ riiF^K obferved,  that  hethought  there  was  fome- 
tbiif  uniur  in-^e.pUn  adoptedrefpcAing-the  accepting  of 
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the  fen^ices  of  vokinieer  corps.  Some  time  sgb  OaTemmeni 
intimated  their  intention  of  accepting  offeraof  lervice  ivmn 
volanteer  corpse :  lo  conference  of  that  imimattofH  feveral 
oiFers  of  fervice  had  been  made,  fomex>f  which  hadtreeti  ae4 
cepled»>and  to  others  no  anfwer  had  yet  been  given  He  thought 
that  ali  thofe  corps  that  oiFcred  their  fervices  upon  theanvi* 
tatioB  of  Government,  and  upon  the  terms  that  they  ihoulcL 
be  exempt  from  ballots,  were  oowentttied  to  tivpfeeiceinp-^ 
tions,  provided  xheir  offer  of  fervice  was  previaufr.to'the  zad 
of  June,  aod  he  accordingly  propo&d  an  aisurndment  to  thae 
efFefl. 

Tlie  Chancilbr  •ftht  Exchequer  faid»  it  was  miiieceflary  to- 
repeat  the  arguments  which  had  been  urged  lo  fltcw  the  im« 
propriety  of  extending  the  'exemptions  beyond  ihofe  who 
had  adually  been  enrolled  before  the  sradof  Jaoe.'  to  point 
of  fadt^  the  offsrs  of  fervice  wer«  fo  numevoys,  that  if  k'hey 
had  all  been  accepted,  the  number  of  exemptions  wctild  have 
been  enormoos,  and  would  have  confequcnily  tbrowira- greats 
additional  burden  upon  other  perfons.  It  was  to  avoid  throw>* 
ing  this  additional  burden  upon- the*  people,  thatimny'  oC 
tfaofe  offers  were  not  aocepred,  till  the  pleafure  of  PafUament 
was  known  upon  the  fubjedl.  He  therefore  hoped  that  the- 
Gornmittee  would  adhere  to  its  former  refolutions  on  this* 
fl»bjedb 

Ur,  Laurenee  fupported  the  amendment  which  had  been* 
propofied,  and  faid  it  would  be  hard  if  ihofe  corps  whohad^* 
upon  the  invitatinn  of  Government,  made  offers  of  fervice* 
upon  the  terms  held  out  by  Government^  ihould  now  have 
their  fenrtces  accepted  upon  very  different  and  lefs  advanta** 
geoua  terms. 

The  ChancelUr  of  the  Exchequer  denied  ihat  any  offer  of 
exemption  from  the  prefent  levy  was  held  out  when  the  offer 
was  made  to  accept  the  iervices  of  volunteer  corps»  becaufc,^ 
in  point  of  fadl,  this  meafore  was  nor  then  altogether  ii» 
contemplation.  .     *. . 

General  G^^n^difapproved.of  the  amendment*  and  faid,* 
that  inftrad  of  exteodirigthe  exe(nptit}ns,  he  fiBouid^widt  to; 
fire  them  narrowed*  >.'/ 

•  %\T  JVs  Getaj  dated  the  cafe  of  (ome  perfons  bek>ngaig*co* 
a  corpr  under  his  command,  who  had  uSertid  their  fismioe^' 
farforo  the  time  limited  by  this  bill^  though  in  faA  the}'  had 
not  been  regularly  enrolled*  > 

Mr.  Pin  faid,  that  -in' his  opinioRv  perfotis  wfaofe  feniices 
iskd  been'  accepted  fiace.  thts^qieafape  :bc|dbeeis  amuioaced,. 

wers 
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were  not  inlitlcd  to  exemption,  more  efpecially  as  the  Itmt- 
Uiioniiad  Been  extended  to  the  22d  of  June,  inftead  of  the 
i6thi  which  was  orijginaliy  propofed.     He  dtd  not  Tee  there<^ 
fore  any  ground  that  could  be  urged  for  the  exemption  of 
rbofe  who  had  not  been  enrolled  previous  to  the  22d  of  June. 
The  zeal  of  the  hon.  Baronet  for  the  corps  under  his  com* 
in:tnd^did  him  great  honour,  but  he  was  fure  he  would  not 
wi(b  to  extend  exemptioiis  in  a  way  that  would  be  produc- 
tive of  great  inconvenience.     He  could  not  believe  that  any 
perfons  entered  into  volunteer  corps  to  fave  themfelves  from 
the  effed  of  this  ballot ;  on  the  contrary,  he  was  fure  i)iat 
ifac  fame  fpirit  which  led  them  to  make  an  oflTer  »f  their  per- 
funal  fervice,   would   induce  them  to  contribute  in  every 
other  way  to  the  raifing  of  a  force  ncceiTary  for  the  fecurtty 
of  the  kingdom.     If  the  Houfe  were  to  go  on  and  give  way 
to  all  the, applications  which  might  be  made,  and  to  keep 
adding,  one  bv  one,  to  the  catalogue  of  exemptions,  they 
would  narrow  the  means  of  obtaining  a  large  regular  and 
trained  force.     He  did  not  mean  that  the  e(tabii(bment.of 
fucb  a  force  would  rentier  the  volunteers  unneceiDry,  but 
they  would  be  neceflary  to  form  a  point  round  which  the 
others  might  rally.     He  hoped  that  offers  of  volunteer  fer* 
vice  wquld^ome  in  to  a  very  great  extent.     He  hoped  they 
would  now  be  invited  to  offer  their  ferviccs,  and  in  obeying' 
that  call,  he  was  fure  they  would  be  aduated  by  that  feeling 
which  mud  govern  the  bread  of  every  Englifhman,  ainl  not 
by  any  view  to  exemption.     1  here  was  not  a  man   in  the 
kingdom  lefs  inclined  to  undervalue  the  fervices  of  the  volun* 
teera  than  be  was;  they  were,  under  Providence,  Tome  time 
ago,  the  great  inf^rument  of  the  falvation  of  this  country., 
A  large  proportion  bf  volunteers,  with  Jefs  of  regular  mili- 
tary force,  would  be  fufficient  to  guard  againR  internal  daii- 
g/er,  but  to  meet  a  foreign  ertemy  tiiey  muft  necefTari'y  adl 
with  a  large  trained  army.     He  was  inclined  to  hope  that  if 
any  exemptions  were  to  be  given  in  future,  it  would  not  be 
tillaTicr  the  general  ballot  was  over.    It  might  then  be  ad- 
vifable  to  exempt  them  from  the  baVlots  upon  a  fmaller  fcale^ 
which  would  be  neceflary  to  fill  up  deficiencies ;  and  even 
thar.exemptton  he  hoped  would  not  be  given  without  an  en- 
gagement, more  ftriA  than  thofe  which  were  now  entered 
iftto,  and  that  ibe;period  pf  their  fervice  (hould  be  defined;

With  regard  to  the  cafe  ftat^a  by 
his  hon.  reYation  (Mr.  Wynne)  bethought  thofe'corps  fO 
vhofe  wiFers  of  fervice  no  anTwei*  hacl  been  returi\ed|  (hould 
not  now  be  held  to  thctfe  offers,  but  that  they  (hould  bd  at 
liberty  to  make  their  offer  again. 

The  Chancellor  "o/the  Exchequer  faid,  he  perfectly  cotic'ur- 
red  in  the  propriety  of  what  had  fallen  from  his  rfght  honi 
Friend.  He  was  of  opinion  that  thofe  corps  alluded  t6 
(hpuld  not  be  held  to  their  former  offers  of  fervice>  that  an 
opportunity  (htHiId  be  given  to  them  to  rene^  thofe  offer?  if 
Iney  thought  proper,  but  without  the  fmalleft  impiitatioi) 
upon  them  if  they  (hould  not  think  it  right  to  renew  their 
offers. 

A  (hort  converfation  then  took  ptacfe  '  rcfpefling  the 
ejtaft  terms  upon  which  exemption  was^rant^dto  vpiutit'ee/ 
corps.  ' 

•  The  Secretary  at  War  fa  id,  the  exenipfions  were,  as  fol- 
lows: Fifft,  with  regard  to  the  corps;  that  they, extended 
to  thofe  Corps  whofe  fervices  had  been  regtilarly  accepted 'IiV 
his  Majefty  before  the  22d  of  June  ;  with  regard  to  indm- 
diials,  he  propofed  that  they  (hould  extend  to  thofe'  who  had 
oflered  their  fervices«  and  had  been  accepted  and  adually  in* 
rolled  before  the  22d  of  Jun«»  which  was  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  at  War  took  an  opportunity  of  giving  no- 
ticfy  that  he  would  very  foon  moVe  for  leave  to  bring  in  a 
bill  to  mak^  fortie  r^ulations  refp^iiig  volunteer  aiid 
yeomanry  corps,  and  for  the  purpofe  of  billeting  them,' 
ticl  ' 

Mr.  Sturget  faid,  he  did  not  think  that  thofe  ^ho  offisred^ 
their  fervices  in  cafe  of  infafion  were  ihtitled  to  exemptioii/. 
becaufe  in  cafe  of  tnvafton  the  King  could  by  law  cotxiciiahd 
the  fervices  of  cveryman. 

The  Secretary  at  War  propofed  to  infert  the  words,  •  In- 
vafioit)  or  appearance  of  Invafion.'-  He  alfo  obfervrd;  that* 
ft)thOugh  he  was  fure,  in  cafe  of  invadon,  the  volunteers 
would  be  anxious  to  be  led  forward  to  itieet  the  enemy,  yet 
itrwotild  be  fufficient  if  thofe,  particularly  in  large  tdwhj^,* 
HTOuld  forth  the  garrifons  of  thofe  towns,  becaufe  if  the  vo- 
lunteers were  marched  out,  it  would  be  neceffary  to  re-place 
ihrm  with  other  troops. 

General' Ttfr/tV^ff  Xaid,  the  volunteers  wotfid  be  of  the  hioft 

efl^Otial 
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eflential  fervice  in  the  way  alluded  fo  by  the  Secretary  ac 

'  WaCf  biccaufe  it  wopid  finable.  Ms  MajeQy  to  employ 
the  whole  of.  the  regular  aad  militia,  force  agajnft  the 
enemy. 

The  Secretary  at  War  obferved,  that  it  was  oectflary  to 
mark  diflindly  that  the  men  raifed  by  virtue  of  this  a^^  and 
drafted  into  any  of' the  old  regiments,  (hould  not  be  (enl  oiK 
of  the  limits  of  the  fervice  prefcribed  by  the  a£l,  unfoCfthey 
choFe  to  volunteer.  He  therefore  propofed  att  amendmenr. 
to  the  eiFed  that  bis  Majefty  (hould  be  empowered  to  draft 
tbemintu  any  exifling  regiments  appointed  to  ferve  wiihia 
tbe.prercrih(:d.lia)it5.,  » 

.    Col.  Craufurd  urged  jhe  neceflity  of  •  filling  op  the  .regi<» 
sn^otS;  of'the  line.  .         , 

The  Secretariat  ^^^obferved,  that  thefe  men  couMonly 
be  placed  in  regiments  .whofc  fervices  were  liiiiited  t^Qreat 
BrHain  and  Ireland,  Guernfcy  and  Jerfey/ 
c  Mr*  Sheridan  objeSed  to*  any  queftioTi  being  put  to  men 
(hi|sdirp9fed.of»as4e  whether  they  were  willing  to  voluoteei 
for  general  fervice/ ' 

Mr^  PittC^idt  it  was  neceflary  that  it  (hould  be  diftinflly 
pofJcr%>od  that  wbjifi  any  regiments  remainedi  of  which  any 
of  the  perfons  enrolled  under  this  ad  for  limited  fervice  form^ 
eda  part,  thofe  regiments  could  not  be  fent  upon  general  fer<» 
yice.  He  wi(^ej[,.  however,  that  in  cafe  his  Majefty  want- 
ed any  pf  tjhoiq  regiments  for  general  fervice,  <hal  his 
Majefty  might. have  the  option  of  either  taking  out  from 
fiyich'  regiments  the  regular  foldiers,  afid  placing  them,  in 
another,  or  tajcwg-dut  the  new  levies.  Perhaps  it  wai* 
better  to  comf^leto.iOur  home  defence,  jn.  preference  to  hav* 
ing  any  foreign'  ibrpe,  and  if  fo  it  would  be  pcrbaptbettcr  to  fillr 
up  all  the  regiments  of  the  line,  even  at  the  rilK  of  chaining 
them'  down  to  limited  fervice  fdt^  cdrt^in  time»  He  was 
juftified  in  fiippofipg  that  meafures  would  fliortiy  be  brOiigllt 
torward  for  the  .bfcftqr  /ecruiijng  of  the  regular  fervice.  Re*. 
cruiting  was  not  neceflfarily  impeded  by  the  continuance  of  ai 
balloft,  as  experience^ had  (hewn,  and  particularly  with  re* 
fpe£l:  to  the  guards  and.ihe  cavalry,  the  latter  of  which  he  did' 
Qot  think  was  at  ihe^  prefent  moment  proportiooably  ade-r* 
quate  to  the  number  of  our  infantry.  He  had  the  moft  fao- 
guine  hopes  that  by  thus  augmenting  otu  force,  the  foun* 
datioo  would  be  Ifiid  for  the  mod  vigorous  efforts  abroad,  by/ 
which  he  hoped^,  afier  repelling  the  immediate  attemptsi 
of  the  enemy,  that  we  (hould  make  that  retura  whick 
the  prefuqipiiion'  of  that  eottny  deferved.  lu  reference  to 
.     .  what 
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what  he  had  at  firfl  mentioned,  he  wiflied  $n  amendment  to 
'be  made  iQ  enable  his  Majefty  to  reiji6ve  the  men  ralfcd  under 
this  ad  from  one  regiment  or  battalion  to  another. 

The  Chancfltor  of  the  Exchequer  ftated,  that  meafures  had 
hi^  taken  wiihin  the  laft  twenty- four  hours,  for  the  more 
efFeftually  recruiting  the  two  branches  of  the  army  alluded  to 
by  his  right  boh.  Friend,  namely  the  guards  and  the  cavalry^ 
and  that  the, recruiting  for  general  fervice  was  no\v  going  oa 
with  more  fpaccfs  than  for  many  months  paft. 
•  After  fome  obfervations  from  Colonel  Craufurd,  Mr. 
Frankland,  General  Taileton,  Dr.  Laure net,  and  General 
'Gafcoyne, 

Mr.  Sheridan  repeated  his  objed ion  to  any  queftioit  being 
pi>t  to  perfons  enrolled  under  this  a£l>as  to  whether  they  were 
willing  to  enlift  for  general  fervice. 

Mr.  Pitts  on  the  contrary,  thought  it  would  be  the  bcft  way 
to  have,  fixed  days  of  mufter,  on  which  the  commanding  offi- 
cer fhonld  propofc,  at  the  head  of  the  regiment,  that  thofe  whp 
Were  willing  to  volunteer  for  general  fervice  ihould  come  for* 
ward.  ', 

The  amendment  propofed  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  as 
well  ;^s  an  amendment  propofed  by  Mr.  Pitt,  Was  then 
agreed  to. 

On  the  fubjeft  of  enabling  themen  to  be  raifedundenhis  bill 
to  enlifi  into  the  line,  a  Iqng  converlation  took  place,  which 
was  fupportcd  by  Mr.  Pitt,  Mr.  Sheridan,  Mr.  Sturges,  Geri. 
Gafcoync,  Mr.  Bragge,  the  Seci^tary  at  War,  and  hianjr 
other  Members* — Colonel  Wellefley  wi(hed  the  claufe  toex- 
prefs  the  royal  regiment  of  artillery,  which  produced  a  very 
long  Converfation  between  the  above  hon.  Gentlemen  and 
many  others,' which  terminated  on  the  Chancellor  of  the  Ex« 
chequer  tnttmating  a  wilb  that  his  Majefty's  power  to  ac« 
xept  the'voluntary  fervices  of  thefemen  might  remain  unfet* 
tererf  by  any  fpecific  words,  that  the  liberty  of  enlifting  into 
his  Majefty's  fervice  in  the  line  ihould  be  general,  and  that 
there  (hould  bs  a  perfed  underdanding,  that  the  leave  ofen-^ 
lifting  uiider  the  bill .  fhould  extend  to  that  of  going  into  the 
royal  regiment  of  artillery. 

.   The  hon.  Captain  Cochrane  advifcd  the  Houfe  to  be  very 
careful  not  to  overlook  the  marines,  a  body  of  men  without 
whofe  aid  it  was  impofflble  for  this  country  to  cxift  in  fecu-, 
rity,  and  he  wifhed  the  nomber  of  men  conftituting  that  part 
of  our  force  to  be  much  cncreafed. '

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Several*  clau'fes  were  brought  up  by  the  Secretary  at  W», 

providing  for  the  mode  of  raifing  men  in  the  Cinque  Portf, 

and  Tower  Hamlets,  and  for  various  other  purpofea*  which 

^^ivere  all  agreed  to  ;  after  which  the  Comouttee  went  through 

the  "bill.     The  report  was  received  immediately. 

The  Secretary  at  fVar  obferved,  that  after .  the  long  and 
minute  confideration  this  bill  had  received^  and  after  the  con-^ 
vidion  of  the  Houfe  had  been  expreflcd,  as  indeed  the  coun- 
try felt  that  difpatch  was  an  effcntial  part  of  the  plan,  the 
Houfe  would,  he  hoped,  think  it  proper  to  agree  at  once  to 
all  the  amendments  made  to  the  bill  in  the  Committee^  z\A 
ordejr  ;h2^  the  bill  be  cngrofTed.

Tti'e  order  of  the  day  being  read  for  the  Houfe  to  go  into  a 
Cotnmittoe  of  Supply,  Mr.  I.  H.  Browne  moved,  that  the 
third  report  of  the  Committee  upon  the  furvcy  of  the  Scotch 
Highlands  ihould  .be  referred  to  the  faid  Committee.  Oj^ 
llcredf,  and  thp  Houfe.  rqfolved  itfelf  into  a  Committee* 

Mr.  /,  //•  Brwotu  then  faid«  that  after  the  long»  arduous»and 
important  difcuflion  which  had  already  occupied  the  attention 
bf  the  Houfe,  he  (hould  not  trefpafs  tcdioufly  or  unneceflarily 
ipon  their  patience,  but  Ibould  as  (hortly  as  poflible  call 
their  attention  to  the  objeds  of  the  motion  he  intended,  to 
have  the  honour  of  fubmitting  to  the  Committee  ;  for  how* 
ever  important  the  obje£t  of  preparation  for  public  defence, 
and  the  mod  important  he  woqld  allow  it  was,  yet  it  (hould 
fiot  ftiperTede  the  neceflity  of  attention  to  the  internallmprove- 
ments  of  the  country ;  efpeciaily  thofc  improvements  which  had 
ifte  (Irongeft  tendency  to  cultivate  and  prefervelhe  ftrengtfat  the 
refoitrces,  and  wealth  of  the  country.  Already  had  the  Hoale 
voted  to  his  Majedy's  difpofal  a  fum  of  2b,oooK  for  the  pur* 
pofe  of  opening  roads  and  ereding  bridges  in  the  Highlaiub 
of  Scotland,  and  thereby  facilitating  the  intercourfe,  impxor* 
ing  the  agriculture,  aiding  the  fi(heries,and  opening  the  inlets 
lor  improvements  in  the  manufaQuret,  commerce,  and  wealth 
of  that  important  jpart  of  the  United  Kingdom  from  which  this 
elnpire  derived  fo  much  of  its  (Irength,  and  from  whence  fi» 
xoany  iavinciblq  regimeaU  were  from  time  tp  lioiMrayD/or 

th« 
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the  defence  olFthe  country.  The  meafure  which  he  had  now  ib 
propofe  was  to  follow  up  the  former^  and  which  was  not 
only  of  the  utmoft  importance  to  that  part  of  Great  6/itain, 
but  to  the  commerce  of  every  part  of  the  United  Empire,  Ire- 
land as  well  as  this  ifland. 

From,  the  third  report  of  this  Committee  upon  the  High- 
land Survey,  of  which  he  had  the  honour  to  be  chairman,  and 
which  report   was  now  upon  the  table,   the  Commlt4ee  w«s 
already  apprifed  that  the  proje£l  to  which  he  alluded  was  the 
opening  of  a  navigable  canal  acrofs  the  Highlands  of  Scot- 
lam),   from  the  Eaftern  to  the  \ye(lern  Sea*     The  projed 
snight  at  iirft  appear  not  only  arduous,  but  impraSicable  ; 
but  it  appeared  upon  a  minute  furvey,  that  though  the.  trad 
through  which  this  canal  was  intended  topafs,  was  extrertiely 
onountainous,  yet  there  was  a  chain  of  deep  valleys  to  favour 
the  operation,  and  thefe  containing  in  the  line  of  59  miles 
(which  was  to  be  the  extent  of  the  navigation  from  fea  to 
fea),    thirty-eight   mile;  of  lakes  of  unfathomable  deptH, 
and  capable  of  naviga'ing  the  largeft  (hips  in  thet1avy'6f 
England.     The  rematnii^g  line  to  be  artHxcially  cut,'  was 
about  21  miles,  which  it  was  purpofedtomake  20  feet  de^p» 
and  of  a  proportionable  width,  navigable  for  frigates*   This 
work  in  its  operation  would  be  attended  wi^h  much  lefs  dif- 
ficulty,   and  with  infinitely  lets  expenfe,  than  the  Royal 
Junction  and  many  other  canals  cut  thsough  different  parts 
of  this  country  ;  for  the  higheft  point  of  land,  through  which 
this  cut  was  propofed  to  be  ipade,  was  but  ioo,fpet.9Jbpv^ 
the  level  of  the  Tea,  at  high  water-mark.     T^ht  advanMiges 
of  this  meafure,  when  completed,  would  not  only  beof  incaU 
culable  benefit  to  that  part  of  the  United  Kingcjqm,.  but  of 
tbe  utmofl  importance  to  the  commerce  and  naval  operation 
of  the  empire.     It  would  not  only  enfure  without  lifqub^Of 
uncertainty  the  pjffage  of  the  whole  Baltic  and  Norrh  Sea  ttad# 
to  the  Irtfli  Channel  during  the  Summer  months,  and  thai 
probably  in  feven  days,  which,  by  the  prefent  dangerous  na« 
vigation,  round   by  the  Shetlatpd  and  Orkney  iflands,  is  nof 
generally  eifs^Aed  in  lefs  than  a  fortnight  or  three  weeks,  add 
with  the  moil  contrary  wind^,   and  bad  weather,  enfure" in 
twelve  days  that  conveyance,  which,  by  the  old  navigationt 
can  rarely  be  eiFc£tcd,  under  the  fanie  difadvantages,  in  \^b 
than  three  months,  and  this  yirith  the  moH  im»ninent  rifque,^a 
frequently  immenfefors,  not  only  .pf  valuable  fhips  and  car* 
>goes,  but  of  the  invaluable  lives  of  able  Britilh  feamen^^;  an4 
the  whole  expence  may  perhaps  nof  exceed  the  amounl.of  the

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^btks  by  (iifpwfcck  on  the'avcrage  of  the  laft  five  yc^^rs.  A 
projeft  fuch  as  this,  which  would  not  only  enable  this  co^m- 
try  to  carry  on  wifh  linle  or  no  rifle,  and  with  fiich  certaia 
and  extraordinary  cclcriry,  a  commerce  which  now  amounted 
tofoor  millions  annually,  and  muft  enpreafe,  with  all  the  ad- 
vantages this  canal  will  afford,  was  a  projeft  of  fuch  high  na- 
tional importance,  as  induced  him  to  rely  upon  the  prompt 
COtiCfurrence  of  the"  Committee  in  the  motion  he  had  been  in- 
(iruded,  as  Chairman^ of  a  Seleft  Committee,  to  make, 
namely,  that  a  fum  not  exceeding  2o,oool.  be  granted  to  hi$ 
Majef^y  for  the  purpofe  of  opening  the'  faid  navigation  by  the 
way  of  Fort  William  and  Invernefs.  The  motion  was 
agreed  xonefn,  con,  and  ordered  to  be  reported  next  day.  *

PAPERS. 

Mir.  William  Dundas  rofe  and  Paid,  that  the  papers,  for 
Which  a  noble  Lord  had  lately  moved,  and  for  the  produc- 
tion of  which  he  had  obtained  an  order,  refpeding  the  carry- 
ing of  corn  coafl^ways  in  Scotland,  could  not,  he  underftooda 
from  the  beft  authority,  be  now  produced.  A  Committee 
was  To  be  appointed  tb  examine  into  this  matter.  He  thercr 
fore  fuggefted  to  the  hon.  Baronet  (Sir  William  PuUeney), 
the  propriety  of  withdrawing  the  order  at  prefent,  and  fixing 
it  for  the  beginning  of  next  feflTion.

ARMY  OF  RESERVt. 

The  Secretary  at  War  moved  the  third  reading  of  the  bHb 
for  railing  40^000  ipen  as  an  additional  force  for  that  part  of 
the  Uj:iited  Kingdom  called  England. 

Mr.  yohnjlon$  rofe,  and  faid,  that  no  man  in  or  out  of 
.that  Houfe,  was  more  difpofed  than  himfelf  to  emplt^  the 
moft  vigorous  efforts^  and  make  the  moft  important  facri- 
fices,  that  might  be  necelTary  for  the  fupport  of  ttfe  honour 
and  independence  of  the  country,  or  more  defirous  to  u(b 
tbe  mod  Aremious  meafures,  than  he  was^  to  weather  thie 
enormoua  and  overgrown  power  of  France.    But,  foMy  im«» 
prefled  as  he  w.as  with  thefe  fentiments,  and  determinell 
as  he  ever  fliould  be  in  that  difpofition^  he  did  not  know 
that  any  exertion^  however  great,  or  any  laorifices  however 
large,  could  place  the  country  in  a  greater  degree  of  fecurity, 
than  it  would  have  been  maintained  in,  had  the  late  peaee 
been  ^pDeferved.  If  there  fliould  appear  to  be  any  force  either 
in  what  he  had  faid,  or  what  he  had  yet  to  add,  it  would 
only  lead  to  give  fome  efFeA  to  the  mediation  which  he  un* 
derftood  to  be  now  offered  through  the  interference  of  the 
Court  of  Ruffia.    What,  he  would  aflc,  were  the  objeds 
which  led  to  the  war?  Oftenfibly,  as  he  underfiood  it,  the 
ebjeAs  were  thefe:  the  annexation  of  Piedmont,  the  inva* 
fiofi  of  Switzerland^  the  demand  of  the  furrender  of  Malta^ 
and  fome  other  points,  which,  however,  appeared  to  be  of  a 
iiiberdinate  nature.    But,  on  a  due  confideration,  howevee 
oenfpicuoua  thefe  points  ftood  in  his  Majefty's  declarationi 
he  was  convinced  that  the  two  firft  at  lead  were  not  the 
gtoiiiKte  of  the  prefenc  ^ar.    On  the  a9th  of  January,  it 
appeared,  ff^  the  papers*  now  on  the  taUe,  that  the  Mi*' 
i^iflemr-efolved  to  conform  to  the  fttpulat ions  of  the  treaty 
of  Amiens,  and  confidered  the  guarantee  of  Ruffia  as  a  jfuffi- 
dent  fecurity  for  Malta.    Nothing  happened  to  alter  their 
minds  or  (bake  their  determination,  from  that  time  till  the 
9tb  of  April,  except  the  miffion  of  Sebaftiani  to  Egypt.    He 
would  not  at  prefeni  a^te,  whether  U  was  or  was  not  that 

fingle 
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fingk  eicctmiAance' that  changed  their  refoFtitionst,  ti<^  (llbfiM 
be  trouble. the  Houfe  with  purfuing  the  whole  traht  of'hego- 
tiatiooy  as  ^hat  was  a  ground  which  had  heed*  very  m«K^h 
travelkd  >9ver  already,     Miniflers  had  affi^ted^  in  rotibd-and 
vnquaitfissd  terms,  that  the  enemy  gave  th^m  fid  ortler  iihef«« 
narivi&bm  the  ceffioi»  of  Ma-lta  or  war^     Th«y'faid,  that 
•vM*lu,  or. war/*  was  the  cry  of  the  French  Mtelftferfr; 
huu  nomithflandtfig  thefe  confident  aflertioftS)  he  had  ho 
'  heFttation  to  maintain  'that  fuch  was  not  the  fa£^.     In  the 
Frejich  note  prefemed:  to  our  Ambaflador  dil  the  9(k   of 
Aprii>  France  offered  to  confent  to  any  ari*angemtnt  tha€ 
would  remier  Malta  independent  both  of  England  andthb 
French  Republic ;  and  on  the  3d  of  May  it  was  propofed, 
on  the  part  of  the  French  Government,  that  the  ifland  ihbuldl 
be  placpd  in  the  hands  of  RufTia,  Auflria,  or  Pruflia.     It 
^ouid   be.  ften,   from  Lord  Whit  worth's  corrcfpoftdeiice^ 
that.the  French  propofed  to  have  this  ifland  furrendcred  ro 
Kulfia  ;  btit  it  was  a  material  and  important  omiflion  in  that 
CQii>inuiucation,  .that  no  paper  was  produced  avowing  the 
re»i4ftis  which  we  afligned  for  refuiing  it.     He  did  not  in- 
^eiKilikn9.iK»  that  any  other  reafon  was  afligned  for  rejeding 
the  proptifal.of  giving  the. place  up  to  Ruflia,  thani  that  it 
WQtfldbe  ineompaubie  with  his  Majeily's  juft  pretenlfiona* 
T^is  inoompatibiiityy  therefore,  with  the  juft  pretenfrens  of 
hi^.MajisUyy  he  was  authorized  to  confider  ^s  the  real  and 
true  ground  of  the  war.     Should  this  pofnion  be  dlfpnted^ 
he.woujdaflcy  whether.,  if  we  had  offered  to  giVe  it  up  at 
that  time  to  Ruifia,   eitlier  provilionally  or  in  perpetuhy, 
that  arrangetnent  might  not  have  been  concluded,  and  the 
prefcnt  rupture  avoided?  The  diflind  offer  ^as  made  in 
Paris,  to  give  up  Malta  to   the  emperor  of  Ruflia,  on  the 
cooipletjon  of  which  the  French  troops  would  be  withdrawa 
frooi  Holland.     Had  the  offer  then  been  accepted,  and  HoU 
larnl  evacuated  by  the  French  troops,  notlring  was  more  pro* 
bable,  than  that  things  would  have-  remained  in  that  (late,  at 
]ea(t  for  tome  time ;  and,  fhouid  they  continue  otit  of  ths 
country  for  two  or  three  years,  it  was  only  reafonable  to  con- 
clude, that  th<  rpirit  of  the  people  would  make  it  extreniely 
difiicijlt  for  them  to  re-enter  it*  afterwards.     He  would  afk»

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was  coniiJered  lobe  dtminiHied  on  accotmt  of  (heexpe nee  of 
.tetainiog  k;  but  fureiy  the  fitne  argument  would  apply 
equally  lo  the  referuiun  of  Majta,  and  m^re  fo  indeed,  for  we 
fliould  then  have  the  fame  ufe  of  it,  while  wc  were  exone^ 
rated  from  ine  expence.  There  was  further  a  principle  of 
pdlicy,  wbicbi  on  thst  occafi  m,  ought  not  to  have  efcaped 
the  notice  of-  his  M'ljefly*?  Minifters.  The  Emperor  of 
Rttffia  had  (hewn  a  great  difpofitton  tuintecf«re  in  the  affairs

4a  behalf  of  the  King  of  Sardinia,  and  retained,  till  very  - 
lately,  a  body  of  troops  in  the  capital  of  Naples.  It  co:iid 
not  be  ftippcyfed,  that  Bonaparte  would  gratuiioufiy  invo'vc 
h«mfclf  in  a  qda^rel  with  To  near  a  neighboar  as  the  RulIiaA 
£0iperor  would  then  be,  or  that  fo  powerful  a  monarch 
.would  not,  at  Malta,  have  been  a  check  upon  his  enterpfites* 
Nay,  Ihould  France  even  renew  its  attempts  againft  c^gjfpt, 
Malta  would  be  of  more  fervice  to  us  in  the  hanJs  of  KuuiA 
•than  in  our  own.  If  it  could  for  a  moment  be  fufpefled,  that 
ftuflta  would  condcfceud  to  play  an  underhand  game,  and, 
ftftcr  getting  pofleflion  of  the  plaice,  turn  it  againft  us,  there 
were  numerous  reafous,  independently  of  the  high  chara^er 
of  that  monarch,  to  diffipate  fiifpicions  (b  injurious  and  un« 
founded.  If  Ruflia  wasdifpofed  to  afliff  the  views  of  France 
againft  our  Indii  poflcflions,  it  had  it  in  its  power  to  give 
Bonaparte  a  more  advantageous  port  in  the  Perflan  Gulph| 
whence  he  could  annoy  us  with  more  effcSt  than  he  pofRbly 
could  from  Malta.  He,  however,  denied,  that  France  could 
enterlairi  ihefe  views  on  India  which  had  been  attributed  to 
it.  .There  was  no  part  of  the  dominions  of  this  country  lefs 
vulnerable,  and  more  out  of  his  reachi  than  our  Eift  IiKiia 
pofleflions.  If  England  itfelf  were  not  lefs  accedible  to  the 
attacks  of  France  than  our  oriental  territories ;  if  Bona* 
parte  could  fucceed  againft  all  the  dangers  and  obftiu£lion0 
which  we  ihould  neceflTarily  oppofe  to  him,  in  conveving 
fufficient  troops,  ftores,  and  ammunition,  in  fafety,  to  tome 
point  of  attack ;  what  refource  after  all  could  he  find  againft  e 
difctplincd  and  experienced  army  of  100,000  men, « and  a  re* 
veniieof  i2,ooo,ocol.  annually  ?  To  elFedt all  that  fuccefs^ 
fully*  would  he  bidding  defiance  toall  human  calculation. 

The  hon.  Gentleman  next  proceeded  to  fpeculate  or  argue 
on  what  was  likely  to  be  the  refult  of  the  prefent  war. 
France  would,  no  deubt,  try  all  me^ins  in  its  power  to  (httt 
us  out  from  alt  the  ports  of  the  continent,  and  would  dr^W. 
JhuflDieraus  and  formidable  bodies  of  troops  to  \i$  eoaftsi  threat  i* 
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eiitng  us'«vhK  invafion«  Of  the  event  of  an  iifvafion  of  this 
country^  ihould  the  enemy  bedefperaie  enough  to  attempt  it« 
he  had  no^  the  fltghtefl  fear  ;  but,  having  loft  the  afFe6)ions  of 
one  part  of  the  people  of  Ireland,  without  conctHxting  the 
other,  the  fttiiation  of  that  country  mnft  be  confidered  at 
dangerous  and  critical.  Upon  that  Aibjed  he  fliould  for- 
bear to  dwell ;  and  would  next  call  the  attention  of  the 
Houfie  td  what  were  our  meansof  annoying  France.  It  feemed 
to  be  agreed  on  all  hands,  that  a  dcfenfive  war  merely  would 
be  rninona  to  the  nation;  and  let  him  now  aflc,  after  we 
(hnald  have  baleen  ftich  Qiip«  as  the  enemy  had  then  at  fea, 
and  beieoihe  pbflTefled  of  tne  colonies,  what  were  our  further 
ntean^  of  offenfive  operations  ?  An  hon.  Gentleman  below 
him  (Mr.  Sheridan),  who  feemed  (Irentious  for  the  war,  had 
not  propofed  any.  B^it  a  noble  Lord  (Temple)  who  feemed 
ilill  more  fanguine,  pointed  out  three  modes:  ill,  A  com- 
blnation  of  the  continental  powers;  2d,  a  dired  attack  by 
this  country  upon  France ;-  and  3dly,  the  iffutng  of  a  declara* 
tinn  againft  the  French  Government.  He  would  Cake  the 
liberry  of  making  a  vexy  few  obfervations  upon  thefe  ttiree 
fabpefui  proje£)s.  As  to  the  firft,  the  only  powers  on  the 
continent  by  which  a  confederacy  could  be  ff)rmed,  were 
Auftria,  Pruflja,  and  Ruffia.  With  regard  to  Aufiria, 
nothing  was  more  plain  than  that  (he  dared  not  enter  into 
any  fnch  alliance;  With  broken  and  difpirited  amues^  de-> 
moUflied  fortifications,  and  deranged  finances,  the  confe* 
quence  to  her  of  a  rupture  would  be,  that  the  empen»r 
would  quickly  behold  the  French  to  th^  heart  of  his  domi*- 
fiions,  perhaps  in  pofleflion  of  his  capital,  and  impofiaieon 
him  a  peace  Infallibly  more  galling,  humiliating,  and  difad* 
vantageous  than  that  to  which  h;  was  laft  war  compelled  co 
fubmir.  Pruflja  would  never  unite  cordially  with  Auftria,  aiKl 
was  as  unable  to  contend  with  France,  without  affiftatice,  as 
the  emperor  himfelf.  And  to  all  this,  it  muft  be  added,  that 
the  dark,  crooked,  and  covetous  policy  of  the  court  of 
Berlin^  would  rather  induce  it  to  forward  than  oppofe  the 
ambitious  defigns  of  the  Fitft  ConfuK  There  remained, 
then,  only  Ruflia  to  which  we  could  pofltbly  look  as  our 
ally ;  but  fuppofing  the  Emperor  of  Ruflia  ever  fo  well  d«f> 
poied  to  co-operate  with  us,  he  could  do  but  little  unfup. 
ported  by  Auflfia  and  Pruflta,  whofe  dominions  were  be« 
tween  him  and  any^  point  of  contad  with  France*  Aod^ 
after  all,  fuppofing  that  diQiculty  to  be  removed,  what  had 
France  to  fioar  from  aa  army  which  muft  have  5C0  miles  of 
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91  di^cule  country  fo  march|.and  ma^y  inSflrvAnijjgpbftaclrs 
fo  ftfrmnont  before  it  could  CQtiie.iQ  the  encouiuor.;  and.  the 
^me  embarralTinent  in  the  v»ray  of  reinfarccmcnts  ?,  Thus 
fhen  were  we  reduced  to  our  own  military,  efforts  again(l 
France.  The  hvn.  Secretary  at  War  had  Caid,'  thai  France 
bad  vulnerable  points.  Hr  would  a(k  hjm  where  were  ihofc 
vulnerable  puims  ?  [J  liughfrfim  /A  •  tr^afury  htn^h,  j ,  pen,- 
tlcmen,  he  Citd»  inighji  divert  themfJveii  if  they  pleaiedy  hvX 
he  believed  they  would  find  ihecbf^^iv^s  at.a  l<ir&.tjO,^ef/crtbe 
any  means  we  could  have  of  a  dirptl  attack.  .He  iVvpuld  even 
defy  the  Hon  Secretary  ix  W^r,  fuppofing  his  50,000  dif- 
pofable  men  to  be  now  in  readinefs,  to  find  a  Tu;gle  poiat 
where  he  could  place  thefe  troop9»  and  not  Mriih  imixiediately 
to  have  them  back  again  What,  let  hioa  aflc^  wcuild  beihie 
purpofe  of  this  war  upon  France,  after  its  (hips. ami  colonies 
were  captured?  It  would,  perhaps,  belaid,  that  Bonap^irte 
was  unpopular.  It  mighi  be  To  ;  he  would  be  the  lall  to  be- 
come his  pa  negy  rift  ^  but  did  it  follow  that  he  mufl  be  UH"* 
popular  in  France,  b  caufe  be  was  an  objef^  of  terror  to. oiir«> 
felves  \  [if  univerfal  and  indignant  cry  of  No  !  no!^  .Was  Jie 
xi^'t  at  leiaft  an  ohje6l  of  our  apprehenflon  ?  [Thi  txclam^tion' 
§f  Not  na!  reiterated  on  nil  Jides,'\  He  might,  perhaps,  he 
faid,  have  gone  too  far — but  though  Bonaparte  wa^  at  leaft 
an  ohjed  of  our  hatred,  that  did  not  prevent  the  peoplq  of 
France  from  being  ready  to  obey  him.  He  might  be,  and 
probably  was,  dill  iked  by  many  .perfons  \  but  the  generality 
of  the  people  were  willing  to  fupport  him,  to  pre,vecit  the 
return  of  that  anarchy,  by  which  they  were  To  lung  and  fo 
grievoufly  afllii^ed  It  might  therefore  be  relieil  on,  that  the 
Firft  Conful  would  endeavour  to  keep  this  country  in  per^ 
petuai  alarm,  and  would  continue  to  threaten  invafion,' 
though  lie  might  never  be  able  to  effect  it  ;  but  we  Ihould 
continue  to  bluck  up  his  ports,  though  we  might  be  unable 
after  a  while  to  do  him  any  further  mifchief.  The  revenue 
of  France  was  now  22,coo,0':ol.  net  mont*y,  ailil'>wing  Jn»m 
\  s  interior,  and  out  of  which  (lie  received  no  more  than 
1,3' cocci,  by  fea.  So  far  then  from  making  any  imprcf* 
fion  on  hi r  finances,  if  experience  had  not  (he%vu  that  al- 
ready to  have  been  a  very  bad  criterion  of  fuccefs,  the  war 
iY"«tld  rather  relieve  them  ;  for  inftead  of  paying  her  troops 
from  her  own  regular  refources,  Bonaparte  would  take  care. 
as  ufual  CO  quarter  them  upon  neutrals:  with  us,  however,  the 
cafe  was  exceedingly  different.  This  country  depended  on  its 
commeFcei  and  whatever  temporary  or  .univerfal  advaniagri*

inight  arilc,  trade  mod  event aftllyfuflf^r  bv  the  wir,  ^nd  hp 
ineyiubly  followed  by  a  proportionate  diminution  v^f  pretiil 
and  of  finances.  It  was  an  error  to  fiyppofe  that  England 
could  in  the  end  be  gainers  by  war.  The  advantages  hc 
poflfcflTcd  in  point  of  trade  had  arifen  from  the  deftru<^tiot>  of 
Uje  pr<»ducc  of  St.  Domingo,  and  fomc  of  the  other  French 
eolonieF,  and  the  total  (lagnarion  of  moft  or  ait  of  vs  niantj- 
fa£lnrc'S.  The  next  view  he  (hotild  take,  wonld  be  of  the  ftatfs 
of  our  own  finances^  and  in  what  manner  they  were  calcu- 
lated to  ftipiiort  the  prefliire  of  a  long  and  cXpenfive  war,  fuch 
ts  we  Ibouid  have  reafon  toexpeft.  The'Minifler  txptQcd 
to  be  able  to  carry  on  the  war  tliis  year  at  the  expcncc  of 
2^tOO0,0Col.  out  of  which  be  calculaied  op  a  fhrplus  of 
9,5QO'Ocol.  In  this  boafted  furpla^,  of  two' millions  and  ^ 
half,  he  dtteived  himfclfand  the  cotiotry,  (not  wilfully  he 
»llQwcd}|  but  it  was  a  fatal  deception.  He  then  proceeded 
to  flate,  that  in  the  prefent.  year,  in  which  were  five  months 
lorpeact  and.fcven  of  war,  the  expences  wopid  anioimt  to 
JOfSQOiPOol.  and  if  in  the  five  months  peace  thef^  h^d  beei) 
the  faonre  eftablifbments  as  during  the  feven,  the  Increafed 
charge  would  have  been  6,50o»cool.  Thut  taking  our  navy 
aad>arD)y  only  on  the  fame  increafe  as  that  of  laft  war,  the 
whole  rxpence  of  the  year  wouM  be  upwards  of  44  millions ; 
and  he  had  no  doubt  but  the  next  year  the  ChancelloV  of  the 
Exchequer  will  be  obliged  to  have  recourfe  to  ik  loan  of  2'f  . 
mtllions  for  the  two  countries  [J  cry  of  hear  I  hear  !  from 
the  (  bunccUcr  of  the  Erche^^uer  ]J  He  might  cry  hear  \  but  ha  , 
WHS  perfuaded  that  his  calculati<'ns  would  come  nearef)  the 
i  uth.  So^h  then  were  our  profpe^s — without  being  abl^ 
to  gain  a  fingle  p'lint  by  the  war  10  counterbalance  this  large 
ex  pence.  The  right  hon.  Gentleman  had  faid»  that  the  in* 
elnations  of  th^  country  was  one  great  inducement  with  hicn 
to  conclude  the  Trea  y  of  Amiens.  Was  it  not  likely,  that 
before  the  end  of  three  years,  a  fimi^ar  diTpofition  would  be 
manifencd  by  the  country,  and  peace  mu(l  again  be  con- 
cluded with  the  (Irength  of  the  enetny  unb  oken  ;  but  it 
might  be  faid,  '*  what  could  be  done  ?'?  I  le'  would  propofe 
that  we  fliould  avail  ourfelvcs  of  the  mediation  of  Ruilia', 
ffe  was  proceeding,  when  he  was  called  to  order  by 

Mr.  Fittt  who  faid  that  the  i^refcnt  queflion  was  merely 
is  to  the  bed  mode  of  arming  to  rcfift  tbe  enemy  ;  and  he. 
appealed  to  the  HouPe,  if  g^'ing  into  a  longhifiory  of  the  ue- 
gntiation  fnr  peace  was  at  all  to  the  point  in  queflion. 

Mr.  Jdwjtwni  raid/ part  of  ibc  bill  relaitd  to  the  moie 
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profecution  of  the  war,  ifid  he  iherefdre  thought  Ki  wis  per- 
ttf^ly  in  order  in  giving  his  feniimdnts  on  fuch  jp^ntf-  as  re- 
lated lo  the  attack  of  fhe  enemy,  lor  which  chisf  force  Was  i'ft 
fume  even^cto  be  applied. 
*     Mr.  Pitt  c)atR)ed  the  opinion  of  the  Speaker.. 

The  Speaker  faid,  h  had  for  fvme  tiihe  appeared  to'hfnift 
that  the  hon.  Gemle0ian  was  taking  an  extreme  lattinde.  It 
^as  always  difficirU  to  fay  how  fkf  Gentlemen  would  go  ia 
illudratioii  of  an  argument,  but^e  left  it  tothe  hon  Genife^ 
man  to  confider  whether  he  had  not  greatly  deviated  fi'om 
ihe  quedion  (heW  before  the  Hotife. 

-  Mr.  J^J^nftQfie AYitn  faid,  that  after  hearing  fuch  bigh'au* 
thority  againft  him,  he  (hould  not  puyfue  that  train  of  argu* 
men t  any  further.  While  he  exhorted  'he  Government  to 
avail  itfelf  of  the  mediation  of  the  Erffpei^or  of  Riifltas  he 
was  far  from  recommending  any^  pufillafuiDous'  m^itfbre^t 
Mnd  only  wifhed  toreferveonr  ftrength  till  fhe  powierstif  the 
Continent  have  fo  far  retrieved  their  toifairs  as  to  fecfl  ttti^ 
emboldened  to  afford  as  their  afliftance.  Ai  to  thetneafure 
itfelf,  ail  he  had  to  fay  was,  toevprets  his  hearty  approbation 
of  it.  IThis  declaration  feemed  at  firft  to  excite  fUrpfHxi^ 
which  tUasJion  converted  into  a  peal  of  laughter,  ]  He,  how* 
ever^  maintained,  that  there  was  noinconliiiency  iti  ^harht 
faid }  for  thotigh  he  approved  of  this  as  a  defenllve  mea'fure, 
he  did  not  fee  how  it  would  enable  its  to  break  the  power  of 
JPrance. 

.  Colonel  Jlutchiff/on  faid,  thehon.  Gentleman  whohad^vft 
fat  down,  the  Houfe,  and  the  country,  might  reft  alFurcd,  that. 
from  Ireland,  this  kingdom  woulddcrive  the  moft  cordial  Co* 
operation  and  mod  effc^^iual  fupport.  He  had  no  doubt  of 
the  hofiile  mind  of  the  dcfpot  of  France  againft  this  country^ 
bur  was  ct^nvinced  the  prefent  mtafure  was  well  calculated 
to  a>ake  him  repent  of  his  ambitious  and  infolent  attempts  to 
invade  its  liberties,  and  to  overturn  its  invaluable  coiifti* 
tuiion. 

Colonel  Archdale  faid,  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  opened 
the  prefrnt  debate,  had  taken  fo  circuiLous  a  route,  that  he 
bclitjved  the  Houfe  would  not  he  inclii.ed  to  follow  him,  nor 
thank  any  Member  for  attcmpung  fo  enttrtalning  a  tafk. 
There  was,  however,  one  pan  ot  ihc  h»»n.  GcntL  man's  fpeech, 
which  he  had  liftened  to  with  confiderable  fnrprizc, 
when  he  faid,  '*  that  this  country  had  loll  the  aflPeftions  of 
ouepart.of  Ireland,  while  they  had  not  conciliated  the  other/' 
How  the  hon.  Member  bad  become  a  leprcfcntative  of  Irifli 
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aiSFb^Wms,  he  coiifd  not  guefs  \  he  jhniJd  lie  indi  n«d  to  doubt 
.the  freedom  and  Fa.lrne&of  the  election,  attrf  if  a  fcrutiny 
MT^re  to  take  plaice^  be  thought  it  w.ould  not  turn  oui  ({mi^ 
(o  plcafing  as  a  Utefcmtiby,  faHuding  to  the  bonugh) ^  tothofp 
who  with  well  to  an  erta^liihed  and  conftituironal  Govern- 
^^nt.  He  thought  the  only  objtrdt  with  every  one  at  the 
prefent  moment  ought  to  be>  to  join  hand  and  heart  in  re- 
piciling  the  common  enemy.  He  was  well  convinced'  this 
mcalure  was  intended  to  produce  chat  fo  much  de fired  event  \ 
but  as  he  did  not  fee  ir  in  the  fame  point  of  view  with  many 
who  had  fpokcn  in  its  fayoui*,  he  begged  the  attention  of  the 
JHoufe  (ill  he  afligned  a  few  reafons  why  he  preiumed  to  differ 
iVoai  thofe  who  fnpporicd  if.  He  (hould  not  enter  into  iti 
principle  or  its  clauTes.  What  eveiy  Government|  under 
fuci^  circum(tances  had  to  provide  for,  was  the  fafety  of  thf 
<coi^ntry  without  violating  the  conftiiu.tion.  The  opponents 
<pf  his  Maje(ly*s  Miniftcjrs  reprcfepted  the  country  as  not 
£»fe  'undejr  the  n>anagenr)ent  of  the  pccfent  adminidraiior^, 
ihiitigh  rww  and  th^n  thi:y  iound  occafion  to  fay  fomething 
iUuc«iinfort9kb)y  well  founded.  In  his  opinion,  the  Govern- 
^nciii  did  as  much  as  a  Government  could  do— the  country 
it/«)f  ji)utt  do  the  re(^;  as  all  the  DccellAry  plans^  or  th« 
^routeil  paFt  of  the  plans,  wer<£  already  bei'uie  it.  'Uicy 
pndeavoui^d  to  kce^  peace,  as  long  as  it  could  be  main* 
^aed-^and  were  nut  iiifpotcd,  like  ibcir  oppunems< — 

"  Propter  helium^  bellandt  querere  caufoi.^* 

^Tuch  approhatTon  of  this  plan  was  not  indeed  to  be  tx* 
peftcd  from  thofe  Gentlemen  who  reprefent  ih«  niiliiia  M 
till Idren  going  to  be  breeched,  as  ufelel's,  uhlefs  fupported 
by  double  (he  number  of  regul<i!^ — that  all  was  apathy  in 
tlif  iVaifon — that  when  fpirit  and  energy  Were  muil  Wanted, 
Ihfre  waji  a  pubWc  abandonment  of  tliem,  -ice.  'IIjis  lan- 
^iiuge,  to  a  pcrfon  who  talked  in  ihatmanner  of  Uic  failure 
of  pubiiv  fpirit,  would  be —

.  At  a  time  when  we  were  thi ealcnecl  with  invaHon  ;  when 
a  gkcat  portion  ot  liie  coaun unity  ate.  addicted  to  habits  of 
pjeafuie»  luxury,  and  the  tnoll  fafcinating  cnjoyme»ts; 
wlu'n  io  much  depends  on  public  iiupreffioii,  and  looie  on 
•public  tpiiil;  when  ioiTie  Genileman  had  not  fciupied  to 
.hi>!d  uuS  Uiat  the  ptiiple  were  altaoil  in  a  lu.ce  of  abalidon- 
fBeut,  it  was  diiHcuil  for  prudent  men  to  dilcufs  in  a  prudent 
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*fDanAer  ^  wauKtike  quefiinQ  like  the  prefcnt  In  a  public 
4ifle»)biy.  'l^^^^e  were,  twg  points. ta .be  coniidereii :  Whe* 
tlicc  it  was  not  iikely  this  new  levy  would  piQve  as  .g04>d 
Ci^ired  in  this  inaiiper>  as  in  any  other?  Whether  it  was  to  . 
be  railed  as  regulars  or  mil  ilia,  it  muft  be  poiifhed  and 
iharpened  b^  foa>e  means  or  other  before  it  could  be  uicd 
with  effcd..  It  will,  at  all  evenis*  have  the  advantage  of 
being  raifed  more  fpeediivi  and  there  was  much  Jndeed  to 
b^  exp<;£ied  and. hoped  from  calling  in  ofScens  from  the 
marinesi,  which  wer^  ceitainly  a  corps  tliat  were  held  in  the 
bigheil  eflimation  from  the  promptitude^  zeal,  vigour,  and 
bravery  which  had  uniformly  and  pre-eminently  diilinguifhcd 
jtheir  exertions  at  all  tiines,  on  all  occafions,  and  in  every 
<ju,aiier  of  the  globe.  The  fecond  point  was,  how  far  ic 
was  uieful ;  and  in  this  refpe£l,  as  it  is  to  fcrve  in  Irclaqd 
and  the  iilands,  its  exteniion  nnjift  be  highly  advantageous* 
He  could  wifli,  as  the  two  countries  were  now  united,  to  (e^ 
the  whole  militia  of  each  m^de  difpofabie  to  ferye  in  botht 
ia&  occaiion  might  require.  Though  this  country  is  ahvayt 
much  inclined  to  lean  to  its  navy,  he  was  certain  it  would 
find  the  array  in  all  cafes  ready  to  exert  their  utmoft  efforts, 
and  to  die  gloiioufly  in  defence  of  their  country,  ahd  their 
deareil  right*:.  He  tiad  no  doubt  but  the  general  indignant 
voice  of  the  people  of  this  country  would  penetrate  into  tlie 
inmoft  recedes  of  the  I'huilleries,  aitd  convince  the  lordly 
ruler  there,  that  he  would  find  it  not  the  voice  of  a  war  fac- 
tion,, as  he  had  been  pleafed  to  name  it,  but  the  united  fenti* 
ment  of  a  whole  nation,  ready  to  die  in  defence  of  its  libertVt 
and  to  hur}  its  dreadful  vengeance  on  all  thofe  >vlux  lboul4 
attempt  to  invade,  overturn,  and  deflroy  it. 

Lord  Blaquire  rofe  and  delivered  his  fentinnents  In  direA 
pppofition  xo  thofe  of  the  hon.  Member  who  (poke  fiift 
(Mr.  Johnilone|.  He  thought  that  fuch  an  opinion,  of  mat^ 
ters,  in  genera],  tended  to  inew  a  deiire  of  placing  us  agaia. 
JO  the  fame  abjeft  fituation  in  which  we  were  in  by  the  late 
1  r^aty  of  AmienSr  and  he  thought  that,  from  the  wholp 
tenor  of  that  hon.  Gentleman's  arguments,  he  (Mr.  Joho* 
iione)  ought  not  to  have,  ended  by  ailenting  to  the  bill.  'i1)at 
)von.  Gentleman,  in  his  opin'oa,  feemed  to  aim  at  nothiog 
elfe  tlian  a  iurreaderof  every  Uiingthat  was  dear  ^nd  valu^. 
able,  and  worthy  of  confideration  by  this  country,  to  Francip. 
In  ilia  optntofiy  lo  far  from  France  being  invulnerable  ta 
every  point  of  .vieWf  (be  was  completely  vulnerable  on 
ioajoy  points;  aad  I^  was*  c.ooviace4  ^^  thent  «w  not  4 
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iingle  indtvidoal  in  din  country  who  would  not  moft  beaftilf^ 
join  in  the  prcfent  war,  were  fuch  individuals  to  take  the 
trouble  to  confider  minutely  the  whole  fteps  of  the  nego- 
tiation.    He  was  furprifed  to  hear  the  Jeaft  difference  o^^^ 
fentiment  in  thefe  particulars  at  this  time,  when  tlie  oppor*^ 
tanity  was  afTorded  us  to  avenge  our  wrongs,  and  eftabltfh 
cur  rights  annong  the  nations  of  Europe.     It  might  at  pre* 
fcnt  be  reckoned  the  pvidc  and  glory  of  every  Briton,  that 
there  was  ftill  one  nation  left  to  abate  the  atrogance,  and 
humble  the  pride  of  France.     He  was  glad  wlien  he  heard 
8  right  hon.  Member  call  that  hon.  Gentleman  to  order>  on 
account  of  his  having  gone  fo  far  from  the  fubjeft  really 
before  the  Houfe,  but  he  was  forry  that  right  hon  Gentle- 
SDan  (Mr.  Pitt},  had  npt  been  in  the  Houfe  at  the  time  that 
certain  words  were  uttered  by  the  hon.  Member,  which  in 
his  apprehenfion  were  ilill  more  reprehenfibie,  he  meant 
the  (peaking  of  Bonaparte  as  an  bbjed  of  terror  and  dil'may 
to  this  country  {a  lau^h-^and  cry  of  hear  I  hear  !)     He  faid 
he  did  not  rife  at  prefent  to  give  his  entire  approbation  of 
the  bill,  as  he  thought  it  deficient  in  marly  refpeds,  but  he 
wiHied  principally  to  ftate  his  opinion  in  regard  to  the  fen* 
timents  he  had  heard.    He  thought  that  thete  could  not  be 
any  defensive  force  which  could  be  reckoned  fufficiently  fe- 
cure  for  the  country  in  its  prefent  iituation,  in  which  there 
was  not  a  very  lai^e  proportion  of  volunteers,  for  if  we  had 
Slot  the  power  to  annoy  the  enemy,  we  had  not  the  power 
to  defend  ourfclves.    There  were  mfany  favourable  circuro- 
ilances  which  might  occur  to  this  country,  during  the  courfe 
of  the  prefent  conteft.     It  was  not  ificonliftent  with  resfod 
to  fuppo.fe  that  the  people  of  Holland  fhould^grow  impatient 
of  their  yoke.    In  his  opinion  it  was  more  tlian  probable^ 
that  the  time  was  not  very  diftant,  when  thefe  people  would 
wifli  to  break  their  chains.  There  might  even  be  fome  pro- 
vinces of  France,  who  might  foon  tire  of  the  tyranny  and 
oppredion  of  their  prefent  Governor.   On  fuch  (uppofitions* 
he  would  .a&  any  man,  if  it  would  or  could  be -reckoned 
of  no  avail  to  this  country,  that  there  was  a  force  of  no  left 
than. 50,000  men,  all  at  the  difpofal  of  Government.     He 
Was  convinced,  that  the  Gentlemeo  who*  conduced  the  lafl 
War  would,  on  many  occafibns,  liave  been,  glad  to  have  had 
an  additional  difpofahle  force  of  even   1 5,000  or  20,000 
troops,    if  fuch  bad  been  the  cafe,  ne  reheHlon  in  Ireland 
could  have  exifted  s  if  fent  to  fupport  the  troops  in  Holiandi 
Hie  Britiih  ihrndatd migbC'liaye  been  flyings  the  battle  of 
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Marengo^  vouJd  mtw  bave.  been  foi^g^^nr  if  fooght  it 
would  not  have  icnded  in  the.  aunmer  it' actually  did ;  and 
be  might  enen. venture  to  fay*  thai  Taiiloa  might  flill  hav# 
been  ia  avr  p<^Be£on.  Mis  <J0cided  opinioB  waSf  that  there 
never,  was  a  time  in  which  th^  people -of  England  would 
more  readily,  and  .heartily  join  in*  offering  their  fenrices  to 
their  I^ing  and  country ;  and  he  ihould  even  venture  to  af* 
firntk  that  the  people  of  Ireland  were  never,  in  the  memctry 
of  xnan,.more  cordially  difpofed  to  unite  with  Great  Britaiii 
in  the  ilipport.  of  the  common  ciaufe.  There  was,  in  hit 
npinioa,  no  heavier  grievance  which  could  be  impofed  upoii 
the  people  of  thefe  united  kingdoms,  than  for  Ocntlemed 
to  imprefs  tiieir  minds  with  any  degree  of  difaflfe^ton  al. 
fucb  a  critical  conjuncture  as  the  preleaty  efpeciallyiince  if 
feemed  fo  evident  to  the  generality  of  individuals  tBiitther9 
exifted  no  real  caufe  for  difaffe£lion  or.  defpondency.  He 
thought,  that  notwithdanding  all  the  calumny  which  bad^ 
CO  feveral  occafions,  been  thrown  out  by  ibme  newfpaperii 
againft  the  condu£l  of  thofe  Gentlemen  at  the  head  of 
a^airSa,  that  the  people  of  the  country  were  V^ry  much  iti^ 
debted  to  thefe  Geirtlemen  for  that  vei'y  con3u£t-whiclv 
fome  obfcure  individuals  prefumed  to  difapprove  of. .  Tbd 
enemy,  perhaps,  already  thought  they  knew  oi^r  W0duiefci« 
but  they  did  not  know  the  full  amount  of  our  ftrengtbf 

General  Gqfcoym  faid,  that  though  he  entertained  fooie 
objeAions  to  the  prefent  form  of  the  bill,  yet  he  was  in- 
clined to  fupport  the  meafure  on  a  mature  coniideration  of 
the  prefent  exigencies  of  affairs.  He  could  not»  however,- 
refrain  fro^  riling  at  prefent,  principally  to  exprefii  his  en- 
tire difapprohation  of  the  fentiments  delivered  on  this  fub* 
jed,  on  a  for  user  occafion,  by  an  hon.  MeYnber  near  biai> 
(Colonel  Craufurd).  As  far  as  he  could  ^underftand  thar 
hon.  Officer,  the  opinion  which  was  delivered  on  the  occa- 
fion alluded  to  was,  that  if  ever  the  enemy  landed  in  this 
country,  and  acquired  the  adual  poflelQon  of  the  capital, 
they  might  then  be.  considered  as  if  in  the  pbfleffion  of  the 
kingdom.  {A  fry  cf  rt§  /  no  !  tfnd  io  order,)  If  he  was 
wrong  ii^  the  numnor  he  underffpod  that  officer,  he  fhould 
s^ot  now  t\-eipafs  farther  on  the  time  of  theHoufe,  and 
therefore  Ihodd  entirely  drop>  that  ^  fubjed.  As /or  the 
other  hon.  Member  who  had  that  day  opened  the  difceffion 
by  a  lengthened  addrcfs  to  the  Chair,  which  was  concluded 
with  an  approbation  of  the  very  bill  againft  which  the 
fpcech  feemed  fo  much  direfted>  he  could  not  hp|p  ^)(pref{l 
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ing  Iiis- furprilc,  ,to  hear  fuch  a  conclulion  in  dire3  contn- 
(dhSion  to  (bo  trail  of  argunent  with  which  It  waa  com- 
mcnced.  He  tbougbu  tbat  in  the  prererrt  fHiution  of  the 
country*  there  wai  a  greatof  ihure  uf  merit  attachable  to 
thofc  who  fupported  Government,  than  could  be  attributed 
to  the  Guvernmeat  itreltr— Notwithfiaoding  all  that  had 
been  faid  againft  the  prefent  bill,  he,  fm  oac,  was  really 
convinced  in  bis  own  tnind,  that  it  w^is  one  which  was  mors 
likely  to  be  cffeSual  fur  the  purpofes  intended,  than  any 
which  could  be  propofcd.  He  thuught,  however,  that  it 
might  be  rendered  more  palatable,  were  it  to  be  left  op* 
ttonal  on  the  part  of  the  men  afierwardi  to  enrol  tbeoirelvei 
into  other  corps ;  for  we  were  to  look  to  their  palriotifm, 
and  we  (bould  in  the  end  have  every  beneUt  patrioti&Q 
could  afford. 

Colonel  Craufurd  rofe,  and  expreiTcd  the  feelings  with 
^hicb  be  was  then  imprcJTed,  on  hearing  fenliments  de- 
livered with  fuch  freedom  relative  to  the  opinion  he  ha<t 
given  on  the  uccafion  alluded  to  by  fume  hon.  Memben. 
He  Haled  tliat  he  had  never,  on  any  former  ocvatiun,  pre- 
fumed  to  offer  his  fentiments  to  the  HuuCe  on  matters  of 
fiich  material  importance,  nur  even,  he  might  fay,  to  ad- 
(Jrcfs  the  Chair  on  any  fubjeft  whatever.  He  appealed  to 
the  Hotife,  whether  or  not  it  was  proper  to  permit  fuch  ob> 
fervatidns  to  be  made  on  the  opinion  t(hich  the  urgent  litua- 
tion  of  the  country  called  upon  him  to  exprcfsi  apd  if  found 
irregular,  he  felt  himfelf  called  on  to  crave  the  indulgence 
of  the  Houfe.  He  fhould  not  pretend  to  fay,  that  be  wa» 
entitled  to  that  indulgence  from  anv  degree  of  regard  which 
ought  tn  be  paid  to  the  opinion  which  he  had  expreflbd, 
nor  to  the  arguments  which  he  might  have  ufed  on  that  oc- 
calion,  but  from  the  liberty  which  he  conceived  every  Mem- 
ber of  the  Houfe  enjoyed,  of  delivering  his  real  fentiments 
with  every  dcpee  of  freedom.  He  was  emitted  to  fay,  let 
the  fallacy  of  ftid)  opinion — let  the  weaknefs  of  fuch  argu* 
ments  be  proired.  l^t  them  be  proved  to  be  the  efieft  of  a 
detponding  imagination,  before  any  Member  fhould  nffi» 
his  fentimCnts  with  fuch  freedom  relntize  to  the  opinion  de- 
livered by  another.  Were  his  opinion  really  found  lo  pro- 
ceed from  dcfpondcricy.  he  proicrtcil  ii  wnuld  give  liim  the 
mnft  heartfelt  fatisfaflion.  Culimci  Craufuid  was  prucccil* 
ing  ftill  farther  to  CKpicfs  liis  real  feelings  with  regard  to  ihB 
filuation  of  the  countrv,  when  "  -

not  find  that  any  regtilatrohs  whatever  were  intjoduced,  con- 
(equently  he  was  for  the  bill  going  on. 

Dr. 
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Dr.  LaurMci  co^tendttly  thar  tiie  bill  w«t  neceftzry  iipoa 
the  evidence  of  ihe  petiiionert  themfelves*  He  argued*  that 
in  a  commercial  couotry,  the  ufe  of  machinerf  was  necelfary* . 
Their  own  evidence  proved,  that  the  ufe  of  machinery  ren- 
dered the  manufadures  cheaper*  It  was  by  the  adoption  of 
fuch  machines  the  woollen  manufadureof  this  coiinuy  iMid 
arrived  at  its  prefent  height.  It  was  neceflarv  theflateef 
enmity  and  irritation  which  pervaded  this  branch  of  our  ma- 
^ufadures  fliould  be  put  an  end  to,  by  the  Lesiflature  putting 
an  end  to  the  laws  which  referred  toa.period  whrn  it  was 
in  its  infancy.  He  referred  to  a  pamphlet  and  elener,  which 
had  been  tranfmitted  to  him  by  the  petitioners,  the  contents 
of  which  he  conceived  difrefpeaful  towards  the  Houfe,  and 
gtfherally  fupportedthe  bill. 

Mr  .'Sheridan  faid,  he  did  not  rife  to  enter  into  the  merits 
of  the  queftidn,  fuch  arguihents  had  been  ufed  on  both  fides. 
Something  had  fallen  from  the  learned  Gentleman,  which 
was  rather  injurious  to  the  petitioners.  He  had  tUt,ed,  that 
his  intention  had  been  iirft  called  to  the  fubje(3  by  apam* 
phlet  and  a  Icftter*  Now  the  petitioners  had  alfo  fent  him  the 
fame  pamphlet ;  it  was  a  common  pradice  for  pe rfeiis  con* 
cerned  in  bills' before  the  Houfe  to  dp  lb,  and  was  perfectly 
right.  The  letter  contained  nothing  more  than  a  complaint 
that  the  HouHfe  was  going  to  pafs  the  tail  without  l^nowing 
precifely  the  queftion.  The  evidence  taken  before  the  Com- 
mittee had  been  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  before  a  ihan  in 
the  Houfe  had  feena  page  of  it,  the  bill  was  propofed  to  p-ifs« 
Thefe  pethioners  had  a  right  to  ftate  their  difapprobation  of 
a  proceeding  they  conlidered  precipitate*  The  learned  Gen- 
tleman had  (aid,  that  all  he  knew  of  the  fubjedt  was  from  the 
evidence,  confequentiy  if  he  had  not  had  an  opportunity  of 
feeing  the  evidence  before  the  bill  palTed,  the  Houfe  ^ouU 
have  loft  the  benefit  of  his  fpeech. 

Mr.  Braggi  faid,  there  was  no  occafion  to  add  argumsnte 
to  thofe  which  had  not  been  ai>fwered  ;  nor  was  it  neceflary 
to  enter  into  details  of  that  which  lay  in  a  narrow  compafs*  * 
,This  bill  did  no  more  than  repeal  the  ftatute  of  Henry  VI. 
relating  to  a  machine,  which  was  fuppofed  no  longer  to  ex« 
tft -•he  meant  the  gig-mtll,'to  which  that  ftatute  referred* 
Ic  had  been  proved  before  a  jury  at  SaHfbury,  and  every  able 
judge,  that  the  gig-mill  meant  by  that  [tatute  was  out  of 
ufe-i*^  perfon  had  been  indicted  for  ufing  a  gig*mill,  and 
had  been  acquitted.  The  ftatute  did  not  relate  to  machines 
in  general.    The  Kig«>machine  was  fcarcely  ufad  in  Gloucef^ 

lesihire^ 
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ttrihifef' rcTft  liule' 15  Yorkfliire»  ami  principalis  In  Wilt- 
shire and  SQnuerretfliire,  He  was  ef  opinion  the  lioofccauM 
not  dobetcerthaB  p^U  the  ad  in  its  prefem  Hate.  It  would 
iiot  prevent  difcufling.tbe'rubjedt  in  the  enfuing  Parliasncnt. 
Enough  had  been  (aid' to  fanftion-  the  prefeiit  mearure,  arM 
tbe  Hoiife  was  not  pAc^ging  itfeif  to^  xht  making  it  pc<» 
fcnnial.  • 

Mr.  Sbsridan  aiked,  whether^  when  the  bill  pafled,  it  was 
intended  to  preclude  the^adoptioa  of  a  refolutbn  for  reviving 
the  fubjed  next  feflion. 

Mr.  Brugge  faid,  he  (bould  be  forry  topledge  htmfelf.  H| 
di^l  not  wiQ>  |o  make  it  acondition«  but  he  was  not  aware 
that  there  would  be  any  objeflion  to  reviving  the  fubjedneM 
feflion,  if  any  hon.  Gentleman  gave  notiqe  of  a  motion  i} 
that  efiea. 

The  Chanctllor  of  the  Exchequer  fubfcribed  to  all  the  fctt* 
tjments  of  his  right  hon.  Friend,  but  he  could  not  confem  td 
what  bad  been  fuggefied  by  an  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Sheri* 
dan).  The  Houl'e  never  pafled  a  refolution  after  a  bill  To 
definitive.  lis  difcretion  ought  not  to  be  fettered,  nor  would 
it  commit  itfeif  with  a  declaration  upon  the  fubje&.  It  was 
of  importance  to  guard  againft  the  difqutet  and  Irritationi 
^hicb,  in  manufadurtng  towns,  would  be  produced  rather 
than  allayed,  by  fuffering  the  queftion  to  continue  unfettled. 
He  altogether  objeded  to  fuch  arefolution.  It  was  of  the 
utmoft  importiince  the  workmen  ihould  be  convinced,  that 
it  was  not  by  turbulence,  diflurbancei  or  cabal,  this  Houfo 
would  be  influenced.  The  Houfe  would,  ever  be  adnaN 
ed  by  a -difpofition  to  redrefs  their  grievances,  but  thef 
ought  to  undcrdand,  that  fuch  a  difpofition  would  not  be 
quickened  by  any  condu6^  which  is  inconfiftent  with  their 
4Miy  to  their  maHe^-s.  He  gave  his  confent  to  the  billt  but 
be  did  not  conflder  himfelt  committed  to  an  definitive  ar«« 
rangement.  .     '^ 

Mr.  IVilberforcc  juPtified  the  conduct  of  the  workmen  of 
tbe  county  of  ^ork. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  faid,  bis  obfervattons  did 
not  apply  to  Yorkfhire,  but  to  the  Weftem  counties. 
.  .After  a  few  obfervations  from  MrfLafcelies,  firangerswere 
wrdered  to  withdraw,  -but  the  bill  was  read  aibird  time  and 
pafled  without  a  divifioa.

He  moved  (hat  the  fum  of  5,ooo»oool.  (hoold  be  granted 
to  his  Majefty,  to  enable  him  ta  difcbarge  the  exchequer 
bills  made  out  by  virtue  of  an  a&  of  laft  fefliou,  for  the  fer- 
viee  of  the  year.  • 

He  alfo  moved  a  grant  of  i6,oooI.  for  'repaicing  the  forts 
on  the  coaft  of  Africa. 

Alfo,  12,0001.  for  fums  granted  in  confequence  of  ad* 
dreflVs. 

Alfo^  171,4311.  IIS.  id.  for  fums  in  the  difpoArion 
paper. 

The  report  was  ordered  to  be  read  the  next  day,  and  the 
Committee  ordered  to  (it  again  on  Monday.' 

The  Houfe  went  into  a  Committee  of  ways  and  naetfifl^ 
in  which  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  moved  the  fumg 
voted  in  the  Committee  of  fupply.

Secretary  had  calculated  the  proportions  for  the  counties  of 
Gotland. 

The  Secretttfy  tf/ ^^r  replied,  that  at  firft  the  proportion 
was  calcdiated  at  34  for  ipoo  of  the  population  of  thecoira- 
try  ;  but  after  confuUing  with  very  able  men  wliohad  aflifted 
in  forming  the  tables  of  population,  the  old  calculations 
were  found  to  be  very  imperfed,  and  the  concludon  was, 
that  84  to  2,000  (hould  be  the  average:  but  oh  account  of 
the  incorred  returns  in  fome  counties,  there  fbould  be  ad« 
ded  to  the  average  of  84  a  number  not  exceeding  16  ;  and 
in  other  counties,  a  number  Oiould  be  taken  of  the  average, 
not  exceeding  i6. 

Mr,  Grant  faid  a  few  words  in  explanatioti. 

Mr.  M'DeiueU  was  for  the  bill  being  adopted  exaflly  as 
it  ftood,  becaufe  the  men  might  in  thatcafe  be  raifed  imme- 
diately ;  but  if  the  change  which  had  been  propofed  (hould

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be  agreed  to»  a  conilderable  time  would  be  loft,  from   the 
neceifiiy  of  making  new  lifts.   . 

Mr.  Kinnatrd  y/zi  glad  to  fee  that  the  local  circumlUaceSy 
habits,  or  even  prejudices  of  his  countrymen  had  been  at- 
tended to  bj  the  Secretary  at  War.  7  his,  he  thought,  was 
ttiuch  better  than  endeavouring  too  much  to  aflimilate  the 
regulations  for  raifing  the  militia  in  bo>h  countries.  The  bill 
was  then  pafTed. 

IRISH    VOLUNTEERS. 

Mr*  Wickham  gave  notice,  that  on  Monday  he  (hoiilil 
move  the  Houfe  to  refolve  into  a  Committee,  in  order  to 
propofe  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  empowering  the  Lords  Lieu^ 
Tenants  of  counties  in  Ireland,  to  iifue  warrants  to  deputy 
lieutenants  for  the  inrolment  of  volunteers. 

IRISH   DISTILLERY. 

The  Houfe  refolved  into  a  Committee  on  the  ads  of  th« 
Iri(h  Parliament  of  the  37lh,  40th,  42d,  and  43d|  of  George 
III.  relative  to  the  diflillery. 

Mr,  Corry  Rated,  that  thefe  were  ads  merely  for  the  coU 
ledion  of  the  revenue,  and  impofed  no  duty  ;  but  they  would 
expire  on  the  27th  of  September  next. 

After  a  few  words  from  Mr.  Lee,  the  Committee  re- 
folved that  the  faid  a£)s  fliould  be  continued  and  amended. 

A  petition  was  brought  up  from  the  prifoners  confined  in 
the  King's  Bench  prifon,  praying  relief.

Mr.  Wichham  rofe  to  propofe  a  meafure  fbr  the  relief  of 
militia  men*s  families  in  Ireland,  while  the  men  wereabfcnt 
on  duty.  The  rcafon  why  he  had  not  fooner  brought  it  for- 
Mrard  on  the  fjme  footing  as  a  fimllar  proyifion  ip  England^ 
was,  that  the  famfc  clafs  of  civil  officers  for  carrying  it  into 
cffe^did  not  exift  in  !rclar»d.  By  this  bill,  it  was  intended/ 
in  order  to  prevent  fraud  upon  the  public  bounty,  that  no 
perfon  claiming  as  the  wife  or  child  of  a  militia  man  fhould 
be  intulcd  to  fuch,  without  producing  a  certiificate  fronj 
the  Colonel  of  the  regiment,  that  the  militia-man,  whether 
ballotted,  a  volunteer,  or  a  fubftitute,  declared  upon  oath 
foch  perfons  to  be  bis  wife  or  chilJ,  at  the  time  of  his  attef- 
tMton.  He  then  moved  for  and  obtained  leave  to  bring  in 
the  bill. 

Sir  H.  Mildmay  wifhed  to  know  from  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Kxchcquer,  if  Tucfday  ntxt  was  not  the  day  for  the  de-- 
bate  on  the  income  fax. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exihequer  anfwered,  that  it  was 
ihe  obje£^  to  confolidate  the  income  and  land  tax  bills  into 
one;  he  (hould  on  Tuefday  moyt pro forma^  that  the  Houfe 
refolve  it felf  into  a  Committee,  with  previous  ioftrudioos 
to  confolidate  both  bills,  and  in  this  form  the  bill  to  be  re* 
printed,  and  debated  on  the  Monday  following. 

Mr.  Bajiard  wifhcd  to  know  from  the  right  hoh.  Gentle- 
man, if  the  tax  on  land  was  meant  as  a  tax  upon  the  net 
income,  or  one  upon  the  value  of  the  land.

fldcaced.  ^  He  thougbU  tbat  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  the 
country »  there  was  a  greater  ihare  of  merit  attachable  to 
thofe  who  fupported  Government,  than  could  be  attributed 
to  the  Government  itrei£(-*NotwitliftaQding  M  tbat  bad 
been  faid  againft  the  prefent  bill»  be,  for  0(ne»  was  really 
convinced  in  his  own  mind,  tbat  it  was  one  which  was  mora 
likely  to  be  cfFcAual  for  the  piirpofes  intended,  than  any 
wbicli  could  be  propofcd.  He  tliougbt,  however,  that  it 
might  be  rendered  more  palatable,  were  it  to  be  left  opX 
tional  on  the  part  of  the  men  afterwards  to  enrol  themfelves 
into  other  corps  i  for  we  were  to  look  to  their  patrioiifmi 
and  we  Ihould  in  the  end  have  every  benefit  patriotiim 
could  afford. 

Colonel  Craufurd  rofe*  and  exprefled  the  feelings  with 
^bicb  be  was  then  impreiTed,  on  hearing  fentiments  de- 
livered with  fuch  freedom  relative  to  the  opinion  he  had 
fiven  on  the  occafion  alluded  to  by  fome  hon.  Members, 
le  dated  that  he  had  never,  on  any  former  occaiion,  pre* 
fumed  to  offer  his  fentiments  to  the  Houfe  on  matters  of 
fiich  material  importance,  jior  even,  he  micht  fay,  to  ad« 
drefs  the  Chair  on  any  fubjedt  whatever.

Let  them  be  proved  to  be  the  effeA  of  a 
defponding  imagination,  before  any  Member  (hould  offer 
his  fentiments  with  fuch  freedom  relati^  to  the  opinion  de- 
livered by  anuthen  Were  his  opinion  really  found  to  pro* 
ceed  from  defpondency,  he  protefted  it  woufd  give  him  the 
mod  heartfelt  fatisfaQion.  Colonel  Craufurd  was  proceed- 
ing fiill  farther  to  exprefs  his  real  feelings  with  regard  to  the

"Lord  Hobart  moved,  that  this  bilf  be  read  a  $r(i  time  ;  it* 
w»6  read  accordingly  ;  after  which  his  Lordfliip  mov(;d  that. 
i\ lie  read  a  fecond  time  the  next  day.  | 

"  Lord  R^wdon  (Earl  of  Moira)  fugeefted,  that  tt  would  add^ 
Biuch  to  the  convenience  of  the  Houfe,  if  it  were  underftood. 
generally,  that  the  debate  npon  the  principle  of  the  bill  was 
not  to  take  place  the  next  day,  but  that  the  principle  was  to 
be  difcnfled  on  the  report,  and  that  the  noble  Lords  in  the 
Coinmittee  would  merely  move  fucji  amendments,  as  the  de<- 
tkif  of  the  bill  and  its  vartotts  ramiBcation«  might  fli^eft  tp^ 
fhiem  as  neceflary,  without  touching  at  all  upon  the  principle. 
of  the  trill. 

Lord  il^^ra»#>  thotight,  that  in  paffing  a  bufof  fo  much 
Importance,  not  a  moment  was  to  be  wafled  unneceflarily^ 
and  ttmitfore,    perhaps^   it  would  be  better  to  take  the 
deba'e  on  the  principle  the  next  day^and  .by  that  means  avoid 
the  ha vi rig  the  double  debate,  that  in  the  Committee,  and  that 
00  the  report,  in  one  aiHt  the  fame  day.     If  the  latter  courfe 
•were  felt  m<»r«  convenient,  it  wotild  be  nec^ffary  for  fome 
noble  Lord  10  move,  what  had  been  often  move^  in  cafes  of 
emergency,  tiKit  the  Handing  order;  forbidding  that  the  noble^ 
Lord  on  t4lie  woolfack,  for  the  time  being,  ttioUld  put  mor^ 
than  one  queftiion  on  any  ftageof  abill  in  one  day,  (hhiild 
be  fufpended.      He  wilhed  to  hear  from  the  authority  'of  the 
iitiUe  ai^  learned  Lord  on  the  woolfack,  what  would  be  the 
mod  advifable  mode  of  proceeding. 

Lord  Hobart  rofe  to  explain  that  it  was  the  wi(b  of 
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mud  prove  fuccefsfutv  and  chough  perhaps  only  upon  a  con« 
fined  fcatcy  the  evil  would  t/e  incalculable.  Tbefe  beir^  his 
IcmimentSy  he  (hou)d  approve  the  amendment  of  the  illut 
tribus  Di)ke.  as  it  tended  to  increafe  our  difpofable  force. 
The  claufe  in  the  bill  would  be  totally  nugatoiy  in  that 
refpe^>,  as  it  was  not  compuifory,  but  merely  left  an  option 
tkot  likely  to  be  adopted.  By  the  amendment  the  objefit 
propofed  would  be  Tccured,  but  as  the  claufe  ftood,  its  attain- 
ment would  be  very  uncertain.  In  bis  opinion^  our  beft 
policy  would  be  to  increafe  the  troops  of  the  line.  He  kneiMr 
a  brigade  confiding  of  four  regiments,  and  lie  would  venture 
to  aifert,  that  the  whole  brigade  could  not  turn  out  690  meti 
fit  to  bear  arms.  The  arrangement  alluded  to  by  the  noble 
Secretary  of  Sutc,  he  clearly  underftood  from  hisdefcription. 
He  prefumed  it  was  to  fill  up  the  fkeleton  regiments  of  the 
line  wiih  the  new  levies.  He  admiiied,  that  when  a  parcel 
of  recruits  were  mixed  wiih  one  or  two  hundred  veterans, 
they  might  be  brought  into  a  cothplete  (late  of  difcipline  in 
three  or  four  months.  But  what  would  be  the  confequenci 
of  the  arrangement  fuggefted?  The  ikeleion  regiments,  fo 
filled  up,  mud  be  confined  to  home  fervice,  or  if  it  is  to  be 
fent  abroad,  the  part  belonging  to  the  army  of  refcrve  mtift 
be  taken  away,  and  its  place  fupplied  with  raw  recruits. 
The  amendment  of  the  illuftrious  Duke,  therefore,  a«  tcnd^ 
ing  to  facilitate  the  increafe  of  our  regular  force,  had  his 
approbation.  We  had  a  militia,  a  fupplemcntary  militia, 
and  now  comes  a  third  clafs  of  domedic  force.  The  price 
of  the  fubftitutes  has  in  confequence  rifen  very'  high,  and 
therefore  it  was  impoffible  but  that  the  raiflng  of  the  prefcnt 
force  mud  obdru£l  the  recruiting  for  the  line. 

Lord  Mulgrave  declared,  that  if  the  Government  had  pro- 

Eofed  a  levy  of  100,000  men  indead  of  50,000,  a<;  propofed 
y  this  bill,  the  meafure  fliould  have  his  hearty  concurrence. 
He  CG:ild  not,  however,  approve  of  the  amendment  moved 
by  the  illudrious  Duke  (Cumberland),  becaufe  he  confidered 
it  would  be  a  heavy  and  unexpeded  tax  on  the  perfons  drav^ii 
by  ballot,  who. would  be  under  additional  difficulty  and  ex- 
pencQ  in  finding  fubditutes.  He  was  drongly  of  opinion* 
that  the  defence  of  this  country  would  be  bed  condudled  by 
offenfive  operations  after  we  (hould  have  provided  for  olir 
own  fccurijry  ;  "but  the  bed  reliance  would  always  be  in  the 
fpirit  of  the  people.  The  energy  of  EngliOimen  could  not 
be  doubted  when  ihey  thought  their  country  was  in  danger; 
aod|  during  the  lad  war,  there  was  fufficient  proof  that  men 

of 
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of  military  habits  would  not  objeft  to  unlimited  fervice, 
when  the  occafion  required  it ;  for  very  foon  after  the  pafling 
of  the  bill  for  empowering  militiamen  to  enter  into  regulars^ 
notwithftanding  the  reludance  of  iht  ofEcers  to  part  with 
ihofe  men  whom  they  yrtvt  at  the  trouble  of  trainings  wp 
had  an  acceflioni  of  40,000  additional  men^  which  enabled 
our  armies  to  perform  exploits*  which  equalled  the  proudeff 
times  of  the  prowefs  of  the  nation. It  would  not,  he  be- 
lieved, be  deemed  orderly  in  him,  to  refer  to  difcuflions  in 
another  place;  but  he  was  free  toconfefs  he  never  heard  nor 
read  of  a  belter  fy0em  both  of  ofience  and  defence,  than  was 
difplayed  on  the  occafion'he  alluded  to ;  and  he  made  no  doubt 
but  the  enemy  would  find,  on  making  the  experiment,  that 
there  was  much  more  military  (kill  and  fcieiice  in  this  coun- 
try, than  they  might  have  been  led  to  imagine. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Duke  of  Cumieriand  expWintd-^ 
that  conceiving  a  powerful  attack  upon  the  enemy  at  homet 
to  be  beft  fuited  to  the  dignity,  and  conGftent  with  the  an- 
tient Venown.of  thi^  country;  but  that  he  never  meant  that 
computlbry,  unlimited  fervice,  fliould  be  extended  to  men 
drawn  by  ballot.  What  he  fubmitted  was,  that  perfons  en- 
tering as  fubilitutes,  and  receiving  money  for  doing' fo,  fliould 
be  on  the  Tame  footing  as  the  recruits  for  the  line,  who  alfo 
received  a  bounty.  -However,  as  this  propofal  did  not  feem 
to  accord  with  ihe  general  feelings  of  ^he  Houfe,  he  fliould 
not  perflft  in  his  amendment^  if  their  LordOiips  would  al- 
low him  to  withdraw  it. 

Earl  Grofvenor  was  entering  into  an  elaborate  julification 
of  the  meafures  propofed  by  his  Majefly^s  Miniflers,  when 
\ib  was* tailed  to  order  by 

Lord  Mulgrav€-^viho  faid,  that  the  difcuflion  which  the 
noble  Lord  feemed  difpofed  to  engage  in,  was  not  flriSly  ap- 
plicable to  the  qucflion  before  the  Houfe. 

Earl  Grove/nor  then  put  in  his  claim  to  take  another  op- 
portunity of  going  more  at  large  into  the  fubjeA. 

A  long  and  very  dcfultory  converfation  then  enfoed,  in 
which  Lords  Mulgrave,  Darnley,  Weftmoreland,  Moira, 
Hobart,  Camden,  and  feveral  others  took  a  parr,  buit  which 
turned  principally  on  points  of  explanation. 

Lord  Mulgravi  thought  the  defence  of  the  country  was  the 
principal  object  to  he  confulted  at  prefent.  As  to  filling  up 
the  old  regimen's,  that  may  be  made  the  fubjeA  of  confidet- 
ation  to  thofe  within  whofe  department  it  more  itnmediaiely 

(led :  he  had  the  highcft  refped  for  th^^inions  delivered 
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In  the  Houh  by  high  miliury  chdraders ;  but  however  he 
might  wifli  for  a  large  dirpofable  force,  he  conceived  that  it 
yrould  be  time  enough  to  employ  it  when  the  country  was  out 
of  danger. 

Lord  Carlijli  thought  themeafure  rather  inadequate  to  the 
objects  propofed,  but  would  not  obje<El  to  the  bill,  becaufe  he 
thought  no  time  {hould  be  loft  in  proceeding  upon  this  preli- 
minary meafure.  His  Lordlhip  .was  then  proceeding  to 
arraign  the  Miniflers  for  their  rardinefs  and  want  of  an  early 
jdifpla^  of  fpiriti  when  he  was  alfo  called  to  order. 

Lord  DatnUy  defended  the  train  of  arguments  which  the 
noble  Lord  was  embracing,  and  was  purfuing  a  fimilar 
courfe,  when  he  was  called  to  order  by 

The  Lord  Chance/Iorf  who  faid,  that  his  pbfervations  had 
no  immediate  reference  to  the  queflion  before  the  Houfe. 
.    Lord  Darnley  faid,  he  did  not  think  him  Pelf  by  any  means 
deviating  from  the  queftion,  and  again  renewed  the  fame  line 
of  obliervation. 

The  Lerd  Chancellor  again  interrupted  him,  Qiid  complained 
that  the  flridl  orders  of  the  Houfe  were  very  feldom  complied 
with.  Onmany  occafions,  when  healtempted  to  enforce  theai^ 
he  wis  furry  to  find  that  he  was  not  fufficiently  fupportcd; 
and  if  noble  Lords  continued  to  go  on  in  the  fame  way>  it 
would  be  necelfary  to  determine^  before  the  end  of  the  pre* 
fent  fefTion,  whetlier  the  Houfe  (hould  abide  by  its  orders  cr 
neglcftihem. 

Lord  Darnley  then  faid,  that  he  (hould  take  occa(ion,  ia 
another  (lage,  to  deliver  his  feoiiments  more  at  large  upon 
the  fnbjefl. 

Lord  Hobart  conceived,  that  the  fituation  in.  which  he 
.^ftood,  entitled  him  (o  particular  attention,  while  he  attempted 
.CO  explain  the  general  merits  of  the  queftion. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  called  him  aifo  to  order,  obfervingv 

.that^he  general  defence  of  the  conduct  of  Miniders  did  not 

bear  upon  the  amendment  then  under  confideration. 

t     Lord  Pelham  QWittitA  the  indulgence  of  their  Lordfliips 

whil()  he  proceeded  to  jndify  themeafure  now  propofed.  He 

5)erfedly  agreed  with.ihofe  noble  Lords  wIk)  Rated,  that  the 

beil  mode  in  wliich  we  could  carry  on  the  war,  was  by  a 

dired  attack  upon  the  enemy,  but  he  thought  the  country 

ought  to  be  afTured  of  its  own  fecurity,  before  fuch  a  pro- 

.cecding  (hould  be  reforted  to.  "Let  the  people  feel  themfelvee 

fafe,  andlet  them,  then  annoy  the  enemy,  and  attack  him  in 

thofe  quarters  where  he  was  mod  vulnerable.     This  cotm- 

try. 
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try»  he  was  convinced^  eould  not  loDg  want  the  means  of 
lioftile  operations  againft  France  by  a  foreign  force,  wbieH 
would  be,  and  heretofore  was  always  proved  ,to  be,  tlm 
founded  policy  of  the  united  kingdom.  His  Lordihip  then 
proceeded  to  explain  the  advantages  of  this  plan^in  the  pre- 
lent  inftance  ;  but  fcarcely  added  any  thing  to  what  had  been 
repeatedly  urged  before,  in  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  when 
the  bill  was  there  under  difcuf&on. 

Earl  Spencer  was  decidedly  for  difpatch  in  this  new  levy. 
An  additional  land  army  of  40,000  men  for  England  and 
10,000  for  Ireland  mufthave  a  real  effed,  in  whatever  man- 
ner it  might  be  difpofed  of.  He  acknowledged  that  he  (hould 
have  been  much  better  plea  fed  With  fuch  ajn  addition  to  the 
troops  of  the  line,  and  the  more  To,  as  he  thought  this  ballot- 
ing mud  interfere  with,  and  in  a  great  meafure  fufpend,  thf 
jecruiting  for  the  regulars ;  but  at  all  events  no  time  (hould 
be  lod,  and  he  (hould  fupport  the  meafure  as  being  the  com* 
mencement  6f  a  more  enlarged  military  fyftem. 

After  a  good  deal  of  converfation,  the  amendment  of  the 
Puke  of  Cumberland  was,  with  theconfentof  the  Houfe, 
withdrawn. 

The  different  claufes  of  the  bill  were  then  agreed  to  with 
fome  trifling  amendments,  and  Lord  Walflngham  (ihe  chair* 
roan  of  the  Committet-j  obtained  leave  to  make  the  report. 

Lord  Suffolk  faid,  that  though  he  might  not  be  perfefily 
regular  in  then  fpeaking  of  th.e  merits  of  the  bill  before  them 
in  the  prefent  (tage,  yet  as  it  regarded  the  defence  of  th^ 
country,  he  mud  confider  himfelf  to  be  perfectly  in  order*— 
but  his  Lord fliip  being  here  interrupted  by  a  cry  of  order !  he 
faid  he  (hould  referve  himfelf  for  a  future  opportunity. 

Lord  Rawdon  (Earl  of  Moira)  called  upon  the  noble 
Secretary  for  an  explanation  of  the  meanuig  of  the  claufe, 
which  according  to  his  cunflru^Elion  of  it,  appeared  to  give 
moft  unneceiTarily  a  giatuitous  exclufion  to  the  fubftitutes, 
who  had  voluntarily  entered  into  regiments  of  the  line,  from 
going  abroad,  "feven  if  they  expre(red  their  deiire  fo  to  do- 
His  Lordfhip  faid,  in  the  courfe  of  the  war,  it  might  be 
thought  expedient  tq  attack  a  fort  or  military  pofition  on  the 
enemy's  coafl;,  or  to  fend  a  regimeiit  or  two  out  to  defeat  an 
armament  on  the  Tea,  and  he  faw  qp  reafpn  why  Minifierft 
fhould  deprive  themfelves  of  the  fervice  of  the  fubfiitutqs 
admitted  into  regiments  of  the  line,  if  they  volunteei^  tbeit 
fcrvices,  in  the  cafe  of  their  regiments  l;>eing  Cent  90  gene- 
ral fervice  abroad. 
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Lord  Holart  explained,  that  the  claufe  me^nt  to  ho^d  out 
to  all  who  volunteered,  or  a£ted  as  fubflitute^  for  thofe  baU 
lotted  for  aiiiitia  men,  that  no  more  ihould  be  exaded  from 
them  than  was  orieinally  contraAed  for. 

Lord  Rawdon  (Earl  of  Moira)  moved  ^n  .amendment, 
which  was  negatived. 

The  Committee  then  went  through  the  other  claufes,  and 
the  bill  was  reported  without  amendments. 

Lord  Hobart  moved  two  verbal  amendmerits  on  the  rc- 
porty  which  were  agreed  to,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  be  read 
a  fecond  time  the  next  day. 

Lord  Mulgrave  rofe,  he  faid,  to  move  the  fufpenfion  of 
two  (landing  orders,  agreeably  to  the  notice  he  bad  given 
on  Friday  lafl ;  but,  as  the  prefent  bill  had  been  reported 
without  amendments,  it  did  not  conie  within  the  purview  of 
thofe  orders.  There  were  feveral  other  important  bills  now 
pending,  confeiTedly  of  a  preffing  and  urgent  nature,  upon 
which  he  (hould  move  the  fufpeniion  of  thofe  oxders,  which 
dire£t  that  no  bill  fhall  be  pafled  two  ilages  in  one  day.  At 
a  future  opportunity,  it  was,  his  Lordfhip  faid,  his  intention 
to  call  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  more  particularly  to  tlie 
(landing  orders,  and  move  to  refcind  them. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  made  a  few  obfervatioos  on  the  im- 
portance of  the  perfon  who  fat  on  the  woolfack,  not  putting 
two  queftions  in  one  day  on  one  and  the  fame  bill.  But  a 
motion  to  refcind  the  two  orders  was  a  very  ferious  con- 
iideration.  There  were  precedents  of  the  Houfe's  having 
,  agreed  to  pafs  them  over,  of  which  inilances  they  had  re- 
pented them  heartily  in  lefs  than  four  and  twenty  hours* 
On  the  other  hand,  there  might  occur  cafes  of  fuch  impor- 
tance and  emergency,  as  to  juilify  to  pafs  a  bill  through  all 
its  (lages  in  one  day;  one  had  occurred  recently,  in  which 
every  noble  Loixi  muft  have  felt  it  to  be  his  duty  to  accede 
to  this  line  of  condu£l.  All  he  meant  to  fay  was,  that  it 
ought  to  be  a  cafe  of  imperious  neceiTity  that  could  alone 
juflify  the  departure  from  the  ncceflary  caution,  which  ought 
to  be  preferved  in  refpe£l  to  tlie  violation  of  the  (landing 
•orders  of  the  Houfe ;  and  for  his  own  part,  he  thought  it 
the  moft  prudent  part  to  preferve  the  (landing  orders,  as  it 
always  was,  whenever  deemed  necelfary,  in  the  power  of 
the  Houfe  to  fufpcnd  any  (landing  order,  pro  hac  vicc^  or 
for  any  given  period. 

'     Lord  Mulgrave  moved  to  fufpend  the  (landing  orders  in 
queftion,  on  the  Scotch  azmy  of  referve,  or  additional  mi« 
Utiabill.    Ordered. 
-    ♦  Lord 
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Lord  (ftofvenor  t)^en  faid,  he  Ihiould  not  be  aUe  to  be 
prefiint  next  day«  and  readily  gave  up  the  obfervations  he 
had  meant  to  have  offered,  if  he  had  not  been  called  to 
order  in  the  Committee,  and  which,  he  had  then  faid,  he 
would  make  at  another  opportunity.  '

HOUSE  OF  COMMONS. 

MONDAY,    JULY  4. 

The  Speaker,  attended  by  feveral  Members,  proceeded 
to  the  Houle  of  Lards,  where  the  royal  aflent,  by  commif- 
iion,  was  given  to  the  exports  and  imports  duties  billi  the 
Highlands  roads  and  bridges  hill,  the  cxcife  duty  bill,  the 
Iriui  fhlp  burning  bill,  and  the  bill  for  eflabliihing  a  fund 
for  the  writers  ot  the  iignet. 

FRIENDLY  SOCIETIES,    AND  POOR. 

Mr.  Rofe  brought  in  a  bill  for/eftifying  miftakes  in  the 
rcgiftry  of  the  rules  of  friendly  focieties.  It  was  read  a  fiift 
time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  fecond  time  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Rofe  then  proceeded  to  make  a  motion,  of  which 
he  had  given  previous  notice.  The  meafurc  he  had  ia 
view  comprehended  three  objefls.  ift,  The  comfort  of  the 
poor  in  old  age ;  2dly,  employing  them,  cfpecially  youth, 
in  ufefiil  induftry ;  and,  3dly,  the  prevention  of  crimes.  If 
the  Houfe  fhould  give  him  leave  to  bring  in  the  bill,  for 
which  he  was  about  to  move,  it  was  his  intention  to  fug* 
gcft  a  much  more  fimple  meafure  than  any  that  had  hitlicr- 
to  been  propofed  for  the  amelioration  of  the  poor  laws. 
Thp  meafure  he  had  in  view,  was  nothing  more  than  fup- 
plying  materials  forfchoolsof  induflry,  and  flimutating  the 
minds  of  the  young"  to  fober  induilrious  habits.  Plans  had 
been  adopted  in  fome  diftrids,  which  he  knew,  in  confe- 
quence  of  which,  the  children  of  the  poor  not  only  main* 
tained  themfelves,  but  affifted  in  the  fupport  of  their  pa- 
rents. In  one  di{{ri£t  in  Lincolnfhire,  where  pains  had  been 
taken  to  create  a  fpirit  of  induftry  among  the  poor,  children 
4t  the  age  of  13  or  14,  earned  five  and  fix  (hillings  a  week« 
but  in  the  fame  diftrift,  in  the  year  1 777,  out  of  8O,OO0L 
of  poor-rates,  50,W0l.  was  applied  to  the  fupport  of  the 
poor,  and  the  remainder  fpent  in  journeys  of  the  overiecr$ 
and  other  parilh  officers.  However  wife  it  might  be  to  get 
rid  of  the  workhoufe  fyftem,  it  was  neceflary  before  that 
was  attempted,  to  fall  on  fome  means  of  employing  the 

J>oor.     He  hoped  the  time  would  arrive  when  it  would  be 
bund  neceflary  to  maintain  none  but  children  who  had 

been 
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been  deferted  by  tbeir  parents  in  workhoufes ;  and  there 
were  not  wanting  examples  that  even  fuch  children  might, 
be  lietter  managed  than  they  were  by  the  parifhes.  An- 
other objeft  he  had  in  view,,  was  to  afcertam  the  number 
and  iitaation  of  the  friendly  focieties  in  this  country. 
Wherever  there  were  friendly  focieties,  a  great  proportion 
of  the  poor  were  maintained  by  thcmfelves.  The  money 
thus  raifed  was.  laid  out  in  the  moil  advantageous  manner 
for  the  flate,  as  it  was  almoil  always  invefled  in  the  public 
funds.  Five  or  600,0001.  of  ftock  belong  to  the  labouring 
poor  of  this  country.  It  was  his  opinion  that  thofe  focieties 
Ihould  he  entitled  to  fome  aflidance  from  the  pariihes  in 
confequcnce  of  their  preventing  fo  great  a  proportion  of  the 
poor  from  becoming  a  burthen  upon  the  rates.  The  money 
fupph'ed  by  the  pariihes  he  would  propofe  Ihould  be  laid  up 
by  the  focieties  to  form  a  fupplementary  fund  for  the  fup- 
port  of  their  aged  members ;  from  which  a  man,  whofe 
earnings  in  old  age  fell  Ihort  of  what  he  ufed  to  receive  in 
the  meridian  of  life,  might  have  the  deficiency  fupplied. 
If  a  man  had  been  accuftomed  to  earn  lOs.  6d.  and  now  re- 
ceived only  8s.  or  9s.  a  week,  he  fhould  be  allowed  2s.  or 
is.  6d.  from  this  fund.  He  concluded  by  moving  that  leave 
be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  procuring  returns  fclaiivc  to 
tbeexpence  and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  England, 

EAST  INDIA  DOCKS. 

The  Eaft  India  docks  bill  was  committed. 

Mr.  Calcraft  propofed  a  claufe  for  limiting  the  powers 
granted  under  the  bill  to  21  years.  After  fome  converfa- 
tion  this  claufe  was  adopted,  and  the  report  of  the  Com* 
mittee  was  ordered  to  be  received  next  day. 

INFERIOR.    CLERGY. 

Mr.  Buxton  rofe  to  move  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  Will  for 
the  relief  of  the  inferior  clergy.  1  he  objeft  of  the  bill 
would  be  to  give,  or  rather  rellore  to  the  Commiflioners  of 
Queen  Anne^s  bounty  the  power  of  augmenting  the  revenues 
of  poor  curates,  and  to  open  a  door  to  private  benevolence 
for  that  purpofe  :  this  was  the  original  intention  of  the  ad 
of  Queen  Anne,  and  fuch  was  its  operation  until  it  was  al- 
tered by  the  aft  of  the  Dth  of  George  H.  The  ftatute  of 
Queen  Anney  after  the  appropriation  of  the  iiid  fruits,  i/i- 
vitci  her  Majefty's  fubjcfts  to  follow  her  example  by  will 
or  deed.  The  number  of  livings  under  fifty  pounds  a  year, 
be  was  well  informed,  was  nearly  fix  thoufand.  'J  his  charity, 
therefore,  Hood  as  much  in  need  of  private  aid  as  any  other« 
In  ihe  debate  on  the  clergy  refidencc  bill,  tlie  Chancellor 
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of  the  Exchequer  had  exprefled  his  wi(b  that  fomething 
Ihouid  he  done  for  the  reJicf  of  the  poor  clergy,  even  in  th^ 
prefent  feffion  ;  but  confidering  the  burthens  whicli  it  was 
neceflkry  to  ioipoie  for  the  defence  of  the  couatry,  he 
thought  it  would  be  better  to  refort  to  private  beaeyolence» 
than  to  any  public  meafure  for  that  purpofe.  impreflcd  by 
this  fentiment,  he  moved,  that  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a 
bin  for  rendering  more  cffed^ual  certain  a£ls  of  the  2d  and 
3d  of  Queed  Anne,  for  maintaining  poor  clergymen.  Leave 
given. 

WAYS    AND    MEANS. 

The  Houfe  refolved  into  a  Committee  of  ways  and  means, 
in  which  Mr.  CoYry  called  to  the  recoileftion  of  the  F^oufe 
what  he  had  flated,  on  Saturday,  refpe£ting  the  Irilh  loan, 
ih  cafe  it  (houid  be  found  that  the  one  million,  which  was 
the  proportion  of  the  loan  for  Jreland,  could  not,  from  Che 
circumuances  of  that  country,  be  borrowed  with  advaiUage, 
it  was  thouglift  advifeable,  that  the  Lord  Lieuteaant  fhould 
have  the  power  of  raiiing  the  fame  fym  by  ioans  on  trea- 
fury  hills.  Thefe  bills  were  precifeiy  the  fame  as  exche- 
quer bills  in  this  country.  He  moved  a  refolution  for 
railing  one  million  in  this  manner,  wliich  was  agreed  to, 
and  the  report  ordered  be  made  tlie  next  day.  * 

An  account  wasprefented  of  ihc  amount  of  the  falaries 
and  emoluments  in  the  feveral  public  offices  in  Ireland. 
Ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the  tabic. 

A  meflage  froni  the. Lords  informed   the  Houfe  their 
Lordlkips  had  agreed  to  tiie  additional  excife  duties'  bill. 
Their  Lorddiips  alG)  requeued  a  copy  of  Uie  minutes  of  the- 
Evidence  on  the  woollen  clothiers*  bill. 

Sir  IVilliam  Pulteney  QhkTMed^  that  the  Committee  upon 
the  petition  for  ereding^  a  light*houfe  on  Bell  Rock  ])ad  re« 
ported,  that  it  was  their-opinioQ  the  fame  Ihould  be  ere£ted. 
He. therefore  move^  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  carry  the 
refolution  into  effefb. 

Mr.  Speahr  fubmittsed,  that  as  the  Houfe  had  ordered 
the  report  to  be  printed,  and  it  had  not  yet  been  delivered^ 
it  would  be  better  to  poiflpone  the  motion  till  after  it  bad 
been  printed. 

The  report  of  the  additional  army  of  Ireland  bill  was  re* 
ceived,  and  ordered  to  here-committed  for  Wednefday. 

Mr.  JViciham  gSLVC  notice,  that  he  fhould  the  next  day 
piove  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  enable  the  Lord  Lieu* 
tenant  of  Ireland  to  raifc  volunteers  for  the  additional  armjr 
of  Ireland. 

The 
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The  Houfe  went  into  a  Committee  on  the  Irifli  faltpetre 
duty  bilU  and  tlie  report  ordered  to  be  received  the  next 
day. 

Mr.  Vanfittart  brought  up  the  five  million  loan  bil]» 
which  was  read  a  fiii%  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  fecood 
time  the  next  day.

TUESDAY,  JULY    5. 

The  excife  laws  blll»  the  Birmingham  church  bill,  and 
the  Widmore  drainage  bill*  received  the  royal  aflent  by 
commiflion.  I'he  commiiHoners  were,  the  Lord  Chancel- 
lor, Lord  Waliixigham,  and  Lord  Alvanley.

CLERGY   FARMIMG   AND    RESIDENCE   BILL. 

This  bill  pafled  the  Committee,  and  alfo  two  others. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  faid,  he  found  the  clei*gy  farmiirg  and 
refidence  bill  had  pafled  the  Committee.     He  muft  fay,  it 
did  not  come  up  to  the  idea  which  he  had  expected,  in  re« 
ard  to  creating  the  better  provifion  for  the  inferior  clergy. 

e  had  on  a  former  day  fuggefted  one  mode  of  creating  a 
real  additional  income,  viz.  by  all  the  beneficed  clergy 
contributing  an  afiual  tenth  or  firft  fruits,  to  be  taken  in  aid 
of  Queen  Anne's  bounty.  He  had  heard,  that  a  meafure 
was  in  contemplation  in  the  other  Houfe  of  Parltamcnt;  he 
hoped  it  was  not  the  repeal  of  one  of  the  mod  beneficiaPN 
afts  of  Parliament  that  ever  had  pafled  (wt  prcfume  his 
Lordfliip  meant  the  Mortmain  A&).  The  noble  i£arl  added, 
that  he  had  anxiously  felt  the  neceflity  of  making  fome  bet- 
ter provifion  for  the  inferior  clergy,  and  had  hoped,  before 
providing  for  granting  licences  for  the  non-refidence  of  the 
beneficed  clergy,  the  prefent  bill,  which  had  juft  pafled  the 
Committee,  would  have  begun  with  enacting  fome  mode  of 
provifion  for  the  inferior  clergy. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  faid,  the  prefent  bill  had  not  done 
what  the  noble  Earl  fo  anxioufly  wiflied,  under  the  belief 
that  another  bill,  formed  with  a  view  to  the  objeft  of  the 
noble  Earl's  anxiety,  was  in  contemplation,  and  would  foon 
be  brought  before  both  HoufeS.  It  did  not,  his  Lordfliip 
faid,become  him  to  fay  more  upon  the  fubjeA,  or  to  under« 
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take  to  pledge  bimTelf  that  Tuch  a  bill  would  be  To  brotrght  in, 
as  he  had  (iated,  but  he  could  aifure  the  noble  jLarl,  that  the 
objed  of  his  wifhes  bad  not  been  lod  Gght  of  during  the  pro* 
ceedings  on  the  prefent  bill. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  repeated  his  hope,  that  it  was  nqt 
meant  to  repeal  the  excellent  ftatnte,  to  which  he  had'a)lu4« 
ed,  in  order  by  that  means  to.eiTefl  the  important  obje6\  iu 
queftion. 

ARMY  OF  RESERVE. 

Lord  Hobart  moved  that  \\Ab  bill  be  read  a  third  time  ; 
which  being  read,  his  Lordfliip  moved  two  or  three  amend- 
ments, which  were  tgreed  to. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  put  the  quenion,  when 
The  Karl  of  Suffolk  aiked,  at  what  ftage  he  might  be  al- 
lowed to  deliver  his  fentiments,  ad  a  military  man,  as  xo  the 
I  bed  mode  of  defence  that  ought  to  be  adopted  by  Minifters  ? 

The  Lord  Chancellor  faid^he  might  ftate  them  on  bis  putting 
the  queftion,  *<  that  the  bill  pafs."  His  Lordfhip  then  put  the 
queftion  on  the  third  reading,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  the 
bill  was  read  a  third  time. 

On  the  Lord  Chancellor  putting  the  queftion  '^  that  thi& 
bill  do  pafs," 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  rofe  and  faid,  he  ihould  beg  leave  to 
trouble  their  Lordfhips  with  fome  obfervatiuns  on  the  mea- 
fure  of  defence  about  to  be  adopted  by  the  prefent  bill.     Asa 
military  man,  he  wiflied  particularly  to  throw  out  fome  hints 
to  his  Majefty^s  Minifters»  which  he  thought  ihould  be  aAed 
upon  as  fpeedily  as  poftible.     Next  to  the  proper  formation 
and  difcipline  of  the  troops,  he  coniidered  no  one  thing  to  tx; 
fo  important  as  the  appointment  of  officers  to  command  them* 
who  were  at  once  the  moft  able,  the  moft  (kilful,  and  in  whom 
the  troops  were  likely  to  have  the greateft  confidence.  There 
•  was  nothing,  which  more  contributed  \o  inipire  troops  with 
courage,  zeal,  and  a  confcioufnefs  of  their  own  ftrength,  than 
to  be  commanded  by  men  of  great  reputation  for  military  ta- 
lents, by  men  who  had  feen  fervice  and  gained  vidories.    He 
would,  on  the  prefent  t  ry  ingoccafion,  moft  earneftly  recommend 
it  tohisMajefty's  Minifleps,  to  fcIeti^ofEcersofthisdefcripiion 
f  broughout  the  Briiifli  fervice,  in  order  to  give  each  of  them  ' 
a  chief  command  ;  and  that  jftiould  be  done  without  any  re* 
gdLfA  to  the  feniority  which  one  general  officer  might  have 
over  another.     Upon  this  fubje£l^,  he  could  not  kelp  expref- 
^    Vo^.  IV.  1802-3.        "^     3H  fing 
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fing  his  regret  at  fome  recent  appolniment^.       Hfc  did  not 
ivilh  to  allude  to  per  Tons,  but  he  fuppoftd  every  noble  Lord 
who  heard  hiiHy  knew  what  he  alluded  Co.     If  ever  there  was 
any  part  of  the  conduA  of  the  noble  Lord  at  the  head  of  xh6 
Admiralty  more  praifeworthy  thati  another,  it  was  that  of 
hks  doing  away  the  punctilio  of  feniority,   at  the   time  htf 
gavt  I  he  chief  coriimand  of  a  fleet  to   Lord  Nelfon.     The 
fame  rule  ought  lo  be  obferved  in  the  military  departmcfnt^ 
Lei  Miniflers  weigh  well  in  their  minds  what  it  was  which 
we  had  at  flakfet  and  tonnder  how  important  fow.'rds  the  fe* 
curlty  of  the  coimtry  it  mufl  be,  to  have  great  and  expert* 
enced  generals  at  the  head  of  the  troops.     He  would  put  it 
to  that    Houfe,  and  to  his  Majefty's  Miniflers,    whether  \t 
was  wife  or  politic  to  give  the  conqueror  of  Egypt  a  fubor* 
dinate  command  ?     It  might  be  faid,  that  being  but  a  major* 
general,  that  gallant  and  tioble  officer  could  not  h^ve  a  chief 
command  over  generals  of  older  rank :  Miniders  ought  to 
know  that  this  was  not  a  time  to  think  of  the  pun£liiios  of 
fenibrity«     If  the  great  armies  of  France  were  to  be  defeat- 
ed, it  would  be  neceflary  to  imitate,  in  fome  meafure,  the 
)>radice8  of  France^  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of  gt^ 
nerais.     The  Government  of  that  country  paid  no  regard  to 
feniority  ;  they  fearched  after  men  of  military  talents^  and 
appointed  thofe  whom  they  H)oked  upon  as  the  braved  and 
the  mod  ikilful  to  command  the  armies.     All  the  great  gene* 
tals  of  France^  who  had  diAinguithed  themfelvcs  in  the  late 
war^  were  raifed  up  from  fubordinate  fituations.      Among 
thefe,  the  Government  was  able  to  diftinguiOi  fueh  men  as 
MafTena  and  Mo^eau.     In  the  prefent  critical  fituatioaof 
this  country,  it  was  abfolutely  neceHary  to  adopt  a  flmilar 
pra^ice,  atid  to  raiPe  up  merit  wherever  it  was  to  be  fotmd. 
But  he  was  confident,  that  among  the  Britifh  general  officers^ 
there  were  to  be  found  perfons  fully  qualified  to  condud  our 
armies^  If  care  was  taken  to  make  a  proper  feledion,  ac- 
Cordingio  the  various  degrees  of  merit  which  they  were  known 
to  poiTefs.  Kext  to  a  judiciotjs  felcdion  of  general  officers,  he 
confldered  it  a  matter  of  the  greateft  importance  to  form  be- 
before-hand  the  bed  poffible  plans  of  operations,  and  to  de- 
termine how   certain  things  were  to  be  done,  according  to 
cu'ciumftances.     For  this  purpofe,  he  would  earneftly  recom- 
tnend  the  appointrnent  of  a  military  Cdromittee,  whofe  bu- 
fmefs  it  (hould  be  to  confider  and  determine  on  plans  of  ope- 
rations^  and  to  receive  fucb  plans  as  might  be  prefented  40 

them 
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them.     This  Committee  (hould  be  compofed  of  thp  moft 
eKpcricnced  dnd  (kilful  officers  ;  zi^d  military  men  (hould  be 
invited  to  give  their  advice  and  opinion,  with  regard  to  mili- 
tary operations.     It  was  owing,  in  a  great  meafure,  to  Cocti-P 
mittees  of  this  kind,  that  France  had  gained  fuch  aftonifhlng 
(ticceflcs  during  the  late  war.     The  Committee  laid  dowii 
the  plan  for  the  General,  and  faid  to  him — ^*  There  is  what 
you  are  to  do,  and  it  mud  be  done."     This  took  away  all 
rcfponfibillty  from   the  general,  with  regard  to  ihc  manner 
in  which  he  was  to  cxercife   h'S  difctetion,  and  obliged  bim 
to  make  the  moft  imcommon  elFoitSy  in  order  to  accompliik 
what  he  was  ordered  to  do.      Thcfe  CoiDmittees  were  not 
compofed  of  military  men  ;  but  they  had  a  clear  and  accur 
fate  knowledge  of  the  (late  of  the  conntry,  and  of  what  mw 
litary  men  ought  to  do.     Their  Lord (hipsmn ft  rccol left,  iha4 
the  operations  in  La  Vendee  were  direfled  by  Carnot,  and 
that  th«y  were  planned  by  Hoche,  who  was  at  that  time  a 
Cerjeant  of  grenadiers.    It  was  unneccflTary.for  him  to  obferve 
what  the  fuccefs  of  thefe  operations  was :  but  the  exampis 
ivas  fufticient  to  enforce  his  argument.     He  would  afk^  what 
the  confequence  might  have  been»    if  General  Hoche  had 
landed  with  his  25,000  men  in  Irelarid  ?     He   believed  the 
f  onfeauence  would  h^ve  been,  in  all  probability^  the  tota^ 
'  Jofs  ot  that  country  to  Great  Britain  — 

About  this  part  of  the  noble  Earl's  fpeech 
The  Lord  Chancellor  rofe,  he  faid,  to  fpeak  to  a  queftion  of  ' 
prdef.     He  hoped  the  noble  Earl  would  excufe  him  for  the 
interruption,  as  he  could  aiTure  him,  that  what  be  was  about 
|o  fubmit  to  tlie  Houfe,  was  no  way  connedbed  with  any  part 
of  the  noble  Earl's  fpeech.     The  circumftaoce.  to  which  ho 
Jneant  to  call  their  Lordlhips*. attention  was  otic  ^tch,  foe 
the  firft  time,  was  commuiiicated  to  him  on  that  day  ;  it  was, 
that  perfons  were  then  below  ^t  the  bar  of  that  Houfe,  taking 
xiot.es  of  their  Lordfliips'  proceedings.     He  wilhed  to  make 
it  known,  that  if  a  pradice  fo  directly  contrary  to  the  ftand- 
jng  orders  of  the  Houfe  was  purfued,  he  would  move  to  have 
the  Houfe  cleared  of  all  ftrangers,   and  then  he  Would  call 
.their   Lordfhips  to  decide,  whether  that  prat^^ice  was  to  be 
permitted  or  nut.     His  Lordftiip  at  the  fame  tima  looking 
and  pointing  towards  the  bar,  obferved,  that  the  performs  to 
vvhom  he  alluded  were  not  unknown  10  him. 

[There  was  one  Qenileman  at  this  time,  ^ndvnly  4ngt  tak> 
jngr  notes  of  the  Earl  of  Suffolk's  fpeech  ;  and  when  the 
Vi^er  of  tt^«  Plack  ^t^d  defircd  him  to  wi^hdr^w  from  the 

5  H  a  fioul?, 
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boufev  he  refufed  to  do  fo,  and  perflfled  in  taking  notes* 
The  Ufher  of  the  Black  Rod  then  communicated  this  circum- 
Dance  to  the  Chancellor  ;  and  that  probably  gave  rife  to  the 
obfervations  made  by  hisLordfhip.  We  did  not  obfervethac 
this  gentleman  afterwards  continued  to  take  notes.] 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  refumed  his  fpeech  :  He  faid,  there 
was  another  material  point   which  his  Majefty's  Miniftcrs  j 

ought  to  attend  to,  and  that  was,  to  cncreafe  the  cavalry  :  1 

it  was  a  force  which  would  be  of  the  ulmoft  importance  in    "  •" 

cafe  the  enemy  made  a  landing.  It  could  a£t  in  every  field 
into  which  the  enemy  might  enter;  and  fuch  was  the  nature 
of  this  countrv,  that  fuch  entrance  would  be  attended  with 
difficulty,  as  almoft  every  field  wasfurrounded  by  a  kind  of  for- 
tification. It  was  alfo  extremely  neceffary  that  the  foldiers 
ihould  be  continually  firing  at  marks.  From  a  falfe  fpecies  of 
economy,  the  foldiers,  during  the  lad  war,  were  never  fupplied 
with  a  fufficiency  of  gunpowder.  As  a  military  man,  he  would 
fay,  that  foldiers  ought  to  be  allowed  a  profufion'of  it,  in  or- 
der that  they  might  be  continually  firing.  His  Lordfbip  then 
entered  into  feveral  military  details,  with  regard  to  the  dif- 
cipline  of  fpldiers  :  and  then  lamented  that  the  fpirit  of  the 
country  did  not  appear  to  be  fufficientiy  alive  to  a  fenfe  of  its 
dangers,  or  fufficientiy  rou(cd  to  repel  them ;  and  for  that 
reafon  it  was  incumbent  on  every  Member  of  that  Hou^e, 
and  oncvery  gentleman  of  landed  property,  to  go  to  his 
county,  and,  by  his  example  and  admonition,  toraife  up  the 
fpirii  of  his  tenants  and  neighbours,  and  point  out  to  theth  the 
Bccelfiiy  of  coming  forward  in  defence  of  the  nation  at  large. 
Let  the  people  know  what  they  muft  expeft  from  a  fuccefsful 
invafion  on  the  part  of  France;  let  the  miferies  of  Hollandi 
Switzerland,  and  other  countries  on  the  continent,  which 
France  had  conquered  and  pillaged,  be  pointed  out  ;  and  at 
the  fame  tiine  let  the  people  of  England' be  afTured/  there  was. 
no  country  on  earth  againft  which  France  entertained  fo 
great  an  animofity  as  this  ;  and  that  no  country  would  fuifcr 
more  in  cafe  of  an  invafion.  His  Loidfbip  concluded  with 
obferving,  that  he  could  not  let  the  prefent  bill  pafs  without 
making  thofe  obfervationS)  and  throwing  out  thofe  hints  to 
Minifters. 

Lord  Cltfion  (EzrXoi  Darnlcy)  rofe,  not,  he  afTured  the 
learned  Lord  on  the  woolfack,  to  revenge  himfelf  upon  him, 
tor  having  interrupted  him  the  preceding  evening.  He  by 
no  means  intended  to  detain  their  Lordfliips  long,  but  thcro 
were  fome  fcntiments  impreflcd  upon  his  mhid  fufliongly. 

that 
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that  he  conl<!  not,  but  anxioufly  wifli  to  take  that  opportunity 
of  fiating  them  to  their  Lordlhips,  and  would  prnmire  to  do 
to  as  (hortly  as  he  was  able.     Poflibly  the  noble  and  learned 
Lord  had  interrupted  him  on  a  principle  of  modefty,  under  an. 
appretienTion  that  he  was  about  to  pafs  a  panegyric  on   his 
Majefly's  prefent   Minifters,  bat  fuch  had  not  been  his  in- 
tention.    He  had  no  particular  predile£lion  for  his  Majefty's 
MiniRers,  nor  any  defire  to  over*rate  their  abilities.     He 
thought  abler  men  might  have  been  found  ;  but  from  many 
votes  of  that,  and  the  other  Houfe  of  Parliament  on  different 
parts  of  their  conduft,  it  was  evident  that  they  had  the  con- 
fidence of  iParliamenty  and  it  was  clear,  that  they  alfo  had 
the  confidence  of  their  Sovereign ;  he  had  no  right,  therefore, 
to  conclude,  that  they  had  not  likewife  the  confidence  of  the 
country  ;  and  he  felt,  under  thefe  particular  circumftances  of 
the  inomeni,  it  was  his  duty,  as  it  was  that  of  every  man  who 
could  do  it  with  a'fafe  confcience,  to  afford  ihem  every  Hip- 
port  and  affiftance  in  his  power.    With  regard  to  the  prefent 
bill,  he  thought  it  a  wife  and  efficient  meafure,  and  he  ap- 
proved of  it  the  more,  becaufe,  in  his  confcience,  he  believed  - 
it  to  be  the  only  pra£ticable  mode  of  fuddenly  raifing  a  nu- 
Q)crous  body  of  forces  for  the  internal  defence  of  the  king- 
dom.    He  trufled  it  wouWbe  found  to  be  a  mod  ufeful  bill, 
and  the  c9Sc&  extremely  beneficial  to  the  public  fervice.    His 
Lordfhip  faid,  he  could  not  but  regret,  that,  day  after  day, 
they  heard  from  military  chara3ers  of  great  authori^ty,  that 
the  country  could  not  be  faved  by  regular  forces,  at  the  very 
time,  and  in  the  very  breath,  that  thefe  high  miliiary  autho- 
rities individually  confefled,  that  recruits  for  regiments  of  the 
line  wer«  not  to  be  had.     It  was  become  a  praflice  to  bow 
implicitly  to  fuch  do^rines,  and  to  confider  fuch  fubjefls  as 
fit  to  be  debated  by  Minifters  and  military  men  only.     Upon 
this  principle  he  fuppofed,  ^od  medicorume/l,  promitiitnt  me^ 
diet ;  traEtant  fahriiia  fahru  He  certainly  was  neither  medlcus 
TiOxfahir\  neither  a  Minifler,  nor  a  military  man,  but  fl  ill 
he  thotight  himfelf  as  much  entitled  to  difcufs  the  obje6l  of 
the   prefent  bill,  and  all   that   related  to  the  defence  of  the 
country,  as  any  other  defcription  of  men,  u^hether  poliiical 
or  military  ;  and  he  could   not  think  that  the  fort  of  argu- 
ments we  hr.d  frequently  heard,  nf  the  nature  to  which  he 
alluded,  were  more  likely  to  excite  to defpondcncy,  than  to 
roufe  the  general  fpirit  of  the  people'.     What  was  it  but  teH- 
ing  them  that  the  country  mud  be  lod,  becaufe  we  had  not 
fo  large  a  difpofable  force  as  might   be  wKhed  for  ?     Nay, 

in 
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ID  the  manner  of  (rating  their  arguments,  tbefe  great  military 
charaders  very   incaiiiioufly  aftcd,  becaufe  what  fell  from 
fuch   high  authority  oouid  not  but  make  a  deep  im  pre  (Hon 
without  duorSy  and  tnuft  tend  to  create  difmay  and  di(lru(t  in 
the  people  as  to  their  fecurity  and  fafety.     A   noble   Lord 
had   the  other   night,    in  that    Houfe,    publicly  avowed, 
that  there  was  to  his  knowledge  one  brigade,  conflfting  of 
four  battalions,  in  a  (tale  of  the  mod  (hameful  incompletion* 
He  thought  fuch  a  declaration  mifchicvous  to  the  lad  degree  ; 
he  did  not  mean  to  charge  the  noble  Lord  with  having  made, 
It  with  any  mifchievoiis  dedgn  ;  he  knew  that  he  made  ic. 
•with  the  belt  poffible  motive,  and  with  a  view  to  roufe  the  encr^ 
gies  of  the   people,  and  prompt  them  to. exertion  ;  but  he 
mud  contend  that  it   was  more  likely  to  damp  their  fpirit 
and  deprefs  their  ardour,  by  diminishing  their  confidence  in 
the  Government  of  the  country.    He  had  hoped  that  his  Ma- 
jelly's  iVliniders  would  have  initantly  rifenand  contradiiBedthe 
fa£t ;  and  if  it  ihouU!  have  happened  that  a  fmgle  brigade  was 
in  fuch  a  miferable  fituation,  that  Mtniders  would  have^afTurcd 
the  Houfe  that   the  battalions  of  that  brigade  would  (hortly 
be  completed.     Indeed  they  might,  with  great  truth,  have 
dated,  that  the  other  regiments  of  the  line  were  complete, 
and  they  had  it  In  their  power  to^ve  dated  feveral ;  for  in* 
fiancf,  the  guards,  the  cavalry,  and  various  other  corps.— 
He  admitted,  that  if  the  regiments  of  the  line  could  be  com- 
pleted,   it  would  be  mod  deflrable.     But  fo  far  was  he  from 
thinking,  that  only  the  regulars  could  fave  the  country,   that 
he  felt  confident  that  the  country  would  be  faved,  even  if  the 
prefent  bill  did   not   pafs,   though  he  thought  it  perfedlly 
wife  in  Mihiders  to  have  brought  it  forward,  and  he  would 
be  the  lad  man  living  to  protract  its  pading  by  any  unnecef- 
fary  argument.     He  mud,  however,  be  permitted  to  fay,  that 
he  had  not  the  fmallcft  apprchcnfions  of  the  want  of  energy, 
either  in  Govern mfni>  or  of  fpirir  in  the  people.  Put  a  fword 
into  an  EngliOiman's  hand,  and  he  would  feel  like  an  Eng« 
lidiinan,  and  (ight  in. an  undaunted   manner,  when  he  feels 
that  he  is  fighting  to  repel  a  daring  and  tnfolent  invader.  Th<> 
whole  cotmtry  would,  he  had  no  doubt,  rife  and  join  fuch  an 
enemy  as  was  likely  to  beoppofed  to  jusj  let  no  man,  there- 
fore, defpair,  or  droop  for  a  moment.      Let  him  but  exert 
himfelf  in  the  common  cpufe,   in  proportion  as  the  exigency 
of  the  circumdance  migl)t  require,  and  we  might  be  aiHired 
of  dt'fending  not  only  every  part  of  the  country,  but  of  pu- 
jQifting,   in  the  mo(l  exemplary  manner,  the  defpot   who

cUred  attempt  to  land  an  army  on  our  (h'ores.     His  Lordlhip 
faid,  that  feeling  as  he  did,  he  cutild  not  but  reprobate,   in 
\Ue  (Irongdl  terms,  a  fpeech  delivered  in  another  place,  by  a 
nfiilitary  charaiSter ;  and  which  parliamentary  forms  forbacT  . 
him,  in  a  more  than  general  way,  to  allude   to.      In  that 
fpeech  it  had  been  thrown  out,  that  we  were  vulnerable  in 
various  points,  and  that  the  enemy  might,  in  the  many  at- 
tempts he  might  be  expeded  to  make,  pofTibly  fucceed  in  one 
or  other.     He  could  not  give  credit  to  the  poffibility  of  th6 
€nemy*s  landing  any  where  ;  a  country  united  and  prepared 
as  we  were,   need  not  expe£l  an  attempt  to  invade  us  ;  nor 
could  our  coafts  be  approached  in  any  part  without  the  ut- 
mod  danger,  and  almoft  certainty  of  failure  of  fuccefs  to  the 
enemy.     So  far  was  he  from  coinciding  in  the  childifh  appre« 
henrions,  which  the  fpeech,  to  which  be  alluded,  expreifed, 
that  he  would,  for  the  fake  of  argument,  admit  for  a  momenit 
that  the  enemy  did  effect  a  landing ;  nay,  more,  that  he  made  ' 
his  way,  in  fpite  of  all  our  forces  and  all  our  endeavours ;  that 
he  reached  this  rich  and  luxurious  metropolis,  laid  it  in  aihes, 
put  a  momentary  end  ro  trade  and  commerce,  made  bankrupts 
of  all  wealthy  Jews  aad  broker^  in  'Change,  and  annihilat- 
ed the  three  per  cents,  fiill  he  would  not  abandon  himfelf  to 
idefpair,  and  think  the  caufe  a  lodcaufe.      He  (hould,  even 
then,  feel  hope,  from  a  confcioufnefs  that  there  remained 
knuch  worth  fighting  for,  and  that  the  fpirit  of  the  people 
would  dill  exert  itfelf,  and  with  renewed  energy  and  undaunt- 
ed valor  purfue  the  foe,  till  they  drove  him  out  of  their  coun- 
try.    I   promifed  you,  my  Lords,  at  my  opening,  faid  his 
Lordfhip,  that  I  would  not  detain  you  long,  and  I  will  keep 
my  word.      I  will  only  add,  Let  us  hear  no  more  then  of 
thefe  arguments  of  our  weaknefs,   thefc  proclamations  of 
alarm  and   terror.      Let  no  man  aflume  a  dadardly  feeling* 
but  face  the  danger,  which,  notwithftanding  what  I  have 
{aid,  I   by  no  means  defpife  or  underrate.     It  is  great  and 
urgent,  mod  undoubtedly,  but  meet  it  like  men,  and  you  haVe 
nothing  to  apprehend.      Be  but  true  to  yourfelves,  and  yoti 
are   invincible:    (brink    fittm    the    danger  like  trembling 
cowards,  and  you  are  ruined  1 

The  qtreilionwas  then  put,  and  the  bill  pafTed  with  amend- 
fine  nts.

EAST  INDIA  DOCK  BILL. 

'     On  the  motion  for  bringing  up  the  report  of  the  Eafl  In- 
dia dock  bill, 

Sir  William  Pulteney  objeded  to  it ;  he  difapproved  of 
many  of  the  provifions  of  the  bill,  which  he  faid  had  been 
brought  in  in  a  clandeftine  manner,  and  contrary  to  the  fortns 
of  the  Houfe. 

Sir  Fu  Baring  defended  the  bill ;.  he  faid  it  was  not 
brought  in  to  promote  the  intereft  of  individuab,  but  with 
a  view  of  producing  great  public  advantage  ;  it  would  be- 
nefit the  public  revenue  ;  it  would  afford  proteAion  to 
trade,  and  would  prevent  plunder  ;  and,  as  a  proof  of  the 
merits  of  the  bill,  there  was  but  one  fulitary  petition  againft 
itj  from  a  tingle  individual. 

Mr.  Caicraf't  faid,  if  this  bill  W3«  calculated  to  benefit  the 
public  revenue,  he  would  be  the  laft  man  to  oppofe  it.  If 
ihefe  docks  were  intended  for  general  benefit,  why  were  they 
not  in  a  fiiuation  in  which  all  £a(l  India  (hips  could  derive 
bentfit  from  them  ?  It  was  impofTible  that  many  of  the  large 
Ea^  [ndiamen  could  get  into  ihefe  docks  without  breaking 
bulk,  and  getting  rid  of  a  part  of  their  cargo.  He  was  fure 
that  there  were  fituations  within  the  port  of  London,  in  which 
docks  might  have  been  made  to  accommodate  all  the  Eafl 
India'Tlilpping. 

Sir  T*.  Meicrt^f  entered  at  length  info  the  grounds  upon 
vhich  tti6,biIPhad  been  brought  forward,  and  contended^ 
that  if  the  Y\7X(  India  Company,  if  all  the  perfons  con* 
cerncd  in  this  trade,  if  all  the  perfons  who  were  beft  ac- 
quainted with  the  fubjed,  were  fatisfied  with  the  benefits  that 
would  refuit  from  this  bill,  he  hoped  it  would  outweigh  the 
eppofition  of  the  two  hon.  Members  who  had  oppufed  it, 
hoWever  reputable  they  might  be.

Thi6  rffport  was  ibcn  brbught  up,  after  which  Mr.  Calcrafi 
propofed  an  amendment,-  the  objcd  of  which  wjgis,  that  In<*' 
diamen  that  wete  obliged  to  break  bulk  in  Long  Reach  (houTd 
not  be  obliged  to  pay  the  dock  duties  on  the  whole  of  theif 
tonnage*  This  amendment  was  eppofed  by  Sir  F.  Baring 
and  Sir  T.  Metcalf.  The  Gallery  was  cleared  for  a  divifioii^ 
^  ft«t  weunderftand  it  was  rejeded  withotit  adivifioh. 

IKCOME  TAX. 

On  ^e*admiflion  into  the  gallery,  we  found  that  the  order 
of  the  day  had  been  moved  tor  the  Hotrfe  to  go  into  a  Com- 
mittee, pro  formof  o«i  the  income  tax  bHl — Mr.  Alderfnaw 
'Gtambe  was  fpeaking  agalnft  the  Speaker's  leaving  the  chairr 
his'  reafons  for  which  were,  that  his  conAitUents  thoaght  it 
a  mod  unjuft  and  bppreflive  tax,  and  had  intruded  hi«i  to 
oppofe  it  in  that  Houfe,  and  by  thofe  inftruftions  he  thought^ 
htmCeif  bound  to  ad:. 

\  The  Lord  Mayor  faid,  that  in  confequence  of  what  had 

fallen  from  his  hon.  colleague,  he  begged  the  atnshiion  of  the 
Houfe  to  a  few  obfervations  he  had  to  make.  He  (houtd 
always  feel  himfclf  extremely  happy  in  being  able  to  coincide* 
in  opinion  with  his  conftituents  on  all  pnblic  meafures.  Her 
believed  the  income  tax  was  generally  reprobated  by  his  con- 
ftituents, and  they  bad  very  recently  declared  their  opinion  on 
that  head  in  the  mod  public  manner ;  but  he  could  not  avoid 
confidering  himfelf  as  aiding  in  that  Houfe  as  a  reprefentative 

r  of  the  whole  country  as  well  as  thecity  of  London,  and  asfuch,' 

wnilft  he  (hould  look  at  all  the  proceedings  of  Adminiftration 
wiih  a  jealous  eye,  he  thought  the  circumftancesof  the  times 
foch,  that  in  the  prefent  iniFince  the  bill  (hould  go  to  a  Com^ 
mitilee,  and  that  there  every  one  (hould  endeavour  to  modify 
it-xs  much  as  in  his  power,  in  order  to  make  its  operation  as 
light  as  poffible,  by  provifions  founded  on  impartialiry  and 
jttttice  \  placing  the  burthen  where  it  was  beft  able  to  be 
boi^ne.  As  fuch  he  (hould  vote  for  the  Speaker  leaving  the 
chair. 
*  Mr.  Alderman  Andtrfon  was  of  the  fame  opinion. 
Colonel  B^ftard  faid,  he  did  not  mean  to  oppofe  tl  e 
Speaker's  leaving  the  chiair,  but  he  wiihed  to  knbwhpw  £av 
the  bill  was  intended  to  aflfeA  landed  property^ 

•The  Chancilhrrfiht  Excl)equtr  faid,  that  he  did  not  con<^ 

ceivtfv  if  the  anfwer  he  (hould  give  to  the  hon.  Gentleman 

who  fpoke  laft  (hould  be  unfavourable  to  his  opinion,  that

If  he  underfto<xl  the  queftion  of  the  bon.  Gentlemani, 
it  was  rhifliy  *'  Whether,  under  any  circumflafnces,  landed 
property  can  be  charged  more  than  five  per  €;ent/*i  It^ 
all  circumftahces  where  the  owner  of  land  le,t8  it  o^t»  only 
five  per  cerl.  is  payable,  that  is,  is.  in  the  pound.  '  Where 
the  owner  of  land  holds  the  fame  in  his  own  hands,  and  is^ 
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|n  U&,  his  own  tenant^  then  he  is  to  pay  is,  pd.  that  is  i^ 
as  laoilloi'd  and  gd.  as  tenant.  He  then  adverted  to  what  haa 
been  faid  by  Mr.  Alderman  Coombe.  It  was  not  for  him,  he 
kidr  to  comtnent  on  what  had  fallen  from  the  worthy  Alder- 
man Teiative  to  following  the  inftni£lioos  of  his  conftituent^ 
but  he  could  not  but  fee  with  pleafure  the  vgeflure  of  the 
i^igbt  hon.  Gentleman  in  the  Chair  (the  Speaker),  expreflire 
of  his  furprife  at  bearing  fuch  a  do£lrine.  He  fully  coin- 
cided in  opinion  with  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  behind  hiiD> 
the  worthy  Chief  Magidrate  of  the  city  of  London,  tbat^ 
when  rcttirncdto  that  Houfe,  every  individual  Member  lat 
fheii  as  the  reprefentative  of  the  whole  country  ;  and  it  was 
the  particular  and .  bounden  duty  of  every  one,  while  (ittinl^ 
tKere»  to  attend  to  and  watch  over  the  general  interefts  of  the 
whole  community.  The  hon.  Alderman  (Coombe)  bad  faidj 
that  this  was  neither  more  nor  lefs  than  tjie  old  income  tax 
revived.  This  he  denied  to  be  the  cafe.  In  faying  this,  hi: 
did  not  nr>egn.  to  inflnuate  any  tiding  againft  the  old  tax,  for 
itiwas  one  he  had  always  highly  approved;  and  when  he 
ftoad*  forwar^d  for  its  repeal,  he  had  decidedly  delivered  his 
opinion  in  favour  ef  the  principle  of  the  tax,  and  that  it  waa 
what  ought  to  b^  aded  upon  again,  if  future  circumftances 
fhould  arife  to  require  it.  The  diiFerence  between  that  mea- 
fure  atid  this  is,  the  piefent  tax  is  to  be  applied  to  the  fame 
purpoies,  and  hinges  On  the  fame  principle  as  the  other,  but 
the  mode  of  colieding  it  Was  better,  becaufe  it  was  calcu- 
lated to  avoid  any  difclofure  of  the  drcum {lances  or  property 
of  the  parties' paying  the  tax.  By  the  mode  of  charging  land 
and  money  at  intereQ,  rto  difclofure  whatiever  took  place.  In 
a  commercial  country  it  was  unqueftionably  moft  defirable, 
that  no  difjcl  -fure  of  circumftances  (hould  be  made,  fiuther  4 

than  was  abfolutely  n^eceflary  to  jfecure  the  paytneht  of  the 
t%x,  and  a  plan  would  (hortly  be  fubmitted  to  Parliament  oa 
this  head,  which  he  hoped  would  meet.  With  general  appro- 
bation.* Aiiother  advarrtage  was,  that  the  executioii  was  to- 
fitiitely  mom  eafy.and  Jimple  to  the  Cpnr)mi6^9i>ers  than  it 

W^s  before,  as  perfons  now  will  not  be  in  a  iituation  in  which 
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thej  will  have  to  decide' between  thi^r  ifitereft  and  their  dutji 
Another  circumftance,  highly  in  favour  of  the  pfefent  mea-' 
furcy  was,  the  mode  of  levying  the  tax  on  money  borrowed 
on  mortgage,  bond,'  &c.  In  the  prefent  cafe,  the  debtor  i^ 
to  pay  the  whole  of  the  tax,  and  dedud  it  out  of  the  fum  bor- 
rowed, when  called  on  to  pay  the  fame  by  his  creditor;  fo 
that  nineteen  Ibiliings  in  the  pound  would,  in  all  cafes,  be  at 
legal  tender,  and  it  will  be  attended  with  the  advantage  of 
concealing  the  circumftances  of  the  debtor's  cafe.  •  Thefe^  h% 
faid,  were  fome  of  the  leading  features  of  the  bilL  H4 
wi(hed  that  the  Houfe,  if  it  contented-  to  go  into  a  Codi- 
mittee,  would  permit  him  to  offer  fome  daufes  which  he 
meant  to  oflFer,  and  which  he  hoped  would  operate  as  modifi- 
cations. He  was  afraid  that,  when  they  were  brought  for«^ 
ward,  themeafure  would  be  found  pregnant  with  difficulties, 
but  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Houfe  not  to  (hrink  from  difficultiei^ 
however  great  and  numerous  they  might  be;  but  on  the  con- 
trary, to  join  cordially,  by  their  united  efforts^  to  make  it  a^ 
palatable  and  perfeS  as  podible.  He  was  certain  that  it  ne- 
ver was,  or  could  be,  the  wi(h  of  the  citizens  of  Londoh,  hot 
to  pay  their  fair  and  equal  proportion  of  the  pubHc  burthens  ; 
and  however  unpopular  at  the  moment  the  idea  of  an  income 
tax  may  be  amongft  them,  if  they  are  to  be  taxefi  in  thi^ 
way  in  common  with  the  reft  of  the  kingdom,  he  hoped  and 
expeAed  the  hon.  Alderman  woulil  give  the  Committee  the 
advantage  of  his  afliftance,  and  inftead  of  (landing  on  -the 
principle  of  oppoGiion  to  the  bill,  turn  his  miad  to  every. 
jpoint  which  might  tend  to  make  it  as  equal  and  unobjec- 
tionable as  poHible.  Afterconfenting  t6  raife  eight  milliona 
within  the  year,  for  the  public  fervice,  it  was  heceflfary  that 
the  means  of  doing  fo  (hould  be  as  fpcedily  as  poflible  pro^- 
vided.  The  meafure  he  now  fubmitted  to  the  Houfe  waa 
fuch  as  he  thought  would  draw  fair  and  equal  contributions, 
by  taxing  income  and  other  fpecies  of  property  as  nearly  oii 
a  par  as  may  be. 

Colonel  Bajiard  cxprefk6  himfelf  perfedly  falisfied  with 
what  had  been  faid  by  the  right  hon«  Gentleman,  and  hoped 
every  body  would  be  made  to  pay  alike. 

Mr.  Gregor  fald,  that  the  mode  of  laying  the  tax  feemed  taf 
him  to  be  a  tax  on  land  of  is.  9d. 

The  Attorney  General  faid,  it  was  a  mifapprchenfion  of* 
die  hon.  Gentleman  as  to  the  mode  of  laying  the  tax ;  that  it  ^ 
iMiaaet  a  taai  of  is.  9d.  uuon  land,  but  a  tax  of  two  incomes  | 
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l««  in  th«p<iwdm  tbAt  pi  ifa# VndHari),  tad  ^d.  to  ita fooad 
on  thskt  ot  tbe  4«najpu 

Sic  ^.  Buxt^  (^iAy.x^ as  to  the  objeAion  agaioft  gd*  in 
^  pQliad  to  be  paid  by  the  teoantf  he  faw  no  reafba  in  it. 
Hit  C9oceived  the  tcfitnt  to  ftan^  in  the  fame  relation  aa  » 
Comcoercial  mw  who  lays  ewt  his  money  to  make  advantage 
of  .11,  and  at  fuch  he  ought  to  be^  taxed*  Hewas'ftirpriled 
eommercial  gfhilemen  £ouid  objed  to  this  tax>  when  th^ 
ian^d  oien  (lo  not,  and  at  a  moment  when  we  wete  fighting 
fdfc-.every  ihi^g  thatcan  be  dear  to  us.  If  he  were  to  look  at 
it  ^  a  permanent  ta:-.  he  might  perhaps  view  it  with  a  mora 
jealpu^  and  fcrutini^og  eye  ;  but  aa  a  temporary  meafoTe, 
ao^  to  cwtiniie  only  during  the  war,  he  thought  it  a  very 
proper  one. 

^ord  A.  Hamilton  wilbed  the  proportion  for  Scotland  had' 
been  fettled  according  to  the  terms  of  the  a&  of  union. 

Sir  F.  Baring  fpoke  fo  very  low,  we  could  not  hear  him 
diftindlyy  but  as  far  aa  vire  underftood  him,  he  feemed  to  fay 
that  the  objedion  of  commercial  gentlemen  to  the  tax  was» 
that  it  was  not  in  their  power  to  form  a  juli  idea  of  their 
incMiie* 

Dr*  Launnci  expreiled  his  approbation  of  the  principle  cf  . 
the  tax.  It  had  been  twice  endeavoured  to  raife  a  coniider«» 
able  portion  of  the  fupplies  within  the  year;  ooce  by  a  di- 
Tc£t  tax  on  property,  foe  which  the  allefled  taxes  affuixled  a 
vifible  criterion;  next  by  4  tax  on  incomei.  When  the 
meafure  was  brought  forward  in  the  fecond  (hape,  nothiag- 
could  be  obje£led  to  it  but  the  difficulty  of  carrying  it  into 
execution*  If  the  prefent  tax  Ihpuid  be  tendered  more 
palatable  than  that  which  bad  been  repealed,  he  (hould  re- 
gard the  paffing  it  into  a  law  as  one  of  the  greateft  poffibie 
bleflings  to  the  country. 

Mr.  Kitmaird  fatd,  that  he  did  not  rightly  underiUncj  \h^  ,• 
r^afon  why  this  bill  had  been  ftated  not  to  impofe  a  Ijind- 
tax ;  for,  in  hia  opinion,  it  could  be  llyled  nothing  elfe-U^fi 
a  tax  on  aU  manner  of  property  and  profeifions.    He  thought 
that,  in  fuch  matters^  members  ought  not  to  be  fo  circum*  . 
fcribed  bv  the  opinions  of  thek  conuituents.     I|e  faid,  th^ , 
he  conceived  it  to  be  itnpoflible  to  imagine  that  the  prefent 
tax,.as  a  tax  on  income,  could  be  left  opprcffive  ia  its  opei:a«  ^ 
tton  than  the  former  one. 

Mr.  W.  Smith  faid,  that,  for  his  part,  he  felt  juft  as  littl^  . 
inclination  to  oppofe  any  meafures  adopted  by  Government 
for  tiie  public  godd,  at  any  xtuifl  whatever  \  and  lie  was 
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comineed  that  fome  tait  «fr  another  was  »bfoIutefy  Aeceflary 
to  raifc  a  large  fuxn  witbrn  the  year.    It  did  not  become  Atif 
member  to  dog  the  operations  of  GoYtrmnent  by  ftarting* 
iny  trivial  objediofls  at  fuch  an  imfx>rtant'aBr4;  but,  nxtb^ 
ikme  time>  it  would  not  be  proper  to  overlook  any  pofirblo ' 
arguitMOGs  againft  the  propoied  meafurec.    He  oppoied  thtf 
prefent  tax  froni  principles,  which,  in  the  abfti*&^,'  were 
extremely  narrow.     If  every  man-  in  the  ftatc  was  to  be 
taxed,  in  oixler  to  contribute  equally  to  tlie  prefent  exigen* 
cies,  the  prei'ent  method  was  not  the  proper  cnie  to  be 
adopted;  fur,  it  was  not  conAftenl  with  the  ufa^e  <^  the 
Houfe,  except  in  one  inftance.    For  though  the  tiite  of  the 
bill  expreiTed  that  it  was  a  tax  on  property,  it  was,  in  fad^ 
a  tax  of  five  per  cent,  on  income  ;  a  tax  which  woald  on* 
doubtedly  be^r  heavily  on  all  ra,nks  of  fociety .     There  wero' 
two  fpectes  of  property  embraced  by  tliis  biii :  the  one  waa 
the  produce  of  labour  and  exertive  indufiry  ;  and  tile  other, 
that  kind  of  poperty,  which  was  enjoyed  by  the  rich  vrith* 
out  labour,     it  generally  happened  in  fuch  a  lax,  that  the 
fpecies  of  property  acquired  oy  induftry  was  liable  to  be 
taxed  with  the  greateft  uncertainty.    In  hi9  apprebenfioit^ 
a  perfon  who  contributes  by  his  perfonal  induftry  toward 
the  welfare  of  th^  ftate,  ought  not  to  be  burthened  equally 
with  a  peifon  who  does  nothing.     Tiie  difproportien  was 
really  enormous,  and  it  was  impodible  for  any  num  cor- 
dially to  fay,  that  he  thought  fuch  a  tax  equal.    1^  was  aljb 
highly  objectionable  with  refpe&  to  the  difclofure  of  tb^ 
incomes  of  profeffional  men ;  for  whatlbever  the  conveni- 
ence  arifing  from  that  difclofure  in  other  cafes,  it  muft  eer- ' 
tainly  fall  peculiarly  hard  on  that  clafs  of  individuals ;  and ' 
he  thought  that  even  on  that  account  it  ought  not  to  pafs.  He 
Ihould  not,  however,  have  ventured  to  make  fuch  a  declara-^ ' 
tion,  did  he  imagine  it  would  be  the  meaniof  inipedingtfae 
revenue.     The  raifing  of  money,  however>  was  not  the* 
only  objeft  proj— :!y  in  view  ;  we  ought  to  adppt  thofe  • 
modes  which  moil  aptly  tended  to  keep  the  people -in  good 
humour,  and  exa£t  thole  ta^es  which  would  make  the  near*  ' 
eft  approach  towards  equality  and  impartiality  ;  for  though  ' 
fuch  might  not  be  the  mofl  convenient  to  the  ftate,  he  was  - 
certain  they  would  be  {he  moft  agreeable  and  convenient  to  ' 
the  people.    He  fpoke  not  merely  his  own  fe«timems  on  . 
this  ojccafion,  for  be  had  confalted  various  authors  upon  the  * 
fubje6t.     He  had  found  that  fcarcely  one  writer  gaVe  fentt*  - 
ments  favourable  to  a  tax  on « property.     Hume .  was*  of  ' 
opinion,  that  though  fuch  taxes  ate  liable  t^  left  eicpemie- 

or 
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or  trouble  in  the  eolie£tioii,  yet  tbey  are  themoft  unequal/ 
Mr.  Adam  Smith  fays,  that  in  every  ftate  it  has  been  ar. 
maxim  of  every  wife  government  to  avoid  the  (lifclofure  of 
ihe  property  of  individuals  ;  and  that  author  has  repeated 
this  opinion  over  and  over,  in  various  parts  of  his  work; 
making  only  one  exception  of  afmall  ariftocratical  ftate  in 
Switzerland)  where  fuch  a  mode  was  followed  without  any 
detrimental  confequences,  owing  to  its  having  no  trade.    It 
was  far  otherwife  in  commercial  llates,  and  that  fame  author 
Ife^med  to  hint,  that  in  his  opinion,  times  of  neceffity  may 
occ^ry  when  the  free  ftates  of  Holland  or  England  may  be 
compelled  to  fuch  a  proceeding  as  that  adopted  by  the  ftates 
ifk  Switzerland^  to  which  hp  had  alluded.    A  Spanifh  au-« 
thor  who  wrote  about  100  years  ago,  (but  whofe  name  or 
exa£t  words  he  could  not  at  prefent  remember)  in  fpeaking 
of  th9  affairs  of  Spain  at  that  time,  fays,  that  in  regard  to 
the  contribution  then  thought  neceHary  to  be  exacted  from 
merchants  and  traders,  great  tendernefs  was  ihewn  in  fucb 
delicate  matters,  left  injury  might  arife  from  expofure  of 
their  real  circumftances.   He  (hould'be  glad  to  know,  there- 
fore, whether  a   Brltilh  Houfe  of  Commons  at  this  day, 
would  be  lefs  difpofed  to  favour  commerce  tban  the  Spanifti 
grandees  were  a  century  ago.      Inftead  of  allowing  anv 
ipan^s .  income  to  be  taxed  by  petty  officers,  the  Spanifn  - 
government  defired  the  inhabitants  to  meet  and  ailefs  them- 
lelves.     Different,  indeed,  was  the  cafe  now  in  queftion, 
and  a  material  alteration  was  neceftary  in  the  bill  as  it  now 
ftood.     He  was  convinced  in  his  confcience,  that  the  mer-i 
chants  of.  London  would  rather  paiy  a  tax  to  double  the 
amount  of  that  propofed,  than  fubmit  to  the  difclofure  pro- 
pofed  by  this  bill.    Thefe  fentiments  were  fully  warranted 
upon  the  authority  of  Adam  Smith,  frequently  quoted  in 
this  Houfe  upon  great  commercial  fubjefis,  when  it  fuited 
the  convenience  of  particular  Members,  who  declined  that 
authority  when  unfavourable  to  their  purpofe. 

Lord  Hawkefiury  faid,  he  had  not  intended  to  have 
troubled  the  Houfe  npon  this  fubjedl ;  but  as  the  hon.  Gen- 
tleman was  the  pnly  Member  who  ftated  his  rcafons  agaihft 
the  principles  of  the  bill,  he  ftiould  fay  a  few  words  as  tor 
the  nature  of  thofe  objedions.  The  grounds  of  thofe  ob- 
jections appeared  to  be  two,  in  which  he  agreed  with  him ; 
namely,  that  no  tax  which  could  be  impofed  would  bic 
found  perfe£tlr  equal.  Secondlv,  that  when  that  is  the 
cafe,  we  Ihould  endeavour  to  make  them  as  equal  as  pof- 
fible.    The  hon.  Member^  however,  after  having  laid  duwit 
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thofe  prin^ples*  appeared  to  have  Igft  fight  of  them.  He 
bad  by  ao  meaos  proved,  that  this  tax  was  mote  unequal 
than,  any  other  he  could  devife.  The  hon.  Member  ap* 
proved  of  raifing  a  confiderable  part  of  the  fupplies  withm 
the  year ;  but  this  by  no  means  went  to  afFe£l  the  othef 
principle  of  laying  on  fmall  taxes.  The  plan  to  be  adopted 
muft  be  that  which  the  circumftances  of  the  country  fugi 
ge|l ;  in  fome  circumftances  of  the  country^  it  might  be 
quite  the  (ame  tiling,  whether  the  people  be  called 
upon  to  pay  one  million  in  one  year,  or  ten  millions  io 
^e  fpace  ot  ten  years.  But  whether^this  tax  be  more  un- 
equal than  a  tax  upon  confumption,  he  had  to  obferve,  that 
knowing  it  all  along  to  be  theobjeft  of  Government  in  lay* 
ing  on  taxes  on  confumption,  that  they  might  bear  eaually 
Vpon  different  clafles  of  the  community,  he  conceived  that 
one  of  thofe  methods  was  quite  as  impartial  as  the  other. 
In  fuch  cafes  it  had  been  found  experiient  to  tax  one  or  two 
articles,  while  others  were  left  unafFeded.  This  might  be 
Aibjefl  to  many  complaints  of  partiality  from  individuals; 
In  the  prefent,  however^  the  tax  was  not  laid  on  one  or 
two  articles,  which  would  bear  as  equally  as  poiGble  on  all 
claiTes  of  the  community.  He  would,  however,  admit, 
that  the  clafs  of  articles  might  be  fully  as  unequal  in  its  ef« 
&ds,  yet  he  would  call  on  that  hon.  Gentleman  to  prov^ 
{hat  it  is  more  unequal  than  aiiy  other  which  could  be  de- 
yjfed  in  the  prefent  fituation  of  the  country.  The  objec- 
tions madeagainft  the  bill,  therefore,  appeared  to  him  not 
founded  as  againft  either  its  principles  or  application,  but 
becaufe  it  did  not  go  nearer  to  that  which  might  be  ftiled 
perfcfSion.  The  hon.  Member  had  alluded  to  its  preiTure 
upon  the  laborious  ind  induftrious  claflfes;  this,  however; 
was  a  principle  never  acknowledged  by  the  legiflature  of 
this  country.  It  was  one  inconfiftent  with  the  whole  traiA 
of  taxation  on  focietj ;  it  was  not  acknowledged  in  the  land- 
tax,  nor  in  any  panfli  or  poor  rate ;  thcfe  have  been  all 
along  laid  on  tbd  Und ;  but  comparing  all  the  rates  of  tax* 
ation,  as  they  refpedively  bore  on  the  different  clalSes  of 
fociety,  and  admitting  the  full  fiatement  of  each,  he  could 
not  think,  that  under  all  circumftances,  they  bore  more 
feverely  on  one  clafs  than  on  ailbther^  He  fully  admitted; 
that  equality,  in  the  burthens  of  taxation  was  the  duty  of 
Government,  and  the  prefent  mode  he  was  convinced  wai 
in  pcrfe£):  conformity  to  the  principle. 

Mr.  Ililliard  was  perfeftly  in  favour  of  the  prefent  bill, 
aod' was  convinced  that  a  prioicipal.  part  of  tlie  o^um  of  th.e^ 
■''---     *'•  '    ^  former 
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formcv  tax  aroffe  fr<im  the  tttniter  in  which  voMmj  t>f  tte 
principal  olauf^  wore  framed. 

Mr.  Erjhiki  wa^  of  bpinioii  that  our  particular  fituaCioa 

Suft  fuggeft  the  itieafures^  of  our  tondufl;  and*  though  far 
"TBd  wiHiing  to  fee  an  income  tax  re*^ftabKflietd,  aa  an  or-* 
dinar?  luo^Ie  of  taxation,  unlefs  in  timea  of  irery  great  dtffi« 
cuity  indeed,  yet  he  was  ready  to  fayi  he  thought  this  was 
liot  the  time  for  debating  fuch  roattera.  The  country  traa 
jfn.si  great  and  awful  crifia ;  but  he  did  not  fay  thifi  with  a 
iriew  to  difmay  the  national  feeling.  The  enemy  had  but 
two  modes  by  which  to  accomplifh  their  moft  fanguine  es^ 
pefiation  for  th<  invafion  of  this  country :  the  one  by  pour<^ 
log:  ia  their  population.  If  they  do  fo»  he  was  convinced 
they  ivould  have  tlieir  fchemes  thwarted  ;  if  they  be  at>owed 
to  invade  us  at  all,  it  nxuft  be  owing  to  our  not  enncing 
fuffieient  fpirit.  Even  ten  thoufand  people  iirmly  refolving 
to  defend  their  country,  would  give  a  feature  of  national 
^irit  fuffieient  to  convince  the  enemv  ef  the  ralhncfs  ot  liis 
view5»  and  .the  invulnerability  of  this  country.  He  appre« 
bended  that  another  hope  of  the  enemy  was  to  cxhauit  our 
finances,  by  allowing  us  to  go  on  with  the  funding  fyilem 
to  cdrry  on  the  war,  which  the  enemy  imagined  would  ter- 
minate in  exciting  difcontents  amongft  the  people  of  this 
Oountry,  and  confequenlly  (  \cite  difunion.  He  therefore 
thought  that  the  rich  (houid  make  up  their  minds  to  fufier 
gredt  privations  at  this  moment ;  as  the  more  we  difappuint 
ie  hopes  of  thofc  who  wilh  to  difunite  the  people  of  this 
pountfy,  the  ftronger  will  be  our  means  of  defence.  He  by 
]|o  means  aflented  to  the  ptincfple  of  this  bill  is  a  perma- 
nent mode  of  taxation,  but  meiely  as  a  means  of  pr6vidin|p 
jigainft  pre  fen  t  danger ;  and  he  trufted  the  codntry  would 
libeerfully  acquiefce,  and  bury  all  differences  of  opinion  on 
the  fubjeJt.  His  own  income,  be  faid,  was  not  worth  two 
years  purchafe ;  it  was  earned,  be  would  fay,  by  the  moft* 
«irduoiis  exertions  of  mind  and  peifon ;  but  thefe  conUeim-^* 
tions  weighed  nothing  in  his  rnincl  againft  tlie  fairnefs-of  ti)e 
hnpoft  ;  and  his  wifh  was,  to  Ilicw  the  enemy  that  we  dif- 
dained  private  confiderAtions,  and  pahry  difpuies,  wliether 
one  man  ihould  pay  two  or  three  guineas  more  than  another 
when  bis  country  was  at  flake,  ihia  was,  in  his  mind,  the' 
^duous  moment  foi*  tke  rich  to  come  forward,  and  Ihew-an 
^KKmple  ;  and  the  more  unantnnous  the  country  appeared,  * 
tlic^  better  for  the  fccurity  of  the  nation.  No  man  was 
:VOre  iincerely  difpofed  tiian  be  was  to  peace  \-  and  his  prin- 
ci^Jc  was,  to  be  cautious  of  entering  into  a  quaiTcl :  but 
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Uiat  betf^  inevitable,  let  our  enemy,  be  (wonvinced  Oa^t  vfp 
were  prepared  to  pruiecute  it  with  ability,  energy^  and 
■cfFcfi.  ■  . 

Mr.  Wejlfin  was  decidedly  againft.the  principle  of  the  in^ 
come  tax,  as  peculiarly  oppreflive  upon  the  commercial  in« 
teteCt,  and  contrary  to  the  ofual  end  conftftutioqal  prindples 
of  taxation.  ifi>  this  country.  l4e  concluded  by  moving, 
•*  That  the  Speaker  do  leave  the  chair."    ' 

Sir  I'hiimai  MetcatfiM,  that  i(  had  been  almofl  univerjaily 
acknowledged,  that  the  income  tax,  prinia  /aciet  .wsls  thp 
bed  in  principle  that  ever  had  been  devifed ;  .and  the  lej^ron 
•why  it  wa^  not  produdive  to  the  full  extent  originallj  p^q- 
pofed,  was  the  dilfaonefty  of  many  of /he  parties  upon  w^hona 
it  was4mpofed,  and  not  from  any  mircaicul<iiion  v/ i\s.  juil 
extent.  As  a  war  tax,  he  highly  approved ,^f  it ;  and  though 
that  its  revival  would  be  a  fecuriiy  to  the  counUj*  Wj>ft<h/^f 
a  tax  upon  funded,  landed,  or  profedipnal  inCQO^e^bf  ^bc^isght 
it  a  fequel  of  the  late  income  tax,  and  therefore  app^v.ed

HOUSE    OF    LORDS. 

WEDNDSDAV,    JULY  6. 

The  royal  aflent  was  given  by  commiflion  to  (he  Englilh 
and  Scotch  army  of  refeive  bills,  and  to  one  private  bill. 
The  commiflioners  were  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  Lorda 
JVh'anlcy  and  Wainngham. 

The  Scotch  militia  families'  bill  was  reseda  third  time  and 
pafled.  • 

CLERGY   BILL. 

'  Upon  the  motion  for  the  third  reading  of  the  clergy  bill. 

Lord  Suffolk^  according  to  the  intentions  which  he  bad 
intimated  beforCi  ,fiated  his  fentimen'.s  refpeSing  the  bill  in 
quedion.  He  did  not  intend  to  oppofe  the  bill,  i)or  to  enter 
into  it  now  fo  fully  as  if  he  had  been  allowed  to  difcufs  its 
merits  when  it  was  committed.  Some  bill  to  this  p^rpofa 
rouft  pafs^asthc  period  of  fi^fpending  anions  brought  agaiofl 
the  clergy  for  non-refidence  had  now  very  nearly  elapfed. 
He  had  before  intimated  his  objections  to  the  biil^  which 
were,  that  it  did  not  go  to  what  in  his  opinion  was  the  mod 
eflential  of  all  the  points  that  could  be  comprehended  in  it, 
viz.  the  making  fome  adequate  proviflon  for  the  inferior 
clergy.  He  had  before  dated  his  opinion  that  no  ciergymaa 
ought  to  have  lefs  than  lool.  per  annum.  This  the  prefeat 
situation  of  the  country  could  well  afford  :  and  furely  it  was 
r\ot  too  large  a  provifion  for  a  perfon  who  had  received  a  li- 
beral education,  and  whofe  profeflion  required  that  he  flipuld 
keep  up  the  appearance  of  a  gentleman.  He  had  before 
ftated»  and  not  upon  flight  authority^  that  out  of  the  10,000 
livings  in  England,  4  or  5000  did  not  yield  upwards  of  701. 
a  year.  This  was  an  evil  which  certainly  required  a  remedy, 
as  it  was  of  the  lad  confequence  to  religion  and  morality, 
that  the  clergymen  of  the  country  diould  be  enabled  to  main- 
tain their  refpedability  in  the  eyes  of  their  paridiioners.  Some 
time  ago,  in  alluding  to  this  fubjed,  he  had  mentioned  an. 
indance  of  the  degraded  (ituation  10  which  a  clergyman,  in  a 
certain  part  of  theliingdom,  which  he  had  accidentally  vidied, 
bad  been  reduced  by  the  fmallntTs  of  his  income.  He  agaia. 
alluded  to  it,  both  as  illudraiive  of  his  argument,  andthat  he 
n)ight  have  an  opportunity  of  carreding  a  midake  which  had 
been  committed  by  the  public  papers  in  their  account  of. 
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■v^fjat  he  had  faid  when  treating  this  fubjeft  on  the  occafioa 
-alluded  to.     The  public  prims  had^ftatcd  him  to  have  faid 
at  4hat  tinne  thai  the  clergyn>an,  to  whofe  fliuation  he  had 
called  the  attention  of  the  Houfe,  polTcffed  .^ol.  a  year.  With 
the  funn  of  40I.  a  year,  a  clergyman  in  that  part  of  the  coun* 
try,  and  at  the  t'ime  tp  which  he  alluded,  which  was  35  years 
^go,  might  have  made  a  very  refpe£lable  appearance,  and 
maintained  his  family  with  fome  comfort.     But  the  clergy- 
man in  qAJcftion,  who  maintained  himfelf  by  keeping  a  pub- 
lic houfe,  and  fiddling  to  his  parifliioners,  had  only  14!.  a 
year.     He  before  mentioned  a  plan  by  which  the  livings  of 
the  inferior  clergy  might  be  rendered  more  comfortable. 
The  firfl  fruits  and  tenths  had  done  a  great  deal ;  but  in  th^ 
manner  in  which  they  were  at  prefent  colledled,  they  fell 
far  thort  of  what  they  ought  to  perform.     Indead  of  a  nomi* 
nal  firft  fruit  and  tenth,  he  would  advife  the  collecting  of  a 
real  firft  fruit  and  tenth.     This  was  furcly  not  too  much  for 
dlgnriari'  s,  and  ihofe  clergymen  who  had  rich  livings,  to  do 
for  the  interior  clergy.     The  hrft   fruiis  and  tenths',  as  at 
prefent  c-jlicdled,  did  not   amount  to  more  than  fifteen  or 
fix'ecii  flunifand   pounds  a  year ;  butif  really  and  properly 
coUefled,   would,   he  was  atrnrcd,  by  a  very  moderate  cal- 
culation, amount  to  63  or  70  thoufand  pounds  a  ycAr.    Per-* 
haps  they  might  amount  to  more,  but  he  wifhed  to  keep  within 
bounds       From  the  pa)mcnt  of  thefe  firfl    fruits   and  tenths 
he  would  exempt,  not  only  the  curates  and  clergymen  with 
poor  livings,  but  all  thofe  whofe  incomes  did  not  amount  to 
acol.  a  year.     Let  the  firft  frtdts  and  tenths  be  fully  levied 
fron  thofe  whofe  incomes  were  ab  >ve  that  fum,  and  if  pro- 
per y  app'ied,  they  might  aff«»r  I  a   more  adequate  relief  to 
the  inferior  clergy.     This  would,  in  his   opiniohj  not  only 
afford  the  rcquifre  rtmcdy  at  prefent,  but  might  leave  a  very 
confulerable  furplus      This  furpltis  might  be  applied  to  the 
purchafe  of  glebis,  for  thofe  who  h^(\  not  a  fuflicient  one,  tq 
prevent  the  neceftity  of  taking  an  additional  farm.     And  if 
a  fanhcr  furplus  remained,  which  was  extremely  probable, 
he  would  advife  that  it  ftiould  be  formed  into  a  fort  of  Jink^ 
ingfundy  apd  thus  the  livings  of  the  clergy  might  be  made 
to  keep  pace  with  the  improvement  of  the  landed  property, 
and  indeed  woqid  be  a  fecurity  for  them,  whatever  might  be 
the  fate  of  agriculture.    It  was  the  negleQ  and  poverty  whicl^ 
the  inferior  clergy  had  endured  in  France,  as  he  had  for- 
merly ftated,  that  in^  a  great  meafure  had  occafioned  the  r?- 
Vofuiion  in  that  country.     A  comniittcc  of  Bilhops  had  bceq 
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there  appointed  to  exatnine  into  that  grievanco,  but  inftead 
of  turning  their  attention  to  the  fubjed  for  which  they  had 
been  appointed,  they  treated  the  cafe  of  the  lower  claiTes  of 
the  clergy,  many  ot  whom  had  not  above  12I.  a  year,  with 
negleS',  and  only  refolvcd,  that  the  livings  of  the  poorer 
Biihops  ought  in  the  firft  place  lo  be  augmented.     He  was 
fure  that  the  right  reverend  bench  oppofitc  to  him  would  not 
have  aded  thus ;  and  he  again  afiured  them  that  he  never  had 
any  intention  to  affirm,  that  fuch  in  afimilar  fituation  would 
have  been  their  condu£t.     This  ailuran^e  he  had  been  ob- 
liged to  give  on  a  former  occafion,  as  he  had  in  that  refpeft 
been  mifreprcfcnted   by  one  of  the  public  papers.     There 
was  another  rez^fon  why  he  wifhed  to  call  their  Lordfliips' 
attention  to  this  fubjed.     He  undefftood  that  a  bill   was 
about  to  be  inttoduccd   into  the  other  Houfe,  by  which  the 
Aatute  of  Mortmain  was  in  fome  degree  to  be  repealed.    He 
flrongly  deprecated  that  mcafure.      The  ftatutc  of  Mort- 
main, he  was  convinced,  was  the  bcft  that  ever  was  made 
in  this  country.     'Jo  abolifh  it  would  be  attended  with  the 
mod  pernicious  confequences.     He  therefore  took  'this  op- 
portunity of  expreffing  his  ftronged  oppofition  to  the  bill 
in  quelVton.      If  it  was  fuch  as  he  apprehended,  it   was 
the  mcft  objeflionable  rneafure  which  could  well  be  brought 
forward — 

[Here  the  Bifhop  of  S?.  Af^ph  called  the  noble  Lord  to 
order,  faying  that  was  an  improper  time  to  debate  a  bill, 
upon  which  the  Houfe  would  very  gUdly  hear  the  noble 
Lord's  fentiments  when  it  came  before  their  Lordfhips.] 

Lord  Sujfclk  proceeded,  and  .confelfed  thac  he  might  be 
fotnewhat  out  of  order;  but  it  was  now  lute  in  the  fcflion. 
He  wifhed  to  go  down  tq  the  country  to  perform  what  he 
thought  a  mott  important  duty,  viz.  to  excite  liis  tennnts 
and  neighbour:^  to  an  exertion  of  that  fpirit,  without  which 
the  attacks  of  our  enemies  could  hardly  be  refilted,  and  the 
pountry  would  be  in  the  greaicil  danger.  He,  confequcntly, 
-would  not,  probably,  be  in  town  when  the  bill  in  queflioi 
reached  that  Hotife ;  and  it  was  upon  that  account  he  wilhed 
to  (late  his  fentiments  on  the  fubjeft.  He  would  now,  how- 
ever, proceed  to  another  point  in  the  bill  before  ihcm.  He 
icertainly  was  averfe  to  a  clergyman  degrading  himfelf  to  the 
rank  of  a  mere  farmer.  He  did  not  wilh  to  enter  upon  that 
.point,  particularly  as,  he  confeflcd,  he  was  not  fully  maHer 
pf  the  fubjedt.  His  Lordfhip  then  adverted  at  coniiderablc 
length  tp  the  fubje(ft  pf  $ythcs,  znd  Afongly  rpprobfited  the 
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pra£lice  of  paying  tythes  in  kind.     It  was  certainly  not  a 
tiling  required  by  the  Chriflian  religion.     It  was  a  Mofaic 
inditiitiony  and  not,  he  apprehended,  a  Teftament  one.  This 
might  in  the  end  turn  out  of  the  mod  pernicious  confequence. 
What  would  the  effect  be  of  having  fo  much  property  totally 
in  the  power  of  the  Crown  ?  What  had  been  the  effcQs  of 
it  in  Roman  Catholic  times?  Thefe  cffeSs  he  might  be  tolcf 
were  not  now  likely  to  be  produced.     He  did  not  know> 
however,  and  it  was  difficult  to  fay,  what  might  happen.    It 
was,  beftdes,  of  a  moft  pernicious  tendency  to  agriculture. 
His  Lordlhip  then  informed  the  Houfc  of  a  fatSi,  which  he 
had  from  his  own  (leward.     He  himfelf  being  a  confiderable 
lay  proprietor,  had  fcnt  his  Reward  to  let  thofe  lands  which 
paid  tythes  in  kind,  and  alked  him  what  he  had  received  for 
them  ?  **  A   guinea  an  acre"  was  the  anfwer.     **  A  guinea 
an  acre?"  *^  Yes!  the  lands  are  good  and  the  crops  abun* 
dant!''  He  afked  no  more  queflions,  as  this  completely  fatis- 
ficd  him.     A  ifricnd  of  his  in  Hereford  (hire,  who  was  pof- 
feded  of  confiderable  property  there,  upon  inquiry,  told  him, 
that  he  let  300I.  a  year's  worth  of  fuch  lands  at  il.  per  acre, 
and  even  of  this,  after  the  payment  of  his  tythes,  very  little 
remained  with  him.     This  country  ought  to  confider  that 
France  was  now  become  an  agricultural  country;  and  under 
that  military  dcfpotifm,  the  farmers  enjoyed  a  confiderable 
degree  of  proieflion.     Some  friends  of  his  who  had  fecn  that  . 
country  lately*  had  aflTured  htm,  from  obfervation,  that  the 
ftaie  of  agriculture  there  was  very  refpeflable.     This  country 
had  been  flatcd,  and  perhaps  truly,  the  mofl  improved  in  its 
agriculture  of  any  (late  in  Europe.     Unlcfs  encouragement 
was  given  to  this  mod  important  branch  of  economy,  France 
might  in  that  rcfpecl  acquire  the   ftipcriority  ;  and  then  not 
all  our  commerce  could  fave  us.     Commerce  ought  to  have 
agricul:ure  for  i;s  bafis.    Whenever  theconteft  was  between 
an  agricultural  and  commercial  country,    the  commercial 
would  m  )ft  certainly  he  beaten.    His  Lordfhip  then  adverted 
to  the  ftate  of  Ireland  in  this  refpefl.     He  recommended 
that  tndant  mcafures  ought  to  be  taken  to  rcdrefs  the  griev- 
ances in  that  quarter.     This  was  of  the  utmod  importance 
in  a  period  like  the  prcfent.     The  cotmtry  would  otlierwifc 
be  in  the  utmoft  danger.     He  concluded  by  requ«(ling  that 
their  LordOiips  would  take  thcfe  poin:s  into  their  coniidera- 
tion  ;  and  repeated,  that  unlefs  a  proper  attention  were  paid 
to  them,  the  country  would  be  in  the  utmoft  danger. 

The 
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The  Lord  CbaKcelhr  rofe,  and  briefly  adverted  to  what  had 
fallen  from  the  lad  fpcaker  with  rcfpefl  to  tythes.  The 
other  part  was  totally  out  of  order.  He  did  not  wi(h  to  en- 
ter into  the  fubjef^  at  any  length.  His  Loidfhip  (SufFoik) 
vras  a  lay-proprietor.  He  would  inform  him,  that  upon 
the  principles  which  he  had  ftated,  if  put  in  pra£lice|  he 
could  not  long  call  his  eftate  his  own. 
'    Lord  Suffolk  explained. 

Lord  Limerick  faid,  that  he  did  not  mean  to  enter  upon 
the  difcuflion  darted  by  the  noble  Lord.  But  as  Ireland  had 
been  mentioned,  he  would  put  it  to  the  noble  Lor<fs  good 
fenfe,  whether  it  was  proper  at  a  time  like  the  prefent,  to 
fend  abroad  with  the  fandion  of  his  authority,  which  juflly^ 
flood  high,  fentiments  putting  the  Iriih  in  mind,  that  they 
Jiad  grievances  to  ct>mplain  of,  when  it  was  too  late  in  the 
iieflriony  juft  now  to  have  thefe  grievances  redrefled.  His 
Lordfhip  might  do  a  good  deal  of  injury  by  flirring  up  comr 
xnotfons  among  a  people,  certainly  of  rather  a  turbulent  dif- 
pofition. 

The  Biffiop  of  St,  AJaph  only  rofe  to  fay,  that  the  pay- 
ment of  tythes  in.  kind  could  not  be  injurious  to  agriculture, 
as  it  would  be  ihe.  fame  thing,  as  far  as  refpefled  the  cchi^ 
vat  ion  of  land,  whether  the  proprietor  was  a  layman  or  a 
clergyman.  This  was  proved  by  the  flouriflbing  date  of  thoTc 
lands  that  paid  tythes  in  kind.  One  half  of  thefe  tythes  was, 
befides,  in  all  cafes,  in  the  hands  of  a  lay  proprietor,  and 
two-thirds  of  the  other  half,  when  lands  wer^  let  out  on  leafe, 
belonged  to  the  lefTee. 

,  X^e  bill  was  then  read  a  third  time  and  pafled. — ^Ad'* 
Journed.

Footers  divorce  bill  was  paded,  and  ordered  fo  the  Lords. 

The  bill  for  carrying  imo  effect  the  purpofes  of  Qtie<n 

Anne's 
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Anne*s  bounty  adl,  was  read  a  fecond  timcy  and  committed 
for  next  day. 

The  Attorney  General  moved,  purfuant  to  notice,  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  bill   for   the  proteftion  of  black  game  in  th< 
New  Foreft,  in  the  county  of  Southampton,  by  pnf^poning^. 
the  commencement  of  (booting  from  the   ift  of  Auguft  to 
the  id  of  September,  and  other  regulations. 

Mr.  Shaw  Lefcvre  wifhed  it  (houid  ftand  over  uniil  next 
feflion,  in  order  that  the  Gentlemen  in  the  neighbourhood 
ihould  have  an  opportunity  of  confidering  how  it  might  cfkBt 
their  intcrcfts. — Leave  given. 

Mr.  Tierney  prcfeni^d  a  petition  from  the  debtors  coAfined 
in  the  Fleet  Prifoni  praying  Kli;f. — Ordered  to  be  laid  upon 
the  tabic. 

The  Attorney  General  brought  up  the  Nctv  Foreft  game 
bill — tead  a  firil  time  ;  ordered  to  be  read  a  fecond  time  the 
next  day. 

Mr.  Alexander  reported  the  pefolntions  agreed  to  in  the 
Comniittee  of  Supply,  empowering  the  Lord  Lieutenant  tp 
increafe  the  bounty  for  raiHng  the  aciditional  military  force 
in  Ireland;  and  alfo  the  refolution,  that  it  be  an  inftruAion 
to  the  Committee  on  the  Irifli  army  defence  bill,  to  malK 
provrfion  for  -faid  refohitions  in  faid  bill.  .  ' 

Sir  William  Pultency  obtained  (eave  to  bring  in  a^biilibr

•  A  motion  relative  io  the  duties  ii'pon'Tugar,  of  widdt  an 
bon.  Member  gave  notice  the  preceding  dky  for  Thirrfda^, 
was  deferred  by'Sir  W.  Pulteney,  the  hou.  Mcmbirinotbeinc; 
able  to  attend  that  day.  .*.•.':*•;  • 

Col.  Hutchinfon  faid,  he  had  lately  made  fome  ohjeflions 
to  the  malt  duties,  with  tefpe£l  id  thdr  ogttgtijm  upon  the 
Irilh  manufafture.  .  The  anfvvex  be  .Jiad  received  was, 
that  though  ^e  advantage  was  now  in  favpur  of  thg  EngliOi 
diflillery  the  Irlfli  dtftijler  would  have  a  cbircrpondHTg- advan- 
'ta\gc  at  the  end  of  ilie  war.  There  were  two  Gchtfemen'Sn 
tow'ii  who  reprefcnf  tbe'lrifli.dirtfllertfs,*  and  ihcy-'were  of 
.opinion  that  trie  an f^^er  was  tioi/ati'sfaftorj;,  ^s  the" advan- 
tage wa^  contingent,'  whereas  thelafs  was  prefent  arid  cer- 
tain. It  was  therefore  his  intention. to  move  for  a  return  df 
the  ftock  here  on  band,  with  a  viewtomake'it  the  foimdation 
of  fome  meafure  for  the  conipenfatlon  pf  the  Irifh  diftiller  tkt 
Z  future  day.

Member  con- 
cluded wiih  moving,  "  T  hat  there  be  laid  before  the  F^oufc 
an  account  of  ihc  quantity  of  |he  ftock   in  hand  of  home-    ^ 
made   fpirits  of  Engliih  grofs  diflillers  upon  the  i4ih  of 

June."    ^  .,         .       '• 

Mr.  Fs/ffi/fart  faid,  the  motion,  if  carried,  would  not  an- 
fwer  the  objeft,  as  there  was  a  large  ijuanuty  in  the  hands  of 
dealers  as  well  as  of  diflillers. 

Sir  Latvrenc€  Parfons  was  .conviticed  that  the  prefcnt 
TOQde  did  not  imerftrc  with  the  articles  of  union.  The  Irilh 
diftiller  wa^  only  placed  in  the  fituation  of  an  EnglKh  didiU 
Icr,  who  happens  to  have  no  (locl^on  hand.  The  only  mode 
of  carrying  th^  a£l  into  effcS  would  be  letting  the  counter^ 
vailipgduty  take  effed  upon  the  fame  day  as  the  internal  duty.. 
He  did  not  think  there  was  any  foundation  for  the  opihioi| 
entertained  by  the  hon  Member  (Colonel  Hutchinfon,) 

Colonel  Hutchinfon  then  withdrew  his  motion^  and  pro* 
pofed  another  to  the  fame  efFed,  only  fubftituting  5th  July 
for  5th  June. 

Mr.  Vanjittart  faid,  the  fame  obje£lions  applied  to  this  as 
to  the. former  motion. 

Col.  Hutchinfon  withdrew  it,  and  moved, — "  That  ai| 
account  be  laid  before  the  Houfe  of  the  probable  amount  of 
home-made  fpirits  permitted  for  home  diftillers,  from  the 
14th  June  tQ  the  5th  July."    Agreed  to. 

A  melTage  from  the  Houfe  of  Lords  atinounced  their  hav- 
ing agreed  to  the  clergy  refidence  bill,  the  Scotch  militia 
famiUeSy- and  one  private  bill. 

Mr.  Wickham  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  billi  for  ex* 
tending  tcf  Ireland  the  proviflons  of  a  bill,  paflcd  this  fefTioii 
in  England,  for  relieving  Magiftrates  from  the  eiFcAs  of  vex- 
atious fuits  and  afliuns,  in  confequence  of  erroneous  con- 
'  virions. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchqutr  obferved,  that  he  under- 
ftood  the  neccflary  papers  could  not  be  prepared  before  S^tur^ 
^day;  he  found  him felf  andcr  the  neccfliiy  of  moving,  that 
the  further  confideration  of  the  report  of  the  real  and  perfq- 
iial  confolidated  duties  bill,  which  flood  for  Monday  n^xtj 
fliould  be  deterred  to  Friday. — Ordered. 

MILITIA    SURGEONS. 

On  the  report  of  the  refotutions  relating  to  the  pay  and 
cloathing  of  the  militia  bein^  brought  up, 

Sfr  //'.  ElfirJh\Af  he  had  been  in  hopes,  that  fome  pro- 
viOon  would  have  been  made  tor  the  furgcons  of  the  militia* 
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It  was  Certainly  right  that^fhe  regiments  of  militia,  confidcr 
Jng  ihe  fort  of  fcrvicc  they  were  moft  likely  to  iindergoi 
fhould  have  the  fame  afTiftanCe  from  regtiUr  bred  profcfTiona 
perfons  as  the  regulars;  but,  at  prefent,  the  encouragement 
in  the  former  department  was  fuch,  as  to  offer  no  temptation« 
except  to  raw  and  inexperienced  young  men,  who  might  b^ 
^nder  fome  difficulty  fo  find  any  other  inode  of  employment. 
By  the  regulations  now  in  being,  militia  furgeons,  in  time  of 
peace,  rouft  have  been  thirty  years  In  the  fervice,  before  thcjr 
could  be  entitled  to  the  fmall  pruvifion  of  three  (hillings  ^er 
day,  which  the  Houfe  mufl  be  fetifible  was  extremely  ina- 
dequate to  the  expefiationsy  and  juft  pretenfion;;,  of  expe- 
rienced profeffional  men  ;  and  from  fome  calculations  he  had 
ftren,  it  would  appear,  that  fhould  the  prcfent  war  continu^ 
f)r  even  five  years  longer,  there  were  but  a  Very  few  furgeonS 
of  militia,  who  cOuld  be  entitled  to  the  fcanty  provifionS 
made  by  the  a£l  of  pgrliarhent.  Ho  wa^  not,  he  faid,  pro- 
tided  with  any  motion  on  this  fubje£l,  but  threw  out  thef<^ 
few  obfervations  for  .the.confideiation  of  bis  M^^jefly^s  Mi^ 
liifters. 

No  anfwer  yvas  made,  and  the  refolutions  having  been 
Agreed  to,  the  bill  was  ordered  to  be  read  ^  third. time  the 
next  day. 

ARMV  OP   RESERVE. 

The  order  of  the  day  being  read  for  the  feConj  reacting 
df  the  Irifh  additional  force  bill. 

General  Ga/coyne  rofe,  he  faid,  ^ifh  very  great  relu3ance| 
to  t re fpafd  once  more  upon  the  indulgence  of  the  Houfe,  by 
%  few  obfervations  upon  a  fubjcdl  which  had  already  been  fo 
fully  difcuffed  On  it  former  night,  namely,  the  fituatjon  itt 
which  thef(^  countries  (tand,  with  reTpcS  to  the  danger  of  the 
threatened  invafion,  and  themeatis  of  our  defence.'  On  this 
fubje6}  a  very  confiderable  impreifion  had  been  made  upon 
the  minds  of  many  Gentlemen  in  that  Houfe,  and  had  very 
ferious  eiFefis  without  doors  upon  the  funds,  and  the  monied 
tnd  commercial  interefts  of  the  country  ;  nor  was  it  matter 
bf  furprife,  as  arguments  of  fuch  defponding  tendency  had 
fiillen  from  fuch  high  authority,  as  that  of  a  right  hoti. 
C^entleman  near  hinl  (Mr.  Windham},  and  that  of  an  hon. 
Colonel  near  him,  of  high  military  experience,  ^nd  well 
known  to  the  Powers  of  Europe,  and  alfo  from  fevcral  other 
Gentlemen  of  high  ttiilitary  experience*  His  purpofe  fot 
fifing  that  day,  was  to  do  away  thofe  imprefltuns,  for  which 
be  really  fell  tio  f«riou5  grouads»  noiwhhjlanding  all  ihi 
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menaces  of  thq  enemy,  and  his  difplay  of  preparations  to  in-* 
vadc  this  country.  It  mull  be  in  the  recollcQion  of  every 
Gentleman  who  heard  him,  that  in  1798»  the  menaces  of 
French  invafion  were  to  the  full  as  loud,  and  talked  of  wiih 
as  niuch  alarm  as  at  the  prefent  moment ;  that  a  French  army 
was  alTembled  upon  the  oppofifc  coa/ls,  avowedly  for  the. 
purpofe,  and  aifuming  to  itfclf  tha  ppmpous  and  daring 
^ppdlaiion  uf  **  The  Army  of  England  ;**  but  it  mnft  b^ 
;|lfo  recolleflcd,  that  in  the  conrfe  of  a  few  months,  this 
irmy  was  withdrawn,  and  the  ne;ct  thing  .  heard  of  it 
was  from  the  (hores  of  Africa,  on  its  way  to  Egypt,  where 
it  was  finally  deftroyed,  or  taken  by  the  real  Army  of  £ng«t 
land,  whofe  name  it  had  audacioufly"  ufurped.  Was  it  not 
therefore  to  the  full  as  likely,  that  the  army  now  alFcmbled 
upon  the  oppoute-  coalU,  though  avowedly  deligncd  for  the 
invafum  of  this  country,  w^s  really  intended  for  foftic  other 
defign  i  probably  for  the  recapture  of  Egypt,  which  Bona- 
parte had  avowed  to  be  his  favourite  objef!,  and  one  of  which 
he  never  would  lofe  fight ;  or,  pollibly,  for  an  attack  agaidft* 
our  polTcffions  in  the  Ea(l  or  Weft  Indies  ?  If,  therefore,  we 
continue  to  re<ain  the  whole  of  our  force,  to  ftand  upon  a  mere 
defenfive  fyftem  ^t  home,  without  any  attempt  to  attack  tht 
^ncmy  it}  his  vulnerable  points,  or  preparing  to  i\iect  his  de- 
signs in 'other  quarters,  our'  finances  would  be  exhauUedj  it) 
endeavouring  to  fupport  fo  taTrdy  apd  Inadive  a  fyftcm.  An 
i'ion»  Gentleman,  formerly  a  Member  of  that  Houfe,  but  now 
po  more,  had  oftep  cxprcfledhis  furprife  at  the  novelties  pro- 
duced by  the  FrencH  revolution  in  the  courfe  of  the  war  4 
but  what  would  he  have  faid  at  this  day,  hnd  he  lived  to  havo 
fccn  fu-han  cxtra4)rdjhary  novelty  as  this  country,  po{rc(rc4 
gs  fhe  was  of  fuch  a  formidable  navy,  flufhed  with  victories, 
9nd  fo  ably  m^mned  and  appointed  for  our  defence ;  with  ^ 
difciplined  atmy  of  20,000  troops  of  the  line  within  our 
Countrywide  fides  70,000  militia,  well  armed  and  difciplined, 
and  fo  hiimproiis  a  body  of  volunteers,  alfo  well  difciplined, 
rxclufiveof,the  50,000  men  to  be  raifcd  pnder  thofe  bills, 
alarmed  at  the  menaces  of  an  invafion  from  an'enemy  who 
has  no  navy  fhe  dare  fend  to  fea  without  a  moral  certainty  of 
finding  their  way  into  Britift)  ports,  inftead  of  ever  re  urn- 
ing  to  Frange  ?  For  his  own  part,  he  thought  the  apprchenfioa* 
pf  invalion  frorn  fuch  an  enemy  almoft  ridiculous;  and  that 
inftead  of  ftanding  upon  the  defenfive,  ws  ought  to  fill  up 
the  regiments  of  the  line  .with  thje  men  to  be  cai£pd,  to  tho 
number  of  1209  or  1300  men  lo  a  regimgnt,  %^  »(  once  th9 
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bid  mode  of  accelerating  their  difcipline,  and  of  being  pre- 
pared to  (Irike  an  efFedlual  blow,  whenever  and  wherever 
opportunity  (hould  offer.  Much  had  been  faid  of  the  difad-* 
vantages  attendant  oh  iinperfe<5l  difcipline  ;  he  was  ready  to 
admit  the  importance  of  good  difcipline,  but  he  by  no  means 
thought  it  fo  difficult  to  be  acquired,  to  fit  troops  fora6iibn. 
He  reqiembered  in  the  lad  war  three  regiments  brigaded  for 
continental  fervice,  who,  the  very  day  after  they  were  joined 
by  a  body  of  450  recrui  s  in  their  coloured  clothes,  marched 
to  attack  Pichegru  ;  and  thofe  brave  fellows  fought  with  as 
mtich  ftcadtnefs  and  gallantry  as  aiiy  men  in  their  corps. 
Confidering  the  powerful  manner  in  which  our  navy  was 
manned ;  confidering  that  the  garrifons  of  Gibraltar  and 
Malta  had  a  confiderable  number  of  troops  more  than  they 
required,  he  was  confident  that  a  body  of  50,000  men  could* 
with  great  propriety,  be  fpared  for  offcnCwt  operations,  and 
they  ought  to  be  kept  ready  embarked,  to  feize  on  the  firft 
(opportunity  for  a  maderly  blow,  inftead  of  confining  the 
Country  to  a  ruinous  and  inadive  fyftem  of  defenfive  war, 
which  wonlfJ  abforb  uur  refources  to  no  manner  of  eiFe£l. 
With  refpe£l.  to  the  menace  of  French  invadoi),  there  was 
nothing  new  iii  the  projedi  towards  this  country,  though  there 
was  certainly  fomething  extremely  new  in  the  mode  now 
propofed  for  carrying  it  on.  Under  the  King^s  of  the  Houfe 
of  Bourbon,  it  had  been  frequently  threatened  ;  it  had  been 
tiienaced  in  all  their  wars  with  England.  But  even  in  the 
zenith  of  their  power,  and  when  they  po(Ie(!ed  powerful 
flee's,  they  never  durft  venture  ;  much  lefsdid  they  fucceed 
in  carrying  their  menaces  into  efFe£t.  Even  in  the  reign  of 
Louis  XIV.  when  they  might  have  looked  for  the  aid  of  a 
ftrong  party  in  this  country  (the  adherents  of  the  abdicated 
Houie  of  theStuarts),  a  force  was  prepared  on  the  coaft  of 
France,  more  than  once,  for  the  purpofe  of  invading  this 
country,  and  at  one  time  they  would  have  carried  this  pur- 
pofe into  efFe(9,  had  it  not  been  for  thp  fi^gnal  viAory  obtain- 
ed by  the  gallant  Admiral  Ruflel.  But  if  in  the  prpiidefl 
days  of  fhe  French  navy  fuch  a  projed  was  imprafiicable, 
^here  was  the  probability  that  it  could  fucceed  when  France 
has  no  navy  that  we  (hould  not  take  or  dedroy,  fo  foon  as 
they  dare  venture  to  fea  ?  Nothing  could  excufe  the  unfound- 
ed apprehenfions  that  had  operated  to  alarm  and  difmay  any 
{)ortion  of  the  community  ;'b«t  having  familiarized  them- 
elves  with  imaginary  terrors,  they  hacf  not  the  fortitude  to 
liifcard  them' on  rcfledton.     But  to  fuppofc  thata  project  im* 

pradicable 
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iraflicablc'when  France  fiad  a. powerful  navy,  would  now 
be  attempted  with  fticcefs,  in  open  boats,  was  too  rtdiculoM 
i  ground  of  alarm.  What  would  our  anceftors  fay  of  fuch 
appreherifiods  ?  or  would  tliey  have  fuppofed  their  pofterity 
would  in  theproudeft^era  of  their  naval  ftrength,  have  indulged 
fuch  filly  fears  ?  He  defired  to  aflc  any  miKtary  man,  if  z 
broad  river,  inftead  of  a  Tea,  divided  the  countries, -and  that 
the  enemy  were  to  attenipt  croflling  it  in  the  face  of  an  army 
-poflefled  of  every  ftrong  hold  upon  the  whole  oppoiite  line, 
whife  he  was  obliged  to  leave  behind  him  all  his  cavalry  and 
artilltry,  what  would  be  his  chance  of  fucceis?  and  fiich 
brad  be  the  fituation  of  the  French  army  attempting  an  ex* 
peditton  in  open  boats.  '  Was  it  probable  that  the  ambition 
of  Bbnaparte  Wbuld  prompt  htm  to  fuch  an  attempt  upon 
this  country,  where  he  would  meet  an  enemy  in  every  irec— ^ 
for  wherever  there  w&s  a  tred,  he  "would  be  fure  to  find  a  A 
^nglifhman  behind  it  (a  laugh). — But  fuppofihg  them  to 
have  boats  enough  for^udt  an  expedition,  how  could  they  afl 
femblp  on  their  cpafts  in  a  coUedive  fleet,  while  our  frigates 
Were  '  conftantly  looking  even  intd  the  recefles '  of  their 
harbours,  and  prepared  to  dedroy  tfieir  force  wherever  it  was 
collefting )  And  even  if  this  were  not  the  cafe,  their  voyage, 
to  reach  our  (bores,  mud  have  the  concurrence  of  fiilguiarly 
favourable  circumflan^es.  THey  niufl;have  an  unruffled  Tea; 
a  fair  wind,  a  dark  night  fucceeded  by  a  fog  next  day,  and 
6ur  frigates  muft  have  abandoned  their  ftations  and  fetumeil 
loto  harbour,  to  fufFer  ftnch  an  expedition  to  approach  our 
Ihores  unmolefl^d.  It  was,*  however,  ridiculous 'to  fiippofd 
ahy  open  boat  would  venture  on  fuch  an  attempt,  while  out 
frigates  were  able  to  keep  the  Tea;  fo  that  mad  as  the  prefec^t 
tukr  df  France  may  be,  and  defperate  and  infatlable  as  hi^ 
ambition  evidently  is,  he  cannot  be  fuppofed  '  tfiad  enough 
to  proceed  upon  a  projeit,  where  htmfelf  has  atknb^irledged 
the  rifle  of  deftruf^bn  to  be  as  one  hundred  to  one  againit 
him ;  and  while  we  can  took  with  fuch  confidence  to  fp 
powerful  and  gallant  im  army  and  navy,  we  ihay  laugh  at 
hi&  menaces.  It  has  been  faid,  that  we  might  be  approached 
by  three  divifions.  He  did  not  profefs  to  be  a  calculator, 
but  if  it  was  one  hundred  to  one  that  one  expedition  cbulj 
not  fucceed,  it  was  three  hundred  to  one  that  three  could  not 
fiiicceed  [a  ktughX  And  he  wiflied  to  aflc  any  naval  dfficer^ 
if  there  was  the  flighted  probability  of  fuch  a'concurrence  oT 
circ urn dances^-now' even  that  the  equino£ltal  gales  [a  laugi^ 
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ifereiipproachiog — iat,Iixch  an  expediiion  to  approach  our. 
fixoxcs^  without  (neeiing.delirudiion?  .  Be(ide»  .as  he  beforo 
leoiarked,  without  cavalry  (which  he  never  he^rd  it  was  In^ 
tended  they  fiiould  bring),  and  artillery^  on  which  they  fc^' 
much  reliedi  and  which  they  mud  leavebetiincit  their  attempt 
mud  be  uxiruccefiifuly  even  if  they  were,  permitted  to  land  : 
fo  that  the  attempt  mud  be  the  very  acme  of  folly,  raflmefs^ 
9nd  frenzy.    Much,  however,  an  he  lidiciiled  the  menace, 
he  by  no  mcana  wiQied  to  throw  the  couniiy  off  its  guard,  or 
to  flacken  its  exertions  for  fecurity.     He  wi(hed  that  a  tnod 
formidable  force  miglitbe  condantly  kept  up,  and  one  K^dy 
embarked,  prepared  to  ilrike  a  blow,  which  would  ehcours^^ 
the  enflaved  and  outraged  powetrif  of  Europe  to  r^ufe  froin 
their  humiliation  snd  debafement,  and  tl>row  ofF  the  French 
ypke ;  and  he  doubted  not,  that  the  cfpfirpiTed  and  infulieci 
people  of  Swit2.erland,  Batavia,  and  Jtaiy^  jhe  momept  ihejr 
Ihouid  fee  any  chance  of  fuccefs,  would  be  up  to  a  man»  for 
the  purpofe  of  regaining  their  liberty  ancl  lodependence,    If 
there  ever  was  a  period  during  the  late  war,  at  whipb  there 
was  real  caufe  to  apprehend  the  fuccefsful  invafion  of  thefi; 
iflands,  it  was  at  the  period  of  the  rebellion  iti  Ireland,  which 
would  ticv^f  have  occurred,  but  for  Frencli  promifes  of  am- 
ple /bccoufs  to  the  di(afFe£)ed.     But  the  deluded  people  of 
that  country  had  experience  enough  of  Gallic  faith,  at\d  its 
con(equen<:£S,  to  trud  them  again.     Nor  could  he  thiols  it 
poi!rible>  after  all  that  was  fo  notorious  of  the  enflavement  of 
the  countries  of  Europe  where  the  perfidious  French  found 
footing,,  that  the  d(;1uded.  people  of,  Ireland coiiUl  be  at  this 
day  fo  ^cfotted,  as  to  bs  defirous  of  exchanging  the  inyalua* 
tie  blemngs  of  a  Bciiilh  (ondicution,  to  become  the  flaVes  of 
^lanc^,  vvho,  indead  of  friends  at  this  day,  would  meet  ia 
iielanJ  a  whole  nation  of  the  mod  decided  enemies.     He 
lioOuli^  .not  call  to  mind  any  inuance  furnilhed.by  liidory,  of  9 
formidable  invafion,  which  was. not  marked  unrder  the  p.r.CT 
text  of  redrefling  £6me  wrong*  or  redoring  fpme  monarch  or 
family,  which  might  be.  faid  to  have  a  title  to  the  throne, 
Thelre  were  no  preteiUions  of  that  kind  tp  be  fet  up  now, 
and  the  enemy  would  now  find  in  all  diredions,  only  iwarms 
of  people  ready  and  willing  to  meet  them  in  the  iield.  tt  bad 
been  faid,  that  thcobjcdlof  the  enemy,  after  landing,  wpulj 
be    to  pudi  for  the  capital;   but  the   example  of  hidory 
would   (hew»  that  it  was  always  the  policy  of  invaders  to 
4void  the  capital  of  a  country.    That  was  the  policy  of 
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William  the  Con^queror, 'and  the  brave  hoft  under  hU  com* 
mandy  though  he  fet  up  fome  pretenfions  to  the  crown,  which 
was  recognized  by  many.  After  the  battle  of  Haftings,  in- 
dead  of  proceeding  immediately  to  London^he  took  up  his 
pod  and  ere£led  his  citadel  within  nine  miles  of  the  coaft  of 
£(re)t«  in  a  pofitinn  which  enabled  him  to  awe  the  metro- 
polis. Bdt  fuppofing  it  pradicable  for  an  enemy  even  lo 
gain  puflelfion  of  the  metropolis  of  England,  lie  would  not 
defpalr,  as  there  would  dill  remain  a  great  deal  more  to  fight 
for.  He  then  apologised  to  the  Houfe  for  detaining  it  at 
fuch  length,  and  declared  his  main  objeA  to  be,  that  of  doing 
away  erroneous  impreflions,  and  to  exprefs  hfs  opinion,  that 
the  attempts  at  invaflon-wotild  prove  to  be  impradicable. 
Though  fome  defpondency  had  been  excited  by  the  decla-t 
rations  made  within  thefe  wails  on  the  (ubjeOt^  yet  he  was 
glad  the  fpirit  of  the  country  was  roufed.  He  thanked  his 
right  hoo.  Friend  near  him  (Mrr-Windham)  for  having 
roufed  that  fpirit ;  and  he  thanked  his  Majeily's  Minifters 
for  the  vigour  they  had  manifefted  in  difpoHng  the  refourtes, 
and  arraying  the  ftrength  of  4he  country  ;  and  convinced  ho 
was,  that  befide  the  force  of  the  country  already  in  arms,  the 
moment  that  real  danger  (hou Id  approach  our  fliores,  or  a 
foreign  foe  fet  foot  upon  this  ifland,  there  was  not  a  man 
within  or  without  thofe  walls,  that  would  not  fly  to  arms, 
iborning  to  avail  himfeif  of  any  plea  of  exemption  from  the 
defence  of  his  country. 

General  Lo/ius  faid,  upon  the  fulled  confideration,  he  fair 
no  caufe  for  alarm ;  for  though  certainly  the  enemy  had 
.  many  abt^  Generals,  and  veteran  troops  ufed  to  fervice  in 
open  countries,yet  fiiould  they  be  able  to  land  a  force  in  this 
tnclofed  coimiry,  the  whole  nature  of  military  operations 
would  be  changed ;  as  every  lane,  ditch,  hedge,  and  wall 
would  prefent  a  ftrong  pod  for  their  annoyance  and  deftruc* 
tion.     Suppofe  even  that  an  army  of  forty  thoufand  men 

Ihould  land Here 

Sir  Robert  Buxt$n  rofe,  and  moved  the  danding  order  of 
the  Houfe,  for  clearing  the  gallery  of  ft  rangers,  which  waf 
ittiiuediately  done.

THURSDAY,  JULY  7. 

The  royal  aflent  was  given,  by  comoiiffioni  to  Foote's  di* 
Torce  bill*  andto  the  army  of  referve  bill. 

Several  bilk  were  brought  up  from  the  Cotnmons*  among 
which  were  the  Iriih  import  and  export  bill,  the  Scotch  mu 
Ittia  families  bill  returned,  and  the  Irifli  army  of  r^ferve 
bill. 

Thefoutherti  whale  fiftery  bill,  the  Iri(h  workmen  com« 
bination  bill,  and  the  Iri(h  promiflbry  bank  note  bill,  were 
read  a  third  time  and  pafled. 

On  the  motion  of  the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  the  confideraiion 
of  the  claims  to  the  Peerages  of  Zouch  and  Rofs  were,  after 
m  ihort  converfation  between  the  neble  Duke  and  the  Earl  of 
Rofslyn,  poftponed  till  next  feflion  of  Parliament. 

Lord  Moira  prefented  a  petition  from  15,000  people  of 
Giotjcefterihire,  againft  the  woollen  manufadurers  bill. 

Lord  Harrowby  (formerly  Sir  Dudley  Ryder)  took  the 
oaths  and  bis  feat.    Adjourned. 


HOUSE  OF   COMMONS. 

THURSDAY,   JULY  7, 

Tho  Houfe  purfuant  to  a  fummons  from  the  Black  Rod« 
attended  the  Houfe  of  Peers,  and  on  their  return,  the  Speaker 
informed  them,  that  the  royal  aflent  had  been  given,  by 
commiflion,  to  the  clergy  farming  and  refidence  bill. 

The  New  Foreft  black  game  prtfervation  bill  was  read  a 
fecond  time,  atid  committed  for  the  next  day. 

Mr.  I,  H.  Browne  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for 
grantinfl;  2o,oool.  for  building  a  navigable  canal  in  the  High*^ 
hndt  of  Scotland. 

Sir  Lawrence  Dundas  made  a  report  from  the  Waterford 
eleAion  Committee,  dating,  that  there  were  a  great  number 
of  Voluminous  documents,  neceflary  to  be  minutely  exa* 
mined  both  by  the  counfel  and  members  of  the  Committee^ 
and  at  the  exprefs  defire  of  both,  the  parties  interefted  ap* 
plied  to  the  Houfe  for  leave  to  adjourn  till  the  25th  of  Augu(l» 
which,  after  fooie  further  converfation,  was  agreed  to. 

The  Speaker  faid,  he  conddered  it  as  a  part  of  his  duty  to 
ftate  to  the  Houfe,  that  by  the  letter  of  the  ad  df  Parliament 
an  election  Committee  was  not  empowered,  without  the 
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fpecial  leave  of  the  Houre,  and  for  fatisfaflory  reafons  given* 
lo  adjourn  for  more  than  twenty-four  hour?.  There  were 
feveral  inftances  howevefi  in  which  the  Houfe  a£ted  morepn 
the  fpirit  than  the  letter  of  the  bill,  when  there  were  good 
and  fpecial  reafons  affigned.  The  Committer  en  the  Wcft- 
minfter  eledion,  for  example,  were  allowed  to  adjourn  for 
five  or  fix  days;  ihat  on  the  Worcefter  eledion  for  a  fort-* 
night  i  and  the  fame  indulgence  was  granted  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Eaft  Grimfby  ele^ion  for  four  or  five  days. 
The  Houfe  would  bf  Ci>urfe  recoiled,  that  the  prefent  report 
afligned  very  good  reafops,  but  the  extent  of  the  adjourn* 
ment  requeued  was  unpretedentedi  and  very  probably  the 
Parliament  might  not  be  fitting  fo  late  as  the  a^th  of  Au^ 
guft. 

Mr.  Lif  confidered  the  motion  to  be  of  confiderable  con« 
fequence.  The  necedity  of  an  adjournment  he  believed  to 
be  univerfally  admitted  \  and  the  more  fo,  as  it  was  made 
at  the  requeft  of  the  parties  interefted.  The  motion,  how- 
ever, was,  in  its  preient  (hape,  liable  to  very  ftrong  objec- 
tions. The  difficulty  which  fuggefled  itfelf  to  him  wasv 
that  as  by  the  a£l  of  Parliament,  Committees  could  not  ad-» 
journ  for  more  than  twenty-foyr  hours,  ynlefs  Sundays  of 
Chridmas-day  intervened,  thofe  members  of  it  could  make 
no  application  to  the  Houfe  for' the  purpofe  of  extend* 
ing  its  adjournments,  however  neceflary,  as  it  would  have 
no  difcietion  unlefs  fitting  at  the  fame  time*  He  did  not  fee 
how,  if  the  Houfe  was  ready  to  extend  their  adjournment 
to  the  25th  of  Augud,  they  might  not  with  greater  pro- 
priety extend  it  dill  farther  to  the  time  when  it  could  be 
afcertained  that  the  Houfe  would  be  actually  fitting. 

Mr.  Bragge  fuggefled  the  propriety  of  extending  the  ad* 
journment  to  September,  if  the  25th  of  Auguft  Qiould  not 
be  deemed  long  enough  ;  bqt  perhaps  it  thight  be  better,  ig 
this  cafe,  to  pafs  a  Ihort  bil),  as  had  been  done  before,  to 
ff^ifpenfe  with  the  provifions  oifthe  2JEi  of  Parliament,  in  thif 
particular  inftance* 

The  Speaker  faid,  that  toties  fuoiiesxhtnectidxy  of  adjourn« 
ments  was  made  out.  Parliament  had  a  right  to  exercife  it| 
dtfcretion  in  granting  permiflion  ;  but,  that  it  never  recog- 
nized the  power  of  a  Committee  to  adjourn  by  its  own^ou-r 
th'ority  for  more  than  24  hours,  or  aiTembting  on  the  firft 
day  after  the  meeting  of  ihe  Houfe. 

Mr  ff^ard  fupported  the  opinion  of  the  Speajcef. 
VdL.  IV.  io02»3,  3M  Sir 
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Sir  £•  Dundat  preflU  the  adoption  of  the  adjourorteot,  for 
which  TufficieDt  reafons  were  affigned  hi  the  report  of  tbe 
Committee. 

Mr.  Lgi  fmid,  he  did  ntit  deny  the  propriety  of  an  ad^oura- 
tnent,  bot  declai-ed  his  opinion  of  the  Grenviile  ad  to  be 
fuch^  that  he  wilhcd  the  letter  of  it  to  be  conftnied  nooic 
flri^ly  than  that  of  any  other  on  the  ftatute  book. 

Mr.  Bragge  declared,  that  all  be  had  heard  only  confirmed 
him  in  the  opioion,  that  the  bed  remedy,  would  be  found  in 
a  fpecial  bill  for  this  particular  objed. 

Mr.  Bra|ie  moved  the  further  confideration  of  the  lepori 
of  the  Britib  port  bill. 

Mr.  Henderfon  faid,  he  did  not  mean  to  oppole  the  bilU 
but  luggefted  that  the  rates  would  amount  to  much  more 
than  the  neceflity  of  the  cafe  required. 

Mr.  Bragge  acknowledged  the  fuggeftion  to  be  juft,  but 
added,  that  the  produce  leceivcfd  in  that  way  would  goto 
the  purpofe  of  a  finkiilg  fund. 

The  report  was  then  agreed  to  prp  f^ma^  and  the  debate 
'upon  it  aojourned  till  after  the  difpofal  of  ibme  remaining 
orders. 

The  IriOi  army  of  referve  bill  was  put  very  deliberately 
by  the  Speaker,  and  agreed  to.  The  bill  pafied  mem.  cm* 
and  Colonel  Vereker  was  dtreded  to  take  it  to  the  Lords. 

A  mefliage  from  the  Lords  annoiMiced  that  they  had  agreed 
10  the  whale  filbery,  Irilh  bank  protniffbry  note«  the  Irifli 
militia  pay,  tbe  Irilh  combination,  and  the  port  c^Obifgow 
water  bills. 

The  debate  on  the  Briftol  canal  bill  was  lefumed,  wh«A 
Mr.  Bragge  propofed  a  claufe,  enjoining  that  the  rates  for 
that  purpofe  (hould  not  commence  till  twelve  months  after 
tbe  works  were  advanced,  and  ioo,oooU  expended  on  them» 
which  was  agreed  to,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  be  engrol^d. 

Sir  C.  Pole  obtained  leave  to  bring  in  a  biU  on  the  fccond 
report  of  the  navy  commtflioners. 

Lord  Caftlere^i  moved  for  an  account  of  the  amount  of 
the  profits  and  loues  on  the  fales  of  the  Eaft  India  cpo^any 
to  the  firft  of  March  laft,  1803,  which  was  agreed  t4i.. 

His  Lordfliip  then  fiiid,  that  for  fume  particular  reafons  he 
found  it  neceflarj  to  poftpone  the  Eaft  India  budget,  of 
which  he  gave  notice  for  Mnday  next,  to  Monday  fe'o* 
night ;  and  he  now  gave  notice  that  he  fhoold,  on  Afonday 
next,  move  for  teavc  to  bring  in  a  biU  tapemiitthe  £cdk  In- 
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dia  company  to  make  allowances  to  Aich  of  Ihrir  (hips  as 
luid  failed  before  the  delivery  of  his  Majefty's  meflage« 

Sir  Robert  Buxton  moved  an  Jiufuble  addrefs  to  his  Ma* 
jeftr*  praying  that  there  be  laid  before  the  Houfe«  an  ac* 
count  of  the  returns  made  to  the  Secretary  of  State's  officey 
of  the  number  of  prifoners  confined  in  his  Majeilv's  gaols 
of  Great  Britain)  and  Wales,  together  with  the  offences  or 
charges  for  which  they  were  committed. 

The  Speaker  faid,  there  was  a  doubt  whether  the  motion 
Would  embrace  the  objed»  for  it  had  yet  been  undecided, 
with  gentlemen  of  the  Jong  robe»  whether  ail  the  prifons 
could  be  comprifed  under  the  denomination  of  King's  gaols. 

Mr.  Hobhoufe  faid,  if  the  objeA  of  fuch  motion  was  mere 
curioHty,  and  not  as  the  foundation  of  fome  public  meafurcy 
it  would  be  giving  a  deal  of  unneceflary  trouble. 

Sir  if.  Buxton  replied,  that  it  was  fuffident  to  fayt  that 
the  returns  were  now  on  the  table  of  the  Secretary  of  Sta:e 
for  the  home  department;  and  that  whether  any  meafure 
&ould  be  founded  on  it  or  not,  it  amift  be  of  importance 
for  the  Legiilature  to  know  the  nature  of  the  crimes  com* 
mitted,  and  to  afcertain  whether  tliey  were  increafing  or 
i&iiinilhing. 

I'he  motion  was  then  agreed  to. 

The  IrifK  treafary  bills'  bill  was  read  a  fecoad  time,  and 
committed  for  the  next  day. 

The  Irifh  revenue  regulation  bill,  the  Irifli  militia  pay 
bill;  the  Irifli  militia  adjutants  hill,  and  the  £aft  India  dock 
bill,  were  read  a  third  time  and  pafled. 

Mr*  Vanilttart  moved  the  further  condderatjon  of  the  re* 
port  of  the  aiTefled  tax  duty  confolidation  bill«^wbich  waa 
agreed  to,  and  the  bill  recommitted.  In  the  Committee 
he  moved  an  amendment,  that  any  parilli  which  was 
iitpated  within  the  bills  of  mortality,  Ihould  be  liable 
to  the  fame  qualifications  for  commiflioners.  under  that  aft/ 
as  were  impofed  on  the  commiflioners  for  the  cities  of  Ijon« 
don  and  Weftminfter,  which  was  agreed  to,  and  tlie  report 
ordered  to  be  received  the  next  day. 

Mrl  Alexander  brought  up  the  report  of  the  five  millions 
exchequer  bills'  bill,* which  was  ordered  to  be  read  a  third 
tirtie  the  ncvt  day. 

The  bill  for  allowing  the  exportation  of  grain  to  the  iflands 

of  Jerfey,  Ouernfey,  and  Alderney,  was  read  a  firft,  and 

ordered  to  be  read  a  fccond  time  the  next  day  -,  aB  was  alio 

a  bill  fot  allowing  Portugal  wines  to  be  landed^  And  ware* 

Jioufedj  duty  free,  for  a  time  to  be  limited.

Mr*  Vanfittart  moved  for  an  account  to  be  prefentcd  of 
the  net  produce  of  the  taxes  of  Great  Britain,  from  the  5(h 
of  January  1802,  to  the.correfponding  day  it)  the  year  1803| 
which  was  agreed  to.     Adjourned. 

fiOtJSE    OF  LORDS. 

FRIDAY,  JOtY  8. 

The  bills  on  the  table  were  forwarded  a  (lage  eaeh. 

Mr.  Alexnder  brought  up  from  the  Commons,  and  pre«> 
fented,  the  militia  adjutants  and  ferjeant  majors  bill,  the  mj- 
litia  pay  and  cloathing  billy  the  London  port  bill,  and  the  five 
million  Exchequer  bills'  bill,  which  were  feverally  read  ^ 
firfl  time. 

On  the  queftion  for  cotnmitting  the  lottery  bill. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  rofe  and  faid,  he  confidered  that  the 
bfll  was  a  bill  for  the  defence  of  the  country,  and  for  enabling 
Government  to  fupport  the  war,  and  therefore,  what  he  had 
to  ofler,  wotild  be  applicable  to  it.  His  Lordfliip  alluded  to 
the  addrefs  of  the  city  of  London,  which  was  not,  what  he 
thought  might  have  been  expe£led  from  the  fir  ft  corporation 
in  the  kingdom.  It  did  not  breathe  that  fpirit  or  energy  ne- 
ceflary  to  entourage  a  vigorous  profecution  of  the  war,  but 
wis  rather  of  a  pacific  tendency.  He  was  under  the  cor- 
Iredion  of  the  Houfe  if  he  had  ftated,  or  (hould  (late,  any 
thing  erroneous,  but  could  not  think  the  proportion  of  men 
to  be  raifed  by  the  ciiy  of  London  for  the  Army  of  Rcferve, 
by  any  me^ns  adequate  to  the  number  which  might  have  been 
looked  for  by  fo  opulent  and  fo  populous  a  city.  By  what 
he  learht  from  the  public  prints,  no  more  than  8oO  men  were 
intended,  which  was  furely  a  very  inadequate  forc%  Eight 
hundred  men  were  no  more  in  the  prefent  crifis,  than  a  drop 
hf  water  in  the  ocean,  confidering  the  wealth  and  population. 
6f  London,  and  confidering  thegreatlntereO  it  had  at  ftake 
(r  the  conteft.  The  city  of  London  would  undoubtedly  bp 
a  great  object,  tt  (hould  take  the  lead,  and  give  the  tone  to  all 
the  other  places,  inftead  of'  being  behind  moft  others.  His 
LordOiipconirafled  it  with  theconduA  of  the  city  of  Parist 
When  the  Auftrians  and  PrufHans  entered  France^  on  that 

occafipn^ 
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occafion,  even  the  women  Oood  forward  and  aflifted  in  form* 
ing  the  foriificatiens.  What  he  thought  the  proportion  of 
men  that  London  ought  to  furnifli,  under  the  prerentclrcum- 
Oances,  would  be  2000  at  lead,  half  the  officers  to  be  Ap- 
pointed by  the  city,  and  half  by  the  Crown,  and  the  appoint* 
ment  of  the  commander  of  them  (hould  remain  with  his  Ma- 
jefty.  He  could  not  help  cenfuring  the  apathy  of  the  ciiy, 
on  fo  urgent  an  occafion ;  and  what  he  had  faid  were  hU 
real  fen:iments,  and  he  wi(hed  the  conGderaiions  (bould  go 
forth  fo  the  city,  who  ought,  as  it  appeared  to  him,  to  con- 
fider  the  great  ft^ke  they  had  in  the  way*  and  confequentljr 
(hould  have  felt  the  neceflity  of  holding  out  a  more  patriotic 
iexample  10  the  red  of  the  kingdom. 

JLord  liaix^don-  (Earl  of  Moira)  faid,  his  noble  Friend  con- 
ceived a  mofl  erroneous  idea  of.  the  feniiments  and  feeling  o£t 
the  city  of  Lond9n  on  the  prefent  occafion.  He  was  confi-  ' 
dent,  and  would,  from  his  own  knowledge,  aHert,  that  the 
city  entertained  fcnxitpcnts  of  genuine  loyalty  and  dcvoiirro 
lo  the  King,  and  fch  the  mod  Ardent  enthufiafm  and  zeal 
for  the  defence  and  honour  of  the  country.  He  had,  his' 
Lordthip  faid,  held  feveral  converfations  with  fome  of  ihe 
leading  men  in  the  city,  and  was  convinced  that  fuch  were 
Hteir  fentioieots,  and  the  fentiments  of  the  city  at  large.  7  hey 
would  have  .come  foward  with  ah  extenHve  and  powerful 
al&dance,  were  they  not  apprehenfive  of  embar/afllng  the 
m^afures  of  Government  by  fo  doing;  but  he  was  fansfied 
that  the  city,  imprededas  it  was,  and  confcious  of  tbe  great 
dake  it  had,  would  in  proper  time  come  forward  with  a^irce 
commenfurate  with  hs  extenfive  means,  and  proportionate  to 
its  numerruis  population.  His  Lordihip  repeated,  that  the 
fear  of  embarrafling  the  prefent  meafures  of  Government, 
5ilone  'prevented  the  city  from  doing  more  Jit  prefent,  and 
(Irenuoufly  contended  for  its  patriotifm. 

Lord  Hobart  agreed  pcrfe^ly  in  what  had  fallen  from  the 
noble  Lord.  His  Lorddiip  faM,  he  had  no  doubt  but  that 
the  city  would  ad  in  a  patriotic  and  exemplary  manner  in 
the  prefent  crifis  of  the  country.  One  point  mentioned  by 
the  noble  Earl,  he  begged  leave  particularly  to  advert  to.  . 
The  number  of  800  men  was  only  the  city's  quota  under  one 
particular  bill— rthc  Army  of  Rcferve  bill,  which  had  lately 
received  the  Royal  afTcnt.  The  Army  of  Refervc  had  no  re- 
ference to  another  meafure  in  contemplation.  The  city  of 
London,  he  was  convinced,  would  not  be  behind  any  part 
of  the  kingdom  in  its  contributions  of  men  and  means,  to 

ftrcngihen 
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ilrengthen  the  hand$  of  Governtneni,  but  weuld  come  for* 
ivftrdwith  the  utmoft  zeal,  when  oeceflary. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  faid,  he  was  happy  to  hear  what  had 
fallen  from  both  noble  Lords ;  but  the  proportion  of  London 
ought  to  be  large.  Its  population,  be  believed,  to  be  about 
a  ninth  of  the  whole  kingdom.  Th? county  he  belonged  io» 
his  Lordfhip  faid,  only  confided  of  about  1 00,000  inh^bt* 
tants,  and  yet  contributed  largely  to  the  fupplementary  mi* 
litia. 

The  Irifli  Army  of  Referve  bill  was  read  a  fecond  time^ 
and  committed  for  next  day. — Adjourned^ 


HOUSE   OF  COMMONS. 

FRIDAY,   JULY    8. 

The  exchequer  bills*  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  pafled» 

The  InfpeSor  General  of  exports  and  imports  prefented 
feverai  accounts,  which  were  ordered  to  be  laid  upon  the 
table. 

The  Guernfey  corn  bill  was  read  a  fecond  time,  and 
Committed  for  Monday. 

The  wine  bonding  bill  was  read  a  fecond  time,  and  com- 
mitted for  Monday. 

A  mefTage  from  the  Lords  informed  the  Houfe,  their 
Lordfliips  had  agreed  to  a  bill  to  render  juftices  of  the  peace 
more  fafe  in  the  execution  of  their  duty  upon  fummary  con- 
virions,  in  cafes  wherein  it  Ihould  appear  they  had  a  rea- 
fonable  ground  for  conviding.  The  bill  was  read  a  firft, 
and  ordered  to  be  read  a  fecond  time  on  Monday,  and  in 
the  mean  time  printed. 

SEAMEN. 

Sir  W.  Scott  faid,  that  in  confequencc  of  the  prcfent 
hoftilities  between  this  country  and  France,  be  rofe  to  bring 
in  a  bill  for  the  encouragement  of  feamen.  The  bill  was 
partly  of  tire  fame  nature  as  an  antecedent  one  he  had  in- 
troduced, and  therefore  it  was  unneceilary  to  fay  much 
upon  the  fubje£t.  It  was  founded  on  the  ancient  rules  of 
the  Admiralty  courts^  and  the  Vice- Admiralty  courts,  dif- 
perfed  throughout  his  Mdjefty's  dominions,  it  was  his 
cuty,  however,  to  enter  into  fome  explanation  of  the  mea- 
fure :  that  gallant  body  of  men,  the  feainen  of  Great  Britain, 
had  an  irrefiftible  claim  on  the  Legiflature  of  this  country, 
for  every  pradicable  attention  th;.t  could  be  paid  to  their 
intereft.    It  was  a  known  mark  of  their  chara&er  (he  fpoke 

of 


of  the  lower  cfafles)  that  they  were  ndt  equal  to  the  talk  of 
taking  care  of  themfelves ;  his  M ajefty's  courts  had  been 
lone  in  the  habit  of  thinking  for  them.    This  arofe  from 
tlieir  in^ovident  indifcretion,  againft  the  effefir  of  which  it 
was  in  view  to'  provide,  at  the  fame  time  breaking  in  as  little 
as  poinble  upon  thofe  principles  which  iefl  men  free  to  dif- 
pole  of  what  they  connder  their  own.  To  the  prefcnt  time, 
they  had  ^appointed  their  own  agents  and  truKees,  and  re- 
voked the  appointment  as  they  thought  proper.    They  had 
the  power  of  transferring  the  whole  contingent  intereft  they 
might  be  entitled  to  dunng  the  war,  within  a  week  after  its 
commencement,  for  any  confideration,  however  inadequate. 
With  regard  to  an  intereft  like  this,  which  muft  be  con- 
iidered  as  flowing  from  the  bounty  of  the  Crown,  and  to 
which  the  party  had  no  antecedent  right,  any  regulations 
that  mieht  be  necelTary  could  not  be  confidered  injurious 
encroachments  on  the  rights  of  the  (eamen.    In  the  regula- 
tions be  propofed  to  fubmit  to  the  wifdom  of  the  Houie,  he 
ihoald  confine  himfetf  as  much  as  poilible  to  that  which  was 
moft  dcfirahle  in  all  matters  of  legiflation,  namely,  to  de* 
part  no  further  from  the  prefent  ufage  than  was  abfolutely 
neceflary.    It  had  been  propofed  that  there  fhould  be  a  pub* 
lie  ofiKce  ereded,  with  powers  for  coqdufting  the  whole 
hufinefs  of  prizes  on  one  general  fyftem.    He  could  not 
deny  that  a  principle  of  this  Kind  would  be  attended  with  ad* 
vantages,  but  he  was  not  fure  that  many  of  thofe  advantages 
might  not  be  obtained  from  the  modification  of  the  fyftem 
which  at  prefent  prevailed — a  fyilem  which  left  the  parties 
to  the  nomination  of  thofe  in  whom  they  confided  their  in* 
tereft.    Such  a  fyftem  was  more  natural,  becaufe  it  was 
more  acceptable  to  thofe  for  whofe  benefit  it  was  intended. ' 
It  alfo  recommended  itfelf  becaufe  it  was  calculated  for  the. 
exifting  interefts  of  thofe  who  had  hitherto  aAed  as  agents, 
peifons  whom  he  could  not  admit  had  forfeited  their  claims 
o  the  juft  attention  of  the  Leglflature.    He  muft  honeftly 
avow,  that  as  far  as  his  attention  had  been  dire£ted  to  that 
clafs  of  men,  the  navy  agents,  it  was  his  opinion  a  very 
large  portion  of  the  odium  excited  againft  them,  arofe  from 
miireprefentations,  not  properly  confidered  by  thofe  who 
concurred  in  them.    The  adoption  of  that  fyftem,  which* 
left  men  to  the  nomination  of  their  own  agents,  was  not  ali 
he  propofed.    He  wiflied  to  guard  the  nomination  by  regu«* 
lations ;  it  would  be  a  great  improvement  of  the  plan,  if, 
after  agents  were  qominated  by- private  individuals,  they 

were 
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Wi^re  clothed  with  a  public,  legal  known  ehsrader,  which 
rendered  them  amenable  for  their  conduft.     For  that  puN 
pofe,  one  regulation  he  fhould  propofe  was,  that  on  the  no* 
mination  of  an  agent,  the  power  of  attorney  fhould  be  im« 
rnediately  regiftered  in  the  Court  of  Admiralty.    At  prcfent 
he  did  not  regiiler  tlie  power  of  attorney,  till  fix  months 
'    after  it  was  granted,  confequently,  till  the  arrival  of  that 
period  he  was  not  known.     By  rcgiftering  his  power  of  at-, 
torney,  he  would  be  known  to  the  court,  and  liable  to  its 
authority  during  the  whole  time.    A  fecond  regulation  was, 
.that  at  the  time  of  regiftyring  the  letters  of  attorney,  the 
agent  (hould  give  fecurity,  in  a  confiderable  fum,  for  the 
execution  of  his  truft.     At  prefent,  no  fecurity  was  given* 
and  confequently  a  feaman  might  pick  up  the  moft  needy 
man  he    could    find,    on    Portfmouth    Point,   to  be  his 
agent.     When  he  confidered  this,  he  thought  it  furprifing 
that  the    men  ufually   employed  fhould  in  general  h^lve 
afted  fo  honourably  as  they  had  done.      I'he  great  evil 
was,  in  the  other  parts  of  his  Majefly's  dominions.     The 
mifconduft  of  thefe  men  abrpad  were  the  rocks  on  which 
the  feamehs'  fortunes  were  fhipwrecked.     He  could  not 
help  thinking  the  proviiions  he  had  introduced,  two  years 
ago,  would  prevent  the  recurrence  of  thofe  mifchiefs  which 
had  taken  place  during  the  late  war.    The  effc£t  of  giving 
'this  purity  to  the  fyflcm  would  be,  that  of  confining  the 
pi-ofeffiori  of  agent  to  men  of  property  and  credit,  or  whofe 
condu£l  had  engaged  the  confidence  of  thofe  who  employed 
tliem.     The  next  regulation  was,  that  the  letters  of  agency 
being  regiftered,  fhould  not  be  revoked,  but  upon  complaint 
to  the  court,  and  an  order  for  that  purpofe.     As  the  matter 
ftood  at  prefent,  the  agents  were  liable  to  be  removed  on 
the  fuggeftionof  the  lowcfl  clafles  of  the  law,  to  whom  the 
feamen  were  particularly  expofed.     Queflions  frequently 
arofe  as  to  who  was  the  legal  agent,  and  confiderable  fums 
of  money  were  fpent,  in  deciding  tliat  point.     Such  was 
the  bafis  of  his  plan.     He  fhould  propole  that  the  agent 
l^puld  be  invefled  with  the  permanence  that  belonged  to  a 
public  char^^ter,  fo  long  as  he  exercifed  it  with  propriety. 
Another  regulation  was,  that,  upon  the  inftitution  of  any 
appeal,  it  fhould  be  lawful  for  the  Judge  of  the  Admiralty 
to  order  in  the  proceeds,  and  invef^  them.     With  rcfpeft  to 
the  navy,  that  quefiion  flood  in  a  lamentable  way.    The 
i^oncv,  during  the  whole  time  of  the  appeal,  remained  in  the 
handsgf  the  agent i  in  cot)fequence  of  this,  he  had  an  intereft 

adverf^ 


adverfe  to  his  principle*     The  evil  did  not  reft  there.  '  If  the 
»ppeal  was  determined  in  favour  of  the  captor,  the  profits  of 
the  principal  reded  with  the  agent ;  on  the  contrary,  if  the 
captor  was  condemned,  he  was  liable  to  pay  the  intereft.    An* 
other  regulation  was,  that,  nfier  the  time  of  appeal  was  elapfed, 
it  fliould  he  in  the  power  of  the  Judge  of  the  Admiralty  to 
compel  a  diOribution,     It  \^'Ould  furprife  the  Houfe  to  hear, 
that  there  was  no  power  to  compel  a  diftribution,  hut  by  a£tion 
at  law,  or  by  a  bill  in  Chancery.    He  (faould  fubmit|  whethef 
it  would  not  be  more  beneticial,  that  the  court   fliould  have 
the  power  of  following  up  the  agent  to  a  full  execution  of  hi| 
duty.    At  prefent,  it  had  only  the  power  of  verifying  accountf, 
or  difalbwing  them ;  hut  it  flopped  at  that  point  where  its  au« 
tliority  was  mod  required.     Another  regulation  went  to  thisi 
that  no  feaman  fliould  be  allowed  to  make  the  general  powef 
of  attorney  to  which  he  had  adverted,  in  a  way  by  which  he 
might,  for  4  temporary  gratificatton,  convey  his  whole  inte^ 
reft  in  his  future  prize-money.    It  would  be  highly  important 
that  the  power  of  attorney  fliould  be  a  fpecial  power  of  attor* 
ney,  appointing  the  particular  fource  oat  of  which  the  intereft 
conveyed  was  to  arife^  •  To  this  he  fhould  add  another  rcgula-* 
tion  refpeifting  the  dates  of  the  prizes*     When  prizes  were 
made  in  the  Weft  Indies,  the  feamen  were  often  removed  to 
other  ihips,  and  whatbccame  of  the  prizes,  whether  they  wer^ 
condemned  or  not,  they  krtpw  not.     He  fliould  provide  that 
tegifters  of  prizes  fliould  be  tianfmitted  home  every  month  ; 
he  meant  a  lift  of  all  the  prizes  that  had  gone  through  the  ad^* 
judication  of  the  court.     Thefe  were  the  regulatipns  to  vyhich 
he  fliould. folicft  the  attention  of  the  naval  metpbers  of  the 
Houfe.     They  were  fltongly  recomtnended  to  him  by  the 
^oble  perfon  who  at  prcfei^t  preGded  over  the  naval  depart* 
ment.    The  Houfe  would  fee  that  he  had  not  prefled  this  fuby 
ieft  beyorid  what  juftice  demanded.     There  were  other  details 
which  "had  engaged  the  attention  pf  that  department.     This 
Houfe  would  undoubtedly  improve  upon  them-    He  was  con- 
tent with  having  ftated  the  tpodifications.     He  was  perfuaded 
the  Houfe  would,  by  adopting  thjem,  contribute  to  the  com^ 
forts  of  a  cl^ft  of  men  whon)  tt  was  their  intcrcft  to  prpte£l^ 
The  right  hon.  and  learned  Gentleman  concluded  by  nioving^ 
f  *  That  leave  be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the  encouragement 
of  feamen,  and  for  the  I)etter'and  more  ^c£lually  mantling 
bis  Majcfty'j  n^vy," 

Mr.  Johnjfone  faid,  he  did  not  rife  tooppofe  the  bringjijg 

\n  of  thirbHI  ;*but  fac  was  forry  that;  from  4  napjifMre  pf  thf^ 
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nature  being  broi^t  forward  at  this  particular  moment,  be 
could  not  but  augur  that  there  was  no  longer  any  hope  that 
the  mediation  of  Ruffia  wuuid  take  efFe£t.  For  if  this  bill 
is  paffed  into  a  law,  and  peace  fkould  foon  afterwards  take 
{ilace,  there  would  neceiTariiy  arife  the  utmoft  dif&culty  a9 
to  the  Melioration  of  prizes.  This  was  fuliy  evinced,  he  faidt 
by  what  had  fo  lately  taken  place  on  the  termination  of  our 
difpute  with  the  northern  powers.  He  then  adverted  tothe^ 
.  motion  be  bad  made  two  years  ago,  and  the  papers  be  had 
brought  forward  relative  to  the  ftate  of  prize  money  and  ap* 
peals,  which  were  then  moft  dreadfully  in  arrear.  Not* 
withftanding  it  was  now  two  years  fince  the  peace  took  place* 
there  were  fiill  near  250  caufes  to  be  heard.  He  acknow* 
ledged  the  great  indiiftry  of  the  right  hon.  and  learned  Gea<» 
tiem^n  in  getting  through  fo  many  as  he  had  done*  and  con« 
feiTed  his  rare  talents  were  peculiarly  3^ell  adapted  to  for* 
ward  and  promote  a  meafure  like  that  to  be  prepared  by  tbe 
prefent  bill ;  but  he  thought  it  impoffibie  for  the  right  hon. 
and  learned  Gentleman  to  attend  to  fujcb  an  arrear  of  ap« 
peals  as  that  he  had  juft  mentioned^  and  to  pay  at  the  fame 
time  due  attention  to  the  bufinefs  of  his  own  courts.  He 
faw  a  neceflity  for  fome  arrangements,  by  which  appeals 
may  be  got  rid  of,  by  quickening  the  proceedings  of  the 
court;  at  prefent,  however^  he  would  not  trouble  tEe  Houfe 
by  going  into  the  fubjeft.  As  to  the  prefent  bill,  he  fliould 
aoffain  from  faying  any  tiling  furliher  till  it  came  before  the 
Houfe. 

.  Admiral  Berkley  faid  a  few  words  upon  the  fubjeft :  he 
alluded  to  fome  complaints  urged  on  a  former  night  by  an 
hon.  Friend  of  his,  when  he  was  not  in  bis  pUce»,  which 
be  hoped  would  be  attended  to* 

The  Attorney  General  faid,  if  any  fuch  complaints  bad 
been,  or  (hould  be  made,  he  had  no  doubt  but  his  right 
hon.  and  learned  Friend  would  attend  to  them.  He  hoped 
leave  would  be  given  to  bring  in  the  bill*  The  meafure  was 
called,  for  from  the  juftice  of  the  Houfe.  It  was  always 
ufual  to  pafs  fuch  a  bill  at  the  commencement  of  every 
war,  and  it  ought  not  to  be  retarded  from  fo  light  a  con- 
fideration  as  that  of  the  mediation  of  Ruflia  taking  imme* 
diate  efFe^^  as  the  hon.  Gentleman  oppofite  to  him  (Mr. 
Johnftone)  had  fuggefted.  He  anlwered  generally  the  ob- 
fervations  made  by  that  hon.  Gentleman,  relative  to  the 
number  of  appeals  in  arrear,  and  concluded  by  hoping  no 
further  obje<^ion  would  be  made  to  bringing  ia  the  bill,  as 
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the  hon.  Gentleman  would  have  many  opportunities,  duriQg 
its  different  ilages,  to  point  out  what  he  thought  wrong  in 
the  bill,»  and  to  propofe  What  amendments  he  Ihould  think 
proper. 

Mr,  Wilberforce  cxprcfled  his  concern  at  what  had  juft 
been  faid  relative  to  the  mediation  of  Ruflia  ^  he  was  forry 
to  hear  his  right  hOn.  and  learned  Friend  (the  Attorney 
General;  fpeak  fo  lightly  as  to  its  probable  efFcft.  From 
fuch  a  mode  of  vfewing  it,  the  meafure  that  had  been 
adopted  Teemed  rather  to  have  been  a  conciliation  of  parties 
in  that  Houfe,  than  a  grave  and  ferious  intention  of  effect- 
ing a  peace  through  the  medium  of  a  neutral  power. 

The  Attorney  General^  in  explanation,  faid,  that  in  fpeak^ 
ing  of  the  mediation  of  Kuilia,  he  only  meant  to  fay,  tha!t 
the  difficulties  aljudedto  by  the  hon.  Gentleman  of  rei\or» 
ing  prizes,  were  too  light  a  conHderation  to  be  allowed  to. 
retard  a  meafure  fo  important  and  neceffary  as  the  prefent,. 

Mr.  IViberforce  explained. 

The  queflion  was  then  put,  and  leave  granted  to  bring 
in  the  bill. 

DEFENCE  OF  THE  REALM. 

The  Secretary  at  War  faid,  that  as  the  meafure  for  raif- 
ing  the  army  of  referve  was  now  difpofed  of,  it  was  his  duty 
to  give  notice,  that  he  fhould,  on  Tuefday  next,  move  for 
leave  to  bring  in  sr  bill,  to  render  more  e^edual  the  a£l  of 
the  prefent  fefTion,  for  the  better  defence  of  the  realm. 

ASSESSED  TAX  COLLECTION  CONSOLIDATION  BILL..    . 

Mr.  Alexander  brought  up  the  report. 

Colonel  Ayre  thought  the  penalty  of  iOOl.  and  forfeiture 
of  office,  inilided  by  the  bill  upon  furveyors,  at  the  difr 
cretion  of  thecommilfioners,  much  too  high  for  inadvertent 
furcharges ;  as,  in  many  cafes,  they  were  liable  to  errors 
which  were  not  really  culpable.  He  was  aware  of  the  ne- 
ceflity,  that  the  crown  fhould  not  be  defrauded  of-its  reve^ 
nue,  but  it  was  of  equal  importance  that  the  fubjeA 
fhould  be  proteded  from  oppreffion.  What  he  wifhed  was^ 
that  the  furveyors  fhould  be  compelled  to  inflitute  previous 
enquiries  to  their  making  a  furchaige.  He  therefore  moved 
the  bill  to  be  rcconmiitted,  for  the  puipofe  of  moving  a 
claufe,  which  could  not  be  brought  in  at  this  lafl  ftage,  for, 
at  the  fame  time,  impofing  a  check  on  the  furveyor,  and 
affording  relief  to  the  fubjeft. 

Mr.  /k  .  Smith  alfo  reprefented  the  bill  as  imperfeft  in  itf 
exifling  f^ate.  The  penalty  he  confidered  as  too  great, 
when  it  could  be  exerted ;  at  the  fame  time  that  it  was  out 
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bf  the  |)owei'  of  nineteen  perfons  outof  iwenty  to  go  to  the 
fexpence  of  profecuting  tile  furvcyor,  though  they  might  find 
themfelves  aggrieved. 

The  Attorney  Gtmera!  faid,  there  was  certainly  a  greut 
'difficulty,  rth  the  confideration  oflhe^ttieafurc.  The  penalty 
on  the  hiifconduil  of  the  furveyor  was  undoubtedly  feveie,  i 
but  it  afFordfed,  at  the  fame  time,  great  protejSion  to  th^  ^ 
Tubjed,  \^ho  might  have  his  aQion  in  cafes  of  illrgal  or 
Vexatious  furchargesi  It  was  evident  fome  fuichaigcsniay 
*be  legal,  and  yet  vexatious,  and  vice  verfa.  He  law  fome 
Gcntiemeti  laugh  at  a  rcrticdy  by  aftion,  but  ihcn  ihey 
fhould  recolleft,  that  they  were,  at  the  fame  time,  Ijugh- 
ing  at  the  laws  of  the  couri!i:y,  Which  in  no  cafe  afFordecl 
any  other  temedy  than  jullicc. 

Sir  W\,  Pultifiey  faid,  that  it  Was  net  in  the  power  of  every 
man  to  go  to  law  with  a  furveyor,  who,  in  Fafl,  had  a  pre- 
mium for  many  of  the  afts  of  injuuicc  he  might  commit. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  i^m^i^ih^i  the  fuiveyors 
Were  bntitled  lo  iany  premium,  except  wnerc  ihc  charge 
Ihould  be  confirmed.  A  claufe,  he  fiid,  would  he  propofed 
—a  claufe  for  giving  a  difcretibn  in  this  cafe,  and  that  the 
penalty  (hould  be  made  not  to  exceed  1(X)I.  as  he  did  no^ 
wilh  to  obli^  thiem  to  ufe  fo  much  precaution,  that  it  may 
lead  to  a  negleft  of  the  fecurity  of  the  revenue. 

Several  of  the  Members  who  fpoke  before  explained  ; 
after*  which  the  motion  fbr  the  rec^ommitment  was  nega^ 
tived; 

The  Atfirney  General  then  moved  art  amendment,  that 
there  (hould  be  a  power  to  mitigate  the  penalty  on  furvey- 
ors,  at  a  difcretion,  which  would  limit  the  higheft  fum  t<i 
lOOl.  which  was  adojpted,  tlie  report  agreed  to,  and  the  bill 
brdered  to  be  read  u  third  time  on  Mond.iv  following. 

The  Ne^  Fot-cft  game  prefervalion  bill  went  through  a 
Comniittee,  and  vVas  ordered  to  be  reported  on  Monday. 

The  report  of  the  clergv  relief  bill  was  agreed  to,  and 
ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time  oh  the  fame  day. 

Mr.  Bragge  gave  rtotice,  that  on  Monday  following  hd 
ifhould  move  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  the  amendment 
bf  the  Thames  police  a£l. 

The  Lords*  amendmthls  to  the  Irifh  parfonngc  houfc  bill 
.were  agreed  to,  and  the  bill  returned.

WOOLLEN    MANUFACTUHE    niLL. 

Lord  Rawdon  (EafI  of  M<»ira)  rofc  am!  faid,  he  could  nrtt 
bm  lament,  ihat  a  bill  of  io  much  imp(»riar.ce  (hoiild  haVc 
come  lip  to  that  Houfe  at  To  late  a  peiiod  of  the  ftlfion,  that' 
It  was  impoffibic  to  give  it  ihc  fiill  deliberation  ihai  ihc ' 
great ncfs  of  the  objtrcS  of  the  bill  required.  The  bi.j  was 
.called  the  woollen  manufaflurcrs'  bill,  but  it  far  exceeded 
the  reach  of  its  tiile;  it  was,  in  fafl,  a  bill  which  went  10 
the  putting  an  tx\d  to,  and  repealing  all  the  numerous  a(^s 
of  Parliament  afrefting  every  branch  of  bufinefs  conhe^Sed 
wi»h  the  woollen  manufacture,  that  ftooti  nn  the.  ilatute 
\>^>ok.  His  Lordfhip  faid,  he  had  looked  into  the  Hatutes  at 
Urge,  with  particular  anxiety,  as  to  all  the  a£ls  relative  to  the 
wiMillcn  manufa£ture,  and  he  readily  admitted,  that  many  of 
their  provifions  were  inapplicable  to  the  prefent  time,  many 
of  thcrcgtdationsVitterly  impraSicable  at  this  moment,  and 
others  utterly  iifelcfs  ;  but  among  the  mafs,  there  were  fevc- 
xal  very  good  and  politic  provifions,  wifely  conceived  by  our 
anceftors,  and  fit  to  be  preferved.  He  could  not,  therefore, 
but  think,  that  inftead  of  exiinguiihir.g  the  whole  of  the 
vari(»us  regulations  by  one  fweeping  bill,  the  more  prudent 
courfe  of  proceedi>^g  would  hovc  been  to  have  brought  in  a 
(bort  bill  of  indemnity  for  all  tranfgrcfrions  againft  the  fx- 
ifting  ftatutes  refpediingihe  woollen  manufacture,  up  to  the 
prefent  time,  an<i  have  left  the  confideratinn  of  a  more  ex- 
leiifive  bill  open  to  the  refleflion  and  iuveftigation  of  their 
l^ordlhlps,  and  the  Members  of  the  other  Honfe  of  Parlia- 
ment, during  the  (hoii  interval  which  might  be  expelled  to 
lake  place  between  the  end  of  the  prefent  and  the  commence- 
ment of  the  next  leirion.  Cnnfidering  thai  the  bill  had  piifTcd 
the  other  IJ'  iifc,  and  was  novv  before  their  Lord  (hips ; 
confidcring  likewiFe,  that  a  noble  Lord,  who  had  mucl  in* 
lerefted  himfelf  on  the  fubjeC^,  was  not  prefent,  he  thought 
the  fecond  reading  ought  not  to  be  hurried,  or  regarded  as  a 
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ttiaiter  of  courfe.     There  were  various  petitions  on  the  table« 
not  indifed  againd  the  principle,  but  againft  various  daufes 
of  the  bill ;  he  fhoiild  hope,  therefore,  that  the  petitioners 
might  be  allowed  to  have  counfel,  to  fum  up  fuch  evidence 
as  might  be:  adduced  before  the  Committee.    '  The  other 
Houfc  had  examined  many  witnefTes,  and  had  favoured  their 
Lordlhips  with  a  copy  of  the  evidence  they  had  received.  Htf 
had,  his  Lordfliip  faid,  periifcd  the  evidence  with  great  at« 
tention,    but    he  was  not   quite  fatisfied  that  it  went   far 
enough  to  juftify  the  doing  away  alt  the  regulations  which 
the   wifjom  of  our  anceftors  had  provided,  refpefiting  the* 
woollen  nunufadlure.     At  any  ratei  the  petitioners  ought  to 
be  heard   upon  the  allegations  of  their  refpedive  petiiions^ 
and  he  thought  the  proper  time  for  their  being  4b  heard 
would  be  in  the  Committee.     His  Lordfhip  faid,  he  was 
the  more  anxious  to  lay  in  tbis1:]aim  for  tbemi  becaufe,  al- 
though he  hoped  he  was  not  to  be  conGdered  as  a  very  lax 
attendant  on  his  parliamentary  duiy»  he  could  not  engage  to 
be  prefcnt  at  the  difcuflions  which  might  take  place  on  the 
fubfequent  doges  of  the  bill,  being  obliged  to  go  into  the 
couniry.     He  thought   the  juftice  of  the  cafe  entitled  the 
petitioners   to    be    tairly    heard,    and    their   LordOiips,    he 
was  perfuaded,  would  not  refufe  them  that  reafonable  re- 
qneft. 

The  Lord  CbaticeUor  left  the  woolfack,  and  declared  that 

he  concurred  entirely  with  his  noble  Friend  (if  he  would 

allow  him  fo  to  exprefs  himfelf)  in  the  opinion,  that  the  bill 

was  a  bill  of  the  ntmofl  importance,  and  well  entitled  to 

their  Loidlhips*  moft  ferious  acentioQ.     In  the  courfe  of  the 

lafl  feflion,  a  bill  had  been  brougln  up  to  that  Houfe  from 

the  Houfc  of  Commons,  the  object  of  which  was  to  repeal 

no  lefs  than  two  and  twenty  aiTts  of  Parliament.     On  that 

occafion,  he  had  felt  it  his  duty  to  look  to  the  purview  and 

provKions  of  ihofc   Ratutes,  and   he   muft   concur  with  his 

noble  Friend  in  faying,  that  many  of  the  regulations  enaded 

by  thofe  ftatutes  were  utterly  impra£)!cable  at  prefcnt ;  fome 

impofcd  penalties,  unlefs  the  manufa<Slurers  purfued  a  line 

of  condud    which   they    could    not   now    polFibly    purfue. 

Many  of  thofe  aSs  were  dead — that  was  obfolete,  and  uni- 

Veifally  held  to  be  fo.     But  ftill  there  were  fome  very  wife 

provifions  to  be  found  in  thofe  ftatutes;  and  it  became  a 

ma'ter  of  deep  conficicraiion,  whether  it  was  expedient  to 

wije  away,  by  a  Angle  bill,  all  that  the  wifdom  of  our  an- 

.ccllrs  had  provided,  as   nccefTary   regulations  to  govern  the 
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woollen  mannfa£tiire  ;  reguhtions,  under  which  (he  woollen' 
manufaAure  had  thriven  for  To  many  centuries.     Where  a 
bill  aimed  at  doing  fo  mach  at  once,  it  certainly  ought  to 
he  watched  with  peculiar  exertion,  and  almoft  with  unabaiing 
jealoufy.    With  regard  to  the  petitions  on  the  tabl^,  as  far  as 
he  had  looked  into  them,  they  appeared  to  be  rather  charged 
iivith  complaints  againfl  particular  claufes  than  againft  the 
principle  of  the  bill.     If,  therefore,  the  petitioners  wiibed 
to  be  heard  againft  the  principle,  they  muft  prefent  a  petition 
for  that^purpofe ;  but,  if  they  adhered  to  their  prefent  peti« 
tions,  they  might  either  be  heard  before  the  Committee,  on 
the  report,  or  on  the  third   reading.     Certainly,  with  re- 
fped  to  the  exifting  flatutes,  there  were  three  lines  of  pro« 
eeeding  to  be  adopted — cither  they  might  be  fufpended  (but 
fufpending  bills  was  an  abufe  of  legiflative  condnd,  and  he 
koped  he  fliould  hear  no  more  of  it) ;  the  next  was,  the  re- 
peal of  an  aQ,  found  from  change  of  circumftances  to  be 
impracticable,  but  that  was  a  matter  that  called  for  the  mod 
fcrious  confideration^  and  (hould  be  clofely  examined  before 
It  was  decided  upon ;   the  laft  was  an  aft  of  indemnity^ 
which  his  noble  Friend  had  alluded  to.     In  the  prefent  cafe, 
his  Lordfliip  faid,  it  was  abfolutely  neceflary  that  the  peti« 
tioners  fliould  be  dealt  with  fairly,  and  that  they  (hoold  be 
fatisiied  that  their  cafe  had  undergone  a  full  confideration, 
before  the  bill  pafled,  if  it  were  to  pafs  at  all.  He  fliould,  moft 
unqueftionably,  liilen  to  all  the  arguments  that  could  be  ad- 
vanced at  the  bar  in  their  behalf,  and  keep  his  mind  perfeAly 
open  to  convidion,  before  he  formed  any  decided  opinion  on 
the  fubjeA. 

Lord  Rawdm  (Earl  of  ^^oira}  moved,  that  the  bill  be  read 
tL  Second  time  on  Monday  next.    Adjourned. 


HOUSE    OF   LORDS. 

MONDAY,  JULY    II. 

.  The  judges  delivered  their  opinions  on  the  appeal,  Lothian 
and  HeDderlon.  The  cafe  briefly  was,  that  Henderfon  and 
Co.  Virginia  merchants,  infured  a  vefTel,  belonging  to  them, 
with  the  appellants,  in  this  country.  An  agreement  was 
afterwards  entered  into,  by  which  the  infurers  agreed  t^ 
take  all  rifle  upon  themfelves,  provided  the  infured*  proved 
that  the  veflel  was  captured  by  the  FfWnch*  who  condemned 
her  as  a  prize.     The  ^ueflion  was,  whether  the  proceeding 
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pf  the  French  Court  ought  to  be  conclufive  in  our  co»irts, 
lly  a  number  of  dcrctfiofis  it  had  been  fixed  that  ii  was.  The 
majority  of  the  judges,  hou-cver,  were  of  opinion  that  the 
fubfrquent  agreement  between  the  parties deflroyed  the^efFeA 
of  this  circumflance.  The  majority  for  the  refpondent  ^a^ 
fix  to  four. 

.  The  Lord  Chancelhr  thought  that  the  Uoitfe  ought  to 
paufe  before  it  came  to  a  final  decifion,  and  therefore  pro- 
pofed  that  the  farther  confideration  (hould  be  poftponed  till 
Thurfday.     Ordered. 

The  royal  affent  was  given,  by  comminionf  to  the  Irifll 

army  of  refer ve  bill»  the  lottery  bill,  the  Scotch  militia  fa- 

'  milies'  billy  the  Itifh  workmen  combination  bill,  and  fome 

others.     The  commiirioncrs  were  the  Archbilhop  of  Canter- 

burv,  the  Lord  Chancellor,  and  Lord  Walfingham. 

The  Irifb  import  and  export  bill  were  read  a  third  time» 
^nd  paiTcd. 

'J  he  five  million  loan  bill  was  committed,  and  reported. 

Three  bills  were  brought  up  from  thp  Commons,  among 
^hich  was  the  Bridul  port  bill,  by  Mr.  Bragge. 

A  petition,  figned  by  twenty  thoufand  perfons,  was  pre<r 
jj^nted  again(l  the  principle  of  the  woollen  clothi^rV  billf 
Ordered  to  )ie  on  the  tabl^.     Adjourned.

A.  meOTage  from  the  Lords  intimated  their  Lord(hips'  con^ 
currence  in  the  lottery  hill,  the  Iri(h  additional  army  bill, 
and  Queen  Anne*s  bounty  amendment  bill. 

The  Lord  Mayor  of  London  g^ve  notice,  that  he  wou1<} 
next  day  move  for  leave  to  bring  in'  a  bill  to  enable  itie  city 
of  London  to  raife  its  own  quota  of  the  army  of  referve. 

'1  he  Secretary  at  VVar.prefented  a  bill  for  rendering  fub- 
fervient  to  military  difcipline  all  ferjeants,  drummers,  fifers, 
and  others  who  (hall  receive  permanent  pay  in  any  volun- 
teer coi'ps.  Kiizi  the  fird  time,  ordered  to  be  prinied,  and 
read  the  fecond  lime  next  day. 

A  meflage  was  brought  from  the  Lords,  requiring  the  at* 
lendance  of  that  Houfe  to  hear  his  Majefty*s  commiilion  reatl^ 
for  declaring  the  royal  aflent. 

Mr.  Speaker  attended  forthwith,  and  being  returoedy 
reported  the  bills  to  which  the  xoyzX  afTent  had  been  de* 
clarcd.

.  Sir  C.  Pole  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  imptoving 
the  fund  of  the  cheft  at  Chatham,  for  transferring  rhe  admi- 
nidration  of  the  faid  fund  from  Chatham  to  Greenwich,  aod 
for  ameliorating  the  (iniation  of  the  penConers.  « 

Sir  JVm  Elfrrd  thought  that  ail  reports  froaa  the  commi/fionei^ 
on  naval  inquiry  ought  not  only  to  fliew  what  foundation  there 
was  for  this  meafore,  but  aUbhow  far  the  matter  in  thofe  re- 
ports authorifed  the  eftablifliment  of  the  Board  of  Comfrnf* 
iioners  of  Naval  Inquiry.  It  appeared  to  him  that  other  cir* 
cumfiances  did  not  warrant  that  efiablifhment,  or  that  t!Ve  Ad- 
miralty had  not  bought  before  the  Gommiffioners  the  cafes  of 
the  greateft  enormity.  He  admitted  that  great  impoficions 
bad  heen  praSifed  under  the  name  of  agency. 

Mr.  Sturges  objedled  to  tlie  removal  of  the  cheft  from  Ctiat- 
ham  to  Greenwich.  It  had  been  eAabltfliedt  more  tlian  two 
centuries  ago,  by  the  feamen  the mfelves,  who  wiflied  to  repofe 
the  truft  in  perfons  who  fhould  themfelves  contribute  to  the 
fund.  There  had  never  before  been  any  complaint  made  re* 
fpeAing  its  management,  which  was  indeed  unexceptionable ; 
for  lad  year  its  revenues  amounted  to  75«oool.  and  the'furplus, 
after  all  payments  and  dedudlionsy  was  35,000!*  The  whole 
admin iilration  of  the  fund  cod  only  about  1000  or  i2ool.,a 
year.  Could  there  he  a  better  management  than  this  ?  The 
report,  it  was  true,  charges  the  governors  of  the  cheft  with 
culpable  mifmanagement :  the  only  foundation  for  this  charge 
was,  that  one  of  the  eftates  belonging  to  tlie  cheft  was  let  un« 
'der  its  real  value.  This,  however,  was  no  reafon  for  removing 
the  cheft  ;  for  it  did  not  appear  that  circumftance  proceeded 
from  corruption  or  any  wilful  negleA.  The  circumftances  of 
the  cheft  of  Chatham  did  not  cfcape  the  obfervation  of  the 
Committee  of  Inquiry,  appoint^  in  1798;  but  though  that 
Committee  appeased;  to  be  conviiKtd  tliar  the  governors  weue 
too  numerous,  they  defifted  from  recommending  any  change^ 
from  a  refpoft  to  the  arrangements  adopted  by  the  founders  of 
the  iaftitution. 

Sir  ^.£^6n/ explained. 

}At.  C^rtinof  thought  there  were  foine  abufes  oonneAed 
with  this  eftablifhment,  which,  though  they  implied  no  reflec- 
tion on  the  governors,  yet  ought  to  be  correfled.  He  inftanced 
the  bardftiip  to  which  feamen  living  at  a  diftance  were  under, 
in  being  obliged  to  appear  at  Chatham  to  receive  their  pen- 
fions.  Many  were  obliged  to  come  from  the  North  of  Scot* 
land  for  this  purpofe,  and  then  ipent  moxt  ihmi  they  received 
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in  atehoufes.  It  was  alfo  worthy  of  remark»  that  feveral  eftates 
left^to  the  fund  in  the  reign  of  Charles  II.  had  only  arifen  36 
'  or4ol.  a  year  in  value. 

Admiral  Berkeley  was  of  opinion  that  this  meafure  might 
have  originaieff  at  the  Board  of  Admiralty  itfelf. 

Mr.  Kinnaird  had  One  obfervation  to  make,  which  he  cori- 

-  cieived  to  be  of  confidcrable  importance.     Fie  wiflled  to  know 

whether  certain  fums,  ftated  in  the  report  tb  be  taken  from 

the  cheft'  at  Chatham  by  order  of  the  Privy  Seal,  were  r^- 

ftorefl.     It  appeared  that  there  had  been  a  defrciency  to  thb 

amount  of  28,000!.  in  the  accounts  of  a  Mr.  Jellico,  the  prin- 

'  dpal  clerk  of  the  Treafurer  of  the  Navy,  and  that  24,800!. 

had  gn  that  account  been  paid  to  Mr.  Dundas. 

^  Sir  C  Pete  faid,  that  the  lofs  of  the  fum  alluded  to  did  not 

fall  on  the  chcft  of  Chatham. 

Mr.  Rofe  rccolle£led  the  circumftancJc  alluded  to  by  the 
hon.  Gentleman.  The  clerk  of  the  Treafurer  of  the  K'^avy 
had  embarked  in  trade,  and  fo  loft  th»fum  mentioned.  *  1  he 
only  queftion  was,  whether  the  public  or  the  Treafurer  of  the 
Nivy  fliould  fuftain  the  lofs :  the  tranfaftion,  therefore, 
underwent  a  fevere  inveftigation  ;  and  as  it  appeared  that  it 
was  Hot  owing  to  any  negled  in  the  Treafurer  of  the  Navy, 
it  was  not  thought  fit  that  the  \oU  fhould  fall  upon  him. 

Leave  was  given  to  bring  in  the  bill. 

CAPT.  BARLOW. 

The  Secretary  at  War  delivered  to  the  Houfc  a  mefTage 
from  his  Majefly,  "  That  Capt.  Barlow,  of  a  royal  regi- 
ment of  guavds,'  .and  a  Member  of  that  Houfe,  flood 
charged  with  improper  condu£l>  contrary  to  the  articles  of 
war.;  aadi  had  been  put  under  arrefl,  in  otder  to  Hand  his 
trial  by  a  court  .martial  for  faid  charge."  The  meflage  being

l^be  Secretary  at  War  moved  an  humble  addrefs  to  bb 
Majefly  for  his  gracious  meflage,  and  his  regard  thereby 
manifefled  for  the  privileges  of  this  H6ufe; 
*     Agreed  to  mm,  con    and  ordered  that  the  fame  be  pre- 
fented  to  his  Majefiy  .in  the  accuflomed  form. 

ADDtTlONAL  FORGE  BILL. 

The  Secretary  at  War  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  de* 
fertillThurfday  the  motion  relative  to  raifinga  further  ad- 
ditional force,  which  he  intended  to  have  brought  forward 
the  day  foilomng. ' 

lORD 
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Lord  Cajllereagh  rofe  to  move  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill 
for  enabling  the  DireAors  of  the  Eaft  India  Company  to 
make  additional  allowances  to  the  (hip-owners  who  had 
taken  contracts  in  their  fei-vice,  immediately  previous  to 
the  publication-of  his  Majefty's  meiTage  declaratory  of 
war  with  France.     His  Lordfhip^  in  a  fpcech  of  confiderable' 
lengthy  explained  the  ohjeds  of  the  bill  he  propofed,  as  ia 
conformity  with  the  fpirit  of  an  aA  which  pafled  fonn^e  years 
£nce,  enabling  the  Directors  to  make  additional  allowance 
to  ihip-contradors  in  their  feririce,  in  time  of  war  or  imme** 
diate  preparation  for  war,  in  poniideration  of  the  extraor- 
dijiary  rife  \(^hich  n^ver  fails  on  fuch  occa(it)n$  to  occur  on 
all  articles  conneSed  with  fea:  ftores  and  navigation  ;  and* 
Ue  bbfervcd,  .that  Jisahy,  if  not  all  the  contracts  to;  which 
the  bili  would  have  reference^  were  not  entered  intodtirin^- 
9  period  of 'a6lual  or'  implred  war,  becaufe  a  confiderable 
time  previous  to  his  Majeily's.mefiage  in   March  laft,  yet 
from  a  very  (hoxt  tim^fubfequent  to  the  iignature  of  the 
definitive  Treaty  of  Amiens,  until  the  day  of  his  Majefty's 
xs\dS^^%(t  on  the  war,  the  country  might  be /aid  to  be  in  an 
^dual  ftate  of  preparation  for  that  wa;*  which  was  then  ap- 
'prehended,  and  fince  that  period  proved  to  .be  inevitable-^. 
and  o;i  thefe  cnnfidevations,  tlioiigh  the  lliip  contra£t6rs 
might  not  have  a  claim  for  additional  compenCation,  ftiift^y 
within  the  letter  of  the  former  law,  yet  inequity  their  claim 
was.  fair  :upon  the  fame  principle.;  and  to  enable  the  Di- 
redors  to  give  them  that  compenfation  was  the  object  of 
the  propofed  bill, 

Mr.  yfl/i«//(?»^  decidedly  oppofcd  the  principle.  The  (hip^ 
contraftors  were  men,  he  laid,, who  very  well  knew  bow. 
to  take  caie  of  themfelves;  they  .made  Llieiv. .bargain  with- 
their  eyes  open*  ai?d,knew  pcvfe<Sllyi  we-ll  how  to  guard 
themfelves  againft  all  poffible  or  probable  contingencies. 
If  the  Company  had  made  with  them  ap  improvident  bar- 

?;aiij  on  the  other  haod,  thpy  would  not  be  very  ready  to 
et  Ihem  off  that  bargain.  Bcfidesi  in  fa£l,  thofe  naeh,  who' 
had  gained  (o  amply  by  the  Company^  had  on  this  occaiion 
iidgfound  whatever  to  complain  of  lofs  ;  for  they  agreed  for 
2 1 1.  lOs.  per  ton,  which  other  proprietors  were  ready  to 
execute  at  the  cUrrept  market  pride,  which  at  the  higheft 
was  but  I9l.  6s.  and  might  have  been  done  by  others ^at 
171.  I5s.  How  then  could  thefe  men  complain  of  an  im- 
provident bargain,  Who  were  to  receive  fomuch  more  than 
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tbc  current  prices  of  their  freight?  The  beft  principle  of 
doing  juftice  Jn  this  cafe;  be  conceived*  was  for  everjr 
man  to  a£t  in  bis  public  duty  as  if  be  were  dilburfing  his 
own  private  money ;  aod  upon  this  gtound,  he  begged  to 
sfkj  i  what  individual,  upon  fuch  a  bargain,  would  feel  him* 
fi^if  called  upon  to  give  more  than  his  contrad  price ;  moro 
especially  when  it  was  fo  far  above  the  current  rates  of 
freight?  In  a  contrad  for  ihip-buildtng,  no  allowance 
would  be  made  for  the  fubfequent  rife  on  materials,  nor 
qould  he  conceive  it  equitable  or  neceflaryy  in  this  cafet  to 
give  men,  who  wece.  already  coniidered  gainers  by  the  bar** 
gain«  50001.  per  (hip  more  of  the  public  money,  by  way  of 
Compenfaiion  for  lofles  they  could  not  fuftain.  * 

Mr.  Francis,  Mr.  Wallis,  and  Sir  W.  Pulteney,  oppofed 
the  motion  much  on  the  fame  ground. 

.The  motion  was  fupponed  by  Mr.  Grant  and  Mr.  Atkins ; 
after  .which  leave  was  given  to  bring  in  the  bill. 

Mr.'  Francis  moved,  that  there  be  laid  before  the  Houfe 
9H1  account  of  the  amount  of  the  capital  (lock  of  the  Eaft 
India  Company,  diftinguiflitng  the  periods  when  each  (ub- 
feriptton  was  made,  and  the  amount  of  the  profits  on  the 
fame.    Ordered.

CHAPELS,  RESIDENCES,  &C.  FOR  PAROCHIAL  CLERGY. 

Mr.  Burfpn  moved,  in.  purfuance  of  his  notice,  that  leave 
be  given  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  promote  the  building,  repairing* 
or  otherwife  providing  of  churches  and  chapels,  and  of  houfcs 
for  the  rcfidcnce  of  minifters,  and  ihc  providing  of  church- 
yards and  glebes. 

The  terms  of  the  motion  woylJ  probably  be  faid  to  ren- 
der it  unneceflary  to  add  many  words  in  fupport  of  it.  The 
expediency  of  fome  meafure  of  the  fort  could  not  be  doubted 
by  any  one  who  was  acquainted  with  the. number  of  pariHies, 
both  in  England  and  Ireland,  where  churches  and  parfonage 
houfes  were  either  wholly  wanting,  or  unfit  to  anfwer  the 
ends  for  which  they  were  defigned.  Important,  however, 
as  thefe  defers  appeared,  it  was  in  vaip  to  expe£t  t.hat  they 
fhould  be  fupplied  at  prefent  out  of  the  public  purfc,  which 
induced  himio  think  it  the  more  neceflary  to  open  the  fourccs 
of  private  liberality,  as  far  as  could  be  done  without  infringe 
ing  any  rule  of  public  policy.  He  Rated,  that  as  the  law 
now  flood,  fo  cramped  and  fettered  by  a  flatute  paiTed 
in  the  late  reign,  was  every  individual  in  the  difpofal  of 
his  property,  that  even  the  patron  or  incumbent  of  a  living 
could  iioc  devife  a  rood  of  land  to  make  a  garden  to  the  par- 
fonage houfe.  All  that  he  wilhed  was  to  loofen  a  little  the 
ihacfcles  which  had  been  put  upon  private  property.  The 
only  objeSions  to  it  that  he  knew,  were  the  fear  of  throw- 
ing too  much  land  into  mortmain,  the  diibcrifon  of  heirs, 
and  the  dread  of  enriching  the  church  overmuch.  But  he 
trufted  that  thefe obj eft ipns  would  be.completcly  obviated,  by 
limiting  the  benefaSions  to  fo  fmall  an  extent  as  five  acres  of 
land, or  500L  in  perfonal  property.  He  would  only  mention 
one  other  provifion  which  be  ihould  wifli  to  fee  in  the  bill, 
though  it  was  rather  declaratory  of  iheexi(ling  law  than  in- 
iroduilive  of  any  thing  new,  in  th;  conftruftion  of  fcveral 
modern .  churches,  it  feemed  to  be  forgotten  that  they  were 
deftined  for  al^  ranks  and  conditions,  and  fodeditute  were 
they  of  all  decent  and  fuitable  acco;iimod9iioa  for  the  poorer 
fcrt,  .as  to  be  utterly  iriconfiftent  with  every  juft  notion  of 
public  worthip.  The  bill,  therefore,  ought  in  his  opinion 
to  contain  a  claiife  for  thp  remedy  of  this  abufc  in  futuie.  He 
concuded  with  moving  in  the  Terms  ;^bovementiohed, '

Mr.  Hurji  had  no  doubt  but  that  the  learned  Centleman 
was  aduated  by  the  bed  motives  in  movtog  for  fuch  a  bill  ; 
but  he  mu(l1>e  aware  that  at  To  late  a  period  of  the  feffion,  a 
meafure  of  this  importance  could  not  receive  an  adequate 
difcuiEon:  and  therefore  he  would  recommend  it  to  him 
to  have  the  bill  printed,  and  put  off  till  the  tiext  feflioo  of 
Parliament.

LONDON  ADDITIONAL  FOECB. 

The  Lord  Mayor  brought  in  a  bill  for  enabling  the  city  of 
London  to  raife  a  certain  quota  of  men  for  the  t)etter  defence 
of  the  country,  which  was  read  a  firfl  time ;  and  on  the 
motion  for  the  fecond  reading. 

The  Lord  Mayor  fatd,  he  hoped  the  Hotife  would  indulge 
him  while  he  faid  a  few  words,  in  order  to  vindicate  tlie  city 
of  London  from  certain  imputations  that  had  gone  abroad  info 
the  world,  concerning  the  number  of  men  that  were  to  form 
its  quota  of  the  new  army  of  referve,  and  in  which  it  was  (aid 
that  the  city  did  not  fupply  a  number  proportioned  to  its  po- 
pulation. It  was  faid  that  London  contained  one*ninth  part 
of  the  population  of  the  whole  kingdom.  So  far  was  that 
from  being  the  fad,  it  would  appear  from  the  returns  made 
under  the  late  population  ad,  that  the  population  within  the 
walls  of  the  city  did  not  exceed  74,000  perfons ;  and  that 
without  the  walls  it  was  not  more  than  54«ooo.  In  faA,  it 
would  be  much  nearer  the  truth  had  it  been  Hated  that  the  in- 
habitants of  the  city  did  not  exceed  thofe  of  the  pariih  of 
Mary-le-bonne.  The  number  of  men  therefore,  as  a  part 
of  the  army  of  referve,  to  be  raifed  by  this  bill,  was  foflid* 
ently  great  in  proportion  to  what  was  raifed  by  the  reft  of  tho 
country  ^  but  he  believed  it  would  be  found  at  all  times  moft 

cheerfulljr 
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cheerfully  to  contribute  and  to  maintain  its  quota  of  the  pub'^ 
lie  force,  in  proportiqnto  its  population  and  its  ability ;  and 
it  would  appear,  by  refotutions  recently  entered  into,  that  the 
city  of  London  had  (hewn  a  degree  of  fpirit  and  determi- 
nation which  proved  it  did  not.  defer ve  the  imputation  ot 
apathy  or  backwardn^fs  thrown  out  againd  it ;  but  that  on 
the  contrary,  the  citizens  would  always  be -ready  to  bear  their 
portion  in  Gootiibuting  towards  the  public  defence;  that 
they  would  be  readv  to  (bed  the  lall  drop  ot  their  blood,  and 
fpeud  their  laft  (hilling  in  the  defence  ot*  their  country  ;  that 
ihey  would  ever  ad  in  a  manner  which  became  Britons,  and 
Igf  their.condu£t  preferve  that  charader  which  they  had  ever 
tnaintained  as  members  of  the  firit  ci^y  in  >hc  empire/ 

The  bill  was  then  ordered.to  be  read  afccond  time  the  next 
day.  • 

A  meflage  from  the  Lords  informed  the  Houfe  that  the 
Lords  had  agreed  to  the.

Sir  Charles  Pole  brought  up  the  bill  for  tcansferring  to  the*, 
direfiors  of  Greenwich  Hofpital  4he  adminiftration  of  tbe^ 
cbeft  of  ChAtham.  x'     - 

Captain /Jarr;/)^  faid,  that  although  he  VM  nnt  prepared  ' 
to  oppofe  this  bill,  yet  he  could  not  perceive  the  necef^ry  of 
it  To  clearly  as  to  induce  him  to  fupport  it.*  This  cheff  of 
Chatham  was  eftablifhed  and  endowed  by  the  voluntary  a£t 
and  donations  of  the  feamen. — The  adminidration  of  it  was 
certainly  not  exf  en  five,  whea  compared  with  that  of  other 
cfiabliihments^  and  if  there  was  any  thing  wrong  in  it,  he 
conceived  it  might  be  remedied  without  having  recourfe  to 
the  Legiflatvre.  His  great  objection  to  the  bill  in  its  prefent 
ftage  was^  thiu  it  appeared  to  him  a  haOy  meafure,  and  that 
no  fufficient  grounds.had  been  laid  before*  that  Houfe  for  the 
interfefence  of  the  Legiflature.  He  therefore  rather  wiihed 
to  delay  the  confideration  of  it  for  fome  litne  longer. 

The  Aitornej  General  fatd»  there  were  fome  grievances  al- 
ready ftated  to  the  Houfe  of  fufficient  magnitude  to  call  for 
redrefs*  It  was  a  mod  outrageous  grievance  that  poor  dif« 
abled  failors  (hould  pay  20A  or  25/.  per  cent,  fbr  agency  for 
receiving  their  fmall  |)iltance;  it  was  an  enormous  grievance 
that  they  fliould  be  obliged  to  attend  themfelvesat  Chatham^ 
Tbefe  were,  as  he  thought^  fufficient  ^nmrtd^  for  legiflative

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intcrfercncei  and  if  the  bill  went  into  aComtnitteey  be  boped 
it  would  have  the  alTiftance  of  the  hon.  Gentleman  (Capt» 
barv^y)  in  making  it  p^hQ:. 

Sir  (3}arks  PoU  faid,  that  although  in  propofing  this  mea^ 
fore  the  Commiflioners  of  naval  inquiry  might  at  firft  appear- 
to  have  recommended  a  fub jed  foreign  to  the  difcoflion  of  the 
queftion  they  were  at.  that  time  examining,  namelyj^  tl)e 
abufes  in  the  dock- yards,  yet  he  trufiedit  would  appear  |o 
that  Houfe,  that  nothing  was  improper  for  the  interference 
of  the  Ltt;i(latiire,.  wjiich  materially. aSeded  the  Britilhnavj 
andBritim  Tailors.

FI^AUO  ON    THE    BANK.. 

Sir  Francis  Burdett  faid,  he  had  given  notice*  of  a  motioii 

oti  the  preceding  dayj  the  queftion  concerning  which  lay  in 

fo  very  narrow  a  compafs,  that  he  would  only  trefpafs  on  the 

time  of  tb^  Ifoufe  for  a  few  minutes  in  what  he  had  to  (ay. 

It  was  neceflary  that  the  Houfe  Oiould  be  in  pofiefiion  of  cer* 

ti^o  f^BLh  to-obtain  which  (hould  be  the  objeft  of  his  motion* 

-^He  felt  that  it  muft  be  extremely  irkfome  to  animadvert 

on  the  conduit  of  others,  however  reprehenflble  that  might 

be*    But  after  a  fraud  of  vaft  extent  had  been  committed  on 

th^  bank,  under  circumftances  which  afieded  the  credit  of 

xht  Government,  it  was  of  the  utmoft  importance,  that  the 

biidneft  (bould  be  enquired  into*     A  great  criminal  bad 

bs^ed  the  juftice  of  tbie  country*,  and  efcaped  from  punifli^ 

meut,  00  account  of  the  negligence  of  a  high,  officer,  who 

hajd  a  great  falary  for  performing  a  very  trifling  dulys  it  wit 

merely  on  account  of  his  negligence  in  performing  that 

tricing  duty,  that  feveral  miUions  of  the  public  fecurity 

were  rendered  of  no  value;  and  Parliatnent  was  afterwanbt 

obliged  to  pafsan  adl,  to  repair  and  folder  up  that  great  error 

that  had  taken  place,  and  the  great  evil  that  was  likely  to 

arife  from  it.    llie  aift  pafTed  through  that  Houfe  without 

any  explanation,  or  without  any  body  Icnowing  what  its  ob- 

je^  was;  and  it  was  not  until  a  late  trfal  that  the  nature  of 

it  was  underftood*    This  circumftance  muft  have  had  a  moll 

miichievous  t^cft  on  ihe  public  mindi  and  make  men  look 

witk 
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vpith  dtftrufton  the  proceedings  of  that  Houfe*  which  (honld* 
even  be  confidered  the  guardian  of  the  public  property.    He 
Ihould  have  thought  it  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  Gene- 
ral to  take  notice  of  the  n^ligence  of  a  public  officer,  as  an 
cJFence  punifhable  in  the  couvts  below.     But  as  no  fuch  thing 
had  been  done»  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  call  on  the  Houfe  to  ex- 
ercife  its  inquifiiorial  power,  and  to  enquire  into  that  con- 
dufl  of  public  officers,  in  order  that  thofe  guilty  of  criminal 
negligence  might  be  made  examples  of,  and  that  its  nrif- 
chievous  effects  might  be  cured.   Although  the  fraud  that  had 
been  committed  was  of  fuch  magnitude,  yet  it  was  a  matter 
•of  much  lighter  confideration,  than  the  queftion  of  neglU 
gence  on  the  part  of  an  officer.     It  was  of  the  utmoft  im- 
portance for  the  Houfe  to  fee  that  the  public  money  was  not 
wafted  on  ufelefs  offices,  and  that  it  fliould  not  appear  to  have 
connived  at^the  negleft  of  public  officers.     It  was  more  im- 
portant even  than  any  confideration  of  the  public  credit  hav- 
ing been  endangered  by  the  impunity  of  the  monftrous  cri- 
minal in  queftion.    Puniflimeiits  had  frequently  been  io- 
flided  on  perfons  for  much  lefs  offences  than  this  t6t  of 
negligence.     In  the  year  1780,  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London 
was  fined  and  dlfgraced  for  certain  inftances  of  negle£t  in 
times  of  great  danger  and  difficulty,  in  times  when  men 
hardly  knew  how  to  aft,  and  while  he  held  an  office,   not  of 
his  own  choice,  nor  attended  with  any  emolument.    The 
Houfe  had  very  lately  deprived  an  ancient  corporation  of  its 
privileges,  for  no  other  reafon  but  becaufe  the  magiftrate  of 
the  place  had  not  been  able  to  preferve  the  public  peace  dur- 
ing the  time  of  an  ele^ion,  which  was  the  only  occadon  on 
which  the  people  had  an  opportunity  of  expre^ng  their  fen- 
timents  on  public  men  and   public  meafures.     He  would 
therefore  afk,  whether  the  Houfe,  confidently  with  its  former 
pradtces,  could  pafs  over  without  notice  or  enquiry,  the  aft 
6f  criminal  negligence  in  queftion.     If  ever  there  was  a  time 
when  fuch  enquiries  were  necefTary,  it  was  the  prefent ;  when 
every  man  in  the  country  was  making  facrifices,  and  when 
all  unnecelfary  wafte  of  public  [noney  ought  to  be  put  a  flop 
to.     Nothing  was  now  heard  of  but  vigilance  and  economy 
on  the  part  of  public  officers,  and  although  the  auditor  of 
the  Exchequer  had  4000I.  a  year  from  the  public,  no  notice, 
it*feemed»  was  to  betaken  of  his  neglea  of  duty.     After 
the  feveral  penalties  continually  infli6led  for  trifling  infringe- 
ments on  the  revenue  laws,  and  for  trifling  neglefis,  was

.  When  all  this  was  fubmitted  to  for  the  fake  of  the  public,  it 
would  be  a  little  too  much  to  fuffer  to  efcape,  without  ani- 
madverfion,  that  negligence  on  the  part  of  an  officer,  which 
had  nearly  endangered  the  public  credit,  and  had  enabled  &. 
*  great  criminal  to  elude  public  judice:  He  would  therefore 
move  ^<  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  enquire  into  the 
circumdanccs  of  the  recent  fraud  on  the  bank>  To  far  as  the 

fame  relates  to Aftlett." 

The  Attorney  General  laid,  that  had  it  not  been  for  the 
fpeech  with  which  the  hon.  Baronet  prefaced  h7s  motion,  it 
would  have  been  impoffihle  to  know  what  the  objc&  of  the 
motion  was.     As  to  the  degree  of  blame  which  might  attach 
to  thole  whohad  lately  introduced  the  bill  for  making  valid  the 
ifiue  of  exchequer  bills,  the  hon.cBaronet  mud  take  his  (hare 
of  that  blame,  inafmuch  as  he  fuficred  the  hill  to  pafs  the 
Houfc,  without  making  himfelf  acquainted  with  its  contents. 
Jjad  he  read  the  preamble  of  ir>  he  muA  have  been  fatisfied  as 
to  its  objeft ;  for  it  exprefsly  dated  the  omiflioii  of  the  proper 
fignature  to  the  exchequer  bills.     It  was  undoubtedly  a  fub-> 
ycQ,  of  lamentation,  that  the  oflFence  againd  the  Bank  had  been 
committed,  and  that  the  omiflSon  of  the  proper  fitrnatures  had 
enabled  a  perfon  ta  efcape  from  punidimcnt :  but  he  would 
fubmit  it  to  the  Houfe,  whether  tliat  omiiTion  partook  of  that 
pialus  animus  neceSary  to  judify  the  interference  of  Parlia*  ^ 
ment  ?    This  was  not  a  cafe  that  bore  the  flighted  refemblance 
to  the  affair  of  the  corporation  of  Nottingham,  w))ich  the  hon. 
Baronet  alluded  to,  when  he  dated  that  an  eledlion  was  the 
only  place  where  the  people  had  an  opportunity  of  exprefling 
their  fentiments.     The  fa£l  was,  that  the  peace  of  that  town 
bad  been  did ur bed  irt  fuch  a  manner,  as  to  prevent  the  true  re-» 
prefc^ntative  of  th^  place  from  coming  into  that  Houfe ;  and  if 
the  a£t  for  redoring  the  peace  of  that  town  was  made  the  fub- 
jc£l  of  ccnfurc,  it  was  a  cenfure  he  had  no  hefitation  to  take  a 
ihjre  in.     He  then  quoted  the  preamble  of  the  a£l  of  Parlia- 
ment pafled  this  fedion,  in  confequence  of  the  midake  bcttig 
difcoveixd  in  the  fignarqre  of  the  excheauer  bills — ^  Robert 
Jennings,  Efq.'*,who  was  legally  authoriled  in  I799f  but  not 
nnce  that  year.     As  the  preamble  of  the  a6t  dated  all  thofe 
circumdances,  he  thought  the  hon.  Baronet  might  alfo  tax 
himfelf  with  negligence  in  fuffcring  tl^at  bili  to  pafs  without 

any 
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any  obfervalion.  The  cafe  now  brought  heforc  the  Houfc 
certainly  was  not  without  blame;  but  the  Ho'ufe  muft  feel, 
thai  it  was  not  one  which  required  the  interference  of  Parlia- 
Ricnt.    On  that  account,  he  would  move  the  previous  qucf- 

tion. 

S\t  Francis  Eurdett,  in  reply,  ftid,  the  queftion  was,  whc- 
ther  fome  perfon  was  not  rcfponfible  foi*  lome  great  neglcft 
whi9h  had  produced  a  great  public  evil,  by  nearly  ihaking  the 
credit  of  Government,  and  fufFering  a  gfcat  criminal  toelcapc 
juftice.  With  refpe^  to  what  he  had  faid,  as  to  the  people 
having  no  other  opportunity  of  expreffing  theic  fentiments^ 
except  at  ele£tions,  he  meant  that  great  body  of  tlie  people  from 
whom  the  right  of  cleftive  franchife  was  withheld. 

The  previous  queftion  was  then  put  and  carried ;  by  whicli 
means  the  original  motion  was  loft. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  brought  up  certain  papers 
j:elactve  to  the  grants  of  lands  to  Lord  Amherft.  Ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table. 

JUSTICES   or    THE   PEACE. 

The  Houfe  having  refoived  iifelf  into  a  Committee  on  the 
magiftrates'  proteflion  bill, 

Mr.  Giles  ftrongly  objcdled  to.lt,  on  the  ground  of  its  taking 
away  the  pow^r  and  privilege*  of  juries  in  cafes  which  hitherto 
were  decided  by  the  judge  and  jury  together:  he  then  moved 
a  claufe,  for  the  purpole  of  giving  to  juries  the  fulicxcrcirc  of 
their  power. 

Mr.  //i/^y?  oppofed  the  bill,  becaufe  he  thought  magiftrates 
were  already  fufE;:iently.prote£led,  and  did  not  lequire  the  pro 
ttftion  intended  to  he  given  by  this  meafure. 

Sir  Robert  Buxton  faid,  that  a  moft  valuable  magiftrate  of 
his  acquaintance  had  refigned  his  office,  becnufc  a  penalty  was 
awarded  againft  him  for  a  conviftion  he  had  made,  on  account 
pf  that  convidion  not  having  been  drawn  up  in  all  legal  form 
of  fpeoial  pleading.  If  country  gentlemen,  who,  without  any. 
emoluincnr,  dedicated  fo  nruch  of  their  time  to  the  public  fer- 
vicc  in  the  char3£ler  of  magiftratcs,  were  not  proteded  againft 
infor.Dations  and  penahies,  none  would  be  found  to  act  in  that 
capacity. 

Air.  Kinnaird  faid,  he  confidcred  this  bill  as  a  direct  attack 
on  the  rights  and  privilcjres  of  juries. 

The  Attorney  General  faid,  the  object  of  the  bill  was  nothing 
inorc  tlian  this :  that  when  a  conviction  made  by  a  magiftrate 
was  drawn  up  informally  or  incorrectly,  the  judges,  in  cafes  of 

appeal, 
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appeal,  fhould  have  a  difcretionary  power,  if  they  thoaght 
there  had  been  no  improper  condact  on  the  part  of  the  roagif- 
Irate,  to  prevent  any  damage  from  being  awarded  againft  them. 
They  Were  to  have  the  power  of  deciding  the  queftion  witboat 
(ending  it  to  a  jary. 

Mr.  Serjeant  Beji  oppofed  the  bill. 

Mr.  EllifoH  fupported  it* 

The  Houfe  divided  on  the  amendment^ 

Ayes        -  23  I  Noes        -        28* 

The  bill  then  went  through  the  Committee. 

Mr.  Corry  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  for  rendering 

1*aftices  of  the  peace,  and  governors,  and  depaty-f  ovemore,  in 
reland,  more  fafe  in  the  execution  of  juftice  in  that  coontry» 
aod  for  indemnifying  conftables  and  others  acting  by  the  orders 
of  juftices  of  the  peace,  intended  as  a  counterpart  to  the  act  of 
24  Geo.  II.     Leave  given. 

The  bill  for  improving  the  Highlands  of  Scotland  was  read 
a  third  time,  and  ordered  to  he  committed  the  next  day. 

The  Houfe  went  into  a  Committee  on  the  Bell  Rock  light- 
boufe  bill ;  the  report  was  recdved,  and  ordered  to  be  tsS^en 
into  further  confideration  on  Friday  next. 

Mr.  Alexander  prefented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Irtfli  malting  and  diftillery  regulation  bill.  The  hill  was 
ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time  the  next  day,  and  then  en- 
groflcd. 

The  Houfe  refdlved  into  a  Committee  on  the  friendly  fo« 
cieties'  bill.  The  report  was  received,  and  tlie  bill  ordered  to 
be  engrofied. 

The  Grenada  loan  bill  was  read  a  fecond  time,  and  ordered 
to  be  committed  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Alexander  prefented  a  report  of  the  port  wine  exporta- 
tion bill.  The  amendments  were  agreed  to,  and  the  bill 
ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time  the  next  day. 

Mr.  Alexander  brought  up  a  bill  for  the  prevention  of  frauds 
committed  by  bum-boatmen  and  othersy  plying  on  the  river 
Thames,  and  for  otherwife  amending  the  police  of  that  river ; 
which  bill  was  read  a  firft  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a 
fecond  time  the  next  day.

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WBDNDSDAY,   JULY  I3. 

The  exchequer  bills  bill  for  five  millions,  the  Irifli  cuftonr

T^^e  order  of  the  day  for  the  fecond  reading  of  the  wool* 
lea  manufadure  bill  being  read,  counfel  was  called  to  the 
bar  to  be  heard  on  the  petitions  againft  the  principle  of  the 
UIL 

Tlie  Lord  Chancellor  aiked  which  of  the  gentlemen  ap«' 

Cared  on  behalf  of  the  petitions  from  the  cloth  hdl  at 
;eds? 

Mr.  Piggott  faid  he  did. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  defirtd  Mr.  Piggott  to  look  at  the 
petition,  and  he  would  fee  that  the  names  were  all  iigned 
on  a  feparate  iheet  of  parchment,  which  had  been  tacked 
to  the  petition,  and  confequently  that  the  petition  had  not 
been  figned  by  any  one  of  the  pefTons  whofe  iignature  ap* 
peared  to  the  tack. 

Mr.  R.  Jackfon  explained  that  it  was  done  intfat  coun* 
try  ;  that  the  petition  had  originally  been  a  petition  to  ob<* 
jeft  to  the  claufes,  but  that  it  was  thought  more  convenient 
to  the  parties  to  be  heard  in  that  ftage  of  the  bill,  and  there* 
fore  they  had  endeavoured  to  avail  themfelves  of  the  ex* 
pedient  of  altering  the  petition. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  faid  that  very  explanation  proved, 
that  the  perfons  whofe  names  appeared  in  the  tack-flieet 
had  never  iigned  the  petition,  and  therefore  they  could  not 
be  heard  by  counfel. 

Mr.  Piggott  withdrew. 

Mr.  Serjeant  Lens  was  then  heard  on  behalf  of  the  petf-  • 
tioners  from  Yorkshire,  Witts,  and  Somerfet,  and  was  fol- 
lowed by  Mr.  Randle  Jackfon,  who,  in  a  very  able  fpeechy 
urged  a  variety  of  ftrong  objeflions,  as  well  againft  the  form, 
of  the  bill  as  againft  its  principle. 

Mr.  Plomer  was  heard  in  fupport  of  the  bill,  and  faavinr 
firenooudy  contended  for  the  neceility  of  repealing  many  or 
the  ad»  to  which  it  referred,  very  readily  admitted,  that  . 
tbofe,  whofe  objeft  it  was  to  have  the  bill  entertained, 
would  coidait  to  any  modification  or  amendment  of  itr 

claufes. « 
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claufes.  He  faid,  that  out  of  the  thirteen  a£b  alluded  to  in 
the  bill,  it  was  conceded  on  all  hands,  that  ten  of  thett 
ought  to  be  repealed,  bccaufe  their  proyiiions  and  regular 
lions  were»  from  die  change  of  circumfiaiiceSy  ciiftoms,  and 
mannersy  utterly  obfoiete  and  impradicable« 
.  The  Lord  Chancellor  interrupted  Mr.  Promer,  and  defired 
the  counfcl  to  withdraw.  His  Lordfhip  then  left  the  wool- 
^ck  and  faid,  though  he  felt  many  objedions  to  the  htll,  a» 
it  at  prefent  flood,  yet  he  had  taken  the  liberty  to  interrupt 
the  learned  counfe),  becaufe  he  had  heard  enough  from  all 
the  gentleoien  at  the  bar,  to  convince  him  tbat^  with  all  the 
imperfections  of  the  bill,  there  did  arife  in  it  iufficient  prin« 

.ciple  to  entitle  it  to  be  read  a  i'econd  time,  and  he  hoped, 
tlieir  Lordlhips  would  concur  with  him  in  that  opbion. 
Having  faid  this,  his  Lordfhip  proceeded  to  point  out  a  vii* 
iiety  of  objeAions  to  the  form  of  the  bill,  which  he  pro-, 
mifed  the  Houfe  he  would  do  very.ihortlv  s  firft,  he  ihewed 
that  there  was  an  omiffion  in  the  title«of  the  bill  of  one  .of 
the  many  obje£ls  of  Its  provilions,  which  muft  be  amendedf 
as  the  title  ought  to  refer  to  all  its  fcpfirate  objeds.  This 
would  put  the  fuitors  of  tliebill  to  theexpence  of  delay,  but 
it  mud  be  amended.  His  Lordfhip  next  objeded  to  the  re« 
ference  of  the  bill  to  flatutes  of  particular  ye^rs  of  various 
rcigaS4  whereas,  inftead  of  that  general  reference,  it  aught 
to  have  fpecified  the  ads  themfelves,  with  their  exa£t. title 
and  date,  and  have  pointed  out  the  particular  claufes  of  each^ 
that  had  rendered  the  regulations  therein  provided  ^*  im« 
pradicable  and  ufeJefs,''  and  ^*  others  which,  if  enforced^ 
would  create  delay,-  and  inconvenience  in  the  carrying  on 
the  faid  manufacture,  to  the  great  detriment  thereof."  Thefe 
were  matters  which  would  require  their  Lprdlhips  moft 
ferious  attention  and  coniideration  in  the  Committee,  as  it 
would  othetWife  be  impoflible  for  magiftrates,  and  tlibfe 
whofe  duty  it  would  be  to  enforce  the  bill,  Should  it  pafs 
into  a  law,  to  a£i  upon  it.  He  mentioned  the  way  in  which 
it  referred  to  the  gig-miils,  and  faid  the  proper  mode  of  ^ 
legidating  would  have.been,  to  have  repealed  {o  much  of 
the  ad  of  Edward  VI.  as  referred  to  the  improper  ule.  of  . 
gig-mills,  and  to  have  eilablilhed  their  ufe  as  to  what 
adually  was  conducive  to  the  expediting  the  manufafigre^ 

'  without  injury  to  tlie  material.  Englilhmen,  he  thanked 
God,  pofleiled  that  moft  valuable  quality,  good  fenfe,  and 
he  would  truft  to  that  good  fenfe  (which,  however  they 
mig^ht  be'  puzzled  at  firft,  would  generally  fet  them  right  at 
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IftftV  to  prevent  tfaem  from  periifting  in  any  prafiice  that  exf 
perift lice  convinced  tbem  Was  prejudicial  to  their  own  in« 
terefis..  He  bad  qo  heiitation,  therefore,  in  believing,  that 
they  did  not  ufe  the  gig-mills  in  '^  burling  and  working" 
the  cloth  they  manufaitured,  Ante  that  praflice  had  been 
found,  to  be  injurious  to  the  manufafiure.  In  the  recital  o^ 
the  bill  a  moil  extraordinary  mode  of  reafoning  was  adopt- 
ed. The  recital  •  fiated,  that' "  doubts  were  entertaine<| 
whether  aany  of  the  afts  fprevioufly  ftated)  were  not  re-^ 
pealed  ^y  fubfequent  a^s  ;*'  and,  afterwards,  it  takes  upon 
itfelf  to  refolve  thofe  doubts,  declaring  the  a6ts  in  qu^fiioi^ 
to  be  repealed.  His  Loi^lhip  ftated  federal  more  objedions, 
and  after  again  ftating  the  great  importance  of  the  i)ill,  an4 
recummcndingitsfeveral  parts,  provliions  and  principles  tc|f 
the  ferious  attention  of  their  Lbrdftiips  in  the  Cofflmi(!tee| 
in  order  to  fatisfy  the  petitioners  that  the  Houfe  had  alSle 
lioneftly,  honourably^  feitly,  and  faithfully  by  them,  an 
paid  due. and  ferious  tittention  to  th^ir  objcflions,  p:{6ve(f 
that.it  be  eead  a  fecond'time.'  -  '

Mr.  Plumer  prefented  a  petition  from  the  prironers  con- 
fined in  the  gaol  of  Hertford,  praying  reliefi  which  petition 
was  ordered  to  lie  on  the  tables 

The  Deputy  Uiher  of  the  Black  Rod  attended  at  the  bar, 
and  deiired  the  attendance  of  the  Speaker  and  Membet-s  at 
the  bar  of  the  Houfe  of  Ix>rds,  to  bear  the  royal  aflhit  given 
by  commiifion  to  certain  bills.  The  Speaker  accordingly 
attended,  and  on  his  return  informed  the  Houfe  that  th^

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Mr.  Corry  prefertted  a  bill  rendering  juftices  of  the  peace 
in  Ireland  more  fafe  in  the  execution  of  their  duty,  Read 
ft  fiHl  iiitiCi  .aiid  ordered  to  be  read  a  i'econd  time  the  next 
day. 

The  rfcport  of  the  poor  returns  bill  was  after  a  fliort  con*. 
Verfation  between  Mr.  Hobboufe,  Mr.  Rofe,  Mr,  Shawe 
Lefevre«  Mr.  Pitt,  and  Mr.  Buxton,  received,  <|od  the  bill 
ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time. 

CHURCH    AKD    CHAI^RL    bill. 

Mn  Burt$n  moved  the  fecond  reading  of  t4ie  bill  fot  the 
better  providing,  building,  and  repairing  chapels,  churchesi 
&c.  for  minilleTs,  and  for  providing  church  yards  and 
glebesi  and  enabling  minifters  to  recover  ^donations  by  will  or 
tieed. 

Mr.  Hurjt  raid  he  felt  great  objefiions  to  the  principle  of 
this  bill,  in  fo  far  as  it  affe^led  the  whole  code  of  laws  known 
by  the  name  nfthe  Morimain  A£^)  and  he  was,  therefore,  hope- 
ful that  ihe  Houfe  would  not  encourage  the  adoption  of  fuch 
i,  meafure.  He  thought  it  could  be  Oyled  nothing  elfe  than 
t  total  l-epeal  of  the  mortmain  a6)s  now  in  exiflence,  as  it 
would  entirely  defeat  all  the  obje£)s  of  thofe  laws,  and  in* 
trodute  all  the  evils  which  the  mortmain  Uws  went  to  re- 
medy. Thefe  were  afis,  he  fai<l,  which  had  met  with  the 
approbation  of  the  country  for  no  lefs  than  four  centuries, 
and  he  knew  that  he  was  not  Angular  iil  his  opinion  :  he* 
the'refol'e,  cbncluded  With  moving  that  the  bill  be  read  a  fe- 
cond time  this  day  three  months. 

Mr.  Burton  explained  more  fully  the  nature  of  the  bill,  and 
obfcrved,  that  there  Were  at  prefect  wanting  in  this  king- 
dom, bU  I  tt)6it  piirticularly  in  JrelfLnd,  a  g^eat  ntimber  of 
flaces  of  public  worfhip.  The  proportion  which  he  dated 
relahd  to  be  in  h'^ed  of,  was  no  lefs  than  loo  chtirches  cr  cha« 
^els,and  that  there  were  400  or  5oopari(hes  in  want  of  par- 
fonage  houfes.  He  thought  that  the  alreraticn  which  had 
been  tnadein  the  law,  relating  to  chuich  affairs,  within  thefe 
few  days,  made  this  bill  the  knore  necelTary.  It  was  intended 
knerely  to  reftore,  in  part,  the  old  law  as  it  ftood  for  many 
years,  from  the  latter  end  of  the  reign  of  Q^ieen  Elizabeth, 
to  the  9th  of  George  II.  A  law  was  then  made  to  prevent 
any  perfon  from  bellowing  all  his  property  10  a  vaiicty  of 
charitable  purpofes,  aud  thereby  difinheriting  his  heirs  or 
hear  relations,  unlefs  he  confented  to  part  with  the  whole  of 
the  ihtereA  of  that  property  during  his  life.  £very  one  knew, 
i\afl  that  ad  was  a  good  one  ;  y^\,  an  ob]fc£Uon  ikrifes  Ugainft

it  in  fo  far  as  it  t«nds  too  much  to  ref)r<^in  the  power  which 
every  man  ought  to  have  over  his  own  property,  as  it  was  one 
<>f  (he  greateft  Aimuiants  ta  induRry  The  prefent  a<Sk  li* 
iniied  that,  power  only  in  a^  much  as  it  confined  the  extent 
of  bequeRs  by  one  perfon  towards  charitable  purpofes,  ^o  five 
acres  of  land,  and  500I.  of  money. 

Mr.  Francis  faid,  that  he  had  always  found  dangerous  con* 
fequences  to  arife  from  fmall  precedents  of  this  fort.  He 
therefore  voted  for  the  amendment.

The  Lord  May  rr  of  London  moved  the  order  of  the  diy  for 
the  third  reading  of  the  Ciiy  of  Londt  n  quota  bill.  '  His 
LordChip  faid,  ihat  notwiih^anding  the  exemption  which 
the  city  of  London  claimed,  from  the  privileges  of  their  char- 
ter,  the  inhabitants  had  expreiTcd  their  willingness  to  conirt- 
bure  further  towards  the  army  of  referve,  by  raifing  an  ad- 
<)itionaI  military  force  for  the  more  vigorous  ()rofecmion  of 
ihe  war. 

The  bill  was  accordingly  read  a  fecond  time,  and  ordered 
fo  be  committed  next  day.  * 

ADDITIONAL    FORCE. 

The  Secretary  at  War  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill, 
for  rendering  more  efFedual  the  aft  palTed  in  the  prefent  fef- 
fion  of  Parliament  for  the  defence  of  the  United  Kingdom* 
and  for  rectifying  certain  meafures  therein  propofed  relative 
to  Commiffioners. — Granted. 

The  Secretary  at  War  rofc  and  faid,  he  felt  himfelf  under 
the  neceflity  of  pnftponing  the  motion  he  intended  to  make 
the  next  day,  relative  to  the  plan  he  had  to  propofe  to  the  Houfe 
for  raifmg  a  further  additional  force  for  the  defence  of,  the 
Country  till  Monday  next. 

Mr.  P/Zobferved,  as  to  what  had  fallen  from  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman,  that  he  for  one  (hrujld  not  think  of  urging 
on  thofe  meafures,  which  were  about  to  be  propofed,  did  he 
not  feel  the  abfolivte  nccefTity  of  adopting  them  with  the  iealt 
delay  phl'iible.  He  faid  that  nothing  but  the  expectation  and 
hope  he  entertained,  from  day  to  day,  of  fuch  a  meafure 
being  propofed  by^ovefnment,  had  reftraineci  him  from 
HTubinitting  his  imperfed  thoughts  on  that  fubjcct.     He  faid 

he 
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he  was  fenftble  of  his  inability  to  fuggeft  any  thing  of  maie- 
tial  weight  or  advantage  towards  the  accotnplifhmcnt  of  that 
objed.     He  was,    however,  defirous,  that  fuch  a  meafure 
ihould  originate  as  it  ought  to  do,  in  point  of  duty,  from  his 
JVlajedy's  Executive  Government.     He  was  fenfible  of  the 
great  variety  of  bufinefs,  of  the  multitude  of  important  mat- 
.•lers  which  were  apt  to  diflradi  the  attention  of  thofe  at  the 
head  of  public  affairs,  in  fuch  arduous  and  dangerous  times ; 
but  he  alfo  knew,  that  there  wcrt  times  in  which  the  public 
had  reafon  to  expedl  that  every  individual  in  fuch  high  fitua-; 
tions  fliould  rife  to  a  level  wiih  the  exigencies  of  the  (late. 
There  was  now,  he  might  fay,  a  double  call  upon  the  exer- 
tions of  all  thofe  placed  at  the  head  of  public  affairs.     He 
could  not  have  a  better  witnefs  than  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
himfelf;  and  he  therefore  thought  that  he  (lood  excufed  (o  his 
country,  in  not  laying  his  fentiinenis  before  the  Hoiife.     H^ 
entertained  a  hope  of  being  able  to  do  fo ;  for  he  well  knew 
the   energy   and   a£livity    which    had    been   on  many  oc- 
cafions  evinced  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  and  thofe  with 
whom  he  flood  conne^ied  in  the  management  of  public  af- 
fairs.    He  trufled  that  the  right  h r;n.  Gentleman  would  not 
think  that  he  faid  more  on  this  matter  than  theoccafion  called 
for.     There  mud  be  no  delay,  no  interval,  no  paufe,  in  the 
activity  and  exertion  which  mufl  be  ufed  by  Government  on 
fuch  an  occafion  as  this,  when  ambition  and  refentment  are  ' 
combined  againfl  this  country,  as  motives  to  inftigate  our  ex- 
ertions.    In  his  opinion,  both  power  and  adliviry  were  abfo- 
luiety  necelTary,  in  order  to  accompIiA  the  objeds  we  had 
iij  view,  and  he  doubted  if  we  could  be  reckoned  fufficiently 
fafe,  if  thefe  meafures  were  not  inflantly  put  in  execution. 

The  Chancellor* of  the  Exchequer  faid,  that  there  could 
not  pofliWy  exift  in  any  quarter,  a  more  deep-rooted  con- 
viflion  of  the  neceffity  of  expedition  and  promptitude  in  the 
preicnt  critical  iituation  of  public  affairs,  than  that  which 
was  entertained  by  every  individual  of  his  Majefty's  Govern- 
ment. He  could,  with  confidence,  ^(Ture  the  Houfe,  that 
the  delay,  even  of  a  finf»le  day,  was  fincerely  regretted  by 
every  one  of  thcnii  and  by  none  more  fo  than  by  his  right 
lv)n.  Friend,  who  vvasentruflcd  with  the  charge  of  bringing 
forward  the  motion  Every  exertion  was  at  prefent  made 
in  every  department,  for  the  purpofc  of  brineing  npt  only 
tht:  minds  of  the  inhabitants,  but  even  thenneans  of  the 
c^)UiUry  into  exertion;  and  he  too  had  no  hefitation  in  fay- 
ing, that  every  exettlon,  however  great,  wasabfolutely  ne- 
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ccflary,  in  order  to  create  a  confcious  fecuiity  in  the  minds 
of  every  indtviduai  in  the  country.  He  however  begged 
that  Gentlemen  would  not  fuppofe,  that  the  meafures  which 
were  in  contemplation  were  not  fuch  as  required  mature 
and  deliberate  inveftigation.  He  could  alTure  the  Houfe, 
that  the  meafures  about  to  be  adopted  were  not  fuch  as 
ought  to-be-i^npiHidently  planned,  or  incorifidbratefy  pro-^ 
pofed  to  the  Houfe.  The  plan  which  was  intended  by  his 
right  hon.  Friend  to  be  fiibmitted  to  their  confideration  was, 
he  muft  own,  one  which  appeared  gigantic  in  its  extent ;' 
but  it  was  not  one  which,  in  his  opinion,  could  in  any  re-f 
fpeA  be  fliil  greater,  or  which  would  bear  more  feverely  01^ 
the  public,  than  the  exigencies  of  the  country  loudly  call 
for.  k  'Was  his  belief,  that  the  dday  which  Was  thought 
neceiiary  on  the  prefent  occaiion  would  not  be  produdive 
of  dangerous  coniequences.  In  his  opinion,  if  it  be  in  the 
power  of  his  right  hon.  Friend  to  produce  thie  meafure  in 

3ueftion  on  Monday  ^next  fomewhat  morb  complete  in  its 
etail,  atid  more  perfeft  in  its  principle,  it  would  be  at- 
tended with  moi'e  bclneficial  cofifequences,  and  he  #as  fen- 
(ble  that  the  Houfe  "would  then  be  more  able  taglve  it  every 
neceiSary' attention.     He  was  forry.to  detain  the  Houfe  fo 
long  on  this  matter,  for  he  knew  that  no  apology  could  well 
be  offered  for  delaying  fuch  a  m^afurey  when  it  was  fo' 
loudly  called  for,  with  a  view  to  the  fafpty  of  the  country. 
lie'was  certaiyi'lhat  from  the  Experience  which  tl>e  Houfe 
badhad  on  fortnef  >oocallons  of  the  ;idivity  of  his  Majeily's 
l&o(vemmenr,  ithey  y^oulA  join  with  him,   that' no  impu- 
tation in  the  prefent  inftance  could  with  propriety  at^<*h  to- 
thofe  at  the  h6ad  4>f  affairs.  '  The  country  .knew  that  g^eso: 
exertibqs  were  alrea;dy  made,  and  wete  now  puttfng  ititoexe- 
oiition  forthe  deftace  of  the  realtii,  and  he  had  nd  doObtf 
bot»tlifc  country  at-lai^^e^^erb  thoroughly  convinced^  that  n& 
oppdrtunity  would  ^be  k)ft  in  bringing  forward  a.meafure,' 
whidl  the  exigencies  of  the  (late  feemed  to  i-bnder  neieflury, 
in  addition  to  theplansAkeady  adopted.     He  had  no  doubt,! 
hutitbattbepradcntexertiqns  of  Government  would  greatly 
add  tothe  lecuritf  of  the  country.     Me  could  potitfvely 
ailune  the  Houfe,*  tfiat*  fo  far  from  any  delay   being  occa- 
fioHfidurtn^Gcflatily  in  regard  to  the  adoption  of  the  prefenti 
mo^furis,  .k  was  ode  which  principally  occupied  the  attcrmr 
tiAP'  fif  iG^eoiifient  /or jtfae  iaib  ten xlays.     It  was  one,  hojwi.1 
^rg  w^bicb  ti^itt^drfucU  ^'reat  attention,  that  it  was  found 
i9^pa$t>i&  (o  bf ing:  it : A>i:«Card .  r0tv)(aer.    .Tbexc '  jivere-  .other: 
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9vpcations  of  great  itQportance,  which  aifo  Contributed  to 
tliedciavt  anqfudi  too  as  could  not  <idmit  of. being  puil-» 
poned-  Upon  the  whole,  therefore*  he  hoped»  that  tbo 
Houfe.  woqtd  be  convinced  that  th^  delay  propofed  would 
not  at  alltend  to  retarc^thc  accoinpli(hment  of  the  meafuie* 
but,  on  the  contrary,  would  contribute  to  its  bqing  brought 
forward  in  a  ftate  of  great  pcifeftion  and  u^tiO'ity,

f  Mr.  /K.  Smiti  .voi'^f  and  entered  at  very  confidcrahl^ 
length  into  th&  princi^pk  and  provifi'ons  of  the  bill,  To  tho 
former,  tiis  objections  were  fo  decided,  (hat  he  decl*Ared 
be  ihould.  feel  it  his  duty .  to  take  the  fenfe  of  the  H  ufe 
t^pon  it  in  this  ftage.  Hi5  objections  to  the  inequality  of  the 
tMx,  to  the  mode  of  coUeAion,  aqd  to  its  operation,  parti« 
^ularly  as  tQ  tl^  landed  interefti  he  pecaeived  were  not  at 
all  rcmovedi^  thopgli  much  was  promited  on  a  former  day. 
That  th^  funds  ouj;ht  to  be  taxed  according  to  the  objeds  of 
this  bill,  h^  readily  ^nutted ;  but  be  was  of  opnrion  that 
they'vOQght  to  bp J.^xed  in  a  larger. proportjiQA  than  laiid« 
becaufe  th^  latter  was  fubjed  to  many  burtliens  from;whiclL 
tb.c  former  vyas  cnti.r^y  (^xeinpted.  As  to  the  tax  on  l!!rad^ 
his  grand  pbjeftipniWra§,.jtb4t  if  the  tax.were  tp  1>e  Levied 
at  all;  it  ihould  be  ^qU4lly  coiledpd,  and:th^  appeared  tb.

▼olemman,  muft^  in  his  judgment;  be  adverfe-^fpir  it  woubi 
alipoft  unavoidably  lend  to  irritate  the  paflions  and  tode^^l 
prefs  the  fpirits  of  the  people,  to  irritate  thofp  pailkma,  whick 
a  wife  leeiilation  would  epdegvour  to  lay  aflieep,  and,  to  der 
prefs  tho^  fpirits  which  it  was  peculiarly  our  tntered in  tha 
prefent  ftate  of  the  country  to  keep  alive;  but  the  meafure

It  was 
to  be  wifhed^  however,  that   it  might  be.  equally  cullcded,, 
though  he  could  not  pcrfuade  him felf'o  figgeft  any  means, 
for  if  a  holy  office  of  fax  gathering  was  to  be  efliablifhed,  he 
was   not   inclined  to  become  a  faniillar.     The   right   hon.

all  new^  and  had  been  frequently  anfwered  before.  The 
hon.  Gentleman  had  faid,  that  as  far  as  this  meafure  differed 
from  the  former  income  tax,  he  thought  it  lefs  exception- 
able. For  bimfelf  he  would  fay,  Jha(  if  it  ihould  turn  out 
frbm  experience  to  be  better,  he  A^uld  be  very  happy,  but 
if  not  materially  altered  from  its  pMfentfhape,  lie  was  much 
afraid  it  wt)uld  not.  To  the  principle  of  railing  the  fupplies 
within  the  year  he  was  (^lad  to  find  fo  many  converts  of  late 
from  among  thofe  who  fo  warmly  oppofed  it  when  that  prin- 
ciple was  firft  propofed.  The  hon.  Gentleman  feemed  now 
to  approve  of  this  principle,  and  he  profefled  to  refpe£lthe 
decifions  of  former  Parliaments.  Indeed  the  hon.  Gentle* 
man's  views  appeared  to  be  materially  changed ;  and  the 
meafures  were  of  much  ufe  which  produced  mch  a  change 
'  in  the  hon.  Gentleman  and  many  of  his  friends.  Really,  in 
his  judgment,  we  did  owe  much  to  the  enemy  we  had  to 
contend  with,  for  he  had  fucceeded  in  exciting  a  feeling 
fucb  as  we  never  fufpe£ted  to  be  felt  or  looked  for  in  the 
fime  quarter ;  lie  baa  produced  an  unanimity  which  was 
aftonifhing  and  unexpe£(ed,  and  he  had  difpofed  Gentle- 
men to  look  to  that  conftitutional  refuge  in  the  hour  of  ca- 
lamity* the.  Parliament.  He  hoped  thofe  fentiments  were 
general,  however  contrary  to  fome  opinions  formerly  pro- 
mulgated* as  well  under  the  privilege  of  Parliament  as 
thxoogb  other  mediums  of  publication.  But  with  refpeA  to 
the  principle  of  the  meafure  before  the  Houfe,  the  hop. 
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GentiemaQ  quoted  authofities  to  fliew  that  it  was  ofcjec- 
lionable.  The  fame  authorities*  howev^f,  with  othe/i  a]j(b 
who  had  great  names,  might  be  chofen  as  the  robts  of  anjr 
oppoGtion  to  the  conftitution  or  tlie  Government,  Thofe 
authorities  the  hon.  Gentleman  relied'  upon  as  fufiicientib 
profcribe  the  theory  of  a  tax  upon  income,  and  hts'oWfi 
namefake  (Dr.  Adam  Smith),  who  was  ttoft.by  the  bye  vcrV 
likely' to  be  canonifed,  fecm'ed  to  be  the  main  pFHaf  of  life 
confidence  in  reprobating  this  projeftrof  which  he  might 
have  formed  a  judgment  without  having  rccourfe  to  any  I'e- 
mote  liiftory ;  for,  without  confiilting'thd  opinion  of  de- 
parted fages,  it  was  conrpetent  to  the  y^ungeft  peffon  in  the 
Houfe  to  reafoh  from  his  own  experience  upon  the  opera- 
tion and  efFefts  of  the  income  tax.  ^  It  was  a  meafure  adfopted 
at  a  time  wJien  the  gloom  of  defpond^ncy  hung  ov^r  thi 
minds  of  th^  moftfirni,  and  when  fear  and  apprehenfio^ 
was  to  be  found  among  the  moft  loyal.  Then  that  gioom 
and  that  fear  confiderabfyobftruded  the  progrefi'of  a  mea- 
fure, which,  according  to  the  prophecies  then  confidentfy 
uttered,  and  nearly  in  the  fame  terms  as  tbofe  ufed  ^tfatt 
hon.  Gentleman  that  evening,  would  tend* to  inc/ea^  tM 
gloom  and  to  defiroy  the  fpirit  of  the  country  ;  'but' w&at 
were'the  confequences  of  this  much  abufed  meafure  .^^h^r; 
that  fubfequent  to  its  aidoption  the  fpirit  of  the  coiMtryj^^t^ 
up  with  rapidity  and  vigour,  its  triumphs  extended,  itsg(|^ 
fortune,  as  it  were,  revived;  for,  whatever  might  te^thd 
difappointmentsof  (he  war,  whatever  the  terms  upon  which; 
in  tne  then  ftate  of  Europe,  it  was  found  expedient  to  coos 
elude  a  peace,  as  far  as '  related  to  the  character,  ftreng'th, 
and  glory  of  this  country,  they  never  ftood  upon  fucb  de-* 
vated  grounds^  There  was,  in  (a£i,  no  period  in  our  annals 
in  w}iich  the  wifdom,  vigilance,  and  Armnefs  of  Parliament 
-p-the  patience,  good  fenfe,  and  fteadinefs  of  the  people'^-* 
the  valour,  refoiution,  and  heroifm  of  our'ileets  and  armies^ 
were  fo  highly  eminent,  nor  one  upon  which  an  Engliflimail 
could  fix  his  hands  with  fuch  juft  grounds  of  exultation  an4 
pride ;  and  yet  thofe  tiiumphant  days  followed  the  time 
when  this  meafure  was  taken,  which,  in  his  opinion  and' 
that  of  his  friends,  threatened  to  produce  the  cxtindtian  of 
our  public  fpirit,  and  of  courfe  would  endanger  Xht  evidence 
of  our  national  fecurity.  Among  all  the  obftrvalioflpof 
the  hon.  Gentleman,  he  recolleded  onlyone  that  was  new^ 
and  tliat  was  this,  that  If  even,  as  he  termed  it,  a  holy  o^e 
of  inquifition  for  collecting  the  tax  propofed  by  this  hill. 
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were  appM)inted.froni  tlip  tudmg  par;t  of  the  CQ;cnrnunity, 
^he  only  cttlcct  of  it  would  be  to  fque^^je.outjof  (he^^  np« 
^tiling.  'Though  th^s  (latement  might  reconcile  foinje  pea- 
jjjeito  thf„biU . before,  tjje  HquIc,  he.  co^ft<t<i  it.Cs>uW  ng^ 
y^sMCtluil  in^uencei  yicith  liim;  byt  the  iiludralipn  of  thi^ 
^^f^eitt  was  rather  iingui«)r  from  the  hon.  Genticiuan» 
^^t  is,  traders  Wjoul^,  not  iiifFer  thepifclves*  bccaufe  they 
.would.  (iMke  t^e  ..coiU'^ipcr^  pay  any  tax  which  might  b^ 
impo\fed  upoa  Uie^.-.  Thi^  certainly  was  a  pofition  whl^h, 
.tl^<>.^gb  it  bad  foime  good  authovjties  to  fuppprt  it,  yet  w.a? 
.opp9red.vippn  a  very  difbiaguiflicd  pc^afion  by  many  grcait

ami  tend.to  violate  the  very  charader^f an  income  lax.  the 
great  maffi  of  property  to  be  found  in  this  ooumry  Aionld 'be 
kft  to  'find  t4«  own  level.  If  taxes  are  to  be  levied,  ^hey 
IKotiki  be  accommodated  to  the  prefent  ftate  of  property, 
which  fhouiil  in  no  cafe  be  (!tftitrbed;  Everv  man  had,  te 
before,  ♦he  right  of  difpofing  of  hi??  capital  as  he  plea  (ed. 
But  ih  a  coCuntry  like  this  it  wouM  be  bmvife  to  enctnirsge 
^ny  man  by  a  partial  tax,  to  give  his  capital  a  particular  dt-* 
fd9Hbn*t  yet  fuch  was  the  tendency  of  certain  daufes  in  th^ 
aft  tffcforc  the  Hpufe.  whiph  he  hoped  would  be  corrCiSled  in 
the  Committee.  The  tax  upon  income  ihould,  according 
io  its  principle^  be  univerial}  and  no  man  fliould  be  fuffbfef 
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lowitMrawliifniel*ffnQ»/ity  4>r  taofcipeitfrajperatian,  hut 
finder  certaia  circuqiflaoce^  not  io.  iRohide  the  e»cmpiioiiy 
or.  jiicmqiAal  taxation,  ^f  any  particular  dafs  of  propi^ie^^rs. 
T^^  g^^cr^l  x>b^e«viatii>n8  he  faid  ha  vfOuM  take  «ci6afi«A  to 
apply  >b[yian(t  by  t,o  'fpme  daufes  olthp  bill';  and  uoitiAng'^ 
xik  reihark  of  ihe  hon.  Member  (Mf.  Snutk),  fhat4iie  fai^s 
AM  Ura^rs  Msc  aLwaiys  paid  hy  the  opobinMi'S,  he  <eoirtra(}cd 
Ihis  afleKioD  With  ibp  ai-gufoents  ii»dc  ufe  of  by  the  hon* 
Gefiileman  and  his  coi^digues*  at  the  revend  debates  ^n  fha 
OkopiA\f  when  that  faoR«  Gentleman  iiaaa^fiirpounded  by  « 
pbal^na  .much  larger  ilun,  happily  for. ithe  Houfa  and  the 
isottntry^  he  bad  sow  to  boaft  of^  and  mut^h  larger^hevtriift^ 
cd,  than  he  ever  would  have  again.     Mr.  Pm  ihen  'tool:  mP 
fioe  of  thole,  parta  of  the  .bill  to  ivhich  he  objeded,  and  wM» 
refpedt  to  which  he  lioped  the  Hnufe  Urould  not  go  into  a 
ConiiTUl^ee  ag^in,  without  anaking  it  a  fpecial  infiro^on  4d 
fuch  Cooimiitee  to  amend  them.     Uis  objedtons  rcfi^rMd  to 
|be  principle  of  theabaiemeiitfian  (mail  infiofliee,  7a  turhtch 
laed  pi^ppriptofs  occupy  4hcHr'(Mvii  propesty,  and  foraU  an* 
iMiities  in  the  funds  ware  mcA  une^uafUy  tneaited  (the  latter, 
infiiAf  tnKokii^  little  flioia  of  a  breach  of  public  faith), 
aad.ahofe^t0OiQf  Aat  dafe^of  petroaa  who  were  reailf  entitled 
la.eqmfpiEutt* .  It  waspropofed  in  the  bill  to  make  variona 
ahaMneAts  to  fieilbns. hairing  annual  revenue  tK>t  exceodfna* 
IS^i.jind  aU/Ainlen6al.  a  y^ar  to  be  eiitirely  di&harged  froaa 
the  tax«     Fcom  ithis  exemption^  however,  the  landed  pro- 
|mctorSiaad  receivers  of  intereft  in  the  funds  to  fiich  |ir*oun€ 
wissft  exchidcd.     He  could  not  <^onceive  the  grouiy*   jpOA 
wbi^h  ibis  eadt^Tion  .was  projfefled  to  reft.     It  cerT||r     .  ;.*rasy 
with  refpcA  U>  the  funds^   a  breach  of  the  princfp^e  ihpoct* 
wbichloaAS  bad  been  contraAedfor,  and  what  elFeds  fuch  aix 
kuK^atian  vii^  Wkchf.  to  have  upon  any  future  loan  he  would 
l}ot  prftcxid  to  jTay,  bnt  lie  would  maintain  that  It  was  a* 
breach  of  pr«Mnife  tojhie  contradocs  for  the  loans.     For  this 
ftraiige  differencis  in  the  application,  he  was  aware  of  but  one 
argugienr  whii^h  was  advanced,   lulmely,  that  it. was  fair  ui 
^akea.diAin^tion  faetween'the  profits  of  capital  employed  m 
i|tduftr^  and  that  not  arifhig  from  the  fame  fouxce.      This 
diftioiSiifio  be  thought  the  very  reverfeof  wiiclam  ;  for  if  an 
dqiial  tax  was  impoffd  on  tne  revenue  of  the  land  awn^r, 
and  the  profits  of  the  man  in  trade,  thededudions  Ihonld  be 
tberfame  from  both,  .and  that  isconfiilent  with  the  principle 
ofian.income  tax.     No  premium  (hould  be  given  to  men  to 
ompioy  iheir  capital  in  a  particular  way,  and  nothing  could 
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be-more*  ioiquitous  than  to  grant  fach  preaiuin  of  the  reve^ 
Doe  of  the  poor  land-«owfiersi  occupying  tbeir  own  ground^ 
and  the  rmaller  annuitants  in  the  funds.  .  It  wooldbefubrer* 
five  of  the  fyftein  bj  which  this  country  had  profpertd, 
would  iSerange  the  regular  courfe  of  propertyi  and  depart 
from  that  policy  by  which  this  country  had  advanced  inde** 
fiance  of  all  the  pedantry  of  laW|  and  all  the  foonality  of  po^ 
iittve  imftliutibn.  If  it  were  deemed  a  good  prineiple  that  the 
diftindion'  he  had  aHuded  to  fliduld  prevaiU  he  (hould  vfiOx' 
\Xo  httt  upon  what  grounds  it  was  not  extended  fully,  that  no 
difference  was  taken  only  in  revenues  under  150!.  a  year? 
Wh]^»  he  would  -a(k^  (hould  perfons  of  humble  revenue  to 
the  funds  und  in  land  be  made  the  fa'crifices  of  this  fingular 
diflereBCe»  while  tliofe  of  fuperior  revenues  were  left  quite 
untouched  }  H^  deprecated  in  the  ftrongeft  terms  a  diftinc^ 
Iton- pregoaiit  wiih  fp  much  injuftice  in  principle,  and 
lb  mudlmt^cbief  in  iriipreffion. 

•  Mr.  Pitt  next  proceeded  to  coofider  the  policy  of  the  tax» 
as  now  modified,  in  its  operation  on  funded  property.  He  . 
called:  th^  attention  of  the  Houfe  to  the  fituatioo  of  many  of 
theft  who  were  'to  be  made  liable  to  the  whole  tax  withonc 
any  abafetnentsy  who  had  claidfis  to  abatement  much  more 
powerful  than  numerous  clafles  of  pofleiibfs  of  other  property 
to'^hom  abatements  « were  extended.  When  it  was  cclifi* 
dered  that  many  of  thofe  to  be  af&ded  by  it  werejhe  agi^ 
and  the  infirm,  altogether  incapable  of  increafiog  their  in- 
come by  any  exertion  of  their  own  ;  when  it  was  refleftied 
t-hat  they  were  in  polfetnon  of  no  capital  which'could  adoait 
of  increafe ;  that  their  wretched  pittance  could  receitre  no 
pofTible  augmentation  ;  expofed  to  the  unavoidable  .riciffi- 
tudes  which  thefluduaiionof  the  fundsexpertencedtanddel^ 
titute  even  of  the  imaginary  advantages  of  hope ;  was  it,  be 
would  aik,  confident  either  with  humanity,  far  iefs  juilice, 
10  lay  them  under  a  preflure  fo  fevere  i  It  was  bard  that,  un- 
der thefe  df fadvantages,  they  (hould  be  expofed  to  a  fredi 
burden,  which  could. not  fail  10  add  to  difficulties  already  un- 
avoidable. The  principle  of  the  biH  as  it  now  Hood,  was  in 
i^felf  unfair,  and,  at  all  events,  if  it  were  allowed  to  nematny 
the  fame  regulaiioo  ought  to  be  extended  to  property  in  fbe 
funds  as  to  ailthe  lower  fpectes  of  property.  But,  above  all 
other  confidetat ions,  he  deprecated  the  propofed  regulatiosi 
as  inconfiilcnt  with  national  good  faith,  and  as  calcutaied  ta 
ftrike  Ihefirft  blow  againft  that  credit  for  which  thecouotrf* 
had  been  fo  long  diilinguifhcd.  In  every  loan  bill  the  fiinda- 
m  mental 
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mental  principle' was,  that  there  fltoutd  be  no  dedndiori  from 
theiiividends  of  tfaofe  who  became  the  creditors  nf  the  piib«> 
Ikr  Some  perfons  had  even  carried  thts.fo  far  as  ta  oont^nd 
that  they,  ought  not  to  be  included  in  a  general  lax  on. income; 
He  Mias  -at  kaft  cloniident  that  it  was  inconfiftent  ^  wjih  the 
dignity  or  juiftice  of  Parliament  to  place  ib^fe,  who  had  lent 
money  to  the  public  in  a  worfe  fituation  than  atVihejime 
when  the  money  was  advanced.  There  was.  no  violation  of 
any  compaft  with  the  pobUc  creditor  in,makfifigi?pro(>frrty 
arifing  from  the  funds  be  confMiered'asa  paft  of  gfsn^al  in- 
cdtne,  but  from  the  moment  that  the^funds  were  feparately 
taxed,  what  foundation  could  the  pubitccredwar  reii  iipoft 
tnaviy  future  loan  which  it  might  besneceflary  toraiiefor 
the  public  fervice }_  Never  at  any  period  wsfr'tt  mpre. import 
fant  than  at  the  prefent  moment  to  preferve  the  pubjic.credit 
from  the  flighteft  fufpicion.  It  would  indeed  be  a-  moft.  «x^ 
traordinary  and  mod  unaccountable  circnmilance»if|., at  ibe 
time  that  we  werc»  for  the  purpofe  of  .upholding*  the*  cha- 
ncer of  Parliament,  and  maintainii^  the  good  faith  ni.xhe 
country  in  paying  every  year  upwards  of  fix  mjUions  ^o  thie 
extindion  of  the  national  debt,  wc  fhould,r  for  tbtifake^of 
gaining  a  rcvcntie  of  a  few  hundred  ihouf^nd  pouncl^,  refort 
to  a  tax  which  naight  f^rike  at  the  root  of  public  c«edit|  and 
matertaily  injure  the  future  refuurces  of  the  country^  Such 
aftep  was^  peculiarly  unfeafonabie  at  a  moment  when  the 
propriety  of  railing  a  large  portion  of  the  fupplies-  within 
the  year  had  met  the  univerfal  approbation  of  all  parts  of 
the  Houfe*  It  might  produce  confcqcences  on  the  public 
credit  which  he  would  nut  then  pretend  to  deferibe*  They 
might|  however,  imlefs  cmmteraded .  by  wifer  meafures,  be 
long  experienced  by  confequences  of  the  moft  difaftrous  na- 
ture. After  adding  a  few  more  obfervations  on  this  head, 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  fat  down  by  declaring  his  refo- 
lution,  as  foon  as  the  motion  for  taking  the  report  into  fur- 
ther <xmGdefation  was  difpofcd  of,  to  move  an  inftruOion 
to  the  Committee  in  terms  of  the  concluding  part  of  his 
fpeecb. 

Mr.  fFi  Smith  begged  leave  ip  (late  in  explanatiooi  that 
not  one  of  the  opinions  which  he  had  exprefled  on  the  fob* 
j4£l~of  the  late  war»  and  many  of  the  mtrafures  of  i^  right 
bon.  Gentleman's  admtni(lration».  had  undergone  any  change, 
and  from  the  prcfent  fituatioa  of  Europe  he  had  noreafbn  to 
believe  that  they  would  undergo  any  change. 
'The  Jttorney  General  begged  leave^  with  thegregteft  pof* 
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«Me  MennM  foibti  rtgttt  hori;  Frfend  (Mr.  Pitt),.fo9  aii 
«rhore  dpiniMff  iriftt»1ttipoifit|l«ilor  anytAaii^td  enlertiitnria 
MgkKf  iitesr  tlNil>  he  4id^  tti  ftate  the  grounds,  inr  vrMch  Hi 
tlmglRMho  mesMirt^Mifht  to  be  viewMi    M(5eottM  nbt  by

Fri^d^  that  in  erery  ad:^of  ParHamftftv 
l»f  which siloan  was  raifed,  therewas » fpecial  prdftfron  tihar 
die  preperfy  to  .be  fended  fo^  the^ptlbifc  creditor  wsfsto-be 
held  hnrtd.     There  was  noihrngi  howevefy  in  the  bill  at  ait 
ktcompatible  whh  rheflipulation.    The  capital  of  propc^rtjr* 
Iff  rhe  funds  was  not  to  be  taxed  mcure  than  the  dapttsU  of  pro*^ 
petty  of  any  orher  fpecies.      The  engagbment  of  ihe  p/ubKc* 
eMPdluir  was,  not  that  the  property  in  the  funds  was  dot  w 
c^HtrihiMe  sTny  thing  to  the  public  fervice,  but  that  it  Oiouldi 
Rtx  be  tajfedi  except  in"  cafe  where  every  other  fpecies  of  pro** 
perty  was  imduded.     Thtshe  was  fure  was  the  prectfe  prhr*' 
ciple  (if  the  bill,  and  he  was  at  a  lofs.to  fee  how  ir  was  fo  far; 
liable  to  any  particular  objedion.    But  it  was  dbjeded,  that- 
ovi  the  tax  propofed  to  be  levied  on  the  funds,  there  werrto  bd 
ctenypiions-     The  fame  principle,  it  was  intfaefirft  place'l9 
b(S  n?coUc<9ed,  was  applied  to  landed  property,  and  to  income" 
arifitilg'  fri!»m  intcreft  and  annuity.      Ihe'  exemptrbns  arnf^ 
jfbafemehi^  which  had  been  formed  were  arranged' on  v^hat* 
be  could  not  butfhitik  foondedin  la^irncfs  and  jtl Rids:    They 
^aero  td  be  founded^  on  a*  mixed  confis^ration  of  capital*  and* 
indnftry,  and  referred  only  to  the  lowtr  cliiflifs or  income.' 
Inl'theTe  the  amount  of  capital  was  very  inconfiderable,  and* 
it  was  to  grant  to  the  ftnail  traderMhat  allowance  which  waff' 
due  to'hii'pl^fona]  exertions,  that  the  fcale  of  abatements  had' 
not  proceedird  beyond  a  hundred  and  fitly  pounds  a  year,  be^* 
ciufe  bcy^nd'that  firni  capital  necefTarily  increafc  •,   and  la<«' 
bnnr  was  not  confined  to  pcrfonal  exertion,  but   the  ea^- 
tenfibn  of' capital  rendered'  necetfary  an  au^ttientiitibfi  of  af- 
fiflance.     There  was,  however,  in  this  no  imjufl  or  partial  • 
pr^fllllre-  on-  propen)  in  the* funds.      If  thole  who  pofleffbt 
property  rn  the  funds'  chofc  to  withdriw   and  veil  it  in 
foine  fpeculatian;  where ti>  render  it  prt>dQ£ltve  peHWnal  eK^* 
enion  was  necc(rary»  it  wujid  jefi-'c^xperience^thd  Tama  In- 
dulgence as  wasatpreTeat^ovidcd  by  the  biHiotboft  wHbfa 
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profits  arifiag  fiom  capital  were  krs  ihin  »  huDdr^d  and  fifty 
pounds  a  year.  He  did  not  deny  tbat  the  prefenr  cU^fes  i>f 
the  bill,  as  f^r  as  the  tax  oa  tha  funds  was  concerntfj* 
tnight  be'fimplified  and  improved.  This*  however)  coul4  be 
^erv  eafily  done  in  the  Comnuttee*  He  was  very  miich  diC* 
poleci  to  think  that  any  alteration  to  the  extent  which  his 
light  hon.  Friend  propofcd,  would  ncceflartly  occaCon  much 
of  that  dirclofiire  of  circutnftances  which  it  was  fo  OMch  the 
wi(h  of  the  framers  of  the  biit  to  prevent  at  far  as  po(ribU. 
At^all  events,  however,  whatever  iaaprovememt  sftigllt.be 
introduced^  cpuld  better  be  fuggefted  injhe  comminee,  than 
propofed  in  the  form  of  iniliuAions.  This  he  couid  not  but 
conflder  an  irregular  mode  of  proceed!^. 

Mr.  GregQr  (from  under  the  gaUery)  fpoke  for  a  few  mv* 
nutesy  but  in  a  low  tone  of  voice.  We  Cduld  only  cot- 
led  generally  that  he  was  a  friend  to  the  in(lru&io|i 
which  Mr.  Pitt  bad  declared  bis  determination  to  pro^ 
ppfe. 
'  Mr.  KinnairJ,  in  very  energetic  fermSy  followed  on  tho 
fame  Gde.  Befofe  the  Houfe  went  into  the  Committee  b« 
Was  anxious  that  the  principle  of  the  bill  (hould  be  fully  uoa 
derftood.  From  the  very  luminous  fpeech  of  the  right  hon* 
Gentleman  oppofite  (Mr.  Pitt),  with  ^knod^llof  whofe 
ftxidures  on  the  meafure  be  perfe^ly  agreed,,  be  could  noi 
liefitate  in  coUeding  that  the  bill  was  to  be  confideied  ai 
in  income  bill.  The  hon.  ^d  learned  Gentleman  oppofitd 
(the  Attorney  General)  had  on  tbe  other  band  Jaboured  bard 
to  prove  that  it.  was  a  tax  on^capttal.  He  ridiceled  what  thq 
la(t  fpeaker  but  one  had  faid  about  difclofitrey  and  contended 
that  there  would  be  no  want  of  perfons  ready  to  declare  tbeiQ 
incomCf  ^if  by  this  means  they  might  be  excu fed  from  the, 
payment  of  an  oppreflive  lax.  He  aidverted  to  the  tax  as  it 
referred  to  Scotland,  -condemned  it.as  contrary  jto  tbe  ar« 
ticTes  of  the  uniooi  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  inave  ao. 
inftrudion  to  the  Committee  on  the  fubjed,  and  expreiTed  a. 
hope  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  would  afford  him  hi&pow-« 
erful  Tupport.  Before  he  fat  down»  he  alluded  to  the  delay  in 
bringing  forward  the  meafure  for  the  general  defence  of  the 
country,  which  he  had  confidently  expeded  to  have  heard  de- 
tailed next  day.  Minifters  boafied  of  their  having  long, 
and  ferioufly  revolved  the  fubje^  in  their  minds,  but  now 
the  Houfe  was  told  that  the  meafure  could  not  yet  be  pro- 
duced, left  it  fliould  appear  io  a  crude  and  undigefted  form. 
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Whtfti  fuch  Was  the  language  and  the  condu6J  of  Minifters,  ht 
had  fttongiy  doubted  how  far  he  could,  conftflently  with  his 
duty,  enifuft  them  with  the  fupplies  whtcti  it  might  be  pror 
per  to  vote  for  the  public  fervlce. 

Mr.  ff^Uiirfirce,  .in  a  Oiort  fpeech,  imprefleddn  the  Hou(e 
the  expediency  of  introducing  fome  very  important  altera- 
tions into  the  bill»  which»  as  it  now  ftood,  appeared  to  hiiti 
pecuUarly  objeAionable.     If  once  the  propriety  of  a  tax  on 
cap  ul  was  admitted^  (hen  it  would  be  necelfary  to  afccrtain 
its  intrinfic  worthy  and.  to  calculate  the  value  of  capita)  em- 
ployed in  a  great  variety  of  ways.    This  of  itfelf  would  he 
an  inconvenience  which  would  fully  demonftraie  the  impo^- 
]icy  of  fuch  a  mode  of  taxation.    He  perfed I y  agreed  wifK 
what  had  been  thrown  out  about   landholders,  under  a  cer-> 
tain  annual  income,  not  being  entitled  to  any  abatement  of 
the  tax*    This  was  a  clafs  of  men,  of  whom  he  had  t6  reckon 
m  very  large  proportion  aoioogtbe  nun^er  of  hisconftituents. 
Many  of  thetn  lived  on  their  own  farms,  with  the  afliftancd 
bf  (bme  adventitious  fource  of  income,  while  others  whollv 
fupported  themfelves  and  families  by  the  produce  of  the  ianch 
The  attachment,  the  loyalty,  the  public  fpirit  of  this  re-^ 
fpedable  part  of  the  comfcnunity  were  not  unkhown  to  the 
Houfe  ;  aad  waS  it  fair,  at  a  moment  like  the  prefent,  to 
plAtc  thefti  under  an  unequal  fyftem  of  taxation )    The  peo* 
ftle  of  this  country,  he  was  fure,  had  good  fenfe  and  public 
fpirit  enough  to  fubmit  to  fuch  burthens  as  were  neceflary 
fqr  the  fupport  of  the  public  fervice,  if  they  were  but  fairly 
And  Impartially  impofed.     Nothing,  however,  would  fooneir 
Excite  difcontent  than  any  appearance  of  partiality  ot  oppref- 
fion  in  tite  mode  of  levying  the  taxes.  This  every  man  woutc) 
deprecate  as  the  greateft  evil  that  Could  happen  under  the  pre* 
fent  fituation  of  the  country.     This  was  a  time  to  fooihd 
and  conciliate,  not  to  goad  or  to  Irritate  the  people*.     He  ap- 
plied the  fame  general  remarks  to  the  flockholder%,  who  were 
not  to  be  exempted  by  the  bill  as  It  now  ftood,  (9f'were  to  re* 
^eive  tio  abatements.    With  confiderable  feeling  he  de(cribe(f 
their  claim  both  on  the  juftice  and  humanity  of  the  Houft. 
He  illuftrated  the  argument  drawn  from  Views  of  national 
goUoA  faith,    and  infifted,   that  unlefs    they  were  allowect 
e^ual  advantages  with  the  owners  of  other  property,  they 
bad  a  fair  right  to  complain  of  a  violation  of  the  public 
credit. 

Mr.  2)Mr/  vras  <>n  tiie  tktnt  fide,  and  argued  that.  If  the 
Chanc^lor  of  the  Exche^es  did  not  fully  explain  his  views 
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of  a  ta«  on  (h^  funds  to  thofe  ivho  contraAed  for  the  loan, 
be  hadboeo  guilty  of  very  reprehenftbfe  inattention  to  their 
intercft. 

•    The  Chancellor  of  the  ExcbifUit  admiftc*  tTiat  thofc  who 
appealed  to  the  humanity  or  to  the  juftice  of  tht  Hoiife  on 
the  fubjeMSkof  the  tax  were  entitled  to  have  their  opinions 
treated  with  all  due  refpe6l  and  eonfidGration.     Above  all  it 
was  highly  i<nportant  to  have  it  afcertatned  how  far  ft  was  at 
eU  calctilated  in  the  remoteft  degree  to  interfere  with  the  na« 
ti<mal  credit,  which  was,  under  eve  y  poflifole  confiderationj 
to  bo  preferved  inviolaie.     He  hoped  that  be  was  not  lefs  in- 
clined than  any  other  Member  in  the  Houfe  to  liften  to  the 
calls  of  htimanity»  and  if  it  could  be  proved  that  the  operation 
of  the  taa  would  be  inconftftent  with  humanity,  he  (Certainly 
ibould  not  perfevere  in  prefTing  it  to  the  Houfe.     But  unlefs 
this  could  be  made  our,  he  fliould  feel  it  his  duty  to'fypport  it 
to  the  utmoft  of  his  power,  as  a  tax,  under  all  the  cfrcum* 
fiances  of  the  cafe,  the  beft  which  could  be  brought  forward 
for  raifing  a  large  portion  of  the  fupplies  within  the  year. 
Agfinft  the  principle  of  the  tax,  excepting  from  one  oriwb 
quarters,  no  objedions  had  in  the  former  ftages  of  (he  biU 
been  brought  forward,  and  till  that  night  he  had  not  been, 
aware  that  there  was  any  objedion  to  the  plai)  cf  raifing  a 
tzix.  on  the  profits  arifing  from  capital.    It  was  trot  meant  that 
any  diftindion  (hotild  be  formed  betwixt  the  different  fpecie^ 
of  capital.  /It  was  to  the  income  arifing  from  this  capital 
that  the  provifions  of  the  aft  were  to  apply.  ^  The  various 
fpecies  of  capital  were  propofed  to  be  divided  into  capital  i^ 
landed  property,  property  in  the  funds/<%nd  money  ariflng' 
from  intereft  or  annuities.     The  other  other  denomination  at 
property  to  which  the  ad  was  to  extend  arofe  from  incomd 
dependent  up«n  perfooal  exertions,-  or  arifing  from  profef* 
fioQS.    It  was  in  this  that  diftin£tion  was  to  be  founded. 
Every  exertion  had  been  made  to  render  the  operation  of  the 
tax  on  income  and  capiital  as  equal  and  impartial  as  poflible,^ 
while  meana  had  been  employed  to  jprevent  the  tax  applicable 
to  capital  from  being  Aiperadded  to  perfonal  labour  and  in-\ 
dtiilry.  On  this  principle  the  ratio  had  been  elhblifhed  from 
fixty  to  a  bundled  and  fifty  pounds  a  year  in  eflimating  the 
axempttons  and  abatements.     The  funds  ftood  exaftly  on'the 
the  fame  footing  in  the  application  of  the  ta:C,  as  landed  and' 
other  fpecies  of  property  which  had  been  repeatedly  fpectfiH 
in  the  courfe  of  the  debate.     Unlefa,  therefore,  it  Ifduld  be 
0)ewn  th^  {he  funds  werp  e^cpofed  to  any  tax  exciofiVe  of 
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Other  {^rop^rty )  vtfA^fi  4||e  operaficnr  a/f  the  tar  could  te 
Jhewn  to  be  more  dij-^ly  op{H»ffive,  then  it  was  impoitibte 
to  prove  the  exiftence  of  any  violation  of  the  piihlic  farrb. 
lie  had»  finee  the  tax  was  propofetSt  received  a  great  num- 
ber of  apf4icarion8  on  'the  fubjed  ;  but  among -the  variotM 
objedions  ^fiafed,  ihish^  neyer  been  fiartedi  vaHoin  as  were 
the  quarters  from  which  the  applications  proceeded.  The 
made  of  levying  the  ta^c  had  been  the  principal  ground  of 
pbjedion.  He  had  fuH  himfelf  been  unaware,  how  eager, 
and  fenfitive  iboie  con ae<S^ed  with  the  credit  of  tbe« country 
were,  in  all  cafes  where  that  credit  couTd  in  the  remoteft  de^  • 

Jree  be  affeiSled*  Thofe  applying  tohim  had  claimed  that  the 
ividends  ihould  be  fufFered  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
public  creditor,  that  the  bufinefs  of  the  Stock  EKCbango 
ibould  remain  unembarrafledy  that  no  penalties  fliould  attach 
to  (he  noD'-*payment  of. the  duty  at  the  timethe  dividends  were 
delivered.  Imprefled  with  tho  importance  of  avoiding  any 
thiiig'lilcea  fbock  to  public  credit,  and  willing  rather  that  ihe  * 
rev^otie  fliould  fuftain  fome  lofs  than  that  funded  property 
Siould  experience- aay  depreciation,  he  had  thought  it  hts 
^ty.to  accede  to  the  fubftance  of  their  reqiiefts.  An  hon« 
Member  had  faid  fomething  about  the  comraumcaicion  of  hii 
^efign  of  impofing  this  tax  to  the  gentlemen  who  comrafled 
for  the  loan.  That  hon.  'Gentleman,  from  his  extenfive 
conne£lions«  ought  to4iave  Jcnown  what  was  the  real  ftate  of 
the  cafe.  He  had  only  however  to  ((ate,  that  he  fpokeihis 
in  the  prefence  of  fome  gentlemen  who  were  prefent  at  ther 
interview  ;  that  he  haddirdofed  his  views  in  the' foiled: and 
moft  explicit  maqpier.  As  to  the  equality  of  ike  operation 
of  the  tax,  he  had  to  obferve,.  that  it  was  formed  on  princi- 
ples which  appeared  the  beft  calculated  to  promote  that  moft 
important  objed^  But  he  begged  leave  further  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Houfe  to  thatmeafure,  which  had  at  itst>ri* 
gin  raifed  the  pubUc  funds  from  a  flate  of  extraordinary  de-^ 
preflioni  which  bad  jreani mated  the  national  fpirit,  and  iedto 
the  fuccefs  whtcli  had  diftinguifiied  the  laft  years  of  the  war. 
Of  the  beneficial  confeqjuences  of  this  meafure,  no  fort  of 
doubt  could  be  entertained  )  but  of  this  he  was  fure*  that  no 
man  would  affirm  that  this  tax,  beoeiicial  as  it  was  In  all  its 
points  of  view,  was  equal  in  Its  operation.  PerfeS  equality 
in  the  operatiop^  of  any  tax,  however  dedrable  it  might  be, 
was  inconftft^-n^  with  the  imperfedion  of  htrman  nature.  He 
had  no  fort  of  o^e^lioa^to  the  prefent  tax  being  calledan  income 
m^f  except  in  fb  far  as  he  thought  that  the  titlei  which  had 
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l>eeh  affigned  tQ  it,  more  fully  ckfcribcd  Ui  nature.  He  fipifh* 
ed  by  docUring  his opinioii  thai  the  propoiitimi  for  fnftri»ding 
the  Committee  was  unoeceiTary  and  irreguUr.  It  could  onlV 
embarrafs  the  proceedings  of  the  Commit tee»  without  at  all 
binding  their  decifiohs.  He  expfefled  a  hope  that  his  rigKt 
hon.  Friend  would  not  i(>fift  on  prefling  his  motion. 

Mr.  PiUt  (o  far  from  having  heard  any  reafons  to  induce 
htm  to  withdraw  his  notice,  declared  his  exprefs  determi- 
nation to  take  the  fcnfe  of  thrtioufe  on  the  fulled. 

Sir,  lV^'<2urtts  (ai^a  few  words,  corroborating  the  ilate* 
ment  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  refpedlinghis  com- 
muoicatton  to  the  gentlemen  concerned  in  contrading  for  the 
lottery. 

Sir  H.  MrUmtty  obferved,  that  the  prefent  was  a  bill  im- 
pofing  an  income  tax  upon  the  fuH  produce  of  landed  pro^ 
perty,  wiihout  any  dedudion  for  IntereK  or  annuities  charg- 
ed upon  fuch  property.  This  was  a  principle  which  be 
coniidered  as  extremely  unfair,  and  unlefs  he  .was  aiTured 
that  there  was  a  difpofltion  on  the  pa^rt  of  his  Majefty's^i- 
nifters  to  obviate  this  objefiion,  he  fhould  vote  againft  the 
Speaker  leaving  the  chair.  He  highly  approved  ttue  exemp- 
tions of  all  incomes  under  the  value  of  60I.  a  year  ;  and  alfp 
that  a  fcale  of  moderation  (hould  be  adopted  towards  incomes^ 
from  6bl.  to  150U  and  upon  the  fame  principle;  namely,  4 
principle  of  lenity  to  perfons  of  fmall  income;  he  highly  ap* 

J proved  of  the  propofition  of  the  right  bon  Gentleman  oppo- 
iie  to  him  (Mr.  Piit)  and  (hoiYld  vote  for  his  motion  when  it 
came  regularly  forward.  But  there  was  one  point  on  which 
the  bill  would  have  a  moil  fevere  and  unequal  operations 
contrary  to  its  avowed  principle ;  namely,  that  of  a  fair, 
equal,  and  proportionafe  tax,  for  it  made  no  exemption  what«i 
ever  iniavour  of  perfons  having  large  families,  if  their  in* 
co^ie  exceeded  150I.  a  year,  fo  that  .whether  a' man  waa 
fmgle,  or  had  a  family  or  twelve  children  to  fupport,  tb^rc 
vras  no  difference  in  the  operation  of  the  tax,  though  ii  muft 
f^ll  with  a  weight  infinitely  more  oppreflive  in  the  latter  thaa 
in  the  former  cafe.  The  natural  mode  with  pecfons  of  mo« 
derate  income  to  countervail  the  tax,  would  be  by  refuruog  tp 
rigid  economy.  This  the  gentleman  of  fmall  family  might  &o^ 
byabridgingthenumbfrof  hisfuperfluities;bydilmi(lingapart 
of  his  fervants,his  carriages,  or  his  horfes,  anddiminiihing  thp 
profufion  of  his  table  ;  but  a  man  of  Urge  family,  wbofein* 
come  was  barely  able  to  fupport  them  in  a  (tyte  qf .coodfl^iffl 
icfpedability,  had  no  fuch  opportunity,  as  be  cuuld  not  dif. 

pen 
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pcnfe  wUh-^lvJ  «&al  number  of  his  fenrantt  5  he  couW  not 
avoid  the  cxpences  of  -educaiirtg^  hie  chiWrcn,  nor  abridjp  th« 
economy  of  a  table  already  ftintcdby  the  mA  rigid  frugality. 
Upon  fucH  me;i  the  ta^  w.ouW  bear  moft  opprcffivcly  ;  aod  he 
though!  fame  coiifidcrahl^  exemption  was  rieccffary  in  their  bch 
"half,     ile  had  a(ked  the  rig^t  hon.  Chancel  lor  .of  the  Ejcchof- 

auer  a.gueilipn  on  this  fub}e(a,  fonje  time  fuioe*  and  under- 
ood  him  tp  fay,  riiat  fuch  an  qxetnption  as  he  novr  alladed  to, 
would  be  ailopted ;  bm  hp  fownd  no  fuch  claufe  in  the  bill. 
If  fuch  exejnpiioo  was  not  made,  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
Ivould  find  his  bill  extremely  unpopular,  and  the  produce  on 
Ifbich  he  reckoned,  highly  illufory.  For  though  the  gaoU 
of  the  country  fl^ould  be  filled  with  the  fathers  of  families,  lut 
fhould  not  find  it  poflible  tocattort  from  tliein  that  which  they 
could  not  furrender  without  reducing  their  families  to  abfo» 
lute  want.  He  therefore  wiflied,  that  if  the  right  hon.  Gen^r 
tleman  rejefled  this  principle,  he  would  alwndon  his  new  fyft 
icm  of  aSefled  taxes,  and  adopt  the  former  income  tax,  as  one 
infinitely  Icfs  opprtfiive  than  the  new  arrangement  which  was 
profcfled  to  be  To  much  lefs  burthenfome, 

Tht^CAancsIlor  of  the  Exchequer  wifhed  to  apprifc  the  hon. 
Baronet  that  a  proyifion  was  intended  to  the  purpofc  he  pro* 
pofcd  ;  and  defired  to  kjiow,  if  an  exemption  from  the  hcwifc 
ind  window  tax,  in  favour  of  perfops  with  large  families, 
ivould  not  go  a  great  way  towards  the  obje&  he  fo  carneftly 
defired. 

Dr.  Lanreme  tliought  the  tax  on  income,  of  every  fort,  z 
y^ety  fair  one  ;  but  he  difapproved  of  the  confufion  ncccffarily 
aridng  from  the  confolidation  of  two  bills  into  one.  He  fully 
coincided  with  the  fentiments  of  right  hon.  Gentleman  under 
the  gallery,  (Mr,  Pitt)  and  rtiould  certainly  vote  for  his  pro^ 
pofed  motion  for  the  inftrufiion  of  the  Committee. 

Lord  Hawiejbury  expreffed  fomc  regret  at  the  refolution 
taken  hy  his  right  hon.  Friend  (Mr.  JPiit)  to  prefs  a  motion  for 
an  inftrgflion  to  a  Committee,  which,  if  even  it  w;is  confiftent 
with  parliamentary  forms,  was  ftill  unncceffary,  becaufe  it 
^ouid  give  the  Comrnittee  no  powers  which  they  would  not 
have  without  that  inftrufiion.  The  cafes  wherein  it  was  nc# 
^eflary  to  vote  inftruaions  to  Committees  were,  thofe  wherein 
feme  new  provifion  or  claufe,  different  from  any  thing  in  th« 
hi W  referred  for  their  difcuflion,  was  neceflfary  to  be  adopted. 
)n  this  cafe,  however,  there  was  nothing  in  the  nature  or  fub- 
ftance  of  the  regulation  propi>fed  by  his  right  hon.  Friend, 
whidt  the  Committee  might  not  adopt  Hs  sttnendinents  to  the 
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l>ill  without  any  foch  inftnidion ;  ant!  therefore,  in  Tils  raind« 
it  would  Ik  the  better  way  to  let  the  Houfe  go  into  the  Com- 
nxittee  onemharraiied  by  an  inftruAron,  which  won  Id 'be  maiv- 
datory  upon  them,  if  they  did  not  think  fie  to  adopt  (Uc  pro- 
pofiiion^     His  right  hon.  Friend  had  fatd,  that  this  hill,  in  iti 
prefent  ihape,  would  go  to  injure  the  credit  of  the  country  ; 
but  always  a  friend  to  that  credit  as  he  was>  if  he  had  the  leaft 
idea  Hie  bill  could  have  fuch  a  tendency,  he  would  be  one  of 
,  the  (irft  toabandon  it.     His  own  original  idea  of  the  former 
income- tax  was,  that  it  (hoold  attach  upon  all  income  whatfo* 
ever,  withcot  Exception,  leaving  commodities  and  lalx)ur  to 
find  their  own  level  in  confequence;-»but  to  this  it  was  ob« 
jedledy  that  vaft-  numbers  were  (d  circumflanced^  as  not  to  be 
able  to  raife  their  wages  in  time  to  avoid  feeling  fevere  pref« 
fure  from  the  tax ;  and  therefore  it  was  that  an  exemption  of  the 
poorer  claiTes  was  adopted.     But  in  principle,  he  thought  that 
the  tax  ought  to  attach  upon  every  man  in  proportion  to  his 
income*.    It  did  not  attach  upon  the  funds  merely  as  fusids, 
,bat  as  an  income  arifing  from  capital  fo  veflcd ;   atid  therefore 
in  the  diftinfiion  taken  by  the  bill,  between  (he  income  arifing 
principally  from  fmall  capita},  and  much   perfonal   lat  ourf 
which  was  uncertain  and  fludluating,  and  muft  ceofe  with  the 
deathi  or  even  the  illnefs,  of  the  party,  and  that  on  the  income 
arifing  from  folia  and  permanent  capital  in  the  funds,  he  thought 
the  dtftinAbn  made  by  the  bill  extremely  fair,  as  its  principle 
was  to  tax  income  ariiing  from  capital,  and  exempt,  as  much 
aspoffibie,  that  arifing  from  perfonal  labour.     Irs  obje£t  alfo. 
was,  in  conformity  to  the  principle  of  raifing  the  fupplies  for 
the  public  fervice  within  the  year,  by  a  tax  on  property  in  every 
tangible  Aiape.  ' 

Mr.  Bubingtm  obferved,  that  the  principle  of  exemption  to 
perfonal  and  profeffional  labourers  was  not  carried  throughout 
the  bill ;  and  he  thought  alfo  with  Mr.  Pitt  on  the  propriety 
of  exempting  fmall  capitals  in  the  funds. 

Sir   rr.  Giorj  faid,  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Pitt)  | 

had  faid  this  brll  would  bear-hard  upon  the  funds,  and  injure  I 

the  public  credit ;  hut  he  defended  thcf  tax  as  fair  upon  funds  ' 

as  well  as  upon  every  other  fpecies  of  income. 

Mr.  Pitt  explained  by  repeating  his  former  point. 

Mr»  Eliifon  faid,  he  had  the  honour  to  vote  formerly  for 
the  income  tax  propofed  by  his  right  hon.  Friend  under  the 
gallery  (Mr.  Pitt).  He  perfcftly  coincided  with  his  opinion 
that  night  on  the  exemption  of  minor  incomes  in  the  funds,  and 
en  landed  po&ffians ;   but  conceiving  the  Committee  fully 

competent 
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ibmpctent  to  adopt  tfic  right  hon.  GentlemanV  propofition,  hy 
way  of  amendmcnti  without  any  previous  inftru£^ion,  he 
would  vole  for  an  inftniftion  to  the  Committee,  which  would 
feem  to  have  no  other  cbjcft  than  tt)  cmharrafs  his  Majefiy*s 
Minifters. 

After  a  few  obfervations  from  Sir  Robert  Williams  and 
General  Gafcoync,  who  fpoice  in  approbation  of  the  propo- 
fition  of  Mr.  Pitt,  the  report  was  ordered  to  he  brought  in. 

Mr.  Pitt  now  rofe  to  make  his  promifed  motion ;  la 
doing  which  he  declined  the  repetition  of  the  arguments 
he  had  already  ufed  in  fuppprt  of  it.  His  motion,  he  faid, 
was  objefted  to  on  the  ground  that  the  Corhn^ittee  was 
empowered  to  do  that  which  he  wiihed,  without  inftruc* 
tlon;  but  as  nothing  was  faid  to  difpute  the  Parliamentary 
regularity  of  the  motion  he  propol'ed,  he  felt  it  his  duty  to 
perfift  in  it;  becaufe,  however  he  might otherwife  approve 
the  prel'ent  bill,  he  could  not  give  it  his  aflent,  unlela  the 
principle  to  which  he  alluded  fhould  be  adopted  ;  nor  would 
be  vote  that  the  bill  go  into  a  Committee,  until  he  (hould 
have  the  aflurance  be  now  defired  to  that  efFed.  The  ar- 
gument againft  his  motion  was,  that  the  Committee  may 
adopt  the  principle  without  the  idlrufiion  ;  his  motive  for 
perilling  was,  that  with  the  inftrudion  they  muft  adopt  it ; 
and  he  was  convinced  that  if  the  Comnuttee,  after  fuch 
inftrudion,  omitted  to  adopt  the  principle,  it  would  be  a 
full  reafon  to  induce  the  Hotife  to  re-commit  the  bill.  He 
knew,  that  in  the  ufual  mode  of  voting  inftruAions  to  / 
Committees,  "  that  they  have  power  to  adopt  fuch  and 
(uch  claufes,"  it  is  for  their  option  to  adopt  or  rejeA ;  but 
where  the  indruflion  is  poiitive  and  mandatory,  the  Houfe 
would,  of  courfe,  exaA  compliance  with  its  poiitive  inftruc- 
tion.  He  dated  thefe  reafons,  not  to  Ihew  that  in  all  cafes 
inftruftions  were  neceiTary  to  Cu^mmittees  for  the  adoption 
of  particular  claufes,  but  becaufe  this  was  a  cafe  whiOb  he 
coniidered  of  importance,  and  one,  without  which  he  could 
not  give  his  afTent  to  the  bill.  He  faid,  he  was  not  a  little 
hurt  at  an  imputation  coming  from  an  honourable  Member 
on  the  other  ftde  of  the  Houfe  (Mr.  Ellifon)  that  he  had 
cbofen  this  motion  as  an  attack  to  cmbarrafs  bis  Majefty's 
Government,  What !  (continued  Mr.  Pitt)  an  attack  on 
bis  Majefty's  Governnient,  becaufe  a  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment ufes  that  which  is  his  undoubted  privilege*— tomove 
for  an  inftiuAion  to  a  Committee  upon  a  bill  in  difcuffion 
before  the  Houfe  !    I  fbould  be  furprifed,  indeed^  if  any  of 

the 
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the  right  honoufable  Gentlemen  below-  me  conceived  my 
motion/  or  my  condud:.  cb^t  night»  in  any  fucb  view  as  an 
attacl»  upon  their  mes^fure^.  ^J  hey  have  knuwo  fur  weeks 
pail  my  objections  on*tt)is  ground;  and  if  I  did*  not  ftatQ 
thep3  pubhcly,  in  the  fiift  inftance,  but  rather  waited  till 
the  laft^n^oment,  it  w^is  becaufe  I  hoped  the  alteration 
would  have  been  made  in  the  bill  befi)re  it  came  to  this 
fiage  Mr.  Pitt  concluded  by  moving,  '*  That  it  be  an  in* 
ilrudion  to  the  Committee  on  the  bill,  to  iniert  a  claufe  for 
exempting. all  income  arifing,  from  lands>  -or  from  property 
in  ti^e  funds,  in  the  fame  ^lanner  as  income  aiiiing-  from 
any  other  fpecie^  of  .property^  pi^ofeiTion,.  or  employ* 
mcnt."  .    . 

,  Mr.  Speaker  rofc  and  faid,  that  confiderkig  the  turn  which 
the  debate  had. taken,  h,€  f<plt  it  his  duty  to  {^4(69  that  he 
pnteniined  Arong  doubts  whether  it  would  be  regular,  or 
confident  with  the  eilabiilhcd  order  of  parliamentary  pro* 
ceedings,  to  put  a  quellion  from  tl  e  Chair,  upon  the  motion 
proppfed  bv  |he  right  honoMrable  Gentlemafi,  conceiving 
fis  h^e  did|.  that  the  Committee  would  hav^  power  to  adopt 
the  prrncipie  iwithout  th^.inftruf^ion,  .wbi(;h  would*  there- 
fore, be  pAnf^c^flary.  ii.e  fatd  he  had  not  been  able  ta  re* 
collect  aay  cafe. in  which  fuch  a  motion  had  been  put  from 
tlie  Chair,  nor  had  he  been  reminded  of  any  fuch  cafe  in 
the  courfe  pf  the  debate ;  nor  had  he  .eyer  unflerdood  that 
^e  ppw^r. given  to  a  Committee  by  a  vote  of  inftiudiont 
was  mandatory. upon  them  to  adopt  the  purpofe  for  which 
they  were  fo  inftruCied  ;  at  the  (ame  time  he  Ihould  cheer- 
fully dp  his  duty  in  putting  any  queAion  from  the  Chair 
which  the  Houfe  (Uouljd  think  proper  to  dired.    , 

Mr,  jPitt  prpfffled  the  bigheft  deference  to  tiie  authority 
pfttia  Chair;  but  laid,  that  although  he  had  not  thought  ix 
lieceilary  to  fearch  for  fp<;cific  precedents  applicable  to  this 
cafe,  which  \9rere  fo  numerous  on  the  journals,  though  not| 
perhaps,  in  any  recent  praClice,  he  had,  however,  requeued 
$L  ftjend.  to  look  to  the  journals,  who  had  found  one  pre* 
cifely  in  point.  It  was  in  feiCon  of  1721,  vol.  19,  page 
4»23,  when  a  bill  was  before  the  Houfe  for  appointing  com* 
miflioners  to  examine  the  debts  due  by  a  Paymailer  of  the 
forces,  and  it  was  moved  as  an  ioArudion  to  the  Com* 
fnittee  on  the  bill,  to  nominate  the  fame  Commiflioners  as 
liad  been  appointed  by  the  bill  of  the  preceding  vears. 
Ilere. then  was  an  inftance  where  the  Committee^  without 
jTuch  inftruJEIioQ,  fpight  i>ominate  or  rejeft  thofe  perfons  ^r 
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my  Off  theki ;  but  the  infftroMon  tx^iog  OMiidatory*  thejr 
wer^  boi^nd  imd  did  comply  with  k. 
•  The  CkanHU^r  $f  t*i  Exehfqutr  itX^  be  felt  great  dcU-r 
caey  ift  <)eHvering  bis  optnion  on  the  point  which  bad 
irtiiM  the  •  <f<>iibt  exprelied  frooo  the  Chair ;  and  though 
lie  'codM  nht  certainly  take  upon  him  to  Iay»  that  toe 
motion  ftilide  for  this  inftnifiion  was  irregular,  he  certainlr 
mfght  b^  allowed  to  sive  bis  opinioo,  that  it  was  not  ufuai, 
and.  was  a  meaiute  of  that  kina  which  be  could  leaft  of  ail 
hav^  e^peAed  on  the  prefent  occafion.  *  In  the  very  nature 
of  things,  it  was  impoffible  that  a  Committee  fhould  be  in-» 
firuAed'todo-tbit»  fet*.  the  doing  of  which  thereisadi(^ 
cretionarj  power  vefted  in  it.  Such  a  proceeding  was 
always  Uu^d^iA  cafts  where  a  larger  power  was  intended  to 
be  given,  but  never  in  a  cafe  of  this  kitfd.  It  had  been 
flatedby  his  tight  honourable  Friend,  that  fome  Gentlemen j^ 
in  the  courfe  o{  the  debate,  had  contended  that  fuch  an  in-* 
ihoAidn  as  the  prefent  Was  a  dired  refleAion  on  and  attack; 
againft  his  Majefty's  Miniilers.  He  did  not  recoiled  ta 
have  heard  fuch  a  fentimcnt  deKrerod  by  any  one  ;  and^ 
fbr  his  own  ptirty  he  aflured  the  Hdufet  and  bis  right  boH 
fiourable  Fnen<Sl,  that  he  perfooaliy  had  never  felt  it  as  i^ 
fbbject  of  complaint.  He  only  wondered  bo  had  not  heard 
of  it  before  that  night-  He  hadmade  ita  poifft  to  teike  tlie 
opinions  of  all  thofe  who  could  be  fuppofed  beft  capable  of 
forming  a  true  judgment  of  the  nature  of  tbepubiic  fiinds^ 
and  in  what  refpeA  this  tat  would  aff(A'thein»  by  being 
laid  on  the  income  arifing  therefrom;  and  from  eveir 
information  he  had  been  able  to  «(equire,.he  could  nbi  find 
that  any  one  perfon  With  whom  he  bad  converfed  on  the 
bjeA,  was  at  all  aware,  or  had  conceived  the  (patleft  i<(ea^ 
the  diftinAion  of  which  his  right  honoiirable  l^riend 
complained  was  in  any  refpeA  held  to  be  inoonfiftent  with 
the  public  faith,  it  was  not,  be  laid,  ins  intention  at 
prefent  to  enter  into  that  queftion  ;  but  be  wou^d  beg.  the 
Houfe  to  coniider  the  ftate  in  which  it  now  flood.  This 
was  a  bill  which  it  was  neccflary  fliould  pafs  as  Jtooii  a^ 
pHlibte,  as  on  it  very  much  depended  the  public  credit  of 
the  country.  Kvery  ipethod  bad  been  taken  to  expedite 
it,  by  ftating  Whet  were  its  contents ;  and  if  there  had  beci\ 
any  ferious  objeAion  to  any  part  of  it»  fuch  mirht  certainly 
have  been  brought  forward  in  the  previous  uages  of  th^ 
bin.  When  the  Houfe  went  intoa  Committee, -^rt/srinat 
)p  order  tbat  the  bill  ipi|^l  be  printed  for  the  coqgderation 

of 
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t9f  the  Houfe»  (Ht  thf  qwftion  tbat  the  Speaker  4o  leanre  the 
nhaatt  it  would  have  been  C0aipeteiit  te  Mj  right  honour* 
Mc  Friend  t0  have  oiovedi  that  before  that  Ibould  take 

Kace»  fuch  parts  of  the  bill  as  relate  to  public  crtdit  Ihould 
t  left  out,  and  the  merits  of  this  quefiioa  mi^t  have  been 
then  difcuflad',  in  a  manner  much  more  fiitiafi»ftorily,thaa 
|)y  the  method  purfued  on  the  prefent  JKCtfy^n*'  That 
Ihge  of  the  bill  bad  pa&d ;  and  now»  wheft  the  Houfe  was 
ning.into  the  Committee,  for  the  porpofe  of  bringing  into 
full  and  fair  difcufiion,  the  principle  and  meiiti  of  the  bill* 
the  motion  was  brought  forward,  for  ail  iaftruAioa  to  the 
Committee  to  exempt  certain,  peribps  from  being  taked# 
under  an  idea  that  taxing  them  was  a  bi«ach  of  public 
faith.  He  would  not  fay  that  &ch  a  motion  was  irreffularf 
but  be  thought  it  not  very  Candida  and  that  it  viould  be  a 
much  better  mode  of  proceedii^  for  the  right  fafoqour* 
able  Gentleman  even  now  to  move  that  fucb-parts  of  the 
bill  as  relate  to  the  public  credit  be  left  out,  than  to  perfift 
in  his  prefent  motion. 

Mv.'Piit  faid,  it  could  not  be  Very  interefting  to  the 
Houfe  to  know-exaftly  at  what  time  the  right  honourable 
Gentlem&n  was  made  acquainted  with  bis  difapprobation 
0f  the  tax  oif  the  funds ;  but  be  could  and  would  pofitively 
fay,  that  he-  had  given  him  intimation  of  it  from  the  mo-^ 
ment  be  knew  of  the  bill.  He  was  furprifed  to  find  hUn^ 
felf  now  reprobated  for  not  having  made  his  objections  in 
previous  ftages  of  the  bill ;  but  the  Houfe  muft  be  fenfible 
that  he  bad  tiefmined  from  doing  fo  at  the  expreisdeiire  of 
'  the  right  hotiourable  Gentleman)  who  bad  requefted  that 
the  bill  might  go  through  a  Committee  in  order  to  be 
printed,  and  that  all  difculuon  on  the  fubjeft  fhould  be  poft- 
ported  till  the  prefect  occafion.  He  had  made  the  r%ht 
1ionoura1>Fe  Gentleman  acquainted  with  what  he  thpi^t  of 
the  defe£l  of  tliat  part  of  the  bill ;  and  he  had  entertained 
hopes  that,  amongu  the  other  parts  of  it  which  had  under- 
gone-alteratrons  and  amendments,  this  part  of  it  ntight  have 
come  in  for  Its  (hare.  In  this  hope  he  waved  making  any 
public  oppofitibn  to  it,  from  a  fincere  defire  to  prooaote  the 
bill  if  that  defeft  was  removed. 

The  Cfi^Hccihr  of  tht  Exthct^uer  folemnly  afTured-  the 

Houfe',  that  nothing  could  be  further  from. his  idea,  than 

^  that  fuch  a  mode  of  proceeding  was  intended  to  be  purfued. 

As  to  the  early  part  of  the  right  hon.  Gentlerpan^s  fpeech, 

'he  aiTured  him  he  never  meant  to  complain  of  a  want 

•i  T  2  of 
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of  comtnutitcation  of  bis  fcniimeim  on  the  fubjefi ;  but 
onty  that  he  had  never  cunfidered  tliat  it  was  entcrtaine<> 
fbr  k  moment  in  any  quarter,  that  an  exemption  was  tt 
bread)  of  faith.  Kveh  now  it  would  be  better  to  leave  out 
tfaa^'part  oF  the  hill  which  relates  to  public  credit^  thaa  to 
brM^  forward  fuch  an  objection  on  lucli  an  occa(ioD,<  and 
for  luch  a  purpofe.  He  declared  foiemnlyy  tliat  in  wjbal 
he^liad  faid  as  to  the  conduA  of  the  riglit  hon.  Gentlexaaii 
in  bringing  forward  his  motion,  he  did  not  mean  to  conveyt 
even  a  complsiint,  much  lefs  a  reproach. 

Sir  ly.  Fnlunty  faid,  he  faw  this  queftion  in  a  vcff 
different  point  of  view  from  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  who 
moved  tbi»inftru(lion.  Tlie  principle  of  this  bill  he  ua« 
iletilood  to'be  this,  vi2.  that  every  one  fluil  pay  a  fair  and 
equal  proportion  of  his  income  ;  and  the  queftion  ought  to 
be«  whether  you  will  admit  any  exemptions  at  all  ?  If  you 
admit* one  iingle  exemption,  you  go  againft  the  main  prin- 
ciple of  equality  \  hut  he  denied  that,  by  allowing  any  ex- 
emptions, the  Houfe  would  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  faith. 
He  fhould,  thcreti)re,'V(>ie  againft  the  inflruftion. 
.  The  right  hon.  the  Treafurer  of  the  Navy  obfcrvcd,  ihal 
the  exprefs  wifh  of  the  right  hon.  Gcntlcmto  (Mr.  PitiJ 
was,  that  the  Houfe  Oiould  rake  every  precaution  in  order  to 
prevent  any  infradion  of  the  public  faith.  He  was  as 
anxious  to  promote  fuch  an  intention  as  he  believed  the  right 
hon  Gentleman  pofTibly  could  be,  and  he  had  no  doubt  that 
fuch  was  alfo  the  earned  defirc  of  thofe  Oentlemcn  who 
brought  forward  or  fupported  the  prefcnt  nieafiire.  This, 
w^s  auaiking  their  conduft  by  a  for^  o^JiJi  whJ^  which  h^- 
did  not  think  was  altogether  fair  or  proper  at  the  pre- 
fcnt moment.  If  it  was  right  that  a  tax  upon  pro- 
perty (hould  be  pafTed  to  fupport  the  exigencies  of  the  State 
at  (he  prefent  cnTis,  he  thought  there  could  be  no  great 
impropriety  in  the  Bank  paying  the  perfon  who  came  \o  re- 
ceive his  dividend  all  btit  the  tax,  and  handitig  over  the 
amount  of  the  tax  lo  the  proper  officer.  For  his  part,  h<^ 
could  not  fire  how,  or  wiih  what  propiiety*  the  impofmg.of 
a  tax  CiHild-be  termed  a  breach- of  faith»  when  the  defence  of 
the  country^  and  the  matntenanoe  of  hs  government,  required 
that  fuch  a  faCrifice  Ihould  be  made  for  the  general  beue^t  of 
the  whole.  Under  fuch  ci.Cumflanccs,  where  was  the  im- 
propriety in  taxing  A.  when  it  was  admitted  that  B.  (landu)^ 
perhaps  in  d'ffcrenr  circnmRances,  but  who  received  tlio 
fame  annual  iacomCi  or  poircircd  the  fame  amount  of  capital^ 

wuuU 
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would  be  (axed  tb  %hi  Tiitnt  ambjfn't  ?    *t*h,e  .right  honqunblo^ 
(ienilernan  had  dbcUr^  that  it  was  not  his  dcfire  ip  etn- 
barrafi  or  to  rhwirt'lhe  intemions  of  his  Majefty's  Qovcra- 
ibpni.      He  gave  the  f ighi  fion.  Gentleman  the  ooolliunple 
Credit  10  the  full  ixieitt  of  fuch  a  declaration  ;  but  be'would 
^nt  it  ta  ihe  candour  of  the  right  html.  Genileman  wbethori 
inhft  prefcnt  crifls,  It  wouTd  not  he  more'conlideratei  and 
thofe  patriotic  to  fupprcfs  a  fentiment  like  that,  the  meaning 
»tid  inicniion  of  which  was  fo  liable  to  be  )>erveried  in 
anuthcT  place  J    After  ihe  obfervation  which  had  corn*  from 
fiich  high  and  rerpeflabie  authoriry,  he  put  it  w  ihe  feelings 
and' the  candour  of  the  right  hon.  Genileman,  whether  it 
was  right  to  perlift  in  urging  the  pTOprieiyof  hii  motion^ 
after  the  information  he  had  received  of  its  irrwularity  fimn 
the  Chair  i     (Ni,  m,  no  <  from  allftdts  efjht  Houft.)  -  Th« 
n'ght  hon.  Gentleman  refumcd.    It  was  not  his  with  to  mif- 
reprefent  the  feniimentt  of  any  Gentleman,  but  more  par- 
ticularly thofe.  which  were  delivered  front  fuch  high  au- 
thority as  that  of  the  perfon  to  whom  he  then  alluded.      At 
all  events  he  cmild  twt  agree  thai  it  would  be  becoming  in 
ihai  Houfe  to  be  ihe  foremoft,  except  the  city  of  London, 
in  rcGding  the  operation  of  the  bill  at  fuch  a  crifis  as  (he 
preftni.     In  ihls  loo  it  might  be  obferred  that,  though  that 
corporation,  on  all  other  occafiuns,  was  conftdered  as  almolt 
the  leaiter  of  all  the  other  corporations  of  the  country,  yet 
it  was  worthy  of  icmark,  that  in  this  inffance,  not  one  city. 
not   one  county,    nor  one   borough  throtighout  the   Whdlc 
country  had  followed  (heir  example.     Some Gentlemeir  batl 
obfervcJ,  that  the  prefent  was  to  be  confidered  as  a  laxariGng 
from  capital  only ;   if  that  were  to  be  the  cafe,  Oovemmeat 
and  the  Country  would  be  deprived  of  the  afli fiance  of  a 
great  pan  of  this  important  meafure.     There  was  a  very 
confiderable   number  of  perfons   who,   though  engaged  id 
trade,  yet  were  not  polTefTed  of  any  capital  whatfoever,  (hey 
Were  metely  dealers  on  commilTion,  and  p'ofTefTed'  no  prct- 
jjcfiy,  no  article  of  the  trade  in  which  they  dealf,  and  yet 
i^cre  wcrq  many  of  thofe  received  an  income  of  more  than 
150I.  a  year.     In  faA,  >aV>ng  it  in  every  point  of  view,  ht 
could  not  fee  the  becefTiiy  which  exided  for  the  Houfe  adopt- 
ing Ihe  terms  of  tbc  inflniiiiion  then  moved  to  be  given  to 
the  Committee;  and  he  thought  thai  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
tnan  (hould  have  paufed  before  he  uttered  the  cxprellluns  lo 
which  he  then  alluded— he  lamented  tbat  ifaey  came  itottk 
fuch  auihu'rity. 

Mr. 
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.  Mr.  PUi  ogertd  »  few  woids  in  etplMation.  Th«  right, 
lion.  Gentfenian  had  appealed  tahis  fedingsaiid  kia  caiulpur|p 
and  he  hs|d  fatd;  4ha(  ^^  he  (hould  hate  paufed  before  he 
littered**  the  expteffions  he  had  made  uie  erf  refpeAiag  that 
jneafure.  He  trufted  that  neither  bis  candcnit  nor  bis  feelings 
"woulii  ever  induce  hieti,  or  indeed  any  other  Member  gi  thai 
f^oufe,  fo  far  to  forget  the  duty  atMl  the  indepeadenca  of  j| 
^litifli  Member  of  Parliament,  as  to  refrain  from  expaeflTing 
in  plain  and  unequivocal  terms  whatever  might  be  his  opMon 
of  any  mesifure  which  was  broiight  before  that.  Uoufe* 

Sme  mention  had  been  made  of  oppofition  to  his  Ma^efty'^ 
iuifters»  aind  indeed  ibme  Gentlemen  appeared  to  him  to 
l^ve  contraded  fuch  a  regular  habit  of  oppofition,  that  ihe|r 
continued  the  fame  courfe  in  one  Adminiftration  which  they 
bad  traverfed  in  another.  He  was  happy  to  fee,  however^ 
that  there  was  one  Gentlemani  at  leaft>  who  did  not  reoaain 
lb  inflexible,  thai  feme  were  capable  of  feeing  the  neceflity 
ihefe  was  for  their  lending  their  aftiftance  to  bis  Majcftj^*s 
Minifters  at  this  important  crifis. 

Mr.  GHes  obferved,  that  the  claufe  which  had  been  objeAed 
to  referred  only  to  the  fmall  landholder  and  the  ftoclcholdcr. 
The  claufe^  however,  would  be  found  to  exiesd  to  oi  hers  who 
fell  within  the  defcription  given  only  to  them*  The  claufe^ 
in  fa£t»  went  on  a  general  principle  to  regulate  the  taxation 
of  all  capital  not  ariflng  from  induftiy*  He^.  on  the  wiiolet 
thought  the  prefent  tax  much  lefs  objedionable  than  the  late 
iocotpe.  taxy  which  an  honourable  Baronet  had  termed  his 
^ii^rUtid*  He  (hould,  therefbre,  vote  agalnft  the  in(iru£iioa 
which  had  been  moved  for  the  Conimittee. 

Mr.  Wilherforce  fpoke  in  favour  of  the  tfiftrufliort*  He 
coobend^d^  that  the  principle  of  it  was  to  takecarethat  thofe 
who  derive  their  incoines  from  public  funds  (hould  ftaad  on 
as  good  a  footing  as  thofe  who  bad  incomes  6f  other  kinds^

fed  a  great  drain  of  calh  f  j'om  Ireland  aniaially  to  pay  the 
interefi  to  the  holders  of  Irifll  ftocl;  in  England,  ^ui,  having 
tried  the  experiment  withoqt  fuccefs,  i\o  charges  would  relt 
againfl  him  tipon  the  ground  that  was  fo  alleged  to  be  im* 
pofiric. '  Ht  was  far,  however,  from  thinking,  notwithltand* 
ing  his  ill  fycccfs  in  the  preftnt  inftaAce,  that  the  Irifh  mar« 
ket  (houftd  not  be  tried  from  time  to  time  in  railing  the  loao 
#orthe  year. 

Mr.  Alexander  then  brought  up  the  report,  which  wa« 
agitedto;  and  Mrl  Cor^y  moved  ah  amendment  agreeably  to 
his  propo(Moif,  which  wat^dopted,  and  the  bill  ordered  to

of  tht^  benefit  ef.oiher  markets)  if^eoniequence/of  the  ^nor*^ 
mous  dmi^  laid  \ufwi  fug^ra  and  other  arucle9.<yf  tiwir  .p/c^ 
ducci   without  any  regard  to  their  (iaple  produce ;  or  th^il 
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this,  with  other  circuitiftances,  did  riot  allow  them  a  profit 
^y  any  means.propurtionaTe  to  the  grcatnefs  and  extent  of 
their  capitals ;   andf  praying  for  rdicf. 

The  petition  was  ordered'  to  He  on  the  table,  and  Mr.

The  Houfe  rcfolved  into  a  Committee,  to  refume  tfic 
conlideraiion  of  the  bill  for  ^mpofiag  a  duty  on  real  apd 
perfonal  property. 

When  the  claufe  which  requires  that  the  oecilpicrs  6f 
land  fhafl  pay  at  the  rate  of  9d.  in  the  pound  on  their  tent 
'was  read,  .  *" 

«*•   Mr.  iV/r  obferved,  that  the  principle  now  admitted  on 
all  bands  -was,  that  every  perlbn  ihould  pay  at  the  rate 
of  is.  out  of  every  2Qs.  of  his  income^     It  appeared  then, 
that  when  the  bill  propofed  to  take  9d.  per  p6und  on  the 
tenants,  it  was  aiRimed  that  that  would  aniount  to  tbe  &me 
fum  as  one  (hilling  in  the  pound  on  his  profits ;  or  ih  cm^er 
words,  it  was  calculated  that  his  annual  profits  w6re  equal 
to  3-4ths  of  his  rent.     The  bill,  however,  ought  to  decmre 
the  ground  on  which  this  eilimation  was  taken,  in  oitl^r  that 
the  principle  might  be  rendered  man! fed.   The  rent  adoney 
lowever,  could  i;iot  fhew  the  value  of  the  tenant^  profits  i 
for  of  two  farms  producing  the  fame  average  crop,  one 
might  pay  a  niuch  higher  rent  to  the  landlord  ojx  account 
of  its  paying  lefs  or  u6  tythes  and  poor  rates.  In  fucb  a  cafe 
fhe  eftinoation  of  llie  p.roiits  by  the  rent' would  be  very  un- 
*/air.  The  bill  propofed,  very  juftfy,  that  the  tenant  in  Scot- 
land (houid  pay  iixpence  in  the  pobnd,  becaufc  there  being 
no  pot^S  rates,  or  tytiies  in  that  country,  the  landlord  re^ 
ceivcs  a  higher  rent  than  in  England.    As  it  was  prefunie4

by  the  bill  tliat,  tl>e  Englifh  tenant's  profits  ace  equal  .to 
three  fourths  uf  his  reqt,  fo  it  was  fiippofed  that  the  Scotch 
tenant's  profits  were  equal  to  one-half  of  his  rent.  ^  he 
principle  of  the  eftimation,  however,  ought  to  be  declaredv 
that  it  might  not  appear  there  was  a Jl>opn  given  to  Scotlana 
where  none  was  iniended.  A  better  criterion  of  the  profits 
Off  U)«  farmer  ought  alfo  to  be  adopted,  and  he  believed 
that  would  be  found  in  the  aggregate  of  the  I'ent,  tyibesy 
|U}d  poor-rates. 

,  Cuionel  IVooJ  thought  there  were  confiderable  difficulties 
>n.th/e  Wiiy  of  the  laft  fuggeftion  of  the  right  hon.  Gentle-* 
x|iaji.  In  his  opinion,  it  would  be  better  to  adhere  altoge** 
ther  to  the  calculation  on  the  rack  rent,  or  to  leave  the 
matter  to  Jthe  difcretion  of  the  afTeflbr.  ^ 

Mr.  Fiu  confideredy  that  although  an  abfolute  equality 
might  be  imprafticabie,  though  a  perfeA  fyitem  could  not 
be  dee;iicd  attainable,  that  ftill  the  Houft  was  not,  on  that 
account,  to  debar  itfelf  from  approaching  as  nearly  •as  it 
poflibly  could  to  fuch  a  perfediion.  He  pointed  out  the  in^- 
equalities  in  the  operation  of  the  a£t,  as  at  prefent  framed) 
lA  taking  rent  as  the  criterion  of  the  income  of  a  farmer 
lie  inftanced  the  cafe  of  two  farms  adjacent  to  each  otherj^ 
one  of  which  might  be  extraparochial  and  tythe-free,  and 
the  other  liable  to  both  outgoings,  yet  paying  both  the  fame 
rent.

.'ferved,  with  relpeft  to  what  had  been  advanced  a$  4o  tile 
pour  rates,  as  being  of  fufficient  notoriety  lo  conlHiute  n  cit- 
(erion;  that  thc^'' were  mod  accurately  afccrlainiible,  and 
>thch  tbe  <)\ieft1ori  would  be,  whetlier,  having- this  additional 
]t:riteiion  in  our  power,  we  ftioufd  piocecd  (0  niake  anefii- 
^iiate  without  it.     ^s  Lo  what  the  Chancellor  of  tJie  Kxche- 
j^uor^'ha'd  kiv^nccd  relative  to  tythes,  it  ainountcd  .only  to 
ti>ts>  that  as  jjcrfeflion  in  that  criteiion  cpukl  not  be  obtain* 
ued,  we  v^r6  riviito  avail  ourfelves.pf  ii  at  aJUthowgh  inmc^ 
cafes  of^conficferable  ufe.     This^  to  ufe  an  obvious  parallel; 
w»^,  'as  if  irt  Ihe  conftruflion  of  a  tiinepiecet  we  Q.ould  not 
ffitv^hi  the  variation  of  the  pendulum,  we  ibould  ufe  itd

It  is 
prdpoTed  to  apply  the  rate  to  the  rent  alone  He  coatended, 
howcvqr^  that  as  the  value  of  a  farm  can  alone  be  eftimated 
by  its  outgoings^  of  which  rent  only  formed  a  parr,  it  wa9 
better  to  apply  the  jate»  fay  three- fourths,  to  the  aggregate  oJT 
rent,  lythe,  and  poor  rates,  which  would  bed  Ihow  the  mmofl: 
oapacity  of  the  land^  and  probable  tniereft  of  the  ten;int. 
Tills  was  a  principle  of  fncb  indifputable  ju(tice,  that  he 
ihould  be  obliged  to  perfift  in  it,  and  (hould  be  forry  to  find 
Government,  in  a  moment  like  this,  when  the  utmofl  zeal 
and 'unanimity  (hou)d  be  called  forth,  capable  of  oppodng  it. 
•  Sir  ff^^  Pulimey  conceived  rent  the  bcft  criterion  of  value,* 
as  it  was  mod  coiifidered,  and  bed  underdood  by  farmrrs. 

Sir.JF.  Baring  was  for  increafmg  the  proportion  of  the  fisir^ 
mers  by  the  aggregate  rate.  He  was  convinced  they  ct>ui(( 
bear  ii.  Many  of  them,  during  lad  war,  bad  made  great 
fortunes. 

Mr.  G.  Vanjittart  thought  the  cafe  quoted  by  Mr.  Pitt, 
as  to  the  difference  of  rent  from  one  to  two  hundred  a  year, 
on  account  of  one  paying  the  tythes  and  poor  rates,  un-» 
founded  in  faft ;  farmers,  he  faid,  never  took  tythes  or 
poor  rates  into  coniideratioo  wiien  they  took,  their  farms. 

Mr.  \V.  Smith  could  not  ^eree  to  tbis^  he  was  acquainted 
with  a  town,  even  in  which  the  rents  were  proieilediy  low, 
on  accounc  of  the  great  amount  of  poor  rates.  This  was, 
in  fad,  the  ground  on  which  the  prefent  bill  proceeded  in 
making  the  rate  lower  for  Scotland.  It  aflured  us,  as  there 
were  no  tythes  or  poor  rates  in  tliat  country,  the  rents  muft 
nccedkrily  be  higher.     . 

Mr.  N.  Vanjittart  objefted  to  the  rate  on  the  aggregate^ 
eopceiving  it  would  diminifli  the  amount  of  the  tax. 

Mr.  P'u^  faid  this  could  not  be.  The  bill  propofed  to 
take  on  three-fourths  of  the  rent.  Now  his  propoiition  tool 
on  the  rent  and  alio  the  account  of  tythes  and  poor  rates. 
That  it  would  therefore  produce  more  indcad  of  tefe  wak 
foiTiething  a3.1ike  certainty  as  he  could  conceive. 

The  Attorney  General  admitted  that  the  aggregate  rate 
wonld. certainly  increafe  the  amount  of  the  tax,  but  as  they 
alieady  took  it  on  a  rack  rent,  this  mode  might  produce 
more  tfa^n  they  meant  to  take. 

Mr.  Pitt  obfervcd,  that  this  was  new  (haping  the  argu** 
ment.  All  objedions  were  at  fird  cuniincd  to  tiie  ifftOi  of 
tiimini/hing  the  tax ;  and  when  he  had  anfwered  them,  the 
learned  Gentleman  arraigned  the  judice  ol  bis  fuggeftiom 

and 
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and  contended  it  wmiJd  produce  tpo  much.  'As«  however, 
It  was  the  nioft  perfcil  criterion,  the  refult  would  be  moft 
confonant  to  the  purpofes  of  the  bill/ 

Mr.  Bragge  did  not  think  it  fufficiently  proved  that  the 
defeft  con^plained  of  in  thp  amount  of  a  fiinilar  j>)an^  under 
the  amended  income  aft,  proceeded  from  a  defeftive  rate, 
or  too  great  complexity  of  the  plaSi. 

Mr.  Cowen  thouglit  rent,  in  fome  caies,  a  very  imperfeft 
criterion  of  profit,  as  in  th6  cafes  of  accommodation  ground 
oear  large  towns. 

'  Mr.  Calvert  propofed,  that  houfes  not  taken  for  the  pur- 
pofe  of  farming  Ihouid  be  exempted. 

The  Attorney  General  faw  no  objeftion  to  the  amendment 
at  prefent,*  but  referved  to  htmfelf  the  liberty  of  altering  it, 
if' It  (hould  appear  improper  upon  farther  confideration. 

Mr.  ^Pht  propofed,  that  the  principle  of  the  formfcr  in*. 
come  tax  fhoura  be  adopted  in  the  manner  of  coHefti^  t4ie 
tax,  by  the  value  of  the  tythes,  and  moved,  that  aclaui^ 
to  this  puipofe  (bould  be  introduced. 

The  Houfe  divided:    -

^  a  criterion.  It  feem^d  to  be  agreed,  that  ibis  method 
was  verv  uncertain,  and  ought  only  to  be  refoft^d  to  in  caf<r 
of  heireifity*  '  <

'ments,  M».  Alexander  reported  progrefe.

Lord  Archihald  Hamilton  hoped,  that  previoufly  to  the 
c^ueflion  being  put,  he  might  be  indulged  in  aiking  a  quef- 
tion,  the  anfwer  to  which  might  fave  fome  future  trouble* 
What  he  wiflied  to  know  was,  whether,  confiftently  with 
parliamentary  order,  there  would  now  bean  opportunity  of 
reviling  the  provifions  of  the  magiftrates  inaemni:y  bill  f 
He  confidered  it  as  introducing  quite  a  new  principle  in  thf 
laws,  which  he  conceived  to  require  more  dif<;ui&oii  before 
it  ought  to  be  adopted,  if  adopted  at  all. 

'the  Attorney  General  replied,  that  underftanding  the  noble 
Lord,  and  others,  entertained  fome*  objeftions  to  the  biiU 
he  had  abftaiiied  from  moving  the  order  for  its  third  read- 
ing, left  it  ihould  produce  a  difcuiCon  which  miglit  inter- 
fere with  the  other  important  bufinefs  of  the  day.  How- 
ever, confidering  the  prefent  advanced  flage  of  the  bill,  hf 
beliex^d  there  was  no  other  way  in  which  any  alljeviatioQ 
could  he  made  In  i^  except  by  holding  a  conference  with 
the  Lords.  As  it  was  highly  neccffary  that  the  bill  flioufd 
proceed  without  delay,  he  (hould  move  the  third  reading  of 
It,  ihould  any  opporiunitv  occur  in  the  courfe  of  the  cay*, 
either  by  the  properij^  bill  being  deferred  on  account  -fa  ihin 
attendance,  or  from  any  other  caufe  which  might  admit  of 
tlie  intended  diicuflion.  But  if  even  the  objedions  uHuded 
to  fiipuld  be  fupported  on  a  better  foundation  than  he  rnti« 

ctiycd 


ceived  them  to  have,  they  did  not  appear  to  him  of  fuffidenC 
moment  to  de^pr  a  bill  of  fo  mucji  urgebcy.  He  believed 
however,  that  oq  more  mature ,  gonfideration.  the  noble 
Lord  would  be  convinced  that  the  pbieaions  proceeded 
only  from  a  mifconception  of  the  law,  and  that  fo,  far  from 
Introducing  any  new  principle,  the  hill  was  pcrfeajy  cm. 
hftcnt  with  every  old  one.  The  prcfent  bill  would  only 
lave  trouble  and  expenpe,  and  give  to  magiftratps  and  coa- 
llables  that  indemnity  which  the  law  would  afford.  A  ma" 
giftrate  may  be  induced  from  inadvci  fence,  mifiuforniatioD. 
or  falfe  charges,  to  ilTue  his  warrant,  and  a  conftable  of 
conrfc  to  execute  it,  upon  a  perfoq  quite  innocent  of  u.e 
oftence.  This  man  had  his  remedy  at  law,  and  might  brine 
his  aclion  agamft  both  or  either  of  them  for  falfe  imprifon- 
ment,  but  If  he  could  not  prove  that  the  proceedings  were 
malicious,  he  could  not  pofllbly  fuccced ;  and  the  main 
puipoitjof  this  bill  was  to  prevent  fuch  litigious  and  vexa-

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portion  of  the  tax  to  be  paid  by  funded  property  (hoiild  be 
(lopped  out  of  the  dividends  at  the  Bank.  It  would  therefdre 
be  ihe  objeS  of  ihc  new  claufes  to   dire6l  that   the  ftock- 

*  holder*s  return  (hould  be  made  in  the  farne  manner  as  thofe 
of  other  perfons  :  if,  however,  after  the  expi'ation  of  fiic 
months  no  return  (hould  be  made,  it  was  intended  in  fuch 
cafes  to  give  the  power  of  collefling  the  tax  at  the  Bank  in 

•  the  manner  firft  propofed.  He  trufted  this  arrangement 
would  obviate  all  the  objcdions  which  had  been  made  to  the 
clati:es  in  their  prefent  (hape,  and  at  the  fame  tiitie  afford 
fufficient  fecority  to  the  revenue. 

A  long  converfation  took  place  on  the  claufe  relative 
to  foreign  (lockholders. 

'^1  he  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  introduced  an  amend- 
ment, which  not  only  exempts  ftock, already  purchaftd  by 
foreigners  from  the  tax,  but  alfoall  funded  property,  which 
may,  during  the  operation  of  the  afl,  be  acquired  by  per- 
fons not  fubjcds  of  his  MajeHy,  and  not  refiding  in  the 
Britifli  dominions. 

Mr.  Pitt  expreiTed  his  fatisfaftion  at  finding  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman  was  at  laft  convinced  of  the  erroneous 
principles  on  which  the  bill  was  originally  founded,  with 
rclpeft  to  funded  property.  It  was  now  not  only  acknow- 
ledged that  a  violation  of  public  faith  had  bc*n  avoided,  but 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  had  extended  his  correflion  of  the 
evil  to  points  which  were  not  hinted  at  in  the  afgumeiatf  he 
had  thought  it  his  duty  to  fubmit  on  this  fubjeA  to  the 
Commiute. 

The  (  hanccllor  of  the  Exchequer  could  notadmit  that  thebilf, 
as  it  originally  Rood,  contained  any  breach  of  faith,  tn  the 
prefent  inltance  it  was  not  any  doubt  in  his  mind  refpefling 
the  right  of  the  Legidature  to  extend  the  tax  to  funded  pro- 
perty, which  might  hereafter  be  acquired  by  foreignersi  that 
had  induced  him  to  fugged  the  amendment.  The  propo- 
fition  was  folely  foimded  on  con flderat ions  of  policy.;  for 
it  was  certainly  of  Importance  to  encreafe  the  number  of 
buyers  in  the  funds,  and  this  amend tncnt  he  conceived 
would  be  %  farther  inducement  to  foreigners  to  purchafe 
BritiOi  ftock. 

The  Atturne^  General  al.fo  contended,  that  the  principle 
upon  which  the  bill  ac  fird  went  implied  no  breach  of 
laith.  DiOindions  had  indeed  been  made  with  refpei^  to 
the  nature  of  property.     It  had  b^en  thought  juft  tu  make 

the 
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the  revenue  arifing  from  permanent  capital  in  Lon4on  in  tlie 
public  funds,  pay  more  than  the  precarious  profiiis  of  trade 
or  profeflion;  and  he  regretted  (hat  thofc  di(lin£lion$  wcrp 
abandoned  for  the  fake  of  that  uniformity*  of  principle, 
ivhich  his  right  hon.  friend  (Mr.  Pitt]  had  recommended. 

Mr.  Pitt  inOfted,  that  the  only  ground  for  the  exemption 
of  foreigners  was  the  avoiding  a  breach  of  public  faith. 
Making  them  liable  to  the  tax  vvuild  not  prevent  ihcm  from 
buying  in'.o  our  funds.  'J  he  advantages,,  and  the  fccuriiy 
enjoyed  by  the  Criiifh  (lockhoider  above  the  public  creditor 
of  any  other  country,  would  always  procure  plenty  of  pur- 
chafers. 

After  fome  further  converfation,  the  amendment  was 
agreed  to. 

The  paragraph  in  fchedulc  D,  which  fubjefls  the  annual 
profits  made  by  perfons  not  the  fubjeds  of  his  Britannip 
Majefty,  nor  refident  in  Great  Britain,  oh  trade  or  employ- 
ment exercifed  in  Great  Britain,  to  a  duty  of  is.  for  20$# 
underwent  a  very  long  difcullion.  It  was  at  lad  agreed 
to  refer  if  for  future  confideration. 

The  fitfl  rule  of  fchedule  D,  No.  2,  which  direiSs  that 
the  duty  to  be  charged  in  refpefl  of  any  trade  or  manufac- 
ture (hall  be  computed  on  a  fum  not  lefs  than  the  fiill 
amount  of  the  profits  for  the  preceding  year,  was  alfo  dif- 
culTed  at  great  Jencth. 

Mr.,/*//;  thought  that  an  average  of  the  three  yea  rim- 
mediately  preceding  the  time  of  making  the  aflefTment  would 
be  the  faireft  rule  of  eflimation  ;  but  he  was  againCl  leaving 
it  to,  the  choice  of  the  parties,  whether  they  would  found 
their  return  on  that  average,  or  on  the  orofits  of  the 
preceding  year ;  becaufe  in  that  cafe  the  eie£lion  would 
always  be  made  in  a  way  injurious  to  the  intereft  of  the 
public.  X^c  option  to  this  effcfS,  vvhicb  had  been  given 
under  the  lad  inconfie  a£i|  had  occafioned  a  very  great  de- 
falcation in  the  tax. 

After  a  very  long  converfation,  in  which  Mr.  Vanfittart, 
Mr.  Kinnaird,  Mr.  Hibhoufe,  Mr.  Bragge,  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer,  Mr  Rofe,  &c  &c.  took  a  part;  it  feemed 
to  be  the  general  opinion  of  the  Committee,  that  no  option 
fhoutd  be  allowed,  and  thai  the  duty  (hould  be  eftimated  on 
Ihe  average  profits  of  three  years,  immediately  preceding  the 
5th  of  April  laft  ;  but  the  claufe  was  referred, 

Theije  were  the  amendments  or  fuggeftcd  alterations  mofl 
interefting  to  the  public.    About  half  pad  elcveni  the  Coin- 
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tnittee^  having  got  throbgh  liitle  iftore  than  ohe  thinf  of  th^ 
billy  the  Chairtnan  reported  progrefs,  and  obtained  lea?e  to 
fit  again  On  Monday. 

'  The  other  orders  of  the  day  were  then  poftponedi  and 
the  Hoofe  adjourned.

WOOLLFN  MA^UFACTt7R£  SUSPENSION  BILL. 

^he  Lord  Chancellor  called  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  to 
the  bill  brought  in  by  a  noble  Earl,  not  then  in  his  place, 
for  the  purpofe  of  poflponing  to  fome  diflant  day,  the  fe- 
Cond  reading  of  that  bill,  if  their  Lord(bips  (bobid  ever  think 
proper  to  read  it  a  fecond  time.  His  Lordfltip  delcribed  the 
nature  of  the  woolten  manufadure  bill  which  the  Houfe  had 
refened  to  a  Committee  above  flairs,  and  which  went  to  re- 
peal a  variety  of  exift  ing  a£ls  of  Parliament.  The  objcd  of  the 
lioblc  Earl's  bill  was  to  fufpend  tht  prodtediogi  reft>eAii)g 
the  woollen  manufafltire  Iiill^  fo  as  to  enable  the  Ifoufe  to 

tea  w 
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re0e#  them  la  their  prdSrnt  (hrte  at  an^arljr  fert«d  of  the 
next  feifion.  Their  LprdAipa  vrere  ifutuoed  to.  eoicftttn  k 
in  the  firft  inftance,  without  perhaps  giving  it  fuffieiem  con^ 
lideration*  He  had  fmce  tunnNi  rhfis  m\oA  t^^  the  fubjed, 
and  had  leak-ned,  that  no  precedent  for  fiidi  a:  proceeding 
had  obtained,  except  in  cafes  of  bills  of  pains,  and  for  the 
due  fecuring  of  thofe  who  were  amenable  to  the  laws.  Such 
ameafure,  if  adopted,  would  tend  to  eftablifh  a  dangerous 
precedentyt  he  pradice  might  become  frequent/  and  even 
a  general  bill  of  fufpenfioi).  The*  option  of  deciding  cA 
the  bill  referred  to  a  Committee  lay  with  their  JUjrdfhips, 
and  it  necei&rily  became  a  qucftton,  whether,  confidering  the 
advanced  period  of  ihe  feflion,  they  couM  pay  it  rhatdUe  and 
heceflary  attention  which  it  required.  His  Lordflilp>  then 
adverted  to  the  length  of  time,  nearly  eight  montbs,  liM'-ai 
before  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and  laid  irdefcffved'ofie  con^ 
iideration,  whether  in  the  little  period  of  the  feffion  that  re- 
mat  nfed^  their  Lordfiiips  would  have  fuHiciem  time  to  weigtl 
and  eaainine  the Tvbje^  with  proper  care  and  deliberation. 
Every  dae^  attvuflon  ooght  to  be  paid  to  the  interei(s  of  the 
feveral  parties  concerned/ but  probably  in  the  other  Houf^ 
they  mayi  tMtsk  proper  to  go  upon  the  report  of  their  Com«- 
mittee  at'oMe*  HisLordfliip  pointed  out  the  different  courfea 
which  the  Houfe  had  in  their ^ower  topuTfue  relpefting  th6

That  corn  and  grain  taken  fiiould  be  fubjed  to  the  fame  dutiei  ^ 
as  in  Great  Britain,  and  that  prize  goods  ihould  be  liable  to 
the  fame  duties  as  if  imported." 

The  report  was  ordered  to  be  received  the  next  d^y. 

The  tioufe  went  into  a  Committee  on  the  longitude  a jl, 
and  the  report  was  ordered  to  be  received  the  next  day. 

The  4tli  report  of  the  CommifTioners  for  Naval  Inquiry 
was  prefented,  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

A  inelfage  from  the  Lords  informed  the  Houfe,  that  their 
Lordfiiips  had  agreed  to  the  Qtieen  Anne's  bounty  atneiKK 
ment  bill  and  feveral  private  bills. 

The  report  of  the  churches  and  paribnage  houfes  bill  wan 
received. 

A  cla^re  was  propofed  for  allawing  perfons  to  devifii 
lands  to  the  extent  of  50  acres.

DEFENCE   OF    THE    COUNTRY. 

The  Secretary  at  fVar  rofc  and  faid,  that  in  confequcnce 
of  the  no»!ce  he  had  given,  it  now  became  his  duty  to  pro- 
pofe  to  I  he  Houfe  a  motion  for  leave  to  bring  In  a  bill  for 
amending  the  ad  for  the  defence  of  the  country,  pafTed  in  the 
courfe  ot  the  prefent  fcffion,  and  to  enable  his  Majcfty  more 
effc(5tU3lly  to  exercife  his  ancient  prerogative  in  requiring 
Ihc  military  fervice  of  his  liege  fubjcds.  The  bill  alrcidy 
paiTld  c(;ntained  provifions  which  were  extremely  important 
in  ihe  prefent  fituaticn  of  the  Country.  It  contained  pro- 
vifions for  enabling  his  Majcfty  to  take  foch  preliminary 
nieafiirt's  fcr  afcertaining  the  ftrength  and  refources  of  the 
difFcrtnt  parts  of  the  kingdom  as  were  neceflaryy  with  a  view

to  further  meafures  of  internal  defence.  It  like^ife  pro* 
vidcd  a  compendious  mode  of  acquiring  poifefiBoa  of  mch 
property,  on  the  part  of  (he  public,  as  might  be  neceflary; 
and  there  were' proviiioni  for  girii^  a  funnnary  mode  of 
indemnifying  thofe  perfons,  who  might  fu^er  either  by  tho 
preparations,  or  by  aftual  invadon  ;  but,  upon  mature  don« 
fideration  of  that  bilF,  which  was  fimiiar  to  the  bill  pafTed 
lafl  war,  in  the  year  1798*  i^  did  not  appear  to  him  to  go 
quite  far  enough.  It  was  particularly  defe£live  in  one  point,  ^ 
name  y*  in  enabling  his  Majefty  to  avail  himfclf  of  his  an- 
cient and  undoubted  prerogative,  in  commancting  the  adift^ 
ance  of  all  his  fubjeits  fit  to  bear  arms,  for  the  purpofe  of 
repelling  the  invafion  of  a  foreign  enemy.  The  bill  went 
no  further  than  requiring  the  different  counties  to  furnifli 
their  quotas,  and  taking  other  meafures  with  refped  to  the 
fafety  of  public  property.  In  order  to  prove  what  he  had 
dated  as  the  ancient  prerogative  of  the  crown»  he  conceived 
it  would  not  be  neceflary  to  go  much  into  detail.  That  it 
'was  the  ancitnt  prerogative  of  the  crown,  to  command  the 
fiervices  of  all  who  were  capable  of  bearing  arms  for  the 
d^encc  of  the  cuuiilry,  could  pot  be  doubted ;  but  at  the 
fame  time,  it  might  be  neceifary  to  ftate  very  (horily  the 
general  principles  of  the  law,  as  they  were  to  be  found  in  our 
books,  and  to  ref  r  the  Houfe  to  one  or  two  precedents.  The 
KingV  prerogative,  with  regard  to  thofe  points,  was  laid 
down  by  Judge  BUok (lone,  in  the  firft  volunrie  of  his  Com«* 
ineiktaj'ies.  chap.  113;  Having  fpoken  of  the  ancient  Saxon 
conftiluttofiy  by  w'hich  every  man  was  compelled  to  three 
6uH€s-^ih^iiriiicJa necfffiias^  to  which  every  man'^eftate  was 
fubjefl,  namely,  the  Arcium  conftruHio  Pontium  reparatio  et 
ixpidUia  C€ftitrA  hvfttmf  the  learned  writer  thus  proceeded— 
^'  Befides  thofe,  who,  by  their  military  tenures,  were  bound 
to  perfprm  forty  days' fervice  in  the  field,  fir  (I,  theaflizeof 
arms,  ena6led  27  Henry  II.  and  afterwards  the  ilatute  of 
Winchcftcr,  under  Edward  I.  obliged  every  man,  according 
to  his  eftate  and  degree,  to  provide  a  determinate  quantity 
of  fuch  arms  as  were  then  in  ufe,  in  order  to  keep /the  peace; 
and  conflables  were  appointed  in  all  hundreds  by  the  latter 
flatutCy  to  fee  that  fuch  arms  were  provided."  The  fame 
writer  added,  *'  That  it  was  ufual,  from  time  to  time,  fojr 
our  princes  to  ifTue  commifTions  of  array,  and  fend  into  eveiy 
county  officers  in  vyhom  they  couKl  confidc|.  to  mufter  and  ' 
array,  or  fet  ia  mititary  order,  the  inhabitants  of  every  dif- 

trift  ; 
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tiiSt ;  and  the  form  of  the  cooiiniflioti  of  array  wai  fettled 
in  Ps^liaoientt  (b  ms  to  prev«fit  the  iniettioa  tbersio  of  akjt 
new  penal  claufes  ;  but  it  w,mB  aUb  provided^  that  no  mati 
ihoul<j  be  cotppellod  to  go  oot  of  ibe  kingdmiiy  at  any  Yate.

the  (zmp  ^rit^r  (aid— ^'h^  U  alfft  to  defend  hisoount'vy 
againtl  any  of  *hc  King>  epemief,  vhto  thry  come  imoihe 
I^ndy  and  for  this  purpofe  he  inay  oonmaad  all  the  peopW 
oif  his  county  tp  atj^nd  hiniy  wbtch  is  called  ititp^e  <mi- 
taius^  or  Dowcr  of  the  county  ;  which  fumiDons  every  perfoHr 
above  .fiftcco  years  oid^  and  under  the  degree  of  a  peer,  is 
bound  to  atjend  upqp  warntug,  under  pain  of 'fine' and  im* 
prifviinient.''  Sue))  we^e  the  general  prtnctples  of  the  Con- 
ftitutlpn  as  Uid  down  by  that  able  lawyert  He  would  refer 
the  Houfis  to  one  or  two  authorities  mure:  Bjr  the  ift  £d> 
ward  III.  ftat'  Qf9  chap.  5,  it  was  ena£ted»  that  it  was  the 
King's  vvill,  no  man,  from  1  henceforth^. (bould  be  charged  to 
arqi  himfclf  otherwUe  than  he  was  wont  in  the  time  of  his 
progenitors,  |Cing$  of  England ;  and  that  no  man  (bould  be 
compelkd  to  go  out  of  his  (hire,  bur  where  n^eflity  re- 
quiredy  and  the  fudden  coming  of  ftraoge  enemies  into  the 
realm,  and  then  it  ibould  be  done  as  had  been  ufed  in  times 
pad  for  the  defence  of  the  realm.  Unriouht^ly,  at  that 
timeof  day,  this  was  a  decifive  parliai^enta^>  recognition 
of  the  Jaw;  and  in  the  5th  Henry  IV.  upon  a  petition  of 
the  Commons,  the  form  of  a  commiffion  of  irray  was  then 
fettled  in  Parliament,  and  of  courfe  had  rh^  ^tA  of  an  %Ql  pJT 
parliament*  The  commiffion  of  array  was  10  be  found  In  thf 
rolls  of  Parliament,  5  Henry  IV,  No.  24  and  25.  It  ^^iUf 
ihiseffeA:  <*  The  King  to  the  Sheriff  of  Kent  greetine;

ftate  as  poilible*  and  that  the  abftraA  of  the  county  roll 
jheutd  be  tranfmitted  to  the  principal  Secretary  of  State,  di- 
vided into  the  different  clafTes,  To  that  it  fbould  defcribe  the 
number  of  men^  and  thofe  who  were  entitled  to  exemptions. 
Having  fe  provided  for  the-enrolmtMti  he  ntxtpi^6pdftd,  that 
his  Majefty  fliefuM  have  it  in  his  power/in  ca^  of  adoal  in- 
v«noD»  or  the  approach  of  an  enemy*^  fbrce  towards  our 
caafty  to  call  upon  the  Lieutenancy  to  afKmble  or  Embody 
all  ihoft  perfona  who  did  not  fall  wfthm  the  defbipilon  of 
thofe  whom  he  had  mentioned^  as  entitled  to  Se  exempted, 
and  to  order  that  all  thofe  of  the  firft  dzfs  fhoultf  be  fbrth- 
with  called  out  to  repel  the  invafion,  and,  dtlring  the  time 
thev  were  aflbnbled,  fliould  be  fubje^  to  nnilhary  utibipline, 
a/id  be  fent  to  any  part  of  Great  Britahi;  fmo  an'v  exifting 
corps,  or  any  new  corps  that  might  be  raifbd  ;  that  the  tiip^ 
of  their  fervtce  Ihonid  be  limited  to  the  period  of  the  in* 
vafionj  and  that  as  foon  as  the  enemy  wei^  exterminated^  or 
driven  into  the  fca,  they  were  immediately  to  be  at  liberty  to 
return  home.  That  upon  aflembling,  every  nun  ihould  be 
entitled  to  two  goioeaSy  to  furnifli  them  with  neceftaries,  and 
when  their  fervices  were  over»  and  they  w.ere  at  liberty  to  re- 
turn home»  that  over  afid  above  the  ufuai  Tutix  allowed  i^  thy 
)nUtUa»  they  fliould  tw  paid  the  fum  of  one  g^ine^.  'TJ9

The  next  time  the  Firft 
Cooful  had  an  op}>ortuAify  of  witnefling  BritiO)  valour  wju  at 
Acre;  I  htm  hat  great  General  hiuft  h  five  fetfn  what  could 
be  done. by  a  handfnlor  Britifli  feamcni  rfimuTatipg  aad  af. 
fiftip^  ihc  Turks,  aniTftrippIng  the  progrcfs  of  his  army  for' 
fixty  dayft  bthind  an  (Ad  garden  wall.  Such  a^ona.  w.exe 
fyniptotnaof  what  he  would  meet  with,  if  he  panic  .hierei 
Thcfc  were  many  yoimg  officers  in  the'  Houfe  at  this  jxio^ 
meait  who  could  give  ^n  accoiiiu  of  what  Engl ifli -troops 
had  .doriei  id  the  iaft  war.  They  could  point' out  Jhow»"al  the. 
9di»n  neat  Carftau/a  few  divifion^  of'Britilh  fotdiers  at^ 
tacked  the  whole  left  wing  of  the  Frdtich  army>  aiid  toojt,  the 
French  General  prifoncf.  Our  cavalry  at  that  time  did  not 
knp^  how  toufe  the  fabre.    Now  the  Ei^jgltfti  cavalrv  ace  as

l^e  14th,  37th»  aott  53d  regiments  of  the  line;  in  all  not 
ipore'jhaii  80b,  toh^uered  the  whole \of,  the  French  fortrcf^ 
9nd  r9gaioed^e¥oKfiVie  of  the  day.     Many  of  the  officer^ 
whpb«iachicved"theft  IfForlous  adiorrs  ^ere  (lill  here,  ancf 
fure  be-was'khby  hdd  f!^  faine  ftniF'in  Yhem  as  formerly. 
They  wei^ahrhiatbd'  <vifh  the  fpirit  of  Britifh  foldiers  ;  ancf 
^f  the  FrancH-wewcU lions  enough  to  pay  ,us  a  vifit,  ihey 
'would.ffad'ivatH  whU  energy  it  would  be  difplayed.   ]$arne(ilv 
hopirfgihat^^f  thVsriieafure  was  proper  to  be  adopted,  it 
would,  be  encouraged  by  the  Hoiife  ;  and  firmly  believing  it 
would  lend  td  give  us  the  command  of  a  force  more  ihar^ 
equal  (0- any  thee^emy  c6u!d  bring  againfl  it,  and  afford  the 
means  ot  filttiig  up. ouf  regiments  !n  cafe  of  ncceflity,  he 
Oiould  cohciade  by  m6vfng  for  leave  to  briog  in  a  bill  to 
amend  .the'sO,  poHed  this  fcHion,'  for  defence  of  the  countrv, 
sind  to  e^abk  hidMijjfcfty  more  effeftuatly  and  fpecdily  to  ufe 
his  ancient;aDd  ui^d<^btHi'pferogative  in  req^iiring  the  mili- 
tary fer^icc  of  hi*fiege  fubje6^s  in  cafe  of  invafiont 

Mr.  (f^ifittiidhkSniif  he  did  not  rife  for  the  piirpofe  pf  pp« 
poling  a-moiioifr^htch  he  wifhed  with  all  his  heart  had  been 
^^ought  forward ' a  Idng  time  fince;  and  feeling  as  he  did* 
upon  tbff  fuVjefiy  hb  now  charged  his  M^jeffy's  Minifters, 
in  the  face  bf  the  Houfe,  and  of  the  coatitry,  with  a  grofs 
'    V^t.  IV.  ltoz-3.  4  fi  negUa 
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negleA  of  duty,  and  Iiaving  brought  the  country  into  a  dan* 
'  g/er, which  ini^tjfoine  time  fincc,  have  been  avoided.     In 
litis  charge,  the  Hrft  thing  the  Houfehad  to  confider  was, 
whiqtber  Inhere  .was.  before  thenn  fufBcient  to  eftablini  a  c^rfus 
^fiiiiit     He  contended  that  there  was,  and  (hould  be  ready 
to  make  the  charge  againli  ihem  at  any  time.     It  was  fuffi*- 
cieot  to  fay,  upon  their  oyvn  admillioh,  that  the  dountry  was 
thrpat^ned  whh  iuvafion,  and  that  they  had  negle£led  hlthei^fo 
thu(e  means  of  precaution  and  fafety^' which  they  hadltia 
their  power  to  adopt.     He  would  not  go  to  the  extent  of 
ftatipgt,  that^  w.henever  the  ilate  came  into  %  worfe  condtfioti, 
^rinto  a  fituatlon  ^of  d^ingcr,  it  mu(l  neccflarily  be  aflrVib^d 
to  the  mifcoudufl  of  its  rulers  ;  but  in  this  mftance  it  ma^U 
fcftljfjCame  home  Co  the  Minifters.     Some  tiiiie  fince  tH^y 
wenf  on  telling  the  country  that  every  thing  was  fiife,  aticT it 
had  nothing  to. apprehend.     If  Bonaparte  had  not  menslced 
us. with  invaGoo  now^  according  to  their  inode  of  reafofiitkg, 
we  (bould  not  yet  have  been   in  any  degree  of  danger.     la 
fl)i«  threat  of  invafion,  therefore,  there  muft  "be "abfcdute 
dauger»  or  if  it  was  not  attended  with  danger,  whydid  lllty 
v^iotf,  to, them  now  ?  and  If  it  was  neceflary  ^o  have  recourfe 
to  them  now,  why  were  they  not  adopted  To  mc'mdnt  hi*  agb? 
lA^ould  his  Majeft/s  Minifters  underrate  to  gtiarahtee  that 
they  were  not  tQo  late  in  their  preparations  ?     Kad'ihey  any 
fecurity  to  giv^  tha»t  the  invafion  would  be  fufpeti^edi^  ^r  that 
the  danger  would  watt  till  their  tardy' nicafures  v^^re  in  if6l|dU 
qefsy  or  could  take  effed  ?     Minif^erk  'dppeared"tibw  td'be 
coafidem  that  the  enemy  would  make  the  atttJihpt.     That, 
however^  he  believed,  was  not  admitted  till  very  latctyi  and 
Jbe^ppxebcnded  that  it  had  as  yet  made  tiut  a  fe6bTe  ibipfftf- 
iion  through  the  country — at  leaft  he  Tavi^  fio  ^pp6arante  of 
fiich  a  fpirit  in  the  nation,  as  fo  alarming  an  occaflbn  6ught  to 
call  for.    If  .the  enemy  made,  and  held  out  thofe  fiiHoiis  rhe- 
naces  againfl  us,  there  was  at  the  leaft  fomething  biorc  rhaa 
H  chance  that  it  would  take  effed  ;'  and  of  late  the  prevateni 
opinion  fjceopedto  be,  what  was  rather  a  fuppolition,  that 'the 
adventurous  foe,,  or  thofe  madmen,  as  they  are  calleiff,'  would 
probably  attempt  it.     Thus  were  the  energies  of  the  t>ation 
afleep^  while  around  us  we  behold  the  greatefl:  part  of  JSiirope 
Atbjuga^ted^  ^nd  t^e  remainder  overawed.'  He  wis  hoi  lone 
of  thofe  who,  like  the  mafs  of  the  people,' appeared >(>'0on^ 
ceive  all  invafion  to  be  impra£licabte.  He  paid  the  defcr^ce 
lind  attention  it  deferved,  to  the  opinions  of  thcrfphlgli  mili- 
tary charaAers  who  thought  every  exertion  w^  to  be  fou&d, 

and 
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dnd  that  we  flipuldnot  on  all  occaHons  rely  on  the  wooden 
walls  of  Old  England,  or  on  the  wooden  heads  cJf  Fome^f 
tliofe  who  ruled  it.  What,  he  v^jjoild  aflc,  wa^  there!  to  im- 
peachf  in  this  inflaace,  the  beft  tnfontled  naVal  arid  mJirtaiy 
dfficers  ?  How  could  we  be  confident,  that  the  means  hitherVo 
Provided  would  be  fufficient  'to  repel  them  ?  We  probably 
knew,  as  well  as  the  enemy  did,  our  means  of  defence  ;  but 
they  aVone  were  acquainted  with  their  various  and  mtjlr?|>1ied 
means  of  attack.  (At  \hefe  word$,  the  fight  h on.  GerVrlcr 
man  darted  at  the  report  of  fome  cracker?  lit  ofF behind  the 
vtMs  of  the  Hoiife,  which  produced  a  good  deal  of  pl^a- 
fantry  in  the  Houfe.)  He  then  probeeded  to  obferve  with  a 
fmiley  that  this  little  incident  he  ihould  confider  as  a  hint, 
that  fuch  muflc  might  foon  be  a  little  more  famiHar  to  us. 
After  dwelling,  for  fome  time,  on  the  military  aitthorfHesto 
whom  he  had  before  alluded,  and  particularly  what,  in  a  for'rfiet 
d<baletbad  fallen  from  Colonel  Craiifurd,  he  wi(hed  f 0  khow 
what  were  thofc  defcriptionj  of  perfons  whO'  fpoke  mo(!  con- 
fidently on  there  being  no  danger  from  invafion  ?  He  found 
amoogft  tbem  xziany  very  eminent  lawyers,  many  very  ortho- 
dox divines,  mai^y  woriliy  well-meaning  country  gemlemeni 
many  very  refpe^tablc  merchants,  man v  very  induftrious  agri- 
CuUuriftSi  ajad  ,maQY«  very  many  beautiful  wopien.  People  of 
ib^fe*  <iefcf!iption$  law  nothing  in  the  leaft  alarming  in  the 
French  iindettakinga  defcent,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
general  acid  the  admiral,  the  foldier  and  the  failor,  faw  no- 
thing but;  tl)ei^  immenfe  extent  of  coad,  from  thcTexelto 
iht!' Adriatic;  their  numerous  and  formidable  armies ;  fheir 
Wilful  and  epterprifing  generals  ;  and  their  number  and  Va- 
lidly of  mod^s  of  effedling  a  defcent.  Put  the  queftion,  how- 
evcrt  to  a  man  who  never  faw  the  fea  but  from  fome  water- 
ing placpy,  and  never  embarked  in  any  thing  tnore  than  9, 
l^athing'-machine-^talk  of  invafloo  to  fuch  a'  man  and  he 
Itould  laugh  the  idea  to  fcorn.  He  would  make  nothing  of 
Tuch.  a  .dan|[er»  and  would  difpatch  his  30,000  tnvaderg  as 
fad  aruieafil^  as  .Captain  Bobadil  would  his  thirty  men.  Let 
the  fame  q^icftion  be  aflced,  however,  ati  officer  of  fcience  and 
^e.xpe^ieacej^  ^nd  he  would  tell  you  that  itwas  much  eafier  to 
'fyyiiAhf^  tadb  it.  Thofe,  indeed, were comperent  judges,  and 
.)ie  believed  it  would  be  found  that  no  perfons  derided  enter- 
prize  fo  inuch  a$  thofe  who  pofTefTed  none  of  it  Themfetires ; 
T)ut  it  was  a  judicious  obfervation  of^  Dr.  Joh^fori,  that 
**  Every  one  judges  of  what  he  conceive?^' might  bedohebv

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he  6»n  do  hiinfelf;^  .The  fz&  was>  that  at  feaft  ninety-ntot 
out  of  a  hundred  of  the  authorities  of  thofe  who  would  judge 
of.  the  pradtcibility  of  iavafion  were  good  for  nothingt  as 
thejr  knew  nothing  of  the  matter*  They  might  indeed 
fairly  atteft,  that  invo^fion  was  not  prafiicabie  by  any 
means  they  knew  of,  and  then  they,  would  fpeak  the  truth.' 
Some  of  tbefe  men  would  roundly  maintain*  that  nothing 
could.  reGft  the  valour  of  Britiih  troops,  but,  unfottu* 
Daicjy .  for  fuch  notions,  fa£ls  fpoke  the  contrary.  He 
was  aware,  he  faid,.  ihat  thefe  fcntiments  were  faid  tobf 
the  language  of  derpondency,  and  he  hoped  he  might  bcia* 
dulged  in  a  few  words  on  this  odd  mode  of  derpondciK:y,^ni 
the  odd  mode  of  encouragement  adopted  by  Minifters.  Their 
encouragements  confiftpd  in  telling  the  people  there  was  no 
danger,  and  with  this  was  cootraAed  the  opinion  of  an  emi- 
nent military  charader,  ^Colonel  Craufurd)  who  di (charged 
bUduty  in  a  former  debate  with  thofe  conspicuous  talents^  for 
which  he  was  diftinguiflied,  and  in  a  ftraip  of  eloquence 
flowing  ffom  an  intelligent  under  (landing.  From  him. tht|i 
to  that  hon.  Officer  was  in  fome  degree  transferred  that  toiit 
of  dcfpondency  which  was  faid  to  be  fo  mifchievous.  As  for 
his.own  part,  he  declared  that  he  would  be  at  no  pains  to  ex- 
calpaie  himfelf,  and  (hould  content  himfelf  with  being  mth^ 
Iptuation  of  one  of  thofe  ancient  knights  who  for  any  dtfeSt 
of  prowefs,  in  chivalrous  times,  were  wont  to  have  their 
iTpurs  cut  off  by  the  king's  cook^  in  the  way  of  poniAmenf. 
Thofe  who  reproached  him  for  defpondency,  he  coukl  not  (ofr 
get,  were  the  fame  men  who  gave  us  the  notable  treaty -oif 
.Amiens,  which  was  to  fet  the  .world  at  peace,  and  prefervt 
this  country  from  danger.  Let  his  accufers  recoHefl^  .that 
.witUail  liis  fears  and  timidity,  he  did  not  approve  that  peace, 
bm  preferred  to  it  the  hazard  of  the  war.  He  ftilt  conti- 
nued to  think  fc,  while  they  lulled  themfelves  into  a  Hlk  Ur 
curity,  until,  like  drowfy  watchmen,  they  were  at  kngt|i 
awakened,  and  obliged  to  fpring  their  rattles,  which  made  a 
great  noife,  but  did  no  execution.  When  they  did  thisi  iliey 
would  perhaps  difcover  that  the  pu(>Uanimity»  and  thole  fears 
which  iiKkiced  him  to  reprefent  the  dangers  of  the. country p 
might  at  lead  rank  with  their  magnanimity,  which  dealt  only 
in  fisbmiflioiu  Would  it  be  right  or  magnanimous  in  hioiy  if 
he  faw  a  houfe  on  fire^  iodead  of  loudly  knodciftg  at  the 
door,  to  alarm  the  inhabitants  for  their  fafety,  to  whifper 
through  the  key-hole  that  the  houfe  was  all  in  flames  f-  If  he 
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found  his  fli!p dnfire*  .woukl  JLi>e  puClianimoiis* rn  him  to 
fire  hi3  fignaUgtins  ia  order.to  announce  his  diftrefs?  Having 
Uluftraled  this  argument  wiih  fevecal  other  remark s,  he  tfrent 
on  toaflc  from  what  it  could  proceed,  uulefs  from  irrefolution  ' 
snd  ioabilityy   that  if  this  meafure  was  now  neceffary^  why  ic 
tiadaotlMeA  refortqdtawithinlthe  laft  two  months?   Whenthe 
jBdixiifters  were  accuGcdof  difguifing.  from  the  country  the  ex* 
teat  otiits  danger*  .they  exclaimed,  ***Did  we  not  propofe  na 
augmentation  of  the  army  and. the  navy,  and  did  we  not  ex.- 
plaifi  the  danger  in  his  Majefly's  .Meilitgc?*'     It  was  tfuc 
«oough  that  they  adtually  did  all  this^  and  yet  tbcy  fuffericd 
three  oaonths  to  elapfe  before  any  thing  was  heard  of  the 
army  of  referve,  for  the  melFage  was.on  the  5th  of  March^ 
imd  ihc  army  of  referve  bill  was  not  propo&d  till  foore  time  ia 
June.     Were  they  not  apprifed  of  the  avowed  imeniioi^s  of 
tiie  ..enemy  ?     If  fo,  as  the  fame  neceiCty  all  alonf^  exifled* 
^wfay  was  this  meafure  allowed  to  come  fo  late  h  .When  the 
Mintfters  adopted  the  Treaty  of  Amiens,   that  peace  was 
pregitaDf  with  two  dangers,  war  and  invaHon  ;  and  tifter  a 
ibort  geftatios,  war  was  brought  forth  iirft,  and  an  inva&on 
aftpcHvards*     It  was  faid  to  be  a  wife  child  that  knew  his  owa 
Calber^aad  here  was  a  parent  that  for  a  long  time  did  notiecm 
^/^  know  bis  progeny,  in  fpiie  of  all  the  warnings  aud  repre« 
Xditiktionsof  thofe  whom  the  MiniUtrs  were  now  fo  willing 
tp  accufe*:  they  delayed  four  or  five  months  to  take  the  oecef* 
(ary^flleafufe^  fosgetful  of  the  adage,  that  «<  while  thegrafs 
growa^  thefieed.rnay  ftarvc."*   Yet,  with  the  oppofite  cha- 
;taA^fa  of  fortitude  on  one  fide,  and  wcaknefs  on  theothei:, 
^hey  wiiked  to  reftrain  people   from  fpcakini^;  of,  or  urging 
ibe  (gangers  they  faw  hanging  over  their  country,     Nor^e  of 
,them^  he  believed,  would  deny  that  danger  exiiied  npw«and 
if  £9^  bc:wj}u!d  aik,  fhould  we  not  have  been  lafer  than  at 
.pftdfeof,:  If  thefe.  meafures  had  been  adoptrd  at  a  more  pro- 
|>^r  sind^earUer  period?    Independenily,  however^  of  every 
..tbingiclie,  he  iawMintfters  deficient  in  that  fpecies  of  prepa*- 

S^taQn>'artd  inoft  .important  preparation,  ir  w^Sf  which  woukl 
kQSiSX  0^<i)iog4     Had  they  called  a  council  ut  military  oEicersj; 

)\ad.Lbey.ttnployed  on  this  occafion,  or  enrpuf^ed  with  cum*- 
<4naDds|,'tbc  men  xif  moil  reputation  and*reimwfi  ia  their  pro-* 
'.leifioia  ;  had  tbey  availed  themfelvea  of  the  (kill  and  talents 
;,of  .Locd  Hutcbiafon>  Sir  Charles  Grey,  ^ or  oiker  ilinfirious 
3fpiUi;a^y  oharadcrs,  whom  it  would  ba  cafy  toiioention  ;,eouki 
^Ahby  with,  truth,  make  tlie  boafl  oi-^  i 
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He  would  a(k  the  Minifters,  v^hether,  among  all  their  pre* 
parations,  the  qu^ftion  of  preparatory  works  and  fortifications 
had  yet  been  duly  confidered  ?  He  would  of  courfe  niake 
no  difclofure,  but  he  believed  he  could  mention  one  point  on 
theT  northern  coaft,  fo  open  and  unprote£ted,  and  muth 
in  want  of  proteftion  from  military  works.  There  was 
alfo  another  defe<Et^,  which  he  could  not  pafs  over  without 
fetne  notice  ;  he  meant  the  exigent  period  of  a  great  mflrtary 
council,  to  divert  the  warlike  operationsof  our  enemies^  Such 
an  inAitution  might  be  formed  without  difparagemenr  to  any 
officer,  however  high,  or  of  the  Commander  in  Chief  hichfelF, 
cf  whofe  induftry,  talents,  and  meritorious  exertion^,  no  ona 
entertained  a  higher  opinion  than  he  did.  From  the  com* 
bined  efforts  of  a  ikilful  and  wen-felefted  council,  mdre 
would  be  expcded  than  from  the  utmoft  exertions  of  any  in- 
dividual, however  great  may  be  his  ability.  He  next  ^ 
rerted  to  the  projeft  of  driving  the  country,  and\he  inftruC- 
lions  Tent  upon  that  fubjeA  to  the  Lord^  jLieuienants  of  the 
counties.  In  this  he  perfedly  concurred  in  the  fentiments 
expfefled  fomc  time  fince  by  an  hon.  Officer  (Col.  Crdufurd} ; 
for  though  it  might  be  of  advantage  to  have  officers  in  conve- 
nient flattons  for  dtpots^  and  rules  laid  down  for  the  iaciden« 
tal  ufingof  them,  yet  he  conceived  the  plan  propofed*  to^ 
utterly  impracticable,  and  produdive  of  tbe  greatell  con-^* 
fufipn,  fo  that  a  town  might  be  trampled  by  the  weight  of 
its  own  bullocks,  and  the  military  operat]on$  very  much  joi* 
peded.  -The  fcheme  of  the  Minifter  would,  in a)I  proba- 
bility, realize  Major  Sturgeon's  defcription,  ^'  dogs  bfirk^d 
in  tile  rear,  bullocks  advanced  in  the  fronf,  and  threw  tis  aA 
imoconfufion."  As  to  the  general  tendency  of  the  tnei^furD 
now  propofed,  he  faid  he  had  no  objedton  either  tp  jt$  ii^tro- 
dudion  or  adoption.  It  was  both  n^eceflary  and  proper  that  thie 
power  now  demanded  fhould  be  vefted  in  the  Crpvi^  in  jrt^e 
manner  which  the  right  hon.  Secretary  explained ;  ,not  that  his 
Majefty  did  not  always  poflefs  that  authority  from  his  unquef- 
tionable  prerogative,  bat  coniiderable  doubts  had  been  entsr* 
tained  whether  it  would  be  efficacioufly  a£ted  upon  to  any  great 
extent.  As  to  the  enrolment,  for  any  thing  he  could  fee,-* it 
might  he  very  proper,  or  might  be  in  a  great  meafure  ufelefs  ; 
but  he  had  the  firongeft  objeAions  to  compulfory  fervice^  if 
volonteer  fervice  1^  readily  obtained,  whicli  be  thought  it 
might  be  if  proper  meafurcs  had  been  purfued.    The  fame  fort

of  fervice  would  in  vain  be  expedled  from  one  defcription  of 
men  and  from  the  other.     It  was  upon  the  facneprinciple  that 
he  co|idemned  filling  up  tlie  militia  by  balloty  and  neglefiing 
the  recruiting  for  the  Jine«     He  did  not  mean  to  difparage  the 
difciplineor  Tervices  of  the  tnilitia ;  but,  however  conftitutional 
(uch  a  force  might  be,  he  had  before  frequently  explained  why 
he  thought  it  inferior  in  every  rcfpefl  to  a  regular  army.  Whil 
he  moft  difiiked  was,  that  Minidei-s  did  not  tell  us  of  the  extent 
or  magnitude  of  our  danger  till  they  were  announced  by  and 
inferred  from  this  compulfory  meafure.     They  did  not  even 
j)revioufly  try  what  might  be  done  by  a  voluntary  force.     He 
\opg  had  advifed  the  Miniflcrs  to  warn  the  nation  of  its  danger. 
*^*  No,  no,  faid  the  Min'fters,  that  is  not  the  way  to  deal  with 
the  feelings  of  the  people  of  England.     It  muft  be  let  out  by 
'  degrees ;  for,  were  it  told  all  at  oiice,  the  poor  things  would 
be  moft  wofully  frightened.*'     How   different  from  this  waj 
checondud\  of  the  French,  when  they  wert  under  the  influe rtcc 
of  alarm  frominvafion  ?  The  French,  when  the  Atifttians  and 
l^ruilians  entered  their  territories,  oftentaiidufly  aggravated  and 
magnified  the  danger  of  themfelves   and   their  capital.      It 
'feemed  iii  if  it  wa&  tJiou^hl  the  French  would  bear  fuch  rcprc- 
fentatiorts,  but  that  tlie  Englifh  could  not,  and  that  thcgreaftcr 
the  dartger  the  iefs  they  (hould  bfe  told  of  it.     He,  on  the  con- 
traty,  wasfd  rtiutll  of  a  different  opinion,  that  he  w'lfhed  the 
^bplc  to  be  ftroh'gly  itnjjrfcired  with  the  itlea,  that  nothing  Hut: 
their  owrfei^rtiom  Would  fave  thetn.     His  Maj?fty  could  nor 
J>rOceed  to  ^f6rce  tlie  cfompulfory  meafurisnow  propofcd,  buC 
by  means  of  volu\itary  ffervice ;  for  it  was  ^n  the  nature  and 
i^fience  of  evdry  fpcties  of  compulfion,  that  it  indifpofed  men 
for  tie  due  performance  of  the  duties  iropofed  upon  them, '  and 
^  thefcfdre  he  (h6uld  be  very  unwilling  to  let  fuch  a  txswer  refide 
•  fon|;  liithe  crown.    It  would  render  ihfe  people  difdonrented, 
'  tinditidacb  them  to  the  adoption  of  the  injuriotis  maxim  *«  of 
>hat  is  eVety  man's  bufmefs  is  nobody's  hufinefS.*'     He  feared 
the-  aCl  would  be  very  carelefsly  and  ciumfily  execnteif ;  for 
tfc<5rfewaf»'^  rticddefty  in  the  EngliCh  charafiler  which  rejeflcJ 
antf  revolted  af  (hew,  exhibition,  and  new  mocl^of  dre(s,  when 
Wtey  Wdre  fbrcM^upontherift.     In  France  fuch  Was  the  ragef9r 
ihew;  that  all  fuch  meafures  fucceeded  as  ^ere  obfcrved  in  the 
fitthigpp  of  the  national  guards;  butvn  England  a  man  wfiofe 
igaiCf  or  habits,  or*  difpofition,  Unfitted  him  for  parade  ap- 
peatancc,would  feel  himfelfdegraded-bybeiBf compelled  to 
exhibit  hiftifelC  there  for  the  timufrtttent  of  a  mob      The  dif- 
Iprenco  between  tokmtdty  and  cbmpolfery  fervite  confifted  in 
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this,  tliat  m  the  ill  n  cafe,  if  you  dul  not  get  all  thp  men  you 
trained,  you  at  leail  tried  to  get  the  titteft.  The  very  offer  of 
icrvice  indicated  the  proper  diipoGtion  for  it.  Should  all  be  rc- 
firaint,  no  j;(kxJ  could  poHlhly  he  done.  The  prefcnt  mode  of 
army  cxercife  required  great  bodily  firerigth  and  aftiviiy,  toge- 
ther with  habits  not  immediately  to  be  acquired  ;  and  his  grand 
o>jeSion  thcrLfoie  waste  what  was  called  the  machinery  of  th« 
icrvice  ;  while  in  the  mean  time  theie  was  great  danger  that 
the  enemy  vyouUl  come  upon  them.  The  machinery  rcfembled 
thofe  great  gutis  which  make  a  va(l.  noife  in  an  engagement, 
while  all  the  execution  is  done  by  the  niu(quetry.  Had  officer$ 
been  fcnr,  properly  qualified  for  recruiting,  in  different  direc- 
tions, they  .would  get  much  better  men  than  any  that  could  bcf 
obtained  by  thofc  ballots  ;  atigd  men,  which,  though  not  perhaps 
fo  numerous  as  might  licexpcded  in  this  way,  would,  at  lealV, 
be  far  more  fit  for  fervice,  as  a  live  dog  is  better  than  n  deeping 
Jion.  Thefc  ncvv  men  might  m;'ke  a  great  parade  and  finr 
fhcw  ;  in  maiching  and  wheeling  to  the  right  or  to  tlie  left, 
they  may  be  a  iplendid  kind  of  machinery,  but,  as  an  a£ting 
force,  could  never  be  fo  efftdlivc  as  a  volunteer  army.  Uporj 
the  whole  he  concluded,  that  the  Minifters  had  (L\cwn  thcna- 
fclvis  wholly  incompetent  to  the  great  crilis  in  v^rhich  we  were 
involved.  Never  was  there,  in  the  hiftory  of  the  world,  a  coun- 
try which  poflcfTed  more  real  refources,  of  wealth,  flrengtht 
and  intellc£tual  faculty;  but  let  it  not  *'  try  that  flattering 
onftion  to  its  foul,"  chat  without  mighty  exertions,  well  Aw 
reded,  liiofe  advantages  can  have  much  permanency,  or  that 
they  can  long  cfcapc.  They  fland  in  the  way  of  M«  hopes,  ra^ 
pacity,  and  vengeance  of  the  enemy.  The  French  did  not 
want  our  harbours,  |x>Qc:ffing  as  they  did^  a  range  ot  coafi  bct 
yond  all  former  precedents.  They  did  not  want  opr  little 
river  Thames,  when  they  were  already  ppffeffed  of  the  fined 
and  moft  noble  livers  of  the  continent.  No,  their  ohje£l  was 
to  drive  us  again  like  favages  into  the  woods.  They  would 
conjure  up  fur  our  dedrudion  all  that  had  been  ever  faid  of 
Carthage.  Sucli  refle<£iians  mud  bring  the  matter  home  to  the 
bread  of  every  man.  He  feared  it  migbt  prove  a  great  misfbr- 
tune  in  the  end  that  we  had  .heeafo  late  tn  neceflary  prepar 
rations.  At  prefcnt  it  (o  happened  that  people  grew  incredu- 
lous. When  a  man  heard  fo  much  about  invafion,  without 
experiencing  or  witneffing  it,  be  was  apt  to  fay,  ^^  I  will  bolieye 
it,  when  I  Tee  it ;"  and  fuch  would  continue  to  be  the  opinion 
of  pcrfons,  wbodul  rwt  know  the  progrefs  of  the  danger.  Hq 
was  afraid^  he  faid,  tq  qaeddle  with  what  be  had  often  Iieard 
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of  the  natural  fupcrlority  of  Engliflimen.  They  may  hava" 
good  bodily  might,  and  inaividual  ftrength ;  they  might  be-better 
paid  than  others,  but  it  did  not  make  them  bettef  ioldiers.  It 
was  lately  faid  hy  an  honourable  and  gallant  ofEcer,  that  as 
machines  the  Englidi  ioldiers  ^er^  not  to  be  compared  with 
ttie  Aullrians  ;  but  our  bufiriefs  at  thi$  time  was -to  comparo  ' 
them  with  the  French,  atid  thofe  were  far  from  being  very 
Cumbrous  macliines.  fiefides,  machinery  may  be  employed  * 
f  upon  that  of  which  it  was  not  capable^  and  then  where  would 

be  its  effect?  After  touchilig  upon  various  other  topics,  he 
came  tocenfure  the dire£tions  given  to  Lords  Lieutenantstoem^ 
.  I^wer  corps  to  choofe  their  own  officers^  than  which  he  knew 
nothing  more  dangerous  and  mifchievous.and  now  that  a  new^ 
dnd  before  unheatd^of  power  of  tfie  fame  kind  was  one  oftho 
principal  caufes  of  the  French  revolution*  .  He  repeated,  that 
lie  had  a  high  opinion  of  the  difcipline  of  the  militia,  merely  at  ^ 
a  militia.  They  were  capable  of  ufing  the  bayonet^  but  everys 
experienced  and  militarv  man  miift  know  how  feldom  battles 
i  have  been  decided  in  tnat  way^     What  formed  a  complete 

foldier  was,  to  know  where  moft  ctxiveniently  to  take,  up  fta- 
iions  andpofitions,  to  form  entrenchments,  give  occafional  rein- 
forcement, to  protcdl  conVoys,  ^o  preferve  didance,  or  come 
hand  to  hand.  For  men,  in  time  of  war,  may  fight  not  tminusi 
^ut  cofAinus.  He  concluded  with  obferving,  that  if  Govern- 
nient  did  not  try  to  do  fo  much  by  compulfion  and  law,  and 
Endeavoured  to  do  much  more  by  dational  energy,  their  mea 
^ould  be  more  efi%r£live,  and  do  better  in  the  field. 

Lord'  tiawhjhurfn — Sir,  what  has  fallen  from  the 'right 
hon.  Gentleman  who  fpoke  laft  is  fo  very  loofe  and  general^ 
that,  ih  my  opinion,  no  pradlical  relult  can  arife  from  it.  And 
it  ^pp^ars,'  as  if  obfefvations  were  made,  folely  for  the  purpofe 
of  making  an  attack  again  ft  his  Majefty's  Government  i  and 
what  was  ftill  more  remarkable,  upon  the  prefent  occafion,  as 
^ell  as  on  thofe  fomierly  alluded  to  by  that  right  hon«  Gentler 
man,  this  attack  was  made  by  a  kind  of  (ide-wind,  which  pre- 
cluded the  poliibility  of  meeting  it  regularly.  The  language  and 
fentiments  which  he  held  out  are  certainly  of  a  defponding  na- 
ture. With  refpefl  to  the  danger  of  the  country,  it  certainly 
is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  give  information  on  the  fubjeS ; 
but  there  ixiay  be  a  tnode  of  giving  this  information,  whichi  with 
a  view  to  prepare  the  public  for  meeting  it,  may  do  a  great. 
cls;pl  of  injury,  I  do  not  confider  the  language  of  the  right 
hon  Gentleman  as  calculated  to  awaken  the  energies,  or  roufe 
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the  fpirit  of  the  people  ;  but  it  is  the  language  of  one  who 
would  fay  to  them — you  have  little  to  hope  for ;  your  danger  is 
great,  and  you  will  hardly  cfcapc  it.  This  is' the  fame  kind  of 
language  which  he  has  held  on  former  occafions.  I  cciiainly 
am  far  from  thinking,  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  or  thofe 
who  think  with  him,  are  actuated  by  bad  motives  in  what  they 
do;  I  am  fure  that  no  man  poflefles  more  of  a  true  EnglKh 
fpirit  than  that  right  hon.  Gentleman.  But  if  the  tendency 
of  his  obfervatioRS  be  to  dilheartcn  the  people,  inAcad  of  (limu- 
)ating  to  exertion,  they  have  the  fDrae  cffcSt  as  if  their  mo- 
tives were  fuch,  as  I  do  not  confiJer  them  to  be.  The  whole 
of  the  mode  in  which  he  has  treated  this  fubjefi,  is  fuch,  as  to 
ina[ke  men  believe  that  nothing  has  been  done  to  roufe  the 
country  to  aflive  exertion. .  With  regard  to  the  mcafurcs,  the 
adoption  of  whiqh  has  been  frequently  recommended  for  the 
defence  of  the  country,  it  is  very  eafy  for  different  perfons  to 
recommend  different  plans;  and  he  who  appears  to  out- 
flrip  another  in  bidding,  who  will  go  farthe/l  in  his  ideas  of 
the  fubjcft,  is  fuppcf^d  to  be  right ;  but  this  principle  1  deny, 
both  in  theory  and  in  pradicc :  for  if  we  fliould  adopt  meafurek 
that  are  too  large,  extenfive,  and  complicated,  we  may  run  the 
rifle  of  having  none  at  all.  I  believe,  that  in  all  fuch  cafes,  it 
is  the  wifeft  courfe  to  proceed  gradually,  and  not  to  propofe 
any  expedient  too  haftily.  The  hon.  Gentleman  ch.nrgrs  his 
Majefty's  Minifters  with  a  general  remiiTnefs  and  inattention  in 
all  thofe  meafures  that  were  neceiTary  to  he  adopted  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  country.  I  wi(b  the  Houfe  would  examine  this 
charge,  and  fee  whether  it  is  well  founded  or  not.  I  do  not 
'  wifh  to  dwell  upon  what  has  been  done  during  the  late  peace, 
but  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  and  the  Houfe  muft  know,  that 
during  that  period  a  much  greater  number  offeamen  was  kept 
on  foot,  and  a  much  greater  military  eftablifhment,  than  ever 
there  had  been  in  this  country  during  any  former  period  of 
peace;  infomuch,  indeed,  that  its  extent  has  excited  thedifap* 
probation  of  many  great  authorities  in  this  Houfe,  on  the  ground 
of  its  expeice,  although  it  has  been  ftrongly  complained  of  by 
the  right  hon.  Gentieifian  and  his  friends  as  inadequate.  The 
injufiicc.  however,  of  this  complaint,  like  many  other  com«- 
ptaints  from  the  fame  quarter,  is  manifefl  from  this  circum-* 
fiance,  that  not  one  foldier  has  been  diibanded  from  the  time 
peace  was  concluded  till  the  recommencement  of  the  war,  who- 
w  IS  not  enlided  for  a  limited  period,  and  the  terms  of  whofe  cn- 
iidment  of  courfe  required  his  difcharge ;  ur  elfe  where  truop& 
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were  only  engaged  to  ferve  during  the  war.  So  much  as  to 
foroier  cenfureSy  repeated  this  evening.  As  to  the  prefent 
pate  of  the  military  force,  I  maintain,  that  with  refpefl  to 
the  quantity  or  q^liality  of  onr  trpops,  they  are  much  more 
formidable  than  at  any  period  that  could  be  quoted ;  are  more 
fo  than  at  the  end  of  the  year  1797%  or  in  the  beginning  of 
the  year  1798,  when  the  danger  ot  invafion  was  not  lefs  im- 
minent than  it  can  be  confidered  at  prefent,  nor  at^  time 
7  when  the  country  wasengagedin  a  war  not  only  with  Franccp 

Holland,  and  Spain,  but  with  the  Nonhern  Confederacy,  In 
addition  toihiscomparifon,  fo  favourable  to  our  prefent  fitu« 
a!ion,  and  fo  demonftrative  of  the  activity  and  precaution 
of  his  Majedy's  Minifters,  it  ought  to  be  taken  into  account, 
that  we  are  only  how  in  the  {irfl  year  of  war,  and  that  after 
any  peace,  however  Oiort  or  advantageous,  it  is  always  found 
impoflible  for  any  Guvertiment  immediately  to  mount  up  to 
a  {l;ite  of  preparation  fuited  to  the  circumftances.^  Making, 
then,  all  the  allowances  which  M  is  fair  and  reafonable  to 
claim,  I  contend  that  we  had  a  larger  and  better  difciplined 
body  of  regular  troops  fit  for  fervice  than  under  fimilarcir* 
cumftances  the  country  ever  witnefled.  I  difdain  any  with, 
in  making  this  comparifon,  to  provoke  a  difcuflion  or  de- 
tail as  to  the  conduct  of  Miniders  on  the  Rate  of  preparation 
at  particular  periods,  but  merely  with  the  view  of  replying 
to  the  aflertions  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  and  of  (hewing 
that  we  are  not  only  fully  competent  to  the  defence  of  the 
country  from  invafion,  but  when  that  danger  ihall  ceafe,  our 
•  force  is  alfo  competent  10  foreign  operations.  The  right 
hon.  Gentleman  has  in  the  courfe  of  his  fpeech  taken  occafion 
to  allude  to  letters  which  have  been  addreflTed  to  the  Lords 
-  jLieutenant?  of  the  feveral  counties,  but  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man's charges  upon,  that  point  will  be  bed  anfwered  by 
fimply  faying,  that  thofe  letters  were  fent  by  G9vernment 
in  cnnfequence  of  it  meafure  fandioned  by  the  approbation 
of  Parliament  ;  and  that,  in  the  preparatory  arrangements, 
thefe  letters  were  deemed  eifentidlly  neceflary.  I'he  right 
^  hon.  Gentleman  has  objtfted  to  the  mode  of  eleding  officers 
which  the  meafure  before  the  Houfe  prefcribes ;  but  he 
ought  to  have  remembered,  that  the  principle  of  fuch  ap^ 
pointtn^nts  is  precifely  that  which  has  been  adopted  and  aded 
upon  during  the  lad  war,  and  although  the  officers  are  to  be 
chafen  by  ihe  men,  yet  they  are  not  to  receive  their  commif- 
fions  unlefs  recommended  to  his  Majedy  by  the  Lords  Lieu* 
tenants  of  counties.    The  right  hon.  Gentleman's  objedions 
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!q  this  meafurei  on  the  ground  that  it  is  of  a  com|^uIfory  n^^ 
ture,  are  rather  fingu|ar»  when  his  former  declarations  alo 
confldcred,  in  which  he  generally  called  out  for  compulfory 
tneafureSy  if  neceflfary,  to  sirm  the  country ;  and,  indeed* 
whatever  doubts  might  pievall  upon  the  juftice  or  policy  of 
atteqipting  a  compulfory  levy  for  any  purpofe  of  foreign  ope« 
tations,  Yio  doubt  can  ctift  as  to  the  propriety  of  enforcing  ir, 
fhould  necefTity  demand  it  for  our  internal  defence.  But  the 
fight  hon.  Gentleman  aiks,  \vhy  not  relv  on  the  voluntaipy  > 

piFers  of  the  people  ?  although  upon  every  occafion  he  com- 
plained that  Goverhnncnt  d*^d  not  come  forWafd  to  urge  the 
people  to  arm — toropze  them  to  exertion  \\  iih  regard,  ho>Y- 
ipver^lo  the  meafure  before  the  Houfe,  iljsnot  intended  to  at- 
tempt any  ihfnjg  compulfory,  unlefs  where  the  voluntary  of- 
fers are  not  made*  and  unlefs  they  do  not  proniife  to  be  ef- 
feflual  towards  theobjed).  As  to  the  general  principle  of 
this  bill,  I  think  it  the  moft  v>nobje£ttonablejhat  could  be  de- 
vifcd-^ihc  mofl  congenial  to  the  fpirit  of  theconf^irution,  the 
leaft  difagreeable  to  the  habirs  and  feelings  of  the  people,  ax;d  i 

the  moft  liki  ly  lo  anfwtr  the  main  view.     To  the  mode  of 

Itroceeding,  which  Government  has  thought  proper  to  pur- 
iie  for  the  purpofe  of  putting  the  country  in  a  formidable 
pcRure,  I  feel  confident,  that  upon  a  candid  connderation 
no  fognd  obje<?1ion  can  be  made.  We  have  brought  me^- 
fures  forward  ieparately,  each  at  the  convenient  time;  and  I 
fubmit  to  ihe  good  fcnfe  of  the  Houfe  whether  a  Contrary 
(Tourfe,  namely,  the  propofition  of  all  of  them  together,  even 
if  matured,  might  not  tend  to  delay  and  prejudice  the  practi- 
cal accompHlhmcnt  of  them,  ar^d  endanger  the  fuccefs  of  the 
ohjcft.  lam  aware  that  it  is  ihe  opinion  ot  fome  very  refpefl- 
able  members  that  the  meafure  now  under  confideration 
ought  to  havel)ecn  |aid  before  the  Houfe  nnudh  fooner — -'that 
5t  ought  to  have  preceded  thofp  which  regard  the  arrangement 
of  a  more  regular  force  ;  bur  !  firmly  believe,  that  had  this 
'idea  been  aflcd  upon,  it  would  have  been  extremely  difficult 
indeed  to  profccuie  the  ballot  for  the  army  of  rcfervc,  or  to 
carry  into  cfFe£V,  with  the  neccRary  facilities,  ihe  previous 
ballot  for  the  militia.  From  thef-  confidetations  I  am  of 
opinion,  iha*  it  was  much'wlfer  the  feveral  meafiires  alluded 
to  were  not  fiiffered  to  follow  each  other  more  rapidly  than  wc 
f ontrived.  That  an  invafion  may  be  attempted,  and  may  pof- 
fibly  fucceedfoi  a  fhort  time,  I' will  not  deny  ;  but  I  do  deny 
that  the  capture  of  London,  or  any  other  place,  would  decide 
f^e  ilfu^  of  its  for  as  lon^  as;  there  remained  an  acre  of 
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Englifli  ground,  on  that  fpot  of  ground  the  people  of  thit 
country  would  fight  the  enemy.  I  agree  with  the  right  hofi« 
Gentleman,  that  in  cafe  of  being  unfuccefsful,  inafmuchas 
mre  have  been  great,  true,  wealthy,  and- powerful,  in  the 
fame  proportion  would  be  the  extent  of  the  evil  we  Ihould 
fuffer.  I  always  felt  this,  and  I  feel  it  to  this  moment ;  but 
I  am  not  to  fuppofe  that  thofe  who  have  enjoyed  freedoim 
and  profperity,  would  become  (laves,  without  being  the 
f*  word  of  flaves.     This  idea  gives  me  reafon   to  form   the 

bed  hopes  from  the  fptrit  of  the  people  in  preferving  their 
country.     This  principle  has  been  proved  to  be  true  ex- 
ternally, and  it  mud  be  fo  iniernaliy  ;   for   in  every  war  ia 
which   we  were  engaged  with  a  foreign  enemy,  we  always 
came  oiF  with  honour  and  glory.     If  it  (huuM  ever  be  our 
fate  to  bow  down  to  a  foreign  enemy,   our  fate  would  then 
be   worfe  than  any  other  country  which  had  ever  fallen 
under  the  fubjedion   of  that  enemy  ;  for  our  degradaiioti 
and  ruin  would  be  in  proportion  to  our   former  greatnefs* 
glory,  and  fuccefi^. .    1  do  not  blame  ihofte  gentlemen  wht» 
feel  and  fee  the  danger  beyond   what  it  really  is  \  but  there 
^      are  certain  bounds,  to  which  the  apprehenGon  of^hat  danger 
fliould  be  limited  ;  otherwife  it  may  be  exaggerated  to  fucb 
an  extent,  as  to br  produ6live  of  more  harm  than  ^ood.  The 
right   hon.  Gentleman  has  alluded  to  a  fpeech  of  an>  hocu 
Baronet  (Sir  W.  Eiflcine).  I  heard  that  fpeech  with  a  gre^ 
tleal  of  faiisfadion,  and  am  convinced  that  his  opinions  have 
been  confirmed  by  experience  and  practice.     I  mull  agaift 
repeat,  that  it   would  be  highly  prejudicial   to  the  couniry 
if  the  feeling  of  our  danger  were  advanced  to  fuch  an  esc- 
tent  as  to  damp  the  fpirit  of  the  country.  . 

Mr.  WinSmm^  in  explajis^tion.  Rated  that  his  objedions 
to  the  mealure  applied  rather  to  the  mode  of  railing  the 
people  en  maffe^  than  to  the  principle  of  fuch  a  propofitiom 

Sir  Francis  Burden — The  beft,  and,  in  my  judgment .  the 
only  effedlual  fcheme  of  defence  which  can  be  devifeJ  for 
the  country  at  this  crifis,  may  be  comprifcd  in  one  meafure, 
namely,  a  repeal  of  all  the  adts  applying  to  conftitorionil 
topics,  which  have  been  pafled  iirrce  the  acceflioxi  of  the 
prefent  i^ing  to  the  throne,  and  then  y*M  may  rationally 
hope  to  roufe  the  ancient  enthufiafm  of  the  people,  and^fur*. 
niOi  them  with  real  motives  to  fight  for  the  bleflings  of  con* 
il.iiutional  freedom  and  perfonul  fccuriry. 

Mr.  Pit.  I  feel  finceiely  happy  that  this  tneafure  ha$ 
^een  at  length  brought  btioiz  the  Houfe,  as  it  affords  4 
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j^TofpeSt  of  that   vigour  which  is   nQCeif^ry  in  the  prcfent 
conjunflure.     I  approve  of  iis  principle  and  objed^    It  in- 
deed is  (ounded  on  ihe  principles  of  the  plaoi  wbich^  uncon-r 
|ie£ted  as  I   am   with   his  Majefty's  Governtnenty   I  have 
thought  it  my  duty  to  intimate  to  Miniiters.     1  have  been 
always  decidedly  of  opinion  that  fuch  a  meafure  was  eflen- 
(iaily  neceflary,  in  addition  to  our  regular  force,  in  order  to. 
put  the  queftion  2S  to  oi^r  domeftic  fecurity  entirely  beyond 
all  dk>ubt.     I  am  not  now  difpofed,  becaufe  indeed  I  do  not 
ihjnk  it  neceflfaryt  to  enter  into  any  invefugation  of  the  de- 
gree of  danger  which  the  country  has  to  apprehend,  though 
1  ant  aware  it   is  material   that  the  danger  Should  not  be 
midcr rated.     But  to  return  to  the  meafure  before  the  Houfe 
' — 1  rejoice  in.  its    introdudlion    as    the    mod   Congenial 
in*  Hs   fpirit   to    the  cunflituwon  of    this  couotry,  and  in 
ks    execution    not    at    all  likely    to     meet    any    obftade 
from   the  character   or  dirpofttion   of  the   people.     In  i  s 
iiru^ure  there  is  iwthing  new  to  our  hiflory ;   in  its  tendency 
there  is  lioihing  ungraceful  to  our  habits  ;    it  embraces  the 
intcreHs,  it  ava'ris  itfelf  of  the  energies,  and  it  promifes   io 
cltabliih  the  fecuri:y  of.thc  country,    h  itnpofcsno  burthenii 
iHir  does  It  propofe  any  arrangement  of  which  it  can  be   in 
ihe  power  of  any  clafs  of  the  communrty  to  complain.     Its 
cbjedi  is  the  fafety  of  aJI,  without  containing  any  thing  ia 
its  provifion«  ofFenfive  to  any.     It   is  perfedly  agreeable  to 
tihe  beft  inftitutionsof  civilized  fociety,  and  has  for  its  bafia 
ihe  rtidiments  of  our  conflitutional  hidory.     It  is  obvious, 
that  ualers  we  make  efforts  adequate  to  the  criHs  m   which 
we  are  placed,  the  country  is  infecure,  and  if  thofe  effort's 
cannot  be  effcdual  without  compulfion,   I  trtift  no  man  can 
cater  tain  a  doubt  of  tlie  propriety  of  refortio|^  to  it  ;  but  I 
liave  a  eonfidx:nt  expe£tatijn  that  compulHon  will  be  unnecef- 
fary  ;  that  the  number  of  voluntary  odcrs  will  be  fufficient  to 
cbviate  the  ncctilhy  of  that  difagreeable  alternaiive.     tt  is^ 
however,,  an  alternaiive  of  which  I  hope  no  man  will  dif- 
approve  Ihuuld  the  neceirtty  arife,  and  lead  of  all  my  right 
{ion.  Friend,  who  has  not  on  a  former  occafion   hefitated  to 
recommend  that  compuifH>n.     By  his  M<ije(ty*s  prerogative 
he  has  it  in  his  po^er,  at  any  time  that  the  country  is  threat- 
ened with  tnvaiion,  tocaH  out  all  hib  fubjeds  for  its  defence  « 
and  the  objedl  of  the  meafure  before  the  HoUfe  is^  that  the 
pt'oplv  when  calltd    out   fhould   be   p:epared  to  fecond  hia 
views — Aould  be  trained  to  military  t volutions— (hould  be 
leady  to  a^  with  pomptitude  ia  amy  quarter  wbcie  theis 

lervicet

fervices  might  be  required — (hould  be  capable  of  conform- 
ing to  orders  without  confufion  or  delay-^of  collecting  with 

celerity,  and  afiing   with   deciiiun.     Such  a  plan  is  highly 

^efirable,  for  it  would  be  unwife  to  leave  the  defence  of  the 
country  placed  on  our  naval  force,  however  fuperior,  or  ia 
our  regular  arnny,  however  gallant  and  well  difciplined,  or 
even  in  the  people  armed  en  maffe^  unlefs  previoufly  drilled  ia 
military  manoeuvres,  and  fubje£t  to  the  diredioas  of  Go-^ 
vetnment,  who,  by  themeafure  before  the  Houfe,  are  tojbe 
itiveded  with  ample  powers  of  rendering  tlie  appiicatioa  of 
this  force  effedual,  of  diref^ing  it  to  the  feveral  branche6  of 
public  fervice  which  circumflances  may  call  fon    The  train- 
ing of  the  people^  however,  (hould  be^prompt;  no  delay 
fhould  be  fulFered,  for  there  was  no  room  to  allow  it.     Th9 
eiforis  of  thofe  to  be  entrufted   with  the  execution  of  this 
important  duty  (faould  be  unremitted,  and  indeed  of  all  public 
and  private  individuals,  until  ^he  country  (hall  be  completely 
fecure  againft  any  attacks  of  the  enemy.     This  fecuriry  is 
certain  if  evdry  man  will  be  afiiveln  his  (lation,  and  of  that 
adivity  I  have  not  the  lead  doubt,  if  Government  will  give 
the  proper  (limulus.     With  refpcd  to  the  obfervatinns  of 
my  noble  Friend  upon  the  fentiments  of  my  right  hon.  Friend 
(Mr.  Windham)  as  to  the  dangers  of  inva^on,  the  noble 
Lord  feems  to  have  quite  miftaken  his  meaning,  for  my  right 
hon.  Friend  did  not  at  all  defcribe  the  danger  in  fucb  a  way  as 
to  damp  the  fpirit  of  the  country,  bur  rattier  to  excite  Its 
catition  and  energy,  by  removing  the  idea  that  aa  iovafioii 
is  impracticable  \  and  as  foon  as  that  delufive  notioa  (hall 
ceafe  to  prevail,  I  am  quite  certain  that  the  whole  tenor  of 
my  right -hon.  Friend's  remarks  will  be  to  produce  coafidencA 
of  fecurity  in  the  public  mind,  at  the  time  when  that  feding 
of  Cfjii&ience  ought  to  exid,  either  with  reference  Ao  \hm 
fafety  of  the  (late,  or  of  individuals.     The  amount  of  our 
danger,  therefore,  it  would  be  impolitic  to  conceal  from  \\m 
people.    It  was  the  firft  duty  of  Minifters  to  make  it  known^ 
and^fter  doing  fo,  it  fliould  have  been  their  ftudy  to  provi(i0  - 
againft  jt,  and  to  point  out  the  means  to  the  country  b/ 
iK^hich  it  might  be  averted.    It  is  quite  impoffible  that  a  peo«». 

^  fie  will  make  adequate  efforts  to  refift  a  danger,  of  the  na* 
Hire  and  extent  of  which  they  are  (ludioufly  kept  io  igno* 
rancei  Upon  thofe  grounds  I  difapprove  of  the  outcry  fo 
often  raifed  agatnft  my  right  hon.  Friend  and  others^  who 
have  endeavoured  by  their  Tpeeches  to  roufe  the  energies  of 
the  country  In  the  mod  effeflual  wayi  Bamely^  by  pointing 
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mix  the  neceiliiy  which  cxifted  for  employing  thofe  energies. 
AUtTt  however,  the  grounds  of  apprehehflon  Oiall  have  beeii 
rxtinguifhed,  I  have  linle  doubt  that  the  exertions  of  my 
yight  hon.  Friend  will  be  to  uoint  the  attention  of  Miniders 
to  fuch  means  of  annoying  the  enemy  as  his  ingenuity  can 
Inggefl,  and  that  thofe  grounds  will  be  removedwith  proper 
attention  and  adivity  on  the  part  of  Minifiers,  t  can  havend 
doubt;  for  who  can  fear  for  the  event  when  millions  of  Eng<& 
)i(hmen  are  to  be  opp(«^d  to  the  detachment  of  the  itiftru- 
ments  of  French  ambition?  and  whatever  the  number  of  our 
invaders  may  be»  they  cannot,  comparatively  with  the  force 
I  trnft  we  (hall  have  to  oppofe  them,  be  more  than  a  mere 
cfctachment      I  have  not  undcrftocd  from  the  words  of  my 
trght  hon.  Friend  that  he  had  any  fear  as  to  the  event,  but 
that  he  wilhed  fulely  to  urge  to  the  adoption  of  fuch  meafures    . 
ds  mfght  tend  to  give  an  effi:6)ive  dire£)ion  to  our  natural 
ftrength.     My  right  hon.  Friend  has  appeared  to  me  very 
littfe  to  indulge  in  thofe  gloomy  prefages  which  are  «fcribej 
fo  him  by  thofe  of  whofe  fiuggtlhnefs,  fupinencfs,  and  in- 
adivrty  he  has  been  long  in  ihe  habit  of  complaining,  but  I 
ieet  the  m(>(l  (Inccre  gladnefs  that  the  charge  of  fupinenefs 
can  no  longer  apply :  his  Majefly's  Miniflers  feem  now  de* 
termined  upon  rouHng  the  fpirit  of  th^  country,  and  ujpon 
giving  that  fpirit  a  jufl  and  powerful  dire£lion.     I  hail,  for 
vhe  fake  of  my  ccaintry,  the  ajppearance  of  this  refblution. 
This  is  an  anfpicious  day^;  but  I  cannot  help  expre'fling  my 
fnrprife  that  this  meafure  has  not  been  fubmitted  to  the  ccn- 
fidctatfon  of  the  Houfe  long  ago;  but  even  now  I  hope  it 
wtf!  anfwer  its  purpofe,  that  it  will  meet  the  approbatioa 
^f  Parliament,  and   that   the  people   will   promptly  come 
forward  to  fccond  its  objcfl.     Af»er  the  precifc  views  of 
fhts  country  (hall  be  made  known,  and  after  its  dangers 
Ihall  be  fully  undcrflood,  I  am  fure  that  no  man  will  Ihrink 
from  the  calls  of  his  country  in  this  hour  of  peril,  unlcfs 
'  from  motives  fuch  as  he  dare  not  avow.    Whether  Miniftcrs 
cnght  fooner  to  have  propofed  thts  meafi>re,  is  a  queflion 
into  which  I  Hiall  not  now  enter  at  targe,  but  I  will  merely 
cbfetve,  that  if  it  becomes  necefllsiry  from  a  knowledge  of 
Ihe  enemy's  views,  I  believe  no  knowledge  of  that  kind  has 
lleeh  recently  obtained — none  of  which  Miniflers  and  the 
^nblic  Were  not  aware  at  the  time  that  war  was  declared; 
dnd  even  before.     Why  t<»en  was  this  inipor  ant  meafure 
4^tayed?   The  dan«:er  to  be  looked  for  has  been  a^  p  ehended 
fof  a  confiderable  time  back,  and  upon  the  contingency  of  t( 
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my  noble  Friend  admiis,  that  even  during  peace  a  very  larg® 
and  expenTive  eftabliihment  was  kept  up.  I  cannot  concei%'e 
any  esccufe  that, can  be  alleged  fqr  fuch  procrafti nation.  It 
did  not  proceed^  I  fuppofc,  from  the  dcfire  of  Minifters  tq 
^onfider  the  fcale  and  meafure  of  our  dangers  [a  laugh)]^  or^ 
JFrom  an  ppinion  on  iheir  part^  that  it  was  better  they  (bo  ulc| 
^  be  tarily  and  gradual  in  (heir  oieafures  of  defence  againft  the 

/  giganuc  efforts  ol  the  enemy  [«  laugh\ — This  caiinot  have 

been  the  reafon,  and  really  1  fee  no  difference  in  the  date  of/ 
Europe,  nor  in  the  relative  (ituation  of  this  country  with  re- 
fpeft  to  France,  from  what  it  was  at  the  commencement  of 
the  war.  I  am  therefore  at  a  lofs  to  divine  the  motives  whicl^ 
have  influenced  the  condufl  of  Miniilers,  and  why  this  mea- 
fure was  not  brought  forward  long  fines.  If  there  was  no 
neceOity  to  be  aftive,  if  there  was  l^ifure  for  (low  delibera- 
tion, then  of  course,  the  period  is  not  fuch  in  their  eflim^ 
tion  as  to  caU  for  any  exuaordinary  promptitude  or  exertion^ 
ox  fuch  as  oiight  to  excite  alarm ;  but,  in  truth,  if  there  wa^ 
any  particular  meafure  which  claimed  precedency, it  wa^  that 
now  under  confideration,  which  could  not  interfere  With  any 
pther  military  arrangements.  The  queftion  fimply  is  this — 
was  it  prudent  to  poftpone  the  introduAion  of  a  meafure 
which  had  for  it^  objefl  to  prepare  the  people  for  a  general 
armament,  ^nd  which  preparation  muft  neceffarily  confume 
fome  time  before  it  could  be  efficient ;  yet  in  the  wifdom  of 
Miniflers  this  is  the  particular  meafure  which  is  to  be'delayed 
to  the  laft.  I  will  not,  however,  flop  to  inquire  into  the 
time  which  has  been  already  loft ;  but  I  (hall  exprefs  my  ear- 
neft  hope  that  no  tinie  will  be  wafted  hereafter — that  every 
Inftant  will  be  adively  engaged  until  the  country  be  com- 
pletely fafe.  \  think  that  lonie  arrangements' (houid  be  made 
10  connedl  the  different  departments  of  the  execiitive  autho- 
fity,  that  upon  orders  iffued  ftom  Government  to  the  Lord 
f^ieutenants  of  counties,  the  people  might  be  inf mediately 
fet  in  motion ;  that,  without  interfering  with  agriculture, 
which  ftiould  pot  by  any  oceans  be  dillurbed,  the  feveral 
fclafTes  might  be  difciplined  ;  to  attend  the  drill  at  leaft  twq 
days  in  each  week  ;  to  afiemble  in  particular  places  through- 
out the  country ;  the  limitation  of  diftance  from  the  refidence 
of  each  man  to  the  place  of  afTembly  to  be  about  fix  miles ; 
the  time  of  attendance  to  be  not  lefs  than  half-a-day.  The 
diftance  I  propofe  is  not  inore  than  the  ftoiit  Englifti  peafantry 
are  in  the  habit  of  going  to  a  cpcket  match,  or  apy  other  rural 
^mufement.     Thefe  men,  in  my  conc^ptjpn,  might  be  dif* 
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ciplined  by  foldiers  on  fiirlought  who,  on  being  called  back 
to  their  fegiaient,  ^hen  danger  (houfd  afittally  reach  our 
fhores,  might  be  enabled  to  bring  with  them  one  hundred 
Aurdy  recruits  prepared  for  military  adion  through  their 
tneans.    With  regard  to  the  motion  before  the  Houfe»  I  mud 
fay  that  it  is  not  liable  to  the  ohje£lions  advanced  by  my  right 
hon.  Friend,  on  the  ground  that  it  would  have  a  compulfory 
operation,  for  in  fa£t  it  does  not  propofe  to  refort  to  com* 
pulfion,  if  the  object  can  be  attained  by  voluntary  offers;  and 
I  am  of  opinion  that  the  purpofes  may  be  fo  effected.  Thefe 
voluntary  offers  may  be  promoted  con fiderably  by  the  prefence 
of  the  nobility  and  gentry  in  their  refpective  di(lricts»  and  on 
that  account  I  rejoice  in  the  profpect  that  we  are  foon  to 
feparate,  not  only  with  reference  to  this,  but  to  the  other 
ttieafures  which  have  paiTed  the  Houfe,  and  to  the  execution 
of  which  the  prefence  I  have  alluded  to  muft  materially  con- 
tribute.   The  great  men  of  the  country  to  animate  by  their 
example,  to  countenance  by  their  authority,  and  to  aflift  by 
theirpdvice  the  operationsof  the  people, have  it  in  their  power 
to  achieve  the  mod  important  good,  to  excite  a  zeal  and  de- 
votion to  the  public  caufe,  and  to  difTufe  their  ovvn  fpirit 
through  all  ranks  of  the  community.     With  a  view  to  thufe 
defirable  advantages,  I  wilh  that  the  feflion  may  be  (hort ; 
and  I  hope  that  as  little  time  as  poflible  maybe  loft  in  exa- 
mining afid  arranging  the  details  of  this  important  meafure, 
and  that  whatever  reafons  we  may  have  to  look  for  voluntary 
offers,  we  (hall  not  rely  on  thofe  offers  altogether;  for,  as  the 
reprefentatives  of  the  people,  we  are  bound  to  provide  for  their 
fafety,  and  to  provide  a  fufTictent  force.     Though  they  may 
not  be  difpofed  to  take  care  of  themfelves,  it  is  our  duty  to 
take  care  of  them.     If,  therefore,  voluntary  offers  (hall  not 
be  adequate  to  the  purpofe,  we  muft  of  courfe  refort  to  com- 
pulfory proceedirigs;    The  dwelling  of  the  man  is,  as  I  have 
already  obferved,  the  principal  objed  to  be  attended  to; 
but  t  beg  it  to  be  underftood  that,  in  my  opinion,  the  poorer 
clafTes  (hould  be  remunerated  for  the  time  they  may  be  en- 
gaged in  difcipline.     I  hope  it  is  fo  intended,  though  I  have 
not  heard  any  thing  of  the  kind  mentioned  by  my  right  hon. 
Friend  in  the  opening.    The  man  who  is  taken  from  his  la- 
bour for  the  public  fafety  ought  certainly  to  be  paid  for  his 
time«  and  this  would  ferve  to  reconcile  ftich  perfons  to  a 
pradice  which  otherwife  would  be  jufUy  confidered  a  very 
gr6at  hardfhip.     As  to  the  trouble  w  hich  the  nobility  and 
gentry  may  be  called  upon  tofubmit  to  in  this  general  arma- 

mem» 
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ment,  I  cannot  do  tliem  the  injiidice  of  fuppoling  that  they 
would  not  fubmit  to  it  with*  alacrity,  or  that  queftions  of 
mere  ptsrfonal  convenience  would,  in  fuch  a  crifis  as  the  pre- 
fent,  have  any  weight  with  them.  In  the  executioi\of  this 
nieafnrp  1  do  not  like  the  idea  of  waiting  for  the. flow  pro- 
grefs  ot  a  bailor.  I  think  that  unlefs  the  volunteers  fliould, 
within  a  certain  date,  comply  with  the  condition  prefcribed, 
their  conf&nt  (hould  not  be  waited  for.  In  thofe  pSriihes  where 
the  voluntary  oiFers  (hould  not  be  promptly  made,  thecom- 
pulfory  levy  (hould  be  promptly  enforced.  This  compulfion^ 
however,  would  not«  according  to  my  apprehendon,  be  in 
any  inflance  neceiTary,  if  the  Lord  Lieutenants  of  counties* 
with  the  deputies  and  other  perfons  of  refpedability,  would 
go  round  from  houfe  to  houfe  in  their  refpeAive  difl^dst 
and  folicit  the  people  to  come  forward.  This  1  know  I  am 
not  too  fanguinc  in  believing  would  efFe£lually  accompli Ih 
within  one 'month  the  ends  we  have  in  view  without  any 
compulfion  whatever,  particularly  when  they  are  apprifed 
fully  of  the  neceflity  for  their  fervice  ;  when  they  were  eUi- 
couraged  by  the  advice  of  their  fuperiors ;  and  when  they 
have  the  iatisfadion  of  knowing  that  the  Legiflature  have 
deemed  the-ir  country'^s  danger  demands  it.  Much  has  been 
faid  of  the  daoger  of  arming  the  people.  I  confefs  that  there 
was  a  time  when  that  fear  would  have  had  fome  weight,  but 
there  never  was  a  time  when  there  could  have  been  any  fear 
of  arming  the  whole  people  of  England,  and  particularly  not 
under  the  prefetit  circuinOances.  1  never,  indeed,  entertained 
any  apprehenfions  from  a  patriot  army  regularly  officered,  ac- 
cording to  the  manner  fpecified  in  the  n^eafure  before  the 
Houfe,  however  1  might  hefitate  to  permit  the  afiemblage  of  a 
tutnultuary  army  otherwife  conftituted.  From  an  army  to 
confid  of  the  round  bulk  of  the  people,  no  man  who  knows 
the  Brit ifh  character  could  have  the  lead  fear — if  it  even 
were  to  include  the  dtfafFcolcd,  for  they  would  bear  fo  fipall 
a  proportion  to  the  whole,  as  to  be  incapable  of  doing  mifchief 
however  mifchievoufly  difpofed.  There  was,  indeed,  a  time 
when alfociat ions  <»f  traitors, fyflematically  organized, excitjed 
an  apprehenfion  of  the  confequences  of* a  fudden  armament 
of  the  populace,  but  that  time  is  no  more,  and  the  probability 
is  now,  as  occurred  in  the  cafe  of  the  volunteers,  that  if  there 
are  dill  any  material  number  of  difaiFeAed,  that  by  mixing 
them  with  the  loyal  part  of  the  community,  the  fame  patriotic 
zeal,  the  fame  fgbmillion  to  juft  authority  will  be  foon  found 
to  pervade  the  whole  body,  and  that  all  will  be  equally 
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to  defend  their  country  or  pcrifh  in  the  attempt — that  the 
good  and  the  loyal  will  corre^  the  vicious  difpofiiion  of  the 
difaffcftcd,  will  reSify  their  errors,  and  fet  right  their  mif- 
guided  judgments.  Wrf  may  thus  enlift  thofe  among  our 
frieridst  who  would  othcrwife,  perhaps,  become  the  auxili- 
aries of  our  enemy.  Under  all  thefc  circumftanccs,  he  felt 
that  the  objedions  urged  upon  this  fcore  were  not  tenable,  and 
that  they  (bould  not  hare  any  weight  againft  a  meafurc 
which  was  neceiTary  to  the  prefervation  of  public  order  and^ 
private  happinefs.  The  right  hon.  Gent  reman  concluded 
a  very  animated  fpeeth  ih  calling  the  attention  of  the  Houfe 
to  the  interefts  for  which  he  had  to  contend,  to  the  means  by 
which  it  was  in  our  power  to  render  the  cciintry  completely 
impregnable,  and  a  flrong  exhortation  to  the  members  td 
attend  and  endeavour  to  l^cilitate  thb  progib's  of  this  and 
bther  meafijres  nbcelTary  to  the  defence  of  the  country. 

Lord  Cajilereagh  faid;  1  requeil  the  attention  of  the  Houfe 

to  a  few  obibrvations,  which  it  is  my  Wifh  and  deHre  to  fui>- 

tnit  to  their  coniideration,  and  it  (hall  be  mv  endeavour  td 

detain  thfem  as  Ihort  a  time  as  the  nature  of  the  fubjed  will 

alioVvi     1  truft  the  Houfe  will  feel  the  courfe  the  debate  haH 

taken ;  and  although  the  meafure   npw  propofed  by  my 

right  hon.  Friend  does  not  meet  the  approbation  of.  the 

right  hon.  Gentleman  over  the  way  (Mr.  Windham),  yet  t 

think  I  may  fafely  leave  it  to  the  Houfe  and  to  the  country, 

on  the  high  authority  of  the  judgment  and  fair  opinion  of  the 

right  hon.  Gentleitian  undbr  the  gallery  (Mr.  Pitt)  who  has 

given  it  h\%  unqualified  approbation,  though  he  has  beea 

))leafed  to  fay,  tt>at  he  thinks  the  meafure  has  not  been 

brought  forward  with  that  celerity  with   which  it  itiight 

have  been  proceeded  in.    I  beg  the  Houfe  to  recoiled,  that 

'when  his  Majefly*8  Minifters  are  arraigned  by  honourable 

Gentlemen  in  their  places,  for  not  having  generally  a£led 

in  fuch  a  manner  as  to  give  fatisfa£lion  to  every  individual 

inember  Who  may  have  occafion  to  defcant  on  the  meafures 

they  have  adopted,  it  becomes  extremely  difficult  to  give 

a  fpeciiic  anfwer  to  fuch  charges  ;  at  leafl  fuch  a  one  as 

tnay  be  t)Grfe£lly  fatisfactory  to  the  whole  Heufe,  To  as  for 

them  to  draw  a  fair  concluuon.     If  his  Majeftv's  Minifters 

have  done  amifs ;   if,  in  the  Opinion  "bf  any  honourable 

Member,  they,  have  failed  in  the  performance  of  their 

duty ;   Or  if,  by  their  meafures,  any  honourable   Member 

fhould  think  them  inadequate  to  the  taik  of  performing 

thofe  duties  annexed  to  their  ftatiotis,  the  only  fair  and  juft 

mode  of  tailing  them  tQ  an  account  iS|  by  a  motion  for  an  in* 

*  quiry 
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iquiry  into  their  conduct ;  they  will  then  know  what  theyhdvc 
to  anfwer  to,  and  may  make  tfoeir  defence  accordingly  ;  but 
to  fuch  modes  ofchaige  as  had  lately  been  fo  often  refortcd 
to,  it  was  impoifibie  to  anfwer,  and  they  could  be  produ&ive 
of  no  good»  whilA,  in  the  moft  trying  and  important  crifis  this 
country  was  ever  placed  in,  they  tended  very  much  to  em- 
"  l^arrafs  Minifters ;  to  tie  up  their  hands,  and  to  cripple  every 
effort  they  attempted  to  make  for  the  public  welfare,  and 
Jntercft  of  the  State.  I  affure  the  Houfe,  1  dp  not  fay  this 
ifrom  any  perfonal  feelings  on  the  fubje£t.  1  wi(h  the  whole \ 
tondiift  of  his  Majefty's  fervants  16  be  examined,  in  order 
that  meafures  which  are  neceflary  fhould  be  carried  into 
kfFeft  without  d -lay  \  for  till  that  point  is  fettled,  I  fear  that 
^uch  inconvenience,  if  not  mift  bief,  may  enfue,  to' the  for- 
warding and  promoting,  the  mod  important  interefts  of 
the  country^  Before  1  enter  upon  the  meafure  how  under 
the  confideration  of  the  Houfe,  I  muft  beg  leave  to  fay,  that 
I  cannot  hePp  differing  with  my  right  hon.  Friend  under  the 
gallery  (Mn  Pitt)  that  it  would  have  been  politic  to  take 
t3p  th6  matter  otherwife  than  has  been  done,  and  in  regular 
fucc^ilion  one  after  another  ;  and  I  am  ftrengthened  in  this 
opinion,  when  I  recoIle£^,  that  at  the  time  the  meafui^e  of 
the  army  of  referve  was  under  the  confideration  of  this 
Houfe,  my  right  hon.  Friend  then  fp.id,  that  he  highly  ap- 
proved the  meafure,  but  (hould  not  have  done  fo  if  he  dtd 
not  cxpe£l  that  it  would  immediately  be  followed^up  by 
another  meafure  flill  more  extenfive  and  efficacious  ;  and  if 
Kliniflers  fuffered  Parliament  to  fepar^te  without  adopting 
fome  fuch  meafure,  it  was  his  opinion  they  would  be  great- 
ly wanting  in  their  duty.  I  am  of  opinion  that  this  meafure 
could  by  no  means  have  preceded  thofe  which  have  been 
already  adopted  by  Government,  without  being  produAive 
cf  the  greatefl  inJonvcniencies.  If  you  had  required  Lieu- 
tenants of  the  feveral  counties  i6  make  out  tbefe  enrol- 
ments, when  you  gave  them  lifts  for  the  army  of  referve, 
they  would  not  have  had  time  to  put  what  has  fo  often  this 
evening  been  called  *•  the  machinery '*  of  the  bufinefs  in 
motion  :  and,  Sir,  it  is  my  opinion,  that  even  if  this  mea- 
fure had  been  perfeftly  ready  in  the  very  firfl  moments  after 
his  Majefty's  meffage,  yet,  in  point  of  policy,  it  ought  to 
have  been  kept  back  and  referved  till  the  preient  moment. 
\  beg  the  Houfe  to  recoiled,  that  though  his  Majefly's 
MiniAers  liave  only  now  brought  forward  the  prefent 
meafure,  that  they  have  long  been  in  poflefHon  of  all  {^le 
voluntary  fervices  that  have  been  offered,  and  that  they 
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have  only  held  back  from  the  immediate  acceptance  of 
thofe  patriotic  offers,  from  a  fear  of  crippling  and  oblliuding 
the  raifiBg  of  the  army  of  refervc.     Far  be  it  from  me  to  fay 
any  thing  that  may  in  the  flighteft  degree  feem  to  undei  value 
the  voluntary  /ervices  of  thofc  who  wifh  to  flep  forward  in 
tlie  dfcfence  of  their  country  ;  yet,  lituated  as  thefe  corps 
are>  and  ever  have  been,  from  the  moment  of  their  being 
rallied',  they  are  certainly  inferior  in  point  of  real  and  ellen- 
tial  fcrvice  to  the  army  of  referve ;    which,  therefore,  I 
conten<|,  ought,,  on  every  account,  to  have  preceded  the 
force  which  is  meant  to  be  raifed  by  the  prefent  meafuie. 
With  rcfpeA  to  the  volunteer  force,  no  man  can  have  a 
higher  opinion  than  1  have  of  its  ef&cient  ftrength  in  both 
countries ;   I  fpeak  more  particularly  of  that  part  of  th« 
United   Empire   to  which  I  am   particularly  attached — I 
m^an  Ireland  ;  in  which,  from  the  beft  information  that  I 
can  colleft,  there  are  not  lefs  than  60,000  men  of  tliis  de- 
fcription ;  and  I  will  venture  to  fay,  that  there  cannot  be 
produced  a  more  efficient  force,  fhort,  I  mean,  of  the  regular 
army,  than  the  yeomanry  force  in  the  province  of  Ulfter. 
I  fpeak  on  thjS  head  particularly,  only  fo  far  as  relates  (o 
Ireland ;  but  f  underftand  that  in  Scotland  alfo,  the  forces 
of  that  defcription  are  both  numerous  and  greatly  to  be 
depended  upon.    The  great  object  of  this  meafure  is,  to 
fccure  the  benefit  of  thofe  which  have  been  antecedently 
adopted.     Parliament  has  already  given   Government   a 
power  of  raifing  the  greatcft  poflible  difpofable  force,  and 
efpecially  of  that  of  volunteers.     But  what  is  the  ground 
of  policy  on  which  this  meafure  reds  ?   Volunteer  forces 
•  have  been  found  extremely  expenfive ;  and  in  the  prefent 
fitualion  of  the  country,  it  |s  very  ncceflary,  and  will  be 
highly  beneficial  (o  its  interefis,  to  have  an  aid  that  will 
not  coft  fo  much.     One  great  advantage  attendant  on  the 
prefent  meafure  is,  that  it  introdu<?es  nothing  new  into  the 
fniiitary  fyftem  of  the  country,     'f he  prerogative  of  the 
Crown  on  this  head  is  univerfally  known,  and  undeniable ; 
but  at  the  fame  time,  is  not,  as  it  at  prefent  ftands,  effec- 
tual.    Coercion,  in  certain  cafes  of  extreme  danger,  may  be 
neceflary ;   and  if  coercion  can   be  wife,   it  mufl  be  by 
making  thofe  meafures  to  which  it  is  applied,  effedual. 
How  is  this  10  be  done  in  the  prefent  cafe  ?  It  cannot  be  by 
tndtdment ;  for  that  mode  of  proceeding  would  be  infinitely 
too  flow  and  tedious  toanfwer  any  of  the  ends  propofed  to 
bcH)btained  by  it,  towards  carrying  into  effeft  the  prefent  , 
meafure.    Unlefs,  therefore,  a  fpecial  power  of  previous 
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inilrudion  and  arrangement  Ihould  be  given  to  the  Crown, 
with   a  fummary   mode    of  punifiiment   fuitable   to   thc- 
exrgency  of  the  cafe,  it  will  be  impoHible  that  the  power 
of  the  prerogative  could  be  of  any  avail  in  the  prefcnt  in- 
ftance.     I  beg  the  Houfe  to  look  forward  to  the  pra£tical 
utility  of  the  meafure,  and  not  run  away  with  the  idea  that 
it  is  to  arm  the  mafs  of  the  people,  for  the  fole  purpofe  of 
making  it  an  army  to  aft  in  one  concerted  body,  iimilar  to 
that  of  the  regular  army  or  the  army  of  referve.     It  was 
merely  intended  to  enable  Government  to  cover  fuch  parts 
of  the  country  as  fliduld  ftand  in  particular  need  of  afliftance, 
by  calling  on  ihofe  whofe  fituation  placed  them  neareft  to 
the  points  of  attack,  to  which  it  might  be  peculiarly  necef- 
fary  to  difpatch   immediafe  aid  and  affiftance.     There  is 
another   idea,    alfo,  which    I   fliould   be  forry  fliould   go 
abroad  into  the  country,  which  is,  that  every  individual 
v^'ho  is  enrolled  is  to  be  armed  :    it  is  no  fuch  thing.     All 
the  prefent  meafure  profeffes  is,  inflruftion.    The  whole  is 
a  mere  fyftem  of  inftruftion  ;  to  be  armed  on  emergency, 
in  order  to  call  on  perfons  moft  conveniently  lituated  to  de- 
fend thofe  parts  which  may  mod  ftand  in  need  of  it;  an4 
the  great  utility  that  is  to  be  expefted  from  it  is,  that  it  fur- 
nilhes  the  Crown  with  additional  means  of  waking  men  to 
a  due  fenfe  of  their  duty.     There  is  one  point.  Sir,  on  which 
I  beg  leave  to  make  a  (ingle  obfervation,  and  that  Is,  with 
regard  to  the  eleftion  of  officers.     I  believe,  this  has  been, 
in  fome  meafgre,  mifunderftood  by  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man over  the  way  (Mr.  Windham)  ;   the  recommendation 
hy  the  companies  of  the  officers  they  would  wilh  to  choofe, 
is  nearly  upon  the  fa.me  footing  as  that  contained  in  the  stSt 
for  the  defence  of  the  realm,  which  was  palTed  during  the 
late  war.     But  thofe  officers  fo  chofen,  muft  have  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Crown,  and  therefore  are  by  no  means 
calculated  to  introduce  any  new  fyftem  into  the  fervice, 
which  may  endanger  its  fubordination.      I  beg  pardon  for 
having  detained  the  Houfe  fo  long ;  but  I  thought  it  necef- 
fary  to  (hew  my  own  impreffions,  and  the  feelings  I  have 
upon  this  fubjeft.     They  certainly  differ  very  widely  from 
thofe  pf  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Windham),  and 
though  I  am  convinced,  that  no  honourable  Member  can 
have  a  ftronger  attachment  than  that  right  hon.  Gentleman, 
to  every  thing  which  affe£ls  tlie  honour,  welfare,  and  in- 
tereft  of  his  country,  yet  there  feems  on  the  fubjedl  to  be 
no  x)ther  feeling  in  his  mind,  than  an  unqualified  attach- 
ment 
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ment  to  regular  troops,  wbtch  ^oiakes  bitn  behold  all  others 
with  a  jaundiced  eye.  I  am  convinced,  however,  that  Iris 
mode  would  not  be  fo  eflentially  fcrviceable  to  the  intercfts 
of  the  country  ;  and  for  this  reafon  I  have  been  a  (Irenuous 
advocate  for  raiiing  the  army  of  rcferve,  and  am  equally  fo 
for  the  adoption  otthe  prefent  mcafure,  as  that  which  will 
be  moft  likely  to  fervc  moft  eflentially  the  fafety  of  the 
kingdom. 

Mr.  Fox  faidy  Sir,  I  fhall  not  trouble  the  Houfe  at  any 
great  length  ;  more  efpecially  as  the  prefent  meafure  will 
Have  my  hearty  concurrence.  This  is  the  firft  time  that  ( 
have  made  my  appearance  in  the  Hoiife  for  fome  weeks 
pad ;  and  I  am  by  no  means  afhamed  to  (late  my  reafons 
for  having  fo  long  abfented  my  felf.  Havitig  already  ailigne4 
my  reafons  for  not  approving  of  the  prefent  v/ar,  I  did  not 
with  to  oppofe  thofe  meafures  which  muft  of  courfe  be  ne* 
ccflary  for  carrying  it  on  with  cfFcft.  Every  one  knows  the 
obloquy  which  was  attached  to  meafures  of  that  nature  ;  an4 
I  was  defirous  of  avoiding  the  imputation  of  intending  to 
obftruA  the  meafures  of  Government,  or  to  embarrafs  his 
Majt^fty's  Minifters.  This  is  the  firft  meafure  which  1  could, 
confidently  with  my  own  opinion,  come  down  to  fupport, 
being  a  meafure  for  the  defence  of  the  country.  I  coul4 
not  have  voted  for  the  ta^es,  nor  for  many  of  the  other 
pieafures  which  have  been  already  adopted ;  but.  Sir,  I  came 
IP  vote  for  this  meafure,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  a  meafure 
dire£lly  oppofite  to  that  which  the  noble  Lord  fays  it  is. 
'  The  noble  Lord  f;:ys,  that  the  right  hun.  Gentleman  (Mr. 
Windham)  looks  with  a  jaundiced  eye  on  eyery  other  than  a 
regular  force.  I  think  quite  the  reverfe.  The  honourable 
Qentleinan  f^ys,  there  are  two  kinds  of  force  (and  1  agre^ 
with  him)  which  ought  to  be  kept  up,  and  particularly  at* 
tended  to,  in  a  country  which  is  invaded.  We  ought  to 
have  a  regular  and  difciplined  army;  that  is,  as  great  aii 
army,  and  as  well  difciplined,  as  the  nature  of  circumftances 
will  allow  ;  but  I  never  undei flood  him  to  fay,  indeed  I  am 
fure  he  could  not  fay  it,  becaufe  he  has  ftudied  the  fubjed  toa 
minutely  tp  fay — that  in  cafe  of  an  invaHon,  he  would  tru(t 
entirely  to  the  efforts  of  a  regular  army.  I  hope  that  we 
ihall  have  an  army  in  difcipline,  apd  alfo  fuperior  in  officers  \ 
but  are  we  then  fure  of  vidory  ?  Has  any  man  read  in  the  - 
fpoft  extenfive  refearches  into  hiftory,  ancient  and  modern^ 
th^t  in  war  there  was  any  certainty  ?  I  believe  at  this  time 
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of  dfty,  thore  are  few  men  who  know'any  thitig^t  iheM*-* 
tore  6i  invafibn  of  one  -country  by  another,  Whomncl  iffifie^ 
of  fo  high  an  aiithoriff  as  that  of  Julliii  C;lbfar  id  info^mt' 
them  that:  in.  fi^chLcaC^  we  ipuft  rely  on  evenifr  ;  and  Hfi  (\jCh> 
it  is  impofliUe  to  fiippofe  thacthe  iright  hon.  Oentlehian' 
could  rely  for fecurity  On  xhd  regiilarilrcny  only*  '^hat,  tike 
the  naval  department,  t^  iiablei  to  many'  vtci^Vudes,  and 
therefore,  I  atn  fure,  the  right  hon*.*  Oen'olmianvi  as*  well  as 
fnyfelf.  Would  be  very  rorry>  if  We  had  ilot*  Other 're<^. 
fources  to  recur  to  in  cafetof  any  unfoffeen  aceident  hap-* 
pening  to  thof*  modes  of  defence;  There'is  aoother  force' 
which  is  lefa  liable  to  objedlibn/  anJ  wbtoh^'  howev^-  cala- 
mitous events  may  turn^oiit^  We:may  look'uil^  to  with  inoref 
hope  and  f^fitisfa^ion..  When'  I':  fay  this;  I  iim  peciilhrjy^ 
looking  to,  not  the  regular  army;  but  the  ffvaTiaCOf  thecoUttttyf 
adtng  not  in  (ingle  regiments,  but  as  a  great  mafs  or 
armed  citizens,  fighting  for  the  prefervation  of  their  country^ 
their  families,  and  every  thitiglhat  is- dear  to  them  in  life« 
Lei  it  noi  be  fuppofed,  Sir,  that  I  have  not  the  greateft  re^ 
rpeA  for,  or  that  I  would'  fay  any  thing  that  could  convey 
the  fmalleft  >nrinuation  againft  the  value  and  iiTiportahce  of 
the  regular  army-^— I  would  wifli  to  have  as  great  and  as  good 
a  regular  army  as  can^poflibiy  he  obtained.  As  to  the  mode 
of  raiitng  it,  I  (hould  certainly  regret  the  necelliiy  of  raifing 
a  regular  army  by  compulfive  itieans  :  but  if  it  was  not  fo  be 
got  without;  I  will  fay,  you  muft  have  it ;  and  in  the  hour 
of  ncceffity,  I  (hould  not  jcrirple  to  ufe  fuch  meatts.  The 
qiieftion  in  fuch  cafes  is  not  what  it  ought  to  he  ;  but  we 
will  fuppofe  that'circumftances  are  fo  fituated,  that  all  mea- 
fures  hmft  be  refoned  to  which  the  necefHty  of  the  caftf 
could  require.  The  regular' larmy,  therefore,  is  out  of  ih6 
queftion  in  this  cafe^  There  is  another  Tpecies  of  force, 
9Lnd  that  is  the  militia^  I  will  not  go  into  a  minute  detail 
of  its  conftruflion  or  efFed  i  hut  I  have  my  doubts  whether 
it  is  not  an  anomalous  fort  of  forces  partakltig  more  of  the 
regular  army  than  it  ought  to  do,  for  the  purpofes  of  mete 
defence.  The  militta  and  arhiy  of  referve,  therefore,  I 
view  in  the  fame  light  as.  the  regnUr  army;  and  I  cannot 
bm  believe  on  that  account-,  that  this  meafiire  is  the  bell  caU 
culared  for  the  defence  of -the  kingdorii,  i-^nd  id  defeat  the 
daring  effons  of  an  invading  enemy.  B^-may  htfve  a  grdit 
regular  army,  compofed  of  the*  bravtf^  and  bkti  difcipKned 
ioldier0;*he  nuay  have  officers  of  the  ftrd  t^lents'iti- their 
prcifeifipn,  to  d'vtcA  ibeir  foldters,  ^nd  to  luad  ihtfm'on  tb 
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ifhQ  gfQ  '>putidrl>3r  ,f V4ry  leeUng  and  ^'  every  tie  to*  defend 
tbAt6oUntry<p|JI)jt  Uftdroj^iofiiiheir  bloody  before  (bey  will 
gi^eiwi^y  ItQ Jiim  aod  hiii  iiLvadSog  forces*  .1  am:  forry  to  ixyp 
SaXs  this  btU  iA  ift>ti. framed  in  the  way  I  could  have  wiOied. 
LvrouU  tjave  its  opeiationalo.be:  voluntary,  and  not  com* 
ppllpryr*  I'Thft  noblis  Lprd:  haa..inQntioned  volunteers;    and 
tbat'whecQ^  in  aay  diftlids  vdluntoers  come  forward  in  any 
particular)  numbir«  Aich  diftrijbs  (hould  be.  relieved /roth  the 
operation. of  this. bill.:    I  doii-X  like. the  word  .relieved.     I 
\¥Ould  xiol  huve  (his  meafurethougbt  a  burthen  by  any  one.-  It 
is  certainly  my  wftitttieft  wifh,  ibiat  whatever  ought  to  be  done, 
QEkaybedone^:  but.  J  would  rather  have  the  means  voluntary » 
He  ^ha  io0.fti£(|  himfelfy  aDd  goes,  out  at  his.Majefly's  caU» 
wj^cn  th^  enemy  la<ids»doe^  no  mote. than  be  is  obliged  to  do 
%  Uw»'    He  may  be  compelled  to  go;  and  there  is  no  rneri^ 
i/>  fervices  of  fuch  a  kind ;  on  thexontraryt  I  would  wifli  it 
^o  be  a  voluntary  force,  and.  that  you  (hould  go  round  from 
houCe  to  hou(c»  to.  know  who  would  be  willing  to  go  and 
&rve  their., country  in  the  hour  of  danger;    and  that  tfaofe 
who. agre^l.to  gp  (hould  bind  themfelves  fo  to  do,  and 
ihould  be  .immediately  called  forth,  to^be  inftruded  as  often 
as  tl>^  cifcumfiiinces  of  the  cafewiJI  allow.    I  am  convinced, 
^ir,  from  that  good  feofe  which  the  people  of  this  coiMsf 
poflefs,  added  to  their  love  of  their  country,  and  tfagcMpex-* 
ions  they  have  in  it,  that  there  would  not  be  fivAJKufalsin 
five  hundred.     You  would  then  get  the  objeft  of  thh  bill ; 
but  in  a  way  much  more  popular  and  more  exten{ively  bene* 
ficial  to  the  country.      It  has  been  faid,    ^«  I  won't  compel 
one  man  to  go  into  the  army,  in  order  that  he  may  be  in* 
firuded;*'  but  this  bill  fays^  <'  I.  will  compel  a  whole  people 
to  be  inilrufted."      I  can  eaPily  believe  a  man  may  be  com* 
pelled  to  go  into  the  army  or  the  navy,  and  may  thereby  be 
inade  a  good  foldier  or  failor ;  but  I  can  never  believe^  that 
91  whole  people  can  be  compelled  to  enter  into  any  mode  of 
inftrudion  by  which  they  may  be  enabled  to  defend  their 
country,  if  fuch  compuKion  be  altogether  againft  their  ienti» 
^ments  and  inclinations.    I  will  put  the  cafe  of  an  invader

to  oppofe  him,*  it  would  be  impoflible  that  hexould  evec

Gentleopiaa  may  fay  to^ne^  what  lignifies  your  opinion^  yoti 
know  nothing  of  the  matter*  Yet,  Sir,  my  opinions  are  not 
£ac0ied  oo  my  own  judgment  alone ;  I  have  advifed  and  con- 
fulte<^wkh' others,  who  I  thotight  were  capable. of  fully  uii* 
derAaading  the  fubjed ;  and  it  has  been  on  thelt  opinion^  as 
much*  or  perhaps  more  than  my  own,  that  I  think  on  thai 
fubjeA  in  the  manner  I  have  already  mentioned.  I  by  no 
means 'COfifider  ^n  invafion  as  impoffible — ^that,  I  am  furcg 
would  be  going  infinitely  too  far ;  but  as  to  the  probability, 
I  niud  differ  very  widely.  As  to  the  obfervations  c^ade  by, 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  under  the  gallery  (Mr.  Pitt)  as  rq 
the  confequences  of  an  invafion,  fliould  it  prove  fuccefsful, 
1  can  by  no  means  fubfcribe  to  them.  If  I  were  to  know 
that  I  was  to  be  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies,  and  ihere.fold  as  a 
Have.  I  ihould  not  thirik  it  worth  my  while,  when  any  par-- 
ticular  perfon  wa^  about  to  purchafe  me,  to  enquire  whethec 
he  was  a  good  tempered  nryan,  or  what  were  the  leading 
features  of  bis  difpofiiion.  So  in  the  cafe  of  an  invafion,  it 
would  be  matter  of  equal  indifference,  who  was  the*  ruling 
power  in  France  under  wJVofe  direction  the  invafion  might 
take  place ;  nor  do  I  think  that  it  is  af  any  efiential  i6on« 
fequence  whatever.  I  ain  one  bf  thofft  who  are  willing  to 
go  lo  the  greatefi  lengths  in  the.  fuppofition,  that  the  people 
of  this  country  will  defend  it.  to  the  laft  extremity.     When 
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thii^  xMsMe  Lord*  t«1k9  of  one  acre  lyf  Ringliflf  ground  b«irtg  onl^ 
left 'in  dcir  i^odelBon,  •!  ^er^ainty'Tde^  upon  that  as^a  figure 
of  oratorj :  but  T'#UI  adiifU^  tha^lf  the  enemy  gain  Portf- 
mouth,  r(fmonih»  ChathaHf,  aftd  ei^n  London  itfelf,  that 
(oratory  quitd  out  of  the  queftion)  the  people  «f  this  country 
would  fight  to  the  ulmoft  ftretob  to  regai^  thofe  pUcel,  and 
wo«itd  never  fnffef^  an  invading  en^my  to  continue  long  in 
poflefllon  of  them.  The  ianfiktg  of  the  Frrnch  mud  cer- 
fainty  be^confidtsred  ai  a  mcft^^Afiifchlevous  event,  and  from 
vrhich  the  greareft  inanfMvfiofice  could  not  fail  to  be  felt. 
If  they  get  to  Lbftdon«  gre^t  ^nd  extenfive  would  be  the  mif* 
cMef  indeed.^  «  But  thetv  w%vo  three' things,  whtebotir  duty 
to  Our  coismfy  llKxft^ni!rg^$calty  pointed  oiit  to  us:-flrft,  by 
ouV  naval' foff^e  to  prevent  this  mifchiefy  by  impeding»thei^ 
landing;'  (econdly,  to  ftop' their  progrefs  ;  and»  thirdly,  to 
prtvttw  fhrtf'-getting  back-dtgain.  At  to  the prefent  meafure, 
i-do  not'by  any  liiiean^  approve  of  the  right  hon  Gcntleman'a 
idea  ofriingtrig'the  people  under  different  clafles.  Why  not 
make  it  eonfift'  of  one  d'afs;  who  would  voluntarily  bind 
themfelves  to  go  ?  I(  is  a  meafurethat  would  be  well  worth 
the  4rial.  I  think  the  people  ought  to  be  called  on  for  that 
purpofe,  and  in  that  manner ;  alid  if  that  is  done,  I  have  no 
c<oiibr',1)ut  the  numbets  woii4d  be  more  extenrfive  than  at  pre« 
fetit  any  opinion  can  be  formed  of.  'J  his  bill  is  intended  to 
ilrengthen  the  prerogative.  In  the  name  of  Heaven,  Sir, 
why  has  it  not  beerv  thought  of  before?  Miniflers  inuft  have 
forefeeii^the  ^danger  of  an  infafion  from  the  moment  they 
made  a  riipiure  of  the  neKotiations  with  France;  yet  the 
pfefent  mcafure  has  never^been  mentioned  between  the  8ih 
of  Matrch  and  the  i8th  of  July.  This  is  fomewhat  U^e. 
His  Majefty's  fervants  muft  have  known  the  danger  of  an  in* 
vaiion  lung  ago;  they  could- not  fuppofe  the  Fnench  were 
arming^in  Holland  in  order  to  attack  Ja.naica,  or  any  of  our 
diftant  Eaft  or  Wed  India  pofleflrons.  They  vnvd  have  been 
fcnfible  that  the  great  danger  from  any  armament  of -the 
enemy,  mud  be  by  a  blow  aimed  againft  this  country  iifelf ; 
and  invafion  alone  was  what  they  had  to  dread  and  to 
counterad.  If  this  is  the  pectjiiar  weapon  by  which  to  refift 
invafion,  why  apply  all  the  other  weapons  firft?  In  anfwer 
to  all  thofe  ohfetvations  of  the  fame  kind  which  have  fallen 
from  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  it  has  been  aflced  *  Why  not* 
call  for  inquiry  r'  The  anfwer  is  extremely  obvious.  The 
lime  of  thofrt  inquiries  mull  depend  on  minute  and  particular 
circumftances.      If  the  right  hon.  Gentlemap  on  the  fame 
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bqncb  ^>*h  me  (Mr- .Wiodhans)  had  failed  for  inquirj^lhe. 
Cry  wonid  immediately  have  been — <  Inquiry ! ! !  Whai^.you' 
call  for  inquiry  ?r^Yoii,  who  think  the  French  are  already  at 
Qiic  doors i'  And  ievery  idea  of  inquiry,  would  be/ceuted  at 
as  unfe^ronablei  and  as  interrupting  the^  meafures  of  hi|  Ma- . 
jefty's  Miniders  at  fuch  an  awful  crlfls  as  the  pr^f^ou  It 
might  then  be  aiked,  what  could  be  the  motiye  of  the  right 
hon*  Gentleman  for  making  fuch  obfervations  ?  It  ^ras  ex** 
tremely  obvious  i  it  .was  to  find  fault  witht  and  reprehend 
Minifters  for  the  delay  which  they.ha^d  been.guilty  ,oJF;  ^and. 
gertaiolyy  if  no  other  good  fliould  arife  froni  it,,  it  wo^ Id  at 
l^aft  have  this  tHeQ^  that  it  wouM  put  them  jon  their  ^uardv 
and  make  ibem  more  cautious  in  futurie  of  being  g^ifiy<>f 
fijch  tardiiKfsr  There  is  A'pc.pointj|  .Sir,  whic^  has  been 
mentioned,. which  I  beg.  Ieav9  to  ohferye  upon,  and  that  is, 
the  danger.of  armingthe  people. in  general.  ,1  am  con- 
viiicedi  that  the  prefent.meaiure  cannot  be  attended  with  any 
danger  of  that  kind.  Thofe  who  thotjght  they  had  reafoa  to 
bcidircpnien;ed.  with  the  Governnrient  of.  this  coiii^tTy,  for 
many  i^nconflitutional  aAs  which  it  had  jieen  guilty  of,  and 
who  boldly  fpoke  their  fentiaiefitf  on  thofe  various  occafions, 
ais  they  feverally  arofcynoj^r  when  the  danger  of  a  French  in* 
vafion  threi(tQ^i[^s  them,  will  he  imited  as  one  man  in  defence 
of  their  country.  To  ihew*  confidence  in  the  way>  is  ta 
draw  forth  z^l.  If  you  apply  to  the  people  for  voluntary 
efforts,  I  hi&ve  not  the  fmalleit  doubt,  but  you  will  meet  with 
the  mod  extenlive  fuccefs  ;  and  you  wilV  have  a  large  army 
of. armed  citizenst  ready  and  willing  to  march  whenever 
qommanded,  and.  to  whatever  place,  cheerfully  to  meet  and 
bravely  to  fight  the  enemy.  But  if  the  bill  is  to  operate  in  a 
fimilar  manner  to4hofe  paifcd  for  raifing  the  regular  army 
and  the  army  of  feferve,  and  as  a  means  of  recruiting  thoic* 
I  very  much  fear  it  will  not  be  cfBcacious/' 

The  Ckancfllor  of  ihe  Exchequer  faid,  I  (hall  detain  the 
Houfe,  Sir,  but  a  few  minutes.  It  gives  me  the  greaielt 
fatisfadion  totindlhere  has  been  no  oppofiiioii  to  the  motion 
of  my  right  hon.  friend.  Every  Member  who  has  delivered 
his  fentiments  on  the  Aibje£t  has  given  the  meafure  his  un- 
qualified approbation  :  and  the  only  difference  feems  t<i  be  as 
to  the,  voluntary  efforts.  My  right  hon.  friend,  in  opening 
his  propofitioiif  has  faid,  that  the  prerogative  of  xhc  Crown 
was  undoubted ;  he  was,  however,  defirou.^,  that  Parliament 
ibould  interfere  fo  far  as  to  make  the  power  of  the  preroga- 
tive eflScacious^  and  not  have  to  rcfori-  to  the  flo>f  and  formal 
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proce&lings'  of  tljfc  iisl#  Cbnrts,  in  wMch  Uto^eV^UhiAdii^r 
c8tflH«  Wawarded  fof'Tiot  ebbing  the  Aitnmonafbf  the  GrcTwo. ' 
Thd^*  provided,  however,  thai  if  any^iUria  (hould  |}i% 
vMuntdrjr^kffiftiince,  fQcKdiftria  dK>u)d  bd 'relieved.   '  Fdd- 
c!ilre*I  do  not  like' the  word  relieved  any  more  than  thef 
light  hbh. 'Gentleman  (Mr.  Fox),but  that  may  be  nnodified*. 
if)  (he  paffa^e  of  the  bill  through  the  Houfe.      Govemmcirft 
has  freen  arraigAed^*  Sir^  in  two  or  tliree  inflancest  for  tho* 
tkrW^efs  with  which  they  have  brought  foiward- the  feveraf 
itidaftires  in  defence  of  the  kingdom;    and  the  right  hbn.- 
Gentletnan  has^  amongft  the  reft,  obfervd!!,  (hat  his  Majefty's* 
melT^ge 'was  delivered  on  the  8th  of  March,  and  that  it  is 
no'viK  the  ifSih  of  July  beforfcl'the  prefent  meafore  is  tri-^ 
ti-odoced;  but,  Sir»  f  can  appeal  to  the  Houfe  thaltMinifters 
have  not  been  tardy  {n  all  that  time.     When  that  meifage 
was  brotight  down  to  the  Houfe,  it  was  petidihg  a  very' 
delicate  negotiation,  during  which,  iirtnattients  Nve/e  carryttf^' 
on  Ih  the  ports  of  prance,  *not  to  any  very  greait  extent  hi* 
deed,  biit  large  enough  to  call  forth  Caution  oti  the  part  of 
Minifters;     The  m^age  ]^rbduced  the  immiedtite  dalHAg^ 
forth  of  the  militia;    •  Aftet  fhaf,  in  a  veryih6rt  nm6,  th* 
ftfppfemtn^ary  militia  was' ordered  to-be  embbdiecit   an<^ 
dircflly  afterwards,  the  army  of  refcrve  w;is  p^b\'kled.     Vo- 
hjntecr  Corps  have  alto  been' known  to  have  bffli^ed,  whofe 
numbers  iry  Great  Britain  alotie,  an1ou\itcd  {b'tifSwards  df 
60,000  men  ;    a'nd  now  on'the  heels  of  all,  the  prefent  mea- 
Ajre  is  brought  forward:    fo  that  I  am  confident  4 here  is  i>o' 
real  ground  for  accufing  Minifters  of  tardinefa  anfd  unnece^ 
fary  dcby.  '  There  is  one  point.  Sir,  to' which  1  muft  beg" 
kave  to  uiFer  a  few  obfervaiions,  and  that  is  Whiit  has  been" 
infinuared  as  to  the  danger  of  arming  fo  ^&t  af  number  of 
the  people:      1  know,  Sir,  there  have'  been  periods  when* 
there  were  perfons  \n  this  country  who  Would  have  over- 
turned its  mtnl  excellent  Conftituiion  i   but,»  thank  God, 
thofe  times'are  palFcd  ;  and  I  do  not  believe  there  ever  was  ^ 
minute  when  the  people  were  more  univerfally  fati^fied  with 
their  Government,  or  more  unanimous  in  thefr  determination 
to  fupport  nnd  defend  it ;  and  it  is  with  fome  degree  of  pride> 
I  can  fay,  that  ihe  chief  caufe  of  this  isthe  fo  much  repro* 
bated  treaty  of  peace.

feCood  time*  and  then  to  be  printedi  iind  a  day  fiKed  faf 
taking  the  report  into  confideration* 

Dr.  Laurence  contended,  that  the  terms  of  the  late  peace 
had  humbled  the  pride  and  depreQed  the  fpirits  of  the  country, 
and,  had  it  not  been  for  the  rumour  of  an  (nvafion,  it  would

untried  to  roufe  our  energies,  and  rally  every  iDan  round  the

A  meflage  from  the  Lords  dated  their  aflent  to  the  Pdnngsl 
wine  bonding  bill,  the  Iri(h  malt  duty  hitl^  the  poofhoafe 
bill,  and  fome  private  bills.  . 

The  militia  amendment  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
palled. 

COtJRT  PRI2ES  BILL. 

Sir  Wm.  Scott  moved,  that  the  Court  prises  bill  be  eocn*^ 
mitted  on  Friday  next. 

Mr.  Burmues  'wiflied  that  the  learned  Gentleman  who 
had  introduced  this  bill  would  agree  to  infert  a  claufe  for 
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eftablifhiog  prize  courts  in  Ind)a»  with  the  right  of  an  appeal 
from  ihofe  courts  to  the  Court-  of  Adnnirahy  herc,^  An  ad- 
miralty jurifdidion  had  been  given  by  a£k  of  Parliament  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  at  Calcutta,  but  it  was  the 
opinion  of  high  authoritieSt  that  that  jurifdiflion  did  not  ex* 
tend  to  prizes.  During  the  latter  part  of  the  lad  war,  there 
was  no  prize  court  nearer  to  the  Indian  feas  than  the  Cape 
V  of  G  )od  Hope,  and  all  the  prizes  taken  on  the  co^ft  of  ludift 

,  were  obliged  to  be  fcnt  there  or  to  England  for  adjudication. 

He  faw  no  reafoUt  however,  why  the  power  of  deciding  on 
prizes  (hould  not  be  given  to  a  court  which  poflefled  almoft 
every  other  judicial  authority.  The  fame  powers  ought  t« 
be  extended  to  Madras  and  Bombay. 

The  Sp;akcr  thought  it  his  duty  to  interrupt  the  honour* 
able  Gentleman,  as  it  was  quite  irregular  to  enter  intd 
general  arguments  on  a  claufe  to  be  moved,  when  the  quef- 
tion  was  merely,  whether  the  bill  (hould  be  committed  that 
day  or  on  Friday. 

Mr.  Burrowes  then  faid,  he  would  move  a  claufe  for 
giving  the  jurifdiflion  he  had  alluded  to,  when  the  bill  was 
in  the  Committee. 

Sir  U'iHiam  Scott  obPerved,  that  no  bill  for  regulating  cap- 
tures had  ever  contained  a  claufe  for  cdabUQiing  prize 
courts,  which  were  always  formed  under  the  authority  of  the 
Crown.  He  deprecated  any  claufe  fimilac  to  that  propofed 
by  the  honourable  Gentleman,  .as  it  would  be  an  improper 
interference  with  the  Royal  prerogative. 

PROPERTY  BILL. 

The  Houfe  refolved  into  a  Cofhmittee  on  the  property, 
bill. 

Several  of  the  claufes  were  agreed  to  without  any  amend* 
noent. 

Mr.  Alderman  Coombe  objcfled  to  the  part  whi<;h  au- 
thorifed  the  Commiirioners  to  reje£t  the  nominees  which 
the  party  to  be  taxed  might  appoint,  in  order  to  examine  inta 
his  affairs,  without  bating  any  reafon  for  it.  He  urged 
fome  oihcr  obje^flions  on  the  fame  point. 

The  Attorney-G^fwal  replied  and  faid,  that  it  might  happen 
that  the  Commiilioners  might  think  that  the  perfon  appoint;ed 
was  not  one  that  ought  altogether  to  be  truded.  It  would 
be  hard  for  them  to  be  put  in  a  fituation  to  be  obliged  to  tell 
any  perfon  that  they  did  not  think  him  a  perfon  of  integrity. 
Several  amendments  were  to  be  made,  however,  in  this  part 
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Vith  rcfpeft  to  Crtmrniftioncrs  and  referees,  which  he  hopctl 
Would  meet  the  hon.  Alderman's  ideas. 

Mr-  JVm,  ^mith  fpoke  upon  the  fame  point,  and  wi(hed 
that  the  amehdmeiit  (hould  be  mat',  dn  the  report. 

The  Lord  Mayot  faid,  that  he  agreed  in  the  objcflio*"S 
tnade  by  his  brother  Alderman  ;  hut  after  the  eliiciclafipn  v\ 
the  Attorney-Gehferal,  he  believed  they  might  eafiiy  be  done 
away. 

Sir  Francis  Baring  objefted  to  any  pdrfon  infpfcfling  \\\z 
accounts  of' another  in  the  fame  trade. 

The  Jfi^rney-Ginera!  iholight  that,  ilnlcfs  iti  cafe  of  tival- 
fllip,  this  would  be  the  moft  cffev9nal  mode  of  proceeding. 

The  Chaiicelhr  of  the  Erche  jWi"  faid,   that  it  might  n?eet 
the  honourable  l?aronei*s  objecHori,  that  the  perfon  whofe  ac- 
counts Were  to  be  infpefled  (hould  hive  the  power  of  ob-^ 
t'efting  to  the  perfon  appointed  by  the  Commiffioners,  and 
le  allowed  four  peremptory  challenges. 

Mr.  Pttt  faid  that  they  had  this  power  already. 

Mr.  Sfniih  wiOied  that  the  poWer  of  challenge  (hould  b^ 
final. 

Mr.  Vanjitiari  propofed  ths^t  none  (bould  be  etnployed  as 
a  refetee,  to  infped  the  accounts  of  atiother  in  thjc  fama 
trade^  unlefs  approved  by  the  parties  \  which  was  agreed 
to. 

The  jfttitiney-Ginef-at  added  a  claiifc,  by  which  the  Conri- 
ihiilioners  were  enabled  to  procure  payment,  in  cafe  any  per* 
fon  (hould  refufe  to  pay  the  fvitn  at  which  he'  Ihould  be 
'a(rc(red  by  his  own  referee. 

Mr.  IV m*  Smith  faid,  that  the  profits  of  the  land  on  which 
itianufadories  ftdod,  as  in  fa^  the  intereft  of  the  capital  fdnk 
in  that  manner  was  )o(t,  fo  a  lofs  was  fuflained,  and  not  a 
profit  gained,  by  fuch  land. 

The  Attorney-Gemral  agreed  with  the  hop.  Member,  and 
Aig^fted  in  amendn^ent. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  then  objefitd  to  furvcyors  and  infpeftor$ 
having  the  power  of  calling  upon  parties  (o  verify  the  amount 
l^f  their  incotnc^  ih  cafes  tor  examining  which  they  were  in 
every  point  of  view  totally  unfir. 

The  AUornej'GifiiraliM,  that  it  was  hot  poflTible  to  come 

at  a  verification  of  income,  in  doubtful  cafes>  in  any  oihef 

Way.     The  infpedors  and  furveyors,  he  conlendedi  were  the 

Itioft  proper  perfons  to  difcharge  this  duty, 

Mr.  IVm.  Smith,  in  reply,  adverted  to  the  power  which 

furveyorl 
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furveyors  and  inrpedors  would  have  of  hurting  the  feelingi 
ofgenilcmen. 

The  claufe  then  pafled  in  Its  original  (late.     . 

The  Cocnmittee  went  through  a  few  more  claufes  of  tha 
bill,  reported  progrefi,  and  had  leave  to  (it  i^a'in.  ---^Ad*

Sir  fViUiam  S^cott  obferved,  that  the  word  "  bepefice"  had 
bren  acciJen tally  omitted  in  one  of  the  claufes  of  the  clergy 
leddence  bill,  and  in  another  claufe,  the  (latutc,  it  wa$ 
made  to  amend,  was  defcribed  according  to  the  terms  of  thd 
ordinary  edition  of  the  flatutes,  but  upon  looking  into  the 
Parliamcntaiy  roll  it  had  been  found  tdcorred  ;  therefore,  to 
avoid  the  poffibility  of  inconvenience,  he  nfioved  for  leave  to 
bring  in  a  bill  to  reQify  certain  miflakes  in  an  z8l  of  this 
Seilion  of  Parliament,  for  amending  the  Uws  refpedling 
fpiritual  perfons  holding  farms ;  and  for  enforcing  the  refi- 
d^nce  of  ffiiritual  perfons  ;  and  to  remove  doubts  as  to  tha 
fiaiute  of  Henry  Vlli.  therein  mentioned. 

The  bill  was  afterwards  brought  in,  read  4  (ir(l  and  fecond 
time,  and  committed  for  the  next  day. 

The  jJttorttey.Q^neral  (iatcdy  that  perfons  in  cuftody  on 
civil  or  criminal  proccfs  were  often  required  to  attend  to 
give  evidence  before  courts  martial,  cqmmilfroners  of  bank- 
rupts, commKIioners  for  auditing  public  accounts,  and  foe 
that  purpofe  the  Judges  iflued  writs  of  habeas  corpus  \  but 
doubts  had  atifen  ip  their  minds,  as  to  their  pow^r  tp  iflue 
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fiich  writsr.  He,  therefore,  to  obviate  any  difficulty,  mavcd 
for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to  enable  Judges  of  record  to 
award  writs  of  habeas  corpus^  to  bring  peifons  confined  in 
gaol  before  courts  martial,  and  the  commi(iioners  therein 
fncntioned*  He  afterwards  brought  in  the  bill,  which  was 
read  a  firR|  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  fecond  time  the. next 
day. 

The  curate's  bill  was  read  a  fecond  time,  and  committed 
for  Monday. 

Sir  IVm.  Pultenej  faid;  that  the  Committee  on  the  Bell  Rock 
Kghtohoufe  bill  (lood  as  one  of  the  orders  of  the  day.  lltat 
bill  was  founded  on  the  refolution  of  a  Committee,  dating 
the  necefiity  of  ereding  a  light-houfe  on  the  Bell  Rock, 'and 
recommending  additional  duties  to  be  paid.  Unfortunately 
la  (he  bill  the  latter  part  of  the  refolution  had  not  been 
attended  to.  In  order  to  remedy  the  omiflion,  he  (hould 
vrithdraw  the  prefent  bill,  9nd  move  that  the  Houfe  (hould 
the  next  day  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Coitimittee  to  conGder  the 
report  of  the  firft  Committee. 

T\it. Spiakr  remarked,  that  the  conrfe  the  honourable 
Gentleman  had  fuggefted  was  right.  The  bill  was  accord- 
ingly withdrawn,  and  the  Committee  appointed  for  the  next 
day.  • 

The  city  of  London  quota  bill  was  read  a  third  time. 

MESSAGE  FROM  HIS  MAJESTV. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  brought  down  the  fol- 
lowing meflage  from  his  Majedy. 

<'  His  Majefty  relying  on  the  zealous  fupport  of  his  faith* 
ful  Commons  in  the  vigorous  profecution  of  the  war,  in 
which  the  country  is  engaged,  recomtnends  to  the  Houfe  to 
jconfider  of  making  provifion  towards  enabling  his  Majefly  to 
defray  the  extraordinary  expences  incurred  in  the  fervice  of 
the  prefent  year,  and  to  take  fuch  further  meafures  as  the 
exigency  of  aiFairs  may  require." 

The  meflTage  was,  on  the  motion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer,  referred  to  the  Committee  of  Supply. 

-The  longitude  bill  was  read  a  third  time. 

The  prize  goods  bonding  bill  was  read  a  firft  time. 

The  Committee  on  the  Irifli  jufticcs  bill — the  Irifh  mititia 
families  bill — fupply,  and  ways  and  means, were  deferred  till 
Friday. 

The  Committees  on  the  bill  for  granting  lands  in  Canadt 
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to  Lord  Amnerft,  and  ihc  volunteer  corps  bill,  were  deferred 
till  the  next  day. 

A  meiFage  from  the  Lords  informed  the  Houfe  their  Lord-

DEFENCB  OF   THE    COUNTRY. 

The  Secretary  at  fVar  moved  the  order  of  the  day  for  the 
^  further  confidtfration  of  the  report  of  the  general  arming  bilh 

^  He  obferved,  that  it  was  intended  to  propofe  feveral  amend- 

ments, afterwards  to  have  the  bill  printed,  and  then  je* 
Committed.  He  wifhed  to  fugged,  jhat  it  would  be  more 
convenient  to  let  the  bill  go  into  a  Committee,  in  order  to 
make  it  as  perfect  as  pofTible.  If  there  was  any  doubt  as  to 
the  principle  of  the  bill,  it  might  be  debated  at  a  furure  feafon. 

Mr*  Sheridan  faid,  he  agreed  in  the  propriety  of  what  had 
fallen  from  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  ;  it  was  his  wifh  there 
(hould  not  be  the  leaff  delay,  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  the 
meafure  (hould  proceed. with  vigour,  firmnefs,  and  energy. 
Althciugh  the  biil  had  been  read  a  fecond  time,  yet  he  appre- 
hended the  principle  was  open  to  difcuflion  ;  and  in  any  future 
ftage,  any  Gentleman,  if  he  obje(Sled  to  the  principle,  and 
thought  the  bill  ought  to  Rap,  was  at  liberty  to  (late  his  ob- 
jedlton.  If  this  objedion  was  only  to  the  claufes,  and  not 
to  the  principle,  then  it '  would  be  proper  to  let  the  bill 
go  into  the  Committee.  For  the  prefent,  he  would  not  enter 
into  the  merits  of  the  bill,  or  whether  other  meafures  ought 
or  ought  not  to  have  been  propofed.  IVlany  perfons  might 
have  matter  to  throw  out  as  to  the  general  principle  of  the 
bill.  When  the  bill  was  engrolTcd  he  fliould  be  happy 
to  deliver  his  fentiments  upon  it,  but  he  thought  there  ought 
to  be  no  oppofitton  to  the  re- commitment. 

Mr.  Kinnaird  begged  leave  to  differ  from  his  right  hon, 
friend  who  had  jn(l  .  fat,  down,  as  to  the  propriety  of 
canvtiiffing  the  principle  of  the  bill  in  the  prefent  (I age. 
With  this  opinion  he  (hould  avail  himfelf  of  the  prefent 
opportunity  of  delivering  his  fentiments  on  the  bill  as  it  now 
flood,  before  it  Was  again  fnbmiited  to  the  Committee. 
As  to  the  fundamental  ground  of  accufarion  againft  MiniKers, 
fo  far  as  this  nieafure  was  concerned,  he  had  to  declare  une- 
quivocally that  it  had  been  delayed  far  beyond  the  period 
Wheri  it  was  powerfully  required  by  the  extraordinary  cir- 
cumftancesin  which  the  country  was  placed.  He  had  ftrong 
^bjedtons  to  the  time  which,  as  the  bill  was  npw  framed, 
wopld  be  necelfarj  to  reduce  it  even  formally  intoefFedt.  Be- 
fore 
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fore  the  bofiners  of  raifing  the  body  which  the  bill  propofed  to 
difcipline  could  be  completed,  a  period  of  upwards  of  (ik 
weeks  would  elapfe,  and  hefurely  needed  not  to  rc>mind  the 
Houfe  how  important  it  was  that  the  lead  poflible  delay  ttiould 
lake  place  in  carrying  intoeflPeA  a  meafuie  fo  mater:  Jly  con* 
ne£!cd  with  the  protedion  and  fecurity  of  the  empire.  It 
was  not  to  be  ftippofed  that  the  whole  complex  machinery  of 
the  bilf  would  be  carried  into  effect  in  a  moment.  Was  it  to 
be  fuppofed  that  as  foon  as  the  drum  wp.s  beat,  a  body  of 
foldicrs  wa5  lo  make  their  appearance  in  the  field  r  Was  the 
fexton  to  throw  afiHe  his  Turpi  ice,  and  take  up  the  mufquec  } 
Were  the  people,  after  attending  on  theexercifes  of  religion, 
lo  throw  afide  their  prayer-books,  and,  taking  up  their  arm>» 
tube  drilled  in  the  church  yard  P  To  fuppofe  that  all  this 
was  be  effeded  by  the  means  which  the  bill  propofed  was  al- 
together ridiculous,  and  could  only  tend  to  deceive  the  pub* 
lie.  He  felt  it  his  duty  alfo  to  animadvert  on  the  time  which 
was  propofed  to  be  allotted  for  training  the  men  tube  raiftrd. 
Was  Governmept  really  ferious  in  fuch  a  fugge(lion  ?  Did 
ihey  really  imagine  that  fuch  a  period  was  at  all  adequate  to 
prepare  men  f<r  a^ive  fervices  in  the  field?  If  this  was  their 
ppiiiion,  he  confeffed  he  was  very  far  from  be]ng*inclined  to 
give  ihem  implicit  conhdence  at  the  prefent  perilous  criGs* 
He  had  another  important  objeflionio  the  mcafure  in  its  pri;- 
fent  form.  Theobjeftion  was,  that  the  tneafure,  fo  far  from  being 
c'earand  fimple,  was  fo  complicated  in  its  machinery,  that  it 
Vould  in  a  material  degree  embarrafs  the  conduct  of  thofe  ap^ 
pointed  to  carry  the  bill  into  effect.  He  had'befides  to  fay 
generally,  that  as  a  Member  of  Parliament  he  felt  it  his  duiy 
lo  be  jealous  of  the  forefight  of  the  MiniAcrs  of  the  country 
in  providing  for  the  national  fecurity.  But  in  the  prefent 
inftance  the  degree  of  forefight  to  be  allowed  to  Miniflers 
was  to  be  eflimated  by  their  previous  condud,  and  in  tl>at 
condad  he  had  nothing  to  juflifycontfdence  in  this  forefight. 
He  begged  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  to  the  con- 
duct of  Miniders  with  regard  to  Hanover.  In  this  inflancto 
there  had  been  no.  fort  of  forefight  of  danger,  no  adequate 
preparation  to  meet  it  with  firmnefs  and  eife^.  The  hon^ 
Member  was  proceeding  to  defcant  on  this  topic.  When  he 
was  called  to  order  by 

The  Secretary  at  War,  who  coniended  that  this  icafoning 
was  totally  inapplicable  lo  the  fubjed  before  the  Houfe. 

Mr*  Kinnaird  refumed,  and  begged  leave  to  coatend,   in 
oppoQtioii  to  the  fentinseiut  expreOed  by  th^  right  hoj)  GcU'«> 
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ileman,   that   he  was'  ftriflly  in  order.     In   introducing  the 
fubjctl  of  Ilanovcr,  he  had  done  fo  merely  with  the  view  of 
{hewing,  by  a  particular  inilance^   what  was  his  opinion  of 
the  general  condud  of  Mlnifters,  and  their  claims  to  confi* 
dence.     It  did  hot  appear  to  hitirt  that  in  this  view  his  obfer- 
vations  were  at  all  foreign  to  the  fubjtft  before  the  Houfe.  He 
Was  awaic  that  totheobjedious  which  he  had  taken  the  liberty 
>      of  dating  to  the  bill  iq  its  prefent  fortn,  the  ufnal  anfwcr  in  fuch 
cafes  Wn\Jld  be  given  :  •*  Are  you,  who  objed^  to  the  meafiue 
propofed,  able  to  offer  one  more  efFedual  in  its  room  ^"     In 
reply  to  this,  it  was  only  frecelfary  for  him  to  fay  that  he  was 
entitled  to  rely  on  the  wifdom  and  difcrelion  of  thofe  whofe 
duty  it  was  to  bring  forward  plansfor  the  protefliop  of  the 
cotmtry  at   this  momentous  crifis.     True  *tt   was,  that  after' 
the  incafure  was  broujSjht  forward,  eVcry  Member  of  Parlia- 
ment was  entitled  lo  offer  his  opinion  on  itsexpediency^   and 
irt  addition  to  the  objections  againd  the  difficulty  of  the  bill> 
he  had  one  capital  ohje£lion  to  the  principle,  and  thai   was» 
that  it  did  not  give  fufficient  encouragement  to  voluntary  of- 
fers of  rervice>    but  depended  on  cbmpulfory  operation,  a 
rtiode  of  raifinga  force  for  the  defence  of  the  kingdom,  at  alt 
times  to  be  avoided,  if  poflTible,  in  a  free  country.     The  bill 
appeared  to  cad  a  tlui:  oh  the  offers  of  volunteers,  and  ft  ap- 
peared the  objeS  of  Miniftiprs  to  difcourage  them.     He  could 
f!ate,  on  undeniable  authority,  that  many  offers  of  voluntary 
fervice  had  a£lualTy  been  rejefled.      He  begged  leave  to  alk 
6f  Minifters  why,  at  a  time  when  it  was  fo  infinitely  dcfirablc 
to  raife  a  large  force  for  the   defence  of  the  empire,  thofe 
means,  formerly  found  foeffeftnal,    were  at  the  prefent  mo- 
ment altogether  abandoned  ?     Wiihout  being  fuppofed  to  be 
too  ilrongiy  under  the  influence   of  national  partiality,  he 
might  be  permitted  to  fay,  that  the  experience  of  the  la  ft  war 
ftiewcd  what  ntimhers  of  our  beft  and  braveft  troops  could  be 
obtained  fiom  the-  Highlands  of  Scotland,  and  at   the  prefent 
moment  this  great  fource  of  military  fupply  appeared  wholly 
neglected.      He  would  not  now  (land  up  as  the  advocate  of 
fe^idvii  inftitutions,    but  when  they  could  be  rendered  fubfer- 
vient  to  principles  of  patriotifm,  they  ought  not  to  be  over- 
looked by  any  Minifter   who  looked  to  the  real  fccurity  of 
the  country.    Thehon.  Member  defcanted  a  good  deal  further 
on  this  point,  and  concluded  by  exprcffing  a  hope  that   in 
the  Committee  fome  of  thofe  important  modifications  would 
be  introduced  into  ihr  bill  which  its  prefent  very  impcrfe6t 
foim  requires. 

Air. 
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Mr.  Shtridan  did  not  conceive  that  the  fp^ch  of  his  hon, 
Fiiend  contained  a  fin§|e  objedion,  Xo  ihe  p^ijlporiemcnt  of 
the  difcuffion  on  the  bill  till  it  ba^  procfecfed  to  fome  of 'its 
Other  ftagcs.  He  allowed  that  the  bill  did  require  fome  im- 
portant alteraMons.  Indeed,  it  was.  imppffible  for  any  mai) 
reading  the  bill  not  to  fee  that  fiich  alterations  were  indifpen- 
fablc.  The  meafure  iifelf  was,  however,  one  to  whiCh"  it 
was  impDinble  to  obje<^t  ;  for  its  principle  was  to  foufe  the 
fpirit,  and  embody  the  force  of  the  coiSniry.  ,  Though  i»c 
differed  with  an  hop.  Gentleman  oh  thc^  faaie  tench  \$At. 
Windham)  in  many  opinions  which  he  had /jxpr'efied  retilfvc 
to  the  prefent  fituaiion  of  the  country,  he  cordial!)-  sf^rced 
with  him  in  thinking  that  the  fpirit  of. tlic  country  was  not 
yet  raifed  to  the  level  which  the  prefent  lit  nation  of  affaus  de- 
manded. The  national  fpirit  was  indeed  mendldgi  but  it 
was  not  fnfficienily  raifed  to  the  level  of  our  circumtlat^ces. 
Spirited  refolutions  appeared  on  paper,  hut  they  were  not  foU 
lowcd  up  with  correfponding  energy.  He  mighr'allude  to  a 
^variety  of  proofs  in  fupport  of  thi^  aHertton.  He  knew  that 
there  was  no  want  of  exertions, .  on  the  part  of  Goverhmentj 
Incomplete  the  militia  ;  and  as  an  inftange^of  the  rieceffitjof 
fuch  exertions,  he  might  take  ilije  liberty  of  n'at|ng|  th&t^tbe 
rcgintent  under  the  command  of  X^prd  Cranlcjf,' formerly 
confiding  of  600  men,  at  prefent  only  aspdu^ted  xt>2%o\  and 
that  the  other  regiment  under  the  com;nand  of  Lord  Grantly, 
was  nearly  as  defective  ;  fo  that  i})c  twpjcgTments' of  Surry 
militia,  which  ought  to  confid  of  i^sop. men,  only  oantained 
about  600.  He  laid  he  had  lately  beenin  tflampfhire,  iind 
that  he  found  the  fame  opinion  prevailed  there  as  elfewbercy 
in  iefpe£l  to  invafion.  When  people  in  that  quarter  Talked 
nf  invafion,  he  knew  that  they  were  acci:{ioaicd  to  fay,  that 
if  their  heads  never  ached  till  an  invailon  was  atieinpledy 
ihey  were  certain  their  heads  would  never  ache  at  all.'  From 
every  circumftance,  he  was  convinced  that'  ihe  real  faS  was, 
that  the  people  of  the  country  were  not  properly  awake  to  a 
due  fenfe  of  their  danger  ;  and  there  was  an  abroluleneccffity 
for  their  being  imprclfed  with  this  belief  before  their  true  fpi- 
iit.  and  patriotifm  could  be  fhown  forth  with  all  that  energy 
which  he  knew  \hcy  poflefled.  He  thotight  that  it  was  pro- 
per to  make  the  bill  as.  pcrfed  as  pofTible  in  the  Committee, 
ere  ir  was  advanced  to  the  laft  ftage.  His  Iv""-  Friend  had 
found  fault  with  the  meafure  of  the  bill,  becaufe  it  had  not 
been  brought  forward  fooner.  Whether  thcfc  fleps  might, 
or  (hould  have  been  propofed  earlier,    he  {hould  not  dcter- 
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ftine ;  biit  ii^  was  thbroughly  convinced  that  fuch  ifieafurcf  . 
wtre  now  aKfultttely  neceflary.  He  profefled  himfelf  very 
teady  to  go  into  all.thoTe  general  or  particular  topits  bur  he 
lloped  that  noholi.  Member  would  be  the  tiieans  of  occafioning*' 
delay  by  ftatihg  objeAions,  in  the  prefent  ftage,  to  a  plan 
which  ought  to  have  the  minds. and  hearti  of  ail  to.  gd along 
With  it,  efpecially  when  no  other  mode  of:  procedure  more 
ali|it>U  could  be  propofed  for  the  adoption  of  the  Houfe. 
•  Mr.  Piit  faid,  that  he  coiild  not  agree  in  regard  to  the  reafora 
afligned  by  the  hoti.  Meirfber,  who  withei  to  poftpone  tho 
difcttflians  on  the  bill  till  another  fiage  of  tis  prngrefsj  -  He 
fhottght  that  the  bill  was  liable  to  confiderable  obj  eel  ions,  ih 
regard  to  its  general  tendency  to  procure  within  the  time  re^ 
({uifite,  a  force  fuitable  to  the  fituaticin  of  the  country.  He 
hoped  that  any  amendments  that  might  now  be  propofed  wotild 
lead  to  relieve  the  Coimtiittee  of  fgme  degree  of  trouble* '  At 
to  the  ome£lions  which  had  been  Rated  by  an  hon.  Member 
hppoftte  to  htm  (Mr.  Kinnaird),  though  he  had  not  bam  in 
t^e  Houfe  at  the  cotnmenceinent  of  that  hon.  Member's 
Ipeech,  he  conceived  the  gederal  fcope  of  his  objedio'n  to  b6^ 
that  the  raeafures  propoied  were  not  fufBcientfy  adequate  td 
the  real  €>b|e&  in  view.  Any  objedlons  he  had  heard  ()aied,< 
h&thoaghr,  were  perfectly  proper  for  the  difcudion  of  the 
Commiutft*  for  they  could  not  be  iUted  as  aniouniing  tocb-* 
je&ioos  to  the  principle  of  the  bill.  As  to  what  had  been 
ibid  with  regtird  to  voiimteer  exertions,  he. hoped  the  Houfe 
wotflddohioa  the  juOice  to  fay,  he  had  dated  on  a  former  oc* 
eaii9n,  at'  firongly  as  was  necsflary,  thefe  very  feniimehta. 
He  ftili  ^as  inclined  to  think  that  fome  additional  provfflons 
Ought  to  be  introduced  into  the  bill  as  Co  the  vofufilary  ex* 
toioosc»f  the  country,  and  that  every  encouragement  ought 
in  be  afforded  to  that  object.  He  coukl  not  unite  with  the  hbn. 
Member  (Mr.Kinnaird)  that  the  prefent  bill  went  to  throw 
•nydegfcc  of  flurupohthepeople^by  refuting  their  voluntary 
m9%m  He  ilever  ur^erftood  that  there  \^as  any  thing  in  the 
bill  tending  to  reprefsfgch  offers;  on  the  contrary,  there  was 
a  cfauife  to  eiKoura^  volunteers,  by  holding  out  to  them 
Certain  privileges  bt  exemption  in  point  of  extent  of  fervice. 
He  thought^  however^  that  the  Encouragement  given  to  them 
was  oot  fofficiently  cxrenfive.  He  concluded  by  again  pref« 
fiog  upon  the  Houfe  a  due  fenfe  of  thenecetTity  of  estpeditioti 
to  the  arfgprhsn  of  the  meafxurcs  propufed  by  the  bill,  and 
tlQ|^  that  th^  Houfe  would  not  aUc^w  it  to  go  out  of  their 
brndil  ibftf .  evening,  till  it  had  paffed  completely  through  the 
G^moiiitee; 
Voju;  rV.  1802.3.  4Q  Mr. 
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Mr.  SheHdan  explained^  and  fakl»  that  he  had  heaitf  tb9 
right  hon.  Gemlcman  who  had  juft  (kt  dowB  ^nn,  tirat  h0 
(Mr.  Pitt)  had  not  been  in  the  Houre  when  the  hoo.Meaibe# 
TMr*  Kinaaird)  had  commenced  bis  Tpeech,  ftattng  hit  ofcjee^ 
ttons  to  the  prefent  btU*  He  thought  the  right  hon.  Member 
(Mr.  Pitt)  might  have  alfo  (aid,  with  equal  pnoprteij,  ihar 
he.  had  not  been  ii^  the  Houfe  when  he  (Mr^  Sberidati)  ha# 
taken  the  liberty  of  offering  a  few  words  on  thetKcafion  ;  iot 
the  fentiments  he  had  then  ]given,  feemed  to  have  been  loialljr 
mifunderftood  by  that  right  hon.  Gentleman.  For  hU  fnrr/ 
'he  faiv  no  improper  afperGon,  flur,  or  ^cn  difcounigeHient 
oflSbred  in  the  prefent  bill  againft  the  volohtary  esertiont  of 
the  Goantry.  * 

'  Mr..  iCinnalrd  explained. 

.  M»«  IVindham  obfervedi  in  allufion  to  what   had  fallen 
frdm  Mr.  Pitt,  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleown  had  of  late 
fpoken   fo  much  on  different   Gdes  of  the  Honfis^  that  ho 
was  at  (btne  lofs  to  Conceive  Whether  he  alluded  to  him,  or 
the  hon.  Member  on  the  fame  bench  with  him  (Mr.  Shertdan)^ 
bnt  in  anfwer  to  both  him'  and  the  other   Member.  wIk» 
charged  him  (Mr*  Windham)  with  depreifing  |be  fpirit  of 
the  country,  he  would  fay,  that  hisobje^,  in  endeavouring  to 
imprefs  upon  the  country  a  due  fenfe  of  its  danger,  watc»hly 
to  bring  up  the  apprehenfions  of  the  country  to  a  level  wiiii< 
that  danger ;  Convinced  that  when  that  was  done,  there  would 
be  no  want  of  fpirit  on  the  part  of  the  people  t  but*  thofe  who 
were  really  chargeable  with  deprefltng   the  popular  fpirit, 
were  thofe  whofe  duty  it  was  to  have   brought  i\)rwaid  thi» 
meafure  long  (ince»   and  had  deferred  it  to  the  prefent  mo- 
ment.    He  could  not  coincide  with  the  hon.  Gentleman* 
,  op  the  lame  bench  (Mr.  Sheridan)  who  deprecated  difctillion 
In  the  prefentftagc  of  the  bill,  becaufe  he  thought difcuflion 
now  would  throw   many  lights  upon   the  ful>jc^>,  which 
would  better  enaUe  the  Houfe  to  form  deci(ive  optntons  upon 
the  fubjed,  and  go  into  the  Committer  better  prepared  tc^ 
fuggeft  amendments   when  neceiTary,  and  thus  pnt  the  bill 
into  a  perfe&  (hape,  with  much  more  expedition  than  by  hfkx*^ 
rying  it  cnidelyi   and  tfpiLhouc  difcufiion,  through  the  Com«»* 
mhtee  now,  with  a  view  to  recommii  and  dehaie  it  atii  fuussr 
opportunity.. [Here the  bill  was. accordingly  riMiommiitedio^r 
Committee  of  the  whole  Houfe.")^  - 

The  £rtr«/tf/7^/.^^rtiiennifetofiate  what  woFcthegmertl 
heads  10  which*  the  alterations  wiuchhe  meant  topropofe  W^ohk 
apply.    The  firft  of  thefe  was  the  mode  in  wbidi  the^  force 
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to  \e  dfrcfplined  Aould  be  enrolled.  At  to  the  expediency  df 
tills  enroImenty>'he  believed  that  no  difference  of  opinion  pre-  * 
i|ftikd*  Thh  was  indeed  neceflary  to  their  being  at  all  ap« 
ipUed  to  any  efficient  purpofes.  It  was  in  the  firfl  place  pro- 
pofed  to  vcft  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Deputy  Lieutenants 
oficoutyties  with  the  power  of  calling  for  the  Cervices  of  all 
within  vbe  ages  fpeciiied  by  the  bill.  The  next  flep  would  be, 
to  Hlbc  orders  to  the  proper  officers  to  leaire  notices  with  the 
liourehddersin  the  refpedive  parilhcsi  who  would  be  re^quirw 
ed  within' aigiiren  period  to  make  their  return.  An  hon.  Cien- 
thsttiaii  had  adluded  to  the  fcandalous  deficiency  bf  the  quota  of 
ihemititia  10  befurrniflied  by  the  counties.  He  was  awane 
df  fibe  exiftericeoftthtf  evily  and  great  criminaliiy  was  impuf- 
able  to  the  fubordinaie  officers,  through  whole  negligence 
and  flupldity  the  grofleft  frauds  were  committed.  To  pre« 
ventilid  tecunreirce  of  thefe  frauds,  it  would  be  neceHary  to 
poi  it  out  of  file  power  of  the  ftupidity  or  the  ignorance  of 
the  JAferior  bfficers  to  repeat  fuch  fcandalous  negligence. 
Unlefs  fnch  prcdautions  were  taken,  the  returns  would  be  fo 
looltr  and  unfatiRsfafflory  as  wholly  to  defeat  the  important 
end  whidhche  bW  p  opofed  to  have  in  view.  With  fiich  al- 
H^ratioQl,  'ViicuMtji  10  make  the  returns  more  corred  and 
•iattsitidory,^'he^mifted  that  the  enroimeat  wo«iid  be  con- 
4oAed  wivh«09iidiffiX2irhy'Or  embarraflment.  But  indeed  all 
depended  oil  tiieemrtlons  of  the  gentlemen  in  the  different 
•cobntiev,  iti  4ievlAgi  the  meafure  reduced  to  praflice  within 
the>fliorf<^<lrpbfribltt  'lime,  if  thofe  whofe  lituation  in  lif<;, 
j^dniturali  influence  over  the  lower  orders  were  only  for  a 
few  weeks  to^deyoivthemfclves  to  the  objefl  of  facUitaiing 
the  estectitloirAf  9he  aft,  he  was  confident  that  it  would  be 
-oarried  int^  ethR  iti  a  moch  fliorier  period  than  it  could  be 
by  siny  p6(ii4ve  )[«fbliutioii  on  the  fubjeA^  The  bill  wis 
wordbdiift  fuoh<8(<way  aa  all  bills  of  a  fimilar  nature  nuifllie 
expfMed;  -but 'by  the  exertions  of  difintercfied,  generous 
patriotic  aea^i  the  Hme  neceflary  for  cr^rrying  it  into  tfftSt 
Aif^hr  be  materiatly  fliortened»  and  the  objed  ntuch  more 
iCfflUihiQUy  aoeompli^ed.

Tbe-^wUdle  period  would  not  be  lefs  than  two 
olonths.  He  (uggeRedthe  ex{)edfeVicy  ^f  fhortening  tlio 
different^  diviiions'of  this  period.  He  thought  that  tii9  teit 
4ays  foi'  the  ineefing  of  the  I>^puty  Lieuteiiant^  were  qui(« 
u^neceifiiry.  The  time  allowed  for  giving  the  notices  waa 
•Mb'muchgtea'ter  ihAn  necelFaryi  ihe  houfeholdcrs  ougha 
to  make  their  t^tum'ii  within  a  much  ihorter  fpae^.  As.thh 
bill  now/ftdod,  'fijcty  days  would  be  confumed,.  whereas  byi 
new  regulations  the  w-hole  bttiinefs  might  be  (ini(hed  40  ^1^ 
than  the  half  6f  that  time.  After  adding  a  few  other  ob*^ 
ferl^itbns  on  this  point,  the  right  hon.  Gentlemaln  fatrdawi* 
witU  decla^ng  his  determination  to  offer  to  the  Co/nrtiitttfe  a 
chufe,  with  a'tiew  of  carrying  into  effed  the  fuggeftion  la 
thfeconclufion  of  his  f|>cech. 

Lord  Cajikres^h  explained  the  poiitt  lb  which  his  right  honC^ 
Fiietidy  tihohad  juft  fat  down,  alltsdedi  With  tefpift  .to  the 
c>pe(ft,ti(m  of  this  bill  before  the  enrolment  ihould  bfe'  ifoade; 
Th<i  fa£)  was,-  that  the  compulfory  pdwerof  calling: every 
Mao  to  pa>rade  in  cafe  of  ne<^e(liiy,  woi3ld'by  the  provifiorts 
of  ^ -blli  ir«A  in  his  Majefly  ;  bnr  theobje£l  of  ihe  bill  wa$r 
ihait  this  compiiHmy  po^ver<flu>uld-  not  interfere,  wi<h  tht> 
votnitrary  oiltrs  of  the  people^  fritm  «v<hict)'  an  infcxhaufiibte 
force  was  e«p0^ed,  ftiDy  Competent  ny  ai^wer  the .  putpofe 
of  fecrtrify,  to  ferve;  withxM.t''exp#acei  andto  be  trained  w'ith* 
mx  any  rQatefral  inconvcnien  t  to  the  indivHiiials  engaged.  « 

Mr, 
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Mr.  Pitt  admitted  the  great  faving  of  public  expence»  buf^ 
thought  at  the  fame  time  the  facing  could  not  be  prudently^ 
tarried  to  the  extent  alledged ;  for  if  men  whofe  llvdibood 
depended  upon  their  daily  labour,  were  to  be  called  to  devoted 
their  days  to  drilling  for  the  public  fervice,  it  would  be  but 
reafonable  to  remunerate  theen  for  the^ime  fo  devoted  froot 
their  means  of  livelihood. 

The  Secretary  at  War  had  no  objedion  to  remunerate,  in 
foch  eafes^  men  who  were  fo  fituaied  as  not  to  be  aflieired  10 
poor's  rates  ;  but  he  could  not  feel  the  neceffiiy  of  extending 
the  principle  farther,  as  every  man  was  bounds  in  exigencies 
}ike  the  prefenty   to  contribute  bis  (Kare  of   fervice  in   the 
|»ublic  danger  ;  and  fo.long  as  a  man  was  only  called  upon  td 
devote  a  few  hours  in  the   week 'for  the  purpofe  of  beingf 
trained  to  the  ufe  of  arms,  and  not  called  upon;  for  aAual 
fisrvice,  it  was  no  fuch  hardfliip  or  lofs  as  to  call  in  all 
cafes  for  remuneration.     Befide,  if  the  principle  recom-^ 
fliended  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  were  to   be  adopted/ 
It  would,  he  feared,  open  a  door  to  frauds  that  would  be  In- 
calctilable.     The  bill  had,  hefaid,  two  objeds:  the  one  to 
encourage  as  much  as  might  be  the  oiFers  of  voluntary  fervice; 
the  other  to  effedl  difpatchin  carrying   its  purpofes  iottf 
Operation.     With  refpeft  to  the  former,  he  had  no  objeSion 
to  the  mode  propofed  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  of  dtreA- 
ing  the  Lords  Lieutenants  and  Deputy  Lieutenants  of  couo*^ 
ties,  and  thofe  who  a£l  under  their  dire£tion,  to  canvafs 
thdr  dtftrids,  and  fee  who  are  willing  to  volunteer  thfei^ 
fervices ;  but  he  begged  leave  to  obferve,  that  there  was  « 
claufe  pVecifely  to  this  effe&,  in  the  a£t  of  the  prefcnt  fcf- 
iion,  ^hich  the    prefent  bill   was  defigned  to  amend  and 
fender  more    effedu^h      He  could  not    fay  hoiK   far  the 
powers  given  by  that  claufe  to  the  Lords  Lieutena^s  of  coun<* 
ties  and  their  Deputies  had  been  fairly  tried  ;  but  "hitherto  he 
had  no  proofs  that  it  had  been  attended  with,  the  defired 
tited.     With  ^efped  to  the  numbers  neceflary  to  be  calletf 
for'  difctplihe  on  the  prefent  occafion,    he   ikras  Well  con* 
vinced  the  firilclafs  alone,  namely,  unmarried  lii^ales  between 
the  age$  of  17  and  30,  would  amply   fupply  t>iem. .  The 
caicuhitlon  was,  that  the  number  of  thofe,  in  proportion  to 
the  male  poptilation  of  the  country,  was  ti  i  to  24,  roakirtg 
ih6  whok  froiii  4  to  500,000  ;•  and  rf  by  a  demand  upon  tbi^ 
tiumber,  three-fot^rths  could  be  found  willing  to  volnnteer 
their  fervices  in  any  connty  or  diftritft,  he  pdrfedly  agrecii 
10  the  idea  ^  fafpendin^  the  further  operation  of  the  1^  in 

fuch 
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fuch  di(lri£^.  With  refpcf^,  however^  to  mzxif.pf  ihe^rignge- 
tfients  propoPed  by  ihe  tig^ht  honr^GemleoiaUj'  f<y  9iniuii<fg 
-froiti  the  preparatory  arrangements  the  xp^iefings'of  ith^f>e^ 
ptity  Lieutenatits  of  count ics,' as .  iy ell ^a;ir  fcnnc  o(J)er»«(/0r 
ihorienirrg  the  period  .'for  xiiaking  setiirns  .h^  imeftioaiftl 
miK^h  vr4ierher  they  cojild  be  pi^6^{cablep  cpnfiftcAUjh  wUh 
thedefiredeffeft.  '  •   j  ,  ,,    ^      .     - 

Dr.  Laurence  acknowledged   thatt|ie.  Ij^ourc^xwcd  much 
tn-the  nfbblc  Lord  by  whom  ilic  aip^ndrnQi?!  .under   c    c  r,f^ 
*irrion  was  propofed,  aliliough  it  wqnt  ifx  Conoe  degree  pcrbs^p*  ~ 
rt6'itiip6re  poitbunnous  penalties. 

Sir  y.  Pultmej }  'ifapproved  of  the  idea^.  that  ihe  volumary 
^flPer^  of  three -fourths  fnould  exempt,  from  fcrvicc.  thof^^  who 
Plight  be  fdiiaft  In  fuch  a  crifis  as  the  prefent  to  ihrink  from 
their  *\i\\y  Ht  (Cautioned  the  Houfe  on  ceckoRing.fq  mtich 
'<yft  the  'Cxtetlt  df  voluntary  offers,  or  on  the,  efficacy  of  voa 
limteers  inrcafe  of  at^;ick  The  honourable  Baronet .df  dared 
that  he  had  many  other  obfervations  to  offer,  on  this  bill|  but 
that  he  Would  not  ^ny  longer  trouble  the'Co^anittce..  X)tk 
the  whole,  howjfcver,  he  could  not  help  feeling  fome  fear  that 
lhe'provt(ion5''of  this  bill  would  interfere  with  fome  military 
a'frahgemefnt^  bfgrfeat  importance,  for  the  eftablilhment  ojf 
wWcff  he  was  excejcdingly  anxious. 

Mr.'  Mrriitrin  prbfeffed  .his   inability  tp  underftand  the  ar* 
glrtftckt' 6f  •the 'ri^i.   hon.^  Gentleman    under  the  gallery 
(Mr;   Fht^  "iJrljorl  thji  fubj.a  of  voVintary  offers,   and  th« 
cvpcutfiftaribes  tirtder  which  compulfion  (hould  be  rcforted  to* 
Wi'h  ret^e6t; 'however,  ifo  thefe  voluntary  offers,   he  con- 
feiled  hecH)uldt)6t'h6lp  agreeing  with  the  hon.  Baronet  who 
hid  juft  far  ddw'n,  that' the  probable  amount,  of  .fuch  .offers 
WHS' rather  dverr^'ed  J  but  the  amendment  propofedby  the- 
il^le  Lord,  of  which  he  much  approved,  provided  that,, .in 
cafe- (he  Voluntar)^  fpirit  fiiould  fail,  other  means  Oiould  be 
rrforted  to,  'to  fecure  the  objed  of  the  bill..   As  to  the  a£l 
erf  the  prefent   ffe'iltm,'  referred  toby  the  Right  Honourabh; 
tW  Sccreta'^y'ar  War,  he  believed  that  thf  fruits  of  it  would 
b^^Yeryfrt^aH  tndeed.     It  a^ppeared  to  bi»  an  «xadt  tranfcript 
-    crf>fh€'tiK*V  ^f  the  laft  Adminiftration,'whicb.was.nlmoil  nni. 
v^^fklly  CtinfiUered  to  be  a  very  foolifli  a6l»  find  .which  not  at 
all:  sTKfW^i^d'fhel  ends  Which  thofc  who  prop^fcd  it   profcfftd 
tO'ha¥«^  irt  \\cW.   ~  The  hon.  Gentletri^n  rfcad  an  extrnd 
ftroWi'^his  a?f>  requiring  aieturn  of  the.  n)eh.  and  the  man*^- 
ner  hi'wMch  each  wTihcd  to  ferve.     Me   ftated  that  at  th« 
time  Yhi»  a£t  was  carrying  into  execuiiojQ«  he  was  in  Nor« 
Vol.  IV.  180-2-3.  4H  thumber. 
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thucnberland,  and  that  he  faw  the  return  made  from  a  village 
in  the  neighbourhood  ;  from  which  it  appeared  that  13  offer- 
ed to  fefve  in  the  infantry,  25  in  the  cavalry,  130  as  guides, 
a6o  as  waggoners,  and  300  as  drivers  of  cattle  (a  general 
laugh)-  H&did  not  mean  to  infer  from  this  that  any  want 
of  fufficient  zeal  for  the  public  fervice  was  to  be  found  it) 
the  country,  nor  would  he  attribute  it  to  any  thing  like 
(hameful  cowardice,  but  to  that  which  he  feared  was  the 
cafe  at  prefent,  namely,  that  the  people  were  not  fuSiciently 
;ilive  to  their  danger — of  that  every  man  fliould  now  be  fully 
aware,  and  alfo  that  in  the  event  of  the  menaced  invaOofi 
iaking^  place,  his  perfdn  was  at  the  command  of  his  Sove- 
l^cifjn.  . 

Mr.  Sullivan  dated  that  diredions  had  been  difpatched  tq 
the  feveral  Lord  Lieutenant^t  6cc.  to  make  the  returns  pre- 
scribed by  the  a<^  referred  to  by  the  hon.  Gentldman* 

Mr.  Sheridan  a{ked  whether  any  returns  had  yet  been 
.madeyand  of  what  nature  they  were  ? 

Mr.  ^ullr^jn  anfwered  that  there  had  not  been  yet  fuf- 
licient  time  to  fend  in  the  returns. 

Mr.  fVindham  heartily  concurred  in  the  wifhes  exprefled 
by  the  hpn.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Sheridan),  that  the  fpirit  of  the 
country  (houid  be  fufHciently  roufed  \  and  that  the  argument 
which  the  hon.  Qentleman  had  applied  to  a  meafure  #f  the 
late  Adminiflration  (operating  upon  quite  a  different  Rate  of 
things  from  the  prtlent),  but  which  the  hon.  Gentleman 
himfelf  had  afterwards  anfwered,  would  not  be  found  to  apply 
hereafter.  Wi'h  regard  to  the  idea  of  his  right  hon.  Friend 
(Mr.  Pitt),  that  fucli  djftrids  fliould  be  exempted  from  the 
operations  of  this  a£^,  as  fliould  furnifli  a  certain  number  of 
yottJOteers,  he  highly  ciifapproved  of  it  upon  thi^  ground,  that 
it  would  tend  to  the  introdu6linn  of  fubOttut^s,  upon  an  oc« 
cafion  where  the  armament  fliould  be  general.  He  alfo  ob- 
je£tedtohis  right  hon.  F:iend's  opinion,  that  the  men  called 
upon  to  feVve  under  this  bill  fliould,  if  occafion  required,  be 
transferred  to  other  qbrps.  In  no  jnflance  would  he  permit 
volunteers  to  be  thus  removed. 

Lord  Cajllireagh  explained,  that  by  a  daufe  in  this  bill 
the  penalties  ofdefertion  would  attach  to  any  perlbn,  who, 
after  having  been  regularly  trained,  fliould  decline  to  come 
forward  ih  cafe  of  invqfion. 

Lord  HaiuLefiury  wilhed  it  to  be  tinderflood,  that  the  vo- 
luntary oiFers  of  a  certain  .number  of  men  in  any  diflrid, 
would  difcharge  ft^ch  dtftriS  frotp  ttie  obligations  of  this 

bill-

bill  only  ;  but  that  it  was  by  no  means  intended  to  interfere 
ivithy  or  naridW  the  prerogative  of  the  crpwn»  as  fqetned  to 
be  fuppofed)  for  that  prerogative  would  always  have  xht 
power  of  calling  out  all  fubjeds. 

General  Tarkton  faid,.  that  a  fpiiit  adequate  to  the  crifii 
vras  rapidly  extchding  itfelf  throughout  this  country;  or 
rather,  as  Toon  as  the  poiribiliiy  of  invafion  wascrediicdy  the 
fpiritof  the  people  immediately  flood  forth.  In  Lancafliiic 
he  ftaied  that  the  fupplementary  militia  was  almoll  imme* 
diately  filled  up,  and  the  army  of  referve  was  likely  very 
foon  to  be  complete.  The  honourable  Member  read  a  letter 
which  he  had  lately  received  from  the  cout\Ty  alluded  to,  de- 
.fcriptive  of  the  zeal  arid  fpirit  which  prevailed  in  that  popu- 
lous diflrid.  He  fpoke  in  preference  of  voluntary  fervicd 
over  compulfory,  and  faid,  fome  of  ihe  mod  glorious  achieve- 
ments and  prodigies  of  valour  detailed  in  mi  it  taK  hi  (lory 
were  performed  by  volunteers.  He  dated  two  inftances :  • 
one  in  the  time  of  the  great  Prince  of  Conde,  when  hi^ 
army  was  beaten  by  a  body  of  5000  Briiifti  volunteers  under 
General  Boyd  ;  and  that  Prince,  in  detail. ng  thebalUe  to  his 
CoiMTt,  faid,  the  French  fought  like  men,  but  the  Engiifh  like 
devils.  The  other  inflance  was,  where,  at  a  council  of  war; 
and  under  the  advice  of  the  celebrated  Vauban,  it  was  deter- 
mined to  attack  in  the  open  day  a  flrong  fortrcfs  of  the 
enemy,  which  was  carried  by  the  fignal  bravery  of  iqo  vo- 
lunteers ;  and  he  wus  convinced  of  the  truth  of  the  pofitioil 
advanced  by  Mr.  Pitt,  that  75  volunteers  were  at  anytime^ 
better  than  a  hundred  men  not  fo  raifed. 

Mr.  C'<aM/7m^  explained,  and  vindicated  the  argtimeht  of 
his  right  honourable  Friend  (Mr.  Pitt),  contending  that  it 
was  not  his  obje£!  to  give  an  exclulive  preference  10  volun* 
tary  offers,  but  to  give  them  a  convenient  chance  with  th^ 
other  mode  of  levy  propofcd  by  the  bill.  As  to  the  compa- 
rlfons  made  between  volumaiy  and  compulfory  fervice^.he 
was  fiirprifffd  that  a  preference  (hould  have  been  glv^ci  to 
the  latter  in  a  Briitlh  aflembiy,  'particularly  by  his  honour^ 
able  Friend  on  the  other  fide  (Mr.  Sheridan),  who  was,  ne 
contefledi  the  lafl  man  in  the  world  from  whom  he  could 
expe£l  fuch  a  femiment.  Indeed,  were  he  difpofed  to  lay  a 
trap  for  a  fpeech  from  his  honourable  Friend,. he  fhould  have 
.  thought  no  expedient  more  likely  to  fucceed*  than  to  aiTcrt  that 
it  were  better  to  compel  the  fcrvice  of  Britons  in  defence  of 
their  country,  than  10  rely  on  their  voluntary  exertions. 
Mrk  iitridan  t»bfejcved,  that  the  right  hon.  Gentlemsui 
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feeined,  indeecti  to  intend  his  alluHon  to  him  as  a  trap  for  a 
fpeech ;  but  if  fo,  he  (hould  be  dtfappolntedi  for  he  would 
finnply  fay,  that  all  be  meant  in  his  former  cbfervations  was 
this,  that  we  (hould  not  deceive  ourfeives  as  to  the  effect  of 
voluntary  zeal,  not  doubting,  however,  that  the  zeal  of  the 
people  would  be  amply  fufBcient  for  the  protef^ion  of  the 
country,  provided  they  had  an  adequate  impreflion  of  their 
danger. 

The  Chancillor  of  the  Exche juer  obferved,  that  though 
much  advantage,  no  doubt,  had  arifen  from  the  difcuirion, 
and  many  ufcful  lights  were  thrown  upon  thefubjcA,  yet  he 
wiflied  to  remind  the  Committee,  that  no  progrefs  whatever 
was  made  in  the  bill.  He  exprefled,  therefore,  his  fincerc 
wi(h  that  the  Committee  would  proceed  to  the  claufcs  of 
the  bill  (for  the  Committee  was  now  three  hours  in  debare 
without  any  queftion  before  It),  and  give  them  fuch  amend- 
ments as  appeared  neceflary  ;  after'  which  the  bill,  in  its 
amended  (hape,  would  be  priflted,  and  the  diicuflion  might 
,then  take  place  upon  the  principle;  and  the  bill,  ti  nectflary, 
be  recoitimitted'  for  farther  confideration. 

General  Gafcoyne^  in  reference  to  what  hiad  been  faid  of 
the  preferable  fervice  of  volunteers,  obferved,  that  ir  was  the 
peculiar  chara6Uri(lic  of  the  britifli  armie5|  to  be  always 
entirely  compofed  of  volunteers. 

Mr.  Pitt  objected  to  the  time  allowed  to  conftables  for 
making  the  returns  of  the  lifts.  Infteadof  ten  days  for  leav. 
ing  fuch  lifts,  he  propofed  feven  days,  which  amendment  was 
kgreed  to.      • 

Mr.  Pitt  alfo  propofed  that  inftead  of  feven  days,  wiiich 
Were  allowed  to  the  occupiers  of  h<'ufes,  &c.  to  make  a  re* 
turn  of  their  inmates,  the  words  two  days  Ihould  be  fiibfti- 
tuted.     This  amendment  fhould  alfo  be  agreed  to. 

In  page  6,  in  the  lift  of  exempiions — 

Mr.  Sheridan  objefled  to  the  exemption  of  perfons  who 
are  now  ferving  in  the  militia  by  fubftiiute.  He  faid  he  faw 
no  reafon  whatever  for  fuch  exemption's,  and  the  perfon  fo 
ferving  ought  not  to  be  flieltered  from  the  fervce  under  the 
prefent  bill,  becaofe  he  had  (kulkcd  out  of  pcrfonal  ftrvice 
on  another  occafion.  He  was  the  lef»  entitled  to  exemption 
alfo,  for  having  by  his  money  taken  away  a  man  a^  a  fttbfti- 
tore,  who  would  now,  if  not  fo  employed,  be  liable  to  ferve 
at  all  events  on  the  prefent  occaPion. 

Mr.  Pitt  agreed  in  opinion  with  the  hon.  Gentleman^  who 
fboke  lafty  and  thought  that  per&nf  ferving  by  fi»bfiitiMe  in 
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the  militia,  ought  not  tobe  exempt,  anlefs  they  went  to  feffe 
in  perfon  to  the  militia,  and  returned  the  fubflitute  to  fill  up 
the  prefent  fervice. 

The  Secretary  at  War  faid.  the  principle  of  the  militia  lawi 
formed  a  contra£t|  which  was  certainly  in  favour  of  theft 
perfons  being  exempted,  and  irt  a  meafurc  of  ihia  kind,  he 
thought  t.he  Houfe  would  do  well  not  to  prefstoofar  \  though 
he  allowed  many  perfons  would  thereby  be  exempted^  ^ 
thoiighi  they  otighi  not  to  cut  too  clofe  on  perfons  who  have 
already  paid  a  fum  of  money  for  a  fubftituie,  which  perhaps 
I  hey  could  very  ill  fpare. 

Mr.  fVindham^  thought  this  was  a  new  (ervice,  and  the 
contract  alluded  to  in  the  other  inflance  did  not  extend 
to  it.  > 

T\it  Attorney  GenerJvi2%oi  the  faitie  opinion  with  the  . 
Secretary  at  War,  and  coniidered  this  as  a  conttad  which 
ought  to  be  kept  to  \  this  was  not  to  be  confidcred  as  the 
cafe  of  a  gentleman,  to  whom  25!.  or  30I.  may  be  nothing: 
but  it  is  more  likely  to  be  a  perlon  who  has  mortgaged  bti 
H(»ufe  or  property  to  raife  the  money  ;  and  in  doing  fo,  he 
thought  he  was  entitlied  to  be  exempted  in  all  refpeds  the 
fame  as  if  he  had  ferved  in  peifon. 

Mr.  Pttt  fupported  his  former  opinion,  and  thought  it  no    ' 
burden  on  any  perfon,  but  only  that  <it  enabled  him  to  in* 
(Iru^  himfelf  in  the  ufe  of  arms,  for  the  p'urpofe  of  defend- 
ing his  family„his  propcity,  and  his  country. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  faid,  he  felt  this  to  be  e  ^ 
queftipn  of  expediency,  and  conceived  we  (hould  not  violate 
any  principle  of  good  faith  ;*for  at  the  time  they  found  fuh-^ 
(Htutes,  they  had  no  more  this  meafure  in  contemplatioa 
than  his  MajeAy's  Minifters  had* 

Mr  Tian^j  was  of  the  lame  opinion  as  the  Attorney 
General,  and  thought  the  exemption  ought  to  (land  good. 

Mr.  IV.  Smith  faid,  an  artned  multitude,  wtihoqt  knowing 
the  ufe  of  arms,  was  no  more  than  a  vait  number  of  men 
drawn  out  for  flaughier.  Government  was,  therefore,  doing 
a  fervice  to  every  one  by  having  him  inftriided  in  the  ufe  of* 
arms;  and  he  was,  therefore,  againft  the  exempirotu 

Mr.  P,  Careto  thought  thofe  who  are  now  fervicig  by 
fubOitutc,  at  leaft,  ought  to  be  put  into  the  fourth  clais  under 
the  prefent  bill. 

Lord  Hawkejbury  faid,  the  milnta  law  gave  a  man  the> 
power  either  10  ferve  in  perfon  or  by  fubftrtute.  When  the 
ifucftion  of  the  army  of  leferve  was  befoire  the  Uoufe,  the* 
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exception  was  made ;  but  the  prefent  mearure  is  To  dlSereDt 
in  Its  nature  and  cKaradler,  there  can  be  no  comparifon. 

On  the  queftron  being  put,  the  exemption  was  done  away; 
and  perfpns  now  ierving  by  fubllitute  are  liable  to  the  pre* 
fent  meafufe. 

On  the  daufe  being  read  which  went  to  regulate  the  d<iys 
and  hours  on  which  the  firft  clafs  are  to  be  exercifed  and 
trained  to  arms,  it  was  mentioned  from  25th  March  to  the 
25th  Qecember. 

Mr.  Pitt  rofe,  and  faid  that  this  was  a  part  of  the  bill  to 
which  he  wiQied  particularly  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Houfe*     The  great  objedt  of  the  prefent  meafure  was  to  ob- 
tain»  with  &s  much  celerfty  as  poiTibley  a  very  large  mafs  of 
the  people,  fo  well  in(lru6led  in  the  ufe  df  arms,  as  that  in 
cafe  of  a  great  emergency,  and  an  adual  invafion,  they  might 
<  be  able  to  march  againft  and  fight  the  enemy  with  ttFi£\.     It 
was  of  the  utmoft  importance,  therefore,  that  this  in{lru£iion 
and  training  ihould  be  gained  in  as  (horc  a  rime  as  poffible, 
for  there  could  be  no  doubt  but  the  enemy,  adive  and  vigi* 
lant  as  he  was  on  all  occafions,  would  ufe  every  effort  to 
carry  his  infolent  dcfign  of  invading  us,  before  we  can  take 
all  the  means  in  our  power  to  repel  his  attacks.     The  feafon 
of  the  year  beft  adapted  for  his  fucceeding  in  fuqh  a  defign, 
was  that  in  which  long  nights,  and  the  ftormy  weather  inci« 
dent  to  the  feafon,  might  enable  him,  from  our  cruizer?  be^  * 
ing  blown  of  their  (lations,  to  pu(h  over  his  forces  before 
they  could  return  to  them  again.     It  is,  therefore,  highly 
necpflary  that  we  (hould^e  as  fpeedy  in  advancing  this  mea- 
fure as  pofljble;  and  when  it  (hall  be  once  brought  into  a 
date. of  forwardnefs,  he  (hould. believe  that  it  would  be  a 
means  of  making  our  infolent  foe,  with  all  his  mighty  vaunts, 
paufe  before  he  ventured  on  fo  rafli  a  (lep  as  that  of  attack- 
ing us  on  our  (bores.     If,  however,  ihat  haugluy  foe  fhouid 
be  fo  daring,  he  (Mr.  Pitt)  had  no  doubt  but  his  attempt 
would  end  in  difcomfiture  and  difgrace  ;  and  that  our  brave 
countrymen  would,  by  that  difcomfituie,  give  a  glorious  ex- 
ample to  all  Europe  of  what  may- be  achieved  by  a  gallant 
and  courageous  people,  who  are  determined  to  live  free  or 
die.     A  French  army  beaten   and  difcomfised,  and  driven 
back  to  their  own  coafts  with  dt(grace,  inight  alfo  have  the 
great  efiedt  of  roufmg  the  Powers  of  Europe  ivom  thai 
ilate  of  apathy  and  lethargy  in  which  they  have  for'fome  tinia 
^ft  been  funk,  and  might  alfo- awaken  in  the  French  people 
themfelves  fentimeuts  of  lefehtment  and  indignatioi^y.  whieh 
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would  make  our  haughty  foe  feverely  repent  the  temerity 
and  infolence  of  his  attempt.  He  therefore  hoped  that  all 
defcripttons  of  perfons  would  ciieerfuUy  give  up  their  time 
to  fo  important  a  purpofe,  and  that  even  our  harveft  (hould 
be  in  fome  meafure  delayed,  rather  than  this  meafure  (bould 
not  be  forwarded.  The  landholder,  the  great  farmer;  and 
the  litrle  farmer,  (hould  all  now  confider  that  the  firft  of  our 
care  (hould  be  to  fecure  the  grain  that  is  now*  in  the  ground 
for  its  true  and  real  owners,  and  prevent  it  from  becoming 
pofTeiFed  by  fpoilers  and  invaders..  He  would,  therefore, 
take  the  liberty  to  propofe  fome  amendments,  and  that  in- 
flead  of  one  day  in  a  week  (Sunday),  ihould  be  fubftttuted 
one  or  more  days ;  a'nd  that  fuch  a  number  of  days  (hould  be 
allotted  for  that  purpofe,  as  in  the  opinions  of  military  men 
would  he  fufficient  -to.attain  that  degree  of  iraitltng  as  would 
enable  them  to  act  immediately  with  effect ;  for  inUance,  two 
or  three  days  in  a  week,  or  fo  many  day's  fuccelTivcly,  at  pe- 
riods of  fmall  dtftance,  as  (hould  make  up  twenty  days  at 
the  leaft,  and  not  more  than  thirty.  He  thought  no  perfons 
who  confidercd  the  danger  ofonr  prefent  fituation  would  ob- 
jed  to  this,  which  could  not  fail  to  be  attended  with  th* 
mod  beneficial  effeds,  and  which,  in  its  rcfult,  may  turn  for 
ever,  in  a  great  degree,  the  future  deilinies  of  England  and 
the  world. 

a 

After  a  very  Inng  convcrfation,  it  was  agreed  that  the 
days  for  drilling  Ihould  be  Sunday,  or  any  other  Convenient 
day  in  the  week. 

A  converfation  of  confiderable  length  took  pjace  on  that 
claufe  by  which  the  men  were  to  be  exercifed  On  Sunday. 
It  was  ftrongly  objefled  to  by  Mr.  R.  Thornton,  Mr.  Wil- 
berforcc,  and  Mr.  William  Smith,  General  Maitland,  Sir 
William  Erfkine,  and  Mr.  Grant,  that  fuch  a  thipg  would 
be  totally  incompatible  with  the  religious  Icruples  of  the 
people  of  Scotland,  ^ho  \vould  refufe  to  comply  with  any 
aA  of  parliament  that  enjoined  them  to  commit  fuch  a  breach 
of  the  Sabbath. 

Mr,  Pitt  faid,  Ke  had  as  tender  a  regard  for  the  religious 
fcruples  of  individuals  as  any  man  ;  iind  in  a  country  where 
the  whole  of  the  people  were  nearly  of  one  opinion,  as  in 
Scotland,  l;^e  wonld  never  recommend  the  adoption  of  any 
fuch  violent  and  outrageous  proceeding  as  that  of  forcing 
them  to  do  a  thing  repugnant  to  their  confcicnces  ;  there- 
fore, although  the  word  Sunday  might  be  omitted  in  the  bill 
)vheD  applied  to  Scotland,  he  faw  no  reafon  why  that  (hould 
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be  done  with  regard  to  England,  where  a  very  fmall  portion 
of  the  people  comparatively  dtflented  from  the  cftablifhed 
Church;  and  notwiihAanding  the  reputation  many  of  chefc 
had  for  exemplary  piety,  the  tru^  of  which  he  very  much 
doubted,  he  wiflied  that  number  was  (lill  Jefs.  For  the  fake 
of  thofe  few,  he  would  not  leave  out  of  the  bill  a  t\^o(\  ufeful 
proviHon ;  which,  fo  far  from  being  inconfiftent  with  the 
tenets  of  ihc  Church  of  England'*  was  ^verfedly  conformable 
to  them.  This  was  a  fubjed  of  very  great  importance,  and 
it  was  neceflarv  to  imprefs  on  meu's  minds,  that  next  to  the 
performance  of  their  religious  duties,  the  defence  of  their 
country  was  a  duty  of  the  mod  facred  and  indifpenfablena- 
jlore ;  and  he  did  not  fee  how  it  could  be  contrary  to  our 
cftabliQied  religion,  for  ii)en  to  devote  that  (hort  interval  of 
the  Sunday,  which,  after  the  performance  of  divine  fervice, 
was  ufually  fpent  in  recreation,  to  the  objed  of  preparing  for 
their  defence  againft  an  enemy,  who  would  deflroy  the  whole 
of  their  religion  and  liberties.  He  was  fure  no  dodrine  in 
the  Church  of  England  forbad  ftich  a  practice  ;  and  he  faw 
no  reafon  why  the  word  Sunday  (hould  be  omitted  from  the 
bill,  becaufe  a  fmall  number  of  perfons  might  objed  to  eE<* 
ercifeon  that  day. 

Sir  ff^m.  Curtis  wi(bed  to  know  what  thofe  Gentjcmen, 
who  wanted  to  prevent  all  training  on  a  Sunday,  would  re- 
commend to  be  done,  if  the  enemy  was  to  land  on  vSunday  ? 
Would  the  omnipotent  Creator  of  ^t he  world  be  oflFrndid 
at  our  troops  being  fent  out  to  protedl  us  from  dc(lru6tion  P 
.  "Ihe  Sicretary  at  IVar  faid,  that,  in  confequencc  of  what 
had  been  dated  relative  to  the  opinions  of  the  pei»ple  of  >cot- 
]and,  he  would  omit  Sunday  in  the  bill  with  regard  to  them : 
but  with  refpeft  to  Ef)gland  it  muft  be  retained  :  a  provifion 
being  made,  at  the  fame  time,  to  enable  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
to  appoint  any  other  convenient  daybefidc  Sunday,  for  the  pur* 
pofe  pf  exercifing  the  men.  This  provifion  would  fattsfy  the 
religious  fcniplesof  perfons  in. England  who  might  objed  to 
•going  out  on  Sunc^ay•  He  then  introduced  a  clauft:  to  this 
cfiTeA,  which  was  agreed  to.      '^ 

The  Honfe  then  continued  debating  on  feveral  other 
claufes  of  the  bill  ;  and  feveral  other  amendments  were 
ac{opted.  The  bill  being  gone  through,  it  was  ordered  to  he 
reported  that  day.-:— Adjourned.

rious exertions  t9  perfons-at  alLconverfant  in  the  hillory  of 
this  country  ;  it  would  fuffice  to  fay,  that  his  MajeAy  was 
willing  to  reward  and  did  reward  thofe  fervices,  by  a  grant 
Co  I^d  Amherft  of  certain  Crown  lands,  iituated  in  tlie  pro- 
vince which  had  been  conquered  by  his  valour.  When  the 
grant  was  fubmitted.to  the  Crown  lawyers  in  America, 
•  number  of  confid^rations  oppofed  obilacles  to  the  exe^ 

•  *        ciitioii 
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xiiti6ii  of  the  grants.  It  yrsis  obferve(U  tbat  the  ]ands  were 
paly  gi'anted  to  furniih  his  Lordfhtp  with  an  annuity  of 
2501.  whereas,  by  the  grs^pt,  he  had  a  right  to  demancl  the 
poileffion  of  the  whole»  though  fubjed  to  account  to  the 
public  for  the  remainder  of  .the  produce,  after  the'dedudion 
6f  the  annuity.  Tlie  ground  allo^  conlifting  of  a  million  of 
acresy  was  capable  of  very  great  improvement,  for  the  equal 
benefit  of  the  colony  and  of  the  revenue  ;  and>  after  tbefe 
improvements  had  been  ms^de,  fhould  Lord  Amherft  lay 
claim  and  make  good  his  title  to  the  whole,  the!  fortune 
afrifing  'from  it  would  be  too  enormous  for  any  fuhie ft  of 
this  country  ^  poflcfs.  In  confequence  of  thefe  difficulties. 
Lord  Amherit  failed  in  his  applications  for  the  reward  of  his 
fervices,  and  remained  till  his  death  in  expedation  of  being 
enabled  to  avail  himfelf  of  the  favour  of  bis  Sovereign. 
As  the  firil  fortune,  then,  to  which  pretentions  may  be 
made,  was  thought  too  exorbitant,  and  much  more  than 
could  have  been '  originally  intended,  the  propereft  way 
feems  to  be,  for  the  Houfe  to  commute  ii  fur  an  annuity, 
commenfurate  with  the  amount  of  the  grant  originally  pro« 
fofei.  Bnt'as  it  (hould  be  coniidered,  that  his  Lordfhip 
aad  bis  reptefentatives  had  been  deprived  of  the  benefit  of 
tbe  gra<it  tor  thefe  4O  jfesLvi  paft,  the  amount  of  the  annuity 
ihould  be  fixed^  with  a  view  to  that  circuraftance.  He  con* 
eluded  with  moving  a  refolutioh,  ««  That  it  i#  tlie  opinion 
of  this  Committee,  that  there  be  granted  to  his  Majefty^ 
out  of  the  confolidated  fund,  the  annual  fum  of  30001.  as  ^ 
compenfation  Co  tlie  reprcfentaiives  of  the  late  Teficry  Lord 
Amherft,  to  begin  from  the  5th  of  July,  1803." 

Mr.  Caurtenay  bore  ample  teftimony  to  the  high  charac- 
ter and  honour  of  Lord  Amlierd,  of  wbofe  eminent  fervices 
no  perfon  could  be  more  feniible  than  he  was.  He  had 
many  opportunities,  while  he  was  in  an  official  (ituation,  of 
obferving  on  his  conduft,  and  never  knew  a  man  in  bis  lif^ 
who  was  lefs  aftuated  by  any  thing  like  felfifhnefs  or  per- 
fonal  confideration.  Indeed,  he  lamented  to  find  that  his 
Lordfhip  bad,  till  the  time  of  bis  death,  good  reafon  to 
Complain  tliat  his  fervices  had  not  becn>  rewarded.  He 
now  rejoiced  to  find  that  hisreprefentatives  had  been  more 
fuccefsful,  but^ie  could  not  approve  of  the  intended  com- 
mutation. The  reafon  why  juilice  had  been  fo  long  de- 
layed, had.  never  yet  been  fatisfadorily  explained,  ^r  he 
knew  himfelf  that  the  former  Lord  Amherft  prefented  nu- 
merous petitions,  which  had  been  fent  to  the  law  officers 
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*i|i  Ganadk,  and  *by  them  referred  back  again.  The  itvenufe 
difliked  making  this  pefftetaai  charge  upon  the  confaltdkteA 
fund,  Which  had  in  h  nothing  limilar  to  the'originalgraii^,'and« 
wbateyer  may  be  the  fate  of  Canada,  would  remain  for  ^vec 
chargeable  upon  the  public.  He  cdncdved  it  would  be 
much  better  to  let  the  annuity  intended  for  the  Amherft 
family,  come  from  the  revenues  of  the  lands  themfelves. 

Mr.  Canning  obferved,  that  ttB  all  were  agreed  vtf^tBAv/g 
the  merits  and  important  fervices  of  the  late  Lord  Amherl% 
the  only  difference,  of  opinion  that  could  arife  was  on  tiie 
queflion,  would  the  public  confent  to  purchafe  the  grant  <ii 
^  lands  for  tlie  propofed  annuity?  Upon  this  fubjeA  he  had 
no  heiitation.  >  He  would  not  induce  the  noble  Lord,  the 
prefent  reprefentalive,  to  the  neceffity  of  becotping  an 
accountant  for  the  produce  of  thefe  lands  over  and  above 
the  grants,  but  (hould  prefer  this  annuity  as  the  mode  moft 
convenient  to  his  Lordfhip,  and  beneiicial  to  the  pubKc. 

Mr.  Courtenay  and  the  Chancellor  of  the  Etchet^uer 
explained. 

Sir  William  Dclben  was  in  favoar  of  the  annurty,  as  he 
thought  the  dignity  of  the  peerage,  and  .the  fenrices  of  thte 
Jatc  Lord  Amherft,  required  that  any  reprefentativciaf  his, 
having  a  feat  in  the  oth^r  Houfe»  uiouid  be  fecured  in  jui 
income  of  30001.  a-year  for  ever. 

Mr.  Courtenay  faid,  that  if  .this  grant  fhonld,  as  propoCed, 

be  commuted  for  a  penfion,  he  hoped,  that  the  Houle  had 

'  teafon  to  exped,  that  the  fame  lands  would  not  be  granted 

away  again*    The  refolution  was  then  agreed  to,  -and  tlte 

'  Report  was  ordered  to  be  received  the  next  day. 

NORTHEKN  LIGHTS. 

The  Houfe  having  refolved  into  a  Committee  an  the  re- 
*  port  refpeding  the  northern  lights, 

Sir  William  Puheney  moved  a  refolution  for  <  impioiiqg 
duties  to  fupport  the  eftablifhment  of  a  light-houfe  on  the 
Bliick  Rock  in  the  north-weftem  coaft  of  Scotland.  What 
lie  propofedy  he  faidy  was  a  mere  trifle,  being  no  more  than 
3d.  per  ton  on  every  (hip  that  paffisd  and  entered  any  of  the 
ports  of  Scotland,  allowing  an  indemnity  to  vellels  cm.' 
ployed  on  the' Greenland  whale  fifhery  ;  which  was  agreed 
,  to,  and  ordered  to  be  reported  the  next  day. 

KATI#NAL    DEFENCE. 

The  Secretary  at  War  moved  the  order  of  the  day,  fbf 
the  Houle  to  reforlvc  itfelf  intoa  Committee  on  the4>iU.for 

the 
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the  more  efkStusA  defence  of  the  country ;  and  on  the  queP- 
iioa  for  the  Speaker's  leaving  the  chair. 

The  Marquis  of  TitcJtfield  called  the  attention  of  the 
Houfe  to  a  cirCumftance  upon  whidh  many  gentlemen  con* 
fidered  their  charaAer  and  honour. to  be  involved.  On  a 
late  occafion,  when  he  happened  not  to  be  prefent  in  the 
Houfe,  he  underflood  that  the  right  hoa.  Gentleman  (the 
I  Secretary  at  War)  had  faid,  fpeal&ing  of  the  deficiencies  la 

the  numbers  of  the  militia,  that  there  was  a  fcandalous  and 
dlfcreditable  negleft  in  the  enrolment  of  the  regiments  ia 
the  counties  of  Middlefex  and  Surry,  and  that  it  was  owin^ 
to  the  mifcondu£t  of  thofe  who  were* appointed  to  carry  tber 
meafure  into  efFeft.  So  far,  the  Marqjuis  faid,  was  this 
from  being  the  cafe,  that  it  entirel]r  proceeded  from  the 
difficulty,  as  far  as  regarded  the  Middlefex  militia,  at  leaft 

I  from  the  great  difficulty  of  finding  perfons  in  thi^ metropolis 

fuited  to  that  fervice.  So  fenfible  was  he  of  this  circum- 
fbince  from   former  experience,    that  previoufly  to  the 

I  ~   xnilitia  being  ballotted,  be  had  himfelf  told  the  right  hon. 

i  Secretary  that  the  general  laws  of  the  militia  fyflem  were 

I  quite  inapplicable  to  the  metropolis.     He  *boped  the  right 

lion.  Gentleman  would  have  the  goodnefs  to  exprain  the 
ground  upon  which  be  made  tliat  ftatement,  in  order  that, 
if  well-founded,  his  Majefiy  might  appoint  perfons  better 
qualified  than  thofe  that  were  now  employed*  He  aflured 
the  Houfe  that  he  felt  fo  much  reluAance  to  addrefs  them, 
that  if  his  own  chara£leF  only,  as  Lord  Lieutenant  of  this 
county,  was  at  (lake  or  implicated,  he  ihoukl  feel  rather 
difpoted  to  pais  it  over  in  iilence,  but  he  could  not  a£l  ia 
the  fame  way,  feeling  as  he  did  for  the  honour  and  charac- 
'  ter  of  others.  He  conceived  the  public  intcreft  to  require 
the  ei^^tanfation  be  requefied,  as  nothing,  be  thotight»  could 
l^e  more  injurious  to  the  public  fervice  than  undeiervediy  to 
hurt  and  ^ound  the  feelings  of  an  hooeft  and  meritorious 
fet  of  gentremen. 

The  Secretary  at  JVar  exprelled  his  regret  at  its  havtngj 
been  believed  that  the  expreffion  of  his  thus  alluded  to» 
was  meant  to  convey  any  reflexions  on  the  characters  o£ 
'  the  noble  Lords  Lieutenants  of  the  two  couotie9.  He  cer* 
*  tainiy  did,  2lxA  was  welUfonnded  in  faying,  that  there  were 
great  frauds  and-  mtfmanagemcnt  in  the  militia  departments 
of  the  two  counties  of  Middlefex  and  Surry,  but  he  could 
never  mean  to  i«ipute  tliefe  frauds  to  the  Lords  Lieuteiicints^ 
«r  thofe  who  were  higher  in  office,  tie  recolle&d  very  wd  I 

Cha^ 
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that  the  noble  Marquis  (Htchfield)  reprefented  to  him 
fooie  time  (ince,  that  the  militia  laws  in  force  were  not  ap- 
plicable Co  Middlefex.  He  then  thought  the  noble  Lord 
miilaken  in  that  opinion,  and  conceived  that  a  remedy 
might  be  found  in  putting  it  under  a  new  regulation  ;  but 
in  that  he  found  himfelf  difappointed,  for  the  militia  of 
Middiefex  were  then  no  better  raited  than  it  had  been  be- 
fore. It  was  evident,  therefore,  that  fome  other  meafure 
became  neccilary ;  but  it  was  not  within  the  exclufive  de- 
partment of  the  Secretary  at  War,  nor  could  it  be  likely  to 
prove  effeduaU  unlefs  devifed  in  conjunAion  with  the  Lord 
jLieutenant  and  others. 

The  Marquis  of  Titchfield  replied,  that  the  explanation 
^as  faUsfa£tory,  as  far  as  regarded  himfelf  perfonally,  buc 
he  was  much  more  folif  itous  to  eafe  the  wounded  feelings 
of  the  Deputy  Lieutenants.  The  converl'ation  then  ended 
Upon  that  part  of  the  fubjeft. 

The  Houfe  then  refolved  itfelf  into  the  Committee,  in 
which  a  variety  of  claufes  were  introduced.  Among  others 
was  a  claufe  for  exempting  the  Judges  of  England  and  Scot- 
land from  the  operation  of  the  ad. 

The  Secretary  at  War  propofed  a  claufe  to  the  effcft,  that 
the  perfons  comprized  in  the  iirft  clafs,  who  engaged  to  ferve 
as  volunteers,  fliould  be  bound  to  march  in  cafe  of  invaflon, 
and  that  all  perfons  comprized  in  the  other  clafles  (hould  re- 
main, and  continue  to  exercife  in  the  pariflies  till  further 
orders.     This  claufe  was  agreed  to. 

The  next  claufe  was,  that  it  his  Majefty  ordered  out  any 
part  of  the  fubfequent  clafles,  that  it  (hould  be  chofen  by 
ballot. 

Mr.  W,  Smith  faid,  it  would  be  more  advantageous  to  have 
the  ballot  beforehand,  than  at  the  moment  the  men  might 
be  wanted. 

Mr.  Pitt  fuggefted  that  it  was  not  pofl^ble  that  any  more 
would  be  required  to  go  out  of  the  country,  than  thofe  who 
were  contained  in  the  firft  clafs. 

TYic  Secretary  at  fVar  fsadf  the  details  as  to  the  number 
and  defcription  of  the  men  to  be  drawn  out  ought  to  be  left 
to  his  Majefty.  It  was  certain  that  the  perfons  in  the  firft 
clafs  would  be  the  6r(l  to  aflemble ;  but  it  was  neceiTary  to 
provide  for  a  cafe  which,  though  unlikely  to  happen,  might 
.happen 

The  next  claufe'was  for  training  the  men  for  2X  days  at 
Vol..  IV.  ibo2-3.  4  K  far.hcft» 
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ff  rihed,  ^nd  not  lefs  than  14  day«  till  |he  35th  of  December 
nti^t. 

Colooel  fV99d  wiflied,  that  men  (boiiM  be  trained  all  the 
year  rounds  as  there  was  no  knowing  how  long  the  alarca 
SBll^ht  UQ*. 

Mr.  PiU  faid^  the  obje£^  was,  that  the  20  days  training 
fliould  take  pUceas  early  as  poflible.  He  thought  14  days' 
iveAild  he  too  little,  unlefs  it  was  ineant  to  be  iu  Addition  to 
the  Suiwiays.  He  thought  it  was  not  poflible  to  train  any 
niunber  equal  to  the  fitft  olafs  in  the  courfe  of  the  prefent 
year.     It  would  be  much  better  to  leave  it  to  his  Maje(ly» 

The  Secretary  at  ^^r  obfcrved,  that  It  was  in  his  Majedy^s 
dtfciretion  to  give  dtredions  as  to  the  period  of  training.  In 
fourteen  days  a  man  might  learn  all  that  was  fufficient.  It 
was  not  neceflary  to  keep  men  longer  exercifing  than  juft  UK 
giv«  them  the  firft  rudiments. 

Sir  /^.  Pubenef  remarked^  that  cxcrcifing  men  upwards  of 
two  hours  at  a  lime  only  tonured  and  wearied  them^  inftea^ 
of  facilitating  their  improvement. 

Mr.  Courtenay^  ftated,  that  he  remembered  a  regiment  under 
Lord  f  lowe,  in  the  year  1756,  which,  confifling  of  raw  le- 
crufts,  in  three  weeks  learnt  iis  exercife,  and  was  able  to  fire 
in  platoons  as  well  as  the  mod  experienced  regiment ;  he  fgvr 
ii  afterwards  embark  for  America  He  mentioned  this  to 
fhew  that  twenty-one  days  were  fiifflctent  10  learn  people  the. 
ufe  of  arms.  He  often  Taw  old  regiments  maaoeuvring, 
looking  to  the  right  and  left,  and  fi^uiing  in  and  out  like 
fcho<>)  mifles  with  French  dancing  mauers,  while  young  re- 
cruits, with  very  little  inftrudion,  became  effedive  foldiers. 
If  this  bill  was  eflentially  carried  into  eflfefi,  itwoiild  n^ke 
every  man  able  to  faS;  the  enemy. 

The  next  claufe  related  to  the  number  of  tnen  his  Majefiy. 
fhould  draw  oi|t  in  the  firft  inflance  upon  the  alarm  of  fnva« 
fion.      Agreed  to. 

The  next  required  that  the  mufter-roll  fliould  make  a  rt« 
port  of  the  prefent  and  the  abfentees  at  the  parochial  drills* 
Agreed  to.-  , 

7  he  Secretary  at  W^r  then  brought  up  a  claufey  enading^ 
that  ptrfons  earning  their  livelihood  by  daily  labour  fliould,be 
paid  IS  for  every  day's  attendance;  and  that  the  fame  ihouI4 
be  reimhMrrcd'  by  the  overfeers  of  the  poor,  who  flipulc)  be 
reimbiufcd  every  month  by  the  receiver- generalf  under  the 
order  of  two  juftices  of  the  peace. 

Sir 
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Sir  JViUiam  Pulunejf  thought  i&is  cUiifil  wrmM  be  .riilcious 
t6  <he  whole  fyllem.  If  fuch  a  prtiicipfas  of  remuneration 
was  once  begun,  it  couM  not  be  ivitlKlrawn.  He  was  there- 
fore averfe  to  there  being  any  payment  at  all;  He  wi(hed 
that  people  (hould  come  forth  to  t:KCT€\(t  after  their  hnuirs  of 
labour  were  over.  He  recolle<Sc(i  that  when  the  French 
fleet  in  the  Channel  was  ft^p^rior  to  ovfs,  afid  there  was  a 
fear  of  invafion,  the  people  exercifcd  after  their  laboiir  was 
ovet)  and  all  they  received  was  C  win  pence^  to  drink.  It  was  a 
propofltton  deftrudive  of  the  whole  fyftem,'for  he  was  well 
perfuaded  the  money  muft  eventually  come  out  of  the  pnblib 
purfe.  He  hoped  the  Cummiiiee  would  not  Hften  fur  okie 
moment  to  if 

Mr.  Pui  faid«  be  confidfcred  the  adoption  of  the'  chufb 
neceflfary  to  render  the  bill  efficient  forthe  pl-cfent  purpofVs  ^ 
of  IT.  He  did  not  mean  to  fay  that  min  wefb  to  be  paid 
when  they  were  not  taken  from  their  labour.  He  hid  hb 
xvi(h  that  they  fhould  be  remunerated  for  exercifmg  on  a 
Sunday.  Referring  to  the  erhploying  of  ihfe  people  during 
the  approaching  hay  and  corn  harvefl,  he  was  fure  they  could 
|iot  devote  theinfelves  to  fwenty-oil':  days  cxetcife  Without 
taking  fo  much  time  froiti  their  labour.  In  a  future  yc^t 
the  payitient  ()roporcd  might  be  regulated}  but  at  prefent  H 
vras'a  propofHion  of  indifpenfible  necelfity. 

Sit  H\  Pal/eney  faid,  that  if  fnch  a- precedent  ^as  laid 
dowfi  tt  never  could  be  departed  ffom.  We  ,(>iighi  fo  make 
U  (troggle  to  avoid  paying  ;Mty  ^hiogi  the  ferVtce  fbould  bd 
entirely  voluntary. 

Lord  Ca/H.nagh  f«iid#  he  flartly  felt  the  force  of  rhe  ob^ 
jedfoft.  >  Whh  I'egard  to  Sunday,  tt  ^ould  be  travelling  wit 
of  the  qtieRion  to  talk^  of.  giving  pay  on  that  day,  or  in  an/ 
cafe  wher^  the  hour  of  exercife  was  not  the  hour  (if  (KTCupa- 
tion.  He  thought  the  claufe  ought  nor  to  be  general,  becaufa 
undoubtedly  there  Were.ihdividuals  who  would  with  to  niake 
a  facrifice  of  their  time  to  the  public  He  was  of  opinion/ that 
if  Words  were  introduced  into  tfhe  claufe,  liiiiit'ing  its  opera- 
tion to  thofe  who  fliould  require  refnuneration,the  objedior^ 
might  be  o^viatddi  and  he  thought  the  officer  ottght  to  certify 
when  ihe  party  exercifed  after  the  ufiial  hours  ol  labour.  He 
was  fj^itsfied,  tjtat  a  people  fo  full  of  the  caufe  in  which  they 
ivert  engaged,  were  capable  of  nuking  whatever  facriftcr 
might  be  necefliry.  The  people  of  Ireland  had  vyillingly 
made  that  facrifice,  and  nothing  had  ever  occurred  more  to 
confirm  hem  in  h»bits  of  induftry.     As  Icgiflating  for  thd 

4  K  9  public* 
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public^  he  was  of  opinion  the  remuneration  ought  .to  be 
given  where  it  was  rcqtsired. 

.    The  Chancello/  of  the  Exchequer  fuggefted  fome  flight  vcf- 
bal  alteration  in  the  claufe. 

Mr.  Plw7ier  laid,  cpany  men  went  to  work  at  five  in  the. 
morning*  and  contrnned  till  eight  at  night.     If  gentlemen 
thought  a  n^an,  after  ftich  labour,  could  go  to  exercife  with 
any  degree  of  fpirir,  they  were  miftaken. 

btU.Cour.enaj  ohhr/tidi  that  thofe  who  were  adverfe  to 
the  claure.  Teemed  to  think  that  virtue  was  its  owr^  reward ; 
but  he  believed  men  who  rofe  at  four  o'clock,  and  worked 
all  day»  would  have  very  little  inclination  to  exercife  for  two 
hour?  afterwards,  merely  from  a  fpirit  oj  patriotlfm.  Whea 
he  looked  up  to  the  higher  ranks,  he  did  not  perceive  that 
they  were  fond  of  working  gratuitoufly  for  the  public.  Much 
importance  feemed  to  be  attached  to  this  fplendid  (billing. 
He  thought  it  was  a  proper  encour  gement  to  men  to  give 
up  their  time.  It  was  nor  very  light  labour,  after  an  hard 
day's  work,  to  handle  a  firelock  for  a  couple  of  hours  ;  and 
he  was  perfuaded,  if  the  hon.  Baronet  tried  his  hand  at  it,  he 
vould  not  think  himfelf  very  well  paid  at  receiving  only  a 
ibilling.  It  had  been  mentioned  that  the  people  who  exer- 
cife i  themfelves  upon  an  alarm  of  invafian*  had  received  only 
two* pence ;  now  he  reccilleded  having  read,  in  the  works  cHf 
General  M<'nk,  that  when  men  were<  led  oo  to  daiigerous 
cnterprizes,  it  was  neceflary  to  give  them. a  pot  of  beer. 
General  Monk  was  a  man  of  experieocei  and  as  he  had  faid 
in  his  time,  that  every  man,  in  a  fervice  of  danger  or  trouble, 
ftould  have  a  pot  of  beer,  furely  it  was  nof  too  much  \o  fav 
that  they  (houtd  now  have  a  (hilling  to  drisk  the  itings 
healih,  and  fuccefs  to  Old  England^  The  precedent  was  not 
intended  to  apply  to  another  year.  It  only  referred  to  the 
prefent  and  etifuing  harveft. 

Colonel  Porter  was  of  opinion  the  allowance  ought  to  be 
made. 

»  Mr.  Kinnalrd  obje«?ked  to  allowing*  the  is.  fer  day,  unle(s 
the  men  exercifed  21  confecutivedays 

Mr.  W  Smith  was  of  opinion,  that  is.  a  day  might  be  too 
niuch  at  one  period  of  the  year,  and  too  little  at  another. 

Lord  CaJlUreJgh  adVnitted,  it  might  fometimes  he  more  or 
\fXs  than  a  compehfation,  but  no  man  wa^^  to  receive  it  at 
any  rate,  unlefs  he  earned  his  bread  by  daily  labour,  and  re- 
quired it. 

Mr.  iijUi  obferved^  that  labourers  in  fomo  parts  of  iba 

counrrjr 
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country  were  hired  for  the  month,  and  fcd.by  their  mafters  ; 
confequently,  if  th^y  exercifed  dtiriog.  the  hours  allotted  to 
labour,  the  lofs  would, be  their  mailers",  and  not  their^.  He 
thought  the  remuneration  ought  to  be  left  to  the  difcretion  of 
the  Lord  Lien  tenants. 

Mr.  ^.  Smith  faid,  he  wtibed  that  the  fyftem  of  training 
might  extend  to  1,000,000  of  meii;  and  to  talk  of  paying 
them  a  (hilling  a  day,  would  be  to  trnpafc  a  very  heavy  bur- 
then upon  the  country.  The  prt<;e  of  labour  was  already 
rifing  in  the  country,  butthb  plan  viroutd  tend  to  make  it  ti^ 
(lill  more  ;  for  tf  a  man  could  get  a  (hilling  forexercifing 
two  hours,  he  would  be  apt. to  coixipare  that  remuneration 
with  the  profit  of  his  while  day's  labour. 

After  feme  further  converfation  between  Lord  Cafth^reagh^ 
Mr.  Plumer,  the  Secretary  at  War,  Colonel  Wood,  General 
Gafcoyne,  Do&or  Laurence,  and  ^ir  William  Pultehey, 
the  daufe  was  agreed  to. 

The  Secretary  at  War  then  propnfed  aclaufe,  impowering 
flieriffs  of  counties  to  fummon  juries  to  a  fee  r  tain  the  value 
of  property  appropriated  to  the  public  feryice,  in  cafes  wh,re 
the  owners  (hotilr)  be  diiTatisfied  with  the  compenfation  al- 
lowed by  the  Lords  Lieutenants. 

The  laft  claufe  propofed  by  the  Secretary  at  War,  was  the 
fchedule  containing  the  form  of  the  mufter-roll. 

Mr.  Tyrwhitr  (the  Prince  of  Wales's  Secretary)  brought 
up  a  clanfe  giving  the  fame  powers  to  the  Lord  Warden  and 
Deputy  Warden  of  the  Stannaries,  as  to  Lord  Lieutenants 
and  Deputy  Lieutenants:  and  alfo  another  claufe  endowing 
them  with  the  fame  military  command  in  the  Srannaries,  as 
Lords  and  Deputy  Lieutenants  in  the  ccninties. 

The  Houfe  refiimed,  and  the  report  was  received  zrui 
ordered  to  be  taken  into  further  confideratron  the  next  day. 

TAX    ON    PKOPtRTV. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  moved  for  the  Houfe  to  refjlve 
itfeif  into  z  Committee  on  the  property  bill. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  traded,  the  Committee 
would  appi  oVe  of  the  arrangement  he  meant  to  propofe.  He 
bad'a  great  number  of  claufes  to  fubmit,  but  it  Was  impolfihie 
they  could  be  taken  into  confideration  in  the  ilate  they  now 
were.  It  was  his  intention  they  (hou!d  be  engralfted  in  the 
bril,  and  that  the  bill  (hould  be  reported  and  printed;  but  it 
would  be  recolleded,  that  there  v^rpre  fome  amendments 
which  could  be  made  \n  a  Committee.     He  therefore  (hould 
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propofe,  that  afier  ir  was  report  eel  it  Oiould  be  recomiTHrted 
lorthe  next  day,  and  that  it  (hould  then  be  amended,  report*, 
ed,  and  ordered  ici  be  taken  inib  iurihcr  conndcraliuo  on 
Monday  or  Tucfday  oeKt. 

The  bill  was  accordingly  reported  with  the  clanfes,  and 
ordered  to  be  taken  into  iur-htr  conhderaiion  the  next  day. 

The  habeas  corpus  extcnfion  bill  was  read  a  fecond  tiofic^ 
and  commiticrd  fox  the  next  day.  ' 

VOLU  NTEIJt    CORPS. 

On  the  queftion  for  cooimitting  the  volunteer  corps  bill, 
it  wa"-  on^-red,  on  the  raoiion  of  Mr.  Ormfby,  that  ii  be  an 
inftrndion  to  the  Coipfliiitoe  to  receive  a  claufe  to  fubjeA 
fcrjcants,  druinmersi  tiuwp^iets,  &c«  in  volunteer  corps  in 
Ireland  to  martial  law. 

In  the  Committee  on  the  bill«  the  Secretary  at  War  pro* 
pofed  Tome  claufes ;  one  of  which  was,  that  volunteers  (hould, 
in  cafe  of  invaflnn,  be  compelled  to  march  where  they  fhould 
be  ordered  ;  and  another  was,  for  fettling  the  rank  of  the  of- 
^cets.     'Jhefe  were  agreed  to* 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  he  reported  ihe  next  day. 

BONDING    AND   WAREHOUSING   GOODS, 

On  the  motion  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  pn  * 
order  was  made  for  the  Hut>re  to  refulve  nfeU  into  a  Com- 
mittee the  next  day,  to  conPider  of  fo  mtichof  his  Majefty'l 
fpeech  as  relates  to 'the  accommodation  of  merdiaiits.  The 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  then  gave  notice,  (hat  he  would 
the  next  day,  in  the  faid  Committee,  propole7thc'  fyftem  of 
wareboufing  and  bonding  of  goods;  attd  he  wouki  mtke  the 
motion  at  four  o'clocki  before  the  other  public  burmefii  waf 
gone  intp. 

Mr.  Bernard  called  the  aiient'on  of  the  Houfe  to  apeti.ion 
on  the  table  trom  the  grand  jury  of  the  KingVcountyt  re- 
fpe^ing  ihe  tolls  on  the  grand  canal;  he  Rated,  that  a  Aim 
of  500,0001.  was  granted  hy  the  lali  JriQi  ParHament  f<fr  fhe 
purpofe  of  making  canals,  opening  navigable  rivc/s  e^n  re^ 
ducing  tolls,  and  purchafmg  exorbitant  toils  on  canaU.  That 
part  of  this  money  W4s  fo  applied  as  to  enable  the  Royal  atni 
Barrow  Can^l  Company  lo  lower  their  tolls  very  conflderablyV 
but  that  the  tolls  on  the  grand  c^nal,  which  ran  througl]  al^ 
tnoi\  the  enlire  of  ihe  cotmty  vvhieh  he  had  the  honour  to  re^ 
prefenf,  had  not  derived  any  advantage  from  the  grant,  al-« 
though  the  tolls  were  now  fo  wry  exorbitant  as  10  materially 
;]iffe:t  tlic  trade  of  that  county  to  Publin.  The  county  of  KiU 

'     dare 
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ilarc  and  Queen's  county  are  in  fome  mearure  affe^led  alfo 
by  thofe  exorbitant  tolls.  Hebadreafon  to  expe&  that  thefe 
counties  would  have  prefented  (imiiar  petitionsy  otherwiCc  he 
would  have  brought  fprward  the  fubje^  at  a  much  earlier  pe* 
rirKl ;  at  this  tats  hour  of  the  feflioifyhe  (hould  therefore  only 
give  notice  of  his  intention  to  fubmit  to  the  HouTe  fome  pro* 
pofitionon  the  fubjed  early  in  the  next  f«fIion,  if  in  the  interim 
fome  noeafures  (hould  not  be  adopted  by  which  thofe  exorbi- 
tant tolls  could  be  reduced  ;  preparatory  to  which  he  thought 
it  ncceflary  to  move,  ••  Thar  there  be  laid  before  the  Huufe 
an  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  fum  of  5oo,ocoL 
granted  by  the  lad  Parliament  of  Irelahtf  for  promoting  the 
Ihland  navigation  of  that  country,  had  been  difpofed  of." 

Mi**  Carry  obferved,  that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Lprd. 
Lieutenant  of  Ireland  to  lay  before  the  Houfe  the  fulleil  in- 
fbrmation  on  the  fubjefl  alluded  10  in  the  hon.  Gentleman'^ 
motion.

faid  Cooimtitee.  » THe  Speaker  having  left  the  chair. 

The  right,  hon.  Gtmleman  obierved,,that  in  moving  to 
have  the jrepoft  be  had  allu«ied  to  laid  before  the  prefent  Com* 
miitee>  his  vrifli  was  to-Oiew  that  the  plan  he  ihould  now 
bring  forward  was  grounded  on  that  propofed  and  recooi* 
mended  by  that  Committee.  Its  obje£t  principally  wo^ld 
be  to  adopt  fonie  intermediate  fyllem  between  that  of  free 
ports  and  the  fy Aem  of  drawbacks.  What  he  (bould  have  tHq 
nonour  to  propofe  would,  in  his  opinion,  remove  many  of  the 
kiconveniencics  to  which  merchants  and  the  revenue  were  ex- 
pofed  by  thofe  two  fyftems.  The  fyfiem  of  free  ports  pe». 
mitted  the  importation  of  goods  duty  free,  aad  left  it  at  tbc 
pleafure  and  difcretion  of  the  owners  to  export  them.  Hei)ce. 
a  variety  of  frauds  might  arife  on  the  revenue.  It  was  theror 
fore  fcarcely  poffible  that  this  fyft^m  could  be  followed  with* 
out  limitation  or  controul.  The  iiiconveniencies  of  the 
other  fyftem  were  obvious — they  aifedcd  individuals  ai^d  the 
revenue.  It  was  therefore  dedrous  to  adopt  an  iRtermediate 
fyRem  that  might,  as  far  as  poflible,  (leer  clear  of  the  difad- 
vantages  which  attended  the  other  two — a  fyfiem  which  would 
guard' agatnft  frauds  on  the  revenue,  while  it  afforded  accom- 
modation to  mercantile  tranfadlions  \  a  fyftem  that  would  pro- 
ted  the  phblic  revenue,  wiihout  reforting  to  a  rigour  thai 
was  uncongenial  to  the  fpirit  of  our  free  conftitution.  Of  tKe 
fyRem  he  had  in  view,  the  country  had  already  fome  expe- 
nence,  when  two  years  ago  it  was  applied  to  the  articles  oT 
fvgar,  coffee,  wine,  &c.  It  then  proved  beneficial  to  the 
merchant,  without  injuring  fn  any  degreethe  public  revenue* 
That  experience  afforded  encouragement  to, extend  the  ope- 
ration of  this  fyftem,  while  the  mofl  perfed  feciirity  would 
be  afforded,  both  to  the  revenue  and  to  the  articles  Co  which 
it  would  apply.  Thefe  articles  might  be  comprehended  un- 
der five  heads,  and  clafled  according  to  them  in  the  bill.  Un* 
^er  thefird  head  would  be  comprifed  all  articles  of  Weft  In- 
'dta  produce;  the  fecond  would  com preherKi  tobacco,  wine> 
brandy,  &c.  the  third,  heavy  and  bulky  articles^  liable  to 
pay  a  fmall  duty  ;  the .4th,  fuch  articles  as  re<}uired  peculiar 
<aution  and  care  ;  the  5th,  drugs,  ii\gredknts  for  dying,  &c. 
which  pay  heavy  duties:  tjie  whole  to  he  depofited  m  ware- 
houfes  approved  of  by  Government,  and  placed  under  the  kl* 
fpefiion  of  cuftom  houle  officers.    Some  aiiiclcs  would  be

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committed  to  the  care  of  the  f  roprrictors,  upotvihoir -fifft  en-* 
tering'intd  a  bond  to  Tecur^  the-pnyment  of  ahe  dtiA^  ;  an4 
in  all  other  cafes  where  the  articles.  10  be  w^reboufed  rvqiiireii 
no  particular  attehtinnVtTie.y  muft  bedepofitcd  in  tho  »<ifar»« 
houles  appointed  by  Government,  and  placed luidcr*  |))«'f^ppr«<^ 
intendance  of  cnftdm  houfe  officers.  Such  a  diftiodlion  thp 
Committfee  would,  no  doubt,  feci  the  necefiky  of.  Tatiie; 
principle  of  this  rheafure  he  C(Mi1d  not  jmagii^e  there  wpykt 
be  rtarted  any  objedion  ;  at  lead  be,  did  not  think  tlut  a  mode 
could  be  rfevifcd  lefs  liable  to  objcdlion,.  Ja  framing  lim 
mesirure,  every  foorce  was  applied  to  from  which  intor^)^ 
tfoh  conld  be  derived.  The  moft  iatelligent  merchants  h^^d 
been  conrnhed,  and  the  opinion  of  the  reveaue  board  and  ofr 
the  board  of  trade  had  been  taken  upon  it.  Thcfe  propo(i«f 
tions  neceffariTy  required  much  time  and  labour,  and  there^ 
fore  prevented  him  from  being  able  to  bring  forwaid  the- 
meaAire  as  early  as  he  expeited*  'i-he  bill  wouldi  in  the 
fird  inftance,  confine  the  benefits  it  held  out  to. the  city  of 
London  artd  the  Weft  India  Docks  i  but  it  w^nild  fcit  a 
power  in  the  Privy  Cmmcil  to  extend  the  licence  to  other 
ports  on  certain  conditions.  I'he  licence  would  be  granted: 
only  to  fuch  ports  as  carried  on  trade  in  ihe  atticlcs  already 
enumerated  toauiftari^  reafonai>le  extent,,  and  whidt  had. 
docks,  WhaVfs,  &c.  to  aflPord  the  rcquiftte  accommodalionfl. 
for  landing  and  warehoufing  fuch  go^ids  wii^  fecurity  to  the; 
oWners  and  to  the  revenue.  From  ihi**  power  and  difcretioa 
given  to  the  Privy  Council,  no  undue  partUlity  or  favonr 
could  be  apprehended.  Tlic  Privy  Council  would  a£i  under 
thefnfpeflio'n  of  Parliament,  and  any  other  check  or  guard 
that  could  be  ruggcfled  f(>r  preventing  any  undue  pariialSiy^ 
he  (hould  cheerdilly  attend  to.  Under  thefe  limitations  and 
checks,  it  would  l)e  compct^ent  for  the  Privy  Council  to  grant 
Ircences  ;  wior  (hall  it  be  neceffary  that  the  pott  fallcjring  fuch 
licence  fliould  trade  in  all  the  above  tiioniioned  articles.  To  .

.A  (bort  converfaiion  took  place  between  Sir  .William 
Pnlteney,  Lord.Cafiiereagh,  Mr.  Kinnaird^  Me^.  BiftS;  and 
Mr.  VVindham,  relative 'to  the  .allowance  of  onefliiltfiipro 
perform  extrciting  ;  after  which  the  queflionwasf  utithat  tha 
bHl  ihoiild  pafs. 

Cuionel  Qraufttrd  obfervedy  thaX  he  had  already*  expreflM 
fome  Arong  opinions  as  to  theneceflity  oCincreaflng  the  ntim- 
b^rs  of  tlie  regular  army  Ihofe  opinions  were  not  chaogei 
by  any  ilung  that  Jiad  fince  taken  place,  nor  did  he  mean 
in  ibe  finajlefl  degree  to  retra^  il^cm  ;  art  the  conCraryi  he 
fch  bimfelf  jiiftified  in  fupporiing  them.  Bui^left  he  (hould 
be  fiippofed  to  underrate  the  exertions  made  by  the  Govern* 
ment  t(  r  tine  fafety  of  the  country,  he. thought  it  neccfiary  to 
lUie»  that  no  man  in  the  Hoii>fe  felt  more  than  he  did  ihe  ioK 
i^enfe  importance  of  this  bill :  he  believed  Govemmenf  never 
Ivid  pri^ofedf  <^r  Parliament  adopted,  ameafure  tnore  calcu- 
lated to  prodtice  theeflFeil  intended  byfiit.  He  did  not  believe* 
tlwti  if  it  pleafcd  God  to  croWn  the  efforts  of  thcAavy  with

rcnifed  the  people  to  a  fcnfe  of  .their  danger.  .  He  Jiad  been 
orach  mlfreprefented;  he  had  been  rttppoTod  to  ^tavt  hold  out^ 
that  this.coaiitry.  hdd  n6  alternative  bat  ftibihillioa  to  the. 
enemy f  and*  'thit  fuch  argufnents  had  been  t^fed  in  orients 
grnundair  excitfe^for  patching  up  a  (ltlhonoufablr-fi<eac«.  ifo 
never  entertained  an  idea  df' peace  with  Franee«  i^e  Hiotrgto 
that,  under  Ihe  circumftancea  of  the  limesj  bis  M^ifitiyU'MU 
nifters  were  entitled  tn  the  thanks,  of  the  Count«y  ibr«ih^ 
Treaty  of  Amiens.  When  they  tinderiook  to  cundud  -t^ 
aiEiirs  of  tho  kingdom,  the  crifis  was  a  very  diffirulr  one,  and 
they  had  difpUyed  an  tmcommon  <legree  of  vigotu  and  encr* 
gy.  The  peace. they  tnade  was  the  bed  that  could  be  made  * 
In  atiy  rentiment  he:  had  at  any  time  caprefled«  nothing  wasr. 
hirther  from  bis  mtnd,jthan  that  we  ikfuld  fenakea  peace  in- 
caonflent  both. with  the  hotmtftr  and  digniiyof  the  country ^ 
Now  We  CQifid.maka  no  peiioe  tmfefs  (tlmding  on  the  highctt 
ground.  Shureihc  hour  France  faid  that  iingUnd  cotild  not 
fingle-handedcon  tend  with*  her,  peace  bad  become  impof- 
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laij^  att  cai¥  do  .99.  more  j  w/e  ^yft  tiud  to  God  and  our 
bwii  ^x^rtiohf."  He  though?  we. were  far  (horlof  this  pc  int. 
He  hada  Very  gjeat'  reCptiSt  for  \fiic  opinJ'»n  gf  a  noWc  Ba- 
ronfet  ojjpofiic  fd  him,  (Sir  Willufp  Erfkine)  Whoxertainljr 
bad  fpoken  like  an  Engfiftman  and  a  foldfcr  ;  .but'  he  was 
of  opinion  thii^  an  sir  my   of  6o,o::o  lan.<Ung  at  different 
points,  trifght  pu(b  on  fo  near  the  capital,  that  a  fingle 
battte  inig)i(  decide  the  fate  of  it.  '  The  moft  certain  meaas^ 
of  preventing  this  wonlJ  be  to  increafe  the  ti^gulars',  and  to 
have  r^courfe  to  the  fortifying  art.     ThefiriTir^earore  ne- 
ceflary  was  tdT  increafe  ih'e  regular  troops.     He  did  rioi  wifli 
to  fay  any  thing  to  the  prejudice  of  the  miliiia  in   favour 
of  ibe'regiifaf'  troops  ;  but  he 'would  aflc  the  hon.  Baronet 
he  had  already  Veferred  to,  whether,   if  he   was  going  to 
attack  fifty  thoufand  French  troops,   he  Voutd   prefer  re- 
gulars or  niilTtia  regiments  ?  It  was  a  long  time  before  nevr 
v^imenfs  could  be  formed.     When   a  new  regiment  was 
nade^'ii'  Was  a  long  while  before  it  became  a  good  regt- 
lDen^"   It  might  confift  of 'brave  and  good  irregulars.     For 
thefe- r^afons,  he  regretted  that  ineafures  were  not  adopted 
for  reducing  the  militia  force  to  the   proportion  which  if 
ought  to  bear  to  the  regular  army,   for  the  defence  of  the 
coantry.     The  m/tlnia  ought  not  to  be  more  than  one-third 
of  the  force  of  ihe  regular  army.    If  the  tnilitia  colonels 
wer^to  give  their  afliftance,  the  regiments  of  the  line  might 
all  be  completed.    There  were  fome  regiments  that  had  tiot^ 
above   150,  others  6  or  700  men.     He  would  carry  every 
one  of  thofe  regiments  to  its  full  complement.    Tbe  regi- 
ments of   the  line  contained   that   which  conftiiuted  the 
excellence   of   the  army,   the  very  foul  of  the    army,  if 
he  might  foexprefs  it.  .  He  had  been  mirunderftood  when 
he 'was   fuppofed    to  have  .been  talking  of   ttie  Auftriaa 
fegtmeifts  as  machines.     He  felt  that  it .  was  a  ,meafure 
of    nteefliiy   to    have  rccourfe  to  the  milttia  to   fill  up 
the    regithents.'of   the    line,  and  he  was  convinced    we 
hzA'  the    means  of   doing  it.       If   the    militia    colonels 
Wcj'C  djfpofed  to  co-operate  with  Government^  We  ni|ght 
haVc  aojooo'trained  men.  of  the  militia  in  the  courfe  of  a 
month.     The  prefent,  however,  he  confidered  an  euprgettc 
tntafure.    He  thought  the  army  of  referve  w^s  not  made 
life  of  in  ihe  bed  way  it  might  have  been.    If  the  regiments  ^ 
of  the  line  were  carried  to  i?oo,  we  mighi  in  a  few  weeks 
have  fin  aimy  of  old  regiments.     In  fad,    we  fliould  bav^ 
army  that  would  be  able  to  contend  with  any  enemy  that 
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fliould  land  in  this  vicipity  of  the  cafTitaU     Witbout  bftviag 
recottrfc  to  t(ie  cncafures  be.  had  allyded,  to,  hp  ^bought  W#* 
wpre  in  the  mod  iflimiotErhtdaiigarof  I^ondpn  JFallir^  \o\o  ih^.  ^ 
handsof  tHe«neaiy.     If  50,000  landed  and  puAnd  forwardi-  * 
and  a  battle  took  place,  in  which   the  Fr^i^ch  ware  vic- 
torious, it   would  be  inipoflible  to  colle<fl  .another  armjf 
time  enough  to  prevent  their  taking  poiTeffion  of  the  capitate 
He  had  never  faid  that  England  would  be  conquered  by    . 
London's  being  taken,  but  he  believed  it  wbuld  place  thd 
country  in  the  mofl  difafttrous  fituation' any  •country,  evei^ 
was  placed  in^  without  beiitg  conquered.  '  Thefe  were  hit 
opinions  ;  he  had  exprefTed  tbem  only  to  induce  the  Hdiafe 
to  make  every  poflible  exertion  for  increaling  the  aritiy  bf 
the  moil  proa>pt  and  military  meafures.     Even  when  thAl  . 
was  done,  he  Should  not  be  fatisfied.    If  this  bill  wai  carried 
intocffe^l,  ana  (bmeihing  further  was  done  for  increafing.^ 
the  regular  .army,  he  (hould  dill  think  we  bad  not  don^ 
enough,  while  the  military  art  afforded  refourcea  for  doing  - 
more,  till  we  had  done  all  that  was  pollible  in  order  to  pre^ 
vent  a  defeat,  from  throwing  the  capital  iato  the  hantte  of 
an  .enemy.     While  any   thing  was  left  ut)done,  we  ought 
to  proccjEid — it  was  impious  tn  fail  ihort.  .  He  had  rtfipn  ta 
blame  no  man,  but  to  give  his  opinion.     If  he  was  aflced 
.why  he  had  not  brought  thefe  obfervations  forward  in  for^ 
mer  Aagesof  theibiU,  all  he  had  to  anfwer  was,  that  he  had 
no  reafon  to  fuppofe  his  opinion  would  have  influenced  bis 
Majcity's  Government,  or.that  they  would  have  been  indticed 
to  Jti>ye  adopted  what  he  recommended  ;  he  (bould  not  even, 
have  txprelfed  his  opinion  of  the  army  of  referve,  bad  he 
not  found  tluit  it  was  propofed  to  j-aife  40,000  by   ballots- 
He  knewy  he  faid,  that   it  was  not  cuftomary  to  occupjr 
much  of  the  attention  of  that  Houfe  upon   the  deuils  of 
fuch  piofeflional  fubjedis,  as   he  was  deiirous  to  treat  of  s 
but  at  a  time  when   the  country   was  called  upon  to  fight 
for  its  e]ti({ence,  he  thought  fome  fmall  portion  of   timo 
may  as  well  be  employed  upon  roiliTary  topics,  as  whole 
days  frequently,  lipon  cotmncrcial  and  other  fubjeds.  The 
firft  thing  he  wyuTd  advert  to  was,  that  iince   the  alarm  of 
invafioh  became  To  |;eoeral,  he   obferved  that  every  thiii^ 
had  Been  done  in  the  way  of  fortificatioris.     This  he  cod- 
fidered  to  be, a  very   material  branch  of  defence;  nothing 
coiild  be  done  in  it  in  the  ufual  way  of  comradorsi  or  by 
any  other  mode  than  as  a  gr,eat  nauopal  Work.,  in  which 
his  Majedy  (hould  be  empowered  to  compel  as  many  per*

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fens  to  wotk  as  may  be  fuffcienly  provided  that  it  did  n^. 
take.awmy  la  many  bands  from  agricuttjure,  as  to  be  likely 
Co  produce  a  famrhe,  and  that  it  did  not  materially  inter- 
^re  with  the  other  military  fervices.    With  regard  to  ibt 
njkmufadurcs,  he  faid,  that  on  fuch  an  ocearion  he  made 
little  accotint  of  them  ;  for  when  the  country  was  in  danger 
of  invafion,  it  was  a  very  fubordinate  confideration  that  tha> 
manufadures  fliould  be  fufpended  ;  and  tn   fuch  an  extie« 
mity  ho  thou^t  agrtcultui^  itfelf  was  little  more  than  a 
fecondary  confidcration.    He  did  not  know   whether  his 
Majefty  did  cir  did  not  already  poflefs  the  power  alluded  to, 
but  if  he  did  not^  it  fliouId  be  Immediately  given  to  him^ 
at  lead  all  the   workmen  about  London  antd  its  vicinity 
ftould  be  immediately  fet  to  work.     He  knew  that  in  this 
CouiUry  there  extfted  a  ftrone  prejudice  a^ainff  fonificationft 
aa  the  people  were  more  difpofed  to  look  for  fecurity  from 
that  frontier  which  God  ha^  given  them.     Viewing  the 
^te  of  the  nation^  however,  as  a  miliiarv  manj  he  btw  four 
objeds  upon  fortifications  (hould  be  ereaed  without  further 
delay.     Firft*  for  the  fccuriiy  of  our  naval  and  miliiaiy 
JgMs.    He  perceived  in  fome  gentlemen »  be  faidt  a  kind 
pt  apprehenfion,  as  if  he  was  about  to  proceed  indifcrimi- 
nately,  but  he  aflbred  them  ihat  he  fliould  not  utter  a  fyl^ 
hble  which  couM  tend  to  give  the  enemy  any  kind  of  io** 
formation.    Perhaps  it  may  not  be  in  4ii5  power  to  she 
them  any*  for  tbeie  was  lefs  fecrecy  in  tbefe  things  than 
.people  imagined.     It  had  been  fiiid   by  a  very  competent 
authority,  that  it  was  not  right  to  hare  a  fecret  which  the 
enemy  may  not  know,  and  he  confelTed  that  he  could  icarce- 
)y  imagine  any  other  fecrecy  than  what  was  required  on 
the  day  or  night  before  a  battle,  fuch  as  where  the  attack 
was  to  commence,  or  the  great  effort  was  to  be  employed 
in  fomething  conneded  witb  the  arrangement  fortheadion. 
All  the  nations  of  Europe  were  long  fince  perfectly  wdt 
acquainted  with  the  topography  of  each  oihcrs  otwintr^ 
and  what  were  (he  mod  advantageous  points  both  of  offen- 
£ve  and  defeniive  operatiooa*    *As  a  proof  that  all  the  points 
of  this  country  were  very  accurately  known,  he  dated,  that 
when  he  was  Refident-Commitrary  with  the  Auftrian  army^ 
HI  the  year  I799»  thi  Archduke  Charles  fent  him  a  piaAr 
taken  from  the  pocket  of  a  French  officer,'  foradefccnt 
vpoR  England.   On  examining  that  plan,  he  obferved  it  con- 
tained tipiojii  for  a  march  from  the  coaft  in  ,four  colnmiit* 
to  unite  in  the  metropolis,  wbiich  it  propofed  to  gain  pcf*- 
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feflion  of;  and  in  it  at)  ihc  points  and  lines  were  fo  dif- 
lindly  and  accurately  laid  down»  that  on  riding  over  the 
fame  places  Once,  he  was  thoroujghly  convinced  that  it  could 
Dever  bave  been  fo  exadUy  traced  by  any  tnan  who  had  not  . 
gone  over,  and  carefully  examined  the  grouvid  in  a  military 
onanner.  Another  plan,  at  the  fame  time,  was  drawn  up, 
and  as  it  Ihould  feem,  alfo,  upon  the  fpot,  by  a  brother  oi 
MarCbal  Broglio.  In  fad,  the  plans  and  memoirs,  on  the 
bed  mode  of  invading  England,  were  undoubtedly  inhume- 
rablci  and  there  was  no  part  of  the  ifland  which  had  not 
been  exulured  and  examined  by  the  .enemy  from  time  to 
time  with  the  utmoft  degree  of  minutenefs.  Gfeneral  Cuf<« 
tine,  who  made  a  great  figure  in  one  part  of  the  French 
Involution,  employed  himfelf  in  the  fame  manner.  He 
bad  (ome  knowledge  of  ihat  man,  a  ftupM  fellow  he  thought 
htm  too;  and  having,  in  the' early  part  of  his  military  edu- 
cation, met  with  him  at  one  of  the  Pruflian  reviews,  Cuftinc 
bad  the  impudence  to  tell  him  that  he  had  been  in  England^ 
and  when  an  accurate  fijrvevor  had  drawn  up  a  plan  for  the 
invafion  of  the  country,  the  bufinefs,  in  fa6l,  was  very 
e^ifily  accompliflied.  For  indance,  he  mad^  no  doubt  but 
the  works  at  Dover  were  as  well  attended  to  as  at  any  other 
place,  and  yet  when  he  happened  to  be  there  fome  time 
ago,  and  ,had  the  curiofry  to  infpe^l  them,  though  they 
did  not  know  him,  they  aflced  no  other  queflion,  than  whe* 
therhe  was  an  Engli(hman  ;  and  on  his  anfweriiig  in  th^ 
afErmative,^  fuffcred  him  to  go  on  with  his  obfervations 
without  further  notice.  Some  time  (ince  alfo  he  pafled  over 
to  Calais,  to  obferve  how  they  were  going  on  there,  and 
on  riding  a  Utile  way  from  the  town,  he  obferved  fomething 
like  a  blockhoufe,  which  he  was  not  allowed  to  vifit.  It 
could  not  but  ftrike  him  as  a  Angularity  at  the  time,  that 
fo  much  vigilance  (hould  be  obferved  in  France,  which 
never  was  in  lefs  danger  of  inyafion,  and  fo  little  in  Eng- 
land, which  was  daily,  threatened  with  it.  In  addition  to 
this,  he  obferved  additional  fortifications  ereding  all  along 
his  ride  from  Calais  to  Boulogne.  He  then  reverted  to  hia 
objeds  of  fortiiBcation — ift.  To  fecure  the  ^^/x  naval  and 
military; — 2d.  To  prevent  the  enemy  from  landing; — 3d, 
To  obftruft  their  progrefs  when  landed: — and,  41  h.  For- 
tifications for  the*  defence  of  the  metropolis.  He  was  aa 
weir  aware  as  any  man,  that  it  would  be  impofTible  to  for« 
tify  the  whole  line  of  the  coaQs  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, ia  an^  length  of  time,,  or  at  any  expence  however 
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enormous.  He  pledged  himTelfy  that  the  ivhole  cnaft,  from 
Yarmouth  Roads  to  the  Downs,  might  be  fnfGcienily  for- 
tified by  a  national  exertion,  as  quickly  as  the  other  mode 
of  national  defence,  and  ii)  time  could  be  rendered  effedtial; 
rhat  is,  within  one  or  two  months  at  the  fartheft.  This  ho* 
licknowledged'to  be  a  (Irong  aflertion,  but  it  was  one  that 
he  would  abide, by  ;  nor  would  he  yield  up  his  own  opinion 
to  any  authority  whatever.  He  fpoke  from  fome  know- 
Tedgeof  a  profeiCon  which  he  had  afliduoufiy  (ludied  for 
touT  and  twenty  years.  He  hoped  he  had  not  fiudied  it 
Altogether  to  nopurpofe,  nor  wax  it  from  perfonal  vanity 
he  now  mentioned  that  a  nmin  of  the  highed  military  repu- 
tation, the  Marquis  Cornwallis,  ofFe^red  to  make  him  Quar- 
ter mafter- general  in  Ireland;  when  he  was  but  a  very  young 
lieutenant,  which  he  would  not  have  thought  6f  were  hd 
ignorant  of  ^is  profeflion.  If  therefore  he  was  wrong,  let 
ihofe  who  thought  fo  cenfure  him ;  but  let  him  not  be  at)- 
fwered  by  any  one's  faying,  he  was  talking  about  what  he 
did  not  underftand.  The  pofition  was,  that  in  two  months 
the  coaft  from  Yarmouth  Roads  to  the  South  Foreland 
may  be  fecurely  fortified;  and  if  any  naval  Gentleman 
thought  his  aflfertion  too  extravagant,  he  would  firftconfeft 
to  him,  that  he  could  not  calculate  tides,  winds,  and  eddies* 
and  in  his  turn  would  take  the  liberty  of  aflcihg  that  naval 
Gentleman,  whether  he  would  fay,  *<  make  yourfelf  eafy 
on  that  head,  we  will  proted  you  ?"  He  was  fure'notte  of 
them  would  undertake  fo  much,  but  would  content  them- 
felves  ^ith  admitting,  why  fuch  a  thing  as  invafion  may  hap- 
pen, Tiotwithftanding  all  our  exertion.  Under  th^fe  circum- 
Aances  we  (hould  take  the  fame  meafuresof  combating  the 
'  enemy  by  land,  as  if  we  were  fure  of  their  landing  ;  and  if  the 
fortifications  he  fpoke  of  were' completed,  alhhe  preparations 
going  on  in  thepori^  of  Holland  would  be  good  for  nothing, 
ff  the  fleet  they  were  getting  ready  ihould  attempt  to  get 
round,  they  mud  be  difperfed,  and  this  fortification  would 
«)blige  them  either  to  attempt  going  round,  or  elfe  (lay  at 
home;  they  could  not  attempt  or  expe£t  to  get  into  the 
Streights  of  Dover,  and  would  therefore  be  itfelefs.  It  was 
further  to  be  obferved,  that  all  the  harbours  weft  of  Calais 
"were  only  one-ttde  harbour.*, which  no  large  (hips  conid  come 
opt  of.  If  they  came  into  the  oiitfide  port  one  tide,  and 
M'aitcd  for  another  to  take  them  out,  they  muft  be  de- 
ft rpyed,  as  by  that  time  our  fleet  would  be  upon  them  ^and

in  fzSt  the  tffcSL  of  this  fortifying  bperatioti   woul^  be, 
that  the  fate  of  London  would  not  depend  upon  the  evetiC 
of  afingle  battle.     In  addition  to  all  thils,  be  added,  that 
by  the  fame  great  national  effort,  it   would  not  require  a 
great  deal  more  time  to  fortify  the  coad  from  the  Downs  ' 
to  Portfmotith.      The  fortification  ^e  propofed  from  the 
Downs  to  Yarmooth  was  not,  in  one  cafe,  the  fame  thing 
as  arming  one  fide  of  a  fortrefs ;  for,  by  fecuring  ourfeWes 
in  that  impregnable  quarter,  we  (bould  have  an  opportunity 
of  turning  our  whole  force  to  the  defence  of  every  other. 
The  point  we  had  to  confider  was,  that  of  impeding  the 
enemy's  march  to  the  metropolis.    The  enemy  would  take 
feverai  lines,  by  which  they  might  advance  to  London  as  a 
centre     Againft  this* he  would  propofe  to  interfere  a  priD- 
clpal  femicircular  line,'  and  behind  that  draw  lines  of  com- 
munication, which  would  enable  us   to  manoeuvre  with 
more  rapidity  behind  our  principal  line,  and  to  crofs  that 
of  the  enemy.     Ail  the  principal  points  in  thefe  lines  (hould 
be  immediately  fortified,  which  would  caufe  the  enemy  the 
trouble  and  delay  of  aiTauIting  and  taking  them  before  they 
coiild  proceed.     Accurate  plans  (bould  be  drawn  and  pre- 
ferved  of  all  thefe  pofltions  for  a  variety  of  reafons.    Hd 
Was  far  from  faying,  that  the  military  affairs  of  thiscouti- 
t/y  were  mifconduc^ed,  but  !n  that  Houfe  he   mud  fpeak 
very  freely  as  a  Member  oT  Parliament.     He  would  have 
the  plan  fo  minute  as  to  point  out  every  hedge  which  might 
be  cut  down  for  the  purpofe  of  giving  fcope  to  the  expe- 
ditions of  our  cavalry.     To  flbviate  any  objedion  to  his 
.  i^lan,' he*  faid,  that  if  it  came  too  late,*  he  had  only  to  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  other  plan  would  be  too  late  alfo.     If  the 
enemy  iQibuid  cotne  before  the  plan  (hotild  be.  carried  into 
effe£t^^,  we  (hould  lofe  nothipg  but  fome  money^  by  making 
the  attempt ';  (hould  it  be  adopted,  he  (hould  have  the  hopes 
of  doing  much  gomi  ;  (hould  it  be  rejefted,  he  had  the 
•Confolation  to  reflcdl  that  he  had  done  'his  duty.    Should  he 
be  a(ked  why  he  did  not  propofe  it  before,  he  (hould  anfwer 
^hat  he  was  too  indgnificant,  and  did  not  fiippofe  Govern- 
ment would  pay  ^ny  attention  to  his  fuggeftions  ;  but  had 
ht  obferved  fuch  ai  meafure'  propofed  in  that  Honfe»  he 
(hould  then  very  readily  have  given  his  opinion  on  ir.     He 
thought  it  would  be  of  the  hrgheft  con(equence  to  this 
country  that  in  the  pref'^nt  crifis  a  Military  Council  (bould 
be  eftablifhed  for  the  direction  of  the  mod  important,  ope- 
rations at  ibis  arduous  crifis.    He  paid  many  compliments 
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to  the  illuflrious  CommaiKleriii-Chief,  and  the  excellent 
officers  by  whom  he  was  furrounded  ;  but  they  were  too 
inuch  occupied  in  iheir  official  (itnationf  to  examine  every 
plan  that  (hould  be  laid  before  them  ;  and,  if  they  did  ool 
approve  it  altogether,  tak^  fuch  ideal  as  t^ere  good,  and  out 
of  a  number  of  plans,  make  out  one  which  might  approach 
perfe£lion.  In  juSiBcation  of  fuch  a  meafure,  he  repre- 
ff nted  the  great  advantage  which  the  French  had  in  the 
Military  Council,  confiding  of  Carnot,  and  other  fcientiiic 
men,  who  direded  mod  of  the  fucctfsful  operations  in  the 
courfc  of  the  lad  war.  He  had  himfelf,  he  faid,  prepared 
a  military  memoir,  which  he  (hould  be  very  glad  to  fubmit' 
to  fu'^h  a  council  as  he  delcribed,  and  he  knew  that  maay 
other  officers  were  in  a  fimllar  fituation.  But  were  he  to 
deliver  it  now,  none^  of  the  prefent  officers,  though  exceU 
lent  judges,  he  confcfled,  couid  poilibly  fpare  fufficient  lime 
fb.examine  it.  A  right  hon.  Gentleman  (the  Secretary  at 
War)  had  faid  on  a  former  occafion,.  that  any  military 
changes  (hould  be  deferred  to  more  quiet  times;  but  he  on 
the  contrary  maintained,  that  if  they  were  good  for  any 
thing  this  was  the  very  time  to  adopt  them.  1  he  only  mi- 
litary objection  he  ever  heard  againd  fortifications  was,  that 
they  abforbed  a  greater  number  of  troops  than  could  be 
fpared  for  them  ;  but  if  there  was  any  thing  in  that  ob- 
jection, it  mud  be  removed  by  the  roeafure-  lately  retorted 
to;  for  every  one  acquainted  with  fortifications  mud  koow» 
that  if  there  were  men  enough,  they  required  but  very  few 
regular  troops  to  defend  thqn,  as  the  greated  part  of  the 
works  could  be  as  'Well  perK>rmed  by  peafants,  as  far  m 
merely  regarded  the  defence  of  them. 

The  Secretary  at  f^ar  replied,  that  he  was  neither  abfe  nor 
willing  to  follow  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  through  the 
whole  range  of  bis  military  defcription  ;  but  though  he  was 
DO  military  man,  he  (hould  think  himfclf  highly  blameable 
if  he  had  not,  at  lead,  made  fome  inquiries  into  the  ftibjed. 
He  was  glad  to  hear  the  honourable  Officer  fpeak  in  fuch 
high  commendation  of  the  chara6ter  of  the  Commander  in 
Chief  and  the  Officers  by  whom  he  was  furrounded,  which 
was  the  more  necelTary,  as  his  fpee^h  betrayed  fo  mticll 

.  w?nt  of  confidence,  and  Teemed  to  accttfe  them  before  Par- 
liament of  a  negled  of  they*  duty.  He  perfedly  agreed  with 
him,  he  faid,  in  mod,  bi^  not  alt  of  his  obfervaiions,  and  la- 
foented  that  fo  little  attention  was  paid  ip  this  Country  to  the 

*art  of  fortification  J   though,  Gii^e  the  ye^r  1796  or  17971 
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grctt  improvements  had  bo^  onidfl  upon  that  (ylleiii,  and 
he  hoped  would  be  continued*  What  had  been  dgne  had 
(acUfied  many  perfonSy  but  it  did  not  fatisfy  the  honourable 
GcDtlemanv  nor  was  he  furprifcdat  it.  ,He  had  the  honour 
of  knowing  him  a  long  time,  and  wae  well  enough  ac« 

Juainted  with  his  charader  to  be  fat4sfied  that  what  one  gr6ac 
Officer   faid  of  another  may  be   wtll  appUed  to   him— 
**  Magnum  refirt  non  quod  Vutiy  fed  ut  quod  vult  vaUat^^ 
H^  fhenjprocceded  to  defcribe  thecoeftituiionof  iheQiiarter* 
Matter  General's  office,  which  hefald  was  rodiflribmed  as  to 
embrace  every  thing  conneded  with  the  military  ferviceu 
If  the  honourable  Officer  went  to  that  office,  he  wouiil  fi<^ 
that  there  were  departments  in  it   where  all  plans  of  4he 
nature  he  alljided  to  were  minutely  drawn  out,  and  ac-* 
curately  confidered,  and  that  enquiries  would,  perhaps,  hate 
fayed  the  honourable  Officer  the  trouble  of  giving  the  H^hiIc 
fuch  an  able  military  ledure.     Heagreed  with  him>  that  the 
French  were  very  well  acquainted  with  this  country;  but  by 
no  means  fo  well  as  with  other  countries  of  Europe^  and 
very  little,  as  it  appeared*  with  the  charader  of  the  people. 
TtA:  hon.  Gentl^an  advtfed  to  fortify  London  ;  he,  on  the 
contrary  would  fay,  <*  You  ought  not  to  fortify  London*** 
When  we  had  a  fleet,  containing  eighty  thdufand  men,  and 
fuch  an  army  as  never  before  was  heard  of  in  this  country^ 
it  wotild  be  a  libel  and  difgvace  to  the  people  to  think  of 
fortifying  their  metropolis.     Before  they  taiiced  of  fortifying 
London,  they  ought  to  wait  till  fome  of  the  enemies'  boats 
aAuaily  made  their  appearance  in  our  roads,  though  he  did 
not  abfolutely   deny   the  poffibility,   or  pradicability,  «4F 
ttieir  coming  over  in  coofiderable  force.      But  as  tsp  the 
rffeiS  of  fuch   an   attempt,  though  he   fmcerely  efteemed 
*the  ingh  profelTional  abilities  of  the  honourable  Officerr  he 
did  not  icnow  that,  in   the  Engiifli  fervicCf  he  had  ever 
been  engaged  in  any  combined  operations  of  the  army  and 
navy,  fo  as  to  give  him  any  fuperior  means  of  judging  df 
the  danger^  of,  debarkations*     There  were  three   reafeite 
why  iie  (hould  not  attempt  to  follow  the  arguments  of  ttfe 
honourable  Gentlemen  r   ift,  Becaufe  not  being  a  mitttaay 
man,  he  wa$  not  able  to  do  it ;  2d,  ikcaufe  the  hon.  Officer 
did  not  difapprove  of  the  bill;,  and  3d.  Becaufe  he  approved 
of  many  of  his  obfervations.     Though  difcuffions  of  this- 
kind  were  not  very  ufual  in  Parliament,  he  would  make 
fbtne  allowances  for  them  at  a  time  when  men's  minds 
were  (0  mueh  occupied  by  fuch  fubjcdlsj  but  he  muft  re- 
mind 
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taloA  ihe  honounible  Gentleroany  ithat  there  bad  been  man]r. 
oth^r  great  military  OfEcers,  Who  abftaiqed  always  froni 
fuch  ducuilioQs,  asihinkiog  them  better  fubjefls  for  repre- 
feamtioD  to,  the  Executive  Govcrhmem,  than .  fur  par* 
lumentary  ledures  ;  and  the  more  fo,  as  in  that  Houfe  they 
could' have  no  pra£lical  eife£t  whatever.  He  tlien  cohteoded  ^ 
that  feveral parts  of  the  former  fpeech  went  upon  mifcon- 
ceptions^  that  there  was  a  depot  in  the  Quarter-Mafter 
General's  office  for  the  prefervingaod  examining  of  memorrp 
and  military  plans,  &c.  He  ftill  infixed- that  quiet  timcn 
were  the  fiiteft  for  makitig  changes — "  in  pace  para  kellum^** 
and  not  when  .the  hoilile  armies  were,  as  it  were,  drawn  up  in 
the  face  of  oach  other. 

Mr.  Pi// begged  the  indulgence  of  the  Houfe  while  be 
tflfered  a  few  obiervatipns  on  the  ftaiements  which  the  hoiv. 
and  gallant  Of{i<«er  had  introduced.  He  had  no  difficulty  is 
fayingi  that  with  the  greater  part  of  the  plans  which  he  had 
fuggefled,  he  molt  cordially  concurred.  He  withed  ft,  how- 
ler, to  bediftinAly  underftood,  that  thefe  plans  were  nof 
for  the  firft  time  introduced,  1  hough,  during  the  late  wair» 
the  danger  of  invafion 'had  never  prefented-itfelf  in  fb  for- 
tnidable  a  (bape,  though  the  enemy  had  for  fo  long  a  period 
an  opportunity  for  looking  folely  to  this  cibjed,  without  be- 
ing at  all  dillradled  by  cuniinental  hoftility,^  yet  a  mod  vaw 
luabte  body  of  information  relative  to  the  moft  effedual 
means  of  defeil.dtng  the  empire  againft  invafion  had,  during 
the  late  war,  been  colleded.  That  informatior>|  he  was 
broud  to  perceivcy  had  been  increafing  from  year  to  year*  and 
be  trulled  that  it  would  now  increafe  from  month  to  month,' 
and  from  botir  to  hour*  During  the  late  war,  the.dangqr 
was  nnqueflionably  not  fo  evtdent^^the  plans  of  the  enemy 
for  our  deftrudion  were  not  fo  clearly,  developed,  but  the  ejfr- 
tent  of  our  preparations  was  fuch  as  (hewed,  that  the  defence 
of  the  country  had  engroffi:d  the  mod  ferious  attention  of 
Goveritm^nt.  This  was,  indeed,  an  obje£l  of  fuch  inca(« 
Cuiable  importance,  that  it  could  not  have  efcaped  the  ferious 
attention  of  his  Majefty's  civil  fervants,  or  of  that  illuftrtows 
perfonage  v^ho  at  that  peiiod,  and  fortunately  for  the  counuj, 
how  preGded  over  the  military  department.  He  wifbed  to 
cad  particularly  the  attemion  of  the  honourable  and  gsllant 
Officer  to  the  fteps  which  were  then  taken  for  the  fecuriiy 
of  the  country,  and  to  the  g^eat  military  charaders  to  whom 
this  great  obje<3  was  intrufted.  The  honourable  aAd  g  tllaat 
Officer  had  infiftcd  on  the  importance  of  providing  for  the 
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ffecuHtJr  of  oor  naval  arfchals;  ^nd  pointed  out  the  Ithc  ottbt^ 
iificatjon  Which  he  conccivcll  to  be  the  heft  dalculitcd  fof 
ihat  purpofc.     H^  hsid  cxprcfled  a  with  that  this  lirtc  of  fcw- 
tification  (hould  be  extended  as  far  as  the  Hurnber.     W% 
Majefty's  iFormer  fcfViChts,  he  begged  le^ve  to  rcnifh*  thtf 
honolirablc  afad  gallant  Officer,  Wcrfc  hoi  at^ll  iHaitenMre  fd 
thefc  objeSs.     On  the  contrary,  they  were  the  ftibjeflls  of 
ihc  greaieft  tdnfidefationj  and  the  moft  accuratfc  provlfidft. 
The  Houfe  could  hot  redoUe£l   ivhd  vierfe  the  Oifitcri  Id 
ii^hom  (he  cbmmand  In  varioiis  diftrifts  was  afligttcd,  Witfrl 
but  perceiving  that,  in  fhch  hands,  !i  wa§  dtt^rfy  IriipoffibM 
ihat  the  bed  mcins  of  pfovifling  foV  the  hatlonal '  feVJfi'ritjjp 
Ihoiild  not  Ijave  been  AfcufTed  artd^stf ranged.  '  If  !t  wcrt  r^4 
tolleSted  that  in  ihe  northdrn  {>art  of  the  iOand  the  cotinir/ 
^njoy^d  the  advaHtagfe  of  the  lalenis  ahd  e^pcfWnCe  of  SiF 
Charles  Grey— that  in  the  fouthcrn  diRrift  the  Duke  df 
Richmond  ruperihtei^ided,  of  whoTe  irifortnatioti  and  m\\  atl 
thlsT'lubjcft,  Vvhaicver  cipinloh  might  be  entertained  of  hii 
fentiiiiehts  0*6' dfhe^r  fubjedls,  there  could  cxift  only  one  fen* 
timent^  that  General  UiindaS  had  opportunities  of  beih^ 
|>re(^i^<  at  ihe  inTpedMoh  of  the  (late  Of  ihe  preparation^  itt 
^11  diflTetebr  parts  of  the  country  ;  that  an  Officer  of  whoftf 
hieriis' he  declined  froiil  perfonal  (:on(tderatIoh  to  estp^tfil 
vrhat  his  feelifi^s'tuggeded,  had  feen  and  arranged  the  plaii 
jnf  defbnce  dgaifift  invailon  in  Scotland.     If  aHI  this  wafs  con- 
fiderdd,  ht  iiras  fure  that  the  honourable  and  gallant  Officef 
ivotitd  not  nW  'come  forward  arid  tell  the  Hoiife  that  now| 
for  the  (jr({  timiif,  plans  of  hatiohai  defence  were  produced  ( 
that  now,  for  the  fiift  lirhc,  i\[h  great  and  Jnterefting  fub- 
jed  had  attraded  the  attention,  at)d  employed  the  cares  of 
GTovcriiment.     Hd   was  ready  to 'admit  that  material  im* 
|>rovemen(s'  might  b6  engrafted  on  the  origiriaf  pTat^s  of 
hational  fecurity.     He  t^u(ted  that  they  woOid  ^xpferieh^ 
hew  iniprovemefits  fropi  day  to  day,  that  the.fyftem  ^ocild 
frotii  day  ^o  day  receive  new  form  and  confiftency,  that  H 
woutd  not  (lop  (hofi  of  that  efficient  fdicde  of  niltion^il 
fafety,  which  woilid  for  ever  fet  to  reft  M  the  vaO'nts  and ' 
threats  of  9  f6e  whofe  aihbiiion  knew  no  liftiits,  and  wbofd 
fpirlt.of  aggrefHon  ackr/(^<ivledged  no  thd.     When   he  tc^ 
flcfled  on  the  exertions  which   had  been  already  aiide  for 
the  accompiilhment  of  thrs  inrerefting  obje£l — when  he  con* 
frdercd  what  had  been  effeflfcd' e«^n  in  the  pfrcfcnt  fcffjon; 
eombincd  with  the  zeal  and  exertions  of  iheilluflrious  Coml 
inander  in  Chief,  he  had  the  moft  fanguine  cxpeftalijAs  that 
Vol*  iV.  ihOi-X  4N  enf 
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#p  oihef  (Nurts  of  the  Continent.     With  refpcd  to  the  pro* 
toriety  of  our  having  field  fortificatTons,  he  however  coolif  not 
fee  It  to  th^  exie^it  whi(;h  liad  'been  mentioned  by  the  hon.  . 
GeniieqDao  ;    but  !n  that  particular  he  confefled  that  he  was 
tiot  as  capable  of  judging  of  the  propriety  of  military  plans 
a$  the  hon*  Geiulem^o  wa$  of  dtfignin^  them.     And  as  to 
}he  fituation  of  our  naval  arfenals,  he  imagined  that  no  per* 
fon  coqlctvin  any  the  Qightefl  degree,  miflakc  the  hon.  Gen- 
tlemant  at  lead  in  fiich  a  manner  as  to  fuppofe  that,  when 
he  fpo](e  of  the  means  of  their  defence,  Ne  meant  to  conVcjr 
an  idea  that  ihey  were  totally  dcfencelefs,  and  that  they 
required'  fptnething  like  the  plan  which  he  had  fuggefbed  to 
^ake  tbcm  capable  of  making  any  (land  at  all  againft  an 
isoemy.    ifo;  he  conceived  that  the  hon.  Gentleman  mad 
mean  to. warn  us,  left  we  fiiould  be  led  away  by  a  gxiundlefs 
Jiopei  by  a  falfc  idea  of  honour  \  not  that  we  (hould  be  par- 
iioiotiious,  ^nd  avoid  building  fortifications  on  account  of  the 
f  Xpenpe,  for  no  man  could  be  fo  filly  as  lo  fuppofe,  that  Go* 
verntnept  wo^jld  for  a  fnotneni   hefitate  ab(  ut  the  coft  in 
90  obje^  of  fu^h  great,  fiich  national  importance,  but  that 
we  fliould  not  be  laviOi  of  the  blood  of  Englifiunen  ;  that  we 
Ihould  not  wafte  the  bravery  and  the  lives  ofx)tir  cruntrymen, 
in  a  mamer  that   would  he  avoided  ,by  a  little  previous 
trouble  and  ex  pence.    When  fpeaking  of  the  defence  of  our 
coads  aifo,  it  was  poflible,  though  in  a  diflant  degree,  that 
the  hon.  Gentleman  might  be  liable  to  be  mi funder flood. 
Ke  had  fa  id  t^at  forpe  parts  of  our  coafls  were  more  con- 
urenicnt  ox  more  affailable  than  pthers^  and  exprefled  a  wHh 
that  the  former  fliouId  be  defended  by  fortification  ;    but  ft 
mod  certainly  could  never  he  the  opinion  of  the  hon.  Gen«> 
tieman,  th:|t  we  )ver^  to  fortify  an  extent  of  fiftv  miles  oC 
foad  without  any  intervention;   no,  the  hon.  Gentleman 
Jcnew  there  were  many  points,  many  diftances  of  t^ur  coaft 
that  were  for  mi|es   tpgethpr  fortified  by  nature  in   fuch 
.a  tnanner  as  to  preclude  the  neccflity  of  'any  artificial  for- 
tification whatever,      ^^t  there  were  many  points  at  which 
y/e  might,  at  a  very  fmall  e^pence,  very  qonfiderably  in^- 
prc-vc  the  (Ircpgth  of  o^ir  frontier.     Thertf  were  two  objeds 
to  be  taken  into  confidcration  in  attending  to  the  obfer- 
vations  of  ihc  hon.  Gentleman  :  the  one  was,  that  we  might 
colled  our  forpes  |n  fuch  a  coiripafl:  manner  as  almoft  to  cc- 
fure  the  fafcty  of  particular  places  ;    the  other  waj,  ftiat  we 
ihouid  pot  fritter  thepi  aw;^y  by  fprcading  them  too  wide,  or 
In  detaphet)  bodieSi  without  forming  u  proper  train  of  con- 
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nexion  to  draw  them  together  at  a  moment  of  alarm  or  danger. 
To  the  latter  part  of  the  hon.  Gentleman's  fpeech,  he  muft 
n^ferve  that,  while  the  people  of  England  fo  honourably  an<| 
fo  bravely  defire  to  fpare  themfelves,  he  truiled  ihe  Govern^ 
ment  of  the  coimtry  or  the  Legiflature  wonld  never  be  found 
deficient  in  what  was  their  duty,  but  that  they  would  let  tht 
pedpt?  be  convinced  that  it  was  the  wifli,  that  it  was  the  mofi 
anxious  defire  of  their  fuperiors  to  fpare  them,  by  exerting 
every  power  which  their  fituation  inveded  ihem  with^  in 
avoiding  the  wanton  wafte  of  the  bravery  pf  their  country«r 
men^  or  any  random  or  unavoidable  effufion  of  their  blood. 
He  trufted  that  the  means  which  had  been'entrufted  to  the 
hands  of  Government  would  be  employed  to  the  befl  purpofc 
poflfibic  for  the  defence  of  the  nation,  and  the  honour  ami 
dignity  of  t)i6  Majcdy's  Crown,  Biit  (lill  he  wilhed  to  fee 
things  in  the  platneft  point  of  view  ;  he  wi(hed  to  fee  the  af « 
fairs  of  the  conntry  in  fuch  a  fituation  that  no  man  could 
pofTibly  be  fo  Winn  or  fo  perverfe  as  to  fay  that  he  did  not 
lee  them  to  a  demonftration,  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  might 
fee  a  propofition  in  the  mathematics  when  it  was  expfaindd 
to  him  ;  unlefs^  indeed,  he  were  to  fay,  V  I  wll  ncit  fee  the 
iatter,  becaufe  I  have  not  learned  it/'  or,  <*  I  wi|l  not  fct 
the  former,  bec^uf^  Lam  noc  a  profeflional  man.'*  He  then 
relied  on  the  obftinate  courage  and  in  the  ftrong  feelings  of 
Englifhmen,  that  ihey  would  not  be  able  to  brook  the  idea* 
that  they  could  not  bear  a  moment  from  refenting  the  affVontp 
which  wotild  be  given  them  by  a  body  of  l^renchmen  even 
having  it  to  fay  that  they  had  come  here  to  fight  us  for  onr 
country.  fHear^  hear^  hear  !)  Some  people,  he  under(lood« 
)iad  endeavoured  to  calculate  upon  the  poflibility  or  the 
!^niount  of  the  chances  there  were  agatnft  their  hazarding  or 
even  fucceeding  in  fuch  an  enterprife,  at  leaft  fofar  as  to  efr 
fed  a  landing  on  our  (hores ;  this,  be  thought  was  beyond 
all  powers  of  calculation,  for  there  were  certain  anions  of 
fuch  a  nature  that,  according  to  the  laws  of  war,  were  deemed 
fo  impoflibley  that  every  General  who  attempted  them  was 
liable  to  be  broke  throughout  the  greateft  part  of  Europe, 
anil  therefore  he  did  not  attempt  them  ;  and  upon  thefe  very 
points  a  French  General  would  he  liable  to  be  broke  if  he 
did  not  attempt,  and  therefore  he  would  undertake  fucheh- 
terprizes,and  hazard  what  another  General  would  not  venture 
to  do.  Befide  that.  Gentlemen  were  to  confider  what  ex* 
crtions  were  likely  to  be  made  by  the  proud  defpot  of  France 
to  fupport  his  ufurped  throne*     If  v^e  W^retp  look  ^X  what 
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he  had  rit>ne  on  former  occaflons,  we  mufl  plainly  perceive 
thai  it  wjLS  moft  probable  that  he  would  facrifice  forty  or 
'    fifty  thoufand  Frenchmen,  if  it  had  any  chance  of  promoting 
his  ambition,  with  as  little'  feeling  as  that  with  which  he 
iwould  millions  of  Engli(bmen»  at  the  altar  of  his  pride.   The 
bon.  Gentleman  then,  he  was  forry  to  hear  it;  had  been 
blametl  for  his  fnggefling  any  idea  of  fortifying  London,  and 
the  righ^  hon.  the  Secretary  at  War  had  referred  him  to  what 
tmr  anceftors  would  have  faid  if  they  were  to  have  heard 
fttch  a  hint  thrown  out.      The  pradice  or  .the  opinions  of 
our  anceftors,  howeyer,  bad  no  analogy  to  the  prefcnt  mor 
mem.    The  tight  hon.  Secretary  had  alfo  alluded  to  the 
f>umbejr  of  our  naval  force ;    we  had,  no  doubt,  as  he  had 
ftated,  about  eighty  or  ninety  thdufand  feamtn,  but  thcfe 
could  not  be  fairly  taken  into  the  calculation  at  the  prcTent 
period  ;    there  wtare  choufands  of  them  difperfed  at  didant 
parts  of  the  world,  and  of  courfe  they  could  be  of  no  effec* 
live  fervice  for  home  defence  at  any  time  of*  fudden  emer- 
gency.     But  even  if  they  could,  it  mud  be  confidered  that 
the  powers  required  would  he  of  a  difierent  nafure  from  that 
of  a  great  part  of  our  naval  force.     We  would  have  an  im* 
menfc  flotilla,  which  would  cover  miles  of  our  coaftj  to  con- 
tend withy  and  how  far  the  navy  was  prepared  to  meet  a 
force  of  that  nature  in  fiich  a  manner  as  totally  to  difcomfit. 
them,  he  would  not  take  upon  him  to  fay.     If  t) :«y  were 
tcomplctely  eqnal  to  the  talk,  where  was  then  the  ufe  for  thai 
bill,  now  the  fubjcdt  of  debate,  which  he  hoped  would  be 
foon  in  another  Houfe,  and  no  doubt  would  io  a  very  little 
time  be  prefenied  to  his  Majefty,  that  it  might  receive  his 
royal  aflent  ^  When  the  right  hon.  Secretary  made  a  reference 
to  our  anceftors,  he  ftiould  have  recolleSed  that  it  was  not  ia 
)heir  power  to  call  out  a  force  of  400,000  men,  as  we  did 
pow,  as  one  dafs  of  an  additional  force;  he  fliouid  confider 
alfo  that  the  circtimftances  in  which  thoy  were  placed  did 
j\ox  require  fuch  exertions ;    the  means  of  the  enemy,  the 
power  of  all  fiirrounding  nations  was  then  fo  limited,  and 
I  he  mode  of  waif  a  re  was  fo  different,  that  a  perfon  might  as 
well  fay,  <*  Let  us  look  at  what  was  the  praAice  of  our  an- 
ceftors ;    we  will  then  fee  that  our  bows  and  arrows  fliouKI 
be  our  only  weapons,  that  our  corfelets  and. our  helmets 
ihould  be  our  only  means  of  defence,  and  that  we  (bould  not 
infult  the  people  of  England  by  giving  them  artillcryj  with 
>i^hich  they  might  more  powerfully  annoy  the  enemy,  or  by 
fortifying  Portfmouth  or  Plymouth  as  a  tpeaps  of  fiefenpe."- 
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In  the  hiftorjof  Irelasd  it  wotUd  be  found  that  fortiBcatiQM 
were  much  more  numerous  in  fqrnier  times  than  thafo  no\r 
propofed  by  the  hon.  Qentlc'man  fiir  this  cowiiry.  Under 
aUthe  circumflances  of  the  prefent  times,  he  would  iborefor^ 
fay  that  fomething  of  that  fort  ought  to  b^  done*  He  didi 
not  nriean  to  fay  that  we  were  to  endeavour  to  ctc&  forti6- 
cations  as  if  they  w^re  the  tnodcU  of  fotne  great  mafterai 
neither  did  he  think  we  required  it*  A  vaft  arm^  could  oo^ 
fit  iivrn  regularly  before  it,  to  btfi^ge  it  with  artiUeryi  wili| 
bombs,  and  ail  the  implements  of  war,  and  with  a  large 
covering  army  to  proted  it,  as  if  it  was  before  Lifle  or 
Tournay.  We  had  /tn  illundpus^^overeign,  whofe  memory 
the  prefent  (ttu$ition-of  our  affa,irs  brought  to  his  recolleAioa  | 
he  meant  Qtieen  Elizabeth,  and  he  called  her  illuftrious^  af 
being  particularly  fo'by  her  great  genius  and  the  Uluflrio^i^ 
anions  that  were  done  under  heraufpices.  A  Spapi(h  Aeet  ' 
had  beeti  fitted  out,  exprefsly  for  the  deftniAion  of  England^ 
and  was  called  the  Invincible  Armada ;  but  that  Aeei  baa 
been  not  only  defeated,  but  difperfed,  crippled  and  deftroye<J 
in  Aich  a  manner  by  a  new  invention  of  that  day,  as  made 
them  ever  fince  give  over  any  hope  of  fuccefs  by  any  tx* 
pedition  againft  England.  In  like  manner  he  bad  every 
reafon  to  hope  that,  if  an  invincible  legion  wai  oow  fcnf 
againft  us  from  France,  for, a  fimilar  purpofe.of  deftrufSiooy 
the  valour  of  otir  cotmttymen,  when  aided  by  the  e/ecution 
of  the  plan  now  propofed  (though  he  had  no  doubt  of  their 
fuccefs  at  any  rate)  would  almoll  immediately  repel  .thetrff  * 
(battered,  confounded  and  difinayed  to  their  own  ibores  ; 
that  is,  the  f^w  that  might  by  chance  have  the  good  fonune 
to  efcape  from  more  fummary  vengeance.  He  was  well 
convinced  that  thofe  few  would  return  with  trembling,  to" 
Inform  their  haughty  and  arrogant  C^ief  of  the  confuHQn' 
they  had  met  with,  and  the  bounds  which  had  thereby  bec^ 
fet  to  his  inordinate  ambition.  The  idea  of  building  fortifi'* 
cafidns  in  this  country*  however,  had  long  beett  entertained 
by  mHrtary  men.  It  yyajsao  idea  which  had  Fong  been  afloat 
in  hts  own  mind  alfo.  Military  men  had,  in  fa6^,  dclibp* 
rated  on  the  pkn^  many  years  (ince ;  he  indeed  recollected  \Q 
hear  the  opinions  of  the  prefent  Eail  Howe,  of  Mr.  DundaSy 
fhe  prcfcrit  Q^iarter  Nfafter  Genera),  and  of  another  perfon, 
fo  fpeak  of  whom  might  be  deemed  fomething  of  a  diftant 
fort  of  perfonal  vanity,  or  elfe  fomething  like  a  partial  bias, 
&ch  as  friehdfhip  may  not  unfre^uently  give  to  the'  minds  of 
moA   mort.      Of  hitn^-  therefore,   he  Siould   fay  nothing* 
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General  Howe  was  well  known  as  an  excellent  General*  and 
he  had  furveyed  the  different  parts  of  the  country  that  were 
fuppofed  to  be  mod  likely  to  be  attacked  by  the  enremy,  that 
is,- he  had  furveyed  it  in  a  itiilitary  view.      General  Diindas 
had  even  drawn  a  plan.     He  did  not  profefs*  for  his  own 
part,  stny  knowledge  of  military  affairs ;   bm  froin  the  high 
fepute,  the  extenfive  knowledge,  and  jthe  well  known  ex* 
perience  of  that  General,  who  has  now  the  whole  of  iho 
Southern  did rifi  under  his  coitimand,  he  exprefled  his  full 
convldlion  that  fomething  great  would  be  achieved  if  any  hof- 
tile  force  appeared  within  that  diftrid.    He  was  even  doubt- 
ful whether  there  had  not  beeh  fome  conimdmcation  with  hte 
Klajeffy's  officers  in  the  civil  department  on  that  fubjedi^ 
But,  at  the  fame  time  that  he  remarked  that  the  idea  was  not 
entirely  new,  though  the  plan  might  differ  in  jdetail,  at 
Indeed  every  plan  muff  do  that  was  formed  by  two  different 
perfons,  dill  he  thought  it  neceflary  to  obferve,   that  it  was 
iiot  founded  either  in  the  idea  of  a  diminution  of  the  power  of 
the  enemy,  or  on  a  falfe  notion  of  our  own  fafety^    On  th0 
Contrary,  he  believed  that  there  would  be  more  dificiilty  ini 
fettraining  the  people  from  too  eagerly  (iniggling  for  a  (harw 
in  the  honours  of  the  conteft-^his  awful  fenfe  of  ihe  danger 
was  fuch  as  led  him  neither  to  defpife  the  enen^y^  nor  of|t* 
rate  the  danger.    There  was  the  utmoft  reafon  lo.rely  en-lb* 
increafed  (Irength  of  our  regular  army,  which  he  underfiood 
.  the  illuArfous  Commander  in  Chief  was  exerting  every  me-* 
thod  to  augment.      The  (leadinefs  and  dtfcipline.  of  our 
militia  had  been  proved  on  many  occaGons  duf ing  the  latp 
'vrar,  and,  from  the  ardour  of  the  public  fpirit«  the  enthunafm 
he  might  fay»  of  loyalty  and  patriotifm  which  vras  no«^ 
toufed  in  every  rank  rtf  fociety,  he  had  the  moft  fmcere  hope# 
the  moft  perfe£t  confidence,  fhat  an  expedition  from  Franca 
it  the  prefent  ipoment  muft  terminate  in  the  honour,  tbn 
glory,  and  in  eternally  eftablKbtng  the  fame  of  this  powerful 
nation,  ?n  fuch  a  manner  as  that  the  nations  of  the  earthr 
would  thereby  know  our  power  as  a  military  people,  as  welt 
as  they  have  for  many  years  conceded  to  onr  known  Aipe^A 
riority  as  a  naval  power.  A  far  greater  portion  of  the  fugitive 
French  army  would  never  reach  their  native  (hore,  but  that 
temnant  would  be  fufficient  to  appal  that  mortfter  who  has 
raifed  his  head  above  his  fellovts  in  atrocity,  by  a  fcandalous 
nbufe,  a  falfe  application  of  the  facred  name  of  liberty  ;    iY 
Inrould  be  fufiicient  to  fill  hiifn  with  confufion  and  difmay  ^ 
nnd  perhaps  fuch  a  defeat)  fo  complete  a  dilcomfitiite  of  htt 
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forces,  might  cvcnfu^lly  tend  to  ih*  overthrow  of  that  proud 
^furper  and  his  mirplaced  power.  At  z\\  evenrs,  it  would 
be  the  means  of  fecuring  our  independence  for  sges  to  come* 
by  letting  the  world  fee  what  an  army  of  Britons  could  do  in 
defence  of  iheir  country  and  their  ineftimable  conftitution> 
and  in  cludifing  the  infolcnce  of  an  invader. 

'i'he  Secretary  at  War  bellowed  fome  compliments  on  Mr. 
Pitt  for  the  brilliancy  of  his  fpeech  ;  but  ^xpreflcd  fomedif- 
ference  ofopinion  with  refpedt  to  fortifications.  ' 
■  Mr.  Courienay  faid,  it  appearecl  that  the  principles  now 
advanced  had  been  lung  ago  in  contemplation,  but  that  no- 
thing had  been  done  in  purfuance  of  them.  A  General  of 
great  talents  had  approved  of  fortifications,  but  the  right  hon. 
Oeniletnan  (the  Secretary  at  War)  had  ridiculed  the  idea,  at 
lead  fo  far  as  refpeded  London.  He  did  not  mean  that  we 
fliould  have  fortifications  like  the  walls  of  T^roy,  but  that^ 
they  (hould  be  confined  to  particular  poGtions.  When  the 
Duke  of  Brunfwick  was  marching  to  Paris,  the  people  of 
that  city  were  employed  for  ten  days  in  throwing  up  redoubts. 
It  had  been  admitted  that  field  redoubts  had  been  reforted  to, 
when  the  danger  was  not  fo  preiling.  If  fo,  that  was  the 
feafon  why  we  inould  now  ufe  them.  He  wiflied  to  know 
whether  the  fkeleton  regiments  were  to  be  jRlled  up  immedi- 
fttily  from  the  army  of  referve  {Mr,Addingion  anfwered acr]f$ 
ibitahU  •«  Ckariy*).  *•  If  fo  then/' continued  Mr.  Couricnsy, 
'*  Parliament  has  done  its  duty.  It  has  raifed  the  machinery; 
I  wifli  now  to  fee  it  poflefled  of  animation  ;  I  wiih  to  fee  k 
if}  that  ftate  in  which  I  could  fay, 

"  Spiritus  Intus  alit^  totamque  infufa  per  arfuSf 
**  Aiens  agiM  molen  €t  magntfe  corpore  mifcet*** 

Mr.  Courtenay  concluded  with  recommending  a  council  of 
war,  to  be  compofed  of  Marquis  Cornwallis,  and  other  of- 
ficers of  great  experience. 

Captain  Harvey  faid,  that  every  officer  with  whom  he  was 
acqi'.alnttd,  was  of  opinion,  that  confidering  the  ciifFerent 
ports  from  which  it  would  be  neceflary  for  the  enemy  to  feud 
their  armament,'  it  was  impoflible  that  fuch  concert  coqld 
cKiA,  as  that  50,000  men  could  be  embarked,  come  over^ 
a/id  be  difembarked  in  twelve  hours,. as  the  hon.  Genllemoa 
(C(»K  Craufurd)  fecmtid  to  thhik  might  be  done. 

Colonel  IVo^d  faid,    he  was   laely   at  a   meeting  of  the 

county  of  Surry,  at  which  a  very  able  plan  for  the  defence  of 

the  city 'of  London  was  fubmititd.    After  exprefling  his  ap- 
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probation  of  the  army  of  refcrvc,  he  recommended  the  ej(- 
imple  of  Q^ieen  Elizabeth^,  one  of  whofe  fird  ac\s'  was^  when 
threatened  with  invaflon^  to  appoint  a  council  of  war.  '  Suck 
an  eftablifbment  mud  be  particularly  ufeful  how,  when  we 
have  fuch  officers  as  Marqnis  Cornwallis,  Lord  Howe,  Earl 
Suffolk,  Earl  Mnira»  and  Jevcral  other  eminent  charafiers,  t6 
cpmpofc  ir.  Wwh  refpe^'  to  fortifications,  it  would  be 
fooli(h|  he  thought,  to  commence  them  now,  unlefs  wo  were 
Certain  .of  being  able  to  finilh  them  wt;hin  a  given  time. 

Mr.  IVindham  faid  he  had  but  little  to  add  upon  general 
topics  in  addition  to  the  military  details  of  the  hon.  Gentle* 
man  (Colonel  Craufurd),  enforced  as  they  had  been  with  fo 
much  brilliancy  and  eloquence.  That  vigorous  and  impaf- 
iioned  eloquence  of  his  right  hon.  Friend  he  hoped  would 
contribute  to  pioduce  in  the  country  that  cool,  (leady,  and 
fober  courage  which  was  neceffary  in  the  prcfcnt  ftate  of  af- 
fairs He  was  rather  furprifed  to  find  that  Gentlemen  on 
themtnifterial  bench  were  difpofed  to  receive  the  opinions  of 
the  hon.  Gentleman  who  fpoke  firft  with  rather  fomething 
of  diflike;  but  of  thofe  opinions,  difagrceable  as  they  were» 
he  was  willing  to  (bi^re  the  odium.  They  .had  produced  the 
snoft  falutar^  eiFeds,  both  in  the  country  and  upon  the  coun* 
try,  in  routing  the  people  to  a  fenfe  of  danger,  and  the  Go- 
vernment to  the  necedity  of  exertjon.  He  ftill  was  of  opx« 
nion  that  a  military  council  ought  to  he  formed,  nor  did  he 
think  that  fuch  an  opinion  implied  refle£lion  upon  any  one. 
But  even  if  it  did  imply  any  refledion,  and  if  he  thought'the 
thing  neceflary  for  the  public  fafety,  he  (hoiild  have  no  hefi- 
tation  to  prefs  the  adoption  of  it  oh  Mioilllers.  But  in  fad  it 
did  imply  no  refledion  on  any  one»  far  lefs  on  the  illuftrioua 
perfon  who  had  been  alluded  to.  It  furely  was  no  refledion 
to  fay  that  one  man  could  not  embrace  the  whole  detaiM 
pf  commander  in  the  field  and  all  the  objeds  of  deliberation 
iivhich  might  fall  under  the  confideration  of  a  council.  There 
Was  ample  room,  therefore,  as  there  was  in  the  circumdances 
of  our  fituation,  a  (trong  call  for  the  eflablifliment  of  a  mill, 
rary  council.  It  was  not  to  fay  that  there  was  an  officer  in 
the  Qiiarter-mafter-eenerars  department  to  whom  the  con- 
fideration of  plans  of  defence,  and  of  warlike  operations,  &c« 
was  particularly  entrpfted.  But  this  was  not  the  work  of  one- 
man.  He  knew  fdmething  of  .the  oflicer  in  that  department 
from  report,  and  much  more  from  reputation,  and  he  was 
Convinced  that  no  man  would  difcharge  more  ably  or  zea-' 
loufly  the  duties  of  his  (latiori.  He  was  glad  that  officer  was 
•     •  '•  *'•••'  fb 
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fo  employed,  among  other  things,  becaufe  it  was. a  triumph 
over  ths^t  vulgikr  jealoufy  of" foreigners  which  this  nation  was 
but  too  apt  to  indulge.    He  hoped  that  we  would  ctnpfoy  th# 
fecvio^s  of  able  and  enlightened  foreign  ofGcers-^and  whea 
could  they  be  more  properly  employed  than  in  the  prefent 
war,  which  was  common  in  its  objcS'  to  every  nation  in 
Europe  that  regarded  its  independence  ?  Yet,  to  return  from 
this  digreflion,  he  muft  repeat,  that  the  confideratidn  of  mili- 
tary operations  was  more  than  one  man  could  property  underA> 
take.     We  had  many  officers  of  diftinguifhed  merit,  perhaps 
loo  old  for  afiive  fervice,  but  fully  able  to  fuggeft  and  to 
condder  the  fuggeilions  that  might  be  made  for  the  condoft 
pf  operations.   We  had  Lord  Grey,. Lord  Howe,  Lord  Com^ 
wallis,  and  others  whofe  fervices  now  were  not  employed. 
Were  fuch  a  council  eftabli(hed,  men  of  active  mtnds  would 
be  more  willing  to  lay  their  views  before  them»  than  beforb 
any  one  man,  whofe  abilities  or  whofe  diligence  they  might 
didruft.     With  refpe^i  to  fortifications,  he  fhould  not  detain 
the  Houfc  with  any  remarks,  as  his  general  viei^s  had  been  (b 
ably  enfoVced.     He  could  not  help  exprefling  a  hope,  Kow* 
ever,  that  the  hints  of  the  gallant  officer  who  had  fpoken 
would  have  the  cfFj^d^  to  turn  the  attention  of  Minifters  to  the 
ipatter,  and  that  not  unwillingly,  as  they  would  not  dif9ain 
to  avail  themrelve3  of  his  views,  as  ihey  Irad  done  of  flmilaf 
fpggedions  which  xhey  at  firfl  feemed  to  undervalue*     But  if 
many  things,  at  firft  ncgle^ed,  were  afterwards  acknow^^ 
ledgpd  fit  to  be  done,'  Minifters  in  adopting  the  foggeflion 
coofefTed  their  own  omifTions.     lliere  was  a  flory  ^  two 
French  colonels,  between  whom  there  was  thought,  by  their 
regiment,  to  be  a  very  great  difference  from  the  ufe  of  the 
n/Zpffi  and  the  afUz.     Miniflers  feemed  to  have^  a  favourite 
tenfe,  and  It  was  the  future.     When  any  thing  was  men-^ 
tioned  as  deGrable,  they  always  faid  it  would  be  Confideredy 
it  was  doing.  They  never  faid  it  had  been  done.   But  fure,  if^ 
by  their  condudy  they  had  admitted  that  the  meafures  of  de- 
fence now  adopted  wefe  neceflary,  why  did  they  not  adopt 
them  fooncr?     Was  the  danger  in  which  they  were  founded 
newly  diCcov^red  ?     How  tnany  months  i$  it  fince  Miniflers 
faw  that  the  country  was  menaced  withthreats  of  invafion? 
Yet,  after  all,  the  meafures  reforted  to,  however,  are  fuch  as 
cannot  be  brought  to  perfedion  for  a  long  period,  though  the 
danger  is  admitted  to  have  long  exifted  ?     Can  there  be  a 
linger  cenfure  of  their  condud  ?     When  a  worthy  magif- 
tfale  of  Londoh  was  that  evening  defcaating  on  the  riling

fptrit  of  the  people,  now  imprefled  with  the  danger  with 
.^hich  they  were  threatened,  the  fentimepts  were  loudly 
cheered  by  Mrniflers.  But  do  they  forget  that  it  is  not  long 
fince  they  heard,  rather  With  difapprobaiiont  fentiments  caU 
culated  to  roufe  that  very  fpirit  ?  Why  did  not  Miniflers  en* 
dearour  to  awaken  the  cotintry  fooner  to  thofe  feelings  i» 
which  they  now  exult  r  If  there  were  any  fortHicauons 
neceflary  to  be  ereded;  why  did  it  happen  that  every  ihin^ 
vrss  yet  to  be  done  in  this  way  ^  It  was  admi4ti*dv  by  the 
prej)arations  carried  on'^foi^  defence,  that  it  was  pofTible  » 
landing  might  be  eflFe<3ed,  and  where  the  magnitude  of  the  evW^ 
!f  the  enemy  ihould  fucceed,  was  fo  great,  no  chance  whkhi 
i^ifdom  and  prudence  might  cut  off  ought  to  be  ]tfx  open^ 
He  concluded  wiih  expreffing  a  hope,  that  in  Ai  per  in  tending 
the  execution  of  this  biH,  Mintfters  would  take,  cafe  that,  ia 
the  mode  of  training,  attention  (bou.ld  be  given  chiefly  to  what 
is  ufefuK  If  it  was  attempted  to^  begin  the  training  under 
this  bill  with  all  the  minutiae  of  driiltng,  it  would  be  pro* 
dudive  of  little  good  tffcfk. 

General  TarUtm  faid,  the  army  which  the  country  had^ 
aided  by  the  irregular  force  which  might  be  called  forth* 
wot:ld  b^in  a  condition  to  repel  any  invafion  that  could  br 
made.  We  (houid  foon  poiTefs  a  military  fprce  moft  adapted 
to  the  war  which  it  would  be  neceflaiy  to  carry  on  in  cafe  the 
enemy  (houid  land.  Speaking  of  cavalry,  he  faid  that  it  wa» 
proper  to^onfider  how  it  cotild  ad  in  pafe  of  invafion.  Ia 
Suffolk,  cavalry  could  ad  with  the  utmoft  effed ;  and  though 
BOC  to  the  fame  extent,  )et  in  Eifex,  in  Kent,  and  in  Suflex 
k  could  z6t  in  parti(iular  fituations,  but  not  with  the  fam^r 
cffed«  With  refpefi  to  increafing  the  army  by  drafting  the 
H)ilitia,/he fought,  rndependeht  of  other  diiliculties,  that  ir 
would  be  inexpedient  to  change  the  fyfVem  of  the  army  at 
fuch  a  critical  moment  by  fuch  an  operation.  Unlefs  tho 
French  were  to  attempt  to  invade  us  now,  he  conceited  it 
impo(fible,  when  the  equinox  arrived,  that,  with  the  veflch 
and  boats  they  muft  employ,  they  cotild  embark  and  fail  with 
any  degree  of  concert.  He  then  proceeded  to  confider  tho 
^tieftion  of  fortifications.  He  (howed  that  fortifications  in 
the  proper  fenfe  required  loiig  time  to  plan  and  execute,  fo 
that  it  could  not  be  objcded  to  MinKlers  tnat  they  were  not 
harrying  on  fortifications  ;  he  thought  they  could  beef  little 
ufe,  though  fuch  prodigious  lines  could  be  found  as  wotild 
extend  from  Xarmouiih  P9  the.  Downs,  and  from  the  Down» 
IP  Bortfmouth.    He  ^U  Jut  think  that  in  ftich  a  war  as  we* 
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Aould  have  to  ^arry  on  here,  lines  woyld  be  the  way,  to  0^ 
pofe  the  enemy.  We  mull  go  out  and  attack  them,  not  viraif 
to  defend  lines.  From  his  military  reading  he  found  that 
lines  rarely  were  defended  with  fuccefs.  We  ought  ia  have 
what  military  men  called  a' maiioeuvrin'g  army  ;  iuch  an  army 
as  the  French  would  find  ready  to  attack  them  on  cycry  point 
-^an  army  ihat  Toon  would  make  them  repent  oftheir  ra(k 
•tt«mpt. 

Colonel  Craufurd  faid,  he  never  dreamt  of  any  fuch  thing" 
as  fortifying  only  one  point  from  Yarmouth  to  Portfmouth, 
or  throwing  up  (bch  lines  as  the  hon.  Gtneral  had  fpokcn  of. 

»Mr.  Pitt  equally  complained  of  being  mifunderttood.  .  He 
had  fpoke  of  Nations  capable  of- retarding  the  enemy,  not  of 
lines  in  which  our  army  was  to  allow  iifelf  to  be  befreged.  ^ 

GenentI  AJauland  faid,  that  had  he  cavght  the  Speaker'^ 
eye  fooner,  he  might  have  troubled  the  Hoafe  at  fome  lengthy 
but  nf)o(l  of  what  he  intended  to  obferve  was  anticipated. 
There  were  a  few  remarks^  however,  which  he  wifhed  t<r 
make.     With  refpedl  to  fortifications,  he  was  pf  opinion 
that  their  field  works  might,*  in  fome  circurnftances,  be  of 
great  utility  ;  and  *he  wilbed  that  it  (lioiild  be  known  how 
the  fail  ftood  as  to  this  point.     He  thought  this  the  more 
necefiary,  as  there  were  mifunderftandings  on  fimilar  points 
both  in  and  out  of  doors,   ^or  rndance,  ic  was  fafd  that  Tome 
important  provifi<jns  in  the  army  cf  rcferve  bill  had  never' 
been  thuoght-of  till  a  fpcech  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  op<^ 
pofite  {Mr,  Windham,  we  believe)  was  delivered;  wherca$» 
the  proviffons  in  quefiion  had  actually  been  prepared  before 
that  fpcech  was  uttered.    'He  wiihed  the  country  to  knovr 
foo,  that  wherever  the  officers  commanding  diftridis  repoitetf 
to  Government  ihat  field  works  were  neccfFary,  as  Govern- 
ment had  direfted  an  infpefiion  tobcmade,  ihefl  fuch  Workr  , 
were  either  made  or  making.     He  thought  it  very  inipropef 
that  it  (hoiild  gQ  out  to  the  world  that  MiniRers  were  fo^ 
Miert,  fo  incapabfe,  fo  negligent,  that  they  never  took  any 
fieps  for  thedefence  of  the  country,  till  flimulated  by  fpeeches- 
in  Parliament,  when  they  had  in  every  inflance  anticrpated 
file  recommendation  of  fuch  fpeeches.     Refpefling  the  armf^ 
of  referve,  he  faid,  that  the  origitKirl  battalions  of  regiment^ 
would  be  filled  with  the  bcft  menT  the  (cconJ  battalions  with 
ihe  fecond  beft,  and  the  referve  battalions  with  the  worft.^ 
'  The  Cbanetllor  of  the  Exchequer  faid,  that  there  was  no  n<^- 
v»elty  tohim.in  the  fpeech  of  rhchon.  Gentleman  who  opened 
ikirdebatt  (Col.  Craufurd),  a«  mod  of  his  views  were  con-^ 
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ttined  in  that  body  of  ihforiliation  which  was  before  Mirfi* 
iters  on  this  fubjeA,  and  which  it  had  been  their  duly  to  con- 
fulK  As  to  field  worlcs,  it  was  a  fa£l  that  mearures  had  ac- 
tually been  taken  for  the  execution  of  every  thing  judged 
iiecettary  on  that  head*  and  money  had  been  ilTued  from  the 
Treafury,  weeks  ago,  to  defray  that  expence ;  fo  that  it  was 
not  neceffary  that  either  the  officers  commanding  diltrids,  or 
Government,  (hould  be  reminded  of  their  duty  by  any  fpeeches 
in  that  Houfe. 

Dr.  Laurenci  Contended  that  the  provifions  in  the  army  of 
rcferve  bill,  alluded  to  by  General  Maitland,  were  not  intro- 
duced into  the  bill  till  after  the  fpeech  of  his  right  honourable 
Friend.  The  learned  Dofior  inveighed  againft  the  flownefs 
of  Minillers  in  all  their  preparations.  He  expreffed  a  hope 
that  fome  refolution  to  animate  the  fptrit  of  the  country,  fince 
Minifters  had  abdicated  that  talk,  would  be  brouf^ht  forward 
^fore  Parliament  rofe,;  either  by  his  right  hon.  Friend  near 
him  (Mr.  Windham),  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  oppofire^ 
cir  by  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  fpoke  fo  ably  on  this  bill  a 
few  nights  ago  (Mr.  Fox).  * 

Sir  fr.  Erjkine  could  not  a^ree  in  fome  opinions  that  had 
been  advanced.  If  we  were  to  have  a  field-work  from  Yar** 
mouth  to  Portfmouth,  what  effe^  could  it  produce,  but  to 
fritter  away  the  main  energies  of  our  Arength  ?  In  his  opi« 
jiion  the  only  fyflem  that  could  fafely  be  adopted^  was  ta 
aflemble  the  whole  or  our  force  upon  one  point.  That  point, 
a  military  knowledge  of  the  country  might  eafily  feled-.^it 
Ihould  be  fuch  as  would  maintain  a  complcat  communtca« 
lion  through  the  Thames  \  and  without  adopting  fuch  a  fcale 
of  a£tion,  the  whole  provifions  of  the  bill  mod  prqve  ntiga* 
tbry.  ^  The  fortification  of  the  coafts  would  be  of  no  avail-^ 
it  Would  only  tend  to  fcatter  our  forces,  while  fuch  fituations 
might  be  adequately  filled  by  light  detachments  of  our  cavalr/i 
that  may  be  properly  ftationed  to  announce  the  apprroach  ti( 
ihe  eiiemy. 

Coi.  Crtff{/fyr</ complained  that  in  moft  of  his  obtertatlons 
he  had  been  mifunderftood. 

lAx.Arcbdah  warmly  fupported  the  bill.  He  v^as  onlf 
afraid  that  the  people  of  England  relied  too  much  on  their 
'wooden  walls,  and  on  the  local  opportunities  of  their  fltua-* 
tion.  They  fliould  be  alarmed— btit  the  alarm  Aoutd  be  a 
judicious  one ;  an  alarm  that  created  confidence,  inftead  of 
^liftnay ;— it  (hould  be  tecoUeded,  that  the  Englifb  charadec 
lad  difplajed  itfelf  in  GOfO^uexing  abroadj  whale  It  profefi^ 

but

but  a  fmall  iegtfie  of  military  Tpint  and  reputati<^  at 

home. 

Sif  7.  PuUeney  contended,  that  all  hiftorv  juftified  the  fyf* 
tern  ot  tortified  po(ls»  which  pofition  he  illuftrated  by  a  variety 
of  references  to  ancient  and  modern  hiftory. 

Captain  Markham  complained  that  Gentlemen  had  entered 
into  a  niimber  of  military  details  to  which,  in  his  opinion».it 
was  not  nectflary  or  prudent  to  allude.  As  to  the  danger  of 
invafiooy  it  gave  him  nq^great  alarm  ;  if  the  enemy  had  a  fair 
wind,  and  came  in  the  force  in  which  they, threatened  10 
come,  the  difficulty  of  their  landing  would  be  materially  in«^ 
creafed  by  the  furf  which  their  approach  muft  occafioo. 

Mr.  Hufchi/ifon  gave  his  moft  cordial  fupport  to  the  bill# 
as  far  as  it  went;  but,  in  his  opinion,  it  did  not  gp  fer 
enough.  There  was  one  part  of  the  united  empire  to  which 
the  bill  did  not  extend,  and  perhaps  prudence  might  have  dic^ 
tated  that  rcfervation.  This  was  a  circumflance  which  h« 
could  not  but  lament;  becaufe  when  diftiuft  was  oi^Ce  be^ 
trayedy  inftead  of  affediony  you  muft  expe£l  hatr^.  Tbi«t 
however,  was  a  dtfllcate  topic  to  touch  upon,;  he  (houkl 
therefore  refrjiin  from  any  obfervations  upon  it,  and  content 
himfelf  with  faying,  that  the  prefent  n)eafure,  as  far  as  it 
Went,  met  with  hi:^  moft  cordial  fupport. 

Colonel  PorUf'  could  noi^ee  what  advantage  could  b^ 
drawn  from  advening  to  the  vulnerable  part  of  th^  counrry« 
Such  military  difcuflions  mi^ht  as  well  be  omitted  in  that' 
Houfe. 

The  queftion  was  then  toudly  called  for^  and  agreed  ti^

could  be  urged.  '  What;  he  had  formerly  throWti  out  i^ient 
merely  thus  far,  that  he  apprehetided,  in  a'meafure  bf  this 
Importance/  tbo  (hott  an  intefval  was  allowed  between  the 
printing  of  the  bill  and  the  difciufnon   of  it.     We  were 
now  called  Upon' 10  defend  not  only  our  lives^  but  what  to 
Britons  mud  be  6f  far  greater  importance  than  life  itfelf^ 
our  liberties  and  our  honour.

3<To  perfon  coqld  doubt  thitt  it  was  his  Majefty's  undoubted 
prerogative  to  call,  upon  the  fervices  of  alt  hts  fubjefis  in 
liafeof  invafibn*    The  change  produced  by  the.Iapfeof  a 
toiig^ period  in  th^  habits  and  military  duties  of  mankind^ 
"had' tendered  it  neceffiury  for  Parliament  to  interfere,  in 
cirderjo  give  <fFeA' to  that  prerogative.    A  preparation  was 
's^ow  neceiTaryt  which  Tome  centuries  ago  thece  was  no  oc- 
cafion  for.  .

tober Ia(t,  what  could  we  think  of  the  wifdom  and  forcfight

Iftng'thetr  fenfe  of  mir  danger^  and  ahfti^ihg  ihe  totfntry). '  TMb 
contttry  ought  to  be  alarmed.

In  fa£t,  however^  as  had 
been  faid  by  the  noble  Lord,  who  fpoke  laft,  the  propriety  of-  < 
a!aieafure.niu(l  depend  on  the.  peculiar  circumtlances  of  the 
Dooment  in  whicli  it  was  brought  forward.  Goferhmenr, 
however,  were  not  flridlly  chargeable  with  weaknefe  and 
iOA^tentioo,  btc  ufe  they  exercised  fhei'  judgment  in  felediQg 
tj^.tUne.  in  which  a  particula  nuafure  fhouUi  be  brought 
f^<prward.  Let  t'ic  Houfc  rccdllc  what  had  previoufly  to 
this  mcafure  been  done.  '1  he  milina  were  called  out,  th^ 
fupplemeotary  militia  added,  the  regular  tuice  incrcafed,  and 
ail  armv  of  referve  e(labli(hed.  Now  all  thefe  plan>  of  ope-  * 
ration  were  nccciTirily  carried  on  by  ihe  fame  perfons  What 
we  forefaw,  therefore,  would  have  ariftn,  if  they  had  all 
been  undertaken  at  once.

10  M^  preparations.  He  profefled  the  greatefl  refped  and 
friendOitp  for  the  noble  Lord  who  brought  forward  this 
charge^  but  he  would  not  have  the  condu£t  of  Government 
arraigned  od  grounds  fo  untenable,  without  ridng  to  fpeak  in  • 
ilis  defence. 

Lord  U^tnchelfea  fpoke  in  favour  of  MinifUrsas  to  not 
.  bjcinging  forward  all  their  plans  of  preparation  at  once.  Such 
acondu^  mud  ueccfrariiy,  he  thought,  have  been  produdiv* 
of  grcilt  jconfufiof^.  ^

peiTed  in  his'Majefly's  meffage,  but  which  be  would  explain 
more  at  large,  to  fhew  the  juUice  of  the  claim  he  was  abo^t 
to  urge.      The  obligations  this  country  owed  to  the  Houfi; 
of  Orange,' he, faid,  were  greater  than  ever  were  due  by 
any  country  to  any  great  family  at  the  head  of  a  national 

i^oyernnient.  To  prove  this,  he  would  call  to  the  recol<* 
^flion  of  the  Houfe,.  the  uniform  condu£l  of  the  Houfe  of 
Orange,  on  all  occafions,  to  this  country,  from  the  period 
we  owed  to  an  illuftrious  Prince  of  that  Houfe  the  prefer- 
iratioo  of  our  conftitution  and  our  liberties,  to  the  prefehl 
qjomentp  l/pon  every  occafion  the  Heady  attachment  of 
that  illudrjous  Houfe  was  flrongly  and  uniformly  mafked 
towards  this  country,  and  increafed  in  proportion  to  the 
preponderance  it  obtained  In  the  countty  of  its  fovereignty  ^ 
tfieopooedion  of  which. with  Great-Britain  it  had  uniform^ 
ly, laboured  tq  fortify.  Thefe  were  con(rderations  which  hft 
.was  fure  qould  noT  fail  of  having  great  weight  with  the 
Houfe*  But  with  refpefl  to  the  foreign  tranfadiona  on 
which  that  Boufe  had  been  committed  in  common  with 
this co9iilry,. and  in  which  it  had  facrificed  its  deareft  into- 
refts,  its  power  and  poflefEonf  to  Bri;ith  attachment,  itt 
claiarts  lipOn  the  generofuy  of  this  country  muft  un«- 
doubttdly  be  felt. with  ftill  grea:er  focce.^  He  vvould  not  fay, 
merely  on  a  ground  of  comp^iiiun,  however  forcibJe 
might  be  the  appeal  to  Brilifb  generority  on  that  fcore, 
biit^  upon    Mxuch   j}igher   rlaiips^.*tbj^le    of  juOice   and

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fiberalUyi  -  It  wa&  a.  faA  too  well .  kaown  to  Dequire  re* 
capitulation  now»  that  the  illuftrious  Prince  at  the  bead  of 
the  Houfe  ofOrai^e  bad»  io  the*  ftrength  of  bis  attachment 
to  Great'^Biitain*  loft  every  thing  which  belonged  to  bim, 
w&ether  as  'fovereigotjp,  rank,  .power,  or  private  propertyr 
in  tbe  ,late  conteft.     In  the  negotiation  of  the  ti;eaty  |of 
Amiensy  it  i<ra»  ftipulated  thatfome  cpropeofation  IhouJd  be 
made  binis  in  copfideraljoa  of  wbjch  he  had  agreed  to 
Surrender  all  claiois  to  tbe  fovereignty  and  other  rights  io 
tbe  United  Provinces.    How  fartbefe  compeofations  were 
sidequate  to  the  fuirenders  be  confented  to  make,  was  not 
110W  to  be  confidcred ;  nor  was  it  a  matter  eafy  to  calculate. 
But  whatever -was  the  compenfation  ftipulatedi  it  had  not 
been  fiilfiUed  according  to  that  fUpulation ;  and  the  only 
part,  of  tbe  agreement  which  had  been  performed,  was 
now  again  violated  by  the  recent  aggreffion  of  France  ;  and 
having  thus  loft  every  thine  for  its  attachment  to  England, 
it  became  the  juft  nght  oFthe  Houie  of  Orange  to  claim, 
and  tbe  duty  of  Lis  Majefty's  Minifte»  to  ptopofe  fome  plan 
of  compenfation,  by  which  to  alleviate  tbe  diftrefles  to  which 
that  illuftriou^  Houfe  bad  beenreduccd,  until  events  (houki 
gyc  fome  turn  to  its  fortunes.     His  Majefty»  impre^d  by 
thcfe  confiderations,  certainly  felt  It  both,  his  duty  and 
earncft  defire  to  recommend  the  fubjeS  to  the  conHdera- 
tion  of  his. Parliament,  in  the  hope  that  fome  compenfation 
would  be  thought  jud  for  the  Houfe  of  Orange  ;  and  upon 
this  ground  it  was,  that  his  Majefty  fent  his  ixiyal  raeflage  t« 
the  Houfe.    Tbe  Houfe  muft  recollect,  that  in  tbe  courfe 
of  the  war,  very  eminent  fervices  were  rendered  to  thi» 
country  by  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  th^lt  a  very  con- 
iiderable  Dutch  fleet  was  furrendered  to  England  in  his 
name.     In  the  fubfequent  negotiation  with  Sie  Batavian 
Government,  for  compenfation  to  tbe  Prince  of  Orange,  it 
was  ftipulated  on  their  part,  that  if  the  Dutch  fleet,  iiurren*^ 
dered  to  England  in  his  name,  was  given  back^  they  would 
make  ample  provifton  for  him.     His  Majefty^s  Miniflers,.' 
however,  could  not  deem  it  politic  to  enter  into  any  ftipu-* 
lation  of  this  fort,  but  as  it  ftood  in  the  way  of  con^pen*^ 
fation  to  tbe  Houfe  of  Orange  for  the  lodes  tliey  had  fuf*   ' 
taincdi  their  claimr  were  the  ftronger  upon  the  juftice  and. 
generofity  of  this  country.    Coniic^ring  therefore  all  theio- 
points,  and  the  power  and  poifeilions  the  fdimily  were  com- 
pelled  to  abandon  for  their  fervices  and  attachment  to  this 
country,  he  trufted  the  Houfe  would  feel  the  force  of  its. 

claims 
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<daimS'Qpoii  the  JoftieeaiK}  generofity  of  the  BritHh  niitido^ 
The  'modes  which  hd  fhouldy  with  the  leatrc  of  the  Com* 
mUtee,  propofe^,  wore  two-^nad[iely>  either  la  vote  a  giveat-. 
.fum  as  a  complete  and  final  indemnity  in  coillid^ratton  of^ 
atl  their <lofie$»  ot  etfe  a  fmall  fiim  pronQptly,  and  another* 
by  way  of  annuity.     He  (hould  himrelf  prefer  the  ialierias' 
the  move  eligible  mode ;    and  therefore  propb^fe  itiirft, 
namelr»  a  fum  of  60,000i.  in  money,  and  an  iitiituiiy  of^ 
1^,0001.  per  annum.     By  this  latter  fum  he  wiflKd  itto  be 
underflood  that  alUhe  peniions  to  minor  branches  of  the 
family  for  their  feryices  and  attachment  td  this  (k)«ntry, 
were  to  be  covered ;  and  he  concluded  by  a  motion  t^ 
thateffea.  h*     ,   .  • 

Mr.  Canning  cofe,  not,  he  faid,to  refifttHe  ciaimsfef  tile 
iUuftrious  Houfe  alluded  to,  upon  the  jufttce  andgenerofity 
of  the  Britilh  nation,  for  he  fully  admitted  tliem;.  but 
merelv  to  make  fome  obfervations  upon  the  contltift  of  fab  • 
Majeily*8  Minifters,  as  with  refped  to  the  compenfattons 
liipubited  •  fo<r  the  Stadthoider  by  the  treaty  of  Aaiieiis*  - 
and  which  thiev  negieAed  to  enforce  while  they  had.ilie 
means  in  their  iiands ;  and  to  oik,  why  t^ofe  Miniftersliad : 
fo  long  held  back  tnis  propoiition,  which,  as  had  been 
truly  obferved'  by  his  noble  Friend^  (Lord  LI  Gowcr)  a  . 
right  hon.  Genlieman^had  intimated  his  intention  to  bring 
forward  fo  h>tig  ago  as  laft  December,  but  which  they  never 
again  mentioned  until  this  advanced  period,  when  the  Houfe 
was  almoft  deferced  on  the  eve  of  a  prorogation.  Their 
condu6t  on  this  occasion  he  thought  rather  whimikal. 
Looking  to  the  treaty  of  Amiens,  he  there  found  a  ftipu- 
iation  for  ample  indenyiiticsto'the  Stadthoider  fully  agreed 
to  by  the  contracting  parties :  but  no  fooner  was  it  fettled 
on  the  part  of  this  country  with  Prance  and  Holland,'  that 
the  Stadthoider  fllould be  fully  indemnified,  thana  newagvecr 
ment  is  made  between  Holland  and  France,  that  the  former  - 
(hall  not  be  cailed  on  for  any  part  of  the  compeiifation ; 
and  thus  the  R^itavian  Government  fhifts  the  burden  ofF 
jts  own  ihoutders,  iand  throws  it  upon  France,  who  totally 
refufes  to  comply,  A  manoeuvre  io  barefaced  and  fraudu- 
lent wis,  he  believed,  unparalleled  in  die  Wftory  of  civilized 
ilations:  But  he  dcfiied  to  know,  why  his  Majcfty*s  Mini« 
fters  did  not  inilft  on  the  ilipulation  being  fully  performed 
before  they  had  furrendered  the  means  in  their  own  hands — 
namely,  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  not  then  given  xx^;)^  and 
the  iilunds  belonging  to  (*  ranee  ;    fince  .^France  was  to  be 

looked 
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looked  t6  for  the  performance  of  Che  iHpttt«el6fl.  ^aeb  ft 
conduA  on  the  part  of  France  and  Hbliand  vTas adding  infult 
to  Injury :  and  though,  had  his  Majefty^a  Mhiifters  bee« 
capable' of  feFling  the  fleet  of  the  coimtry  to  procure  an  aU' 
temative  of  compenfation  for  the  StadihoMer*  Chey  would 
have  deferved  to  be  branded  with  the  foulcft  critninalityt 
yet  he  could  not  acquit  them  of  the  groileft  negligencet 
and  ttioft  reprehenfible  omiifion,  in  not  enforritig  compen*^ 
iation  in  the  firft  inftance»  by  the  means  in  their  pofleffion^ 
agreeable  to  the  objeds  of  the  treaty  of  Amiens,  which  Wat 
equally  binding  on  both,  and  by  which  Miaifteia  would 
have  been  jufiified  in  maidng  tliat  compenfation  to  th6 
Houfe  of  (>tange,  which  the  Batavian  and  the  French 
governments  chofe  to  elude  or  refufe«  I'he  opportunity^ 
taoweirer,  was  now  loft;  we  are  again  at  war  with  the 
BMaviaB  Government,  and  there  remained  at  preient  no 
other  mode  of  fetting  matters  to  rights  than  by  an  effort* 
of  national  generofity  to  relieve  the  erobarraffinents  in 
which  that  illuftrious  family  had  been  involved  ;  but  he 
-never  could  excufe  Mioifters  for  not  having  fecured  indem* 
nity  from  tlie  means  in  their  hands.    How  much  more 

Eteful  would  fuch  indemnity  have  been  to  the  feelings  of 
t  illuftrious  Houfe,  rather  than  being  reduced  to  the  ne-> 
ceffity  of  depending  on  the  eleemofynary  ftipend  of  parlia- 
mentary generofity;  which,  though  it  renefted  honour 
i^>on  bis  Majefty,  with  whom  the  idea  originated,  as  well 
as  upon  the  nation  which  confen*ed  it,  yet  it  could  not  fail 
of  making  unpleafant  impreilions  upon  the  ferlings  of  the 
illuftrious  Prince,  whofe  embarraiTtnents  forced. hini  to 
accept  it,  though '  he  had  every  clairp  that  national  juftice 
and  liberality  could  fan£lion. 

Lord  Hawktjbury  acknowledged  that  the  fecret  conven* 
tiod  between  the  French  and  Batavian  Plenipotentiaries, 
which  had  been  alluded  to,  was  a  circumftance  of  a  very 
extraordinary  nature ;  but  yet  there  was  nothing  in  the 
thing  itfelf  to  preclude  one  of  the  parties  from  taking  the 
burthen  of  compenfation  off  the  Ihoulders  of  the  other, 
but  the  bad  cbaraAer  and  general  ill  condud  of  the  power 
which  had  done  fo.  What  he  dwelt  on,  he  faid,  wa$,  that 
bv  a  convention  made  in  the  month  of  June,  tht  Prince  of 
Orange  had  agreed  to  renounce  all  his  ciainns  to  the 
Stadtholderate  and  his  hereditary  ftates,  for  afi  iotiemnitf 
to  be  given  him  in  Germany,  and  having  done  f6,  be  had 
no-claim  of  right  to  withhold  the  cefiion  of  any  of  our 
*  fiipulated

Mr.  Canmng  f  xplained,  tbac  he  did  qot  impute  it  as  ba4 
iaiib  in  the  Dutch  lo  have  .thrown  the  indemDity  from  them- 
Uf\yt$  upun  France*  but  thought  it  rather  extraordinary  wc 
ibouM  hajve  applied  to  thi^m  who  had  been  relcafed,,  rather 
than  to  the  party  which  had  undertaken  \he  indemnity* 
Either  the  Prince  of  Oraoga  was  fufEciently  coippenfat^ 
or  he  was  not.  Jf  not,  he  had  a  right  to  complain  of  ov^ 
Government,  even  though  he  did.  figa  the  .treaty  or  conn 
voition  alluded  to.;  for  when  a  great  ftate  undcrtdok  tQ 
giiarantee  a  fmall  one,  it  was  bound  not  to  fuffer  go  io? 
adequate  indemnity  to  be  f  rccd  upon  it»  and  thrill  down^ 
its  throat*  otherwife  the  guarantee  would  be  of  .vcry.Utt(e« 
fervice.  \  \    , 

Sir/*.  £«r^#// faid^thit  he  thought  the  propofed  provi* 
{km  was  one  of  rhe  moil  extraordinary  mc^fures,  ifnder  the. 
pit^fent  circumQances  of  the  country,  that  evbr  was  Tub-*] 
Ulitted  to  the  confidera  ton  of^he  Houfe  ;  and,  in  his 
opinion,  the  noble  Lord  had  felt  a  confiderable  difficulty  in. 
propoHng.a  cUim  upon  the  people  of  England  in  fuch  times« 
and  foi:  ft|ch  a  purpofe.  TIjc  nuble  Lord  had  reded  that, 
daim  $>\  the  Priiice  of  Orange  upon  the  julUce  and  geno^ 
rofity.  of  thex:ountry.^  As  tor  ju(tice,  wherever  it  could  bp 
eftabiiihed*  it  was  a  matter  ablolutely  neceflary  to  be  at- 
tended to  by  all  nations  and  people  ;  and  as  for  generofity, 
it  was,  lu  his  opinion,  a  mod  excellent  quality ;  btit  he 
thought  it  would  not  be  amifs,  on  the  prefent  occa{ton»  for 
Minifters.to  attend  a  little  to  the  judice  which  they  owed 
the  people  of  this  country,  in  preference  to  liilening  to 
inaagin^ry  claims  aridng  from  other  quarters.  He  thought^ 
that  fo  far  from  the  Houfe  of  Orange  having  claims,  againd 
this  country,  Parliament  and  the  people  of  England  might 
have  claims  againlt  it,  having  b^en  called  in  as  auxiliaries 
only  in  order  to  adift  the  Dutch  \  for  the  Prinee  of  Orange 
was  the  original  caufe  of  involving  this  country  iii  the  late 
war.  lothat  point  of  vi^w,  a^  an  advocate  for  the  people 
of  England,  he  ibould  declare  himfelf  ^hoflile  to  any  claifn 
of  the  nature  of  that  which  was  now  propof^d.  The  Prince 
of  Orange  muft  have  either  facrificed  the  intereft  of  his 
country,  or  be. could  have  no  claim  upon  ifais«  We  were 
jufi  .now  entered  into  a  war,  the  real  objeds  of  which  have  < 
•     •       '  become 
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brcomejiiff  is  indefinite  as  tfioTe  of  the  Uft  iMie^  anct  no  aim 
couM  tell  how  unible  we  might  be  to  refill  our  enemtesy  or 
how  this  country  was  to  be  defended  ;  and  we  were  even  at 
this  time  confidering  how  this  capital  was  to  be  defended 
againft  a  fifge ;  and  he  would  appeal  to  any  man,  if,  wheii 
wo  were  involved  in  fuch  a  fituation,  fuch  an  unfounded 
and  unjuft  claim  as  this  ought  to  he  lifiened  to!  It  was  not 
long  ago  fince  the  Honfe  were  engaged  in  difcuifing  a  ctaim 
brought  from  a  diSerent  qtiarter,  he  meant  the  claim  of  his 
Koyal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of  Wales.     That  claim  was,  at 
fhe  lime  it  was  brought  forward,  thought  by  many  to  be 
prop.er  and  juft,  and  fuch  a  one  as  was  conne6)ed  with  the 
public  welfare  ;  though  he  mbft  confefs  that  he  himfelf  di<f 
f>ot  think  to.     It  wajt,  however,  voluntarily  gFven  up  by  the 
Prince  of  Wales  himfelf,  and  abandoned  by  ail  who  fiip- 
ported  it,  on  account* of  the  advantages  which  woiiM' re fult 
to.  the  country,  when  in  a  ftate  of  war,  by  itg  being  qua(hed. 
He  could  not  imagine  it  polTible,  that  Parliament,  after  hav. 
icg  abandoned  the  claim  of  a  Prince  of  this  country,  cooM 
entertain,  for  a  moment,  fuch  a  one  as  the  prefent.     He 
was  aftonifbed  how  any  man  could  have  thought  of  it,  when 
the  people  of  the  country  were  called  upon  fo  contribute  to* 
"wardsthe  prcfcnt  war,  on  very  ftrong  groufjds  of  neceflily, 
^hkh  create  Very  great  uneafinef;  and  difficulty  to  isvery  in- 
dividual rii  the  realm.     Once  encourage  fitch  claims,  anf  he 
Sd  not  know  what  would  be  the  end  of  them;    -Wrfs  ir  i*ilh 
a  view  to  try  the  extent  of  the  gcncrofity  of  which  the 
people  of  England  were  poflefied  ?  For  any  thing  he  knew, 
we  might  perhaps  be  called  on  by  and  by  to  indemnify  the 
£te£Mr  of  Hanover.     In  (hoft,  he  thought  it  was  impoflible 
for  him  or  any  man  to  tell  whom  we  might  be  called  on  to 
indemnify.     Under  circumflances  like   the  prcfent,  when 
The  good-will  of  the  people  was  fo  neceflary  to  be  fecored« 
he  might  fay  that  fnch  a  condud  difplayed  a  want  of  com- 
mon prudence  or  decency  to  the  country.      He  confidered 
that  Miniiters  did  not  feem  to  have  done  every  thing  with  an 
intent  to  (hew  to  the  coumry  their  economy  of  the  public 
finances,  ^h'rch  they  were  evtry  day  increafing,  by  making 
additional  txadions  upon  the  people.     They  had  done  away 
or  expunged  no  finccures  from  the  lift  of  pcnfioners,  and 
until  he  couM  read  the  pcnfion  lift,  without  exciting  difplea- 
fitre  or  dif^uft,  he  never  could  imdginethat  any  fymploms  of 
economy  were  difplalyed  by  Government.     H^  wifhed  only 
tuTcc  in  that  liil  the  liames  of  *  thofe  individuals  who  ha* 

perforine4 
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performed  meritorious  fervices  to  the  (late,  under  which 
conditions,  it  is  to  be  prefitmed  that  all  penOons  were 
created.  So  far  from  this  being  the  cafe,  however,  he  faw 
Government  overlooicing  meritorious  fervices,  while  the/ 
were  appealing  to  the  generofity  of.  the  Country  at  a  time 
when  the  people  were  exhaufted  with  taxes  which  were  laid 
upon  thetn,  and  when  all  that  induftry  and  ingenuity  caft 
produce,  feem  not  adequate  to  latisfy  the  numerous  demands 
of  Government.  When  we  fee  fuch  loans  of  money,  and 
fometimes  even  two  budgets  brought  forward  in  one  year, 
with  rules  of  taxes  and  contributions,  he  (h.ould,  under  fuch 
circumflances,  conceive  that  he  was  betraying  the  intereft 
of,  his  conAituents,  were  he  to  con  fen  t  to  give  away  any 
money  out  of  the  pockets  of  the  public  towards  fuch  an  in«- 
demnification.  He  (hould  with  to  know  what  indeninity 
the  Prince  of  Orange  had  already  had,  for  he  im^ined  that 
no  claim  could  attach  to  the  (hips  that  were  taken  in  Hol- 
land. He  concluded  by  making  this  fingular  obfervation  ; 
that  unlefs  he  could  bring  himfclf  to  be  of  opinion,  that 
bran  was  the  bad  fubditute  which  the  people  of  England 
could  make  ufe  of  for  corn,  and  a  workhoufe  the  fitted  place 
for  people  to  refide  in  (which  he  alledged  the  Minifter  had 
once  faid)  he  could  never  think  of  agreeing  to  fuch  a 
donation 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  exprefled  his  a(loni(h- 
ment  at  hearing  the  hon.  Baronet  make  fuch  ^n  allegation. 
Whethej:  or  not  he  had  ever  made  fuch  an  obfervation  as 
that  imputed  to  him,  he  only  need  appeal  to  the  Members 
of  tl^t.Houfe.  He  expicned  his  aftonifhment  that  the 
claims  of  the  Prince  of  Orange  fhould  he  difallowed  by 
any  perfon  whatever.  Surprifcd  he  was  to  find  that  an  ,un- 
fortunate  family,  who  were  the  vidlims  of  the  gigantic 
military  and  unjuft  power  of  France,  did  not  draw  from  the 
hon.  Gentleman  fome  fentiments  of  pitVi  of  generofity,  or 
even  of  jufticc,  feeling  as  he  rauft,  and  knowing  as  he  muft 
know,  that  to  that  illufirious  Houfe  this  countrv  was  in- 
debted  for;  a  confitlcrable  Iharc  of  the  liberties  which  it  now 
enjoys.  He  truftcd  there  could  not  be  another  individual  in 
the  Hon1c  wl)0  was  not  inclined  more  juftly  to  refleft  upon 
the  lamentaiile  viciffitudes  of  fortune.  '  in  tpite  of  the  ma- 
chinations of  the  French  wc  had  prcferved,  unimpaired,  all. 
the  bIcflVngs  ()r5e;inaling  fm'm  King  William  MI.  greatly  by 
means  of  the  afTiftancc  derived  from  our  faithful  ally.  He 
Ikould'havc  thought  that  the  deplorable  ii;uatipn  of  the 
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family  in  queftson  would  have  excited  Che  compaf&oii*  would 
have  awakened  the  juft  and  genercus  feelings  of  every  per- 
/qn  within  thia  Houfe.  It  was,  no^  doubt,  a  melaocholjr 
^rcurafiaocey  that  tjie  Hotife  was  upder  the  necellity  of  vot- 
ing (he  fum  of  60,0001.  towards  the  wants  and  neceffities 
of  the  Prince  of  Orange,  at  a  time  like  the  prefent,  when 
our  owifL  exigencies  were  fo  great ;  but  the  propriety  aixd 
even  the  juflice  of  the  claim  he  hoped  would  beiificned  to 
by  the  Houfe.  'Jbe  money  which  we  had  received,  and  the 
liberties  which  we  were  in  pofleflion  of  by  means  of  that  il- 
ludrious  family,  were  confiderations  which,  he  triiiled, 
would  have  their  due  weiglit.  The  han.  Member  haci 
ftated,  that  no  argument  had  been  brought  forward  in  fup- 
port  of  the  claim.  He  thought  his  noble  Friend  faid  fuf- 
iicient,  when  in  his  appeal  to  the  Houfe  he  dated  the 
arrangement  which  was  to  take  place,  provided  this  country 
furrcndercd  the  (hips  which  were  taken  in  Holland.  After 
thefe  fhips  had  been  fo  retained,  they  were  to  operate  as  a 
claim  of  220,0001,  which  was  to  be  advanced  by  this 
country.  The  occupation  of  Holland  by  the  French,  how- 
ever, foon  prevented  any  indemnification  being  made  at 
that  time,  by  a  fenfe  of  honour  and  other  coniiderations ; 
but  we  Ihould  at  leaft  fee,  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  Ihould 
not  be  a  fufFerer  by  fuch  a  conduft.  His  noble  Friend  made 
an  appeal  to  the  generofity  of  the  people  of  this  country* 
and  ftated  that  we  had  ftood  in  the  way  of  an  arrangement, 
which  would  Iiave  opened,  to  the  advantage  of  the  aobte 
perfonage  whofe  cafe  we  were  considering. 

Mr.  JV.  Smith  faid,  that  tlu:re  was  certainty  a  very  power- 
ful, and  perhaps  irrefiftible  appeal  made  in  this  cafe,  and  he 
ihould  not  be  the  firft  to  refufe  any  grant  claimed  upon  the 
ground  of  the  compaiHon  or  the  gratitude  of  this  country  to 
that  illuftrious  faujily.  Upon  thefe  grounds  he  admitted 
their  claims  in  the  fulleft  extent,  but  when  Gentleaien 
fpoke  of  juftice,  they  admitted  a  fort  of  confufion,  or  at  leaft- 
mixture  of  ideas.  His  plain  and  fimple  objedion  was  of  » 
different  nature.  The  Parliament  was  now  iitting  later 
than  ufual,  on  the  26th  of  July,  and  this  meafure  wasde* 
ferred  till  a  period  when  a  very  thin  attendance  mud  necel^ 
'sarily  be  expedled.  The  fum  of  60,0001.  and  16,000k. 
a  year  was  not  a  triflfe  in  itfeif,  and  was  of  dill  greater  iro* 
portance  as  a  precedent  Yet;  though  the  Fi^ench  Ihould 
be  even  at  our  doors,  he  would  not  objeft,  were  it  abfolutely 
a  claim  ofgcnerolity  and  juilice.     But  Ik;  would  aik,  wIit 
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pafs  a  vote  ill  the  end  of  July»  whicli  would  anfwer  the  fame 
purpofe  in  November  next?  It  did  not  appear  that  there 
was  any  regular  or  preffing  neceflity  for  the  grant  now,  and 
there  could  be  no  doubt  of  th^  Huufe  being  fully  as  refpon- 
iible  and  well  able  to  pay  the  money  in  November,  after 
having  had  fuihcient  time  to  examine  into  all  the  circuhi- 
fiances. 

Lord  Hawlefiury  faid,  he  could  fee  no  objefiiofi  <o  fuch  ^ 
meafure  as  this  on  account  of  a  thin  attendance,  when  there 
was  bunnefs  of  fuch  extreme  importance  before  Parliament^ 
as  the  defence  and  the  property  hill*  The  reafon  why  it 
was  not  brought  forward  before,  was  only  becaufe  his  Ma- 
jefty's  Minifters  were  hitherto  fo  very  much  occupied  wi  h 
other  budnefs.  With  regard  to  the  poflponement,  he  faid, 
he  had  reafon  ta think  that  the  vote  now  propofed  would  be 
more  acceptable  lo  that  illuftrious  family  at  prefent,  than  a 
much  larger  fum  if  delayed  for  another  year. 

Mr.  Smith  replied,  that  he  did  not  propofe  it  to  be  delayed 
for  another  year,  but  till  November  next,  which  would  be  no. 
more  than  the  fpace  of  three  months. 

The  refolution  for  the  grant  of  6o,ocx)i.  was  agreed  to 
ntm,  con. 

Lord  Hawhjhurj  then  faid,  that  he  was  under  a  mifappre- 
henflon  when  he  ftated,  that  the  annuity  mud  require  a  fe- 
parate  Committee  ;  and  finding  that  it  might  be  paiTed  with 
equal  regularity  now,  he  would  lofe  no  time,  hot  move,  that 
there  be  granted  to  his  Majcfty,  out  of  the  confolidated  fund, 
the  annual  fum  of  i6,oool.as  an  indemnity  to  the  iltuftrious 
Houfe  of  Orange. 

Mr.  Wm.  Smith  propofed  to  get  rid  of  this  motion,  by 
moving,  that  the  Chairman  do  leave  the  chair  \    which  was 
Jmmediafely  negatived,  and  the  refolution  carried. 

On  the  motion  for  the  fum  of  2,QOO,ocx>l.  to  be  granted 
^s  a  vote  of  credit, 

Mr.  johnflone  faid,"the  Minifter  on  a  former  day,  accord* 
ing  to  a  report  which  he  then  held  in  bis  hand,  had  given  a 
pledge  that  twenty-fix  millions  would  be  fufficient  for  the 
fervice  of  the  enfuing  year.  To  (hew  that  this  pledge  could 
not  be  redeemed,  he  (lated,  that  in  the  year  1800,  the  ex- 
p^nce  was  32,000,000!.  and  in  the  year  enfuing  38,000,0001. 
for  Great  Britain  only,  which,  with  the  5,000,000!.  from 
f  relatKl,  amounted  to  the  fum  of  43,000,000!.  and  he  could 
not  fee  how  it  was  poflible  that  we  could  go  on  at  a  cheaper 
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rate   now,    wrhen   we  were  to  have  an  infihitely  greater 
e(Vabli(hment. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  replied,  that  the  newfpaper 
report  alluded  to,  mud  have  been  grofsly  iryiccurate,  if  it 
Aated  him  to  fay^  that  the  expences  of  the  year  would  be  no 
more  than  26.0C0  cool,  for  thpugh  he  might  reafonably  be 
'  fuppofed  to  know  at  the  litne  what  were  the  inteniions<of 
Government  in. regard  to  the  augmentation  of  our  force,  he 
could  not  have  atvticipated  what  might  have  been  the  deciGoh 
of  Parliament.  What  he  really  ftated  the  expences  of  the 
year  he  eftiitiated  at,  was  about  30,000,000!  or  26,000,000!. 
cxclufive  of  Ireland.  This  arofe  from  the  eflimate  of 
io,ooo,oool.  from  the  previous  produce  of  the  confolidated 
fund,  io»ooo,oool.  from  the  Cudoms,  and  io,ooo,oool. 
more,  which  he  propofed  to  raife  in  this  country  as  a  war 
fax. 

1  he  refolutions  were  agreed  to,  the  report  ordered  to  be 
received  the  next  day,  and  the  Committee  of  Supply  ordered 
to  fit  again  on  Wednefday. 

WAYS  AND  MEANS. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  prefaced  the  refolutions 
he  had  to  propofc,  by  obfcrving,  tha'  at  an  early  period  of  the 
year,  ii  was  propofed  to.  raife  3,000,000!.  fnr  the  payment  of 
a  like  fum  advanced  by  the  Bank,  of  which  1,500,000!.  had 
been  actually  paid  ;  but,  in  confequence  of  the  renewal  of 
the  war,  an  application  was  tiiadc  to  induce  them  to  take  the 
remainder  in  Exchequer  bills,  which,  was  agreed  to  for  the 
public  convenience.

ALIENS. 

The  Attorney  Gtncraltoh  to  fubmit  to  the  Houfe  the  pro- 
priety of  making  Tome  alterations  in  the  laws  refpeding 
aliens.     It  appeared  neceflary  that  perfons  offending  under 
the  alien  zGt  (hould  be  liable  to  be  punifhed  in  a  more  fum* 
mary  manner  than  was  at  prefent  provided  for.     Under  the 
a£l  they  could  be  puniQied  by  indi&ment  only  for  difubeying 
the  King's  proclamation^  and  other  offences.    This  mode  of 
proceeding  was,  however^  frequently  very  inconvenient; 
and  it  would  be  propofed  to  alter  it.     Another  change  which 
be  intended  to  fugged  related  to  the.  power  of  fending  aliens 
out  of  the  country ;  that  power  was  at  prefent  poflcfTed  by  the 
magiflrates ;  but  in  his  opinion  it  ought  to  be  lodged  in  the 
hands  of  the  Crown  only.     Several  other  regulations,  which 
were  not  necefTary  in  the  time  of  peace  when  the  laft  a£k 
was  pafTed,  would  be  introduced  into  the  bill  he  was  to  bring 
in.     Regulations  would  alfo  be  made  refpcAing  the  ports  at 
which  aliens  (hould  be  permitted  to  land.      It  was  trer^  de- 
firable  that  no  neceflity  (hould  arife  for  fufpending  the  habeas 
corpus  z8t\    and  in  order  that  the  people  of  this  counirj 
might  not  be  fiibjeded  to  that  inconvenience,  it  was  proper 
lo  be  more  vigilant  with  refpeA  to  aliens.    Under  the  prefent 
circumftances  of  the  country,  it  was  indifpenflbly  reqiiifite 
that  foreigners  (hould  be  placed  under  reftridions,  which  he 
fliould  be  very  forry  to  fee  extended  to  the  people  of  this 
country.     He  therefore  moved,  that  leave  be  given  to  bfrng 
in  a  bill  to  repeal  the  alien  ad,  and  to  fubftitute  other  regu* 
lations  in  lieu  thereof. — Leave  was  given  to  bring  in  the 
bilL 

The  Attorney  General  alfo  obtained  leave  to  brihg  in 
a  bill  to  amend  fo  much  of  the  a6ls  of  the  2d  aitd  7th  Geo.  I. 
aa  relates  to  the  pilots  of  Deal,  Doverj  and*  the  Ifle  of 
Thanet. 

SUGARS. 

Mr.  Chapman  faid,  he  (hould  ndt  pfopofe  the  motron  he 
intended  to  fubmit,  at  fo  late  a  period  of  the  SefCun,  if  the

daties  now  payable  upon  Weft-India  producci  wete  not  fo 
exorbitant  as  mud  prove  ruinous  to  individuals»  and  ulti- 
n^ately  injurious  to  the  revenue.  He  did  not  doubt  the 
Minifter'$  dtlpofition  to  levy  taxes  equally,  but  when  he  faid| 
that  the  colonial  articles  could  not  only  bear  the  new  taic 
a^i  but  CQuld  alfo  do  it  if  carried  to  a  greater  extent,  he  did 
not  hefiiate  to  fay  that  his  information  was  unfounded,  and 
'grofsly  and  glaringly  falfe.  He  was  ready  to  proye  his  af*- 
fertion,  and  make  It  evident  when  an  opportunity  (hould  be 
given  him,  that  the  colonial  produce  was  over-taxed  ;  that 
ajl  the  profit  went. into  the  hands  of  the  Exchequer  ;  that 
the  different  taxes  left  very  little  to  the  planter  for  hi$ 
capital,  and  nothing  fpr  his  rent ;  and  that  the  planter  paid 
full  twenty  Ifailiings  in  the  pound  on  his  rent,  and  at  leaft 
fifteen lAUlings  in  the  pound  out  of  his  capital.  Upon  this 
fyilem,  therelore^  the  moderation  of  Bonaparte  him felf  could 
notjcave  the  colonics  lefs  than  the  moderation  of  the  prefeht 
MiniAer.  This  was  not  to  be  anfwered  by  cafes  of  in^ 
dividual  opulence,  any  more  than  in  other  concerns  ^  «nd 
were  he  a(ked»  why,  if  it  was  a  lofing  trade,  they  did  not 
withdraw  their  capital,  his  an  Twer  would  be«  becaufe  the 
thing  was  impoflible,  without  renouncing  two-thirds  of  their. 
)>roperty,  and  leaving  the  remainder  in  a  flate  of  the  utmo(t 
infecurity.  He  wiihed  that  the  tax,  particularly  on  fugar« 
(hould  be  levied  ad  valorem ;  for  as  it  flood  at  prefent,  the 
commonefl  brown  or  black  fugars  paid  as  high  a  tax  as  the 
fincft  fort,  by  which  the  poor  man,  who  bought  his'common 
fugar  by  the  pound  or  half-pound,  paid  a  tax  of  a  penny> 
whereas  the  gentleman,  who  bought  hisTugar  by  ihc-loaf,, 
paid  no  more  than  a  halfpenny.  He  then  moved  that  the 
Moufe  do,  on  Thurfday  next,  refolve  itfelf  into  a  Committee^ 
to  confider  of  the  duties  upon  fugar. 

'J  he  Ch^intellor  $f  the  Exchequer  faid,  if  he  underftood  the* 
hoo.  gentleman  right,  he  meant  to  reprefent  the  trading  in- 
terefl  of  this  country  to  be  at  variance  with  that  of  the  colo« 
nies;  whereas  a  reference  to  the  records  of  Parliame/it 
would  fhew  that  of  the  Wefl- India  colonies  to  be  a  very^ fa- 
voured trade.  In  proof  of  this  he  quoted  the  bonding  and 
vrarehoufing  a£ls,  pafTcd  principally  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  Weft-India  merchants.  Neither  did  the  indulgence. 
Hop  there ;  for  in  the  laft  Seffion  a  bounty  was  granted  on- 
the  importatbn  of  refined  fugars,  and  afterwards  on  the  ex« 
portaiion  of  fugars  in  a  raw  aifd  unmanufafiured  ftate.  If 
the  cafe  was  really  as  ftatedj  it  would  be  impoifible  to  account 
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for  the  rife  of  i^s.  in  the  price  of  fugar  undci  all  this  mighif 
prefTure,  for  the  price  was  lately  no  more  than  33s.  whereas 
be  underilood  that  that  very  day  it  was  as  high  as  48s.  la 
^the  courfe  of  the  laft  w4r<  fugar  had  rifcn/ometimes  fojiigli 
zs  80s.  at  the  time  that  the  ueceflaries  of  life  were  at  a  moft 
exorbitant  and  di(lrc0ing  price,  and  yet  neither  the  export 
trade  nor  the  home  confumption  of  fugar  had  in  any  degree 
diminiflied.  With  regard  to  the  aJ  valonm  duty,  be  aflured 
the  Houfe,  that  feveral  of  the  moft  intelligent  people  had 
been  confulted  on  it,  and  ^hat,  on  the  moft  mature^  delibe- 
fation,  it  was  found  to  be  impradicable.  The  poor  man, 
DO  doubt,  paid  aS'  high  a  duty  as  he  who  bought  fugar  of  the 
firft  quality,  but  then  he  did  not  pay  fo  high  a  price  for  it. 
This  buying  in  fmatl  quantities  always  fubjeded  a  perfon  of 
limited  means  fo  pay  more  than  be  who  purchafed  con* 
fiderably,  on  account  of  the  nuiliber  of  hanffs  receiving  profit 
in  a  retail  way  before  tt  came  to  the  confumer,  but  this  ap- 
plied to  every  other  article  as  well  as  that  of  fugar,  except  ii» 
articles  of  the  firft  neceflity,  which  the  poor  could  buy  as 
dieap  as  tlfe  rich  at  market.  As  to  the  planters  not  being 
allowed  fufficiently  for  their  capitals,  he  could  not  well  recon- 
<:ile  that  with  fo  much  Britifh  capital  laid  out  in  plantations 
in  Martinique  and  other  ifiands,,  and  the  numerous  appli- 
cations  for  other  grants  of  lands  in  the  iffand  of  Trinidada. 
He  concluded  with  moving,  that  the  other  orders  of  the  day 
be  now  read. 

Sir  IV.Puheney  faw  no  difficulty  in  levying  an  ad  valorem  du- 
ty on  fugar.  When  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  (the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer)  xrolleded  his  information  from  perfonsof 
oppofite  interefts  in  trade,  he  might  expeA  to  hear  very  coz>- 
tradidory  reprcfentations. 

Mr.  Mafining  declared,  that  if  the  hon.  Baronet's  obfer- 
vations  referred  to  him,  they  were  unfounded.  He  never 
had  ufedany  influence  with  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  in  any 
cpnverfationis  with  him.  He  was  convinced  that  it  was  im« 
[yoflible  to  adopt  an  ad  valonm  duty,  without  occafioning 
great  vexations  to  trade. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  thought  it  due  to  his  hon-, 
friend  fMr.  Manning)  to  ftate,  that  though  he  was  certainly 
apprifed  of  his  opinion  with  refpefi  to  the  tax  under  con* 
fideration,  yet  he  had  never  prcfledthat  opinion  with  violence 
or  jpertinacity ;  but  had  always  ftated  it  with  that  modeiatioii 
.which  was  peculiar  to  his  charaAer. 

Mr- 


Mr.  Fanjittart  faid,  they  could  not  fend  the  fligars  to 
America,  without  being  liable  to  penalti6$  and  confifcations. 

Mr.  Giles  thought  it  would  be  conferring  a  confiderable 
1>eneiit  upon  the  planter  or  manufafiurer  of  fine  fugar,  were 
the  duty  to  be  laid  on  according  to  the  quality.  He  thought 
th)e  prefent  piode  of  laying  on  me  duty  according  to  the  quati- 
tiiy«  whether  fine  or  coarfe^  was  doing  an  injuftice  to  the 
manufadurer  of  coarfe  fugar. 

*     After  a  converfation  of  fome  length,  upon   this  fubjeft^ 
Mr.  Chapman  agreed  t6  withdi$w  his  motion. 

CURATES. 

The  Chancellor  •/  the  Exchequer  moved»  that  the  Houfe 
ihould  go  into  a  Committee,  to  confider  the  expediency  of 
relieving,  out  of  the  public  money,  fuch  temporary  cura^tes 
^$  might  be.  deprived  of  their  cures  by  the  operation  of  the 
Ute  bill  for  the  refidence  of  the  (clergy.  The  fjoi^fc  accord* 
ingly  went  into  a  Commitree. 

'rbe  Chancellor  tf  the  Exchequer  faid,  he  ibouM  have  apo* 
Ipgizcd  to  the  Committee,  for  v^hat  be  was  about  to  propofe» 
did  he  not  believe  that  it  was  a  raeafure  which  would  meet 
lyith  the  general  concurrence  of  the  Hopfe,  from  every. 
hint  which  he  had  yet  occafion  to  receive  upon  the  fubjeft.  . 
It  ha{j  long  been  a  part  of  the  eftablilhed  policy  of  the 
country  to  encourage  the  refidence  of  the  clergy ;  but  fhe 
fUpendiary  curate  bill  could  not^be  faid  to  include  every 
defcription  of  curates,  or  to  entitle  them  to  the  bounty  of 
Parliament*  He  was  Cure  that  Parliament,  in  itsjufticeand 
compaflion,  would  not  admit  of  hardlhips  being  felt  by  the 
defcription  of  men  he  alluded  to,  when  the  fum  of  Spools 
wopld  be  rpflicient  in  a  great  ipeafure  to  prevent  their  dif- 
frefs.  Ii  ought  not  only  to  proceed  from  a  fcnfe  of  jqftice,  but 
« it  ought  to  be  the  eftabliflied  policy  of  the  country  to  prevent 
the  clerical  chara'der  from  l^ing  lowered  and  degraded,  and 
he  thought  that  it  ought  not  to  be  a  part  of  that  policy,  to 
admit  the  expediency  of  perfons  entering  into  holy  orders,  ' 
who  have  no  other  means  of  fubfiftence  than  their  clerical 
profefiion.  There  was  hardly  a  church  living  for  curates, 
which,  cpnfidering  the  prefffit  value  of  mooey,  copld  be 
fufficient  to  procure  a  livelihood  for  themfelyes  and  their 
•families.  It  was  not  therefore  too  ipnch  for  Parliament  to 
cxped  that  they  Ihould  be  perfons  who  had  other  means  of 
Xubfillience  than  wbat  they  derived  from  their  clerical  func- 
tions. He  ihoiight  that  tipon  the  principles  of  Queen 
Ajnne's  bounty,  fomething  ought  to.  be  done  for  the  poore 
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^lafs  of  clergy,men  called  temporary  curates.  He  fliouUI 
therefore  fubmit  the  expediency  of  a  fmall  fum  being  lenl 
put  on  interefl  for  their  benefit;  and  he  only  mentioned  this» 
in  the  hope^  *that  during  next  fefTion  of  Parliamei?t»  fome 
more  eifedlual  mean^  (hould  be  adopted  for  their  lelief.  Hq 
therefore  huml^ly  moved,  that  the  Committee  (hould  coiw 
fider  the  expediency  of  8a  ol.  being  granted  to  his  Majefty^ 
for  the  relibt  of  fuch  curates  as  have  been  difappointed  by 
the  late  bill.  He  (hould  alfoprppofe,  that  the  money  (hould 
be  applied  by  the  Governors  of  Q^ieen  Anne's' bounty,  and 
that  there  (hould  be  a  limitation  in  the  mode  of  application, 
cither  by  three-foprths  or  two-thirds  of  what  th^  curate  had 
fo  been  deprived  of. 

Mr.  H.  Brown  concurred  in  the  meafure. 

On  thequeftion  being  put,  (he  motion  was  carried.  The 
Houfe  refumed,  and  the  report  ordjcred  to  be  received  tho 
uext  day.  * 

The  papers  which  were  prefentedthc  day  before  refpeft-* 
ing  parfonage  houfes  and  churches  in  Ireland  were  ordered 
to  be  printed.  . 

Mr.  Alexander  prefented  the  report  of  the  Codnmittee 
on  the  expiring  laws  bill.  The  feveral  refolutions  wcr^ 
agreed  to,  and  bills  ordered  accordingly. 

Yhe  report  of  the  Eaft  India  (hipping  bill  was  prefenfed^ 
^nd  ordered  to  be  taken  into  further  confideraiion  the  next 
day. 

The  Iri(h  jtifticcs*  bill,  the  Iri(h  militia  families'  bilV 
the  ptize  goods  bill,  and  court-nriartial  wItBe(res*s  bill,  were 
feverally  read  a  third  time,  and  pafled. 

The  Scotch  army  of  rcferve  amendment  bill  was  read  4 
fccondtime,  and  oidered  to  be  committed  the  next  day. 

The  other  orders  of  the  day  were  poftponed.

WBDNESDAY,   JULY    27. 

A  mcflage  from  the  Lords  informed  the  Houfc,  that  their 
Lordfiiips  had  agreed  to  the  Irifh  treafury  bills  bill,  the  ge- 
neral defence  bill,  the  Caledonian  canal  bill,  the  Irifh  mi- 
litia  completion  bill,  the  longitude  bill,  the  cheft  of  Chat- 
bam  bill,  the  Dublin  port  bill,  and  feveral  private  bills.  , 

An  account  was  prefented  at  the  bar,  of  the  different 
public  fecurities  and  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Commidion- 
era  appointed  to  manage  the  finking  fund  of  the  Eaft  India 
Company. 

The  Scotch  cotton  weavers'  bill  was  read  a  third  time 
and  pafled. 

Mr.  Addington  moved,  that  the  Houfe  dorcfolve  itfelf  the

WOOILET^  MANUFACTURES.    * 

The  order  of  the  day  having  been  read  for  confidcring  the 
}A)rd's  amendments  on  the  woollen  manufadurers'  bill. 

The  Speaker  informed  the  Houfe,  that  this^bill  appeared 
to  him  to  be  in  fome  degree  connected  with  that  clafsof 
bills  which  it  was  the  peculiar  privilege  of  that  Houfe  to 
originate,  and  in  which  they  never  confenred  tb  any  amend* 
ftlents,  in  as  mtich  as  by  its  enading  puniflimenis  by  fine 
lo  certain  cafc9|  it  fo  far  went  to  the  levying  of  money  from 
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the  fubjeds  of  this  realm  ;  it  was  the  cuf^om  of  the  Houfe, 
on  thofe  occaflonSt  to  poftpone  the  coofideration  of  tho 
aaicndments  for  a  long  tiixiey  and  bring  in  a  new  bill  altered 
9ccording1y,  if  the  Houfe  approved  ot  the  aipendmeDts  in. 
themfelves. 

Mr.  yanjittart  moved  the  poftponing  the  confideration  of 
thofe  amendments  for  three  months,  which  was  accordingly 
agreed  to*  He  then  obtained  leave  tb  bring  in  a  bill  agree* 
able  to  their  LordAips'  amendments;  which  having  obtained^ 
ke  brought  in  the  bill,  which  was  read  a  firft  times  aiM| 
ordered  to  be  read  a  fecond  time  the  next  day,     ^ 

JOURNAL?   OF   THC    HOUSE. 

Lord  Glenlervle  dated  to  the  Houfe,  that  no  more  copies 
of  its  journals  were  now  printed^  than  when  the  Houfe  wat 
compofed  of  fewer  Members ;    that  the  number  adually 
primed  was  too  fmall  to  fiipply  the  demand,  and  that  many 
ytty  valuable  reports,  which  had  been  prefcnted  by  different 
Committees  to  the  Houfe,  bad  been  in  a  manner  loft,  from 
want  of  the  means  to  obtain  printed -copies  of  them:  he  was 
of  opinion,  that  there  ought  to  be  piinted  not  le^  than  i2oa 
copies  of  the  journals  and  indexes,  and  1500  of  th^  reports 
of  the  different  Committees;  he  concluded  by  moving,  that 
a  Committee  (bould  be  appointed  to  inquire  i^to  ^he  lubje^ 
of  the  printing  of  the  jourcals  and  reports  of  t(]e  Houfe. 
This  motion  was  adopted,  an$l  a  Committer  accordingly  ap- 
pointed, confiRing  of  Lord  Glcnbervie,  the  Chancellor  of 
the  Exchequer,  Lord  Hawkefbury,  and  the  Law  Officers, 

Lord  Glenbervie  then  moved  feveial  inflrudions  to  \\\\s 
Committee,  which  were  agreed  to ;  namely,  that  they  (hould 
prefent  an  efiimate  of  the  expence  of  printing  the  number 
of  copies  he  had  mentioned,  and  of  procuring  a  fit  place  to 
dcpoflt  ihemt  and  alfo  that  (hey  (hould  fupermtend  the  arn 
rangemeQt  pf  the  reports  and  journals  fo  to  be  publilhed. 

ALIENS. 

The  Attorney  General  brought  in  a  bill  for  repealing  tht 
mSt  pafled  in  the  lad  feflion,  refpefiihg  aliens ;  the  bill  whii^ 
he  prefented,  and  in  which  there  were  feveral  additional 
claufes,  was  to  be  fubAituted  in  the  pla<;e  of  it. 

The  preamble  of  the  bill  dated,  that,  <<  Whereas  in  tho 
prefent  circuiuftances,  great  da^ngcr  and  mifchief  might  arife 
from  the  refidence  and  refort  of  foreigners  in  this  country/' 
and  the  provifions  of  the  bill,  befldes  empowering  his,Ma« 
jefty's  Secretvy  of  State  to  remove  fuch  of  them  f rom  th« 
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cduntry  a^  he  (hould  judge  proper,  laid  additional  re** 
Ilraints  on  thfcir  landing,  re(lri£ling  them  to  land  only  at  cer- 
tain portSj  which  (Iiouldbe  affigned  for  them.  There  were 
feveral  other  additional  claufes  in  this  bill. 

The  bill  was  read  a  firft  time,  arid  ordered  to  be  read  » 
fecond  time  the  next  d^y. 

?ROPeRTY  BILL. 

The  order  of  the  day  was  moved  for  taking  into  conHde- 
ration  the  report  of  the  bill  for  granting  contributions  (ot 
certain  defcriptions  of  property. 

The  Chancellor  if  tte  Hxchtgy^r  (axd^  he  rofe  to  move  the 
recommitment  of  the  billi  and,  as  a  greater  part  of  the  claufes 
had  undergone  a  minute  difcuilion  ^n  the  Committee,  he 
ihould  prefume'it  would  not  be  the  wifli  of  the  Houfe  to  re- 
iume  the  difcuf&on  on  thofe  points.    Bui  it  would  be  rccoK 
le£led,  that  jud  before  the  breaking  up  of  the  Committee^ 
jTome  additional  claufes  were  propofed,  which  the  Hpufe 
ought  to  have  an  opportunity  of  Rating  their  opinion  upon. 
It  was  upon  that  ground  he  Ihould  move  the  recommitmenr. 
The  priacipal  points  in  the  claufes  related  to  excn::ptlons 
from  abatements  on  account  of  fines  and  repairs,  and  alfo 
the  ptopofed  exemptions  with   regard  to  f()rcigner>s  lending 
money  in  this  country,  which  might  be  fubjedl  to  the  ppe^* 
ration  of  the  tax.     On  the  riifejeft  of  the  fines,  it  was  uc- 
ceflary  the  Houfe  (hould   be  perfefliy  apprized  before  the 
recommitment  of  the  bill.     The   mode  of  charging   land- 
lords and  tenants  jo  cafes  of  fines,^  was  a  fubjedl  of  much 
difficulty  ;  but  the  mode  he  fubmittcd  was  liable  to  as  few 
objediions  as  poilible,  though  it  was  not  wholly  deflfrutc  of 
tbem.     What  was  propofed  was  this,  that  where  a  fine  for 
a  leafe  for.feven  or  fourteen  years  was  paid,  the  tenant  ihould 
be  entitled  to  dedudioa  for  the   fine   paid,   divided   by  the 
number .  of  years  upon  which  it  had  been  paid.     Siippofe 
700I.  had  been  paid  as  a  fine  for  feven  years,  then  the  divifion 
of  7C0I.  would  be   feven  years,   and  the  quotient  would  be 
thefum  of  lOol.  for  which  the  tenant  wotild  be  entitled  to 
be  difcharged.  The  fum  for  which  he  would  be  difcharged  was 
to  be  laid  on  the  landlord.     Suppofe  (what   was  impoflfble, 
but  for  argument's  fake)  that  jool.  was  to  purchafe  an  an- 
nuity of  ?5ol.  theeffeft  of  exonerating  the  tenant  would  be 
to  fubjed  him  to  the  tax  for  150!.   and   then  the  landlord 
Would  be  liable  to  be  charged  for   too)«     In  cafes  of  leafes 
for  years  the  mode  would  be  fitnilar.    In   what  was  called 
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the  legacy  bill,  there  was  a  fchedule,  with  c^IcuUtions  for 
two  lives.  It  was  propofed  bv  (he  ptcfenx  bill  to  apply  that 
fchedule  to  three  lives,  and  the  number  of  years  on  which, 
the  calculation  was  to  be  founded  was  to  be  equal  to  the 
number  of  years  for  which  ihe  leafc  was  granted,  and  that 
was  to  be  the  dlvifor.  This  was  the  principle  rcforted  to 
under  the  income  afl,  with  this  difFerence  only,  that  the 
laqdlord  would  never  be  charged,  unlefs  he  had  a^ually  re-- 
cciyed  the  fine. 

The  next  point  to  which  the  amendments  applied  was  that* 
of  repairs.    It  was  a  fubjcfl  on  which  there  was  a  great  dif- 
ference of  opinion,  arid  fure  he  was  the  Houfe  would  per- 
ceive that  it  was  impotHble  to  ap'p^y  the  principle  of  an  avc-' 
rage  in  fuch  a  way  as  to  reach  all  cafes;  at  the  fame  time^ 
he  was  fo  convinced  of  the  impoflibllity  of  the  inveftigationj 
of  each  particular  cafe,  that  if  it   (hould  be  the  pleafure  of 
the  Committee  to  grant  any  allowance,  it  Qiuft  be  on  the 
principle  of  an  average.     The  prefent  bill  was,on!y  to  con- 
tinue during  the  war,  and  this  confideration  applied  forcibly' 
to  the  exemptions  claimed  for  repairs.     The  obje£i  of  the 
Houfe  would  be,  to  afford  compen  fat  ion  for  necefiary  repairs, 
but  to  avoid  encouraging  landlords  to  c:Mend  their  repairsp 
w'nh  a  vjew  todiminilh  ihe  fuin  on  which  the  tax  was  to 
operate.     It  mufl  be  the  wifli  of  the  Houfe  to  afford  relief 
for  ncceffary  repairs,  but  to  avoid  extending  it  to  thofe  which 
were  unntceffary.  I'o  reach  this  objeft  on  any,  regular  prin- 
ciple would  be  impofUble,  therefore  the  only  thing  that  could 
be  done  was,  to  make  the  allowance.tnoderaie.  Theallowancc 
under  the  income  tax  had  been  'Sjfr  cnt.     He  thould  pro- 
pofe,  that   under   the  prefent   bill,  it  (hould  be   2  fer  cent* 
Under  the  income  bill,  the  allowance  for  capital  mclfuagcj 
with  farms  was  %  per  cent,  and  for  houfes  to*  which  no  land 
*was  annexed,  \o  per  cent.     From  the  beft   information  he 
•  had  been  able  to  obtain,  it  would  not  be  neccffary  to  adopt 
this  medium,  for  it  would  be  recollefled,  that  under  the  in- 
come tax,  every  year  of  war  had  a  tendency  to  iacreafe  \\xt 
period  of  its  duration  after  the  rtftoration  .of  peace.     This 
being  a  bill  which  was  underftood  to  continue  only  duriqg 
the  war,  he  did  not  think  the  allowance  for  rcjpairs  ought  to. 
be  any  thing  rtear  fo  great.     What  he  (h.  uld  propofe  would 
be,  that  in  cafes  of  lands  and  mtffua^es  there  (hnuld  be  no  ^ 
charge  ;  that  an  allowance  of  2  per  cent,  fcr  farms,  provided 
the  farm-houfcS  were  not  the  objedi  of  alTcflment ;  under 
this  bill,  and  on  capital  melTuages  without  land^  an  bIIow- 
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'  ftnce  ci  $ptr  ant.  With  tegtr  j  lo.foreignersy  and  how  far  . 
it  might  be  dbfirable  to  fubjed  them  to  the  tax,  for  money 
lent  to  fubjeds  of  this  country,  he  thought  the  country  ' 
would  ad  with  its  iifual  good  faith  in  exempting  foreigticr?. 
He  had  beftowed  the  beft  atten:ion  in  his  power  fo  the  fub* 
\t(iy  and  he  a6)ed  upon  the  belt  informal itin/  Doitbttwere 
entertained  by  the  higheft  authority,  and  among  many  Mem- 
bers of  (he  Houfe,  and  therefore  tipon  the  principle  quodA^ 
iiiaS  nifasfjl^  he  fi)outd  not  adopt  the  tax  with  regard  to  fo- 
reigners lending  money  to  Britilh  fubjeds  in  this  country; 
but  he  propoftd  guarding,  as  far  as  poSible,  againft  thofe 
frauds  which  to  a  certain  extent  it  would  be  fruitlefs  to  ex- 
pert could  be  obviated,  in  confequence  of  the  exemption  in 
favour  of  foreigners  To.  the  fubjed  of  exemptions  in 
favour  of  perfons  having  numerous  families,  he  had  alfo  paid 
attention.  He  owned  it  would  be  defirable  thefe  exemptions  ' 
(hould  be  in  anott)er  bill,  now  before  the  Houfe,  for  (implify- 
ihg  and  tnodifying  the  afleired  taxes,  making  them  th^objeft 
to  which  the  Hoiife  ought  to  look.  The  aflclRnents  had  been 
made  for  the  prefent  year,  and  it  would  be  impoilible  to  ex- 
.  lend  the«xemptions  iu  ihe  bill  he  had  alluded  to,  during  the 
prefent  year,  without  a  new  afrtfiTment.  He  Ihould  reconv- 
mend  to  the  Commiitee  to  grant  the  exemptions  in  this  bill 
for  the  prefent  year,  re fervmg  always  the  power  of  changing 
ihem.  I'his  w^s  not  the  tlagc  for  entering  into  minute  dif- 
cuflion,  but  he  wtlhed  to  fta.e  the  reafons  why  he  propofed 
the  recommitment  of  the  bill,  and  having  dated  them^^it  was  . 
only  his  intention  to  comprifein  his  obfervations  the  nature 
and  extent  of  thofe  exemptions.  He  propofed  there  ihould 
t>e  charged. 

Upon  income  from  60I.  to  400I.  for  each  child  above  two 
or  for  three  or  more  children — J^ percent^ 

Upon  )nc«)me  from  400).  10  loool.  for  ditto*— ^3  ptr  cetii. 
Upon  income  from  1000I.  to  5000I.  for  ditto— 2  ferani. 
And  upon  income  from  5000).  and  upwards— -i  per  etui* 
I  It  was  his  wifh  to  carry  the  intention  of  the  Houfe  into 
efft&t  by  granting  exemptions  to  all  under  6ol«  a  year,  and 
to  grant  abatements  in  favotir  of  thofe  above  60I.  and  under 
150!.     It  was  to  be  obferved,  that  the' principal  difficulty 
arofe  with  refptfl  to  perfons  who  were  not  aiTeiTed.   in  cafea 
of  mortgagees,  and  perfons  lending  money,  it  was  found  dif- 
ficult to  apply  a  principle  without  rifque  to  the  revenue ;  a 
mode,  however,  had  b.en  adopted  by  means  of  certificatest 
^y   which  all   perfons  who  claimed  exemptions  from  the 
Vot  iV.  1802-3.  4T  Com- 
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/  ComthHffbntfiv  (hi^iild,  on  producing  thftm^  beeoiitlcd  lo 
huve  thehf  confidfered  as  money,  fro  tkntOf  by  ihot^  by  whooi 
they  might  he  received.  It  wouki  be  found  xht  mod  (tinpie 
and'efFediiial  Ynodefhat  cckild  be  ireforted  to.  Having,  thus 
•  ftated  Yhe  ptiiims  whioh  had.  nor  yet  bficn  difctifledy  and  to 
which  f he  new  clatifes  referred,  he  Oiottld  luic  trefpaft  further 
upoti  the  fifxie  <yf  the  HbaCty  but  merely  move  that  the  bill 
ibo»M  be  rei;pmnftitted. 

The  bill  was  then  recommitted^  Mr.  Alexander  ia  the 
chair.      •       '         .   • 

Mr.  Pitt  propofed,  that  for  the  greater  accommodation 
snd  facitity  of  "difc^iflito^  it  would  be  moft  convenient  to 
canvafs^^he  aney(tidm^nt«  to  be  propofed  in  the  different  clauf«:s 
a§  i\ftf  wvfit  on;  and  confine  themfelves  to  de-fo*  refcrving 
till  afterwards  any  new  ciaufes  or  very  ferions  MncodttKOls 
in  the  body  bfthebitU 

'The- Committee- then  proceeded  to  debate  upqn  feverfl 
t^fHng  ^nd  v^tba'l  alterations  ami  faggeftions  offered  by  dif* 
fevent  Members,  very  few  of  which  were  agreed  to. 

Whfin  they  came  to  the  claufe  which/put  the  eAforcement 
of  the  tax  in  the  ci^y  df  Norwich  oui%f<  ihe  bands  of  ibe 
magiOrateSy 

A  Member^  whofe  tiamewe  could  n^  {earn,  obje£tod  to 
this,  as  comatning-an  tnfinuation  rather  .injtirious  and  of  »i 
illiberal  natuve  agarnft  the  magiflrates  of 'the  place.     I  )e  bad 
been  himfelf,  he  faid,  a  magtitrate  o£  that  part  of  the  coun- 
try, and  acommfffioner  under  the  lateincofneimx«  ami  cc|ttld 
afl'erty  from  pcrfenal  knowledge,  that  nbihingcoitld.  have  been 
conduced  witili  greater  fairnefs  and  impartialiry.     Ail  he 
wilhcd  for  was  to  have  Norwich  upon  the  fame  fito^ingas  alt 
the  dth^r  cities.  .  He  faw  the  two  Members  far  Norwich 
then  ih  thrir  places.    The  one  of  them  waa.fciiroely  fcnowa 
in  the  place,  whereas  there  was  fcarcely  an  ii^bitaa<  of  the 
gllice  who  was  not  well  known  to  the  other.     He  would 
therefore  appeal  to  his  perfooal  knowledge,  with  refpeft  to 
the  charaAcr  and  conduft  of  the  magidrates,  and  it  would 
depend  upon  the  anfwer  given,  whether  he  Ihould  find  him* 
felf  or  not  under  the  necefliiy  of  troubling  the  Committee 
again  refpiedling' the  demeanour  of  the  magiftcateii  of  Nor- 
f^k. 

Mr.  A/btcff f  earprefied  the  greateft  refpeA  for  the.  mi^tftratts 
as  well  as  the  people  of  Norwich  in  general,. whoGi'K|Me^ 
fontative  he  had  the  honour  to  be.    .But  as  it  was  fiippofcd 
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by  a  gre«f  manf- porfuor,  that  a  conficlerable  clegi^^ofp^rtj

Peeraof  ■  Ireland,  and  the  only  one  of  ihen  whbnow  attended 
in  that  Houfev  he  felt  it  his  duty  to  deUverhis  fentfoiettts'on' 
this  occafioui  and  affign  hia  reafons-for  the  vote  he  'Anoald 
give.  He  lamenred  as  much  as  any  nun  couU  do^ihefarte 
of  that  truly  virtuous  and  ufeftrl  *  charader,  who  had  becte  • 
moft  barbaroufly  murdered.  The  a&  was.one  of: the  tiioft 
atrocious  that  had  been  perpetrated  for  many  years  ^  and  he 
fully  agreed  in  :tliie  fentimenca  exprefled  by*  the~  noble 
Secretary  of  State,  as  to  the  excellent  .qualities  of  that  noble 
Lord.  The>.  horrible  aflafii nation  of  fuch  a  perfnn  was  a  proof 
that  thereesrfted  inlrdland  a  (f)irit  of  that  iKabolica)  and 
dangerous  nature,  as  to  require  fuch  meafures  for  its  fup^- 
pretiion  as'  thofe  intended  to  be  brought  forward,  and  fiich 
as  perledly  jufttfied  alt  the  ftieafures  that  had  hi4hertt>  been 
adopted  for  the  fupprefiion  of  rebellion  there.  He  had  al- 
ready had  occmfion  in  that  Houfe  to  defend  the  metrfures 
adopted  for  lifciand.  He  was  again  ready  to  defend  them  ; 
he  vraa  reai^'  loiake  his  ihare  of  the  reproaches  that  had  been 
thrown  out  againA  thufe  who  had  fupported  the  (irong  mea* 
fures  put  in  'practice  thrre,  for  the  fupprefiion  of  infurrec^ 
tion  and  rebellion,  and  he  would  never  alter  the  opinion  he 
had  formed  on  the  fubjed.

Government  paid  to  his  loyal  countryman,  that  the  means 
taken  to  fupprefs  rebellion  came  in  fuch  a  (hape.    The/e 

would 
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would  not>odw  beanyt incemfption  t6  the  dvHi  (i^ibtiiuils of 
the  country,  which  mud  be  ail  riifpended  if  'Riarttal  iM^ 
was  proclaimed.     The  lojal  inhabitants  of  Ireland  would 
now  derive  the  full  bjcnefit  of  the  Courts  of  JutKce  ;  whereas 
none  -bmt  retets' would'  be  ftibjeded  to  tntUisry  tribunals* 
He'isqiMlIy'Kpp^Jvddof  thcplail  forihe  fofpetiiion  of  the 
hubeas  o^rpii^  aft.      The  aftonrflimtiht  and  indignation 
which  ht  felt'  on  learning  thefe  freih  inftances  of  atrocity 
were  greyer  then  he  cou|d  defcribe.     But  he  hid  the  fulleft' 
yeliance  on  the  firmnefs,  the.patriotifmy  and  courageiofa 
large  pdrtion  of  the  peopldof'Irelatid ;  ar^  he  entertain^  no. 
doubt,  but  that  thofV'atrficious  wretches  whodifturbed  the 
ptibKc  lf&fT^t1Kry  Wcnitd  be  defeated  in  all  their  fehenMS : 
would  meet  wittr' ruin  and  dir^^race.     Before  he  fat  down/ 
there'was  one  point  on  which  he  would  take  the  liberty  of' 
throwing  out  a  fuggcftion  to  his  Majelly's  Mtnifiers^    On  a 
forrtier'  occaflon  he  had  obferved,  that  there  ihould  be  nq. 
difttn£lion  between  the  tnilitia  of  England  and  the  militia  of 
Ireland,  and  ^ha<  >  fmall  fea  fliobid  not  prevent  the  natluia 
of  one  country  from  pafling  into  another  CfMiotry.    If  it  was 
proper  at  that  time  to  adopt  his  recommendation,  how  much ' 
more  fomuft  it  be  now,  for  reafons  which  he  would  ei^plaia 
to  the  Houfe.     'J  here  were  about  iS,ooo  militia  foldiers  in 
Ireland  at  this  time.     With  re^rd  to.  the  coui«ge»and 
the  loyalty  of  ihofe  men,  he  entertained  nokind  of  d^bt 
whatever.     But  he  mnft  aflure  their  i^irdfliips,  and  he  fpoke 
from   pofitive  knowledge  and  experience^  ;Utat  ^very  art- 
would  be  ufed,  as  had  4>cen  ufed  hitherto,  to.'Wtthdraw  thean 
from  their  dtity  and  allegiance  ;•  and  from  ihe  cioie  connect 
tion  that  cxi(led  between  them  and  thofe  people  who.uight 
be  in  a  (late  of  rebellion — from  the  fuperiliiicHK.aiitachiMnt  > 
they  generally,  had  for  each  othbr,  and  the  influence  which 
their  pricfts  had  ov«r  them«  it  was  impoifibfeto  fay  how  far  > 
their  loyalty  might  be  fliaken.     He  miift|  therefore^  again 
ftrongly  recommend  it  to  his  Majefty's  Minifters,  to  remove 
the  militia  regiments  from  Ireland  to  Grcat^Brttain,  not  by 
any  compulfory  lavr,  not  by  giving  them  an  opportunify  of 
volunteering  their  fervicer,  and  when  they  came  to  thitN 
country  they  would  be  jfoitnd  as  powerful  and  efficacious 
troops  as  any  in  his  Majcfty*s  fervice.     He  hoped  he  flionid  * 
be  eacufed  for  throwTng  out  this  hint,  but  he  did  it  from 
a  realctmvidion  that  it  would  be  highly  beneficial  in  the 
prefent  date  of  the  countiy.

MARTrAL    LAW.  ,  * 

Between  nine  and  ten  o*c!ock,  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer^  a^'companied  by  fevera!  Members  of  the  Com- 
mons, brought  up  two  bills,  one  for  trying  rebels  by  martial 
law  in  Ireland,  and  the  other  for  fufpending  the  habeas 
corpus  aA.  in  Ireknd.    'I'bey  were  both  read  a  firft  time. 

On  the  ttiotioti  of  f  .ord  Hobart,  the  proclamation  iflued 
by  the  Lord  Un^utcnant  and  Council  of  Ireland,  on  the 
2*tlj,  was  read,and  oixiered  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Lord  Hnh^r.t  tiien  faid^  that  as  it  would  be  neceflary  to  pa6 
the  two  bitlson  that  night,  theve  muft  be  a  fufpenfion  of 
Uic  ftandiiig.' orders  ot  the  Houfe,  which'  prevented  the 
reading  of  aitiybiil  more  than  once  on  the  fame  day.  He 
mpvedi  ^^  Hint  as  it  was  neccHary  for  the  public  fafcty  thefe 
bills  ftkould  be  .pafled  with  the  utmoll  diipatcb»  the  Houfe 
forthwith-  proceed  to  read  them  ia  their  feveral  fiages* 
iiMtwithftao4i"g  any  ftanding  orders  of  the  Houfe.'' 

The  Lqrd  C4<?«<^<?//«r  faid,  the  Houfe  had  fome^imes,  in 
cafes,  of  great  emergency,  broken  through  their  ftanding 
oi^ders.  They  had  done  £6  at  the  time  of  the  mutiny  at  the 
>Iore,  when  a  bill  of  the  utmoft  qeceffity  was  read  tlirough 
all  its,  ftagcs  in  one  day.  But^lthough  this  hmd  fometimes 
been  done,  the  Houfe  ought  to  come  to  fome  Tegutation 
with  regard  to  jts  ftanding  orders,  and  endeavour  to  avoid 
jdic  inconvenience  of  breaking  through  thofe  rules  by  which 

its 
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.its  ptoceecSugs  bad  beeo  regulated.    As  Speaker  of  that 
Houfe  he  was  bound  to  adhere  to  its  orders :   and  if  lie 
Ihould  now,  in  oppofilion  to  an  exprefs  order  on  their 
journals,  put  the  queilion  for  reading  a  bill  more  than  6nce» 
he  hoped  theHouie  would  relieve  him  from  the  rcfponiibtlity 
he  mud  incur  by  doing  (o ;  particularly  when  be  did  it  by 
tlie  order  of  the  Houfe.     He  truilcd  their  Lordfhips  would 
on  fome  future  occafion  come  to  a  determination  relative 
to  the  (landing  orders.    His  Lordfhip  then  entered  into  the 
merits  of  the  bill  before  the  Ilouie  i  and  fully  concurred  in 
the  fentiments  of  the  nobJc  Loi-d  who  was  reprcfcnt^tive 
for  Ireland,  as  to  the  propriety  of  extending  martial  law 
only  to  thofe  who  were  properly  the  objeds  of  it ;   and 
with  regard  to  fufpending  the  habeas  corpus  a£l»  he  Con- 
fidcrcd  it  an  aft  of  mercy,  inftead  of  an  aft  of  feverity, 
t'^wards  thofe  perfons  who  might  fall  under  the  operation 
*of  that  law.     For,  by  temo^ing  them  at  once,  and  detain* 
ing  them  in  cuftody,  they  might  be  prevented  from  com- 
miiting  afts  fur  which  their  lives  would  become  forfeited. 
His  Lordfliip  then   lamented  the  unhappy  (late  of  Ireland^ 
and  congi'atulated  the  HoiiCe  and  the  country  on  the  ex* 
tirpation  from  Great- Britain  of  thofe  pernicious  principles 
with  whkh  a  great  portion  of  the  people  were  once  in 
danger  of  being  infeftedi  and  on  the  fpirit  of  patriotifm 
with  which  the  whole  nation  now  feemcd  to  be  roufcd  ;  a 
fpirJt  that  he  was  confident  would  carry  us  (afely  througfi 
the  great  flruggle  we  were  engaged  in  :  and  if  unfortunately 
we  Ihould  fail  in  that  ftruggle,  we  fhould  perifli  with  the 
confolatory  refleftion,  that  we  had  done  our  duty  to  our*" 
felves,  our  King,  and  our  country.. 

The  Earl  oilhjslyn  made  fome  obfervatidns  on  the  (land- 
ing orders,  which  he  did  not  coniider  to  be  of  a  nature  fo 
obligatory  as  to  preclude  the  Houfe  from  breaking  tbrooga 
them  Oftfuch  an  occafion  as  the  prefcnt:  nor  could  hc 
conceive  that  any  relponfibility  attached  to  the  Speaker  rf 
that  Houfe,  for  aftihg  in  conformity  to  the  orders  ofth^ 
Houfe,  if  he  fhould  put  tlie  queftion,  contrary  to  thofe 
orders. 

The  two  bills  were. then  read  through  all  their  ftages, 
Aod  paired.    Adjourned.

REBEl^LION  IN  IRELAND. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  prefented  to  the  Houfe 
the  following  mtlfage  from  his  Majefty  : 

"  GEORGE  R. 

**  His  Majefty  feels  the  deepeR  regret  in  acquainting  the 
Houfe  of  Commons,  that  a  treafonable  and  rebellious  fpirit  of 
rnfurrefiion  has  manifefted  itfelf  in  Ireland^  which  has  been 
marked  by  circumftances  of  peculiar  atrocity  in  ihe  city  of 
Dublin. 

**  His  Majefty  relies  with  perfe6l  confidence  on  the  wifdoon 
of  his   Parliament,    that  fuch   meafures  will  be  forthwith 
adopted  as  are  beft  calculated  to  afford  protefiion  and  feairity 
to  his   Majefty's  loyal  fubje£ts  in  that  part  of  the  united' 
kingdom,  and  to  reftore  and  preferve  general  tranquillity*    . 

After  the  meftage  was  read  from  the  chair. 
The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  rofe  and  addrefled  the 
Houfe  to  I  he  following  effed.:  There  Vnuft  exift  in  this  Houfe 
a  general  anticipation  of  thofe  feelings  and  fentimcnts  which 
his  Majefty  has  entertained  in  making  the  communicatiua 
which  has  juft  been  read  from  the  chair.  There  is  alfo,  I 
ana  perfuaded,  in  this  Houfe,  a  difpodi ion  and  fixed  deter- 
mination, to  juftify  and  repay  that  confidence  which  has 
been  repofed  in  it  by  our  beloved  Sovereign,  in  adopting 
fuch  meafures  as  may  be  beft  fuited  to  thecircumftances  of 
the  prefent  conjunflure.  Government  had  every  reafon  to fup- 
pofe,  that  the  coniamiiiation  of  principles  which  had  pro- 
duced in  former  years  the  calamities  of  rebellion  in  Ireland 
had  been  completely  done  away  ;  that  the  experience  of  the 
blellings  which  have  been  already  enjoyed  in  that  country 
fincc  the  period  to  which  I  allude,  under  the  wife  meafures 
which  were  then  adopted  for  the  purpofc  of  quelling  the  fpi- 
rit of  infurredion  which  was  then  teflified  ;  and  further,  that 
the  experience  which  the  world  has  already  had  of  all  thofe 
views  of  rcvoltition  and  French  principles  of  military  defpc^ 
tifm»  would  have  operated  upon  thole  who  were  bafe  enough  » 
to  join  in  rebellion  againft  the  conftitution  of  the  country. 
Thefe  flattering  hop^^s,  I  am  exceedingly  furry  to  fay,  have 
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been  difappointed  to  a  great  degree.  It  was  faid  by  a  great 
and  eminent  charader,  that  he  pitied  that  man  who  iVotild 
endeavour  to  aggravate  the  crime  of  treafon.  That  crime, 
however,  tnuft  be  felt  to  be  highlj  aggravated  by  the  circum- 
ftances  of  the  prefent  moment,  when  the  whole  body  of  the 
people  of  this  country  appear  to  be  united,  and  co-operating 
with. Government  intheuipport  of  our  glorious  conftitution. 
Notwithftanding  all  that  has  yet  happenecl,  I  ^m  convinced 
that  the  great  majority  of  the  people  in  Ireland  are  equally 
unanimous  in  refped  to  the  defence  of  their  country,  are 
equally  loyal  to  their  King,  and  equally  anxious  to  fupport 
the  prefent  happy  conftitution  with  thofe  inhabiting  this  part 
of  the  united  kingdom.  The  crimes  of  high  treafon  muft, 
I  fay,  be  peculiarly  aggravated,  when,  notwithftanding  all 
the  meafures  which  have  been  adopted  by  Government^  a 
fpirit  of  difaiFcftioh  and  difioyalty  fliould  have  been  manifeft- 
cd  in  any  quarter  of  his  Majefly's  dr)minions ;  and  that,  'too, 
at  the  very  moment  when  we  are  empioyed  ih  planning  mea- 
fures, and  adopting  ihemoft  prudent  precautions,  for  the  ex« 
prefs  purpofeoffupportiogour  mod  excellent  conftitu'ion.  La- 
mentable, indeed,  it  was,  at  this  critical  conjundure  of  affairs, 
that  any  portion  of  his  Majefty's  fubjeds  (houid  have  beenlay- 
ing  plans  which  were  detrimental  to  the  very  exiftence  of  that 
glorious  conftitution  under  which  they  have  lived  and  enjoyed 
fo  many  bleffings.  1  muft  view  it  as  a  circumftance  deeply 
to  be  deplored,  that  in  one  part  of  the  united  kingdom,  any 
fet  of  men  (hould  be  endeavouring  even  to  encourage  that 
enemy  againft  whom  we«  in  this  part  of  the  kingdom,  are 
fo  firmly  uniting,  to  repel  from  our  ftiores,  in  cafe  he  fliould 
dare  to  approach  our  country.  I  am  perfuaded,  however, 
that  the  number  of  thofe  who  are  fo  rebcllioufly  difpofed,  even 
in  that. part  of  the  united  kingdom,  is  hut  fmall,  and  that 
there  is  ftill  aftrong  and  prevalent  difpofliion  exifting  to  op- 
poret)ur  mutual  enemy.  I  (hall  have  the  honour  of  laying 
before  the  Houfe,  after  this  qtieftion  is^difpofed  of,  infor- 
mation concerning  the  particular  inftances  of  infurredlion 
contained  in  the  proclamation  iflued  by  the  Lord  Lieutenant 
in  Ireland  ;  but  I  cannot  conceive  that  any  information  can  be 
reckoned  neceflary  to  pcrfuade  the  Houfe  10  agree  to  the  ad- 
drefs  which  I  am  about  to  propofe.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
mind  of  that  man  who  ia  ardently  interefted  for  the  welfare 
and  profperity  of  his  country  muft  flcken  with  indignation 
and  (iamci  on  the  very  mention  of  fchemes  lending  to  the 
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fubverfion  of  its  conllitution.  Parliament»  I  think,  has  a 
right  to  exped  the  admiratioji,  the  thanks,  atyl  the  gratitude 
ofihe  whuie  body  of  the  virtuous  and  loyal  inhabitants  of  (he 
united  kingdom,  for  their  adivity  and  exertion  on  all  tuch 
critical  qccafions,  in  order  to  re&ore  tranquillity.  la  the 
fullperfuaGoni  therefore,  that  there  will  be  no  difference  of 
opin  on,  I  beg  leave  to  propofe, 

**  That  an  humble  addrcfs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  to 
return  his  Majefty  the  thanks  of  this  Houfe  for  his  moft  gra«» 
cious  meflage  ;  to  aflure  his  Majefty,  that  we  learn  with  the 
Oronged  feelings  of  regret  and  indignation,  that  a  treafonable 
and  rebellious  fpirit  of  infurre^tion  has  manifeftcd  itfelf  in 
Ireland, .  which  has  been  marked  with  circumftances of  pecu^ 
liar  atrocity  in  the  city  of  Dublin  ;  that  his  Majedy  tpay  be 
aflTured  of  the  reaiiinefs  and  determination  of  his  faithful 
Commons*  to  adopt  forthwith  fuch  meafures  as  may  appear 
to  them  to  be  bed  calculated  to  aflfbrd  proteflion  and  fecurirjr 
to  his  Majcfty's  loyal  fubjefls  in  that  part  of  the  united 
kingdom,  and  to  reftoreand  preferve  general  tranquillity.*' — 
Aftier  this  qiicflion  has  been  difpofed  of,  I  (hall  then  fuboiit 
to  the  Houfe  the  proclamation  which  has  been  iflucd  in  Ire* 
land  by  the  Lord  LieuteJiant. 

Mr  fVindham  faid*  Sir,  having  heard  the  motion  which  has 
jnfl  now  been  propofed  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  1  can<» 
4iotfobea'r  exprefling  my  fentiinents  on  the  fubjeA«  The 
propofing  of  an  addrefs  to  the  throne'upon  the  very  fame  d^y  1 

on  w  icfa  his  Majefly's  meHage  has  been  delivered,  is  a  thing  ^ 

which  is  ej^ceeijngly  unufuai  in  parliamentary  proceedings^ 
I  think  it  may  be  reckoned  refpedlfql  to  the  Crown,  to  make 
a  fmall  nterval  of  time  betwixt  his  Majefty's  meflfage  and  the 
addrefs  whi<^h  is  now  propofed  ;  becaufe  it  te;flifies  more 
flrongly  that  degree  of  attention  which  we,  his  Parliament, 
have  paid  to  it.  It  is  exceedingly  defirable  for  the  Houfe 
that  fuch  delay  (hould  he  interpofed,  that  they  may  know 
what  anfwer-  in  their  wifdom  feems  to  be  moft  proper.  The 
objeds  comprehended  by  this  metTage,  however,  are  not  at 
prefent  fit  for  mature  confide  at  ion,  In  the  prefent  inftance, 
J  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  propriety  of  the  Houfe  s^flenting 
to  the  purpofe  of  his  Maje(iy*s  meflage,  but  there  might  be 
a  queftion,  whether  or  not  that  meflage  really  contained  all 
that  was  conformable  to  our  feelings  on  the  occafion  ?  The 
aflcnt  which  nuift  be  given  to  any  meflage  from  the  Crown, 
fuuft  not  only  exprefs  our  genecal  concurrence  ii^  the  matters 
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therein  comprehended,  but  it  ought  alfo  to  fi^gnify  ourreal  fentU 
ments  and  ideas  upon  the  fubjed.     Were  not  tht^  the  cafe* 
I  have  no  doubt  that  an  immediate  anfwer  might  on  the  prc^ 
tent  occafion  be  returned,  but  it  has  not  been  the  pradice  of 
this  Houfe  to  do  fo.  The  right  hon.  Gentleman  ha$  given  ut 
to  underhand,   that  he  would  not  think  it  prudent  to  detain 
the  Houfe  with  the  particulars  of  this  important  intelligencet 
previous  to  his  motion  being  adopted;   fo  ihatwearejuft 
left  in  a  (late  of  fufEcient  information  to  make  fuch  an  an* 
fwer  as  be  has  now  propoled.  If  this  condu<ft  b^  adopted,  and 
reckoned  prudent,   I   fliould  with  to  know,  why  the  other 
praAice  has  ever  prevailed  ?     If  the  bare  (tatement  of  mea-^ 
iures  be  enough,  then  it  would  be  thought  unbecoming  in 
Parliament  ever  to  enter  into  any  minute  conGderation  of  a 
meflage,  previous  to  its  adopting  an  anfwer  to  be  returned 
10  his  M^efty*    Now,  upon  this  particular  fubjedl,  I  can 
really  conceive,  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  information  and 
mature  deliberation  wanted,  before  we  can  frame  an  addrefa 
which  could  be   reckoned  proper  for  the  occafion.     When 
we  have  fomething  more  than  this  general  communication  of 
a  rebellion  having  broken  out  in  Ireland,  many  diflferent  re-i* 
lledions  mayarife  out  of  the  particulars  in  regard  to  what 
this  Houfe  ought  either  to  fay  or  do.     Is  it  an  eafy  matter  to 
fay«   that  Ireland  has  been  furprifed  by  an  open  rebellion  or 
infurre£tion  having  broken  out,  that  Government  have  been 
fo  ignorant  of  their  dangers,  that  even  the  capital  of  that  part 
pf  the  united' kingdom  has  been  almoft  wrefted  from  them 
by  means  of  that  rebellion  ?    Are  not  thefe  points  on  whick 
the  Houfe  would  with  to  be  i^iformed,  before  they  think  of 
adopting  any  final  anfwer  to  fuCh  a  communication  ?     If  it 
were  faid  that  fuch  information  could  not  be  now  fubmitted^ 
but  that  the  earlieft  opportunity  of  doing  fo  ihould  be  em* 
braced  for  that  purpofe,  I  would  willingly  allow  my  objec* 
tions  to  fall  to  the  ground,  and  (bould  be  of  the  fame  opinion 
with  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  that,  without  knowing  more^ 
we  (hotrld  teftify  our  defire  and  inclination  to  aflift  his  Ma* 
jedy.     Such,  however,  not   being  the  cafe,  and  this  being 
all  the  information  we  are-to  procure  upon  the  fubjef^,  pre* 
vious  to  owt  voting  an  addrefs,  I  fay  that  the  Houfe  is  thereby 
precluded  from  all  opportunity  of  entering  into  the  confide* 
ration  of  the  fubjeA.    The  right  ban.  Gentleman  has  ex* 
prefled  his  flattering  hopes  and  expedations  as  to  this  rebel* 
lion  only  affeding  a  very  fmall  part  of  that  country,  and  of  its 
being  prevalent  only  amongfta  very  fmall  portion  of  its  inha^ 
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bitants ;  bnt  even  as  to  that  circumftaiicei  in  our  prefeiil 
iitiiation,  we  are  not  able  to  fay  yes  or  no.  Soon  after  tht 
exigence  of  the  lad  violent  infurredion  in  that  kingdom,  we 
Iiad  heard  reports  very-diflFerent  indeed  from  thofe  which  are 
feftified  by  the  prefent  meflfage.  We  were  given  to  under* 
fiand  by  our  Government,  that  every  thing  was  perfedly 
tranquil  in  that  part  of  the  kingdom.  An  hon.  OfBcer* 
(Colonel  Archdale)  who  has  often  diftinguifhed  bimfelf  in 
this  Houfe,  not  long  ago  obTerved,  when  converfing  upoft 
this  very  top^c,  that,  without  a  knowledge  of  the  local  faifts, 
ii  was  impoflible  to  procure  accurate  information  as  to  the 
realfi  Illation  of  a  country;  but  that  it  confifted  with  his 
knowledge  that  all  was  perfedly  quiet  in  that  part  of  his  Ma- 
jeily's  dominions.  For  my  part,  however,  L  mitft  confefs 
that  I  cannot  conceive  it  poflible,  except  by  the  tnterfereace 
of  fome  miracle,  that  the  peafants  of  that  country,  whoTe 
minds  were  lately  fo  agitated,  and  whofe  hands  wereemplojr* 
cd  in  forging  pikes  for  the  deftruftion  of  all  the  loyal  inha- 
bitants within  their  reach,  (hould,  all  of  a  fudden,  be  con- 
verted into  the  very  contrary  defcrtption  of  men,  and  become 
perfedly  loyal  and  peaceable  fubjeds.  In  addition  to  thefe 
conciliatory  accounts  *I  may  obferve,  by  way  of  queflion, 
how  came  Government  not  to  have  been  better  prepared  for 
emergencies  <uch  as  the  prefent  ?  How  comes  it  to  pafs,  that 
the  capital  of  that  part  of  the  united  Icingdom  was  within 
an  ace  of  being  taken,  and  the  Government  overturned  ?  It 
appears  from  all  thefe  circumftances,  that  the  Government 
of  the  country  may  be  fnatch^d  away,  without  the  leaft  no- 
tice being  previoufly  given  to  the  Houfe,  as  to  the  real  exift- 
ing  dangers.  This  being  the  flate  of  things,  it  required  the 
greatell  cohfidetation  of  Parliament  to  know  what  ought  to 
be  done.  The  delay  of  even  twenty-four  hours  has  boen  ob- 
je£ted  to  in  the  prefent  inftance.  Nor  can  I  determine,  whe» 
ther  the  urgency  of  the  cafe  can  be  fo  great  as  to  preclude  the 
urgency  of  confideration.  I  really  think  it  is  a  little  curious, 
that  the  fortifying  of  London,  which  has  been  a  fufajed 
lately  uiKler  difcuflion  in  this  Houfe,  and  which  has  been 
Aated  by  Minifters  to  have  been  in  contemplation  for  a  feries 
of  years  paft,  efpecially  during  rumours  of  invafion»  has  to 
this  day  been  delayed,  but  has  now  at  this  prefent  mom  nt 
become  a  matter  of  foch  extreme  urgency,  as  not  to  admit 
of  the  fmalleft  delay  ;  within  thefe  few  days  indeed,  of  fo 
great  importance  was  expedition  and  promptitude  reckoned  ss 
lo  fortifying  London,  that  Mtnifters  could  |iot  even  allow 
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ihemfelves  time  deliberately  to  difcuTs  the  fubjed  in  this 
Houfe,  fo  as  to  determine  whether  the  top  of  a  hill  or  the 
bottom  of'a  valley  were  the  moft  pi:opcr  places  for  the  erec-- 
lion  of  fortifications.  Such  a  condu£l  on  the  part  of  Mi* 
nidry  is  perfedly  inconiifienl.  I  may  conclude  by  faying, 
that  if  this  addrefs  is  at  prefent  to  be  agreed  to,  it  (ho<iid  in 
my  opinion  be  done  only  prs  format  and  then  the  matter 
jtaken  into  confideration  and  deliberate  difcuHlion;  it  being 
a  pra^lice  not  countenanced  by  the  general  rules  of. the 
Houfct  to  vote  an  immediate  addrefs  to  any  meiragefrom  his 
Majefty. 

Mr.  Sheridan  faid,  I  do  not  rife  for  the  pnrpofe  either  of 
voting  for  the  prefent  addrefs,  mtxt\y  pro  fsrma^  nor  do  I  rife 
to  reply  to  the  obfervations  which  have  fallenr  from  the  right 
hon.  Member  who  has  juft  fai  down  ;  I  know  that  no  anfwer 
becomes  neceflfary,  in  the  prelentinftance,  to  any  thing  that 
Gentleman  has  faid.  No  reply  is  requifite,  in  order  to  io 
away  any  argument  ufed  aga^nfl  the  propofed  meafure  ;  foe 
fare  I  amj  that  a  cordial  agreement  already  prevails  m  the 
Honfe  as  to  the  motion  now  under  difcudion*  As  for  argu- 
ment, I  may  fay,  that  the  right  hon.  Member  ha$  tirged 
none,  and  therefore  I  rife  principally  to  e^prefs  my  adonifli- 
ment  that  there  (houid  be  a  man  in  this  Houfe,  who  could 
think  of  Rating  the  lead  objedion,  or  hefltate  a  moment  as  to 
the  propriety  of  adopting  the  propofed  meafnre  on  fuch  a 
prefling  emergency.  He  has  dated  the  ufual  pra(!3ice  of  the 
'Houfe  ;  btit,  Sir,  I  would  aflc,  are  not  even  forms  to  give 
way  to  fuch  an  important  matter  as  that  now  under  difcuf. 
(ion  ?  I  like  the  fchemethe  better,  becaufe  we  are  obliged  to 
proceed  in  an  imufual  manner.  He  has  faid,  that  even 
twenty*four  hours  are  not  of  great  confequence  in  fuch  a  cafe 
as  this.  I  beg  leave  to  differ  mod  decidedly  from  the  right 
hon.  Gentleinan  as  to  that  particular.  I  would  wifli  him  to 
refled,  what  cfFefl  fuch  a  delay  would  have  in  Ireland.  When 
thoufands  in  that  country  would  be  treinbling  and  looking 
with  anxiety  to  our  prefent  deliberations,  and  others  perhaps 
at  this  moment  (haring  the  fame  fate  as  that  of  the  unfortu- 
nate Chief  Judice  in  that  country,  who  has  already  fallen  a 
facrifice  to  a  mod  rebellious  and  audacious  mob,  what  would 
the  people  of  Ireland  think,  if  they  underdood  that  we  had 
adjourned  for  the  fpace  of  twenty-four  hours  ?  No,  lat  us 
not  make  the  fmalled  delay  in  returning  that  anfwer  which 
the  emergency  of  the  cafe  requires.  The  right  hon.  Gentle- 
xaao  wiQies  to  reproach  Miniders  for  having  difcouraged  the 
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lojral  part  of  the  inhabttanis  of  Ireland.  His  allegations  Icem 
to  be  totally  unfounded.  1  hope  and  tnift  that  no  torurfcAtoo 
of  the  kind  he  hat  alluded  to  has  exifted  on  this  occafion.  Is 
it  to  go  forth  to  the  people  of  Ireland^  upon  his  fioiple  as- 
Ihority,  thar  the  infurgents  weje  in  fuch  union  as  to  be  able 
to  take  the  very  capital  ?  That  would  be  caMing  fonh  iofur-o 
rcAion  and  rebellion  over  all  the  united  kingdom.  Wheii- 
ever  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  who  has  moved  this  addrefsf 
choofes  to  bring  forward  the  matter  for  more  deliberate  dif- 
cuflion»  I  (hall  moft  cordially  and  attentively  enter  into  ii  i 
but,  at  prefenty  I  am  ftrongly  of  opinion  that  no  delay  ought 
CO  take  place  in  regard  to  the  adoption  of  the  propo£ed  mo* 
tion. 

Mr.  Wifidham  explained. 

Mr.  Hutchinfon  faid,  that  after  hearing  fuch  accounts  «>f 
bis  Countrymen  in  Ireland,  he  looked  to  that  part  of  the 
united  kingdom  with  horror  and  difguft ;  and  vras  alraoft 
nfratd  to  own  himfelf  of  that  country;  but  he  trufted,  that 
he  could  venture  to  match  himfelf  with  any  man  in  point  of 
loyalty.  At  a  time  like  the  preftnt,  when  the  fcreams  of  the 
widow,  and  the  tears  of  the  orphan  were  reaching  our  ears, 
he  thought  that  no  delay  ought  to  intei  vene.  To  as  to  obftruA 
the  adoption  of  fome  fpeedy  meafures  for  their  relief.  As  he 
knew  the  hIelTings  of  the  confliiution  of  his  country,  he  was 
determined  to  die  in  fupport  of  it ;  and  as  he  loved  his  coun- 
try, this  addrefs  had  his  moft  cordial  concurrence.  He  hoped 
arid  trufted,  that  the  loyal  part  of  that  country  might  not  be 
confounded  with  the  murderers  and  traitorous  part  of  it.  He 
thought  that  we  fliould  mark  our  zeal  and  determination  to 
fupprefs  rebellion,  and  at  the  fame  time  manifeft  ourfelvea 
to  be  wife,  prudent,  and  humane  in  our  meafures^  What« 
ever  might  be  his  feelings  as  to  his  country,  ha  trufled  that 
ftrong  meafures  would  be  adopted  in  its  behalf  on  theprefent 
cccaiion  ;  and  whatever  errors  in  his  humble  judgment  there 
might  be,  in  regard  Xo  what  ought,  or  ought  not  have  been 
done  by  Minifters,  he  (hould  not  wifli  to  draw  the  attention 
of  the  Houfe  from  the  particular  point^  at  prefem  under  dif*~ 
cuflion.  He  (hould  think  that  he  was  violating  bis  own  feel« 
ings  as  to  his  cotmtry,  were  he  to  urge  his  opinions  vin  thefe 
matters  at  this  moment,  becaufe  he  thought  that  the  rebellion 
ought  in  the  firft  place  to  be  fupprcffcd.  *«  Let  the  rebel  be 
fulled  ifown,  and  let  the  tyrant  tremble.'*  Any  attempt  to 
reform  grievances  at  the  point  of  the  bayonet  ought  to  be 
met  in  a  iimilar  way. 
r  •  Lord 
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.  Ldrd  Hawlejhurj  faid;  Sit,  Iain  almpft  afliamed,  ioi  ri/ing 
on  fuch  an  occafion  as  the  prefent.  To  as  to  take  up  the  siinc 
of  the  Houfe  with  any  obfcrvaiions  on  fuch  a  fubjecl,  or  to  be 
the  means  of  delaying  for  a  fingle  minute  oursicquicfcenoe 
in  the  propofcd  addrcfs ;  but  I  dx>  confefs  that  the  ff^eech  of 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  oppofite  to  me.. (Mr.  Windham.) 
has  made  fuch  an  imprcflTion  upon  my  niind,  (hat  event  .what 
has  been  aheady  faid  in  anfwer  to  his  obfervations  by  tv^o 
hon.  Members,  fo  conformable  to  my  own  opiiuton,  cafitu)t 
picvent  ipe  from  ftaiing  what  at  prefcnt  occurs  to  me.  »  I 
iTM^ft  fay^  Sir,  that  it  ♦ever  there  wa8*an  occafion  for  the 
Members  of  this  Houfe  to  unite  in  one  opinion,  it  is.  upon 
I  his  prcfent  addrefs*   The  right  hon.  Gentleman  lias  accufed 
his  Majeily's  Government  of  having  a<^ed  with  precipitaacy^ 
and  other  wife  nqt  as  it  ought  to  have  done.     Always  attackf- 
ing  every  meafure  of  Government,  the  right  hon.  Geiitlemaa 
has  been  pleafed  to  fay,  that  this  prefent  Hep  U  confurmabl« 
to  the  Condu(£l  of  his  Majefiy's  MiniiUrs.     1  call  on  hiin^  I 
challenge  him,  I  dare  him  to  prove,  that  ever  there  exided 
any  Government  inore  ready  to  give  i^nformation,  mtire  di{^ 
•pofed  to  hieet  enquiry,  and  to  a<St  in  every  way  according  19. 
the  true  conftitutiohal  principles  of  the  coontry,  than  the 
prefent  Admintf^ration.     It  \v  the  feconftitutional  principles 
which  ought  to  a6luate  every  Government,  The  attack  may 
Ixave  been  levelled  againfl  myfeU  and  my  right  hon;  coUeaguei 
aloffe  \  but  when  I  cat)  tell  the  right  hon.  Member,  that  on 
former  occaflons  wlicn  fuch  meafnres  occurred  as  feemed  Xq 
prechide  the  neccHity  of  all  other  confideraiions  than  the  ob- 
ject before  u^,  that  right  hon.  Gentleman  himfelf  has  ofteQ 
united  with  Parliament  in  voting  for  addrefles  upoi)  the  faiQe 
day  on  which  his  MajeAy's  Mcifage  had  been  delivered.     I 
deny  that  there  is  any  existing  form  or  regulation,  which,  ot^ 
great  emergencies,  can  prevent  fuch  a  plan  from  being  fol- 
lowed.    Tfie  right  hon.  Gentleman  himfelf  had   formerly 
none  of  thofe  delicate  feelings,  none  of  ihofe  qualms  of  con«> 
fcience,  which  he  now  afFeds.     It  h  now,  for  the  hril'time^ 
that  he  breaks  our,  under  ci  cumftances  oi  xebelitori^  whicb 
,  peculiarly  call  forth  every  active,  and  prompt. exert  ion.   A  re*- 
bellion  has  broke  out  in  IrelanH,  more  cnormmis  than  ever 
occurred  before  ;  and  yet  the  right  hon.  Gtntl<  man  has  <aid, 
^  do  not  pronounce  your  fcnlimcms  at  once,  but  encourage 
the  loyal;'     Though   the  prefent   leheilion  has  been. yet  of 
(h or t  duration,  aheady  has  a  mofl   refpe6labie  chara£^er.  the 
J^ord  Chief  Judice  of  Ireland,  fallen  a  facrifice  to  the  favage 
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ferocity  of  ao  armed  mob,  having  been  murdered  in  a  mod 
Ihockiog  manner,  and  under  circumftanccs  which  are  fir 
from  exciting  in  us  fuch  fenitments  as  the  right  hon.  Gen- 
tleman exprefles  upon  the  occafion*  Muft  we»  according  to 
bit  opinioOff .  (iop  till  this  armed  banditti  has  had  time  to 
commit  a  few  more  biurders  ?  Are  no  precautions  to  be 
taken  to  prevent  fuch  fatal  and  fuch  melancholy  confequenccs? 
The  projpofition  of  delay  is  perfe£lly  abfurd  in  fuch  a  critical 
emergency  as  the  prefcnf.  I  could  not  refift  the  impulfe  I 
felt,  and  I  am  convinced  that  every  man  in  the  Houfc  muft 

•  feel  a  defire  to  exprefs  fentimenis  ditedly  the  reverfe  of  what 
the  right  hon*  Gentleman  has  ventured  to  throw  cut.  The 
Houfe  is  by  no  means  precluded  from  voting  for  this  addrefs 
jit  piefent ;  but  grant  that  it  was  precluded  by  forms^  which 
muft  on  other  occaiions  be  rigoronfly  attended  to,  I  would 
aik,  is  not  this  an  occafion  where  a  natural  and  fair  line  of 
diftindion  ought  to  be  drawn  ?  It  is  not  now  for  us  to  en* 
quire.into  the  caufes  which  have  conduced  to  this  rebclli  m, 
or  whether  it  has  originated  from  any  degree  of  negled ;  hue 
•to  (ay  that  we  (ball  adopt  precautionaiy  meafures.  The  only 
•tendency  of  the  right  boo.  Gentleman's  obje£^ion  has  been  to 
prevent  the  good  efTeA  which  would  undoubtedly  have  arifen 
from  our  (hewing  to  the  country  that  we  are  all  of  one  fpirit, 
one  feeling,  and  one  voice,  as  to  the  propriety  of  adopting 
fome  fpeedy  and  eiFedtual  meafures  for  quelling  the  rebellious 
infurrediion  which  has  unhappily  tcftificd  iifeif  In  that  part  of 
the  united  kingdom. 

Mr.  Windham  complained,  that  he  only  cxprefled  a  doubt 
of  the  propriety  of  voting  this  addrefs  immediately,  unlefs 
fome  opportunity  Ibould  be  afforded  of  going  into  a  further 
enquiry,  but  contended  that  he  had  faid  nothing  which  could 
at  all  interfere  with  the  defired  unanimity. 

Dr«  Launnci  faid,  My  right  hon.  Friend  has  not,  in  lay 

'  nppreheoiion,  macle  any  objection  to  the  motion,  but  merely 
wiflled  for  an  enquiry  into  the  (late  of  a  country  cohnrded 
with  this  by  every  tie  of  reciprocal  intereft,  of  fltuation,  and 
of  deftiny*  I  do  not  confider  it  as  a  proper  anfwer  to  him  lo 
iay,  <*  pa's  this  meafure  (irft,  and  you  may  afterwards  movc^ 
any  enquiry  you  think  proper."  Minifters  have  no  right  to* 
throw  that  wut  upon  others,  it  being  their  duty  to'produce 
ihemfelves  all  the  necclTary  information.  From  the  manner 
of  the  i\oble  Lord,  it  (hould  feem  as  if  he  confldered  it  as  a 
queftion  of  pafTion  and  feeling,  aivl  not  a  queflion  dependent 
on  the  judgment.     When  they  all  acknovledgcd  that*  my 
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right  hon.  Friend  made  no  objedioa  to  the  mo  tionhow 
came  all  this  vehemence  againfl  him  ?  One  hon.  Gentleman 
(Mr.  Sheridan)  aflertcd,  that  he  heard  no  argument  from 
him,  and  yet  the  grcateft  part  of  his  own  fpeech  was  in 
anfwer  to  ihofe  things,  which,  if  the^  were  not  arguments, 
at  leafl  bore  the  (hape  and  femblance  of  them.  Had  that 
hon.  Gentleman  attended  all  the  debates  in  this  Hoofe,  he 
would  have  heard  Members  from  that  nart  of  the  coimtry  an-* 
nounce  a  fpi^it  of  loyalty  pervading  all  the  people  of  Ireland. 
That  fpirit  is  certainly  inconflftent  with  the  occurrences  now 
fpoken  of,  though  not  fo  mdch  fo  with  what  a  noble  Mem- 
ber (Lord  de  Blaquire)  facetioufly  mentions,  of  the  tricks 
and  gambols  of  burning  houfes,  wounding  cattle^  &c.  I  will 
not  fcruple  to  maintain  that  the  fyftem  of  Miniliers  has  bc^n 
to  blind  the  eyes  of  the  people,  fo  as  to  prevent  them  ftom 
feeing  the  real  Rate  of  affairs.  At  one  time,  'for  the  fake  of 
fome  particular  meafure,  they  reprefent  the  country  to  be  at 
peace,  and  in  a  few  months  or  weeks  afterwards  communi- 
cate ftich  altered  circumflances  as  nothing  but  af  miracle 
could  feem  capable  of  producing.  The  noble  Lord  (Hawkef* 
bury)  boldly  aiked,  in  what  did  the  Minifters  withhold  in- 
formation? I  anfwer,  that  they  have  done  it  now  in  the 
prefent  cafe;  that  they  did  fo  on  the  elFeSs  they  propofed 
expeding  to  be  produced  by  the  peace  of  Amiens,  and  that 
there  never  was  a  vote  called  for  in  greater  darknefs  than 
that  which  paQed  in  anfwer  to  his  Majefty's  Meflage  of  the 
5th  of  March.  Yet  with  all  thefe  impregnable  alliances 
againfl  him,  the  noble  Lord  wields  the  great  weapon  of  his  ^ 
oratory,  and  fpeaking  at  the  utmoft  height  of  his  voice^ 
makes  the  founds  re-echo  by  repeated  blows  upon  the  table : 
the  very  challenges  he  has  given  (hew  himfelf  to  be  blind. 
[A  cry  of  hear!  hear!)  The  Minifter  himfelf,  who  appears 
to  feel  bold  upon  this  challenge,  w4II,  1  fear,  nAake  his  bold- 
nefs.  prove  raflmefs.  I  conclude,  Sir,  with  giving  it  as  my 
opinion,  th;^t  no  vote  of  con6dcnbe  we  can  pafs  will  have  the 
fame^^iFe£t  as  an  z6t  of  our  judgment,  agreed  to  without  fore* 
running  our  deliberation. 

Lord  Cafilereagh  faid,'I  o4vn  it  appears  to  me.  Sir,  that  the 
hon.  Gentleman,  who  has  been  fo  kind  as  to  aiTord  us  the 
explanation  of  the  fpeech  of  another,  has  only  fucceeded  in 
rendering  the  propofltion  ftill  more  unintelligible  than  it  was 
before.  They  want,  it  feems,  to  have  the  funfiions  of  the 
Houfe  fufpended  till  the  Minifters  give  a  pledge  for  fubfe*. 
qyent  enquiry,  in  fucb  a  manner  as  to  make.ponfeffion  of 
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ihcir  own  delioqnency.  Miniflers  will  not  do  fo;  they  will 
not  he  ihtrir  own  accufers ;  but  ihcy  pledge  themfcWes  to 
meet  zuy  charge  of  criminality  that  may  be  brought  againft 
them,  though  a  charge  To  doubly  abfurdi  would  on'y  appre- 
ciate ihe  folly  and  impMicy  of  ihofe  who  may  bring  it  for- 
ward. .Pfeally  thought  it  i^npoflible  that  fuch  a  comment  zs 
that  I  heard  fliould  c  mie  from  any  Member  of  this  Houfey 
but,  leaft  of  all,  from,clie  right  Hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Wind- 
ham) The  motion  now, before  you  admits  of  no  other  de- 
liberation, but  in  the  meafurcs  to  be  provided  in  confcqifence 
of  it.  It  is  not  at  variance  with  -he  ufuat  practice  of  the 
Houfe,  even  in'tKe  Adniiniflraiion  to  which  that  right  hon. 
GcniFeman  btlonged.  On  all  extraordinary  occafions,  it  has 
been  cuftumary  for  the  Uoufc  to  acknowledge  his  Majefly's 
Communication,  and  to  alFure  him,  that  it  would  lofe  no 
time  in  takiri;^  it  into  confidcration  ;  nor  is  there  more  de- 
manded of  it  by  the  prefent  moii«in.  He  further  tells  os, 
rhit  the  capital  was  within  an  ace  of  being  taken.  I  decl.nre 
1  do  not  know,  nor  can  1  comprehend  where  he  foiind  this 
faft;  but  I  afltrre  him  that  1  have  received  no  in  format  i-jn  of 
that  kind.  A  mod  foul  and  horrible  tranfadton  has  occur- 
red; but  the  danger  to  the  metropolis,  with  Government, 
"was  far  from  being  of  that  magnitude  that  ha^been  rcpre- 
fented.  The  Government  was  apprifed  foinc  days  before  of 
mffchief  being  meditated:  it  was  propt;feil  to  repel  it,  but  it 
could  not  prevent,  for  it  did  rtot  anticipate  or  contemplate  the 
.Jate  cataftrophe  which  has  unfortunately  taken  p!ace.  The 
right  ht»n.  GcntletTian  charged  Minlflcrs  with  having  Cjffert*! 
reprefentationi  to  be  made  in  that-  Houfe  of -the  tetiipcr  and 
loyal  fpirit  of  the  people  of  Ireland;  but  this  Jefcription 
was  given  by  themfclvcs^  though  it  was  exhibited  by  t^hers 
-who  were  ^deti^  as  people  often  afe,  by  their  fctrlings  and 
the  ardor  of  patriotifm.  This  often  happens  whert  a  tr<?r1r  of 
fpirit  breaks  otfi  in  a  particular  place,  and  aHent  patriotifm 
is  apt  to  rcprefent  that  as  belunging  to  the. ^'^'holi, 'which  is  In 
fifl  no  iiiore  than  a  pt(^ufe  of  a  part.*  Tfje;  ^4^nift«rs,  <  t 
any  other  fct  of  men  of  moderate  coiiiprehenfifm,'  Coidd  Apt 
cooHy  decide  in  their  clofcts,  that  fo-frtnn  after  a  rag^n^  rfe- 
bclllon*  sjl  agitatiorrs  had  been  done  av^^ay.  Strch  a  concht- 
(ion  could  n'»t  be  made  even  in  this  country  when  norcbcl- 
lit»n  had  rxiftnl.  But  thougb  fcirced  from  open  rebellion,  wc 
lately  miftrufted  a  plan  medirated  as  treafonabie  in 'its  views 
andasbl'ody  in  its  6bje6lsasany  which  toi;k  place  in  Ireland. 
Such  a  wicked  knot  perhaps  exifted  in  England  now,  though 
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the  great  majority  of  the  people  were  ^oyfed  to  a  fenfe  of  the 
moft  ardent  loyalty.  Upon  the  Rate  of  Ireland  we  ought  not 
ro  deceive  ourfelves;  though  there  Wa*;  at  !his  moment  an  ap- 
pearance of  rebellion,  yet  ihe  ftrong  mafs  of  the  people  which 
faved  the  couniry  once,  ha<reven,  by  the  fuppreflion.  of  the 
former  troubles,  received  an  accefliono*  accumulated  ftrcngth, 
which  would  render  her  more  powerful  than  ever.  I  am, 
then  fore,  quite  aftonilhcd,  that  the  right  hon.  Oft)tleman, 
whofe  loyal  feelings,  attachment  to  his  country  and  i:s  Go- 
vernmenu"  and  anient  fpiit  of  patrioiifm,  nobody  ever 
doubted,  ihould  aitennpt  to  found  a  propofnion  of  delay  upon 
that  which  admits  of  no  debate  whatever.  The  public  fafeiy 
imperiooily  demands  that  we  (hould  not  now  wall  for  crimi- 
nating »he  iVliniliers  ;  let  him  do  that  if  he  thinks  proper 
afterward:>,  and  he  may  reft  nflured  that  MiniJters  will  not 
avoid  it. 

Dr.  i^/wrfw^  complained,  that  what  he  noticed  was  not 
fo  much  any  explanation  relating  to  the  criminality  of  Mini* 
fters,  as  refpediing  the  fjfety  of  Ireland* 
*  Mr.  Ahxaniier  ^rgtied  tor  the  ne.eflity,  in  the  prcfent  in- 
ftance,  of  avoiding  any  thing  like  debate,  which  might  itii- 
ply  a  drffcrencc  of  opinion  upon  the  neceffijy  of  adcrpting 
fTfompt  and  vigorous  rrteafures  on  the  prcfrmt  occafion.  He 
recotnmetided  the  example  of  the  Irifti  Parliament,  who, 
when  the  late  rebellion  broke  out  in  that  country,  immedi- 
ately upon  the  communication  being  made  to  the  Houfe  from 
his  Kxcellency  the  Lord  Lieutenant^  without  a  fingle  word  of 
debate,  inflanily  and  unanimoufly  voted  a  loyal  addrefs  to  his 
Majefty,  exprelfing  their  determination  to  fupport  their  King 
and  conftitution  ;  and  the  whole  Houfe  in  a  body,  preceded 
by  their  Speakeri  went  bareheaded  up  to  the  caille,  and  pre* 
fented  the  addrefs  to  his  Excellency.  The  efFe^  in  the  city 
of  Dublin  was  forcible  and  inftantaneous,  and  infpired  every 
loyal  man  with  the  detertnination  to  unite  and  put  down  re- 
bellion. 

Mr;  Chapman  faid,  he  never  heard  any  thing  more  perverfe 
than  the  remarks  made  upon  the  fpeech  of  Mr.  Windham, . 
who  had  only  declared  that  there  mi^ht  be  no  difficulty  as 
to  what  was  propofed  to  be  faid  now,  if  it  was  m)t  probable 
thit  a  great  deal  more  ought  to  be  faid  ;  and  yet  the  noble 
Lord  (Hawkefburv)  worked  himt'clf  into  as  great  a  fury  as 
if  he  had  been  Uftening  to  the  moft  horrid  ftntimcnts.  If 
the  addrefs  could  put  down  the  rebellion,  they  had  already 
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deoated  too  long  ;  but,  if  the  unanimous  fenfe  of  the  Houfe 
was  all  ihat  was  required,  there  was  no  occafion  for  difpatcby 
for  difpatch  was  only  neceflary  when  adion  depended^  and 
which  was  not  the  cafe  in  the  prefentinftance. 

Mr.  jirchdaU  faid,  that  in  his  opinion  the  be(t  anfwer  that 
could  be  given  to  the  obfervaiions  of  Mr.  Windham  was, 
that  this  was  not  a  cafe  which  admitted  of  any  heiitation. 
For  his  own  part  he  mud  difdain  having  ever  faid  in  the  ar- 
dour of  patriotifm,  or  froni  any  other  impulfe,  that  Ireland 
was  perfectly  fecure ;  but  having  obferved  that  the  temper 
'     of  the  times  was  much  better  than  before,  that  property  was 
(ecu re,  a^d  commerce  protected  and  flourifhed,  efpecially 
fince  the  Union,  it  was  reafonable  for  him  to  conclude  that 
the  country  was  not  difcontented.     If  that  concludon  vvas 
contradi6lc>i*by  the  event,  and  that  rebelliQn  and  murder  had 
fuccecdedy  he  had  only  to  fay  that  he  was  forry  for  it,  and  Ja* 
mcnted.to  find  thai  he  was  fo  woefully  deceived.  With  regard 
to  Mf.  Windham  he  mud  obferve,  that  if  he  did  not  recolle£l 
the  tenor  of  his  fpeech^  the  mod  grateful  office  that  could  be 
done  him  would  be  not  to  put  him  in  mind  oi  it.      He  paid 
Mr.  Sheridan  the  highed  compliments  on   the  connftenC 
patrioiifm  of  his  condufly  .who»  laying  afide  all  views  of  pre- 
judice and  attachment  to  party,  had  on  all  occafions,  from 
the  mutiny  at  the  Nore  down  to  the  prefent  moment  io- 
cluiivcly,  (hewn  himfcif  to  be  a^uated  by  nothing  fo  much 
as  diity  and  attachment  to  his  Kingi  and  a  pure  and  difm- 
ttrefted  love  of  his  country  and  its  conditutipn.    For  himfelf 
he  mud  fay  that  he  had  no  intered  in  defending  the  prefent 
Minillers.      An  obje£l  of  more  importance  than  any  culpa- 
bility of  theirs  prefcnted  itielf  in  the  prefent  0ateof  Ireland, 
which,  he  thought,  might  be  in  part  produced,  by  finding 
ckiy  after  day,  and  in  ncwfpaper  after  ncwfpaper,  nothing 
,  but  remarks  on  the  incompetency  and  inability  of  their  own 
Gu'  ernment,  while  Bonaparte  was  reprcfented  as  the  great* 
ed  man  in  the  %vorld,  and  huiubling  a  I  the  powers  of  Europe 
by  the  force  of  his  all-powerful  and  irrefiiUbie  genius.     If 
people  were  difpofcd  to  add  thefc  unfavourable  and  unjud 
eon  rads  to  a  Ipirit  of   revoft,    they  w(iu!d   make  Ireland 
wo  ftf,  and  ot  courfc,  would  be  very  tar  f.oip  making  Eng- 
land any  better. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  br«)ught  up  a  copy  of 
ihe  Proclamation  of  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  of 
Ireland,  which  was  read  as  follows: 
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bt  the  lord  lieutenant  and  council  op  ireland, 

a  proclamation. 

Hardwicke, 

'Whereas  divers  perfons,  engaged  in  a  treafonable  and 
daring  infurredion  againft  his  Majefty's  Government,  did, 
on  the  eveoing  of  yeftcrday,  the  23d  of  July  inft.  fuddenly 
aflemble  in  the  Liberties  ot  Dublin,  with  fire  arms  and  pikes, 
and  did  there  commit  feveral  outrages,  and  particularly  in 
Thomas-ftreet,  in  the  paiifh  of  St.  Catharine,  within  the 
faid  liberties,  did  aflault  the  carriage  of  the  right  hon.  Arthur 
Lord  Vifcount  Kilwarden,  Chief  Juftice  6f  his  Majefty's 
Court  of  King's  Bench,  and  one  of  his  Majefly's  moft 
Honourable  Privy  Council,  and  did  drag  the  (aid  Arthur 
JLord  Vifcouft  Kilwarden,  together  with  his  nephe^Rr-,  the 
Rev.  Richard  Wolfe,  clerk,  from  his  faid  carriage,  and  did 
there  bafely  and  inhumanly  munier  the  faid  Arthtrr  Lord 
•VilcouRt  Kilwarden  and  Richard  Wolfe,  by  tabbing  them 
refpedively  with  pikes  in  various  parts  of  their  bodies,  of 
which  wounds  they  both  foon  afcer  died. 

Now  we,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council,  in  order  to 
bring  fuch  enormous  offenders  to  condign  puniihment,  do, 
by  this  our  Proclamation,  publiih  and  declare,  that  if  any 
perfon  or  perfons  fliall>  within  (ix  calendar  months  from  the 
date  hereof,  difcover  any  of  the  perfon  or  perTons  who  com* 
mitted  the  faid  inhuman  murders  on  the  faid  Arthur  Vifcount 
Kilwarden  and'  the  faid  Rev  Richard  Wolfe,  or  either  of 
theitt,  or  who  aided  or  afliftrd  therein,  or  who  advifed,  en- 
couraged, inftigated,  moved,  Simulated,  or  incited  the  perfons 
concerned  therein  to  commit  tlie  fame,  fuch  perfon  or  per- 
fons fo  difcovering  (hall  receive  as  a  reward  the  fum  of  One 
Thoufand  Pounds  fterling  for  each  and  every  of  the  (irft 
three  perfons  who  ihal)  be  apprehended  and  convicted 
thereof. 

And  we  do  likewife  publifli  and  declare,  that  if  any  oV 
the  perfons  concerned  in  the  murders  aforelaid,  fave  and  ex-* 
cept  the  perfons  who  adually  dabbed  the  faid  Lord  Vifcount 
Kilwarden  and  the  Rev.  Richard  Wolfe,  or  either  of  theiti,  as 
aforefaid,  (hall  difcover  any  other  of  the  perfons  concerned  in 
ttie  faid  murders,  or  either  of  them,  fo  that  fuch  perfon  or 
perfons  fo  difcovering  (hall  be  conviSed  thereof,  fuch  perfon 
or  perfons  fo  difcovering,  (hall,  over  and  above  the  faid  re« 
ward,  receive  his  ^lajefty's  mo(^  gracious  pardon  for  faid  of- 
iencps. 

Aiid 
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And  whereas  it  has  appeared  to  us,  that  the  daring  and 
rebellious  outrages  aforefaid  Y^rp  comqiitted  in  prorecmion 
of  a  rebellious  confpiracy  againft  his  Majefty's  Governnneaty 
and  that  divers  other  enormities  were  at  the  fame  time  com- 
mitted in  Thon^as  ftreet  aforefaid,'  and  in  the  neighbourhood 
thereof,  iti  pt^ofecutton  of  the  fame  treafonable  purpofe*  and 
that  divers  of  the  perfon's  engaged  therein  did  come  \p  Dub* 
.  lin  with  Intent"  to  commit  fuch  outrages  and  enormities,  in 
order  to  induce  and  perfuade  his  Majdly's  peaceable  atid 
loyal  fubjeAs  in  the  city  of  Dublin  and  its  neigh boufhocxi, 
by  the  terror  thereof,  and  I>y  apprehenfions  for  their  own  fcr-a 
fonal  fafety»to  join  in  the  trest&nable  confpiracy  aforeiaid. 

Now  we,  the  Lord  Lieutenant  and  Council  do  heceby 
Aridly  enjoin  ^nd  command  all  his  Majefty's  fubje^  in 
their  feveral  (latiohs,  and  according  to  their  feveral  dtiiica, 
to  uCe  their  utmoft  endeavours  to  fupprefsall  fuch  ccbellioits 
infurredioos  and  treafoaable  praAices,  and  to  appf  Aend  and 
bring  the  perfons  engaged  therein  to  the  puaiihoietit  due  u> 
their  crimes  ;  and  more  efpecially  we  do  (lri(^ly  enjoin  and 
command  the  Lord  Mayor  of  the  city  of  DuhJin,  ^nd  all  the 
Juftices  of  the  Peace  of  the  faid  city  oi.PxibUrt^  and  of 
the  county  of  Dublin^  and  all  Sheriffs  and  otheir  Magiflrates 
and  OfHcers  within  their  fever^il  jorifc^i&ions,.  and  all 
other  his  Majedy^s  loving  fubjeds^  to  dp  all  ads  in  tbcif 
power  to  fuch  purpofes.

:^nd  treafpnable  praf^ices,  wherever  the  fapia, may-appear, 
:and  particularly  \q  difarm  all  rebels,  and  recover. -alVcarma 
forcibly  and  traitoroufly  taken  from  his  Majeliijrts  peaceable 
;ind  loyal  fubje£ts,  and  take  and  feize  all  arxna.aod.  auDmue*  • 
liition,  which  may  be  found  in  the  cuftody  of  any  pcrfoffor 
perfons,  not  duly  authorifed  by  law  to  have  andkeeii^'iie  fame.

1l\\€  Chantellor  ^.  the  Exchequer  faid.  Sir,  ihe  HouTe  will 
have  obfervedy  in  the  proclamatioQ  ju(l  read,  that  it  ftafes, 
that  the  outrage  comcnitted  in  i^ublin  was,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  perfons  by  whom  the  proclamation  was  iflTned,.  the  refiilt 
of  a  dangerous  and  traitorous  confpiracy  againft  his  Majedy's 
Government  and  the  conftitution  of  the  country,      I  am 
fully  aware  that  I  (hould  not  be  juftified,  nor  could  anycoi^« 
Gderation  induce  m*  to  propofe  fuch  meafures  as  thofe  which 
I  f^l  ii  my  duty,  indifpeniible  duty,  to  fubiriit,  if  the  uutragea 
which  have  excited  the  horror  and  indignation  of  every  welU 
conditioned  mind,  were  the  refuU  of  any  other  proje^s  than 
thole  againft  the  ptiblic  fafety :  fop  however  we  might  regret 
the  circumfiancefi  alluded  to  in  the  proclamation,  they  furoiQi 
of  themfelves  no  ground  for  narrowing   the    conflitution 
within  the  limits  of  the  exifting  Government  of  the  country  ; 
and  although  the  proclamation  avows  a  dangerous  confpi- 
racy, it  does  not  fpecify  thofe  details  which  it  is  n^ceifary 
Ihould  be  ftirniflied  before  thofe  meafures  are  adopted  which  , 
I  (ball  feel  it  my  duty  to  recommend.     But  there  are  oc- 
cafions  when  it  is  neceflary  that  thofe  who  are  entrufted  with 
the  conduA  of  Government  are  bound  to  Rate,  if  they  cannot 
in  f^ail,  at  ieaft  on  their  folemn  declaration,  fubjedl  to  an 
heavy  refponfibtiity,    that  the  meafure  which  touches  the 
confttttttion  of  the  land  is  called  for  by  the  circumftances  of 
the  cotmtry,  and  a  due  regard  for  the  public  fafety.     I  (hould 
contchd  that  the  proclamation  itfelf  contains  grounds  which 
would  warrant  the  meafure,  but  it  is  neceflary  I  fhould  (la(e»  - 
that  the  proclamation  does  not  contain  all  the  information  in 
poibllion  of  his  Majefty*s  Government ;  information  which» 
at  the  prefen^ moment,  it  would  be  highly  improper  to  de- 
clare.    It  fta?e^  a  dangerous  confpiracy  at  a  time  when  it  is 
the  avowed  defigu  of  the  enemy  to  invade  the  country,  and 
when  Parliament  is  about  to  ieparate.     It  was  faid  by  an 
hon*  Gent|eman>  who  has^    on   former  occafions  as  well 
as  on  the  prefent^  furntfhed  proofs  of   vehement  difcuf* 
fion  terminating  in  unanimous  approbation,  that  attempts 
at  reform  by  the  bayonet,  ought  to  be  met  by  the  bayonet, 
por  my  own  part,  I   wifii  to  employ  other  me^ns;     if, 
in  aid  of    the  bayonet,    I  can  employ  the  law,    I    am 
perfuaded  it  will  be  as  congenial  to  the  feelings  as  it  is 
conformable  to  the  pr;iAice  of  the  Hpufe.     I  have  never  un- 
der rated  the  efficacy  of,  the  laws,  but,  on  the  contrary,   I 
have  always  deplored  the  neceflity  of  reforiing  to  thofe  niea* 
fures  which  have  been  reforted  to  in  cafes  of  emergency. 
Whenever  a  power,  unknown  to  the  legitimate  conftitution, 
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to  fetze  J>crfi>ns  confptring  agalnft  i)ic  State,  has  been  givea 
to  hi5  Majefty's  Go^vcrnmen',  'f  have  uniformly  th^mght  if  a 
mearfnre,  the  policy  of  which  coiild  only  be  juftified  by  cx- 
^treme  neceffity,  and  that  in-  degree  and  duration  It  tMtght  to 
4)e  commehfurate  witji  fuch  neceffity.     Wi.h  refpefl  iu  fuch 
'parilculaV  meafure  I  rnean  (rrd  to  prr^pofe,  and  I  afltire  fhfe 
Hotjfe  I  do  it  with   relitdance,  it  is  for  the  purpore,  ac» 
cording  to  the  title  of  the  bill,  of  fiippreffing  rebellion,  and 
protc^^ing  the  perfbns  and  property  of  his  Maj^fty's  fai^hftil 
fiibjefls  in  Ireland.     The  means  by  which  this  purpofe  is  to 
be  effcfled  are,  that  whertver  perfons  (hall  be  found  in  a'5^trat 
tcbelliotii  power  (hall  be  given  to  the  Lord  Liemenant  to 
dire8  that  courts  martial  (hall  be  called  for  their  Immediate 
trial.     Lcr  it  be  recollefled,  that  if  the  threat  of  our  infoletrt 
and  implacable  enemy  fhnuld  be  carried  intctexecanon,  there 
would  exift  In  his  Majcrty,  by  virtue  of  his  royal  pWrrogatiVe", 
a  powe^  to  proclaim  martial  law  throughout  his  domiufofi5. 
Bur  uhat  is  martial  law?    It  \t  ndt  that  which  I  wifli  the 
L('rd  Lieutenant  (huuld  be  authbrtftrd  to  pu!  in  force,  btit  ic 
is  that  fyftem  which  fufpcnds  the  ordinary  courfe  of  juftice, 
and  fubftifutes  martial  law  for  the  law  of  the  land.     N<*w, 
Sir,  what  I  wifTi  is,  to  give  a  power  to  the  Lord  Lienttfiani 
Ihat  (halt  not  diOu  b  the  ordinary  admtniUration  of  juftice, 
but  by  which,  for  the  pufpofe  of  fupprtfling  rebellion,  thofe 
who  arc  taken  in  arms  againft  the  Government  Ihal?  be  liable 
to  be  tried  by  a  milifary  court...   Let  it  he  recolleQed,  1  re* 
peat,  that  'this  is  fhort  of  the  power  whitfh  might  be  granted* 
if  his  Majefty  thought  proper  to  cxcrcife  his  prerogiiive,  and 
that  I  recommend  the  meafure  under  amoft  perfeA  eonvic* 
tion  of  Its  neceffity.     Sir;  I  (hould  content  myfelf  with  this, 
were  it  not  for  a  confidcration  ncceffary  to  be  ex  plained.  In  or- 
der th&t  it  may  not  appear  ih^t  I  am  prOpofing  nteafures  of 
imneceffary  rigour^  for  fuch  they  would  be  If  they  were 
beyond  the  public  exigency.     If  ihc  Houfc  fbmild  adopt  the 
motion  fjr  the  bill  I  have  dated,  I  (hall  follow  it  i:p  with 
a  motion  for  the  fufpenfion  of  the  habeas  corpus  «A.     I 
may  be  a{ked»  what  is  my  reafon  for  having  recotirfe  1o  fuch 
fecrtnd  meafures  ?    I  anfwer,  that  under  this  bill  for  the  fep* 
prefTion  of  rebellion,  a  power  would  be  giveft  to  the  LonI 
Lieutenant  to  try  all  perfons  taken  in  rebellion  by  cotfrtf 
martial.     Now,  Sir,  1  do  not  wiih'  to  confign  to  trial  b/ 
courts  martial  all  whom  the  Government  may  think  f#  lie* 
ccflary  to  detain.     I  wi(h  not  to  Ibfe  the  benefit  of  ciVKfl#i>« 
cefs.    If  a  bill  for  the  fufpenfion  of  the  habeas  corpus  Aft 
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wsis  hoi.  ^o'pafsi  Govcrnincnt;- would  be  obliged  to  take  up 
every  one  fopnd  in  rebellion,  and  adopt  the  courfe  laid  down> 
in  the  bill  for  fuppreiling  infurreflioQ.  Th  s  bili,  therefore,' 
is  meant  to  qualify^the  rigour  of  the  other  bilLy  by  p ro.viJing 
that  perfons  may  be  cooioaitied  by  civil  propefs^  without  any 
court  manial.  I  mean  to  refl  this  bill  oa.the  grounJs 
1  have  mentioned.  '■  > 

.    Having  (ta'ed  the  ground?  of  both  thefe  me^rures^  I  mufl 
v^dvcrt  to  the  hands  in  which  fuch  extraordinary  powers  wili 
be  placed*     Sir,  during  the  lad  two  years,  \  have  the  fi^is-i 
£a4Si(On»  arinng  from  ptiblic   and  perfunal  coofkdcrattoh,  ofi 
fii^tingt  that  not  a  breath  haa  been  uttered,  or  a  word  fpokeb, 
which  has  called  in  queftioo, the   moderation,   wirdruDt  and 
firmnefs  of   the  Government  of  Ireland*     Under  circum- 
(lanc^^jof  the  utmoft  diflictiity,  the  conduA  of  Lord  Hard^ 
wii:kc  h^  been  marked  with  no  lefs  moderation  thaii  prii<^ 
deace.     Immediately  after  the  ftgning  oi  the  peace,  when 
the  bill  for  ma;tial.  law  was  iii  force,   and  when  he  wa&  en-* 
couraged  by  the  timid,  and  urged  by  many  enlightened  meo^ 
tobave'recourfe  to  it,  you  know  that  Lord  Hardwicke  lairf 
It  afide,  and  refuf^d  to  exercife  the  powers  and  author i'ie^ 
the  bill  gave  him.     Immediately  upon   rigciing  the  treaty  of 
Amiens,  L(>r<i  Hardwicke  thotight  the  danger  the  bill  pro^ 
Vided  ag^ind  did  not  exi(^,  and  he  deiermined  to  give  tDt*  A 
people  the  benefit  of  the  eflabli(hed  fotms  of  the  country; 
^ir,  Ymce  that  period,  a  great  charajL^ier  has  prcitded  over  tho 
law  department,  w^o  once  adorned  the  chair  of  the  Houfe; 
Of  tliat  nobleman,  I  will  not  fay  a  word  uf  ru!rrgy»     There 
Is  upon  the  fubje£i  of  his  gr^at  qualities  but  one  opinion  in 
this  country.  I  fay  then,  that  Lord  Hardwicke,  in  addition  to 
his  own  (\pinion«  dictated  by  his  goodfcnfc,  lus  had  the  ad- 
vice of  that>  great    per(bn  with  regard    to  the  condij<St    he 
thought  it  wifjB  toadopt.     We  have  therefore  a  frelh  pledge 
of  the  difpoiiticmof  the  irifti  Government   to  adhere  to  the 
genuine  piiacipJes  of  the  Irift  conftitutton.     In  fuch  hands 
4$  thcfei  great  piwers  may  be  placed  without  any  riifptcion 
of)  tl^ir  bein^  abiifed.     I  have  heard  dated,  what  appeai;s  to 
me.itro^  dodriiurs  with  refped  to  the  proceedings.     1   caa 
pnly  (iiy,  tluit  fuch  dodrioes  are  perfedly  new  to  me,  though 
■  much  of  my  time  has  been  paflcd  in  attending  to  the  \oxxx\% 
of  the  Houfe, .   The  dodrines  applied  to  a  proceeding  merely 
formal,     J  was  furprifed,  therefore,  when  I  heard  a  decla* 
ration  from  fuch  a  quarter,    that   it  was  the  pradice  on 
nxtraordio^cy  occafipns  to  defer  returning  ao  anfwer  to  % 
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MeflTage  from  his  Majefty  on  the  fame  day.     I  admit  the 
ol'fervation  might  apply  with  fome  degree  of  force  Id  the 
p/oceeding  ndw  before  tbf.  Houfe.     To  a  m<ue  formal  pro- 
ceeding, <tich  a  doArine  would  apply*  hut  it  never  has  been 
Emitted  liiat,  on  great  and  impciitant  occafionsy  it  was  ne- 
cciTary  to  interpofe  delay,  merely   wi^h  reference  to  pro- 
ceed! i  gs  of  form.    The  obfcrvation  of  the  hon.  GenilemaA 
is  inapplicable^  bccaufc  it  is  premature  ;  unlefs  this  was  a 
cafe  of  the  utmoft  neccflity.  I  feel  that  I  (bouid  not  be  war- 
ranted in  caiiing  Upon  the  Houfe  to  difpenfe  with  tlieordU 
nary  forir.s  ;  bai  when  that  hon.  Gentleman  was  »  Member 
oi  his  Majel^y's  Ciovtrnmcnt,   he  will  recoiled,  for  his  me* 
mory  cannot  have  failed,  that  the  bill  for  the- fulpenfion  of 
the  habeaa corpus  a£V  pafled  this  Houfe  in  the  courfe  of  one 
day,  and  confeqiiently  it  is  to  a  fimilar  fpccies  of  difpatcb 
ihat  his  obfcrvations  founded  on  precipitation  apply. '  If  the 
tnea>ure>  I  have  propofed  are  fit  to  be  adopted,  they  ought  to 
be  adopted  immediately  or  not  at  all.     I  (peak  not  my  own 
lenuments,  but  of  thofe  great  men,  on  the  fober  exercifeoF 
whofe  judgn>ent  the  Houfe  may  rely.     Yoo  know  that  they 
have  uniformly  difcouraged  every  propodtitm  of  this  nature. 
Within  thefe  few  days  they  have  yielded,  and  in  their  con« 
vidion  of  the  abfolute  neceflitv  of  the  meafure,  every  .Mem* 
ber  of   his  Majefty's  Government  participates.     I  fliouU 
therefore  hope,  that,  whhout  fettering,  in  any  degree,  the 
difculfions  of  the  Houfe,  without  implying  a  wifli  that  it 
flnjuld  be  underftood  the  condud  of  his  Majedy's  Govern- 
ment is  fcree^ed  by  any  proceedings  of  the  Houfe  ;   I  only 
afk  of  the  Houfe  not  to  expofr  the  public  ihtereft  to  any 
danger  from  any  want  of  confidence.     It  is  upon  this  part 
of  the  queftinn  the  condud  of  the  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr. 
Windham)  forms  a  contraCi  with  that  of  fome  other  Meai« 
bers,  andiparticulariy  of  the  hon.  Gentleman  oppofite  me 
(Mr.  ^'^heridan).     It  has  been  the  prominent  feature  of  that 
Gentleman's  condud,  that  in  times  of  public  danf*er  he  has 
laid  adde  all  party   feeling,  and  has   facrificed  ail  perfonal 
oppofition  at  the  ihrine  of  pnblic  duty.     M  the  period  of 
the  mutiny  (lam  forry  to  let  the  word  go  out  pf  myiDouih) 
at  the  time  of  a  threatened  invafion,  at  the  dread  of  a  famine» 
upon  the  queiiion  of  the  No/thern  convention,  and  upon 
cvtry  other  occafion  where  his  talents  could  be  of  fervice  to 
bis  c.  untry,,heiias  never  failed  to  come  forward.    What 
wns  the  language  he  held  ?  It  was  this-^*^  The  veflel  is  in 
d^nger^  the  crew  mu(V  go  to  the  piiippy  let  us  favc  the  Ihip  and 
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bring  her  captain  to  account  after  the  danger  is  over.  Let 
iis,  in  cafe  of  invafiony  confider  not  who  is  the  Minifter,  but 
Mrho  is  ihp  enemy."  This,  Sir,  was  h{s  language,  and  It 
flamps  immortal  honour  upon  him.  1  have  diffi^red  froni% 
him  upon  mahy  political  points  ;  I  have  not  .the  happinefs  of 
being  intimately  acquainted  with  him, 'but  I  admire  and 
venerate  Kis  conduct.  I  wifii  thofe  by  whom  he  has  been 
attacked  would  give  us  the  benefit  of.  fo  good  and  noble  an 
example.  I  move.  Sir,  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill,  for  the 
fuppreflion  of  rebellion  in  Ireland,  and  for  the  protedion  of 
the  perfons  and  property  of  his  Majefty'S' faithful  fufojeftf 
Ihere. 

Mr.  ff^ndham  faid,  he  wiflied  to  faggeft  the  rea!  fituation 
in  which  the  Houfe  was  placed.  Whether  the  mea(ure  was 
right  or  wrong,  he  Ibould  not  attempt  to  pronounce.  He. 
tnttft  take  it  on  the  r^prefenration  and  knowledge  of  his 
Majefty's  Minifters,  who  themfelves  had  taken  it  from  the 
reprefentation  and  knowledge  of  others.  He  thought  it  a 
meafure  too  ftrong  to  be  taken  on  the  authority  of  fuch  in- 
formation. As  the  queAion  flood,  martial  law  was  to  be 
eftabliibedin  Ireland,  becaufe  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  for 
reafons  which  he  could  not  declare,  told  tbe  Houfe  it  waar 
ncceflfary.  From  this  ctrcumdance  he  might  derive  a  juf- 
tification  of  what  he  faid  before,  for  every  twenty. four 
hours  might  bring  fomeihtng.  It  would  be  defirable  that 
fome  further  inhormaiion  ihould  be  given.  All  that  was 
known  was,  that  an  inftirre^ion  had  broken  out  in  the 
country.  It  was  a  circomflance  worthy  of  refleAion,  that  the 
per  Tons  on  whofc  authority  they  were  to  rely  for  the  necef- 
lily  of  the  tneaiure  propofed,  were  the  very  Miniflers  by 
whom  the  lift  z€ts  had  been  repealed.  It  was  very  remark- 
able, that  they  who,  aK  no  very  diftant  period,  repealed  the 
afis,  fiiould  now  deiire  tbe  Houfe  to  renew  them.  When 
the  Houfe  was  not  allowed  a  moment  to  deliberate,  it  na- 
(urally  created  doubt.  Perhaps  it  was  the  repeal  of  the  a<^s 
that  hadcreated  the  neceflity  for  renewing  of  them.  The  bon*^ 
Gentleman  proceeded  in  a  (late  of  irony  to  obferve  upon  the 
culogituns  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  and  Mr* 
Sheridan  in  favour  of  each  other. 

The  Chancellor  %f  the  Exchequer^  in  explanatioii,  ilated, 
that  the -Goi^ernment  of  Ireland  had  not  re|ftaled  the  ads 
after  the  peace,  bu!  had  fulFered  them  to  expire.  • 

Mr.  Sheridan  faid  he  was  not  infenfible  of  the  eiilogium^ 
of  which  tbt  righc  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Windham)  re- 
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miiKledblaiy'.but  was  highly  flauered  by  ir.  The  right  h<HK 
G^nUeman*  no  a  former  occaiion,  had  (aid  Tomeihing  ot  bis 
(Mr.  Sheridan's)  fpeakiag  atone  Ode  of  the  Houfe:  tlie 
right  hen.  Gentlcaian,  however,  had,  he  believedt  bimfelf 
been  upon- all  fides  of  the  Houfe.  Firli,  he  fat  on  the  befich 
near  hinit  fhen  cri  (Ted  the  Houfe  and  fat  as  long  at  he  would 
be  allowed  upon  the  rreafury  bench  ;  then,  by  a  dia^<H)«I 
movement^  he  eroded  the  Hnufe,  fa  the  benth  where  he  now 
fat,  and  where  he  was  pretty  likely  tocon«tnue  {Uud  hughtit)^ 
Thertgh^  bon.  Gentleman  (continued  Mr.  SIteridan)  has 
talked  ot  eulogieSy  but  he  cannot  charge  me  with  being  much 
in  the  habit  of  cotnplimenting  Miniflers,  not  eren  himfeM' 
or  his  coHeagues  in  office ;  neither  can  he  charge  me  with 
calling  the  prefent  Minifters  by  opprobrious  rtameS'— loch  atf 
JiLhy  iisuf'asf  and  afterwards  wrapping  myfelf^  i'n  a  Ikirt  of 
that  dowlas.  On  whatever  fide  of  the  argument  I  ipay  have 
fpoken  in  this  H<Hjfe|  I  d^fy,  and  challenge  the  rrght  hmn 
Gentleman,  and  thofewith  whom  he  ads,  to  point  out  in 
tny  political  life  a  fmglt:  ad  of  inconfiftcncy.  I  never  ^leferted 
aprlvaie  friend,  a  political  connecElion,  or  feniiment ;  nor 
did  1  ever  regret  a  vote  I  gave  in  this  Houfe  but  one,  and 
that  was  for  the  indemnity  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  and 
his  colleagues  in  office.  It  is  certain  that  I  have,  on  many 
occafions,  giveii  my  fiipport  to  his  MajeHy^s  prefent  Mtni* 
Hers  ;  but  it  was  becaufe  I  thought  they  aded  like  hoacft 
men,  to  the  bed  of  their  opinions  and  abiliiics,  for  ihe^gcNKl 
of  their  country.  So  long  as  they  continue  to  ad  A>,  they 
ihall  have  my  feeble  fupport  to  the  be(lof  my  power ;  but 
It  (ball  be  perfedly  independent,  and  perfedly  di(Vnterefted  i 
and  eqtialiy  regardlefs  of  cenfure  or  praife'trom  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman,  or  his  colleagues  in  or  out  of  office.  I 
Ihall  continne  toad  as  1  always  have  done,  with  the  beft  of  my 
xeal  for  my  King  and  country ;  that  coutitiy  which  ,1  believe^ 
from  the  bottom  of  my  foul,  contains  within  it  the  beft»  the 
worthiest  and  the  happiell  community  on  the  face  of  this 
globe  I 

Mr.  Hawthorn  fupporicd  the  motion,  becau(e  he  ihougbt 
the  meafure  would  be  produdtve  of  mod  falutacy  elKeds  hi 
the  hfnds  of  that  illuftrious  nobleman  now  at  the  head  of 
the  Government  in  Irelaadt  whofe  cotuleA  be  h(0'loAg 
witnefled  with  admiration,  and  which,  he  was  convfnced, 
was  calculaifd  to  conciliate  the  affisdions,  and  better  th« 
condition  of  the  people  of  Ireland  ;  and  which  he  believed  it 
had  done  in  a  very  con(jderable  degrcci   particularly  in'  that 

part 
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p«rt  of  checoonrry  where  he  lived;  a'nJne  was  cF opihioiiy 
thatp  iiotwiiMtanding  the  partial  inftance.  of  inturrec** 
ttnn  and  horrid  outr<tge  which  had  recently  occurred,  the 
fplrii  of  infurrefiion  was  by  np  means  general  in  IreUnd, 
tnd  To  far  as  h  did  extft,  was  confined  to  the  loweft  orders 
of  the  pffiiple. 

Mr.  jfrrr  obferved,  that  the  fituaiion  of  the  people  of  Le« 
land  had  been  materially  altered  fur  the  better  fmce  the 
union,  though  there  were  (111)  lurking- the  feeils  of  febeliion. 
He  believed  if  the  eneaiy  were  to  land  in  Ireland,  they  would 
find  as  determined  an  oppofiiion  as  from  any  clafsof  fuhjeds 
in  his  Majetiy's  dominions.  He  had  livt;d  in  Ireland  during 
the  late  rebel li<Mi,  and  was  in  a  private  corps,  and  he  could

EAST  INDIA  BUDGEt. 

Lord  CajUcreAvh  {tixtr  the  Houfe  had  refolved  into  a  Com* 
tnittee  on  the  Eaft  India  affairs)  opened  at  confiderable  lei^gih 
the  general  fiaiisment  of  the  Eaft  India  Company's  affairs  in 
the  year  beginning  from  March  180I9  and  ending  in  the 
fame  month  1802  v  heaifo  prefentcd  aneRimated  ftaiemem 
for  the  year  of  1802-3.     In  the  budget  wbieh  he  had  pre- 
fented  at  the  beginning  of  the  Sef!ion,he  had  given  a  detailed 
ftatement  of  the  affairs  of  the  Company  in  1800-1,  and  only 
an  eftii^atedftatetn^nt  of  i8oi-2.    He  now,  hatrng  received 
%he  ;iccount9y  was  able  to  prefent  the  a6^nal  ftatement  of  the 
Uft  year,'  and  an  eflimated  ftatement  of  the  cirrrcnt  year. 
Hc>  was  fiappy  to  inform  the  Commiiiee,  that  the  atSual  re- 
ientie  for  the  laitycar  conllderably  exceeded  the  efttmatcd 
fevenuey'and  that  ihe  revenues  of  every  prcfidency  were  in  a 
ftate  of  Improvement:     He  was  confcious  that  he  was  going 
ro  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  a  detail  of  accounts 
which  were  not  fo  maTerially  interefting  as  a  budget  which 
Ml^e  immediately  affe£led  the  country;,  but   when  it  was 
aec^lIeCted  that  he  was  going  to  fpealc  of  an  empire  poflcfs- 
mg  an^annua?  revenue  of  thirteen  miHions,  and  which  was 
ib  Intimately  conneded  with  the  ^rofperity  and  commerce  of  * 
t^Utnuntfy,  to  which  it  contributed  fo  lai-gely,  he  truftetlhc 
f)k>ij)d  be  beard  with  attention.     His  L^rdfhipihen  gave  a 
very  detailed  fialemcnt  of  the-fitiration  of  the  Eaft-Iwfiii 
Comparfy,  both  as  to  its  revenues  ancf  its  charges.  ^  The  re-

Having  gone  through  all  the  (latemenfs  wrth  equal  perfpi-^ 
Cuit^  and  patience,  he  obferved,  that  nothing  could  be  mote^ 
gratifying  than  the  view  thus  exhibited,  of  the  a£tual  pfofpe* 
rity  and  future  profpeds  of  our  Eaft  India  fetilements,  wHich* 
vrcrenow  infinitely  fuperior  to  what  they  had  ever  been  befofcj 
or  to  what  belongs  to  any  other  country  on  the  face  of  the  globe;' 
Whether  we  looked  to  its  revenue,  its  commerce,  the  value^ 
of  lands,  its  population,  or  its  peaceful  Government,  it  muft' 
prcfent  an  objcdt  of  envy  to  every  other  nation  in  the  world. 
'i*he  noble  Marijuis,  at  the  head  of  that  Government,  had  ati 
opportunity  of  carrying  into  effed  the  fyftem  of  judicature 
adopted  by  the  Marquis  Cornwailis,  and  from  the  reports  of 
the  different  Governors,  given  in  as  a  ftatiftical  view  of  tho 
whole  country,  a  plan  was  now  effefled  which  had  been  much 
improved  by  the  exertions  of  Sir  George  Barlowe.    The  judi- 
'  cature  of  the  courts  was  now  equal  to  thofe  of  the  other  fet*^ 
ilements,  and  the  fame  fyftem  was  extended  to  mofl  of  the 
Jaghires  and  Cttcars.    Means  were  taken  to  afcertain  the  Va- 
lue of  the  other  more  refnote  Englifli  pofleflions,  and  the  fame 
fyftem  pervaded  them  all,  who  had  their  courts  and  judges  in 
the  fame  regularity  as  thofe  of  Bengal.

The  Chancellor  rf  the  Exchequer  moved  the  order  of  ibc 
tday  for  going  into  a  Conraittree  of  Supply,  and  that  the  pe^ 
tiiions  of  Mr.*  Martin  and  Mr.  Dubois  he  referred  to  h; 
which  beuig  complied  with»  he  further  ilated,  that  both  pt^ 
titions  were  from  American  royalifts  under  very  particular 
circumftances.  Theclaimof  Mr.  iVfartinhefliottldiTothave  to 
trouble  ihem  with  now,  as  it  had  been  already  admitted,  and 
voted  by  the  Houfe.  That  of  Mr.  Dubois  c^me  recommended 
l>y  nothing  fo  moch  as  the  peculiar  hardfliip  of  bis  cafe. 
When  the  Brittfii  forces  were  in  the  fbothern  part  of  the 
American  States,  very  eflential  fervicea  were  performed  by 
the  family  of  Mr.  Dubois,  and  the  petitioner  binnrfetf,  though 
very  young  at  that  time,  difplaycd  fo  much  alacrity  and  zeal, 
that  they  we/e  warmly  acknowledged  by  Generals  Balfour 
and  Craig.  This  claim,  as  an  American  loyalift,  might 
liave  been  proved,  and  wouM  have  been  admitted  before  the 
Commiflioners,  but  Mr  Dubois,  who  was  then  a  minor,  re- 
ceived intelligence  that  his  eftates  in  America hadnot been  con* 
tifcated.

i^  the  cpurfe  of  five  years,  and  in  that  cale^  indead  of  the 
lu^fent  fxifting  debt  of  nineteen  mtllionsy  the  Company 
if ould  be  in  poileilion  of  three  millions^  with  a  debt  of  ro  * 
snore  thaor  two  millions..  He  therefore  thought  hknlelf 
ftri^ly  warranted  in  lepeaiitigi  tliat  if  {his  fyAeitt  be  purfuedf 
of  paying  off  the  debt  in  die  fame  circuitous  way  that  h«l 
hitherto  been  periifted  in*  the  con{equences  wojtild  iK>t  fail  to 
1^  highly  injuriouSf-and,  he  feared,  would  \h  the  end  prove  | 

fatal  and  ruinous  to  their  interefls.     With  every  care  ami  ' 

wery  defire  to  avoid  the  fmalieft  mifi^prefentadton  either  of 
theaiStirs  of  the  Company  or  the  iBtentionaof  the  nobU  Lord* 
who  brings  forwiird  this  meafure,  he  felt,  himfelf  called  tipoii 
by  the  impertons  diSates  of  his  duty  to  proteft  againft  it,  aa 
one  that  was  fraught  with  fallacy,  and  which  would  b& 
found  to  operate  in  a  manner  very  differeot  indeed  to  what 
the  noble  Lord  expeds  fiqtn  it.  He  faid  he  had  the  fulleft 
confidence, 4hat  what  he  was  then  faying  cfovld  not  by  poC- 
llility  create  the  tmalleft  doubt  in  the  mind  of  any  one,  either 
as  to  the  credk  of  the  Company, or  the  condu<ft  of  the  Dircc* 
'  tors,  for  whom  he  profeifed  the  greateft  refpe£l  and  regard^ 
and  for  whofo  talents,  integrity,  and  induftry,.  no  maii^  could 
have  a  higher  opinion  than  bimfelf ;  nay,  he  could  evea 
CODtraft  this  (iatecnent  'of  the  noble  Lord's  predecedbr  with 
the  aAual  admihifiration  of  the  Company,  and  by  dry  figures 
he  woaU.proYe  to  the  Houle,  that  it  appears  upon.thefe 
papers,  that,  ccmmunttui  annh^  bills  to   the   amount  of 

£oo,oool«  have  been  draw^i,  and  that  the  expcnces  of  various 
inds  have  amounted  to  full  as  much  more  ;  whereas,  hail 
tbe. trade  been  limited  according  to  the  a£l  of  Parliament 
pafled  (or  thai  purpofe^  we  (houM  have  had  no  India  debt  at 
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all.  In  thus  attaching  error  to  the  plan  of  the  right  hoo. 
Gentleman  (for  certainly  error  was  all  he  meant  to  attach  to 
it)y  he  begged  leave  at  the  fame  time  to  bear  full  teftimonjr 
lo  his  talents  and  integrity.  The  right  hanourable  Gen- 
tleman had  his  warmed  thanks  fbr  the  unwearied  attention 
and  diligence  which  he  had  uniformly  paid  to  the  affairs  of 
the  Company^  and  he  ht:lieved.he  had  laid  no  more  than  thja 
truth,  \vh«n  he  had  declared  in  his  place  in  thyt  Houfei  that 
whenc^ver  he  contemplated  the 'bufinefs,  either  on  his  riOng 
in  the  m.)rning  or  going  to  bed  at  night,  he  found  the  weight 
of  it  too  heavy  for  him. 

Mr.  Prinfep  Paid,  that  the  right  honourable  Gentlemaa 
had  exercifed  aH  ihofe  concerns  very  much  to  his  honour* 
he  was  tree  fo  confefs;  yet  he  thought  he  might  be  allowed 
to  ih  v  rhe  fallacy  or  itifufficiency  of  his  plan,  and  to  fay  to 
his  hicc<.ir>r,  read, compare,  and  reflefit,  and  avoid,  if  po(tib1e» 
faliiiTc;  into  the  fame  delul'ion.  If  the  noble  Lord,  or  tbs 
right  j.onourabie  Gentleman  who  now  fills  another  depart- 
ment of  his  predecefTor  (Mr.  Tierney),  or  any  other  Gen- 
tleman in  the  Houfc,  would  give  him  the  honour  of  their 
company  for  one  fingle  hour,  he  would  undertake  to.prove  to 
them  every  word  he  had  faid.  He  was  forry  that  he  did  not 
at  that  moment  fee  any  Eaft  Iridia  Dire£lor  in  the  Houfe  to 
whom  he  could  add  re  fs  himfelf  on  theprefent  occafion  ;  on  a 
former  one,  the  Houfe  had  been  told  by  one  of  its  'Members 
not  to  attend  to  the  f^atement  of  fuch  an  honourable  Gen<« 
tieman  (meaning  himfelf)  becaufe  he  was  of  a  fervent  dif- 
pofition,  and  apt  to  ftate'  and  colour  things  too  warmly ;  he 
aflured  the  Houfe,  however,  that  he  never  intentionally  ftated 
any  thing  as  afafit  which  he  did  not  on  the  fulleft  inveftiga- 
lion  believe-to  be  fo.  A  plan  had  been  produced,  he  faid,  i|i 
that  Houfe,  which  had  cod  the  Company  20  nxiltions.  The 
noble  Lord  feemed  by  his  look  to  deny  this,  but  he  was  furo 
of  it,  if  you  do  but  keep  the  clue  in  pucfuing  it,  which  was 
abfoiutely  neceilary  to  be  dope ;  for  in  India  accounts,  the. 
clue,  if  once  loft,  could  not  be  eafily  found  again,  nor  in  a 
very  fliort  time.  If  that  plan  be  purfued,  he  mud  once  morb 
repeat,  that  it  would  be  highly  injurious,  and  in  the  end  fatal 
to  ihe  Company's  tnterefts.  That  Company  was,  at  prefent, 
managed  by  very  ab)e  men,  but  it  was  not  abounding  ia 
ready  money*— the  whole  capital  was  obliged  to  be  employed; 
ftflK  however,  if  this  meafure  was  not  adopted,  he  was  one 
of  ihofe  who  looked  forward  ^ith  a  firm  and  fieady  eye  to 
profpeds  the  mod  flourifliing  and  profitable.  There  were 
other  refources  alfo  relative  to  private  trade,  which  were

now  in  a  courfe  of  gradusil  and  regular  improveoientp  and 
ivhichy  he  doubted  nor,  would  turn  out  equally  produ6fife. 
He  begged  pardon  of  the  Houfe  for  having  detained  ibcm 
fa  long,  and  puncluded  by  proiefting  againft  the  prcfMt 
meafure. 

Lord  CaflJereagh  faid,  he  trufted  the  honourable  Gentlenun 
would  excufe  his  goine  at  length  into  the  argumrnts  then 
Y)fed  by  htm  «again(l  the  meafure*  after  \\\^  very  full  difcuf- 
fion  ^he  fubjefi  had  received.  He  begged  the  honourable 
Gentletnan,  however,  to  be  aware  of  one  thing,  that  what  he 
called  his  (the  noble  Lord's  plan),  was  no  other  than  the  law 
of  the  land. 

Mt,.Prh/ep  faid,  he  underftood  the  aft  of  parliament, 
which  fays,  that  out  of  the  furplus  revenues  the  Company 
fll^ll  ufe  one  million  Oerling  only. 

The  Sptalier  reminded  the  honourable  Gentleman- that  he 
muft  confine  himfelf  to  explanation  of  what  he  himfelf  had 
didy  and  (hould  confider  whether  wha?  he  was  now  faying 
was  not  in  reply  to  what  had  fallen  from  the  nobie  Loid. 

Mr.  Prinftp  faid,  he  thought  that  >s'\\zx  he  was  faying, 
might  be  taken  as  explanation,  as  the  noble  Lord  had.m^n^ 
tioned  the  a6t  of  parliament.  He  was  about  to  proceed  on 
that  fubjeft,  when—  .  /^ 

The  Speaker  told  hini  he  was  not  whhin  the  line  of  expla* 
nation. 

The  refolutions  were  then  read  and  agreed  to. 

Captain  Harvey  faid,  he  held  in  his  hand  a  petition  from 
feveral /Admirals  and  Captains  of  the  navy,  the  objeA  of 
which  was  to  pray  the  Houfe  to  extend  the  powers  of  the 
CommiiTioners  for  enquiring  into  nfval  abufes,  fofar  as  to 
enable  them  to  enquire  Into  the  proceedings  of  prize  caufes 
and  appeals  in  Dohors'Commons,  and  the  Admiralty  Court. 
He^faid  that  great  injury  had  been  done  to  the  ofGcers  and 
feamen  of  the  navy,  from'  the  delay  in  caufes  in  Doftors* 
Commons  and  ihe  Admiralty  Court*  He  moved,  ^^  that  the 
petition  be  brought  up." 

On  the  queftion  being  put^ 

Sir  fy.  Scott  rofe  and  faid,  that  it  was  by  no  means  bis  in- 
tention tooppofe  the  motion,  though  fuch  a  petition  as  the 
prefent  could  not  but  furpriie  him  very  much.  If  there  was 
any  charge  to  be  made  againft  him,  he  fliouUI,  with  the  ut* 
rood  pleafiire,  meet  the  charge,  and  throw  himfelf  on  his 
country.  What  the  honourable  Gentlemen  meant  by  delay 
in  caufes  and  appeals  in  Doflprs*  Commons,  he  fhpuld  be 
glad  to  hear  him  explain ;   there  were  very  few  appeaU.

He  had  lib  objefiton  tofhe  petition  being  broujglif  up,  but  he 
could  not  avoidTayin^y  that  he  thought  it  fomewhat  inde«' 
Cbrous  t(>  bring  tip  fuch'a  petition  without  the  leaft  notice^ 
or  tM  fmalleft  intinaatioh  liaving  been  given  to  him.  If  . 
there  were  any  complaints  againd  tfie  proceedings  in  t 
€ottrf,  the  Judgi^  of  that  Court  was  certainly  the  propereft 
pcrfon  to  be  conlulted. 

■  Captain  - /r<7n;^  appealed  to  the  ChanceTtbr  of  the  Ex- 
chequer, and  other  Members  of  Adminiftrat  ion,  if  he  had  not 
(hewn  them  the  petition  the  preceding  day,  and  faid  fie  had 
put  ofFpiefenting  it  their,  at  the  cxpreTsrequeft  of  the  Chan- " 
ccUor  of  the  Exchequer,  whom  he  naturally  fiVppofed  would' 
intimate  it  to  the  right  hon.  and  learned  Gentleman. 

The  Chanctlhr  of  the  Exchequer  acknowledged  that  the. 
boitourabfe  Gentleman  had  informed  him  of  the  petition, 
and  had  deferred  prefenting  it  at  his  requeft/    He,  perhaps,' 
ought  to  have  apprifed  his  right  hon.  and  learned  Fxiend  o( 
if;  and  \x  was  his  intention  to  do  fo,  but  it  had  really  flipped 
his"^ memory  till  the  very  moment  that  he  faw  the  hon.  Gen-^ 
ft^man  rife  that  day  with  it  in  hh  hand.     He  thought,  how- 
ever, that  in  a  cafe  like  the  pr^fent,  wherd  *a  ferious  chhrge 
v^a«  ntade  againft  the  proceedings  of  a  Coort,  the  com- 
pl<n>ent  might  and  ought  to  have  beeri  paid,  of  giving  inti-' 
mation  of  it  to  his  hon.  and  learned  Friehd. 

Dr.  Laurence-  faid,  Jic  ftioutd  not  ohjeA  t6  the  motion^ 
biit  he  thought  the  pttftibn  a$  new  and  extraordinary  a  one 
as  ^ver  was  brought  bcffore  the  Hpufe — the  parties  ftating, 
generaUy,  tf  at  theV  defii'e  an  inquiry  Into  all  the  proceed- 
ings of  a  Coijff.  If  there  Was  any  neccffity  for  fuch  an  in- 
quiry, there  was  in  that  Houfe  a  Committee  of  Courts  of 
Juftw^e;  to  which  it  would*have  been  moft  proper  to  addrefs 
themfelvesr  He  thought  ht^  *''ght  hon.  and  learned  Friend' 
had  a  right  to  corcplain  of  the  tnanne/  in  which  this  peiitiorv 
had  been  brwight  forward.

General  Moitland  fpnlce  to  ordf^r;  he  fatd  bethought  the 
learned  Gentleman  was  not  in  order  in  alluding  to  the  report 
of  the  CommiiTioners  in  fpcajifing  (o  the  motion  of  the  peti- 
tion being  brought  up. 

Dr.  Laurence  conceivfcd  h^mfclf  to  be  (IriSIy  In  order  j 
the  prayer  df  the  petition  was,  that  the  powers  of  tho& 
CommtfTioners  might  be  enlarged  fo  far  as  to  inquire  into  the 
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proceedings^  of  the  Couris»  and  they  in  their  laft  report  bavo

At  prcfent  they  were  reftrifted  to  three  (Jsrjearits,  three  corpo- 
rals, three  drummers ;  it  was  propofed  to  increafe  thefe  to  fix 
each.  Leave  was|rranted.  The  bill  was  immediately  brought 
in,  read  a  firft  and  fecond  time  (by  permiffiQo}^.  and  ordered 
to  be  committed  the  next  day* 

The  army  of  refcrve  an^ndment  bill,  and  the -Scotch  army 
ttf  refcrve  bill,  were  feverally  read  a  third  time,  and  paflfcd. 

The  American  ailignments  bill  was  read  a  fecond  time,  and 
ordered  to  be  continittcd  the  neit  day. 

The  AnorneyrGeneral  moved  for  leave  to  bring  in  a  bill  to 
prevent  the  forgery  of  foreign  bills  of  exchange,  promiSbry 
notes^  and  orders  for  payments  of  money,  and  foreign  copper 
coin.  He  fatd  this  criminal  pradlice  had  arrived  lo  fq  enor- 
mous an  extent  in  this  country,  that  it  drew  a  kind  of  reproach 
on  our  laws  froin^foreign  nations.  It  had  been,  in  many  in- 
fiances,  detefted,  and  in  one  particular  inflaitcc  in  the  moft  ef- 
feftual  manner.  The  Magiftratcs  had  found  out  a  forgery  to 
a  very  great  amount  indeed  on  Portugal,  and  fo  vigilant  had 
they  been,  and  taken  their  meafures  fo  well,  that  the  dete£tio:« 
went  over  in  the  fame  veflel,  or  arrived  fo  nearly  at  the  fame 
time,  that  the  m^n  who  committed  the  aft  were  taken  im- 
mediately on  their  arrival.  The  crihie,  however,  was  become 
fo  prevalent,  that  it  was  neceflary  to  put  a  (lop  to  it  as  fpecdily 
and  efFeftually  as  pofTible.  Leave  was  given  to  bring  in.  the 
bill,  which  was  read  a  firft  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  fe- 
cond time  the  next  day. 

The  Lord  Mayor  moved  for  leave  to.  bring  in  a  bill  to 
enable  (he  Lieutenants  of  the  city  of  London  to  carry  into 
executiob  an  aft  pafled  in  the  prefent  Parliament  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  x^atm.

Mr.  JobtrJIone^  previous  to  Uie  Speaker  letvtng  tbe  ckat^» 
ntdeairariety  of  oMefvafkms -introdudory  to  t  itkMoa  for 
ati  innrafUon  to  the  Comcnittee  that  it  ftoiild  have  power 
Co  cotifider  of  the  fneans  of  a  more  fpeedy  decifion  of  appeals 
in  matters  of  prizes.  ^ 

.Sir  ff^*  Scoii  faid,  the  judgesof  the  price  eoorts  Were  not 
of  opinion  they  were  inadequate  to  the  adjudication  of  th^ 
caitfes  iiefore  them,,  or  they  AouU  have  applied  not  to  the 
Legffflatiire,  but  lo  his  Nfajefty ;  he,  however,  did  not  think 
it  necelfiiry.  It  was  from  particular  circnmftances  fiich  a 
mafs  of  canfes  had  accumulated^  but  he  was  perTuaded  rhcj 
might  be  dtfpoied  of  without  much  difficulty. 

The  mott(»n  was  put,  and  immediately  negatived. 

Mr*  Burr9Wii  dated,  that  he  (hould  n6t  bring  forward  a 
claitre  he  had  intended,  relative  tothe  prize  courts  abroad,  as 
he  underftood  the  fubjedt  was  in  the  hands  of  his  Majefty's 
Minifters,  who  had  dated,  the  necefltty  of  adopting  focoe 
tneafures.

Mr.  Burrowes  faid,  that  hc'Vras  content  with  tlie  adftiifEoo 
of  expediency,  it  implied  neceffity. 

The  ChanceUor  of  the  Exchequer  obferycd,  that  he  had  not 
faid  the  meafure  was  expedient^  but  tba^  the  queftion  of  ex«^ 
pcdiency  w^s  before  Minifters. 

The  Hotifc  then  refolved  itfcif  into  the  Committee*

exempted  the  creditors  of  the  Government,  or,  in  uihcr 
Words,  perfons  poflefling  property  in  the  funds,  from  paying 
their  due  proportion.  He  (hould  not  make  any  motion  on 
it  In  the  prefent  ftagc.  but  (hould  deliver  his  fentimcnts  ow  it 
,  in  the  Committee,  which  was  fixed  for  the  next  day. 

STIPENDIAKY  CUKATL8. 

On  the  fecond  reading  of  this  bili, 

'1  he  Lord  Cbanc^lhr  faid,  there  was  an  objcflion  which 
ilccurrcd  to  him  on  the  firft  view  of  the  bill,  which  was.  that 
}t  oiiUuted  againft  the  Handing  order  of  i8j2,  prohibiting 

the 
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the  grtht  rf  piiblic  montfy  in  a  bill  whi<ih^  embraced  two 
different  objeds.  The  preTem  bill  included  two  particular 
objeds— *ift.  To  provide  for  thofe  curates  who  might  be 
deprived  of  their  livings  by  the  operation  of  the  bills  which 
had  already  pafled :  and,  adiy.  A  grant  of  a  funn  of  money 
to  provide  generally  for  them,  and  render  their  fituation 
more  comfortable  ihan  it  would  other  wife  be.  It  would  re- 
main for  their  Lordfliips  to  confider  whether  this  objc&ion 
was  lo  be  decifive  of  the  fate  of  the  bill. 

Lord  Suffolk  fiated,  that  the  bill  had  his  approbation,  as  far 
as  regarded  its  rendering  the  fituation  of  the  inferior  clergy 
more  comfortable ;  but  he  hoped  that  no  objedions.  in  point 
of  form,  would'  fruftrate  the  meafure,  as  had  been  the  cafe 
with  fome  other  very  beneficial  regulations.  The  laws 
already  in  force,  enabled  the  biflA>ps  to  make  allowance  to 
curates  as  far  as  the  amonnt  of  70I.  but  every  one  muft 
know,  that. many  incumbents  made  private,  bargains  with 
their  curates,  for  the  recompence  df  301.  or  40I.  a-year« 
He  was,  however,  glad  to  hear,  that  a  bill  was  now  pending 
for  belter  proViflon  to  be  made  to  the  perfons  fuffering  in 
their  curacies  from  the  confoUdated  fund. 

The  Duke  6{  Norfolk  faid,  his  objections  to  the  bill  prin- 
cipally arofe  from  the  power  given  to  bifhops  to  diminilh  the 
revenues  of  incumbents  one-fifth^  which  muft  materially  de- 
teriorate the  property  of  individuals,  and^ particularly  thofe 
'performs  who  were  poflefled  of  advowfons. 

The  claufe  refpeding  this  obje£l. having  been  then  read, 
his  Grace  acknowledged  that  he  had  been  under  a  miAake  in 
the  provifions  of  the  bill. 

J  he  L^rci  Chancellor  obferved,  that  it  was  true  the  law  at 
prefent  authorifed  bifliops  to  make  allowance  to  curates  of 
70I.  a^year,  but  no  force  or  power  of  an  ad  of  Parliament 
could  prevent  private  agreetT)ents  between  incumbents  and 
their  curates*  There  was,  perhaps,  fome  reafoo  to  lament 
that  the  bill  would  diminiOi  the  patronage  and  property  ol 
individuals,  and  the  more  fo  as*  this  kind  of  property  was 
now  in  the  nature  of  afTets,  and  fold  in  the  fame  manner  anJ 
facility  as  corn  at  a  market. 

The  bill  was  then  read  a  fecond  time,  and  committed  for 
the  next  day. 

GENERAL  DEFEKCC. 

Lord  Suffolk  faid,  that  having  heard  in  the ' country  of 
a  meafure  propofed  for  an  army  of  refenre  and  the  general 
defence  of  the  nation,  he  had  come  to  town  for  the  purpofe 

of 
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of  being  better  informed  with  refpeS  to  thf  m^  He  wi/bed 
to  know  how  the  army  of  referve  was  to  be  drilled,  how  tile 
officers  were  to  be  appointed,  and  in  what  nxaj9i^«r,ihai  force 
was  to  be  rendered  effedluat  ?  There  was^alfp  another  tubj^ 
in  which  he  was  d^firous  of  information^  nameiy,.  hovr  ^(ar 
the  city  of  London  had  contiributed  its  due  pjroponion  of  nKli . 
to  the  general  defence  of  the.couotry.  He  hoped  jt  wopM 
not  be  deemed  unparlianaent^ry,  if  he  ilightly  aU^ded  to  a 
difculTion  which  had  takpn  place  in  another  Houfe,  refpe£kr 
ing  our  means  of  defence)  ^nd  the.  appointment  of  a  military 
council.  He' had  received  fome  letters  r^ating  to  the  pro- 
portion of&rcd  by  the  city  of  London,  one  of  which  he  had 
in  his  pocket ;  and  from  the  whole  of  the  in  formation nCod* 
veyed  to  him,  he  was  induced  to  think  that  blame, attached  tft 
the  city  of  London,  which  had  iK)t  done  as  much  as,  in.  fuch 
circumftances,  might  be  expeded,  and  what.it  ought. to  doi 
Impreffed  forcibly  by  thcfe  confftderations,  without  at  piefen^ 
naming  any  particular  day,  he  gave  notice,  that  he  (boul4 
fubnriit  this.fiibjedi  to  the  view  of  Parliament  before  the  con^ 
clufion  of  the  prefent  SefTion,  late  as  it  was,  and  hop^d  bi^ 
Majefty^s  Minifters  would  ihen .attend  in. their  places,  in' or- 
der to  give  fuch  information  as  be  and  the;pubUc^had  a  right 
to  expied  from  them. 

The  Houfe  thed,  on  the  motion  of  the.<It<Qfd:CbanceUoi'f)

Mr.  /.  //.  Br^KM^  agreed^  that  it  would  pot  be  juft  to  fub- 
jtA  any  (hips  to  pay  duties  from  what  they  were  to  derive 
no  benefit;  but  the  general  advantage  mufi  be  obvious,  and 
no  one  couM  doubt  the  great  benefit  of  which  this  meafure 
would  be  to  the  Greenland,  the  Archangel,  and  the  Baltic 
trides;  Due' and  fuiBcient .  noti<;e  had  been  given  of  the 
^kieafure,  and,  as  the  evidence  before  the  Committee  re* 
ttiarned  uncoiitradided,  he  thought  it  was  too  late  in  the 
S^iilon  to  require  further  information,  which,  by  delaying, 
filight  defeat  4he  whole. 

Affer  fome  obfervations  frotti  General  Phipps,  the  Lqtd 
Mayor  of  London*  Mr<  Fergu-fon,  Mr.  Wm.  Smith,  Mr. 
Windham,  Sir  Wm.  Pulteney,  and  feveral  others,  the  Hoofe 
divided  on  the  claufe  for  im^ofing  a  duty  on  (htps  trading  to 
Greentand^  AFchaf)|el,-  and  the  B«lttc  trade,,  for  the  fupport 
of  this  light  houf^i  \n  which  the  numbers  were. 
Ayes,  17 — Noesi  44. — Majority,  7. 

The  clanfe  was  of  ceuife  rejefied,  and  the  bill  ordered  to 
be  read  a  third  time  the  next  day. 

DEVCNCB  OP  THE  COUNTRY. 

The  Houfe  refoWed  itfelf  into  a  Committee  on  the  geoenl 
defence  amendment  bill. 

Mr.  Wilherforce  obferved,  that  he  did  not  objefi  to  the 
principles  of  volunteer  fervice,  but  he  thought  this  bill  would 
be  making  invidious  diftindions  between  thole  who  volun* 
teered  and  the  people  who  ferved  in  a  mafs. 

The  Secretary  at  ff^ar  .O^tedt  that'  the  bill  was  only  iii* 
tended  to  fufpend  the  general  defence,    whenever    thi 
fourths  of  a  diftrid  were  obtained  by  volunteer  corps. 

Mr.  fyitidham  was  of  opinion,  that  the  fydem  of  volunU 
ing  was  eflablifhing  a  dangerous  ariftpcracy  in  the  country^ 
which  would  defeat  the  obJeS  of  the  meafure.  lltere  vrcre 
many  men,  who  wDuld  >e  retrained  from  entering  into 
lunieef  corps  by  the  inability  of  fome  to.  purchafe  tbe 

far/ 
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fary  uniforms ;  aod  the  natural  modefty  of.  oUierSi  which 
would  make  them  tenacious  of  entering  .info  the-Gatnecorfrs 
with  their  fuperidrs  in  rank.  Th6  b{>inion  .he.  entertained 
.upon  the  fubjed  was  very  much  ftrengthened  by  feme  very 
>pertinent  reitiarks  in  the  public  prinu;  the  consents,  wert 
.not  in  general  of  4hat  dercription.  r 

^  Mr.  Sheridan  ridiculed  the  hon.  Gentleman's  farcafms  on 
.the  ptiblic  points,  obferving,  that  in  compliment  to  his  friend 
(Mr.  Cobbett]  he  pi'obably  preferred  the  weekly  to  the. 
diurnal  pubiicatioBs.  He  praifed  the  readinefs,  zeal,  and 
^dflcrity  of  the  volunteer  corps,  and  ren^arked,  that,  with  the 
clception  'pf  fhe  regulars,  there  was  not  a  corps  in  the  king- 
.dom  on  which  the  late  Secretary  at  War  had  not  caft  fdme  de« 
^ree  of  odium.  He  approved  of  this  bill,  becaufe  it  encouraged 
volunteer  exertions,  and  )>ointed  outthe  ftaiion  in  which  every 
(than  in  the  country  ought  to  place  himfelf.  It  had  been 
ftated  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  with  refpe^  to  the 
general  defence  bill,  that  its  objed  ought  to  have- been  to 
march  companies  to  the  army,  and  that  their  firft  deftinatton 
was  to  be  that  of  filling  up  the  regiments  of  the  line.  He 
had  fpoken  to  Geiitlemen  upon  that  fubje£t,  who  thought 
that  a  nobleman,  gentleman,  tradefman,  or  farmer,  all  of 
whom  were  liable  to  the  operation  of  the  a6l,  if  they  did  not 
volunteer,  would  be  very  much  furprifed  to  find  themfelves, 
perhaps  in  the  courfe  of  a  month,  in  a  private  regiment,  and 
liable  to  be  tied  up  to  the  halberts.  It  was  impOfTible  for 
%ny  man  to  make  a  comparifon  between  the  volunteers  and 
thofe  who  were  drilled  dn  compulfmn.  Could  the  latter  be 
compared  with  thofe  patriotic  volunteers,  who  were  facri* 
ficing  their  time  in  perfeding  themfeives  in  their  exercife  ? 
Look  at  the  St.  George's,  and  the  Weftminfter  volunteers, 
who' mod  hkely  might,  at  this  moment,  be  feen  exercifing 
in  the  Hall.  But  the  hon.  Gentleman  had  faid,  he  diQiked 
that  fuperiority  and  fpirit  of  ariftocracy  in  towns  and  vilbgcs, 
which  it  was  the  tendency  of  the  bill  to  introduce.  He  de- 
nied that  it  would  have  any  fuch  eiFed.  The  only  tSt&  of 
the  bill  was  that  of  allowing  perfons  to  volunteer  inftead  of 
being  compelled  to  ferve«  They  were  npt  obliged  to  wear  * 
an  uniform.  If  in  villages  they  voluntarily  came  forward 
without  uniform,  they  were  exempted  from  the  operation  of 
the  general  defence  bill.  In  large  towns,  fuch  as  Birming- 
ham, Sheffield,  and  Nottingham,  he  jhould  prefer  aflbciationa 
of  the  higher  clafles,  and  in  the  country  and  villages  thole  o£ 
the  lower.     He  was  (iuiafied  wiiht^  power  this  hill  gatve 
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this  Majefty,  wiih  regard  to  ihc^^acceptance  of  volanfecr  fer- 
;vtccs.  Wc  ought  not  to  flop  while  any  thing  was  left  to  be 
done.  We  ihotiJd  look  forward  to  the  poflibility  of  the  moft 
"^aftrous,  calamitous,  and  diigraceful  events  again  occur- 
jring.  The  fiaie  of  Ireland  was  fuchy  that  akhough  every 
man  miift  rejoice  at  its  prefent  fecuriiy,  we-ought  not  to  Cal- 
iCulate  on  its  remaining  free  from  difturbance.  It  was  ab- 
ibiuiely  neceflary  that  Ireland  (bould  not  be  feparated  from 
ihis  country.  It  mighty  perhaps^  be  neceflary  that  the 
'.whole  of  our  dirpofablc  force  (bnuld  be  employed  for  the 
4>urpofe  of  retaining  Ireland.  Upon  the  whole,  he  faw  no 
^bje£ljnns  to  the  alterations  propofed  by  this  bill,  but,  on  the 
•contrary,  thought  it  a  proper  extendon  of  the  fyflem  of  vo- 
lunteer fervice.  {Mr,  Sheridan  delivered  thh  fpeech  from  the 
^Treafury  Bench. J 

Mr.  Windham^  in  alluGon  to  the  part  of  the  Houfe  from 
"whence  the  hon.  Gentleman  had  fpoken,  defcribed  him  as  a 
fOew  convert,  and  obferved,  that  like  a  young  foldier  be  ba4 
£red  \As  laufquet  too  foon.  When  a  meafure  was  brought 
forward  that  was  new,  various  in  its  operations^  and  depend- 
ing upon  a  thou  (and  different  cauCes,  the  eiFeds  of  which 
were  inipoffible  to  be  forefeen,  time  ought  to  be  allowed  to 
difcufs  it.  This  was  a  bill  which  it  had  been  thought  necef- 
fary  to  read  a  firfl  and  fecond  time  the  preceding  day.  Ir 
"wasa  tneafure  in  fuch  a  huity^  that  not  a  moment's  thne  vras 
lo.be  loft  in  debating  it ;  but  it  was  impoflible»  in  point  of 
fa£^,  that  a  meafure  like  that  of  arming  the  nation  coald  be 
carried  on  with  fuch  fpeed.  It  mufi  proceed  with  regularity  ; 
it  was  like  the  feven  ages  defcribed  by  Shakfpeare.  The 
bill  mud  firft  be  prepared  ;  it  muft  then  be  brought  in  ;  it 
had  to  go  through  the  forms  of  the  Houfe ;  firft  and  fecond 
readings  ;  committed  j  third  reading ;  arnl  the  fame  (lages  in 
the- other  Houfe;  it  muft  then  be  paifed,  after  which  it  was 
to  be  fent  info  the  country  to  be  carried  into  execution. 
Then  there  followed  fuch  a  clattering,  fnch  a  buftle,  and  tu- 
mult ;  what  with  the  various  duties  of  the  tything-man,  the 
Lord  Lieutensiiit,  and  the  Deputy  Lieutenants,  the  whole 
bufinefs  was  as  confufed  as  a  horfe-race.  The  tything<*man 
was  going  to  the  fchool-mafter  to  read  the  ad,  and  the 
(ch'ooUmafter  to  the  juftice  to  underfland  it.  In  ihort,  be- 
fore this  bdl  could  produce  the  mfcn,  the  enemy  might  be  at 
the  door.  It  would  be  fome  time,  before  we  had  the  men  in 
their  (hoes,  but  bow  long  it  would  be  before  they' became 
foldiers,  <<  Peeking  reputation  in  the  cuiaon's  moulh»"  1» 
t  could 
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could  not' fay.  At  prefent  we  had  an  army  only  on  p;iper. 
He  referred  to  ihe  journals  and  placards,  pbfervtng,  that,  at  the 
beginning  of  an  invaflon,  he  wiflied  for  fomething  betted 
than  paper  4) ul lets.  The  country  was  not  to  he  defended  hy 
(he  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer's  coming  vapouring  down' 
to  the  Houfei  exdlaiming,  Don't  be  afraid !  I  am  the  ntan. 
Something  like  hfm>  who,  whoit  he  was  tokl  tip  ft^irs,  the 
jboufc  was  on  fire»  faid,  What !  and  I  here  1  After  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman  had  fet  the  four  corners  of  the  world  on  fire, 
it  was  fLOt  his  cooling  dowh  with  his  little  budget,  or  ihimbte 
full  qf  water,  that  would  extingui(h  the  flame.  He  next  re- 
ferred to  the  writings  and  principijes  of  his  friend  Mr* 
Cobbett,  on  whom  he  pronounced  an^high-flown  panegyric, 
fiatingi  that  he  had  tnet  every  bad  revolutionary  principle  by  ^ 
principles  of  the  moft  good,  loyal,  and  virtuous,  a  tendency, 
and  that  he  (Mr«  Cobbett)  deferved  to  have  a  ftatue  of  gold 
ered^ed  to  his  menruiry.  As  to  the  mode  of  carrying  the  bill 
into  execution,  he  was  of  opinion,  that  if  Minifters  combined 
the  higher  orders,  and  left  the  lower  orders  to.  themfelves, 
they  would  put  the  defence  of  the  country  upon  a  b^d  footing. 
H^  deflred  to  know  how  the  volunteers  were  to  be  combined. 
Wasi  i-t  to  be  a  mixture  of  the  old  and  the  young,,  the  robuft 
and  the  weak,  the  hufband  and  man  of  family,  and  the  fingle 
man,. the  enervated  with  the  ftrong.  If  this  was<to  be  the 
fyflem,  the  volunteer  corps  would  be  merely  places  of  refuge 
from  that  fervice  whicfh  the  prerogative  of  the  King  might 
call  upon  every  man  for.  It  was  providing  a  place  of  retreat 
for  ihofe  who  wi(hed  to  avoid  fervice.  He  therefore  depre- 
cated the  force  of  the  country  being  converted  into  volunteer 
corps:  he  admitted  that  the  bill  might  be  good  or  bad,  ac- 
cording as  it  was  executed. 

Mr.  Sheridan^  in  reply  to  the  obfervations  that  he  was  a 
new  convt;rt,  aiked  the  hon.  Gentleman  whether  it  was  a  new 
iit,uation  for  him  to  come  forward  and  (late  his  opinion  wh^a 
the  country  was  in  danger?  Did  he  call  out  like  the  hon. 
Gentleman,  **  reftore  m^  and  my  friends  to  power,  or  the 
country  cannot  be  faved  r"  Was  it  new  to  him  to  be  an  ad- 
vocate in  the  caufe  of  the  country  ?  The  hon.  Gentleman  had 
accufed  him  of  firing  his  mufquet  too  Toon;  he  had,  how*, 
ever,  returned  the  (ire.  He  ought  to  apologize  to  his  Maj^f- 
ty's  Minifters  for  the  danger  into  which  he  had  brought 
them ;  but  happily  the  hon.  Gentleman  hiid  fired  his  mtif** 
kei,  but  had  forgot  to  put  ball  in  it.  The  hon.  Gentleman 
commanded  a  fine  piece  of  artillery,  which  was  formidable 
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vrhenever  he  had  recouiTe  to  it ;  but  he  was  (6  food  of  fquibs 
and  crackers,  that  he  Feldom  did  any  execution.  It  was  not 
long  fince  the  hon.  Gentlecnad  had  ftated^  that  there  was  no 
fpirit  in  the  couniry,  and  that  journals  lagged  in  roulxng  its 
energies.  Would  he  have  had  thefe  bills  brought  in  at  that 
time  ?  He  had  faid,  the  people  of  England  were  a  degraded^ 
bafe,  and  loft  people.  Was  that  the  time  fof  bringing  for- 
ward fuch  a  tneafure  i  No,  it  was  more  likely  to  bcraitended 
with  tffeA^  by  having  been  brought  forward  after  the  fpirit 
of  the-  people  had  been  excited.  With.regard  to  that  clatter- 
ing and  race-ccfurfe  buftlc  the  hon  Gentleman  had  defcribedy 
h^*  was  glad  to  hear  that  noife  of  the  machinery  of  the  bill, 
but  it  was  with^regret  he  had  heard  the  hon.  Gentleman 
fpcak  oJF  it  with  difgud  and  rebuke.  The  ban.  Gentleman 
had  called  ihe  placards  of  the  enemy  paper  bullets,  and  had 
fatd  what  a  time  f^'r  Bonaparte  to  come !  It  was  to  be  hoped 
be  would  not  cotK^  the  fooner  in  confequence  of  what  the 
hon.  Gentlenian  had  faid,  but  if  he  did,  he  would  find  that 
the  meafures  adopted  by  Minifters  had  already  produced  an 
army  of  loOyOOo  volunteers.  The  hon.  Gentleman  r^rettcd 
the  meafure  had  not  been  brought  forward  foonei,  but  he 
could  haVe  no  fubftantial  reafon  for  his  regret,  except  that 
he  would  have  had  three  times  fo  diany  opportunities  of 
abufing  Minifters.  His  fyftem  had  been  a  lydem  ofdif* 
couragement,  which,  if  it  had  been  followed,,  would  have  led 
the  country  to  defpair,  and  proftrate  itfelf  at  the  feet  df  its 
enemy.  He  had  faid,  that  there  was  no  Gilvation  for  the 
countrvi  except  by  a  particular  individual  being  MiniQer ; 
tffiit  the  country  had  nothing  to  fight  (or  ;  that  after  the  dif* 
graceful  Treaty  of  Amiens,  the  country  had  received*  on  the 
part  of  honour,  kicks  innumerable ;  that  it  had  nothing  like 
glory  or  honour  fcH*  which  to  contend.  This  was  one  of  his 
modes  of  difcouragement.  The  next  was  to  by  down  by 
moft  laborious  demonftration,  that  no  irfeeular  force  could 
contend  with  the  regular.  That  fuch  a  force  as  we  had, 
v;as  impofltble  to  refift  fuch  a  force  as  the  eiiemy  could  bring 
againft  us.  The  next  was,  that  nothing  could  be  done  (or 
the  cotmtry  till  the  prefent  Minifters  were  out — that  they 
were  an  incubu;5,  a  night-mare — and  that  the  more  that  was 
given  them,  the  worfe  they  were.  He  then  referlred  to  what 
he  defcribed  as  the  hon.  Gentleman's  filly  panegyric  upon 
Mr.  Cobbett,  and  ^he  eredion  of  a  flatue  of  gold  to  bb 
honour.  (Here  Mr,  IVifulham  fmdfomething  in  a  hw  iatte  wf, 
voiic  J  -  Mr.  Sheridan  continued.    The  hon.  Gentleman*  h« 

faid. 
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fiiid,  feemed  to  mutter  at  this ;   nay,  he  groaned ;   he  was 
glad  to  hear  him  groan.    However,  he  hoped,  he  would  go 
on  with  his  flatue  of  gold,  and  make  it  a  coloflal  ftatuc  ;  but 
be  advifed  him  not  to  folicit  fubrcriptions  at  the  Royal  Ex-    - 
change ;  l*  was  not  lilcely  he  would  be  very  fuccefsful  there,  - 
for,  he  beKeved,  in  one  of  that  Gentleman's  papers,  he  had 
obferved,  that  the  ftocks  could  not  exift  if  the  monarchy 
cxift/  It  was  not  very  probslble  tliat  Ihe  writer  of  fuch  a  fen- 
timent  would  be  very  popular  in  that  wealthy  city  wheie  any 
fubfcribtion  could  be  raifed  with  cfFeft. 

Mr.  fftlliam  Smitb  faid,  he  approved  of  the  bill,  in  its 
orignal  ibape,  becaufe  it  conveyed  the  idea  of  the  whole  mafs 
of  the  people  being  trained.  He  wifhed  the  tratning  to  ex*  . 
tend  to  every  clafs,  as  the  country  might  be  placed  in  a 
fituation  in  which  it  would  be  neceflary  all  (hould  be  ready 
to  aA.  He  was  siware  there  might  be  fome  perfons  lefs  to 
be  trufted  t him  others,  but  he  wasperfuaded  the  people  at 
lar^e  were  loyal.  He  obferved  that  the  volunteer  force  was 
diiperfed  over  ihe  whole  country,  and  might  hot  be  eafily 
drawn  together  at  the  point  where  it  was  wan*.ed.  He  liked 
the  original  meafure,  becaufe  it  was  to  make  us  an  armed 
nation.  There  was  befides  an  advantage  in  having  an  inde- 
finite fbrce,tf  it  was  afcertained  the  enemy  might  be  able  to 
bring  a  force  adequate  to  meet  it. 

Mr.  Archdale  (Vated,  that  Mr.  Cobbett,  in  his  Journal,  ^ 
had  aflerted;  there  were  not  i8,oco  men  in^  Ireland,  and 
tbat  France  had  only  td  fend  four  (hips  of  war,  with  as  many 
troops  as  they  cbt/ld  convey,  in-order  to  take  pofleflion  of 
that  country.  Now  was  this  a  fentlment  for  which  a  man 
ought  to  have  a  (tatpe  of  gold  ?  It  was  not  an  attempt  td  fet 
fire  to  the  four  corners  of  the  world,  but  to  the  four  corners 
of  Ireland.  If  his  Majefty's  Mtnifters  ought  to  be  difmiflcdr 
let  Gentlemen  n^ove  to  that  effcfl:.  If  they  did  not  poflefs 
the  confidence  of  the  Houfe  they  would  be  difmiflld  ;  but  at 
a  time  like  this,  to  go  on  embarraffingMi^ifters  was  ufelefs 
and  unavailing. 

Mr.  ff^indham  faid  a  fc'w  words  in  explanation. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  faid,  it  was'withreludance 
he  protrafied  the  difcuHion.  feeling  that  Gentlemen  might 
be  better  employed  ;  he  fhould  be  forry  to  fix  on  himf^lf  the 
imputation  of  having  delayed  by  unneceilary  obfervations, 
thofc  exertions  that  were  neceflary  tor  fhe  fafcty  of  the  coun-  ' 
try.  An  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Smith)  had  (la.txd  his  opinion 
of  the  bill  under  a  wrong  imprefliun.   He  had  iiatcd  tKat  the 

force 
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force  for  the  defence  of  the  country  would  )>e  imderflcKMi  as 
(leBniie.  .  It  was  not  To,  but  remained  as/indefinite  as  bv  the 
original  bill.     The  prcfent  mealurei  wac  only  to  enable  his 
Majefiy  tu  relieve  particular  diftridfi  when  there  were  fuch  a 
number  of  volunteers  as  (bould  be  deemed  fufficienr.   By  the 
operation  of  this  bill,  there  would  be  a  force  voluntarily  Aifm^ 
ciplinedi  not  difciplined  unf^^^  ^^^  appreKenGon  that  they 
might  be  drafted  into  th^  ranks.     He  knew  it  was  the  duty 
of  every  man  to  ferve.his  Majefiy  any  where  within  tjfic 
-country  in  cafe  of  invafio^ ;  but  he  wi(hed  to  fubAitute  volun«» 
teer  corps,  becanfe  he  withed  to  fee  men  come  regularly  into 
the  field.     The  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Windham)  had  grati* 
fied  and  furprifed  him,  by  faying,  that  this  was  a  bill  upon 
which  the  country  might  rely,  if  it  was  properly  executed — 
he  had  furprifeil  him,  becaufe  when  it  was  firft  propofed,  ho 
had  rpoken  of  it  with  coldnefs — he  had  merely  faid»  it  was  a 
tseafure  that  would  not  do  harm.    Thrre  was  ooi  one  mode 
of  defence  which  that  hon«  Gentleman  had  hqi  fpoken  of 
with  contempt,  except  the  regular  army.     Fortunately  his 
authority  was  not  equal  to  his  zeal,  or  his  obfervations  mtgbt 
do  confiderable  harm.     Of  the  militia  and  volunteer  corps» 
he  had  fpoken  in  a  manner  that  had  excited  difgud,  and  had 

Froduced  enquiries  refpecfling  the  conduit  of  the  militia  i a 
reland,  the  refult  of  which  had  been  mod  fatisfaiSlory.     He 
referred  to  Mr.  Sheridan's  ftatement  of  the  public  feeling,  and 
aflced  whether,  without  fuch  a  popular  fcntimem,  this  bill 
could  be  carried  into  efTcfl.    He  had  never  heard  an  imputa- 
tion of  delay  witliout  feeling  its  darinir  injuflice.     He  knew 
that  the  nugiOrates  of  the  country  had  heard  with  aftonifh- 
Hunt  that  Parliament  had  not  aded  with  difpatch.     Magif- 
t rates  could  not  execute  fo  fa(\  as  the  Houfe  could  legiflaie* 
He  never  Ihoiild  ceafe  lo  be  of  (Opinion  that  the  hon.  Gentle* 
man  (Mr.  Windham)  had,  throughout  the  whole  period  that 
had  elapfed  fince  the  prefenting  his  Majefly's  mcifage  ou  the 
8th  of  March,  done  ^very  thing  that  was  calculated  to  dif* 
fpirit  and  d'fmay  the  people,  and  to  add  to  the  hopes  of  ihe 
enemy.     The  hon.  Gcnilenwin  hiinfelf  muft  have  read  with 
mortification,  that  importance  was  attached  to  his  opinions 
by  the  French  journalift.s,  and  that  they  were  fources  of  exuU 
■  talTon  to  them,  as  they  were  of  regret  to  ninety  nine  out  of 
a  hundred  in  this  country.      If  the  hon.   Gentleman  had 
moved  an  addrefs  to  difmils  his  M^jefly's  MinilTers,  he  could 
oi^ly  have  faid,  that  in  the  courfe  of  eievtn  weeks  they  had 
laid  the  foundation  for  the  Urged  force  that  ever  exifted.    if« 
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notwiihftanding  their  efforts,  and  they  had  not  been  wanting, 
he  wa^  of  opinion  fhat  they  were  unworthy  the  confidence 
oif  the  King,  lei  him  claim  the  opinion  of  the  Hoiife  ;  bi>t  it 
was  not  confident  with  his  public  duty  to  be  continually  en- 
deavouring %c%  weaken  the  confidence  of  the  Houfe  towards 
tbofe  in  whom  his  Majefty  placed  confidence.  The  lan- 
guage of  the  hon.  Gentleman  before  the  rupture  was  calcu- 
lated to  produce  the  rupture.  He  was  not  prepared  to  fay  it 
was  a  'misforiune  we  were  at  war,  confidering  the  difclofure 
that  ha^d  been  made  of  the  enemy's  intentions;  not  that- he 
would  go  the  length  of  faying  war  was  a  preferable  ftate* 
No.  God  fend  it  might  be  foon  terminated,  but  he  hoped 
pot  one  inftant  before  the  enemy  (houtd  not  have  a  hope  left 
as  to  the  iifue  of  the  Conted  in  iheir  favour.  When  the  enemy 
ceafed  to  have  a  hope  (apd  tht^y  never  could  till  they  ceafed 
to  have  tnterefts,  which  though  foreign  to  this  country  werci 
•inconfiftent  with  its  fafety)  then  God  grant  the'confiift 
might  ceafe.  He  wiihcd  to  have  the  benefit  of  the  hon. 
Gentleman's  afliftance;  but  let  him-not  attempt  to  lower  Go- 
yernment  in  the  eyes  of  the  enemy.  He  obferved,  that,  no 
change  of  Government  could  portibly  fatisfy  the  hon.  Gentle-^ 
man  than  one  at  which  he  ihould  be  at  the  head.  It  was.tb^ 
opinion  of  that  Gentleman  the  country  could  not  be  faved  un- 
iefs  his  principles  were  adopted;  but  it  was  10  be  hoped,^ 
fhcretwere  very  few  who  thought  he  ought  to  be  the  guide  of 
the  coun fells  of  the  country.  With  refpefl  to  the  prcfent' 
meafnre,  it  enabled  his  Majefty  to  retain  as  much  as  he 
thought  fufiicient  of  the  compulfory  part  of  the  bill.  It  was 
a  nieafure  that  would  raife  an  army  of  400,000,  dill  leaving 
his  Majcliy  the  means  of  augmenting  it. 

Dodor  Laurence^  in  a  fpecch  of  confiderable  lengrh,  (up- 
ported  the  arguments  ufed  by  Mr.  Windham,  and  cenfured 
Minifkxs  for  the  language  they  had  ufed  towards  that  right 
hon.  Member;  their  condud,  he  obferved,  appeared  as  if  no 
perfon  was  allowed  to  give  his  opinion  without  tneir  licence. 

The  bill  then  palted  through  the  Committee,  and  the  re- 
port was  ordered  to  be  received  the  nexf  day 

1  he  jlien  bill  Was  read  a  third  time,  at\d  pafTed. 

The  Houfe  went  into  a  Committee  on  the  Canada  courts 
t)il),  which  w^s  ordered  to  be  reported  alid  read  a  third  time 
the  next  day. 

The  ^iTeflcd  taxes  btll^  was  re-commitied. 

Mr.  Garland  noticed  the  arrangement  fnade  refpe£ling  the 
duties  on  windows,  which  he  confidered  highly  improper: 
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windows  whofc  dimenfions  were  four  feet  ihrcc  inches  broacfy 
and  eleven  feet  high,  he  propofcd  to  have  chjrged  as  double 
windows,  and  that,  no  fmgle  window  (bould  contain  more 
than  36  fuperficial  feet. 

Mr.  yatifittart  objefleHto  ihe  motion  of  the  hon.  Member, 
as  it  went  to  exempt  fuCh  windows  from  bcrng  taxed  as  were 
under  the  dimenfiuns  already  ftaied. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  alfo  difapptovcd  of  the 
amendment. 

The  refolutions  were  tben  agreed  to,  and  the  report  ordered 
to  be  received  the  next  day. 

The  Scotch  aHlfled  taxes  bill  was  re- committed,  and  or- 
dered to  be  received  to  next  day.

HOUSE    OF    LORDS.

The  Iri(h  excife  duty  bill,  the  receipt  duty  hill,  and  the 
Ead  India  (hipping  bill,  were  fcverally  read  a  third  time 
and  pafled. 

In  a  Committee  on  the  income  tax  bill, 

1  he  Duke  of  Norfi>lk  rofe,  and  made  fome  obfervationf 
on  that  part  of  the  bill  which  provided  that  parilhes  (bould 
tnake  good  the  money  with  yhich  the  colleiSors  might  ab- 
fcond,  qr  oiherwife  prove  dcBcient.  He  bad  not  read  tbe 
bill  fo  attentively,  he  faid,  as  to  ktiow  how  the  matter  exafilj 
ilood,  but  from  what  he  could  coUeft  from  the  perufal  he 
had  given  it,  he  thought  at  leafi  the  public  were  entitled  xm 
have  fecurjty  given  by  thefe  men  on  the  appointment  to  their 
offices.  In  page  34,  his  Grace  objeded  to  the  exemptions 
in  favour  of  foreigners  poffelllng  money  in  our  funds.  He 
faw  no  good  end  it  would  anfwer.  The  only  c(Fcc^  it  cotiM 
have  might  be  either  on  the  fcore  of  good  faith,  or  of  pohcy. 
As  to  good  faiih,  in  his  opinion,  there  could  be^no  quefHon. 
If  he  thought  there  would  be  rhe  lead  breach  of  national  faith, 
by  laying  a  tax  on  the  funds,  he  would  be  one  of  the  laft 
men  in  the  world  to  propofc  or  fuppori  it.  But  he  could 
not  fee  it  in  that  point  of  view  at  jU.  When  property  of 
ail  kinds  belonging  to  perfons  in  this  country  was  taxed,  and 
particularly  when  the  funds  were  taxed,  confide  ring  the  diiBt- 
nution  that  might  refult  from  frauds,  the  qucOion  of  good 
faith  ought  not  to  enter  into  confideration.  As  to  policy, 
he  conceived  the  only  reafon  for  not  taxing  the  property  of 
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foreigners  in  the .  funds  was,  that  it  was  advifeable  they 
(houid  have  a  (lake  in  them  ;  but  from  the  niceft  calrtilation 
^he  had  been  able  to  make»  the  whole  property  poilcilcd  by 
foreigners  in  our  funds  did  not  amount  to  more  than  a  tentb 
of  the  interefl  of  the  national  debt,  cOimating  which  at  29 
millions,  their  (lake  woitki  only  amount  to  two  miilions» 
which  was  chiefly  poflTeflcd  bv  Dutch  and  French;  and  a 
fum  Co  truly  infignificant  could  not  be  fuppofed  to  have  aa 
effefl  in  a  queltion  of  peace  or  war;  for  as* Government 
would  think  it  worih  while  ta  interfere  in  fnch  a  caft:,,  there 
being  at  this  moment^  he  believed,  no  other  reprefentativ^ 
Governrrients  in  Europe  except  this  country  and  Sweden, 
he  thought  that  at  lead  the  money  of  foreigners  in  our  funds, 
in  cafes  of  purchafcs  made  after  the  pafling  of  this  bill  into 
a  law,  might  very  fairly  and  ought  to  be  taxed.  He,  there- 
fore, (hould  propofc  an  am^yidment  to  the  following  efFed  : 
— **  That  property  in  the  funds,  belonging  to  foreigners, 
(hould  be  liable  to  a  tax  fur  purchafcs  made  after  thepafling 
pf  this  aft." 

The  Lord  Chance  liar  \\z.v\T\g  left  the  woolfack,  faid,  that  he 
pcrfc£tly  coincided- in  opinion  w^iih  the  noble  Dnke,  that  a 
tax  of  this^)cind  would  not,  according  to  the  ftrict  fenfe  of 
the  word,  be  a  breach  of  national  faith.     If,  however,  ftich 
a  confiruflion  may  he  put  upon  it,  conddering  the  fair  cha- 
racter this  country  had  alvvay^  maintained  with  regard  to  its 
pecuniary  tranfaClions  with  foreign  nations,  though  we  nlight 
be  coniiderable  lofers  from  the  want  &f  the  tax,  yet  he  by; 
no  means  found  himfclf  inclined  to  accede  to  the  amemlment 
propofed   by  the  noble   Dake.      His  Lordftiip  reprobated 
tjie  doftrine  which  had  been  held  as  to  the   queftion  of  na- 
tional faith,  and  faid,  he  could  not  conftder  it  as  fuch,.even 
if  there  had  been  a  claufe  in  the  acls  whi'h  cxprr-fsly  de- 
clared that  the  funds  Ihould  not  be  taxed.     The  hinds,  like 
atl, other  kinds  of  property,  muft  undf^ubtedly  yjcld  and  i^ive 
way  to  the  exigei^cies  of  the  times,  ahd  muil  be  governed  by 
and  fubjeA  to  that  general  law  which  is  impofed  on  a!!  Go- 
vernments entrufled  with    the  public  fafeiy.       Foreigners 
certainly  had  no  other  (lake  at  ^Mrefent^  than  on  our  juftice, 
and  our  ability  to  pay  the  money  when  it  became  due.     As 
to  ourfelves,  we  are  bound  equally  to  bear  our  burthens  ;  we 
were  all  embarked  on  board  the  fame  bark,  and  mult  fink  or 
fwim  together.     Befides,  he  did  not  even  fee  that  the  anriend- 
tnent  would  be  of  the  lead  benefit.     It  would  bear  equally 
bard  on  foreigners,  as  it  would  dimitiifli  the  intereft,  and 
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thereby  IcfTcn  the  capital.     He  hoped,  therefore,  the  noble 
Duke  T^ould  not  pre (i(l  in  pcrfling  his  amendment. 

1  he  Duke  of  Norfolk  faid,  that  he  certainly  (boiild  perfift, 
and  if  his  amendment  wa^not  agreed  to,  he  did  not  know- 
but  he  fhould  ufe  the  privilege  of  entering  his  diflent.      He 
highly  approved  the  principle  of  the  tax,  and  on  that  account 
he   wifhed  to  prevent    it  from  being  evaded.     At   preftrnt 
foreigners  might  be  trufiees,  and  great  evaliuns  might  foUovr 
in  confeqnencc  of  perfons  in  this  country,  in   that   way, 
making  ufe  of  their  n^mes.     For  infiancetaperfon  poflcflin^ 
"joool.  in  the  funds  might  appoint  a  foreigner  his  iruflee,  by 
doing  which,  he  would  evatie  a  tax'  \^  for  (landing  in  another 
perf.in's  name,  who  is  not  liab'e  to  pay  .as  being  a  foreigner, 
ihe  confequtnce  would  be,  that  thcrewould  be  an  apparent 
detlu^!lion   from  hfs  income  of  I5-.1.  per  annum      He  was 
clearly    oF    iipinion    that  property  of  all  kinds  (houlil    be 
.  rqualiy  li.ihte  to  taxation.     Before  the  funding  fyfletn  was 
^•iniroduccd  into  this  country,  the  land  univerfally  paid   four 
Ulillings  in  the  pound,  which  was  an   income  tax  to  a  fir 
greater  amount  than  ^yhal  we  now  have,  which  was  always 
cop.riiiered  as  an  income  tax,  and  which  had  ever  bren  borne 
with  the  greatcft  cheerful ncfs.      He  fhould,  therefore,  take 
the  lenfc  of  the  Houfe  on  his  amendment.     A  divifion  toc^k 
place — For  the  amendment — Contents,  3 — non-contents,  j 
— majority,  4. 

"J'he  bill  went  through  the  Committee,  and  on  the  report 
being  brought  up,  the  fame  amend mef\t  was  propofed,  and 
negatived  without  a  diviHon. 

1  he  Karl  of  fFeflmorland  moved,  that  the  Houfe  be  fum- 
rooncd  for  Monday,  on  the  (landing  orders.     Ordered, 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  ^aid,  that  as  the  Jioble  Lord  had 
niOved  that  the  Jioufc  be  fummoncd  for  Monday,  he  bejiged 
their  Lordihips  would  take  notice,  that  he  would  take  that 
opportunity  of  fiibmitting  to  their  confideration  the  motioa 
he  had  foine  time  fince  alluded  to,  relative  to  the  appointment 
of  a  military  coutKil,  which  he  was  certain  would  be  very 
jieceflary,  and  of  the  utmoft  utility  and  importance. 
'  Sir  WmTPuIteney,  and  others,  brought  up  fiom  the  Cotn^ 
tnons,the  ^tW  Rock  light  houfe  bill,  and  fcvcral  private  bills, 
V^hi(:h  wpre  ach  rc^d  a  firft  time, 

CURATES    BILL. 

On  the  queftion  that  this  hill  be  read  a  fecond  time* 
Tl}c  Pujfe  of  fforfolk  rofc  \o  pbjed  to  it.    He  faid  hi» 
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reafon  for  oppofing  it  was,  that  the  Bill  militated  ugainfl  a 
Oanding  order  of  the  Houfe,  which  was  of  the  greateft  im- 
portance to  their  privileges.  This  order  originated  at  a  time 
when,  unhappily,  there  cxiftet!  differences  between  rhe  iwn 
branches  of  Lcgiflaturc,  and  the  Commons  of  that  day  took 
advantage.  When  they  brought  in  money  bills,  to  lack  othctr 
maners  to  rhem,  which  were  altogether  irrelevant,  and  of  a 
differenf  rtatOfc,  in  order  to  compel  the  Lords  to  pafs  ihem. 
or  elfj  be  ^hc  means  of  rcfiifing  to  raife  the  neceflary  fupplies* 
The  prefcnt  bill  was  intended  to  provide  more  atnply  for  - 
poor, curates,  and  by  it  there  was  a  power  given  to  raifc  - 
8oocl.  which  made  it  a  money  bill.    The  funv  indeed,  wai 

*biit  fmali,  but  ftill  it  was  fufficient,  if  the  bill  was  fiifiered 
to  pafs,  to  trench  upon  the  Conftitution  and  privileges  of  ihc 
Houfe ;  and  he  warned  their  Lordfhips  to  avoid  fo  injuriont 
^  meafure.  No  man  could  more  anxiotifly  dcfire  to  fee  that 
dcfcription  of  worthy  perfons  better  provided  for  than  they 
vrere  at  prefent,  who  were  the  objefts  of  the  bill,  than  he 
f!id  ?  but^  as  the  prefent  feffion  wa^  fo  nearly  on  the  clofe. 

-and  as  the  meeting  of  Parliament  sgaift  would,  doubttefs,  be 
a  very  early  one  ;  if  the  bill  pafled  early  in  the  next  feflion, 
it  could  be  no  inconvenience  to  ariy  one,  and  would  avoid 
that  unconftitutional  ftep,  which  he  fo  much  deprecated. 
He,  'herefore,  -moved,  that  the  bill  be  read  a  fecond  time 
ih^it  day  three  mcmths. 

The  Lord  Chancer  agreed  with  the  noble  Duke  as  to 
the  origin  and  importance  m  the  (landing  order  he  had  aU 
Juded  to,  and  flatcd  in  nearly  the  farne  terms.  He  differed 
with  bim,ho^wevcr,  in  opinion,  that  this  bill  did  infringe  or 
trench  upon  that  (landing  order  ;  for  the  8cooI    to  be  I'aifcd 

*  vas  not  for  fiippli«s ;  nor  was  the  other  part  of  the  bill  ir- 
relevant  to  it,  as  it  was  for  the  better  provifion  ofcuratc% 
and  this  8000I.  was  to  go  in  aid  thereof.  He  did  not  know. 
however,  how  far  their  Lordlhips  might  be  inclined  to  pafs 
this  bill,  in  the  abfence  of  To  many  uf  the  right  reverend 
clerical  part  of  that  Houfe,  who  were  fo  much  intereflcd  in 
the  fubjcd  matter  ot  the  J-jiII,  he  could  not  fay.  If  any  in- 
formation could  be  had  from  the  two  right  reverend  Prela'es 
who  were  prefent,  he  Ihould  be  glad  to  receive  t^  For  his 
own  part  he  thought  it  worth'y  confider^tion^  whether  it 
might  nof  be  as  well  to  poHpime  it  to  the  begihnttig  of  next 
fellion — which,  as  the  noble  Duke  had  faid,  wr>i)|<f,  in  alt 
|ikelihcod|  be  a  very  early  ouej  and  when  the  Houfe  would 

have 
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baVe  the  benefit  of  the  advice  of  the  whole  of  that  right 
reverend  bench. 

The  fiifliopof  Lmion  faid,  that  he  had  read  the  bill  with 
confidt^rable  aitenlion,  and  highly  approved  its  principles 
and  provifions  ;  hp  (hoiild  therefore  be  glad  to  fee  it  pafs  as 
foon  as  podible.  As  to  the  opinions  ^of  his  right  reverend 
Brethren,  he  could  not  fay  any  thing  ;  but  as  the  bill  wasto 
promote  fo  worthy  a  purpofe,  he  (hould  be  forry  it  fhould 
meet  with  any  delay  t  at  could  with  propriety  be  avoided* 

The  Duke  of  Norfolk  retraced  fome  of  his  former  argu* 
,  inei^t^,  and  prc^fled  the  Houfe  to  agree  to  his  motipn,  as  the 
delay  would  be  fo  (hort. 

The  Lord  Chancellor  faid,  that  if  the  Houfe  did  not  paHi 
the  bill  this  fefTiony  and  a  bill  of  a  fimilar  tendency  did  not 
come  from  the  other , Houfe  during  the  firft  week  of  the  eo- 
filing  felfion,  be  would  certainly  bring  a  bill  for  the  pur* 
pofe  into  that  Houfe. 

The  Bilhop  oi  L$ndon  faid,  that  if  the  Houfe  were  in* 
clined  to  poftponothe  biU»  it  was  by  no  means  his  intention 
to-perfid  in  the  opinion  that  he  had  delivered,  but  would 
acquiefce  in  the  judgment  of  their  LordOiips. 

The  quellion  was  then  put,  that  the  bill  be  read  a  fecond 
time  tliat  day  three  months,  and  carried  nem.  dijfentm      The 
.  bill  was  therefore  defe;rred  to  the  next  fellloo. 

Adjourned  to  the  next  day* 


HOUSE    OF    COMMONS. 

JFRIDAYi    AUGUST  5. 

On  the  motion  of  Lord  Hawkefbury,  a  new  writ  was  or* 
dered  for  St.  Edmund's  Bury,  in  the  room  of  Lord  Hervey^ 
now  Earl  of  Briilol. 

The  Tortola  free-port  bill,  the  warehoudng  and  bonding 
billy  the  Scotch  aifefled  tax  bill,  the  American  treaty  bill,  the 
Bell  Rock  light-houfe  bill,. the  confolidated  fund  bill,  the 
Canada  Courts  bill,  and  the  (lamp  duties  bill,  were  fcveralljf 
read  a  third  time  and  paRed, 

Lord  Amherft's  annuity  bill,  the  Iri(h  glebe-houfe  bill» 
the  wine  prizage  bill,  the  aflciTed  taxes  bill,  the  Iri(h  fugac 
importation  duties  bill,  and  the  neutral  (hips  bill,  were  re* 
ported,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time  the  next  day, 

An  account  was  prefcnted  of  tlie  iocreafe  and  diminution 
of  the  public  falarics  and  offices^ 

A 
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A  mcflage  from  the  Lords  informed  the  Houfe,  their 
Lordfliips  had  agreed  to  the  ^receipt  tax  bill,  the  Irifli  tea 
duties  billy  the  deal  and  Dover  pilots  bill,  and 'the  cuftoms' 
duty  bill. 

The  Houfe  went  into  a  Committee  on  the  foreign  notes 
bill.  Thd  report  was  received,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to 
to  be  read  a  third  time  the  next  day. 

A  petition  was  prefented  from  certain  innkeepers,  com* 
plaining  of  the  hardfhips  they  fuftained  by  the  billetting  of 
ioldiers. 

Petitions  were  alfo  prefented  from  the  debtors  in  the 
cadle  of  Cambridge,  and  in  the  New  Compter. 

The  Lords'  amendments  to  the  volunteer  corps  bill  were 
agreed  to. 

DEFENCE   OF   THE    COUNTRY. 

The  general  defence  amendpnent  bill  was  read  a  third  time« 
after  which  the  Secretary  at  War  brought  up  feveral  claufcs  ; 
namely,  a  claufe  to  allow  commanders  of  volunteer  corps  to 
employ  ferjeants  to  in(lru6l  the  volunteers  in  the  military 
exercife,  with  an  allowance  of  li,  6d.  per  day ;'  a  claufe  to 
exempt  maftersand  mates  of  merchant  vcfTels  from  the  p^y-  ♦ 
ment  of  fines  ;  a  claufe  for  allowing  Lords  Lieutenants  19 
appoint  officers  in  the  room  of  thofe  difplaced  ;  a  claufe  for 
enabling  the  Lord  Lieutenant  to  appoint  the  Deppty  Lieu- 
tenants to  do  duty  for  him  in  cafes  otfickncfs  ;  and  a  claufe 
providing  that  all  perfons  enrolled  (hould  take  the  oaths  of 
allegiance  and  fidelity  to  his  Majcfty. 

Mr.  Sheridan  faid,  that,  before  the  amendments  were  in- 
troduced in  the  body  of  the  bill,  he  wi(hed  to  know,  whether, 
by  this  and  the  former  defence  biil,  the  Lords  Lieutenants, 
and  Deputy  Lieutenants  would  be  entitled  to  demand  ofthe 
different  perfons  having  horfes,  and  of  the  proprietors  and 
keepers  of  public  conveyances,  to  provide  thofe  m^ans  of 
facilitating  the  progrefs  of  the  country  towards  the  enemy, 
in  cafeof  invafion,  which  clearly  Government  might  require. 
It  was  with  fatisfa£tion  he  had  fecn  an  advertifement  of  the 
pnftmafters.  Who  had  met  voluntarily,-  and  offered  Govern- 
ment their  alfiftance  in  conveying  the  troops -to  wherever 
they  might  be  wanted  ;  but  he  wifhcd,'  in  cafe  of  adlual  in- 
vafion, there  (hould  be  a  compulfory  power  lodged  in  the 
hands  ofthe  Lords  Lieutenants.  He  had,  however,  no  doubt  ' 
as  to  the  zeal  of  the  volunteer  fervices  ;  but  at  the  fame  time 
he  widied  to  fugged,  that  the  coachmafters  of  this  city  ihould 
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iurni(h  GovernmciU  with  the  means  of  conveyances^  in 
order  to  difpore  of  the  force  in  a  Ihort  time.  He  thoiigin 
ocry  means  ihould  be  taken  lo  convey  the  iropps  to  the  fpoc 
where  they  mrghl  be  wanterl,  in  as  ihort  a  time  as  poflible. 
He  recolle£Ved  rhat,  in  the  time  of  the  Hfilland  expedition, 
the  carriages  were  feizcd,  and  employed  in  a  very  tumuU 
tuous  manner. 

The  Secretary  at  IFur  obfertred^  that  an  zSi  had  pafled  at 
the  commencement  of  the  fclTiony  giving  a  power  to  the 
Lords  Lieutenants  to  obtain  returns  of  all  carriages  and 
borfeSy  and  of  perfuns  willing  to  provide  the  fame  for  the  ufe 
cf  Government. 

Tlie  Chanctllet  of  the  Kxchequfr  faid,  rt  might  not  be  un- 
{atisfa£tory  to  the  Hutife  to  know  thac  oflFers  had  been  made 
to  Government  to  a  great  extent/  by  perfons  having  poft-^ 
horfeSy  chaifeSy  wat^^ons,  bo^ts,  &id,  fe  hs'to  afford  every 
faciUty  to  the  troops  and  floras  in  cafe  of  inva(ioni 

Colonel  Craufurd  (i\i\,  he  was^glad  to  hear  that  his  Ma* 
jeOy  had  power  to  obtain  fuch  returns 

i  he  Secretary  at  H'ar  remarked,  that  every  pofiible  alteii'* 
tion  had  been  paid  to  the-fubje^t. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  E\£hequer  faid^  the  power  was  not 
given  by  any  bill  recenily  palled^  but  by  a  bill  pafled  early 
in  June.  •■ 

Dr.  Laurence  exprefTcd  himfelf  happy,  that  there  vras 
fuch  a  bill — he  had  not  fccb  'it. 

'  1  he  Seiretun at  IVat  faid,  it  received  xht  royal- afl«nt earl f 
in  June.  Gentlemen  appeared  not  to  have  rrad  it.  Ilie 
fad  .was,  it  had  not  been  printed,  becailfe  it,  was  verbatim 
withihe  bill  that  paifed  ii>  179$.  it  comained  a  number  of 
ufcful  provifions,  iliough  it  did  not  go  to  the  length  of  the 
picfenr  mcafurtr,  by  compelling  military  fervice.  • 
Upon  the  queition  that  the  bill  Ibould  pkfs^  ' 
The  Chamtikitr  of  the  Exchequer  obfcrved,  that  a  mod 
cxtraordinaty  mifconceptiun  had  gone  forth,  as  to  his 
honourable  Friend  having  regretted  that  this  bill  had  not 
been  brought  forward  foooer.  He  had^mct  feveral  perfuns 
who  had  ineniivined  <he  cuaimdance  to  hi,m.  1  he  irutn 
was,  there  was  no  pretcni.<.  tor  fuch  an  idea.  If  the  bill 
ought  4o  have  been  brouglii  torvvaid  fooner,  the  blame  retted 
with  o:htr  perftftis. 

The  Hcaetary  at  War  faltl^  lit!  Aated,  it  rtligh^t  be  a  tnattet 
of  regret  that  it  had  not  bem  bron^'h*  forward  Uft  war. 
Dr.  Laurence  was  fori),  ue  i.4idy  to  hnd|  that  the  tounfry 
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wa$  to  nndcrftand  from  his  Majeiiy's  Minifters,  that  they 
were  not  t)errons  whD  Idtoked  to  the  prefent  danger^  bur  to 
old  ads  of  Parliament,  tofee  what  they  could  bring  forward. 
There  were  two  modes  bf  making  war— one  with  the  talents 
and  genius  of  a  foldier,  and  another,  like  an  advocate,  follow-- 
ing  precedents*  and  lofrfcing  at  what  had  been  done  in  former 
cafes,  and  following  fome  direA  XrstA  marked  out.  The 
prefect  was  not  a  ftate  of  the  world,  in  which  men,  by  (oh- 
lowing  tra£ls,  could  fave  the  country.  He  was  forry  to  fee 
thcmiooking  back  to  the  year  1798*  He  would  afk,  was 
the  danger  then  the  fame  as  it  is  now  ?  It  was  not.  Why 
not  ?  The  Continent  was  not  fo  completely  in  the  hands  of 
the  Fre^Mih  ;  at  leaft,  flie  could  not  then  avail  herfelf  of  its 
reiburce^.  There  Were  difcuffions  with  Auftria  which  (hook 
the  donnrioions  of  France  to  its  centre.  There  was,  how* 
ever>  no  want  of  preparations  on  ihe  part  of  France.  She 
filled  her  arfehais,  exerted  her  little  means  To  make  that  at* 
tack  it  was  probable  (be  would  now  make.  He  had  no  in-, 
tereft  in  fupporttng  the  meafnres  of  1798  :  for,  when  he 
gave  his  vote  in  favour  of  them,  he  declared  they  did  not  go 
fo  far  as  they  might  have  done.  He  had  heard  an  ohfervation 
with  Fi^rd  toa  friend  of  his,  that  he  was  bhimeable  at  that 
time.'  The  faA  was^  he  differed  with  fome  of  his  colleagues* 
It  was  w^ll  known  that  right  hon.  Gentleman  then  held  anr 
office  not  iiefpon(ible  for'  the  meafures  adopted  by  Govern- 
ment, it  was  to  be  wifhed  it  was  more  reiponfible.  Why 
were  Patliameht  to  be  tcM,  that  this  or  that  meafure  was  not 
taken  when  it  ought  to  have  been  taken  ?  The  event  j uni- 
fied the  opinion  of  thofe  who  thought  further  meafures  ne-» 
cefTary.  The  Army  of  fingUndaifembled  to  attack  our  pof- 
fellibns  itv4he  Eaft,  by  means  of  Kgypt,  becaufe,  at  that  time» 
it  could  iibt  attack  Irelarrd.     He  believed  the  attention  of 

'  France  was  direfied  more  to  Ireland  than  this  country.  He 
muft  allude  to  one  things — the  French  could  not,  at  the  time 
he  was  fpeaking  of,  fend  down  to  Breft  without  lighting 
their  way.  There  was  then  a  force  ready  to  aflift  the  ope- 
rations of  this  country.  Many  of  thofe  whoconftituted  that 
force,  when  they  .found  they  could  not  obtain  a  decifive  an- 
fw^y  were  picked  out,  one  by  one,  and  deftroyed.     Many 

"  of  them,  to  his  knowledge,  had  been  (hot.  He  was  aware  it 
was  impoiGble  to  hnve  fuch  a  force  on  the  Continent  at  the 
prefent  moment.  The  greareft  probability  of  injury  to  this  - 
country  by  France,  .was  by  her  making  Holland  one  outwork 
and  Irebnd  another,  and  by  that  means  to  cut  off  our  traded 
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tPcrrons  wlio  conduAtd  a  gotrernqtem  (hould  look  ta  drcum* 
ilaoces  ihemrtelves,  and  nirct  new  AwagfifM  with  now  energtcK 
He  obferved,  that  it  was  ihe  reputation  of  his  hoo.  Friend 
(Mr«  Windham)  as  conneAed  with  the  intereft  of  the 
country,  he  (bould  ever  defend.  His  hon.  Friend^  be  faicfa 
Kvas  a  great  man,  and  while  he  exifted  he  could  not  but  merit 
ihat  chancer  Upon  (be  hill  iifelf  be  Ihould  (ay  but  a  few 
words.  He  did  not  approve  of  ihis  coim^letechange frora 
the  original  view  of  the  bill.  It  was  at  ftrll  a  gigantic  oiea- 
ibre,  a  great  and  powerful  machine^  hazardous  in  tbeexe-* 
cut  ton,  but  of  great  efficacy^  Thinking  as  he  did,  that  we 
mud  become  a  more  military  people  than  we  had  been,  he 
conld  but  regret*  a  fyftem  which  had  been  the  total  deftnic* 
tiun  <  f  *he  lecruiting  fcrvice.  He  thought  pioper  ofiioen 
W(>iii(i  have  moddlled  the  (brt  of  exercife  adapted  to  different 
fituations.  He  was  of  opinion  that  in  maritimt  c<^uiitica 
there  might  have  b^en  that  mixed  mode  of  defence  by  lea 
fencibles.  In  inland  counties,  another  principia  oMght  lobe 
adopted.  Belides  (hefc>  perhaps  other,  meaforos  might  be 
necefTary.  He  hoped  too  thai  at  a  roofHent  of  this  awfiil 
de&rription.  thete  would  have  been  fome  addreii  to  that  Great 
Btin;  who  pref ides  over  humstn  deftiny.  Ho  had  ei(poded 
a  folcmn  atteftaiion  of  the  kitid  he  had  alluded  to.  He  waa 
of  opinion  there  lhoutd.be  a  foleaqo  religions  qipcai  to 
lieaven  on  the  day  the  atfociations  were  embodied. 

The  ( bamellor  cf  tb^  Ex(hepttf'tM^  at  Uiia  deep«aadl 
awful  crifi^  it  could  not  be  fuppofed' that  he  couM  baioien* 
fihie  lo  the  obfervations  of  the  liom  and  learned  Gentleman* 
er  to  the  remonftrance  or  exhortatfon  with  which  becoo* 
eluded  his  Cpeech.  .  If  thai  hon.  Qeritleman  liadJOKi  the  bfll 
BOW  before  the  Houfe  acctirateiy,  he  wo^ld  havc^foiindi  that 
it  did  not  interfere  with  the  gipneral  arnl  comprebanfive  mes- 
fure  of  tlje  former  bill.  Ihe  hon.  Gentleman  had  advened 
to  the  condu£l:  adopted  by  the  former  Govermnent ;  he 
frould  never  (brink  from  the  principles  that  Government  bed 
adopted.  The  right  hon.  Gcntlpman,  whofe  abfence  on  ihia 
dav  was  noticed,  entertained  an  opinion  that  theie  wiaa  fuck 
dvinger  impending  over  this  country  as  required  every  poUiUe 
exvrcion.  If  ihofe  were  his  real  fentiments  he  fliould  h^nre 
uitered  them  before,  not  at  t^is  moment  wlien  the  exertion 
was  required.  The  hon.  and  learned  Gentleman  who  fpuke 
lali,  had  reprefcnted  his  Majefty's  p^efent  fcrvantsasa  coM^ 
tame,  and  inat^imate  fet  of  men*  capable  of  afiing  opoii 
(iich  ipcafMr^s  Qu\p  in  \yhich  \\^ty  were  ^T9r^Ulle<|  by  prece. 
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4enu  When  the  Hoafe,  rcfloAed  upon  the  4iiearure  of  tha 
eftabHOiiBOit  of  tn  army  of  rcferve,  smd  what  had  been  done 
for  tbcfe  file  months  pallt  it  would  think  that  the  Mmiftei;s 
of  the  Ciown  were  not  guided  merely  by  precedent  whea 
they  propofed  A  meafure  hiilierto  unparallded  in  the  annals 
of  this  Qvuntry.  Wl^n  bi«  right  bon.  Friend,  the  Secretary 
at  War,  propofed  this  billi  it  was  to  be  confldered  that  he 
was  a  coDfideutiftlMiniiW-9f  the  Crown,  a  Member  of  the 
Cabinet,  and  rerponfible  for  any  thiAg  that  is  lug^eftcd. 
With  refpeA  to  the  righ^iion.  GentlecDan  now  abfent  (Mr. 
Windham),  he  need  only  reRiark,  thM  he  had  be^n  Uiely  in 
the  fituation  now  ocQupied^by  his  right  hon.  Friend,  and  that 
any  Member  holding  foch  a  (ittiation  muft  be  highly  criml- 
fiat,  if,  holding  ruch  optsions,  he  had  not  himfelf  brdflght 
forward  fuch  a  meafore  as  he  conceived  to  be  bell  cakubted 
for  the  defftnoe  of  the  nation.  He  profelled  no  iierfonal  hos- 
tility whatever  to  that  right  hon.  Gentleman,  but  coald  o^t 
forbeaf  expteffing  bis  difapprobation  of  his  conduA*

ial» feii  argumeni  circMmftances  of  La  Vencfee,  the  infurrec* 
iioAsin,Lrelandt.  and. i;ha  dangers  to  be  apprehended  fromran 
iAva&M  of  (be  counify«.;,,fjonfidering  the  party  with  which 
he  is'cofuiofled^  the  cbat^'S.of  d^lay  comes  from  him  or  ttieni 
with  the  word  graoe^,jqiaginable.  The  hon.  Gentlemaki 
.  acknowledgfBfi  thai  we.  are  at  preCent  in  no  danger,  com* 
paraiiv^y  wifh  that  In  which  we  ftood  in  the  year  1798^ 
At  that  petfiod  we  had  19  contend  with  the  Northern  Con- 
vention, rebellion  was  raging  in  Ireland,  and  the  French 
force,  which  they  called  tht  *^  Army  of  England^"  was  of 
fuch  a  conformatioD  that  the  pefopljc  of  this  country  did  not 
know  what  its  deftination  was,  and  I  believe  the  general 
opinion  prevailed  of  its  being  intended  for  Ireland.  W'ith 
regard  to  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  now  ab(ent  (Mr.  Wtnd« 
ham)  he  cobid  not  blame  him  for  holding  his  office  as  long 
as  he  could,  but  he  could  not  help  blaming  him,  if  he  fair 
fuch  dangers,  for  holding  his  tongue^ 
General  Pbilfs  called  him  to  order.  / 

Mr.  Shridtm  £i{d  a  few  words  in  explanation,  aild  the 
Speaker  conceife'  the  bon.  Gedileiiiaa  was  in  ordtr* 
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,  Colonel  Crau/urd  ftid^  that  he  wiflied  to  reStfjr  a  mi  fait- 
jerftanding  of  vrhat  he  formerly  dated.  Heiviflicd  on  ftich 
occafion  the  whole  means  of  the  country  to  be  exerted,  and 
he  was  now  tolerably  fatisfied  that  the  levy  of  ^8o»ooo  men, 
in  addition  to  our  prefent  efhAliAimeiiH  would  retider  u$  in 
a  great  degree,  what  we  ought  to  be  in  this  crifis — a  military 
nation. 

The  Chancellor  ^f  the  Bxchir^Uereiiplzinci.  The  prefent 
billonly  Itft  a  drfcretioti  to'his  Majefty's  Miiiifters,  which 
depended  upon  their  refponfibility.

Lord  Amherft>  annuity  bUU  the  Irifli  glebe  hoiifes  bill, 
the  .vvine  prifage^billy  the  concealed  arins  peqalty  bill,  the  fo* 
reign  notes  bill,  the  aiTeiTed  taxes  coitfoiidation  bill,  the  fugar 
duty  billi  the  prize  courts  bill,  the  London  defence  bill,  and 
the  neutral  (hips  bill,  were  read  a  third  time  and  palfedi  and 
carried  to  the  Lords. 

Mr.  Sheridan  ftaied,  that  'as  he  underftood  his  Majedy's 
Minifters  meant  to  adjourn  the  Houfe  till  Wednefday^   he 
fliould  defer  till  that  day  -the  motion  on  the  fubjcA  of  the~ 
Volunteers,  of  which  he  had  given  notice. 

.  Mr.  Hutchinfon  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  bring 
forward,  on  Wednefday,  a  motion  relative  to  the  ftate  of 
•Ireland. 

Mr.  Corry  faid,  the  honourable  Gentleman's  notice  was  fo 
general,  it  was  impofltble  to  imagine  what  could  be  the  pb« 
jed  of  it.  He  hoped  he  would  have  no  objedion  to  ftate  tlie 
object. 

Mr.  Huuhinfon  obferved,  that  the  ftate  of  Ireland  was 
fuch  as  not  to  make  it  furprifing  any  Geotlemari  (hould  wifh 
Co  fubmtt  a  inotipn  to  thp  Houfe.  He  had  not  the  leaft  de- 
fire  to  conceal  the  objed  of.  his  motion.  He  was  well  per- 
fuaded  it  could  not  have  the  flighteft  bad  effect.

day,  as  well  as  deliver  his  lentiments  upon  a  fubjed  which 
be  conceived  of  the  firfl  importance  9X  prelenty  namely »  iha 
general  defence  of  the  country, 

.1  Lord  Hoiarl  expreiTed  htk  wi(b  to  learn  the  nattire  of  tha. 
noble  Earl's  inieiidcd  motion. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  replied,,  that  what  he  propqfed  to  fob* 
mit  lothc  Houfe^  in  th«  ibatpe.of  a.niotion,  wi|s  for  the  ap- 
pointmeotof  a  military  council  or  commiaee«  with  a  view  lo 
ihe  better  dire^iion  of  the  means  of  defending  the  couatry» 
and  for  the  aUiftanceof  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander 
in  Chief,  ia  the  execution  of  bis  arduous  and  important 
duly. 

After  a  (bort  private  conference  between  his  I^ordfh.ip  and 
fome  of  the  peers  up  the  minifterial  bcnch» 
.  The  Earl  of  Situffilk  proceeded  to  his  place,  and  rifmg,  ob- 
ferved,  it  was  his  wifh  by  every  means  ia  bis  power  to  ac- 
commodate noble  Loi^dsi  as  it  feemed  to  be  the  defireof  Tome 
ihat  he  (hould  then  go  on,  he  would,  indirpjfed  as  he  was» 
fleliver  bis  fentiments  on  the  occafton  as  well  at  he  could* 
The  noble  Earl  ilien,  in  a  fpeech  of  confiderable  length,  and 
conflftingt  in  the  greater  part,  of  reference  or  detail,  deliver- 
ed his  fentiments  upon  the  important  topics  under  confide- 
ration;  to  follow  which  would  be  impradiicable,  we  there<* 
fore  content  ourfetves  wtthAa  general  difp .'ay  of  ihe  leading 
points.  .  Jn  theoutfet  his  Lqniihip  noiiced,  that  he  was  that 
4ay  to  have  waited  on  the  MintOer  of  the  country  upon  the 
fubjeA.  It  would'be  in  the  rccoIi(»€)ion  of  the  Hmife,  he  ob- 
ferved,  thai  fome  weeks  ago  he  brought  forward  the  prefeni 
iDpics  totheconfidejation  ol  their  Lordlhips;  fince  that  period, 
jifthe  had  mentioned  his  intention  oF  doings  he  had  been  to  his 
eA'atCi  andamoni;  his  tenahtry,  whofe  intentions  he  founded 
as  to  their  coming  forward  volumatily  in  defence  of  their 
country  i  he  found  ihetn  on  this  head,  patriotic  and  full  of 
energy  as  be  could  wi(h,  nor  was  fuch  a  fpirit  confined  to  his 
own  tenantry;  the  inhabitants  of  the  neighbouring  pans  of 
Wih(htre  feemed  animated  with  the  fame  feeling  and  tm- 
puife  :  A  number  of  men,  to  the  anrYount  of  bet-ween  2  and 
300").  appeared  willing  to  enrol,  and  t<i  place  themfcives  u«i« 
der  his  command  ;  the  meafures  he  took  in  confequencc,  and 
what  ftruck  him  in  the  way  of  argument  upon  the  fiibjeiSl, 
^e  lhou(d  prefently  ftate*     The  yioble  EafI  proceeded  to  ob* 

fcfvc, 
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ftrve,  ihat  fo  imprefled  was  he  with  the  rentimeats  be  had 
ftatcd  on  a  former  occafion  on  thefe  topics,  that  be  foHcited 
and  bad  the  honour  of  obtaining*  an  andience  of  bis  So* 
vereigo  s  He  there  ddivered.a  letter  to  his  Mijefty»  contain* 
ing  his  fentiments  refpediiig  the  defence  of  the  country,  and 
this  letter  he  look  the  liberty  to  accompany  ^iffa  a  variety  of 
notes  illuftrative  and  explanatory  tipon  the  ftibje£t.  Ho^v«i 
ever,  notwithftanding  ht  took  theie  fteps,  aiifl  afterwards 
made  the  reprefentation  at  other q'uarters,  where  bethought 
them  moft  Irkely  to  produce  the  deflred  efftid,*  no  military 
committee  or  council  was  appoijutcd.  The  tioble  Earl-  then 
adverted  to  the  (leps  taken  by  him  to  reprefent  the  matter  to 
hi9  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Ghiof,  and  thof^  re« 
prefentations  included  the  oiFer  of  the  willingnefs  of  his  te« 
namry,  &c. '  He  thought  fuch  a  laudable  and  ardent  fpirit 
ibouid  not  be  fuffered  ttxool;      He  therefore,  we  believe^ 

Jrincipally  in  a  letter  to  Colonel  Clinton, 'th6  fecretary  to  his 
[oyal   Highnefs,  reprefented  the  circumftanCes^  a^d  in  the 
quarter  which  he  thought  the  moft  regular  and  nftoft  likely 'to 
accord  with  his  wiQi  on  the  (ubjeA.  He  made  Inquiries  in  this 
application,  as  to  the  means  otdifciplining  thefe,  of  provide 
ing  them  with  arms,  and  to  learn  where  they  (hoold  apply 
for  ammunition.    He  had  waited  once  or  twice  on  the  Com* 
mander  in  Chief,  in  the  hope  of  obtaining  an  interview  oo 
the  fubjeA,  but,  as  it  turned  out,  without  cffeA^     On  one 
of  thefe  occafions  he  underftood  the  noble  Secretary  of  State 
was  then  conferring  with  his  Royal  Highnefs  on  a  fubjed 
certainly  of  the  highed  importance.    In  confequence  of  what 
took  place,  he  was  induced  to  trouble  his  Royal  Highnefs'sle- 
cretary  with  the  letter  above  alluded  to,  and  from  which  he 
read  fofiie  extrads.     To  thefe  reprefentations  he  received  do 
anfwer.     This  circtimftance,  however,   never  led  him  to 
harbour  an  idea  the  lead  difrefpeSful  of  the  Comniander  ia 
Chief ;  on  the  contrary,  he  was  well  convinced  of  the  talents 
and  afliduity  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  in  the  execution  of  his  ar- 
duous and  important  office ;  but  his  well-confi.iered. opinion 
Was,   and  it  was  this  principally  induced  l^m  to  come  for« 
ward  toParliament  upon  the  fubjed,  that  it  was  totally  out  of 
the  power  of  any  one  individual,  however  exalte^  his  profef- 
fional  merit,  or  extenfive  his  powers,  to  attend,  in  the  pre-* 
(ent  circumftances  of  the  country,  and  with  fuch  an  unpre* 
ccdentedly  numerous  force  on  foot,  to  all  the  neceflary  func- 
tions which  their  dircdion  and  command  required*    He  was 

aduated 
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aduated  hj  no  conftderation  whatever  derdgatory  of  the  com- 
petence and  ability  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  or  wifh  to  impede 
the  meafuresof  his  Majefty's  Governnienty  or  of  hoftility  to 
the  prefent  Minifters.  'He  thought  mod  favourably  of  the 
firft,  wilbed  to  give  every  facility  in  his  power  to  the  fecond, 
and  fupport  to  the  third.  It  yfzs  his  fenfe  of  its  being  impof- 
fible  for  one  individual  adequately  to  difcharge  thefe  impor- 
tant fundions  which  Induced  him  to  come  forward.  It  may 
bealledged  againfl  his  propofition,  that  his  Royal  Highnefs 
was  fufficiently  aflfifled  with  the  advice  and  co  operation  of 
his  StafF,  whenever  he  thought  fit  to  apply  for  It— that  he 
had  the  Quart er-m after  Ggperal,  and  the  Adjutant  General, 
to  recur  tu  whenever  he  tnbught  neceflary.  Refpedably  as 
he  might  think  thofe  offices  filledy  he  was  of  opinion  the  ar- 
doousand  extenfive  duties  of  their  own  feparate  departmentf 
were  Sufficient  for  the  exertion  of  their  powers.  1  n  confider- 
ing  ihefe  topics,  his  Lordfliip  obferved,  he  was  unavoidably 
led  to  the  repetition  of  much  of  what  he  had' advanced  on  m 
former  occafion  on  the  fame  head.  The  experience  of  the 
benefits  of  the  military  council  in  France,  which  led  to  their 
farilHant  and  repeated  continental  vidories,  (hould  be  confi« 
dered  by  their  Lordfliips.  That  committee  or  council  cor* 
fifted  of  but  few  members,  but  it  was  compofed  of  the  moft 
intelligent  military  men  in  France :  Carnot  was  one  of  it;i 
leading  members.  Ttieir  elevation  of  the  well-known  Gene« 
ral  Hoche  wasa  ftrikingcircumftance:  while  yeta  ferjeant  of 
grenadiers  and  a  very  young  man,  that  officer  prefented  a  me- 
morial to  the  committee,  refpefiing  the  bed  means  of  termi* 
nating  the  war  in  La  Vendee,  which  (truck  the  committee 
as  being  To  pregiiant  with  found  fenfe  and  military  genius, 
that  they  reprelented  to  Robefpierre,  who  then  had  the  chief 
diredion  of  affairs,  the  expediency  of  elevating  Hoche  to 
command.  He  was  accordingly  very  rapidly  promoted,  was 
foon  after  chofen  to  command  in  La  Vendee,  where  it  was 
well  known  how  he  conduced  himfelf,  and  afterwards  chofen 
to  command  the  projef^ed  expedition  to  Ireland,  where,  had 
he  landed  with  a  force  exceeding  twenty  thou  fa  nd  men,  their 
Lordibips  would  conceive  what  might  have  been  done,  when 
fo  much  was  achieved  in  that  ifland  by  Humbert,  an  officer 
inferior  in  talent  and  enterprize,  at  the  head  of  only  nine  hurt* 
.dred  or  a  thoufand  men.  With  refpedi  to  the  appointment 
of  a  military  council  for  the  affiflance  of  the  Commander  in 
Chief  in  this  country,  he  fcarcely  knew  how  it  could  be  ob« 
jeAed  to,  when  it  was  confidered  that  many  of  the  lead-

'  ing  officers  ef  rhe  ftate  had  boardt  or  couneilf  to  alCft 

their  deliberations.     For   indancey    the  Firft    Lord  of  the 

Admiralty  had  a  board  of  commifiioners  toaffiff  him.     The 

noble  Lord  on   the   woolfacK    had   the  judges  to  recur  ta 

.for  adiftance  in  his  deliberations.     The  Prime  Miniftcrbim- 

,  felf  had  the  aififtance  and  advice  of  the  cabinet  council ;  and 
fo  it  was  in  feveral  other  cafes.  Why  then  (honld  the  mili- 
tary Commander  in  Chief  be  alone  deprived  of  the'alliftancc 
and  advice  of  his  council?  It  was  by  mi  means  his  (the  noble 
Lord's]  idea  thai  the  operations  of  his  Royal  Highnefs  (hould 
in  the  lead  be  (hackled  orcontra£led  by  the  military  council, 
or  even  that  they  (hould  pofllefs  the  leaft  coniroul  over  him. 
He  could  recur  to  them  for  afTiOance  or  ad'  ice,  but  would  be 
at  full  liberty  to  follow  that  advice  or  not.  However,  In  the 
prefcnt  circumdancesof  the  country,  he  deemed  it  more  ne- 
CfiTary  that  the  military  commander  in  chief  (hould  have  af- 
fiflance  and  advice,  than  any  other  of  the  oflficers  he  had  al-^ 

"  liided  to.     With  them  an  error  or  falfe  ftep  might  be  ealiljr 
retrieved.     In  military  operations  fuch  liitght  be  of  a  fatal 
tendency.     This  however,  important  as  it  was^  was  net  the 
only  t!,pic  on  which  he  had  to  trouble  their  Lordfhips ;  but 
one  point  which  he  had  to  advert  to  was  of  uncommon  deii* 
C9cy  ;  he  (hould  therefore  not  comment  upon  it,  a  mere  allu- 
fipn  would  be  fuflicient.     He  meant  the  offer  of  fervice  which 
be  underftbod  had  been  made  by  an  illuftrious  perfonage.     In 
confldtring  this  queftion  it  would  be  proper  to  recoiled  that 
his  Royal  Highnefs  was  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  cavalry,  and 
had  no  higher  rank  in  the  artny — a  rank^  which,  however,  be 
had  held  17  or  18  years — if  called  out,  therefore*   he  might 
be  placed  under  thp  command  of  an  officer  greatly  his  junior. 
Alluding  to  the  great  importance  of  the  life  of  this  illuftrious 
perfonage,  it  was  to  be  recollected  with  pleafure,  that  there 
were  o  her  members^of  that  auguft  family,  of  whom  fome 
were  orrtaments  of  that  Houfe,  and  an  honour  to  their  c6lin* 
try.     On  (he  fubjed  of  appointments  to  command,  and  pro* 
jeded  plans  of  defence,  the  noble  Earl  made  fovne  obferva* 
ti(»ns.     In  the  former,  he  had  to  regret  the  omiflion  of  an  offi. 
cer  fo  weH  qualified  as  his  noble  Friend  (the  Earl  of  Moira)^ 
who  commanded  with  fo  much  honour  to  himfelf  and  advan* 
tage  to  his  country  in  America,  where,  at  the  age  of  twenty* 
five,    he  performed  the  tnoft  brilliant  and  heroic  adions. 
Amecica,  he  obferved,  was  a  country,  from  its  peculiarna-^ 
lure  and  the  difficult  fituatioi;is  with  which  it  abounded,  fit 
to  form  good  ofQcecs :  many  were  trained  there  the  war  before 
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laft.  The  ftiperior  knowledge  which  oor  opponents  nata« 
rally  polTcfled  of  ih^  country,  obliged  even  the  inferior  of&- 
cers  to  advance  with  the  grcateft  camion  and  circiimfpe^lion. 
With  refpeit  to  the  crcftion  of  work0  at  chofen  fpofs  in  the 
vicinage  of  the  capital,  and  the  formauon  of  lines  in  othet 
parrs  of  the  country,  lie  nrfade  fome  remarks.  Of  dcftnce, 
by  the  mode  of  line$,  he  fcemed  ro  think  unfavourably,  he 
fcarcely  ever  knew  an  inftance  wherein  lines,  efpecially  if 
they  ran  to  any  extent,  were  liot  ultimately  fofccd.  He  was 
proceeding  to  comment  upon  thefe  topics,  upon  which  he 
thought  fome  explanation  fhoiild  be  given,  when 

Lord  llobart  rofe  and  obferved,  that  if  the  noble  Earl 
thought  proper  to  proceed  in  fnch  a  line  of  obfervation  and 
dtfcudion,  withrefped  to  which  he  would  ufe  his  difcretion, 
he  (hould  feel  it  incumbent  on  him  to  move  the  {landing  or* 
der  for  the  exclufion  of  ftiangers.  It  (hould  be  recolleded 
by  the  noble  Earl,  that  with  refped  to  much  of  what  he  had 
latterly  faid,  he  could  not  fairly  expe£l  to  be  anfwered  by  hi^ 
Majefiy's  Minifters.  The  prefeht  circumflances  were  ob* 
vioufly  fuch,  as  that  Minifters  could  not,  confidently  with' 
their  duty,  fay  What  they  intended  lo  do  or  not  to  dp.  He 
would  therefore  put  it  to  the  difcreiion  of  the  rioble  Earl,  bof 
rf  the  latter  perfifted,  he  fliouid  be  under  the  necefTity  o^ 
moving  ta  enforce  the  order. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  and  Lord  Hobart  fpoke  in  explanation, 
after  which. 

The  Earl  of  Suffolk  proceeded  to  obferve,  that  he  fhouldthen 
have  to  call  the  attention  of  their  Lordfhips  to  a  topic  of  a 
difFerent  nature,  but  which,  at  the  fame  time,  was  important 
to  the  general  fubjeS  of  the  defence  of  the  Cotmtry.  What  he 
alluded  to,  was  the  condufl  of  the  city  of  London  on  ihtl 
head.  Their  Lordlhtps  wonld  recolleft;  that  when  he  lad 
addrefled  them  on  the  fubje^l,  he  alluded  to  certain  letters  hef 
had  receivod,  one  of  which  contained  fome  Arong  aflTcrtidns, 
and  which,  if  true,  merited  the  mod  ferious  confideration. 
His  Lordihip  then  read  fome  extracts  from  the  leiter  iiuqueT- 
tion,  and  which  feemed  to  contain  fome-  fcv6re  ftriftures  on 
the  conduct  of  thofe  in  power  and  authority  in  tt^e  city,  with 
reTpe£l  to  the  Ihare  to  be  taken  by  the  metropolis  in  th^ge- 
neral- defence  of  the  country;  the  original  proporion  of  mi- 
litia to  be  farni(hed  by  the  city  of  London,  it  (iated,  as  we 
could  colle£t,  to  be  la  or  14,000  men  ;  this  force  it  faid  was 
commuted  in  1796  for  two  f mall  regiments  of  militiaj  of 
6q^  men  each.     It  noticed  the  patriotifm  and  energy  difplay- 
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cd  by  the  volunteers  in  the  firft  inftance,  who  came  forward 
to  the  number  of  nearly  6o»ooo,  and  declared  their  readincfs 
to  ferve  in  any  part  of  the  kingdom  ;  this  fpirit  was  damped 
by  the  condud  of  the  chief  magiftrate,  &c.  who  ordained 
thai^the  whole  force  (hould  be  divided  into  four  grand  divi- 
lions,  and  (hould  be  ready  to  ad  in  cafe  of  infurredtion  or 
rebellion,  but  in  this  decree  it  appeared  the  word  *'  invaGoa" 
was  never  once  nientioned.     The  letter  in  other  parts  ap* 
peared  to  refled  on  the  condnd  of  the  Lieutenancy  of  Lon* 
don  with  refped  to  thequotato  be  furnifhed  by  the  city,  and 
comparing  it  with  the  condud  of  the  provincial  deputy  lieu« 
tenants,  the  former  feemed  to  proceed  in  fuch  a  way  as  if  tbey 
irere  ignorant  that  fuch  an  a£t  as  the  levy  en  maffe  exifted. 
Very  different  was  the  line  of  condud  obferved  by  the  city  o{ 
London,  in  the  memorable  days  of  tharilluftrious  Princefs» 
£li:(abeth  ;  it  then  came  forward  with  fpirit,  alacrity,  and 
gu*ided  by  motives  of  the  pureft  patriotifm.     Ships  to  three 
times  the  number  of  thofe  required  by  Government  as  the 
proportion  to  be  furnifhed  by  the  city,  were  fpecdily  furnidi* 
ed  tnd  equipped.     Men  to  three  times  the  .number  required 
as  its  quota,  were  raifcd  and  prepared  for  fervice,  in  addition 
*  to  which  was  a  contribution  exceeding  50,000!.  an  immenfe 
fum  in  thofe  days.     He  hoped,  however,   the  prefent  exer* 
lions  of  the  metropolis  would  be  commenfurate  to  the  great 
flake  (he  has  at  iflue,  and  in  an  increafed  proportion  to  her 
prefent  wealth' and  population^     After   recapitulating  a^ few 
of  his'  leading  pofitions  in  favour  of  the  eftabli(bment  of  a 
military  council,  his  Lordthijp  moved  to  the  following  effed  : 
"  That  an  humble  addrefs  be  prefented  to  his  Majefty,  pray-< 
iiig  thai  he  would  be  gracioufly  pleafed  to  appoint  a  military 
council  of  general  officers,  and  fuch  other  perfons  as  his  Ma« 
jefty  ^ould  think  proper,  and  which  his  Majefty  may  have 
recourfe  to  for  advice^  and  which   (hould  alfb  coipmunicate 
with  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief  from  day 
to  day  if  neceflfary,  and  alfo  with  his  Maje(ly*&Mini(lers." 

On  the  motion  being  put. 

Lord  Hobart  rofe  and  obferved,  that  on  fuch  an  occafion 
he  (hould  certainly  have  to  trouble  their  Lord(hips  but  for  a 
Very  (hort  time.  He  had  heard  the  motion,  refpe^ing  which 
hemuft  fay,  in  general  biit  dittinft  terms,  that,  inhisopU 
tiion,  if  it  was  intended  to  impede  ihe  military  difpo(ition  and 
operations  of  the  Commander  in  Chief,  no  proceeding  could 
be  more  likely  toefFed  it,  than  the  very  meafure  recommend- 
td  by  the  motion.     Under  this  conviAion  it  was  certainly  his 

duty 
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duy  to  refift  it.  The  prefent  organization  of  the  ftaff  was 
fuch  as  to  anfwer  every  purpofe,  while  the  arrangements 
made  under  the  fuperintendajice  of  his  Royal  Highnefs,  and 
which  met  with  univerfal  approbation,  mud  clearly  evince 
the  nneafure  recommended  mud  have  the  injurious  cSed  he 
defcrihed,  or  elfe  be  nugatory,  which,  in  the  cafe  of  its  pof* 
felGng  no  controui,  it  mud  inconteftably  be.  With  refpeft 
to  the  communication  made  by  the  noble  Earl  relative  to  the 
difcipliningand  arming  his  tenants,  he  had  to  inform  him  he 
took  a  wrong  courfe-^the  regular  mode  would  be  to  have  re« 
prefented  the  matter  to  the  Lord  Lieutenant  of  the  county, 
who  would  have  duly  communicated  it  to  the  Secretary  of 
S^ate — fuch  was  the  regular  channel.  The  circumftance  of 
the  noble  Earl  having  received  noanfwer,  was  no  proof  that 
his  letters  were  nut  read,  and  their  contents  duly  conGdered. 
However  the  affair  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  department 
of  the  Commander  in  Chief.  Befides  his  (iaff,  that  illuftrious 
officer  had  the  advice  and  communication  of  the  dtftridt  Ge^^* 
nerals,  who  were  fully  competent,  from  the^  local  know^ 
ledge  and  admitted  abilities,  to  afford  it;  in  addition  to  which 
Qovernment  were  in  pofleffion  of  the  opinions  of  the  various 
Generals  who  commanded  laft  war  upon  all  thofe  important 
(topics.  With  regard  to  what  had  fallen  from  the  noble  Earl 
relative  to  the  conduA  of  the  city  of  London,  on  the  prefent 
occafion,  it  may  t>e  matter  of  juft  confideration,  how  far  the 
contents  of  fuch  letters  as  he  had  quoud  from  may  be  true--* 
and  of  the  propriety  of  making  their  contents  public.  Much 
firefs  had  better  not  be  laid  on  fuch  communication.  In  his 
opinion,  the  metropolis  was  making  every  fair  and  praflicable 
exertion  in  t  he  geheral  defence;  and  ihould  the  hour  of  trial  ever 
come,  it  was  his  confident  opinion,  the  city  of^London  would 
QOt  be  found  backward.  He  had  to  entreat  their  Lordfhips' 
pardon  for  detaining  them  longer  than  he  at  firft  intended. 
As  to  the  motion,  it  ihould  certainly  have  his  decided  ne- 
gative. 

The  Eail  of  Suffolk  fpoke  (hortly  in  explanation,  and  re«. 
peated  fome  of  his  obfervations  in  favour  of  the  appointment 
of  a  military  council,  which  be  begged  the  noble  Secretary 
to  recolledt  wajs  propofed  by  him,  to  have  no  controul  what- 
'everoverthe  Commander  in  Chief,  who  would  be  at  liberty 
to  follow  its  advice  or  not.  The  inflitution  he  propofed 
would  be  of  effential  fervice  even  in  time  of  peace  ;  then,  on 
fuch  an  occafion  as  the  prefent^  how  nccelTary  mud  be  its 
adoption*    * 

The 
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The  Earl  of  Bridgewater  in  a  very  low  ttjnc  of  voice  made 
a  few  obfervations  in  fupport  of  whsit  fell  from  jthe  nobte 
Secretary  ofState,  particularly  with  refpe6t  to  the  advantages 
so  be  derived  from  the  communications  of  the  different  Gc^ 
tierals.  He  could  not,  he  faidj  give  a  iilent  dilFeM  from  the 
niotii>n. 

The  queftion  was  then  put,  when  the  Eatl  of  Suffolk's 
propofition  wasVejeded  without  a  diviGon ;  and  Immediatcrly 
after  their  LordOiips  adjourned.

On  the  fecond  reading  of  the  bill  for  the  better  manning 
of  the  navy. 

The  Lord  Chancelhr  reminded  the  Houfe,  that  on  the  bill 
lately  before  them,  for  making  provifion  for  poor  curates,  an 
objedion  ftruck  him,  that  it^renched  on  one  of  their  fland- 
ing  orders,  which  prohibited  the  pafling  of  aid  or  fitpply  bilb 
which  included  any  other  objed.  The  order  was  a  wife  one^ 
as  it  might  prevent  matters,  otherwife  objefiionable^  frooi 
being  tacked  to  bills  of  fupply  which  were  Qcceflary  for  iow 
mediate  public  fervice,  and  which  could,  not  be  amended  00 
account  of  the  excluTive  privilege  claimed  by  the  other 
Floiife.  The  curate's  bill  was  deferred  fill  the  next  feflioij  3 
but  on  further  deliberation  he  was  fatisfied,  that  being  of  a 
.fpecific  nature,  it  did  not  adually  come  within  their  iland^ 
ing  order.  The  fame  obfervation  would  apply  to  the  bill 
now  under  confiderat  ion,  for  though  to  the  relief  propofed 
for  Tailors,  it  alff)  provided  for  the  payment  of  falaries  to  the 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Admiralty  in  the  Bahama  iilands;  yet, 
it  did  not  ilrictly  come  within  the  meaning  of  aid  or  fupplies; 
and,  therefore, .  not  within  the  intention  of  their  (landing 
order.  Their  Lord(hips  were,  of  courfe,  at  liberty  to  make 
fuch  amendments  iit  it  as  they  might  think  proper. 
.  The  bill  was  then  read  a  fecond  time,  and  committed  for 
t{ie  next  day. 

The  cither  bills  on  the  table  Were  forwarded  in  their 
Xeveral  ftages,  and  the  Houfe  adjourned.

The  fifth  report  of  the  Commiffioners  of  naval  inquiry 
was  prefented  ar  the  bar.  Ordered  to  lie  on  the  table,  and 
alfo  to  be  printed  for  the  ufe  of  the  Members. 

A  meflage  from  the  Lords,  dated  their  concurrence  to  the 
following  bills:  The  Prince  of  Orange's  annuity,  the  vote 
of  credit,  the  general  defence  amendment,  the  (lamp  du^y 
confolidation,  the  aflefled  taxes  confolidation,  the  army  of 
xeferve  amendment,  the  Scots  artny  of  referve,  the  Canada 
courts,  the  American  treaty,  the  warehoufing  and  bonding, 
the  Tortola  free  port,  the  foreign  note^ forgery,  the  London 
additional  force,  the  Scots  malt,  the  alien,  the  Hackney 
church,  and  two  bills  of  a  more  private  nature. 

Captain  Harvey  prefented  a  petition  from  i'everal  gallant 
commanders  ia  the  navy,  praying  the  Houfe  to  extend  tho 
powers  of  the  Commiflioners  of  naval  inquiry^  fo  that  they 
might  examine  into  the  nature  of  prize  agency  and  the 
general  conduA  of  prize  caufes.  He  meant,  he  faid,  to 
throw  no  imputation,  nor  was  it  the  intention  of  any  of  the 
petitioners  to  cad  any  refledion  on  the  condud  of  any  in- 
dividual whatever  that  was  in  any  manner  conneded  with  the 
management  of  fuch  caufes,  but  only  to  befeech  the  Houfe 
thai  it  would  exert  its  authority,  in  order  that  fom^  inveftiga* 
tion  might  take  place. 

Sir  IVilliam  Scoii,  after  a  fewprefatoryobfervat ions,  read  an 
extraA  of  a  letter  from  Admiral  Colpoys,  dating  his  wilh 
that  certain  words  in  the  petition  (hould  have  been  omitted. 

Th« 
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The  petition  was  then.read  and  prdered  to  lU  on  the  table* 
Th»  preliminary  bufinefs  being  gone  ihroiigh, 
Mr.  Sheridan  rofe  to  make  his  promifcd  motion  relative  to 
the  volunteers.     He  began  by  reminding  the  Houfe  that, 
when  he  fir  ft  gave  notice  of  the  motion,  he  had  ftatcd  bis 
conviflion  that  it  was  of  a  naturb  which  could  give  rife  to  no 
oppofition.     In  now  rifing  to  bring  it  forward,  he  was  not 
lefs  fangiiine  that  it  would  be  qnanimoudy  adopted.     It  was 
of  a  nature  which  he  flattered  htmfelf  would  meet  the  appro- 
bation ol  eveiy  man  in  the  Houfe,  however  different  his  opi. 
nions  on  general  fubjeds  6i  policy. — [At  this  time  Mr.Wind- 
ham  and  fome  of  his  friends  entered  the  Houfe.^    The  hon* 
Member,  with  peculiar  good  humour,  alluded  to  the  circom* 
flance ;  and  however  difficult  he  thought  the  t^fk,  he  was  not 
Without  hope  that  even  thefe  hon.  Members  woukl  give  their 
aflPeot  to  the  motion.     HeJr^fted.  that  whatever  zeal  of  op- 
pofirion  had  been  manifeftedon  other  occalians,  there  might* 
at  leaft^  ^e  one  cordial  day  before  their  feparation-^one  day 
in  which  every  confideration  was  loft  fight  of  but  devotion  to 
the  caufe  of  our  common  country.     It  might  perhaps  be' 
thought  by  fome  perfons  that  the  motion  which  h^.was  now 
about  to  fubmit  to  the  Houfe  would  have  come  with  more 
propriety  from  one  in  an  oftenfible  (ituation*  from  a  member' 
of  his  }At]tj\y*s  executive  government.    In  bringing  forward 
the  motion,  he  certainly  had  no  wifli  to  interfere  with  what 
hiore  ftridly  was  the  duty  of  the  fervants  of  the  Crown  \  but- 
be  could  not  but  think  that  a  motion  fuch  -as  be  had  to  prc^* 
pofe  was  one  which  came  with  peculiar  propriety  from  ao 
individual  who  appeared  in  that  Houfe  as  a  volunteer  in  the 
caufe  of  this  country.     It  might  not  pofiefs  equal  autkority* 
but  he  Was  fur,e  it  would  not  be  inferior  in  honefty  and  Gn* 
cierity.     In  the  few  words  which  he  had  to  ofFer  before  he 
fubmiited  the  motion  to  the  confideration  of  the  Houfe,  he 
iliould  carefully  abftain  from  every  ropic  on  which  a  diverfity 
of  opinion  might  arife,  confcious  as  he  was  that  fome  Gen* 
tiemen  (looking  to  the  bench  on  which  Mr.  Windham  and 
his  friends  were  fcated)  were  never  backward  in  availing 
themfelvcsofrtpportunitiesforftariing  grounds  of  oppofition* 
Sefbre  he  proceeded  further,  he  wifhed  it  to  be  diftinAljp 
underftood  that  his  motion  was. intended  to  include  every  de- 
fcription  of  individuals  whofe  fervices  were  volumarily  of* 
fercd  at  this  difficult  and  trying  crifis.     It  would  include  vo« 
lumeer  corps,  corps  of  yeomanry^  and  corps  which  were 
raifed  by  patriotic  gentlemeni  and  accepted  by  Government. 

He 
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He  thcMight  It  n^eflkry  thus  broadly  to  explain  the  objeA  of 
hit  inotiony'  to  prevcfit  any  inirconrtri»dion  or  itiifapprehen* 
fion  from  whatever  quarter  it  might  proceed.     There ^ were 
one  or  two  points  on  which,  before  he  handed  the  motion  to 
the  chair,  he  wiflied  to  fay  a  very  few  words*    At  prefent 
there  exifted  Tome  degree  of  doub^refpeding  the  proper  con* 
ftru£lion  of  the  clau&s  of  the  bill  for  the  general  defence  of 
the  country ;  and  alfo  of  the  bill  by  which  fome  ambiguities 
were;. meant  to  be  removed.     It  was*  not  fufficiendy  under* 
ftood  how  far  a  voluntary  offer  to  enter  into  a  corps,  pre* 
vioufly  accepted  by  his  Majefty,  would  exempt  the  individaalt 
making  this  dStx  from  the  compulfory  operation  of  the  bills 
to  which  he  had  juft  now  referred.     He  thought  it  the  more 
neceflary  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  toihis  fubjeft,  in 
confeqtience  of  a  circular  letter  from  a  noble  Secretary  of 
State  (Lord  Hobart)  in' which  it  Appeared  to  htm  that  the 
noble  Lord  had,  to  a  certain  degree,  put  a  filfe  conftrudion 
on  the  %Qi.    After  fuch  an  authority  as  this  had  been  pub» 
liflied,  it  was  eflential  that  the  public  at  large  fliould  have  % 
thorough  conception  of  the  true  meaning  of  the  Legiflatore. 
He  dated,  from  communications  on  which  he  could  pUce 
the  greaieft  reliance,   that  in  Haraplhire  4)articularly  the 
greateft  embarraflfment  prevailed.     If  the  hfiterpretatton  of. 
the  iioMe  Lord  was  to  be  confidered  as  deciPivei   then  % 
power  wottld  be  left  to  the  conftables  of  the  difierent  diflrids^ 
to  call  on  individuals  td  comply  with  the  compulfory  claufe 
of  the  aft,  after  they  had  entered  into  a  volunteer  corps^ 
whofe  fervices  had  been  regularly  accepted  by  his  Majefty's 
Miniffers.     Nothing,  however,  could  be  more  dear  than 
this,  that  fuch  was  not  the  view  of  the  Legiflature.     It  was 
the  clear  fpirit  of  the  a(3,  and  he  was  anxious. ibat  it  lhould> 
be  unequivocally  underftood^  that  when  any  individual  en* 
tered  into  a  corps  of  the  nature  which  he  had  defcribed,  he 
was  henceforth  freed  froDi  the  operation  of  all  the  compuU 
fory  claucs  of  the  ad.    The  next  point  on  which  he  wiflied 
to  make  a  few  obfervations,  was  the  mode  in  which  many 
volunteer  aflociaiions'conduftcd^heir  clothing.    He  was  well 
aware,  and  it  could  n6t  have  efcaped  the  notice  of  many  other    - 
Gentlemen,  that  many  thoufand  individuals  whofe  loyalty 
was  undoubted,  whofe  ardour  (o  come  forward  in  the  iacred 
caufe  in  which  we  are  now  engaged  is  indifputabic,  were 
prevented  from  entering  into  volunteer  aflbciations,  from  the 
heavy  expence  to  which  a  gaudy  fafliionable  drefs,  calculated* 
merely  to  gratify  the  filly  vanity  of  fotae  peribns  who  were  . 
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too  opulent  to  feel  the  preflure,  would  expofe  them.     They 
had  every  Wifli  to  appear  in  the  ranks  of  their  fellow  coun- 
trymen, in  defence  of  their  fovereign  and  their  country,  but 
they  could  not,  without  the  greateft  incdnvenience  to  their 
families,  incur  the  .expence  which  fuch  'drefles  necc4iarity 
incurred.    It  the  clothing  w^re  more  cheap,  he  was  fure  that 
tbpufands,  whom  no  confideratipn  but  that  which  he  had 
meouoned  now  deterred,   would  flock  to  the   ftandard  of 
loyalty.     He  could  not  but  think  that  gentlenren  in  aifloent 
ctrcum (lances,  and  who  had  no  teafon  to  think  of  the  ex- 
pence  in  the  choice  of  a  drefs^  would  do  thenxfelves  infinite 
honour  by  appearing  in  ihe  plained  drefs  pviffibie.     No  man 
was  furely,  at  a  period  like  this,  when  the  greateft  virtues 
were  called  forth,  to  pride  himfelf  in  the  rank&  of  a  vo)ui>* 
teer  aflbciation  on  the  richtiefs  and  the  cofllinefs  of  his  drefs. 
We  were  not  to  turn  our  attention  to  external  decorations, 
but  to  place  4)ur  <5onfidence  in  the  heart  which  they  covered. 
It  was  not  idle  pomp  or  tawdry  magnificence  which  waa  to 
entitle  members  of  a  volunteer  af1<»ciation  to  the  Confidence  ' 
of  their  country^     In  this  great  and  trying  criA^-«vfr  were  to 
look  for  falvation  to  fortitude,  to  heroifm,  to  contempt  of 
death.    [This  pari  of  ih  Jpeech  was  Uudhf  afplmtitd  frmn 
all  parts  of  the  HouJi\     PafTing  from  this  point,  the  toon. 
Gentleman  next  adverted  to  another  fubjed,  on  which  he 
iofified  with  a  good  deal  of  energy.     He  was  glad  to  fee  that 
the  fpirn  cf  the  country  was  now  roufed,  hut  he  wiflicd  that 
this  fpirit  (hould  manifeft  itfelf  by  unequivocal  figns.     He 
rejoiced  to  find  that  a  military  difpofitlbn  pervaded  the  land« 
and  he  wilhed  that  the  efFc^  of  this  military  dirpofitioo 
might  be  vifible  in  a  general  military  appearance  in  the 
country.     In  Ireland,  when  the  fyflem  of  volunteers,  carried 
to  an  extraordiiiary  pitch,  left  a  greater  proportion  of  the 
regular  troops  difpofable  for  foreign  fervic*,  every  man  in 
every  part  of  the  country  was  to  be  feen  in  his  uniform. 
When  he  faid  this«  he  believed  he  fpoke  in  th^  hearing  of 
fome  (gentlemen  who  had  witneffed  the  fcene,  and  the  im- 
predion  which  it  produced.     At  that  period,  every  nun  la 
the  Iriih  Houfe  of  Commons  appeared  in  the  drefs  of  hit 
appropTiate  aflbciation.     It  might  nor,  perhaps,  be  regular 
in  him  to  allude  to  the  gallery  of  that  Houfe  ;  but  he  might 
juft  fay  that  the  gallery  exhibited  an  equal  ihilitary  appear* 
ance.   The  public  officers  of  (late  imitated  the  example,  and 
even  the  grave  Judges  on  the  bench  were  unwilling  to  call  a 
oounfel>  unlefs  under  bis  profeflional  gown  he  exhibited  a 
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u'^iform.  He  cotild  not  -hot  thmk  ihat  the  adopriofi  oF  a 
fimilar  pradice  now  woiiid  beproduAlve  of  the  nioft  bcae«« 
ficial  eflfe6)s  in  keeping  alive  that  ardour  which,,  fortanatel3r 
for  the  country^  had  now  began  to  kmditf  in  every loya| 
heart.  Even  if  ii  bad  tro  other  tffcA  but  to  poi(lt  our  thofe 
who  were  iukewartn  and  difafTeded  at  this  moment,  when 
the  loyalty  of  all  was  put  to  the  reft,  he  thought  .that  it 
might  be  produdive  of  infinite  advantage.  As  to  the  fpace 
where  volunteer  aflbciaiions  were  to  be  trained,  he  begged 
leave  to  offer  a  very  few  words  It'wa.«  his. opinion  rliac  the 
places  allotted  for  this  purpofe  (hotild,  in  the  fir(V  inftance^ 
be  as  fccluded  as  potfible.  Till  a  certain  degree  of  progreft 
,was  mad^  in  difcipline,  it  wasin  every  point  of  view  defira* 
Ue  to  be  ftparated  from  the  obfervatioi?  of  a  promifcuoua 
mulHtnde.  He  needed  not  to  remind  the  Houfe  that  there 
were  many  individuals- to  whom,  under  fuch  circumftances,the 
flare  of  a  vulgar  multitude  would  produce  the  mofl  unpleafant 
fcnfations.  There  were  men  who  would  mOch  more  cheer-' 
fully  expofe  themfelves  to  the  (hot  of  the  enemy  than  en^ 
counter*  the '  derifion  of  motley  fpei^ators.  He  was  at  all 
times  happy  to  hear  of  any  faciUiies  being  given  for  this  fe^ 

!>ai:a;te  sxercife:  He  mentfoned.  to  the  honour  of  his  Grac^ 
be  Duke  of /Portland,  that  he  had  given  up  the  fpace  before 
his  houfe  for  the  ufe'  of  a  volunteer  aflbciation.  There  was 
another  place,  called,  be  bdteved,  Lord's  Cricket  Grotmd, 
hired  for  aTtmilar  purpofe  at  an  enormous  expence,  and<  at 
the  fame  time  ^inattinded  with  the  advantages  of  .privacy^ 
He  was  informed  that  the  owner«r  of  this  place,  after  exad- 
ing  this  inordinate  pricey  were  in  the  habit  of  admin ing  boys 
tind  other  idle  fpedatofs,  at  the  rateof  fixperice.  He  felt  in-^ 
dignant  at  fnch  unjuft  and  exorbitant  extortion,  and  he  did 
not  think  that  Government  Wcmld  be  (topping  beyond  the 
bounds  of  their  juft  authority,  if  they  inftfted  on  the  proprie- 
tors of  fuch  grounds  giving  them  up  for  the  ufe  of  volunteer 
aflbciaiions  on  receiving  a  fair  and  reafonable  compenratlon« 
Thefe  were  the  general  points  to  which  he  wiflicd  to  call  the 
attention  of  the  Houfe.  Before  he  fat  down  he  begged  leave 
to  advert  to  fome  other  Confiderations  connefled,  though  not 
in  fo  innmate  a  manner,  with  the  fubjed  immediately  before 
the  Houfe.  No  man  had  feen  with  greater  pleaftire  than  he 
had,  the  noble,  patriotic  gener  ous  donations  of  which  the* 
gentlemen  at  Lloyd's  cofFee-houfe  had  (et  fo  illuftrious  an  tx^ 
ample  in  the  city.  Heconfefled  ihaty  liberal  as  the  fubftrtp<« 
tion  a;lready*waS|  it  was-.with'furprife  that  he  dill  obfcrved 
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Ac  ttbleiice  Of  feveml  ctaflin  cS  the  cofnmisnttjr  which  h«  tt-^ 
peftcd  to  have  fceti  ^he  firft  on  the  lift.  He  had  no  wtfli  to 
fay  any  thing  hArfli  refpefling  the  noble  and  honoufabie  per* 
Ibos  ot  whofll  thofi:  clafTcs  were  compoted*  Though  thef 
had  not  yet  come  forward  with  thetr  contribnttona,  he  had  no 
^joubt  tjiat  they  would  not  be  deficient  in  devotion  to  their 
country  at  this  trying  ai>itient,  and  that,  though  they  had 
'not  taken  the  lead,  they  would  not  (hew  themft* Ives  deficient 
in  gcnerofity  in  (b  facied  a  caufe.  When  he  looked  to  the 
amount  of  the  fund  at  thia  moment,  and  when  he  confidered 
l^ow  much  greater  it  might  eventually  become  by  the  contri- 
buttons  of  thofe  clafles  to  which  he  had  referred,  much  as  be 
.  admired  the  objeA  to  which  it  was  originally  appropriated, 
lie  could  not  help  thinking  that  it  might  admit  of  a  mart  ex* 
tended  application.  Though  originally  defigned  foiely  for 
the  hunUine  and  generous  porpofe  of  aflbrding  aid  to  the 
wiveS)  to  the  orphans*  and  the  relatives  of  ihofe  who  peridied 
while  fighting  their  country's  battles^  it  did  appear  to  hiol 
that  fo  Targe  a  fund,  inftead  of  renuuning  now  onappliedt 
VMght,  to  a  certain  extent,  be  employed  in  contributing  to 
the  direft  fervice  of  the  countrjr.  Rewards  iliight  be  ofersd 
to  thofe  who  were  now  willing  to  volunteer  tlie  perf^miaMa 
of  important  national  fervices,  and  who  miglit  be  fctened 
tnerely  by  the  oonfideration  (hat  in.thcir  abfence  their  fiunilict 
would  remain  without  a  provifion.  He  did  not  mean  toprelt 
this  fttbjeA  further  at  prefent,  but  thought  it  his  doty  to 
throw  out  thefe  hints  for  the  confideration  of  thofe  to  wham 
was  committed  the  tnanagement  'and  appropriatidn  of  the 
fund.  He  would,  he  hoped*  be  fdrgiven  if  he  alluded  to  an- 
other fource  of  affiftance,  the  beneficial  efleds  of  which  bad 
been  fo  liberally  experienced  during  the  laft  war.  He  meant 
to  allude  to  the  patriotic  contributions  of  our  fair  country* 
Women.  In  fuCh  a  conteft  as  this  in  which  we  were  noir 
•ogagedy  involving  the  prefervation  of  all  the  charities  and 
all  the  endearments  of  domeflic  life,  he  could  not  allow  him- 
felf  to  believe  that  they  would  be  backward  in  the  difplay  61 
their  patriotifm.  To  their  other  charms  he  was  confident 
they  would  add  the  charm  of  love  to  their  Country  and  their 
homes*  The  hon.  Gentleman  having  gone  through  thefe 
topics,  proceeded  to  advert  to  the  defcription  of  the  force,  to 
the  individuals  compofing  which  his  vote  of  thanks  would  be 
addrefled*  On  this  part  of  the  fubjefl  he  had  no  fort  of  de« 
lire  to  enter  into  any  niilitary  details.  He  was  no  militar]^ 
man,  nod  proved  oo  power  to  give  the  Houfeiniarmatiois 
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on  the  fubjeA.  In  the  courfe  of  imnj^^dHcuflions  wbidi  had 
lately  taken  place*  it  had,  however,  frequently  occurred  to 
him  that  many  of  thefe  details  might  have  been  very  well 
fpared,  whether  proceeding  from  milit^y  or  unmiUtary 
Meofibers  of  the  Houfe.  He  muft,  in  the  face  of  authoritict 
defervedly  high  in  a  military  point  of  view,  be  permitted  IP 
fay  that,  as  a  confiitutional  Member  of  Parliament,  he 
thoiight  the  force  which  was  now  formed  for  the  defence  of 
the  country  oi^  in  which  he  felt  himfelf  fully  warranted  io 
placing  the  ampled  confidence.  Military  men  were  too  apt 
to  view  every'objeA  with  what  they  were  pleafed  to  call  9 
Inilitary  eye ;  but  with  all  their  minutenefs  of  obfervation 
they  were  very  apt  to  overlook  one  little  fortrefs,  which  he 
ihould  never  ceafe  to^think  of  the  highefi  importance,  and 
that  was  the  fortrefs  of  the  conftitution.  If  he  were  alked, 
whether  he  did  not  think  a  hundred  thoufand  regular  troops 
a  more  effectual  body  for  the  defence  of  thfe  country  than  an 
equal  number  of  militia,  volunteers,  and  yeomanry,  he  cer* 
tainly  could  have  no  difficulty  ia  giving  his  anfwer.  Ua* 
dpubtedly,  for  every  military  purpofe,  (uch  a  regular  force 
waa  fuperior..  He  would  maintain,  however^  that  in  addif 
liQU  to  a  rbgnlar  arnty  of  a  certain  magnitude,  a  force,  con* 
Cfting  fl£  militia,  volunteers,  and  yeomanry,  was  a  forc^ 
more  fuitod  to  the  habits,  to  the  cifcumftances,  to  the  conftU 
tutional  libertiea  of  thia  country.  In  fayiiig  this  he  did  not 
fpeak  of  an  army  for  t)ie  purpofc  of  carrying  on  a  continental 
war,  but^a  force  fu^h  as  it  behoved  us  to  keep  up  when  the 
oeceffity  df  cultivating  military  habits  was  more  imperioufly 
impofed  on  us  by  the  ambition  and.  the  malignity  of  a  foreign 
enemy,  whom  nothing  could  faiisfy  (hort  of  our  deftruSion* 
He  liked  the  force  the  better*  becaufe  it  was  of  adiverfiiied 
charader.  in  the  firft  inftance  the  preference  was  given  to 
lhf»  regular  troops 4  the  militia,  the  volunteer  corps,  and  the 
yeomanry  fucceeded  in  their  claims  to  diftindion.  There 
was  in  fuch  a  force  a  connection  which  mud  ever  ,make  it 
formidable  to  a  foreign  enemy.  There  i^as  in  its  compofiT 
tioos  a  facility  for  feparat^on,  which,  in  a  conftituiional 
view,  he  Ihould  sdways  regard  with  fatisfadion.  Great  (land« 
ing  armies,  however  difciplined  and  powerful,  were  not  to 
be  implicitly  trufted*  He  might  refer  to  numerous  exam- 
pies  in  proof  of  this  pofition.  A  mod  ftriking  inftance  oc* 
curred  in  the  army  of  France.  Never  was  there  an  samf 
belter  difciplined,  more  brave^-or  apparently  more  dependent 
pn  the.  ihsone ,  .bi^t  ]bal  vci^  army  thus  con(Ututcd»  ^nd  ofn 
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•■which  every  pdflibic* reUsince  was  placed.  In  the  c^urfie  of  i 
very  few  hours  fiifFt^red  the  monarchy  to  be  overturned,  and 
the  revohition  to  triumph.  In  making  this  allufion,  it  ii^as 
the  fartheft  in  the  world  from  his  intention  to  impeach 
the  loyalty  of  our  regtilar  army.  On  the  contrary,  he  be^ 
lieved  that  no  body  of  men  were  ever  animated  with  truer  or 
more  afPedionate  attachment  to  their  fovereign.  He  admired, 
however,  !he  prefent  conftitution  of  our  military  force,  a4 
being  exempted  from  the  incpnveniencies  and  the  evils  which 
attached  to  a  certain  degree  to  all  Handingyexclufivey  perma« 
Dent,  armies.  Bv  fuch  a  conftitution,  the  ftrength  and  effi- 
ciency of  the  whole  was  confirmed  and  confolidated.  He 
liked  the  prefent  attitude  of  the  country,  whether  we  looked 
forward  to  the  continuance  of  war  or  to  the  conclufion  of 
peace.  On  the  fubje£l  of  peace  he  (hould  juft  fay  one  word. 
He  (hould  be  the  ready  advocate  of  peace,  if  it  coujd  be  ob« 
\atned  on  terms  confident  with  the  national  honour  and  fafety. 
>  This,  however,  he  would  difttnSly  fay,  and  he  was  furc 
that  he  fpoke  the  language  of  his  Majefty's  Minifters  when 
he  made  the  declaration,  that  no  peace  could  be  formed,  nd 
negociation  could  be  liftened  to,  no  offer  for  negociatioit 
could  be  accepted,  while  there  was  a  hoftile  army  in  any  part 
of  the  united  empire.  If  he  had  fuppofed  it  poilibie  for  Mi- 
nifters  to  have  entertained  contrary  fentiments,  he  (hould  hard 
felt  it  hisdury  to  have  brought  forward  a  di(lin£l  propoGtion, 
that  the  Minifler  who  (hould  Itften  to  fo  difgraceful  a  propofi- 
tion,  would  deferve  to  be  impeached,  and  to  lofe  his  head  as 
the  puni(hiTient  of  his  infamy.  He  (lated  it  diflin£lly,  there- 
«  fore,  as  what  he  conceived  was  the  unalterable  refolution  of 
Minifters,  that  no  propofal  for  peace  (hould  be  entertained, 
while  a  (ingle  French  foldier  had  a  footing  oo  Briii(h  groiiod. 
{This  fentimint  was  unlverfally  applauded).  The  hoa.  Gentle* 
man,  after  this  patriotic  tifuRon,  went  on  to-recommend  unaa 
nimtty  on  this  intereQing  occafion.  He  did  not  call  on  Geti- 
tiemen  to  give  up  their  opinions.  He  did  not  wi(h  by  any 
,  means  to  di(9ate  to  them  the  coorfe  of  political  condtid 
which  they  were  to  purfiie.  Within  the  walls  of  that  Houfe 
every  mnn  had  a  fair  right  fully  and  unequivocally  to  declare 
his  opinions  on  public  aflFalrs-.  He  might  be  permitted, 
however,  to  entreat  of  Gentlemen,  that  as  the  period  of  their 
feparatton  was  now  at  hatid,  they  would  not  utter  fuch 
fentiments  out  of  doors;  that  they  would  not  refoi't  to  any 
meafures  which  could  damp  the  increafing  ardour  and  energy 
of  the  country ;  irtniV  they  would  not  lend  the  fandion  tvf 
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their  names  to  rentimcnts  which  coming  from  unauthorized 
fniirces,  had  never  been  received  with  any  portion  of  favour., 
Arl  that  he  aiked  of  them  was,  to  fuijpend  their  political  ani- 
mofiiies  for  a  moment ;  not  to  repreient  the  fervants  of  the 
Crown  as  weak  and  inefficient,  at  a  moment  when  confidenca 
in  their  exertions  was  fo  neceflfary  to  the  falv^cion  of  the 
country  ;  nt^t  to  walle  that  time,  and  ihofe  talents  in  party 
fpirit  and  intrigue/  whifch  might  be  fo  much  more  worthi.ly 
employed  in  performing  the  fublime  and  animated  duties  of 
patriotifm.     This  was   a  moment   which   called   on  every 
honed  man  to  unite  heart  and  hand  in  fupport  of  all  that  is 
dear  to  us  as  a  great  and  free  people,  againil  the  greatetl 
danger  with   which   we  were  ever  threatened.     It  was  not, 
fxircly,  aflcing  too  much  of  honourable  Gentlemen,  tp  aik 
them,  during  the  Ihort  recefs  of  Parliament,  to  fufpend  ail 
^urfuits,  to  relinquiQi  all  purfutts  of  fecondary  importance^ 
and  to   think  ^only  of  th%  great  caufe  which  interefied  all 
minds  and  attra£led  all  hearts.     Surely  their  party  fpirit  was 
not  fo  violent,  their  hoftility  to  Minifters  was  not  fo  virulent 
as  at  ail  to  come  in  competition  with  the  great  objetSI  of  fav. 
ing  the  country,  which  they  uniformly  declared  was  the  firft 
obje6l  of  their  regard.     In  that  (hort  interv^il,  properly  eni- 
ploytsd,  rhtich  important  fervice  might   be  rendered  to  the 
country.     Much  might  be  done  in  giving  a  proper  direction 
to  that  rpirit  of  patriotifm  which  now  fortunately  pervaded 
every  part  of  the  c;mpire.     Let  but  this  fmall   facnficr  be 
made  to  patriotifm,  and  when  they  once  more  i^ffembled  iii 
that  Houfe,  they  might  again  refumc  their  favourite  purluits, 
under  the  pleating  contcioufnefs,  that  they  had  contributed 
their  efforts  to  the  general  fafety,  that  the  patriotifm  of  the 
people   at  large  had  at  length  fecured  us  againft  enemies, 
however  malignant,  and  dangers  however  formidable.     The 
hon.  Gentleman,  in  conclufion,  declined  occupying  the  time 
of  the  Houfe,  by  any  arguments  in  fupport  of  his  motion. 
The  -zeal,  the  fortitude,  the  promptitude,  with  which  the 
volunteer  aflbciations  had  obeyed  the  call  of  their  country  in 
the  hour  of  her  danger,  could  never  be  fufRciently  ad^nired.. 
He*  would  not  expatiate  on  their  condud,  he   would  leave 
it  withotit  comment  to  the  honed  unbiafled  feelings  of  the 
Houfe      He  then  moved, 

**  l*iat  the  thanks  of  this  Houfe  be  given  to  the  volun* 
teer  and  yeomanry  corps,  for  the  zeal  and  promptitude  with 
which  they  afFo^ated  for  the  defence  of  the  coun(ry»  in  thii 
important  and  dangerous  crifis."    * 

He 
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He  al  fo  moved— 

'*  That  a  return  \)f  the  different  volunteer  corps  be  hid 
before  the  Houfe,  in  order  that  they  may  be  handed  down  to 
poJKerityy  by  being  entered  on  the  journals." 

General  Gafco^m  feconded  the  motion,  and  obfcrved,  that 
great  exertions  had  been  made   by   the   town   which  be 
had  the  honour  of  reprefenting,  though  the  fervice  of  one 
particular   corps,    which    he    thought    peculiarly  entitled 
to'confideration,  had  not  been  accepted.     He  therefore  hoped 
the  motion  would  pafs  without  a  dilTenting  voice.     There 
was  one  thing  only  which  he  conceived  obje£lionable  in  the 
conAitutionof  the  volunteer  corps*  and  unfortunately  it  was 
an  evil  which  was  every  day  running  to  a  greater  extent.     It 
was  that  men  of  rank  and  fortune,  and  abilities,  enrolled 
themftlves  as  privates  in  a  great  numbrr  of  corps.    When 
he  heard  of  Members  of  the  ojther  Houfe  entering  themfefves 
as  privates  in  the  Lawyers'  corps,«and  fome  in  this  Houfe, 
too,  he  meant  the  Mafler  of  the  Rolls  (a  laugh)  \    he  coa- 
fefled  he  felt  much  regret.     For  when  the   prefervation  of 
law  and  order  was  one  of  the  obje6s  for  which  we  were  at 
war,  he  thought  it  right  that  the  diftind^ion  of  ranks,  which 
ina(je  fo  eflential  a  part  of  that  order,  (hould  be  kept  up.     A 
promifcuous  enrolment  of  perfons  of  this  kind  wasalfo  di(ad* 
vantageous  in  a  military  point  of  view  ;  for  there  were  many 
duties  annexed  to  the  fituation  of  a  private  foldier,  which 
they  neither  could  perform,  nor  could  be  expeded  to  per* 
form,  and  he  wiOied  no  man  to  enter  the  ranks  who  was  doc 
capable  of  doing  all  the  duties  of  a  foldier,  and  in  a  fituitiott 
to  be  commanded  to  do  all  thofe  duties  if  occafion  requited. 
He  wi(hed  alfo  to  obferve,  that  the  number  of  men  now  i« 
arms  amounted  to   300,000,  independent  of  many  ofiers 
Ivhich  had  not  yet  been  accepted  from  difGcuIties  of  forcDa 
which  were  very  eafy  to  be  got. over,  the  principal  difficulty 
beingt  that  the  oiFer  was  for  limited   urvice^   and   tbtt 
being  almoft  univeifally  obviated,  as  foon  as  it  was  under- 
wood to  be  a  difficulty,  by  withdrawing  the  oflers,  in  order 
to  renew  them  for  more  extended  fervice.    There  was  alb 
another  mifconception,  which  prevailed  to  a  confiderable 
extent,  and  which  interfered  with  the  objeds  of  the  voloo* 
teer  fervice ;-  it  was,  that  thofe  corps,  whofe  cfiers  had  ori- 
ginally been  accepted  for  liinited  fervice^  were  not  Au^jrd  to 
the  exertion  of  the  prerogative.  To  as  to  be  called,  if  occafroa 
ihoold  require,  to  fervice  more  extended*    When  thefr  dif. 
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ficuUies  and  mifoondeptions  were  removed,  he  conceived^ 
that  with   fiich  a  force  as  we  had,  and  with  that  force  dally 
incrcafir^g,   ir  would  be  very  wrong  to  confine  our  fyftem 
♦♦K\varfare  fO  the  defcnfive.     It  was  the  cdmnnon  pra6\h:e  nf 
the  great  Generals  and  militaty  heroes,  celebratid  in  hiflory, 
when  iheir  territory  was  invaded  or  inenaced,  to  carry  the 
feat  of  war  into  ihe  enemy's  coimtry.     He  trulled,  therefore, 
that  when   the  fpirii   v\hich  prevailed  eVcry  whetc  in   the 
country,  was  matured,  and  rendered  fteady  by  difcipline,  Co 
glorious  an   impulfe  wo\i!d  t)ot  be   fuffered  to  wafte  iifcif, 
wiihout  reaping  thai  harvcft  of  glojy,   lo  which  it  was  en- 
titled ;  and  as  he  feared  the  enemy  would  not  give  it  the  op^ 
poruiniiy  of  gathering  the  laurels  of  which  it  was  fodefirous 
on  Britifh  ground,  that  opportunity  (houhl  at  lead  be  afforded 
cm  the  enemy's  ihore.     He  was  the  more  dedrous  to  imprefs 
this  confideration  on  his  Majesty's  Miniders,  as  thofe  prepa- 
rations, which  were  only  anticipation  when  he  firfl  prefled  if. 
Were  now  advanced,  and  every,  day  approached  nearer   to 
completion.     This  country  was  the  more  called  upon  for 
fuch  an  attempt,  as  our  fleet  aflFordcd  us  what  may  not  be 
improperly  called  a  draw-bridge  to  the  Continent.     He  be- 
lieved that  fuch  a  fydem  of  warfare,  if  it  were  even  only  held 
out  as  a  threat  to  the  enemy,  would  have  a  good  eiFe£V  in 
teaching  him  to  refpeft  us  more,  and  to  prefume  lefs  on  him- 
fclf.     It  would  alfo  have  a  good  efF^ft  in  (hewing  the  poweri 
of  Europe   how  diflferently    we  were  circumftanced    with 
refpeA  to  the  means  of  annoying  our  enemy,  from  what 
that  enemy  r.  prcfcnied.     He  wiHied  every  perfon,  from  the 
peer  to  the  labourer,  to  adopt  a  military  chara6ler,  under  the 
circurhftances  fuited  to  their  refpedlive   fituations  ;    and  he 
wifhed  this  attention  to  the  diverlity  of  fltuation  the  more, 
as  he  was  aware  there  was  no  deficiency  of  fpirii  in  any 
fiiuation.     He  would  here  Cay  one  word  of  a  corps  of  Gen- 
tl.men,  which  he  underftoqd  was  lo  be  formed,  thcugh  he 
was  not  yet  aware   whether  their  ferviccs  were   to  be  ac- 
cepted or  not.     He  wiHied  the  Gentlemen  who  propofcd  to 
enter  this  corps,  lo  confider  how  much  more  effedlually  they 
would    promote   the  fcrvice,  by  enteririg   in   their  proper 
flations  into  other  corps.     The  very  difference  of  treatinent, 
as  a  <^olU-6live  corps,  which  they  would  have. in  the  fervice, 
when  each  would  be  attended  by  a  fervant  to  take  care  of 
him,  would  excite  difcontent  in  the  other  corps  ferving  with 
them.     He  wiibed  thai  confideraiions  of  this  kiild  were  at- 
tended to,,  though  they  were  n<Jt  of  any  great  comparative 
VoJL.  IV.   1802-3.  5  K  importance. 
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importance.  He  was  fure,  that  if  the  fpirit  that  pervaded 
all  ranks  was  properly  di reded,  we  (hould  be  very  foon  in 
that  (late,  in  which  we  fbouid  have  nothing  to  fear  from  the 
enemy,  and  he  would  have  much  to  fear  from  u$.  The 
motion  had  his  cordial  afTcnt. 

Mr.  Chapman^  after  difclaiming  any  intention  of  difliirbing 
the  unanimity  dcfired  on  the  n[ioiion  of  Mr.  Sheridan,  ad* 
verted  lo  the  cafe  of  the  Officers  in  the  Eaft- India  Com- 
pany's fcrvice  now  in  England,  who  having  bceir  alluded  to 
by  the  Secretary  at  War,  ai^a  refource  to  affiit  in  dl/ciplining 
the  arrny  of  refcrve,  had  offered  their  fervices  in  the  rood 
gallant  manner,  ^io  ihefe  offers,  however,  he  underftood  no 
anfwer  had  been  returned.  Such  conduct  he  confidercd 
neither  right  nor  handfome  towards  men  who  had  freqtiently 
met  the  French  in  the  field,  were  at  the  florming  of  Serin- 
gap?  tarn,  and  at  other  enterprifes  equally  bold  and  daring  ; 
that  therecould  be  nodoubt  of  their  doing  honour  to  any  ferv  ice 
on  which  they  might  be  employed ;  but,  that  from  the  ftateof 
fufpence  tn  which  they  were  kept,  they  were  precluded  from 
coming  forward  in  any  other  line.  Mr.  Chapman  then  de- 
clared that  he  could  not  accept,  his  difmiffal  without  ex- 
preffing  an  earneft  hope,  that  after  the  generous  and  laudable 
exertions  of  the  volunteers,  added  to  thofe  of  the  other  gal- 
lant troops  in  the  fervice  of  their  country,  (hould  have  placed 
it  in  a  (late  of  perfed  fecurity  againft  hoftile  attacks,  means 
would  be  found  of  annoying  the  enemy.     That  thefe  weie  \ 

abundant  he  had  not  a  doubt ;  and,  wi:h  the  permiflion  of  the  i 

Houfe,  he  would  venture  to  fuggeft  a  quarter  whence  feme  of 
them  might  be  derived.  Mr.  Chapman  then  proceeded  toftate, 
that  in  the  eaft  a  population  of  hfty  millions  yielded  obedi- 
ence to  the  mild  fway  of  the  fceptre  of  our  benevolent 
fovereign.  That  this  population  added  to  that  of  oor  ow^ 
jflands,  was  not  inferior  to  the  number  of  the  hofl  which 
trembles  under  the  coercive  rod  of  the  Conful  of  France. 
That  Tie  meant  not  to  aver  that  our  fellow  fubjedls  in  tl>e 
eaft  were  phyftcaliy  equal  in  energy  or  bodily  flrengib  to  the 
hardy  fons  of  more  northern  regions.  Nor  would  he  prol 
po(e  to  bring  them  to  combat  in  thefe  climates.  But  it 
was  a  ju(lice  due  to  them  to  declare  them  capable  of  a  veiy 
high  degree  of  military  difcipline,  to  poffefs  great  perfbn^ 
brgvery,  and  to  have  manifcfted  a  fideliiy  to  our  canie 
in  di(ficuliies  unexampled.  That  his  MajeBy  poflbfled 
dominions  fituated  in  climates  fimilar  in  many  parts  to  their 
own.    He  alluded  to  the  Weft- Indies,    That  in  ifaeTe  be 
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was  of  opinioiiy  that  a  large  part  of  the  force  entertained  either 
forofFenfive  ordefenfivc  operations,  if  raif ed for  thee  xpref spur >- 
pofe^  and  under  due  precautions^  might  beadvantageoufly  drawn 
from  our  poiTefl^ons  in  the«ea(t.  That  this  force  would  be 
found  the  bed  adapted  to  the  fervice.  That  it  would  prove 
alike  capable  of  redding  the  vertical  fun  of  the  day,  and  the 
pernicious  damp  of  the  night.  Thai  by  becoming  a  coun- 
ferpoife  to  the  negro  population,  it  would  afFord  fccurity  to 
the  planters  againU  their  infurreAions,  and  fcour  the  moun« 
tains  when  they  might  retire  to  them.  That  were  thefe 
tioops  encour^iged  to  take  their  familiea  with  them  to  the 
iflands,  aided  alfo  by  other  means  that  might  be  adopted  of 
peopling  them  in  part  from  the  ead,  he  had  no  hefitation  in 
fondly  expecting,  that,  in  the  procefs  of  time,  they  would 
produce  a  race  of  orderly,  induftrious  freemen,  both  to  cul- 
tivate and  to  defend  them  ;  and,  in  the  end,  do  away  the 
neceflity  of  having  farther  recourfe  to  the  odious  and  atro- 
cious pradice  of  the  flave-trade.  Mr.  Chaptran  further 
ftated,  that  on  the  fhores  of  the  Mcdtterraneaut  eaftern 
troops,  difciplined  by  Briiifh  officers,  and  having  the  paths  of 
honour  and  glory  pointed  out  to  them  by  Britifh  valour,  and 
animated  by  Britifh  example,  would  be  found  equal  to  any 
fervice  required  of  them.  And  were  it  neceflfary,  in  our  own 
defence,  to  follow  the  example  fet  us  by  the  Chief  Conful, 
in  'feizing  the  ftations  friendly  or  ufeful  to  his  opponents, 
thefe  troops  would  be  found  adequate  to  occupy  and  to 
maintain  them. 

Lord  CaflkrHfgh^  in  anfwer  to  his  hon.  Friend,  who  had 
fpoken  laU,  faid,  it  was  true,  that  the  Officers  in  the  Eaft- 
India  Company  had,  with  that  zeal  which  diftinguifhed  them 
on  all  occasions,  tendered  their  fervices:  he  was  fure  al/ci, 
that  whether  thofe  fervices  were  accepted  or  not,  they  would 
wait  the  refuli  of  the  coafideraiion,  and  the  deciPion  of  the 
authority  lo  which  they  had  fubmitted  them.  The  offers 
were  tranfmitted  in  the  only  manner  in  which  they  could  be 
Iranfmitted  regularly,  firft  by  the  refpeflive  Officers  to  the 
Court  of  Direftors,  and  by  the  Court  of  Dircdors  to  the 
Commander  in  Chief;  and  he  had  feen  letters  acknowledg- 
ing, in  the  mofl  hantlfome  terms,  the  receipt  of  the  offers. 
He  was  not  aware  of  the  anfwer  that  was  to  be  given.  He 
believed  that  there  was  an  impediment  to  the  acceptance  of 
the  offers  of  the  fupcrior  Officers,  from  tHfe  number  of  regi- 
ments in  the  army  of  referve  being  not  greater  than  could 
be  officered  out  of  the  line,  from  which  it  was  certainly  right 
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that  the  Officers  fliould  in  the  fird  infiance  be  taken.  One 
word  he  would  offer,  in  explanation  of  what  was  noihing 
more  than  a  mifunderftanding  of  the  letter  of  his  nobleFriend 
(Lord  Hobart}.  There  could  be  no  doubt  that  the  adiing 
volunteers  were  not  liable  to  be  called  on  to  be  trained  and 
dif^iplined  in  the  proportion  to  he  raifed  in  the  fird  inl^ance 
of  the  force  under  the  general  defence  a6l.  It  was  evidently 
the  intention  of  the  noble  Lord's  letter,  as  well  us  of  the  af^, 
that  the  force  firft  called  forth  fhuuld  be  compofed  of  volun- 
teers. *  The  ad  6xed  the  number  of  volunteers,  to  enliile  any 
perfon  to  a  fufpenfion  of  the  compulfory.clajufes,  at  three- 
JFourths  of  the  firft  clafs  defcribed  in  the  general  defence  adl. 
and  fince  that  a  power  of  fufpending  the  execution  of  thofe 
compulfory  ciaufes  was  given  in  cafts  when  fix  times  the 
amount  of  the  original  militia  came  forward.  The  com- 
pulfory ciaufes  may  be  enforced  if  a  greater  number  fhoidd 
be  deemed  nccefliry  at  any  fuure  period. 

Mr.  fVtr.dham  wiflied  it  were  in  his  power  to  gratify  the 
honourable  Gentleman  who  introduced  the  motion  before  ihe 
Houfc,   in  conforming  to  the  wifli  he  had  expreflcd,  that  no 
difcuflion  (hould  arifc  on  this  roeafure.     The  honourable 
Gentleman  had  indeed  (hewn  more  earneftnefs  in  making  hU. 
wifh  than  attention  and  fidelity  in  purfuing  it ;  for  while  he 
deprecated  difcuflion,  he  continued  to  »hrow  out  fo  many 
things  to  provoke  it,  that  it  wasimpofllble  hiswifh  could  be 
complied  with.     If  the  honourable  Gentleman^  which  would 
be  perfedly  confident   with  his  former  mifconceptions  and 
mifreprefentations,  imagined   that  he  was  going  to  oppofe 
the   vote,   he    Wds   entirely    miHaken.     It   was  smong  the 
fancies  of  the  hon.  Gentleman  that  he  liad  fpoken  with  dif- 
paragement  of  the  militia  and  the  volunteer  corps.     With 
refped)  to -the  vohmfeer  corps,  he  had  not   a  d^iubt  of  their 
zeal  and  fpirit  -,  and  he  was  fatisfied  that  in  the  day  of  trial 
they   would  ferve    iht*ir   country    in  every  way   becoming 
Engliihmen.     He  had  faid   nothing  to  give  oiFence  to  the 
militia,     l^he  whole  amount  of  what  he  had  fa  d  was,  that 
with  all  the  zeal  and  fpirit  v\  hich  he  always  allojMred  thcniy 
they  did  not   poirtfs  thofe  qitalities  of  fdldiers  which  it  was 
impoflihle  to  pi'fTcfs  without  having  been  in  adlion.     He  had 
been  told  that  what  he  had  faid.had  given  great  di (Tat isfa£l ion 
to  the  militia.     If  he  had  faid  no  more  thah  this,  and  be  be- 
lieved he  had  not,  he  had  only  done  hisdu:y,  which  he  would 
always  to  the  bei^  ol  his  opinion,  whether  it  excited  difTatis- 
faSign  or  not.     He  hopedy, however,  there  was  no  diiraii^* 
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fa£lion  on  this  point,  for  he  would  be  forry  that  afeeling,  fo 
little  refpcd.tble  as  to  be  ofFendvd  without  a  caufe,  fhotild 
belong  to  the  militia.     But  he  difTenied  entirely  fiom   the 
propriety  of  laying  it  down  a^  a  rule  of  con  !u6^  to  fay  or  do 
nothing   without  firft  con(idering  whether  it  is  likely  to  give 
fatisfaditon.     If  he  was  to  call    to  the  rccolieivion  of  the 
Houfe  an  Adminiilration,  but  the  word  recolledion could  not 
with  propriety  be  applied  to  what  was  prcfent  (a  laugh)  ;  if 
he  was  to  defcribe  an  Adminiflratvon    vrhich   had   adted   on 
this  fyltem»thc  Houfe  would  eafily  difcern  ihe  confeqiiences 
of  it.     The  Admini  drat  ion  which  he  alluded  to,  coniidered 
always  not  what  ought  to  be  (fone,  but  what  could  be  done 
with   fatisfadlion  ;    what    would    give   fati>faclinn    to   the 
country   gentlemen;    what  would   give   fatisfadtion  to  the  • 
militia  Officers;  what  would  give  fatisfafiion  to  the  Tub- 
fcribers  at  Lloyd's,  and   the  holders  of  omnium — [a  laugh). 
To  this  fpirit  the  country  was  indebied,  firll,  for  the  boon. of 
peace,  and  the  many  oiherble (lings  of  the  fame  kmd  that  fol- 
lowed in  its  train  ;  and  if  we  looked  for  theconfcqucnces  of 
it,  we  fliould  6nd  them   in  our  prcfent  fnuation,  to  which 
ihcy  led.     With  refpedl  to  the  matter  before,  the  Houfe,  it 
was  like  many  others,  to  which  one  wa«  indticed  to  join  his 
aflcnt,  becanfe  he  could  not  dilTcnt  without  difapproving.     He 
had  no  objediion  to  a  vote  of  thanks.     It   was  here  in  fome 
inftances,  as  in  public  places,  where  one  joined  in  the  ap- 
plaufe,  bccaufe  he  could  make  no  other  noife  which  would 
not  have  ihecfFedt  ofcenfure — (a  laugh).     But  if  he  were  to 
fpeak  as  a  volunteer,  he  fliould  fay,   **for  G^d's  fake,  keep 
your  thanks  till  we  have  done  fomeihing  to  defcrvc  them." 
It  (hould  be  confidered,  that  the  volunteer  corps  were -but 
jnd  fornicd,  and  that  many  had  chofen   vohmtecr  ferv'ce  to' 
avoid  coinpulfory  fcrvice. .    It  (hould  be  recollcfled,  that  at 
other  times  we  had  had  volunteers,  who  had  come  forward 
without   any  influence  or  compulfion,  and  :hat  no  t bought 
was  entertained  of  beftowing  on  them  in  the  firft  inflance 
a  vote  like  that  now  propofed.     All  that  the  Houfe  oi  Com- 
mons had  to  give  to  the  moft  diftinguifhed  ferviccs  by  fca  and 
land  was  its  tlianks;    and   when  volunteer  corps   were  to 
receive  thofc  thanks  for  coming  forward   at    fucli  a  crilis, 
with  a  fcrvice  which  they  would  olhcrwi.fe  be  C(»mp€llcd  to 
render,  he  feared  that  this,  which  was  hitherto  jtiftly  confi- 
dered  as  the  higheft  and  mofl  valuable  tcfiimony  of  the  moft 
tranfcendent  merit,  and   the  moft  eminent   frrvice,   would 
become  lefs  valuable.     He  ihouid  think  it  the  proper  time  to 
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rote    the  thanks  of  the  Houfe  when    they  had  expelled 
Bonaparte,  or  even  now  he  (hould  think  it  right  to  thank  the 
Irilh  volunteers,  for  fiippreOing  the  rebellion  ;  and  whcntbo 
Houfe  was  called  *upon  for  fuch  a  vote,  he  thought  thero 
fliould  at  Icaft  have  been  feme  diredioti  from  his  Majefiy, 
Here  he  ihouid  leave  this  fubje£l ;  but  there  was  another  on 
ivhich  he  ihouid  fay  a  few  words,  and  here  he  ihoold  lay 
the  ground  for  this  privilege  under  the  prohibiiion  of  the  hon* 
Gentleman  who  introduced  the  motion  before  the  Houfe« 
The  hon.  Gtnileman's  wifli  went  to  deprive  the  Houfe  of 
its  moft  valuable  fundionif  when  no  one  was  allowed  to 
fpeak,  no  one  could  hear;  and  when  no  one  was  allowed  to 
illumine,  no  one  could  be  enlightened.     This  dodrine  was 
rather  new,  and  in  his  opinion  was  not  very  wife.     He 
wilhed  the  hon.  Gentleman  had  been  in  the  Houfe  when  his 
hon.  Ft  lend  (Mr.  Fox)  had  fo  properly  c-xened  his  abilities 
on  a  fubjecl  fomewhat  related  to  this  on  a  former  night.     In 
a  cabinet  compofed  of  military  men,  military  difcuflions  were 
yet  necclFary  to  be  gone  into :  what  was  the  cafe  in  the  cM<^ 
net  was  aifu  the  cafe  here  ;  and  though  he  was  not  a  military 
knan,  he  would  not  furrender  the  right  which  he  haB  as  a 
Member  of  Parliament,  to  offer  his  fentiments,  which,  while 
they  were  urged  with  modefly,  wo^ild,  he  hoped,  always  con* 
tain  fomething  ufcful ;   but  lead  of  jail  would  he  confent  fo 
deprive  the  Houfe  of  the  advantage  of  hearing  theobfer- 
vations  and  arguments  of  thofe  experienced  military  Gentle* 
men  who  were  btA  able  to  give  Parliament  an  accurate  view 
of  the  danger  of  the  country,  and  at  the  fame  time  to  point 
the  meafures  beft  calculated  for  its  defence  and  fecurity.     He 
thought  that  greai  difcretionary  powers,  when  properly  ma- 
naged, may  be  of  fei  vice  ;  but,  when  the  ufe  made  of  the  power 
that  already  exilUa  was  erroneous,  he  could  not  think  it  right 
to  lodge  ilill  greater  powers  in  the  fame  hands.     He  con*- 
demned  the  principle  of  having  recourfe  to  volunteer  corps 
inftcad  of  calling  forth  volunteer  fervice  in  other  modes. 
From  the  fort  of  training  which  thefe  corps  received,  there 
"was  an  opportunity  of  judging  of  the  manner  in  which  ihcy 
would  be  brought  into  adion.     The.  companies  would  be 
colie6led  into  regiments,  and  the  regiments  formed  into  bri* 
gades.     He  did  not  think  they  would  be  good  for  any  thing 
in  that  way;  neither  did  he  think,  tha)  any  judicious  officer 
would  accept  of  them.     It  was  not  true  that  numbeis  always 
made  (Irength,  neither  could  that  other  comfortable  faving»> 
that  it  they  did  no  good  they  could  do  no  harm,  be  applied  in 
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this  tndatice.  They  would  incumber  the  movements,  ob- 
ftru£t  the  roads,  and  conftimc  the  provifions  [a  Iaugh\^  and 
v^hich  fhould  alfo  be  a  main  confideration^  they  would  be  a 
great  depofiiory  of  panic,  if,  as  v<as  not  unlikely,  they  once 
caught  it.  Under  all  thefe  difadvantages,  any  fkiUul  and 
judicious  officer,  inftead  of  accepting  their  fervices,  would 
rather  fay,  place  them  at  a  diAance.  Such  an  officer  wotild 
confider  them  as  a  wreftler  would  regard  heavy  garments^ 
and  fay,  let  me  have  clear  ground,  free  from  any  incum- 
brance: an  armed  population,  when  it  was  once  trained, 
would  furnifh  out  of  it  corps  more  generally  ufeful,  and 
whofe  fervices  and  co-operation  the  bed  officers  would  think 
defirable.  He  regarded  as  the  mod  eflentiil  mftrument  of 
defence  a  force  like  this,  poifefled  of  all  the  charaderiftics 
ef  a  loofc  light  infantry ;  quick  in  loading  and  firing.  When 
the  population  of  the  country  was  thus  trained,  every  where 
that  the  enemy  moved,  an  hoft  would  hang  on  him,  and  foU 
^ow  him  Jike  a  fwarm  of  infeds,  for  ever  bu7.ziog  in  hi$ 
cars,  for  ever  teaGng,  haraffing,  and  annoying  him.  If, 
combined  with  this,  force,  we  had  the  advantage  of  fortifi- 
cations, the  utility  of  which  had  been  fo  flrongly  enforced  by 
the  hon.  Gentleman  behind  him  (Colonel  Craufurd),  and 
large  armies,  for  large  armies  we  (hould  have,  the  fate  of  the 
country  would  not  depend  on  one  or  two  pitched  battles; 
but  it  would  be  one  continued  warfare,  in  which  every  inch 
of  ground  would  be  difputed  both  in  advance  and  in  retreat. 
This  was  his  opinion  as.  to  the  proper  modj  of  executing  the 
meafureof  general  armament.  If  the  ilea  had  been  taken 
up  which  he  fuggefted,  a  large  force  would  by  this  time  have 
been  half  trained,  and  nearly  ready  to  be  applied  to  the  fer« 
^  vices  for  which  it  may  be  thought  advifeable.  There  were 
fome  meafures  in  which  a  great  progrefs  may  be  made  at  the 
very  commencement,  and  others  in  which  no  progrefs  could 
be  made  for  a  long  time.  This  meafure  of  general  arma- 
ment was  one  of  the  latter  defcriptiofi,  in  which,  though 
tnuch  had  been  done  in  Parliament,  no  progrefs  was  yet 
made  in  fa£t.  It  was  like  a  Jvly  brewing,  which,  with  the 
delay  of  fermenting,  drawing  off,  and  bottling,  would  not  be 
fit  to  drink  till  Chriftmas.  His  Majefty*s  Minifters  were 
fond  of  clatter,  and  they  thought  that  the  machinery  he  re- 
commended would  do  nothing,  becaufe  it  was  (ilent.  He 
coniidered  it  a  very  great  abfurdiiy  to  fuppofe,  that  what  was 
known  to  every  man  in  England  was  unknown  to  the  Go- 
veruaeift  of  Francci  he  me»nt  the  adval  date  of  preparatioti 
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in  which  ^e  were.  As  to  the  vote  of  thainks  lyhich  the 
hon.  Gentleman  propofedy  he  had  to  obferve,  that  the  h^n, 
Gentkmart  had  given  up  what  he  fo  much  infilled  on  si  fvi\, 
the  execution  of  .the  com pul Tory  part  of  the  meafnre  of 
general  defence,  and  that  he  was  now  gone  into  »he  other  ex- 
treme and  was  entirely  for  volunteers.  Again(t  that  prin^ 
ciple,  as  it  was  now  a61ed  upon,  he  begged  leave  to  enter  h>s 
proted.  On  the  mere  queflion  of  ^he  vote  of  thanks  he  had 
nothing  to  fay,  and  therefore  (hotild  do  no  more  than  to  prvfs 
moit  lurioufly  4he  confideration  of  providing  this  force  with 
arms ;  for  withv)ut  a  proper  attention  to  the  (taie  in  Which  it 
was  as  to  arms,  no  tfFcdtual  aid  could  be  expedied  from  it. 
Heconfcifcd  he  did  not-like  the  manner  in  which  his  hon. 
Fciend  (Colonel  Craufurd)  had  been  fneered  at  when  he 
prelicd  this  poiat  the  other  night.  He  therefore  chofe  to 
take  it  up,  and  to  prefs  it  again.  When  the  hon.  Gcnileman 
(Mr.  Sheridan)  prelled  for  unanimity,  he  laid  the  foundaiion 
for  a  truce  ;  attd  when  he  faid  tliis  was  the  lali  day  oi  the 
Seiriout  he  wiihed  Gentlemen  to  abfiain  from  all  rcferencs 
to  former  differences  of  opinion^  all  charges  againd  Miui:« 
ters,  aud  all  party  fentiments,  and  to  abHain  from  urging 
thefe  topics  till  the  next  meetitig.  He  could  not  help 
thinkioj^  that  the  right  hon.  Gwntleman  was  a  little  too  par- 
ticular  in  enumerating  the  points  wi:h  refped  to  which  he 
nviihed  this  abdiuence  to  be  obfervcd: 

Hac  commemorath  ejl  quqfi  exfrobrath.  % 

(A  laugh.)  He  (hould  fay  a  word  on  that  fubjeft,  by  way 
of  cont railing  what  the  hon.  Gentlooian  now  faid  with  the 
manner  in  which  he  had  aiScd  cm  former  occaflons.  Parlia- 
ment was  different  from  that  clafs  of  men,  where  it  was  faid  ^ 
that  the  do:\rine  fliould  be  attended  to,  without  regarding 
the  pradlice.  Bui  he  would  allow  the  hon.  Gentleman  the 
benefit  ot  the  maxim  He  thought  he  retnembered  limes  of 
difficulty  throughout  ihe  courfe  of  the  laft  ten  or  twelve  years, 
in  which  he  allowed  nothing  that  he  could  call  wrong  to  go 
by  without  cenfure,  and  without  maintaining  that  ii  might 
fairly  be  at-tacked.  The  hon.  Gentleman  was  not  remifs  iiv 
arraigning  all  meafiires,  and  in  raiiing  every  fpecies  of  oppo* 
ffiion.  The  hon.  Gentleman  wilhed'for  unanimity,  and  in 
one  fenfe  he  would  have  it.  If  unanimity  was  meant  to  ap--^ 
ply  to  the  defence  of  the  country,  there  could  be  no  doubt 
that  thjs  unanimity  exifled.  He  Oiould  wifh  to  know  what 
part  of  bis  conduct  had  embarraifed  the  public  fervice*  or 
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given  ground  for  the  charge  of  fadbus  oppodtion;   and' 
when   he  and  thofe  Gentlemen  who  generally  fat  near  him, 
were  charged  with  fuch  jhings,  he  wiihed  the  inftances  to  be 
ciied.     He  had  the  fatisfadiun  to  think  that  moft  of  thofe 
meafurcs  on 'which  he  and  his  honourable  friends  took  an 
aftive  part,  were  rendered  more  perfeS  in  their  patfage 
towards  the  Houfe,  and  that  he  and  his  honourable  Friends- 
contributed  to  the  improvement.     He  alfo  difclaimed  the* 
charge  of  fadiious  oppufititiU.     He  had  not  oppofed  all  things ' 
,  indiicriminafely.     He  had  never  once  oppofed  a  tax  bill, 
though   he  knew  Gentlcinen  in  another -oppofition,  who,* 
during  the  courte  of  ten  yeafs^  never  fuiFered  a  tax  bi^ll  ro  * 
pafs  without  comment,     if  it  was  his  objedt,  or  that  of  his 
friends,  to  give  a  factious  oppofition,  he  fliouid  be-forry  they 
were  fuch  hortid  bunglers  as  not  to  execute  the  defign  better, 
by  taking  advantage  of  many  opportunities  ^f  annoyance  • 
which  they  had  futfered  to  go  by.     Now,  when  all  were 
unanimous  in  the  defence  of  the  country,  and  eveiy  thing* 
concerned  with  it,  becaufe  every  man  had  his  all  at  (lake, ' 
atid  4hat  brought  the  nccelTity  of  that  unanimity  honrie,  he 
fhould  be  forry  to  diOent  from  that  unanimity,  but  that  by ' 
this  he  confentcd  tofeal  his  approbation  of  whatever  Minif- 
ters  had  done,  or  that  he  furreniiered  his  right  to  cenfure  and 
arraign  them,  he  pofttively  denied.     It  was  a  bad  thing  to 
have  a  government  in  which  the  country  pould  not  confide : 
if  it  was  true  that  ihs  prefent  Government  was  fuch,  the^ 
country  Ihould  know  it.      If  it  was  untrue,  the  af tempt  to 
eftablifh  the  belief  would  give  room  for  the  refutation,  and 
thofe  who  attempted  to  give  currency  to  the  falfehood  ought 
not  to  be  pardoned  ;  but  if  true,  he  would  fay  again,  that  the 
eyes  of  the  country  ought  not  to  be  fliut  to  it. '   It  was  worfe  • 
than  all  to  have  a  weak  Government  and  to  confide  in  it,  for 
then  the  country  leaned  on  a  broken  reed,  which  would  cer- 
tainly let  it  down.     When  a  government  regulated  itfelf  by 
public  opinion,  the  proper  way  to  correft  it  was,  to  apply  the 
corredion  through  the  public  opinion  to  which  it  looked  up 
fo  much.     He  denied  the  priivciple,  that  becaufe  a  guvern- 
ineTit  was  under  difHcuhic*,  it  was  therefore  to  be  the  more 
relied  cm.     The  incrcafe  of  danger   naturally  created  una- 
nitniiy.     1  he  rebellion  in  Ireland  had  created  a  unanimity 
of  this  kind,  and  a  French  invafion  would  create  it  dill 
more.     He,  theiefore,  protciled  againft  an  unanimity  which 
^otild  go  to  preclude  the  right  of  cenfure;    and  when  this 
^as  the  laft  day  of  difcuilion^  and  there  would  be  no  other 
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opportunity  till  the  next  Seflioni  he  thought  it  his  duty  to 
avail  himrdf  of  this  right ;  and  as  the  hon.  Gentleman  pro- 
pofed  to  carry  his  reftri£llon  ftili  further,  and  to  abridge  th^ 
liberty  of  fpeech  out  of  doors  during  the  vacation,  as  he  pro- 
pofed  to  lock  him  and  his  friends  up  in  this  manner,  and  to 
put  fhe  key  in  his  pocket — fa  laugh)  ; — he  thought  it  proper 
at  leaft  to  f^ive  their  right,  by  his  proteR,  led  it  be  confidered 
as  entirely  lapfed  and  furrendered  by  difufe.  Having  faid 
thi€,  he  had  no  objedion  that  the  motion  (hould  pafs,  and 
the  hon.  Gerrtleman  may,  if  he  pleafed,  go  about  as  MaOer 
of  the  Cere&ionit»,  making  his  bow  to  every  one  of  the 
corps,  and  returning  them  thanks  where  they  were  not  at  all 
cxpeAed. 

The  Secrtiary  at  ff'tfr  confeflcd  himfelf  unable  to  follow 
the  hon.  Gentleman  throtigh  all  the  detail  into  which  he  had 
entered,  relative  to  the  fuperioriiy  of  regular  troops,  and  the 
inconvenience  that  might  arife  from  the  employment  of  a 
loofe  irregular  mafs,  in  conjun<Slion  With  them,  by  its  be- 
coming an  incumbrance  in  their  operatioiis»  every  fyllableof 
which  was  irrelevant  to  the  motion  which  had  been  fubmitrcd 
to  the  Houfe.  -  But  he  couid  nbt  overlook  the  obfervajtion  of 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  with  regard  to  the  fyflem  purfucd 
by  his  Majefty's  Government,  which  he  had  Hated  to  be  cr- 
roaeous.     No  perfon  could  appreciate  that  fyftem,  unl^fs  he 
"were  in  the  fecret  of  his  Majefly's  Miniftefs,  and  as  the 
right  hon.  Gentleman  had  admitted  himfelf  ignorant  of  the 
precife  fyftem  they  meant  to  adopt,  fiich  i  charge  mud  come 
^f  ith  a  bad  grace  from  him.      He  was  himfelt  free  to  ac- 
knowledge, that  it  was  intended  to  give  every  encouragement 
to  voluntary  fervice,  as  well  fuch  as  had  been  found  be- 
neficial durinjg  the  lad  war,  as  of  the  defcription  fpecified  in 
the  late  bill.     He  was  not  one  of  ihofe  who  accufed  the 
right  hon  Gentleman  with  depreciating  the  militia  and  vo- 
lunteers ;  becaufe,   though  fome  healed  and  unguarded  ex- 
preffions  had  efcaped  him  in  the  warmth  of  debate,  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman  had  iliewn  by  his  explanations,  that  his  o|k 
fervations  applied  to  a  force  of  either  defcription  only  as  to 
a  force  that  was  not  regular*    But  whatever  refpeif^  he  enter- 
tained for  the  opinion  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman,  he  could 
not  but  lament  that  he  employed  the  whole  weight  of  his  au- 
thority to  decry,  though  not  to  oppofe,  the  meafures  which 
his  Majedy*6  Miniders  thought  it  advifeable  to  adopt ;  .and 
he  was  of  opiuion  that  Miniders  had  a  right  to  complain, 
that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  when  he  had  a  feat  In  the 
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Cabinet,  and  was  convinced  of  the  magnitude  of  the  danger 
to  which  the  country  was  cxpoftrd,  had  not  niade  known  his 
ientiments,  nor  brought  forward  the  nccefla'ry  meafures  for  i;s 
fecurjty.  T  he  vtiluniecr  fyftcm,  though  it  had  in  his  opinion 
been  carried  to  too  great  an  extent  during  the  )aft  war,  he 
looked  on  as  a  faluiary  one  ;  but  as  to  the  charge  of  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman,  that  it  was  the  intention  of  his  Majefty's* 
Minifters  fo  convert  the  force  to  be  raifcd  by  the  general  levy 
into  a  volunteer  force ;  he  was  at  a  lofs  to  know  where 
he  could  have  formed  any  juft  foundation  for  it.  If  there 
were  any  inftances  in  which  that  (hould  be  the  cafe,  he 
would  hitpfelf  undertake  to  (hew,  that  the  circumftances  of 
the  diftrid  required  fuch  a  inodfficaiion.  In  fome  didrifls 
It  would  be  neceflary  to  form  the  men  into  regiments  or 
battalions^  in  others  into  independent  companies;  and  in 
others  again  it  would  be  expedient  not  to  form  thetn  into 
companies  at  all ;  fo  that  it  would  be  impoflible  to^(9  upon 
any  geneYal  principle ;  and  arrangements  (hould  be  made 
with  reference  to  the  local  circumftances  of  the  diftri6ls,  and 
to  the  dangers  to  which  they  (hould  be  expofed. .  Having - 
'  faid  thisy  he  (hould  hope  that  no  general  criiicifm  (hould  be 
entered  into,  with  refped  to  the  conduct  of  his  Majefty^s 
MiniAers,  who  were  undoubtedly  fubje£k  to  a  heavy  and  fef« 
rious  refponfibility,  but  who  were  not  treated  with  ail  ther 
fairne(s  and  candour >in  certain  quarters,  which  they  had 
a  right  to  cxped  ;  yet  he  trufted  the  Houfc  would  be  difpofed 
•o  do  them  jurticc,  and  fufpcnd  its  judgment  until  their  con*- 
dud  and  meafures  could  be  fairly  eftimated  on  their  merits. 
The  right  hon.  Gentleman  had  amufed  himfelf  and  the 
Houfe  with  his  fallies  of  wit,  but  he  was  furpri fed  to  hear 
him  afTcrt  gravely,  that  the  bill  for  the  general  levy  had 
created  mt»ch  (ufs  and  corfufion  in  carr}ing  it  into  execution, 
'hut  h«id  not  yet  produced  a  .fingle  man,  at  a  litne  too  when 
there  was  a  great  and  augmenting  force  every  where  viable 
in  the  country,  which  in  a  (hort  time  would  be  fufficient  to 
pUce  it  completely  out  of  danger.  If  the  right  hon.  Gentle- 
man had  looked  round  him,  even  in  the  ciry  of  London,  he 
might  have  obferved  that  a  confiderable  augmentation  of 
fi'rce.had  already  taken  place,  which  was  every  day  increaf- 
ing,  as  weH  there  as  in  the  other  parts  of  the  kingdom.  He 
acknowledged  himfelf  incapable  of  ftanng,  with  certainty, 
ihz  number  of  vohmtcers  in  the  whole  kingdom,  but  he  was 
furehe  could  not  be  raiftaken  in  computing  them  to  amount, 
41  this  moment^  to  between  one  hundred  and  one  hundred 
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and  fifty  thdufaHd. '  He  tbauld  join  mod  heartily  In  the  pre- 
icnt  motion  for  a  vote  of  thanks,  becaufe  he  wa$  of  opiniony 
Vhat  it  woi^ld  contribute  greatly  lo  excite  farther  exertions  7 
and,  that  there  was  no  honed  man  who  would  not  concur 
Vf'nh  the  hon.  Gentleman^ who  bad  made  it,  Though  he 
could  not  admit  that  it  had  been  brought  forward  prema- 
torely,  he  agreed  with  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr« 
V/indhsm)  altogether,  as  10  the  facrednefs  of  the  thanks  of 
thit  M'  ufe.  He  felt  that  at  fo  momentous  a  crifis  as  the 
prefent,  when  Co  n^uch  would  depend  on  the  2cal,  fpirit^  and 
exertions  of  every  individual,  the  Houfe  Ihould  relax  a  Itiile 
from  lis  rigid  obiervance  of  forms,  and  not  be  too  precife  in 
adverting  to'  precedents.  The  right  hon.  Gentleman  fcemcd 
to  him  not  to  be  aw^re,  that,  at  the  end  of  lad  war,  the 
thanks  of  the  Houfe  had  been -voted  to  the  volunteer  corps, 
^nd  though  that  had  been  at  the  end  of  a  war,  no  greater 
energy,  courage,  or  exertion,  had  been  difplayed  than  on  the 
prefent  occafion.  The  right  hon  Gentleman  faid,  he  had 
no  objc6lion  to  a  vote  of  thanks  of  the  Hou(e  to  the  vclun'^ 
teers  of  Irelaud,  who,  the  jight  Kun.  Genileman  affirmed, 
had  faved  .the  capital.  As  to  this  circumdance,  he  (hould 
6V(l  fay  that  the  Government  of  Ireland  had  not  been  fur* 
prifed,  nor  had  the  volunteers  faved  the  capital..  They  had 
a<9cd  wiih  three  or  four  regiments  compofmg  the  garrifon 
of  Dublin,  and  for  their  gallant  condi/di  in  conjun6lion  with 
thefc  troops  were  entitled  to  every  praife.  He  (hould  not 
purfue  this  fubjed  further ;  but  he  could  not  have  liftened 
to  the  aflfcrtion,  that  the  volunteers  alone  had  laved  the 
capital  of  lrelarKl|  without  giving  it  the  mod  pofiiive  con- 
tradition. 

.  Mr.  C  harks  Dundas  Atc\3LXtA  that  on  no  man  could  more 
fincerely  vote  for  the  motion  of  the  hon.  Member  than  he 
ihould,  becaufe  he  thought  the  fpirit  of  the  country  ought  10 
be  chcri(hed.  He  rofe  merely  to  reply  to  fome  obCervaiions 
"which  had  fallen  from  the  right  hon  Gentleman  oppofite,  re-* 
lative  to  the  ptovifional  cavalry.  He  had.himfelf  the  honour 
to  confmand  one  of  thofc  regiments,  for  which  alone  he 
could  anfvver,  and  which  iKid  been  reviewed  by  a  General 
fent  for  the  purpofe  from  the  War-office,  whofe  report  had 
been  highly  favourable,  and  when  he  mentioned  Geneml 
Garth,  he  referred  to  a  military  authority  that  w>ould  ftand 
high  wiih  the  Houfe.  'He  therefore  challenged  the  iipht 
hon.  Gentleman  to  produce  any  report  of  any  military  man 
that  could  give  fan^ion  to  the  obfervations  b»  bad  indulged 
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in.  He  had  come  forward  as  a  country  gentlemani  wh^n  fhs 
fituation  of  the. country  called  for  exertion  ;  and  he  tr tided 
he  ihould  meet  the, indulgence  of  the  Houfe  for  obtruding 
himfelf  upon  its  notice,  when  called  to  it  by  the  obfervations 
of  the  right  hon  Gentleman.  He  begged  to  remind  the  right 
hon.  Gentleman,  that  the  prefent  was  a  crifis  wl^en  every  man 
ought  to  come  forwardas  a  foldier ;  he  begged  to  remind  that 
right  hon.  Gentleman  that  the  profent  meafure  would  tend 
to  promote  his  idol,  the  army,  and  that  it  would  relieve  the  ' 
fiale  from  ^  burthen  which  it  would  be  uneqttal  to  in  the 
iBaintenaace  of  a  regular  force  equal-to  the  defence  of  the 
country. 

Mt.  ff^indham  expWmed.     He  did  not  mean  to  ctiake  the 
lead  alluGon  to  any  particular  corps;    he  only  intended  to 
date  generally  that  the  volunteers  would  i>ot,  at  all  events,  be 
found  as  ferviceabie  as  the  Houfe  fecmed  to  imagine  they  « 
would, 

Mr.  fFiIberfhrce^  in  a  fpccch  of  confiderable  Ungib,  ex* 
paiiated  on  the  well-known  pat  riot  ifm  and  bravery  of  Kn^ 
gliilimen  at  every  period  of  their  hidory,  and  thence  inferred 
that  it  would  be  ufelefs  to  thank  the  country  for  doing  no 
more  than  what  it  had  always  done  on  every  occadon  where 
the  exigency  of  their  affairs  required  if.  He  would  not  wifli 
to  have  it  known  that  they  were  thanked  by  the  Legifiature 
far  what  they  had  a1ready*done,  as  that  might  be  condrued 
to  imply  fome  previous  doubt,  or  to  convey  an  idea  that  they 
had  exceeded  our  expedations.  Englidvmen  wanted  no  fuch 
ilimulus  to  incite  them  towards  the  defence  of  their  native 
foil.  He  then  gave  a  defcription  of  (he  liberality,  as  well  as 
the  pairiotifm,  of  that  part. of  the  country  which  he  faid  he 
had  (he  honour  to  reprefent,  and  acquainted  the  Houfe  that 
a  fubfcription  had  been  entered  into  there,  upon  nearly  a 
fimilar  plan  to  that  in  the  city  of  London,  and  that  feverai 
thoufands  had  been  already  put  down.  He  then  advened  to 
the  difference  between  a  regular  and  a  volunteer  force,  and 
faid  he  thought  that  a  man  might  be  trained  to  wheel,  to 
fire,  &C.  and  yet  ncft  be  able  to  '*  fnatch  a  grace  beyond  the 
rules  of  art."  This  drew  to  his  mind  the  intrepid  condud, 
the  coUefled  thought,  and  the  mod  arduous  enterprifing 
fpirii  of  our  gallant  countryman,  Sir  Sidney  ^mltK,  on  whom 
he  paded  jjie  highed  encomiums,  declaring  that  by  land  or  at 
fca  his  exploits  were  equally  manifed  and  equally  fplendid  ; 
that  he  was  like  that  judly  celebrated  hero  of  Iingtidi  hidory, 
ti^  Duke  of  Marlborough,  who  made  the  mod  difcordant 
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I  principles  of  nature  unite  in  fupport  of  the  caufe  whi^h  he 

f  efpouied.     Theie  was  fnmething,  however,  in  the  Ycry  na* 

turc  of  the  prefent   volunteering  fyiiem,*  however  arcJcoly 
brave,   or  zealous  its  members  ml^ht  be,   which  he  thought 
made  them  liable  to  objeAion.  .  Muny  from  their  age,  their 
'   ftaie  of  heahh,  6r  thtir  connexions  in  life,  would  be  found 
Ikot  (it  to- endure  the  hardlhips   which  many  others  in  the 
fame  corps  were  ready  and  able  to  bear.     He  would  avoid 
treading  on  military  gr^undi)  as  much  as  poflible,  but  con* 
feHed  he  hoped  ihat  it  would  be  the  means  of  eliciting  the. 
obfervaiions  of  Gentlemen  far  better  quaHfied,  and  who'e 
ideas  might,  according  to  his  opinion,  be  ferv-iceable  to  the 
Houfe  {looking  towards  Colonel  Craufurd),     All  that  he  meant 
to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  to,  was  towards  the  claf* 
fificat4on  of  the  difK^rent  volunteer  corps.     If  Ihat  was  not 
attended  to,  he  thought  that  we  might  be  able  to  afcertain 
the  numbers  by  looking  at  the  lifts,  but  we  would  never  be 
able  tio  afcerrain  the  true  effedive  force.     What  had  been 
mentioned  by  an  honourable  Member  (Mr.  Chapman)  re* 
fpeding  the  Eaft  India  force  being  fent  to  the  Weft  Indies, 
lie  was  forry  to  have  heard  ia  that  Houfe,'  aiid  hoped  that  it 
would  never  be  adopted  by  his  Majefty*s  Government.     On 
this  point  he  dwelt  for  fome  time,  and  declared  that  be  con- 
fidcred  that  part  of  the  world  as  a  devouring  gulf,  which 
fwallowed  up  all  our  force;    and  that  it  was  a  greater  ex. 
pence  and  lefs  real  advantage  to  us  by  many  degrees,  than 
what  the  French  had  gained  on  the  Continent  laft  war  alone. 
He  then  paid  fomc  handfome  compliments  to  the  lawyers* 
corps,  and  faid  that  hs  thought  we  ihonld  not  truft  fo  much 
lo  perfons  who  had  no  ftake  in  the  country,  as  to  ihofe  on 
whom,  from  their  wealth  and  refpeClability,  we  could  rely 
in.  the  hour  of  danger.    But  there  was  another  point  to  which 
he  expreflcd  a  hope  and  confidence  that  Minifters  would  ai* 
ttud,  that  was,  to  the  providing  thofe  of  our  countrymen 
Who  volunteered  their  ferviccs  with  proper  arms,  and  training 
'   them  accordingly  ;  for  inftance,  he  had  heard  a  good  deal  of 
the  difficulty  ot  procuring  firelocks  for  this  immenfe  force» 
and  he  had  enquired  as  to  the  nature  of  the  obftacle.     He 
found  that  barrels  could  be  fupplled  in  abundance,  but  that 
the  difficulty  was  in   getting   the  locks  made  faft  enough. 
That  had  fiiggefted  to  him  the  idea  that  a  number  of  men 
ftiould  be  difciplined  in  another  way  ;  our  artillery  might  be 
brought  into  more  aflive  fervice.     Several  extraordinary  ex* 
eriions  he  thought  might  be  made»  in  the  manner  of  a  Gen« 
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ileman  in  that  part  of  the  country  where  he  catne  from« 
vfhoy  being  afked  as  to  what  he  meant  to  fubfjcribe,  ilefired 
them  to  retrain  from  prefling  the  quedion :  he  could  namd 
no  particular  amount,  but  he  would  veft  his  whole  eftate  and 
afl  his  aflets  in  the  hands  of  any  refpedable  Commilljoners, 
to  be  ufed  as  they  might  thfok  proper  between  him  and  his 
country  ;  and,  when  the  danger  was  over^  he  had  no  doubt 
that  fuch  honourable  men  would  return  him  the  furpjus. 
This  was  becoming  the  ancient  chara^er  of  Englilhmen^ 
and  would  be  found  fufficient  to  free  the  nation  from  the 
imputation  of  z /bop-keeping  fpirit,  which  hadi>een  thrown  oa 
them  by  the' French.  He  concluded  with  exprefTmg  his 
mod  hearty^approbatlon  of  that  part  of  Mr.  Sheridan's  fpeedh 
Avhich  declares  a  reliance  on  the  condu^l  of  Minifters.  that 
rto  pqace  (hould  ever  be  made  while  there  remained  a  finglc 
Frencbmah  in  a  hoftile  fituation  on  the  £ngli(h  fhore.  > 

Mr.  jirchdale  combated  the  arguments  of  Mr.  W.  in 
a  few  words  as  to  his  mod  (Iriking  points.  He  thought 
that  it  would  have  been  much  better  if  the  right  hon.  Gen- 
tleman was  a  little  more  witty,  or  elfe  that  he  did  not  at* 
tempt  to  be  witty  at  all ;  for  by  the  fudden  ebullition  of  his 
fancy,  he  was  frequently  wrong,  and  might  be  always  fairly 
fuppofed  to  fait  ihort  of  what  he  himfelf  had  intended.  He  ' 
thought  that  it  was  a  confidcration  of  no  inftinnc  worth* 
whether  a  force  was  to  be  denominated  mafculioe,  feminine, 
or  neuter.  The  idea  of  fatisfying  the  lieutenants  of  the 
militia,  and  the  other  officers,  the  country  gentlemen  in 
^general,  the  ftockholders,  and  the  monied  intereA,  might  be 
burlefqucd,  but  he  wifhed  that  every  genileman  when  in 
office  would  endeavour  to  reconcile  the  minds  of  all  defcrip- 
lions  of  people  in  the  fame  manner  as  he  had  defcribed* 
,  With  all  the  novelty  of  invafion  and  rebellion,  with  all  the 
.  novelty  of  the  particular  circumftances  of  the  times,  he  hoped 
that  the  ScHion  would  not  be  fufFbred  to  clofe  without  every 
man  being  reconciled  ^nd  united  in  the  general  idea  of  doing 
what  they  could  for  the  benefit  of  the  country.  He  hoped 
that  no  Gentleman  in  that  Houfe  or  in'  the  country  would 
ever  experience  or  fee  troubles'in  any  degree  fimilar  to  thofc  ^ 
which  he  had  feen  and  felt.  For  that  reafon,  as  well  as  bis 
general  reliance  on  the  condu£l  of  the  prcfent  Miniflers,  and 
for  the  reafons  fo  powerfully  urged  by  the  honourable 
mover,  he  (hould  feel  himfelf  bound  to  fupport  the  motion. 

Mr.  Francis  faid,  Air.  Speaker,  the  hon.  Gentleman  whb 
has  jull  fat  down^  concluded  bis  fpeech  with  a  comparifon 

which 
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^hich  does  not  feem  to  me  to  rrremble  the  cafe :    He  fays 
that  if  the  owner  of  a  honfe  and  the  father  of  a  family  were 
lo  inform  hi^  children  that  the  houfe  was  on  fire  and  in  great 
danger  of  being  confumed,  it  would  be  abfiird  and  unnatural 
for   them  in  return  to  fay  that  they  muft  take  four  and 
twenty  hours  to  conftdcr  whether  or  no  they  (hould  help  to 
extinguifh  the  fire.     Now,  Sir,  if  it  were  evident  that  an 
addrefs  to  the  ihrnne  was  very  like  a  water  engine,  and  if 
'an  ad  of  Parliament  were  equivalent  'to  a  great  fupply  of 
water,  I  Should  agree  with  him  in  thinking  that  any  pan  of 
the  fami'ly  ivho  rcfufed  to  work  the  engine,  or  to  provide  the 
water,  would  not  only  be  very  undutiful,'*but  very  gieat  fools 
into  the  bargain,     lentil  that  propofnidn  is  made  out,  the 
honourable  Gentleman's  aliufton  will  not' go  far  in  fupport 
of  his  argument.     On  the  prefent.occafion  I  can  aflftire  my 
lion.  Friend  near  me  (Mr.  Sheridan)  that  I  have  no  thought 
of  abtifmg  the  right  and  privilege  whioh  belong  to  me  as  a 
Member  of  Parliament,  to  enter,  if  I  think  fit,  into  the  dif* 
cufHon  of  any  fubjefl  that  comes  regularly  and  properly  under 
my  conOderation  in  that  charader ;  but  much  lefs  am  I  dif- 
pofed  to  furrender  fuch  a  right  and  privilege  to  the  ad* 
monition  we  have  received  from  him  to  refrain  from  argu- 
ments and  debates  on  military  fubjc£ls.     In  a  parliamentary  . 
fenfe,  right  and  duty  are  relative  ideas.     The  duty  gives  the              j| 
right,  and  ihe«  right  indicates  the  duty.     According  to  the 
occafion  1  (hall  at  all  times  exercife  my  right  to  the  bed  of 
my  judgment^  even  on  military  qiiefiions  coming  in  a  parlia- 
mentary way  before  me.     And  1  am  pcrfeflly  ftire  my  hon. 
Friend  will  z&  in  the  fame  manner  when  the  cafe  requires 
it,  notwithflanding   his  prefcnt  exhorration  to  the'contrary. 
1  do  not  mean  tp  oppo'e  the  motion,  though  I  think  it  liable 
to  many  con fiderat ions  which  ought  to  have  been  previouOy 
weighed.     The  motion  being  once  made;  they  come  too 
late.     The  purpofc  for  which  I  have  rifen  is  to  cxprcfs  to 
my  hon.  Friend  the  very  great  pleafure  wii*h  which  I  heard 
the  concluHon  of  his  fpeech,   not  for  the  value,  the  wtfdomt 
or  the  nccefnty  of  the  advice  contained  in  it,  though  I  do 
not  mean  to  at^rm  that   fuch  advice  may  not  be  valuable, 
wife,  or  neceflary,  or  that,  coming  from  him,  it  has  not  the 
advantage  of  novelty  ;    but   for  another  reafon.     He  (ays« 
**  Op  this  day  at  Icaft,  let  us  be  united ;    on  this  occafion  let 
cordiality  prevail  arftong  us  ;    and  when  we  quit  the  Hotife 
let  us  ai^ree  to  leave  all  party  fpirit  behind  us,  all  animofitics, 
ill  iaflious  oppofition  to  Gbvernment,  &c.  as  we  do  our  bats 
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on  the  benches ;  and  the  rather,  as  we  may  be  fure  that  tbcTe 
articles  will  be  kept  very*  fafe,  and  delivered  to  us  un- 
dimini(hed  whenever  we  meet  again  witliin  thefe  walls;" 
with  many  other  feniiments  of  the  fame  fort,  to  which  I  am 
not  able  to  do  jiifKc^.  I  mud  tell  my  honourable  Friend* 
however,  that  wiih  refpedl  to  me  at  leaft,  his  good  advice  is 
fuperfluotis.  I  have  no  anlmoGty  to  his  Majefty's  Miniftera 
collcdively*  or  perfonaily  to  any  of  them  ;  and  with  refpeft 
to  fome  of  tliem>  very  much  the  contrary.  Confequently 
I  have  no  feeling  of  that  kind  to  dep^fit  here,  or  to  carry 
with  me  into  the  country.  I  (hall  go  out  of  this  Houfe  with 
my  hat  on  my  head,  and  no  animoOty  to  any  man  in  my 
heart.  When  I  heard  my  hop.  Friend,  in  the  conclufion  of 
his  fpeech,  engage  himfelf  and  exhort  others  with  fo  mucl| 
warmth  to  fupporC  the  prefent  Government  by  all  poifibln 
exertions  in  the  country,  the  inference  that  immediately 
occurred  to  me,  and  which  gave  me  very  great  pleafure  was, 
that  fince  the  laft  debate  on  military  fubje^$,  my  hon.  Friend 
muft  have  received  fome  fatisfadion  from  his  Majefty's  Mw 
niiters  on  two  points  of  veiy  great  importance  and  iittereft  in 
i&/x  judgment  and  feeling,  as  well  as  mine,  on  which  at  thap 
time,  certainly  all  fatisfadion  was  withheld.  For  otherwifa 
I  cannot  bring  myfelf  to  think  it  poflihle  that  Miniftera 
would  have  had  all  that  cordial  fupport  and  approbattoa 
which  he  has  given  them  this  night,  and  promifed  them 
hereafter.  The  firft  of  the  objeds  I  allude  to  is  the  appoint'-^ 
ment  of  a  military  council,  in  favour  of  which  he  divided 
and  fpoke  with  great  force.  Undoubtedly  he  would  not  have 
done  fo,  if  he  had  not  thought  it  what  I  do,  a  meafure  of 
confiderable  importance  to  the  country.  The  other  related 
to  a  ftrbjed  of  perfon^l  attachment  and  aSe<5lion  to  the  illuf« 
trtous  perfon  concerned,  as  well  as  of  judgment  and  opinion 
for  the  public  fervice.  I  fliall  not  now  enter  into  the  merita 
of  a  queftion  on  which  it  is  impoflible  we  ihould  differ. 
He  did  not  take  part  in  it  that  night,  but  I  have  tio  doubt  of 
his  fenttments.  If  on  thefe  two  poiv^ts  I  had  the  fame  af- 
liirance,  which  1  conclude  my  hon.  Friend  has  had,  that  a 
faiisfadory  courfe  would  be  taken,  he  would  find  me  ready, 
not  perhaps  to  go  all  the  lengths  that  he  does,  but  as  far  as  I 
can  in  confciencc  and  with  honour,  and  without  th^fmalieft 
mixture  of  any  oppofitc  difpofltion,  to  give  credit  and  fupport 
to  Minifters  wherever  I  have  an  opportunity  as  well  a< 
in  this  HouTc. 
Vol.  IV.  1802-3.         ♦         5  NJU  Colonel 
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Colonel  Craufurd  w'qs  of  opinion  that  the  HouPe  was  about 
to  beftow  that  reward  on  the  volunteers,  by  a  vote  of 
thanks,  to  which  they  would  be  enthkd  if  they  had  (aved  the 
ftate.  The  volunteers  had  nndoirbtedly  come  forward  with 
zeal  and  pronnptittide  ;  but  in  that  they  had  only  dircbarged 
a  necelTary  duty  to  the  ftate,  and  a  duty  which  they  owed  to 
their  wives  and  families,  for  whofe  protedion  they  were  €n« 
rolling  themfelves  againd  the  greateft  mifery  and  oppreffion 
that  could  befal  a  people.  He  therefore  (hould  fay,  that  ibe 
thanks  of  the  Houfe  (hould  be  referved  until  they  (hould  have 
fome  opportunity  of  meiiting  them,  though  no  man,  either 
in  or  out  of  the  Houfc,  thought  more  highly  of  the  fpirit  and 
Courage  of  the  people  than  he  did.  WhUe  Parltamenf  was 
deliberating  on  the  queftion  of  voting  its  thanks  to  a  body 
of  men,  who  performed  biH  their  duty  in  coming  forward  on 
the  prefent  occafion,  and  on  the  difcharge  of  which  their  ia* 
teteft,  their  honour,  and  their  fecurfty  depended,  an  adkm 
of  extraordinary  gallantry  had  taken  place',  which  perhaps 
was  not  of  fufiictent  magnitude  to  merit  the  thanks  of  Parlia>» 
ment.  He  alluded  to  the  capture  of  St.  Lucia  by  Gimeral 
Grinfield,  and  bethought  it  would  have  a  bad  eiFefl  to  accede 
to  the  prefent  motion,  If  the  gallant  troops  engaged  in  that  ex- 
pedition were  to  be  paiTed  unnoticed.  He  thought  alfo  that 
h  would  have  a  very  bad  eiFed  on  the  volunteers  who  had 
bravely  re fctied. Dublin  from  the  horrors  of  a  brutal  and  fero- 
cious banditti,  to  vote  the  thanks  of  the  Houfe  to  men  wbo 
Itadcome  forward  in  their  own  defence  againft  the  greateft 
calamity  that  could  befal  a  nation  (its  fubjugation  by  a  French 
force),  as  ffom  a  fenfe  of  jpublic  duty,  while  fuch  gallanl  be* 
haviour  was  fuifered  to  remain  unrequited.  Having  fatd  this, 
he  repeated  again,  that  he  thought  as  highly  as  any  man  of 
the  fpirit  and  valour  of  the  volunteers.  As  an.hon.  Friend 
had  alluded  to  German  ta6ics  on  a  former  occafion,  and  ano- 
ther  allufion  h:id  been  made  that  night  to  the  German  eye,  he 
felt  it  neceflfary,  while  on  his  legs,  to  make  fome  obfervattuns 
on  the  fubjedl.  He  had  never  faid,  that  German  were  fupe* 
rior  to  £ng)i(h  troops  ;  and  though,  from  his  having  pafled 
the  early  part  of  his  life,  where  he  had  an  opportunity  of 
Jearning  the  German  tadlics,  he  may  have  been  partial  to  it» 
he  was,  from  additional  experience,  convinced  that  it  was  er* 
roneons.  He  (hould  much  rather  fee  the  infantry  of  the 
Englifh  army  in  the  (late  in  which  it  had  been  afier  the 
American  war,  thai  trained  after  the  German  fyflem,  wh  ch  he 
thought  was  carried  to  too  great  at)  extent.  The  gteat  Ktnf^of 
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Pni0i^9  who  had  invented  that  fynem,  hbd  accommodated  it 
to  the  extenfive  plains  of  Silefia  and  Saxony,  atid  from  that 
(Ingle circum fiance  it  n^uA  appear  maniffdiy  inapplicable  to  , 
the  local  fitnation  of  the  country.     Having*  faid  thus  miichj 
he  hoped  he  Ihould  never  again  hear  himfcU  fliled  ihe  a«lvo- 
cate  of  German  tallies.  Many  Gentlemen  who  heard  him,  had 
betn  wt.nelfrs  of  brilliant  anions  and  military  operations  in 
Flanders,  and  were  perha  )S  as  much  dilp^vfcd   o  be  partial  to 
Fiemifli  as  he  was  to  G^  rnoan  t  jflics.     He  had  on  a  former 
occafion  fta'td,  that  a  grcrai  regular  lofce  was  neccffifv ,  and  all 
that  he  had  fince  heard  on  (he  fubjc(^l  had  not  ir.dnced  iiim  to 
alter  his  opinion.      But  he  could  noi  help  adv*!  rtjn^  to  an  pb- 
ierva  ion  of  the  Hon.  Gonileman  whoopened  thedcbatc ,  that  a 
regular  army  was  more  likely  to  be  coTipicd  t'^ao  any  oil  er. ' 
He  begged  the  Honfe  10  recolleft  what  the  conulry  owed  vj 
tb€  army*     Whet)  the  navy  was, in  a  ft  .je  <if  mutiny,    when 
the  jacobins   had  employed  every  effort,  to  fediice  the  ar- 
isy,  and  had  on  the  fame  day  feitt  ciVcuIar  letters  to  ail  the 
regiments,  informing  them  that  the  others  had  rifei  againft 
theGovernmeut ;    wf^en  thefe  Letters  h^d  been  given  by  the 
guards  to  their  officers,   the  army  had  proved  iiftrlf  incorrup- 
tible, and  to  it  is  the  country  indc^bted  f  r  its  prefervation  aitd 
fecurity.     He  did*  not   jollify  the  army  from   anyperfnnal. 
feelings,  but  from  a  fcnfe  of  that  obligation  which  every  im- 
partial Member  would  admit  the  country  i  wed  to  the  army. 
Yet  he  was  convinced  that  a  large  irregular  f(  rce  would  be 
of  the  highcft  conlequence   to  the  defence  of  the  kingd:)m. 
The  Houfc  h:d  been  fcvcral  times  cleared  while  he  wa^on 
former  occafions  fpeaking,  but  noexpreffion  had  ever  fallen 
from  him  of  fodelicatts  a  nature,  or  fo  likely  to  be  injuriojr.  to 
the  country  by  it.s  publication  to  ihcenemy,a5  a  p^pcr,  w}.ich 
he  had    feen   from   high  a^iihoriiy,   in   the  Morning  Pf  ft  of 
that  day,  a  letter   from    the  Secretary  nf  State  10  the  Lord 
I^icutenant  of  the  county  of  SufFcx.     In  this,   it  was  Hatt-d, 
that  twenty- five  firelocks  could  only  be  iffncd  for  each  hun- 
dred men,  which  proved   that  training,  iioi  arming  'lasihe 
object.     When  he  had  ftaicd,    that  it  t^ere  were  not  a  fnf- 
ficiency  of  arms  to  furniih   'hi:  a^mI**  i.ufnbpr,  the  principal 
gunfmith^  of  alj  parts  of  the  kingdom  (hould  be  cmphnod 
in  making  them  ;  it   wa.s  treated  as  a  it<iicu(r>u^  ohfervati  n, 
and   he   now  repeated,  that  if  his  Majc(ly*<   Mini  Hers   bad 
emitted  to  give   fuch  diretflions,  thuy  had  be  n  guilty  of  a 
criminal  oegledl  of  a  mod   important  duty.     He  (hould  like- 
vife  have  more  confidence  in  the  irregular  forcc^  if  it.  (hould

The  cafe  4   hut  that  o^fervation  applied  equiliy  10  the  prefent 
tafe.      In  the  broken  and  degraded  (late  of  the  Continent,  a 
war  was  not  to' be  matVitained  with  ftich  a.  power  ^$  Great 
Brirain  wifhotit  the  pofTi bill ty  at  lead  of  bringing  on  acontt- 
nental  war',  and  ihey  mu(l  neceflfarily  guard  againfl  it  as  an  event 
likely  to  grow  out  of  fuch  a  coniirit.     The  treaty  of  Campo 
ForiTiio  was  concluded  in  1797,  after  which  the  French  kept 
a  large  force  in  the   north  of  Italy.     In   ly^f]  they  invaded 
Swt  norland  with  a  large  army  to  z&  as  a  check  on  the  Auf. 
irians,  and,  in  the  ^p^ng  of   17991  haftilities  were  recom-. 
ntenced.     During  the  period  between  the  treaty  and  the  re* 
newal  of  the  war,  the  French  fortes  were  ftationed  chiefly  on 
the  lett  bank  of  the  Rhine,  in  Switzerland,  and  in  the  north 
of  Italy.      But  at  prefent  they  have  an  army  not  only  in  the 
north  pf  Italy  and   in  Switzerland,    but  a  large  army  in  the 
fouth  of  Italy,    and  an  increafmg  army  in  the  north  of  Ger- 
miny  ;  and,  therefore,  he  confended,  that  fo  far  as  related  ta 
the  occupation  of  other  countries,^  the  danger  was  not  fo  great 
as  at  a  former  period.      There  was  another   circiuniUnce, 
however,  to  which  the  hrni  Gentleman  had  not  adverie<K  and 
ivhich  had  confiderable  influence  on  the  queilion  of  tnvafion,. 
the  comparative  (iate  of  the  French   navy.     In  f797,  there 
vas  a  formidable  fleet  in  the  harbour  ot  Totilon,  as  we  after* 
wards  found  at  Alexandria  ;  and  another  at  Bre(t,  which  ren- 
dered the  danger  of  tnvaiion  confidt^rably  greater   then   than 
at  prefent.    He  could  not  difcovcr  any  circumitancc  in  either 
period,  though  both  called  for  th6  vigorous  exertions  of  the 
country,  which  would  not  apply  to  the  pad  as  the  prefeDt. 
Thus  much  he  had  thought  itneceflary  to  fay,  as  thecoinpa- 
rifon  had  been  alluded  to,  and  the  obfetvations  had  grown  out 
of  the  difctifllon,  in  order  that' the  Houfe  rtiould  not  be  influ* 
ciKed  by  any  improper  imprcflion.     It  wa^  the  duty  of  Mi- 
ttiftcrs  to  make  every  poflible  exertion  for  the  fecurity  of  the 
country,  without  reference  to  any  former  period.     Having. 
fa  id  this,  he  Ihould  now  fay  a  few  words  on  the  objeA  of  the 
motion.    He  was  ready  to  admit  that  the  thanks  of  the  Houle 
Ihould  not  be  given  lightly,  nor  wiihout  great  and  adequate 
lervices  being  performed ;  but  it  was  a  fallacious  reafoning 
t.)  urge,  that  btrcaufe  the  thanks  of  the  Houfe  had  never  been 
voted  to  tl>e  army  till  after  fome  brilliant  fervice,  the  Houfe 
iboitid  not    agree   to   the  motion    that    was    then    before 
it.    The  country  was  now  placed  in  a  Qtuation  in  which  no 
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ordinary  means  would  be  fufficient  for  its  fecurity ;  in  which 
neither  the  army  nor  the  militia- would  be  adequate  for  its  de* 
^ce.     It  was  placed  in  a  fituation  in  which  great  and  ex^ 
Uaordinary  exertions  were  necetfary ;  exertions,  which  no-*^ 
ver  before  had  been  employed,  except  to  a  certain  extent^ 
during  lail.  war;  exertions   which  perhaps  (h odd  never  be 
veforted  to  in  ordinary  wars,  and  we  had  witneiTed  the  fpirit^ 
unanimity,  and  zeal,  with  which  all  ranks  had  come  forward; 
We  had  witneflcd  the  patfioiifm  with  which  every  thing  the 
exigencies  of  the  country  required,  had  been  accompli(hed. 
Under  fuch  circumdaiicc^,  he  thought  it  the  duty  of  Parlia- 
ment to  record  this  vote  as  a  monument  of  its  feelings  for   ' 
the  virtues  and  public  fpirit  of  the  people.     He  {bouJd  aik 
whether,  in  fome  future  conteft,*  if  the  people  fhould  not  be 
inclined  to  come  forward  with  the  fame  zeal  and  eQ^huiiaftn, 
a*  glorious  appeal  may  not  be  made,  to  this  record  of  Parlia- 
ment, whether  future  legiflators  may  not  fay  to  fuch  a  peo-* 
pie,  this  was  not  the  condudl  of  your  ancedors,  wiltyou  vle- 
generate  from  their  example,  and  iliew  lefs  fpirit  than  thef 
did  i    He  thought  the  motion  was  founded  in  found  policy* 
and  that  the  Houfe  ought  to  thank  the  hon.  Gentleman  for 
having  brought  it  forward.    It  was  not  for  any  partial  fucceb 
of  military  opera^ons,  it  was  not  for  the  fuccefs  of  -an  expe-- 
dition,  but  it  was  for  an  unparalleled  difplay  of  patriotifot 
and  public  fpirit,  arinng  out  of  the  peculiar  circumftancea 
of  the.umes,  and  would  confirm  the  generous  feelings  already 
excited,  as  well  as  encourage  future  exertions. 

Mr.  ^«  Smi;h  thought  this  motion  premature,  a  kind  of 
payment  made  in  advance  to  men,  which  he  hoped  they 
would  by  future  exertions  defcrve ;  but,  if  the  contrary  fliould 
l>e  the  cafe,  which,  however,  he  did  not  apprehend,  this  entry 
on  the  j-ourpals  would  have  an  aukward  appearance  indeed. 
As  to.  the  tenor  of  the  levy  en  maife  bill,  he  regretted  that 
from  the  manner  in  which  t  he  volunteers  were  raifed,  he  could 
not  approve  of  it;  many  of  the  older  clafles  came  forward 
from  honeft  loyalty  and  zeal,  and  were  in  fad  made  the  jcft 
at  driU,  of  idle  worthlefs  young  fellows,  who  ought  ihem« 
felves  to  be  obliged  to  ferve. 

Mr.  Sheridan  rofe  to  reply,  and  fpoke  in  nearly  the  follov^.^ 
ing  terms : — By'the  courtefy  of  this  Houfe,  any  Member  whp 
brings  forward  a  motion  is  allowed  the.  right  of  replying  co 
finy  arguments  which  may  be  offered  againft  it ;  but  of  this 
right  I  fhould  not  on  this  ocaafion  avail  myfelf,  if  it  were  not 
lor  the  very  direct  perfonai  allufions  which  have  been  made 
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to  me  in  the  courfe  of  the  debate.  I  confefsthst  I  feei  great* 
ftirprire  that  the  appeal  I  haiiie  thought  it  mjr  duly  to  make 
to  ihe  Hoiife  for  a  vole  of  thanks  to  thofe  gallant  men  wks 
have  (tood  forward  fo  gallantly  in  defence  of  all  that  bdearto 
us,  lliould  have  provoked  a  dilTcntient  voice^  or  p#)duced  a 
dircuifton  of  fuch  length— mow  not  lefs  than  five  or (ix -hours. 
This  hefitation  was  not  lefs  furprifing  than  impolitic;  but 
the  condud  of  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Windham) diA 
not  by  any  means  fuiprife  me.  that  the  man  who  required 
214  hours  to  confuler  of  the  propriety  of  puiting  down  rebel* 
lion  in  Ireland,  fhould  wafteiivc  or  fix  hours  in  inveftigaltng 
the  (policy  of  declaring  our  gratitude  and  admiration  of  the 
Uyalty  and  exertions  of  thofe  who  flood  forward  to  proteft 
their  country  in  the  time  of  fieril,  was  perfeAly  coofiftent  ; 
that  he  fliould  have  been  feconded^  however,  by  the  gallant 
Officer  behind  him,  was  rather  a  matter  of  aftonifliroenr. 
But  before  I  proceed  to  remark  on  the  obfervations  of  both 
thofe  Gentleraeny  1  muft  take  notice  of  the  appeal  which  hms 
been  made  to  me  by  an  hon.  Fitend  of  mine,  namdy,  whe- 
ther, before  1  confented  to  give  my  fupport  to  Minifters,  I 
had  obtained  fatisfadion  from  ihem  upon  two  points,  and 
made  thofe  the  conditions  of  my  fupport ;  firfl,  astotheappoirtt^ 
ment  of  a  council  of  war  which  1  ftipported  the  other  night, 
upon  the  motion  of  another  hon.  Friend  of  mine.  Wiih  re* 
fpcd  to  this  meafure  I  confefs  that,  though  on  the  occafion  I 
have  alluded  to,  I.ftrongly  advtfed  its  adoption,  I  haveCnce 
then,  in  confeqiience  of  information  I  received  from  the  verjr 
higheft  authority,  bad  my  opinion  very  materially  fliakcti,  if 
not  altogether  removed  ;  for  from  this  authority  I  have  heatil 
fuch  arguntents  as  completely  fatisfiedmy  mind  that  theefta* 
blifhment  of  this  commtflloii> would  be  atte|ided  not  only  with 
di(advantage,  but  feriottily  injurious;  I  therefore  am  read^ 
Very  fully  and  frankly  to  declare  that  the  fentiments  I  held 
upon  this  fubjcA  were  erroneous* 

The  other  point  to,  which  my  honourable  Friend  referred^ 
but  not  quite  in  the  friendly  tone  to  which  he  has  been  in  the 
habit  of  addrefling  himfelf  to  me,  was  with  refped  to  ibe 
offer  of  f  ervice  from  his  Royal  Highnefs  the  Prince  of 
Wales.  That,  however,  is  a  fubjed  of  delicacy  into  the 
difcuf&on  of  which  I  (hall  not  enter.  I  believe  there  is  no 
man  who  knows  mc  will  doubt  for  an  inftant  the  refpejfr* 
attachment,  and  veneration  I  entertain  for  the  virtties  and 
public  fpirit  of  that  illuflrious  perfonage  ;  but  I  am  not 
10  be  tutpredor  fchooled  by  any  man  as  to  the  way  iit  whidl 
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I  Aould  manifeft  my  feelings  and  difchargemyduty  towsrdi^ 
hrs  Ruyai  Highnefs.     I   am  not  10  i>e  tt.Id,  <hat  Unlefs  ihe 
offcrt  wbicb  Nas  done  htm  the  higheO  honoiify  (hall  be  treated 
in  a  manner  fatisfadoiy  to  my  hoiKturable  Kriend  and  tne,  I 
fliaU  dtclina'to  (it p port  his  Majcfly'$  Government  on  this 
trying  occafion.     Of  my  refped  and  regard  for  his  Royal 
Highnefs  as  a  Prince^  and  as  a  man,   I  fliould   ihirtk   my 
honouf able  Frien«  htmfeU  is  tully  aware.     It  tf  not  necciriry 
for  *me  to  make  any  parade  or  profeffion  of  my  zealous  wilhcs 
for   his   intereft   or  charader.       It    is  juftly    due    to   that 
character,   to  (late  that    uhicti  miifl  conflitute  its  htghcft 
praife,  that  he^  has  offcrred,  in  the  {K^b'eft  mMirTer,  to  (land 
forward  for  the  na  ion's  defence;  and  1   am  fully  uerfuaded 
*  that  that  offer  was  not  itfs  gractoufly  received  by  iht-  perf'ns 
to  whom  it  was  made,  than  it  is  teh  wtih  graiiiiiJc  by  the 
country  at  targe.     !  am,  however,  confident, -that  whatever 
might  have  been  the  effed  of  that  offer^  his  Royal  Htghnef$ 
would  not  be  friendly  toany  obfervationsjcalculated  to  excite 
public  difcontent,  or  to  d>(Uirb  public  unanimity  ;   on  the 
contrary,  I  am  fully  perfuadtd,  thai,  according  to  the  fen>i-> 
mtnt  ot  his  dignified  friend^  LordMoira,  his  Royal  HighncTs 
would  rather  enter  as  a  private  rs  the  ranks  of  his  armed 
countrymen,  than  countenance  any  difcuffion  which  could 
tend  to  (iivideihe  feelings  of  the  people.     With  refped  to 
the  remarks  of  the  honourable  Officer,  tipon  the  manner  in 
which  military  le»Stures  are  received  in  this  Honfe,  L  muft  - 
fet  the  honourable  Gentleman  rights  if  he  alKded  t6  me       I 
beg  him  to  uadcrftand  that  1  never  did  fay  that  this  Houfe 
was  not  a  proper  place  for  military  men  to  Rate  their  opi. 
ntons  ;  but  I  did  (ay  this,  that  as  a  Member  of  Parliament 
)  woi>ki  not  abandon  my  opinion  in  compliment  to  the  affer- 
tions  of  miKtary  authority,  for  which,  generally  fpeaking,  [ 
|Mrofefs  not  to  entcjtain  a  very  profound  refpeA»  at  lead  fo  f^r 
acit  isdifplayedin  this  Houfe;  and  indeed  tfwou'd  be  rather 
furprifing,  if  from  the  manner  purfued  fuch  auihorliy  (hf>uld 
he  much  Tefpe6(ed.     I  can  col  led)  ^no  information  from  it. 
One  Officer  rifes  SLud  lays  down  a  certain  plan,  another  pro* 
pofes  one  of  quite  a  dilFerent  jiature.  but  nqther  follows  np 
ills  ideas.     There  is  a  kind  ot  confufioD  and  irregularity  in 
their  movements.     They  do  not  march  clo'e  upon  each  oher 
with  the  kckfiep^  but  they  ruhs^boui  and  fcramble  m  fucb  a 
way  at  to  be  fcarcely  intelligible,  and  when  intelligible    c^f 
very  little  ufcj  and  not  at  all  tending  to  elucida'et4Y*  fubjeft,  • 
4ir.to  cnligbteo  the  Houfe.     The  honourable  Officer  to 
Vol*.  IV,  1802-3.  5N  whom 
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whom  I  refer  tells,  to  be  Cure,  Tome  mititary  anecdotes^ 
ivith  Wliich  any  man  that  has  read  fotnt  very  well  l^nowtt 
books  cannot  b«  unacquainted  ;  and  another  hooourable 
Officer  at  times  entertains  iis  in  the  Came  way*  But  of  what 
Value  to  the  Houfe  is  ihe  repetition*  of  thofe  mattecs  of  faA! 
If  thefc  gaHant  Officers  can  tell  us  nothing  more  than  wbar 
can  be  feen  in  Plutarch's  Lives,  iCxfar's  Commentaries^  or 
Vauban,  or  how  fiich  a  divilton  moved  at  Malplaquei  or 
Blenheim,  they  can  render  v^Ty  little  fervice  to  ihe  country* 
Indeed,  for  i he  credit  of  t^efc  Otttcers  ihcmftlves,  I  deprecate 
fuch  dircullions,  and  would  advife  them  to  abftaiit  from  fuch 
ftatements.  Hot,  as  to  the  motion  before  th;:  Houfe,  ihe 
honourable  Colonel  afks.  why  thank  the  volunteers  for 
mt rely  di)ing  their  duty  ?  His  new  acquaintance  and  right 
hon.  friend  below  him  ougnt,  howeveri  to  be  the  lail  to  op- 
pofe  a  motion  of  thai;  ks  th  ihcm  for  doing  iheir  duly;  he 
who  has  been  fo  long  and  fo  loudly  lamenting  the  bafe 
fpirit  which,  according  to  his  defcriptioQ,  exiiicd  in  ihe 
country,  in  confequence  of  the  treaty  of  Amiens  and  the 
charaAer  of  the  prefent  Miniders.  If  th^?  ri^hi  bon  Gen- 
tleman did  really  wiihto  remove  that  lownefs  of  mind  whicb 
he  fo  often  deplored,  hik  language  this  night  was  flrange 
indeed ;  but  it  he  regretted  to  find  his  opinion  cniAakcn^.  it 

'  is  of  courfe  quite  confident  to  lefill  ihe  eKf»re(Iian  ui  i>ur 
gratitude  to  the  band  of  parriois  who  have  broken  thnnigh 
that  flumber  of  apathy,  and  fliook  (*f  that  (hade.  oQTcirfpitn* 
dcncy  which  he  has  fo  frequently  pidurtd  to.  the'.  Houfe* 
but  which  in  reality  never  exiiled  The  hono4irable  Culunel 
has  defcribed  the  motives  which  ought  to  annate  the  people 
of  this  coumry  to  take  np  arms  ai  prefeni,  hnd  he  cootcodr 
that  their  having  obeyed  thcfe  motives,  namely*  ihe  defence 

'  of  their  own  families  and  thecal!  of  public  duty,  dues  rK>t  en. 
title  them  to  the  gratitude  of  Parliament.  I  regret  that  iIm 
honourable  Coh>nel  has  in  the  courfe  r  f  his  ubiervatioos,  eo^ 
tered  into  any  contraft  between  ihe  volunteers  and  any  other 
defci^iption  of  the  public  fcrrce.  Such  comparifons  are  in* 
vidious  at  any  time,  and  particularly  imprgdeni  at  prelent  ; 
I  tran  fee  no  gootl  purpofc  that  It  can  anfwer.  Ahhoui^h  the 
wifdom  of  the  honourable  Colonel.'s  right  honourable  Friend 
(Mr.  W.)  has  given  the  fanftion  of  his  authority  to  the 
p/a£lice,  I  did  flatter  myfelf  (hat  in  the  obftrrvatioas  with 
which  I  prefaced  this  motion  I  had  abdained  Trom  every 
t6pic  that  was  likely  to  provoke  deba  e  or  diflenfiooy  audi 
that  was  my  wifli.     I  declined  to  fay  one  word  as  to  the  c<m« 
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duft  of  Miiiifters,  becatife  I  knew,  from  the  experience  of  a 
fortner  evening,  thatany  thing  from  me  In  commendation  of 
Aliniftcfs  wotiid  be  a  pretext  to  the  fight  honourable  Gen- 
tleman to  Yall  fnul  of  them.  Recurriiig  to  the  coiTiparif  n  of 
the  honor ctbie  Colonel  between  the  volunteers  and  the  re- 
gular5v  I  canntt  help  faying  that  he  has  not  taken  a  coiirfe 
very  lik^Jy  to  rifle^.t  honour  on  his  favourite  force.  '1  be 
honourable  Gotond  ha<(  ^dnriiited  that  the  ^ohmteers  have 
done  their  duty,,  bnt  that  ihev  are  not  on  that  acccMint  en- 
titled ti»  the  pmpofcd  vote, -while  the  diftin(;tii(hed  fervrces 
of  the  regular  army  #ire  overlooked.  In  proof  ot  their  fer- 
vices,  however,  the  honourable  Colonel  (bies  tjils,  that  at 
the  lime  of  the  mutiny  in  the  fleet,  the  jacobins  fent  circu- 
lar letters  to  the  feveral  regiments  of  che  a  my,  inviting 
them  to  mutiny,  which  invitations  they  rcfuft-d  to  comply 
wiih.  Then  the  honourable  Gentlemai^'s  argtiment  ftands 
thun,  that  we  Ihould  refufe  our  thanks  to  the  volumecrf, 
whofe  merit  is  that  they  ha»ed')nc  iheirduty,  but  that  w,« 
ftould  grant  this  honour  to  ihe  reguiar  army,  whofe  tneric 
is,  according  to  his  Oatement,  that  ihey  rtjefled  a  propofi- 
tion  tomti'iny  ;  ihat  ihcy  declined  to  violate  iheir  oarhs— to 
abandon  every  fenft  of  duty  and  honour.  Such  is  the  fub- 
ftantenf  the  panrgyric  which  this  regular  Cohmel  -fias  pro- 
tK>unced  upon  therecntlar  f  rmy.  If  he  can  r«y  nothing  more 
in  their  favour,  I  think  the  army  would  be  mich  obliged  to 
him  to  withhold  his  praife.  The  honourable  C.  lonel  has,  in 
his  Compliments  to  his  right  honourable    Friend,  thought 

E roper  to  fay  that  it  would  be  for  my  intcreft  to  prcferve  my 
ands  as  dean  frotn  the  imputation  .of  uuwonhy  m  >iives  in 
my  oppofition  to  Minifters  as  his  right  honourable  Friend 
has  done  and  continues  to  do.  If  the  honourable  Colonel 
has  been  acqgj'nted  with  the  viewfi  and  proceedings  of  the 
old  Oppofition,  he  would  have  declined  that  remark  :  biU  I 
will  refer  him  for  information  upon  this  point  to  his  right 
honourable  F  tend,  and  I  would  call  with  con.'idence  upon 
that  right  hcmourahle  Geatleman  myfelf  to  flate  the  courfe 
which  the««ild  Oppoftiion  took  when  he  aSeJ  with  them. 
Were  not  the  grounds  u!»on  which  they  refted  fheir  conduft 
materially  diiFcrent  from  tht)fe  upon  which  he  and  his  col- 
leagues n4>w  aiit  r  When  they  condemned  Minifters  thef 
pointed  Jti 'he  particular  a£)t  which  judified  that  coAdem* 
ration.  .They  never  pronounced  loofe  and  general  cenftires* 
They  never  told  the  coorUry  that  the  Minifters  they  oppofcd 
were  not  enihled  to  confidence  without  proving  it ;  but  ths 
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rt^ht  honourab'e  Gent]  pian  never  does  meet  the  Miaiftefm 
fairly,  never  oppofts  them  front  to  front ;  hi^moiieof  clif> 
cipline  f  enis  hr(i  to  qi^aiiry  him  for  fquibs  aiwl  iltimiiibes  ;. 
his  favourite  plan  of  attack  is  on  the  flanks  and  revr  of  his 
adveifary.  Is  'his  the  fyflem  of  tallies  which  the  has. 
Colonel  would  approve '  I  would  call  upon  the  right  hon* 
penileman  to  mak$  his  approaches  m  re  manfully.  If  be 
woniri  C(»nriilt  i^e  precedent  oi  the  oldOpp(fitian,  be'voold 
alter  his  pnTc^nt  coiirfe  tor  one  better  adapted  te  recommend 
himfelf  to  the  favour  of  the  country  and  the  deference  of  Par* 
liaincnt.  I  am  glad,  however,  to  perceiye  from  the  reference 
he  has  made  to  the  old  Oppofiiion,  that  he  is  refreQittig 
memory  ;  that  he  is  furbtlhing  his  arms,  no  doubt  from 
expcdariop,  in  which  I  hope  he  will  not  be  difappointcd^ 
that  he  will  have  10  (land  a  very  long  campaign  in  Oppofi* 
tion.  If  in  this  campaign  he  will  endeavour  to  imiiafc  the 
party  )  have  alluded  10,  he  wili  proted  himfelf  an^  his  friends 
from  the  charge  of  faction-;  he  wilt  not  opflofe  meafum 
becaiife  they  come  from  a  certain  fet  of  men*  and  although 
the  fame  meafures  from  other  men  would  meet  his  muft  fioiw 
dial  concurrence  ;  he  will  not  ad  upon  fuch  motives*  and  if 
not|  his  opinion  and  oppofiiion  will  become  refpeAsble* and 
may  have  fome  pretenfion  to  a  Comparifon  with  the  old  Op» 
pofition,  from  which  4 he  right  hon.  Gentleman  may  perhaps 
think  I  have  now  a  furlough  ;  bur  as  to  the  comparifeti  et 
the  two  Oppofiiions  und':r  the  prefent  citciimftances  it 
firikes  me  that  the  old  Oppofition  might  addiefs  ihat  of  the 
right  honourable  Gentleman  in  the  fame  terms  as  thole 
ufed  by  tht  landlord,  who  kept  the  fign  of  the  Turo  Magpies 
at  Hounflow,  in  his  cifpnte  with  apoiher  landlord  who 
thought  proper  to  put  up  the  fame  flgn — '*  We  are  the  real 
old  magpies,  and  you  have  fct  up  your  new  oppoStioe 
through  fpite  :"  \^A genenJ  laugh r[  The  honourable  Colonel 
in  his  affedlion  and  deference  for  the  Prince  of  Wales,  rccoai- 
mended  that  his  Royal  H  i^h  tier  fs  thou  Id  be  appointed  to  the 
command  of  the  Ltv;  en  Majfe^  as  a  place  fuited  to  his  rank 
and  confeqnence.  I  would  beg  the  Houfe  to  recoHed  that 
this  is  the  army  which  the  honouiable  Officer  adviftd  Mini- 
ficrs  to  dillribute  info  fcouting  parties,  or  to  (lay  in  their  re* 
fped^ive  diftri(fl5,  to  keep  up  a  kind  of  irregular  attack  iipoa 
the  enemy — to  fire  from -behind  hedges  or  walls — from  ouc 
of  houfes,  &c.  Now  mark  the  Ration  the  hon.  ColoacI 
iNTould  aflfign  the  iiluftrious  perfooage  I  have  mentioDcd — he 
would  fend  his  Royal  Highnefs  to.take  his  place  behiod  a  tree. 
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10  watch  and  dirt^  fi/Hig  fhoorers,  to  on^ctuA  a  wndc  of 
warfare  I har  would. refcfiibh:  fomeihing  like,  boar  hunting 
This  is  a  part  which  I  hope  will  never  l^e  afligned  to  the 
Prince  of  Wales :  that  we  (ball  nbt  call  on  him  to  Aaod 
behind  a  tree.  Or  throw  himfeif  into  a  ditch  when  iheencrmy 
approaches.  An  honourable  Friend  of  mine  has  flaied  ia 
|he  courfe  of  his  objcdlions'^o  the  motion  before  the  Houic^ 
thai  while  tJvevoltrnteers  were  driliing,  they  were  laughed  at* 
by  idle,  worthleb  fpedlators.  This  appears  to  tne  ic  be  a 
very  ftrong  reaf»n  in  favour  of  this  motion,  for  if  the  volnj)- 
teers  are  laughed  at' by  the  profiigatcy  let  them  have  thia 
honourable  mark  of  your  approbatioo  to  gratify  their  pride« 
to  raifc  them  abi)ve  fiich  fneers.  The  late  Secretary  at  War 
has  maintained  in  the  coiirfc  of  this  debate,  and  on  other 
occafionsy  that  ,otjr  fituation  was  by  oo  means  fo  dangeroMa 
at  any  period  of  the  late  war,  as  it  is  at  prcfent*  1  o  thia 
afiertion  the  nobte  vSecretary  of  State  has  fo  ably  anfwered^ 
that  I  think  it  iiTineCi.flrary  to  fay  much,  but  I  infill  that  tho 
perils  of  the  country  in  the  year  17^  were  much  fiiperior  t^ 
ihofe  by  which  we  are^now  menaced  ;  for  at  that  tinae  Ire« 
land  waa  adually  invaded,  a  formidable  infarredlion  pre- 
vailed, and  had  the  whole  of  the  French  force  which  waa 
laot  to  Ireland  been  able  to  effedt  a  landing,  or  rather,  per- 
haps, Were  it  liot  for  the  treachery  of  Hoche,  that  country 
HVOuM  have  been  fubdised.  Then  I  contend  that  Ireland,  was 
favcd  by  an  accident ;  and  if  the  40,000  men  which  wers 
permitted  to  goto  Kgvpt  had  bent  their  courfe  to  Ireland, 
what,  I  would  afk,  could  have  b^en  the  fate  of  that  country  t 
In  fuch  a  (late  of  things^  I  maintain  that  Minillers  are  juf* 
tjiied  in  changing  the  light  honourable  Gentleman  with  neg«- 
)ed.ing  to  re  fort  fo  fuch  meafures  of  vigour  as  he  ought  to 
have  employed,  and  fuch  as  have  been  on  the  prefent  occafioa 
adopted.  Tlie  right  honourable  Gentleman  will  not  deny 
thtt'lie  felt  the  extremity  of  panic  at  the  Oaie  of  the  n:iiioa 
in  1798,  infomuch  that  be  was  heard  to  conoplain  of  the 
apathy  of  Ms  coHeagitet ;  that  they  were  not  forward  ta 
adopt  meafures  fuflicienily  futted  to  the  crifis.  They  were, 
10  be  fure,  perfuaded  to  propofe  a  bill,  which  was  pail^d^ 
an  the  preamble  of  which  the  alarming  ftae  of  the  country 
was  ncknowledged,  and  feveral  military  preparations  .pre- 
fcribad^  which -however  were  never  executedj  nor  wa!»  the  adt 
ki  any  of  its  provlfions  a£ted*  upon  ;  but  yet  it  was  remark* 
able,  that  thot^gh  clumfy  and  ineiFeduali  it  contained  the 
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fame  principle  anct  nearly  the  fame  c1au!e.8»  which  the  right 
honourable  Genilrman  has  objeded  to  in  the  ad  for  ijaifing 
the  mafs  of  the  people.  Why  did  the  right  hon.  Gentleman 
spprove  of  a  propofiiion  then  which  he  abufes  now  ?  There 
are  indeed  many  other  meafures  uf  the  late  Miniftry  which 
the  right  honourable  Gentleman  profefles  to  condemn.  Hc^ 
has  Taid^  among  cithers,  that  (he  provifional  cavalry  was  a 
fooliih  oieafurcf — h<;w  then  can  he  account  for  the  fiipporthe 
gave  it  as  a  Miniflcr  i  i  An  appeal  to  him  or  any  other 
man  who  has  a  fpark  of  franknefs,  whether  fuchconduftts 
excufable  !  that  of  a  right  hon.  Gentleman^  who  lays  claim 
lo  a  chara(9er  of  candour,  (incerityi  opennePs^  and  indepen-- 
<fence  of  mind,  whocontintied  in  this  Houfe  to  plead  forpro« 
ceedings,  of  which  as  a  cabinet  Minifter  he  flrongly  difap- 
proved,  was  certainly  not  quite  confident.  The  hon.  Culooel 
fays,  that  Atiftria  was  tint  fincerely  dcfirous  to  prefeive  the 
peace  ot  Campo  Formio  1  remember  nben  we  flaied  the 
fame  tinng  in  this  Houfe  we  wereoppofed  bv  the  late Secretarf 
atWar  und  hitfriends,  and  the  fa<f^  was  pofitivelydenied.  The 
Ex-Secrerary  at  War  confidered  the  aflTcrtion  mere  noofenfe 
*— -{ndeed,  (hat  right  hnn.  Genileman,  whether  in  or  out  of 
ofJice,  has  alwavfi  been  in  the  habit  of  treniing  the  aderaions 
or  arguments  fif  his  adv^raries,  with  an  appearance  of  in* 
difTcrenret  if  not  contempt,  that  was  not  becoming  in  any 
man.  N<^  d<Mibt^  if  great  talents  woirld  jtifiify  a  man  in 
looking  down  upon  the  arguments  of  bis  adverfary,  the  Hon* 
Gentleman  was  fully  qualified  to  do  fo — but  no  d^ree  or 
defcription  of  talents  coi»ld  excnfe  fuch  CH>ndurd.  The  ar- 
gument of  every  man  is«  if  at  all  attended  to,  entitled  to  re* 
fpe^tfol  attentiim.  With  regard  to  the  condtid  of  iho  right 
honourable  Gentleman  ftnce  he  became  an  Ex-Mioifter,  I  do 
contend,  that  its  uniform  tenor  has  been  to  invite  and  en* 
courage  the  enemy<  and  to  deprefs  and  difcourage  our  own 
people.  He  has  invited  the  enemy  to  provoke  the  war,  by 
the  defcription  he  always  gave  of  the  character  of  Mtnif)ers 
— and  fince  the  war  he  has  invited  an  attack  upon  our 
country,  by  the  flatements  he  has  made  of  the  iituation  of 
the  public  mind,  the  diforganifed  (late  of  our  army,  and  the 
auk  ward  manner  in  which  our  defenfive  force  was  to  be 
conOrudled.  By  this  kind  of  invitation  he  has  brought 
Bonaparte  into  a  fcrape,  and  he  certainly  is  in  a  much  worfe 
fcrape  than  this  country  ;  all  his  misfortunes  may  be  at- 
tributed to  the  reliance  he  placed  on  the  words  of  the  ri|»hf 
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honourable  Gentleman*  when  he  reported  the  Minlfters  to 
be  a  fet  of  ihabby,  pufillanimous,  incapable  fellowc,  who 
£new  nothing,  who  would  bear  any  thing,  who  would  fub-  ' 
hiit  to  any  injury,  or  endure  any  irfnlt.     In  ihort,  that  tlif 
peace  of  Amiens  was  a  curfe,  and  that,  bad  a<:  the  Mtntdeis 
were,  this  treaty  had  rendered  the  people  (ItU  worftr.     He 
always  dated  that  Minitlers  were  only  anxious  for  the  fafe 
tenure  or  their  phces.  aikl  that  a$  there  was  nothing  high- 
minded' ab«Hit  ihem,  they  would  make  any  facrifice  jo  ihac    1 
Objet^.     Whar  Was  the  natural  ttn'dency  uf  fuch  linguaKC  i 
Mhat  tmpreflion   was  it   likely  to   make  r.n  the  mind  of 
Bonaparte?  If  he  were  totd  tha^   it  wa^  all  r^n^  the  mere 
heated  declamation  of  adifjontented'Ex-Miniflcr,  he  would, 
no  doubt,  ahfwer  No — ihripnlfible!    Mr.  Windham  is  a  dif- 
creet  ftatefman,  and  he  knnw«  thechara^er  of  the  KpgHih 
Governmem,  aild  of  the  tngliih  people,    well  ;    no   man 
better.     Bui    Bonaparts:   was   deceived,   and    was  fuffrring 
muth  regret  for  his  confidence  in  the  right  honourable  Gen- 
tlemao*     He  knows  now  ^ihar   Minilfcrs  arc   not  quite  To 
padive  or  fo  lim^d  as  the  right  honourable  Genrlciuan  would 
lead  him  to  imagine  ;  that  thry  would  go  to  war  fuuuer  than 
faitrifice  the  honour  and  intercjls  of  the  connuy.     There  is 
'  a  charaQer  in  our  great  bafd.  Sir  Andrew  Arucchcek,  to 
whotn,  though  1  cannot  entirely  compifte  the  Firft  C'onfu', 
1  have  no  doubt  that  if  he  were  to^ declare  his  feniimcnts  on 
his  prefent  (iniaiion,  he  would  fay,  in  the  language  of  tl  c 
oW    Knighf ,— ?*  If  f  th  ught  he'd  been  Jo  val'iaJ,  1  'd  U 
dantmd  irk  J  had  chalfeng/J  h  m  " 

I  am  pretty  cettatn  ihatfnch  is  now  the  feeling;  of  Bona- 
parte, and  he  has  to  thank  rherighr  honourable  Geniletnan 
for  reducing  him  to  that  dilcn1ma«  I  hope  that  iVJini{lers 
will  place  him  in  a  flill  worfc  dilemmi ;  if  duly  fecondeJ 
by  the  people,  upon  which  I  confidently  rely^  I  h^ve  no 
dt>uht  that  it  is  in  their  power  to  do  fo.  In  reply  to  the  ob. 
fervations  that  have  been  made  on  the  motion  under  c<»n- 
fideration,  on  the  ground  that  ir  isnoi  neceflary,  I  (ball  only 
fay  that  it  muft  be  ufeful ;  that  ir  is  dictated  hy  jultice  and 
policy,  and  called  for  by  the  irrefiftible  v:mcc  of  grant  tide  ;

The  bills  which  remained  upon  the  table  i^ere  read  t 
ttitrd  time  and  paffed.

Mr.  Huichlrifon  rofe  purfuant  to  !iis  notice  to  ftibmit  a  mo- 
tion rcU'ivc  to  the  affairs  of  Ireland.  He  began  by  ftating 
Low  m:;;eriai  it  was  in  the  prcfcnt  juoiiiiurc  to  enable  hjs 

Majcffy 
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Majefty  to  avail  hiflnfelf  of  all  the  refources  which  evef7  part 
of  the  empire  was  capable  of  affordingi  and  how  defirable  tt 
fherefore  was  to  put  Ireland  in  fuch  a  fituation  as  to  rendet 
her  natural  (livength,  her  wealth,  and  population,  available 
for  the  Connmon  fafeiy  of  the  empire.  The  unanimity  which 
appeared  in  this  country  was  a  fource  of  joy  to  every  loyal 
mind,  but  the  joy  of  an  Irilhman  was  coniiderably  allaycd.by 
the  rtfleflion  that  fo  many  of  his  countrymen  were,  by  the 
cppreflion  they  endured,  by  the  wretched  poverty  they  fuiFered, 
damped  in  their  ardour  lor  the  public  fecurity,  if  not  alto^ 
gether  alienated  in  ihtir  aflFedions  for  the  Britifh  Govern* 
ment.  To  remedy  this  misfortune,  he  called  upon  Mimlleri 
to  attend  to  the  (tare  of  Ireland,  and  to  reform  radically  the 
fyftem  by  which  it  had  been  fo  long  governed,  and  ihat 
would  ferve  to  edablifh  the  tranquillify  of  Ireland,  to  place 
that  country  beyond  the  reach  of  foreign  aggreflion  and  do«- 
rheftic  treafon.  He  called  upon  ihe  lit)erality  of  Parliament 
to  confider  this  fuhjefl,  and  upon  the  equity  of  Mio  fters  td 
recoiled  the  folemn  pledges  made  to  the  Iri(h  people  at  tht 
time  of  that  union  which  deprived  Ireland  of  ifs  Parliament! 
He  demanded  of  thenf)  the  execution  of  thofe  promifcs,  if  ihey 
wifhed  that  the  profeffions  of  the  Briii(h  Cabinet  (hould  hav?l 
any  confidence  or  credit  in  Ireland.  For  himfelf  he  would 
confefs,  that  when  that  meafure  was  carried  he  did  not  reckon 
much  on  the  fplendid  profpcds  which  he  underftood  were 
held  out  by  the  emidaries  of  the  Britifb  Cabinet  to  delude  thd 
fupporters  of  that  meafure,  and  he  frotn  that  and  ftill  Wronger 
Jreafons  oppofed  it,  bur  as  i^  had  a<EluaIly  taken  place  it  was 
his  wifli  ihat  this  importaitt  incorporation  (hould  be  the  pa* 
rent  of  fettlement,  ami  not  the  nurfe  of  revolution.  Ht 
begged  it  to  be  under (tood  that  it  was  not  his  intention  to 
icharge  any  fet  t>f  men  with  a  defigned  breacli  of  promife^ 
but  he  Gncerely  regretted  that  his  countrymen  were  deceived) 
that  Minitlers  were  fo  inattentive  to  their  wants  and  wi(he$| 
and  that  a  degree  of  fuptnenefs  and  delay  prevailed  with  re* 
gard  to  that  country  which  he  did  not  witnefs  even  in  thit 
moft  infignificant  Englifli  objeA.  This  was  a  conduct  which 
any  Irilhman  mull  obfc^rve  with  puin,  as  (ending  to  produce 
Ihe  moft  dreadful  calamity  to  Ireland,  and  threatening  to  in^ 
volve  the  downfal  of  the  empire.  Here  the  hon.  Member 
entered  into  a  comparifon  between  the  fyftems  in  which  the 
vernment  of  the  two  countries  was  managed^  and  contended 
that  they  were  elTentialty  different — the  people  of  England 
enjoying  ti^e  privileges  ohtheConftitution  and  the  advaiitagei

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ind  profits  of  in<iuftry«  to  both  of  which  the  people  of  Ire* 
knd  were  almoft  entire  (lranger$;  for  the  revohition  of  16889 
ivhich  gave  Uberry  to  the  formefy  cramped  the  induilry  of 
the  latter,  and  laid  the  foundation  of  the  difcords  which  had 
fince  dtffalated  that  unhappy  country.  The  one  fyfteoi,  ia 
fzi&f  was  as  different  from  the  other  as  perfeAion  waa  from 
imperfeflion.  In  England  the  Houfe  might  be  conteated 
wtih  ^he  beaten  track,  with  moving  in  the  ordinairy  way^ 
but  in  Ireland  they  mud  begin  anew  in  order  to  do  any  effec- 
tual good.  He  admitted  that,  under  the  beneficent' reign  oC 
his  prefent  Majefty,  that  the  greater  part  of  the  penalties 
which  difgraced  the  (tatute  book,  as  applying  to  the  difFerence 
iof  religious  fentiments,  had  been  expunged,  butfumethingflill 
remained  to  be  ^one.  So  long  as  any  part  of  this  vicious 
jfydem  was  fiiflFcred  to  exift,  he  was  fully  perfuaded  that  it 
ivould  be  idle  to  calculate  on  the  peace  of  Ireland,  or  to  look 
ifor  harmony  or  happinefs  among  the  people ;  fo  long  as 
this  anomaly  in  the  hiftory  in  Government  prevailed,  that  the 
sninority  of  the  people  (hould  be  auihorifed  to  lord  Jt  over  the 
majority,  and  that  this  fuperiority  of  power  (hoold  be Veftn} 
in  perfons  of  the  lowed  clafs  over  ihofe  of  a'  much  higher, 
merely  on  this  ground,  that  this  majority  bad  too  much 
hc^nefty  to  aA  againd  their  con  v  id  hint'  id  4t  they  would  not 
bafely  profefs  fentiments  of  religion  which  they  did  not  feel. 
Until  iheaiFairsof  Ireland  ihould  be  put  in  fume  train  of 
lettlement,  he  would  oppofe  the  idea  of  an  bon.  Geoeral, 
that  the  Members  could  depart  to  their  rcfpedtve  bomes, 
fiitisfied  of  having  don^  every^  thing  that  was  neceifary  for  the 
faff  ty  of  the  empire.  If  any  doubt  was  eaiicf  tained  of  the 
melancholy  fitoation  of  Ireland,  or  that  the  pidure  was  ex- 
aggerated, let  a  deputation  be  appointed  by  the  {ioufe  to  go 
ove^r  to  that  country*  to  invefttgate  the  (late  of  the  poor,  aod 
to  report  their  optnioa  to  Parliament  after  the  recefs.  If 
fuch  a  courfe  were  adopted,  he  was  confident,  from  what  he 
obferved  of  the  liberality  of  the  Houfe,  that  relief  would  be 
granted  to  his  poor  countrymen.  The  o(|ice  of  depoty  00 
fuch  occafion  would  be  one  of  the  higheft  honours,  aod  one 
which  no  doubt  any  man  of  humanity  would  be  happy  to 
undertake.  Certain  he  waSj.  that  even  in  the  moft  difturbcd 
times,  fhould  the  arrival  of  fuch  ambafladors  be  anaoeiiced 
in  Ireland,  the  mod  profii|;ate  or  defperate  in  the  couniiy 
would  not  offend  them.  This  was  one  of  the  means  to 
which  Minifters  ought  to  refort,  to  put  Parliament  in  jMifleT- 
^m  of  the  moft  authentic  ioformaiion  refpe^liog  a  cooniry 
■  •   '•       ^ *ia 
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ill  which,  by  joftice  folely,  h  was  in  the  power  of  Mintftei% 
to  recoviSr  the  minds  of  the  dt-aiFefied,  and  to  fnbftitute  the 
moft  zealous  loyaky  pr  hnftilry  and  derperation.  The  refi- 
dcace  of  ihe  landoMrneis  in  rctand,  ought  by  fome  means  to 
be  enforced,  at  leaft  fome  branch  of  each  family-  Thefe 
were  al(b  other  mjcana,  into  the  detail  of  which  he  for  the 
prefent  declined  to  go^becaufe  it  was  unneceflary  fotrefpafi 
on  the  attention  of  the  Houfe  in  a  defcription  of  that  which 
was  already  very  well  known,  pai,^ttci^larly  to  his  Majefty't 
Miniftersp  who  might  depend  upon  it,  that  unlefs  a  very 
liberal  plan  was  adopted  for  the  government  of  Ireland,  tbtf; 
<;ouotry  .would  be  mangled  by  the  molt  fatal  divifion,  to 
which  the  empire  itfelf  might  uitimately  become  a  prey*  IF 
the  jufl  expectations  of  the  pcopie'of  Ireland  flioiild  be  latif«. 
fied,  and  they  Uiould  be  cordi..lly  attached  to  the  Britiih  Go* 
vernmenty  there  was  very  little  dodbt  that  we  (boald  be  qua- 
lified to  defpife  the  menaces  of  that  infatiable  defpot,  by 
whofe  machinations  alone  .the  horrible  atrocity  lately  com* 
milled  in  Dublin  was  to  be  attributed  |  that  to  which  no 
IriQi man  could  advert  without  horror  and  indignation;  bat 
\t  proceeded  from  him  who  cared  not  about  the  means  he  ' 
chofe  to  accompHA  his  ends — from  him  who  promifed  but. 
to  deceive-^who  fought  for  conquell  only  from  a  dejire  to 
promote  his  military  fame  and  to  propagate  (lavery.  That 
any  part  of  his  countrymen  could  be  fo  deluded  as  to'truft 
to  the  profeffions  of  fuch  a  tyrant,  or  count  upon  any  good- 
Id-  their  country  tbrongh  his  interference,  was  to  him  a 
finirce  of  the  moft  fincere  regret,  but  of  this  delufion  he 
trufted  that  the  benevolent  interpofition  of  ihts  Houfe  would 
curetheijA;  that  interpofition  which  humanity  and  policy 
fliould  urge  them  to  make,  in  otder  to  proted  from  bloods 
l}ied  a  body  of  men  who  had  the  (Irongeft  claims  to  their- 
kindnerS'«--who  were  fheir  fellow  fubjedls  for  now  above  6bo 
years-— who  had  fought  their  battles— ^who  had  contributed  to 
eftabliih  their  (Irength  add  confequence,  and  who  were  fltll  ^ 
capable  of  alBfting  in  the  defence  of  that  firength  and  confer 
quence,  if  they  were  only  treated  .with  equity,  if  the  natural 
lefotirces  of  the  country  were  properly  nurtured.  Thefe  ad^ 
vantages,  which  it  poflefled  from  nature,  were  g^neraHjr 
Ifnowo,  and  the  chara^^er  of  its  inhabitants  was  ellcemed 
Wherever  it  was  known ;  for,  of  whatever  enormhies  fdma 
of  its  infatuated  people  might  have  been  guilty  in  times  ef 
civil  commotion-^enortniiies  which  were  equalled  if  not^c* 
ecede4  lander  Qmilar  circumfianccs  in  other  cpuniri^,  and 
'  -^      '         '  '"very 
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vcrf  rKCenily  ia  this,  when  the  paflTons  hod  not  Co  tntich 
Oufe  to  be  inflamed^  yet  the  reputation  of  Iriihmen  for  hu- 
oiani»yf,forliiude9  high  honour,  and*  the  mod  extenfivCf 
talents*  cannot  be  queftioned,  nor  excelled  in  any  nation 
uQder  the  Heavens,  not  even  in  thofe  which  boaft  the  greaieft 
Mrealtb  and  power,  and  which  are  the  moft  felfifhiy  conceit- 
ed, it  could  not  be  pretended  by  Mini&ers  that  they  did  not 
poflfefs  the  power  of  granting  a  complete  redrefii  of  grievances 
to  Ireland  ;  for  that  mondrous  authority  was  adequate  to  any 
thing  which  was  capable  in  fuch  a  way  to  deprive  Ireland  of 
11^  JLegifldture,  v^hich  could  do  that  which  L»rd  Aucklaitd 
OBCp  faid  would  be  as  difficult  as  to  make  the  Thames  flow 
tip  Highga^e-hilL  It4night  be  faid  that  Minifters  had  irr 
cpntemplauon  to  bring  forward  a  better  fyftem  for  Ireland, 
but  that  ii  was  not  yet  prepared.  The  cafe,  however,  did 
uot  admit  of  delay ;  and  here  he  took  occafion  to  condemrr 
the  procraflination  which  had  fo  long  diftinguiOied  Minifters 
on  this  fubjed.  From  the  time  that  the  late  Minifter  had 
accoropHihed  the  union,  nothing'  in  fad  had  been  done  td 
render  that  nieafure  complete,  or  to  follow  up  it  fpirits.  To 
liim,  as  an  Englilh  Minift^rr,  it  certainly  was  a  great  obje^ 
toattain,  whatever  IriOimen  might  thinic  of  it ;  but  thai  MU 
aitler  mud  have  been  a  virretched  politician  if  he  thought  an 
aA  qf  Parliament  quite  enough  for  the  purpofei  while  the 
people  were  difcontented.  If  he  really  did  not  mean  to  pco* 
pofc  fome  conciliatory  meafures,  he  mud  have  been  either  m' 
bl(>ckhead  or  a  knave:  but  it  was  underdood  that  he  did. 
The  prefent  Minider,  however,  fuperceded  him,  and  has 
ituce  (hewn  no  difpofition  to  do  any  fuch  thing.  His  appear- 
ance in  office  was  held  to  be  a  bad  omen  for  the  people  of  Ire* 
land,  and  his  neglcA  to  attend  to  them  has  been  prododive 
of  incalculable  mtfchief.  1  he  hon.  Member  proceeded  to 
defcribe  the  happy  confcqucnces  which  would  refult  from 
the  appointment  of  the  Prince  of  Wales  to  the  Lord  Ltey- 
tenantcy  of  Ireland.  If  his  Majedy  would  give  this  farther 
proof  of  his  parental  attachment  (o  his  Irift  fubjeds,  and 
that  his  Royal  Highnefs  would  condefccnd  to  accept  of  it,  be 
had  no  doubt  that  his  charaSef,  which  was  in  dill  higher 
edimation  than  his  high  rank,  would  ej^cite  a  degree  of  un- 
paralUled  enthufiafm  throughout  all  Ireland.  The  people 
would  jurtly  fay,  «•  We  have  heard  of  Princes  vifiiing  our 
iQand,  but  they  have  vifited  us  as  conquerors  and  pillagers  ; 
but  your  Royal  Highnefs  comes  to  us  with  the  olive  of  pcacc.'^ 
The  difpoiition  of  this.illudtious  perfonagei  and  hi^  knowtr 
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attachment  to  the.Irifh  people^  would  nattiriUy  enough- pf9- 
^uce  fuch  a  rcntimcnt— but,  there  was  little  hope  thaf^ih^ 
would  have  the  honour  andhappinefs  of  his  Royal  Highnefs's 
.prefence.  The  fame  evil  friend  who.prevenied  his  Royal  Htgb- 
nefs  from  being  called  into  empioyment  when  the  entpire  Is 
pronounced  in  danger,  would,  no  doubt,  interfere  his  baneful 
influeucey  to  preclude  Ireland  from  enjoying  this  felicity.    It 
appeared  to  him  that  any  advifer,  who  could  have  recom- 
mended the  rejeAlon  of  his  Royal  Highnefs's  late  offer  of 
fervice,  mull  l^c  a  foe  to  the  Monarchy  of  England — for 
what  coiuKl  tend  to  (Irengihen  that  Monarchy  more  than  thte 
popularity  of  the  Heir  Apparent — apopulaiiiy  at  prefent  unl- 
verfal  and  ardent,  but  very  likely  to  be  reduced,  when  it  ts 
obferved  that  in  this  criHs  of  public  danger^  he  does  not  ac^ 
.p^ar  among  bt$  armed  countrymen  i  for  it  might  neter  be 
generally  known  to  the  mafs  of  the  people,  that  hi5  Royil 
Highnefs  had  offered  to  (land  forward,  and  that  his  offer  had' 
Jneen  declined.     If  any  commotion  {hr>uld  take  place  in  Ire- 
|land  during  the  recefs,  which  was  not  improbable,  the  hoit« 
/^qnibcr  recommended  Governmeot  to  meet  it  with  vigouf^ 
.but  exhorted  them,  at  ihe  fame  time,  to  fend  pofiitvc  orders 
;tbai  n^  cruelty  (hould  be  praRifed,  that  vigour  (hould  be 
blended  with  humanity;  that  fuch  meafures  as  tlie  ]oyal«A» 
.rcforted;  to  during  the  rebeliiori  of  1798,  and  which- too 
many  o(  them  are  difpofed  to  employ  at  prefem,  fhaH*not  b€ 
allowed,  for  he  aflurtd  Mini(lers  that  they  would  onty  teM 
)to  create  thoufands  of  rebels ;  would  drive  many  to  ddfp^Ai- 
.tion   who  are  at   prefent  tranquil.     His  advice,  there/ore, 
upon  this  point,  he  hoped  would  be  followed  by  Minlfterii, 
from  that  humanity  which  formed  the  moft  prominent  trah 
in  the  chara£lcr  of  the  ri^ht  hon.  Gentleman.     He  e)frpe<f^ed 
•that  he  would  not  tolerate  any  wanton  fevertty,  ihe-appfe* 
hendpn  of  which  was  now  fuch  in  Ireland,  that  he  knew  of 
many  families  who  were  anxious  to  quit  thecoun<ry,  in  wd^r 
to  releafe  therafelves  from  feeing  or  fuffering  fiich  dreadful 
fcencs  as  were  too  frequent  during  the  former  rebeilton ;  but 
to  hoped  they  would  never  again  occur,  that  the  outrages  of 
the  rebel  and  the  loyalid  would  be  repreifed,  and  that  w^ 
(hould  hear  u<^  more  of  houfe^burning-^of  pillages  or  of  tor- 
tures 1  (//  cry  of  hear!  hear!)  He  underftood  that  there  were 
fome  Gentlemen  in  thcHouTe  who  doubted  that  fuch  tortures 
had  ever  t^ken  place,  and  that  there  were  fome  who  had  ttre 
confidence  to  deny  it  altogether ;  but  he  wcHild  refer  focli- 
perfons  tot  the  authority  of  Lord  C<  rnwailis,  who  humanely 
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and  wnelj  put  a  ftop  td  that  horrid  pr^dice,  and  to  the  DoUe 
JLord  on  the  treafury  bench  (Caftlercagh),  who  knew  enough 
of  the  proceedings  in  Ireland,  and  who  had  much  toanfwer 
for  his  condud  in  that  country.  But  if  farther  authority 
were  wanting^  he  would  refer  to  one  of  the  laft  ads  of  the 
bft  Parliament  of  Ireland*  and  one  which  affixed  to  their 
tharader  a  mod  memorable  badge  of  difgrace.  The  u&  to 
which  he  alluded  was  the  indemnity  bill,  which  extended. 
protection  to  the  SherifF  of  Tipperaryi  and  other  magiftrates 
— jL  bill  which  cheated  men  of  ihe  verdiifls  for  damages  ob- 
tained in  a  court  of  juftice;  a  bill  which  impofed  upon  the 
plaimiSs  in  adioi^s  the  neceflity  of  proving  that  tbemaglC- 
trates  again!)  whom  fuch  adions  were  brotight  were  not  ac- 
tuated in  the  condud  charged  againft  them  by  a  wifli  to  pttt 
down  rebellion.  Such  was  the  nature  of  an  ad  which  af- 
forded ample  evidence  of  the  fyftem  purfued  in  IrelaDd — a 
lyftem  which  he  trufted  would  never  be  repeated* 
.  He  Concluded  with  moving,  **  That  an  humble  addrefs  be 
.prefented  to  his  Majefty,  praying  he  will  be  gracioufly  pleafed 
to  give  diredions  that  there  be  laid  before  this  Houfe  fuch  in- 
.formation  as  has  been  received  refpeding  the  late  rebeUtoos 
outrages  in  Ireland,  and  the  prefent  fiate  of  that  part  of  the 
united  kingdom." 

.  Lord  Hawktsburj  faid,  he  did  not  intend  to  aflc  the  atten- 
tion Gif  the  Houfe  for  any  great  lencth  of  time,  norwaa  it 
neceflaiyy  for  indeed  the  fpcech  of  the  ))on.  Gentleman,  as 
the  ground  for  his  motion,  had  precluded  the  neceffity,  and 
bad  almoft  put  it  out  of  the  power  of  the  Houfe  to  enter  into 
the  queftion  in  the.  way  he  had  propofed,  that  was  to  fay, 
conneding  the  notion  with  the  fubflance  of  the  fpeech.  Now 
confidering  the  ftate  of  our  affairs  abroad,  and  the  great  mea* 
fiires  now  neoeflarily  adopted  at  home  ;•  and  conrider>ng  that 
the  greater  number  of  Members  were  gone  to  the  di^rent 
places  which  mod  immediately  required  their  prefence,  to 
give  etfed  to  the  very  meafures  whi(;h  they  as  Legiflators  had 
afiifted  in  enading,  and  which  the  wifdom  of  Parliament  had 
adopted ;  confidering  all  thefe  matters,  he  could  not  help  fay- 
ing, this  motion  was  highly  inexpedient  to  be  adopted  by 
the  Hotifb-;  indeed  he  had  no  difficulty  in  faying,  that  atij 
motion  not  propofed  to  be  followed  up  by  any  pradical 
ineafure,  with  a  view  to  fome  beneficial  e£Fed,  mnil  at  all 
times  be  liable  to  great  objedion  in  that  HouiW  becaofeh 
was  taking  up  the  time  of  the  Houfe  unavailinglj,  and 
bringing  upon  the  country  fometimes  very  great  inconveni- 
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ence$9  by  agitating  the  minds  of  the  people  upon  topics 
-which,  if  difcuiTed  at  all,  (hoiild  be  difcuiTed  fully  and  direct y, 
and  not  in  a  collateral  way. '  This  was  a  general  obje£lian. 
to  at)  motions  of  thi»  nature,  meaning  always  to  confine  it. 
tp  Qjch  motions,  and  not  to  fay  any  thing  to  preclude  any 
inquiry  in  the  Hon fc  when  a  fair  ground' was  laid  for  it,  and 
when  it  was  propofed  to  be  .followed  up  by  fbme  pradical 
and  beneficial  meafure.  Having  made  this  general  obferva- 
tion,  and  begging  to  add,  that  this  motion  came  after  all  the 
ordinary  buHnefs  of  the  Houfe  was  over  for  the  fefliony  or  at 
the  cloCe  of  the  feflion,  as  it  might  be  called,  and  fdr  that 
reafon  alfo  he  might  be  permitted  to  fay,  the  motion  would 
be  fufSciently  objed^ionable  to  the  Houfe  to  rejeft  it,  unlefs 
it  was  propofed  to  be  followed  up  by  fome  pradical  meafure 
of  a  beneficial  tendency.  Such  was  the  cafe  mod  remark- 
bly,  for  not  only  was  this  tnotion  brought  forward  at  the 
conclufion  of  the  feifion,.  but  the  Houfe  did  not  know  the 
courfe  which  the  Hon.  Gentleman  intended  to  purfue  in  the 
event  of  the  Houfe  adoptirjg  his  motion,  and  that  too  wheti 
the  attendance  of.Members  was  fuch  as  that  the  Houfe  could 
have  but  few  in  it  \  Gentlemen  being  now  ncceflarily  in  the 
country;  fo  that  if  the  motion  was  adopted,  and  the  hon. 
Gentleman  purfued  the  fubje6l,  it  could  not,  for  the  prcfent 
at  lead,  meet  with  that  inveftigation  which  the  fubje^i  would 
neceflatily  demand,  and  which  the  hon.  Gentleman  afluredly 
vrould  wiflii  in  order  to  carry  into  effe^l  what  he  intended. 
As  to  information,  he  faw  no  pretence  for  aflcing  f6r  if  at 
the  prefent  moment,  and  in  the  prefent  manner.  He  wi(hed 
not  to  be  mifunderdood  ;  he  had  no  idea  of  refifting  any  ap- 
plication for  information  to  that  Houfe,  when  a  proper 
ground  was  laid  for  it,  either  with  regard  to  Ireland,  the 
condudt  of  the  Executive  Government  there  or  here,  or  upon 
any  other  fubjed ;  but  then  the  information  muft  be  aflced 
for  on  a  ground  that  it  was  to  be  followed  up  by  fome  prac- 
tical proceeding  for  the  benefit  of  Ireland,  or  any  other  part 
of  the  united  empire,  which  .11  could  not  be.in  the  prefent 
{late  of  the  fel{ion.  Having  faid  this  on  general  topics,  as 
applied  to  the  prefent  cale,  he  would  fay  but  little  on  the 
particulari  to  which  the  hon.  Gentleman  had  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Houfe.  He  did  not  afFcdl  to  have  any  great  know^ 
ledge  of  the  affairs  of  Ireland,  as  to  what  was  its  prefcut,  or 
might  be  its  future  condition  ;  he  might  know  it  as  any  oiher 
pciibn  might  know  it,  byhLAory  and  by  general  obferva- 
tions,  and  by  taking  a^reat  deal  of  Lnrered  in  that  part  of  the 
Vol.  IV.  1S02-3.  '     5P  united 
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united  empire,  and  from  fomc  documents  which  he  might 
have,  whicj^  were  open  lo  fhe  eye  of  any  individua) ;  but  he 
proicfted  that  as  to  Ireland  he  faw  nothing  in  this  motion 
which  tended  to  be  of  any  advantage  whatever.   The  poflible 
efFefl  of  agreeing  to  it  was  that  of  unhinging  the  minds  of 
the  people  at  a  time  when  it  was^  moft  etfential  they  (bould 
he  iindidurbed  by  political  dtfquiritions.     Indeed,  he  had  no 
difficulty  in  faying,  that  motions  upon  the  foundation  of  aU 
ledged  grievances  (hould- never  be  aflented  to,  unlcff  thofe 
who  ftatc  the  grievances  are  provided  with  feme  remedy  for 
them,  fuch  a  remedy  as  may  at  leaft  fecm  to  be  expedient  to 
be  adapted.     He  regarded  this  as  a  general  maxim»  that 
when  any  perfon  complained  of  an  evil,  he  fliould  produce 
the  remedy  he  propofed  to  apply  to  it ;  fo  that  the  Hoofc 
may  have  an  opportunity  of  deciding  up^n  the  evil  and  the 
propofed  remedy  together.     This  he  had  no  difficulty  in  lay- 
ing down  as  a  general  doSrine,  applicable  to  all  fpecies  of 
complaints  made  for  the  mifmanagement  of  political  afiairs; 
but  if  circumdances  ever  madc^a  motion  particularly  unfits 
they  had  that  efFecfb  at  the  prefent  moment ;  in  fuppoiting 
which  aflcrtion  he  need  only  revert  to  the  prefent  fituation  of 
oni  affairs  abroad  and  at  honOe,  and  thofe  things  which  we 
had  lately  witnefTed  with  regard  to  Ireland;  for  without  en- 
tering into  the  queftion^,  whether  Ireland  has  been  more  or 
lefs  well  or  ill  governed  lately,  or  how  it  was  governed,  or 
what  may  have  been  the  Cairfes  which  have  produced  certain 
effc&^f  or  what  the  remedies  may  be,  he  did' not  believe  that 
the  motion  now  before  the  Houfe  would  have  any  good  aScA* 
for  he  did  not  believe  that  thofe  which  were  ilated  to  be  the 
caufe  of  the  evils  of  Ireland  had  any  connexion  with  them, 
nor  did  he  believe  that  fome  of  the  remedies  which  had  been 
rticntianed  would  have  the  efFefl  of  remedying  thcfc  evils.  Be 
th.it  as  it  might,  the  qiieflion  now  with  every  man  in  Great 
Britain,  and  indeed  every  part  of  this  united  empire,  was  this 
-^What  is  bed  to  be  done  at  this  moment,  to  oppofe  the 
foreign  foe,  and  to  put  an  end  to  the  machinations  of  domef* 
tic  enemies  and  traitors?  and  the  refult  of  deliberating  on 
that  qiieftion  ought  to  be,  and  mud  be,  to  exercife,  firmly 
and  fleadily,  all  the  power  and  energy  of  ihc  empire,  not  by 
looking  back  and  alking  ingenious  men  to  fee  whether  they 
could  not  find  (omething  that  might  poflSbly  hare  been  belter 
if  tranfaflcd  over  again ;  he  was  Confident  fuch  a  courfc  of 
proceeding  could  produce  no  good  whatever,  but  might  be 
the  caufc  of  great  evil.    He  was  of  opinion  that  the  energy 
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of  the  United  Empire  fliould  be  called  forth  at  this  period  ; 
that  the  wKole  ot  its  (Irength  ihuuld  be  exerted  to  fupporc 
the  Conftituiion  of  the  country  in  Church  and  State,  as  by 
law  edabiilhed,  and  againft  the  enennies  of  the  Empire,,  fo- 
reign anddomefliCy  at  the  prefent  crifis;  and  he  would  afk 
*he  Houfe,  whether,  under  all  the  circunr>ftancesby  which  wc 
were  furrounded,  i>his  motion  was  likely,  in  ihe  lead  degree, 
to  produce  that  efFe^^  on  the  contrary,  he  thought  it  preg- 
nant with  evil. 

Mr.  /K.  Elliot  declared  that  he  was.  fo  far  from  thinking 
ihe  motion  now  before  the  Hcnife  an  improper  one,  that  if 
it  had  not  been  determined  Tome  time  to  be  brought  forward 
by  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  made  it,  he  (hnuld  have  thought 
it  his  duty  to  have  made,  it  himfclf/  As  .to-the  information 
|)ow  alked  for,  he  was  a(loni(hcd  thai  Mimllers  themfeives 
had  not  laid  it  before  the  Houfc  ;  he  uas  aflonii^ed  that  they 
had  permitted  fo  much  time  to  pafs  without  making  fom^ 
further 'Communication  to  the  Houfc  than  tliey  had  made  on 
the  fuhjecit  of  Ireland.  It  mighr  be  aflccd  of  him,  if  this  was 
bis'optnion,  why  was  he  filcni  when  his  Majefty's  meflTaee 
4ipon  that  Aibjedl  came  to  the  Houfc?  to  which  he  would 
obferve^  that  he  was  not  prefent  when  that  t<iok  place  ;  whc  n 
be  heard  it  he  was  much  afTedlcd  by  it,  and  particularly  as  it 
related  to  the  fate  of  the  late  LorJ  Kilwarden,  on  ^^hofe 
character  -he  pronounced  an  handfome  panegyric.  He  ob- 
served, however,^  that  he  thought  that  that  horrid  event, 
atrocious  as  it  was,  arofe  out  ot  fome  fuddcn  affray,  and  was 
no  part  of  a  fyftematic  rebellion,  for  then  he  had  not  read  tl^e 
proclamaiion  which  was  ilTued  on  that  occa(i>n.  He  ob- 
served that  MiniHers  had  mifcondudled  ihcmielves  towards 
the  Houfc  upon  this  fubje6t,  and  faid,  that  if  he  had  been  in 
the  Houfe  at  the  time  oi  the  difcutHon  of  ir,  he  Hiould  have 
concurred  in  the  feniiment  of  his  right  hon.  Fiiend  (Mr. 
Windham),  not  that  he  (hould  have  oppofed  the  meafure 
'which  the  Houfe  adopted,  becaufc  that  appeared  to  be  necef- 
fary,  but  he  (houlo^have  concurred  in  the  fentiments  expielled 
by  his  right  hon.  Friend,  that  there  never  was  a  meafure  of 
that  nature  before  adopted*  by  the  Houfe  upon  fuch  fcanty  in- 
formation ;  for  martial  law  had  never  before  been  adopted 
by  Parliament  without  ample  information  of  niat'er  on 
which  it  was  founded.  He  neverthelefs  would  have  adopted' 
martial  law  \  he  had  faid  fo  already^  but  he  (hould  have  done 
lb  from  a  conviction  of  the  neceffity  of  the  thing,  not  becauf<r 
Minifters  had  done  their 'duty  in  laying  proper  information 
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before  the  Houfe,  nor  upon  the  (latement  of  the  procla- 
matioTi.  .  He  faid  there  was  a  great  difference  between  the 
prefent  cafe  and  that  on  which  Parliament  had  formerly 
adopted  martial  law  in  Ireland,  for  then  ihey  had  the  reports 
of  two  Secret  Gommittees,'  fiaiing  much  matter  on  which 
the  Hoiife  was  juftified  in  proceeding,,  but  in  the  prefent 
cafe,  Minifters  would  not  give  to  the  Houfe  information* 
They  might  fay  they  had  not  pcrfe£l  infoimaiion  at  that 
time  to  give,  and  therefore  they  could  not  give  what  they 
had  not,  but  they  pofl'efled  information  now,  and  they  ought 
to  give  it.  He  maintained,  that  Minifters  had  difplayed 
great  ignorance  on  this  fubjefl,  or  they  had  been  criminah 
He  muft  prcfume  that  Minifters  had  information  upon  this 
fubjeft,  or  he  mnll  impute  to  them  a  fyftcmatic  dehifion 
towards  that  Houfe  and  the  public.  There  was,  in  the  moft 
favourable  way  of  viewing- the  matter,  a  culpable  rcmiffn^fs 
on  the  part  of  the  Executive  Government  in  Ireland*  He 
believed  that  Government  had  information  upon  the  Ribjeck 
of  the  confpiracy.  Now,  if  iheir  i n format im  was  ever  fo 
dcfetiive,  he  thought  they  had  been  remifs,  for  in  a  coyntiy 
like  Ireland,  there  would  have  been  no  harm  in  a  little  pre- 
caution ;  but  he  underftood,  that  a  week  before  the  rebellion 
broke  put,  fome  men  had  been  wounded,  and  there  was 
a  difcovery  of  fcnie  gunpowder  ;  and  on  the  Friday,  the  day 
before  the  confpiracy  happened  to  be  detefted,  Government 
had  received  inforxnation,  ftating  that  the'  difaflfeflcd  party 
had  betrayed  fymptoms  of  great  agitation — That  they  had 
left  their  work  in  parties  ;  which  was  a  fignal  of  infurrec- 
tion ;  and  above  all,  that  men  were  coming  from  various 
parts  of  the  country  to  Dublin :  now  this  ought  to  have  put 
the  Executive  Government  on  their  guard  He  did  not  fay 
that  no  preparation  was  made  againft  this  infurreSiont  but 
he  faid  it  was  an  inadequate  preparation  :  Minifters  were 
furprife'd  by  what  had  taken  place,  but  he  was  not.  He  had 
received  a  letter  from  a  perfon  not  likely  to  form  any 
opinion  adverfe  to  Government  without  good  evidence, 
flating,  that  the  troops  in. the  barracks  did  not  come  for 
^  conilderable  time  after  the  aflault  was  commenced ;  and  it 
•was  quelled  by  the  volunteer  corps  called  •*  the  Liberty 
Rangers.''  The  garrifon  was  not  prepared,  the  troops  of 
the  line  were  not  informed  in  time.  He  fpoke  from  infor- 
mation which  fatisfted  him  of  the  culpable  negligence  of  iho 
Executive  Government,  for  which  reafon  he  (hould  be  glad 
to  fcp  their  difpatche;^  to  know  how  the  fads  ftood.     Ho 
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,   *   would  familiarize  this  cafe  by  example.     Suppofe  Govern* 
ment  here  had  information  of  a  confpiracy  againd  London, 
ind  that  they  had  learnt  the  people  in  Kent  and  Surry  had 
left  their   work,  and  were  coming  to  London   in  panics; 
would  not  Government  here  be  thought  rcmifs  if  it  fuR^ered 
the  metropolis  td  be  furi^rifed  as  Dublin  was  }    He  l)elieved 
that  the  indignation  of  the  tvhole  town   would  be  direded 
againd  them.     Why  thenyhe  would  alk^  did  we  not  feel  the 
fame  fentiment  with  regard  to  Dublin?     Why  (houid  we 
negle£t  Ireland?   Could  Ireland  feel  that  Government  had 
done  its  duty  with  regard  to  that  part  of  the  4Jniicd  King- 
dom ?   Could  the'Members  of  that  Houfo  lay  their  hands 
upon  their  hearts  and  fay  that  they  had  done  their  duty, 
without   calling   for    full    information    uponMhis   fu bj eft  ^ 
Some  months  agt>  the  Chancellor  of  the  Kxchcquer  propofcd* 
a  provifion  for  the  Prince  of  Wales,  and  he  faid  the  time  was 
particularly  proper  for  granting  it,  bccaufe  a  time  of  pro- 
found peace ;  and  he  made  an  impreHion  upon  the  Houfe,  and 
on  the  Royal  Exchange,  that  there  wa^  a  probability  of  the 
peace  being  of  lopg  duration  ;    but  in  a  month  afterwards  a 
meifage  came  (lating  armanKnts  which  indicated  The  danger 
of  an  invafion.     So  that  at  one  day  this  great  and  profperous 
country  was  reprefented  by  Minifters  as  being  free  from 
danger,  and  then  in  a  month  it  was  reprefented  as  being  In 
danger  of  invaflon.     This  he  called  a  tnifreprefentation  of 
the  Itate  of  things,  and  for  which  Minifters  were  refponfibie, 
or  they  were  culpably  negligent  in  not  procuring  the'neceffary 
information.     If  he  was  told  of  any  great  cffcdl  being  pro- 
duced, he  naturally  looked  for  a  great  caufe  for  it :    but 
when  he  looked  at  the  correfpondence  between  his  Majefty's 
Minifters  and  the  enemy,  and  found  that  military  fpies  were 
deteded  in  Ireland  in  the  beginning  of  the  peace,  under  the 
name  of  Commercial  CommifTioners,  he  would  have  thought 
that  th^  vigilance  of  Minifters  had  been  turned  to  Ireland. 
He  could  not  account  for  this  fort  of  furprife  on  Miniflers 
with  regard  to  Ireland  ;  a  luHing  fpell  feemed  to  have  over- 
fpread  their  faculties.   .They  feem  to  have  been  ill  mc^ft  petri- 
fied or  rendered  callous.     He  (hould  trouble  the  Houfe  no 
more  upon  the  prefent  bccafion,  for  various  reafons ;  but  he 
did  think  it  ought  to  know  the  prefent  circumftances  of  Ire- 
land.  He  faw  things  in  the  newfpapers  on  which  the  Houfe 
ought  to  have  information.     He  had  heard  of  the  declaration 
of  jihe  rebels.    We  ought  to  know  the  movements  in  the 
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Noriii.     In  a  word»  he  protettec]  againfi  the  reparation  ander 
this  ignorance  uf  atfairs, 

Lord  QiJlUreagh  faid,  he  lht)uld  fubmit  to  iheHoufe  a  vcrjr 
few  words  on  ihe  (uLj^-d  now  before  it.  1  he  fpecch  of  the 
hon.  Gentleman  wlvo  brought  this  niaticr  forward  was  Qt  a 
general  naturgy  and  embraced  topics  nioch  too  large  for  the 
prcfent  mode  6f  uircuJlini;,  f^r  each  of  ihem  would  demand  a 

'lepatate  difcuflion  before  juiiice  Ci>iild  be  ^*.v\^  \\  ;  fo  that  he 
ihuuW  have  litile  indeed  lo  fay.  it  his  hon. -Fiiend  (Mr. 
E.llioi)  had  not  biongh^^  forward  fome  topics- of  which  it  was 
his  duty  to  take  fome  mnicc.  He  thongh'  the  view  his  hon. 
Friend  took  d^  this  matter,  divided  itfclt  into  two  points  ;— 
one,  that  the  Executive  Government  wcrc^  bound  to  give 
more  information  on  the  affairs  of  Ireland  than  t)iey  had 
given  relative  to  the  late  melancholy  occafion.  Where  his 
hon.  Friend  farmed  tlie  principle  or  (tatefman-like  motive 
for  giving  (hat  iniormation,  he  was  at  a  lofs  to  know  ;  as 
little  was  the  application  for  this  information  founded  oa 
precedent  in  the  pradlice  of  the  Executive  Government  of 
Ireland  \  and  be  did  not  tJ)ink  that  the  precedents  to  be  found 
in  the-  practice. of  the  Executive  Government  were  wholly 
unworthy  of  notice  upon  this  occafion.  He.  fpoke  of  the 
Exec*itivc  Governments  of  Lord  Camdch  and  Lord  Coin- 
wallis  ;  no  Government  of  which  he  had  ever  known  the 
htftory  was  placed  in  a  fi'uation  more  diificuh  and  critical, 
and  extricated  itfelf  out  of  its  difficulties  fo  well  as  ihofe  of 
the  two  noble  Lords  whofe  names  he  had  jufl  mcntiooedy  but 
certainly  neither  of  tlicfe  two  Governments  furnifhed  a  pre- 
cedent to  fupport  the  motion  now  before  the  Houfe.  It  was 
indeed  true,  that  after  ihe  rebellion »' when  all  treafon  was 
put  down,  when  individuals  were  brought  to  juAice,  Govern- 
mtnt  ciine  to  Parliament  with  all  the  information  they  puf* 
felFcd,  but  not  uniil  all  the  individuals  accufed  of  being  con* 
cernCil  \\\  the  rebellion  had  been  brought  to  jufticc  ;  this  was 
after  the  danger  was  over,  not  lik^:  the  prclcnt,  where  the 
danger  was  pending  ;  and  therefore,  hnw  a  man  of  rcafoning 
powers,  and  euTightend  mind,  could  expe£l  this  motion  to  be 
ugreed  to^  by  which  a  full  view  was  to  be  given  of  all  .that 

•  Governmenf  kuew  with  refped  to  danger,  he  was  at  a  lofs, 
fince  all  reatoning  was  againft  it,  and  no  precedent  for  it* 
There  was  mimik-flVy  in  this  motion  great  danger,  if  the 
l-loufc  comply  with  it,  for  if  Govcrnincnt  brought  forward 
the  informaiioiKiiow  called  for»  the  Aa&emeiit  would  prefenc 
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to  the  Hoiife  a  partial  account,   upon  which  they  woultf  not 
cfldeavour  to  judge,  bccaiifc  they  cofild  not  judge  fairly  ;   it 
waS'theretore  importibic  that  this  information  Ihoukl  be  pro- 
duced withonr  either  not  being  relied  upon  at  ail,  or  if  relied 
upon,  would  conduccf  to  an  unfair  decilion.     The  Hcnife 
would  therefore  not  lequire,  becaufeit  would  not  djtenninc, 
upon  information  that  was  imperfect,-  and  he  truileil  he  had 
now  fjtijfied  his  hon.  Friend  himlcif,  that  this  iitquiry  was 
improper  at  the  prefent  moment.     As  to  what  was  formerly 
done,  his  hon.  Friend  had  no  ground  for  this  moiion  by  way 
of  reference  to  former  proceedings.;    On  the  former  occaiion 
the  Houfc  had  adedon  his  motion  for  the  renewal  of  martial 
.law  in  Ireland  ;    the  ground  on  which  he  urged  that  fubjtd 
was,  the.preffing  or  immediate  danger  that  was  felt  at  that 
time,  but  he  refted  it  on  the  foundation  of  a  p  recant  ion  ary 
fyftem.     Tliere  was  no-argument  at  that  time  on  the  fubjed 
of  the  produ6lion  of  all  information  in  the  hands  of  Govern- 
ment ;  the  argument  then  w^s  an  argument  upon  the  incon- 
fenience.of  delay,   apd  Parliament  thought   they' beft  dif- 
charged  their  duty  by  granting  that  power  to  Government 
for  a  (horl  period,   and'  leaving  the  matter  to  be  afterward^ 
reconfidered   hy  Parliament  vhen  the  time  -(hould  expire. 
■  The    pioclamation    in    Ireland    declared   that    trcafon    had 
appcareS  in  the  open  ftrccisof  Dublin,  and  if  Parliament  be- 
lieved the  fafl,  this  wa«5  a  foundation  for  their  proceeding  ta 
-provide  for  the  fafcty  of  that  country  by  declar-ing  tnartialr 
law  ;    for  certainly,  in  many  cafes,  Parliament  had  aded<)ti 
.the  notoriety  of  an  evil,  without  any  formal  or  fpecificc(>m- 
munication  from  the  Executive  Government  ;  and  therefore, 
he  trofted,  his  hon.  Friend  would  no  longer  pfrfitt  in  cen- 
Turing  •Government   for   bringing  forward   the   meafure  of 
martial  law,   without  laying  more  information  before  Par- 
liament upon  this  occafion.     Another  part  of  the   charge 
that  day  was,  the  criminality  of  tlie  Irifli  Gi)vcmment  for  not 
counterafl.ng  the  meafurcs  of  the  rebels.     Upon  this  his 
JLordlhip  faid,  he  beggtd  to  be  underHond  as  not  dcfi^ning  to 
impute  to  any  one  any  improper  views,   vet   he  thought  it 
was  due  to  decorum,  thav  however  willing  the  Executive 
Governmsnt  might  be  to  difcufs  all  matters  relative  to  tncjr 
condu6t,   yet  it  was  due  to  dec:)rum,  xvn  to  take  it  up  col- 
laterally or  accidentally,  but  that  queftion  of  thfir  condudl 
ilionld  b:  made  one  large  general  quelTioh,  capable  of  eiti- 
bracing  the  whole  of  that  condudt.     Now  his  honourable 
Friend  had  accufcdtbc  Government  ^f  Ireland  for  not  taking 
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tneafures  of  precaution  ;  he  difFered  from  his  hon.  Friend 
upon  that  fubjedl.    The  amount  of  the  daily  guard  in  Dublin 
was  very  great.     As  to  t1)e  gatrifon  not  being  ready  to  turn 
out  immediaieiy  in  the  ftreets  of  Dublin — noihing  appeared 
tb  make  that  a  reafonable  expectation  in  itfelf  at  the  time  : 
a  body  coIlc£led  in  that  part  of  the  town  which  was  the  fcene 
of  outrage,  and  in  which  unfortunately  fell  a  venerable  cha- 
Tader,  whefc  lofs  was  mucb  to  be  deplored,  but  it  was  a 
thing  that  tnight  have  happened  to  any  other  perfon  who  hail 
become  cdnfpicuous  for  his  virtue^  and  the  objcfl  of  hatred 
to  the  alTanins  ;    b^it  if  this  event  of  the  inurder  ofnhis  ele* 
vated  perfon  in  the  open  (Ircet  had  not  jiappened^^  the  infur- 
redion  would  not  haye  been  coniidered  in  the  ferious  light  in 
vhich  it  was  confidered  in  confeqnence  of  that  event.    It 
was  a  rebellion  to  be  fure,  fOr  the  men  were  in  arms  com- 
mitting a  rebellious  a6l;  but  they  wer;  foon  difperfed;  and 
there  was  no  proof  whatever  that  Dublin  was  not  fufficiently 
guarded  ;  ai}d  he  would  obferve,  that  if  the  hon.  Gentleman 
made  this  a  charge  ^againd  his  Majefty's  GoVernment  in 
Irelandi  he  w«uld  only  obferve  that  this  was  not'  the  proper 
courft;  to  be  taken  for  that  purpofe ;  but  certainly  there  was 
nothing  in  the  nature  of  the  rebellion  in  Thomas-ilreet  thftt 
demanded  more  force  than  the  Government  brought  againft 
the  rebels. .  There  was  no' proof  that  the  arrangements  made 
by  Goverij^mejit  on  that  occafion  were  not  adequate  for  the 
purpofe  of  prot;Er<Sling  the  city.     He  bad  gone  through  the 
two  points  which  had  been  dated  againA  his  Majefty*sGo* 
vernment  in  Ireland,  namely^  want  of  information  from  Go- 
vernment to  the  Houfe^  tmder  the  prefent  circumftances,  and 
negligence,  in  not  providing  againft  the  mifchief*    As  to  the 
general  obfcrvations  made  by  the  hon.  Gentleman,  be  went 
into  much  too  wide  a  field  for  him  to  follow  on  the  prefent 
occafion,  and  therefore  he  (hould  decline  itfor  the  prefent; 
but  as  to  the  cenfure  which  had  been  caft  on  the  Executive 
Governnrient  or  Parliament  of  Ireland,  he  cculd  not,  con- 
Mently  with  the  fcnfe  he  had  of  his  duty,  fit  filent.     He 
confidered  that  the  Parliament  of  Ireland  had  (hewn  itfelf  as 
jealous  of  public  liberty  as  any  body  of  men  had  ever  been, 
under  circumllances  fimiiar  to  theirs.     He  obferved,  that  the 
claufe  which  was  Jnferted  in  an  ad  of  Parliament  for  the 
prcteAion  of  the  Magldrates  who  had  done-  their  duly  in 
fupprefling  the  rebellion,  was  a  very  jud  and  wife  one.     In 
fome  cafes  there  had  been  excefs  of  authority,  and  d£liof>8 
yfen  brought  by  perfons  who  had  fuflfered  by  fuch  excefles. 
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Juries  adopted  In  Tome  cafes  a  wrong  rule  of  decifion,  which 
was»  by  calling  on  the  defendant  in  fuch  anions  tu  (hew  the 
caufe  of  his  condudt,  and  find  a  verdid  againft  him,  if  he 
could  not  do  io  to  their  fatisfadion*  This  introduced  a 
complication  oY  hard  (hips  upon  magiftrates  in  many  inftances, 
from  the  very  nature  of  the  bufinefs  in  which  they  .were 
engaged,  froiT)  the  death  of  witnefies,  and  a  thoiHand  other 
circumfUnces  incident  to  a  rebcHipn  ;  and  many  roagiilraiea 
who  had  aded  with  the  purcd  love  of  their  country,  might 
have  been  ruined  ;  Parliament  therefore  enadied,  that  inftcad 
of  calling  on  the  defendant  in  fuch  a(^ons,  to  (hew  that 
be  aded  i^na  fide^  the  CcHirt  (hould  call  oil  the  plaintHF  to 
prove  the  matus  animus  of  the  defendant  before  a  verdift 
Ihould  pafs  againft  him,  and  this  his  Lordfhip  maintained 
was  an  ad  of  ju  ft  ice.  Ihe  noble  Lord  then  proceeded  to 
defend  the  Government  of  Lord  Camden  and  Lord  Corn* 
wallis  in  Ireland,  which  he  praifipd  highly,  and  obferved  ihat 
they  had  been  fo  far  from  being  rigorous,  as  f(ime  had 
imagined,  that  the}  were  remarkable  for  lenity;  that  the 
'  miittary  power  had  never  been  employed,  except  in  cafiS 
where  the  civil  power  had  been  tried  in  vain  :  that  if  thtre 
could  be  any  dctedt  imputed  to  them,  if  arofe  from  too  much 
dtfpofitioD  to  lenity ;  but  he  was  glad  it  had  fo  happene/\ 
becaufe  in  Ireland  it  was  moA  etfencial  that  the  current  of 
public  opinion  (hould  go  with  Government,  ind  that  Cduld 
not  be  the  pafe  udlefs  rigorous  meafures  were  a  good  deal 
delayed  ;  and,  fpt-aking  in  the  ab(lra£i,  rigorous  meafures 
had  been  delayed  too  long,  but,  conlidering  all  circumftances, 
it  was  wife.  As  to  outrages,  there  had  been  many  '^n  both 
fides,  but  there  never  was  a  rebelli  n  without  them.  !  )e 
had  no  doubt  that  the  hon.  Gentleman  who  brought  this 
fubjed  forward  was ' pe rfuaded  (hat  the  public  iniereft  de* 
manded  that  thefe  topics  (hould  be  raked  up,  and  all  the  evils 
of  the  late  rebellion  brought  forth  anew ;  but  he  difFertd 
fj-om  the  hon*  Gentleman  on  that  fuhjeft.  The  diitrefs  of 
Ireland,  which  had  been  Rated  to  have  been  general,  was  by 
no  means  the  cafe :  the  (iaiements  of  the  diftrefs  of  Ireland, 
as  well  as  the  dirpofinon  to  rebellion,  had  been  very  much  ex- 
aggerated :  he  would  venture  to  affirm,  no  Power  in  Europe 
had  made  more  rapid  ftrides  in  wealth  and  general  happtnefs 
for  the  lafi  fifteen  years,  than  that  part  of  the  Bri(i(h  Err  pir^ 
had  done.  He  was  perfuaded  that  its  profperity  and  its 
happtnefs  were  increiiiing  flill  very  rapidly,  and  jhai  the 
treafon  which  had  lately  been  found  therei  and  whi^h  had 
^01..  IV.  1802-3.  5  (^  been 
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)>«en  To  much  lamented,  arofe  from  objeds  different  from 
'thore  which  the  hon.  Gentleman  recommended  remedies 
for;  mod  of  the  topics  touched  upon  hy  the  hon.  Genile* 
man- were  of  delicate  difcuflion,  on  which,  fromthe  nature 
of  things,  it  was  unreafonable  to  expe<^  uniforntity  of 
opinion ;  and,  therefore,  ihe  lad  day  of  aSeflion  of  Parliament 
was  but  ill  adapted  to.their  difcufli'on,  and  that  the  more 
efpecially,  when  the  hon.  Gentleman  did  not  (late,  thai,  in 
his  own  mind,  the  propofition  which  ihould  follow  the  dif- 
Cuflion  w|is  made  up ;  but  even  if  he  had,  what  pradtcjl 
means  were  there,  at  this  indant,of  carrying  that  propofiiioo 
into  eite£t.  The  hon.  Gentleman  felt  himfelf  juilified  in 
bringing  this  fubjed  forward  before  the  very  few  Gentlemen 
who  had  the  opportuniiy  of  hearing  the  difcuffien  of  it,  or  of 
liftening  to  his  datement.  He  had  no.  doubt  but  the  hon. 
Gentleman  had  faiisfied  his  mind  that  he  was  perfo)inin^  ai 
public  duty  by  taking  this  courfe,  but  the  noble  Lord  faid 
he  thought  it  was  calculated  rather  to  didradl  the  country  to 
talk  of  grievances  without  proving  what  they  fpecifically  are, 
where  they  are  to  be  found,  or  what  the  remedies  of  them  are; 
and  that  at  a  time  when  the  vigour,  the  energy,  the  wealth, 
the  honour  of  the  empiie  are  and  ought  to  he  embarked  in  the 
great  conteft  in  which  we  are  engaged.  Whatever  quedjons 
may  arife  on  the  minute  points  which  -might  be  calculated  to 
difFufe  in  time  dill  greater  wealth  and  happinefs  in  Irelandy 
many  of  tliem  difputable  in  theory,  and  on  which  a  great  d»- 
verfity  of  opinion  prevailed)  and  on  which  a  difquidtion  would 
be  long  and  tedious,  becaufe  it  mud  be  minute,  and,  there- 
fore, it  rtiould  be  fufFered  to  deep  until  one  great  previous  qocf* 
tion,  namely,  whether  the  Britid)  empire  fliall  retain  its  wealth, 
it^  honour,  and  its  happtnefs,  or  the  whole  diall  be  laid  at  the 
foot  of  a  mcrcilcfs  foe  ?  That  was  the  quedion  now  for  us  ta 
conddcr  and  to  a£l  upon,  indead  of  dwelling  on  general  points 
of  fuppofed  defc6ls  in  our  Government,  ^hich  was  well  calcu- 
lated to  oppofe  us  to  the  enemy,  and  to  preferve  our  glory. 

Mr.  Elliot  explained. 

Mr.  IPlndham  faid,  if  the  noble  Lord  who  had  fird  fpoken 
(Lord  Hawked>ury)  had  ohjefted  to  the  propofed  motion  ;  that 
that  was  probably  the  lad  day  of  the  feffion  ;  that  there  was  a 
thin  attendance,  and  no  time  to  deliberate  upon  the  fubjei^  ; 
fo  far  as  the  objeflionsr  applied,  they  were  of  conddcrabic 
weight ;  but  thofe  objeftions  applied  much  more  to  the  fpeech 
of  the  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Hutchinfon)  than  to  the  motion. 

That 
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Thnt  fjieech  conrained  a  variety  of  general  topics  refpefting 
which  he  muft  give  a  general  opinion.  The  (late  of  Ireland, 
improved  as  it  had  been  of  late  years,  wanted  a  great  deal  more 
to  brin;^  it  to  perfeftion.  To  ufe  medical  terms,  lh4t  country 
wjs  affl}(^ed  with  a  chronic  complaint,  -attended  with  violent 
paroxyfms  ;  the- former  required  the  flow  operation  of  a  reme- 
dy, whiW  the  latter,  when  they  occurred,  required  an  imme- 
diate application  :  and  out  of  the  embarraflVncnt  which  thefe 
ciicumflances  occifioned,  arofe  the  diflficu It y  of  treating  that 
country  in  a  proper  way.  He  thought,  at  the  fame  time,  that 
fpecches  like  thofe  of  the  hon.  Gentleman  (Mr.  Hutchinfon) 
tended  to  operate  good,  inafmuch  as  they  flic  wed  a  difpofltion 
in  the  Legiflature  to  attend  to  thofe  cbjefis  more  immediately 
connected  with  thfe  welfare  of  Ireland*  The  objeiSions  of  the 
other  noble  Lord  (Lord  Caftlereagh)  more  immediately  ap- 
plied to  the  queflion.  That  noble  Lord  had  urged  the  gene*- 
ral  danger  which  would  refult  from  the  information  called  for 
being  laid  before  Parliament:  the  degree  of  danger  to  refult 
depended  upon  Goveinment,  as  they  might  make  fucb  com- 
munication as  they  thought  proper.  No  other  information  was 
afKed  for  than  fhould  be  cOnfidered  compatible  with  the  public 
inrereft  and  fafety.  With  reference  to  this  fubjeft,  as  much 
had  been  faid  lately  of  parliamentary  grounds,  he  would  aflc 
how  much  they  knew  of  the  affairs  of  Ireland  upon  parliamen- 
tary grounds  i  The  knew,  it  was  true,  that  the  King*s  pro- 
clamation ftated  the  exiflence  of  a  rebellious  infurreflion,  but 
what  other  information  upon  the  fubjedt  Was  before  Parliament 
when  they  fufpended  the  habeas  corpus  a£t  in  Ireland,  and 
enabled  the  martial  law  bill  ^  If  that  infurredion  was  merely 
a  fudden  thing,  why  fuch  flrong  meafures  i  if  it  was  perma- 
nent, why  not  information  ?  Upon  the  difcuffion  of  the 
xneflage  relative  to  that  fubjed,  he  was  charged  with  calling 
out  for  delay,  but  what  he  propofed  was  either  to  defer  the 
confidetation  of  it  till  the  next  day,' according  totbeeftabliflied 
ufage  of  Parliament,  or  to  return  an  addrefs,  containing  a  ge- 
neral declaration  of  the  fentimcnts  of.that  Houfe,  and  thea 
to  bring  in  the  bill  after  a  fliort  interval*  The  noble  Lord  had 
alluded  to  a  meflag^  brdught  down  to  the  Irifli  Parliamenr, 
May  22,  1798,  but  there  was  then  this  material  difference, 
thatit  was  ftated  that  the  infurre(^ion  then  expeded  might  break 
out  that  very  niglit,  and  the  whole  of  this  tranfaAion  took 
place  in  the  very  city  where  the  infurre^ion  was  expcflcd  to 
break  out,  and  confcaueiuly  where  all  were  more  competent  to 
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jaclg^e  of  the  ful>]eA  than  we  poflibly  could  he  in  this  countr^r* 
Upon  the  mefiagc  relative  to  fending  the  militia  to  Ireland 
fonne  delay  took  place,  in  compliance  with  the  ufagcs  of  the 
.Houfe  ;  and  with  refpeA  to  that  fuhjed,  he  rec6lie£lc:l  that  ati 
hoo.  Gentleman,  (Mr.  Sheridan)  notoi\ly  oppofed  delay,  but 
oppofeci  the  meafure  when  it  was  brought  forward.  He  hod 
ftated  that  the  Irifh  Gv>vernmcnt  were  furprifed,  and  that  the 
cnni*  J  was  within  an  ace  of  being  taken  pi;)Grclliion  of ;  and  the 
Ictt-""  fent  from  Ireland  to  the  Government  here  af^ually  left 
it  in  dotibt  what  the.iffje  of  the  conteft  would  !>e.  Ir  had  been 
triumphantly  aiktd,  upon  what  ground  he  dated  this  ?  and  it 
had  been  denied  th  it  the  Gpvernmentof  Ireland  werefurpriT-d, 
and  fa  id  the  capital  was  not  in  danger :  if  they  dould  iK>t  ag,ree 
upon  this  fubjeiSt,  the  heft  way  would  be  to  bring  in  a  fpcctal 
\erdi^,  and  Hate  h6ki.  Were  there  not  powder  mills,  and 
other  preparations  ?  Were  there  not  printed  papers  ready  for 
di ft ri button,  and  the  country  people  coming  in  by  preconcert-* 
ed  agreement?  If  all  the  circumftances  were  taken  togethect 
did  they  not  prove  the  exiftence.of  a  confpiracv  of  great  depth 
and  breadth  ?  The  mere  aftallinauon  of  Lord  Kil  warden  might 
have  been  the  fuddcn  a  A  of  a  few  traitors  ;  but  combining  ail 
the  circumftances  together,  no  man  could  fay  that  the  Govern- 
mtnt  were  not  furprifed,or  that  the  capital  was  Hot  in  danger. 
It.  had  been  faid  Uiat  the  guards  were  doubled,  as  a  meafure  of 
precaution  ;  but  he  was  well  informed  on  this  fubjed,  that  that 
was  not  a  meafure  of  extraordmary  pre<;aution,  but  that  it  had 
been  done,  and  was  conftantly  done  upon  much  more  trifling 
occaGons:  befttles,  to  fay  that  a  meai'ore  was  equal  to  what 
was  adopted  upon  fucb  and  fuch  an  occafion  was  nothing,  the 
queftion  was,  was  it  enough^  If  the  infurrc^ion  had  brokea 
out  at  midnight,  inftead  of  breaking  out*  as  it  fortunately  did» 
three  hours  before,  would  any  one  fay  that  the  capital  might 
not  lavc  been  one  continued  fcenc  of  horror  and  maflTicre  I 
Evcy  one  knew  that  the  infurre£lion  and  the  Caftle  were  on 
one  fide,  and  the  barracks  on  the  other  IF  had  not  been  for 
the  delay  occalione>i  by  the  death  of  Lo'd  Kilwardrn,  the 
next  ftep  would  have  been  to  the  Caftk%  where  he  underftood 
there  was  nothing  l^ke  a  fuffic'eMt  guiud.  In  one  fenfe,  the  Irilh 
Government  were  not  furpnfed,  as  the^  were  continually  re- 
ceiving information  upon  the  fubjc£t;  bus  as  in  tbisoountiy^ 
where  the  warnihg  voice  of  the  approaching  dinger  was  treat* 
ed  with  difregard,  and  thofe  who  talked  of  that  danger  heU 
out  as  ahrmifts,  fo  in  Ireland  all  infortiration  upofi  the  fubjc& 
of  the  tnieiKied  infurredion  was  treated  with  difrcgard  »  and 

even 
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even  a  General,  who  gave  fome  information,  was  treated  in  fuch 
a  m.inner  as  to  induce  hinfi  codeitiaiid  a  court-martial  u^ym  his 
con<lLi6t,  which  however,  was  not  granted.  ^  The  Govern- 
ment of  Irebnd  would  not  believe  there  was  any  danger  whilft 
rhe  mine  was  digging  under  their  feet ;  they  fat  in  the  mod 
fcrcMC  ira'iquilhty  whiltl  theexpIoQon  was  preparing,  the^on- 
feqbences  of  which  it  was  very  fortunate  were  no  worfe.  It 
had  been  faid  that  he  wiflied  to  make  people  feel  their  danr^er 
through  the  medium  of  their  fears  :  he  knew  of  no  other  way  ; 
they  muft  take  it  as  they  chofe,  »t  might  have  a  difFtr-ent  cfiedt 
upon  adifierant  people  ;  but  he  believed  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try would  tight  moll  manfully  againft  the  danger  which  threat- 
ened them.  Thefyftem,  however,  of  hoh  Gentlemen  on  tlic 
other  fule  of  the  Houfe,  was  quite  the  rever(e  ;  they  faid,  do 
not  tell  them  of  ihcir  danger,  for  they  will  be  frightened  out 
of  their  wits,  and  at  lad  they  were  obliged  to  confefs  the  dan- 
ger. Upon  thisfubjed  they  were  much  obliged  to  himfelf  and 
thofe  with  whom  he  adled,  for  dating  broadly  and  openly  the 
danger  to  which  we  were  expofed  \  it  was  hke  throwing  fchooU 
boys  into  the  water  ro  make  them  fwim.  Miniders  had  de- 
cried him  and  his  friends  as  a  fet  of  alarmids,  and  had  then  de- 
layed t\\e  meafures  nccefiary  for  the  defence  of  the  c6untry  to 
fo  late  a  period,  that  it  was  to  be  feared  they  would  come  too 
late*  The  abje£t  of  the  motion  was  only  to  obtain  infortjiation 
as  to  the  date  of  Ireland.  On  the  fame  principle  that  a  council 
of  war  was  widied  for,  fo  he  thought  a  Committee  of  that 
Houfe  might  fit  very  ufefully  in  the  intervafbetween  the  pro- 
Togation  and  their  next  meeting,  for  the  ourpofe  of  conddering 
what  had  been,  and  what  was  the  date  of  Ireland.  He 
was  fure  that  fuch  a  Committee,  from  the  materials  which 
might  he  adbfded  themi  might  make  a  report  agaihd  the  next 
meeting  of  Parliament,  well  worthy  their  attention.  He  there- 
fore gave  his  fup)X)rt  to  the  motion. 

Sir  Robert  WilUams  faid  he  was  now  well  convinced,  that 
when  the  guards  in  Dublin  were  doubled,  and  the  garrifun 
underarms,  that  the  Government  were  not  (tirprifed.  He 
had  been  feven  years  in  Ireland  and  had  never  during  that 
time  feen  the  guards  doubled. 

Colonel  Cole  faid,  that  every  Irifli  Gentleman  in  theHoufe 
mud  feel  that  the  Iridi  Government  had  been  very  remifs. 
He  was  fure  that  no  man  wiflied  more  than  himfelf  to  fup- 
pori  Government  at  the'prefent  crilis,  but  the  Government 
of  Ireland  ought  to' have  paid  more  attention  to  the  informa- 
tion they  received  from  the  Gentlemen  of  that  country.    As 

to 
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'  to  the  precaution  of  doubling  the  gyards»  it  was.  wholly  id- 
fuflicient ;  and  he  knew  it  to  be  a  fad,  Ihat  when  the  yeo- 
manry came  ta receive  their  arms  there  was  no  ammunition 
to  give  them  :  he  thought  that  a  Goverttment  who  fported 
with  the  lives  of  the  loyal  inhabitants  of  the  country,  deferved 
the  cenfure  of  that  Houfe. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  KxA^  he  (hould  almoft  haTe 
fuppofed  that   the  right  hon.  Gentleman  felt  a  little  fore  at 
the  obfervations  which  had  been  made  upon  his  condud  with 
refped  to  the  mefTage  relative  to  Ireland.    He  might  indeed 
fuppofe  that  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  was  a  little  fore  upon 
^that  fubjed,  as  fcarcely  a  day  pafled  that  the  right  hon.  Gen- 
tleman did  not  niake  an  attack  upon  Government^  and  at  the 
fame  time  explain  fome  former  attack.      The  right  hon. 
Gentlctnaa  was  however  aware  that  no  practical  purpofe 
could  enfue  from  agreeing  to  the  prefent  motion,  and  had  then 
recommended  aftanding  Committee  during  a  prorogation,  a 
fpecfes  of  Committee   which  it  was  well  known  could  not 
fit  without  an  ad  pi  Parliament,  and  for  which  there  was  no 
precedent  whatever.     Before  the  bills  were  brought  forward 
relative  to  Ireland,   a  (laiement  was  made  out  from  his  Ma- 
jefty,  which   was  a  comple  e  juftification  for  the  voting  of 
thofe  meafures  {  a  proclamation  was  laid  on  the  table,  ftating 
the  exiftence  of  ;i  rebellious  confpiracy  againft  his  Majefty's 
Government ;  and  he  afked  the  Houfc  whether  there  was  iH>t 
a  fiifficient  proof  of  the  exiftencb  of  a  traitorous  confpiracy  ? 
The  Houfe  were  then  called  upon  to  adopt  meafures  for  the 
fafejy  of  the  loyal  inhabitants  of  Ireland;    the  right   hon. 
Gentleman  who  complained^f  being  charged  with  attempt- 
ing to  create  delay,  then  wiflied  not  only  to  poftponethe  mca* 
fare,  but  to  delay  twenty. four  hours  even  before  they  acidreff- 
ed   his   Majefty  in  anfwcr  to  the  meffage.      The  fcmples 
urged  then  by  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  were  extremely  ill- 
timed,  and  likely  to  be  produdive  of  the  word  confequences  ; 
difpatch  at  that  period  might  be  the  fafety  of  the  country, 
and  delay  might  be  its  deflruSion.     He  would  aflc  whether 
the  decAion  of  Parliament  on  that  occaPion  did  not  give  con- 
fidence to  the  people  of  Ireland,  and  more  particularly  to  the 
inhabitants  of  Dublin.  With  refped  to  the  mefTage  which  had 
been  alluded  to,  which  was  delivered  to  the  Irifh  Parliament 
on  the  24(h  of  May,  1798,  they  did  not  take  twenty- four 
hours  to  confider  of  it,  but  voted  that  it  (hould  be  forthwith 
taken  into  confideration.     The  right  hon.  Gentleman  had 
laid,  that  the  Government  of  Ireland  and  of  this  country 

were 
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were  taken  by  furprize.      No  opinion  had  ever  been  dated 
by  his  Majefty's  Government^  that  Ireland  was  in  a  ftate  of 
fafety,  he  only  ftated  that  there  was  no  ncceflity  to  rei^ur  to 
thofe  Iheafures  which  had  been  before  adopted.     Minifter^ 
were  not  fo  weak  as  to  fuppofe  that  the  contagion  which  had 
infe£led  fo  large  a  mafs  of  the  people  of  Ireland  w^e  entirely 
diiripated,  but  when  they  confidered  how  much,  in  the  coucfe 
ot  (he  lali  two  years,  the  (late  of  Ireland  bad  been  amelio* 
rated  and  improved,  even  beyond  the  mod  fanguine  expef)a-i 
iion»  and  that  the  pegple  oi  that  country  had  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  obferving  iliat  ia  a  another  country  a  military  def- 
potiftn  had  fupplanted  all  thofe  vifiofiary  .ideas  of  liberty  and 
equality  which  had  been    cheriflied  by  fo  many  in  Irela-nd, 
they  were  juftified  in  imagining  that   thofe  perfons  would 
take  a  lelTon  from  what  they  had  obferved,  and  he  was  con<« 
vinced  that  many  of  them  had  taken  a  lefTon  and  a  very  ufe-« 
ful*  leQbn.    The  Government  of  Ireland  were  not  taken  bjr 
furprize,  as  had  been  alledged,  and  the  meufure  of  doubling 
the  guards  was  fully  fuflicient  as  a  meafure  of  precaution. 
The  right  hon.  Gentleman  had  faid,  that  no  Other  orders  were, 
given  till  midnight : — this  was  not  the  fa£t ;  what  the  orders 
were,  it  was  not  material  to  ftate,  but  they  could  have  been 
aded  upon  if  the  continuance  of  the  infurredion  had  rendered 
it  necefla^y.    Information  had  certainly  been  received  by  the 
Government  of  Ireland,  refpcding  the  intended  inAirre^ion, 
•but  they  had  alfo  received  intelligence  of  a  diiFerent  nature^ 
and  they  were  to  judge  of  what  credit  or  weight  was  to  be 
given  to  the  information  which  came  to  their  hands.     The 
right  hon.  Gentleman  had  alluded  to  Col.  Defpard,  .and^  had 
called  it  an^nnfulated  confpiracy  ;    but  the  proclamation  of 
the  rebels  in  Ireland  proved  that  it  was  not  fo,  as  they  allud- 
ed to  an  attempt  m;ide  in  this  capital  which  had  failed.    The 
Government  of  Ireland  would  have  been  charged  with  credu- 
lity, if  they  had  Aated  they  believed  what  they  knew  to  bo 
true.    Tha^  Government  had  been  charged  with  dilatorinefs, 
but  they  were  to  confiJer  how  they  could  bed  carry  into  ef- 
fcQ.  the  great  objeS  of  making  an  example  of  traitors  :  it 
was  the  great  duty  of  Government  io.confider  when  they 
ought  timely  to  interpofe,  and  when  meafures  of  vigour  and 
cnei^  ought  to  be  reforted  to.     If  they  had  not  aSed  as 
%bcy  did,  the  calamity  would  hav/e  been  ten  times  more  dread- 
ful ;  they  did  not  difregard  meafures  of  precaution,  for  they 
too^  all  thafe  that  were  nsccITary.     The  light  hon.  Gentlev 

man 
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mai^  thought  that '  the  details  refpeding  the.  Rate  of  Ireland 
Ihould  be  laid  before*! he  Houfe  ;  he  did  not  recoiled  thai  that 
right  hen.  Gentleman  fornved  a  part  ot  his  Majcdy's  Govern* 
met^ti  or  ihat  he  brought  fo  ward  any  details  refpedina  the 
flaieof  Ireland,  notwiihftanding  the  iirongmeafu res  then  pro- 
poffed  ;  and  although    repealed  ^r>oti^ns    were  made  for  that 
purpofe,  (hat  righi  hon.  Gentleman  then  refiOed  all  motions 
of  inquiry  refpeditig  Ireland — but  ir  was  not  merely  refpe^* 
ing  Ireland,  but  many  other  circiimftances  relative  to  which 
the  right  hon    Genilemany  during  the  feven  years  he  held  a 
a  ieat  in  his  Majefty's  Councils,  reitfled  allerquiry  whatever; 
difaftrous  expeditions,  on  which  there  might  be  on  the  face  of 
them   mifcondud   were  equally  denied  to  be  inquired  into. 
W'ajs  not  all  inquiry   refilled  with  rcrpe6^  to  the  expedition 
lo  Quiberon,  in  which  the  feelings  of  the  country  were  fo 
much  inteiefted  ami  fo  much  hurt  ?     He  did  not  (ay.by  any 
means,    that   the  right   hon.  Gentleman  improperly  refilled 
inquiry  in  thofe  inftances,  but  he  only  adduced  thecondu£lof 
the  right  hon.  Gentleman  upon  thofe  ocafions    to  prove  that 
the  right  hon.   Gentleman  was  not  exactly  the  perfon  who 
ought  now  to  call  for  inquiry      The  right  hon.  Genilemaa 
bad  faid,  that  the  Irifh  Government  was  inert,  which  he  de- 
nied, and  that  the  Government  of  this  country  refufed  to  lif* 
ten  to  the  coercing  voice  of  dangert  but  meafures  had  beef» 
taken  from  the  moment  of  figntng  the  treaty  of  Amiens  to 
place  the  country  in  a  itate  of  fecurity,  and  fmce  the  meflEige 
of  the  8th  of  March,  meafures  had  been  adopted  for  the  de- 
fence of  the  country  which  were  completely  unexampled  in 
its  hiftory.     The  right  hon  Gentleman  had  faid  he  had  only 
told  truih  with  refpecSt  to  the  danger  of  the  counfry ;  but  there 
were  different  modes  of  telling  truth,  and  certainly  that  was 
|)ot  the  be(i mode  of  telling  the  truth,td  magnify  the  refourcet 
of  the  enemy,  and  to  depreciate  our  own.     With  refped  to 
the  motion  itfelf,  it  has  been  faid  that  this  would  probably  bo 
the  laft  day  of  the  feflion  for  bufinefs,  and  yet  they  were  call- 
ed upon  to  give  information,    from  which  no  poRible  good 
eould  arife  :  not  only  that,  but  from  the  produ6Hon  of  which 
great  danger  muft  arife,  as  it  was  impoflible  to  garble  it  in  the 
manner  (fated   bv  the  right  hon.  Gentleman.      The  hon. 
Gentleman   (Mr^  Hutchinfon)  had  himfelf  dated  the  ohjeA 
of  his  motion  to  be  profpe£live,  and  it  Was  evident  that  a 
ftandingCommittee,like  that  alluded  to,couldnotbeeftabUfli- 
ed  without  an  act  of  Perliamcnti  from  whence  no  beneficial 
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efteds  could  arife.  If  the  If  oufe  thought  the  Government  of 
Ireland  capable  of  taking  meafures  for  the  fafety  of  that  coun- 
try, \ct  that  Gov^rnmenr  take  thofe  meafures  which  it  thpught 
itioft  advifeable  ;  and  it  (hould  always  be  recoliedled,  that  in 
cafes*  of  confpiracy  meafures  of  hafle  were  not  advifable,  as. 
they  prevented'  the  guilty  from  being  brought  to  that  puhifli- 
ment  which  they  defcrved  Being  convinced  that  the  Houfe 
were  faiisfied  that  the  prefent  motion  ought  not  to  be  car-^ 
lied  into  effe£l,  he  (hould  give  it  his  decided  negative. 

Mr.  ff^'Jham  explained  feverai  points  in  his  fpeech^  in 
which  he  conceived  that  he  had  been  mifunderdood  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  ;  he  particularly  alluded  to  the 
expedition  to  Qijiberon  ;  and  faid,  that  fo  far  from  depre- 
cating any  inquiry  upon  that  fubjefl,  it  was  one  upon  which 
he  had  always  calle<l  upon  Gentlemen,  and  dared  them  to 
enter  into  the  inquiry.  # 

The  ChaffceUor  of  the  Exchequer  begged  leave  to  Rate  one 
faA  which  he  had  ofil  it  ted  in  his  former  fpeech  ;  it  had  been 
dated  that  military  fpies  from  France,  under  the  title  of  com^ 
-mercial  agents,  had  been  arrefled  in  Ireland  ;  this  was  not 
the  cafe,  bccaufe  Government  had  prevented  thofe  perfons  * 
from  going  to  the  place  of  their  deftination. 

Lord  Caitlereaj^h  explained. 

Dr.  X^aurence  laid  he  did  not  know  of  this  motion  before 
he  came  into  the  Houfe,  but  having  heard  it  he  was  deter-  - 
milted  to  give  it  his  fupport^  He  by  no  means  agreed  with 
the  noble  Secretary  of  State  that  the  motion  was  objedionable  * 
becaufe  it  could  have  no  praftiCal  and  immediate  efFed,  it  ap- 
peared to  him  that  fuch  a  motion  as  the  prefent  was  perfe£ily 
proper  ;  and  he  alfo  c^ntend'ed^  that  the  hon.  Gentleman 
who  brought  it  forward  was  perfeftly  juftified  in  his  open* 
ing  fpeech  in  going  into  thofe  general  obfcrvations  for  which 
he  had  been  fo  much  ceirfured.  The  hon.  Gentleman  then 
proceeded  to  enter  at  confiderable  length  into  a  defence  of  his 
right  hon.  Friend  (Mr.  Windham)  particularly  for  his  con- 
duct on  the  day  when  U^e  melTage  was  delivered  refpefling 
Ireland.  He  then  adverted  to  the  aflfcrtion  of  Mr.  Windham, 
'  that  the  Government  of  Ireland  had  fufFcred  itfcif  io  be  fur- 
prifed  :  this  he  contended  was  ftri^ly  true,  and  they  were 
the  more  culpable,  becaufe  they  had  not  only  received  infoii^ 
matihn  from  different  quarters,  but  they  had  the  evidence  of 
fafls  to  warn  them  of  their  approaching  danger.  He,  how- 
ever, did  not  object  to  the  mer.furcs  which  had  been  adopted 
•  with  regard  toIr(*l|nd,  he  only  complained  that  they  bad 
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b^en  adopted  without  fuOident  information  having  been  laid 
before  Parliament.  He  repeated  the  charges  which  he  had 
before  advanced  againfl  his  Majefty's  Miniilers  of  procradi- 
nation  in  their  meafures  for  public  fecurity,  and  theinftanced 
a  circular  letter  which  was  fent  laft  week  from  t  le  Admiralty 
to  the  captains  of  the  featenciblcs  on  the  coa(l,defiring  them 
to  tranfmit  to  the  Admiralty  an  account  of  the  foundings  and 
bearings  of  the  coa/l  within  their  command  :  this  was  cer- 
tainly very  proper,  but  was  information  of  which  the  Admi« 
ralty  ought  to  have. been  in  poflefTion  long  ago.  He  denied 
that  he;  or  his  right  hon  Friend,  had  eKpr, endeavoured  tode- 
prefs  the  fpirit  of  the  people  ;  ihey  haa  not  indeed  flattered 
them,  but  they  had  told  them  iheir  real  ntuation.  They  had 
never  doubted  the  energy  of  the  people,  they  had  complained 
that  the  Minifters  had  not  taken  meafures  to  make  them  ac- 
quainted with  the  danger  with  which  they  were  threatened. 
The  hon.  Gentleman  then  made  a  variety  of  comments  upon 
.the  conduct  of  his  Majefty's  Miniilers,  which  he  cenfured 
very  (Irongly,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  conclufton 
*of  the  tieaty  of  Amiens,  and  to  the  negotiation  which  ter'mi* 
nated  in  the  rupture  of  that  treaty.  He  and  his  hon.  Friend 
had  not  taken  the  ufual  and  popular  ground  of  attack  againft 
Miniilers,  viz.  that  they  were  extending  the  prerogative  of 
the  Crown  ;  they  only  compl&ined  of  them  for  not  having 
difplayed  fuificient  enejgy.  With  regard  to  the  motion  b^ 
fore  the  Houfe,  if  the  information  called  for  in  this  motion 
could  he  granted  with  fafety,  he  (incerely  hoped  ic  would  nor 
be  refufed. 

The  Attorney  General  fjid,  it  certainly  was  not  his  inten- 
tion to  follow  the  learned  Gentleman  throogh  the  whole  of 
his  multifarious  fpeech,  becaufe  it  feemed  as  if  it  had  been 
the  intention  of  theUarned  Gentleman  in  his  fpeech,  at  the 
conclufion  of  the  felTion  to  fum  up  the  whole  of  the  debates 
which  had  occurred  during  the  feliion.  There  were  a  variety 
of  fubje£ls  upon  which  the  Hon.  Genjleman  had  commented, 
which  appeared  to  him  to  ^ave  not  even  the  mcft  remote  con* 
ne£tion  with  the  queftion  before  the  Houfe,  and  upon  thefe 
points  he  was  not  tempted  t j  follow  him^  Nothing  certainly 
'Could  be  more  true  than  that  whenji  rebellion  was  fuppretfedv 
it  wasdefirable  that  the  lawsibould  revert  as  foon  as  poltible 
to  their  anticnt  channel  :  this  principle  was  felt  fo  ftrofigly 
by  his  Majefty's  Minifters,  that  ti.ey  wifticd,  even  in  time  of 
rebellion,  to  keep  the  laws  in  their  ufual  channel,  except  only 
in  cafes  of  adJual  rebellion,  and  confequentlyi  in  the  marrial 
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law  bill  which  had  been  pafTcd,  there  was  no  ftoppage  of  the 
Tegirlar /coiirfe'of  jiifticc,  except  in  thofe  particular  cafes. 
A  conlidcrable  pan  n(  this  dlfciiflion  had  turned  up^n  ihc  man- 
ner in  which  the  late  meafures  wiib  regard  loMujUnd  had 
been  palfed,  and  the  right  hon.  Gentleman  (c^med  to  fupport  * 
ihe  moiion  with  the  view  to  enable  Minifteis  to  juflify  ihem- 
felvcs  for  their  condu£l  upon  that  occafion.  He  was  not  of^ 
opinion  that  the  conduil  of  Minifters  or  of  Parliament,  upon 
'that  occafion,  required  any  juftification. 

With  regard  to  the  mot. on  before  the  Hnufe,  the  enlv  prac- 
ticable means  of  carrying  it  into  etft6\  would  l)e  to  addrefs  the 
■Kmgnotto  proroi>ue  Parliament,  a  meafu re  which  lie  did  not 
fuppc*fe  any  Gcntlcmili  would  recommend  at  a  period  like  the 
prcfcnt,  when  the  prelcnce  of  Gentlemtjn  was  fo  neccffary  in 
the  country.  '  Butit/nad  been  faid  that  a  Committee  might  bo 
appointed  to  fit  during  the  prorogation,  for  the  purjxjfeof  ex- 
amininfflnlo  the  ftate  of  lieland.  He  wiflied  to  know  w he- 
ther  the  right  hon.  G^mlcman  meant  that  an  A<Elof  Parha* 
ment  fliouid  be  pafTed  to  apppoint  fuch  a  Cotnmittce  ?  [Mr. 
Windham  faid  he  had  not  flared  how  it  was  to  be  appointed, 
he  had  only  recommcnxled  tl^at  it  fliouid  be  done.]  The 
only  way  in  which  he  was  aware  that  fuch  a.Committee  could 
be  inftitutcd'wjs,  by  an  a6l  of  Parliament,  and  he  would. ven- 
ture to  fay,  that  there  was  not  a  precedent  for  fuch  a  meafure, 
on  the  journals  of  the  Houfe,  There  were  befidcs  great  con- 
ftitutional  dif5culties  in  the  way  of  fu^h  a  meafure  ;  becaufc  a 
Committee  fo  conftituted  would  be  independent  of  the  povver 
of  the  Houfe,  and  of  the  pterogative  of  the  Crown.  The  hon. 
Gentleman  had  recommended  this,  in  order  to  fliqw  the  people 
of  Ireland  the  vijiilance  with  which  theic  afFiirs  were  attended 
-to.  But  it  would  (hew  a  ftrange*  kmd  of  vigilance  to  agree 
to  a  meafui'e  of  this  kind  on  tl)e  laft  dciy  of  a  feffion,  when  it 
could  noc  be  attended  wiih  any  pracSlical  good  effect ;  but' he 
admitted  it  was  not  only  the  period  of  the  feffion  which  induced 
him  to  oppofe  the  motion,  becaufc  he  fliould  equally  oppolr  it 
if  brought  forward  on  the  firft  day  of  the  feflion.  Indeed  he 
did  not  think  that  fecret  Committees  ought  to  be  appoimcd  un- 
Jefs  when  applied  for  by  Government.  Nothing  could  be  more 
obvious,  than  that  in  the  cafe  of  trcafonable  confpiracies  t!)c 
Executive  Government  ought  to  be  left  toitfeif,  becaufe  the 
greatcft  poffible  mifchief  might  arife  from  the  ioftitution  of  pre- 
mature inquiry,  becaufe  it  might  tend  to  prevent  the  punifh- 
ment  of  the  guilty,  and  to  cut  up  the  fources  of  future  infor- 
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mation.     He  was  far  from  attributing  any  fuch  motive  .to  the 
.   hon.  Gentleman  who  brought  forwar^l  the  motion,  but  certain- 
ly its  adoption  might  have  that  efTed^.     That  hon*  Gentleman 
had  talked  much  of  conciliating  the  people  of  Ireland,   but  it 
i  fhould  be  rccolleded,    that   in  attempting  to  conciliate  part  of 

j  the   inhabitants  of 'that  country,   they    might  run  the    rifle 

{  of  alienating  othei"s,      Tliere   was   in  that  country  fomc   as 

loyal,  afFeflionate,  and  tried  fuhjnt^s  as  any  in  his  Majcfty's 
dominions  ;  and  it  was  neccflary  to  take  care,  that  in  endea- 
vouring to  conciliate  thofe  whofe  nfFcflions  we  had  not,  we  did 
not  alienate  thofe  whofe  affcdlions  we  had,  whofc  loyahy  was 
tried,  and  whofe  energy  and  bravery  H.d,  in  a  moft  critical 
moment,  faved  that  country.  He  could,  if  it  were  ncccffary, 
enlarge  very  much  upon  this  fuhjedl,  which  however  he  (hould 
not  do  ;  he  6nly  tlfought  it  right  to  throw  out  this  confide- 
ration  to  thofe  who  were  conltantly  talking  of  conciliation. 
Convinced  therefore  as  he  was  that  this  motion  could  have 
no  practical  good  cfFefl  if  adopted  at  this  moment,  convinced 
that  it  was  a  motion  which  ought  not  at  .siy'time  to  be  agreed 
to, "  he  (hould  give  it  his  decided  oppofition. . 

Lord  Temple  obfervedy  th$it  words  had  been  attributed  by 
fome  right  hon.  Gentlemen  to  his  right  hon.  Friend,  which 
he  had  never  exprefled :  he  talked  much  of  precedents,  wiih* 
out  recolI*j£ling  that  his  right  hon.  Friend  threw  out  rhe  idea 
of  appointing  a  Committee  in  the  way  of  fuggeftioo,  and  not 
advanced  in  argument ;  and  he  lamented  that  the  learned 
Gentleman  (hould  exhaiid  fo  much  time  in  endeavouring  to 
refute  what  was  never  feriotjily  meant  to  be  propofed.  He 
deprecated  the  idea  of  our  alienating  the  afTe^ioos  of  thofe 
who  at  prefent  were  favourably  inclined  to  us,  in  the  attempt 
to  conciliate  thofe  w^o  may  feel  differently.  The  rebellion 
was  by  no  means  a  catholic  one  ;  the  cottagers  and  others,  of 
both  religions,  were  equally  infecure  from  its  ravages;  ihey 
were  ecjually  thevidims:  it  could  n6t  therefore  be  juflly 
(lyled  a  catholic  rebellion.  He  fliould  fupport  the  moiioa» 
becaufe  he  thought  it  important  to  know  whether  Govern- 
ment was  in  poffeflion  of  information  fufficient  to  enable 
them  to  aA  decifively  fooner  than  they  had  done.  Advert- 
ing to  the  occurrences  which  took  place  in  Dublin,  he  ob- 
'  ferved,  if  Government  had  previous  information,  or  were 
aware  of  what  was  going  forwai-d,  they  ought  to  be  brought 
to  a  fevere  accotmt  for  it.  Had  they  in  fuch  a  cafe  fpeedily 
come  forward  with  vigour  and  decifion,  the  life  of  Lord 
KUwarden  and  many  others  might  hsive  been  faved.     He 
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cenfured  the  precautions  taken  by  the  Government  of  Ire- 
land for  the  fecurity  of  the  capital  as  inadequate  and  infec  jre. 
Having  ferved  on  garrifon  duty  in  this  city,  he  hail  an  op- 
portunity of  underllanding  th;t  part  of  the  iubjcdt'.  The 
motion  was  one  which  he  thought  ought  to  be  adopted  as  a  . 
means  of  learning  whether  Government  had  thofe  means  of 
information  which  thofe  who  a£icd  with  him  contended  iliey 
had,  and  on  account  of  w!uch  they  fliould  have  z&td  very 
differentlv- 

Lord  Cajikreagh  fpoke  in  explanation  of  Come  points 
which  fell  from  him,  and  adverted  tothe^qual  refponfibility/ 
in  a  general  feafe,  of  all  the  Members  of  his  Majefly's 
Government. 

Lord  Temple  faid  a  few  words  in  explanation  ;  as  did 
The  Atlorney^General  who  vindicated  himfelf  from  the 
charge  of  having  afperfed  the  Roman  Catholics  of  Ireland,  a 
great  number  of  whom  he  believed  in  his  confcience,  to  be 
as  faithful  and  loyal  fubjedts  as  any  in  that  part  of  tfle  united 
kingdom. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  explained,  that  the  reafoa 
of  his  going  into  a  ftatement  of  many  of  fhe  leading  mea- 
fures  of  his  Majefty's  Government  was,  the  alfertion 
made  by  an  hon.  Gentleman,  that  a  kindred  fyftem  of  re- 
miffnefs  and  delay  exifted  on  the  part  of  bolh  Governments* 
With  a  view,  therefore,  to  obviate  any  unfavourable  im- 
preflions  that  fuch  alFeriiuns  may  give  rile  to,  he  had  entered 
into  fuch  detail. 

Colonel  Craufurd  thought  the  language  held  by  fomcGen* 
tlernen  in  the  Houfe  that  night,  would  almod  induce  him, 
for  the  fake  of  Ireland,  to  regret  that  the  union  had  taken 
place.  He  wss  aftonilhed  that  at  a  timd  when  a  rebellion 
had  recently  broken  out,  when  many  people  in  Ireland 
imagined  a  degree  of  remifTnefs  on  that  part  of  Government 
exifted,  and  when  the  capital  was  nearly  furprifed  ;  when, 
under  fuch  circumftanc^s,  a  motion  like  thej>refent  was  made 
in  the  United  Parliament,  they  fhould  be  cold  that  no  ufe- 
ful  purpofe  could  be  anfwered  by  it,  and  that  the  United 
Parliament  could  do  nothing  in  it.  Very  different,  he  be* 
lieved,  would  be  the  condii£k  of  an  Irith  Parliament  in  fuch# 
circumftanccs.  He  thought  the  fubjedt  fliouid  be  inquired 
into.  When  he  hcatd  of  a  want  of  precedent  objected  to  the 
appointment  of  a  Committee,  he  would  a(k  where  was  a 
precedent  to  be  found  for  theprefent  (ituation  of  the  empire  ? 

Adverting 
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Adverting  to  the  conchnS  of  the  Irifli  Government,  he  o1>- 
fcrvcd,  that  the  difeovcry  of  the  fccrct  powder-mill,  and  ihc' 
carrying  about  of  anrmiiniiion  io  the  night,  were  two  ftrong 
facls  to  induce  a   ruppofition  that  a   fcrious  attack  was  in- 
tended.    The  meafuTc  of  doubling  llie  guards. was  *^  paltry 
and   inadc<juaie  precaution  :  he  fhould  like  to  hear  the  al- 
ledged  pan  explained,  that  when  the  yeomanry  of  Dublin, 
with  that  zeal  and  promptitude  which  always  animated  them« 
applied  for  ammunition,  they  were  told  ihey  could  not  get  it. 
To  anfwer  this  charge  would  not  require  much  time      He 
thought  great    pradlical  advantages  would  arifc  from  the  ac- 
ceding to  the  motion — one  of  which  was,  it  would  tend  to 
ilrengthen    the  confidence   of  the   loyal    and    well  affcded 
people  of  Ireland  in  the  G-ovcrnment.     The  difcomfxture  of 
the  rebels  in  their  firft  attempt,   was  chiefly  owing  to  the 
fortunate  circumfiancc  of  fomc  of  ihcm  getting  drunk,  and 
commencing  their  operations  too  foon.     It  (hould  be  known 
what   ftate  of  preparation   the  garrifon  was  in  at  the  time: 
the  inquiry  IhouUI  go  to  exculpate  the  Irifh  Government; 
ivere  it,  as  was  then  contended,  irreproachable,  and  which 
^'ould  be  another  advantage :  for  his   part,  the  conduit  df 
ihofe  who  oppofed  the  motion,  havl  rather  given  him  un- 
favourable imprcflions.     He  wifhed  to  fay  a  few  word*  re- 
fpefting  the  ftate  of  Ireland — Much  had  been  faid  of  foch 
dnculiions  terding  to  unhinge  the  minds  of  the  people  of  this 
country.      He  believed,  howeve'r,  that   what   fell   fronn   a 
learned   Gentleman   would  tend   to   that,    more    than    any 
thitig  which  fell   from  Gentlemen  at  his  fide  of  the  Houfc. 
The  prefent  was  by  no  means  a  catholic  war,  regarding  it  in 
a  religiotis  lighl — but  much  difc^-ntent  might  certainly  arifc 
from  the  C(*nfidcraiion  that  four-fitihs  of  the  inhabitants  of 
that  country  are  deprived  of  many  of  the  advantages  their 
fellow- fubjcdls   enjoyed.     If  ever  that   queQion    (hould  be 
agitated  in   the  United  Parliament,  in  his  prefent  views  of 
the  fubje<S^,  he  fliculd  fupport  it.     At  the  fame  time  he  was 
free  to  fay,  it  w^ould  be  proper  to  (hew  thcio,  that  any  at- 
tempts to   rcdjcfs   ihemfelvcs  by   ft»rce  would'  meet    with 
punilhment,  and   he   hoped  that  ['arliament  would  nnani- 
moully  ftreiigthen   the  liatids  of  Government   to  puniOl  at- 
tempts of  that  defcription. 

Mr.  Serjeant  VcJ}  obferved,  that  certain  topics  which  had 
been  introduced  into  the  di  feu  (lion  were  unadvifcdly  dcine 
fo :  it  Ihould  be  confidered  that  the  .proceedings  alluded  to

might  be  prodnflive  of  injurious  cohfeqiiences  on  this  firfe 
the  wafer  :  their  efFedls  would  not  be  vconfificd  to  Ireland 
alone  ;  the  civil  infthutions  of  this  country  were  liable  to 
be  affefled  :  at  any  rote,  the  fubjeS  was  of  extreme  delicacy* 
and  (hould  be  handled  with  the  utmod  cauiion.  V/cre  it 
held  out  as  unfit  the  Catholics  in  Ireland  Ihould  pay  tishcs, 
the  Tame  quefiion  may  be  agii^led  in  this 'country,  and  the 
Englilh  Cathj)lics  and  DiiTcniers  might  claim  exemption  on 
fimiiar  gr:)unds  :  this  would  go  to  (Irike  at  the  very  tool  of 
the  Conirnution  of  Church  and  State.  The  agitanon  of 
fuch  queftions  were  hJghly  improper,  the  more,  cfpecially  on 
the  very  lad  night  of  a  Sedjcm.when  no  opporiunity  could  ( ffir 
of  giving  t.he  fubjeS  a  full  aad  adequate  conftderatron.  With 
refpcft  to  the  original  motion,  though  it  had  fupportcrs,  not 
one  of  them  fupported  the  honourable  Mover  on  hi^^  own 
grounds  ;  they  argued  it  iix  a  manner  very  different  from  him  ; 
and  it  was  a  inaitcr  of  furprife  to  him  (Mr.  B  )  that  though 
three  weeks  had  elapfcd  fince  the  infuri^eflion  took  place,  na 
mention  was  made  of  the  prefent  motion  till  bfl  Friday. 
Why  was  fuch  an  interval  fufFcr^d  to  cfcape ;  atid  why  dii 
they  come  forward  on  the  1,(1  night  of  the  Sedioit-?  He  de- 
precated the  introdudion  of  the  Catholic  queftion  into  the 
difcuirion,  more  cfpecially  as  it  appeared  great  numbers  of 
th.1t  body  were  eager  to  mauifcft  theii*  determination  to  fup- 
porl  the  Government  of  1 1 eland.  He  attributed  the  prefent 
tinhappy  difturbances  in  Ireland  to  the  machinations  of  the 
cominon  enemy  :  to  proceedings  of  that  kind,  which,  among 
the  happiefl  communities,  and  beft  regulated  Governments* 
would  hnd  fome  fupportcrs,  who,  on  account  of  their 
poverty  or  waywardncfs  of  di>i  jfitim,  were  pmnc  to  infur- 
rei^lion  and  revolt.  The  motion  fliould  have  his  decided 
negative. 
'  Colonel  Cranfur.l  fpoke  fhortly  in  explanation. 

Mr.  ^y/f.v^/z^^r  delivered  his  fen:iments  a>  fome  length-. 
He  deprecated  the  introduction  of  fuch  a  fubjefl  at  \W*t  par- 
ticular period,  when  Gentlemen  could  neither  be  qualiticd 
to  judge  of  its  merit?,  nor  have  lime  to  give  it  a  fu'l  and  drli- 
berate  difcuflion.  He  adverted  to  the  pa\ici:y  of  the  Irilh 
Members  then  preft-nt  ;  when  they  retornfd  fr'^m  that 
country  next  Scflion,  wiih  the  advan'ages  of  perfon  .1  infor- 
mation and  inquiry,  then  would  be  the  proper  time  for  dif- 
Vullinjjthe  fubjeclt.  Ho  had  the  hightft  refpefl  for  the  mo- 
tives at  his  hon.  Frtend^  but  he  mull  deprecate  the  .igitatioa 
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^of  the  rubje£l  at  prefent.     He  fpoke  favourably  of  the  po- 
litical  fcntimenis  of  the  great   majority  of  Catholic  pro- 
prietors ;  they  were  friendly  to  the  Britifii  Governrnent  and 
connexion  ;  but  among  the  lower  clades  appeared  a  rooted 
determination,   to  attempt   at  leaft  to   acquire  the  deflates* 
whicK  the  conrfe  of  events  had   wrcfled   from  thofe  they 
called  their  anceAors.     This  he  conddered  as  dhe  great  caufe 
of  the  continued  ferment  which  prevailed  in  Ireland ;  but 
among  the  proprietors,  even  99  out  of  100  were  radically 
attached  to  Great- Britain.     After  dwelling  upon  thefe  points 
for  fome  time,  and  adverting  to  the  prefent  (late  of  parties  in 
Ireland,  he  concluded  by  exprcfEng  his  hearty  negative  to 
the  motion. 

Colonel  Craufurd  and  Mr.  Alexander  fpoke  feve rally  ia 
explanation. 

Mr.  Hutchinfott  fpoke  at  confiderable  length  in  reply,  and 
firft,  he  wi(hed  to  fet  thofe  honourable  Gentlemen  right,  who 
had  certainly  very  much  miflaken  him  with  refpeft  to  what 
he  faid  on  the  meafure  of  indemnity;  it  Was  by  no  means  hU 
with  to  throw  an  indifcriminate  cenfure  upon  the  parties: 
no  man  was  more  deeply  imprelTed  with  the  Conviflion  of 
the  zeal  and  loyalty  of  great  numbers  of  them ;  but  he  wonld 
ftill  perSft  in  contending,  there  were  many  afts  of  enortnity 
committed  under  the  colour  of  law,  and  that  the  bill  brought 
in,  operated  as  a  fcrcen  to  the  offenders.  V/ith  rcfpcS  to 
his  motion,  it  had  a  dotible  tendency,  the  firft  was, to  procure 
fuch  information  as  Government  were  in  poflefBon  of  re- 
fpefting  the  late  ads  of  rebellion  :  the  fecond,  fuch  general 
information  as  had  been  received  as  to  the  adual  Hate  of 
Ireland.  He  was  free  to  corf?fs  it  was  no  part  of  his  idea 
to  induce  unneceffary  or  improper  difclofures,  on  the  one 
hand,  or,  on  the  other,  to  throw  a  (lur  upon  the  Government 
of  Ireland.  On  the  contrary,  he  thought  the  noble  Lord  at 
the  head  of  the  Government  of  that  country  had  aAed  in  a 
proper  manner,  and  had  Minifters  on  this  fide  of  the  water 
conducted  themfelves  as  properly,  the  prefent  difcuflioa 
would  be  unticcedary.  He  had,  in  the  firfl  inflance,  pre- 
pared an  addrefs  to  h.s  Majefly  on  the  general  fubjed  of  the 
affairs  of  Ireland  ;  bur,  afterwards,  learning  that  it  was  infor- 
mal, he  declined  moving  it,  .aAd  Ihaped  his  propofition  in 
the  way  which  it  was  now  before  the  Houfe.  The  ad- 
drefs he  originally  meai^t  to  propofe  went  (Irongly  to  exprefs 
the  fenfe  of  theHoufc,  as  to  the  prefent  fituatipn  of  Ireland* 
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to  implore  his  Majedy  to  take  the  fame  into  his  ferious  con^ 
rideratioiiy  and  to  diie£t  fiich  meafuresio  be  adopted,  as  in, 
his  wirdom.may  fcem  beft  calculated  to  tranquillize  that  pan 
of  his  dominions,  and  io  ftrengthen  its  connection  with 
Great-Britain.  The  great  obje£i  he  had  in  coming  forward> 
was  to  draw  the  attention  of  Minifters  and  that  lloiife  to  the 
flateof  Ireland.  It  had  been  alledged  againfl  him,  that  he 
propofed  his  motion  without  fnfGcienl  notice,  and  that  he 
neglected  to  come  forward  until  the  laft  day  hut  one  of  the 
Seflion  :  this  confideration,  however,  did  not  lie  with  him,  , 
he  infixed  he  had.  given  timely  notice  of  his  intention  ; 
fo  long  as  a  fortnight  fince,  even  the  very  day  aftcf  the  z&% 
pafTed.  He  had  faid,  if  Minifters  did,  not  fpeedily  turn  their 
fefious  attention  to  the  affairs  of  Ireland,  he  (hould  deem  it  his 
duty  to  bring  forward  the  fubjed.  Farther,  he  had  no  hefita- 
lion  in  faying,  that  if  Minifters  had  in  their  places  the  preceding 
night,  or  even  then,told  him  they  had  no  time, under  the  imn^e- , 
diate  circumflanccs,  to  pay  due  attenticn  to  the  fubje(S>,  an  j^ 
felf-moved,  have  pledged  ihcmfelves  to  k^pcp  it  in  their  con- 
templation ;  ,fuch  a  declaration  would  do  more  towards  tran* 
qnillizing  Ireland,  than  the  adoption  of  any  motion  he  could 
bring  forward ;  more  efpecially  (»ne,  which,  from  its  peculiar 
nature,  could  not,  evidently,  be  carried  into  immediate  efFed. 
In  acting  as  he  had  done,  his  view  was  to  enforce  upon  the 
conviftion  of  Minifters  the  neceflity  of  their  talcing  up  the 
fubjefl  with  all  that  attentive  conflderation,  which  belonged 
to  one  of  its  importance,  and  with  as  little  delay  as  pofTible. 
In  making  this  obfervation;  he  liiuft  exprefs  his  regret  a^ 
having  occaflon  toYemark,  that  this  great  national  queftioii 
was  treated  of  by  fome  Gentlemen,  as  if  Ireland  was  in 
another  hemifphere,  oreVen  as  if  that  country  had  no  exift* 
ence.  At  the  fame  time  he  would  repeat,  that  he  did  not  ex.* 
jftOt  the  remedy  to  b«  immediately  applied  ;  he  only  was 
anxious  for  an  avowal  of  the  determination  of  Minifters 
upon  the  point.  With  refped^  to  the  inflnuations  that  his 
with  was  to  unhinge  the  public  mind,  he  regarded  ihem  with 
the  contempt  they  deferved ;  however,  he  muft  deprecate  a 
great  deal  of  what  fell  from  a  noble  Lord,  and  exprefs  his 
decided  difapprobation  of  the  principles  on  which  he  feemed 
to  conflder  the  fubje£k  in  queftton.  Thefe  confideratidns 
were  the  more  ferious,  when  the  (ituation  in  the  Government 
tiled  by  that  noble  Lord  was  recolleded,  and  the  corre«* 
fpondent  degree  of  the  royal  confidence  he  muft  be  ft|ppofed 
Vol.  IV.

to  enjoy.     His  condad  on  this  occafioii  almoft  reminded  him 
of  the  words  o£  the  poci  :

I^is  gloffy  iffince^  like  an  angry- ape^ 

Flays  Ju.h  fant*ift-c  tricks  befot  e  high  Heaven 

As  make  the  Angels  weep  ! 

He  agreed,  however,  to  a  certain  extent,  with  the  noble  Lord, 
^s  far  as  he  panegyrifed  the  condudi  and  adtniniftratton  of  a 
noble  Marquis  in  Ireland ;  but  with  refpeA  to  the  Ad«- 
minidration  of  another  noble  Lord,  he  could  not  fay  at 
much  ;  and  he  tnufl  pronouncfe  the  noble  Lord,  fo  far  as 
that  part  of  his  fpeetih  went,  to  be  a  moft  unfortunate  apo* 
.  logift  :  he  hoped,  liowever,  his  Loidfhip  would  manage  hit 
prefent  fituaiion  belter  than  he  did  the  affair?  of  his  own 
country  :  a  part  of  the  world  which  the  tioble  Lord  feeitied 
completely  to  have  forgotten  fo  far,  that  any  fubjcS  ap* 
peared  to  be  the  objed  of  his  care  and  folicitudcy  in  pre- 
ference to  the  concerns  of  Ireland.  The  noble  Lord,  bow-' 
ever  callous  he  may  feem  to  be  to  the  fitiiation  of  his  country^ 
Ihould  recollef^  the  impoitant  (bare  he  had  in  tfae  arraag^* 
ments  und^r  which  it  was  now  governed  ;  he  well  knew  thf 
wants  of  his  country,  and  it  was  peculiarly  incumbent  opoa 
one,  fo  circumftanced  as  the  noble  Lord,  ferioufly  to  attend 
to  them.  Adverting  to  the  confideration  of  the  Catholic 
queflion,  he  was  glad  to  hear,  he  faid,  that  its  merits  ^trt 
not  thought  to  be  implicated  in  the  prefent  fubjea  of  dif* 
cufflon  ;  and  after  fome  allufions  to  the  fituatton  of  the 
Catholics  in  Ireland  under  the  exifting  fyfiem,  heobfcrfcd 
thr^  the  lad.  rebellion  in  Irclandj  fo  far  from  being  a  Ca- 
tholic  one,  all  its  leader's  were  either  Proteftants  or  rrefty- 
terians  ;  the  great  majority  of  thofe  who  bure  arms  during 
the  reb(;l)ion,  luimericatly  fpeaking,  were  undoubtedly  pro* 
fetfjrs  of  the  Catholic  religion,  but  that  was  of  necef&ty  (be 
cafe,  becaufe  it  vr^^  well  known  the  great  mafs  of  the  lower 
orders  of  the  peoples  in  Ireland  were  of  that  perfualioo ;  they 
were,  therefore,  ufed  as  ihe  inftruments  of  thoTe  who  projeded 
the  rebellion,  and  by  whon]  it  was  condaAed ;  however, 
religion  fbrmfd  no  ,part   of  the  confideraitioa*    The  firft 

fymptoms  of  fedition  appeared  in  the  north  of  Irehixly  * 
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part  of  the  country  where,  comparatively  fpeakingt  vcryTei;r 
Catholics  re  fide,  and  thefe   fy  rtiptoms  of  difaffedion  were, 
he  thought,  attributable  to  the  condu£l  of  Orangp-Men  in 
that  quarten      (No!  No  !  rejaunded ftjm  different  par/s  of  the 
Houfe,)     With  rcfpeQ  to  iho  proper  Hue  of  conduft  for 
]ri(h  Members  in  that  Houfe,  he  hoped  the  time  was  come 
when  old  prejudices  no  it^nger  exiftcd  ;  he  hoped  the  Ir,i(h 
part  of  the  rtprefentation  ^cre  as  well  difpofed  to  fupporc 
the  general  caufe  of  the  empire,  as  any  other  within  thofe 
walls';  yer  he  could  not  iavoid  putting  it  to  them,  tha',  under 
the  prcfent  circumftances,  the  affjirs  of  their  own  country 
fliould,  in  the  firfl  inflance,  be  the  objcfts  of  their  anxi^:s 
attention:  though  he  advanced  this  propofirtion,  he  did  not 
mean  to  fay  that  they   (h^uild   in. any  degree  negled  to 
fircHgthen  the  hands  of  Governmem  in  the  prefcnt  crifis, 
with  a  view  to  the  faftty  and  honour  of  the  empire  at  large. 
He  muft  repeat  his  conviflioii,  that,  utidcr  tjie  exifling  cir- 
cumflances,  Miniflcrs  cuuld  not  immettiately  con^e  forwiird 
with  an  adequate  remedy  for  what  he  complained  of  on  the 
part  of  Ireland  ;    they  could   not  at  once  produce  a  fyftem. 
capable  of  refloring  it   to  that  degree  of  tranquil  fecurity 
which  1ie  To  anxioiifly  dcfired.     Recurring  again  to  the  con- 
fid^^ration  of  the  Iriih  Catholics,  he  ohferved,  that  the  difpo* 
fiiion  of  the  bt>dy  might  fo  far  be  judged  by  the  circumn. 
(lance,  that  ever  fince  they  eujcyed  the  liberty  of  purchafing. 
landsfthey  purchafed  as  often  under  the  forfeited  claims  as- 
under t^e  old  Catholic  ad.     He  then  proceeded  to  animad- 
vert upon  Various  points  in  the  fpeech  of  a  right  honourable- 
Gentleman  oppofitc,   (the   Chanctflior  of  the   Exchequer), 
wh(s  he  ohfervcd,  had  taken  occafion  to  panegyrife  the  Con*** 
AmQ.  of  Minidprs,  on  the  pretext  of  defending  the  dignity 
of  the  Houfe  ;  and  he  had  particularly  to  congratulate  the 
right  honourable  Gentleman  on  his  novel  meafure  of  having 
a  Heet  ready  for  fea,  without  a  fingle  man  on  board  !  a  cir- 
cumftance,  which,  however,  his  modefly  induced  him  to  pafs 
over,  while  enumerating  the  fervi.ces  of  *Minifters  to  the 
country.     In  concluding,  he  begged  pardon  of  the  Houfe,

**  Your  Majcfty's  mod  dutiful  and  loyal  fubjcQs,  the 
knighis,  citizens,  and  biirgcfTcs  of  the  United  Kingdom  of 
Great  Britain  and  Ireland  m  Pailiament  alTcmbled,  have  at 
length  completed  the  fupplies  granted  to  your  Majefty" for  the 
fe'rvice  ot  the  prcfenr  year — a  period  memorable  for  the 
events  which  it  has  produced,  and  awful  for  ihofe  which 
may  bo  yet  to  come. 

♦*  In  granting  thofe  rupplic«5,yonr  Majcfty's  faithful  Conn- 
.  mons  have  confidercd,  iha:  a  crifis  without  example  de- 
manded unexampled  efforts:  and,  by  refolving  to  raife  an- 
nually a  large  proportion-  of  the  fupplies  for  the  current 
year*  fo  long  as  the  war  endures,  they  have  given  to  all  the 
world  a  folcmn  pledge  of  their  inflexible  determination  to 
render  public  credit  unaffailable.

F>L1TICAL  affnirs  have  aflUitied  a  new,  end  a 
very  diffei*ent  afpd^ft,  fincc  the  Reporter  had 
lad  occaiion  to  addrefu  his  Readers ;  but  the  chfinge 
of  circumflances,  important  as  the  point  is,  to 
which  they  have  led,  can  excite  but  little  furprife  ia 
a  well  regulated  and  reflecting'  mind.  No  msfn^ 
who  has  looked  on  the  condudt  of  th<t  Chief  CoiYfuI 
of  France,  from  the  time  of  figning  the  treaty  of 
Amiens  to  the  prefent  mortlent,  could  have  expect- 
ed, that  ah  unchecked  career  of  ufurpation,  aggran^* 
difeipent,  and  ambition,  frantic  from  its  excefs,  coulid 
JhaVb  ended  in  any  thing  but  the  recomm^ncemeot 
of  boftilities  between  thia.  country  and  France* 
When  we  beheld  the  daring  defpotifm  dealt  out  by 
the  ufurper  of  the  throne  of  the  unfortunate  Louis 
the  Sixteenth,  to  Switzerland^  to  Holland,  and  even 
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to  the  free  State  of  Hamburgh,  what  could  we  loot: 
fer,  but  fqme  unwarranted  condud  refpe£^ing  Great 
Britain.  Unexampled  as  it  is  in  diplomatic  hilbry, 
we  certainly  could  not  iniagine,  that  even  the  Firit 
Conful  of  France  could  fo  far  forego  the  decorum 
and  decency  due  to  the  r^prefentatives  of  crownpd 
beads,  as  'to  conduct  himlelf  with  the  unwarrantable 
arrogance  and  prefumption  detailed  in  Lord  Whit- 
worth's  difpatch  of  February  2a.  Bajazet  to  his 
mutes  could  not  difplay  more  defpotic  infolenoe 
than  this 

CuUpurfe  of  the  empire  and  the  rule, 
That  from  a  flielf  the  precious  diadem  ftole. 
And  put  it  in  bis  pocket. 

Whatfoever  the  turn  of  the  war  may  be,  the  Flrft 
Conful  will  learn,  that  the  Britifh  are  a  loyal,  an  affec- 
tionate, and  a  dutiful  people;  and  that,  however  their 
magnimity  might  induce  them  to  forgive  infultsto 
themfelves,  they  will  not  eafily  be  found  to  forget 
an  atrocious  indignity  offered  to  their  Sovereign 
through  the  perfbn  of  his  ambaflador. 

With  refpefl  to  the  probable  events  of  the  war, 

this  country  muft  take  its  chance.     We  aflume  not 

the  province  of  Roman  foothfayers,  nor  pretend  to 

predidl  what  the  chapter  of  accidents  will  produce. 

This,  we  know,  that  the  people  of  Great  Britain  arc 

aduated  by  one  fpirit,  and  animated  with  one  mind; 

that  as  the  Chief  Conful  has  been  unguarded  enough 

to  confefs,  that  his  main  object  will  be  an  attempt 

at  invafion,  he  will  be  taught  that  Britons,  fighting 

pro  arts  et  focis^  are  not  a  defpicable  enemy ;  that 

they  will  not  (brink  from  his  fword,  like  his  iocs  in 

Italy  ;  but  will  maintain  the  valour  evinced  by  their 

anceftors  at  Crel^,  at  Poidliers,  at  Agincourt,  and  at 

Blenheim  • 

The  Reporter  it  eoufciotts,  that  it  is  indecorouJ 

and 
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and  indecent  to  talk  of  riien  in  power  with  paffioii 
or  warmth ;  but  he  could  not  confider  himfelf  an 
Englifhmen,  and  reftraih  his  indignation  Ofi  perufing 
the  grofs  infults  which  the  Pirft  Conful,  in  his  con- 
verfation  with  Lord  WhiTwortH,  offered  to  the  Sove- 
reign of  the  Britifh  empire.  Even  to  a  cold  blooded 
man,  the  papers  laid  before  parliament  convey  ah 
abundant  ground  for  a  declaration  of  war.  Therft 
IS  fcarccly  a  lingle  a6l  of  the  Firft  Conful  (ince  the 
fignature  and  ratification  of  the  Treaty  of  Amiens', 
that  has  not  afforded  matter  of  juft  offence  to  this 
country.  His  views  of  aggrandifement,  exemplified 
in  his  acquirement  of  Piedmont,  and  other  parts  of 
Italy,  his  obtaining  pofleffion  of  the  Ifle  of  Elba,  his 
condu6l  towards  Switzerland,  and  his  condu^  in 
marching  French  troops  into  Holland,  are  fufHcient 
grounds  for  taking  up  arms^againft  a  power  lb  avo>v* 
cdly  void  of  faith,  and  regardlcfs  of  the  principle 
of  the  law  of  nations  ;  that  no  power  having  made 
a  treaty  of  peace  (ball  obtain  acceflion  of  territory, 
which  necefiarily  involves  an  addition  to  its  power, 
without  the  content  of  the  other  contra6ling  party. 
But  exclufive  of  thefe  leading  features  of  offence 
in  the  cpnduft  of  the  Firft  Conful  of  J^'rance,  his 
very  complaints  of  affronts  and  infults,  conveyed  to 
the  Britifh  government  by  M.  Otto  and  General 
Andreofli,  are  infulting  and  derogatory  to  the  king's 
honour  and  dignity.  The  remonflrances  made  by 
the  firft  Gentleman  go  direiSly  to  an  attack  on  the 
rights  of  hofpitality.  They  demand  a  deprivation 
ptthat  protedlion  which  the  Britifh  Govc^"niHent  has, 
fo  honourably  to  the  charadler  of  the  country,  ex- 
tended  to  the  Princes  of  the  Blocjd,  of  the  lately-? 
overthrown  French  monarchy,  to  the  French  bifhops, 
and  other  French  individuals.  The  expedtation  that 
fuch  a  demand  would  be  complied  with,   is  mod 

^  ?  arrogant 
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arrogant'  and  prefutpptuoos.'  The  next  reqiniitioo 
is,  that  the  Brritilli  pref3  Hiould  be  retrained  by  po- 
sitive lawe.  The  very  proportion  of  fuch  a  matter 
is.almoft  beyond  the  forbearance  of  Bntifh  patience 
to  liften  to.  In  this  country,  the  law  is  invefled 
with  full  "powers  over  the  Britifh  prefs.  We  lament 
its  licentioufnefs,  occaHunaliy  indulged  in,  as  n^uch 
as  any  men,  but  we  feel  confolation  in  the  recollcc* 
tion  that  its  excefs  may  be  retrained,  and  its  inde* 
ce.ncy  punKbcd  by  the  good  fenfe  and  found  judg- 
ment of  a  British  jury,  as  often  as  an  appeal  (hall  be 
thought  proper  to  be  made  to  one.  The  Jibcrty  of 
the  prefs  is  one  of  the  vital  and  fundamental  prin« 
ciples  of  the  conftitution  of  the  Britilh  empire,  and 
every  fubjed  of  our  g:racious  Sovereign  (houid  fub* 
mit  to  the  difgrace  of  cloathing  himfelf  with  fack* 
cloth  and  heaping  his  head  with  afhes,  when  be  fees 
the  Government  fo  degraded^as  to  bow  to  tbedic*- 
tation  of  a  foreign  power  as  to  tbe  government  of 
the  prefs- 

With  regard  to  the  various  other  topics  adverted 
to,  and  complained  of  in  b>s  Majefiy's  declarationp 
there  is  fcarccly  one  of  them  that  does  not  in  itfclf 
contain  A>  much  matter  of  oftcnce  to  a  great  and 
independent  country,  that,  when  refufed  to  'be 
latisfadorily  explained,  it  docs  not  conditute  a 
reafonable,  or  rather  a  juftifiable  caufe  of  war.  Great 
Britain  muft  maintain  her  dignity  and  her  honour, 
find  for  fo  great  a  Hake  (he  muft  rifque  every  thing. 
Thank  God,  from  her  acknowledged  fuperiority  at 
fca,  and  the  tried  valour  of  her  armies,  felt  and 
yielded  to  in  Syria  and  in  Egyyt,  the  rifque  is  not 
a  dcfpcratc  one.  It  is  alfo  confidcrably  diminiflied 
in  confccjucncc  of  the  military  ardour  that  pervades 
the  whole  ifland  of'Great  Britain,  tv'hen  c:d led  upon 
to  repel  inva(ion.     FrancCj,  by  her  confcriptions,  has 

at 
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at  OBCC  iacrificed  ber  commerce, .  aonihibted  bar 
manufa^lures,  apdalmofl:  abridged,  though  xDot  quite 
ruined,  her  agriculture ;  indeed,  there  would  bav^ 
been  an  end  to  it,  if  the  French  women  had  no^ 
with  the  fpirit  of  Roman  matrons,  felt  in  commou 
with  their  countrymen,  and  fiurdily  gone  forth,  and 
taken  the  plough  in  hand.  We  cannot  but  admira 
and  venerate  fo  noble  an  inftance  of  public  exertioa 
and  energy  in  a  fex,  certainly  never  intended  by 
nature  for  the  labour  of  the  field.  France  fet  the 
example,  and  armed,  as  they  termed  it  en  tuaJfeL 
The  Bripfh  empire  has  not-  entirely  followed  the 
example,  but  it  has  come  as  near  it  as  the  confti** 
tution  of  a  free  country  will  admit.  Every  citizea 
has  not  turned  foldier,  but  the  nobility  and  gentry, 
the  men  of  landed  property,  and  fortune,, have  with 
a  mod  patriotic  fpirit  come  forward,  abandoned  their 
domeitic  comforts,  and  called  forth  their  foUowera 

.  to  the  field,  diiciplined  them  in  military  exerciie, 
and  qualified  them  to  af&ft,  aye,  and  moft  power- 
fully aflift,  in  the  protedlion  and  defence  of  their 
country.  What  a  flattering  contrail  in  the  very  me- 
dium of  defenfive  armament,  for  national  purpoie,. 
does  this  afford,  when  comjnired  with  the  means  re«- 
forted  to  in  France  ?  There,  the  wretched  flaves  of 
the  fevcrcft  defpotifm,  are  forced  from  their  occu- 
pations, and  perfonally  dragged  to  the  armies,  under 
terror  of  immediate  anni'hilation.  Here,  no  man  is 
obliged  to  bear  arms,  if  be  can  find  a  fubftitute^ 
(eafy  1o  be  procured  at  a  moderate  price)  or  unlefs 
he  is  willing  to  volunteer  bis  ferviccs.     In  a  word^ 

•all  the  broad  <lifFercnceJi  between  an  arbitrary  and 
dcfpotic  government  (whether  an  abiblutc  monarchy 
or  a  mo  eabfolute  rPpublick)  are  mod  clearly  inark- 
cd,  and  diftinguiihed  in  the  mode  of  calling  forth 
^he  military  ftrengtb  of  each  country.    France  c^n 

brings 
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bring  the  larger  tinraberof  mHitary  men  info  Ibe 
field,  but  fhe  coerces  their  becoming  foldier^,  aod 
confcqaently  fonns  armies  compofed  of  men  who 
*  feel  no  relifli  t>r  zeal  in  the  eaufe  for  wjiich  they  arc 
to  fight,  ami  defert  in  numbers,  while  the  lilandic 
mihtary  of  Great  Britain  glow  with  the  patriotic 
ardour,  which  the  ncceflary  defence  of  their  wives, 
their  families,  and  their  country,  mult  naturally  in- 
fpire. 

The  Debates  *  which  have  taken  place  in  both 
hoofcs  of  Parliament,  upon  the  public  papers  rela- 
tive to  the  negotiation,  have  been  cxtren)ely  intereft- 
ing  and  important,  Wc  cannot  but  lament,  however, 
that  thofe  noble  Lords  and  Gentlemen,  who,  in  each 
houfc,  expreflcd  an  anxiety  to  keep  the  door  to  con- 
ciliation open,  pufhed  their  argument  to  a  divifion« 
Such  a  circumftance  may  lead  to  very  uhfortunate 
confeqncnccs.  We,  who  are  u[)on  the  (jxit,  knour 
that  it  arofe  from  tiothing  more  than  a  mere  trial  of 
flrength  and  numbers,  between  political  parties ;  but 
will  thofe  on  the  Continent  view  it  in  that  light  ? 
Is  it  not  more  probable,  that,  for  the  fake  of  delud- 
ing the  people  of  France,  the*  Firft  Confid  may 
draw  from  it  a  coilclufion,  that  the  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain  is  divided  in  opinion  as  to  the  juftice 
of  the  war  ?  We  are  aware  that  the  members  oif 
both  Houfcs  of  Parliament,  who  fupported  the 
amendment,  are  men  of  diftinguifhed  talents,  and 
great  public  virtue;  but  with  all  due  deference  to 
their  fuperiority  of  mind  and  ability,  we  muft  tak^ 
the  liberty  of  deploring  a  condu6V,  which  appears  to 
\is  to  be  1)oth  unneceflary  and  mifcbievous.  To 
keep  the  door  open  to  conciliatory  negotiation 
is  ccr^itainly,  prima  facicy  a  moft  definable  ob- 
jc<ft ;  but  there  is  a  certain  point  in  negotiation 
M  hen  the  ground  is  ierious  and  important^   beyond 

which 
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which  d  government '  of  a  great  country  cannot  go 
without  rendering  itfelf  contemptible^  and  the  xtmk^ 
ed  obje<5l  of  general  fcorn  and  ridicule,  fon  its  pu<f 
iillanimity,  in  the  eyes  of  all  the  world.  .  Bctgdes,  it 
ought  to  be  remembered,  that. the  door  to  eonciitftf 
tory  negotiation  is  always  open,  whether,  io  peace 
or  war.  Certainly  it  creaks  upon.  it3  hinges  (bmcr 
what,  after  the  fivord  is  drawn,  and  hoitilities  aro 
commenced ;  in  that  cafe,  mens'  minds  become  irri* 
tated,  and  the  worft  paflions  are  put  in  motion  ;  but 
^(lill  the  government  of  great  flates  is  fcldom  fo  loft 
to  reafon,  as  to  turn  a  de£|f  ear  to  fair  and  candid 
propofals  of  a  conciliatory  nature.  '  Before  they  pro- 
voke or  feel  provoked  to  fufiain  that  great  evil,  a  war^ 
they  have  generally  looked  to  its  poflible  confe* 
quences,  and  weighed  well  the  balance  of  advantage 
and  difadvantagc  that  may  be  the  refult.  Having 
that  ponftantly  in  their  contemplation,  they  muft 
feel  that  the  earlier  a  war  is  brought  to  a  termination 
the  better  will  it  be  for  both  parties  who  have  the 
misfortune  to  be  involved  in  it.  Upon  this  idea  it 
is,  that  we  venture  to  differ  from  the  noble  and 
refpc<5lable  Members  of  both  Houfes  of  Parliament, 
who  voted  for  the  amendment. 

Being  engaged  in  war,  we  cannot,  as  Britons, 
but  hope  that  ihis  country  will  not  only  prcfcrve  its 
high  reputation,  but  maintain  its  dignity  and  ho- 
nour, while  it  adds  to  its  glory.  Wc  capnot  have 
reafon  for  defpondency.  We  have  the  fame  heroes 
in  our  navy  and  army,  ^s  we  had  two  years  ago,  and 
we  have  every  reafon  to  depend  upon  their  exertions. 
The  efforts  the  country  muft  make  in  its  defence, 
muft  be  coequal  with  the  valour  and  intrepidiiy  of 
our  feamen  and  foldiers,  and  their  gallant  poininand* 
ers  The  burthens  which  the  people  will  be  called 
upon  to  fuflain,  will  neceflarily  be  heavy  and  incon* 

venicnt. 
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feoienty  but  we  cannot  thmk  fo  poody  of  the  fpirit 
of  oar  fUlow  fubjedb,  as  to.  fuppoie  that  tbej  will 
ifarink  from  any  difficulty  of  preilure  impoied  on 
tbem,  by  fupporting  a  war^  at  once  both  juft  and 
Beceilary,  and  which  has  for  its  ob|e6t  no  lefs  tban- 
the  pi«elervation  of  their  laws,  their  liberties,  and 
their  property,  and  the  exiftence  of  their  glorioos 
eonftitutiom 
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
